With a brief Account of ſome of his Travels, Suf< 
ferings and Hardſhips endured for the Truth's ſake. 


T having pleaſed Almighty God to take away my Dear 
Huband out of this Evil, Troubleſome World, who was not 
& Man thereof ; being Choſen out of it, and had his Life 
and Being in azother Region, and his Teſtimony was a- 
gainſt the World, that the Deeds thereof were evil, and 

AS therefore the World hated him : So I am now to give in 

my Account and Teſtimony for my Dear Husband , whom the 

Lord hath taken unto his bleſſed Kjzgdom and Glory, And it is 


| before me from the Lord, and in my View, to give a Relation, 


and leave upon Record the Dealings of the Lord with us from 
the Beginning. 
He was the In/irument in the Hand of the Lord in this pre- 

ſent Age, which he made uſe of to ſend forth into the World, 

to preach the Everlaſting Goſpel, which had been hid from many 

Ages and Generations ; the Lord Revealed it unto him, and made 

him open that New and Livine Way, that Leads to Life Eternal, 

when he was but a Towth, and a Stripling, And when he De- 
clared it in his own Country of Leiceſterſhire, and in Darbyſhire, 
Nottinghamſhire and Warwickſhire , and his Declaration being a- 

gainſt the Hireling-Prieſts and their Prattices, it raiſed a Great 

Fury and Oppoſition amongſt the Prie#s and People againſt him : 

yet there was always ſ9me, that owned him in ſeveral places 

but very few, that ſtood firm to him, when Perſecution came on 

him. There was he and oze other put in Priſon at Darby , but tis fi 
the other declined , and left him in Priſon there ; where he con- Impriton: 
inued almoſt a whole Tear, and then he was Releaſed out of Pri- 
ſon: And went on with his Teſtimony abroad, and wak put in gecond 
Priſon again at Nottingham ; and there he continued a while , Impriſon- 
and after was Releaſed again. | _ 
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And then he Travelled on into Torkſhire, and paſſed up and 
down that Great County, and ſeveral received him; as William 
Dewsbury, Richard Farnſworth , Thomas Aldam and others, who 
all came to be faithful Miniſters of the Spirit for the Lord. And 
he continued in that Country , and Travelled thorow Holdernef 


' and the Wowlds, and abundance were Convinced; and ſeveral were 


brought to Priſon at York for their Te#imony to the Truth, both 
Men and Women: So that we heard of ſuch a People that were 
Riſen, and we did very much 7z2quire after them. And after 
2 while he Travelled up farther towards the Dales in Yorkſhire , 
as Wenſdale, and Sedbur; and amongſt the Hills, Dales and 
Mountains he came on, ' and Convinced many of the Eternal 
1 ruth. 

And in the Year 1652. it pleaſed the Zord to draw him to- 
wards us; ſo he came on from Seabar , and fo to Weſimorland, 
as Firbank-Chappel, where John Blaykling came with him: and ſo 
on to Preſton, and to Grariz, and Kendal, and Under-barrow , 
and Poobank , and Cartmel , and Staveky; and ſo on to Swarth- 


more, my Dwelling-Houſe, whither he brought the bleſſes Tide- 


ings of the Everlaſting Gofe/, which I, and many Hundreds in 
theſe parts, have cauſe to praiſe the Lord for. My then Huſ- 
band, Thomas Fell, was not at home at that time, but gone the 
Welch Circuit, being one of the Tudges of Aſſize : And our Houſe 
being a Place open to entertain Mizifters and Religious People at, 
one of George Fox his Friends brought him hither ; where he ſtay- 
ed all Night. And the next day, being a Lei7are, or a Paſt-day, 
he went to WverſtonSteeple-honſe, but- came not in, till People 
were gathered ; I and my Children had been a long time there 
before. And when they were ſinging before the Sermon, he came 
in; and when they had done ſigizz, he ſtood up upon a Seat 
or Form, and deſired, That he might have liberty to ſpeak: And 
he that was in the Pulpit, ſaid he might. And the firſt words, 
that he ſpoke, were as followeth : He #5 ot a Jew, that is one 
outward ; neither is that Circumciſion, which is outward : But he is a 
Jew, that is one inward ; and that is Circumcilion,which is of the heart. 
And ſo he went on, and ſaid , How zhat Chriſt was the Light 
of the World, and ligheth every Man that cometh into the World ; 
and that by this Light they might be gathered to God, &c. And 1 
ſtood up in my Pew, and I wondered at his DodFrine ; for I had 
never heard {ſuch before. And then he went on, and opened 
the Scriptures, and ſaid 3 The Scriptures were the Prophets words, 
and Chriſt's aud the Apoſtle*s words, and what, as they ſpoke , they 
enjoyed and poſſeſſed, and had it from the Lord: And ſaid, Then what 
had any to do with the Scriptures , but as they came to the Spirit, 
that gave them forth, Tou will ſay, Chriſt ſaith this, and the A- 
poſtles ſay this ; but what canſt thou ſay? Art thou a Childof Light, 
and haſt walked in the Light, and what thou ſpeakeſt, 1 it inwardly from 
God? &c. This opened me fo, that it ct me to the Heart ; and 
then I ſav clearly, we were all wrong. So I ſattne down in my 
Pew again, and crzed bitterly: And I cried in my Spirit to the 
Lora, We are all Thieves, we are all Thieves; we have _ the 
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Scriptures iz Words, and know nothing of them in onr ſelves. $o 
that ſerved me, that I cannot well tell, what he ſpake after. 
wards; but he went on in declaring againſt the fall Prophets, 
and Prieſts, and Deceivers of the People. And there was one 
John Sawrey, a Juſtice of Peace, and a Profeſſor, that bid the 
Churchwarden, Take him away : And he laid his hands on him 
ſeveral times, and took them off again, and let him alone; and 
then after a while he gave over, and came to our Houſe again 
that night. And he ſpoke in the Family among(t the Servants, 
and they were all generally Convinced ; as William Caton, Tho- 
mas Salthouſe, Mary Askew, Anne Clayton and ſeveral other Ser- 
vants. And I was ſtricken into ſuch a ſadneſs, I knew not what 
to do; my Husband being from home. I ſaw, it was the Truth, 
and I could not deny it; and I did, as the Apo#le faith, I Re. 
ceived the Truth in the Love of it : And it was opened to me ſo 
clear, that I had never a Tittle in my Heart. againſt it ; but I 
deſired the Lora, that I might be kept in it, and then I deſired 
no greater Portion, © 

And then he went on to Dalton, Aldineham, Dendrum and Ram- 
ſde-Chappels and Steeple-honſes, and places ſeveral up and down, 
and the People followed him mightily ; and abundance were Cor- 
vinced, and ſaw, that which he ſpoke, was 7rath ; But the Priefts 
were all in a Rage. And about two Weeks after James Naylor 
and Richard Farnſworth followed him , and enquired him our, cill 
they came to Swarthmore, and there ſtayed a while with me at 
our Houſe, and did me much Good; for I was under great Hea- 


wvineſs and Judgment, But the Power of the Lord entred upon - 


me, within about wo Weeks , that he came; and about #hree 
Weeks-end my Hmsband came home : And many were in a migh:- 
ty Rage. And a deal of the Captains and Great Ones of the 
Country went to meer my then Hwucband, as he was coming 
home, and informed him, That 4 Great Diſaſter was befallen 4- 
mongit hi Family, and that they were Witches ; aud that they had 
taken us out of our Religion : and that be might either ſet them a- 
way, or all the Country would be undone. But no Weapons form- 
ed againſt the Lord, ſhall proſper ; as you may ſee hereaf- 
ter. 

So my Husbayd came home greatly offended : And any may 
think, what a Condition I was like to be in, that either I might 
diſpleaſe my Hrband, or offend God; for he was very much 
troubled with us all in the Houſe and Family , they had ſo pre+ 
polſeſt him againſt #5. But James Naylor and Richard Farnſ- 
worth were both then at our Houſe, and I deſired them to come 
and ſpeak to him; and ſo they did, very moderately and wiſe- 
ly : But he was at firſt diſpleaſed with them; but they told 
him , They came in Love, and good Will to his Houſe. And 
after that he had - heard them ſpeak a while, he was bet- 
ter fatisfied; and they offered, as if they would go away: 
| but II deſired them to ſlay, and zot to go away yet; for George 
Fox will come this Evening. And I would have had my Huſ- 
band to have heard them all, and fatisfied himſelf __ A- 

out 
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bout them; becauſe they had fo prepoſleſt him againſt them of ſuch 
dangerous, fearful things 10 his coming firſt home. And then was 
he pretty moderate and quiet: and his Dinner being ready , he 
went tot; and I went in, and fate me down by him. And 
whilſt I was fitting, the Power of the Lord ſeized upon me : and 
he was ſtricken with Amazemert, and knew not what to think; 
but was quiet and ſtill, And the Children were all quiet and 
{till, and grown Sober, and could not p/ay on their Msfick , that 
they were learning : and all theſe things made him quiet and 
ſtill. 

And then at Night George Fox came: And after Supper my 
Hutband was fitting in the Pay/our, and I asked him, If George 
Fox m:ght come in? and he ſaid, Nes. So George came ia with- 
out any Complement, and walked into the Room, and began to 
ſperk preſently ; and the Family, and James Naylor, and Richard 
Farnſworth came all in : and he ſpoke very excellently, as ever 
I heard him ; and opened Chrift and the Apoſtles Pratices, which 
they were in, in their Day. And he opened the Night of Apo- 


ftacy ſince the Apoſtles Dazs, and laid open the PrieF#s and their 


Practices in the Apoſfacy ; that if all in Exgland had been there, 
I rhought, they could not have denied the Truth of thoſe things. 
And io my Hwuband came to ſee clearly the Truth, of what he 
{poke, and was very quiet that Night, and ſaid no more; and 
went to Bed. And next Morning came Lampit , Priezt of Ul- 
verſion, and got my Hwusband into the Garden; and ſpake much 
to him there : But my Hwsband had ſeen fo much the Night be- 
fore, that the Prieſt got little Entrance upon him. And when 
the Prieſt Zampit was come into the Houſe, George ſpoke ſharp- 
ly to him, and asked him ; When God ſpake to him, and called him 
to go, and preach to the People? Bur after a while the Prieſt went 
away : This was on a Sixth-day of the Week about the Fifth 
Month, 1652. And at our Houſe divers Friends were ſpeaking 
one to another; how there was ſeveral Convinced here-aways ; 
and we could not tell, where to get a Meeting : My Husband al- 
ſo being preſent, he over-heard, and faid of his own Ac- 
cord; Tow may Meet here, if you will: And that was the Fir 
Meeting we had, that he offered of his own Accord, And then 
Notice was given that Day and the zext to Friends; and there 
was a good large Meeting the Firſt-day, which was the Firſt 
Meeting , that was at Swarthmore: and {0 continued there a Meet- 
ing from 1652, till 1690, And my Hw4banud went that Day to 
the Szeeple-houſe, and none with him, but his Clerk and his Groom, 
that rid with him ; and the Przeſ# and People were all fearfully 
troubled : But praiſed be the Lord, they never got their Wills up- 
ON us to this day. 

And thn after a few Weeks, George went to Mlverſton-Steeple- 
houſe again , and the ſaid Juſtice Sawrey, with others, ſet the Rude 
Rabble upon him ; and they beat him fo, that he fell down as in 
a Swoon, and was ſore bruiſed and black*ned in his Body, and on 
his Head and Arms, Then my Husband was not at home: but 
when he came home, he was diipleaſed, that they ſhould do ſo; 


and 
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and ſpoke to Juſtice Sawrey, and ſaid, 1t was againſt Law to make 
Riots. And after that he was ſore beat and (toned at Walzey, 
tiil he fell down: And alſo at Dalton was he ſore beat and abu- 
ſed ; ſo that he had very hard Uſage 1n divers places in theſe 
parts, And then when a Meeting was ſettled here , he went a- 
gain into Weſt orland, and ſettled Meetings there ; and there was 
a great Convincement, and abundance of brave Miniſters came out 
there-aways, as John Camm, John Audland, Francis Howgil , Ed- 
ward Burroush, Miles Halhead, and John Blaykling with divers 0- 
thers. He alſo went over Sands to Lancaſter, and Telland , and 
Kellet, where Robert Widders, Richard Hubberthorn and John 
Lawſon , with many others were Convinced, And about that time 
he was in thoſe parts, many Prieſis and Profeſſors roſe up, and 
fallly accuſed him for Blaſphemy, and did endeavour to rake away 
his Life; and got People to ſwear at a Seſſions at Lancaſter , that 
he had ſpoken Blaſphemy. But my then Husband and Colonel 
Weſt, having had ſome Sizht and Knowleage of the Truth , with: 
{tood the two Perſecuting Juſtices , Fohn Sawrey and Thompſon ; 
and brought him off, and cleared him : for 1ndeed he was 1zno- 
cent. And after the Seſſions there was a great Meeting in the 
Town of Laxcaſter ; and many of the Towns People came in, and 
many were Convinced. And thus he was up and down about 
Lancaſter, Telland, Weſtmorland and ſome parts of Yorkſhire, and 
our parts above one Tear; in which time there was above Twen- 
ty and four Miniſters brought forth , that were ready to go with 
their TeX#imony of the Eternal Truth unto the World : And ſoon 
after Francis Howgil and John Camm went to ſpeak to Oliver Crom- 
vel, 

And in the Year 1653. George's drawings was into Cumberland 
by Muholm, Lampley, Embleton and Brigham, Paradſey and Cocker- 
mouth, where at or near Embleton he had a Diſpute with ſome 
Prieſts , as Larkham and Benſon , but chiefly with John Wilkin- 
ſon, a Preacher at Embleton and Brigham; who after was Convinced, 
and owned the Truth, and was a lerviceable Miniſter both in 
England, Ireland and Scotland. And then he went to Coldbeck 
and ſeveral places, till he came to Care, and went to their 
Steeple-houſe : And they beat and abuſed him, and had him be- 


fore the Maziſtrates; who Examined him, and put him in Pri- The chird 


ſon there in the Common-Goal among the Thieves. And at the 


Aſſizes one Anthony Pearſon , who had been a Fuſtice of Peace, © 


and was Convinced at Appleby (when he was upon the Bench) 
by James Naylor and Francis Howgil, who were then Priſoners 
there, and brought before him ; ſo Anthony Pearſon ſpake to the 
Juſtices at Carlzfle, he being acquainted with them, having mar- 
ried his Wife out of Cumberland; and after a while they Re- 
leaſed him. And after he weat into ſeveral parts in Cumberlazd , 
and many were Convinced, and owned the Truth: and he ga- 
thered and ſettled Meetings there amongſt them, and up and 
down in ſeveral Parts there in the North,

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And in the Year 1654, he went Southward to his own Coun- 
try of Leicetterſhire, vititing Friends. And then Colonel Hacker

while, he was brought before Olzver, and was Releaſed, And 
then he ſtayed a while, viſiting Frzezds in London, and the 
Meetings therein ; and fo paſſed Weſtward to Brifto!, and viſited 
Friends there : and after went into Corawal, where they put him 
in Priſon at Launceſion, and one Edward Pyot with him ; where 
he had a bad , long Impriſonment. And when he was Releaſed, 
he paſſed into many parts in that County of corzwal, and ſettled 
Meetings there. And then he Travelled thorow many Counties, 
viſiting Friends and ſettling Meetings all along ; and fo came 1n- 
to the North, and to Swarthmore, and to Cumberland, 

And 1o for Scotland he paſſed in the Year 1657. and there went 
with him Robert Widders, James Lancaſter , John Grave and 0- 
thers. And he Travelled thorow many places in that Nation, 
as Douglas, Heads, Hambleton, Glaſcow, and to Edenborough, where 
they took him, and carried him before General Mozk, and the 
Council , and Examined him, and asked him his B»ſizefs into that 
Nation: who Anſwered ; He came to wiſit the Seed of God. And 
after they had threatned him, and charged him to depart their 
Nation of Scotland, they let him go. And then he went to Lin- 
lithgow, and Sterling , and Johnftons and many places , viſiting 
the People ; and ſeveral were Convinced, And after he had ftayed 
a pretty while, and ſettled ſome 2eetings, he returned into Nor- 
thumberland, and into the Biſhoprick of Durham , viſiting Friends 
and ſettling Meetings, as he went; and then returned back again 
to Swarthmore , and ſtayed amongſt Friends a while, and ſo re- 
turned South again, And 1n 1658. Judge Fel died. 

And in 1650. | he came out of the South into the North, and 
had a Great Gexeral Meeting about Balby in Yorkfbire ; and fo 
came on viſiting Friends in many places, till he came to Swarth- 
more again. And Kzng Charles then being come in, the Juſtices 
ſent out Warrants, and took him at Swarthmore, charging him 
in their Warrants, That he drew away the King's Liege People, to 
the endangering the embruing the Nation in Blood ; and ſent him 
Priſoner to Lancaſter-Caſtle.. And I having a Great Family, and 
he being taken in my Houſe, I was moved of the Lord to go 
to the King at Whitehall; and took with me a Declaration, and 
an formation of our Principles: And a long time, and much ado 
I had, to get to him. But at laſt, when I gotto hien, I told him ; 
If he was Guilty of theſe things, I was Guilty, for he was taken in 
my Houſe: And I gave him the Paper of our Principles, and deſi- 
red , that he would ſet him at Liberty; as he had promiſed, That 
none ſhould. ſuffer for tender Conſciences : and we were of tender Con« 
ſciences , and deſired nothing , but the Liberty of our Conſciences. And 
then with much ado, after he had been kept Priſoner near half a 
Year at Lancaſter, we got a Habeas Corpus, and Removed him to 
the King's Bench ; where he was Releaſed, And then would I 
gladly have come home to my great Family ; but was bound in 
my Spirit, and could not have Freedom to get away for a whole

Year. And the Kzzg had promiſed me ſeveral times, that we 
ſhould have our Lzberty : And then the Monatchy-Mer roſe ; and 
then came the Great and General Impriſonment of Friends the Na- 
tion thorow: And ſo could I not have Freedom nor Liberty to 
come home, till we had got a Gereral Proclamation for all our 
Friends Liberty; and then I had Freedom and Peace to come 
home. 
And in 1663. he came North again, and to Swarthmore : And 
then they ſent out Warrants, and took him again, and had him 
to Holcrof before the Juſtices, and tendered him the Oath of A!- 


legiance; and ſent him Priſoner to Lanca#ter-Caſtle. And about Theſe- 


a Month after, the Futices ſent for me alſo out of my Houſe

and tendered me the Oath; and ſent me Priſozer to Lanca#er. : 


And the next Aſ/izes they tendered the Oath of Allegiance and Su- 
premacy to us again both, and Premunired me : But they had miſ- 
ſed the Date, and other things in his 1[zdi&ment , and ſo it was 
quaſht ; but they tendered him the Oath again, and kept him 
Priſoner a Tear and an half at Lancaſter-Caſtle. And then they 
ſent him to Scarborough-Caſtle in Yorkſhire, where they kept him 
Priſoner cloſe under the Soldiers much of a Tear and an half; fo 
that a Friend could ſcarcely have ſpoken to him : yet after that 
it pleaſed the Lora, that he was Releaſed. But I] continued in 
Priſon, and a Priſoner four years at that time : And an Order was 
procured from the Council, whereby I was ſet at Liberty. And 
in that time I went down into Corzwall with my Sox and Davgh- 
ter Lower, and came back by London to the early Meeting ; and 
there I met with him again : ' And then he told me, The time 
was drawing on towards owr Marriage ; but he might firſt go intoIre-

land. Anda little before this time was he Priſoner in his own The eighth 


Country at Leiceſter for a while; and then Releaſed, And ſo in- Imprifen- 


to Ireland he went: and I went into Kent and Suſſex ; and came 
back to London again: And afterward I went to the We#, to- 


ment, 


wards Briſtol, in 1669. and there I ftay'd, till he came over - 


from Irelaxd, And then it was Eleven years after my former 
Husband's Deceale. And in Ireland he had had a great Service 
for the Lord and his Eternal Truth, amongſt Friends and many 
People there, but elcaped many Dazgers, and Times of being ta- 
ken Priſozer ; they having laid in Watt afore-hand for him in 
many places. And then he being return'd, at Bri/tol, he declared his 
Int entions of Marriage : and there alſo was our Marriage ſolemni- 
zed. And then within te» Days after I came homewards; and 
my Huband ſtayed up and down in the Conntries amongſt Friends, 
viſiting them. | 

And ſoon after I came home, there came another Order from 
the Council to caſt me into Priſon again ; and the Sheriff of Lan: 
caſhire ſent his Bailiff, and pulled me out of my own Houſe, and 
had me Priſoner to Lancaſter-Caſtle { upon the Old Premubire;) 
where I continued a whole Year : And moſt part of all that time 
was I fick and weakly; and alſo my Hwusband was weak and ſickly 
at that time. And then after a while he Recovered, and went 
about to get me out of Priſoz; and a Diſcharge at laſt was got 


pl under 
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under the Great Seal : and ſo I was let at Liberty, Ard then [ 
was to go up to London again, for my Husband was intending 
for Am:rica : And he was full zwo years away , before he came 
back again into Ermglazd ; and then he arrived at Briſto!, and 
then came to Loxaon : and he intended to have come to the 
middle of the Nation with me. Burt when we came into ſome 
parts of Worceſterſhire, they got there Information of Þim; and 
one Juſtice Parker by his Warrant ſent him and my Son Lower 
The ninth (5 PPorceſter-Gaol: and the Fuſtices there tendered him the Oarh, 
-— and Premunired him, but Releaſed my Son Lower ; who ſtayed 
with him moſt of the time he was Pr/ſozer there. 

And after ſome time he fell ſick in a long, lingering Sickneſs , 
and many times was very ull : ſo-they writ to me from London, 
That if 1 would fee him alive, 1 might go to him ;, which accord- 
ingly I did. And after I had tarried Seventeen Weeks with him 
at Worceſter, and no Diſcharge like to be obtained for him, I 
went up to London, and writ to the K7izg an Account of his long 
Impriſonment, and how he was taken in his Travel homewaras; aud 
how he was weak and ſick, ana not like to live, if they kept him long 
there, And I went with it to Whrtehall my ſelf ; and I met with 
the King , and gave him the Paper: And he faid, I muſt go to 
the Chancellour, he could do nothing in it, Then I writ alſo to 
the Lord Chancellour, and went to his Houſe, and gave him my | 
Paper, and ſpoke to him, That the King had left it wholly to hins ; | 
and if he did not take pity , and Releaſe him out of that Priſon, I 
feared, he would end hu days there. And the Lord Chancellour q 
Finch was a very tender Man, and ſpoke to the Judge; who ® |; 
gave out an Habeas Corpus preſently. And when we got it, we 
ſent it down to Worceſter; and they would not part with him = 
at firſt, but ſaid , he was Premunired, and was not 10 go out on p 
that manner, And then we were forced to go to Judge North , : 
and to the Attorney Gexeral, and we got another Order, and ſent 
down from them ; and with much ado, and great Labour and 
Induſtry of William Mead, and other Friends, we got him up to 
London, where he Appeared 1n Weſtminſter. Hall at the Kjing's- 

' Bench, before Judge Hales, who was a very honeſt, tender Man; 

and he knew, they had Impriſozed him but in Exvy, So that, 

which they had againſt him, was Read; and our Counſelpleaded, 

That he was taken up in his Travel and Journey : And there was 

but a little ſaid , till he was guitred. Ang this was the Laſt Pri- 

or , that he was in, being freed by the Court of Kjng's- 
ench. | 

And when he was at Liberty, he Recovered again: And then 
IT was very deſirous to go home with him , which we did. And 
this was the jr /# time, that he came to Swarthmore, after we were 
Married ; and fo he ſtayed here much of two years. And then 
went to London again to the Tearly Meeting ; and after a while 
went into Holand, and ſome parts of Germany, where he ſtayed 
a pretty while : and then Returned to London again at the next 
Tearly Meeting. And after he had ſtayed a while in and about Lor- 
Aer, , he came into the North to Swarthmore again 5 and ſtayed 
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that time nigh #wo years : And then he grew weak/y, being troub- 
led with Pairs and Aches, having had many ſore and long Tra- 
vels, Beatings, and hard Impriſonments. But after ſome time he 
rid to Tork : and fo paſſed on thorow Nottinghamſhire and ſeve- 
ral Counties, viliting Friends; till he came to London to the 
Tearly- Meeting , and ſtayed there, and there-aways, till he fi- 
ziſhed his Courſe, and laid down his Head in Peace, 

And though the Lord had provided an outward Habitation for 
him, yet he was not willing to ſtay at it; becauſe it was 10 
remote and far from London , where his Service moſt lay. And 
iy Concern for God, and his holy, Eternal Truth was then in 
the North, where God had placed and ſet me; and likewiſe for 
the Ordering and Governing of my Children and Family : ſo that 
we were very willing both of us, to live a-pare ſome years up- 
on Goa's Account, and his Truth's Service, and to deny our ſelves 
of that Comfort, which we might have had in being together , 
for the ſake and Service of the Lord, and his Trach. And if 
any took Occaſion, or Judged hard of us becaule of that , the 
Lord will Judge them; for we were Innocent. And for my 
own part, I was willing to make many long TFournies, for ta- 
king away all Occaſion of evil Thoughts: And though I lived Two 
hundred Miles from London , yet have I been Nize times there, 
upon the Lord, and his Truth's Accoxnt ; and of all the times 
that I was at Lozaon, this laſt, time was molt Comfortable , that 
the Lord was pleaſed to give me Strexgth and Ability, to travel 
thar great Journey, being Seventy ſix years of Age, to ſee my 
Dear Hucband , who was better in his Health and Strength, than 


many times I had ſeen him before. I look upon that, that the 


Lord's ſpecial Hand was in it, that I ſhould go thea ; for he li- 
ved but about half a Tear after I left him: Which makes me 
admire the Wiſdom and Gogdynefi of God in Ordering my Four- 
aty at that time. 

And now he hath finiſhed his Coarſe , and his Teſtimony , and 
is entered into his Eternal ReF# and Felicity, I truſt inthe ſame 
powerful God, that his holy Arm and Power will carry me tho- 
row, whatever he hath yet for me to do; and that he will bg 
my Strength and Support, and the Bearer. up of my Head unto 
the Ezd, and in the Exd. For I know his Faithfulnefi and Good. 
eff, and I have Experience of his Love; To whom be Glory and

whom the Lord hath taken to himielf, And though his Earthly 


Houſe of this Tabernacle be diſſolved, and Aorzality put off; 


yet we believe, he has a Bulaing with God Eternally in the Hea- 
wens, and is entred into,Reft, as a Reward to thoſe great Labours, 
hard Sufferings and fore Trials, he patiently endured for Cod and 
his Truth, Of which Truth he was made an Able Miniſter, and 
Oe, if not the Firſ# Promulgator of it in our ge: who though of 
no great Literature, nor ſeeming much Learzea,as to the out- 
wayd ( beint hid from the W:/dom of this World;) yer he had 
the Tongue of the Learned, and could ſpeak a Word in due Sea- 
ſon to- the: Condittons and Capacities of moſt , eſpecially to them, 
thar were weary, and wanted. Souls Reſt ; being deep in the Dz- 
vine Myieries of the Kingdom of God. And the Word of Life and 
Sebvation through him reached unto many Souls; whereby many 
were Coxvinced of their great Duty of inward Retiring ro Wai? 
upon God : and as they became diltgent in the Performance of 
that Service, were alſo raſa - to be Preachers of the ſame F- 
verlaſting Gofpet of Peace and Glad Tidings to others ; who are as 
Sezts to his- Minifry both in this and other Natzons, and may 
poſſibly give 8 more full Accomnt thereof. Howbeit we knowin 

his unwearied Diligence, ' not. Sparing, but Spending himſelf in the 
Work and Service, whereunto he was Choſen and Called of God, 
conld not but'give this ſhort Tefl:movy of his Faithfulzefi therein; 
and likewiſe of his tender Lowe and Care towards us: who as 
2 render Father to Chilarew (in which Capacity we ſtood, being 
jo Re/azed unte him) he never fatled to give us his wholefome 
Counſet and Advice, And not only fo, bur as a Father in Chriſt, 
he took Care of the whole Family and Houſhol!d of Faith, which 
the Lord had made him an Eminent Overſeer of, and endued him 
with foch an Exceltent Spirit of Wiſdom and Underſtanding , to 
propofe and direCt Helps and Advantages to the Well-ordering and 
Eſtabliſhing of Afairs and Government 1n qhe Chyrch, as now are 
tound very ſerviceable thereunto ; and have greatly diſappointed 
and prevented the falſe, looſe and /ibertine Spirit in ſome, who 
to their own Confuſion have endeavoured ( by Separation and D:- 
viſion) to diſturb the Church*s Peace, And although many of 
that ſort have at ſundry times ſþor their: poiſonous Darts ar him , 
publickly in Prizt, and privately other ways; yet he has been 
always preſerved by the Heavenly Power of God, out of the 
Reach of their Exvy, and all Perils and Difficulties, that attend- 
ed on their Account : Who as a Fixed Star in the Firmament of 
God's Power, did conſtantly abide, and held his Iztegrity to the 
lat, being of a ſweet, ſavoury Life; and as to Converſation kept 
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his Garments clean: And though outwardly dead, yet liverh, and 


' his Memory is right precious unto us; as it 1s and will beto all, 


that abide in the Love of Trath, and have not declined the Way 
of it. For he was one of the Lord's Worthies, Valiaxe for the 


Truth upon Earth , not turning his Back ia the Day of Battle ; 


but his Bow till abiding in its S:rexmgth, he through many Hard.

towards his whole NA, , and Royal Off-ſpring ; blefled be his 
pure and powerful Name for Evermore. And our Souls do truly 
and fervently defire, and breathe unto the God of all our Mer- 
cies, that you all may be preſerved, and kept truly fairhful and 
diligent 10 his Work and Service, according to your Heavenly Cal- 
ling and Endowments with his Light; Grace and Truth, unto the Exd 
of your Days z as being livingly engaged thereby, all your appotnr- 
ed Time to ſerve him,and to wait, till your Change come : That none 
may negle@ that true Improvement of your T izres and Talenti,that 
God has afforded you here, for your Eternal Advantage hereafter, 
1n that Inheritance and Life Immortal, thatnever fadesaway.

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that the whole Flock and Heritage of Chriſt Jeſus , which he has 
purchaſed and bought for himſelf with a Price incorruptible, may 
always be fo preſerved in his own pure Love and Life, as to grow,in 
creaſc, and proſper in the ſame ; and thereby be kept in Love, Unity 
and Peace with one another, as becomes his true and faithful Follow- 
ers, is that, which our very Hearts and Souls deſire, being often tru- 
ly comforted andenlarged in the living ſenſe and feeling of the Ez- 
creaſe and Abounadings thereof, among faithful Friends and Brethren. 

And Dear Brethren and Siſters, unto this our Tender Salutation, 
We are concerned in Brotherly Love, and true Tender-heartedneſs, 
to add and impart unto you ſome Acconrt of the Deceaſe of our Dear 
and Elder Brother in Chriſt, namely, his and his Church's true and 
faithful Servant and Miniſter , George Fox; whom it hath pleaſed 
the Lord to take unto himſelf, as he hath divers others of his faith- 
ful Servants and Miniſters of late Time ; who have faithfully ſerved 
out their Generation, and finiſhed their Teſtimony and Courſe with 
Joy and Peace. Howbeit, O Dear Brethren and Friexds ! that ſo 
many Worthies in Iſrael, and ſerviceable Inſtruments in the Lord's 
Hand,are of late taken away and removed from us,ſo ſoon one after 
another, appears a Dsſpenſation, that deeply and ſorrowfully aftetts 
us, and many more, whoſe Hearts are upright and tender toward 
God, and one to another in the Truth. The Conſideration of the 
Depth, Weight and Meaning thereof, 15 very weighty upon our Spi- 
rits, though their precious Life and Teſtimony lives with us, as be- 
ing of that ſame Body, united to onz Head, even Chrift Jeſus; in 
which we ſtill, and hope, ever ſhall have ſecret Comfort and Union 
with them, whom the Lord has removed, and taken to himſelf out 
| of their Earthly T abernacles and Houſes, into their Heavenly and 
Everlaſting Manſions. 

This our ſaid Dear Brother , George Fox, was enabled by the 
Lord's Power, to Preach the Trath fully and effeCtually , 1n our 
Publick Meeting in Whzte-Hart-Court , by Grace-Church:ſtreet, Lon. 
don, on the Eleventh Day of this inſtant 11th Month, 1690: After 
which he ſaid, I am glad Iwas here; now I am clear, 1amfully clear. 
Then he was the ſame Day taken with ſome 1/zeff or Indrſpoſition 
of Body, more than uſual ; and continued weak in Body for two days 
after, at our Friend Henry Goldney's Houle in the ſame Court, cloſe 
by the Meetivg-Houſe, in much Contentment and Peace, and very 
{enſible tothe laſt, In which time he mentioned divers Friends, 
and ſent for ſome in particular; to whom he expreſt his M:zd, for 
the ſpreading Friexds Books and Truth in the World, and through the 
Nations thereof ; as his Spirit in the Lord's Love and Power was uni- 
verſally ſet, and bent for Truth and Rzzhteouſneſf, and the making 
known the Way thereof to the Nations and People afar off: ſignt- 
fying alſo to ſome Friends, That all is well ; andthe Seed of Goa reigns 
over all, and over Death it ſelf. That though he was weak in Boay , 
yet that the Power of God is over all, and the Seed reigns over all diſ- 
orderly Spirits : which were his wonted ſenſible Expreſſions, being 
in the living Faith and Sexſe thereof, which he kept to the End. 
And the T hzrteenth Inſtant, between the Ninth and Tenth Hour 1n 
the Night, he quietly departed this Life in Peace ; being two a 
after 
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after the Lord enabled him to Pub/:{{ and Preach the Bleſſed Truth 
in the Meeting, as aforeſaid. Sorthar he clearly and evidently ended 
his da ys in his faithful Teſtimony, in pertect Love and Unity with his 
Brethren,and Peace and Good-will toall Men ; being about Sixty and 


, fx Tears of Age (as we underitand) when he departed this Life. 


And on the Sixtceath of this 1nſtazt, being the day appointed for 
his Funeral, a very great Concourſe of Friends and People aſſembled at 
our Meeting-Houle in Hhite- Hart-Court atoreſaid, abour the Mid-day, 
12 order to attend his Body to our Burying-place near Bunhil- Fields, 
to be Interred,as Frienas laſt Office of Love and Reſpect, due on that 
Account, The Meeting was heid about #wo Hoars, with great and 
heavenly Solemanity, manifeſtly attended with the Lord's Bleſſed 
Power and Preſence ; and divers living Teſtimonies given from a live- 
ly Remembrance and .Senle of this his Dear, Ancient Servant, his 
Bleſſed Miniſtry and Teitimony of the breaking forth of this Goſpe!- 
day ; his Innocent Life, long and great Travels, and Labours of Love 
in the Everlaſting Goſpel, tor the turning and gathering many Tho#« 
ſands from Darkneſs to the Light of Chriſt Jeſus ; the Foundation 
of true Faith; alſv of his manifold Sufferings, . Alittions and 
Oppoſitions, which he met withal for his faithful Te#imony , both 
from his open Adverſaries and falſe Brethren ; and his Preſervations, 
Dominion, and Deliverances out of them all by the Power of God: 
To whom the Glory and Honour was and is aſcribed, in raiſing up 
and preſerving thi his faithful Wztnef and Miniſter tothe End of his 
Days ; whoſe bleſſed Memorial will Everlaſtingly remain. 

He loved Truth and Righteouſneſs, and bore faithful Teſtimony 


againſt Deceit and Falſhood, and the Myſtery of Iniquity : and often, 


of late rime eſpecially, warned Friends againſt Coverouſnefs, Earthly- 
mindednefs, againſt getting into the Earth,and intoa brittle Spirit; and 
the younger ſort, againſt Looſzeff and Pride of Life, &c. 

A few days before he died, he had a great Concern upon his Mind, 


- Concerning ſome, in whom the Lora's Power was working , to lead 


them into a Miniſtry and Teſtimony to his Truth ; who through their 
too much entangling themſelves in the 7hings of this World,did make 
themſelves unready to anſwer the Call and Zeadings of the Power of 
God, and hurt the Gzft, that was beſtowed upon them, and did not 
take that regard to their Service and Miniſtry, as they ought: And 
mentioned the 4poſtlc*s Exhortationto Timothy, To take heed to his 
Miniſtry,and toſhew himſelf approved,&c. And expreſt his Grief con- 
cerning ſuch, as preferred their own Bulineſs before the Lord's Buſi- 
neſs,and ſought the advancing worldly Concerns, beforethe Concerns 
of Truth: And concluded with a tender and fatherly Exhortation to 
all, ro whom God had imparted of his Hea#enly Treaſure, that they 
would 7mprove it faithfully ; and be diligent in the Lord's Work,that 
the Earth might be ſown with the Seed of the Kzngdom, and God's 
Haryve#t miglt: be minded by thoſe, whom he had called and enabled 
to labour therein : and that ſuch would commit the Care of their 
outward Concerns to the Lord, who would care for them, and give 
a Bleſſing tothem. Rowever, this 1s not mentioned to encourage 
any torun #»ſent, or without being called of God. | : 
Many are living Witneſſes , that the Lord raiſed him up by his 
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Power, to proclaim his mighry Day to the Varions , and made him 
an EfteQtual 1-ſtrumezt in our Day, to turn many from Darkzefs to 
Light, and from Satan's Power to God ; and freely to ſuffer and tear 
all Reproaches,and the manifold Per/ſecntions, Buffet ings, Halings, Sto. 
nings, Impriſonments, and Cruelttes, that were 1n the Beginning,and 
for ſome time inflicted on him and others, for the Name of Chriſt 
Jeſus. He was in his Teſtimony as a fixed Star in theFirmament of 
God's Power, where all that be truly wiſe, and that turn many to 
Righteouſneſs, ſhall ſhine as the brightneſs of the Firmament, and 


_ asthe Stars for ever and ever. He knew and Preached the My#ery 


of Chriſt Revealed, the Life and SubParce, and the Power of God/;- 
zef, aboveall Shadows and Forms: The Lord endued him with a 
hidden Wiſdom and Life. He loved Peace, and earneſtly aboured 
for univerſal Love, Wnity, Peace, and good Order in the Churches of 
Chriſt : And wherever he met with the contrary, it was his great 
Grief and Burthen, He was greatly for the Encouragement of faith- 
ful Labourers in the Lora's Work ; and it wasa great Offence and Greef 
to him, to have their Teſtimony weakned, or Labonurs thghted through 
Prejudice 1n any profeſſing Truth. 

And inaſmuch as the Lord ſuffered him not to be delivered up to 
the Will of his Ezemies and Perſecutors, who often heretofore breath- 
ed out Cruelty againſt him, and deſigned his Deſtru##ioz ; but in his 
good Pleaſure lo fairly and quietly took him away in his own time, 
when his Teſtimony was ſo bleſſedly finiſhed, and his Work accompliſh- 
ed , This 1s all remarkable , and worthy of ſerious and due Obſer- 
vation, as being by a ſpectal and Divine Providence and Wiſdom of 
God; to whom we aſcribe the Glory of all,and not unto Mar or Crea- 
tures, Though we muſt needs allow, and own that good Report and 
due Efeem, which faithful Elders, Miniſters and Servants of God and 
Chriſt have by Faith obtained, to the Praiſe of that bleſſed Power, 
that upheld them inevery Age in their day ; many whereofare even 
of late taken away from the Evil tocome,and are at Reſt inthe Lord, 
out of the Reach of all Exvy and Perſecution, where the Wicked can- 
not trouble them any more. 

And we muſt patiently bear our Parting with them, and our Lof 
and Sorrow on that Account, with reſpeCt to their unſpeakable Gazz ; 
Y.et how can we avoid being deeply affeted with Saazeſfs of Spirit , 
and brokenneſs of Heart, under the ſenſe and conſideration of ſuch 
Loſs and Revolutions, which we have cauſe to believe are Ominons 
of Calamities to the wicked World,though of good to the Righreous? 
Did the Death of plain upright Facob, namely Iſrael, (who was as a 
Prince of God) ſo deeply affett both his own Children and Kindred,as 
that they madea great and exceeding ſore Lamentation for him; and 
even the Egyptians alſo, that they bewailed him ſeventy days ? And the 
Death of Moſes fo deeply affeQ the Children of 1/rael, as that they aid 
weep and mourn for him in the Plain of Moab thirty Days? And the 
Death of Srzephey, that faithful Martyr of Fe/us, lo deeply affect cer- 
tain Men fearing God, a3 that they made great Lamentation for him ? 
And the Apoſtle Paul, when taking his leave. of the Elders of the 
Church of Epheſzs, and telling them, They ſhould ſee his Face no more ? 
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| ing moſt of all for theſe Woras , That they ſhould ſee his face no more, 


( with many more of this kind; ) How then can we otherwiſe chuſe, 
but be deeply affected with Sorrow and Sadefs of Heart (though not 


as thoſe, which have no hope) when ſo many of our Ancient, Dear 


and Faithful Brethrex(with whom we have had much ſweet Society) 
are removed from us one after another ? (We pray, God raiſe upand 
increaſe more ſuch!) Yet mult weall contentedly ſubmit to the good 
Pleaſureand Wiſdom of the Lord our God in all theſe things; who 
taketh away, and none can hinder him, nor may any ſay unto him, 
What aoft thou? Yet we have cauſeto bleſs the Lord , that he hath of 
late raiſed, and is raiſing up more to publiſh his Name in the Earth: 
And we that yet remain, have but a ſhort Time to ſtay after them, 
that are gone ; but we ſhall be gone tothem allo. The Lord God of 
Life keep us all Faithful in his holy Trath, Love, Unity and Life to the 
End, He hath a great Work ſtill to bring forth in the Earth, and 
great things to bring to pals, in order to make way for Truth and 
Righteouſneſs, to take place therein ; and that his Seed may come 
forth, and be gathered, and the Power and Kingdom of our God 
and of his Chrift, made known and exalted 1n the Earth, unco the 
Ends thereof.

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Thomas Ellwood's Account of that Eminent 
and Honourable Servant of the Lord, 
George Fox. 


f ths Holy Man was raiſed up by God in an Extraordinary 
Manner, for an Extraordinary Work, even to Awaken the 
ſleeping World, by proclaiming the Mighty Day of the Lord to the 
Nations, and publiſhing again the Everlaſting Goſpel to the Inha- 
bitants of the Earth, after the /ozg and aiſmal Night of Apoſtacy 
and Darkneſf, For this Work the Lord began to prepare him by 
many and various Trials and Exerciſes from his very Childhood: 
And having fitted and furniſhed him tor it, he called him into it 
very Toung ; and made him 1»ſtrumental, by the effeQtual Working 
of the Ho/y Ghoſt, through his Miniſtry to call many Others into the 
ſame Work, and to turn many Thouſands from Darkneſs to the 
Light of Chriſt, and from the Power of Satan unto God. I knew 
him not, till the Year 1660: from- that Time to the Time of 
his Death I knew him well, Co2verſed with him often , Obſerved 
him 'much, Loved him dearly, and Honoured him #raly; and upon 
good Experience can ſay, He was indeed an Heavenly-minded Man, 
zealous for the Name of the Lord, and preferr'd the Honour of 
God before all things. He was Yaliant for the Truth, Bold in A 
ſerting it, Patient in Suffering for it, Unwearied in Labouring in 
It, Steady in his Teſtimony to it ; Immoveable as a Rock, Deep 
he was in Divine Kpowledge, Clear in opening heavenly Myſteries, 
Plain and Powerful in Preaching, Fervent in Prayer, He was 
richly endued with heavenly Wiſdom, Quick in Diſcerning, Sound 
in Jadement, Able and ready in Giving, Diſcreet in Keeping Coun- 
ſel: A Lover of Righteouſneſs, an Encourager of Vertue , Ju- 
ſtice, Temperance, Meekneſs , Purity, Chaſtity , Modeſty , Humility, 
Charity and Self-Denialinall, both by Word and Example. Grace- 
ful he was in Countenance, Manly in Perſonage, Grave in Geſture, 
Conrteous in Converſation, Weighty in Communication, Inſtruttive 
in Diſcourſe ; Free from AﬀeQation in Speech or Carriage. A Je- 
were Reprover of hard and obſtinate Sinners; A mild and genrle 
Admoniſher of ſuch, as were tender, and ſenſible of their Fail- 
ings : Not apt to reſent perſona! Wrongs; Ealie to forgive Injuries : 
But zealouſly Ezrzeſt, where the Honour of Goa, the Proſperity 
of Truth, the Peace of the Church were concerned. Very Tender, 
Compaſſionate and Pitiful he was to all, that were under any ſort 
of Aflition ;. full of Brotherly Love, full of Fatherly Care : For 
indeed, the Care of the Churches of Chriſt was daily upon him, 
the Proſperity and: Peace whereof he ftudiouſly ſought, Beloved 


' he was of God; Beloved of Gods People: and ( which was not 


the leaſt part of his Honour ) the Common Butt of all _ApoFates 
Envy; whoſe Good notwithſtanding he earneſtly ſought. He 


lived to ſee the Deſire of his Soul, The Spreading of that Bleſſed 
Principle 
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| Principle of Divine Light, through many of the Exropean Nations, 
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and not a few of the 4mericay Ilands and Provinces, and the Ga- 
thering many Thouſands into an Eſtabliſhment therein ; which 
the Lord vouchſafed him the Honour to be the Firſt EffeQtual Pab- 
liſher of, in this latter Age of the World, And having fought 4 
good Fight, finiſhed his Courſe, and kept the Farth , his righteous 
Soul (freed from the Earthly Tabernacle, in which he had led an 
Exemplary Life of Holineſs) was tranſlated into thoſe Heavenly 
Menſons, where Chriſt our Lord went to prepare a Place for His ;

But this Happy State laſted not Tong : For Man, the Crown 
and Glory of the Whole, being. tempted to aſpire above his 
place, unhappily yielded againſt ' Command and Dwty, as well 
as Intereſt and Felicity; and fo fell below it, loft the Divine T- 
mage, the Wiſdom, Power and Purity he was” made in.

22419, man's own Nature and Companion, whom the Serpent had 
firſt deluded ) in his infinite Goodneſs and Witdom found out a 
way to Repair the Breach, Recover the Loſs, and Reſtore fallen Marr

tions, followed them in their Travels and AfMiictions, -and ſup- 
ported and carried them through and over the Difficulties 
that have attended them in their Earrhly Pilgrimage.

Anzels, a5 the Apoſtle tells us. "This Diſpenſation was much 
outward, and iuited to a low and ſervil State; called there- 
fore that of a Schoo!-Maſrer, to point out and prepare that 
People to look and long for the Mefiah, who would deliver 
them irom the ſervitude of a Ceremonious and imperfect Diſ- 
per/2:10n, by knowing the Realities of thoſe Miſterious Re- 
preieatations in themſelves. In this time the Law was 
writtz2 on Store, the Temple built with Hazds attended 
with an outward Prief/-hood and External Rites, and Ceremonies, 
that were 5h4dows of the Good 1 hings that were to come, and were 
only t9 terve till the Seed came, or the more excellent and general 
manitc{tation of Chriſt, to whom was the Promiſe, and to al! 
Men only in him, in whom it was Tea and Ames ; even Life 
trom Death, Immortality and Eterzal Life, 


This the Propyers forefaw,- and comforted the believing Jews 


inthe certainty of it; which was the 7 9 of the Mofaical Diſper- 


ſation, and which ended in Johz's Mingtry, the Forerunner of 
the 775//:2h, as Joris was finiſhed 1n him, the Fallzeſs of all, Ard 
God, that at tundry Times and 1n divers manners had ſpoken to 
the F:;hers by his Servants the Prophets, Spoak then by his Soz 
Cort Telus, Who is Heir of all things; being the Golpel-Day, 
witch is the Diſpenſation of Soxſbip : Bringing in thereby a near- 
er teſtament anda better hope; even the begzaning of the Glory of 
tire latter days, and of the Reſtztation of all things; yea, the Re= 


of 


ſtoration of the Kingdom unto Iirael: 


| Now the Spirit, that was more ſpatingly communicated in 
former Diſpenſations, began to be Poared forth upon all Flh, 
according to the Prophet Foe, and the Light that fnined in 
Darkneſs, or but dimly before, the moſt gracious God cauſcd to, 
Shine out of Darkneſs, and the Day-ſtar 'began to ariſe in the 
Hearts of Believers, giving unto them the knowledge of God in 
the Face ( or Appearance ) of his Soz Chriſt Feſas. 8 


| Now the Poor in Spirit, the Meek, thetrue Morrners, the Hux- 
gry and Thirſty after Righteouſneſs, the Peace-makers, the Pare in 
Heart, the Merciful.and the Perſecuted, came more eſpecially in. 
Remembrance before the Lord, and were fought out and bleſſed 
by Iſrael's true Shepherd. Old Jeruſalem with her Children grew 
out of Date, and the New Feraſalem into Requeſt, the Mother of 
the Sons of the Goſpe!-Day. Wherefore no more at Old Jeruſa- 
lew, nor at the Mountain of Samaria, will God be worſhipped 
above other places.; for, behold, he 1s declared and preached a 
Spirit, and he wilhbeknown as ſuch, and worſhipped inthe Spirit 
and in the Truth, He will come nearer then of old time, and he 
will write his Law in the Heart, and put his Fear and Spirit in 
the izward parts, according to his promiſe. 'Then Signs, Types 
and Shadows flew away, the Day having diſcovered their Intuf- 

hiciency 
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ficiency in not reaching to the inſide of the Cup, to the cleanſing of 
the Conſcience ; and all Elementary ſervices were expired in and 
. and by him that 1s the ſubſtance of all, 


And to this Great and Bleſſed End of the Diſpenſation of the 
Son of God, did the Apoſtles Teſtifie, whom he had choſen and 
anointed by his Spirit , to turn. the Jews from their Prejudice 
and Superſtition, and the Geztzles from their Vanity and Idola- 
try, to Chriſt's Light and Spirit that ſhined in them j that they 
might be quickned from the Sins and Treſpaſſes in which they 
were Dead, to ſerve the Living God in the Newneſs of the 
Spirit of Life, and walk as Children of the Lzzht, and of the 
Day, even the Day of Holineſs : For ſuch pat oz Chriſt, the Light 
of the World, and make no more Proviſion for the Fl:ſh, to fulfil 
the Luſts thereof. So that the Light, Spirit and Grace that comes 
by Chriſt, and appears in Man, was what the Apoſtles mini- 
ſtred from, and turned Peoples Minds unto, and in which they 
gathered and built up the Churches of Chrift in their Day. 
For which cauſe they adviſed them not to quench the Spirit, 
but wait for the Spzrit, and Speck by the Spirzt, and Pray by the 
Spirit, and Walk in the Spirit too, as that which approved them 
the truly begotten Children of God; borz, not of Fleſh and 
Blood, or of the will of Man, but of the will of God ; by doing his 
will, and denying their own; by drinking of Chri/f*s Cup, and 
being Baptized with his Baptiſm of Self-denial: The Way and 
Path that all the Heirs of Life have trod to Bleſſedneſs. But 
alas! even in the Apoltles Days, ( thoſe bright Stars of the firt 
Magnitude of the Goſpel Light ) ſome Clouds ( foretelling an 
Eclipſe of this Primitive Glory ) began to appear, and ſeveral of 
them gave early Caution of it to the Chriſtians of their Time: 
that even then there was, and yet would be more and more, a 
falling away from the Power of Godlineſs and the Purity of that 
Spiritual Diſpenſation, by ſuch as ſought to make a fair ſbew iz 
the Fleſh, but with whom the offence of the Croſs ceaſed : Yet 
with this comfortable Concluſion, that they faw beyond it a- 
more glorious Time than ever, to the true Church. Their ſight 
was true, and what they foretold to the Churches, gathered 
by them in the Name and Power of Jeſus, came fo to paſs : For 
Chriſtians degenerated a-pace into outſides, as Days and Meats, 
and divers other Cerimonies, And which was worſe, they fell 
into Szrife and Contention about them , ſeparating one from ano- 
ther, then Exvyzzg, and, as they had Power, Perſecatipg one ano- 
ther, to the ſhame and ſcandal of their common Chriſtianity, 
and grievous {tumbling and offence of the Heather, among whom 
the Lord had fo long and fo marvellouſly preſerved them. And 
having got at laſt the Worldly Power into their Hands, by 
Kings and Emperors embracing the Chriſtian Profeſſion , they 
changed what they could, the Kingdom of Chriſt, which is nor 
of this World, into a Worldly Kzngdom ; or at leaſt ſtiled the 
Iorldly Kindgom that was in their Hands the Kjngdom of Chriſt, 

and 
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and fo they became Worldly, and not true. Chriſtians, - Then 
Humane I:wventions and Novelties, both in Dc&rine and Worſhip, 
crowded faſt into the Church ; a Door. being opened thereunto 
by the Grofſneſs and Carnality that appeared then among the 
generality of Chriſtians z who had. long ſince, left. the Guidance 
of God's meek and heavenly Spirit, and given themſelves up 
to Superſtition , Will-worſhip , and Volantary Humiitty, . And as 
Saperſtition 1s' Blind, ſoit is Heady and Furioas ; for all rhuſt toop 
to its blindand boundleſs Z-2/ or Periſh by it: In the Name,of the 


Spirit, perſecuring the very appearance of the Spirit of God in 0- 


thers, and oppoſing that in them which they reſiſted jn them- 
ſelves, viz. the Light, Grace and Spirit of. the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; 
but always under the Notion of In»ovation, Hereſie, Schiſm, or, 
ſome ſuch plauſible Name. Though Chriſtianity allows of no 
Name or Pretence - whatever for perſecuting of any Man for 
matters of meer Religion ; Religion being mn: its very Nature, 
Meek, Gentle and Forbearing; and conſiſts of Faith, Hope and 
Charity, which no Perſecutor can have, whilſt he remains a 
Perſecutor ; in that a Man cannot believe well, -or hope well, 
or have a charitable or tender regard to another, whilſt he 


would wiolate his mind or perſecute his Body for matters of 
Faith or Worſhip towards his God. 


Thus the Falſe Charch ſprang up, and mounted the Chair; 
But though ſhe loft her Nature, ſhe would keep her good 
Name of the Lambs-bride, the True Church and. Mother of the, 
Faithful; conſtraining all to receive her Mark, either in their, 
Forehead or Righthand, - publickly or privately : . But Indeed 
and in Truth ſhe was Myſtery . Babyloz, the Mother of. Harlots : 
Mother of thoſe' that with all their ſhow and outſide of. Religi= 
on, were adulterated and gone from the Spirzt, Nature and Life 
of Chriſt, and grown Vain, Worlaly, - Ambitious, Covetous,” 
Crael, &c. which are the Fruits of the Fleſb and not of the 
Spirits 


Now it was that the True Church fled into. the Wilderneſs, 
that is, from S-perftition and Violence, to a Retired, Solitary and. 
lonely State ; hidden'and as itwere out of Sight of Men, though not - 
out of the' World :: Which ſhows that her wonted Yiſbility was. 
not Eſſential to the Being of a True Church in the Judgment of 
the Holy Ghoſt ; ſhe being as True a Church in the Wilderneſs, 


. though not as /7ſible and Luſtrious,' as when ſhe was in' her, for- 


mer Splendor of Profeſſion. - In this State many Attempts She 

.-made to' return, but the Waters were yet too High, and hec 

way blocked up, and many of her excellent Children in ſeve- 

ral Nations and Centaries fell by the Cruelty of. Superſt;tion,, 

ow ſe they would not fall from their Fairhfulneſs to the 
rutn.' ; 
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| The laſt Age did ſet ſome ſteps towards it," both as to Do- 
trine, Worſhip and Praffice, But Prattice quickly failed, for 
Wickedneſs flowed in a. little time, as well among the Profeſ- 
{ors of the Reformation. as thoſe they reformed from; fo that 
the Fraits of Converſation they were not to be diſtinguiſhed, 
And the Children of the Reformers, if not the Reformers them- 
ſelves, betook . themſelves very,carly to Earthly Policy and Power 
to uphold and carry on their Reformation that had been begun 
with Spiritual Weapons ; which 1 have often thought, has been 
one of the greateſt reaſons' the Reformation made no better 
Progreſs, as to the Life and Soul of Religion : For whilſt the 
Rees were Lowly and Spiritually Minded, and truſted in God, 
and lookt to Him, and lived in his Fear, and conſulted not 
with Fleſh and Blood, nor ſought Deliverance in their own 
way, there were wy added to the Church ſuch as, one might 
reaſonably ſay, ſhould be ſaved. For they were not fo care- 
ful to be ſafe from Perſecution as to be Faithful under it, 


Being more concerned to ſpread the Trath by their Faith 
and Patzence in Tribalation, than to get the worldly Power out 
of their Hands that inflicted their Sufterings upon them; and it 
will be well if the Lord ſuffer them not to fall by the very ſame 
way they took to ſtand. In Dottrine they were in ſome things 
ſhort, m other things, to avoid one extream they run into ano- 
ther: ' And for Worſhip, there was for the generality, more of 
Maz than God, They owned the Spirit, Inſpiration and Reve- 
lation indeed, and grounded their Seperatiou and Reformation 
upon the Senſe and Underſtanding they received from it, in the 
Reading of the Scriptures of Truth; and this was their Plea, the 
Scripture was the "Text, the Spirit the Interpreter, ad that to e- 
very one for himſelf. But yet there was too . much of humane 
Invention, Tradition and Art that remained both in Praying 
_and Preaching, and of worldly Aathority and worldly Greatzeſs in 
their Miniſters, eſpecially in this Kingdom, Swedey, Denmark 
and ſome Parts of Germany. God was therefore pleaſed among 
us, to ſhift from Yeſſel to Veſſel: And the next remove humbled 
the Miniſtry, fo that they were more Strict in Preaching, De- 
voat in Pruying, and Zyalous for keeping the Lords-day, and Ca- 
techiſing of Children and Servants, and Repeating at Home in 
their Families what they had heard in publick. 


- Buteven as theſe grew into Power, they were not only for 
Whippins ſome out, but others:into the Temple : And they ap- 
peared Rz27d in their Spirits, rather than Severe 1n their Lives, 
and more for a Party then for Pizty : Which brought forth ano- 
ther People, that were yet wore retired and felet. They would 
not communicate t /arge, orincommon with others; but formed 
Churches among themſelves of ſuch as could give ſome account 
of their Converſion, at leaſt, of very promiſing experiences of 
the Work of Goa's Grace upon their Hearts, and under mutua] 
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Agrements and Covenants of fellowſhip they kept together. 
Theſe People were ſomewhat of a Softer Temper, and ſeemed ro 
recommend Religion by the Charms of its Love, Mercy and 
Goodneſs rather than by the Terroars of its Judements and Pu- 
niſhment ; by which the former Party would have terrified Peo- 


ple into Religion. 


They alfo allowed greater liberty to Prophecy than thoſe be- 
fore them ; for they admitted any Member to Speak or Pray, 
as well as their Paſtor ( whom they always Choſe, and not the 
Crvil Magiſtrate). If ſuch found any thing preſſing upon them 
to either Daty, even without the Diſtinttion of Clergy or Laz- 
ty; Perſons of any Trade, be it never ſo Low and Mechanical. 
But alas! even theſe People ſuffered great loſs : For tafting of 
Worldly Empire, and the favour of Przxces, and the gain that en- 
ſued, they degenerated but too much. For though they. had 
cryed down National Churches and Miniſtry and Maintenance 
too, ſome of them, when it was their own turn to be Tryed, 
fell ander the Weight of Worldly Honour and Advantage , got 
1ato profitable Parſonages too much, and outlived WG, contra- 
didted their own Principles : And, waich was yet worſe, turn- 
ed ſome of them abſolute Perſecutors of other Men for God's 
Sake, that but ſo lately came themſelves out of the Furnace, 


Which drove many a ftep farther, and that was into the Wa- 


fer. Another Baptiſm, as believing they were not Scripturally 
Rriſed' and hoping to find: that Preſence and Power of God in 
ſubmitting to that Ordingzce, which they defired and wanted, 


Theſe People made alſo Profeſſion of Negle#ing, if not Re- 
#uncins and C euſaring, not only the Needlſey but uſe of all Hu- 
aan Learning as to the Miniſtry; and all other Qualifications to 
it beſides the Helps and Gifts of the Spirit of God, and thoſe na- 
tural and comman to Mez; and for a time they ſeemed like 
Jahn of Old, a Burning and a Shining Light, to other Societies, 


They were very Dbgent, Plajzp and Serious, ſtrong in Scrip- 
ture, and: bold in Profeſiov, bearing much Reproach and Con- 
tradition : But that 'which others fell by, proved their Hurt. 
For worldly Power ſpoiled then tao ; who had, enough of it to 
try them .what they would do it they had more; and they 
reſted alſo too much upon thei Watry Diſpenſation, inſtead of 
paſſing .on more fully to the Fire and Holy Goof, which was 
his Baptiſm, who came with a Fax iz his Hapd, that he might 
throaughly .C and not in: part only ) purge his Floor, and take a- 
way the Droſs and the 7iz of ' his People and make a Mar fi 
mer than Gold, Withall, they grew High, Rough and Self- 
righteous, oppoſing further attainment z too much __ the 
Day of their Izfaxcy and Littleneſs, which gave them {ome- 
thing of a real Beauty ; 1nſo much that many left them and all 
vilible Churches and Societies, and Wandred up and flown, as 
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Sheep Without a Shepherd, and as Doves without their ates ; 


ſeeking their Beloved brit could not find Him, as their Sorls 
deſired to know Him ; whom their Soz!s loved above their 
chiefelt Joy. | 


Theſe People were called Seekers by fome, and the. Family of 
Love by others; becauſe, as they came to the knowledge of one 
another, they ſorhetimes met together, not formally to Pray or 
Preach, at appointed times or Places, in their own Wills, as in 
times paſt they were accuftomed to do; but waited _—_ in 
Silence, and as any thing roſe in any one of their Minds that 
they thought Savonred of a Divine Spring, 10 they ſometimes 
Spoke, But fo it was that ſorhe of then riot keeping in Hu- 
mility and in the Fear of God, after ttie Abundance of Revela- 
tion, were exalted above Meaſare, and for want of ſtaying their 
Minds in an humble Dependance upan him that opened their 
Underſtandings to {ee great things in his Law ; they run out 1t 
their own Imaginations, and mixing them with thoſe Divine 
Operings, brought forth a Monſtrous Birth; to the Scandal of 
thoſe that feared God, and waited daily in the Temple, not 
made with Hands, for the Conſolation of Iſrael ; the Jew inward, 
and Circamciſion 1n Spirit. 


This People obtained the Name of Ranters from their extra- 
vagant Diſcourſes and Prattices, For they interpreted Chrift”s 
fullfilling of the Law for us, to be a diſcharging of us front 
arty Obligation and Duty the Law required, inſtead of the Cor 
demnation of the Law for ſins paſt, upon Faith and Repentaxce, 
and that now it was no Sz to do that which before it was 
a Siz to commit ; the ſlaviſh Fear of the Law being taken off 
by Chri/t, and all things good that Maz did, if he did but 
do them with the Mind and Perfwafion that it was ſo. Inſo- 
much that divers fel: into: Grofs and Exormoas Praftices ; pres 
tending in excuſe thereof that they could, without Evil, com- 
mit the ſame AQ which was Sz in another to do; thereby 
diſt ime miſbing between the Action and: the Evil of it, by the Dire- 
 Ftion of the Mind and Trtention in the doing of it, Which was 
to make: Sin Swper-abound by the aboundings of Grace, and' to 
turn from the' Grace of God 1rito Wantonneſs, a ſecurer way 
of Sinning than before: As if Chrift came not to take away 
Sin, but that we might Sin: more freely at his Coſt, and with 
eſs Danger to our ſelves. I fay, this enſnared Divers, and 
brought them to an utter and lamentable Loſs as to their E- 
rerna! State ; and they grew very troubleſome to the better ſort 


w People, and furniſhed: the looſer with an occaſion: to Pro- 
Pane. : 


It was ab6ut that very fame time, as you may ſee in the 
a_ Annales, that the Eternal, Wiſe, and Good God was 


pleated; in- his Infinite Love, to Honour and Vikhit this benigh- 


ted 
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ted and bewildred Nation with Iis Glorious Day-ſpring from oz 
High ; yea with a moſt jars and certain ſound of the W ord of 
Liokt and Life, through the 'Teitimony of a Choſen Vellel, to 
an eX:Qual and bleſſed purpole, can many thouſands ſay, Gly 
be to the Name of the Lord for : ever, 


For as it reached the Coxſciexce and broak the . Heart, and 
brought many to a Sexſe and Search, fo what People had been 
vainly ſeeking without, with much Pains and Cof! , they by this 
Miniſtry found withia; where it was they wanted what they 
ſorrht for, viz. The right way to Peace with God, For they were 
directed to the Light of Jeſus Chriſt within them, as the Seed and 
[even of tHe Kingdom of God; near A!!, becaute in All, and God's 
Talent to All, A Faithfal and True M-:aefs and uſt Motor 
in every Bojom, The Gift and Grace of God to Life and Salvation 
that apoears to all, thought few regard it, This, the TTa1itional 
Chriſlian, conceited of himſelf, and {trong in his own Will and 
Rrobteo::ſneſs, and overcome with blind Z ra and Paſſzez, either 
diſpiſel asa /oy and common thing, or oppoled as a Novelty 3, Un= 
der manv hard Names and opprobrious Terms; denying, in his 
ignorant and angry Miza, any freſh Manife(tation of God's Power 
and S9irir in Man in theſe days, though never more needed to 
make true Chriſtians. Not unlike thoſe Jews.of Old that reject- 
ed the $92 of Godat the very ſame time that they blindly profel- 
ſed to wait for the Mefjiah to come ; becauſe, alas, he appeared 
not among them according to their Caraal Mind and Expettation. 


This brought forth many abuſive Books, which filled the grea- 
ter ſort with Exvy, and leſſer with Rage, and made the way. 
and progrets of this Blefſed Teſtimony Straight and Narrow 10- 
deed to thoſe that received it. However, God owned his own 
Work, and this Teltimony did effectnal/y Reach, Gather, Com- 
fort and Eſtabliſh the Weary and Heavy Leader, the Hargry and 
Thirſty, the Poor and Needy, the Moaraful and Sick of many Ma- 
ladys, that had ſpent all upon Phiſizians of no Value, and waited 
for /\elief from Heaven ; Help only from above : Seeing upon a 
ſerious Tryal of all things, nothing elſe would do but Chriſt 
himſelf, the L724t of his Count exance, a 1ouch of his Garment and 
Help from bs Hu d, who cured the poor Womans !ſſae, raiſcd the 
Centurioas Servant, the Widows Soz, the Rule Dauzhter, and 
Peters Mother, and like Her, they no ſooner tcit his Power and 

Efficacy upon their Souls ; but they. gave up to obey him in a 
Teſtimony to his Pomer- and with reſigned Hs and faithful 
Heart's, through all Mockings, Coarradittions, Beatings, Priſons, 
and many other TJeoparates "that attended them for Is Bleſſed 
Name Sake. 


And truly, they were very many ut very Great; {o that i in 
all Hunan? Protavift - they nut have been ſrvalloy ed up Quick of 
the Proud and Bofterous Haves that tweiled and beat - againſt 
C them : 
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them; but that the God of all their tender Mercies was with them - 


in his Glorious Authority, fo that the Hills often Fled and the 
Mountains melted before the Power that filled them; working 
mightily for them as well as in them, one ever following the 
other. By which they faw plainly, to their exceeding great 
Confirmation and Comfort, that all things were poſſible with 
him with whom they had to do. And that the more that 
which God required ſeemed to croſs Maz's Wiſdom, and ex- 
poſe them to Maz's Wrath, the more God appeared to help 
and carry them through all to his G/o7y: Inſomuch that if e- 
ver any People could fay in Truth, Thou art our Sun and our 
Shield, our Rock and Sanituary, axd by thee we have leaped over a 
Wall, and by thee we have run through a Troop, and by thee we have 
put the Armies of the Aliens to Flight, theſe People had Right 
to ſay it. And as God had delivered their Soxls of the waritom 
Burthens of Siz and YVazziy, and enriched their poverty of Sp;- 
rit, and ſatisfied their great Hazgar and Thirſt after Eternal 
Righteouſneſs, and filled them with the Good Things of his own 
Houſe, and made them Stewards of his Manifold Gifts ; ſo they 
went forth to all Quarters of theſe Nations, to Declare to the 
Inhabitants thereof, what God had done for them; what they had 
found, and where and how they had found it ; viz. The way 
ro Peace with God: Inviting them to come and fee and taſte, 
for themſelves, the Truth of what they Declared unto them. 


And as their Teſtimony was to the Prizciple of God in May, 
the precious Pearl and Leven of the Kingdom, as the only bleſ- 
led means appointed of God to Quicker, Convince and Santtifie 
Man; fo they opened to them what it was 1n1t ſelf, and what 
it was given to them for : How they might know it from their 
own Spirit, and that of the S»bti/ appearance of the Evil one ; 
and what it would do for all thoſe whoſe minds are turned of 
from the Vanity of the World and its Lifeleſs ways and Teach- 
ers, and ad-hear to this bleſſed Light in themſelves, which dif- 
covers and condemns $S7z 1n all its appearances, and ſhows how 
to overcome it, if minded and obeyed 1n its holy Marifetati- 
ons and Convictions : Giving Power to fuch to Avoid and Re- 
ſijt thoſe things that do not pleaſe Goa, and to grow Strong 
in Love, Faith, and Good Works: That ſo Man, whom $12 


hath made as a |Wilderzeſs, over-run with Briers and Thorns, 


might become as the Garden of God, cultivated by his divine 
Power, and repleniſht with the moſt Yirtuous and Beautiful 
Plants of God's own Right Hand Planting, to his Eternal 
Praiſe. 


But theſe Experimental Preachers of Glad Tydizos of God's 
Truth and Kyj22dom-could not run when they Li, or Pray or 
Preach when they Pleaſed, But as the Chriſt their Redeemer pre- 
pared and moved them by his own Bleſſed Spirit, for which they 
waited in their Services and Jſeetings, and Spoak as that gave 
them 
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. them utterance, and which was as thoſe having Azthority, and 


not like the Dreaming, Dry and formal Phariſees, And fo it 
plainly appeared to the ſerious 31;2d4ed, whole Spiritual Eye the 
Lord Jeſus had in any meature opened; fo that to one was given 
the Word of Exyortation, to another the Word of Reproof, to 
another the Word of Corſolation, and all by the fame Spirit and 
in the good Order thereof, to the Convincing and Edifying of 
many. 


And truly, they waxed Strozg and Bold through Faithfulneſs ; 
and by the Power and Spirit of the Lord Jelus became very 
Fruitful ; thouſands, in a ſhort time, being turned to the Truth 
through their Teſtimony in Miziſtry and Sufferings, infornuch as 
in molt Coxnties, and many of the conſiderable Towns of Erg- 
{and, Meetings were {ettled, and daily there were added ſuch as 
ſhould be ſaved. For they were Diligext to Plant and to Wa- 
ter, and the Lord bleſſed their Labours with an Exceeding great 
Iacreaſe ; notwithſtanding all the oppoſition made to their blefſed 
Prooreſs, by falſe Rumors, Calumnies and bitter Perſecations ; not 
only from the Powers of the Earth, but from every one that 
liſted to jure and abuſe them : So thar they ſeemed indeed to 
be as poor Sheep appointed to the Slaughter, and as a People killed 
all the Day long. 


It were fitter for a YVolumn than a Preface, but ſo much as 
to repeat the Contents of their cruel Syfferings from Profeſſors as 
well as from Prophaine, and from Magiſtrates as well as the 
Rabble, that it may well be faid of this abuſed and deſpiſed Peo- 
ple, they went forth Weeping and fowed in Tears, bearing Teſtimo= 
ny to the Precious Seed, the Seed of the Kjmgdom, which ſtands 
not in Words, the Fineſt the Higheſt that Man's Wit can uſe, 
but in Power; the Power of Chr:/t Jeſas, to whom God the Fa- 
ther hath given all Power in Heaven and in Earth, that he 
might rule Azgels above, and Mez below ; who impowred them, 
as their Work witneſſeth, by the many that were zrzed through 
their Miniſtry from Darkneſs to the Light, and out of the Broad 
into the Narrow Way, bringing People to a Weighty, Serious 
and God-/ike Converſation ; the Prattice of that Dodrize which 
they Tazebr. 


And as without this Secret Divize Power there 15 no Quickning 
and Regenerating of dead Souls, fo the want of this Generating and 
begetting Power and Life, is the Caule of the little Fr4t that 
the many Miniſtrys that have been, and are in the World bring 
forth. O that both Mzrzifters and People were ſenſible of this ! 
My $21 1s often troubled for them, and Sorrow and Mournixg 
compaſs me about for their Sakes. O ! that they were Wiſe, O! 
that they would conſider, and Jay to Heart the things that truly 
and ſubſtantially make for their laiting: Peace.” 


Two 
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Two things are to be briefly toucht upon, the DoFtrize 
they /augnt, and the Exaziple they lead among, all People. I 
have already toucht upon ther Fardameztal Priniple, which is 
as the Corner ſioze of their Fabrick: And to ſpeak eminently 

and properly, their Charaderiftick, or main diltinguiſhing Poizt 
or Principle, viz. the Licht of Chriſt within, as God's Gift for 
Man's Salvation. This I fay, 1s as the Rovox of the goodly Tree 
of Dotrines that grew and branched out from it, which I ſhall 
now mention in their Natzra! and Experimental Order, 


_ Firſt, Repentance from dead Works to ſerve the Livias God. 
Which comprehends three Operations.  Fizj?, a fight of Six. 
Secondly, A Senſe and Godly Sorrow tor it. Thirdly, An Amend- 
-ent for the Time to come. This was the Repezrazce they 
preached and preſſed, and. a Natural retult ftrom the Prizciple. 
they turned all People unto. For of Lizht came Szght ; and of 
Sight came Senſe and Sorrow ; and of Sexſe and Sorrow, came 4- 
mentment of Life : Which Dotrize of Repentance leads to Fu{tifi- 
cation ; that is, Forgiveneſs of the Sins that are paſt through Chriſt 
the alone Propitiation aud the Sanitification or Purgation of the Soul 
from the defiling Nature and Havits of (in preſent ; which 1s jultifi- 
cation in the compleat Sexſe of that Word; comprehending both 
juſtification from the Gzilr of the Ss that are paſt, as if they 
had never been commited, through the Love and Mercy of God in 
Chriſt Feſus ; and the Creatares being made inwardly juſt through 
the Cleanſive and Santifying Power and Spirit of Chrilt revealed 
in the Sou!; which is commonly called Saudification.. 


From hence ſprang a Second Doctrine they were led to declare, 
as the Mark of the Price of the High Callizg of all true Chriſtians, 
viz, Perfeftion from ſin, according to the Scriptures of Truth, 


which teitific it to be the exd of Chriſt”s coming and the Nature of 
his Kijzedom, and for which his Spirit was given. But they ne- 


ver held a Perfeion in Wiſdom and Glory in this Life, or 
from Natural Iafirmities or Death, as ſome have with a weak or 
ill mind, imagined and infinuated againſt them. 

'Fhis they called a Redcemed State, Regeneration, or the News 
Birth : Teaching every where, according to their Foundation, 
that without this Work were known, there was no inheriting 
the Ky;n2dom of God. 


Third, To an acknowledgment of Eternal Rewards and Pu- 
nijpment, as they have good Reaſon ; for elte of all People, cer- 
tainly they mutt be the »20ſÞ Miſerable: Who for about Forty 
Tears, have been exceeding great Sufferers for their Profeſſion, 
and in tome Cafes, treated worſe then the worſt of Men; yea, 
as the Reffe and Of-/cowering of all things. = 


'Fhis 
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This was the Parport of their Do&#rize and Miniſtry ; which, for 
the moſt part, is what other. Profeſſors of Chriſtianity pretend 
to hold in Words and Forms, but not in the Power of Goalineſs ; 
that has been long loſt by Mens departing from that Prizciple and 
Seed of Life, that is in Manand which Man has not regarded, but 
loſt the Sexſe of; and in and by which he can only be quickned in 
his Mird to ſerve the living God in Newneſs.of Life. For as the Life 

of Religion was loſt, and the generality lived and Worfhipped God af- 
4 ter their own Wills, and not after the Will of God, nor the mind 
3 of Chriſt, which ſtood in the Works and Fruits of the Holy Spirit ; 
ſo that which they preſt, was not: Not 70 but Experience, no For- 
ality but Godlineſs ; as being ſenſible in themlelves, through the 
Work of God's Righteous Tudements, that without Holineſs no Man 
ſhould ever ſee the Lord with Comfort. ee ls 
Beſides theſe Do##rines, and out of them, as the larger Braxches, 
there ſprang forth ſeveral particular Do&#rines, that did exemplifie 
and further explain the Truth and Efficacy of the General Doctrine 
before obſerved, in their Lives and Examples. As, 


IT. Communioz and loving one another, "This is a noted Mark in 
the Mouth of all ſorts of People concerning. them. 7 hey will meet, 
They will help and ſtick one to another, Whence it is common to 
hear ſome ſay, Look how the Quakers love and take care of one anc- 
ther, Others leſs Moderate will fay, The Quakers love none but 
themſelves, a. if loving one another and having an Intimate Com- * 
”union in+Religion, and conſtant care to meet to Worſhip Godand 
help one another, be any Mark of Primitive Chriſtianity, they 
had it, Bieſſed be the Lord; in an ample manner. 


TE. To love Enemies: This they both Taught and Prattiſed: For 
they did not only refuſe to be revenged for Izjaries done them,and 
condemined it as of an Vzchriſtian Spirit, but they did freely For- 
give, yea, Help and Relieve thoſe that had been Crae/tothem, when 
it was in their Power to have been even with them; of which ma- 
ny and ſingular Inſtances might be given : Endeavouring, through 
Patience, to overcome all Izjaſtice and Oppreſſion, and Preaching 
this Dodrine as Chriſtian for others to follow. 
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. TIT. The Sufficiency of Truth ſpeaking, according to Chriſt's own 
form of Words, of Tea, Tea, and Nay, Nay, among Chriſtians 
without Swearizg, both from Chriit's expreſs Prohibition to Swear 
at all. Mat. 5. And for that they being under the Tye aud Bond of 
1ruth in themſelves, there was both no Neceſlity for an Oath, and 
it would be a Reproach to their Chriſtian Veracity to Aſſare their 
Truth by ſuch at Extraordinary way of Speaking : Bur offerirfs at 
the ſame time, tobe punniſht to the full, for falfe Speakizg, as o- 
thers for Perjaury, if eyer guilty of it ; and hereby they exclude, 
with all True, all Falſe and Prophaze Swearing ; for which the 
Land did and doth Mourn, and the great God was and is not a 
little offended wath it. 
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IV. Not Fighting but Suffering, 1 another Teſtimony peculiar 
tothis People : They affirm that Chriſtianity teacheth People 7 © 
beat their Swords into Plough Shears, and their Spears into Pruning 
Hooks, and to leara War no more, that ſo the Mot may lie down 
with the Lamb, and the Lyon with the Calf, and n3'1izy that deſtroys be 
entertained in the Hearts of People ; exhorting thim to employ their 
Real againſt Sin, and turn their Anger againſt $447, and no longer 
War one againſt another ; becaule, all Wars and Fghtings come 
of Mens own Hearts Luſfts, according to the Apoſtle James, and 
not of the Meek Spirit of Chri{ft Jeſus who 15s Captain of azother 
Warfare, and which 1s carried on with other Weapons, Thus, as 
Truth ſpeaking ſucceeded Swearing, {0 Faith and 1 ruth ſucceed- 
ed Fiehtins, inthe Dofrizeand Praiſe of this People, Nor ought 
they for this to be Obnoxious to Civil Goverament, fince if they 
cannot Fight for it, neither ca they Fight againſt it; which is no 
mean ſecurity to the State : Nor isit reaſonable that People ſhould 
be blamed for not doing more for orhers than they cando far them 
ſelves. And Chriſtanity ſet aſide, it the Coffs and Fraits of War 
were well conſidered, Peace, with its Inconvertencies, 1s generally 
Preferable, But though they were not for Fightizs, they were for 
ſubmitting to Government , and that, ot only for Fear, but for Con- 
ſcience Sake, where Government doth not interfere with Conſcience : 
Believing it to be an Ordinance of God, and where it is juſtly ad- 
miniſtred, a great Bezefit to Minkind : Tho! it has been their Lox, 
through blind Zeal in ſome, and Iztereft in others,:to have felt 
the Strokes of it with greater Weight and Rigour thafiany other 
Perſwaſion in this ASC ; whilſt they, of all others (Religion {et a- 
ſide) have given the Civil Magiſtrate the leaſt occaſion vf Trouble 
in the Diſcharge of his Office. 


V. Another part of the Charat#er of this People is, They refuſe 
to pay Tythes, or Maintenance to a National Miziſtry, and that for 
two Reaſons; The one is, that rhey believe all compelled Mainte- 
ance, even to Goſpel Miniſters, to be Unlawful, becauſe expreſly 
coatrary to Chriſt's Command, who ſaid, Freely you have recerv- 
ca, freely give : At leaſt, that the Maintenance of Goſpel Miniſters 
{ſhould be free and not forced. "The other Reaſon of their Rofu- 
ſal is, Becauſe thoſe Miniſters are not Goſpel ones, in that the Holy 
Ghoſt is not their Foundation, but Humane Arts and Parts : $0 
that it is not matter of Humor or Sullezneſs, but pure Conſcience to- 
wards God, that they cannot help to ſupport National Miniſters 
where they dwell, whichare but too much and too viſibly become 
ways of Worldly Advantage and Preferment. 


VI. Not to reſpect Perſons, was another of their Dofrines and 
Prattices, for which they were oftez Buffeted and Abuſed, They 
Affirmed it to be ſinful to give Flattering Titles, or to uſe Vain 
Geſtares and Complements of Reſpeft; tho* to Virtue and Authority 
they ever made a Difference, but after their P/aiz and Fomely 
Manzer, yet ſincere and ſubſtantial way ; well remembering the 
Example 
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Example of Moraecai and Elibu, but more eſpecially the Command 
of their Lord and Miaſter Jeſus Chriſt, who forbad his Followers 
to call Men Ravby, which umplics Lord and Mzfer, allo the fa- 
ſhionable Greetings and Salatations of thoſe Times; that ſo Self- 
love and Honour, to which the proud Mind of Man is incident, 
in his fallen Eſtate, might not be Indulged but Rebuked. 


They alſo uſed the Plain Lazgaage of Thou and Thee to a ſin- 
gle Perion, whatever was his Degree among Men. And indeed 
the Wiſdom of God was much teen, in bringing forth this Peopte 
1n ſo Plain an Appearaxce; for 1t was a Cloſe and Diſti-gaiſhing 
Teſt upon tle Spurit of thoſe they came among ; ſhewing tiacir 
Inſides and what predominated, notwithſtanding their High and 
Great Profeſſion of Religion, This, among the reſt, ſounded fo 
harſh to many of them, and they took it 1o ull, that they would 
fay, Thou me, Thou my Dog : If thou thoneſt me, Ple thor thy Teeth 
down thy 'L broat, forgetting the Lazgaage they uſe to God in their 
own Prayers, and the common Stile of the Scriptares, and that 
it is an abſolute and eſſential Propriecy of Speech : And whacz good 
had their Re/ig/oz done them, who were 1o ſenſibly toucht with 
Indionation tor the uſe of this Plain, Honeſt, and True Speech ? 


. VI, They recommended S/exce by their Example, having very 
few words upon all Occaſions : They were at a Word in Dealinz ; 
nor could their Czſtomers many Words tempt them from it; having 
more regard for Trath than Czjrom, to Example then Gaiz, they 
ſought Solitude ; but when in Company, they would neither ule nor 
willingly hear Unneceſſary as well as Unlawful Diſcourſes, whereby 
they preſerved their Minds pure and undiſturbed trom unprofita- 
ble 'Thowghts and Diverſions : Nor could they humour the Cuſtom 
of Good Nizht, Good Morrow, God Speed; for they knew the 
Night was Good, and the Day was Good, without wiſhing of ei- 
ther; and that in the other Expreſſion, the Holy Name of God 
was too lightly and unthinkingly uſed,and therefore taken in I/aiz, 
Beſides, they were Words and Wiſhes of Courſe, and are uſually 
as little meant, as are Love and Service in the Cuſtom of Cap and 
Kee; and ſuperfluity in thoſe as well as in other things was Bur- 
thenſom to them; and therefore "They 1d not only decline to uſe 
them, but found rhemſelves often prelt to reprove the Practice; 


For the ſame reaſon they forbore Drinking to People,or Pledaing 
of them, as the manner of the World is: A Practice that 1s wot 
only Unneceilary, but they thought Evi in the Tengencies of it ; 
being a Provocatios to Drinkiaz more than did People Gooa, as 
well as that it was in it {elf Vaiz and Heatheziſh, 


VII. Their way of Marriage is peculiar tothem; and is a d;- 

ſtinzu'ſning Prattice from all other Societies proteſſing Chriſtianity. 
They tay rhat Marriage is an Orcainance of God, and that od only 

can rightly fo: Man and Woman in Marriage. Fherelore they ute 
netthe 
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neither Prieſt nor Magiſtrate, but the Man and Woman concern'd 
take each other as Husband and Wife in rhe preſence of divers 
Credible Witneſſes, promiſing unto each other with God's Aſſiſtance, 
to be Loving and Faithful in that Relation till Death ſhall ſeparate 
them. But, antecedent to all this, They firſt preſent themſelves 
to the Monthly Meeting for the Aﬀairs of the Church, where they 
re{ide , There declaring their Inteztions to take one another as 
Man and Wife, if the ſaid Meeting have nothing material to ob- 
je& againſt it. They are conſtantly askt the neceſſary Queſtions, 
as in Caſe of Parezts, or Guardians if they have acquainted them 
with their Intention, and have their C ar, &c. The Method of 
the Meeting 1s to take a Minute thereof, and to appoint Proper Per- 


\ ſons to enquire of their Converſation and Clearneſs from all others, 


and whether they have diſcharged their Duty to their Parezts or 
Guardians ; and make report thereof the next Mozthly Meeting ; 
where the ſame Parties are deſired to give their Attendance, In 
caſe it appears they proceeded Orderly, the Meeting paſſes their 
Propoſal, and fo Records it in their Meeting Book; and in Caſe 
the Woman be a Widow and hath Children, due care 1s there 
taken, that Proviſion alſo be made by her for the Orphans be- 
fore the ſaid Marriage ; adviſing the Parties concerned to appoint a 
convenient Time and place, and to give fitting Notice to their 
Relations, and ſuch Friends and Neighbours, as they deſire ſhould 
be the Witneſſes of their Marriage : Where they take one: ano- 
ther by the Hand, and by Name promiſing Reciprocally af- 
er the Manner before expreſſed. Of all which Proceedings, a 
Narative, in a way of Certificate, is made, to which the ſaid Par- 
ties firſt ſet their Hands, thereby making it their A# and Deed ; 
and then divers of the Relations, Spetators and Auditors ſet itheir 
Names as W:tzeſſes of what they Said and Signed. Which Cert:- 
ficate, 15 afterward Regiſtred in the Record belonging to the Meet- 
ing, Where the A is Solemnized, Which Regular Me- 
thod has been, as 1t deſerves, adjudged in Courts of Law a good 
Marriage, where it has been Diſputed and Conteſted, for want 
of the accuſtomed Formality of Prieſt and Ring, &c. which Ce- 
remontes they have Refuſed, not out of Humour, but Conſcience 
reaſonably grounded, inas much as no Scripture Example tells 
us, that the Prieſt had any other. part of 0/4 Time, than that of 
a Witneſs among the reſt, before whom the Jews uſed to take 
one another : And therefore this People look upon it as an Impoſi- 
07, to advance the Power and Profits of the Glergy, And for the 
uſe of the Rizg, it is enough to ſay that it was an Heathen and 
vain Cuſffom. and never in Practice among the People of God, 
Fews or Primitive Chriſtans, The words of the Uſual form, as 
With my Body I thee Worſhip, &c. are hardly defenſible : In 
{hort, they are more Careful, Exact and Regular than any Form 
now uſed, and it is Free of the inconveniencies other Methods are 
attended with. "Their Care and Checks being ſo many, and ſuch, 
as no Clandeſtine Marriages can be perform'd among them, 
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VIII. It may not be unfit to fay ſomething here of their Birrhs 
and Baria/s, which make up ſo much of the Pomp and Solemnity 
of too many called Chriſtians. * For Births, the Parents Naz: 
their own Children, which 1s ufually ſome days after they are 
Borz, in the preſence of the Midwife ( if ſhe can be there) and 
thoſe that were at the Birth, &c. who afterward ſign a 
Certificate, for that purpoſe prepared, of the Birth and Name of 
the Child, or Children, which is Recorded in a proper Book, in 
the Monthly Meeting, to which the Parents belong ; avoiding the 
accuſtomed Cerimonies and Feaſtivals,

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IX. Their Burials are performed with the ſame Simplicity, If 


the Corps of the Deceaſed be near any publick Meetinos Place, it 
is uſually carried thither, for the more convenient Reception of 
thoſe that Accompany it to the Ground they Bury in, and it ſo falls 


out ſometimes, that while the Meeting 1s gathering for the Bu-. 


#ial, ſome or other have a Word of Exhortatioa, for the fake of the 
People there met together : After which, the Body is borhe away 
by the Young Men, or thoſe that are of their Neighbourhood, or 
that were moſt of the Intimacy of the Deceaſed Party: The Corps 
being in a plain Coffiz, without any Covering or Furniture upon it. 
At the Ground, they pauſe ſome time beforethey put the Body into 
its Grave, that if any one there ſhould haveany thing upon them 
to exhort the People, they may not be diſſappointed, and that 
the Relations may the more Retzredly and Solemnly take their laſt 
leave of the Corps of their departed Kzzdred, and the SpeZators 
have a Senſe of Mortality, by the occaſion then given them to re- 
fle& upon their own Latter Ezd, Otherways, they have no 
ſet Rites or Ceremonies on thoſe Occaſions ; neither do the Kjndred 
of the Deceaſed ever wear Mourning ; they looking upon it as a 
Wordly Ceremony and piece of Pomp, and that what Mourning is 
fit for a Chriſtian to have at the Departure of a beloved Relation 
or Friend, ſhould be worn in the Mizd which is only ſenſible of 
the Loſs, and the Love they had to them, and Remembrance of 
them, to be outwardly expreſt by a reſpe& to.their Advice, and 
care of thoſe they have left behind them, and their Love of that 
they Loved. Which Condu? of theirs, though unmodiſh or un- 
faſhionable, leaves nothing of the Subſtance of things negle&- 
ed or undone ; and as they aim at no more, ſo that ſimplicity 
of Life is what they obſerve with great Satisfaction, though it 
tometimes happens not to be without the Mockeries of the vain 


World they live 1n. | 


_ Theſe things gave them a Rough and Diſagreeable Appearance 
with the Generality ; who thought them Turners of the World 
abf:de down, as indeed, 'in ſome Senſe they were; but in no ©- 
ther than that wherein Paul was focharged, viz, To bring things 
back into their Primitive and richt Order again, For theſe and 
fuch hke Pra#fices of theirs were not the Reſult of Humbar, as 
fome have fancied, but a Fruit of Inward Sexſe, which God, 
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through his Fear, had begotten in them, They did not conſider 
how tocontradi& the Word, or diſtinguiſh themſelves; being 
none of their Buſineſs, as it was not their Intereſt, no, it was not 
the Reſult of Conſultation, or a framed deſign to declare or re- 
commend Schiſm or Novelty, But God having given them a 
ſight of themſelves, they ſaw the whole World in the fame Glaſs 
of Trath; and ſenſibly diſcerned the Afedt/ozs and Paſſions of 
Men, and the Riſe and Texdeacy of Things, What gratited the 
Luſt of the Fleſh, the Laſt of the Eye aud the Pride of Life which 
are not of the Father, but of the World; and from thence Sprang 
in that Night of Darkneſs and Apoſtacy, which hath been over 
People, through their Degeneration from the Light and Spirit 
of God, theſe and many other vain Cuſtoms; which are teen by 
the Heavenly day of Chriſt which dawns un the Soul, to be, ei- 
ther wrong 1n their Qriginal, or, by Time and Abuſe, Hurtful in 
their Practice. And though theſe things ſeemed Trivialta ſome, 
and rendered this People Stizzy and cqnceited in ſuch Perions 
Opinions; there was and is more in them than they wete aware 
of. It was not very eafie to qur Primitive Friends, to make 
themſelves Sights and Spedacles, and the Seora and. ot, os af the 
Wortd ; which they eaſily foreſaw mult be the Conſequence of 
ſo Unfaſhionable a rm in it, But, herein was. the W{- 
dom of God ſeen in the Fooliſhneſs of theſe things ; Firſt, That 
they diſcovered the Sztisfation and Copcern that Peaple had in. 
aud for the Faſhions of this World, notwithſtanding their Pre- 
tences to anorher ;, 1n that any diſappointment about the. came 
ſo very near them ; that the greateſt Honeſty, Virtue, Hiſdow and. 
Ability, were unwelcom. without them. Secozdly, Is ſeaſonahly 
and profitably divided Converſation ; for making. their Society 
zneaſie to their Relations and Acquaintance, it gave them. the ap» 
portunity of more Reriremezt and Selitude, wherew they met. 
with better Campary, even the Lord, God their Redeemer, and 

rew ſtrong in his Love, Pemer and Wiſdom, and. were thereby 


etter qualified for his Service; and the fucceſs abundantly, 


ſhow'd it : Bleſſed be the Name of the Lord, 


And though they were not, Great and Learned in the Efeer: of 


this World ( for then they had not wanted Followers upan. their 


own Credit and Axthority ) yet, they were generally of the mot 
Sober of the ſeveral Perſwaſions they were in, and of the moſt 


Repate for Religion; and many of them. of good Capacuty, Sub» 


ſtance and Account among Men, 


And alſo.ſome among them neither wanted for Parts, Learn- 
ing nor Eſtate ; though then, as of Old, not many Wile, .zor Ne- 
ble, &c. were called, or at leaſt received the Heavenly Call; hes 
cauſe of the Croſs that. attended the Profeſſion of it in. Swxcerity : 
But neither do Parts or Learning make Men the better C beſts 
ans, though the better Orators and Diſpatants ; and. it is the Tg- 
norance of People about the Divize Gift that cauſes that vulgar 
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and miſchievous miſtake. Theory and Practice, Expreſſion and 
Ejoyment ; Words, and Life ; are two things. + Oh! *tis the Pe- 
nitent, the Reformed, the Lowlj, the Watchfal, the Self-denyiag 
and Holy Sou! that is the Chriſtian ; and that Frame is the Fratt - 
and Wor of the Spirit, which is the Life of Jeſas ; whoſe Life, 
though hid in God the Father, 1s ſhed abroad in the Hearts of them 
that truly Believe. Oh! that People did but know this to c/cax/e 
them, to circumciſe rhem, to quicken them, and to make. them 
New Creatares indeed ; Re-created or Regererated after Chriſt Jeſus 
unto good Works, "That they might live to God and not to 
themielves ; and offer up living Prajers and living Praiſes, to rhe 
living God, througly his own living Spirit, in which he is only to 
be Worſhipped in this Goſpe! Day. Oh ! that they that read mg 
could but feel me ; for my Heart is afteted with this Mereiful 
Viftation of the Father of Lights and Spirits, to this poor.- /Na- 
tion, and the whole World through the ſame Teſtimony. Why 
thould the Inhabitants thereof reject it? Why ſhould they loote 
the _w Benefit of it ? Why ſhould they not turn to the Lord 
with all their Hearts, and fay from the Heart, Speak Lord,- for 
now thy poor Servants hear, Oh! that thy will may be done, thy 
Great, thy Good and Holy will in Earth as it ts in ——_ : Do it 
in us, do it upon us, do what thou wilt with us, for we are thine 
and deſire to glorifie thee our Creator, both for that, and be- 
cauſe thou art our Redeemer ; for thou art redeeming us from the 
Earth ; from the V azities and Pollutions of it, to. be a Peculiar 
People unto thee. Oh! this were a Brave Day, for England, if 
ſo ſhe could fay in Truth, But alas, the Caſe 1s otherwiſe, for 
which ſome of thine I-babitants, O Land of my Nativity! have 
mourned over thee with bitter Wailing aud Lamentation, 'T laeir. 
Heads have been indeed as Waters, 4 their Eyes, as Fountains. of 
Tears, becauſe of thy. Tranſereſſion and Stiffaeckedneſs ; becauie 
thou wilt not Hear, and Fear and Retars to the Rocky even thy 
Rock; O Exgland | from. whence thou wert, Hewez, But be thou 
warned; O Land of great Profeſſion, to receive him into thy. 
Heart ; Behold at that Daor it is, he hath ſtood ſo long. Knock- 
ing, but thou wilt yet have none of him. Oh! be thou awak- 
ned, leaflt Feruſalen's Judgments do fwittly overtake thee, he- 
cauſe of Jeraſalems Sins that abound in thee. Far ſhe abownded: 
in Formalicy; but made void the Weighty things of God's Law as 
thaiz dazly aveſt; ; | 


She withſtood the Sgx of God ih the Fleſh; and thou reſifzth 
the Son God in the Spirit, He would have gathered her as an 
Hei gat hereth her Chickens nnder her Mings, and ſhe would 64 ;, 10 
would he have gathered thee out of thy Life-leſs Profeſſion, and 
have brought thee to- inherit Subſtazze, to. have known his Pow- 
cr and Kjn2dom, for which he often knockr within, by his Grace 
and Spirit, and without by his ScywVazts and Witxeſſes; but thou 
wouldeſt not be gathered : But on the Contrary, as. Jer«falems 
of old perſecuted the Maniteſtation of the Soz of Goa m he

Fleſh, and Cracifed him and W _ and Tmpriſoned his Servants ; 
ſo haſt thou, O Land, Crucified to thy {elf atreſh the Lord of 
Life and Glory, ard done diſpite to his Spirit of Grace; fighting 
the Fatherly Viſitation, and perſecutinz the bleſſed Diſpenſers of 
it by thy Laws and Maziſtrates ; though they have Early and Late 
pleaded with thee 1n the Power and Spirit of the Lord; in Love 
and Meekneſs, that thou mighteſt know the Lord and ſerve him, 
and become the Glory of all Lands. 


But thou haſt Evilly entreated and requited them. Thou 
haſt ſet at naught all their Coxſel, and would have none of 
their Reproof, as thou ſhouldeſt have done. Their appearance was 
too Straight,and their qualifications were to Meas for thee to receive 
them ; who like the, Jews of Old, that cryed, Is not this the Car- 
penters Son, and are not his Brethren among us; which of the 
Scribes, of the Learned (the Orthodox) believe in him? Propheſying 
their fall ina year or two, and making and executing of ſevere 
Laws to bring it to paſs; by endeavouring to terrifie them out 
of their Holy way, or diftroying them for abiding Fazthfal to it. 
But thou haſt ſeen how many Governments that riſe againſt them, 
and determined their Downfal, have been overturned and extin- 
guiſhed, and that they are ſti/l preſerved, and become a great 
and a conſiderable People, among the Middle fort of thy nume- 
rous Inhabitants. And notwithſtanding the many difficulties 
without and within, which they have Laboured anger, ſince the 
Lord God Eternal firſt gathered them, they are an excreaſizg Peo- 
ple, the Lord ſtill adding unto them, in divers Parts, ſach as 
ſhall be ſaved, if they perſevere to the End. And to thee; were 
they and are they lifted up as a Srandard, and as a City ſet upon 
a Hill, and to the Nations round about thee, that in their Lizhr, 
thou may*ſt come to ſee Light, even in Chriſt Jeſus, the Light 
of the World; and therefore thy Light, and Life too, if thou 
wouldfſt but turn from thy many evil ways, and receive and 
obey it. For in the Lrght of the Lamb, muſt the Nations of 
them that are ſaved walk, as the Scriptures ,Teſtity. 


Remember, O Nation of great Profeſſion / How the Lord»has 
waited upon thee ſince the Days of Reformation, and the many 
Mercies and Jadements with which he has pleaded with Thee ; 
and awake and ariſe out of thy deep Sleep, and yet hear ( his 
Word in thy Fart ) that thou may(ſt live. . 


Let not this thy day of 1iſiratioz paſs over thy Head, nor 
neglect thou ſo great Salvation as 15 this which is come to thy 
Houſe, Oh Ezglard! For why fhouldl{t thou die, Oh Lazd thar 
God deſires to Bleſs ? Be afſfured it is he that has been in the 
midſt of rhis People, in the midſt of thee; and no Deluſion, as 
thy miſtaken Teachers have made thee believe. And this thou 
{halt find by their Marks and Fruits, if thou wilt conſider them 
ia the Spirit of Moderation. For, | 
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T. They were change# Vn themſelves before they went abour 
to change others. Their Hearts were rent as well as their Gar- 
ments ; and they knew the Power and Work of God upon them. 
And this was ſeen by the great Alteration it made, and- their 
ſtriter Courſe of Life, and more Godly Converſation, that im- 
mediately followed upon it. 


IT. They went not forth or Preached in their own Time or 
IV 111, but in the W:1/ of God, and Spoke not their own ftaddied 
Matter, but as they were opened and moved of his Spirit, with 
which they were well acquainted in their own Converſion ; 
which cannot be expreſt to Carza! Men fo as to give them any 
intelligible account ; for to ſuch it 1s as Chriff faid, like the blow- 
ing of the Wind, which zo Man knows whence it cometh, or whether it 
goeth : Yet this Proof and Seal went along with their Mitiſtry, 
that many were turned from their Life-leſs Profeſſions, and the E- 
vil of their Ways, to the knowledge of God, and an Holy Life, as 
thouſands can witneſs. And as they Freely received what they 
had to fay from the Lord, fſothey Freely adminiſtred it to others. 


ITT. The Bert and Streſs of their Miniſtry was Converſion to 
God, Regereration and Holineſs ; not Schemes of Do#trizes and 
Verbal Creeds, or new Forms-of wige 4 but a leaving off in 
Religion the Sperfluous, and reducing the Ceremonious and For- 
al part, and preſſing earneſtly the Subſtantial, the Neceſſary and 
Proffitable part; as all upon a ſerious Reflection muſt and do 


 accknowledge. 


IV. They diretted People to a Principle, by which all that 
they aſſerted, Preached and Exhorted others to, might be 
wrought in them and known, through Experience, to them to be 
true ; which is a high and diſtinguiſhing Mark of the Trath of their 
Miniſtry ; - both that they kzew what they ſaid, and were not 
afraid of coming to the Teff. For as they were bold from Cer- 
tainty, fo they required Conformity upon no Humane Authority, 
but upon Convittion, and the Conviftion of this Principle, which 
they aſſerted was in them that they Preached unto, and unto 
that diretted them, that they might examine and prove the Rea- 
ality of thoſe things which they Fad affirmed of it, and its Mani- 
teſtation and Work in Man. And this is more than the many 
Miniſtries in the World pretend to. They declare of Religion, 
fay many things true; in words of God, Chriſt, and the 
Spirit ; of Holineſs and Heaven; that all Men ſhould Repent and 
mend their Lives, or they will go to Hell, &c. but which of 
them all pretend to' ſpeak of their own Kyowledge and Experience ? 
Or ever directed Men: to a Divine Principle, or Agezt, placed 
of God iz Max, to help| him ; and how to know it, and wait 
to feel its Power to work that good and accceptable Wl of 
God 1n them, | | 
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Some of them indeed have Spoke of the Spirit, and the Ope- 
rations of it to Santtification, and Performance of Worſhip to 
God; but where and how to find it and wait in it to perform, 
was yet as a Miſtery reſerved for this further degree of Refor- 
mation. So that this People did not only in words, more than 
equally preſs Repentance, Converſion and Holineſs, but did it 
knowingly and experimentally; and directed thoſe to whom they 

reach'd, to a ſufficient Prixciple, and told them where it is, and 

y what Tokens they might know it, and which way they 
might experience the Power and Efficacy. of it 'to their Souls 
Happineſs. Which is more then Theory and « Specnlations, upon 
which moſt other Mzziſtries depend; for here is certainly, a 
bottom upon which Man may boldly appear before God in the 
great Day of Account. 


V. They reached to the Inward State and Condition of Peg- 
ple, which is an Evidence of the Firtze of their Principle, and of 
their Mzziſtring from it, and not their own Imaginations, Gloſ- 
ſes or Comments upon Scripture. For nothing reaches the Heart, 
but what is from the Heart, or pierces the Conſcience, but what 
comes from a living Corſciexce, Inſomuch as it hath often 
happened, where People have under Secrecy revealed their State 
or Condition to ſome choice Friends, tor Advice or Eaſe, they have 
been fo particularly dire&ted in the Miniſtry of this People, that 
they have challenged their Friends with diſcovering their Secrets, 
and relling the Preachers their Caſes. Yea, the very Thoughts and 
Purpoſes of the hearts of many have been fo plainly dete&ted ; 
that they have ( like Nathaziel) cryed out of this inward ap- 
pearance of Chriſt, Thou art the Son of God, thou art the. Kjng 
of Trael. And theſe that have embraced this Divine Principle, 
have found this Mark of its Trath. and Divinity. ( that the 
Woman of Samaria did of Chriſt when, in the Fleſb, to be the 
Meſſiah, viz. It had told. them all that ever they did; ſhowed 
them their ſides, the zoſt izward ſecrets of their Hearts, and 
laid Juagnent to the Line, and Righteouſneſs to the Plunmet ; 
of which Thoaſards can, at this day give in their Witneſs. So 
that nothing has been affirmed. by this People, of the Power and 
Virtue of this Heavenly Prixciple, that fuch as. have turned: to 
it. have not found true, and more; and that one half had not 
been told to them of what. they have ſeen of the Power, Pu- 
rity, Wiſdom, Mercy and Goodneſs, of God herein. 


VI. The Accompliſhments with which this Prizciple fitted, 
even ſome of the meaneſt of this People, for their Work and: 
Service: Furniſhing ſome of them with an Extraordinary Under- 
ſtanding in Divine Things, and an admirable Fluency and Taking 
way of expreſſion, which gave. occaſion. to ſome to wonder, 
ſaying of them, as of their Maſter, is not this ſuch a Mechanich's 
$07, how came he by this Learaing? As from thence others took 
occaſion to ſuſpect and infinuate they were Jeſzites in Di/- 
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guiſe ; who have had the Repatation of learned Men for an Age 
pait ; though there was not the leaſt ground of Trath for any 
{uch Reflection, 


VII. That they riſe Low, and Diſpiſed and Hated, as the Pri- 
mitive Chriſtians did, and not by the help of Moridly Wiſdom 
or Power, as former Reformations, in part did : but in a/l things 
it may be ſaid, this People were brought forth in the Croſs, in 
a Contradiftion to the Ways, Worſhip, Faſhion and Cuſtoms of 
this World; yea, againſt Wizd and Tide, that fo no Fleſh 
might Glory before God. 


They could have no deſign to themſelves in this Work, 


thus to expoſe themſelves to Scorz and Abuſe; to ſpend and 


be ſpent : Leaving Wife and Children, Houfe and Land, and 
all that can be accounted dear to Men, with their lives iz2 their 
Hands, being daily in Jeopardy, to declare this Primitive, Meſſage, 
1 Jo. I. 5. revived in their Spirits, by the good Spirit and 
Power of God. viz. That God is Light, and in him is no ourk- 
meſs at all; and that he has ſent his Sou a Light into the World 
to exlighten all Men in order to Salvation ; and that they that ſay 
they have Fellowſhip with God and are his Children and People, 
and yet walk in Darkneſs, viz. in Diſobedience to the Light in 
their Corfctences, and after the Vanity of this World, they lie 
and do -not the Truth. But that all ſuch as love the Light and 
bring their Deeds to it, and walk in the Light, as God is Light, the 
blood of Fefus Chriſt his Son ſhould cleanſe them from all Sin, 

'VIIE Pheir known great Conſtancy and Patience in Suffering for 
their Teſtimony, in call the Branches of it, and that, ſometimes 
unto Dyuathi by Beatings, Bruiſings, lows and crowded Impriſon- 
ments, and Noiſom Dunzeons. Four of them in New England 
Dying by the Hands of the Execatiozer,. purely for Preaching 
amongit that People ; beſides Bariſhments and Exceſſive Plun- 
ders and Sequeſtrations of their Goods and Eſtates, almoſt in all 
pores not eafily to: be expreſſed', and leſs to be endured, but 

y thoſe that have the ſupport of a good and glorious Cauſe; 
refuſing Deliverance by any indirect ways or means, as often as 
It was offered to them: 


- IX; That they did' not only, not. ſhow any diſpoſition-to Re- 
verge, when'it was at. any time in- their Power ;. but forgave 
their cruel Exzemies; ſhewing Mercy. to thoſe that had none for 
them. | 


X. Their Plainneſs with thoſe. in Authority : not unlike the 
Aatient Prophets, not fearing *o tel! them to their Faces of 
their Private and Publick Sins, and their Prophecies to them 0 
their Afiictions aud Dowafall, when in the Top of their Glory ; 
allo of tome National Judgments,” as of the P/azue, and ah 

© 
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of London, in expreſs Terms, and likewiſe particular ones to 
divers Perſecutions, which accordingly overtook them; and 
which were very remarkable in the Places where they dwelt, 
and in time they may be made publick tor the Glory of God. 


Thus Reazer, thou ſeeſt this People in their Riſe, Principles, 
Miniſtry and Progreſs, both their General agd Particular Teſti- 
20a), by which thou maiſt be informed how and upon what 
foot they Sprarg and became fo conſiderable a People, It re- 
mains next that I ſhew alſo their Care, Conduct and Cr 
as a Chriſtian and Reformed Society, that they might be found 
living up to their own Prizciples and Profeſion. And this, 
the rather, becauſe they have, hardly ſuffered more. in their 
Chara&er from the Uzjuſt Charge of Error, than by the falſe 
Impatation of Diſorder : Which Calumny indeed has not failed to 
follow all the true ſteps that were ever made to Reformation, 
and under which Reproach none ſuffered more than the Pr:- 
mitive Chriſtians themſelves, that were the Honour of Chri/?;- 
azity, and the great Lights and Examples of their own and 
{ucceeding Ages. 


This People encreaſing daily both in Town and Country, an 
Holy Care fell upon ſome of the Elders among them, for the 
Benefit and Service of the Church. And the firſt Bufinefs in 
their View, after the Example of the Primitive Saints, was tlie 
Exerciſe of Charity, to ſupply the Neceſſities of the Poor, and 


anſwer the hike Occaſions : Wherefore Colleitions. were early 


and liberally made for that , and divers other Services in the 
Church, and intruſted with Faithful Men, fearing. God, and 
of good Report, who were not weary in .well-doing ; adding 
often of their own, in large Proportions, which they never 
brought to accounty or deſired ſhould be known, much leſs re- 
ſtored to them, that none might want, nor any Service be re- 
tarded or diſappointed. | 


They were alſo very careful, that every one that belonged to | 


them, anſwered their Profeſſion in their Behaviour among Men, 
upon all Occaſions; that they lived Peaceably, and were in all 
things good Examples. They found themſelves engaged to re- 
cord their Sufterings and Services ; and in caſe of Marriage, which 
they could not perform in the uſual Methods of the Nation, but 
among themſelves ; they took care that all things were clear be- 
tween the Parties and all others, and it was then rare that any 
one entertain*d ſuch Tnclination to a Perſon on that account, till 
he or ſhe had communicated it fecretly to ſome very Weighty 
and Eminent Friends among them, that they might have a tenſe 
of the Matter; looking to the Council and Unity of their Bre- 
thren, as of great Moment to them. But becauſe the Charge 
of the Poor, the Number of Orphans, Marriages, Sufferings 
and other Matters multiplied , and that it was good that. the 
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Churches were in ſome way and Mzthod, of proceeding in ſuch 
Aﬀairs among them, to the end they might the better corre(- 
pond upon occaſion, where a Member of one Mecting # might 
have to do with one of another : It pleaſed the Lord in Fs 
Wiſdom and Goodneſs, to open the Underitanding of the firlt 
Inſtrument of this Diſpenfſation of Life, about a Good and Or- 
derly way of Procezding ; and he felt an Holy Concera to viſit 
the Churches in Perſon througliout this Nation, to begin and 
eſtabliſh it among them ; and by his Epiſtles the like was done 
in other Nations and Provinces abroad ; which he alſo after- 
wards Viſited, and helped in that Service, as ſhall be obſerved 
when I come to ſpeak of him. 


[Now the Care, Conduit and Diſciplize , T have been ſpeakin 
of, and which 1s now practiſed among this People, 1s as fol 
loweth. | 


IT. This Godly Elder, in every County where he travelled, 
exhorted them, that ſome out of every Meeting of Worſhip, 
ſhould meet together once in the Month, to confer about the 
Wants and Occaſions of the Church. And as the Caſe requi- 
red, ſo thoſe Monthly Meetings were fewer or more in number 
in every reſpective County ; Four or Six Meetings of Worſhip, 
uſually making one Mozthly Meeting of Bulineſs. And according- 
ly the Brethrez met him from place to place, and began the 
aid Meetings, viz. For the Poor, Orphans orderly Walking, Inte- 
grity to their Profeſſion, Births, Marriages, Burials, Sufferings 
&c. And that theſe. Mozthly. Meetings ſhould, in each County 
make up one Quarterly Meeting, where the mott Zealous and 
Eminent Friends of the County ſhould aſſemble to Communicate, 
Adviſe and Help one another, eſpecially when any Buſineſs ſeem- 
ed difficult, or a Mozthly Mecting was tender of determining 
a Matter. | | | 


Alfo theſe Quarterly Meztirigs ſhould digeſt the Reports of 
the Mozthly Meetings, and prepare one for the County, againſt 
the Tearly Meeting ; in which the Qzarterly Meetings reſolve, | 
which 1s held Yearly in Lozdoz; where the Churches 1n this 
Natioz, and other Nations, ard Provinces Meet, by choſen 
Members of their Reſpective Counties, both mutually to com- 
municate their Church Afairs, and to adviſe and be advited in 
any depending Caſe to Eaification. Alſo to provide a requiſite 
Stock, for the diſcharge of general Expezces for general Services 
in the Church, not needful to be here particularized, | 


At theſe Meetings anv of the Members of the Churches may 
come if they pleate, and ſpeak their Mzzads freely, in the Fear 
of God, to any matter; but the Mind of each Meeting therein 
reprefented is chiefly underltood, as to perticuler Cafes, in the 
Senſe dehvered by the Perſons deputed or cholen tor that Ser- 
VICE, © During 
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During their Yearly Meeting, to which their other Meetings 
referr in their Order and Reſolve themſelves ; care is taken by a 
Selet Number, for that ſervice choſen by the Geaeral Aſſembly, 
to draw up the Minutes of the fajd Meeting, upon the leveral 
matters that have been under Conſideratzon therein, to the end 
that the Refpeftive Qrarterly and Monthly Meetings may be un- 
formed of all Proceedings, together with a general Exhort ation 
to Holineſs, Unity and Charity : Of all which Proceedings in 
Tearly, Quarterly and Monthly Meetings, due Record 1s kept by 
ſome One appointed for that Service, or that hath voluntarily 
undertaken it. Theſe Meetings are opened, and uſually con- 
cluded in their Sole waiting upon God, who 1s ſometimes 

raciouſly pleaſed to anſwer them with as ſignal Evidences of 
Fs Love and Preſence, as in any other their Mectings of Wor- 


ſhip. 


It is further to be Noted, that in theſe Solemn Aſſemblies, for 
the Church's Service, there is no one preſides among them after 
the manner of the Aſſemblies of other People; Chriſt only be- 
ing their Preſident, as he is pleaſed to appear in Life and Wi 
dom in any one or more of them, to whom, whatever be thewr 
Capacity or Degree, the reſt adhere with a Firm Unity, not of 
Aathority but Convididn, which is the Divine Authority and 
way of Chriſt's Power and. Spirit in his People ; Making good his 
bleſſed Pramife, That he would be in the Midſt of his, where and 
whenever they mere met together in his Name, even to the Eud of 
the World. So be it. | 


Now it may be expeQed, I ſhould here ſet down what. fort 
of Authority 1s exerciſed by this People, upan ſuch Members of 
their Society, as correſpond not in their Lives with their Pro- 
felſion, and that are Refrafory to this good and wholeſam Or- . 
der ſettled among them; and the rather becauſe they have not. 
wanted their Reproach and Suffering from ſome Tongaes, upon 
this occaſion in a plentiful manner. 


The Power they exerciſe is ſuch as Chrift has given to his 
own People, to the End of the World, in the Perſons of his Diſ- 
ciples, viz. To Overſee, Exhort, Reprove, and after long Jaffer- 
ing and Waiting upon the Diſobeaient and Refractory, ta dijown 
them, as apy more of their Communion, or that they will any longer 
ſtand Charged ia the Sipht and Judement of God or Men, with their 
Converſation or Behavibur as one of them, untill they Repent. The 
ſubje& matter about which this A«thority, in. any of the fore- 
o0ing Brarxches of it, is Exerciſed ; is Firſt, in Relation to com- 
mon and general Practice, and Secondly, about thoſe things that 
more fridily referr to their own Charafer and Profeſſion, and 
diſtinguifh them, from all other Profeſſors of Chriſtianity ; avoid- 
ing two Extreams upon which many Split, viz. Perſecutioz and. 
E:bertiniſm. A Coercive Power to Whip People into the Temle, 
| that 
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that ſuch as will not Conform, though againſt Faith and Corn: 
ſcience, ſhall be puniſht in their Perſons or Eſtates; or leaving all 
looſe and at large, as to Praitice, unaccountable to afl but God 
and the Magiſtrate, To which hurtful Extream, nothing hag 
more contributed. than the :4b»ſe of Charch Power, by fuch as 
ſuffer their Paſſions and private Iztereſts to prevail with them 
tocarry it to outward Force and Corporal Puniſhment, A Pra: 
Qiice they have been taught to diltike, by their extream Sufz 
ferings, as well as their known Principle for an univerſal Liberty 
of Conſcience. | | 


On the other hand, they equally diflike an I»dependency in So- 
ciety. An unaccountableneſs in Practice and Converſation to the 
Terms of their ownCommanion, and to thole that are the Mezbers 
of it. They diſtinguiſh between Impoſmg any PraQtice that 
immediately regards Faith or Worſbip, ( which is never to be 
done nor ſuffered or ſubmitted unto ) and requiring Chriſtiaz 
Compliance with thofke Methods that ozly reſpefr Church Buſineſs 
in its more Czv4 part and Concern, and that regard the Diſcreet 
and Orderly Maintenance of the Character of the Society as a 
Sober and Religious Community. In thort, what is for the Pro- 
motion of Holineſs and Charity, that Men may PraQtice what 
they profeſs, live up to their own Prizciples, and not be at Ti- 
berty to give the Lie to their own Profeſſzon, without Rebuke, 
They compell none to them, but oblige thoſe that are of them 
to walk S«itably, or they are denyed by them: "That is all the 
Mark they fet upon them, and the Power they Exerciſe, or 
Judge a Chriſtian Society, can Exercife upon thoſe that are 
the Members of it. 


. 'The way of their Proceedings againft ſuch as have L 

or Tranſzreff, is this. He i viſited by ſome of them, and the 
matter of . Fatt laid Howe to-hum, be it any evil Practice againſt 
known and general Virtue, or any Branch of their Particular 
Teſtimony, which he, in Common, profeſſeth with them. They 
labour with him in much Love and Zgal for the good of his 
Soal, the Honour of God, and Reputation of their Profeſ/ron, 
to own his Faalt and condemn it, #2 as ample a Manner as the 
Evil. or Scandal was givew by him;, Which for the moſt part, is 
performed by ſome Written Feftimony under the Partys Hand ; 
and if it fo-happen that the: Party prove Refra&ory, and is not 
willing to clear the Truth they profeſs, from the Reproach of his 
or her evil doing or Unfaithfulnels, they, after repeated Exrrea- 
ties and due waiting, for a Fokey of Repentance, give forth a 
Paper to diſown ſuch. a Fai, and the Party oftending ; *recordin 
the ſame as a Teſtimony of their care tor the Honour of the Trat 
they profeſs. 


And if he or ſhe ſhall clear their Profeſſion and themſelves, 
by ſincere Acknowledgment of their Fauit, and Godly forrow 
| tor 
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for ſo doing, they are received and looked upon again as Mem- 
bers of their Communion. For as God, fo his true People ap- 
braid no Man after Repent ance. 


This is the account I had to give of the People of God called 
- Quakers, as to their Riſe, Appearance, Principles and Pradtices, 
in this Age of rhe World, both with Reſpect to their Fazth and 
Worſhip, Diſciplize and Converſation. . Ard I Judge it very pro- 
per in this place, becauſe it is to Preface the Journal of the 
firſt Bleſſed and Glorious Inſtrument of this Work, and for a 
Teſtimony to him in his ſingular Qualificatioas and Services , 1n 
which he abundantly excelled in this day, and are worthy to 
be ſet forth as an Example to all ſucceeding "Times; to the 
Glory of the Moſt High God, and for a juſt Memorial to that 
Worthy and Excellent Man, his Faithful Servant and Apoſtle to 
_ this Generation of the World. 


I am now come to the Third Head or Branch of my Preface, 
viz. The Inſlrumental Author, For it is Natural for ſome to 
ſay, Well, here is the People and Work, but where and who was 
the Man, the Infirament ; he that in this Age was ſent to begin 
this Work and People. I ſhall, as God ſhall enable me, declare 
who and what he was, not only by report of others, but from 
my own long and moſt inward Converſe and intimate know- 
ledge of him ; for which my Soul bleſſeth God, as it hath often 
done; and. I doubt not, but by that time I have diſcharged 
my felt of this part of my Preface, my ſerious Readers will be- 
lieve I had good Caule fo to do. | | 


The Blefſed Inſtrument of and in this day of God, and of 
whom 1 am now about to Write, was Geo2ge Fox, diſtin- 
guiſhed from another of that Name, by that Other's addition 
of Torrger to Ins Name 1n all. his Writings; not that he was 
ſo in Years, but that he was fo in the Trath, but he was alſo 
a Worthy Man, Witneſs and Servant of God in his time. 


But this George Fox was Born in Leiceſterſhire, about the 
Year 1624. He deſcended of Hoxeft and Sufficient Parents, who 
endeavoured to bring him up, as they: did the reſt. of their 
Children, in the Way and Worſhip of the Nation; eſpecially his 
Mother, who was a Woman accompliſht above moſt of her De- 
gree 1n the place -where ſhe lived. But from a Chi/d he ap- 
peared of another Frame of Mizd than the reſt of his Bre- 
thren; being more Religions, Inward, Still, Solid and Obſerving 
beyond his Years, as the Azſwers he would give, and the Que- 
ſtions he would put upon occaſion, manifeſted to the Aſtoniſh- 
ment of thoſe that heard him, eſpecially in Divine T hings. 


His Mother taking Notice of his Sizewlar Temper, and the 
Gravity, Wiſcom and 


Piety that very early {hined through him, 
retuling 
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refuſing Chzildiſh and Vain Sports and Company, when very 
Toung ; ſhe was Tender and Indulgent over him, fo that from 
her he met with little Difficulty, As to, his Employment he 
was brought up in Country Buſineſs, and as he took moſt de- 
light in Sheep, fo he was very skillful in them, an Employ+ 
ment that very well ſuited his mind in ſeveral Reſpects, both 
for 'its Innocency. and Solitude ; and was a juſt Figure of his af- 
ter Miniſtry and Service. 


T ſhall not break in upon his own Account, which is by much 
the beſt that can be given, and therefore defire, what IT can, to 
avoid ſaying any thing of what is faid already, as to the per- 
ticular Paſſages of his coming forth; but, in general, when he 
was ſomewhat above Twenty, he left his. Friezds, and viſited 
the moſt Retired and Religions People in thoſe Parts : and 
ſome there were ſhort of few, if any, in this Nation, who 
waited for the Conſolation of Iſrael! Night and Day ; as Zyche- 
rias, Anna and good Old Simeoz did of Old Time. To theſe 
he was ſent, and theſe he ſought out in the Neighbouring 
Countrys, and among them he Sojourned till his more ample 
Minifiry came upon him. , At this time he taught and was an 
Example of Silence, endeavouring to bring them from +Self-per- 
formances, Teſtifying and turning to the Light of Chriſt within 
them, and encouraging them to wait in Patzence to fegl the Pow- 
er of it to ſtir in their Hearts, that their Kzowledge and Wor- 
ſbip of God might ſtand in the Power of an Endleſs Life, which 
was to be found in the Light, as it was obeyed in the Mani- 
feſtation of it in Man. For'in the Word was Life, and that Life 
is the Light Men. Life in the Word, Light in Mex, and Life 
in Mer as the Light is obeyed ; the Children of the Light living 
by the Life of the Word, by which the word begers them a+ 
gain to God, which is the Regeneration and New Birth, without 
which there is no coming unto the Kingdom of God; and 
which, whoever comes to, 1s greater than Johy, that 'is, than 
ng Diſpenſation, which .was not that of the Kingdom, : 
Dut the Conſummation of the Legal, and Forerunning of 
the Goſpel Times. Accordingly, ſeveral Meetings were gather- 
ed in thoſe Parts, and thus his 1:me was employed for ſome 
Years, C37 


In 1652. He being in his uſual Retirement to. the Lord upon 


a- very High Mountain, in ſome of the hither parts of Yorkſhire, 


as I take it, his Mind exerciſed towards the Lord, he had a V;- 


fron. of the great Work of God in the Earth, and of the way 


that he was to go forth to begin it. He faw People as thick as. 
Motes in the Sun, that ſhould in time, be brought Home to the 
Lord ; that there might be bur oze Shepherd and one Sheepfold in 


all the Earth, There his Eye was directed Northward, behold- 


ing a great People that ſhould receive him and his Meſſage in: 
thoſe Parts. Upon this Mountain he was moved of the Lord, 
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to. ſound ofit his Great and notable Day, as if he had been in a 
great Anditory, and from thence went North, as the Lord had 
ſhown him; and in every place where he came, 1t not before 
he came to it, he had his particular Exerciſe and Service ſhown 
to him, {0 that the Lord was his Leader indeed; for it was not 
in vain that he Travailled, God in moſt places ſealing his Cons 
miſſion With the Convincement of ſome of all forts, as well Pab- 
licans as ſober Profeſſors of Religion, Some of the firſt and 
moſt Eminent of them, which are at Reſt, were Rzchard 
Farnſworth, James Nayler, William Dewsberry, Francis Howgil, 
Edward Barronghs, John Camm, John Andland ,* Richard Fiub- 
berthorzs, T. Taylor, John Aldam, T. Holmes, Alexander Parker, 
William Simpſon, William Caton, John Stubbs, Robert Widders, 
Yohn Barnyeat, Robert Lodge, Thomas Salthonſe, and many more 

orthies, that cannot be well here Named, together with di- 
vers yet living of the firſt and great Convincement, who after 
the knowledge of God's purging Judgments in themſelves, and 
ſome time of waiting in ſilence upon him, to feel and receive 
Power from on High to ſpeak in his Name, (which none elfe 
rightly «fn, though they may uſe the ſame Words.) They 
fel the Divine Motions, and were frequently drawn forth, e- 
ſpecially to viſit the Pablick Aſſemblies, to reprove, inform and 
exhort thein, ſometimes in Markers, Fairs, Streets, and by the 
High-way-file, calling People to Repertance, and to turn to the 
Lord with their Hearts as well as their Mouths; direQing 
them to the Lighr of Chriſt within them, to ſee and examine 
and conſider their ways by, and to eſchew the Ew! and do 
the Good and Acceptable Will of God. And they ſuffered great 
Hardſhips for this their Love, and Good-will, being often Srockr, 
Stoned, Beaten, Whipt and Impriſoned, though Honeſt Men and 
of Good Report where they lived, that had teft Wives and Chil- 
ren, and Horſes and Lands to viſit them with a hving Call 
to Repentance, And though the Prieffs generally ſet themſelves 
to oppoſe them, and write againſt them, and infirmated moſt 
Falſe and Scandalons Stories to Defame them, ſtirring up the Ma- 
giftrates to fuppreſs them, eſpecially in thoſe Northern Parts; 
yet God was pleaſed fo to fill them with his living Pomer, 
and give them ſuch an open Door of utterance im his Service, 
that there was a mighty Comvincement over thoſe Parts. 


And through the tender and fingular Indulgence of Judge 
Bradſhaw and Judge Fell, who were wont to go that Circurr, in 
the Infancy of things, the Prieſts were never able to gain the 
point they Jaboured for, which was to have proceeded to Blood, 
and if poſhble, Herod like, by a Crwel exerale of the Civil Pow- 
er, to have cut them oft and rooted them ont-of the Conrtry, 
Eipecially Judge Fel, who was not only a Check to their Rage 
1m the Courle of Legal Proceedings, but otherwiſe upon occaſion, 
and finally countenanced this People ; for his Wife receiving 
the Truth with the Firſt, it had that Influence upon his Spirir, 

being 
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being a Juj# and Wiſe Man, and ſeeing in his own Wife and 
Family, a tull Confutation to all the popular Clamours againſt 
the Way of Truth, that he covered them what he . could, and 
freely opened his Doors, and gave up his Houſe to his Wife 
and her Friends, not valuing the Reproach of Ignorant or E- 
vil Minded People, which I here mention, to His and her Hz- 
our, and which will be I believe, an Hozozr and a Bleſſing to 
ſuch of their Name and Family, as ſhall be found in that Fer- 
aernefs, Humility, Love and Zyal for the Truth and People of 


the Lord. 


That Houſe was for ſome Years at brſt, till the Trath had 
opened its way in the Southern parts of this Ifland, an Emi- 
nent Receptacle of this People, Others of good Note and Suh- 
ftance in thoſe Northery Countrys, had alſo opened their 
Houſes with their Hearts, to the many Publifhers, that in a 
ſhort time the Lord had raiſed to declare his Salvation to the 
People, and where Meetings of the Lord's Meſſegers were fre- 
quently held, to communicate their Services and Exerciſes, and 


Comfort and Edify one another in their Blefſed Miniſtry. 


But leaſt this may be thought a Digreſſhon, having touch- 
ed upon this before, I return to this Excelext Man: And for 
his Perſonal Qualities, both Natural, Moral and Divize as they 
appeared in his Converſe with Brethren and in the Charch of 


God ; take as follows: 


T. He was a Man that God endued with a Clear and Wor- 
derful Depth, a diieerner of others Spirits, and very much a 
Maſter of his own. And though the ſide of his Underſtanding 
which lay next to the World, and eſpecially the Expreſſion of 
it might ſound Uzcouth and Unfaſhionable to Nice Ears , his 
matter was nevertheleſs very profound; and would not only 
bear to be often conſidered, but the more it was ſo, the more 
Weighty and Inſtrudting it appeared. And as abruptly and bro- 
kenly as ſometimes his Sentences would fall from him, about 
Divine Things, it is well known they were often as Texts to 
many fairer Declarations. And indeed it ſhowed beyond all 
Contradiction that God ſent him, that no Arts or Parts had a- 
ny ſhare in his matter or manner of his Miniffry ; and that fo 
many Great, Excellent and Neceſſary Truths as he came forth 
to Preach to Mazkind, had therefore nothing of Man's Wit 
or Wiſdom to recommend them. So that as to Max lie was an 
Origizal, being no Man's Copy. And his Miniſtry and Writ- 
ings ſhow they are from one that was not Taught of Man, 
nor had Learned what he ſaid by $:a4z, Nor were: they No- 
tional or Speculative, but ſeniible and Praztical Truths, tend- 
ing to Converſion and Regeneration, and the ſetting up the King- 
dor of God in the Hearts of Mex, and the way of it was his 
Work. So that IT- have many timcs been overcome in my elf, 

and 
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and been made to fay, with my Lord and Maſter upon the like 
Occaſion ; I thank thee O Father Lord of Heaven and Earth, that 
thou haſt hid theſe thinss from the Wiſe and Prudent of this 
World, and revealed them to. Babes, For many times hath m 
Sol bowed in an Humble Thaxkfalneſs to the Lord, that he did 
not chooſe any of the Wiſe and Learned of this World to be 
the firſt Meſſenger in our Age, of his bleſſed Truth to Mex; but 
that he took one that was not of High Degree, or Elegant 
Speech, or learned after the way of this World, that his Meſ- 
The and Work he ſent him to do, might come with leſs S«ſpi- 
cion or Jealouſie of Humane Wiſdom and Intereſt, and with more 
Force and Clearneſs upon the Conſciences of thoſe, that ſincerely 
Sought the way of 1rath in the Love of it. I fay, beholding 
with the Eye of my mind which the God of Heaven had opened 
in me, the Marks of God's Finger and Hazd vitibly in this Te- 
ſtimony, from the Clearneſs of the Principle, the Power and Ef- 
ficacy of it in the Exemplary Sobriety, Plainneſs, Zeal, Steadi- 
neſs, Humility, Gravity, Punttuality, Charity and CircamſpetÞ 
care in the Government of Church Aﬀairs, which ſhined in his 
and their Life and Teſtimony that God employed in this Work, 
it greatly confirmed me that it was of God, and engaged m 
Soul in a Deep Love, Fear, Reverence and Thankfulneſs for his 
Love and Mercy therein to Mazkind; in which Mind I remain, 
and ſhall, I hope, to the end of my Dates. 


IT. In his Teffimony or Miziſtry, he much Iaboured "to open 
Truth, to the Peoples Unaderſtandings, and to bottom them up- 
on the Principle, and Principal, Chrift Feſas, the Light of the 
World, that by bringing them to ſomething that was of God 
in themſelves, they might the better know and judge of him 
and themſelves. 


He had an Extraordinary Gift in opening the Scriptures, 
He would go to the Marrow of things, and ſhow the Mzzd, Har- 
»0ny and Fullflling of them with much Plainreſs, and to great 
Comfort and Edification. 


The Miſtery of the firſt and ſecond Adam, of the Fall and 
Reſtoration, of the Law and Goſpel, of Shadows and Subſtance, 
of the Servant and Sons State, and the fullfiling of the Scrip- 
tures in Chrift, and by Chriſt the Trae Light, in all that are 
his, througtr the Obedzence of Faith, were much of the Sub- 
ſtance and Drift of his Teſtimonies, Tn all which he was wit- 
neſſed to be of God, being ſenſibly felt to ſpeak that which 
he had received of Chriſt, and was his own Experience, in 
that which never Ers nor Fazls. ; 


But above all, he excelled in Prayer, The Inwardneſs and 
Weight of his Spirit, the Reverexce and Solemnity of his Addreſs 
and Bevavioar, and the Fewneſs and Fulneſs of his Words, have 
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often ſtruck, even Straxgers, with Admiration, as they uſed to 
reach others with Conſolation. The mott Anfull, Living, Re: 
werent Frame T ever Felt or Beneld, I muſt fay was his in 
Prayer. And truly. it was a Teſtimony he knew and lived neers- + 
& to the Lord than other Men; for they that know him 
moſt will ſee moſt reaſon to approach him with Reverence: 


He was of an Innocent Life, no Bufie Body, nor Self Seeker, 
neither Toachy, nor Critical; What fell from him was very In- 
offenſive, if not very Edifying, So Meck, Contented, Modeſt, Ea- 


fre, Steady, Tender, it was a pleaſure to be in his Company. He 


exerciſed no Authority but over Evil, and that every where and 
in all; but with Love, Compaſſion and Long Suffering. A moſt 
Merciful Man, as ready to ky wa as unapt to take or give ar 
Offence. Thouſands can truly fay, he was of an Excellent Spirzt 
and Savoar among them, and becauſe thereof, the moſt Excel- 
lent Spirits loved im with an unfained and unfading Love, 


He was an Inceſſant Laboarer ; for in his Younger time, be- 
fore his many great and deep Sufferings and Travels had enfee- 
bled his Body for Itinerant Servzces, he laboured much in the 
Word, and Dofrinze and Diſcipline in Exgland, Scotland and Ire- 
land, turning many to God, and confirming thoſe that were 
convinced of the 7Trath, and ſetling Good Order as to Charch 
Afairs among thern. And towards the Concluſion of his Tra- 
welling Services, between the Years Seventy One, and Seventy 
Seven,, he Viſited the Churches of Chriſt in the Plantations in 
America, and in the United Provinces, and Germany as his fol- 
lowing Journal Relates, to the Convincement and Conſolation 
of many. After that time he chiefly reſided in and about the 
City of London, and beſides the Services of his Miniſtry which 
were Frequent and Serviceable, he writ much both to them 
that are within, and thoſe that are without the Communzoz. 
But the care he took of the Affairs of the Church in General 
was very great. 


_ He was often where the Records of the Afﬀairs of the Charch are 
kept, and the Letters from the many Meetings of God's People 
over all the World where ſettled, come upon Occaſions, which 
Letters he had read to him, and Communicated them to the 
Meeting that is Weekly held there for ſuch Services, he would 
be ſire to ſtir them up to diſcharge them, eſpecially in Suf- 
fering Caſes. Showing great Sympathy and Compaſſion upon all 
ſuch Occaſions, carefully looking into the Reſpective Caſes, and 
cndeavouring Speedy Relief according to the Nature of them, 
So that the Churches and any of the Szffering Members there- 
of, were fure not to be forgotten or delayed in their Deſires if 
he were there; | | | 
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As he was Unwearied, fo he was Undaunted in his Services 
for God and his Peopk, he was no more to be moved to Fear: 
than to Wrath, His Behaviour at Darby, Litchfield, Appleby, 
before Oliver Cromwell at Launſton, Scarborough, Worceſter and 
Weſtmiznſter-Hall, with many other Places and Exercites, did 
abundantly evidence it to his Enemies as well as his Friends. - 


But as in the Primitive Times, ſome rife up againſt the bleſ- 
ſed Apoſtles of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, even from among thoſe 
that they had turned to the Hope of the Goſpel, and who be- 
came their greateſt Trouble ; ſo this Maz of God had his ſhare 
of Suffering from fome that were convinced by him, who 
through prejudice or miſtake run againſt him, as one that 
ſought Dominion over Conſcience ; becauſe he preſt by his Pre- 
{ence or Epiſtles, a ready and zealous compliance with luch good 
and wholeſome things, as tended to an Orderly Converſation a- 
bout the Aﬀairs of the Church, and in their walking before 
Men. That which contributed much to this ill Work, was in 
ſome a begrudging of this Meek Max, the love and eſteem he 
had and deſerved in the Hearts of the People, and weakneſs 
in others, that were taken with their groundleſs Suggeſtions of 
Impoſition and blind Obedience. 


They would have had every Man Independent, that as he 
had the Prizciple in himſelf, he ſhould only ſtand and fall to 
that and no Body elſe ; not conſidering that the Principle is Oxe 
in all ; and though the Meaſure of Light or Grace might dif- 
fer, yet the Nature of it was the ſame, and being ſo, they 
ſtruck at the Spiritual Unity, which a People, guided by the 
ſame Prizciple, are naturally led into: So that what is an evil to 
One, is fo to All, and what is Fertuous, Honeft and of pood Re- 
port to Oe, is 1o to All, trom the Senſe and Savour of the one 
Cniners Principle which is common to all, (and which the 
difaffetted profeſs to. be) the Root of all True Chriſtian Fel- 
lonſhip, and that,Spirit into which the People of God drink and 
come to be Spiritually Minded, and of one Heart and one Soul. 


Some weakly miſtook on Order in the Government of Charch 
Afﬀairs, for Diſcipline in Worſhip, and that it was fo preſt or 
recommended by Him and other Brethren : And they were-rea- 
dy to reflect the fame things that en: had very reaſon- 
ably objefted upon the National Charches, that have coercively 
preſſed Conformity to their Reſpective Creeds and Worſhips : 
Whereas theſe things related wholly to Converſation, and the 
Outward (and as I may fay) Civil part of the Charch, that 
Men ſhould walk up to the Principles of their Belief, and not 
be wanting in Care and Charity. But though ſome have ſtum- 
bled and fallen through Makes, and an unreaſonable Obſtinax- 


cy, even to a Prejudice ; yet bleſſed be God, the Generality have 
returned to their Firſt Love, and ſeen the Work of the Exemy, 
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that looſes no Opportanity or Advantage by which Ie may check 
or hinder the Work of God, and diſquiet the Peace of his Charch, 


and chill the Love of his People to the Truth and one to ano» 
ther; and there is hope of divers that are yet at a Diltance. 


In all theſe Occaſions, though there was no Perſon the Dif- 
contefited ſtruck 1o ſharply at, as this Good Man, he bore all 
their Weakneſs and Prejudice, and returned not Refleioz fot 
Reflefion; but forgave them their weak" and bitter Speeches, 
praying for them that they night have a Senſe of their hurt, 
and ſee the Smbtilty of the Enemy to Rend and Devide, and re- 
turn into their Firft Love, that thought no Ill, 


And truly, I muſt fay, that though God had viſibly cloath= 
ed him with a Divine Preference and Anthority, and indeed his 
very Preſence expreſt a Religious Majeſty ; yet he never abuſed 
it, but held his Place in the Charch of God with great Meak- 
neſs and a moſt engaging Humility and Moderation. For upon 
all Occaſions, like his bleſſed Majter, he was a Servart to all; 
holding and exerciſing his Elderſhip, in the H-vi/ible Power that 
had gathered them, with Reverence to the Head and Care 0+ 
ver the Body: And was received only in that Spirit and Pow- 
er of Chriſt as the #r/# and Chief Elder wa this Age; who, 
as he was therefore worthy of double Hoxoar, fo for the ſame 
Reaſon it was given by the Faithful of this day ; becauſe his 
Authority was'mward and not outward, and that he got it and 
kept it by the Love of God and Power of an Exdkſs Life. I 
write my Kyowledge and not Report, and my Witneſs 7s Trac, 
having been with, him for Weeks and Morrhs together on dis 
vers Octafions, and thoſe of the.neareft and moſt exerciſing Nas 
ture, and that by Night and by Day, by Sea and by Land; in 
this and in Foreign Countrys: And I can fay, I never faw him 

; out of his Place, or not a Match for every Service or Occa- 
fion. : 


For in all things he acquitted himſelf like a Man, yea a 
ſtrong Man, a New and Heavenly minded Man. | A Divine and 
a Naturaliſt, and all of God Almighty*s making. I have been 
ſurpriſed at his Qreſtions and Anſwers 1n Natural things ; that 
whilſt he was Ignorant of uſeleſs and Sophiſtical Sczexce, he 
had in him the Foxrdarion of uſeful and commendable Kzor- 
ledge, and cheriſht it every where. C:vil beyond all Forms of 
Breeding, in his Behaviour, Very Temperate, eating Little, and 
fleeping Leſs, though a Bulky Perfor. 


Thus he Lived and Sojourned among, us, and as he lived, ſo 
he died; feeling rhe ſame Ereryal Power that had raiſed and 
preſerved him in his laſt Moments, So full of aſſurance was he, 
that he Triumpht over Deat#; arid fo even to the laſt, as if 
Death were hardly worth Notice or a Mextion ; Recommend- 


ing 
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ing to ſome with him, the Diſpatch and Diſperſion of an Epiſtle, 
juſt before Written to. the Churches of Chriſt, throughout the 
World, and his own Books; but above all, Friends, and of all 
Friends, thoſe in Ireland and America, twice over. Saying, 
mind poor Friends in Ireland and America. 


And to ſome that came in and enquired how he found him- 
ſelf, he anſwered, Never heed, the Lord's Power is over all 
Weakneſs and Death, the Seed reigns, Bleſſed be the Lord : Which 
was about Four or Five Hours before his Departure out of 
this World. He was at the great Meeting near Lombard«ſtreet 
on the Firſt day of the Week, and it was the Third follow- 
inz- about Ten at Night when he left us; being at the Houſe 
of H. Goldney in the ſame Court. In a good Old Age he went, 
after having lived to fee his Childrens Children 10 many Genera- 
tions im«he Truth, He had the Comfort of a ſhort I!lzeſs, 
and the Bleſſing of a clear Sexſe to the laſt; and we may 
truly ſay, with a Man of God of Old, that being Dead, he yet 
Speaketh ; and though abſent in Body, he is Preſent in Spirit ; 
neither 7ime nor Place being able to interrupt the Communion 
of Saints, or diſſolve the Fellowſhips of rhe Spirits of the Juſt. 
His Works praiſe him, becauſe they are to the Praiſe of him 
that worked by him; for which his Memorial 1s, and ſhall be 
Bleſſed, IT have done, as to this part of my Preface, when 1 
have left this ſhort Epitaph to his Name. Wany Sons 
have done virtuouſly in this Day, but Dear George thoy 
Excellelt them All. 


And now, Friends, you that profeſs to walk in the way, 
this Bleſſed Max was ſent of Ged to turn us into, ſuffer I be- 
ſeech you the word of Exhortatior, as well Fathers as Children, 
and Elders as Young Men. The Glory of this Day and Foun- 
dation of the Hope that has not made us aſhamed ſince we 
were a People, you know is that Bleſſed Principle of Light and 
Life of Chriſt which we Profeſs, and Dire& all People to, as 
the great In/{rument and Azent of Man's Converſion to God : 
It was by this we were firſt Touched, and efteQually enlight- 
ned as to our Inward State, which put us upon the Conſidera- 
tion of our Latter Exd, cauſing us to ſet the Lord before our 
Ezes, and to Number our Days, that we might apply our 
Flearts to Wiſdom, In that Day we judged not atter. the Sight 
of the Eye, or after the Hearing of the Ear, but according to 
the Lieht and Sexſe this Bleſſed Principle gave us; we judged 
and acted 1n reference to Things and Perſons, our ſelves and 
others, yea, towards God our Maker, For being quickned by 
it in our [award Maz, we could eaſily diſcern the difference of 
things, and feel what was Rght, and what was Wrong, and 
what was Fit and what not, both in reference to Reljgzo» and 
Civil! Concerns. That being the ground of the Fellowſhip of 
all Saints, it was 1n that our Fellonfhi» ſtood. In this we de- 
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fired to have a Serſe one of another, atted towards one ano- 
ther, and all Men, in Love, Faithfalneſs and Fear. 


In the feeling of the Motions of this Principle we drew near 
to the Lord,. and waited to be prepared by it, that we might 
feel thoſe Drawings and Movings, before we approached the Lord 
ix Prayer, or open'd our Moaths in Miniſtry, And in our Be- 
ginning and Ending with this, ſtood our Comfort, Service and 
Edification. And as we run faſter, of fell ſhort we made” Bur- 
thens for our ſelves to bear; our Services finding in our ſelves 
a Rebake inſtead of an Acceptance, and in lieu of Well done, who * 
has required this at your Hands? In that day we were an Ex< 
erciſed People, our very Countenances and Deportment declared 
It. 


. Care for others was then much upon us, as well as for our 
ſelves, eſpecially the Toung Convinced, Often had we the Bar- 
then of the Word of the Lord to our Netzghboaurs, Relations and 
Acquaintance ; and ſometimes Strangers allo, We were in Tas 
vail for one anothers Preſervation : Not ſeeking, but ſhunning 
Occaſions of any Coldreſs or 'Miſunderſtanding, treating one ano- 
ther as thoſe that believed and felt God preſent. Which kept 
our Converſation 1nocent, Serious and Weighty, guarding our 
ſelves againſt the Cares and Friendſhips of the World, We 
held the Truth in the Spirit of it, and not in our own Spirits, 
or after our own Wills and Afﬀections. 


They were bowed and brought into Sabjeion, in ſo much 
' that it was viſible to them that knew us, we did not think 
our ſelves at our own Diſpoſe, to go where we Lift, or ſay or 
do what we . Lift, or when we Lzi#. Our Liberty ſtood in the 
Liberty of the Spirit of Truth, and no.Pleaſure, no Profit, no Fear 
no Favour could draw us from this retired,. ſtrict and watch- 
ful Frame. We were ſo far from ſeeking occaſions of Come 
pany, that we avoided them what we could ; perfuing our own 
Buſineſs with Moderation, inſtead of medling with other Peos 
ples Unneceſſarily, | 


' Our' Words were Few and Savoary, our Looks Compoſed and 
Weighty, and our whole Deportment very Obſervable; True it 
1s, that this Retired and ſtrict fort of Life from the Liberty of 
the Converſation of the World, expoſed us to the Cenſures of 
many, as Humouriſts, Conceited and Self-righteous Perſons, 8c. 
But it was our Preſervation from many Szares, to which others 
were continually expoſed by the :Prevalency of the luſt of the 
Eye, the luſt of the Fleſb, and the Pride of Life, that wanted 
no Occaſions or 'Femptations to excite them abroad in the Con« 
verſe of the World. 
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I cannot forget the Humzlity and Chaſt Zygal of that Day. 
Oh! how Conſtant -at Meetings, how Retired in them, how 
firm to Truth*s Life, as well as Trath*s Principles; and how 
Extire and United in our Commynion, as indeed became tlie 
that profeſs One Head, even'Chrift Jeſus the Lord. 


This being the Teſtimony and Example the Man of God, 
before mentioned, was fent to Declare and Leave amongſt us, 
and we having Embraced the .ſame as the Merciful Viſitation 
of God to us, the Word of Exhortation at this time 1s, that 
we continue to be foand in the Way of this Teſtimony with 
all Zea! and Integrity, and fo much the more, by how much 
the Day draweth near. 


And Firſt, as to you, my Beloved and much Fozoured Bre. 
thren in Chriſt, that are in the Exerciſe of the Miziftry ; Oh, 
feel Life in. the Miſtry /. Let Life be your Commyfeov, your 
Well-ſprinz and Treafary: 19 all fuck Occaſtons, elſe you. well 
know, there can be no begetting to Gotl, fince nothing can 
quicken or rhake People alive. to God, but the life 6f (God :; 
And it muſt be a Miiſfry in and from Lite, that enlivens any 
People to God, We have ſeen the Frait of all other 'J4niftrys 
by the few that are turned from rhe Eve of their Ways, Tt is 
not our Parts, or Memory, the repetition of former Openings in 
our own. will and time, that will do God's Work.'. A dry Do- 
farinal Miniſtry, however found in Words, can reach: but the 
Ear, and is but a Dream at the Beſt: There is another Sound- 
xeſs, that is foundeſt of all, vis, Chriſt the power of God. 
. This is the, Key of David, that Opers and none Shuts, and 
Shuts, and none can Open; as the Oul to the Lamp, and the Swmd 
to the Body, fo is that to the beſt of Words. . Which made 
Chriſt to ſay, My Words they ere Spirit, and they are Life.; that 
is, they are from Life, and therefore they make you alive, 
that receive them, If the Deſciples that had lived with. Yeſus 
were to ſtay at Feraſalem till they received it; fo nawt we 
wait to receive, before we Minifter, if we will turn. Poople 
from Darkzeſs to Lizht, and from Satan's power to God, 


I fervently bow my Knees to the God and Father of our 
Lord Feſas Chrift, that you may always be like minded, that 
you may ever wait Reverertl & the coming and opening of 
the Word of Life, and tend upon # in. your Miniſtry and Servece, 
that you may 1erve God 1n his Spirir, And be it little, or 
be it much, it is well; for much is not too much, and the 
leaſt is enough, if from the motion of Go#?s Spirit ; and with- 
3 it, verily, never fo little is roo much, becauſe to no pro- 

tf, 


For it is the Spirit of th? Lord immediately, or through the 
Miniſtry of his Servants, that teacheth his People to profit ; and 
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to: be ſure, ſo far as we take hirh, along -with - us: /1n our Ser- 


wices, {ſo far we are profitable ang no farther. For-if it be the 
Lord that muſt work all things in us and for our ſelves; 
much more 1s it the Lg, that muſt work in us for the Cox- 
verſion of others. If therefore it was once a Croſs to us to 
Speak, though the Lord required it at our Hands; let it never 


| be fo to be ſilent, when he does not; © | 


- Tt is one of the moſt dreadful Sayinps in the Book of God, 
That he that adds to the Words of the Prophecy of this Book, 
God will add the Plagues written in this Bok. To keep back 


| the Counſel of God, 1s as Terrible; for che that takes away 


from the Words of the Prophecy of this Book, God ſhall take a- 
way his part out of the Book of Life. And truly, it has grear 
Caation 11 it to thoſe, that uſe the Name of the Lord, to be 
well aſſured, the Lord Speaks, that they may not be found of 
the Number of thoſe, that add to the Words of the Teftimony 
of Prophecy, which the Lord giveth them to bear ; nor yet to 
mince or diminiſh the ſame, both. being ſo very outro to 
God. => | 


Wherefore, Brethrep, let us be careful neither to'out-go obr 
Guide, nor yet loiter behind him ; ſince he that makes Hgfte, may 
miſs his Way, and he that ftays behind, leoſe his Geide-: For 
even thoſe, that have Received the Word of the Lord, had 
need wait for Wiſdom, that they may ſee how to divide the 
Word amght ; which plainly implieth that it is poſſible for one, 
that hath received the Word of the Lord, to miſs in - the Di- 
viſion and Apptication of it, which muſt come from an Jmpeti- 
ency of Spirit, and a Selfworting, which makes an unſound and 
dangerous Mixtere ; and will hardly beget a right minded li- 
ving, People to God. | e 


I am eraeſt in this, above all other Conſiderations, as 
to publick Brethrev, well knowing how much it cancerns the 
preſent and future State, and preſervation -of the Church of 
Chriſt Jeſus, that has been gathered and built up by a Living 
and Pawerfal Mini/{zy, that the Miniſtry be held, preſerved and 
continued im the Manifeft atiows,' Diotions and Supplies of the ſame 


Life and Power framitime to time. 


And where ever it:is obſeryed, that any one does Miniſter 
more from Gifts and: Parts, than Life and Power, though chey 
have an dalightued and Dettsinal Underſtanding ; let them in 
time be vid and admoniſhed for their Preſervation, becauſe 


 inſenſibly fuch will come to depend upon: a Self-ſafficzency ; to 


forſake Chriſt the liviog Foxxteiz, and to hew out unto them- 
ſelves Offs that will hold no living Waters; and by degrees 
draw others from waiting upon the Gift of God in themſelves, 
and to feel it in others, 1n order to their Strength and Refreſb- 
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Nor is it enough that we have known the Divine Gift, 
and in it have reached to the Spirits in Priſo, and been the 
Inſtruments of the Convincing of others of the way of God, if 
we keep not as low and poor 1n our ſelves, and as depend- 
ing upon the Lord as ever; ſince no Memory, no Repetitions 
of former Openings, Revelations or Enjoyments will bring a Soul 
to God, 'or afford Bread to the Hungry, or Water to the Thir- 
ſy, unleſs Life go, with what we tay, and that muſt be wait- 
ed for. | 


O that we may have no. other Fountain, Treaſury or Depen« 
dence that none may preſume at any rate to AQ of themſelves 
for God | Becauſe they have long aQed from God, that we 
may not ſupply want of waiting with our own W:ſdom, or 
think that we may take leſs Care, and more liberty in ſpeak- 
ing, than formerly; and that where we do not feel the Lord by 
his Power to open us and enlarge us, whatever be the Expe- 
ation of the People, or has been our Caffomary Supply and Cha- 
radter, we may not exceed or fill up the time with our own: 


I hope, we ſhall ever Remember, who it was that faid, 
Of your ſelves you can do nothing, our ſufficiency is in Him: And 
if we are not to ſpeak our own Words, or take Thought what 
we ſhould fay to Men in our Defexce, when expoſed for our 
Teſtimony, ſurely, we ought to ſpeak none of our own Words, 
or take Thought what we ſhall fay in our Teftimony and M;- 
niſtry in the Name of the Lord to the Souls of the People ; for 
then of all Times, and of all other Occaſions ſhould it be ful- 
filled in us ; for it is not you that ſpeak, but the Spirit of my Fa- 
ther that ſpeaketh in you. | 


And indeed, the Miniſtry of the Spirit muſt and does keep 
its Analogy and Agreement -with the Birth of the Spirit ; that 
as no Man can Inherit the Kingdom of God, unleſs he be born of 
the Spirit ; fo no Miniſtery can beget a Soul to God, but that 
which 1s from the Spirix. For this, as T faid before, the Diſci- 
ples waited before they went forth; and in this our Elder Bre- 
thren, and Meſſengers of God in our Day, waited, viſited and 
reached to us. And having begun in the Spirit, let none ever 
hope or ſeek to be made perte&t in the Fleſh : For what is the 
Fleſh to the Spirit, or the Chaff to the Wheat? And if we keep 
in the-Spiriz, we ſhall keep in' the Unity of it, which is the 
ground of truc Fellowſhip. For by Drinking into that one Sp1- 
rit, We'are made one People to God, and by it we are con- 
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tinued in the Vaity of the Faith, and the B9zd uf Peare. No 
Envying, no Bitterneſs, no Strife can have place with us. We 
{hall watch always for Good, and not for Evi! over one ano- 
ther, and rejoice exceedingly, and not begrudge at one anothers 
increaſe in the Riches of the Grace, with which God repleniſhs 
eth his Faithful Servants, | 


- And, Brethren, as to you 18 comrnitted the Diſpenſation of 
the Oracles of God; which give you frequent Opportunities, and 
great Place with the People among whom you Travail, T be- 
ſeech you that' you would not think it ſufficient to declare 
the' Word of Life in their Aſſemblies, however Eaifying and: 
Comfortable fuch 'opportunities may be to your and them : But 
as was the Prattice of the May of God before mentioned, in great 
Meaſure, when among us, inquire the State of the ſeveral 
Charches you Viſit ; who among them are Afliited or Sick, who 
are Tempted ; if any are Unfaithful or Obſtinate, and endeavour 
to Tiſue thoſe things in the Wiſdom and Power of God, which 
will be a glorious Crows upon yout Miniſtry. As that prepares 
your way in the Hearts of the People to receive you as Men 
of God, fo it gives you Credit with them to do them good 
by your Advice in other Reſpe&ts. The Afﬀiited will be Com- 
forted by you, the Tempred Strengthened, the Sick Refreſhed, 
the Unfaithful Convicted and Reſtored, and ſuch as are Obſtinate 
Softned and fitted for Reconciliation, which is Clenching the Naz!, 
and applying and Faſtning the general Te{fimony by that par- 
ticular Care of the ſeveral Branches of it, in reference to them 
more immediately concerned in it. 


For though Good and Wiſe Mex and Elders too, may refide in 
ſuch places; who are of Worth arid Importance inthe general, 
and in other Places ; yet it does not always follow, that they may 
have the Room they deſerve inthe hearts of thePeople they live 
among; or ſome-particular occaſion may make it unfit for him 
or them to uſe that Authority, But you that Travail as God's 
Meſſengers, if they receive you in the Greater, ſhall they refuſe 
you in the Leſs? And if they own the general T?fimory, can 
they withſtand the particular Application of it in their own 
Caſes ? Thus,. ye will ſhew your ſelves Workmen indeed, and | 
carry your-Buſineſs before you, to the praiſe of his Name that 
hath called you from Darkneſs to Light, that you might turn 0- 
thers from Satar's Power unto God and his Kingdom, which is 
within. And Oh that there were more of fuch Faithful La- 
boarers in the Vineyard of the Lord | Never more need fince the 
day of God! | 


Wherefore T cannot but Cry and Ca// aloud to you, that have 
been long Profeſſors of the Truth, and know the 174th in the 
convincing Power of it, and have had a ſober Converſation a- 
mong Men, yet content your m—_ only to know Trath for 
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your ſelves; to go to Meetings, and Exerciſe. an ordinary Cha- 
rity in the Church, and an honeſt Behaviour in the World, and 
limit your: ſelves within thoſe: Bounds, feeling; little or no con- 
cern upon your Spzrits for the Glory of the Lord in the pro- 
{pirity of his Tr«th in the Earth, more than to: be. glad that-0- 
thers ſucceed in ſuch Service ; Arie ye in the Name and Pow- 
er of the Lord Jeſus | Behold, how white the Fie/ds.are unto 
Harveſt in this and other Nations, and how. few Able. and 
Faithful Labourers there are to. work therein! Your Cowtry 
Folks, Neighbours and Kjnarea want to know 'the Lord agd 
his Truth, and to Walk in it. Does nothing 1ie at your Door 
upon their Account ? Scarch and ee, and looſe no time, I, be- 
{eech you, for the Lord is at Hand. Ido not Judge you, there 
is one that Judgeth all Men, and his Judgment 1s true : You 
have mightily increaſed in your outward Swbſtazce ; may you 
equally increaſe in your mward Riches, and do-good with both, 
while you have a day to do Good, Your Enemies would once 
have taken what you had from you, for his Names Sake, in 
whom you have believed; whereftore he has givea you much 
of the World in the Face of your Ervemies. But Oh let it 
be your Servant and not your Maſter, your Diverſion rather 
than your Buſizeſs! Let the Lord be chiefly in your Eye, 
and ponder your Ways, and fee if God has nothing more for 
you to do; and if you find your ſelves {hort in. your Account 
with him, then wait for his Preparation, and be ready to re- 
ceive the word of Command, and be not weary of well doing, 
when you have put your Hand to the Plow; and aſſuredly you 
ſhall Reap (if you faint not ) the Fruit of your Heavenly La- 
bour in God's Everlaſting Kingdom. 


And you, Young Convinced Ones, be you Entreated and Ex- 
horted to a Diligent and Chaſt waiting upon God, in the way 
of his Bleſſed Manifeſtation and appearance of himfelf to you. 
Look not out, but within : Let not anothers Liberty be your 
Snare. Neither Att by Imitation, but Senſe and Feeling of 
God's Power in your ſelves : Cruſhnot the tender Byddings of 
it 1n your Sos, nor over run 1a your defires, and your .warm- 
neſs of Afﬀettions the Holy and Gentle Motions of It. Remem- 
ber it 1s a ſtill Voice that Speaks to us in this Day, and that 
it is not to be heard in the Noiſes and Harries of the Mind; 
but is diſtintly. underſtood in a retired Frame. Fefus loved 
and choſe out Solitudes ; often going to Mountains, to Gerdens 
and Sea-ſides to avoid Crowds and Harries, to fſhew - his Diſei- 
ples it was good to. be Soljtary, and fit looſe to the World. 
Two Enemies lie near your States, Imazination and Liberty, but 
the plain, practical, Living, Holy Truth, that has convinced 
you will preſerve you, if you mind it in your ſelves, and bring 
all Thoughts, Imaginations and Aﬀe&tions to the Teft of 
it, to ſee if they are wrought in God, or of the Enemy, or 
your own ſelves: So will a true 7 aff, Diſcerning and Judgement 
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be preſerved to you, . of what you ſhould do and leave un- 
done : And .in your diligence and Fairnfulneſs in this way you 
will come to inherit Subſtance ; and Chrift, the Erernal Wiſ- 
dom, will fill your Treaſury, And when you are Converted, 
as well as Convinced, then confirm your Brethrez, and be rea- 
dy to every good Word and Work, that the Lord ſhall call you 
to; that you may be to his Praiſe, who has choſen you to be 
partakers with the Saizts in Light of a Kingdom that cannot 
be ſhaken, an Inheritance incorruptible, in Eternal Habitations, 


And now, as for you that are the Children of God's People, 

a Great Concern is upon my Spirit for your good ; and often 
are my Knees Bowed to the God of your Fathers for you, that 
you may come to be partakers of the fame Dzvine Life 
and Power, that has been the Glory of this Day ; that a Genera- 
tion you may be to God, an Holy Nation and a Pecaliar People, 
Realous of Good Works, when all our Heads are laid in the Duff. 
Oh you Toung Men and Women, let it not ſuffice you, that 
you are the Children of the People of the Lord! you mutt alfo be 
born again, if you will inherit the Kingdom of God. Your 
Fathers are but ſuch after' the Fleſb, and could but beget you 
into the likeneſs of the firſt Adam ; but you muſt be begotten 
into the hkeneſs of the ſecond Adam by a Spiritual Generation. 
And therefore look carefully about you, Oh ye Chil/drez of the 
Children of God, Conſider your Stazding, and ſee what you are 
in Rehtion to this Divine. Kindred, Family and Birth) Have 
you —_— the Light, and received and walked in the Spirit, 
thatzis the zcorruptible Seed of the Word and Kjnedom of God, 
of which you muſt be born again: God is no refpe&ter of Per- 
fons. The Father cannot ſave or anſwer for the Chz1d, the 
Child for the Father; bat in the Sin thou Sinneſt, thou ſhalt die: 
and in the Righteoaſneſs thou doeft, through Chrift Jeſus, thou ſhalt 
tive; for it 1s the Willing and. Obedient that ſhall eat the Good 
of the Lazd; Be not deceived, God is not mocked, ſuch as 
all Nations and People Sow, fuch they ſhall reap at the hand of. 
the juſt God. And then your many and great Priviledges, above 
the Children of other People, will add weight in the {ſcale a- 
gainſt you, if you chooſe not the way of the Lord. For you 
have had Line upon Line, and Precept upon Precept, and not 
only good Dotirine, but good Example ; and which is more, you 
have been turned to and acquainted with a Principle in your 
felves, which others have been ignorant of ; and you know, you 
may be as Good as you pleafe, without the Fear of Frowns and 
Blows, or being turned out of doors and forſaken of Father and 
Mother for God's Sake, and his Holy Religion, as has been the 
Cate of fome of your Fathers 1n the day they firſt entred into 
this Holy Path : And if you, after hearing and ſeeing the Won- 
ders that God has wrought in the delrverance and perſervation of 
them, through a Sea of Troubles, and the manifold Temporal, as 
well as {pir;tual Bleffings, that he has filled them with-in the 
ſight 
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ſight of their Enemies, you ſhould neglect and turn your 
backs upon ſo great and ſo near a Salvation, you would not only 
be molt ungreatful Children to: God and them , but mult expett 
that God will call the Children of thoſe that knew him not, to 
take the Crown out of your Hands, and that your lot will be a 
dreadful Judgment at the hand of the Lord, But Oh that it 
may never be fo with any of you! 'The Lord forbid, taith my 
Soul, | 


Wherefore, Oh ye Young Men and Women, look to the 
Rock of your Fathers! chuſe the God of your Fathers : There 1sno 
other God but him ; no other Light but his ; no other Grace but 
his, nor Spirit, but his to Convince you, Quicken and Comfort 
you; to Lead, Guide and Preferve you to. God's Everlaſting 
Kingdom : So will you be Poſſeſſors, as well as Profeſſors of the 
Truth; embracing it not only by Edzcation but Judgment and 
Conviition, from a Senſe begotten 1n your Souls, through the ope- 
ration of the Eternal Spirit and Power of God in your hearts, by 
which you may come to be the Seed of Abraham through Faith, 
and the circumciſion not made with Hands, and ſo heirs of 
the promiſe made to the Fathers of an Incorruptible Crows : 
That (as I faid before) a Gereration you may be ro God, hold- 
ing up the Profeſſion of the bleſſed Truth in the Life and Power 
of it. For Formality in Religion is Naulſeous to God and good 
Men ; and the more fo, where any Form or Appearance has been 
new and peculiar, and begun and practiſed upon a Principle, with 
an Uncommon Real and Stridtneſs. Theretore I ſay, for you ro 
fall flat and formal, and continue the profeſſion without that Salt 
and Savoar, by which it is come to obtain a good Report among 
Men, is not to anſwer God's Love, nor your Parents Care, nor 
the mind of Truth in your ſelves, nor in thoſe that are with- 
out ; who tho? they will not obey the Truth, have Sight and Sex/e 
enough to ſee if they do that make a Profeſſion of it. For 
where the Divize Virtue of it is not felt in the Soal, and 
waited for, and lived in, imperfections will quickly break our, 
and ſhew themſelves, and dete& the Unfaithtulneſs of ſuch Per- 
{ons, and that their inſides are not ſeaſoned with the Nature of 
that holy Prizciple which they profeſs. | 


Wherefore, Dear Children, let met intreat you to ſhut your 
Eyes at the Temptations and Allurements of this low and pe- 
riſhing World, and not ſuffer your affections to be captivated by 
thoſe Laſts and Varities that your Fpthers, for "Truths Sake, 
long ſince turned their Backs upon : But as you believe it to be 
the Trath, receive it into your Hearts, that you may. become the 
Chilaren of God : So that it may never be faid af you, as the 
Evangeliſt Writes of the Jews of his time, That Chritt, the true 
Eight, came to his own, but his own recerved. him not ; but to as 
many as received him, to them he gave Power to become 
the Chilaren of God; which were bor, not of Blood, nor of the 
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Mill of the Fleſh, nor of the Will of Man, but of Tod, Amoſt 
cloſe and comprehenſive Paſſage to this occafion : You exaCtly 
and peculiarly anſwer to thoſe profeſſing Jews, in that you bear 
the Name of God's Pcople, by being the Children and wear- 
ing of the Form of God's People: So that he by his L72ht in you, 
may be faid to come to his own, and if you obey it not, but turn 
your Back upon it, and walk after the //azities of your Mizas, 
you will be of thole that receive him not, which, I pray God, 
may never be your Caſe and Judgment ; but that you may be 
throughly ſenſible of the many and great Obligations you lie 
under to the Lord for his Love, and your Parents for their Care: 
And with all your Heart and all your Sozl, and all your Strength 
turn to the Lord, to his Gift and Spirit in you, and hear his Vozce 
and obey 1t, that you may -5eal to the Teſt;z2ozy of your Fathers, 
by the Truth and Evidence of your own Experience; that your 
Childrens Childrez may bleſs you, and the Lord for you, as thoſe 
that delivered a faithful Example, as well as Record of the Truth 
of God unto them. So will the Gray Hairs of your Dear Parezts 
yet alive, go down to the Grave with Joy, to ſee you the poſte- 
rity of Truth, as well as theirs, and that not only their Natures 
but Spirit ſhall live in you when they are gone.

T ſhall conclude this Preface with a few Words to thoſe that 
are not of our Communion, into whole hands this may come, e- 
ſpecially thoſe of our own Nato. | 

Friends, As you are the Sozs and Daughters of Adam, and my 

Brethren after the Fiſh, often and earneſt have been my De- 

fires and Prayers to God on your behalt, that you may come to 

know him that has Made you to be your Redeemer and Reſtorer, 

to the Image that, through Sin, you have loſt, by the power and

| Theſeech you ponder with your ſelves your Eternal Conditi- 
2 on, and ſee what 7 7tle, what Ground and Foundation you have for 
3 your Chriſtianity : If more than a Profeſſion, and an Hiſtorical 
: Belief of the Goſpe!, Have you known the Baptiſm of Fire, and 
the Holy Ghoſt, and the Fan of Chriſt that winnows away the 
Chaff; The Carnal Luſts and Aﬀections ? That Divine Lever of 
the Kingdom, that being received, Levers the whole Lump of 
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Man, ſanQtifying him throughout in Boay, Sov! and Spirit ? If 
this be not the Greand of your Confidence, you are in a Mifera- 
ble Eſtate. | 


You will fay perhaps, that though you are Sz2zers, and live in 
the daily Commiſſion of Siz, and are not Santified, as I have 
been Speaking, yet you have Faith in Chriſt, who has borne the 
Curſe for you, and in him you are Compleat by Fazzh ; his Righ- 
teonſneſs being 1mputed to you. 


But my Friends, let me intreat you not to deceive your ſelves, 
in ſo Important a Point, as is that of your Immortal Souls, If 
you have true Faith in Chriſt, your Faith will make you' Clean, 
it will Sanctifie you ; for the Saizts Faith was their /Viffory : 
By this they over came Sz within, and Sinful Mex without, And 
if thou art in Chriſt thou walkeft not after the Fl, but after 
the Spirit, whoſe Fruits are Manifeſt. Yea, thou art a New 
Creature, New Made, New Faſhioned after God's Will and Mold: 
Old things are done away, and behold, all things are become 
New: New Love, Deſires, Will, Aﬀections and Prattices, It is 
notany longer T ho# that liveſt, 'Thou Diſobedrent, Carnal, World- 
{y One ; but it is Chriſt that liveth in thee, and to live 1s Chr/t 
and to die is thy Erernal Gain; becauſe thou art afſured, That 
thy Corruptible ſhall pat on Incorruption, and thy Mortal, Immorta- 
lity ; and that thou haſt a Glorious Houle Eternal in the Heavens 
that will never wax Old or paſs away. All this follows being 
in Chriſt, as Heat follows Fire and Light the Sun. | 


Therefore have a Care how you preſume to Rely upon ſuch 
a Notion, as that you are in Chriſf, whilft in your old fallen Na- 
ture, For what Communion hath Light with Darkneſs, or Chriſt 
with Belia/? Hear what the beloved Diſciple tells you : If we ſay 
we have fellowſhip with God, and walk in Darkneſs, we lie, and do - 
aot the Truth, That is, if we go 0n in a ſinful way, are Captivated 
by our Carnal Afﬀections, and are not Converted to God, we walk 
in Darkzeſs, and cannot poſſibly have any fellowſhip with God. 
Chriſt Cloths them with his Righteouſneſs that receive his Grace 
in their Hearts, and deny themſelves, and take up his Croſs daily, 
and follow him. Chriſt's Rzghteouſneſs makes Men inwardly Ho- 
ly, of Holy Minds, Wills and Practices, It is nevertheleſs Chrifts, 
becauſe we have it; for it is ours, not by Nature, but by Faith 
and Adoptioz ; Tt is the Gift of God: But {till rho? not ours, as of 
or from our ſelves, for in that Senſe it is Chriſt's, for it is of and 
trom him, yet it is ours; and mult be ours in Poſſeſſion, Efficacy and 
Ejoyment to do us any Good, or Chriſt's Righteouſneſs will pro- 
fir us nothing. It was after this manner, 'That he was made 
to the primitive Chriſtians, Righteouſneſs, Saxdtification, Tuſtifi- 
cation and Redemptioz ; and if ever you will have the Comfort, 
Kernel and Marrow of the Chriſtian Religion, thus you muſt come 
to learn and obtain it, 


Now 
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Now, my Fricnds, by what you have Read, and will Read in 
what Follows, you may perceive, that God has viſited a Poor 
People among you with this faving Kyowledze and Teſtimony ; 
whom he has upheld and encreafed to this Day, notwithſtand- 
ing the fierce oppoſition they have met withal. Delpiſe not the 
meanneſs of this Appearance : It was, and yet is ( we know) a 
day of ſmall things, and of ſmall Account with too many ; and 
marly hard and ill Names are given to it ; but it isof God, it came 
from him becauſe it leads to him. "This we know, but we can- 
not make another know it, as we know it, unleſs he will take 
the ſame way to know it, that we took. "The World talks of 
God; but what do they do? They pray for Power, but re- 
je& the Principle in which it is. If you would know God and 
Worſhip and ſerve God, as you {ſhould do, you muſt come to the 
means he has ordained and given for that purpoſe. Some {eek 
it in Books, ſome in Learzed Mex, but what they look for, is in 
themſelves, but rhey overlook it.

They are abroad, 
and ſo cannot divide the Spoz!; but the Woman, that loſt her Si/- 
ver found it at Home, after ſhe had light her Candle and {wept 
her Houſe. Do you ſo too, and you {hall find what Pzlate wan- 
ted to know, viz. Trath, 


 Thelight of Chriſt within, who is the Light of the World, 
(and fo a Light to you, that tells you the Truth of your Con- 
dition) leads all, that take heed unto it, out of Darkzeſs into 
God's marvellous Light ; for Light grows upon the Obeaiext, Tt 
is ſown for the Righteous, and their way is a ſhining Light, that 
ſhines forth more and more to the perfett day. 


Wherefore, O Friends, Turn in, Turn in,T beſeech you ! Where 
is the Poiſon, there is the Antidote : There you want Chriſt, and 
there you muſt find him; and bleſſed be God, there you may 
find him. Seek and you ſhall find, T teſtifie for God : But then you 
mult ſeek aright, with your whole Heart, as Men that ſeek for 
their Lives, yea, for their Eternal Lives: Diligently, Humbly, 
Patiently, as thoſe that can taſte no Pleaſure, Comfort or Sa- 
tisfa&tion in any thing elſe, unleſs you find him whom your Soz/s 
want, and deſire to , nam, and love above all. Oit isa Travail, 
a Spiritual Travail! Let the Carnal, Profane World think and 
fay as it will. And through this Path you muſt walk to the City 
of God, that has Eternal Foundations, if ever you will come there, 


Well! And what does this bleſſed Light do for you? Why, 1, 
it ſets all your fins in order before you : It detects the Spirit of this 
World in all its Bates and A!lurements, and ihews how Man 
came to fall from God, and the fallen Eſtate he 1s in. 2. It begets 
a Senſe and Sorrow, in ſuch as believe in it, for this fearful Laps. 
You will then ſee him Diſtintly, whom you have Prerced him,and 
all the Blows ani Wounds you have given him by your Diſobeai- 
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ence; and how you have made him to ſerve with your Sins, and 
you will Weep and Mozrz for it, and your Sorrow will be a Goaly 
Sorrow. 3. After this it will bring you to the Holy Watch, to take 
Care that you do fo no more, that the Enemy ſurprite you not a- 
pain : Then Thozghts, as well as Words and Works, will come.to 
Tudement, which is the way of Holineſs, in which the Redeemed of 
the Lord do Walk. Here you wrtfcome to love God above all, 
and your Neighbours as your ſelves. Nothing Hurts, Nowiing 
Harms, Nothing makes Afraid on this Holy Mozatain : Now you 
come to be Chriſt's indeed, for you are his in Natare and Spirit, 
and not your own. And when you are tis Chriſt's, then 
Chriſt is yours, and not before : And here Commuzioz with the 
Father and with the Soz you will know, and the Efiicacy of the 
Blood of Cleanſing, even the Blood of Jeſus Chriſt, that Imma- 
culate Lamb, which ſpeaketh better things than the Blood of 4- 
bel, and which cleanſeth from all Sin the Coxſcrences of thoſe that, 
through the living Faith, come to be ſprinkled with it from dead 
Works to {crve the living God. H 


To Conclude, Behold the Teſtimony and Dot#rine of the People 
called Quakers ! Behold their Pradice and Diſciplize ! And behold 
the bleſſed Maz and Mez that were ſent of God in this Excellent 
Work and Service ! All which will be more particularly cxprefſed 
in the Enſuing Azzals of the Man of God; which I do heartily 
recommend to my Readers moſt {crious Peruſal, and beſeech Al-

HAT all may know the Dealings of che Lord 
with me, and the various Exerciſes, Trials and 
Troubles, through which he led me, in order to 
prepare and fit me for the Work, unto which he 
had appointed me ; and may thereby be drawn 
to admire and plorify his Infinite Wiſdom and 
Goodneis ; I think fit (before I proceed to ſet forth my Publick 
Travels ia the Service of Truth) briefly to mention, how it was 
wHh me in my Touth ; and how the Work of the Lord was begun, 
and gradually carried on in me, even from my Childhood. 

I was born 1n the Month called Jly, in the Year 1624. at Drayton Prayton 
in the Cl:y, in Leiceſterſhire, My Father's Name was Chriſtopher Roſhire, 
Fox : He was by Proteifion a Weaver, an honeſt Man ; and there the Place 
was a Seed cf God in him. The Neighbours called him Righteous ES EN 
Chriſter. My Mother was an upright Woman ; her Maiden-name © * + 


was Mary Lago, of the Family of the Lago's, and of the Stork of 
the arte, 5

In my very Toung Tears, I had a Gravity and ſtayedneſs of Mind 
. and Spirit, not uſual in Chi/drez; inſomuch, that when I have ſeen 
Old Men carry themſelves lightly and wantonly towards each other, 
I have had a Diſlike thereof riſen in my Heart, and have ſaid within 
my ſelf, If ever 1 come tobe a May, ſurely, I ſhould not do ſo, nor 
be ſo wanton. 

WhenI came to Eleven Tears of Age, I knew Pureneſs and Rzgh- 
zeouſneſs ; For while I was a Child, I was taught how to walk to be 
kept pure. The Lord taught me to be faithful inall Things, and to 
aQt faithfully two ways; viz. Inwardly to God, and Ontwaraly to 
Man ; and to keep to Tea and Nay in all Things. For the Lord 
ſhewed me, that though the People of the World have Mouths full 
of Deceit, and changeable Words, yet I was to keep to Tea and Nay 
in all Things ; and that my Words ſhould be few and ſavory, {ſca- 
ſoned with Grace : And that I might not Eaz and Driz+ to make my 
ſelf Wanton, but for Health ; uſing the Creatures 1n their Service, 
as Servants in their Places, to the Glory of him that hath created 
them : they being in their Covezanr, and Ibeing brought up into the 
Covenant, as ſanftified by the Word, which was in the Beginning, 
by which all things are upheld ; wherein is UVzitzy with the 
Creation. | 

But People, being Strangers to the Covenant of Life with God, 
they Eat and Drink to make themſelves wanton-with the Creatures, 
devouring them upon their own Luſts, and living in all Filthineſs, 
loving foul ways, and devouring the Creation; and all this in the 
World, in the Pollations thereof without God : And z7herefore I 
was to ſbun all ſuch, | | 

' Afterwards, as I grew up, my Relations thought to have made 
me a Przeſf; but others perſwaded to the Contrary. Whereupog 
I was put to a Man, that was a Shoo-mater by Trade, and that dealr 
in Wool and uſed Grazing, and fold Cattel; and a great deal went 
through my Hands, While I was with him, he was b/e/# - But after 
[ left him, he broke, and came to nothing. I never wronged Man or 
Woman 1n all that Time : For the Lord's Power was with me, and 
over me, to preſerve me. While I was 1a that Service, I uſed in 
my Dealings the Word [/Yerzly,] and it was a common Saying 
among People, that knew me, If George ſays verily, zhere is no 
altering him. When Boys and 7ude People would laugh at me, I ler 
them alone, and went my Way : But People had generally a Love 
to me, for my Innocency and Honeſty. | 

When I came towards Nzzeteen Tears of Age, I being upon Bu- 
ſineſs at a Fair, one of my Couſins, whoſe Name was Bradford, 
(being a Profeſſor, and having another Profeſſor with him) came to 
me, and asked me to 4dr:zk part of a Jug of Beer with them ; and 1, 
being Thirſty, went in with them: For I loved any, that had a 
. Senſe of Good, or that did ſeek after the Lord, And when we had 
drunk a Gl2fs a picce, they began to drink Healths, and called for 
more Drink; agreeing together, That he that would net drink, 
ſhould pay all. I wasgrieved, that any, that made Profeſſion of Reli- 
__ gion, ſhould offer to do ſo, They grieved 'me very much, having 

never had ſuch 2 thing put to me before, by any fort of People. 
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W kzercfore I roſe up to be gone;and putting my Hand into my Pocket, 
I took out a Groatr, and laid it down upon the Table b:tore them, 
and ſaid, If ze be fo, 1'!l leave you. Sol went away: And when 
I had done, whar Buſineſs I had to do, I returned home : But did not 
0 to Bed that Night, nor could not Sleep; but ſometimes walked 
up and down, and ſometimes prayed, and ered to the Lord, who 
faid unto me ; T hou ſee, how Toung People go together into Vanity and 
Ola People into the Earth, and thou muſt forſake all, both Young aud 
Old, and keep ont of all, and be as a Stranger unto ell. 


Then at the Command of God, on the Ninth Day of the Seventh - 


Month, 1643. Tlett my Relations, and brake oft all Familiarity or 
Fellowſhip with Young or Old, An TI paſſed to Lautrerworrh, where 
I ftay*d fome Time :. And from thence I went to Northampton, where 
alſo I made ſome ſtay : Then paſſed from thence to Newport-Pag nel 
in Buckinghamſhire ; where, atter I had ſtay'd a while, I went unto 
Barnet, and came thither in the Fourth Month, called June, in the 
Year, 1644. And as I thus travelled through the Countries, Pro- 
feſſors took notice of me, and ſought to be acquainted with me ; but 
I was afraid of them: For I was ſenſible, they Cid not Poſſeſs, what 
they Profe/d. Now during the time, that I was at Barzer, a ſtrong 
Temptation to Deſpair came upon me : andthenT ſaw, how Chrilt 
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was Tempted ; and mighty Troubles T was in. And ſometimes T kepr ' 


my ſelf retired in my Chamber, and often walked ſolitary in the 
Chace there, to Warr upon the Lord. 

And I wondered. why theſe Things ſhould come to me, and I 
looked upon my ſelf, and faid, Was I ever ſo before ? Then I thoughr, 
becauſe I ad forſaken my Relatzons, I had done amiſs againlt them. 
So I was brought to call to Mind all my Time, that T had ſpent, and 
to conſider, whether I had wrozg'd any ? But Temptations grew 
more and more, and I was tempted almo# to Deſpair. And when 
Satan could not effe&t his Deſign upon me that way, then he laid 
Snares for re, and Baits to draw me to commit ſome S'7, whereby 
he might take advantage to bring me to Deſpair, I was about 7'wezty 
Years of Age, when thele Exerciſes came upon me ; - and ſome Years 
I continued in that Condition, 1n great Troubles; and fain I would 
have put it from me. AndI went to many a Przeſt to look for Com- 
fort, but found no Comfort from them. 

From Barnet T went to Loxdon, where T tooka Lodging, and was 
under great Miſery and Trouble there : For I looked upon the great 
Profeſſors of the City of London, andT ſaw all was dark, and under 
the Chain of Darkneſs. AndT had an Uncle there, one Pickering, 
a Baptiſt (and they were tender then: ) Yet I could not impart my 
Mind to him, nor join with them : For I faw all, Toure and Old, 
where they were. Some tender People would have had me ſtayed, 
but T was fearful, and returned homewards in Leiceſterſhire again, 
having a Regard upon my Mind unto my Parezts and Relations, leſt 
I ſhould grieve them, who, TI underſtood, were troubled at my 
Abſence. | 

When I was come down into Leiceſterſhire, my Relations would 
have had me Marricd : But I told them, TI was but a Lad, and I muſt 
get Wiſdom, Others would have had me into the Arxiliary Band, 
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1644. among the Solatery ; but Irefuled : and I was grieved, that they 
WUYV proffered ſuch Things to me, being a tender Towth. Then I went to

- Coventry. Coventry, where I took a Chamber for a while at a Profeſſor*s Houle, 


till People began to be acquainted with me; for there were many 
tender People in that Town. And after ſome time, I went into my 
own Country again, and was there about a Year, 1n great Sorrows 
and Troubles, and walked many Nights by my felt. * 

Then the Prieſt of Drayton (the Town of my Bri) whoſe Name 
was Nathaniel Stevens, wculd come often to me, and I went often 
to him ; and another Przeſt ſometimes would come with him : And 
they would have given place to me, to hear me ; andI would ask 
them Queſtions, and reaſon with them. And this Prieſt Stevens 
asked me a Queſtion, viz. Why Chriſt cryed out upon the Croſs, My 
God, my Goa, why haſt thou forſaken me? And why he ſaid, If it be 
poſſible, let this Cup paſs from me ; yet not my Will, but thine be done ? 
And I told him ; Art that time, the S:zs of all Mankind were upon 
him, and their Iniquitzes and Tranſgreſſions, with which he was 
wounded ; which he was to bear, and to be an Offering tor them, as 
he was Mar, but died nor, as he was God. And ſo, in that he azea 
for all Men, and taſted Death for every Man, he was an Offering tor 
the $zns of the whole World. (This I {pake, being at that time in 
a meaſure ſenſible of Chri/f*s Sufferings, and what he went through.) 
And the Prieſt ſaid, It was 4 very good, full Anſwer ; and ſuch an one, 
as he had not heard, And at that time, he would applaud and ſpeak 
highly of me to others : And what I faid in Diſcourſe to him on the 
Week-days, that he would Preach of on the Fir/t-days ; tor which I 
did not like him. And this Prieſt afterwards became my great 
Pexſecutor. 

After this, I went to another Ancient Prieſt at Manſetter in War- 
wick-ſhire, and reaſoned with him about the Ground of Deſpair and 
Temptations; but he was ignorant of my Condition : And he bid me 
Take Tobacco, and Sing Pſalms. Tobacco was a thing I did nor love ; 
and Pſ/alz;zs I was not in an Eſtate to S:zzg : I could not $zz2, Then 
he bid me come again, and he would tell me many Things. Bur 
when I came again, he was angry and pettiſh: For my former 
Words had diſpleaſed him, And he told my Troubles, and Sorrows 
and Grzefs ro his Servants, ſo that it was got among the Milk-Laſſes ; 
which grieved me, that I ſhould open my Mind to ſuch an one. I 
law, they were all Miſerable Comforters : And this brought my Troa- 
bles more upon me. Then I heard of a Prieſt living about Tamworth, 
who was accounted an Experienced Man ; and I went Seven Miles to 
him : But I found him but like an Empty, hollow Cask, Then I heard 
of one calied LDotfor Cradock of Coventry ; and 1 wenttohim, and I 
asked him the Ground of Temptations and Deſpair ; and how Trou- 
bles came to be wrought in Man? He asked me, Who was Chrift”s 
Father and Mother ? I told him, Mayy was his Mother, and that he 
was ſuppoſed to be the Soz of Foſeph ; but he was the Sox of God. 
Now as we were walking together in his Garden, the Ally being nar- 
row, Ichanced, in turning, to ſet my Foot on the ſide of a Bed ; 
at which the Man was in ſuch a Rage, as if his Houſe had been on 
Fire. And thus all our Diſcourſe was loſt, and I went away in 
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Sorrow, worſe than I was,” when I came. _Lthoughtthem Miſerable 


Comforters : AndlI ſaw, they were all as Nothing to me ; for they 


could nor reach my Condition. After this I went to another, one 
Macham, a Prieſt in high Account: And he would needs give me 
foine Phyſick, and I was to have been let Blood: But they could not 
ger one arop of Blood ſrem me, either in Arms or Head (though they 
endeavoured it) my Body being, as 1t were, cried up with Sorrows, 
Grief and Troubles, which were ſo great upon me, that I could have 
wiſhed, I had never been born to fee Vanity and Wickedneſs ; or

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that 1 had been born B/izd, that T might never have ſeen Wicked- G 


ae{s nor Vanity; and Deaf, that I might never have heard vain and 
wicked Words, or the Lord's Name blaſphemed. And when the 
time, called Chriſtmas, came, while others were Feaſting and Sport- 
ing themſelves, I would have gone, and looked out poor Widows from 
Houſe ro Houſe, and have given them ſom? Money. And when I 
was invited to Marriages (as I ſometimes was) I would go to none 
at ail; bur the exc day or ſoon after I would go, and viſit them : 
And if they were Poor, I gave them ſome Money ; for 1 had, where- 
wu both to keep my felt from being Chargeable to others, and to 
adminiſter ſomething to the Veceſ/rzes of Others, 

Abour the beginaing of the Year, 1646. as I was going to Coven- 
try, and cntring towards the Gate, a Conſideration aroſe in me, how 
it was ſaid, That 4// Chriſtians are Believers, both Proteſtants and 
Papiſts. And the Lord opened to me, rhat if all were Belevers, then 
they were all born off God, and paſſed from Death to Life ; and that 
none were true Be/zevers, but ſuch : And though Others ſaid, they 
were Believers, yet they were not. At another time, asI was walk- 
ing in a Field ona Firſt-day Morning,the Lord opened unto me, * That 
© being bred at Oxford or Cambridge, was not enough to fit and qualifie 
* Men to be Miniſters of Chriſt: And 1I ſtranged at it, becauſe it was 
the common Belief of People. But I ſaw it clearly, as the Lord 
opencd it to me, and was fatisfied; and admired the Goodneſs of 
the Lord, whohad opened this thing unto me that Morning : Which 
{truck at Prieſt Stevens his Meniſtry, namely, that T's be bred at Ox- 
tord or Cambridge, was zot enough to make a Man fit tobe a Miniſter 
of Chriſt. So that which opened in me, I ſaw, ſtruck at the Przeſt's 
Miniſtry. But my Relations were much troubled at me, that I would 
not go with them to hear the Prieſt: For I would pet into the Or- 
chard, or the Fields, with my Bz;b/e, by my ſelf. And 1 told them, 
d1d not the. Apoſtle ſay to Belzevers, Thar they needed no Man to 
teach them, but as the Anointing teacheth them? And though they 
knew, this was Scripture, and that it was true ; yet they would be 
gricved, becauſe I could not be ſubject in this Matter, to go to hear 
the Prieſt with them : For I ſaw, that a true Believer was another 
thing, than they looked upon it to be. And I faw, that being bred 
at Oxford or Cambridge, did not qualitie or fit a Man to be a Miniſter 
Oi Chriſt; and what then ſhould I follow ſuch for ? So neither them, 
nor any of the Diſſenting People, could I join with ; but was asa 
Strenger to all, relying wholly upon the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
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At another time it was opened in me, © That God, who made the 


WV *©* World, did not dwell in Temples made with Hands. This, at the arlt,

ſzemed a ſtrange Word, becauſe both Przeſts and People uſe to call 
their Temples or Churches, dreadful Places, and Holy Ground, and the 
Temples of God, Butthe Lord ſhewed me, fo that I did ſee clearly, 
thar he did not dwell! in thele Temples, which Men had commanded 
and ſet up ; bwtin-People's Hearts, Forrboth Stephen and the Apoltle 


+Parl bore Teſtimony, That he did not dwell in 1emples made with 


Hands; not even 1n that, -which he had once commanded to be 
built ; fince he put ar: End .to=4t: But that bis People were his 
*Temple ; and he dwelt in them. This opened in me, as I walked 1n 
the Fields to my Relations Houſe. And when I came there, they 
told me, That Nath. Stevens,the Prie/t,had been there, and told them, 
He was afraid of me, for going after New Lights, And I ſmiled in 
iny.felt, knowing, what the Lord had opened in: Me concerning him 
and bis Brethren: But I told net my Relations ; wio though they 
{aw beyond the Prieſts, yet they went to hear them, and were griey- 
cd, becaule I would not go alſo. But I brought them Scrzprures, and 
told them, There was an Anoinrting within Man, to reach him; and 
that the Lord would zeach his People himſelf. And. I had great Opez- 
zags concerning the 7 bigs written in the- Revelations ; and when I 
ipake of them, the Przeſts -and Profefſors would ſay, That was a 


_ ſealed up Book 5 and would have kept me out of it- But Ttold them, 


Chriſt could open the Sea/s; and that they were the nearelt things 
to us: For the Epiſtles were written to the Saints, that lived 1n for- 
mer Apes ; but the Revelatzons were written of thin2s to come, 

After this I met with a fort of People, that held, Women have no 
Souls ; (adding in a light manner) zo more than a Gooſe. But I re- 
proved them, and told them, that was not right : For Mayxy ſaid, My 
Soul doth magnify the Lord, and my Spirit hath rejoxced in God my 
Saviour, | 

And removing again to another Place, I came among a People, that 
relied much on Dreams. And Itold them ; Except they could diſtin- 
guiſh between Dream and Dream, they would nth or, confound al- 
together : For there were Three ſorts of Dreams ; for Multirnde of 
Bufineſs ſometimes cauſed Dreams: And there were Whiſperings of 
Satan 1n Man in the Night-Seaſon ; and there were Speakings of God 
to May in Dreams. But theſe People came out of theſe Things, and 
at laſt became Friends. | 

Now though I had great Openings, yet great Tronble and Tempta- 
tion came many Times upon me; fo that when it was Day, I wiſhed 
tor Night, and when it was Night, I wiſhed for Day. And by reaſon 
ot the Openings I had in my Troables, 1 could fay as David faid, 
Day unto Day attereth Speech, and Night unto Night ſheweth Kaow- 
ledge. And when I had Openizes, they anſwered one another, and 
anſwered the Scriptures; For 1 had great Openings of the Scri- 
their And -wher 1 was inwdewonbles, one Trouble allo anſwered.to 
aTFIRL. « 

About the beginning of the Year 1647. I was moved of the Lord 
to gointo Darbyſhire, where I met with ſome Friendly People, and 
had many Diſcourſes with them, Then paſſing further, into the 
Peak- 
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Peak-Country, T met with more friendly People, and with ſcme in 


empiy, high Notions. And travelling on through fome Parts of 


Leiceſterſhire, and into Nottingham(hire, there I met with a zernder

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People, and a»very Tender Woman, whoſe Name was Ei "therh (ounrry: 


Hzotton. and with theſe I had ſome-Meetings and Diſcour;cc. Bi 

my 7 roubles continued, and I was often under great Temprattons 3 
and I faſfed much, and walked abroad in ſolitary Places many Days, 
and often took my Bib/e, and went and fate in hojlow Trees, 
and Joneſome Places, till Night came on; and frequently, , 
in the Nizkt, walked mournfully about by my felf : For I was 


me. | 

Now, during all this Time I was never joined in Profeſſion of Re- 
lizion with any, but gave up my ſelf tothe Lord; having forſaken 
all evil Company, and taken leave of Father and Mother, and all 
other Relations, and travelled up and down as a Stranger in the Earth, 
which Way the Lord inclined my Heart ; raking a Chamber to my 
{elf if Town, where I came, and tarrying ſometimes a Month, fome- 
times more, ſometimes leſs in a Place : For I durſt not (tay long 1n

any-Place, being afraid both of Profeſſor and Profave, leſt, being a 


tender Young-Man, I ſhould be hurt by converſing much with either. 
For which Reaſon T kept my ſelf much as a Stranger, ſeeking hea- 
venly Wiſdom, and getting Knowledge from the Lord; -and was 
brought off from outward Things, to rely wholly on the Lord alone. 
And though my Exerciſes and Troubles were very great, yet were 
they not fo continual, but that T had ſome Intermiſſions ; and was 
{ometimes brought into ſuch an Heavezly Foy, that I thought, I had 
been in Abraizam's Bolom. As I cannot declare the Miſery T was 1n, 
it was {o great and heavy upon upon me ; fo neither can [I ſet forth 
the Merczes of God unto me in all my Miſery, Oh ! the everlaſting 
Love of God to my Soul, when I was in great Diſtreſs! when my 
&« Troubles andT orments were great,then was his Love exceeding great. 
« Theu, Lord, makeſt a fruitful Field a barren Wilderneſs, and a bar- 
« ren Wilderneſs a fruitful Field! thou bringeſt down and ſetteſt up ! 
« Thou killeſt and makeſt alive ! all Honour and Glory be to thee, O Lord 
« of Glory | The Knowledge of thee in the Spirit is Life : But that 
« Knowledge which js fleſhly, works Death. And. while there is this 
Rpowledge 1n the Fleſh, Deceit and Self will conform to any thing, 
and will ſay-Tes, yes, to that it doth not know, The Knowleage 
which the World hath, of what the Prophets and Apoſtles ipake, 
is a fleſbly Knowledge; and the Apoſtates from the Life, in 
which the Prophets and Apoſtles were, have gotten their 
Words, the Holy Scriptures, in a Form, but not in their Life , 
nor Spirit; that gave them forth. And ſo they all lie in Con- 
fuſion, and are making Proviſion for the Fleſh, to fulfil the 
Luits thereof ; but not to fulfil the Law and Command of 
Chrii# in his Power and Spirit : For that, they ſay, they 


' cannot do; but to fulfil the Luſts of the Fleſh, that they can do with 


Delight, 


Now 
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Now after I had received that Opening from the Lord, that T's be 
bred at Oxford or Cambridge, was not ſufficient to fit a Man to be a 
Miniſter of Chriſt, T regarded the Prieſts leſs, and looked more at- 
ter the Diſſenting People. And among them I ſaw, there was fome 
Tendernels: And many of them came afterwards to be Convenced ; 
for they had ſome Openings. But as T had forſaken all rhe Przeſts, 
ſo I letr the Separate Preachers allo, -and thoſe called the Moſ#-Exper7- 
enced People : For 1 ſaw, there was none among them all, that could 
{ſpeak to my Condition. And when all my hopes in them, and in all 
Men was gone, fo that I had nothing outwardly to help me, nor 
could rell what to do; Then, O! then T heard a Voice, which 


> ſaid, ** There is one, even Chriſt Jeſus, that can ſpeak to thy Condition : 


And when I heard it, my Heart did leap tor Joy. Then the Lord 
did let me fee, why there was none upon the Earth, that could 
ſpeak tro my Condrition? namely, that I might pive him allthe Glory. 
For all are concluded under $z, and ſhuc up in U#t/ief, as Thad 
been 3 that Jeſws Chrift. might have the Pre-hemin=nce ; who en- 
lightens, and gives Grace, and Faith and Pome, Thus when God 
doth work, who ſhall lerir ? And this I knew experimentally. My 
Delires after the Lord grew ſtronger, and Zeal in the pure know- 
ledge of God, and of Chriſt alone, without che hiclp of any Man, 
Book or Writing, For though I read the- Serrptrrer, that fpake of 
Chriſt, and of God; yet I knew him not, but by Revelation, as he, 
who hath the Key, did open, and as the Father of Life drew me to 
his Sz by his Spirit, And then the Lord did gently lead me along, 
and did let me fee his Love, which was Endleſs and Eternal, ard 
{urpaſicth all the Kzowledge, that Men have in the natural State, 
or can get by Hiſtory, or Books. And that Love did let me ſee my 
{clf, as I was without him; and I was afraid of all Company : 
For I ſaw them perfectly, where they were, through the Love of God, 
which let me ſee my ſelf, And T had not Fellowihip with any Pec- 
ple, Prieſts nor Profeſſors, nor any ſort of ſeparated People ; but with 
Chriſt, who hath the Key, and opened the Door of Lieht and Life un- 
tome. And I was afraid of all Carzal Talk and Talkers; for T could 
ſee nothing but Corruptions, and the Life lay under the Burden of 
Corruptions. And when I my ſelf was in the Deep, under all ſhut 
up, I could not believe, that I ſhould ever Overcome ; my Troubles, 
my Sorrows and my 1 emptations were ſo great, that T thought many 
times, I ſhould have deſpaired, I was ſotempted. But when Chriſt 
opened ro me, how he was tempted by the ſame Devil, and had 
Overcome him, and bruiſed his Head ; and that thrgpgh him and his 
Power, Light, Grace and Spirit, I ſhould Overcome allo ; I had 
Conhdence in him. So he it was, that opened to me, when I was 
{hut up, and had not hope, nor Faith. Chriſt it was (who had en- 
Iighiened me) thar gave me his Light to believe in, and gave me 
Hope, which 1s himſelf, Revealed himſelf in me, and gave me 
his Spirit, and gave me his Grace, which.I found ſufficient in 
the Deeps and in Weakneſs. Thus in aa 6 hs Miferies, and inthe 
greateſt Sorrows and Temptations, that Many times beſet me, the 
Lord in his Mercy did keep me. And I found, that there were 'I'wo 
# hirfts 1n me ; the one after the Creatures, ro have gotten Help and 

| Streng.tly 
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Strength there ; and the other after the Lord, the Creator, and his 1647: 

: Son Jeſus Chriſt, And I ſaw, all the World could do me no good, WWY 
.| Tt I had had a Kzng's Diet, Palace and Attendance, ali would have 
| been as nothing : For nothing gave me Comfort, bur the Lord by 
his Power. AndT ſaw Profeſſors, Prieſts and People were whole 
and at caſe 10 that Condition, which was my Miſery; and they loved 
thar, which T would have been rid of, Bur the Lord did ſtay my 
1>elires upon himfelt, trom whom my help came, and my care was 
caſt upon him alone. Therefore all M/azz patiently upon the Loxa, 
whatloever Congition you bein ; wait 1n the Grace and Truth, that 
comes by Jeſus + For if ye ſodo, there is a Promiſe to you, and 
the Lord God will fulfil it in you. And Bleſſed are all they indeed, 
that do indeed hunger and thirſt after Righteouſneſs ; they ſhall be ſa- 
tisfied withit : I have found it fo, praiſed be the Lord, who fillerh 
with it, and fatisfieth the deſires of the hungry Soul. O ler the 
Houſe of the Spiritual {ſrael! ſay, Hu Mercy endureth for ever ! Tt is 
the great Love of God, ro make a W:lderneſs of that, which is plea- 
ſanr to the outward Eye and flcſhly Mind; and to make a fruitful 
Field of a barren Wilderneſs : This is the great Work of God. But 
while People's Minds do run in the Earthly, after the Creatures, 
and changeable Things, and changeable Ways and Religions, and 
changeable, uncertain Teachers, their Minds are 1n Bondage, and 
they are brittle and changeable, and toffed up and down with windy 
DoErines and Thoughts, and Notions and Things ; their Minds 
being from the unchangeable Truth in the inward Parts, the Light 
of Jeſus Chriſt, which would keep their Minds to the Unchangeable, 
who is the Way to the Father ; who 1n all my Troubles did pre- 
terve me by his Spirie and Power, praiſed be his Holy Name for 
ever |! 

Again I heard a Voice, which did ſay, * Thou Serpent ! Thou doſt 
* ſeek to deſtroy the Life ; but canſt not : For the Sword, which keepeth 
the Tree of Life, ſhall deſtroy thee. So Chriſt, the Word of God, 
that bruiſed the Head of the Serperr, the Deſtroyer, preſerved me ; 
my inward Mind being joined to his good Seed, that bruiſed the Head 
of this Serpent, the Deſtroyer. And this inward Life did ſpring up 
in me, to anſwer all the Oppoſing Profeſſors and Prieſts, and did 
bring in Scriptures tomy Memory to refute them with. . 
F Ar another time I ſaw the great Love of God; and I was filled 
| with admiration at the Jyfinitexeſs of it. And then I ſaw, what was 
k. Caſt out from God ; and what Extred into God's Kingdom : And how 
j by Jeſus, the Opener of the Door by his Heavenly Key, the Entrance 


= was given, AndI ſaw Death, how it had paſſed upon ail Men, and 
& oppreſſed the Seed of God in Man, and inme : And how I in the Seed 
came forth ; and what the Promiſe was to. Yet lt was ſo with me, 
+ that there ſeemed to be Two Pleading in me ; and Queſtionings aroſe 
inmy Mind about Gifts and Prophecies : and I was tempted again to 
Deſpair, as if T had ſinned againſt the Holy Ghoſt, AndI was in 
great Perplcxity and Trouble for many Days; Yet I gave up my ſelf 
to the Lord Rill. And gge day, when I had been walking ſolicaril 
abroad, and was come home, I was taken up in the Love of God, fb 
that TI could not but admire the pres of his Love : And while I 


was 
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1647. wasin that Condition, it was opened unto me by the Eternal Light 
WV and Power, and 1 therein clearly ſaw, -** That all was done, and tobe 


& done in and by Chriſt ; and how he conquers and deflroys this 1empter, 

% the Devil, and all his Works, and is a top of him; And that all theſe 

« Troubles were good for me, and 1emptations for the 1 rial of my 

«<« Faith, which Chriſt bad given me, And the Lord opened me, that 

I ſaw through all theſe Trozbles and Temptations: My living Fairh 

was raiſed, that I ſaw, 41! was done by Chriſt, the Life, and my Bc- 
licf was in him. And when at any time my Condition was valled, 

my ſecret Belief was ſtaycd firm, and Hepe underneath held me, as 
an Anchor in the bottom of the Sea, and Anchored my Immortal 
Soul to its Biſhop, cauling it to ſwim above the Sea, the World, 
where all the raging Waves, foul Weather, Tempeſts and Temp- 
tations are, But oh! then did I ſee my Troubles, Trials and Temp- 
zations more than ever I had done. As the Lizht appeared, all ap- 
peared, that is out of the Light, Darkneſs, Death, Temptations, the 
Unrighteows, the Ungoaly ; all was maniteſt and {een in the Light : 
Then, after this, there did a pure Fire appear in me: ThenT flaw, 
how he fate as a Reffner's Fire, and as the Fuller's Sope, And then 
the Spiritual Diſcerning came into me, by which I did diſcern my 
cwn Thoughts, Groans and Sizhs, and what it was, that did vail 
me, and what 1t was, that did opex me. And that which could not 
abide in the Patzence, nor endure the Fire, in the Lzght T found to 
be the Groars of the Fleſh (that could not give up to the Will of God) 
which had vazled me ; and that could not be patient in all Trzals, 
Troubles, and Anguiſhes and Perplexities, and could not give up Sc!f 
ro Cie by the Croſs, the Power of God, that the Living and Quick- 
ned might follow him, and: that that, which would cloud and vail 
from the Preſence of Chrilt, that which the Sword of the Spirit cuts 
down, ani which muſt die, might not be kept alive. And I dif- 


cern'd the Groaps of the Spirit, which did open me, and made Inter- 


ceſion to God : In which Speri# is the true Waiting upon God, for 
the Redemprion of the Body, and of the whole Creation. And by 
this trus Sprrzt, in which the true Sighing is, T ſaw over the fall: 
Sighings and Groanings, And by this Tnviſible Spirit T diſcerned all 
the fa//: Hearing, and the falſe Seeing, and the falſe Smelling, 
which was a top, above the Spzr/#, quenching and grieving it ; and 
that all they, that were there, were in Confuſtoz and Deceit, where 
the talſe Asking and Praying is, in Decezz and a top, in that Nature 
and Tongue, that takes Gods holy N:me in vain, and wallows in 
the Egyptian Sea, and asketh, but hath not ; for they hate his Light, 
and reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt, and turn the Grace into Wantonneſs, and 
rebcl againſt the Spirze, and are erred from the Fajth they ſhould as 
in, and from the Sprzt they ſhould pray by : He that knoweth 
thele things in the true Spirir, can witneſs them. The divine Light 
of Chriſt manifeſtcth all things, and the ſpiritual Fire tryeth all 
things, and ſevereth all things. S:veral thinzs did T chen ſec, as the 
Lord opened them tome : For he ſhewed me that, which can live in 
his holy Refining Fire, and that can live to Gpd under his Law. And 
he made meſentible, how the Law and the Prophets were until Johs ; 
and how the leaſt in the Everlaſting Kinedow of God, is greater than 
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John, The pure and perfeCt Law of God is over the Fleſh, to keep 1047. 


it, and its Works, which are not perfeQt, under, by the perfeQ Law : 
And the Law of God, that is perfed?, anſwers the perfe& Principle 
of God in every one: And this Law the Jews, and the Prophers, 
and John were to perform and do. None knows the Gzver ot this 
Law, butby the Spirit of God; neither can any truly read it, or hear 
its Voice, but by the Spirit of God: He that can receive it, let him. 
Fohn, who was the greateſt Prophet, that was born of a Woman, 
did bear Witneſs to the Lzght, which Chriſt, the Great heavenly 
Prophet, hath Enlizhtned every Man, that cometh into the World, with- 


al, that they might believe in it, and become the Children ot Lizhr, 


and ſo have the Light of Life; and not come into Condemnation. 
For the true Belzef ftands in the Light, that condemns all Evil, and 
the Devil, who is the Prince of Darkneſs, who would draw out of 
the Light into Condemnation, And they that walk in this Light, 
come to the Mountain of the Houle of God, eſtabliſhed above all 
Mountains, and to God's Teaching, who will teach them his ways. 
Theſe things were opened to me in the Lighe. 

And I ſaw the Mountains burning up, and the Rubbiſh; and the 
rough and crooked Ways and Places made ſmooth and plain, that 
the Lord might come into his Tabernacle. Theſe things are to be 
found in Man's Heart : But to ſpeak of theſe things being within, 
ſeemed ſtrange to the rough and crooked, and mountainous Ones. 
Yet the Lord faith, O Earth, hear the Word of the Lord ! The Law of 
the Spirit croſſeth the fleſhly Mind, - Spirit and Will, which lives in 
Diſobedience, and doth not keep within the Law of the Spirir, And 
I ſaw, this Law was the pure Love of God, which was upon me, 
and which I muſt go through ; though I was troubled, while I was 
under it : For I could not be dead to the Law, but through the Law, 
which did judge and condema that, which is to be conderaned. I 
ſaw, many talked of the Law, who had never known the Law to 
be their School-maſter: And many talked of the Goſpel of Chri#, 
who-had never knowa Life and Immortality brought ro Light in 
them by it, You that have been under that School-maſter, and the 
Condemaation of it, know theſe things (for tho? the Lord in that 
day opened theſe things unto me in ſecret, they have ſince been pub- 
liſhed, by his Eternal Spir/z, as on the Houſe top.) And as you are 
brought into the Law, and through the Law to be dead to it, and 
witneſs the Righteouſneſs of the Law fulfilled in you ; ye will after- 
wards come to know, what it is, to be brought into the Fairh, and 
through Fazth from under the Law. And abiding in the Faith, which 
Chriſt is the Author of, ye will have Peace and Acceſs to God. But 
if ye look out from the Faith, and from that which would keep you 
in the V/i#ory, and look after fleſhly Things or Words, ye will be 
brought into Bondage to the Fleſh again ; and to the Law, which 
takes hold upon the Fleſh and Sin, and worketh Wrath, and the 
Works of the Fleſh will appear again. The Law of God takes hold 
upon the Law of Sin and Death: But the Law of Faith, or the Law 
of the Spirit of Life, which is the Love of God, and which comes 
by Jeſus (who is the end of the Law for Righteouſneſs-ſake) this 
makes free from the Lew of Sin and Death. This Law of Life fleſhly- 
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minded Men do not know \, yet they will tempt you, to draw you 
from the Sprrit -into the Fleſh, and ſo into Bondage. Therclore ye, 
who know the Love of God, and the Law of his Spirir, and rhe 
freedom that 1s in Jeſus Chriſt, ſtand faſt in him, in that divine

Faith, which he ts the Author of in you ; and be not entingled with - 


the Yoke of Bondage. For the Miſtry of Chriſt Jeſus, and his 
Teaching, bringeth into Liberty and Freedom : Bur the Miniſtry 
that is of Man, and by Man, and which ſtands in the Will of Man, 
bringeth into Bondage, and under the ſhadow of Death and Dark- 
neſs. And therefore none can be a Miniſter of Chriſt Jeſus, but in 
the Eternal Spirze, which was before the Scriptures were given forth : 
For if they have not his Spire, they are none of his. Though they 
may have his Light to condemn them, that hate it 3 yet they can 
never bring any into Unity and Fellowſhip in the $p#rzr, except they 
be in it. For the Seed of God is a burdenſome Stone to the ſelfiſh, 
fleſhly, earthly Will, which reigns in its own Knowledge and Un- 
der{tanding, that muſt periſh, and in its Wiſdom, that is Deviliſh. 
And the Spirit of God is grieved, and vexed, and quenched with that 
which brings into the fleſhly Bondage ; and that which wars againſt 
the Spirit of God, muſt be mortified by it: For the Fleſh luſteth 
apainlt the Spirze, and the Spirzt againſt the Fiſh; and theſe are 
contrary the one tothe other. The Fleſp would have-its Liberty ; 
and the Spirit would have its Liberty : But. the Spzrze is to have its 
Liberry ; and not the Fl, If therefore ye quench the $pirir, and 
join to the Fleſh, and be Servants of ir, then ye are judged and tor- 
mented by the Spz7/t : But if ye join to the Spirir, and ſerve God 
init, ye have Libeity, and Viory over the F!h, and its Works. 


' Therejore keep in the daily Croſs, the Power of God, by which ye 
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may witnels all that to be Crucihed, which is contrary to the W31/ 
ot God, and which ſhall not come into his Kingdom. Theſe things 
are here mentioned and opened for Injormation, Exhortation and 
Comfort to others, as the Lord Opened them unto me in that day. 
And in that day TI wondred, that the Ch:/drer of Tſrae! ſhould mur- 
mur for Water and Viuals; tor I could have falted long without 
murmuring, or minding Vz#uals. ButT was judged ſometimes, that 
I was not contented to be ſometimes without the Water and Bread of 
Life, that I might learn to know, how to Want, and how to 
Abound. | 

And I heard of a Woman in Lancaſhire, that had Faſted Two and 
twenty Days : AndT traveled to ſee her ; but when I came to her, I 
iaw, that ſhe was under a Temptation, And when I had fpoken to 
her what I had from the Lord, Ileft her; her Father being one high 
in Profeſſion. And paſſing on, I went among the Profeſſors at Duck- 
enfield and Mancheſter, where I ftay'd a while, and declared Truth 
among them: And there were ſome Convinced, who received the 
Lord's Teaching, by which they were confirmed, and ſtood in the 
Truth. But the Profeſſors were in a Rage, all pleading for Siz and 
Imperfection;, and could not endure to hear talk of Perfedion, and of 
an holy and ſialeſs Life, But the Lord's Power was over all ; though 
they were chained under Darkzeſs and Sin, which they pleaded for, 
and quenched the tender Thing in them. 
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About this time there was a tet Meeting of the Bapriſts, at 1547. 
; Bronzhton in Leiceſter-ſhire, with fome thar had teparated from them 3 WV 
and People of other Motions went thither « And I went thither alſo, jen 
Not many of the Baptiffs came; but abundance of other People fcr-ſvire, 

were there. And the Lord opened my Mouth, and his Everlz{ting 

Truth was declared amongft them; and the Power of the Lord was 

over them ail. For in that day tite Lord's Power began to {pring, 
and I had great Opentngs in the Scriptures, and feveral were Con- 
vinced in thoſe Parts, and were turned from Darkzeſs to Lizht, and 
from the Power of $2taz unto God ; and his Power they did receive, 
and by it many were rai{:d up to praiſe God, And whenlI reaſoned 
with Profeſſors and other People,  icme were Convixced, and did 
; ftand, Yet was unver great Temptations ſometimes, and my 1n- 
I ward Suffzrings were heavy ; but T could find none to open my Cor- 
» aition to, but the Lord alone, unto whom I cryed Night and Day. 


F And I went back into Nortingham-hire, end there the Lord ſhewed wiring: 
| 2, thar the Natures of thoſe things, which were hurtful without, ham: ſbire, 
I were within 1n the Hearts and Minds of Wicked Men. The Natures 
y of Does, Swine, Vipers, of Sodom and Egypt, Pharaoh, Cain, Iſhmael, 
Efau, &c. the Natures of theſe I ſaw wirn!n, though People had 
been looking without, And I cryed to the Lord, faying, Why ſhould 
: I be thus, ſeeing I was never addicted to commit thoſe Evils? And the 
: Lord anfwered, That it was needful, T ſhould have a ſenſe of all Con- 
f ditions; how elſe ſhonld I ſpeak to all Conditions? And in thisI faw 
the Infinite Love of God, TI law alſo, that there was an Ocear of 
Darkneſs and Death ; bur an infinite Ocean of Light and Love, which 
flowed over the Occan of Darkaeſs: And: in that alſo I ſaw the 
Infinite Love of God ;z and I had great Openings. And as] was 
walking by the Steeple-houſe fide, in the Town of Mansfield, the waned. 
Lord {aid unto me, That which People do trample upon, muſt be thy Food. 
And as the Lord ipake, he opened it to me, how that People and 
Profeſſors did trampie upon the Life, even the Life of Chriſt was 
tramled upon ; and they fed upon Words, and fed one another with 
Words ; but trampled upon the Life : And trampled under Foot the 
Blood of the S9z of God (which Blood was my Life ; ) and they 
= = tlvec ia their airy Notions, talking of him. Ir ſeemed ſtrange to 
Y me at the firſt, that I ſhould feed on that, which the high Profeſſors 
F trampl.d upon ; bur the Lord opcned it clearly to me by his Eternal 
Spirit and Power. 
Then came People from far and near to ſee me : And T was fearful 
of being drawn out by them 3 yet I was made to ſpeak, and open 
things tothem. © There was one Brown, who had great Prophecies 
« and S:2his vpon his Death-bed of me. And he fpake openly, 
: * of what T ſhould be made Inſtrumental by the Lord to bring 
bo forth. And of others he ſpake,' that they ſhould come to nothing : 
L Which wes fulfilled on fome, that then were ſomething in ſhew, 
And when this Man was buried, a great Work of the Lord fell upon 
me, to the admiration of many, who thought T had been Dead : 
And many came to ſte me for about fourtees Days time ; for I was 
very much altered in Countenance and Perſon, as if my Body had 
been New-moulded or changed. And while I was in that ON 
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I had a ſenſe and diſcerning given me by the Lord, through which 
I faw plainly, that when many People talked of God and of Chriſt, &c. 
the Serpent ſpake in them; But this was hard to be born, Yet the 
Work of the Lord went on in ſome, and my Sorrows and Troubles 
began to wear off, and Tears of Joy dropped from me, ſo that I 
could have wept Night and Day with Tears of Joy to the Lord, in 
Humility and Brokenneſs of Heart. And I ſaw into that, which was 
withcut End, and things which cannot be uttered, and of the Great- 
neſs and Infinitneſs of the Love of God, which cannot be expreſt 
by Words.For I had been brought through the very Ocean of Darkneſs 
and Death, and through the Pomer, and over the Power of Satan, 
by the Eternal, Glorious Power of Chriſt; even through that Dark- 
zeſs was T brought, which covered-over all the Word, and which 
chained down all, and ſhut up all in the Death, And the ſame Eter- 
nal Power of God, which brought me through theſe Things, was 
that, which afterwards ſhook the Nations, Prieſts, Profeſſors and 
People, Then could I ſay, 1 had been in Spiritual Babylon, Sodom, 
Egypt and the Grave; but by the Eternal Powey of God T was come out 
of it, and was brought over it, and the Power of it, into the Porer of 
Chriſt. And I ſaw the Harveſſ WHIT E, and the Seed of God 
lying thick in the Ground, as ever did Wheat, that was ſown out- 
wardly ; and none to gather it : And for this I mourned with Tears. 
And a Report went abroad of me, ThatT was a Toung Man, that had 
a diſcerning Spirit: Whereupon many came to me, from far and 
near, Profelſers, Prieſis and People; and the Lord's Power brake 
forth: And I had great Openings and Prophecies ; and ſpake unto 
them of the Things of God, and they heard with Attention and Si- 
lence ; and went away, and ſpread the Fame thereof. Then came 
the Tewpter, and ſet upon me again, charging me ; That I had ſiz- 
ned againſt the Holy Ghoſt : But I could not tell in what. . And then 
Paul"s Condition came before me, how, after he had been taken up 
into the Third Heavens, and ſeen things not lawful to be uttered, a 
Meſſenger of Satan was ſent to buffet him again, Thus by the Powr- 
er of Chriſt I got over that Temptation alſo. 

In the Year 1648, as I was ſitting in a Friend's Houſe in Nottin- 
ghamſhire (for by this time the Power of God had opened the Hearts 
of iome to receive the Word of Life and Reconciliation) 1 ſaw, there 
was a great Crack to go throughout the Earth, and a great Smoke to 
go, as the Crack went ; and that after the Crack there ſhould be a 
great Shaking : This was the Earth in People's Hearts, which was 
to be ſhaken, before the Seed of God was raiſed out of the Earth. 
And it was ſo ; for the Lord's Power began to ſbake them, and preat 
Meetings we began to have, and a mighty Power and Work of God 
ES was among([t People, to the Aſtoniſhment of both People and 

rieſts. 

And there was a Meeting of Prieſts aud Profeſſors at a Juſtice's 
Houſe, and I went among them. And there they diſcourſed, how 
Paul ſaid, Fit had not known Sin, but by the Law, which ſaid, Thou 
ſhalt not luſt: And they held that to be ſpoken of the ourward Law. 
But I told them, Paul ſpake that, after he was Convinced : For be 
had the ovtward Law before, and was bred up init, when he was. in 
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the Lu# of Perſecution; bur this was the Law of God in his Mind, 
which he ſerved, and which the Lawin his Members warred againſt : 
For that which he thought had been Life to him, proved Death. So 
the more ſober of the Prie3s and Profeſſors yielded, and conſented, 
that it was not the Outward Law, but the Inward, which ſhewed the 
Iaward Luſt, which Paul fpake of, after he was Convinced : For the 
outward Law took hold upon the oztward Aion; but the Inward Law 
upon the Inward Lyfe. 

After this I went again to Mansfield, where was a great Meetins 
of Profeſſors and People :* And 1 was moved to Pray. And the 
Lord's Power was ſo great, that the Houſe ſeemed tobe ſhaken. And 
when I had done, ſome of the Profeſſors ſaid, It was now, as in 
the Days of the Apoſtles, when the Houſe was ſhaken, where they were : 
Aſter I had prayed, one of the Profeſſors would pray ; which brought 
Dcadnels and a Vail over them: And others of the Profeſſors were 
orieved at him, ani told him, It was a Temptation upon him. Then 
he came to me, and deſired, that I would pray again : But I could not 
pray in Man's Will. 

Soon after there, was another great Meeting of Profeſſors, and a 
Captain (whole Name was Amor Stoddard) camein; And they 
were diſcourling of the Blood of Chriff, And as they were di{- 
courling of it, IT ſaw, through the immediate Opening of the Invi- 
fible Spirit, the Blood of Chriſt. And I cryed out among them, and 
faid; Do ye not ſee the Blood of Chriſt ? See it in your Hearts, to 
ſprinkle your Hearts and Conſciences from Dead Works, to ſerve the 
Living God : For I faw it, the Blood of the New Covenant, how it 
came into the Heart, This ſtartled the Profeſſors, who would have 
the Blood only without them, and not in them. But Captain Stoddard 
was reached, and ſaid 5 Ler tbe Touth ſpeak ; hear the Touth ſpeak ; 


when he ſaw, they endeavoured to bear me down with many 
Words. 
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There were alſo a Company of Prieſts that were looked upon to 


be tender (one of their Names was Keller) and ſeveral People, that 
were tender, went to hear them. And I was moved to go after 
them, and bid them, Mizd the Lord's Teaching in their inward Parts. 
That Prieft K«llet was againſt Parſonages then ; but afterwards he 
got a great Oe, and turned a Perſecutor. 

Now, after I had had ſome Service in theſe Parts, I went through 
Derbyſhire into my own Country Leiceſterſhire again, and ſeveral 
tender People were Convinced, And paſſing thence, I met with a 
great Company of Profeſſors in Warwickſhire, who were Praying, 
and Expounding the Scraptures in the Fields; and they gave 
the Bible to me, and 1] opened it on the Fifth of Matthew, 
where Chriſt cxpounded the Law: And I opened the [»- 
ward State to them, and the Outward State; and they fell in- 
ro a feirce Contention, and ſo parted : But the Lord's Power got 
Ground. 

Then I heard of a great Meeting to be at Leiceſter, for a Diſpute, 
wherein both Presbyterians, Independents, Baptiſts and Commor- 
Prayer-Men were ſaid to be all concerned. The Meeting was in a 
Steeple-houſe ; ard thither I was moved by the Lord God to go, and

be amongſt them, And I heard their Diſcourſe and Reaſoniags, 
ſome being in Pews, and the Przeſt in the oy oh abundance of Pec- 
ple being gathered together. At laſt one Woman asked a Queſtion 
out of Peter, What that Birth was, viz. A being born again of Incor- 
tuptible Seed, by the Word of God, that liveth and avideth for ever ? 
And the Prie# ſaid to her, I permit not a Womn to ſpeak in the 
Church ; though he had before given liberty for any to ſpeak. 
W hereupon I was wrapt up, asin a Rapture, 1n the Lord's Power ; 
anJI ſtepped upin a Place, and asked the Prie## ; Doff thou call this 
Place (the Steeple-houſe) a Church? Or doſft thou call this mixt Mul- 
titude a Church? For the Woman asking a Queſtion, he ought to 
have anſwered it, having given /iberty for any ro ſpeak. But he did 
not anſwer me neither ; but asked me, What a Church was ? Ttold 
him, The Church was the Pillar and Ground of Truth, m4de up of 
living Stones, living Members, a ſpiritual Houſhold, which Chriſt was 
the Head of : But he was not the Head of a mixt Multitude, or of an 
old Houſe made up of Litie, Stones and Wood : This ſet them all on 
Fire. The Prieſt came down out of his P#«/pit, and others out of 
their Pews, and the Diſpute there was marr'd. But I went to a 
great Ian, and there diſputed the thing with the Przeſts and Profeſſors 
of all forts; and they were all on a Fire. But I maintained the 
true Church, and the true Head thereof, over the Heads of them 
all, till they all gave out, and fled away. And there was one Man, 
that ſeemed /ovzng, and appeared for a while to join with me ; but 
he ſoon turned againſt me, and joined with a Pr/eff, in pleading for 
Tnfazi's Baptiſm ; tho? he himſelf had been a Baprzſt before : And 
ſo left me alone. Howbeit there were ſeveral Convinced that day : 
and the Woman, that asked the Queſtion aforeſaid, was Convinced, 
ow her Family : And the Lord's Power and Glory ſhined over 
all. 

After this I returned into Nottinghamſhire again, and went into 
the Yale of Beavor. And as I went, I preached Repentance to the 
People : And there were many Coxvinced in the Vale of Beavor, in 
many Towns ; for I ſtayed ſome Weeks amongſt them. And one 
Morning, asI was fitting by the Fire, a great C/oud came over me, 
and a Temptation beſet me ; And 1 fate ſtill. And it was ſaid ; A 
things come by Nature; And the Elements and Stars came over me ; 
{o that I was in a manner quite clouded with it : But inaſmuch as I 
face ſtill, and faid nothing, the People of rhe Houſe perceived no- 
thing, And as I fate ſtill under it, and let it alone, a living Hope 
aroſe in me, and a true Voice aroſe in me, which ſaid ; There is 4 
living God, who made all things, And immediately the Cloud and 
Temptation vaniſhed away, and Life roſe over it all, and my Heart 
was glad, and I praiſed the living God. And after ſome time I met 
with ſome People, that had ſuch a Notion, That there was no God, 
but that all things came by Nature. And IT had great Diſpute with 
them, and overturned them; and made fome of them Confeſls, 
that there was a Living God : Then I ſaw, that it was good, that 
I had gone through that Exerciſe. And we had great Meetings in 
thoſe Parts; for the Power of the.Lord broke through in that ſide of 
the Country. And returning into Norringham:ſbire, 1 found there 
a Com- 
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a Company of ſhattered Baptiſts, and Others ;z and the Lord's Power 
wrouzht mightily, and gathered many of them. Then afterwards 
I went to Mansfield and there-a-way ; where the Lora%s Powey was 
wondeitully manifelted both at Mansfield, and other Towns there= 
abouts. And in Darbyſhire the mighty Power of God wrought in a 
wondeiful manner. Art Etox, a Town near Darby, there was a 
Aleeting of Friexas, where there was fuch a mighty Power of God, 
that they were greatly Shakez, and many Mouths were opened in 
the Power of the Lord God. And many were moved by the Lord to 
g010 Steeple-houſes, to the Prieſts and to the People, to declare the 
Everlaſting Truch unto them, 

And ar 2 certain time, when T was at Mansfield, there was a 
Setting of the Juſtices, about hiring of Servazts ; and it was upon 
me from the Lord, to go and ſpeak to the Juſtices, That they ſhould 
not oppreſs the Servants in their Wages, So I walked towards the 
Ian, where they fate; but findioug a Company of Fidlers there, 1 
did not go in, but thought to come in, the Morning, when I might 
have 2 more ſerious Opportunity to diſcourſe them ; not thinking 
that a ſeaſonable time. But whenT came again in the Morning, they 
were gone, and I was ſtruck even blizd, that T could not ſee. And 
T icquired of the 1zn-keeper, where the Juſtices were to (it that day ? 
And he told me, At a Town eight Miles off. And my Sight began to 
come to me again; and I went, and Ran thitherward, as faſt as I 
could, And when I was come to the Houſe, where they were, 
and many Servants with them, I exhorted the 7Ju#tices, Not to op- 
preſs the Servants in their Wages; but to do that which was Rzght and 
Juit to them : And T exhorted the Servants, To do their Duties, and 
ſerve honeſtly, &c. And they all received my Exhortation kindly ; 
for T was moved of the Lord therein. 

Moreover I was moved to go to ſeveral Courts, and Steeple-houſes 
at Mansfield, and other Places, to warn them to leave off Oppreſſior: 
and Oaths, and to turn from Deceze, and to turn to the Lord, and do 
juſtly. Particularly at Mansfield, after I had been at a Conrt there, 
I was moved to go, and ſpeak to one of the Wicked'ſ# Mer in the 
Country, one who was a Common Drunkard, a noted Whore-maſter, 
and a Rime-maker : AndI reproved him, 1n the dread of the Mighty 
God, for his evil Courſes. And when I had done Speaking, and 
lef: him, he came after me, and told me 3 That he was ſo ſmitten, 
when I ſpake to him, that he had ſcarce any Strength left in him. So 
this Man was Convinced, and turned from his Wickedneſs, and re- 
mained an honeſt, ſober Man, to the Aﬀtoniſhment of the People, 
who had known him before, Thus the Work of the Lord went 
forward, and many were turned from the Darkneſs to the Light, 
within the compaſs of theſe three Years, 1646, 1647, and 1648. 
And divers Meetings of Friends, in ſeveral Places, were then ga- 
thered to Gods Teaching, by his Light, Spirit and Power : For 
on Lord's Power brake forth daily more and more, wonder- 
ullly. 

Now was I come up in Spirit through the flaming Sword, into the 
Paradiſe of God, All things were New ; and all the Creation gave 
another Smell unto me, than before, one what Words hy =

1648, I knew nothing, but Pureneſs, and Innocency, and Righteouſneſs, 
WY WV being renewed up into the Izzage of God by Chriſt Jeſus ; fo that T 
Mansfield, {ay, I was come up to the Stare of Adam, which he was in, before 
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he fell, The Creation was opened to me : And 1t was ſhewed me, 
how all things had their Vames given them, according .to their NVa- 
ture and Vertue., AndI was at a ſtand in my Mind, whether I ſhould 
praQtiſe Phyſick for the good of Mankind, ſeeing, the Nature and 
Vertues of the Creatures were fo opened to me by the Lord. Bur 1 
was immediately taken up in Spirit, to {ce into another or more ſted- 
faſt State, than Adams in Innocency, even into a Stare in Chriſt Jeſus, 
that ſhould never fall. And the Lord ſhewed me, that ſuch as 
were faithful to him inthe Power and Light of Chriſt, ſhould come 
up into that Szare, in which Adam was betcre he fell : Tn which the 
admirable Works of the Creation, and the Vertaes thereof may be 
known, through the Openings of that divine Word of Wiſdom and 
Power, by which they were made. Great things did the Lord lead 
me into, and wonderful Depths were opered unto me, beyond what 
can by Words be declared : But as People come into ſubjettion rothe 
Spirit of God, and grow up in the Image and Power of the Al- 
mighty, they may receive the Word of Wiſdom, that opens all 
things, and come to know the hiadex Unity in the Eternal Be- 
7ns. 
Thus traveled I on in the Lord's Service, as the Lard led me. 
And when I came to Netringham, the mighty Power of God was 
there among Friends. From thence I went to Clauſon in Leiceſter- 
{bire, in the Yale of Beavor, and the mighty Power of Ged was there 
alſo, in ſeveral Towns and Villages, where Friends were gathered. 
While I was there, the 'Lord opened to me Three Things, relating 
co thole Three great Profeſſions in the World, Phyſick, Divinity ({0 
called) and Law. And he ſhewed me, that the Phyſicians and Dottors 
of Phyſick were out of the Wiſdom of God, by which the Creatures 
were made ; and ſo knew not the Yertnes of the Creatures, becauſe 
they were out of the Word of Wiſdom, by which they were made. 
And he ſhewed me, that the Prefs were out of the true Faith, 
which Chriſt is the Author of ; the Faith which purifies and gives 
Victory, and brings People to have Acceſs ro God, by which they 
pleaſe God : Which Myſtery of Faith is held in a pure Conſcience. 
He ſhewed me alſo, that the Lawyers were out of the Equity, and 
out of the true Jſ/tice, and out of the Law of God, which went 
over the firſt Tranſgreſſion, and over all Si», and anſwered the Spr- 
rit of God, that was grieved, and tranſgreſſed in Man. And that 
theſe three, the Phyſicians, the Prieſts, and the Lawyers, ruled the 
World out of the W:/domz, out of the Faith, and out of the Equity 
and Law of Goa ; the one pretending the Cure of the Body, the 
other the Cure of the Sol, and the third the Property of the People. 
But I ſaw, they were all out, out of the Wiſdom, out of the Faith, 
out of the Equity and perfeQ Law of God. And as the Lord opened 
theſe things unto me, I felt his Power went forth over all, by which 
all might be Reformed, if they would receive and bow unto it. 
The Prieſts might be Reformed, and brought into the true Faith, 
which was the Gift of God, The Lawyers might be Reformed, and 
brought 
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tranſgreſſed) in every one, and brings to /ove one's VVeighbour 5 him- 


ſelf : This lets Man fee, It he wrongs his Nezghbour, he wron2s vale of 
himſelf; and this t-aches him To do unto others, as he would they Bcavore 


ſhould dounto him. The Phyſicians might be Reformed, ana brought 
into the W:i/dom of God, by whick all things were made and Crea- 
ted ; that they m:ghr receive a right Knowledge of the Creatures, 
and underſtand the Virtues of them, which the Word of Wiſdom, 
by which they were m:de and are upheld, hath given them. Abun- 
dance was opened concerning theſe things ; how all lay out of the 
Wiſdom of God, and our of the Righteonſueſs and Holineſs, that 
Man at the firſt was made in: But as all believe in the Light, and 
walk in the Light, which Chriſt hath enlightned every Man, that com- 
eth into the World, withal, and ſo become Children of the Lijzhr, 
and of the Day of Chriſt, in his Day all things are ſeen, Y;ſible and 
Inviſible, by the Divine Light of Chriſt, the Spiritual, Heavenly Man, 
by whom all things were made and Created. | 
Then I ſaw concerning the Przeſts, that alchough they Rood in 
the Deceit, and ate: by the dark Power, which both zhey and their 
People were kept under ; yet they were not the greateſt Decezvers ſpo- 
ken of in the Scriptures: For thele were not come fo far, as many of 
them had come. Bur the Lord opened to me, who the greateſt Deceiv- 
ers were, and hovv far they might come ; even ſuch as came as far as 
Cain, to hear the Voice of God; and ſuch as came out of Egypr, and 
through the Red Sea, and to praiſe God on the Barks of the Sea-ſhore ; 
{ich as could ſpeak by Experience of God's Miracles and Wonders ; 
ſuch as were come as far as Corah and Dathan, and their Company ; 
{uit as came as far as Balaam, who could ſpeak the Word of the Lord, 
v0 heard his Voice and knew it, and knew his Spzrzr ; and could ſee 
the Star of Jacob, and the goodlineſs of Iſrae/s Tent; the Second 
Bi-th, which no Enchantment could prevail againlt : Thele that could 
{p:ak ſo much of their Experiences of God, and yet turned from. the 
Spirit and the Word, and went into the Gaznſayive ; Theſe were, and 
would be the great Deceivers, tar beyond the Prieſts. Likewiſe a- 
mong the Chri/t;ans, ſuch as {houid preach in Chrift's Name, and 
ſhould work Mzracles, caſt out Devils, and go as far as a Cazn, a Core 
and a Balaam in the Goſpel-times, Theſe were and would be the great 
Deceivers; they that could ſpeak fome Experiences of Chriſt and God, 
but lived not in the Life. Theſe were they, that led the World after 
them, who got the Form: of God!ineſs, but denyed the Power ; who 
inwardly ravened from the Spzrit, and brought People into the Form: 
bur perſecuted them, that were in the Power (as Cain did) and ran 
greetily after the Error of Balaam, through Covetouſneſs, loving 
ric Wages of Unrighteouſneſs, as Balaam did. Theſe Followers of 
Cain, Core and Balaam have brought the World ſince the Apoſtles 
Days to bz like a Sea, And ſuch as theſe, I ſaw, might decezve now, 
as they had in formgt Apes : But it is impoſſible for them to decerve 
the Ele, who were choſen in Chriſt, who was, before the World be- 
gan, and before Deceiver was : Though others may be deceived 1n 
their Openings and Prophecies, not keeping their Minds to the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, who doth Open and Reveal to his. 
D 2 And 
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AndI ſaw the State of thoſe both Przeffs and People, who in read- 


UYV ing the Scriprures cry out much againſt Cain, Eſa, and Judas, and 


Vale of 
Beavyor, 


other wicked Men of former Times, mentioned in the Holy Scriptures; 

but do not ſee the Nature of Cain, of Eſau, of Judas, and thoſe 

Others in themſelves. And thele ſaid, It was They, They, They,that were 

the bad People ; putting it off from themlelves : But when ſome of 

theſe came with the Light and Spirit of 17th to ſee into themſelves, 

then they came to ſay, 1, 1, I, itis I my ſelf, that have been the 

Iſhmael, and the Eſau, &c. For then they came to ſee the Nature of 
wild 1þ-el in themſelves; the Nature of Cain, of Eſar, of Corah, 

of Balaams, and of the So» of Perdz:tion in themſelves, litting above 

all that is called God in them. So I faw, it was the fallen Maz, 

that was got up into the Scriptures, and was finding Fauic with thole 

before-mentioned ; and with the back-ſliding Jews, calling them the 

ſturdy Oaks, and tall Cedars, and fat Bulls of Baſhan, wild Heifers, 

Vipers, Serpents, &c, And charging them, that it was 1 -ey, that 

cloſed their Eyes, and (topped their Ears, and hardned their Hearts, 

and were dull of Hearing : And that it was They, that hated the 

Lioht, and rebelled againſt it, and that quenched the Spirit, and vex- 
ed and grieved it, and walked deſpightfully againſt the Spirze of 
Grace, and turned the Gyace of God into Wantonneſs : And that it 

was They, that reſfilted che Holy Ghoſt; and They, that got the 
Form of Godlineſs, and turned againſt the Power : And that They 

were the inwardly Ravening Wolves, that had got the Sheep's Cloath- 
ing: And that They were the Wells without Water, and Clouds with- 
out Rain, and Trees without Fruit, &c. Bur when theſe (who were 
ſo much taken up with finding Fault with others, and thought them- 
ſelves clear from theſe Things) came to look into themſelves, and 
with the Lzght of Chriſt throughly to fearch themſelves, they mighr 

ſee enough of this in themſelves : and then the Cy could not be, 
It is He, or They, as before; but, and We arc found in thele 
Conditions. 

{ ſaw alſo, how People Read the Scriptures without a right Senſe of 
them, and without duly applying them to their own States. For 
when they read, that Death reigned from Adamito Moſes; and that 
the Law and the Prophets were until John ; and that the leaſt in the 
Kingdom is greater than John; they read theſe things without them, 


_ and applyed them to others without them (and the Things were true 


of others without them : ) but they did not turn in to find the 174th 
of theſe things in themſelves. But as theſe things came to be opened 
ia me, I ſaw, Death reigned over them from Adam to Moſes, from 
the Entrance into Trazgreſſion, till they came to the Miniſtration of 
Condemnation, which reſtrains People from Si», that brings Death. 
Then when the Mziniſtration of Moſes is paſſed through, the :»:#- 
ſtry of the Prophets comes to be read and underſtood, which reaches 
through the Figures, Types and Shadows unto John, the greateſt Pro- 
phet born of a Woman ; whole Miniſtration prepares the Way of the 
Lord, by bringing down the exalted Mountains, and making ſtrait 
Paths. And as this Mzniſfration is paſſed through, an Entrance 
comes to be known 1ato the Everlaſting Kingdom. Sol faw plainly, 
that none could read Mofes aright, without Moſes's Spirir, by which 
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Moſes ſaw, how Man was 1n the Image of God in Paradice, and how 1648, 
he tell, and how Death came over him, and how all Men nave been & WW 
under this Death, And I ſaw, how Moſes received the pure Law, vate of 
that went over all Tranſgreſlors; and how the clean Beaſts, which Bc2v0r- 
were Figures and Types, were offered up, when the People were 
come into the righteous Law, that went over the firſt Tran{greſſion, 
And both Moſes and the Prophets ſaw through the Types and Figures, 
and beyond them, and ſaw Chriſt the great Propher, that was to 
come to fulfil them. AndI ſaw, that none could read Johz's Words 
aright, and with a true Underſtanding of them, but in and with 
the ſame Divine Spirie, by which John ſpake them ; and by his 
burning, ſhining Li2ht, which is ſent from God. For by that Spi- 
rit their Crooked Natures might be made ſtrait,and their Rough Natures 
{nooth, and the Exacter and violent Doer in them might be thrown 
out : And they that had been Fypocrites, might come to bring forth 
Fruits meet for Repentance, and their Mountain of Siz ani Earth- 
lineſs might be laid low in them, and their Yalley exalted 1a thera ; 
that there might be a Way prepared for the Lord in them: And 
then the leaſt in the Kingdom 1s greater than John. But all muſt firſt 
know the Voice crying in their Wilderneſs, in their Hearts, which 
through Tranſgreſfſion were become as a Wilderneſs, ThusI ſaw, it 
was an eaſie matter to ſay, Death reigned from Adam to Moles; and, 
That the Law and the Prophets were until John ; and, That the leaſt in 
the Kirgdom us greater than John : But none could know, how Death 
reigned 'from Adam to Moſes, &c. but by rhe ſame Holy Spirit, 
which Moſes and the Prophets, and John were in, They could not 
know the Spiritual Meaning of Moſes, the Prophers and John's 
Words, nor ſee their Path and Travels, much lels fee through 
them, and to the end of them into the Kingdom; unleſs they had 
the Spirit and Light of Jeſus: Nor could they know the Words of 
Chriſt, and of his Apoſtles, without his Spirit, But as Man comes 
through, by the Spirit and Power of God, to Chriſt (who fultilis 
the Types, Figures, Shadows, Promiſes and Prophecies, that were of 
him) and is led by the Holy Ghoſt into the Truth and Subſtance of 
the Scriptures, ſitting down in him, who 1s the Author and End 
of them; then are they read, and underſtood, with profit and 
great Delight. | 

Moreover, the Lord God let me ſee (when I was brought up into 
his Image, in Righteouſneſs and Holinels, and into the Paradiſe of 
God) the State, How Adam was made a Living Soul : And allo the 
Statare of Chriſt, te Myſtery, that had been hid from Ages and Gene- 
rations : Whici things are hard to be uttered ; and cannot be born 

| by many. For of all the S:&s in Chriſtendom ({o called) that I di- 
{courſed withal, I found none, that could bear to be told, that 
any ſhould come to Adams Perfection, into that Image of God, and 
Righteouſneſs, and Holineſs, that Adam was in, betore he fell; to 
be ſo clear and pure without Sin, as he was. Therefore, how ſhould 
they be able to bear, being told, that any ſhould grow up to the 
Meaſure of the Stature of the Fulneſs of Chriſt, when they cannot bear 
to hear, that any ſhall come, whulſt upon Earth, into the ſame 
Power and Spirit, that the Prophers and Apoſtles were in ? Though 
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1648, it be a certain Truth, that none can underſtand their M”7itangs 
WUYV aright, without the ſame Spirzz, by which they were writ- 
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ten. | % 
Now the Lord God hath opened to me by his inviſible Power, 
how that Every Maz was enlightuea by the Divine Light of Chriſt ; 
and I faw it ſhine through all: And that they, that believed 1 it, 
came out of Condemnation, and came to the Light of Life, and 
became the Children of it : But they that hated it, and did not be- 
lieveinit, were Condemned by it; though they made a Profe//zon of 
Chriſt. This IT ſaw in the pure Openings of the Light, wirhour the 
help of any Man ; neither did1then know, where to find it in the 


Scriptures (though afterwards, ſearching the Scriptures, 1 found ' 


it.) For I faw in that Light and Spirit, which was, before Scr7- 
pture was given forth, and which lea the Holy Men of God to give 
them forth, That all muſt come to that Sprrzr, if they would know 
God or Chriſt, or the Scriptures aright, which They that gave them 
forth, were led and taught by. 

But I obſerved a Dulneſs and Drowzy Heavineſs upon People, 
which I wondred at : For ſometimes, when I would {ct my ſelf to 
ſleep, my Mind went over all to the B:ginning, 1n that which 1s from 
Everlaſting to Everlaſting. AndI ſaw, Death was to pals over this 
ſleepy, heavy State. And I told People, they muſt come to wit- 
neſs Death to that ſleepy, heavy Natwre, and a Croſs to it in 
the Power of God, that their Minds and Hearts might be on things 
above. | 

And on a certain Time, asI was walking in the Fields, the Lord 
{aid unto me; *© Thy Name is written in the Lamb's Book of Life, 
« which was before the Foundation of the World, And as the Lord 
ſpake it, I believed, and ſaw it in the Vew Bzrth, Then ſometime 
after the Loxd commanded me to go abroad into the World, which 
was like a briary, thorny Wilderneſs. And when I came in the 
Lord's mighty Power, with the Word of Life into the World, the 
World {welled, and made a Noiſe, like the great raging Waves of 
the Sea. Prieſts and Profeſſors, Magiſtrates and People were all like 
a $:a, when I came to proclaim the Day of the Lord amongſt them, 
and to preach Repertance to them. 

Now I was ſent 70 zurn People from Darkneſs to the Lizht, that 
they might receive Chriſt Jeſus ; For to as many as {hculd receive 
him in his Light, I ſaw, that he would give Power to become the 
Sons of God : Which I had obtained by receiving Chriſt. And I 
was to direct People to the Spirit, that gave forth the Scriptures, 
by which they might be led into all Truth, and fo up to Chrift and 
Goa, as they had been, who gave them forth. And/I was to turn 
them to the Grace of God, and to the Truth in the Heart, which 
came by J=ſus ; that by this Grace they might be taught, which 
would bring them Salvation, that their Hearts might be eſtabliſhed 
by it, and thetr Words might be ſeaſoned, and all might come to 
know their Salvation nigh. For I ſaw, that Chriſt had died for all 
Men, and was a Propitiation for all; and had enlightned all Men 
and Women with his divine and ſaving Light: And that none 
could be a true Believer, but who believed in it. I ſaw, that the 
Grace 
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Grace of Gcd, which brings Salvation, had appearcd to «// Merv, and 1648. 
that the Manifeſtation of the Spzrzt of God was given to cvery Man, WWW 
ro'profit withal. Theſe Things I did not ſee by the help of Maz, valc of 
nor 'Þy the Lerrer (tho' they are written in the Lerrer ;) but I ſaw Beavor- 
them in the Light of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and by his immediate 
Spirit and Power, as did the Holy Men of God, by whom rhe Holy 
Scriptures Were written, Yet I had no ſlight cftzem of the Holy 
Scriptures; but they were very precious tome: ForT was in that 
b Spirit, by which they were given forth; and what the Lord opened 
: in me, I afterwards found was agreeable to them. I cculd ſpeak 
much of theſe things, and many Yolumes might be written ; bur 
all would prove too ſhort to ſet forth the Tafinite Love, Wiſdom and 
Power of God, in preparing, fitting and turniſhing me tor the Scr- 
vice he had appointed me to ; letting me ſee the Depths of Satan on 
the one Hand, and opening to me, on the other Hand, the divine 
Myſteries of his own Everlaſting Kingdom. 

Now when the Lord God, and his Son Jeſ#s Chriſt did ſend me 

forth intorhe World, to preach his Everlaſting Goſpe! and K7ngdom, 

 Iwas glad, that I was Commanded To turn People to that Inward 
Light, Spirit and Grace, by which all might know their Salvation, 
and thetr Way to God ; even that divine Sprri#, which would lead 
them into all Truth, and which I infallibly knew, would never de- 
CElVe Any. 

Burt with and by this divine Power and Spirit of God, and the 
Light of Jeſus, I was to bring People oft from all their own ways, 
to Chriit the new and living Way ; and from their Churches (which 

3 Men had made and gathered) to the Church in God, the-generzsl Af- 
P ſembly written in Heaven, which Chrif is the Head of ; And off 
* from the World's Teachers, made by Men, to learn of Chritt, who 
1s the Way, the Truth and the Life, of whom the Father faid, T hzs 
7s my beloved Son, hear ye him ; and oft from all the Worlds Wor- 
(hips, to know the Spirit of Trath in the inward Parts, and to be 
led thereby ; that in itthey might Worſhip the Father of Spirizs, who 
ſeeks ſuch to Worſhip him : Which Spzrie they that Worſhipped 
F- not in, knew not, what they Worſhipped. And TI was to bring 
N People off from ali che World's Religzons, which are vain ; thar 
they might know tie pure Religzon, and might viſit the Fatherleſs, 

the Widows and the Strangers, and keep themſelves from rhe Spots 

of the World : And then there would not be ſo many Beegars ; the 

pr ſight of whom often grieved my Heart, to ſee ſo much Hard-heart- 
RK edneis amongſt them, that profeſſed the Name of Chriſt, And 1 
was to bring them off from all the World's Fellowſhips, and Pray- 

8 zngs and Sinzings, which ſtood in Forms without Power ; that their 
F Fellonſhips might be in the Holy Ghoſt, and in the Eternal Spirie of 
by God ; that they might Pray in the Holy Ghoſt, and Sig in the Spirit, 
and withthe Grace, that comes by Jeſus; making Melody in their 

Hearts to the Lord, who hath ſent his beloved Son to be their Savi- 

our ; and cauſed his heavenly Suz to ſhine upon all the World, and 

through thern all, and his heavenly Razz to fall upon the Juſt and 

the Unjuſt (as his outward Razz doth fall, and his outward Sur 

doth ſhine on all) which is God's unſpeakable Love to the World.

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1648. And 1 was to bring People off from Jevſh Ceremonies, and from 
SWV Heatheniſh Fables, and from Mens Iaveatioas anc wincy Dottrines,

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by which they blowed the People about, this way and the other 
way, from Se to Se; and all their beggarly Rudiments, wit!t 
their Schools and Colledzes, for making Miniſters of Chriit, who are 
indeed Miniſters of their own making, but nor of Chriſt's, And all 
their Images and Croſſes, and Sprizkling of Infants, with all their 
Holy-days (fo called) and all their vain Trad?tionr, which they bad 
gotten up fince the Apoſtles Days, which the Lord's Power was 
againſt : And in the Dread and Authority thereof was I moved to 
declare 2gainſt them all; and againſt all that Preached, and not 
freely ;, as being ſuch, as had nor Recezved freely from Chriſt, 

Moreover, when the Lord ſent me forth into rhe World, he for- 
bad'me To put off my Hat to any, High or Lov. And1 wasrequi- 
red to Thee and Thou all Men and Women, without any reſpcct ro 
Rich or Poor, Great or Small. And as T traveled up and down, 1 
was not to bid People Good Morrow, or Good Evening ; netiber might 
I Bow or Scrape with my Leg to any one : And this made the Seets and 
Profeſſions to rage, But the Lord's Pewer carried me over all to lis 
Glory ; and many came to be turned to God 1n a little time : For 
the heavenly Day of the Lord ſprang from on high, and brake 
forth apace ; by the Lizht of which many came to ſee, where they 
were. 

But oh ! the Rage that then was in the Przeſts, Magiſtrates, Pro- 
feſſors and People of All ſorts ; but eſpecially in Priefts and Profeſſors : 
For tho* Thou to a ſingle Perſon was according to their own Learn- 
ing, their Accidence and Grammar Rules, and according to the Bible ; 
yet they could not bear to hear it : And the Har-Hononr, becauſe I 
could not put off my Hat to them, it ſer them all into a Rage. But 
the Lord ſhewed me, that it was an Hozour below, which he would 
lay in the Duft, and ftain it; an Horour which proud Fleſh looked 
for, bur ſought not the Honour, which came from God only. That 
it was an Honour invented by Men in the Fall, and inthe Alienation 
from GoJ, who were offended, if it were not given them; and yet 
would be looked upon themſelves as Saints, Church-members and 
great Chriſtians : But Chriſt ſaith, How can ye believe, who receive 
Honour one of another, and ſeek not the Honour, that cometh from God 
only ? And I (faith Chriſt) receive not Honour of Men : Shewing, 
that Men have an Honour, which Men will receive and give ; but 
Chriſt will have none of it : This is the Honour, which Chriſt will 
not receive, and which muſt be laid in the Duſt. Oh! the Rage and 
Scorn, the Feat and Fury that aroſe! Oh! the Blows, Panchings, 
Beatings and Impriſouments that we underwent, for not putting off our 
Hats to Men ! For*that ſoon tried all Mens Patience and Sobriety, 
what it was. Some had their Hats violently pluck*d off, and thrown 
away; fo that they quite loſt them. The bad Language and evil 
Uſage we received on this Account, is hard to be expreſſed ; beſides 
the Danger we.were ſometimes in of loſing our Lives for this Matter, 
and that by the great Profeſſors of Chriſtianity ; who thereby diſ- 
covered, that they were not true Believers. And though it was but 
a {mall thiog in the Eye of Man; yet a wonderful Confu{ion it brought 

among 
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among all Profeſſors and Prieſts But, bleſſed be the Lord, many 1648. 
| came to ſee the Vanity of that Cultom, of putting off the Hat to WW 
| Men ; and felt the weight of Truth's Teſtimony againit it; Vite of 

About this time I was forely exerciſed m going to their Conrts to Beavor: 

cry for Juſtice, and in ſpeaking and writing to Judges and Juſtices 1649; 
to do Juſtly; and in warning ſuch, as kepr publick Houſes for Enter- ” 
tainment, that they ſhould nct let People have more Drink, than 
would do them good : And in teltifying againſt their Wakes or 
Feaſts, their May-Games, Sports, Plays and' Shews, which trained 
| up People to Vanity and Looſnefſs, and -.lgd them trom:- the fear of 
. God; and the Days they had Jer forth for Hoty-days, . were uſually 
the times, wherein they molt diſhonoured God by thele,thiogs. In 
Fairs alſo, and in Markets T was made uo declare againitcheir deceze- 
| ful Merchandize, and Cheating and Cozeniyg ; ,, warning ;all ro deal 
| Juſtly, and to ſpeak the Truth, and toler their Jea be yea, and their 
; Nay be zay; and to do unto others, as they would have others do 
| unto them : And fore-warning them of the Grear any Verrible Day 
of the Lord, which would come upon them all. I wavs:moved alſo 
to Cry againſt all ſorts of Muſick, and agaiatt the Morntebanes playing 
Tricks on their Stages ; for they burdened the pure Lite, and ftirred 
up Peoples Minds to Vanity. I was much exerciſed too with Schoot- 
: maſters 3nd School-miſtreſſes, warning them to reach their Children 
; Sobriety in the fear oi*the Lord ; that they might not be nuried and 
| trained up in Lightneſs, Vanity and Wantonneſs, Likewite I was 
mark to warn Maſters and Miſtreſſes, Fathers and Mothers in private 
Families, to take care, thar their Chi/dren and Servants might be 
trained up in the fear of the Lord.; and that they themſelves ſhould 
be therein Examples ani Patterns of Sobricty and Vertue to them. 
For I ſaw, that, as the Jews were to teach their Children the Law 
of God, and the 0/d Covenant, and to train them up init; and their 
Servants, yea the very Strangers, were to keep the Sabbath among(t 
them, #*nd be Czrcumciſed, before they might eat of their Sacritices ; 
ſo all Chriſtians, and all that made a Profeſſion of Chriſtianity, ought 
ro Train up their Children and Servants 1n the New Covenant of 
Light, Chriſt Jelus, who 1s God's Salvation to the Ends of the 
Earth ; thar all may know their Salvation. And they ought to train 
them up in the Law of Life, the Law of the Spirit, the Law of Love 
and of Faith; that they might be made free from the Law of Sin 
and Death, And all Chriſtians ought ro be Circumcorſed by the Spr- 
rit, Which puts off the Body of the Sizs of the Fleſh, that they may 
come to Eat of the heavenly Sacrifice, Chriſt Jeſus, that true ſpi- 
ritusl Food, which none can, rightly teed upon, but they, that are 
Circamciſed by the Spirit, Likewiſe I was Exerciſed about the Srar- 
Gazer;, who drew Peoples Minds from Chrift, the bright and the 
Mor#inz-Star ; and from the Sun of Rzghbteonuſneſs, by whom the 
Sun, and Moen and Stars, and all things elfe were made, who is the 


Wiſdom of God, and from whom the right Knowledge of all chings is 
received, 
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But the black, Earthly Spirit of the Prieft wounded my Life: And 
when I heard the Bel! zol, to cail People together to the Steeple- 
boſe, it firuck at my Life; For it was juſt like a Markez-Bell, to 
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in the heavenly Places in Chriſt Jeſus. 

Now as I went towards Nottingham on a Firſt-day in the Morning, 
with Friends to a Meeting there, when I came on top of a Hull, in 
fight of the Town, I eſpied the great Steeple-houſe ; and the Lord 
{aid unto me ; Thou muZt go cry arain#t yonder great Idol, and againit 
the Worſhippers therezn. Sol ſaid nothing of this to the Friexds, that 
were with me ; but went on with them to the Meerizs, where 
the mighty Power of the Lord God was amongſt us: Tn which I 
left Friezds ſitting in the Meerzng; and I went away to the Steeple- 
houſe. And when TI came there, all the People looked, like Fallow 
Ground; and the Prieſt (like a great Lump of Earth) ſtood in his 
Pulpit above : And he took for his Text theſe Words of Peter, [We 
have alſo a more ſure Word of Prophecy, wherennto ye do well, that ye 
take heed, as unto a Light, that ſhineth in a dark Place , until the day 
dawn, and the Day-ſtar ariſe in your Hearts.) And he told the People, 
that this was the Scriptures, by which they were to Try all DodFrines, 
Reliztons and Opinions, Now the Lord's Power was ſo mighty upon 
mc, and ſoſtrong in me, that T could not hold ; but was made to cry 
out, and ſay; Oh zo, It 7s not the Scriptures. But I told them what 
it was, namely the Holy Spirit, by which the Holy Men of God 
gave forth the Scrzprures, whereby Opinions, Religions and Tudements 
were to be zrjed : For it led into all Truth, and fo gave the knowledge 
of all 7 zuth. For the Jews had the Scriptures, and yet reliſted the 
Holy Ghoſt, and rejected Chriſt, the bright Morning-Star ; and per- 
iecured Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and took upon them to Ty their 
Dotrines by the Scriptures ; but erred in Judgment, and did not try 
them a-right; becauſe they zr/ed without the Holy Ghoſt, Now as I 
ipake thus amongſt them, the Officers came, and took me away, and 
put me into a naſty, ftinking Priſox; the ſmell whereof pot lo into 
my Noſe and Throat, that it very much annoyed me. 

But that day the Lord's Power ſounded fo in their Ears, that they 
were amazed at the Yozce, and could not pet it out of their Ears for 
lome time after ; they were ſo reached by the Lord's Power in the 
Steeple-houſe. At Night they took me out of Priſon, and had me 
before the Major, Aldermen and Sheriffs of the Town: And when TI 
was brought before them, the Major was in a peeviſh, trerful Tem- 
per ; but the Lord's Power allay'd him. Then they examined 


me at large; and I told chem, how rhe Lord had moved me to 
COme, 


Then, after ſeme Diſcourſe had paſſed between them and 
me, 
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me, they ſent me back to Priſon again: But ſometime after, the 
Head-Sheriff, whoſe Name was Joha Reckleſs, ſent for me to his 
Houſe: And when I came in, his Wife met me in the Hall, and 
ſaid, © Salvation is come to our Houſe, And ſhe took mc by the 
Hand, and was much wrought upon by the Power of the Loyd God : 
And her Husband, and Children, and Servants were much changed ; 
for the Power of the Lord wrought upon them. And I lodged at 
the Sheriff?s Houle, and great Meetizgs we had in his Houſe ; and 
ſome Perſons of confiderable Condition in the World came to them, 
and the Lord's Power appeared eminently amongit them. And this 
Sheriff {ent for the other Sheriff, and for a Womay, they had had 
Dealings with in way of Trade; and he told her before the other 
Sheriff, that they had wrorgea her zn their Dealings with her (for 
the other Sheriff and he were Partzers) and that they ought to 
make her Reſtitution: This he ipake cheartully. Bur the other 
Sheriff denied 1t; and the Woman ſaid, She knew nothing of it. 
Burt the friendly Sheriff ſaid, it was fo; and that the other knew it 
well enough : And then having cilcovered the Matter, and acknow- 
edged the Wrong done by them, he made Reftitation to the Woman; 
and exhorted the other Sheriff” todo the like. And the Lord's Power 
was with this Frzendly Sheriff, and wrought a mighty Change in 
him; and great Openings he had. And on the next Market-day 
following, as he was walking with me in the Chamber, in his Shp- 
pers, he ſaid, I mnt go into the Market, and preach Repentance to the 
People : And accordingly he went in his Slippers into the Marker, and 
into ſeveral Streets, and preached Repeztance to the People. Several 
others alſo in che Town were moved to ſpeak to the Major and 1Ma- 
giſtrates, and to the People, exhorting them to Repene, Hereupon 


' the Magiſtrates grew very Angry, and ſent for me trom the Sheriff *'s 


Houſe, and Committed me to the Common P7i/oz., When the 
Aſfize came on, there was one moved to come and offer up himſelt 


' for me, Boay for Body; yea Life alſo : But when I ſhould have been 


brought betore the Judge, the Sheriff's Man being ſomewhat long in 
fetching me to the Seſſcons-houſe, the Judge was riſen, before I came. 
At which, I underitood, the Judge was ſomewhat offended, and 
ſaid ; He would have admoniſhed the Youth, if he had been brought be- 
fore him : For I was then Impriſoned by the Name of 4 TOUT H. 
So I was returned to Priſon again, and put into the Common Goal. 
And the Lord's Power was great among Friends ; but the People 
began to be very Rude: Wherefore the Goverzoar of the Caſtle ient 
down Souldicrs, and diſperſed them ; and after that they were quier. 
But both Prieſts and People were aſtoniſhed at the wonderful Power, 
that brake forth: And ſeveral of the Przeſts were made tender, and 
ſome did Contels to the Power of the Lord. 

Now, aſter I was ſet at Liberty from Nottingham-Goal (where I 
had been kept Priſozer a pretty long time) Ttraveled, as before, in 
the Work of the Lord, And coming to: Mansfield-Woodhouſe, there 
was a diſlrafted Moman uMtler a Doitor's Hand, with her Hazr looſe 
all about her Ezrs; and he was about to let her Blood, ſhe being 
firſt bound, and many Pcople being about her, holding her by Vio- 
lence : But he could get no Blood from her. And I delired them to 
6 2 unbind 
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unbiad her, and let her alone ; for they could not touch the Spirit 
in her, by which ſhe was tormented : So they did a»bind her. And 
I was moved to ſpeak to her,and in the ame of the Lord ro bid her, 
Be quiet and ſtill : And ſhe was fo. And the Lord's Power ferled 
her Mind, and ſhe mended ; and afterwards Received the Truth, and 
Continued in it to her Death. And the Lord's Name was honoured ; 


To whom the Glory of all his Works belongs. Many great and 


wonderful Things were wrought by the heavenly Power in thote Days: 
For the Lord made bare his Omaipotent Arm, and manifeſted his 
Power to the Aſtoniſhment of many ; by the healing Vertue where- 
of many have been delivered from great Infirmities, ani the Devils 
were made ſ#bjed through his Name : Of which particular Inſtances 
might be given, beyond what this »zbelievirg Age is able to receive 
or bear. But bleſſed for ever be the Vame of the Lord, and everlalt- 
ingly Honoured, and over all Exalted, and Magniticd be the Arm of 
his Glorious Power, by which he hath wrought gloriouſly ; and et 
the Honour and Praife of all his Works be aſcribed to him alone. 

Now while I was at Marnsfiela-Woodhouſe, | was moved to go to 
to the Steeple-honuſe there, and declare the 7ruth to the Prieſt and 
People. But the People tell upon me in great Rage, and ſtruck me 
down, and almoſt ſtifled and ſmothered me; and IT was cruelly 
beaten and bruiſed by them with their Hands, Bibles and Sticks, Then 
they haled me out (though I was hardly able to ſtand) and pur me 
into the Stocks, where I fate ſome Hours; and they brought Dog- 
whips and Horſe-whips, threatning to Whip me. And atter ſome 
time, they had me before the Magiſtrate, at a Kniohis Houſe, 
where were many great Perſons, who ſeeing, how evilly I had been 
uled, after much T hreatzing, let me at Liberty: But the rude Peo- 
ple /ozed me out of the Town, for Preaching the Word of Life to 
them. And T was ſcarce able to go, or well to ſtand, by reaſon of 
the 1!] Uſage I had received : Yet with much ado I got about a Mzle 
jrom the Town; and then I met with ſome People, that gave me 
{emething ro Comiort me, becauſe T was inwardly bruiſed : But the 
Lord's Power {con healed me again. And that day ſome People were 
Convinced of the Lora"s 17uth, and turned to his Teaching ; at which 
{ rejoiced. 

Then went I out of Nottinghamſhire into Leiceſter-ſhire, ſeveral 
Friends accompanying me. And there were ſome Bapr;/ts in that 
Couniry, whom I celired toſce and ſpeak with ; becauſe they were 
ſeparated from the publick Worſhip. So one Oats, who was one of 
thcir Chiet Teachers, and others of the Heads of them, with ſeveral 
o:hers of their Company, came to Meet us at Barrow; and there we 
01!courſed with them, One of them ſaid, What was aot of Faith, 
was Sin, Whereupon T asked them, What Faith was.? And how it 
was wrought in Man ? But they turned oft ftom that, and ſpake of 
their Baptiſm in Water, Then I asked them, Whether their Moun- 
tain of Sin was brought down, and laid low in them? And their 
rough and crooked Ways made {mooth andftraitin them ? Far they 
Jooked upon the Secripteres, as meaning Outward Mounz is and 
Ways: ButT told them, they muſt find them in their own Hearts : 
W hich they ſcemed to wonJer ar. And we asked them ; Who bapti- 
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2e John the Baptiſt? and whovaptized Peter, John and the reſt of ihe 1649 , 
£pnjiles ? and put them to prove by $5r;pture, that thele were baprgze WNW 
ed 1.1 Hater : But they were filent. Then T asked them ; Jeerns Barrows 


w 
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Ft, who betrayed Chriſt, and was called the Son of Perdition, had 
i/rmned himſelf, what Son of Perdition was that, which Paul ſpake o 
, oa . [ s - , p L 
74121 {te mn the Temple of God, exalted above all that us called God ? 
Ep —_ HR” 

£14 hat Temple of God that was, in which this Son of Perdition [ate ? 
Hd wirrher he, that betrays Chriſt within in himſelf, be not one in 
Nature with that Judas, that betrayed Chriſt without ? But they could 


not tell, what to make of this, nor what to ſay toit. So after we had 
had tome Dilcourle together, we parted; and ſome ot them were lov- 
; Ing tous. 


On the Firſt Day of the Week following we came to Bagworrh, 
and went to a Steeple-Houſe, where ſome Friends were got in; and the 
Peop!e locked them in, and themſelves too, with the Prieſt. But at- 
ter the Przeſ# had done, they opened the Door, and we weat in allo ; 
and had a Servzce for the Lord amongſt them. Atterwards we had a 
Meeting in the Town, amongſt ſeveral People that were in high 
Notions. Then paſting from thence, I heard of a People, that were | 
1 Priſon 10 Coventry tor Relizion, And as I walked towards the Coventry: 
Tail, the Word of the Lord came to me, ſaying, MY LOYE 
WAS ALWATS TO THEE, AND THOU ART ® 
IN MY LOF E. AndTwas raviſhed, with the Senſe of the Love 
ct Goa, and greatly firengthned in my Inward Man. Bur when 1 
| came into the Jail, where thole Priſozers were, a great Power of 
. Darkneſs {:ruck at mez and I fate itill, having my Spirit gathered , 
into the Love of God, At laſt theſe Priſozers began to Razxt, andVa- 

L pour,and Blaſpheme; at which my Soul was greatly grieved. They faid, 
They were VOD: But another of them ſaid, We could not bear ſuch 
| Things. So, when they were calm,T (tood up and asked them,Whether 
3 they cid fuch things by 30z70n,or from Scripture? and they faid ; from 
; Scripture. Then, a Bz#le lying by, IT asked them for that Scripture ; 
and they ſhewed me that Place, where the Sheer was let down to Pe- 

ter, and it was faid to him, What was ſ/azd&ified, he ſhould nor 
call Common or Uncleaa, Now, when I had ſhewed them, That 
that Scripture made nothing for their purpoſe ; they brought another 
Scripture , which ſpake of God's Reconciling all Things to himfelf, 
1 hings in Heaven, and Things in Earth. T told them, I owned rhar 
Scripture alſo; but ſhewed them, that that was nothing to their 
purpoſe neither : Thea ſeeing they ſaid, They were GOD, I asked 
them, If they knew, whether it would Rain to Morrow ? They 
 faid, They conld not tell, I told them, God could teil, Again, I 
asked them ; If they thought, they ſhould be always in that Condi- 
tion, or ſhould change? And they anſwered, They conld not tell. 
Titen faid T unto them, God caz tell, and God doth not change, You 
lay, youare God z and yet you cannot tell, whether you ſhall Change, 
or no, Yo they were Contoundced, and quite brought :'own tor the 
2 time. Thenafier T had Reproved them for their b1aſphemorns Expreſ- 
; ſions, T went away : For I perceived, they were Ranters; andI had 
| mer with none before: And IT admired the Goodneſs of the Lord in 
appearing to unto me, before I went amongſt them. Not long =S_ 
| this, 
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SW YV torth a Paper, or Book of Recantation ; upon which they were tet at 
Coventry. Liberty,

Frum Coventry | went to a Place called Atherfone ; and 1t being 
their Lectyre-day, T was moved to go to their Chappel to ſpeak to tie 
Priefts and People: And they were generally pretty quiet ; Only 
{ome few raped, and would have had my Relarzonus to have bound 
me. TI declared largely to them, how that God was come to 7 each 
his People himſelf, and to bring them off from all thuir Maz-made 
Teachers, to hear his Sz : And ſome were Convizced there. 

Then went I to a Place called Mayker-Boſſoth, and there was a 
Lefure there alſo. And he that preached ihiere that day, was NVarhe- 
niet Stevens, who was Prieſt of the Town, where I was born, And 
he raged much, when I ſpake to him and to the People; and told the 
People, I was Mad: (tho? he had ſaid before to one Colonel Purfoy, 


\ That there was never ſuch a Plant bred in England; ) and Fe bid the 


People, they ſhould not hear me. So the People, being ſtirred up 
by this deceitful Pre/?, fell upon us, and ffored us out of tne Town : 
Yet they did not do us much hurt. Howbeit ſome People were 
made Loving that day ; and others were Confirmed, leeing the Rage 
of both Prieſts and Profeſſors: And ſome cried out, that the Prieſt 
durſt not ſtand to prove his Miniſtry, - 

And as I rraveled thrpugh Markets, Fazrs and divers Places, I 
law Death and Dartxeſs in all People, where the Power of the Lord 
Go lad not ſhaken them. And as I was paſſing on in Leicefter-ſhire, 
i came to a Place called Twy-Croſs, where there were Exciſc-Men ; 
and I was moved of the Lord to go to them, and warn them to take 
heed of Oppreſſize the Poor : And People were much affected with it. 
Now there was 1n that Tows a great Man, that had long lain ſich, 
and was given over by the Phyſicians ; and ſome Friends in the Town 
delired me to go to ſee him. And I went up to him in his Chamber, 
and ipake the Word of Life tohim, and was moved to Pray by him ; 
and the Lord was entreated, and Reſtored him to Health, But when 
I was come down the Stairs, into a lower Room, and was ſpeaking to 
the Servants, and to ſome People” that were there ; a Serving-Mas 
of his came Raving out of another Room, with a naked Raprer in 
his Hand, and ſet it juſt to my ſide. But I looked ſtedfaſily on him, 
and laid 3 Alack for thee, poor Creature ! what wilt thou do with thy 
carnal Weapon ? It is no more to me, than a Straw. The Standers by 
were much troubled, and he went away ina Rage,and fullot Wrath: 
But when the News of 1t came to his Maſter, he turned him out of 
his Service. Thus the Lord's Power preſerved ms, and raiſed up 
the Weak Man; who afterwards was very Loving to Friends: And 
when I came to that Towa again, both he and his Wife came to ſee 
me. 

Aiter this I was moved to go into Darbyſþire, where the mighty 
Power of God was among Friends, And I went to Cheſterfield, where 
one Britland was Prieſt. He was one, that ſaw beyond the com- 
mon fort of Przeſts ; for he had been partly Convinced, and had ſpo- 
ken much on behalf of Truth, before he was Prieſt there: But when 
the Pricſt of that Town di:d, he got the Parſonage, and choked 
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himſelf with it. Sol was moved to ſpeak to him and the People in 
the great Love of God, that they might come off from all Mezs 
Teaci,ing unto God's Teaching ; and he was not able to gainſay, But 
they had me before the Major, and threatned to ſend me, with ſome 
others, to the Houſe of Corretion; and kept us in Cuſtody, ill it 
was late in the Night : And then the Officers, with the Watchmen, 
put us out of the Town, leaving us to ſhift, as we could. Sol 
bent my Courſe towards Darby, having a Friend or two with me: 
And in our way we met with many Profeſſors; and at Kzd/ey-Park 
many were Convinced. : 

Then coming to Darby, I lay at a Dofor's Houſe, whoſe W:fe 
was Convinced; and ſo were leveral more in the Town. And as I 
was walking in my Chamber, che Bell rung ; and it ſtruck at my 
Life at the very hearing of it. So I asked the Woman of the Houle, 
What the Bell rung for ? And ſhe faid, There was to be a great 
Lefare there that day, and many of the Officers of the Army, and 
Prieſts and Preachers were to be there that Day, and a Colozel, that 
was a Preacher, Then was I moved of the Lord to go up to them : 
And when rhey had done, I ipake to them, what the Lord Com- 
manded me ; and they were pretty quier. But there came an Officer, 
and took me by the Hand, and ſaid, Imuſt go before the Magifraxes ; 
and the other Two that were with me. It was about the Firſt Hour 
Afternoon, that we came before them. They asked me, Why we 
came thicher ? I aid, God moved usſoto do; and I told them, God 
dwells not in Temples made with Hands. I told them alſo, All their 
Pr-aching, Baptiſm and Sacrifices would never ſanQtifie them ; and 
bid them, Look unto Chri# zz them, and not unto Men : For it is 
Chri#, that ſanQtifies. Then they ran into many Words ; but I told 
them, They were not to Diſpute of God and Chriſt, but to Obey 
him. And the Power of God thundred amongſt them, and they did fiy 
like Chaff before it, They put me in and out of the Room often, hur- 
rying me backward and forward often : For they were trom the 
Firſt Hour till the Nizth at Night in Examining me. And ſometimes 
they would tell me in a deriding manner, That I was taken up in Rap- 
tures, Atlaſt they asked me, Whether I was Sanftified? lanſwered, 
Fes ; for I was in the Paradiſe of God. Then they asked me, If 7 
had no Sin? T anſwered ; Chriſt my Saviour has taken away my 
Sin; and in him there is no Siz. They asked, How we knew, that 
Chriſt did abidein ws? I ſaid, by his Spirit, that he hath given us. 
They tempriogly asked, If any of #s were Chriſt ? Tanſwered, N AT, 
we were nothing ; Chriſt was all. They ſaid, If 2 Maz ſteal, is it 
no Sin? Tanſvered ; All Unrighteouſneſs is Sin, So when they had 
wearied themſelyes in Examining me, they Committed me and one 
other Man to the Houſe of Corred:0n in Darby for fix Months, as Blaſ- 
x weak X as may appear by the Mittimus, a Copy whereof here 
olloweth ; 
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To the Maſter of the Houſe of Corre&ion in 
Darby, Greeting. 


E have ſent you herewithal the Bodies of George Fox late of 
Mansfield zz the County of Nottingham, axd John Fretwell, 

late of Staniesby in the County of Darby Hushandman, brought before 
rs this preſent Day, ana charged with the avowed uttering” and broachins 
of divers blaſphemous Opinions, contrary to a late &Ct of Parliament, 
which upon their Examination before us, they have Coafeſſed. ' heſe are 
therefore to require you, forthwith upon ſioht hereof, to receive them, the 
{ard George Fox and John Fretwell zzro your Cuſtody, and them there- 
in ſafely to keep during the ſpace of Six Months, without Bail or Main- 
prize, or until they ſhall find ſufficient Security to be of the good Beha- 
Viour, or be thence delivered by Order from our Selves, Hereof you are 


not to fail, Given under our Hands and Seals this 3oth Day of 
Ottober, 1650.

Now did the Prieſts beſtir themſelves in their Pulpzrs to preach 
up Sin for term of Life ; and much of rh-ir Work was, -to plead for 
it : So that People ſaid, Never was the like heard, Then after ſome 
time, he that was Committed with me, not ſtanding faithful in his 
T-ſtimony, got in with the Jailer, and by him made way to the 
Juſtice to have leave to go fee his Mother ; and fo got his Liberty. 
And then they reported, that he ſhould ſay, I had bewitched and de- 
cezved him: But my Spirit was {trengthned, when he was gone. 
Now the Prieſts and Profeſſors, the Juſtices and the TJailer were all in 
a great Rape againſt me, The Failer watched my Words and ACti- 
ons, and would often ask me Queſtions to enfnare me; and ſome- 
times he would ask me ſuch filly Queſtions, as, Whether the Door was 
latched, or not? Thinking, to draw ſome fuddain, unadviſed Anfſ- 
wer from me, from whence he might take A'vantage tocharge 8: 


, upon me: But I was kept watchful, and chaſt, ſo that they could 


get no advantage of me; and they admired at it, 
Not long after my Commitment, I was moved to write both to the 


Prrejts and Magiſtrates of Darby. And firſt I direfted theſe tollowing 
Lines to the Prieſts. 


O Friends. 
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Friends, 1 was ſent unto you to tell you, That if you had SV

ſtood. And after ſome Time I was moved ro write again to the 
Juſtices, that had Committed me to Priſon, to lay their Evils before 
them, that they might Repent. One of them, that ſigned the Mze- 
timus, to wit, Nathaniel Barton, was both a Coloxel, a Juſtice and 
a Preacher : So I writ to them, as followeth ; 


Friends, 

k OU did ſpeak of the Good o!d Way, which the Prophet ſpake 
: of ; but the Propher cryed> againit the Abominations, which 
* you hold up. Had you the Power of Goa, ye would not perſecute 
* the Good Way. He that ſpake of the Gord Way, was (cr in the 
* Stocks: The People Cryed, Away with him to the Stocks, tor 
© ſpeaking the Truth. Ah! fooliſh People, which have Eyes and ſce 
not, Ears and hear not, without Underſtanding | Fear ye not me, 
faith the Lord, and will ye not tremble at my Preſence ! O your Pride 
© and Abominatioas are odious in the Eyes of God You (that are 
© Preachers) have the chiefeſt Place in the Aſſemblies, and are called

I writ alſo to the Court at Darby thus :

© which they cannot bear: And of falſe Oaths, or making them to 
© take Oaths which they cannot perform, The Lord ſaith, I will come 
* ear to Judgment, and will be a ſwift Witneſs againſt the Sorcerers, 
© againſt the falſe Swearers, and againſt the Idolaters, and againſt thoſe 
© that do opprels Widows and Fatherleſs : Therefore take heed of 
© all theſe things betimes. The Lord's Judgments are all true and 
© righteous, and he delighteth in Mercy : So love Mercy, Dear People, 
*and Conlider in Time. 


Likewiſe to the Xingers, who uſed to Rinz the Bells in the Steeple- 
houſe, called S. Peter's in Darby, I lent thele few Lines:

Now, while I was there in Priſon, divers of the Profeſſors came 
unto me to diſcourſe with me: And I had a Senſe, betore they 
{pake, that they came toplead for Sz and ImperfeF;ov. And I ask- 
ed them ; Whether they were Believers, (and had Faith? and they 
faid, Jes. Then I asked them, In» whom? and they ſaid, In 
Chriſt, Then I replyed; If ye are true Believers in Chriſt, you 
are paſſed from Death zo Life ; and if paſſed from Death, then from 
Stn, 
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Sin, that bringeth Death: And if your Fazth be true, it will give I6 go. 
you Yiffory over $i» and the Devil, and purify your Hearts and Con- LV W 
{ciences (tor the true Faith 1s held in a pure Conſcience) and it will parby- 
bring you to pleaſe Goi!, and give you Acceſs to him again. But 'Priſon. 
they could not endure to hear of Parity, and of Vittory over Sin and 

the Devil: For they ſaid, They conld not believe, that any could be free 

from Sin on this Side the Grave, Then TI bid them, give over bab- 

ling about the Scriptures, which were Holy Mens Words ; whilſt 

Wh they pleade.! tor Vnholineſs. Andat another Time another Company 

of Profeſſors came ; and they alſo beganto plead for Si7, And I asked 

them, Whetier they had Hope ? And they ſaid, Jes: God forbid, 

| 4. but we ſhoald have Hope, Then T asked them, What Hope is it that 

| you have? I: Chriſt in you the Hope of your Glory ? Doth it purify 

; you, as heis Pure? Butthey could not abide to hear of being made 

| pure here. Then I bid them, forbear ralking of the Scriptures , 

which were the Holy Men's Words : For the Holy Men, that writ 

the Scriprures, pleaded for Holineſs in Heart, Life and Converſa- 

$ion here , but ſince you plead for Impurity and Sin, which is of the 

Devil, what have you to do with the Holy Men's Words ? 

Now the Keeper of the Priſon, being an high Profeſſor, was 
greatly enraged againſt me; and ſpake very wickedly of me : 
| But 1t pleaſed the Lord one Day to ſtrike him ſo, that he was in 
| great Trouble, and under great Terrors of Mind. And as I was walk- 
ing in my Chamber, T heard a doleful Noiſe ; and ſtanding fill, I 
heard him lay c his Wife: Wife, I have ſeen the Day of Judgment 
and I ſew GEORGE there, and I was afraid of him; becauſe 
I had done him ſo much wrong, and ſpoken ſo much againſt him to the 
; - Miniſters ad Proteflors, and to the Juſtices, and in T averns and Ale- 
| houſes, Aiter this, towards the Evening, he came up into my 
; Chamber, and ſaid to me ; I have been 45 a Lion againſt you : But 
« now I come lize a Lamb, and like the Jailer, that came to Paul and Si- 
las trembling. And he defired, that he might lie with me: TI 

told him, that T was in his Power 3 he might do, what he would : 
But he faid, Nay, he would have my Leave; and he could deſire to be 
always with me, but not to have me asa Priſoner, Aad he ſaid, He 
had been plagued, and his Houſe had been plagued for my fake. So 
I ſuffered tim to lie with me; and then he told me all his Hearr, 
and {aid , He believed, whatlT had faid of the true Faith and Hope, 
to be true : And he wondred, that the other Man, that was pur 
into Priſcz with me, did not ftand toit; and ſaid, That Man was 
at riht, but I was an honeſt Man, * He conieſled allo to me 3 that 
*at thoie Times, when Thad asked him to ler me go forth, to ſpeak 
* the Word of the Lord ro the People, and he had refuſed to let me 
© go, andThaidjaid the weight thereof upon him, that then he uſed 
7 *ro be under great Trouble, amazed and almoſt diſtracted for ſome 
| © time alter; aad in ſuch a Condition, that he had little Strength 
I f Jett him. When the Morning came, he aroſe, and ſoon after went 
to the Juſtices, and told them; That he and his Houſe had been plagued 
fer my ſake : and one of the Juſtices replied (as he repotted to me.) 
that the Plagues were on them too, for keeping me. This was 
Juſtice Bennet of Darby, who was the firſt that called us Quakers, 


becauſe 
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becauſe T bid them, Tremble at the Word of the Lord, And this 
was 1n the Year 1650. 

After this the Juſtices gave leave, That TI ſhould have Liberty t9 
walk a Mile, T perceived their End ; and I told the Jazler, If rhey 
would ſet down to me, how far a Mile was, I might take the liberty of 
walking it ſometimes : For I had a Senſe, they thought, I would go 
away. And the Failer Conteſt afterwards, that tivy did it with 
that Intent, to have me go away, to eale them of their Plague ? 
But I told him, IT was nor of thar Spirit. 

This Failer had a Sifter, who was a ſickly young Woman ; and 
ſhe came_up into my Cham ver to Viſit me ; and after ſhe had ftay'd 
ſome time, and I had ſpoken the Woras of 1rauth to her, ſhe went 
down, and told them; 7 hat we were an Innocent People, ana aid 
none any hurt, but did good to all, even to them that hated us : And ſhe 
delired them to be Tender towards me. 

Now foraſmuch as, by reaſon ot my Reftraznt, I had not the Op- 
portunity of Traveling about, to declare and ſpread Truth through 
the Countries; it came upon me to Write a Paper, and fend it forth 
to be ſpread abroad both amon2(t Frzends, and otner tender People, 
for the Opening of their Underitandings in the Way of Truth, and 
directing them to the true Teacher in themſelves. And it was as 
followeth : | 


, HE Lord doth ſhew unto Man his Thoughts, and diſcovereth 
, all the ſecrer MWorkings in Man, A Man may be brought to 
* ſec his evil Thonghts, ani running Mizd, and vain Imaginarions, 
* and may ſtrive ro keep them down, and to keep his Mzizd in ; bur 
* cannot Overcome them, nor keep his Mind within to rhe Lord. 
* Now, 1n this State and Condition {ubmir to the Spirze of the Lord, 
* that ſhews rem, and that will bring to Wazr upon the Lord ; and he 
* that hath dzſcovered them, will dſtroythem. Therefore ſtand in the 
* Faith of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt (who is the Author of the true 
* Fazth) and mind him ; tor he will diſcover the Rooe of Laſts, and 
* evil Thoughts, and vain Imaginations, and how they are bepotten, 
* conceived and bred ; and then how they are brou:hr forth, and 
* how every evil Member doth work, He will diſcover every Priz- 
* ciple from its own Vatare and Root. 
* So mind the Farth of Chrij?, and the Anointing, which is 19 you, 
* to be taught by ir, which will diſcover all Workings in you : And 
* as he teacheti you, ſo obey and forſake ; elſe you will cot grow 
*up inthe Fazrh, nor in the Life of Chriff, where the Love of God 
*1s received. Now Love begetteth Love, its own Nature and 
* Image : And when Mercy and Truth do meet, what Joy there is! 
* And Mercy doth Triumph in Judomert : And Love and Mercy doth 
* bear the Jud2ment of the World in patience. That which cannor 
* bear the World's Tudzment, is not the Love of God; for Love bear- 
* eth all things, and is above the Worlav ade ment ; forthe World"s 
© Judgment is but Fooliſhneſs. And though it be the World's Juds- 
* meat and Practice, to Calt all the World"; Filthineſs, that is among 
* themſelves, upon the Szizrs; yer their Judoment is falle. Now 
* the 
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* the Chaſte Virgens tollow Ciurilt, the Lams, that takes away ih. Sins 1650: 
* of the World : But they that are of that Spirit, which 15 nor Chaſte, {SN 
* will not follow Chriſt the Lamb 1n his Steps 3 bur are diiobedient to Darby- 
* him in his Commands. So the fleſbly Mind dorh mind the Fleſh, **0n- 
* and talketh flſþbly, and its Knowledge is fleſhly, and not ſpiritual ; 
* but favours of Death, and not of the Spiris of Life. Now jome 
© Men have the Nature of Szze, wallowing in the Mzre : And fome 
* Men have the Nature of Dogs, to bite both the Sheep and one ano- 
© ther: And fome Men have the Nature of Lrozs, to tear, devour 
© and dultroy : And ſome Men have the Nature of WH/otves, to tear 
* an devour the Lambs and Sheep of Chriſt : And fome Men have 
* che Nature of the S-»pext (that old Adverlary) to ſting, envenom 
* and poiſon: He that hath an Ear to hear, let him hear, and learn 
* theſe things within himſelf, And fome Men have the Natures of 
© other Beaſts and Creatures, minding nothing, but earthly and vili- 
© ble rhings, and teeding without the fear of God. Some Men have 
*the Nature of an Hoxſe, to praunce and vapor 1n their Sirength, 
* and to be ſwift in doin Evil. And fome Mcn have the Nature of 
© Tall fturdy Oaks, to Nouriſh and ſpread in Wiſdom and Strengrh ; 
* who are ftrong in Evil, which mult periſh, and come to the Fire. 
* Thus the Evzl 1s but ove zz all, but worketh many Ways ; and 
* whatſoever a Man's or Woman's Vature is addicted to, that is Out- 
* ward, the Evil one will fic him with that, and will pleaſe his Vature

& 0p£n you by his Iaviſible Power and Spirit, and brings down the 
© carnal Vind in you ;. fo the Izviſeble and Immortal things are 
*brovughtro Light in you. O therefore you, that know the Lzght, 
* walk in the Lieht | For there are Childrex of Darkneſs, that will 
© taik 51 the Lizht, and of the Truth, and not walk in it; but the 
* Childr2n of the Lizht love the Lizbe, and walk in the Light. - But 
© the Co!//dren of Darkneſs walk in Darkneſs, and hate the Lzzht ; 
: * and in them the earthly Lults, and the carnal Mind choke the 
© Seed of Faith, and that bringeth Oppreſſion on the Szed, and Death 
* over them, O rherefore mind the pure $p:r:t of the Everlaſting 
© God, which will teach you to uſe the Creatures 1n their right place ; 
* an] which judgeth the Evil. T's thee, O God, be all Glory and 
* Hynour, who art Lord of all Viſivles and Inviſibles ! To thee be all 
* Praiſe, wo briageſt out of the Deep to thy Self, O powerful God, 
* who arr. worthy of all Glory! For the Lord, who created all, and 
© gives Litz and Strength to all, is over all, and Merciful to all. So

© onings do ariſe, to draw from Obedzerce to the Trith of Cirrilt, 
© But the Obedience of Faith deſtroyeth Imagirations, and Queltion- 
© ings, and Reaſonings, and all the Temptations in the Fleſh, and 
© Buftetings, and lookings forth, and ferching up things that are 
© paſt. But not keeping in the Life and Lizhr, and not crofling the 
© Corrupt Will by the Power of God, the Evil Nature grows up in 
© Man; and then Burdens will come, and Man will be ſtained with 


—* that Nature. But Eſas's Mountain ſhall be laid waſte, and become 


© a Wilderneſs, where the Dragons lie : But Facob, the ſecond Birth, 

* ſhall be fruitful, and ſhall ariſe. For Efas is hated, and muit not 
© be Lord : but Jacob, the ſecond Birth, which is perteQ and plain, 
© ſhall be Lozd; tor he is beloved of God.

* Hearts are hilled with everlaſting 77;amph ! They ſing, anc praiſe 
*the Eternal God in S'oz : their Joy ſhall never Man take from chem,

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But many, that had been Convinced of the Truth, turned afide, 1650, 
becauſe of the Perſecution that arole: Whereupon I writ a few WWW 


Lines for the Comfort and Encouragement of the Faithful, thus : Darby-

Now while I was in the Houſe of Correfion,my Relations came to ſee 
me; and being troubled for my Impriſonment,they went to the 9u/tices, 
thar calt me into Priſon, and cc<lired to have me home with them ; 
offering to be bound in Oe hundred Pounds, and others of Darby in 
fifty Pounds a piece with them, that I ſhould come no more thither 
to declare againtt the Prieſts. So I-was had up betore the Juſtzces-; 
and becaule I would not conſent, that they, or any ſhould be bound 
for me (lor 1 was [znocent irom any 17 Behaviour, and had fpoken 
the Word of Life and 7T7#th uato them) TJrſtice Benxet roſe up in a 
rage : and as I was kneeling con nto Pray zo the Lord to forgive him, 
he ran upon me, and firuck me with both his Hands, Crying ; Away 
with him Jailer: Take him away Jailer. Whereupon I was had back 
again to Priſon, and there kepr, until the time of my Commitment 
for Six Months was Expired. But I had now the Liberty of walk- 
ing a Mile by my ſelf; which I made uic of, asT felt freedom. And 
ſometimes I went into the Marker, and Streets, and warned the 
People to Repent of their Wickedneis ; and fo returned to Priſon 
again. Ani there being Perſons of feveral forts of Religion in the 
Priſon, 1 ſometimes went, and vilited cliem in their Meetizgs on the 
Firſt-aays. 

After I had been before the Juſtices, and they had required Sureties 
for my good Behaviour (which I could not Conſent ſhould be given, 
to blemuſh my T2zoccency) Ir came upon me to write to the Juſtices 
again ; which I did as tolloweth :

I did after this manner :

© Every Tree doth ſhew forth its Fruit : The Miniſtry of Jeſus Chri## 
« isin Mercy and Love, to unlooſe them that be bound, and to bring 
< out of Bondage, and to let them that are Captivated, go free. 
© Now Friends, where 1s your Example (if the Scriptures be your 
© Rule) to Impriſon tor Religion ? Have you any Command for it 
« from Chriſt ? If that were in you, which you do profels, you 
« would walk in their Steps, who ſpake forth thoſe Words, the 
© Scriptures, which you do profeſs. Bur he is not a Jew, who is one

Thus having cleared my Conſcience to the Prieſts, it was not long, 
before a Concern came upon me again, to write again to the Juſtices, 
which I did as tolloweth : 


* YT am moved to Warn you to take heed of giving way to your 
* | own Wills, Love the Croſs, and ſatisfy not your own Minds 
©1n che Fleſb ; but prize your Time, while you have it, and walk up 
* to that you krow, in Obedience to God : and then you ſhall not 
© be Condemned for ihit you know not ; but for that vou do &4»ow, 
© and do not obey. Confider betimes, and weigh your ſelves, and ice 
© where you ar:, and whom you ſerve. For if ye blaſpheme God, 
and take his Name in vain; if ye Swear and Lie; if ye give way 
© to Exvy, Hatred, Cow-tonſneſs and Greedineſs, Pleaſures and Wan- 
© fonneſs, Or any other Vices, be afſured then, thar ye do ſerve the 
© Devil: But it ye fear the Lord, and ſerve him, ye will loath all 
* theſe things. He that loveth God, will not blaſpheme his Name : 
* but where there is Oppoſing ot God, and ſerving the Devil, that 
© Profefſion is fad and miſerable O prize your Time, and do not love 
* that which God dothforbid; Lying, Wrath, Malice, Envy, Hatred,Gree- 
© dineſs, Covetouſneſs, Oppreſſion, Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, Whoredom and 
* all Vnrighteouſneſs God doth forbid. So Conſider, and be not de- 
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Eceived; Ewvil Communication corrupts good Manners. Be not de- 
© ceived, God will not be mocked with vain Words : The Wrath of 
© God is Revealed from Heaven againſt all Ungodlineſs. Theretore 
© Obey that which doth Corwzizce you of all Evil, and telleth you, that 
© you ſhould do no Evil: It will lead to Repertance, and keep you in 
© the Fear of the Lord. O look at the Mercies of God, and prize 
© them; and do not turn them into Wantonneſs, O Eye the Lord, 
© and not earthly things / 


Beſides this, I writ the following to Colonel Barton, who was both 
a Juſtice, and a Preacher, as was hinted betore.

* we theein Priſon, and did not come to thee, &c. He replied ; In-

© Friend, thou halt Impriſoned me for bearing Witneſs to the Life 
© and Power or 1rath ; and yet profeſleſt to be a Miniſter of Chriſt : 
© But it Chriſt had ſent thee, thou wouldeſt bring out ot Prz/oz, and 
* out of Bondage, and wouldeſt receive Strangers, Thou haſt been 
* wanton upon Earth, thou haſt lived plenteouſly, and nouriſhed thy 
© Heart, as in a Day of Slaughter : thou haſt killed the Juſt. O

| < that loveth God, keepeth his Commandments. The Devil will tell Priſon. 
© thee, It is an hard thing, to keep God's Commandments : but it is 
© an calic thing, to keep the DeviPs Commandments, and to live in 
«all Unrighteouſneſs and Ungodlineſs, turning the Grace of God 
< into Wantonneſs. But let the Unrighteous Man forſake his Ways, 
« and turn unto me, faith the Lord, and I will have Mercy : Turn ye, 
« phy will ye die? ſaith the Lord. 
© Howl, ye Great Ones, for the Plagnes are pouring out upon you! 
« Howl, ye Oppreſſors, for Recompence and Vengeance is coming 
£upon you! Wo unto them, that Covetoully Join one Horſe to 
© another; and bring one Field ſo nigh unto another, that the Poor 
© can get no more Ground, and that ye may dwell upon the Earth 
6 alone : Theſe things are in the Ears of the Lord of H:ſts, Wounto 
© him that Covetoully getteth evil-gotten Goods into his Houſe, that 


© he may ſet his Neſt on high, to eſcape from the Power of 
6 Evil. 


While I was yet in the Houſe of Correi#;on, there came unto me a 
Trooper, and ſaid ; As he was fitting in the Szeeple-houſe, hearing 
the Przeſf, exceeding great 7 rouble came upon him; and the Voice 
of the Lozd came to him ſaying ; Doſt thou not know, that my Ser- ®? 
want is iuPriluri ! Go to him for direition, So I ſpake to his Cendi- 
tion, and his Underſtanding was opened. AndT told him ; That 
which {hew:d him his Ss, and troubled him for them, would ſhew 
him his Salvation : For he that ſhews a Man his Sin, is the ſame, 
that takes 1t away. Now, while T was ſpeaking to him, the Lord's 
Pozer opered him, fo that he began to have a good Underſtanding in 
the Lora's Truth, and to be ſenſible of God's Mercies; and began to 
{pe-k boidly 10 his Quarters amongſt the Souldzers, and to others, con- 
ceriing Truth (tor the Scriptures were very much opened to him) 
inſomuch that he ſaid ; Hzs Colonel was as Blind as Nebuchadnezar, 
fo caſt the Servant of the Lord into Priſon. Upon this his Colonel had 
a Sprght ar him 3 and at Worceſter-Fight, the Year after, when, the 
| I'wo Armies lying near one another, Two came out from the Kzng's 
"1 Army, and challenged any Two of the Parliament- Army to fight with 
L them ; his Coloxe! made Choice of him and another, to Anſwer the 

Challenge, And when in the Encounter his Companion was ſlain, he 
drave voth his Enemies within Muſquet-ſhot of the Town, without 
firing a P:ftul at them : This, when he returned, he told me with 
his own Mouth, But when the Fight was over, he ſaw the Decezt 
ans Hypocriſy of the Officers : And being ſenſible, how wonderfully 
the Lord had preſerved him, and ſeeing alſo to the End of Fighting, 
he laid down his Arms, 

Now the Time of my Commitment to the Houſe of CorredFicn 
being very neat out, and there being many new Souldzers Raiſed, the 
Commiſſioners would bave made me Captain over them : And the Sol- 
diers cried, They would have none but me, So the Keeper of the 
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Honfe of Corref#ion was Commanded to bring me up before the Com 
miſſioners and Souldiers, in the Market-place ; and there they proffered 
me that Preferment (as they called it) asking me, If I would not 
take up Arms for the Common=-wealth againſt Charles Stewayd ? I told 
them, © I knew, from whence all Wars did ariſe, even from the 
Luſt, according to James his Dottrine: and that I lived in the 
<Yertue of that Life and Power, that took away the Occaſion of 
« all Wars. But they courted me to accept of their Offer, and thought, 
I did but Complement with them. But told them, *©I was come 
© into the Covenant of Peace, which was before Wars and Strifes 
© were. They ſaid, They offered it in Love and Kzndneſs to me, be- 
cauſe of my Vertue ; and ſuch like flattering Words they uſed. But 
I told them, * If that was their Love and Kzdreſs, I trampled it 
< under my Feet. Then their Rage got up, and they ſaid ; Take hims 
away Jailer, and put him into the Dungeon amongſt the Rogues and 
Fellons. So I was had away and put into a louſy, finking Place, 
without any Bed, amongſt ehirty Fellops; where I was kept almoſt 
half a Tear, unleſs it were at Times : For they would ſometime let 
me walk in the Garden, having a Belief of me, that I would not go 
away. Now, whenthey had gotten me into Darby-Dwunpeon, it was 
the Belief and ſaying of People, that IT ſhould never come out : 
But T had Faithin God, and believed, I {ſhould be delivered in his 
Time: For the Lord had ſaid to me before, That I was not to be re- 
moved from. that Place yet, being ſet there for a Service, which he bad 
for me to do. | 

After it was bruited abroad, That I was in Darby-Drnageon, my 
Relations came to ſee me again 3 and they were much troubled, that 
I ſhould be in Priſo : For they looked upon it, to be a great ſhame 
tothem, for me to lie in Fail, It was a ſtrange thing then, to be 
Impriſoned for Religion : And ſome thought, T was Mad, becauſe I 
ſtood for Purity, and Rzi2hteouſneſs, and Perfeton, 

Among others that came to ſee me, and diſcourſe with me, there 
came a certain Perſon trom Nottingham, a Souldier, and that had been 
a Baprtiſh (as Tunderſtood) and with him came ſeveral others. And 
in Diſcourſe this Perſon ſaid to me, Tour Faith ſtands in a Man, that 
died at Jeruſalem, and there was never any ſuch thing, T was ex- 
ceedinply grieved, to hear him ſay ſo; and I faid tro him ; How ! 
Did nor Chrilt ſuffer without the Gates of Jeruſalem through the Pro- 
felling Jews, and Chief Prieſts, and Pilate? And he denied, that 
ever Chriſt ſuftered there outwardly. Then I asked him, Whether 
there were not Chief Prieſts, and Fews, and Plat there outwardly ? 
And when he conld not deny that, then told him : As certainly as 
there was a Chief Prieſt, and Jews, and Pilat there outwardly ; fo 
certainly was Chrift perſecuted by them, and did ſuffer there out- 
wardly under them. Yet from this Man's Words was a Slander 
raiſed upon us, That the Quakers ſhould deny Chriſt, that ſuffered 
and died at Jeruſalem: Which was all utterly falſe ; and the leaſt 
Thought of ir never entred our Hearts ; but it was a meer Slander 
calt upon us, and occaſioned by this Perſon's Words. The fame 
Perſon alſo ſaid 3 That never any of the Prophets, nor Apoſtles, nor 
Holy Men of God ſuffered any thing Outwardly ; but all their Sufferings 
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were Inward, ButT inſtanced to him many of the Prophers and 4po- 1651: 
ftles, how they (uttered, and by whom they uttered : And fo was ww W 
the Power of the Lord brought over his wicked Imaginations and party. 
Whimſies. 

There came alfo another Company to me, that pretended, They 
were Triers of Spirits: And I asked them; What was the fir/# 
Step to Peace? And what it was, by which a Man might ſee 1s 
Salvation? And they were preſently up in the airy Mind, and aid, 
T was Mad. Thus they came to 17y Spirits, who did not know them- 
ſelves, nor their own Sprzts . 

In this Time of wy {mpriſenment, T was exceedingly excrciſed 
about the Proceedings of the Judges and Magiſtrates in their Conrts 
of Judicature. And I was moved to write to ine Judges, concerning 
their puiting Men to Death for Cattel, and Money, and mail Mar- 
ters; and to ſh:w them, how Contrary it was to the Law of Godin 
| old Time ; for I was under great Suffering in my Spirit becau'e. of 

it, and under the very Sex/e of Death ; but ſtanding in the W:ll of 
Ged, an heavenly Breathing arole in my Soul ro the Lord, Thea did 


I ſee the Heavens opened, and1I rejoiced,. and pave Glory to God. 
So I wilt to the Juapes, as lolloweth :

Moreover, I laid before the Judges, what an hurtful thing 1t was, 
that Priſoxers ſhould lie ſo long in Jail; ſhewing, how that they 
learned Badzeſs one of another, in talking of their bad Deeds : and 
therefore ſpeedy Juſtice ſhould be done. For 1 was a terder Tourh, 
and dwelt in the Fear of God; and I was grieved to hear their bad 
Language ; and was often made to reprove them for their wicked 
Words, and evil Carriace towards each other. And People did ad- 
mire, that I was ſo preſerved and Kept ; tor they could never catch 
a Word or Adion trom me, to make any thing of againſt me, 
all the time, that I was there: For the Lord's Infinite Power 
upheld and preſerved me all that time ; to him be Praiſes and Glory 
for ever! 

Now, while I was here in Priſon, there was a young-Woman 10 
the Fail for Robbing her Maſter of ſome Money : and when ihe was 
to be Tried for her Life, I writ to the Judge and to the Fury abour 
her, ſhewing them 3 How contrary it was to the Lay of God in 
oid Time, to put People to Dearh tor Stealing : and moving them 
to ſhew Mercy. Yer ſhe was Condemned to die, and a Grave was 


made for her; and at the Time appointed, ſhe was carried torth. 


to Execution, Then T writ a few Words, © Warning all People to 
* beware of Greedzneſs or Covetonſneſs,tor it leads from God ; but that 
© all ſhould Fear the Lora, and avoid all Earthly Lyfts, and prize 
*their Time, while they have it: This T gave to be read at the Gal- 
lows, And though they had her upon the Ladder, with a Cloath 
bound over her Face, ready to be turned off; yet they did not put 
her to Death, but brought her back again ro Priſon: And in the 
Priſon ſhe afterwards came to be Convinced of God's Everlaſting 
Truth. 

There was alio in the Jaz}, while I was there, a Priſoner, a 
Wicked, Ungoaly Man, who was reputed a Conpurer; and he threat- 
nec, kow he would ralk with me, -and what he would do is ms : 
but ne n.ver had Power to open his Mouth to me, A: on a time, 
the Jeter and he tailing our, he threatned the Jazler, That he would 
Raiſe the Devil, and break ha Houſe down; lo that he made the J a:- 
ler airaid, Then I was moved of the Lord, to go in his Power, and 
Rebuke bit in it 3 and to fay unto him: Come let's fee, what thou 
car:ſt do, and do thy worſk, And Itold him, The Devil was Raiſed 
higt enouoh in him already ; but the Power of God Chained him dowp : 
So he fluncaway, and went from me, 

Now the Time of Worceſter-Fight coming on, Juſtice Bennet ſent 
the Conſtables to preſs me for a Souldier, ſeeing I would not volun- 
tarily accept of a Command : And I told ther, That T was brought 
off from outward Wars, They came down again to give me Preſs- 
Money; but I would take none, Thea T was brought up to 
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Sergeant Holes, and kept there a while ; and then I was taken down 
again, Then, after a while, the Conſtables ferched me up again, 
and chen I was brought before the Commiſſioners ; and they ſaid 1 
ſhould go for a Sou/ater : But I told them, I was dead to ir. They 
ſaid, I was Alive: I told them, where Envy and Hatred is, there is 
Confuſion. They proffered me Mozey twice ; but T would not take

it: Then they were Wroth, and I was Commirted Cloſe Priſoner, 


without Bait or Mainprize. Whereupon I writ to them again, di- 
reting my Letter to Colove! Barton (who was a Preacher) and 
the relt, that were concerned in my Commitment : And I writ 
thus : 


*\ 7 OU, whoare without Chriſt, and yet uſe the Words, which 
: he and his Sazazs have ſpoken, Conſider, neither he nor his 
* Apoſtles did ever Impriſon any; but my Saviour is Merciful even to 
* the Unmercifut and Rebelliow, He doth bring out of Priſon and 
* Bondage : But Men, while rhe carnal Mind doth rule, do Oppreſs 
* and Impriſon. My Saviour faith, Love your Enemies, and do g00d 
6 ro them that hate you, and pray for them that deſpitefully uſe you and 
© perſccute you: For the Love of God doth not perſecute any ; bur 
© loveth all, where it dwelleth: He that hateth his Brother, is « Mur- 
* derer. You profeſs to be Chriſtians, and one of you a Miniſter of 
* Jeſus Chriſt; yet you have Impriſoned me, who am a Servant of 
* Feſus Chriſt. The Apoſtles never Impriſoned any ; but were Impri- 
* ſoned rhemſelves : Take heed of ſpeaking of Chri# in Words, and 
denying him in Life and Power. O Frzexas, the Impriſoning my 
* Body 1s to ſatisfy your Wills; but take heed of giving way to 
* your Wills, for that will hurt you. - If the Love of God had 
© broken your Hearts, ye would not have I»priſoxed me; bur 
*my Love is to you, as to all my Fellow-Creatures : and; that 
© you may Wezzh your ſelves, and ſee, how you ſtand, is this 
© written. 


About this Time I was moved to give forth the following 
Lines, to go amongſt the Convinced and Tender People, to ma- 
nifeſt the Deceits of the World, and how the Prieſts have deceived 
the People : 
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Prion. 6 Ty all you, that love the Lord Jeſus Chri$t with a pure 
« and naked Heart, amd the Generation of the Righ- 
© Teas. 


; HRIST was ever hated ; and che Righteous for his ſake. 
, Mind, who they were, that did ever hate them: He that 
© was born after the Fleſh, did perſecute him, that was born after the 
* Spirit; and fo it is now. And mind, who were the Chiefeſt 
© againſt Chriſt ; even the great Learned Men, the Heads of the Peo- 
* ple, Rulers and Teachers, that did profeſs the Law and the Pro- 
* phets, and looked for ChriFf, They looked for an outwardly-Glori- 
* ous Chriſt, to hold up their outward Glory : But Chriſt ſpake againſt 
* the Works of the World ; and againſt the Prej?s, and Scrbes, and 
* Phariſees, and their hypocritical Profeſſion. He that is a Stranger 
* to Chriſt, is an Hzre/zzg; but the Servants of Jelus Chriſt are 
 Freemeny, The falſe Teachers always laid Burdens upon the Pec- 
©ple : and the #rwe Servants of the Lord did ſpeak againlit them. 
© Jeremiah did ſpeak againlt Hrrelings, and ſaid, It was an horrible 
* thing ; and ſaid, What will ye do in the End? for the People and 
* Prieſts were given to Covetouſneſs, Paul did ſpeak againſt luch, as 
*did make Gazz upon the People; and exhorted rite Saints to rurn 
*away from ſach, as were Covetors Men and Prond Men, {uch as did 
* love Pleaſures more than God ; ſuch as had a Form of Godlinels, 
* but dented the Power thereof. For of this fort ({aid he) are tizey, 
* that Creep znto Houſes, and lead Captive ſilly Viiomen, who are ever 
© learning, but never able to come to the knowledge of the Truth ; Men of 
* corrupt Minds, Reprobate concerning the Faith : and as Jannes and 
* Jambres wrhſtood Moſes, ſo (aid he) do theſe Refeſt the Truth : 
* but they ſhall proceed no further , for their folly ſhall be made ma- 
* nifeſt unto all Men, Moſes forſook Honours and Pleaſures, which 
* he might have enjoyed. The Apottle in his time ſaw this Corrup- 
* 08 CAtTING, Which now 1s fpread over the World, of having a 
* Form of Godlinels, but denying the Power. Ack any of your 
* leathers, whether you may ever Overcome your Corruptions or 
* $725? None of them doth believe that 3 but as long as Man # here, 
* be muſt (they lay) carry avout with him the Body of Sin, Thus 
* Priae is k:pt up, and that Honour and Maſfter-ſhip, which Chriſt 
* denied ; and all Unrighteouſneſs: Yet Multitudes of Teachers; 
* Heaps of Teachers; the Golden Cup full of Abominations! Paul 
* did not preach tor Wages ; but laboured with his Hands, that he 
* might be an Example te all them that follow him. O People, fee 
© wlio follow Paul | The Prophet Jeremiah (aid, The Prophets propheſie 
* falſly, and the Prieſts bear rule by their means; but now the Prieſts 
* bear Rule by the Means they ger from the People « talks away their 
* Means, and they will bear Rule over you no longer. They are 
*.uch, a; the Apoſtle faid, Intrnuded into thoſe thinvs, which they 
* Never 
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* never ſaw, being vainly puffed up with a fleſhly Mind ; and, as 165 r. 
* the Scriptures declare of ſome of old, They go in the way of Cain, WW 
* (who was a Murderer) and iz the way of Balaam, who coveted the parby. 

* Wages of Unrighteouſneſs. The Prophet Micah alſo cried againſt Priſon. 
© the Judges, that Judged for Reward ; and the Prieſts, that taught 

© for Hire 5; and the Prophers, that propheſied for Money; and yet 

© leaned on the Lord, ſaying ; Is not the Lord amongſt us ? Gifts do 

© bliad the Eyes of the Wiſe : And the Gzfe of God was never pur- 

* chaſed with Money. All the holy Servants of God did ever cry 

* againſt Deceit : and where the Lord hath manifeſted his Love, they 

* do loath it, and that Nature, which holdeth it up. 


Again a Concern cameupon me to write unto the Magiſtrates of 
Darby, which I did as followeth : 


Friends, 


* F deſire you to conſider in time, whom ye do Impriſon : for the 
* | Magiſtrate is ſet for the puniſhment of Evil-Doers, and for the 
| * Praiſe of them that do we// But when the Lord doth ſend his Meſ- 
| * ſengers unto you, to warn you of the Woes, that will come upon 
* you, except you Repext ;, then you perſecure them, and put them 
* 1nto Priſon, and: fay ; We have a Law, and by our Law we may ag it. 
* For you indeed Juſtitie your ſelves before Mer ; but God knoweth 
*your Hearts: He will not be worſhipped with your Forms and 
| * Profeſſions, and Shews of Religion, Therefore Conſider, ye that 
| * talk of God, how ye are ſubjeCt to him ; for they are his C/larey, 
"that do his Will. What doth the Lord require of you, but Ts 4s 
* Juſtice, to love and ſhew Mercy, to walk humbly with him, and to 
* help the Widows and Fatherleſs to their Right ? But inſtead there- 
* of ye Oppreſs the Poor, Do not your Judges Judge for Rewards, 
F * and your Prieſts Teach for Hire? The time is coming,that he 
* who ſeeth all things, will diſcover all your Secrets. And know 
| * this aſſuredly, The Lord will deliver his Servants out of your 
* Hands, and he will recompence all your #njuſ# Dealings towards his 
* People. I deſire you to Conſider of rheſe things, and ſearch the 

* Scriptures, and ſee, whether any of the People of God did ever 
* Impriſon any tor Religion; but were themſelves Impriſoned. I dz- 
* fire you ro Conſider, how it is written, that when the Churcs is met 
* rogether, they may 4/1 Propheſy, one by one ; that all may hear, and 
*all may learn, and all may be comforted: And then, If any thing 
* be Revealed to him, that fitteth by, let the firſt hold his Peace, Thus 
* it was inthe trve Church; and thus it ought now to be. But it 1s 
* not ſoin your Aſſemblies : but he that Teaches for Hire, may ſpeak, 
* and none may Contradi him. Again, Conſider the Leherty, that 
* was given to the Apoſtles, even among the unbelieving Fews; when 
* after the reading of the Law and the Prophers, the Rulers of the 
* Synagogne ſaid untothem : Ve Men and Brethren, if ye have any Word 
* of Exhortation for the People, ſay on. I deſire you to Conſider in 
* Stilneſs, and Rrive not againſt the Lord : for he is ſtronger than 
H 2 © you, 
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*you. Though ye hold his People falt lor a time; yer when he 
& comneth, he will make known, who are his: tor his Coming 1s Iike 
© the Refiners Fire, and like Faller's Sope, hen the Stoxe, that 15S {et 
© at nouglit of you Buzlders, ſhall be rhe Heag-Jrove of the Corzer. 
* O Friends, lay theſe things to Hearr, . and let them nor teem light 
© things to you, I wrote unto you in Love, to mind the Laws of 
* God, and your own Souls, and do, as the Hily Men of Grd 
©c14,

Great was the Exerciſe and Travel in Spirit, that I went under 
during my Impriſonment here, becauſe of the Wickedzefs that was in 
this Town : for though there were ſome Convinced there, yet for 
the generality they were an hardened People. And I law the Viſta- 
tion of God's Love pals away from them 3 and I mourned over 


them. And it came upon me to give forth the following Lines, as a 
Lamentation for them ; _ 


, Darby ! As the Waters run away, when the Flood-Gates are 
: up ; fo doth the /7ſitation of God's Love paſs away from 
*thce, O Darby! Therefore look, where thou art, and how thou 
*art grounded 3 and Conlider , before tizcu art utterly forſavern. 
*The Lord moved me Twzce, before Icame to Cry againſt the Decezts 
*and Vanities, thatareinthiice; and to warn all to look at the Lord, 
* and not at May. The Wo is againit the Crown of Priae, and the 
* 10 isagaintt Drunkenneſs and vain Pleaſures, and againſt them that 
* make a Profeſſzon of Religzon in Words, and are high and lofty in 
* Min}, and live in Oppreſſion and Envy. O Darby! thy Profeſſion 
© 2nd Preacning ſtinks before the Lord. Ye do profeſs a Sabbath in 
* Words, and Meet together, dreſſing your ſelves in fize Apparel ; 
* and you uphold Pride. Thy Women go with ſftretched-forth Necks, 
* and wanton Eyes, &c. which the true Prophet of old Cryed againit, 
© Your Aſſemblies are odious, and an Abomination to the Lord : Pride 
* is let. up, and bowed down to 3 Coverouſneſs abounds ; and he that 
* doth wickedly, 1s honoured : So Decezt doth bear with Deceit ; and 
© yet they profeis Chriſt in Words. O the Decezt, that is within thee ! 


*It doth even break my Heart to ſce, how God is diſhonoured in thee, 
* O Darby! 


Now, after that I had ſeen the /iſration of God's Love paſs away 
from this Place, T knew, that my Impriſonment here would not conti- 
nue long : Bur I ſaw, that when the Lord ſhould bring me forth, 
It would be, as the letting of a Lioz out of a Den amoneft the Wild 
Beaſts of the Forreſt, For all Prefeſons ſtocd in a Beaſily Spirit and 
Nature, pleading for Siz, and for the Body of Sin and Imperfeition, 
as long as they lived: And they all kick'd, 2nd yelled, and roar'd, 
end raged, and ran againſt the Life and Spirit, which gave forth 
the Scriptures, which they profeſſed in words. And ſo it was; as 
will appear hereatter, 


There 
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There was a great Judgment upon the Town; and the Magiſtrates 1651, 
were uncaſic about me, and could not agree, what to do with me. WW 
Qae while they would have ſent me up to the Parliament : another parby- 
while they would have Baniſped me tolreland. At firſt they called me a Priſon. 
Deceiver, and a Seaucer, and a Blaſphemey : afterwards, when God had 
brought his Plagnes upon them, then they ſaid, Twas an Honeſt, 
Vertuons Man. But their good Report, and bad Report, their well- 
ſpeaking or their ill-ſpeaking was nothing to me : for the one did 
nor lifr me up, nor the other caſt me down : Praiſed be the Lord ! 
At length they were made to turn me out of Jail, about the be- 
ginning of Wzixter 1n the Year 1651; aſter I had been a Priſc- 
| zer in Darby almoſt @ Tear ; whereof Six Months in the Honſe 


of Correfion, and the reſt of the Time in the Common Jail and 
Dungeon. 


Thus being ſer at Liberty again, IT went on (as before) in the 
Work of the Lord, paſſing through the Country, firſt, imo my own | 
Country of Leiceſterſhire,and iiad Meetings as T went ; and the Lord's | "mod 
Spirit and Power accompanied me. Afterwards TI went near to 
Burton upon Treat, where ſome were Convinced; and ſo to Buſhel- Burton 
Houſe, where I had a Meeting. And I went up into the Country, 1” 
where there were friendly People: But there was an outragious, guſia 


Buſhel- 
wicked Profeſſor, who had an intent to have done me a Miſchief ; Houſe. 


bur the Zord prevented him : Blefled be the Lord / 

And as I was walking along, with ſeveral Friends, I lifred up my 
Head, and ſaw Three Steeple-houſe-Spires ; and they ſtruck at my Life. 
And Iasked Friends, What Place that was ? and they ſaid, Lichfield, Lichfield. 
Immcdiately tae Word of the Lord came to me, thar I muſt go thi- 
ther. So being come to the Houſe, we were going to, I wiſh'd 
Friends, that were with me, to walk into the Houſe; ſaying nothing 
« ro them, whither I was to go. And as foon as they were gone, I 

ſtept away, and went by my Eye over Hedge and Ditch, till I came 
within a Mile of Lichfield; where, in a preat Field, there were 
Shepherds keeping their Sheep. Then was I commanded by the 
Lord to pull off my Syo0s. And I ſtood ſtill (for it was Winter : ) 
And the Word of the Lord was like a Fire in me. So I put off my 
Shoss, and left them with the Shepherds; and the poor Shepherds trem- 
bled, and were aſtoniſhed. Then I walked on about a Mze, till 1 
came into the Cty; and as ſoon as I was got within the Czry, the 
Word of the Lord came to me again, ſaying; Cry, Wo unto the 
bloody City of Lickfield ! So I went up and down the Streets, Crying 
with a loud Voice, WO TO THE BLOODY CITT OF 
LICHFIELD! And it being Market-Day, I weat into the 
Market-Place, and to and fro in the ſeveral Parts of it, and made 
ſtands, Crying as before, WO TO T HE BLOODY CITY 
OF LICHFIELD! Andno one laid Hands on me. But as I 
went thus Crying through the Streets, there ſeemed ro me to be a 
Chanel of Blood running down the Streets, and the Market-Place ap- 
peared like a Poo! of Blood. Now, when I had declared, what was 
upon me, and fclt my {elf Clear, I went out of the Town in Peace ; 
and returning tothe Shepherds, gave them ſome Money, and took my 
Shoos of them again. But the Fire of the Lord was ſo in my Feet, 


and 
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and all over me, that I did not matter to put on my Shoos any more ; 


WYV and was at a ſtand, whether I ſhould or no; till I felt treedom

from the Lord ſo todo: and then, after I had waſhed my Feet, L 
put on my Shoes apain. After this, a deep Conſideration came upon 
me, Why, or for what reaſon, I ſhould be ſent to Cry agarrſt thet 
City, and call it THE BLOODY CITY? For though the 
Parliamezit had the Minſter one while, and the Kzag another while, 
and much Blood had been ſhed in the Town, during the Wars bes 
tween them; yet that was no more, than had befailen many other 
Places. But afterwards I came to underitand, that in the Emperor 
Diocletian's Time a Thouſand Chriſtians were Martyred in Lichfield, 
SoI wasto go, wirhout my Shoos, through the Chanzel of their 
Blood, and into the Pool of their Blood in the Marker-Place, that 
I might Raiſe "7p the Memorial of the Blood of thoſe Martyrs, 
which had been ſhed above a Thouſand Tears before, and lay Cold in 
their Streets. So the Senſe of this Blood was upon me, and Tobeyed 
the Word of the Lord, Ancient Records teſtify, how many of the 
Chriſtian Britains {uffered there. And much 1 could write of the 
Senſe I had of the Blood of the Martyrs, that hath been ſhed 1n this 
Natton for the Name of Chriſt, both under the 1ex Perſecutions, and 
ſince; but [ leave it to the Lord, and to his Book, out of which all 
{hall be Judged : For his Book 1s a moſt certain, true Record, and his 
Spirit a true Recorder. 

Then paſſed T up and down through the Countries, having Meetings 
amonegſt friendly People in many Places : Bur my Relations were of- 
fended at me. So after ſome Time I came into Notrinehamſhire again, 
and to Mansfield, and went into Darbyſbire, viliting Friexds. Then 
paſſing into Yorkſhire, I preached Repentance through Doncaſter, and 
ſeveral other Places; and after came to Balby, where Richard Farnſ- 
worth and ſeveral others were convinced. So traveling through rhe 


Ccuntries to ſeveral Places, preaching Repentance, and the Word of 


Life ro the People, I came into the Parts about Wakefield, where 
James Naylor lived; and he and Thomas Goodyear came to me, and 
were both Convinced, and received 'the Truth. William Demwsbury 
alſo and his Wife, with many more, came to me, who were Cox- 
vinced, and received the Truth, From thence I paſſed through the 
Country towards Captain Purſfloe's houſe by Selby, and viſited one 
John Leek, who had been to vilit me in Darby-Priſon, and was 
Convinced, I had an Horſe, but was fain to leave him, not know- 
ing, what to do with him : for I was moved to go ro many great 
Houſes, to admoniſh and exliort the People to turn to the Lord, Thus 
paſſing on, I was moved of the Loxd to go to Beverly-Steeple-houſe, 
which was then a Place of high Profeſſion. And being very Wer 
withRain, 1 went firſt coan [mm ; andas ſoon as I came to the Door, 
a Toung-w0marn of the Houle came to the Door, and ſaid, What / 7s ze 


you? Come in, laid ſhe, as if ſhe had known me before : for the 


Lord's Power bowed their Hearts. Sol refreſhed my ſelf, and went 
roBed: And inthe Morning, (my Cloarhs being ſtill wet) I got rea- 
dy, and having paid, for what I had had in the In», I went up to the 
Sreeple-houſe, where was a Man preaching. And when he had done, 
I was movcd to ſpeak to him, and to the People, in the mighty Power 
of 
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of God; and turn= them to tieir { eacher, Chriſt Jeſ:s : And rhe 
Power of the Lord was ſo ftrong, rhat it ſtruck a mignty Dread 
amongit the People. And the Major came down tome, and {pake a 
few Words to m-: but noneof them had any Power to meddle with 
me, So I paſſes + :y our of the Fown: And in the Afternoon 
went to another S7cepic-houſe, about Iwo Miles off: And when the 
Prie# had done, I was moved to ſpeak ro him, and io the People 
very largely, ſhewing them the Way of Life and Trnrh, and the 
Ground of Ele&10n and Reprobation. The Prieſt ſai, he was bur a 
Child, and could not d:ſpute with me : Trold him, I did not come to 
diſpute; but to hoid forth the Word of Life and Truth unto them, 
that they might all know the Oze Seed, which the Promile of God 
was to, both in the Male and in the Female, Here the People were 
very loving, and would have had me come again on a Week-day, and 
preach among chem : But Idirected them to their Teacher, Chrij 
Jeſus, and ſo palled away ; and the next Day went to Cranrſick, to 
Captain Purſloe's, who accompanied me to Tuſtice Hotham's, This 
Tuſtice Hotham was a pretty tender Man, one that had had ſome Ex- 
pcriences of God's Workzngs in his Heart, Aﬀeer I had had tome Dif- 
courſe with him of the things of God, he took me into his Cloſer ; 
where litring together, he told me; he had known that Przaciple 
theſe Ter Nears, and was glad, that the Lord did now publiſh ic 
abroad to the People. Atter a while there came a Pref to viſit him, 
with whom alſo I had ſome Diſcourſe concerning 17r4th. But his 
Mouth was quick!y opt : for he was nothing but a Notronift, and 
not in Poſſeſſioz, of what he talked of. 

W hile I was here, there caine a Great Woman of Beverly, to 
ſpeak with J«ftice Hotham 5bout ſore Buſineſs ; and in Diſcouric 
ſhe told him, '{ hat rhe aft Sabbath-day (as ſhe called it) there was a 
Ancel or Spirit came into the Church as Beverly, and ſpake the wonderful 
things of God, to the aſtoniſhment of all that were there : And when it 
had done, it paſſed away ; and they did not know, whence it came, nov 
whither 1t went : But it aſtoniſhed all, both Prie#t, Profeſſors an 
Magiſtrates of the Town. This Relation Juſtice Hotham gave mu at- 
terwaics; ard then I gave himan Account, how I had been thar 
Day at Bewer/p-Steeple-honſe ; and had declared Truth tothe Pricff 
and People tliwcre : . 

There was in tte County thereabouts ſome Moted Prieſts, -end 
D:&ors, that Juſtice Hotham had acquaintance with, and he would 
fain have them {oeak with me ; and offered to fend for thcm, under 
pretence of {ome Buſineſs he had with them : but I with'd him not 
to 60 {o. 

Now when rhe Firſt Day of the Week was come, Juſtice Hotham 
walked out with rme into the Fielis 3 and then, Captain Purſioe com- 
ing up after us, Juſtice Hotham left us, and returned home ; but 
Captain Purſlve went with me into the Sreeple-houſe. And when the 
Prieft had done, I-ſpake to both Przeſt and People ; and declared to 
them the {1/ord of Life and Truth, and directed them, where they 
might find their Teacher, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Some of the People 
wete Coxvinrced there that Day, and received the Truth, and ſtand tait 
init ; and have a fine Meeting there-a-ways to this Day. : 
iT 
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i651, Jn the Afternoon] went to another Szeeple-houſe, about Three Mes 
LV off, where preached a great Figh-Prieff, called a Dowor (being 
YrbM.ire, One of them, whom Juſtice Hotham would nave lent for, to have {po- 
| ken with me.) SoT went intothe Steeple-houſe, and ſtayed, til! rhe 
Prieſt had done (Now the Words, which he took for his Text, were p 
theſe; Ho, every One that Thirſteth, come ye to the Waters, and 
he that hath no Money, come ye, buy and eat, yea come, buy Wine and 
Ailk without Money and without Price.) Then was I moved of the 
Lord God to {ay unto him 5 Come aown, thou deceiver ; Doſt thou bid 
People, Come freely, and take of the Water of Life freely, and Jet thou 
takeft Three hundred Pounds a Year of them,” for preaching the Scri- 
otures to them! Mayeſt not thou bluſh fer ſhame! Did the Prophet 
Taiah and Chriſt do ſo, who ſpake the Words, and gave them forth 
freely ? Did not Chriſt ſay to his Miniſters, whom he ſent to preach, 
Freely ye have recezved, freely give ? So the Prie#f, like a Man ama- 
zed, haſtned away. And aſter he was gone, and had left his Flock, 
T had as much Time, as IT could deſire, to ſpeak to the People. And 
T direQted them from the Darkneſs to the Light, and to the Grace of 
God, that would Teach them, and bring them Salvation ; and to the 
Spirit of Godin their Inward Parts, which would be a free Teacher 
unto them. 

Then, having Cleared my ſelf amongſt that Pcople, T returned 
to Juſtice Hothaws Houle that Night ; who when I came 1n, took 
me in his Arms, and ſaid: His Houſe nas my Houſe, for he was 
excecding glad at the work of the Lord, and that his Power was Re- 
vealed, Then he told me, Why he went not with me to the Szeeple- 
hoaſe in the Morning, and what Reaſonings he had in himſelf about 
it: for he thought, if he had gone with me to the Sreeple-houſe, the | 
Officers would have put-me to him 3 and then he ſhould have been fo 
put tO 1t, that he ſhould not have known, what to have done : But 
he was glad, he ſaid, when Captazz Parſlze came up to go with 
me. Yet neither of them was dre#, nor had their Bazds about their ; 
Necks. Andit was a ſtrange thing then, ro ſee a Man come into a j 
Steeple-houſe without a Band: Yet Captain Purſloe went in with me 
without his Bard ; the Lord's Power and Truth had {o afteQed him, 
that he minded it not. : 

From hence I paſſed on through the Country, and came at Night 
toan [z7, where was a Company of rude People ; and TI bid the 
Woman oft the Houſe, if ſhe had any Meat, to bring me ſome : But 
becauſe I ſaid Thee and Thou to her, ſhe looked ſtrangely on me. 
Then I asked her, if ſhe had any Milk? and ſhe ſaid, No. I was 
{enlible, ſhe ipake falſly : And ſeeing a Charz ſtanding in the Room, 
and being willing to try her further, T asked her ; If ſhe had any 
Cream ? [he denied, that ſhe had any, Now there ſtood a Churz in 
the Room, and a little Boy playing abour it, put his Hands into it, 
and pulled it cown; and threw all the Cream on the Floor before my 3 
Eyes. Thus was the Woman manifeſted to be a Liar. The Woman J 
was amazed, and blelt her ſelf, and rook up the Child, and whipe it 
lorely : But I reproved her for her Lying and Deceir. Afﬀier the 
Lord had thus diſcovered her Deceit and Perverſaeſs, T walked out of 
the Houſe, and went away, till T came to a Stack of Hay, and lay in 
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the Hay-Stack that Night, in Rain and Szow ; it being but Three I65T, 
Days before the Time called Chriſtmas. WaFAC) 

The zext day I came into Tork , where were ſeveral People, that york. 
were very tender. And upon the Fir/t-Day of the Week tollowing 
I was Commanded of the Lord, to go to the great Minſter, and 
{peak to Prieſt Bowles and his Hearers 1n their great Cathedral, Ac- 
cordingly I went: and when the Prieſt had done, T told them 3 Thad 
ſomething from the Lord God to ſpeak to the Prielt and People. Then 
ſay on quickly, laid a Profeſſor, that was among them ; for it was 
Froſt aud Snow, and very Cold Weuher, Then I told them ; This 
was the Word of the Lord God unto them, that they lived in Words ; 
bat God Almightly looked for Fruits amongſt them. As 1oon as the 
Wor.s were our of my Mouth, chey hurricd me out, and threw me 
down the Szeps : but I got up again without hurt, and went to my 
Lodeing againz and ſeveral were Convinced there. For the very 
Groans, that aroſe trom the Weight and Oppreſſion, that was upon the 
Spirit of God in me, would open People, and (trike them ; and 
make them Conteſs, That the Groans, which brake forth through me, 
did reach them: For my Life was burthened with their - Profeſſion 
withourt Poſſeſiza, and Words withour Fruit. 

Now after I had done my preſent Service in Tork, and that ſeveral 
were Convinced titere, and received the Truth of God, and were 
turned to his Teaching ; T palled out of Tork, and looked rowards 
Cleaveland, And I law, there was a People, that had talted of the 
Power of God ; and 1 faw then, there was a Seed 1n that Conntry, 
and that Go had an humble People there. Sol paſſed onwards thar 
Night ; anda Pap/ſf# overtrook me , and talked to me of his Religion, 
and of their Mzetzgs : and I let him ſpeak all that was 1n his Mind, 
That Night I {tayed at an Ale-houſe; and the next Morning I was 
moved of the Lord to ſpeak the Mord of the Lord to this Papijt. 
So I went to his Hcuſe, and declared againſt his Relzgzon, and all 
their Superſtitious Ways; and told him, that God was come to feach 
; his People himſelf. This put the Papz/t into ſuch a Rage, thac he could 

not then cndure to ſtay in his own Houſe. 

The ext day I came to Burraby, where there was a Prieſt, and Burraby. 
ſeveral Friendly People Met together : Many of the People were Con- 
vinced, and have continued faithful ever ſince; and there 1s a great 
Meeting of Friends in that Town. The Prieſt allo was forced to 
Contels co 17uth, though he Came not into it. | 

The day followizz I pailed ro Cleaveland, amongit thoſe People, that cicare. 
had taſted of the Pover of God : They had tormerly had great Meez- land. 
ings, but were then all ſhattered to pieces ; and the Heads of them 
turned Raxters, TI told them, * Thar after they had had ſuch Meer- 

* ings, they did not Wait upon God to feel his Power, to gather their 
© Minds Inward, that they might feel his Preſence and Power a- 
* moneſt them in their Meetings, to fit down therein, and Waic up- 
© on him : for they had ſpoken themſelves dry ; they had ſpear their 
« Portions, and nor living in that, which they ſpake of, they were 
- * now become DRY, They had ſome kind of Meetings (till ; but 
* they took Tobacco, and drank Ale in their Meetings 3 and were 
* orowa light and looſe, But my Meſſage unto them from the Lord 
I was, 
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was, * That they ſhould all come together again, and Wait zo feel 
© the Lord's Power and Spirit an themſelves, to gathcr them ro Chrilt, 
* that they might be taught of him, who ſays, Lears of me. For 
© when they had declared, that which the Lord had opened to 
them, then the People were to receive it ; and both the Speakers and 
© Hearers were to live in that themſelves. But when thele had no 
© more to declare, but went to ſeek Forms without Life ; that made 
© themſelves dry and barren, and the People allo : and from thence 
© came all their Loſs: for the Lord renews his Mercies and his 
« Strengthtothem that Wait upon him. The Heads of thele People 
came to nothing: but moſt of the People came to be Convinced, 
and received God's everlaſting Truth, and continue a Meetizg to 
this day ; ſitting under the Teaching of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their 
Saviour. 

Upon the Firſt day of the next Weck the Word of the Lord came to 
me to go to the Sreeple-houſe there ; which 1 did. And when the 
Prieſt had done, I ſpake the 7ruth to him and the People, and direCted 
them to their Teacher within, Chriſt Jeſus, their free Teacher, that 
had bought them. The Pre came ro me; andI had a little Dil- 
courſe with him : but he was foon ſtopt, and filent, Then, being 
Clear of the Place, I paſſed away, having had ſeveral Meetings a- 
monegſt thoſe People. 

Though at this time the Szow was very deep; yet I kept ttaveling : 
And going through the Country, came toa Marker-Town, where I 
met with many Profeſſors, with whom I had much Reaſoning ; and 
I asked them many Queſtions, which they were not able to Anſwer ; 
but ſaid, They had wever had ſuch deep Queſtions put to them in all 
their Lives, 

From them I went to another Place called Szath, where alſo 
I met with many Profeſſors, and ſome Ramters., I had great 
Meetings amongſt them., and a great Convincement there was, 
and many received the Truch : amonz{t whom One was an Anciext 
Man of an hunarea Tears of Aze; Another was a Chief Conſtable ; 
and a third was a Prieſt, whole Name was Philip Scafe: Him the 
Lord, by his free Spirit, did afterwards make a free Mzzifter of his 
free Goſpel. 

The Przeſt of this Town was a lofty Prieſt, and did much Oppreſs 
the People for his Tzthes : for if they went a Fiſbins many Leagues 
off, he would make them pay the 7he-Money, of what they made 
of their Fiſh ; though they catched them at a great diſtance, and 
carried them as far as Tarmouth to ſell, Now I was moved to go to 
the Sreeple-houſe there, to declare the Truth, and lay open the 
Prie##, And when T had ſpoken to the Prze/#, and laid his Oppreſſin 
of the People upon him, he fled away. The Chief of the Par: 
were very light and vain : So after I had ſpoken the Word of Life to 
them, I turned away from them, becauſe they did not receive it 
and leit them. But the Word of the Lord, which I had declared 
amongſt them, ſtuck with ſome of them ; fo thar at Night ſome of 
the Heads of the Pariſh came to me: and moſt of them were Con- 
vinced and latisfied, and confeſt to the Truth. Thus the Truth began 
to ſpread up and down that Country, and great Meetings we had ; 
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at which the Prieſt began to rage, and the Raxters began to be (tir- 1051, 
red : and they {eat me word, that they would have a Diſpute with WWW 
me; both the Oppreſſng Prieſt, and the Leader of the Ranters, A 

| day was ſet, and the Ranter came with his Company : and another ; 

| Prieſt, a Scotch Man, came 3 but not the Oppreſſing Prieſt of Stath. 


Philip Scafe, who had been a Praeft, and was Convinced, was with 
me; and a great Number of People were met. When we were ſet- 
led, the Ranter, whole Name was T', Buſhe!, toid me ; He had had 
a Viſion of me, that I was ſuting in a great Chair, and that he was to 
come and put off his Hat, aud bow down te the Ground before me ; and 
he didſo ; and many other flattering Words he ipake. I cold him, 
It was his own Figure: and laid unco him, Repent thou Beaſt. He 
{a1d, it was Jealouſy in me to ſay ſo. Then 1 asked him thc Ground 
of Jealouſy, and how it came to be bred in Man? Ana the Varure 
of a Beaſt, what made it? And how that was bred in Man ? For T 
{aw him direQly in that Nature of the Beaſt ; and therefore T would 
have known of him, how that Nature came to be bred in im? TI 
told him, He ſhould give me an Account of things done in the Body, be- 
fore we came to aiſconrſe of things done out of the Body, So I ſtopt 
up his Mouth, that he could ſay no more ; and all his Fellow-Razters 
were ſilenced : for he was the Head of tiiem. Thea I called tor the 
Oppreſſing Prieſt ; but he came not: Onaly the Scotch Pricft came ; 
but h1> Mouth was ſoon ſtopt with a very few Words ; he being out 
of the Life of what he did profeſs. Then had I a good Opportunity 
with the People : and I laid open the Raxters, rankingthem with the 
old Ranters in Sodom. And the Prieſts I manifeſted to be of the 
ſime ſtamp with their Fellow-H{relings, the falſe Prophets of old, 
and the Prieſis that then bore rule over the People by their Means, 
ſeeking for their Gain from their Quarter, Divintng for Money, and 
: Teaching for filthy Lucre: and fo IT brought all che Prophets, and 
: Chriſt, and the Apoltles over the Heads of the Prieſts, ſhewing, 
. how the Prophets, Chriſt and che Apolties had long fiace diſcovered 
them by their Marks and Fruits, Then I direQted People to their 
| Inward Teacher, Chriit Jeſus their Saviour; and IT prezched up 
Chriſt in the Hearts of his People, when all theſe Mountains were 
laid low. The People were ali quiet, and the Gainſayers Mouths 
4 were ſtopped : for though they broil-d inwardly, yet the Power 
' | bound them down, that they could not break out, TV; 
After the Meeting was over, this Scorriſh Prieſt defired me to walk 
with him a zop of the Cliffs, Whereupon I called a Brother-:n-Law 
of his, who was in ſome meaſure Convinced, and deſired him 10 go 
with me, telling him ; I'was willing to have ſome Body by, to hear, 
what we ſaid ; left the Przeſt, when I was gone, ſhould report any 
thing of rae, which I did not ſay. So we went together ; and as 
: we walked, the Przft acked me many things concerning the Lzght, 
Y and concerning rhe Soul : Toall whichT anſwered him fully, When 
L I:c had done queſtioning, we parted; and he went his way : and as 
he went, meeting with the other Preeff, Philip Scafe, that was Con- 
vinced, he brake his Cain againit the Ground in Madneſs, and faid, 
| If cver he met with me again, he would have my Life, or I ſhould have 
= * his; a.ding, that he would give his Head, if T was not knockt down 
I 2 mithin 
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1651, within a Month, By this Friends {uſpeCted, his intent was, 1n defi- 
WV r:ng me to walk with him alone, either to have Thruſt me down from 
Stath, Off the Cliff, or to have done me ſome other Miſchief : And that 
when he law himſelt fruſtrated 1n that, by my having one with me, 
that made him rage ſo. But I feared neither his Propheczes, nor his 
Threats : for T icared God Almighty, But ſome Friends, through 
their Aﬀ+eQtion to me, feared much, that this Pr; would do me 
fome 4:{chief, or ſet on Others to co it. Yet after ſome Years, this 
very Scotch Pricſt, and his Wiſe allo came to be Convinced of 
the Truth ; and about Twelve Nears atter this I was at their Houſe. 


Airer this there came another Przeff to a Meeting, where I was, - 


(cnc hat was 1n Repute above all the Przefts in the Country) and 
as I was ſpeaking in the Meeting, That the Goſpel was the Power of 
God, and Bow it brought Life and Immortality to Light 1n Men, and 
ſo was turning People from Darkrefs to the Light ; this high-flown 
Prieſt ſaid, The Goſpel was Mortal. I told him, The true Miniiter 
{41d, The Goſpel was the Power of God; and would he make the 
iower of God Mortal ? Upon that, the other Prielt, Philip Scafe, 
that was Convinced, and had felt the Immortal Power of God in him- 
{c1f, took him up, and reproved him; and ſoa great Diſpute aroſe 
betwecn them: the Convinced Priefi holding, rhat the Goſpel was 
Immortal; and the other Prieft holding, that it was Mortal. But 
the Lord's Power was too hard for this Oppoſing Prieſt, and ſtopp'd 
his Mouth : And many People were Convinced, ſeeing the Darknels, 
that was in the Oppoſine Pricft, and the Light that was 10a the Coz- 
znced Prieſt, 

Then another Przeft ſent to have a Diſpute with me, and Friends 
went with me to tie Houſe, where he was: But when he under- 
fiood, we were come, he flipr out of the Houſe, and hid himſelf un- 
der an H:dze. The People went to ſeek him, and-found him ; but 
coulJ'not get him to come tous. ThenT went to a Sterple-houſe hard 
by there, where the Pre} and People were in a great rape : This 
Prieſt had threatned Friends, what he would do ; but when Icame 
thcre, he would not ſtand, bur fled : for the Lord's Power came over 
Fim and tnem. Yea, the Lord's Everlaſting Power was over the 
World, and did reach to the Hearts of People, and made both Prieſts 
and Profeſſors tremble, Tr ſhook the earthly and airy $pirir, in which 

s7 they heid their Profeſſion of Religion and Worſhip ; ſo that it was a 
dreadful thing unto them, when it was told them, * The Man #n 
Leathern Breeches is come. At the hearing thereof the Prieſts in ma- 
ny Places would get cut of the way 3 they were {o ſtruck with the 
dread of the Eternal Power f God: and Fear ſurprized the Hypocrites. 

Whitby. From this Place we palled to Whitby and Scarborough, where we had 
Scaro- fome Service for the Lord ; and there are large Meetings ſettled there 
work fince. Irom thence I paſſed over the Wowls to Malton, where we 
Mal:on. had great Me-tings 3 as we had aifo at the Towns thereabouts. At 
one of thoſe 1 owns there was a Prieft ſent me a Challenze, to diſpute 

with me : But when I came, he woul1 not come forth. So T had a 

g004 Opportunity with the People, and the Lord's Power ſeized up- 

-0n them :; Ang one, who had been a Wd, drunken Man, was reached 
there, to that ke came tomeas lowly,asa Lam ; though he and 

his 
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his Companions had before ſent for Drink, to make the ruds People 165 rt. 
drunk, on purpo's, that they might abuſe us. So when the Prieſt WW 
wonl-3 noc come forth, I was moved to go to the Steeple-houſe there ; Yorkſhire: 
and the Prieſt was Confounded, and the Lord's Power came over 
all. . 
On the Fir/t-day following, there came one of the higheſt Inde- 

pendent-Profeſſors, a Woman, who had let in fuch a Prejudice againit 

me, thar {he laid, before ſhe came, She could willingly have gone to 
ſee me hang'd, Bui when ſhe came, ſhe was Copvinc'd ; and remains 

a Friend. | 

Then I turned to Malton again, and very preat Meetings there Vialton. 

were ; to which ſeveral People more would have come, but durit 

not for fear of their Relations: for it was thought a ſtrange thing 

then, to preach in Houſes, and not go to the Church (as they call*d it;) 

ſo that I was much deſired, to go and {peak in the Steeple-houſes. 

Oae of the Przefts writ to me, and invited me to preach in his Sreeple- 

houſe ; calling me his Brother : Another Pref}, a noted Man, kept a 

Lefture there. Now the Lord had ſhewed me, while I was in Dar- 
by-Priſon, 'T hat I ſhould ſpeak in Steeple-houſes, to gather People from 

thence ; and 1 Concern ſometimes would come upon my Mind about 

the Palpits, thac the Prieſts lolled in. For the Steeple-honſes and Pul- 

pits were oftenſive to my Mind, becauſe both Przefts and People called 

chem the H.vſe of God, and I4vized them; reckonn?, rhat God 

dwelt there in the outward Houſe : whereas they ſhould have looked 

tor God and: iſt to awell in their Hearts, and their Bodzes to be made 

the 7 2:2p/-5 of Grd: tor the Apoſtle ſaid, Gon dwellerh not in Temples 

made with Finds: But by reaſon of the People's 1dolizrng thoſe 

Places, it was counted an heinous thing to declare apainit them. Now 

wizten I came into the Steeple-houſe, there were not paſſing Eleven 
Hearers; and the Prieſt was preaching to them. But after it was 

known in the Town, that T was 1a the Steeple-houſe, it was ſoon filled 

with People. When the Przeff, that preacht that day, had vone, 

he feat the other Prieſt, that had Invited me thither, to bring me up 

into the Pulpit : but I feat back Word to him, that I needed not to 

go into the Pu/pir. Then he ſent to me again, deliring me to go up 

into 1t ; for (he ſaid) it was a better Place, and there T might be 

ſeea of the People. 1 ſent him Word again, I could be ſeen and 

heard well enough, where I was ; and that I came not there to hold 

up fuch Places, nor their Maintenance and Trade, Upon my ſaying 

ſo, they began to be angry, and ſaid, Theſe Falſe Prophets were to _ 

come in the laſt Times. Their laying ſo, grieved many of the People ; 

and ſome began to murmur at it. Whereupon I ſtood up, and 

deſired all ro be quiet : agd ſtepping upon an Hgh Seat, *I declared 

* unto them the Marks of the falſe Prophets ; and ſhewed, T hat they 

* were already come ; and ſet the true Prophets, and Chriſt and his Apo- 

© ſtles over them; and manifeſted, theſe to be out of the Steps of 

* the true Prophets, and of Chriſt and his Apoſtles. And I directed 
* the People t9 their Taward Teacher, Chriſt Jeſus, who would rurn 
* ther {from the Darkneſs to the Lidht, And having opened divers 
J Scriptures ro themyl direQed them to the $pzrze of God in themſelves, 
'Þ * by which they might come to him ; and by which they might alſo 
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* come toknow, who the falſe Prophets were. Sohaving had a large 
time among them, I departed 1n Peace. 

After ſome time, traveling in the Country, I came to Pzckerzng, 
where in the Steeple-houſe the Juſtices eld their $:ſrons 5 Jullice 


Robinſon being Chairman : and I had a Meetizo in the School-honſe 


at the ſame time ; and abundance of Przeffs an Profeſſors came to 
it, asking Queſtions; which were Azſwered to tlicir Satisfatlion, 
And it being Seſſions-time, four Chief-Conſtables, and many other 
Poople were Convinced that day. And word was carricd to Juſtice 
Robinſon, that his Prie# was Overthrown ani! Convinced ; whom he 
had a Love to, more than to all the Przeſts beftles. After the Meet- 
ing was done, we went to an Iz, and Juſtice Robinſon's Prieſt was 
very lowly and loving; and would have paid zer my Dinner : but 
would by no means ſuffer it. Then he offered, that I ſhould have 
his Steeple-honſe to preach in; But I denied it, and told: him and 
the People, That I came to bring them off from ſuch things 
to Chrift. 

The zext Morning TI went up, with the Four Chief-Conſtables, and 
ſome others, to viſit Juſtice Robinſon ; who met me at his Chamber- 
door. T told him, I conld not honour him with Maus Honour ; and 
he ſaid, He did not look for it. So I went into his Chamber, and 
opened te him the Szate of the falſe Prophets, and of the true Pro- 
phets ; and ſer the true Prophets, and Chriſt, and the Apoſtles over 
the other ; and direQed his Mind to Chrift his Teacher. ; and opened 
to him the Parables, and how Eleion and Reprobation {tood ; as tlat 
Reprobation ſtood in the firſt Birth, and Eleitjon iftood inthe ſecond 
Birth : 1 ſhewed alſo, what the Promiſe of God was to, and what 
the Tudement of God was againſt, He Conteſled to itall ; and was 
{ſo opened with the Trath, that when another Juſtice, that was pre- 
ſent, made ſome little Oppoſition 5 he Informed him. At our parting 
he ſaid, It was very well, that I did exerciſe that Gift, which God had 
given me : And he took the Chief-Conſtables alide, and would have 
given them fome Moxey, to have given me, ſaying; He would not 
have me be at any Charge in their Country : but they told him, That 
they themſelves could not get me to take any Money; and fo accept- 
ing 21s Kindneſs, refuſed his Morey. 

From thence I paſſed up into the Country, and the Prieſt that cal- 
led me Brother (1n whoſe School-houſe I had the Meeting at Pickering) 
went along with me. When we came into a Towz to bair, the Bells 
rang: Whereupon I asked, What the Bells yazg tor? And they 
laid , for me to preach in the Steeple-houſe. Atier ſome Time I 
telr Drawings that way : And as I walked to the Steeple-honſe; 1 
law, the People were gathered together in the Stceple-honſe-yard. 
The Old Prieſt would have had me gone into the Szeeple-houſe ; but 
I ſaid, Nay, zt was zo matter : But it was ſomething itrange to the 
People, that I would not go into that, which they called the Ho»fe 
ol God, ThenlT ſtood up in the Steeple-houſe-yard, and declared to 
*the People, © That I came not to hold up their Ido!-Temples, nor 
* their Przeſts, nor their Tithes, nor their Aromentations, nor their 
* Prieſts-wages, nor their Jewiſh and Heatheniſh Ceremonies and Trad!- 
*ftons (tor I denyed all theſe) and told them, that that piece of 
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© Ground was no more Holy, than another Piece of Ground. And I 165r. 
© ſhewed them, that the Apoſtles going into the Jews Synagogues and WW WV 
6 Temples, which God had Commanded, was To bring People off from Yortftire: 
* that Temple, and thoſe Synagogues, and trom the Offerings and 
«Tithes, and Covetous Prieſts of that Time, And that ſuch, as came 
© to be Convinced of the Truth, ard Converted to it, and believed in 
« Tcfus Chriſt, wi:om the Apoitles preached; they met together atter- 
* wards in Dwell;zg-Houſes. And that all who preach Chriſt, rhe 
*Word of Life, ought to preach freely, as the Apoſtles did ; and as 
© he had Commancded. So I was ſent of the Lord God of Heaven and 
« Earth to preach freely; and to bring People off from thetic outward 
« Temples made with Hands, which God dwelleth not in;that they might 
* know their Bodzes #© become the Temples of God and of Chriſt : 
* And to draw People off from all their Superſtitions Ceremonies, and 
& Jewiſh and Heatheniſh Cuſtoms, Traditions and Dottrines of Men ; 
| © and irom all the World's Hireling-l eachers, that take T1 ithes and 
« great Wages, preaching for Hire, and divining for Money, whom 
£ Got! and Chrilt never fent, as themfclves conteſs, when they fay ; 
© They never heard God's Voice, nor Chris Voice, Therefore I ex- 
© horted the People to come off from all theſe things, and direCted 
© them to the Sp7r7t and Grace of God in themſelves, and to the Light 
© of Jeſus in their own Hearts ; that they might come to know Chriſt, 
© their Free [eacher, to bring th:m Salvation, and to open the 
© Scriptures to them. Thus the Lord gave me a good Opportunity 
amongſt them, to open things largely unto them ; and all was qui- 
et, and any were Convinced : Bleſſed be the Lord. 

I palſed on to another 7 own, where there was another great Meet- 
ing, and the 0/4 Prieſt helore-mentioned went along with me ;* and 
there came Profeſſors of ſeveral forts to it. Now I fate on an Hay-ſtack, 
and ſpake nothing for ſome Hours: for T was to famiſh them from 
Words. And the Profeſſors would ever and anon be {peaking to the 


} Old Prieft, anc asking him, When I would begin? and when I wonld 
" ſpeak? And he bad them Wait; and roid them, That the People. 
I; waited upon Chrift a long while, before he ſpake. At laſt I was moved 


of the Lord to ſpeak ; and they were {truck by the Lord's Power, 
and the Word ot Life reached to them, and there was a Gezeral Cox- 
vincement amon9 (t them. 

From hence I paſſed on, the 07d Prieſt being ſtill with me, and 
{everal others. Ard as we went along, ſome People called to the 
Old Prieſt, and laid ; Mr. Boyes, We owe jou ſome Money for Tithes, 
pray come and take it, But the Od Prieſt threw up his Hands, and 
laid; Her had enough, he would have none-of it ; they might keep tt : 

And, he praiſed the Lord, he had enough, 

At length we came to this O/d Prae#s Steeple-houſe in the Moors: 
And when we were come into it, the 0/d Pri:ft went before me, and 7iMoors: 
held opzn the Pulpit-Door ; but T forbad him, and told him, T 
ſ!hou'd not go into it. This Steeple-houſe was very much painted ; 
and I toid him and the People, That the paznted Beaſt had a painted 
Hzyfe. ThenT opened to thern the Riſe of all thoſe Houſes, and their 
L Supcrititious Ways; ſhewing them, that as the End of the Apo- 

b ftles going 1ato the Temple and Synagogues, Which God had Com- 
7 rmanded; 
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1657. manded, was not to hold chem up; but to bring them to Chriſt, 


UYV the Subſtance: So the End of my coming there, was not, to hold up 
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theſe Temples, Prieffs and Tithes, which God had never Commanded; 
but to bring them off from all thele things, to Chr:# the Subſtance. 
Sol ſhewed them the True Worſhip, which Chrilt had ſet up : and 
diſtinguiſhed unto them Chriſt the 1 rue Way, from all the falſe Ways; 
opening the Parables to them, and turning them trom the Darkreſs 
to the true Light, that by it they might ſee themſelves and their Sins, 
and Chriſt their Saviour; that believing in him, they might be ſaved 
from their Sas. 

After this we went to one Birdet*s Houſe, where I had a great 
Meeting ; and this 01d Prieſt accompanied me liill, leaving his Sreepye- 
bonſe : For he had been looked upon as a famous Przeſt, above Com- 
mon-prayer-Men, and Presbyters, and Independents too. | Before he was 
Convinced, he would have gone ſomcrumes into their Steeple-houſes, 
and have preached : For he had been a zealous Mar. in his Way. 
And when they have Complained of him 10 Juſtice Hotham , he 
would bid them, Diſftrein his Horſe, for travelling on the Loras Day 
(as he calld it : ) But Hothar 111d that only to put them oft; for he 
knew, the Prieſt uſed no Horſe, but travelled on Foor. 

Now came 1 up through the Country again towards Cyart/ick, to 
Captain Purſflo*s and Juſtice Hotham's, who received me kindly 3 be- 
ing glad, that the Lord's Power had lo appeared; and that 7rnth 
was ſpread, and ſo many had receivedit; and that Juſtice Robinſon 
was ſo Civil, And Juſtice Hotham ſaid 3 If God had not raiſed up 
this Principle of Light and Life, which I preached, the Nation had 
been over-run with Raxter:ſzz; and all the Juſtices in the Nation could 
not have ſtopped it with all their Laws : Becauſe (laid he) they would 
have ſaid, as we ſaid, and dove as we Commanaded ; and yet have 
kept their own Przxciple (till. But this Przxciple of Truth (aid he) 
overthrows their Przxciple and the Root and Ground thereof ; and 
therefore (he faid) he was glad, the Lord had raiſed up this Prix- 
ciple of Life and Truth. 

From thencel travelled up into Ho/derneſs, and came to a Juſtice's 
Flouſe, whoſe Name was Pearſon; where thre was a very tender 
Woman, that believed in the T7uth, and was ſo aftetted therewith, 
that ſhe ſaid ; She conld have lift all, and have followed 
me. ; 

Thence I went to Oram, to one George Hartiſe's ; where many of 
that Town were Convinced, On the firſf-Day I was moved to go into 
the Steeple-houſe, where the Prie# had got another Prie# to help him: 
And a many Profeſſors and Contenders were got together. But the 
Lord's Power was over all, and the Pricfts fl:d away, and a 
great deal of good Service I had for the Lord amongſt the 
People. And ſome of thoſe great Profeſſors were Corvinced, and 
- agg honeſt faithful Friends; being Men of Account in the 

ace, 

The zext day Frzexas and friendly People having left me, I tra- 
veled alone, declaring the Day of the Lord amoneit People in the 
Towns, where I came; and warning them to Repexr. And as I tra- 
veled one day, I came towards Night into a Town called Patring- 

ton ;, 
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ton; and as I walked along the Town, I warned both Prieſt and 1652. 
People (for the Przeſt was in the Street) to Repent, and tnrn tothe 
Lord, Now it grew dart, before I came to the End of the Town ; Patring- 
avd a Multitude of People gathered about me, and I declared the 9 
ord of Life unto them. And when I had cleared my ſelf, I went 
to an I», and deſired them to Ict me have a Lodging ; bur they 
would not. Then I deſired them to let me have a little Mer, or 
Milk, and I would pay them for it ; but they would not. Sol walk- 
ms cd out of the Town, and a Company of Fellows follow*'d me, and 
asked me; What News? And I bid them Repent, and fear the Lord. 
| Aﬀeer I was gone a pretty way out of the Town, Icame to another 
Houſe, and I deſired the People of that Houle to let me have a little 
Meas, and Drink, ana Lodging for my Money ; but they would not 
ncither, bur denied me. Then I went to another Houſe, and deſired 
the ſame ; but they refuſed me allo. By this time it was grown fo 
| dark, that I could not ſee the Hizgh-way ; but I diſcerned a Ditch, 
and got a little Water, and refreſhed my ſelf. Then T got over the 
Ditch; and being weary with traveling, T fate down amongſt the 
Furz-buſhes, till it was day. About break of DayT got up, and paſ- 
{ed on the Fields; anda Man came after me with a great Pike-Staff, 
and went along with me to a Town : And he raiſed the Town upon 
me, with the Conſtable and Chief-Conſtable, before the Sun was up. 
So I declared God's Everlaſting 17uth amongſt them, warning them 
of the day of the Lord, that was coming upon all Sin and Wickedneſs : 
| and exhorted them to Repeyr. But they ſeized on me, and had me 
| back again to Patrington, about three Miles, guarding me with 
Watch-Bills, and Pikes, and Staves and Halberds, Now when I was 
come back to Patrington, all the Town was in an Uproar; and the 
Prieſt and Conſtables were conſulting together : So I had another Op- 
portunity to declare the Wordof Life amongſt them, and warn them 
to Repent. Ar laſt a Profeſſor, a tender Man, called me into his Houſe, 
and there I took a little 24:14 and Bread; having not eaten for ſome 
Days before. Then they guarded me about Nine Mites to a Juſtice; 
and when I was come near his Houſe, there came a Man riding after 
us, and asked me, Whether I was the Man, that was apprehended ? 
And I asked him, Wherefore he asked ? And he ſaid, For zo hurt ; 
and I told him, I was : So he rode away to the Juſtice before us. 
The Men, that guarded me, ſaid ; It was well, if the Juſtice was not 
drunk, before we got to him: for he uſed to be drunk early, Now 
when I was broug it in before him, becauſe I did not pur off my Hat, 
and {aid Thos to him, he asked the Man, that rode thither before me, 
Whether T was not mazed, or fond ? But the Man told him, No; #t 
was my Principle. Then I warned him to Repert, and come to the 
Lizht, . which Chriſt had enlightned him withal ; that by it he might 
ice all his evil Words and 4f7:0ns, that he had ſpoken and ated (his 
ungodly Ways he had walked in, and his ungodly Words he had ipo- 
ken) and to return to Chrift Jeſus, whilſt he had rime ; and that 
whilſt he had Time, he ſhouid prize it. Ay, 4, ſaid be, the Light, 
that is ſpoken of in the third of John : T defired him, that he would 
mind it, and-obey it. And as I admoniſhed him, TI laid my Hand 
vpon him; and be was brought down by the Power of the Lord : 


And 
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1652, And all the Watch-men ſtood amazed. Then he took me into a little 
WY WS Parlour with the other Man, and defired to ſee, what I had in my 
Patring- Pockets, of Letters, or Intelligence; and T plucked out my Linner, 
ton” and ſhewed him, that I had no Letters: So he ſaid, He is not a Va- 

grant by his Linnen : and then he fcc me at Liberty. ThenI went 
back to Patrington again, with that Man, that had ridden before me 
to the Juſtice ; lor he lived at Patringron, When T came there, he 
would have had me have had a Meeting at the Croſs : But I faid, It 
was no matter, his Hoyſe would ſerve. Then he defired me to go 70 
Bed, or lie down upon a Bed: Which he did, that they might ſay, 
they had ſeen me in a Bed, or upon a Bed; for they had got up a Re- 
port, that I would not lie on any Bed, becauſe at that time I lay 
many times without Doors, Now when the Fir/t-diy of the Week 
was come, I went to the Szeeple-houſe, and declared the Truth to the 
Prieſt and People : and the People did not mole!t me ; for the Power 
of God was come over them. Then preſently after T had a great 
Meeting at that Man's Houſe, wherel lay : And many that day were 
Convinced there of the Lord's Everlaſting Truth; who ſtand faithful 
Witneſſes for it to this day. And they were exceeding ſorry 3 
and grieved, that they did not Receive me, nor give me Lodging, | 
when was there before. 

7uk-ſrire., From hence I Traveled through the Country, even to the fur: 

theſt part thereof; Warning People, both in Towns and 1n Coun- 
-/ 2h mg to Repent; and directing them to Chriſt Jeſus their 
Teacher, | | 
On the Firf-day of the Week I came to one Colonel Overton's "3 
Houſe, ani} had a great Meeting of the Prime of the People of that | 
Country; where many things were opened out of the Scrzprures, | 
which they had never heard before in all their Lives: and many 


were Convinced, and received the Word of Life, and were fettled 
inthe [74th of God. | 


Patring- Then I returned to Patrington again, and viſited thoſe Friends, 
ton. that were Convinced there; by whom T underſtood, that a T aylor, F: 
and ſome wild Blades in that Town had occaſioned my being carried þ 


before the Juſtice. The Taylor came to ask me forgiveneſs, fearing, 
I would Complain of him : The Coxſtables alſo were afraid, left T 
ſhould trouble them-: But T forgave them all, and warned them to 
. turn to the Lord, and to amend their Lives. Now that which made z 
them the more afraid, was this: When I was in the Steeple-houſe at : 
Oram not long before, there came a Profeſſor, and gave me a Puſh x 
on the Breaſt in the Steeple-9ouſe, and bid me, Get me out of the 
Church : Alas, poor Man, 1aid I, doſt thou call the Steeple-houſe the $ 
Church? The Church is the People, whom God hath purchaſed with Þ 
his Blood, and not the Houſe, Tt happened, that Juſtice Hotham 
came io hear of this Man's Abuſe done to me ; and ſent his Warrant 
tor him, and bound him over to the Seſions : So affefted was he with 
the T7uth ; and ſo Zealous to keep the Peace. And indeed, this Ja- 
ſtice Hotham had asked me before, whether any People had meddled 


wirh me, or abuſed me ? But I was not to tell him any thing of that | 
kind ; but was to forgive all, | 


From 
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From Patrengton 1 went to leveral Great Men's Hazfes, Weroag 


1052. 


them to Repext : Some Received me lovingly, and fome {lygtted GW 
me. Thus I paſſed on through the Country : And at Night came Patring- 
to another Town, where I delired Lodging and Meat, and I would ton. 


pay for it : But they would not Lodge me, except I would go to the 
Conſtable, which was the Cuſtom (they faid) of all Lodgers at Inns, 
if Strangers, I told them, I ſhould not go : for that Cuilom was 
for ſuſpicious Perſons ; but I was an Innocent Man, So, alter T had 
warned them to Repezr, and declared unto thicin the Day of their 
Viſitation, and directed them to the Light of Christ and Sp:rit'of God, 
that they might come to know Salvation, I paiſed away ; anc! the 
People were {omething tendered, and troubled afterwards, But when 
it grew dark, I ſpied an Haz-Stack, and went, and fate under it all 
Night, till Morning, 

The next Day I palled into Hull, —_ and warning Peo- 
ple, asI went, to rurn 10 Chriſt Jeſus, that they might receive Sal- 
vation. That NightT gota Lodegzzg ; but was very fore with tra- 
veling on. Foot to far, 

Aiterward, paſſing through the Country, T came to Balby, and 
viſited Friends up and down in thofe Parts; And then paſſed into 
the Edge of Nottinghamſhire, viſiting Friends there : and fo paſſed 
into Lizcolzſhire, and vilited Friends there. And on the Firf-day 
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of the Week T went to a Szeeple-houſe on this fide of Trext; and in the frire. 


Afternoun I went to another Szeeple-houfe on the other ſide of T'rexr, 
declaring the Word of Life to the People, and directing them to 
their Teacher, Chrif Feſws, who die for them, that they might 
hear him, and receive Salvation by him. Then I went furiher into 
the Country, and had ſeveral Meetings there-aways. And at one 
Meeting, where I was, there came a Great May, and a Prie#, and 
many Profeſſors : but the Lord's Power came over them all ; and they 
wenr their ways peaceably. And there came a May to that Mcet- 
ing, who had been at a Meeting before ; and he raiſed a falſe Accu- 
ſation againſt me, and made a Noiſe up and down the Country, re- 
porting, that I ſaid ; I was Chriſt ; which was utterly falſe. And 
when I came to Gatzsborengh, where a Friend had been declaring 
Truth in the Market, the Town and Market-People was all in an Up- 
roar: So I went intoa Friendly Man's Houle, and the People ruſhed 
in after me; fo that the Houſe was filled with Profeſſors, and Diſpa- 
ters, and rude People. And tits falſe Accuſer came in before them 
all, and accuſed me openly before all the People, That I faid, I was 
Chriſt ; and he had got Witneſſes to prove the ſame : Winch let the 
People into ſuch a Rage, that they had much ado to keep their Hands 
oft me. Then was Þþ moved of the Lord God to ſtand upupon the 
Table, in the Eternal Power of God, and tell the People, That 
C'!1riſt was in them, except they were Reprobates ; and that it was Chriſt, 
the Eternal Power of God, that ſpake in me at that time unto them : 
NOT, tht Imws CHRIST. And the People were generally ſa- 
tisfied, except himſelf, and a Profeſſor, and his'own falſe Witzeſſes. 
And I called the Accuſer, Judas; and was moved to tell him, 
That he was Juaazs, and Judas his Exd ſhould be his; and that that 
was the Word of the Lord, and of Chriſt through me to him. So 
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the Lord's Power came over all, and quieted the Minds of the People, 
But this Judas, went away, and ſhort- 
ly after hanged himſelf; and a Stake was ariven into his Grave, And 
afterwards the Wicked Prieſts raiſed a Scandal upon us, and re- 
ported, That a Quaker had hanged himſelf in Lincolnſhire, and had 4 
Stake driven through him, This Falſhood they printed to the Nation, 


_ adding Sin to Si»; which the Truth and we were clear of : for he 


was no more a Luaker, than the Prieſf, that printed it ; but was 
one of their own People. But notwithſtanding this wicked Slander, 
by which the Adverfary deſigned to defame us, and rurn Peoples 
Minds againſt the Truth we held forth, many in Lzincolſhire re- 
ceived the Goſpel, being Convinced of the Lord's Everlaſtiog 
Truth, and fate dowa therein under the Lord's heavenly Teach- 
10g. 
After this I paſſed in the Lord's Power into Torkſhire, and came 
to Warnſworth, and went to the Steeple-houſe in the Fore-noon ; but 
they ſhut the Door againſt me : Yet after a while they let in Thomas 
Aldam, and then ſhut it again ; and the Prieſt fell upon him, asking 
him Queſtions. Arlaſt they opened the Door, and TI wenr in : and 
as ſoon as I was come in the Przeſts ſight, he left Preaching, though 
I faid nothing to him; for he was 1n a great Maze, and asked me, 
What have you to ſay ? and preſently Cried out, Come, come, Twill 
prove them falſe Prophets in Matthew : But he was ſo Confounded, 
he could not find the Chapter. Then he fell on me, asking me many 
Queſtions ; and I ſtood till all this while, not ſaying any thing a- 
mongſt them. At laſt I ſaid ; Seeing, here are ſo many Queſtions 
asked, I may Anſwer them. But as ſoon as I began to ſpeak, the Peo- 
ple violently ruſhed upon me, and thruſt me our of the Steeple-houſe 
again, and lockt the Door on me. And as ſoon as they had done 
their Service, and were come forth, the People ran upon me, and 
knockt me ſorely with their Staves, threw Clods and Stores at me, 
and abuſed me much: the Przeſt allo, being in a great rage, laid 
violent Hands on me himſelf. But I w-rued them and him of the 
Terrible Day of the Lord, and exhorted them to Reperr, and turn to 
Chriſt. And being filled with the Lord's retreſhing Power, T was 
not ſenſible of much hurt I had received by their Blows. In the 
Afternoon | went to another Steeple-houſe ; but the Przeſt had 
done, before I got thither : So I preached Repextance to the Peo- 
ple, thar were leit, and directed them to their inward Teacher, Je- 
ſus Chi. 

From hence TI went to Balby, and ſo to Doxcafter, where I had 
formerly preach'd Repentance on the Market-day ; which had made a 
Noiſe and Alarm in the Country. On the Firſt-day I went to the 
Steeple-houſe 5, and after the Prieſt had done, I ſpake to him and the 
People, what the Lord God had Commanded me. And they were 
in a great Rage, and hurried me out, and threw me down, and haled 
me hefore the Magiſtrates; and a long Examination they made of 
me, and much Work I had with them : And they threatned my Life, 
if ever I came there again; and that they would leave me to the 
Mercy of the People. Nevertheleſs I declared Truth amongſt them, 
and directed them to the Light of Chriſt in them; teſtifying unto 
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them, That God was come to teach his People himſelf, whether they 
would hear, or whether they would forbear., After a while they put us 
out (for ſom: F7riends were with me) among the rude Multztude ; 
and they ffoxrd us down the Streets. And there was an Inn-keeper, 
that was a Baylrff, came and took us into his Houſe : and they brake 
his Head, that the Blood ran down his Face, with the Sroxes, that 
they threw at us: So we ſtay'd a while in his Houſe, and ſhewed the 
more ſober People the Prieſts Fruits, Then we went away to Balby, 
about a Mile off ; and the rude People laid wait for us, and /#c- 
ned us: down the Lane: But blefled be the Lord, we did not re- 
ceive much hurt. ; 

The zext firſf-Day T went to Tickhill, whither the Friends of that 
Side gathered together, and there was a Meeting ; and a mighty 
Brokennels by the Power of God there was amongſt the People. [I 
went out of the Meeting, being moved of God to go to the Steeple- 
houſe: And when I came there, I tound the Pref, and moſt of the 
Chief of the Pariſh rogether in the Chancel. + Sol went up to them, 
and began to ſpeak ; but they immediately fell upon me : and the 
Clark up with his Bible, as I was ſpeaking, and ſtruck mt on the Face 
with it, fo that my Face guſhed out with Blood ; and I bled exceeding- 
ly iz the Steeple-honuſe, Then the P:ople cried, Let ww have bim out of 
the Church. And when they had got me our, they beat me exceeding- 
ly; and threw me down, and threw me over an Feage : And atter- 
wards drayged me through an Houle into the Street, ſtoring and 
beating me, as they dragged me along; fo that I was all-over be- 
ſmeared with Blood and Dire, And they got my Hat from me, 
which I never got again. Yet when I was got upon my Legs again, 
I declared to them the Word of Life, and ſhewed them the Fruzrs of 
their Teacher ; and how they diſho-gured Chriſtianity, So after a 
while I got into the Meeting again am _Cngit Friends : And the Prieſt 
and People coming by the Houje, I went forth with Friends into the 
Yard, and there I ſpake to the Prieſt and People ; and the Prie# ſcot- 
ed at us, and called us Quakers, But the Lora's Power was ſo over 
them, and the Word of Life was declared in ſuch Authority and 
Dread to them, that the Prie# fell a Trembling himlelf; and one of 
the People ſaid, Look how the Prie# trembles and ſhakes, he u turned 
a Quaker alſo, So when the Meeri7g was over, Friends departed ; 
and I went without my Hat to Balby, about Stvez or Eight Miles. 
And Friends were much ab»ſed that Day by the Prieſt and his Peopte ; 
Inſomuch that ſome moderate Juſtices hearing of it, Two or Three of 
them came, and fate at the Towy, to hear and examine the Bulinels. 
And he that had ſhed my Blood, was afraid, of having his Hand cur 
off, for ſtriking me in the Church (as they called it : } butT forgave 
him, and would not appear againſt him. 

In the beginning of this Year, 1652 great Rage got up in Prie#s 
and People, and in ſome of the Magiſtrates in the Weit-Riding of 
Yorkſhire, againlt the Truthand againſt Friends; infomuch that the 
Prieſt of Warnſworth procured a Warrant trom the Juſtices againſt 
me and Thomas Aldam, which was to be executed 1n any part of the 
Wi'e;t-Riding of Yorkſhire. Art the ſame Time I had a Y;fioz of a 
Bear and Two great Maitrfſ-Dogs ; that I ſhould paſs by them, - and 
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1652. they ſhouid do me no hurt : and it proved ſo, For tlic Conſtable took 
WWW Thomas Aldam, and carried him to Tork ; and I went with 1 homas 
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Aldam Twenty Miles towards Tort: and the Conſtable had the War- 
rant tor me alſo, and {aid, He ſaw me ; but he was loth to trouble Men, 
that were Strangers : but Thomas Aldam was his Neighbour. $9 the 
Lord's Power reſtrained him, that he had not Power to meddl. with 
me. And we came to Lieutenant Roper's, where we had a great 
Meeting of many Conſiderable Men ; and the 7ruth was powerfully 
declared amongſt them, and the Scriprzres wonderfully opene:', and 
the Parables and Sayings of Chriſt were expounded, and the State of 
the Church inthe Apoſtles Days was plainly let forth, and the Apo- 
facy ſince from that State diſcovered. And the Trzth had great Do- 
minion that Day, fo that thoſe Grear Mex, that were preient, did 
generally Confels to it, ſaying ; They believed, that this Principle 
muſt po over the whole World, Thers werz art this Meeting James 
Naylor, Thomas Goodyear and William Dewsbury, who had been Coz- 
vinced the Year before ; and Richard Farnſworth alio, And the Con- 
ſtable ſtay'd with Thomas Aldam, till the Meeting was over: And 
then went towards Tork-priſon ; but did not meddle with me, 

From hence I went to Wakefield: and on the Firſt Day after I 
went to a Steeple-houſe , where James Naylor had beea a Member ot 
an Tndependeat-Church ; but upon his receiving Truth, he was Ex- 
communicated, W henlIcame in, and the Prieff had done, the People 
called upon me to come up to the Przeſt; which Idid: Bur when! 
began to declare the Word of Life to them, and to lay open the 
Deceit of the Prief, they ruſhed upon me on a fuddain, and thruſt 
me out at the other Door, and fell a punching and beating me, and 
Cried ; Let us have him to the Stocks : But the Lord's Power was over 
them, and reſtrained them, rhat they were not ſuttered to put me in. 
So T patſed away to the Ming, where were a great many Pro- 
feſſors and friendly People gathered, and a great Convincement 
there was that Day : For the People were mightily ſatisfied, that 
they were directed to the Lord's Teaching 1a themſelves. Here we 
got ſome Ledgin;: for Foxr of us had lain abroad under an Hedge 
the Night betore, there being then few Friends in that Place. 

The ſame Day Richard Farnſworth went to another great Steeple- 
houſe, belonging to a great High-prieſt, and declared the Wora of 
Truth unto the People ; anda preat Service he had amonpſt them : 
For the Lord's Dread and Power was mightily over all. 

The Prieſt of that Church, which James Naylor had been a Mem- 
ber of, whoſe Name mas Marſhal, raiſed many Wicked Slanders up- 
on me, 25, That I carried Bottles about with me, and made People 
drink of my Bottles, and that made them follow me. And, That 1 
rid upon a great Black Horſe, and was ſeen in one Country upon my 
Black Horſe in one Hour, and in the ſame Hour in another Country 
1 hreeſcore Miles off; and That I ſhould give a Fellow Money to 
follow me, when I was on my Black Horſe: With theſe He11;fh Lies he 
ted his People, to make them think Evil of the Trath, which T had 
declared amonglt them. But by theſe Lies of his, he preached many 
of his Hearers away from him : For T was then on Foot, and travelled 
on foor, ard had no Horſe at that Time ; and that the People gene- 
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rally knew, But the Lord ſoon after met with this Envious Prieſt, 1652. 
and Cut him off in his Witkedneſs. WS 
Atrer this I came to a Town called High-Town, where dwelt a ,..,. 
Woman, who had been Convinced a little before ; and we went to town.” 
her Houſe, and had a eering : and the Towns-people gathered toge- 
"ther, and we declatgd the 174th to them, and had ſome Service for 
the Lord among(t vjem ; and they patled away again peaceably. 
But there was a Widow-woman in the Town, whole Name was Grees, 
who being fiiled with Ezvy, went to one, that was called a Gerrle- 
m4 \n the 7 owa (who was reported to have killed Two Men and Oze 
Woman) ard Intormed him againſt us; though he was no Officer. 
The next Morning we drew up ſome Queries, tobe ſent tothe Prieſt : 
And when we had done, and were juſt going away, ſome of the 
Friendly People of the Town came running up to the Houſe, where 
we were, and told us; That this Murdering Man had ſharpened a 
Pike to ſtab us, ard was coming up with his Sword by his Side, We 
were jult paſſing away, and ſo miſſed him. But we were no ſooner 
_ gone, bur ke came to the Houſe, where we had been; and the Peo- 
plz generally Concluded, If we had ot been gone, he would have 
muraered ſome of us. That Night we lay in a Wood, and were very 
Wer; for it Rained exceedingly. In the Mornzng I was moved to 
come back tothat Town again; and then they gave us a full Relation 
of this wicked Man. 
From hence we paſled to Bradford, and came to an Houſe, where 
we met with Richard Farnſworthagain; from whom we had parted 
a little before. When we came in, they ſet Meat before us; bur 
| as I was going to Eat, the Word of the Lord came to me, faying ; 
b- Eat not the Bread of ſuch, as have an Evil Eye, Tmmediately 1 
aroſe from the Table, and ate nothing: The Woman of the Houſe : 
was a Baptiſt, Soatcer I had exhorted the Family, To turn to the | 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and hearken to his Teachings in their own Hearts, We 
| departed thence. 
T: And as we travelled through the Country, preaching Repentarce 
> to the People, we came into a Market-town on the Market-day ; and 
there was a Ledure there that Day: And T went into the Sreeple- 
houſe, where were many Prieſts, and Profeſſors, and People. The 
Prieſt, that preached, rook for his Text thoſe Words of Feremzav, 
Chap. 5.ver 31. DA People love to have it ſo: Leaving out the 
foregoing Words, vie, The Prophets propheſy falſly, and the Prieſts 
bear Rule by their Means, So I ihewed the People his Decezt; and 
diretted them to Chriſt, the true Teacher within; declaring unto 
them, that God was come to Teach his People himſelf, and to bring 
them off fiom all the Worla"s Teachers and Hirelings ; that they 
£ might come to receive freely from him. Then warning them of the 
2 Day of the Lord, that was coming upon all Fleſh,I pafſed from thegce 
without much Oppoſition. 
At Night w.: came to a Conuntry-houſe; and there was no Ale-honſe 
near. They defied us to ſay there all Night ; which we did, and 
had good $:rvice tor the Lord, declaring his Trath among(t them. 
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The zext Day we paſſed on : For,the Lord had ſaid unto me ; If 
Raiſed up by bis Power, 1» ſtand and live in 
the ſame Spirit, that the Prophets and Apoſtles were in, who gave forth 
the Scriptures, that Man or Wcman ſhould ſhake all the Country tn 
their Profeſſion for Ten Miles rouna, For People had the Scriptures, 
but were not in that ſame Leeht, and Power, nd Spirit, which 
thcy were in, that gave forth the Scriptures : #nd ſo they neither - 
knew God, nor Chriſt, nor the Scriptures aripht 5 nor had they Un7ry 
one with another, being out of the Power and Spirit of God. Therc- 
fore as we paſſed along, we Warned all People, whcre-ever we 
met them, of the Day of the Lord, that was coming upon 
Lhcm, 

As we travelled on, we came ncar a- very great and high Fl, 
called Pendle-hill, and I was moved of the Lord, zo go up tothe Top of 
it; which I did with much ado, it was fo very Strep and High. 
W hen I was come to the Top of this Hi}, T faw the Sea bordering 
upon Lancaſhire : And from the Tp of this Hill the Lord let me ſee, 
in what Places he had a Great Peeple to be gathered. As I went 
down, I found a Spring of Water in the Side of the Hl, with which 
I refreſhed my {clt ; having eaten or drunk but little in ſeveral Days 
before. 

Art Night we came to an 1a”, and declared Truth to the Maz of 
the Horſe, and writ a Paper to the Prieſts 2nd Profeſſors, declaring 
* the Day of the Lord, anc that Chriſt was come to teach People himſelf, 
* by liis Power and Spirit in their Hearts, and to bring People off 
* from all the World's Ways and Teachers, to his own free Teaching, 
* who had bought them, and was the Saviour of all them, that be- 
© lieved in him. The Man of the Houſe ſpread the Paper abroad, and 
was himſelf mightily atfeQed with the 7rath, Here the Lord opened 
uno me, and let me ſee a Great People in white Raiment by a River- 
fide, cemirg 10 the Lord : And the Place that I ſaw themin, was a- 
bout Meat zeradaleand Stabergh, 

The zext Day we travelled on, and at Night got a little Ferz or 
Brains to lay under us, and lay upon a Common. Next Morning we 
rcached to a Town, and there Richard Farnſworth parted from me; 
and then I travelled alone again. SoI came vp Wentzerdale, and at 
tie Market-T own in that Date there was a Le&ure on the Market-day ; 
and I went into the Sreeple-houſe. And after the Prieft had done, 
* I Proclaimed the Day of the Lord to the Prieft and People ; Warn- 
* ing them to turn from the Darkreſs to the Light, and from the Power 
* of Satan unto Goa, that they mipht come ro know God and Chrif 
*arighr, and to receive his Teaching, who teachith freely. And 
largely and freely did I declare the H/crd of Life unto them, and had 
not much Perſecution there, Alterwards I paſſed up the Dales, Warn: 
ing People to fear God; and preaching the Everlaſting Geſpel to 
them. And in my way I came to a Great Houſe, where there was 
a School-maſter ; and they got me intothe Hou'e, And Þ asked them 
Queſtions about their Religion and Worſhip : end afterward I de- 
clared the Truth to them. They had me into a Parlour, and lockr 


me in, preten'iing that ] was a Tourg Mar, that was Mad, and had 
got away irom my Relations ; and that they would keep me, till they 
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couid ſend ro my Relations, Bur I icon Convinced them of their 
Miſtake in thar, and they let me forth ; and would have had me to 


ſtay there : But I was not to {tay there. Then having exhorted them 


tro Repentance, and directed them to the Lzghe of Chritt Jeſus, that 
throuzh it they might come unto him, and be ſaved ; I piled from 
them, ani came in the Night to a little Ale-houſe on a Common, 
where there was a Company of Rude Fellows arizking. And be- 
cauſe I would not drink with them, they got up their Clubs, and 
were friking at me: but Ireprovei them, and brouzht them to be 
{ſomewhat Cooler 3 and then I walked out of the Houſe upon tite Com- 
2:04 1n the Night. After ſome time one ofthele draxken Fellows came 
out, and would have come cloſe up to me, pretending to whiſper to 
mz: bur I perccived, he had a Kz»ife ; wherefore I kept oft from 
him, and bid him Repezt, and fear God. $0 the Lord by his Power 
preſerved me from this Wicked an ; and he went into the Houſe 
again, The zext Morning I went on through other Dales, Warning 
and Exherting People every where, as I palled, to Repext and tury 
to the Lord : and ſeveral were Convinced, At one Houſe, that I came 
to, the Manx of the Houſe (whom TI afterwards tound to be a 
Kinasman of John Blakeliz's) would have given me Money ; but I 
wouid not Receive it. 

A5 thus I traveled on through the Dales, I came to another Man's 
Houſe, wiole Name was Teamart: And T was moved to {peak to 
the Family, and declare God's Everlaiting 17uth to them. And as 1 
wasSLurning away from them, I was moved to turn again, and ſpeak 
to the Man himiclt: And he was Convinced, and his Family, and 
lived an! died in the 774th, 'Thence I came to Major Bousfield's, 
wito received mes, as did allo ſeveral others; and fome that were 
thea Copvznced, have Food faithful ever fince, I went alſo thro? Gry/e- 
dale, and ſeveral other of thoſe Dales; 1n which ſome were Con- 
wvinced, Andi ] went into Dexr, where many were Coxwrnced allo. 
But trom Major Bonsfie!d*s T came to Richard Robinſon's, and decla- 
red the Everiaiting Truth ro him. 

The next day T went to a Meeting at Juſtice Benſon's, where mer a 
a People, thit were ſeparated from the publick Worſhip This was 
the place, thar I had leen, where a People came forth in white Rai- 
ment, A large Meeting it was, and the People were generally Cox- 
vinced ; 2n4 continue alarge Meeting thill of Friends near Sedburgh : 
Winch was then firit gathered through my Mznzſfry 1n the Name 
of Jeſs. | 

In the ſame Werk there was a great Fazr, at which Servants uſed 
to be hired: And I] went and declared the day of the Lord through 
the Fair. And atrer I had done fo, T went into the Steeple-houſe- 
Tard ; and tnany of the People of the Fazy came thither to me, and 
abunciance of Prieſts and Profeſſors. * There I declared the Ever- 
* laſting Tr«th of the Lord, and the Mord of Life for ſeveral Hours ; 
© ſhewing, that the Lord was come to Teach his People himſelf, and 
© to bring them off from all the World's Ways and Teachers, to Chriſt 
© the true Teacher, and the true May to God. T Jaid open their 
* Teachers, ihewing, that they were like them, that were of 0/d4con- 
* demned by the Prophets, and by Chriſt, and by the Apoſtles : And I 
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© exhorted the People to come oft trom the Temples made with Hands ; 


WY WV © and Wait to receive the S$p:rzz oi the Lord, that they might know 
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place to preach in, aid he, 


© themſelves to be the Temples of God, Not one of the Przeſ#s had 
power to open his Mouth againſt what I declared ; But at lait a Cap- 
tain laid, Why will you not go into the Church ? for this is not a fit 
But IT told him, I denied their Chnrch, 
Then ſtood up one Francis Howgill, who was a Preacher to a Con- 
gregation : He had not ſeen me betore ; yet he undertook to Anlwer 
that Capraiz ; and foon pur him to Silerce. Then faid this Francis 
Howgill of me ; This Man ſpeaks with Authority, azd nct 25 the Scribes, 
After this I opened to the People, That that Ground and Houſe was 
no holier, than another Place ; and that that Hoxfe 1s not rhe Church 
but the People ; whom Chriſt is the Head of, Then after a witle the 
Prieſts came up to me, andT warned them to Reperr : One of them 
ſaid, I was Mad; and ſo they turned away. Bur many Pcople were 
Convinced there that day, and were glad ar the hearing of the 17uth 
declared, and received it with Joy. Among(t rhefe was one cal- 
led Caprazn Ward, who received the 7rutb 10 the love of ir, and lived 
and dyed 1n It. 

The zext Firſt-day T came to Firbank-Chappel in Weſtmorland, 
where Francis Howgill before named, and one John Andland nad 
been preaching in the Morning : The Chappe! was full of Peopie, fo 
that many could not get in. And Francis Howgill 11d, He thought, 
T lookt into the Chappel, and his Spirit was ready to fail; the Lord's 
Porer did fo ſurprize him : But I did not look in. + They made 
haſte, and had quickly done at that time : and they and: {ome of the 
People went to their Dzzzers; but abundance ſtay*d, till they came 
again, Now John Blakelin, and others came ro me, and deſired 
me not to Reprove them publickly ; for they were not Pariſh-T each- 
ers, but pretty Tender Mex. 1 could not tell them, whether I 
{ould or no {though I had not at that time any Drawings ro de- 
clare publickly againſt them; ) bur TI ſaid, They muſt leave me ro 
the Lora's Movings. So while the others were gone to Dinaer, 1 
went to a Brook, and got me a little Water ; and then came, ard 
fate down on the Top of a Rock hard by the Chappe!, In the After- 
a003 the People gathered about me, with ſeveral of their Preachers ; 
it was judged, there were above a Thouſand People : amongſt whom 
I declared Goo'z everiaſting Truth and Word of Life freely and 
largely, for about the ſpace of three Hours, direQting all to the Spiriz 
ot God in themſelves ; rhat they might be turned from the Darineſs 
tro the Light, and believe in it, that they might become the Child- 

enot it: and mighr be turned from the Poner of Sataz, which 
they had been under, -unto God ; and by the Spirzz of Truth might 
be led into all 77ath, and ſenſibly underſtand rhe words of the Pro- 
phets, and of Chriſt, and of the Apoſtles ; and might all come to 
knew Chrift to be their Teacher to in{truft them, their Counſeller to 
direct them, their Shepherd to feed them, their Biſhop to overſee 
them, and their Prophet to open divine Myſteries to them ; and might 
know their Boazes to be prepared, {anQtified and made fit Temples 
tor God and Chriſt to dwell in, Andin the openings of the heayen- 


ly Lite, I opened unto them the Prophets, and the Fignres and Sha- 
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dows, and direQed them to Chriff, the Subſtance. Then I opened 1652. 
the Parables and Sayings of Chriſt, and things that had been loog WWW 
hid; ſhewing the intent and ſcope of the Apoſtles Writings, how weftmor- 
that their Epiſtles were written to the Ele, And when I had jam 
opened that State, I ſhewed alio the State of the Apoſtacy, that hath cpappe1. 
been ſince the Apoſtles days ; how the Prieſts have gotten the Scr7- 
pture (but are not in that Spirzz, which gave them forth) and have 
put them into Chapter and Verſe, to make a Trade of the Holy Mens 
Words : And how that the Teachers and Priefts now are found in the 
ſteps of the falſe Prophets, Chief Prieſts, Scribes and Phariſees of 
old, and are ſuch, as the true Prophets, Chriſt and his Apoſtles cried 
apainſt, and fo are judged and condemned by the Spirze of the true 
Prophets, and of Chriſt, and of his Apoſtles; and that none, who 
was in thar Spzrit, and guided by it now, could own them. Now 
there were many old People, who weat into the Chappel, and looked 
out at the Windows ; thinking it a ſtrange thing, to ſee a Man preach 
on an Hill or Mountain, and not in their Church (as they called it ; ) 
whereupon I was moved to open to the People, * That the Steeplee 
* houſe (and the Groand whereon it ſtood,) was no more holy, than 
© that Mountain ; and that thoſe Temples, which they called the 
© dreadful Houſes of God, were not ſet up by the Command of God 
*2ndof Chriſt; nor their Prieſts called, as Aaron's Prieſthood was ; 
* nor their 7'ithes appointed by God, as thoſe amongſt the Jews were : 
© but that Chriſt was come, who ended both the Temple and its Wor- 
© hip, andthe Prieſts and their Tithes; and all now ſhould hearken 
© unto him : for he ſaid, Learn of me; and God (ſaid of him, This is 
© 2zy beloved Son, in whom I am well pleaſed; hear ye him. $0 1 de- 
* clared unto them, - that the Lord God had ſent me to preach the 
« Everlaſting Goſpel and Word of Life amongſt them ; and to bring 
* them off trom all theſe Temples, Tithes, Prieſts and Rudiments of 
* the World, which had gotten up ſince the Apoſtles days, and had 
* been ſet up by ſuch, as had erred from the Spzrze and Power, that 
* the Apoſtles were in. Very largely was 1lopened at this Meeting, 
and the Lord's Convincing Power accompanied my Miniftry, and 
xeached home unto the Hearts of the People ; whereby many were 
Convinced that day, and all the Teachers of that Conpregation 

(who were many) were Convzzced of God's everlaſting Truth that 
day. : 

Aiter the Meeting was over, I went to John Audland's, and from 
thence to Preſton-Patrick-Chappel, where a great Meeting was ap- Prefton- 
paiatzd ; to which I wear, and had a large opportunity amongſt the Patrick: 
People, to preach the Everlaſting Goſpel to them, opening to them *"**** 
(2s to others on the like occaſion) that the End of my coming into 
that P/zce, was not to hold it up; no more than the Apoſtles going 
iato the Jewiſh Syaagogues and Temple was, to uphold thoſe : But to 
bring them off from all ſuch things (as the Apoſtles brought the 
Saints of old from off the Jewiſh Temple and Aaron's Prieſthood) that 
they might come to witnels their Boazes to be the Temples of God, and 
Chriſt in them to be their Teacher, | 
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From this Place I went to Kendal, where a Meeting was appointed 


GYV in the Town-Hall: in which I declared the Word of Life among(t the 


Kendal, 


Under- 
barrow. 


People, ſhewing them ; ©* How they might come to the ſaving know- 


© ledge of Chrif, and to have a right Undgeritanding of the Foy 


© Scriptures : and opening to them, u hat it was, that would lead them 
© into the way of Reconciliation with God ; and what would be their 
© Condemnation, After the Meeting 1 ſtay'd a white in the Town ; 
and ſeveral were Convinced there, and many appeared loving. One, 
whole Name was Cock, met me in the Streer, and would have given 
me a Roll of Tobacco ( for People then were much given to 
ſmoking Tobacco: ) I accepted his love 3 but did not receive the 
T obacco. 

From thence I went to Vnder-barrow, to one Miles Bateman's, and 
ſeveral People going along with me, great Reaſonings I had with 
them ; eſpecially with Edward Burronoh. Ar Night the Prreſt came, 
and many Profeſſors to the Houſe ; and a great deal of Diſputing I 
had with them. Swpper being provided for the Prieſt and the reſt of 


the Company, I had not freedom to cat with rhem ; but told rhem, - 


Tf they would appoint a Meerrzng for the zext day at the Steeple- 
houſe, and acquaint the People with it, I might meet them. They 
had a great deal of Reaſozing about it; ſome being tor it, and ſome 
apainſt ic. In the Morning I walked out (after I had ſpoken again 
to them concerning the Meetins :) and as I walked upon a Bak by the 
Houſg, there came ſeveral poor People, Travellers, asking Relief, who 
I ſaw werein Neceſ/ity : and they gave them nothing; but ſaid, they 
were Cheats, It grieved me to fſce ſuch hard-heartedneſs amonglit 
Profeſſors ; whereupon, when they were gone in to their Breakfa#, 
I ran after the Poor People about a quarter of a Mile, and gave them 
ſome Money. Mean while ſome of them, that were in the Houſe, 
coming out again, and ſeeing me a quarter of a Mile oft, ſaid; T could 
not have gone ſo far in ſuch an Inſtant, if I had not had Wings. 
Hereupon the Meeting was like to have been put by : for they were 


filled with fuch ſtrange Thoughts concerning me, that many of them 


, were againſt having a Meetzzg with me. 1 told them, I ran after 
thoſe poor People to give them ſome Money ; being grieved at their 
hard-heartedneſs, who gave them nothing. Then came Miles and 
Stephen Hubberſly ; and they being more ſimple-hearted Men, would 
have the Meetzng held. So to the Chappel at Under-barrow T went : 
and the Przeſf came, and a great Meeting there was, and the Way of 
Life and Salvation was opened; and after a while the Prieſt fled 
away. And many of Crook and Under-barrow were Convinced that 
day, and received the Word of Life; and ſtood faſt in it under the 
Teaching of Chriſt Jeſus. Now after I had declared the Truth to 
them for ſome Hours, and the Meeting was ended ; the Chief-Conſta- 
ble, and ſome other Profeſſors fell to Reaſoning with me in the Chap- 
pel-Tard : Whereupon T took a Bible, and opened to them the Scy+- 
ptares, and dealt tenderly with them, as one would do with a Ch1il4, 
And they tnat were in the Light of Chriſt, and Spirit of God, knew 


when I ſpake Scripeure, though I did not mention Chapter and Verſe 
atter the Prieſt's Form unto them. 
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From hence I went along with an anciene Man, whoſe Heart the 
Lord had opened ; and he invited me to his Houſe; His Name was 
James Dickinſon, He was Convinced that day, and received the 
Trath, and lived and died in it. 

From his Houſe I came the zext day to James Taylor's of Newton in 
Cartmell, in Lancaſhire. And on the Firji-day of the Week, 1 went 
to tlie Chappel, whe.e one Prieſt Camelford uſed, to preach ; and after 
he had done, I began to ſpeak the Word of Life to the People. But 
this Prieſt Camelford was in fuch a Rage, and did ſo freer, and was 
ſo peeviſh, that he had no patience to hear ; but ſtirred up the rude 
Multitude, and they rudely haled me out, and ftruck and punched me, 
and threw me Headlong over a Stone-Wall : yer, bleſſed be the Lord, 
his Power preſerved me. He that did this YVioleace to me, was a 
wicked Man, one John Knipe, whom afterwards the Lord cut off. 


Bur there was a 199th 1n the Chappel, writing after the Prieſt; and I 


was moved to {peak to him, and he came to be Convinced, and re- 
ceived a part of the Miniſtry of the Goſpel : His Name was Johz 
Brathwait. 

Then went TI up to an Ale-houſe, whither many People reſorted 
betwixt the time of their Morzing and Afternoon-Preaching; and TI 
had a great deal of Reaſoning with the People there, declaring to 
them; That God was come to Teach his People himſelf, and to bring 
them off from all falſe Teachers, ſuch as the Prophets, Chriſt and the 
Apoſtles cryed againſt, And many received the Word of Life at that 
time, and abode 1n it. 

In the Afternoon I went about zwo or three” Miles to another Steeple- 
houſe or Chappel, called Lyndal. And when the Prieſt had done, I 
ſpake to him and the People, what the Lord commanded me : and 
there were great Oppoſers; but afterwards they came to be Cox- 
vinced. After this I went to one Captain Sands, who with his Wife 
{cemed ſomewhat atte&ted with Truth : and if they could have held 
the World and Truth together, they would have received it ; but 
they were Hypocrires, and he a very Chaſfy, light Man. Wherefore 
I reproved lum for his Lizhtneſs, and for his Jeſting ; telling him, 
It was not ſeemly in a great Profeſſor, as he was. 
me, He had a Son, who upon his Death-bed had alſo reproved him for 
it, and warned him of it, But he neither regarded the Admoni- 
tion of his dying Son, nor the Reproofs of God's Spirie in him- 
ſelf. 

From hence I went to Ulverſtone, and fo ro Swarthmore to Fudge 
FelPs; whether came up one Lampitt, a Prieſt, who T-perceived 
had been, and ſtill was an high Notzozift, With him I had a great 
ccal of Reaſoning : for he would ralk of high Notions and Perfe- 
ion ; and thereby deceived the People. He would have owned 
me; bur T could not: own nor join with him : he was ſo full of 
Filth, Hefaid, He was above John ; and made, as though he knew 
ell thinzs, But I told him ; * Death reigned from Adam to:Moſes ; 
* and that he was under Death, and knew not Moſes : for Moſes ſaw 
* the Paradiſe of God ; but he knew neither Moſes, nor the Prophers, 
* nor John, For that crooked and rongh Nature ſtood in him, and the 
* Mountain of Sin and Corruptions; ani the Way was not prepared 
*1n 
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* in him for the Lord. He confeſſed, he had been under a Croſs in 
things ; but now he could fing Pſalms, and do any thing. Irtold 
him ; © Now he could ſee a Thief, and join Hand in Hand with him : 
© But he could not preach Moſes, nor the Prophets, nor John, nor 
© Chri#, except he were in the ſame Spiriz, that they were1n., Now 
Margaret Fell had been abroad in the Day-time ; and ar Night her 
Chilaren told her, that Prieſt Lampitt and T had diſ-agreed s which 
did ſome-what trouble her, becauſe ſhe was in a Profe//ion with 
him ; (bur he hid his dirty AZions from them.) Art Night we 


. had a great deal of Reaſoning ; and I declared the 7rnth to her 


and her Family. . The zext day Lampite came again, and I had a 
great deal of Diſcourſe with him before Margaret Fell, wito then 
clearly diſcerned the Prieſt; and a Conrvincement of the Lord's 
Truth came upon her, and her Family. Within a day or ma 
there was a day to be obſerved for an Humiliation ; and Margaret 
Fell asked me to go with her to the Steeple-houſe at Ulver ſtone , 
. (for ſhe was not wholly come oft from them:) I replied, [ mt 
do, as I am ordered by the Lord, Sol left her, ani walked 1nto the 
Fields ; and the Word of the Lord came to me, ſaying ; Go ro the 
Steeple-houſe after them. When I came, the Prieſt Lampitt was 
finging with his People : But his Spiris was fo foul, and the Matter 
they ſung, ſo Unſuitable to their States, that after they had done 
ſinging, I was moved of the Lord to ſpeak to htm and the People. 
The Word of the Lord to them was; * Heis not a Jew, that is one 
* Outward; but he is a Jew, that 15 one Inward, whole Praiſe 1s not 
* of Man, butof God. Then, as the Lord opened further ; I ſhew- 
' ed them, © That God was come to Teach his People by his Spirit, and 
* to bring them oft from all their old Ways and Religions, Churches 
* and Worſhips : for all their Religions, and Worſhips and Ways was 
* but Ai/kring of other Mens Words ; but they were out of the Life 
* and Spirit, which they were in, who gave them forth. Then 
.cricd out one, called Juſtice Sawrey ; T ake him away : But Judge FelPs 
Wife {aid to the Officers; Let him alone : Why may not he ſpeak, as 
well as any other ? Lampitt allo, the Prieſt (in Deceit) ſaid, Let hims 
ſpeak, So at length, when T had declared a pretty while, this Ju- 
ſtice Sawrey cauſed the Conſtable to put me out ; and then I ſpake to 
the People in the Grave-yard. 

Upon the Firſt-Day atter, I was moved to go to Alderham-Steeple- 
houſe : And when the Prieff had done, I ipake to him ; bur he por 
away. Then Ideclared the Vi7ord of Life to the People, and warned 
them to Retury to the Lord. 

From thence I paſled to Ram-(ide, where was a Chappel, in which 
one 7 homas Lamſon uſed to preach, who was a h:2h ſort of a Prieft : 
and he very lovingly ſpake to his People 1n the Morning, of my Com- 
ing in the Afternoon; by which means very many People were pga- 
thered togeiher., When I came, [ſaw, there was no Place ſo Con- 
venient to declare to the People there,as the Chappe/;wherefore I went 
into the Chappel,and all was quiet : And the Prieſt Thomas Lawſon went 
not up into his Pulpit, but leit all the Time tro me. And the Frrer- 


laſting Day of the Eternal God was proclaimed that Day, and ihe 
Ewverlaſtiag Truth was largely declared ; which reached and entred 
into 
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into the Hearts of People, and many received the 7ruth in the Love 
of it. And this Preſ# came to be Coxvinced, ard lett his Chapel ; 
and threw off his Preaching tor Hire, and came to. preach rhe Lord 
Jeſus and his Ringaom freely, Afrer that, fome rade People caft 
Scandals upon him, and thought to have done him a Mzſcbzef.; bur 
he was carried over all, and grew in the W:{dom of God mightily, 
and proved very ſerviceable in his Place. 

Then returned I to Swarthmore again, and on the next Firft-Da 
went to Dalton-Steeple-houſe z where atter the Prieſt had done, I de- 
clared the Word oi Life to the People, that they might be turned 
tro the Darkzeſs to the Liaht, and trom the Power of Satan to God ; 
and might come off from their Superſtitious Ways, and from rfzcir 
Teachers made of Man, to Chriſt the true and hving Way, to be tavght 
Of Him. 

From thence I went into the 1f:zzd of Walnah : and after the 
Prieſ# had done, I ſpake tro him; but he got away. Then I 
ipake to the People, and deciared the 774th unto them; but they 
were ſomething Rude. ' Then went I to ſpeak with the Prieſt at his 
Houſe ; but he would not be ſeex: The People ſaid, he went to hide 
himſclt 1a the Zay-zow; and they went to look tor him there, bur 
could not find him. Then they {aid, he was gone to hide himſelf in 
the ſtanding Corn; bur they could not find him there neither. 
So I went to James Lancaſter's, who was Convinced in the Iſland ; 
and from thence I returned to Swarthmore again, where the Lord's 
Power ſeized upon Margaret Fell and her Daughter Sarah, and feve- 
ral of them. 

ThenT wear to Becliff, where Leoraard Fell was Convinced, and 
became a Mzniſter of the Everlaſting Goſpel : And ſeveral others 
were Convinced there, and came 1ato obedience to the 7ruths Here 
the People faid, I hey conld not tell how to diſpute; and would fain 
ave put on fume other to hold Talk with me : but I bid rhem, Fear 
* the Lord ; and not in alight way hold a Talk of the Loyd's Words, but 
* put the Things ia praitice., And I directed them to rhe Divine 
« Light of Chriſs, and his Spzrit 1n their Hearts, which would let 
© them ſee all the Evil 1 houghts, Words and Actions, that they had 
* thoughr, ſpoken and atted ; by which Light they might ſee their 
* $:iz, and by which Lit they mighr alſo fee their Saviour, Chris? 
* Jeſus, to fave them from their $zzs, This, IT told them, was their 
« firſt Step ro Peace, even ro ſtand (till 1n the Light, that ſhewed them 
* their Sis and 172»ſoreſſions; by which they might come to tex, 
* how they were in tiie fall of Old Adam, 1n the Darkneſs and Death, 
© Strangers to the Covenant of Promiſe, and withour God in the 
* World: And by the ſame Lz2ht they might fee Chriſ#, that cied 
* for them, to be their Redeemer and Saviour, and their Way to 
© God. 

After this I went to a Chappel beyond Gleafton ; which was built, 
but never Pricit had preached in ir. Thither all the Country up and 
down came ; and a quiet, peaceable Meetzng it was, in which the 


Word of Life was declared amonglt the People, and many were con- 
vinced of the Truth about Gleaſton, 
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From thence I returned to Swarthmore 202inz where atter ] had 
ſaid a few Days, and moſt of the Family were Convinced, T went 
f:om thence back again into Weſtmorland, where Prieſt Lampitte hag 
been amonelt the Profeſſors on Kengal-Side, and had mighty 1:- 
cenſed them againſt me ; teiling them, 7 held many ſtrange 1 ihinzs, 
So 1 met with them, that he had fo Incexſed, and fate up ail Night 
with them at James Dickinſon's, and aniwered all their ChjeFions : 
And then they were both throughly fatisfied with the Trurh, that I 
had declared, and diffatisfied with him, ard his Zzes that hehad ai- 


And to John Blakelin's and Richard Revinſon's, and had mighty 3cet- 
725 there ; and ſoup towards Gr/fedale, 

Soon after Judge Fell being come home, Margaret Fell ns Wife 
ſent to me, defiring me to return thither: And 1 feeling Freedom 
trom the Lord fo todo, went back through tie Country to Swarth- 
more, Where when I came, I found, the Prizfts and Profeſſors, 
and that envious Juſtice Sawrey had much Incenſed Judge Fell and 
Captain Sands againtt rhe Truth, by their Lies: But when I c:me to 
ipeak with him, I anſwered all his ObjecFroas ; and fo throughly {a- 
tisfied him by the Scriptures, that he was Convinced 1n his Judgment, 
Then he asked me, If 1 was that George Fox, whom Jullice Robinſon 
{pate ſo much in Commenaation of amongſt many of the Paritament Men 9 
i tol:! him, T had been with Juſtice Robinſon, and with Juffice Feotham 
in Torkſhire, who were very Civil and Loving to me; and that they 
vere Convinced in their Judgments by the Spirit of Loa, thit the 
Principle, which T bore Teltimony ro, was the Truth, and they did 
ice over and beyond the Prieſts of the Nation : So that ther, and 
many others, were now com: to be wiſer than thezr Teachers, Lifter 
we had diſcourſe! a pretty Time together, Fudze Fell himieir was 
{atisfied alſo, and came to fee, by the Openzngs of ihe $9/rit of God 
his Beart, over all the Pr:*/fs and Teachers of the World ; and aid 
not 90 to hear them for ſoz: Tears, before he dzed « for ho knew, it 
was the 7ruth, that I declared; and that Chrift was the Teacher of 
his People, and their Saviour : And he would fomerimes with, that I 
were 2 While with Judge Bradſhaw to diſcourſe with !im, There 
came to Jude Fel!'; that Captain Sands betore-mentioned, endeavou- 
ring to Incenſe the Judve againſt me; for he was an «wil-minded Man, 
and full of Xavy againlt me: And yet he could ſpeak high things, 
and ule the Scripture-words, and fay, Behold, I make all things new, 
But I rold 1m, © Then he muſt have a New God ; for his God was 
* his Belly, Beſides him, thither came allo rat envious Juſtice 
John Sawrey: ArdT told him, His Heart was rotten, and be was full 
of Hypocriſy to the Brim, Szveral other People alio came, whoſe 
States the Lord gave m2 a diſcerains of ; and T ſnake unto their Con- 
ait:oas, And white I was in thoſe Parts, Richard Farnſworth and 


Tames Naylor came thither to fee me, and the Family ; and Fudge Fell 
being iatisfied, that it was the May of 77ath, notwithſtanding all their 
Oppoſition let the dJceting be kept at his Houſe: And a great Meeting was 
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ſettled there in the Lord's Power, to the tormenting of the Prieſts and 1652, 
Profeſſors ; which hath continued there near Forty Tears, until the WW Y 
Year i690. that a New Meeting-houſe was erected near it. 

Now after I had fiay'd a while, and the Meetzng there was well od 
ſertled, I departed from thence, and went to Underbarrow, where I yarrow.. 
had a great Meeting. From thence I went to Ke/ler, and had a great ener. 
Meeting at Robert Withers, to which ſeveral came from Lancaſter, 
and ſome from Tork ; and many were Convinced there. Then on the 
Market-day I went to Lancaſter, and ſpake through the Market in the tanafter 
dreadful Power of God ; declaring the Day of the Lord to the Peo- 
ple, and crying. out againſt all their deceitfal Merchandize : And I 
preached Rzghteouſneſs and Truth unto them, which they ſhould all 
follow after, and walk and livein; directing them, how and where 
they might find and receive the Spzrze of God, to guide them 
there-into. After I had cleared my felf in the Marker, I wear 
to my Lodging, whither ſeveral People came to me; and ma- 
ny were Convinced there, who have ſtood faithful ro the 
1ruth, 

On the Firſt-Day following, 1n the Forenoon, I had a great Meer- 
zng in the Street at Lancaſter, amongſt the Soulazers and People, unto 
whom TI declared the Word of Life, and the Everlaſting 774th : And 
I opened unto them, That all the Tradztions they had lived in, and 
all cheir Worſhips and Religions, and the Profeſſion they made of the 
Scriptures, was good for nothing, while they lived out of the Life 
and Power, which they were in, who gave forth the Scriptures. And 
I direfted them to the Light of Chriſt, the heavenly Man, and tothe 
Spirit of God in their own Hearts, that they might come to be ac- 
quainred with God and with Chriſt, and receive him fortheir Teacher, 
and know his Kzngdom let up in them. 

Ta the Afternoon T went up tothe Steeple-houſe at Lancaſter, and de- 
clared the Truth both to the Prieſt and People ; laying open before 
them the Decezzs they livedin; and directing them to the Power and 
Spirit of God, which they wanted. Bur they haled me out, and fto- 
ed me along rhe Street, till I came to John Lanſoz's Houle. 

On another Fir/#-Day I went to another Steeple-honſe by the Water- 
fide, where one Whitehead was Prieſt; to whom, and to the People 
I declared the Truth in the dreadful Power of God, And there came 
to me a Dodtor, who was ſo full of Ezvy, that he ſaid, He could find 
in his Heart, to run me through with his Rapier, though he was hanged 
for it the next Day : Yet this Man came afterwards to be Convinced of 
che Truth, ſo far as to be loving to Friends. And ſome People were 
Convirced there-abouts, who willingly fate down under the Miniſtry 
of Chrift, their Teacher : And a Meeting was ettled there in the 
Power of God, which has continued to this Day. 

Aiter this I returned into Weſtmorland, and ſpake through Kendal weſtmor- 
upon a Market-day: And ſo dreadful was the Power of God, that _ 
was upon me, that People flew, like Chaff, before me into their Houſes. : 
I warned them of the Mrighty Day of the Lord, and exhorted them 
to hearken to the YVozce of God in their own Hearts, who was now 
Come to Teach his People himſelf. And when ſome Oppoſed, many 
Peoplz took my part 3 infomuch, that G4 laſt ſome of the People fell 
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to Fighting about me : but I went to them, and Ipake to them; and 
they pared again, And ſeveral were Convizced. 

On the Firſt-Day after T had a very large Mectin7 in Under-barrow 
at Miles Batemans Houſe, where I was move: to declare, * That all 
« People in the Fall were gone from the Image of Goa, Righteouſneſs- 
© and Holineſs, and were become as Wells without the Water of Life, 
© a5 Clouds without the heavenly Razz, as Trees without the heaveniy 
© Fruit ; and were degenerated into the Nature of Beaſts, and of 
© Serpents, and of fall Cedars, and of Oaks, and of Bulls, and of 
« Heifers : So that they might read the Natures of theſe Creatures 
* within, as the Prophee deſcribed them to the People ,of 0/4, thar 
* were out of Truth. T opened unto them, how ſome were 1n the 
© Nature of Dogs and Swine , biting and rending ; foine in the 
* nature of Brjars, Thiſtles and Thorns; ſome like the Ow/s and 
* Dragons in the Night ; ſome like the wild Aſſes and Horfes, fouffing 
* up the Wind ; and ſome like the Mountains and Rocks, and crooked 
* and rough Ways. Wherefore I exhorted them to 7ead theie things 
© within, intheir own Natures, as well as without : And thar, when 
© they read without of the wandring Stars, they ſhonld look within, 
* and fce, how they have wandred from rhe b7z2ht and DMorning-Star, 
* And they ſhould conſider, that as the Fallow Ground in their Fields 
* muſt be plowed up, betore it would bear Seed to them 3 {o muſt 
* the Fallow Ground of their Hearts be plowed up, before they could 
© bear Seed to God, Now all theſe Names and Things, I ſhewed them, 
* were ſpoken of and to Max and Woman, lince they fcli from the 
© nage of God; but as theydo ccme to be renewed again into tckexage 
* of God, they come our of the Vatures of theſe things, and fo out 
* of the Names thereof, Many more ſuch things wete declared to 
chem, an they were turned to the Light of Chrizf, by which they 
might come to know Chrif, and to recetve him; and might witneſs 
1m to be their Suoſtance and their May, their Salvation and true 
Teacher, And many were Cozvinced art that Time, 

Now afrer I had travelled up ani down in thoſe Countries, 
and hal had great Meetings, I came to Swarthmore again. And 
when I had viſited Przerds a while in thoſe Parts ; I heard of a 
great Meeting tie Prieſts were to have at Ulverſtone, on a Lefure- 
Day. Whereupon ] went down toit, and went into the Steeple- 
bouſe in the Dread and Power of the Lord: And when the Prie# 
had done, I ſpake among thei the Word of the Lord, wilich was as 
an Hammer, and asa Fire amongit them. And though Lawpit (the 
Prie5t if the Place) had been at variance with molt of the Prieſts 
beture; yet againſt the Trath he and they all joinzd together, 
Bur the mighty Power of the Lord was over all; anJ fo won- 
dertul was the Appearance thereof, that Priei# Bennet iaid, The 
Church ſhook ; Tnſomuch that he was afraid, and trembled : and 
aiter he had ſpoken a few Confaſea Words, he haſtened out, tor 
tear the -Steeple-houſe would fall on his Head. There were many 
Prieſts got tozether there; yet they had no Power as yer, to 
Perſccate, l 
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When [I had cleared my Conſcience amongſt them, I went up to 1652. 
Swarthmore again ; whither came up four or five of the Priefts : WW 
And coming to diſcourſe, Tasked them ; Whether any one of them $warth- 
could ſay, he ever had the Word of the Lord to go and ſpeak ro ſuch more 
or ſuch a People? None of them durſt ſay, He had: Burt one of 
chem burſt out into a Paſſion, and ſaid , He could ſpeak his Experi- 
ences, as well as T, T told him, Experience was one thing : but to 
receive and go with a Meſſage, and to have a Word from the Lord, 
as the Prophers and Apoſtles had and did, and as T had done to them ; 
this was another thing. And therefore I put it to them again ; Could 
any of them ſay, he had ever had a Command or Word from the Lord 
immediately at any time? but none -of them could ſay io. Then I 
rold them ; The falſe Prophets, and falſe Apoſtles, and Antichriſts 
could uſe the Words of the true Prophets, and true Apoſtles, and of 
Chriit, and would ſpeak of other Mens Experzences; though they 
themſelves never knew nor heard the Yoice of God and Chriſt : and 
{uch as They, might get the good Words ard Experiences of others : 
This puzzled them much, and laid them open, For at another rime, 
when I was diſcourling with ſeveral Przts at Judge Fells Houſe, 
and he was by, I asked them the ſame Queſtion, Whether any of 
them ever heard the Voice of God or Chrif, to bid him go to ſuch or 
ſuch a People, to declare his Word or Meſſage unto them ? tor any one 
(I told rhem) any that could but read, might declare the Experiences 
of the Prophets and Apoſtles, which were recorded in the Scr/ptures. 
Hereupon one of them, whole Name was Thomas T aylor, an anci- 
ent Przeſs, did ingenuonſly Confeſs before Judge Fell, That he had 
never heard the Voice of God, nor of Chriſt, to ſend him to any People ; 
but he ſpare his Experiences, and the Experiences of the Saints im - 
former Ages; and That he preached, This very much Confirmed 
Judge Fell in the Perſwaſion he had, That the Prieſts were wrong ; for 


| he had thought formerly, as the generality of People then did, That 
, they were ſent from God. 


This Thomas T aylor was Convinced at this time, and travelet with wefamor. 
me into Weſtmorland. And coming to Croſsland-Steeple-houſe, we _ AP 
found the People gathered together there. And the Lord opened ack 
Thomas Taylor's Mouth amongſt the People (though he was Cox- 
vinced but the day before) fo that he declared amongſt them, How 
- he had been, before he was Convinced ; and like the good Scribe, that 
j was Converted to the Kiogdom, he brought forth things zew and old to 
the People, and ſhewed them, how zhe Priefts were out of the Way : 

W hich did rorment the Preſts, Some little diſcourſe Ihad with them, 
but thev fled away ; and a precious Meeting there was, wherein the 
Lord's Pover was over all, and the People were direCtted to the Spzrit 
of God, by which they might come to know God and Chriſt, and to 
| underitand the Scriptures aright. After this 1 paſſed on, viſiting 
Friends, and had very large Meetings 1n Weſtmorland. 

Now b:gan the Prieſts to Rage more and more, and as much as 
; they coul4i ro ſtir up Perſecution. Whereupon James Naylor and 
Francis Howzill were caſt into Priſon in Appleby-Jail, at the infti- 
pation of the malicious Przeſts; ſome of whom propheſied, That 
within & Month we ſhould be all ſcattered again, and come to nothing. 
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1652, - But bleſſed for ever be the Worthy Name of the Lord, the Work of 
GYV the Lord went on and proſpered. For about this time John Andland 
weſtmer- and Francis Howgill, and Fohn Camm, and Edward Burrough, and 
land, Richard Hubberthorn and Miles Hubberſty, and Miles Halhead with 
| ſeveral others, being endued with Power from on high, came forth 

into the Work of the Miniſtry, and approved themielves faithful 
Labourers therein ; traveling up and down, and preaching the Goſpel 
freely : by means whereot Multitudes were Convinced, and many ef- 
feQtually turned to the Loyd, Amongit theſe Chr:topher 1 aylor was 
one, who was Brother to Thomas 1 aylor before-mentioued ; and had 
been a Preacher to a People, as well as his Brother : But after they 
had received the knowledge of the Truth, they foon came into Obe- 
diencethereunto z and left their Preaching for Hire or Rewards, And 
having received a part of the Miniſtry of the Goſpel, they preach- 
ed Chriſt freely; being often ſent by the Lord to declare his 
Word in Steeple-houſes, and in Markets : and great Sufferers they 
were. 


— 


g_ After I had viſited Friends in Weſtmorland, I returned into Lanca- 
"oo ſhire, and went to Ulverſtone, where Lampitt was Prieſt : 
, who though he had preached of a People, that did own the T*z:hings 
of God, and had ſaid; That Men and Women ſhould come to declare 
the Goſpel ; yet afterwards, when it came to be fulfilled, he perſecu- 
ted both it and them. To this Prieſfs Houſe I went, where abun- 
darice of Prieſts and Profeſſors » ere got together after their LeFure ; 
with whom I had great Diſpatings concerning Chri## and the Scri- 
Pptures : for they were loth to let their Trade go down, which they 
made of preaching Chriſt's, and the Apoſtles and Prophets i/ords, But 
the Lord's Power went over the Heads of them all, and his Hd of 
Life was held forth amongſt them; though many of them were 
exceeding Envious and Devilliſh. Yet after this, many Prieſts and 
Profeſſors came to me irom far and near : of whom, they that were 
Innocent and Simple-minaed, were ſatished, and went away refreſhed ; 
bur the far and fall were fed with Fudgment, and ſert empty 
away : for that was the Word of the Lord to be divided to 
them. 

Now when Meetings were ſer up, and we Met 1n private Houſes, 
then began Lampitt the Prieſt to Rage : And he ſaid, We forſook the 
Temple, and went to Jeroboam's Calves-houſes : So that many Pro- 
feiſors began to ſee, how he was declined trom that, which he had 
formerly hild and preached, Hereupon rhe Cale of Jeroboaw's 
Calves was opened to the Profeſſors, Prieſts and People ; and it was 
declared and manitetted unto them, * That their Houſes (which | 
© they called Churches) were more like Jeroboam's Calves-houſes, even | 
* the Old Maſs-houſes, which were ſet up in the darkzeſs of Popery, Y 
* and winch they, who called themlelves Proteſtants, and proteſſed 
*tobe moreenlightoed than the Papifts, did ſtill hold up ; although # 
* God had never commanded them ; Whereas that Temple, which I 
* God had commanded at Fernſalem, Chri#f came to end the Service | 
*of; and they thar received and believed in him, their By4/es came 
* to be the Temples of God, and of Chrizt, and of the Huly Gho# to V 
* dwell inthem, and to walk ia them. Aad all ſuch were gathered bz 
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F into the Name of Jeſus, whole Name is above every Name ;'and 1652: 
© there is no Salvarion by any other Name under the whole Heaven, WV 
* but by the Name of Jeſus. And they that were thus gathered, ulver- 
© met together in ſeveral Dwelling-houſes, which were not called the #9 
* Temple, nor the Church ; but their Bodies were the Temples of God, 
© 1nd the Believers were the Church, which Chriſt was the Head of. 
* So that Chri#f was not called the Head of an Old Houſe, which was 
* made by Mens Hands; neither did he come to purchaſe and ſanttify, 
© and redeem with his Blood an Old Houſe, which they called their 
* Church ; but the People, which he is the Head of, Much work I 
had in thoſe Days with Prze/fs and People, concerning their Od Maſs- 
honſes, which they called their Churches : tor the Prieſts had perſuaded 
| the People, that it was the Houſe of God; whereas the Apoſtle ſays, 
Whoſe Houſe we are,&c, Heb. 3. 6. So the People are God's Houſe, in 
whom he dwells. And the Apoſtle ſaith;Chrift purchaſed his Church with 
his own Blood ; and Chriſt calls his Church his Spouſe, and his Bride, 
the Lamb"'s Wife: So that this Title Church and Spouſe , was 
not given to an O!d Houſe; but to his People, the true Be- 
lzevers. 
After this on a Lef#ure-dayT was moved to go to the Sreeple-houſe 
at Ulverſtone, where were abundance of Profeſſors, Prieſts and People. 
I went up near to Prieſt Lampitt, who was bluſtering on in his 
Preaching : And after the Lord had opened my Mouth to ſpeak, Johz 
Sawrey the Juſtice came to me, and ſaid ; If I would ſpeak according 
to the Scriptures, T ſhould ſpeak. I ſtranged at him for ſpeaking ſo to 
me, for I did ſpeak according to the Scrzprures ; and I rold him, 7 
{p 1u1d ſpeak according to the Scriptires, and bring the Scriptures to 
prove, what T had to ſay: for I had ſomething to ſpeak to Lampitt 
and to them. Then he ſaid : I ſhould not ſpeak; ContradiQting him- 
{clf, who had faid juſt before, I ſhould ſpeak, if T would ſpeak ac- 
cording to the Scriptures: which I did. Now the People were quiet, 
and heard me gladly; until this Juſtice Sawrey (who was the firſt 
Siirrer up of cruel Perſecution 1n the North) incenſed them againit 
me, and ſet them on to hale, beat and bruiſe me. Then ona {ſudden 
| the People were ina Rage; and they fell upon me 1n the Steeple-houſe 
- . betore his Face, and knock'd me down, and k:cied me, and :rampled 
i upon me, he looking on: And fo great was the Uproar, that ſome 
{ Pecple tumbled over their Seats for fear. Atlaſt hecame, and took 
| me trom the People, and led me out of the Szeeple-houſe, and put me 
into the Hands of the Conſtables and other Officers ; bidding them 
Whip me, and put me out of the Town, Then they led me about a 
| quarter of a Me, ſome taking hold by my Collar, and ſome by my 
Arms and Shoulders, and ſhock and dragg'd me along. And there 
being many Friendly People come to the Market, and ſome of them 
come to the Steeple-houſe to hear me, divers of theſe they knocked 
dowa allo, and brake their Heads; fo that the Blood ran down from 
ſeveral of them. And Jadge Fells Son running after, to ſee whar 
they would do with me, they threw him into a Ditch of Water ; ſome 
of them crying, Knock the Teeth out of his Head, Now when 
they had ha/:4 me to the Common-17of5-fide, a Multitude of People 
following, the Conſtables and other Officers gave me ſome Blows over 
my 
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my Back with their W/i1/ow-Rods, and ſo thrult me among the zude 


WYW Multitude: who (having furniſhed themſelves ſome with Steves, 
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ſome with Hedge-ſtakes, ard others with Holm or Holly-brſhes) tell 
upon me, and bear me on my Head, Arms and Shoulders, uill they 
had amazed me ; fo that I fell down upon the Wet Common, And 
when I recovered my ſelf again, and faw my {:1: lying in a Watry 
Common, and the People ftanding about me ; T lay ſtill a litle white: 
And the Power of the Lord ſprang through me, and the Eternal Re- 
freſhings refreſhed me ; ſo thar I itood up again in the ttrengthening 
Power of the Eternal God. And f{tretching out my Arms amongtt them, 
I faid with a loud Yoice, ** Strike agarn ; here are my Arms, my Flead 
« and my Cheeks, There was in the Company a Maſon, a Profeſſor, 
but a rude Fellow ; He with his walking Rule-Staff gave me a Blow 
with all his might, juſt over the back of my Hara, as it was ſtretched 
out ; with which blow my Hand was fo bruiſed, and my Arm 1o be- 
aummed, that T could not draw it unto me again : fo that ſome of 
the People cried out, He haih ſpoil'd his Hand for ever having any 
uſe of it more. But T looked at it 1n the Love of God (for T wes 1n the 
Lowe of God to them all, that had perſecuted me) and atter a wule 
the Lord's Power ſprang through me again, and through my Hand 
and Arm, ſo that ina Moment I recovered Strength in my Hand 
and Arm in the fizht of them all, Then they began to fall our a 
mong themlelves ; and ſome of rhem came to me, andſaid; If I 
would give them Money, they would ſecure me from the reſt, ButT was 
moved of the Lord to declare-to them all the Word of Life, and 
ſhewed them their falſe Chriſtianity, and the Fruits of their Prieſts 
Miniſtry ; tellios them : they were more like Heathens and Jews, 
than true Chriſtians, Then was T moved of the Lord ro come up 
again through the midF# of rhe People, and go up into UVlverſtore- 
Market. And as I went, there mer me a Man, a Souldier, with his 
Sword by his Side ; Sir, ſaid he ro me, I ſee, you are a Man, gnd [ 
am aſhamed and orieved, that you ſhould be thus abuſed : and he ottered 
to H/ift me, in what he ceuld. But I told him, The Lord's Power 
was over all : So I walked through the People in the Market, and 
none of them had power to touch me then. But ſome of the Mar- 
ket-People abuſing ſome Friends 1n the Marker, I rurned me abour, 
and ſaw this Sou/dzer among them with his naked Rapter ; whereupon 
I ran 1n amongſt them, and catching hold of his Hzz4, that his 
Rapier was in, I bid him, Put up his Sword again, if ve would go along 
with me : for I was willing to draw him our trom the Company, leit 
ſome Miſchief ſhould be done. Yet a few days after ſeven Mez fell upon 
this Souldier, and beat him cruelly, becauſe he had taken part with 
Friends and me: For it was the manner of the Perſecutors of that 
Country, for twenty or forty People to run upon one Man, And they 
tell ſo upon Friexds in many Places, that they could hardly paſs the 
Flizh-ways; ſtoning, beating and breaking their Heads, Now when [ 
came up toSwarthmore,l found the Friends there drefſing the Heads and 
Hands of Friends and Friendly People, which had been broken or hurt 
that day by the Profeſſors and Hearers of Lampitt, the Prieff. My Body 
and Arms were yellow, black and blue, with the Blows and Bruiſcs | 
received atnongſt them that day: And now began che Prieſts ro 
propheſy 
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propheſy again,'T hat within half aTear we ſhould beiall pnt down and gone, 1652. 

About two Weeks after thisI went into Walney-Ilard, and James WWW 
Naylor went with me 3 and we ſtay'd one Night at a little Town watney- 
on this ſide, called Cockan, and had a Meeting there, where there 1/and. 
was ce Convinced. Alter a while there came a Mar with a Piſtol ; cokan. 
whereupon the People ran out of Doors. He called tor me : and 
when I came out to him, he ſnapp'd his Piſtol at me ; but it would 
not go off, This cauſed the People to make a great By/tle abour 
him ; and ſome of them took hold of him, to prevent his doing Mi/- 
chief. Bui T was moved in the Lord's Power to ſpeak to him : and 
he was fo ſtruck by the Power of the Lord, that he zrembled for fear ; 
and went and hid himſelf. Thus the Lord's Power came over them 
all, though there was a great Rage in the Country. 

The next Morning I went over in a Boat to James Laxcaſter's ; 
and as foon as I came to Land, there ruſhed out about Forty Men with 
Staves, Clubs and Fiſhing-poles; and fell upon me, beating and punch- 
ing me, and endeavoured to thruſt me backward int6 the Sea. And 
witen they had :hruſt me almolt into the Sea, and I ſaw, they would 
have kaock'd me down there in the Sea, I went up into the Mz4dle of 
them: bur they laid at me again, and knock'd me down, and 
fiuanr'd me. When I came to my ſelf, I looked up and ſaw James 
Lancafler's Wite throwing Stones at my Face, and her Husband James 
Lancaſter, was lying over me, to keep the Blows and the Srozes from 
of me. For rhe People had perſuaded James Lancaſter's Wife, that 
| had bewitched her Hwsband ; and had promiſed her, That if ſhe 
would let them know, when I came thither, they would be my death. And 
having got knowledge of my Coming, many of the Town roſe up 
i9 this manner with Clubs and Sraves to &i/{ me : but the Lora?s 
Power preſerved me, that they could not take away my Life. At 
i-n5th I got up upon my Feet ; but they beat me dows apain inio the 
| Boat ; which James Laxcaſter obſerving, he preſently came into the 
Boat to me, and fer me over the Water from them ; but while we 
were on the Water within their Reach, they ſtruck at us with long 
Potes, and threw Stores after us. By that time we wcre come to the 
other ſide, we ſaw them beating James Naylor : for whillt they had 
been beating of me, he walked up intoa Field, and they never 
minded him, tiil T was gone ; then they fell upon him, and all their 
Cry was, Kill him, Kill him. | | 

Now when I was come over to the Town again, on the other ſite 
of the Water, the Townſmen roſe up with Parchforks, Flails ard 
Staves to keep me out of the Town, crying, Kyi! him; knock hins 
on the Head ; bring the Cart, and carry him away to the Church-yard. 
So after they had abuſed me, they drove me a pretiy way out of 
the Town, and there left me. Then. went James Lancaſter back 
a5ain, to look after James Naylor ; and I being now leir alone, wenr 
toa Ditchof Water ; and having waſhed my ſelf (for they had all 
bedirted and beſmeared my Face, Hands and Cloaths with Miry Dirt 
| and Wet) 1 walked about three Miles to Thomas Hutton's Houſe, 
P where lodged Thomas Lawſon the Pric#, that was Convinced, And 
; when I came in, I could hardly ſpeak to them, 1 was fo br1ſed ; 
only 1 told tkem, where I left James Naylor : whereupon they took

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1652, each of them an Horſe, and went and brought him thither that 

SYV Night. The next day Margaret Fell hearing of it, fent an Horſe 

Cockan. fox me; but ſo ſore I was with the Bruiſes T had, that I was not able 
to bear the ſhaking of the Horſe without muci: pzrm9, WhenT was 

<warth- Come to Swarthmore, Juſtice Sawrey, and one Juſtice Thompſon of Lan- 

more. caſter, granted forth a Warrant againſt me; bui Jadge Fell coming 
home, it was not ſerved upon me: for he was out of the Connryry all 
this time, that I was thus ab#ſed and cruelly uſed. But when he came 
home, he ſent forth Warrants into the Ie of Walney, to apprehend 
all thoſe Riotous Perſons : whereupon lome of them fled the Conntry, 
James Lancaſter's Wife was afterwards Convinced of the Truth, and 
Repented of the Evil ſhe had done me ; and ſo did ſome others of 
thoſe bitter Perſecutors alſo : but the Judgments of God fell upon 
ſome of them, and Deſtrui#ion is come upon many of them ſince. 
Jadze Fell asked me to give him a Relatzon of my Perſecution: but 1 
rold him; They could do 20 otherwiſe in the Spirit wherein they were ; 
and that they manifeſted the Fruits of their Prielt's Miniſtry, and their 
Profeſſion and Religion to be wrong. So he told his Wife, I mad? no- 
thing of it ; and that I ſpake of it as Man , thet had not 
been concerned, For indeed , the Lord's Power healed me 
again, 

yelland. yt I was recovered, I went to Te/land, where there was a gear 
Meeting. In the Evening there came a Przeft to the Houſe, with a 
Piſtol 19 his Hand, under pretence to /ight a Pzpe of Tobacco; and 
the Maid of the Houſe ſeeing the Piſtol, told ner Maſter: who there- 
upon clapping his Hands on both the Door-Poſts, toid ivum, He {ould 
xct come in there, And while he ſtood there, keeping ite Doorway, 
he looked up, and fpied over the Wall a Company ot Mer 
coming , ſome armed with Sraves, and one with a Maker, Lur 
the Lord God prevented their Bloody Defi2z ; fothat ſeeing themſelves 
diſcovered, they went their way, and did no hari. 

Lancaſter, The time for the Seſſions at Lancaſter beings come, I went to Layx- 
caſter with Judge Fell ; who on the way told me, He had never had 
ſuch a Matter brought before him before, and he could not well tell, what 
79 do in the Buſineſs. 1 told him; when Paul was brought before the 
Rulers, and the Jews and Prieſts came down to Accuſe him, and laid 
many talſe things to his Charge, Pal ftood ſtill all thar while. And 
when they had cone, Feſtzs the Governour, and King 4zrippa beck- 
ned to lim to fſpesk for himſclt; which Paul did, and cleared him- 
icit of all thoſe falſe Accuſations : And fo he might do by me. Being 
come to Lancaſler, and Juſtice Sawrey and Juſtice 1 hompſon having 
granted a Warraxt toapprehend me; though [ was not apprehended 

Sons. peared againſt me abour Forty Prieſts. Theſe had choſen one Mar- 

[hal, Prieſt of Lancaſter, to be their Orator; and had provided ore 
nouns Prieſt, and two Prieſts Sons to bear Witneſs againit me; who 
had ſworn before-hand, that T had ſpoken Blaſphemy. When the 

Jeffices were let, they heard all, that the Przefts and their Witneſſes 

could ſay and charge againſt me ; their Orator Marſhal ſitting by, and 

explaining their Sayings for them : But the Witneſſes were ſo Con- 
founded, that they diſcovered themſelves to be falſe Witneſſes, For 
when

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-when the Court had Examined one of the W:zejſes upon Oath, and 1652. 

then began to Examin another of them, he was at ſuch iofs, he &5V 

could not Axſwer directly ; bur ſaid, the other could lay ir. Which Lancafter- 

made the Juſtices ſay to him; Have you ſworn it, and given it in al» Sans. 

ready upon your Oath, and now ſay, That he can ſay it ? It ſeems, you 
did not hear thoſe words ſpoken your ſelf, though you have {worn it, 
There were then in Corrs ſeveral People, who had been at rhar 
Meetivo , wherein the Witneſſes ſwore, IT ſpake thoſe braſphemons 
Words, winch the Prieffs accuted me of ; and theſe, beiny; Mer of 
Integrity and Reputation in the Country, did declare and affirm in 
Court, 1 hat the Oath, which the Witneſſes had taken againſt me, was 
altogether falſe, and that no ſuch Words, as they had ſworn againſt 
me, were ſpoken by me at that Meeting : For indeed, molt ot tie ſerous 
Mea of that fide of the Connty, that were then at the Sefzons, had 
been at that Meezimg, and had heard me both at that Mcerzag, and 
at other Meetings allo, This was taken notice of by Colonel VVeR, 
who being a J-ſtice of the Peace, was then upon the Bexch ; and hav- 
ing long been weak in Body, bleſſed the Lord, and faid ; The Lord had 
healed him that day : adding, 1 hat he never ſaw ſo many ſober People 
and good Faces together in-all his Life, And (hen turning himſtit co 
| me, he {aid in the open Seſrons ; George, If thou haſt any thing to ſay 
x to the People, thou may'ſt freely declare 3t. And I was moved of the 
t Lord to ſpeak : and as loon as I began, Prieſt Marſhal, the Orator for 
the reſt of the Przeſts, went his way. Thar which I was moved to 
declare, was ttits ; * That the Holy Scriptures were given torth by the 
q « Spirit of God ; and all People mult firit come to the Spirze of God in 
; * themſelves, by which they might know God and Chriſt, of whom 
the Prophets and the Apoſtles learnt ; and by the ſame Spirit know 
* the Holy Scrrptures ; for as the Sprrzt of God was 1n them, that gave 
* forth the Scrzptures; fo the ſame Spirit of God mult be in all them, 
7 * that come to know and underitand rhe Scriptures. By which Sprrit 
: © they might have Fellowſhip with the S9z, and with the Father, and 
* _ © with the Scriptures, and with one another : And without this Spirit 
f * they can know neitier God, nor Chriſt, nor the Scriptures, nor 
[ © have right Fellowſhip onz with another. TI had no fooner ſpoken 
£ theſe Words, but abcurt half a dozen Prieſts, that ſtood behiad my 
Back, burſt out into a paſſion; and one of them, whoſe Name was 
Jackzs, amongſt other things that he ſpake againſt the Truth, ſaid: 
that the Spirit and the Letter were inſeparable. 1 replied, * Then 
* every One, that hath rhe Lerrer, hath the Spirzt ; and they might 
*uy the Spirzt with the Lerrter of the Scriptures. This plain dif- 
covery of Darkneſs inthe Prieſt moved Judge Fell and Colonel VVet 
| to Reprove them openly, and rell them, That according to that Poſition, 
| they might carry the Spirit in their Pockets, as they did the Scriptures. 
þÞ Upon this the Przeſts being Contounded and put to filence, ruſht out 
in a Rage againit the Jyſtzces, becauſe they could not have their 
blondy Enxas upon me, So the Juſtices, ſeeing the Witneſſes did not 

agr26, and perceiving, that they were brought to Anſwer the Prieſts 

Evy, and finding, that all their Evidences were not ſufficient in Law 

to make good their Charge againſt me, they diſcharged me. And after 

Juuge Fell had fpoken ro Juſtice Sawrey and Juſtice Thompſon con- 
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1652. cerning the VYVarrant they had given forth againſt me, and ſhewed 
LGYV them the Errors thereof; He and Colonel Weſt granted a Superſedeas,

to ſtop the Execution thereof, Thus was T cleared in open Seſſions 
of all thoſe lying Accuſations, which the malicious Przeſts had laid to 
my Charge : And Multitudes of People praiſed God that day ; torir 
was a joyful Day to many. There was Juſtice Benſon out of Me/l- 
morland, who was Convinced; and Major Ripan, that was Mayor of 
the Town of Lancaſter, who was Convinced allo, It wasa day of 


Everlaſting Salvation to hundreds of People : tor the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


the Way to the Father, and the free Teacher was exalted and ſet up, 
and his Everlaſting Goſpel was preached, and the Word of Eternal 
Life was declared over the heads of the Priefts, ard all ſuch Mozey- 
Preachers. For the Loyd opened many Movths that Day to ſpeak 
his Word to the Prieſts, and ſeveral friendly People and Profeſſors 
reproved the Prieſts in their Izzs, and in the Sreets; fothat they 
fell, like an old rotten Houſe : and the Cry was among the People, 
That the Quakers had got the day, and the Prieſts were fallen. Many 
People were Convinced that day, amongit whom Thomas Briggs was 
one, who before had been averſe from Friends ani Truth ; inſo- 
much, that diſcourſing on a time with John Lawſon, a Friend, con- 


cerning Perfedtion, Thomas Briggs ſaid to him, Doft thou hold Per- 


fetion? and therewithal lift up his Hand, to have given the Frzend a 
Box on the Ear, But this Thomas Briggs, beins Convinced of the 


_ Truth that day, declared apainſt his own Prieſt Fackus ; and alter- 


wards became a faithful Miniſter of the Goſpel, and ttood fo to the 
End of his Days. 


When the S-/i9ns were over, James Naylor, who was preſent 


thereat, gave a brief Account of the Proceedings thereof in a Letter, 


which ſoon after he writ to Friends ; which 1s here added for the 
Reader's further {atisfattion in this Matter : 


* | Near Friends and Brethren in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, my dear 
* | # Love untoyou all, deſiring, you may be kept ſtedfalt in the 
* Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and in the power of his Love, boldly to witneſs 
* forth the 774th, as It is revealed in you by the mighty working of 
* the Father : To him alone be everlaſting Praiſe and Honour for 
*evermore ! Dear Friends, the Lord doth much manifeſt his Love 
* and Power in theſe Parts. Upon the ſecond day of the laſt Week 
* my Brother George and I were at Lancaſter : There were abundance 
* of Friends from all parts; and a great fort, which ſided with the 
* Prieſts, giving out, They now hoped to ſee a ſtop put to that great 
* Work, which had gone on ſo faſt, and with ſuch Power, that their 
* Kingdom is much ſhaken. We were called before Judge Fell, Colonel 
* Weff, Juſtice Sawrey, &c. to Anſwer, what was charged againſt 
* George, There were Three Witneſſes to Eight Particulars, but they 
* were much Confuſed in themſelves ; which gave much Light to the 
*1ruth : whereby the Juſtices did plainly fee, that it was Exvy ; 
* and they divers times told them ſo. Ore of the Witneſſes was a 
* young Prieſt, who Contelled, He had not meddled, had not another 
* Prieſt ſent for him, and ſet him on Work, The other VVitneſſes 


* were 
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$ were two Prieſts Sons: It was proved there by many, ther heard 1652, 
© oxe of them lay ; If he had power, he would make George dey his iS WW 
© Profeſſion, and that he would take away his Life. This was a ſi-2le 1:ncater- 
©VVitneſs to one of the greateſt Untruths, that was charged againſt Seyions. 
© George; And the Juſtices told him, That they ſaw, becauſe he could 
6 ot take away his Lite, he went about to take. away his Liberty. There 
© xyas one Pr/e# choſen our of the whole number, as an Orator, to 
© plead againlt us; who ſpared no pains to ſhew forth his Exvy 
© againſt rhe, Truth : And when he could not prevail, he went down 
tin a Rage; and there came up a Pack of them into the Roows, 
© among whom was one Jacws. George was then ſpeaking in the 
£ Room (one of the Juſtices having wiſhed him, if he had any thing 
© to ſay, he would ſpeak: ) at which the fſ2id Pra# Facue was in 
«ſuch a Rage, that he brake torth into many high Exprefions againſt 
© the Truth ſpoken by my dear Brother George ; amongſt which this 
« was on?, That the Letter and the Spirit were inſeparable, Hereupon 
© the Juſtices ſtood up, and bid him, prove that, before he went any 
« further. Then he ſceing himſelf caught, would have denied it ; and 
© when he could not get off fo, the reſt of the Prefs would have 
© helped him to a Meanzpg for his YVords : But the Juſtices would 
« admit no othet Meaning, than the plain ſexfe of the YVords ; but 
© told him, He had laid down a Poſition, and it was fit, he ſhould prove 
L <7t; preſſing the Matter cloſe upon him. Whereupon the Preeſts, 
© being put to ſilexce, went cown in a greater Rage, than before; 
< and ſome of them, after they were gone down, being asked, whar 
< they had done, Lyed and ſaid, They could not get into the Room ; 
© thereby to hide their Shame, and keep the People 1n blindneſs. The 
« Juſtices, Judge Fell and Colonel VVef were much Convinced of the 
| © Truth, and did ſer up J«ſftice and Equity; and have much ſilenced 
j * the Rage of the People, Many bzter Spirits were at Laxcaſter, to 
; © ſce the Event ; but went home, and cried : 7 he Frieſts had lo# the 
© day : Everlaſting Praites be tro him, who fought the Bazerel tor us, 
« who is our Kz2g for ever ! There were Orhers called, who the VVie- 
$ zeſſes confeſſed were in the Room , when the things charged on 
$ George were faid to have been ſpoken ; but they all, as one Man, 
þ * denied, that any ſuch Words were ſpoken: Which gave much 
b- * Light tro the J«/ices, and they durit truil, what they wzrzeſſed ; 
* for they ſaid, they knew many of them to be hone#F Mer, There 
* was a VVarrant granted out againſt us at Appleby ; but Juſtice Ben- 
* ſon told them, It was not according to Law ; and lo it ceaſed ; As I 
* hear, he is a faithful Man to the Truth, The Prieſts began to preach 
* againſt the Juſtices, and laid; They were not to medadle in theſe 
| © things, but to end Controverſy betwixt Nezghbour and Neighbour. 
1 © They are not pleaſed with the Law, becaule ir is not in the Statute to 
} * Impriſon us, as the Prie#, that pleaded againſt us, {aid : The 
* Juſtices bid him Go put it into the Statute, if he could ; he ſaid, It 
* ſhould want no will of his, They are much afraid, that they ſhall 
* loole all : They afe much diſcontented in theſe parts; and ſome of 
* them cry, All is gone, Dear Friends, dwcil in Patience, and wait 
* upon the Lord, who will do his own Y/York. Look not at Man in 
* the /York ; nor at Man, who oppoſeth the YYork : but reſt in the 
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© [V;ll of the Lord, that fo ye may be furniſhed with Patzence, both 
© to do and to ſuffer, what ye ſhall be called unto; that your End 
*in all things may be his Praiſe. And take up his Croſs freely, 
© which keeps low the fleſhly Man ; that Chriſt may be ſcr up and 
© honoured in all things, and ſo the Light 3dvanced 1n you, andthe 
© Tudement ſet up, which muſt give Sentence againſt all that oppoferh 
© the Truth ; That the Captivity may be led Captzve, and the Priſo- 
© ner ſet free to ſeek the Lord 3 that Righteouſneſs may rule in you, 
* and Peace and Joy may dwellin you , wherein conhitteth the Xzng- 
© dom of the Father; to whom be all Praiſe for ever! Dear Friends, 
© Mcet often together : and take heed, of what Exalteth it feif above 
© its Brother ; but keep low, and ſerve one another in Love tor the 
© Lord's ſake. Let all Friends know, how it is with us: that God may 
© have the Praiſe of all.

At this Time I was ina Fa#; and was not to Ear, until this Work 
of God, which theo lay weighty upon me, was accompliſhed. Bur the 
Lord's Power was wondertully fet over all, and gave T7744 and 
Friends Dominion therein over al}, to his Glory : And his Goſpel 
was freely preached that Day, over the Heads of about Forty Fore- 
ling-Prieſts. I ſtayed Twoor 1 hree Days afterwards 1n Lancaſter, and 
had ſome Meetings there : And the rude and baſer fort of People 
plotted together to have drawn me out of the Houſe, and io have 
thrown me over Lanxcaſter-Bridge ; but the Lord prevented them. 
Then they invented another Miſchief, which was this: Aﬀeer a 
Meeting at Lancaſter they brought down a arſtracted May, and another 
with him with Bundles of Birchen-Rods, bound together like Beſoms, 
with which they ſhould have whzpped me : But I was moved to ſpeak 
to chem is the Lord's mz7zhty Power, which chained down the diſtra- 
ted Man, and the other ailo 3 and madethem calm and quier. Then 
i bil him, throw his Rods into the Fire, and bury them; and he 
did ſo. Thus the Lord's Power being over them, they departed 
quietly. 

: os Prieſts, fretting to ſee themſelves overthrown at the Se/fr- 
ons at Lancaſter, got lome of the Exvious Juſtices to join with them ; 
and ar the tollowing A4fize at Lancaſter intormed Judge Windham 
againſt me, Wheieupon the Judge made a Speech againit me in open 
Court; 2nd commanded Colonel We, who was Clerk of the Afze, to 
iſſue forth a Warraxt tor the apprehending of me : But Colonel Weſt 
rold the Jnage of my Innocency, and ſpake boldly in my defence, 
Yet the Judge commanded him again, either to write a Warrant, or 
£0 off from his S-at : Then he told the Jadze plainly, that he would 
not do it ; bit that he would offer up all his Efare, ard his Body alſo 
tor me, So he itopt the Fudge 3 and the Lord's Power came over all :

So I 
went to Jude Fell's and Colonel Mef's Chambers : Ard as ſoon as 1

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came in, they /zzzled on me; and Colonel Weſt ſaid, What ! are you 1652. 
come into the Dragon's Mouth ? | frayed in Town, till the Judge went (NI 
out of Town; and I walked up and dowa the Town, but no one _— 
medd/ed with me, nor queltioned me. Thus the Lord's bleiled Power, 

which is over all, car; me through and over this Exerciſe ; ard 

gave Dominton over his Enemzes, and enabled me to go on in his glo- 

rious Work and Service for his great Name'>-lake. For though rhe : 
Beaſt maketh War againſt the Sazzts; yet the Lamb hath got, and will 

get the /i&ory. 

From Lazcaſter T returned to Robere Wither's, and from thence I 
wenr to Thomas Leper”s toa Meeting in the Evening ; and a very oy 
bleſled Meering we had there. Alter the Meeting was done, I walk- -— 
ed inthe Evening to Robert Withers's again, And no looner was 1 
gone, bur there came a Company of d:ſguiſed Men to Thomas Leper”s 
with Swords and Pzſtols; who tudden!ly entring the Houſe, pur out 
the Caxdles, and ſwung their Swords about amonglt the People of the 
Houſe ; 1o that the People were fain to hold up the Charrs belore 
chem, to ſave themſelves from being cur and wounded. Ar lengrh 
they drove all the People of the Houſe out of the Houſe, and then 
ſearched the Houſe tor me ; who, 1t tcem:, was the only Perſon they 
looked for : for they had laid wait before in the High-way, by which 
1 [hould have gone, it I had ridden ro Robers Mithers's. And not 
meeting with me on the YV/ay, they thought to have found me +3 the 
Hoſe; but theLord prevented them. Soon after I was come 1p at. Robert 
| Withers, ſome Frieads came from ihe Town,where Thomas Leper lived, 
and 2ave us a Relation of this wicked Attempt : And the Friends were 
atravi,lett they ſhould come,and ſcarch Rovers Wirhers's Houſe alſo for 
mc,and do me 2 Miſchief: Burt theLord reſtrained rhem,thar they came 
nor. though theſe Mea were in d:ſguiſe;yer the Friends perceived iome 
of them to be French-men, and ſuppoſed them to be S:rvanrs belong- 
11g to one Cailed Sir Robert Bindlas: For ſome of them had laid, that 
11 their Nation they uled to ' ye the Proteſtants to Trees, and whip 
them, and deſtroy them. And his Servants uled often to abule &r:ends, 
| both in their Meerizgs, and going to and from their Meerzngs. The 
| once took Richard Hubberthorz and ſeveral others out of the Meeting, 
| and carried them a good way oft into the Fzelas 5 and there bouna 

them, and left them bound in the Winter-Seaſon. And at another 

Time one of his Servants came to Francis Flemmine's Houſe, and 

thruſt his naked Rapzer in at the Door and Windows : But there being 

at the Houſe a Kinſman of Francs Flemming's, one who was not a 

Friend, he came with a Cadgel in his Hand, and bid the Serving- 
| m14n pur up his Kapier : which when the other would nor, but va- 
F, poured at him with it, and was Rude; he knock'd him down with 
| his Cudgel, and took his Rapier trom him: And had it not been tor 
Friends, he would have Run him through with it. So the Friends 
preſerved his Life, that would have deſtroyed theirs. 

From Robert Withers's T weat to viſit Juſtice Wet, Richard Hub- To Fuſtice 
berthorn accompanying me. And not knowing the Way, nor the Wetts, s- 
Danger of the Sands, we Rid, wh:re (as we were afterwards told) als 
no Man ever rid before ; ſwimming our Horſes over a very dangerous 
Place, Warcn we were come in, Juſtice Weſt asked us, If we did 
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not ſee Two Men riding over the Sands ? I ſhall have their Cloaths anos, 
ſaid he, for they cannot eſcape Drowning ; and I am the Coroner. 
But when we told him, that we were the Mez, be was aſtoniſhed ar - 
it; and wondred, how we eſcaped Drownizz, Upon this the envi- 
ous Prieſts and Profeſſors raiſed a flandercizs Report concerning me, 
That neither Water could drown me, nor could they draw Blood of me ; 
and that therefore ſurely I was a Wztch (for indeed, ſometimes when 
they beat me with great Szaves, they did not much draw my Blood, 
though they bruiſed my Body oft-times very ſorely.) But all theſe 
Slanders were nothing to me with reſpeCt to my ſelf, (though T was 
concerned on the Truth's behalt, which, I ſaw, they endeavoured 
by theſe Means to prejudice People againſt) for I conſidered, that 
their fore-Fathers, the Apoſtate-Jews, called the Maſter of the Houſe 
Beelzebub ; and theſe Apoſtate-Chriſtians from the Life and Power of 
God, could do no leſs to his Seed. But the Lord's Power carried me 
over their Slanderous Tongues, and their bloody, murtherous Spirits ; 
who had the Ground of Witchcraft in themſelves, which kept them 
from coming to God and to Chri#. 

Having viſited Juſtice Wet, 1 went to Swarthmore, viliting Friends 
there-aways; and the Lord's Power was over all the Perſecutors 
there. And I was moved to write ſeveral Lerters to the Magiſtrates, 
Prieſts and Profeſſors there-abouts, who had raiſed Perſecution be- 
fore. That which I ſent tro Juſtice Sawrey, was after this 
manner :

8 HE Word of the Lord to thee, Price Tatham, who art 
: found out of the Doftrize of Chriſt ; having the chirfeſt Place 
*in the Aſſembly, and being called of Men Maſter, and fiancing 
© Praying in the Syzagogue in the Steps of the Phariſees, which our 
© Lord Jeſus Chriſt cried Y/o againlt. Tn his Yay thou art not ; 
© but in the Way of the Scrzbes and Phariſees : as thou mavelt read, 
* Matth. 23. There Chrift”s V/ords Judge thee,” and the Scriptures of 
*7Truth Condemn thee. For thou art ſuch an one, 25 ſres Ven at the 
«© Law for Tithes, and yet profetlelt thy felt to be a Miniſter of Chriſt ; 
* which Chriſt never impowered his to do: Neither did any of his 
« Apoſtles or Miniſters ever do ſo. Here I charge thee in the preſerce 
* of the Living God to be out of their Dotfrine ; and that thou art 
© one of thoſe evil Beaſts the Scripture ſpeaks of, that mingdelt Earth- 
* ly Things, Which the Life of the Secrzprures is againtt, Thon art 
© for Deſtruftion in the State wherein thou ſtandeſt ; and it will be 
* thy Poriioh eternally, if thou doſt not Repenz. Ta that of God in 
thy Conſcience T ſpeak, which will witncls the Truth, of what I 
* ſay. Thou art one, that poeſt in Cair's Way, in Envy, an Exemy 
*to God, and from the Commara of Gog : Thou art one that goelt 
* in Balaam's Way, from the Spirit of God, for Gifts and Rewards, 
* the Wapes of Unrighteouſneſs. Thou So of Balaam, thou art 
* worſe than thy Father : tor though he loved the FYages of Unrigh- 
© reonſneſs, yer he durit not take it ; but thou not only takeſt it, but 
$ fucſt Mon 2t the Law, if they will not give it thee: which never 
* dic Miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt, Therefore ſtop thy Month ior ever, 


* ani never make mention of them, or profeſs thy felt one of them : »; 
* With the Lizht rhou art ſeen and comprehended ; who art /i2ht and *5 


* vaia, and ipeakeit a Divination of thy own Brain, and deceiveſt 
* the People. That in thy Conſcience will witnels what | ſay, and 
* will Condemn thee; who art one that beareſt Rule by thy Means, 
which the Lord ſent Jeremizh to cry againit, Jer. 5. and ſo thou 
* holdelt up the horrible and filthy thinzs, that is committed in the Lana. 
* And they, that do not Tremble at the YVord of the Lord, they are the 
* fooliſh 
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* fooliſh People, that hold thez up; they are ſortiſh Childrez, 2nd have 1652, 
© no Underſtanding : They are Wile to do Evz/, but not ro do Good ; WW 
* who are deceived by thee. And ſuch an one thou art, thar ſeekeſt $yarth. 
* for thy Gaiz from thy Quarter; a greedy dumb Dog, that never more. 
© hath enough, as thy Pra:ce makes manifeſt ; which the Lord ſent 
* Iſaiah to cry againlt, I/a.56.,11,12, And thou art fach an one, 
© as the Lord ſent Ezekzel ro cry againſt, who feedeſt of the Faz, and 
© Clotheit with the YVT/oll, and makeſt a Prey upon the People. But 
* the Lord is gathering his Sheep from thy Month, that to thee they 
t {hall be a Prey no longer. Thcu Exemy of God, here this Prophecy 
* is fuliilles upon thee, Ezef. 34. and thou art one of them ; 1 charge 
* it apon thee 1n the preſence of the living God : A Hirelize thou art ; 
* and they that put not into thy Mouth, thou prepareſt War agaialt

I writ alfoto Burton, Prieji of Sedbergh, much what to the 
{ame purpoſe ; he being in the ſame evil Ground, Nature and Prattice, 
which the other Prefs were in. Many other Epiſtles alſo and Pa- 
pers I writ about that Time, as the Lord moved me theceunro, which 
[ ſent abroad among the Prieſts, Profeſſors and People of all ſorts, 
| tor the /ayz»g their Evil ways open before them, that they might ſee 
| and forſake them ; and opening the Way of Truth unto them, thaz 

they might come to walk therein: which are too many an3 large,to be 
inſerted 1a this Place. 
Now after I had cleared my Conſcience at that Time, to the 
Prieſts and People in thoſe Parts near Swarthmore, T went again into 
Weftmorland, Anda Company of Men with Pzkes and Staves laid F#m 
þ wait for me at a Bridge in the Way ; and they light on ſome Friends, © 
3 but miſled me. Afterwards they came to the Meeting with their 
| Pikes and Staves: But Juſtice Benſon being there, and many conii- 
EF derable People beſides, they were prevented from doing that 1/- 


chief they intended, $0 they went away in a great Rage, but did nor 
hurt any Body.

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I went fron the Meetins to Urayrizoe, an hails Meeting there at 
Alex:ader Dixon's Hou'e ; where the Prieſt (wo was a Baprift, and 
a Chappel-Prieſt) came tothe 3%eting to oppole : but ite Lord Col- 
tounded him by Its Power. And fome of the Pri«ſt's Perple tem- 
lcd down ſome 22:1k-Pales, which ſtood upcn the Szde of the H:nfe 
(rhe Houſe being much crowded ; } witereupon the Prieſt, after ie 
and his Company were gone away, Tailed a Slander, That the Devi? 
friehtea him, and took away a Side of the Houſe, nhile he was in tre 
Metins, And though this was an apparent ard known Faiſhood, yet 
it ſerved the Prieſts and Profeſj:rs to feed on for a while: And fo 
ſhameleſs they were, that they Prizted it in a Boos, | 

Another Time this Prieſt came to another Meeting, and fel to Jar- 
oling. Firſt he ſaid, The Scriptures were the Word of Gcd. 1 told 
him : They were the Woras cf God, but not Chrijt, who 1s the 
Word ; and bid him, prove by Scripture, what he laid. Then he ſaid, 
It was not the Scripture, that was the Word : and fetting his Foot 
upon the Bible, he ſaid ; It was but Cepics bound up together, Ma- 
ny #nſavory Words came from him : Burt after he was gone, we had 
a bleſſed Meeting ; and the Lorc*s Power and Preſence was prectoully 
manifeſted and telt among us. Soon after he ſent me a Challenoe to 
meet him at Kendal : I lent him Word, He need not go fo tar as 
Kendal, for T would meet him in his own Pariſh. Sothe Hour being 


fer, we Mer, and abundance of rude People were gathered there toge- 


ther (belides the baptized People, who were his own Members : ) and 
they had intended to have done DMiſchief that Day 3 but God pre- 
vented them, Now when we were er, I declared the Day of the 
Lord to them ; and directed them to Chriſt Jeſws. Then the Prieſt 
out with jus Bible, and ſaid 3 It was the V/ord of God. T tcld him 
it was the /Y/ords of God ; but not God, the V/Yord, His Anſwer 
was, He would prove the Scriptures to be the God, before all the Peo- 
ple. Sol let him go on, having a Maz there, that could take down 
in writzag, both what he laid, and what { ſaid. And when he could 
not prove it (tor I kept him to Scripture-Proof, Chapter and Verſe for 
it) the People gnaſhed their Teerh for Anger; and faid, He would 
have me#xon : Bur 1n going about to prove that oze Error, he run 
into zany, And when at length he ſaw, he could not proveit; then 
he ſaid, Fe would prove zt a God : So he toiled himſeclt atreſh, till he 
ſweat again ; but could not Prove, what he had Afirmed. And he 
and his Company were full of wrath : For T kept his Aſſertiozs on the 
Head of him and themall; and told them, TI owned, what the Scri- 
ptures laid of themſelves, namely, That they were the Words of God ; 
6ut Chrilt #45 the Word, So the Lord's Power came over all; and 
they being confonnded, went away, and the Lord diſappointed their 
miſchievous Intentions againſt me: and Friends were eſtabliſhed 
in Carifh and many of the Przeſts Followers ſaw the Folly of their 
Teacher. 

After this, as I came through the Country viſiting Friends, Prieſt 
Bennet of Cartmel ſent a Challenge to diſpute with me. Whereupon I 
came to his Steeple-hoyſe on the Fir/t-Day, and there found him Preach- 
7ng. When he had done, I ſpake to him and his People ; but the 
Prieſt would not ſtand the Trial, but went his Way, After he was 
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g0ne, T had a great deal of Diſcourſe with the People : And when I 
was come forth into the Steeple-honſe-yard, and was dilcourting fur- 
ther with the Profeſſors, and declaring Truth vato them ; Ore of 
them ſer his foot behind me, and Twoot them ran again!t my Brea, 
and threw me down backwards againlt a Grave-ſtoze, wickedly and 
maliciouſly, iceking to have {poiled me. ButT gor up again, and was 
moved of the Lord to ſpeak to chem. Then [ went up to the PrieſPs 
Houſe, and deſired him to conie torch, that I might diſcourſe with 
him ; ſeeing he bad Challexged me : Bur he would noi at all come 
Out, Or be ſcen. So the Lord's Power ceme over them all, which was 
preatly maniteſted ar rhat Time. Titere was amongſt the Prie/Ps 
Hearers onz Richard Roper, one of the bitteres3t Profeſſors the Priesf 
had'; and he was very fierce and hot 1n his Contention : but alter- 
wards he came to be Convinced of God's Erernal Truth, and became 
a Miniſter thereof 3 and continued tairhtul to his Death. 

I: was now »bour the beginning cf the Year 1653, when TI re- 
turne:} to Swarthmore And going to a Meeting at Glesſton, a Pro- 
feſſor there challenged a Diſpare with me. Wo hereupon I went ro the 
Honſe, where he was, and called him to come forth : hut the Lords 
Power was over liim, ſo that he durit not meddle. Then I departed 
thence, and went and viſited the Meerings of Friends in Lancaſhire, 
and ſo came back to Swarthmore again. And great Openings I had 
trom the Lord, not only of Dzvize and Spiritual Matters, but ailo of 
Outward Things, relating to the Civil Government, For being one 
Day in Swarthmore-Hall, when Judze Fell and Juſtice Benſon were 
talking of the News 1n tlie News-Book, and of the Parliament that 
then was fitting (wluch was called the Loxg-Parliament) I was 
moved to teli them ; That before that Day T wo Weeks the Parliament 
ſhould be broken up, and th: %neuker pluckd out of his Chair. And 
that Day Two Weeks Fujtice Beaſo9u coming thither again, ,to!d Judge 
Fell, That now he ſaw, George was a true Prophet ; for Oliver had 
broken up the Parliament by tiat Time.

Abour this Time I was ina Faſt tor about Tex Days, my Spirze 
being greatly exerciſe& on 7ruth?s behalf: for James Milner and 
Richard Myer went on iGto Imaginations, and a Company tollowed 
them. This James Milaer,and iome of his Company had true Openings 
at the fir/#; but getting up into Pride and Exalration of Spirit,they run 
out from Truth, I was {ent tor to them, and was moved of the 
Lord to go, and ſhew them their Goines forth: And they came ro 
ſee their Folly,andCondemned it;and came into the May of Truth again. 
After ſome Time I went tro a Meeting at Arn-ſide, where Richard 
Myer was. Now he had been long Lame of oze of his Arms : And 
I was moved of the Lord to fay unto him amongſt all rhe People, 
* Prophet Myer, ſtand up upon thy Legs (tor he was ſitting down : ) 
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And he ſtood up, and (tretched out his Arm, that had been Lame 


a long time, and ſaid; * Be it known unto you, all People, that the 
* Day I am healed. But his Parents could hardly believe 1t ; bur after 
the Meeting was done, had him aſide, and took off his Doublet : and 
then they ſaw, it was true. He came foon after to Swarthmore-Meet- 
nz, and there declared, how that the Lord: had healed him. Yet 
alter this the Lord commanded him to go to Tork with a Meſſage 
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TH }, from him; and he diſobeyed the Lord : and the Lord ſtruck

WY VV again, ſo that he died about three quarters of a Tear after,

Now were great Threatnings given forth in Cumberland, That if 
ever I came there again, they would take away my Life, When I heard 
it, I was drawn to go into Cumberland again; and went to one Miles 
Wennington's, in the ſame Pariſh, from which thoſe Threatzinzs 
came : but they had not Power to rouch me then. 

Much about this Time too it was, that Anthony Pearſon was Con- 
vinced, who had been an Oppoſer of Friends. He cams over to 
Swarthmore ; and I being then at Colozel Weſt's, they ſent for me : 
and Coloxel Weſt laid ; Go, George, for it may be of great Service to 
the Man, So I went, and the Lord's Power reached him. | 

About this Time allo the Lord opened ſeveral Months to declare the 
Truth to Prieſts ava People ; {o that divers were caſt into Pri/o. And 
I went again into Cumberland, and Anthony Pearſon and his Wife, and 
ſeveral Friends went along with me to Bootle, where Anthony Pearſon 
left me ; and went on himſelf to Carlifle-Seffions : tor he was a Ju- 
ſtice of the Peace in T hree Counties, Upon the Fir#t Day of the week 
I went into the Steeple-houſe at Bootle ,* and when the Prieſt had 
done, I began to ſpeak. But the People were exceeding rude, and 
ſtruck and beat me in the Stceple-houſe-yard: One gave me a very 
great blow over my Wri, fo that the People thought, he had 6r0- 
ken my Hand to Pieces. The Conſtable was very willing to have kept 
the Peace, and would have ſet ſome of them by the Heels, that 
ſtruck me, if I would have given way to it. After my Service at 


\ that time among(t them was over, went to Joſeph Nicholſon's Houſe; 


and the Conſtable went a little way with us, to keep off the rude 
Multitude from us. In the Afternoon T went up again ; and then the 
Prie# had got another Prieſt to help him, one that came from Loxaon, 
and was highly accounted of. Before T went into the Steeple-houſe, 
I fate alitffe upon the Croſs, and Friends with me ; but the Friends 
were moved to go into the Steeple-houſe, and I went in after them. 
The London-prieit was preaching ; who gathered up all the Scriptures 
he coutd think of, thar ſpake of fa!ſe Prophets, and Antichriſts, and 
Decetvers, and threw them upon us: But when he had done, I Re- 
collected all thoſe Scriptures, and brought them back upon himſelf. Then 
the People tell upon me in a rude manner ; but the Conſtable charged 
them to keep the Peace, and fo made them quiet again. Then the 
Prieſt beganto Rage, and ſaid ; I muſt not ſpeak there : 1 told him, 
he had his Howr-Glaſs, by which he had preached ; and he having 
done, the 1 zme was free for me, as well as for him: for he was 
but a S/ranger there himſelf, So IT opened the Scriptures tothem, and 
let them ſee, © That thoſe Scriptures, that ſpake of the falſe Prophets, 
* and Antichrifs and Decetvers, deſcribed them and their Generation, 
* and belonged to them, who were found walking in their Sreps, and 
* bringing forth their Fruits; and not unto us, who were not guilty 
* of ſuch things. And I manifeſted to them, that they were out of 
* the Steps of the true Prophers and Apoſtles; and ſhewed them clearly 
* by the Fruits and Marks, that they were of thoſe, whom thoſe Secr/- 
* ptures ſpake of, and not we. And I declared the Truth, and the 
* Word of Life to the People, and direQed them to Chriſt their 
6 Teacher. 
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* Teacher, | 
had done, and was come torth, the Prefts were both of them 1n fuch 
a Fret and Rage, that they foamed at the Mouth tor Anger againſt goote!; 


And all was quier, while I was ſpeaking : But when I 


me. The Prieſt of the Place made an Oratzoz to the People in the 
- Steeple-howſe-Yard, and ſaid; This Man hath gotten all the honeſt Men 
and Women in Lancaſhire to him; and aow, {aid he, he comes here to do 
the ſame. Then ſaid I unto him, * What wilt thou have left ? And 
* what have the Prieſts left them, but ſuch as themſelves ? For if it be 
* the Hoxeſt, that receive the 17uth, and are turned to Chriſt; then 
<ic mult be the Drſponeſt, that follow zhee, and ſuch as thou arr. 
Some alſo of the Prie/#'s People did begin to plead tor their Prieſt, 
and for Tithes, Bur T told them, It were hetrer for them to plead ior 
Chriſt, who had ended the T7 zthing-Prieſthocd and the Tithes, 4d 
had ſent forth his Miniſters to give freely, as they had recezved freely. 
So the Lord's Power came over them all, and pur them ro Szlexce ; 
and reſtrained the rude People, that they could not do the Mischief 
they intended. And when I came down again to Foſeph N:cholſon's 
Houſe, I ſaw a great hole in my Coat, which was cut with a Xzzfe ; 
but ir was not cut through my Doxblet, for the Lord had prevented 
their Mzschief. And the zext day there was a rude, wicked 
Man woul4 have done Violence to a Frixzd ; bur the Lord's Power 
ſtopt him, 

Now was I moved to ſend James Lancaſter, to Appoint a Meeting 
at one John VVkinſon*s Steeple-houſe near Cockermouth ; who was a 
Preacher in great repute, and had three Pariſhes under him ; where- 
fore I ſtaid at Miholm in Bootel, till he came back again, In the 
mean time ſome of thoſe they called the Gertrry of the Country, had 
made a Plot againſt me, and had given a /:ttle Boy a Raprer, for him 
to do me a Michief with it. And they came with ths Boy to Joſeph 
Nicholſon's Houle ro ſeek me : but the Lord had fo ordered it, that 
] was not in the Hoſe, but was gone forth into the Fields. They 
met with James Lancaſter, but did not much abuſe him ; and not 
finding me in the Hſe, after a while they went away again. Sol 
walked up and down in the Frelds that Night, and did not go to 
Bed ; as very often I uſed to do. The zext Morning we paſſed from 
thence, and came the zex: dzy to the Steeple-houſe, where James Lan- 
caſter had appointed the Meeting. There were at this Meeting Twelve 
Soldiers and their V/ives, who were come thither from Carlifte ; 
and the Country-People came iD, like as it had been to a Fair. I lay 
at an Houſe ſomewhat ſhort of the Place, fo that many Frzends were 
got thither before me. And when I came there, I found James 
Lancaſter {peaking under a Tew-Tree ; which was fo full of People, 
that Licared, they would break it down. I looked abour for a place 
to ftand upon, to ſpeak unto the People : for they lay all up and 
down, like People at a Leaguer, But after a while, that 1 was dif- 
covered, a Profeſſor came to me and asked ; If I would not gointo 
the Church? I lecing, there was no place abroad convenient to ſpeak 
to the People from, told him, Yes : Whereupon the People ruſhed in ; 
fo that when I came in, the Houſe and Pulpit was {o tull of People, 
tlat I had much adoto get in : and they that could not get in, os 
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165 2. abroad about the /Valls, When the People were ſettled, T Rood up

« laſting Truth, and his Everlaſing Day ; and to lay open all their

Teachers, and their Rudiments, Traditions and Inventions, that they 
© had been in, in the Night of Apoſtacy lince the Yp»ſ#tes days : And 
© I rurned them to Chri/t the true Teacher, and ro the true, Spiritual. , 


«© V'Vorſpip ; direCting them, where to find the Spirit and Truth, 


* that they might Worſhip God therein. I opened Chriſt's Parables 
© unto them, and directed them to the Spirze of God in themſelves, 
© that would open the Screptures unto them. And I ſhewed them, 
© how all might come to know their Saviour, and fit under his Teach- 
© ing, and coms to be Heirs of the Kzngdom of Goa, and know both 
* God's and Chriſt's Voice, by which they might diſcover all the fa!ſe 
© Shepherds and 1 eachers they had been under, and be gathered to the 
© true Shepherd, Prieſt, Biſhop and Prophet Chri#t Jeſus, whom God 
*commandcd all to hear. So when I had largely declared the Ford 


of Life untothem, for about the ſpace of three Hours, I walked forth

mouth. 


from amoneglt the People, and the People paſſed away very well ſa- 
tisfied. Among the reſt a Profeſſos followed me, praiſing and com- 
mending mez and his Words were like a Thitleto me: At la(t I 
turned about, and bid him, Fear the Loxd : Whereupon one, Prieſt 
Larkham of Cockermouth (for ſeveral Prieſts were got together on the 
Way, who came, after the Meet:/ng was done) faid to me, Sr, why 
do you judge ſo? you muſt not judge, ſaid he. Bur I turned to him 
and ſaid, Friend, doſt not thou diltern an Exhortation from a Jude- 
ment ? for ] admoniſhed him to fear God 3 and doſt thou fay, I 
jJadge him ? So this Prie# and I falling into Diſcourſe, I manite{ted 
him to be among(t the falſe Prophets and covetous Hirelings, And 
leveral Pcople being moved to ſpeak unto them, he and rwo other of 
the Prieſts ſoon got away, When they were gone, John VVilkinſon 
(who was Preacher of that Pariſh, and of two other Pariſpes in Cum- 
berland) began to diſpute againlt his own Conſcience for ſeveral hours, 
till the People generally turned againſt him : for he thought to have 
Tired me ont; bur the Lord's Power tired him out, and the Lords 
Trath cams over him and them ali. And Many hundreds were Con- 
vinced that day, and received the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and his free 
Teaching with Giadneſs; of whom ſome have died in the Truth, 
and many ſtand there taichſul Witneſſes thereof. The Soz/dzers alſo 
were Coxvinced, and their /Vzves; and continued with mc, till the 
Firſt-day. | 
On the Firjt-day T went to tne Steeple-honſe at Cockermouth, where 
Prieſt Larktham ive: And when the Prieſt had done, 1 began to 
ſpeak ; and the People began to be Rude : but the Souldiers told them, 
We had broken no Law; and then they were quiet. Then T turned 
me to the Pref, and laid him open among the falſe ' Prophets and 
Hirelings : At which word the Prief# went his way, and ſaid, He 
calls me Flireling : which was true enough, and all the People knew 
it. Then ſome of the Great Men of the Town came to me, and ſaid, 
Str, We have no learned Men to diſpute with you. T told them, I came 
not to diſpute, but to declare the way of Salvation to them, and the 
way of Everlaſting Life. And fo I declared largely the way of 4 
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and Truth to them, and direQted them to Chri# their Teacher, 1652. =; 
| that had died for them, and bought them with his Blood. WYW 
When TI had done, I paſſed away about Two Miles to another Brigham. 
great Steeple-bouſe of ſaid John Wilkinſon's, called Brigham ; where 
the People, having been at the other Meeting, were mightily affteQed; 
- and would have put my Horſe into the Steeple-houſe-Yayd : but I ſaid, 
No ; thePrieit claims that ; have him to an Tan, When T came into 
the Steeple-houſe-Tard, I ſaw the People coming in great Companies, E 
as tO a Fajr; and abundance were already gathered in the Lares, 
and about the Szeeple-houſe. T was very Thirſty ; and walked about 
a quarter of a Mile to a Brook, where I got ſome Water, and re- 
freſhed my Self. And as I came up again, I met the ſaid Wilkinſon ; 
who, as 1 paſſed by him, ſaid, Sr, will you preach to day? If you 
will, ſaid he, I will not Oppoſe you in Word or Thought. 1 repiied, Op- 
poſe, if thou wilt ; I have ſomething to ſpeak to the People. And, ſaid 
I, thou carried*{t thy lelf fooliſhly the other day, and ſpakeſt a- 
gainſt thy Conſcience and Reaſon ; infomuch that thy Hearers cried 
out againſt thee. Sol left him, and went on; fer he ſaw, it was in 
vain to Oppoſe, the People were 1o atteQted with the Lord's Truch. 
When I came into the Sreeple-houſe-Yard, a Profeſſor came ro me, and 
asked, If I would not go into the Church ? (as he called it) And I ſee- 
N ing no convenient Place abroad, to ſtand to ſpeak unto the People 
from, wentin z and ſtood up in a Sear, after the People were ett]: d. 
The Prieſ# came in alſo; but did not go up to his Pa/pit. * S6 the 
* Lord opened my Mouth, and I declared his Everlaſting Truth, and 
* Word of Life to the People ; dirccting them to the Sp:rit of God in 
. © themſelves, by which they might know God and Chriſt, and the 
© Scriptures, and come to have heavenly Fellowſhip in the Spirit. And 
©T declared to them, that Every ove that cometh into the World, was 
* enlightened by Chriſt te Lite ; by which Lighe chey might ſee 
© their S525, and Chrift, who was come to fave them from their $5, 
© and died for them. And if they came to walk in this Light, they 
© might therein ſee Chriſt ro be the Author of their Faith, and the 
& Finiſher thereof ; their Shepherd to feed them, their Pr:eſt to teach 
© them, and their great Propher to open divine Myſteries unto chem, 
* and to be always preſent with them : T opened alſo unto them, in 
© the Openings of the Lord, the firſ# Covenant, ſhewing them the 
© Figures, and the Subſtance of thole Figures ; and fo bringing them 
*on to Chriſt, the New Covenant, I alſo manifeſted unto them, rat 
© there had been a Nzzht of Apoſtacy ſince the Apoſtles days ; but thic 
* now the Everlaſting Goſpel was preached again, which brought Life 
* and Immortality to Light : And the day of the Lord was come, and 
* Chriſt was come to teach his People himſelf by his Light, Grace, 
© Power and Spirit. A fine opportunity the Lord gave me, to preach 
| Truth among the People that day, for about three hours time ; and all 
: was quiet. And Many hundreds were Convinced that day : And ſome 
L of them praiſed God and ſaid ; Now we know the firſt ſtep to Peace. 


The {aid Preacher alſo ſaid privately to ſome of his Hearers, that I had 
broken rhegp, and overthrown them | 
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After this I went to a YVzlaze, and many People accompini:d me. 


WYV And as I was ſitting in an Hoſe full of People, declaring the Word 
Avillage, Of Life unto them, I caſt mine Eye upon a Woman ; and 1 dilcerned 


an Unclean Spirit 1n her. And I was moved of the Lord to ſpeak 
ſharply to her ; and told her, ſhe was a Wizch: Whereupon the 
Womas went out of the Room, Now I bcirig a Srranger there, and 
knowing nothing of the Moman Ontward!y, the People wondrod at it ; 
and told me afterwards, that I had aiſcovered a great thing : for all 
the Country looked upon her tobe a Witch, The Lord had given mea 
Spirit of diſcerning, by which I many times faw the Srates and Con- 
ditions of People, and could Try their Spirzzs, For nor long before, 
as I was going to a Meeting, I ſaw ſome Women in a Field, and I dil- 
cerned them to be Wztches : and T was moved to go out of my way 
into the Field to them, and declare unto them their Conditions ; tell- 
ing them plainly, They were in the Spirit of Witchcraft, Ar another 
time there came ſuch an one into Swarthmore-Hall in the Meeting- 
time; and I was moved to ipeak itarply to her, and told her, {he was 
a Witch : And the People {aid aiterwards, ſhe was generally accounted 
fo. There came alſo at another time another Woman, and food at 
a diſtance from me; and I caft mine Eye vpon her and faid : Thow 
haſt been an Harlot : for I perteQtly {aw the Condition and Life of the 
Woman, The Woman anſwered and faid, Many conld tell her of her 
Outward Sins; but none could tell hey of her Inward. Then I told 
her, Her Hears was not right before the Lord; and that from the 1z- 
ward came the Outward, This Woman came afterwards to be Cor- 
vinced of God's 1ruth, and became a Friend, 

From the aforelaid Vi1lage we came up to Thomas Bewley's, near 
Colabeck ; and from thence, having had ſome Service for the Lora 
there, I paſſed to a Market-Town, where I had a Meeting at the 
Croſs ; and all was pretty quiet : and when had declared the Truth 
unto them, and diretted them to Chriſt their Teacher, fome received 
the {ruth. Then we paſſed further, and had another Meeting upon 
the Borders, 1n a Steeple-houſe-Yard, to which many Profeſſors and 
Contenders came ; but the Lord's Power was over all : and when 
tne Word of Life had been declared amongſt them, ſome yecezved the 
Truth there alſo. 

From thence paſſing on we came to Car/ifte, and the Paſtor of the 
Baptiſts, with moſt of his Hearers came to me there to the Abvey ; 
where I hada Meeting, and Ceclared the Word of Life amongſt them : 
and many of the Baptiſts, and of the Souldiers were Convinced. At- 
ter the Meeting was done, the Paſtor. of the Baptiſts (being an high 
Notioniſt, and a flaſhy Man) came to me, and asked me, What 
mnſt be damned? T was moved immediately to tell him, That which 
"ſpake in him, was to be damned, This ftopt the Paſtor's Mouth ; and 
the Witzeſs of God was raiſed up in him: and IT opened to 
him the Srates of Elefion and Reprobation, fo that he laid; Fe 
never heard the like in his Life, He alſo came afterward to be 
Convinced, 

Then wenr I up to the Caſtle among the Sonldiers 5; who beat a 
Drum, ard called the Garriſon together ; And I preached the Truth 
among(t them, * Directing them to the Lord Jeſus Chrif to betheir 
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* Teacher, and to the meaſure of his Spirit in themſelves, by which: 1653. 
* they might be turned from the Darkreſs to the Lizht, and from the LVWW 
* Power of Satan unto God, AndI warned them all, that they ſhould cartitte, 
* do noFiolence to any Man ; but ſhould ſhew forth a Chriſtian-Life : 

© telling them, that he, who was to be their Teacher, would be their 

© Condemnation , if they were difobedient to him. So TI left them, 

having no Oppoſition from any of them, except the Serjeants ; who 
afterwards came to be Copvrrced, 

On the Market-aay 1 went up into the Marker, to the Market-Crofs. 
Now the Magiſtrates had both threatned, and ſent their Serjeants : 
And the Magiſtrates Wives had latd, Thar if I came there, they would 
pluck the Hair from off my Head ; and that the Serjeants ſhould take me 
vp. Nevertheleſs I obeyed the Lord God, and went upon the Croſs ; 
and there declared unto them, * That the day of the Lord was'com- 
| © ing upon all their decezrful Ways and Doings, and deceitful Mer- 
- © chandize ; and that they ſhould put away all Cozening and Cheat- 

* ing, and keep to Tea and Nay, and ſpeak the 774th one to another : 
So the Truth, and the Power of God was ſet over them. And after F 
had declared the Word of Life to the People, the Throne being ſo 
great, that the Serjeants could not get to me, nor the Magiſtrates 
Wives come at me ; I palled away quietly. Many People and Souldi- 
ers came to me, and ſome Baptiſts, that were bitter Contenders ; a- 
mong(t whom one of their Deacons, being an exvzous Man, and find- 
ing the Lora*s Power was over them, Cried out for very Anger. 
W hereupon I {er my Eyes upon him, and ſpake ſharply to him inthe 
| Power of the Lord : and he cried, Do not pierce me ſo with thy Eyes ;; 
| keep thy Eyes off me. 
| On the fir f# day following, I went into the Szeeple-honſe : And 
after the Prieſ had done, I preached the Truth to the People, and 
declared the Word of Life amongit them. The Prieſt got away ; 
and the Magiſtrates defired me to go out of the Stegple-bouſe : But I 
{till declared the Yay of the Lord unto them, and told them; T 
came to ſpeak the word of Lite and Salvation from the Lord among ſt 
them. The Power of the Lord was dreadful amongſt them in the 
Steeple-houſe, fo that the People trembled and ſhook, and they thought, 
5 the Steeple-honſe ſhook ; and ſome of them feared, it would have 
: fallen down on their Heads, The Magiſtrates VVives were in a Rage, 
|. and ſtrove mightily to have been at me: but the Soulazers and 
friendly People ftood thick about me. At length the rude People of 
the City role, and came with Szaves and Stones into the Steeple-houſe, 
crying; Down with theſe Rounad-headed Rogues: and they threw 
| Stones, Whereupon the Governonr ſent a File or two of Musketeers 
| 1nto the Steeple-houſe, to appeaſe the Tamult; and commanded all 
the other Soxldiers out. So thoſe Souldiers took me by the Hand 1n 
a friendly manner, and {aid ; They would have me along with them 
then, When we came torth into the Srreet, the Cty was in an Up- 
roar ; and the Governonr came down : and ſome of thoſe Souldiers 
vere put 10 Priſon tor ſtanding by me, and for me azainit the Towns 
Pecpte, There wasa Lreutenant, that had been Convinced; and he 
came, and had me to his Houſe, where there was a Baptiſts-Meeting, 
and thither came Friends allo; and we had a very quiet Meeting | 
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1653, and they heard the YVYord of Life gladly, and many received it. The 
WYV next day, the Juſtices and Magiſtrates of 'the Town being gathered 
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rogether in the Town-hall, they granted a VVarrant againſt me ; 
and ſent for me to come before them. TI was then gone to a Baptiſts 
Houſe ; but hearing of it, T went up to the Hall to them, where 
many rude People were : ſome of whom had ſworn ſtrange falſe 
Things againſt me. I had a great deal of Diſcourſe with the Magi- 
ſtrates, wherein I laid open the Frazrs of their Prieſt's Preaching ; 
and ſhewed them, how Yoid they were of Chriſtianity : and that, 
though they were ſuch great Profeſſors (for they were Tndeper:dents 
and Presbyterians) they were without the Poſſſio» of that wi:ich 
they profeſſed, So after a large Examination they Committed me 
to Priſon as a Blaſphemer, an Heretick and a Seducer ; though tiiey 
could not juſtly charge any ſuch thing againſt me. The Jaz ar 
Carliſle had Two Jailers, an Upper and an Under, which looked 
like Two great Bear-wards, Now whenlT was brought in, the Upper- 
Failer had me up into a great Chamber, and told me, T ſhould have 
what I would in that Room. But I told him, he ſhould not expeCt 
any Money from me, for I would neither /ie in any of his Beds, nor 
eat any of his Fiduals. Then he put me into azother Room ; where 
after a while I got ſomething to lie upon. There I lay, till the 
Aſſizes came : and then all the Talk and Cry was, that I was to be 
Hanged. And the High-Sheriff, whole Name was /Vilfrey Lawſon, 
ſtirred them much up to take away my Lyfe, and ſaid ; He would 
guard. me to my Execution himſelf. They were in a black, dark Rage, 
and ſet three Mwsketeers for Guard upon me ; one at my Chamber-door, 
another at the Stairs-foor, and a third at the Szreet-door : and none 
they would let come at me, except one ſometimes, to bring me ſome 
neceſſary things. At Nzght they would bring up Prefs ro me, 
ſometimes as late as the Tenth Howr in the Night ; and they would 
be exceeding Rude and Divelliþ, There were a Company of bitter, 
Scotch Prieſts, Presbyterians, made up of Ezvy and Malice, who were 
not fit to ſpeak of the zhings of God, they were fo foul-mouthed : 
But the Lord by his Porer gave me dominion over them all, and T 
let them ſee both their Fruzes, and their Spirits. Great Ladzes alſo 
(as they werecalled) came to ſee the Maz, that they faid was to ate. 
Now, while both the Judge, Juſtices and Sheriff were contriving to- 
gether, how they might put me to death; the Lord diſappointed their 
Deſien by an unexpeted way. For the Judge's Clark (as IT was In- 


formed) ſtarted a Queſtion among them ; which Confounded all 
their-Counſels : So that after that they had not Power to call me before 
the Fudge. 

Anthony Pearſon being theo in Carliſle, and perceiving, that they 
did not intend to bring me (as was expeCted) upon my Tal, he 
writa Letter tothe Judges, direQed as followeth : 
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© To the 7udges of Afize and 7 ail-Delivery for the 
* Northern Parts, ſitting at Carliſle. 


, OU are raiſed up to do Righteouſneſs and Juſtice, and ſent forth 
; to puniſh him that doth Evil, and to encourage him that doth nell, 
* and to ſet the oppreſſed free. 1 am therefore moved to lay before you 
* the Condition of him, who # called George Fox, whom the Magiſtrates 
* of this City have ca#t into Priſon, for Words that he # accuſed to have 
* ſpoken, which they call Blalphermy. Fe was ſent to the Jail, till he 
* ſhould be delivered by due Courſe of Law ; and 7t was expedted, he 
* (hould have been proceeded againſt in the Common Law-Courle at this 
* Aſſizes. The Informations againſt him were delivered into Court ; 
* and the AC allaws and appoints that way of Trial. How hardly and 
* unchriſtianlyhe hath been hitherto dealt with, I ſhall not now mention : 
* but you may conſider, that nothing he is accuſed of, is nice and difficult. 
* Ana, to my Knowledge, he utterly abhors and aeteſts every Particular, 
* which by the At azarnit Blaſphemous Opinions 7s appointed to be pu- 
© n1ſhed ; and differs as much from thoſe People, againſt whom the Law was 
© nade, as Lipht from Darkneſs. Though he be Committed, Judgment 
© 3s not given apainſt him; nor have his Acculers been face 10 face, to 
© affirin before him, what they have Taformed againſt him: Nor was he 
© heard, as ts the Particulars of their Accuſations : nor doth it appear, 
* that any Word they charge againſt him, u within the Act. But indeed, 
* [ coula not yet ſo much as ſee the Information, 0 xot in Court, though 
6 I deſired it both of the Clark of the Aſſizes and of the Magiſtrates 
Clark; nor hath he had a Copy of them. This # very hard: And 
© that he ſhould be ſo cloſe reſtrained, that his Friends may not ſpeak 
@ with him, I know no Law nor Reaſon for. TI do therefore claim for 
© him a due and lawful Hearing, and that he may have a Copy of his 
© Charge, and freedom to Anſwer for himſelf; and that rather before 
* ou, than to be left to the Rulers of this Town, who are not competent 
* [udges of Blaſphemy : as by therr Mittimus appears, who have Corm- 
* 22itied him upon an ACt of Parliament ; and mention Words, as ſpc- 
© ten by him at his Examination, which are not within the A&t, and 
© which heutterly denies. The Words mentioned in the Mittimus he at- 
* nies to have ſpoken ; and hath neither profeſſed nor avowed them. 
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But not withſtanding this Lerter, the Jadges were reſolved not to 


ſuttcr me to be_brought before them; bur reviling and Scoffing at 
me behind my back, left me ro the Magiſtrates of the Town : giving 
them what Encouragement they could, to Exerciſe their Cruelty upon 
112. Whereupon (though I had been kept up fo cloſe in the Fatler's 
Fnſe, that Friends were not ſuffered to come at me ; and Coloxe! 
Benſon and Juſtice Pearſon were denied to ſee me: yet) the ext Day, 
aſter the Judges were gone out of Town, an Order was ſent to the 
Jailer, to put me down into the Dungeon amongſt the aa Add. wh 

teves 
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1653. Thieves and Murtherers; which accordingly he did. A Filthy, Na- 
WV ſty Place ir. was, where Men and Women were put together in a very 
Carliſle» wncivil manner ; and never a Houſe of Ofiice to 1t.: And the Priſoners 
Duugeon. ſq louſy, that one Woman was almoſt eatex to death with Lice, Yet as 


bad as the Place was, the Priſoners were all made.very loving and 


ſabje# to me; and ſome of them were Convinced of the Truth, as 


the Publicans and Harlots were of old ; fo that they were 2ble to 
confound a Prieſt, that might come to the Grates to diſpute. But the 
Tailer was very Cruel, and the Under-Jailer very abuſive both to me, 
2nd to Friends, that came to ſee me : For he would heat Friends 
with a great Cudpel, that did but come to the W7zaow to look ir upon 
me. I could ger up to the Grate, where ſometimes I took in my 
Meat ; at which the Jailer was often offended. One Time he came 
in a great Rage, and fel] a beating me with his great Cudgel, though 
was not at the Grate at that time: and as he beat me, he cried, Comme 
out of the Window, though T was then far enough trom ir. Now, 
while he fruck me, I was made to ſing in the Lord's Power ; and 
that made him Rage the more. Then he went, and fetched a Fiddler, 
and brought him in where I was, and {ct him to play; thinking to 
vex me thereby : Bur while he played, I was moved in the everlaſt- 
ing Power of the Lord Godto ſing ; and my Voice drowned the Noiſe 
of the Fiddle, and ſtruck and confounded them : and made them give 
over Fidaling, and go their ways. 

Juſtice Benſon's Wife was moved of the Lord to come to viſit me, 
and to Eat no Meat, but what ſhe Ear with me at the Bars of the 
Dungeon-Window, She was afterwards herſelt Impriſoned at Tork, 
when ſhe was great with Child, tor ſpeiking to a Prieff , and was 
kept in Priſon, and not ſuffered ro go our, when the: time of her Tra- 
wail was come : ſo ſhe was delivered of her Ch:1d in the Priſon. She 
was an honeſt, tender Woman, and continued faithful to the Truth, 
until ſhe dazed. - 

W hilt T was in the Dungeon at Carliſle, one James Parnel, a little 
Lad of about Sixteen Tears of 4ze, came to ſce me ; and was Con- 
vinced : And the Lord quickly made him a powerful Minifter of the 
Word of Life, and many were turned to Chrift by him ; though he 
lived not long. For travelling into Eſſex in the Work of the Miniſtry, 
in the Year i655, he was Committed to Colcheſter-Caſtle, where he 
endured very great Haraſhips and Sufferings ; being put by the Cruel 
Jailer into a Hole in the Caſtle-wall, called the Ovez, fo high from 
the Ground, that he went up to it by a Ladder: which being ſix 
Foot too ſhort, he was fain to climb from the Ladder to the Hole by a 
Rope, that was faſtned above, And when Priends would have given 
him a Cord and a Basket, to have drawn up his V:ituals in, the Inhu- 
man Failer would not ſufter them ; but forced him to go down and 
up by that ſhort Ladder and Rope, to fetch his Vidtuals (which for a 
long time he did) or elſe he might have famiſhed in the Hole. At 
lengch, his Limbs being much benummed with ing in that Place, yet 
being conſtrained to go down to take up ſome Vittuals ; as he came 
up the Laader again with his ViiFaals in one hand, and catched at the 
Rope with the other, he miſſed the Rope; and fell down from a ve- 
ry great height upon the Sroves: by which Fall he was exceedingly 

wounded 
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wounded in his Head and Arms, and his Body much bruifed; and he 1652, 
died in a ſhort Time after, And when he was dead, the wicked Pro- www 
feſſors, to cover their own Crxelty, writ a Book of him, and faid ; me. 
He faſted himſelf to Death : Which was an abomizable Falſhood ; and Dungeon. 


was manifeſted ſo to be by another Book, which was written in 
Anſwer to that, and was called, The Lamb's Defence againſt Lies. 
Now when I faw, that 1 was nor like ro be brought forth to a put- 
lick Hearing and Trial (although I had before Azſmered in Writing 
the particular Matters charged againſt me, at the Time of my firſt Ex- 
amination and Commitment) T was moved to fend forth the following 
Paper, as a publick Challenge to all thoſe, that did belie the Truth 
and me behind my Back, to come forth, and make good their Charge. 


. I any in Weſtmorland, or Cumberland, or elſwhere, that profeſs 
* | Chriſtianity, and pretend to love God and Chriſt, are not {atisfi- 
* <d concerning the #hizps of God, which I, whoam called George Fox, 
*l1ave ſpoken and declared, let them declare and publiſh their Diſſa- 
© rsfation in Writing ; and not back-bite, nor lie, nor perſecute 1n ſe- 
*cret ; This T demand of you all in the preſence of the /;zving God, 
*as ye will anſwer it to him, For the Exaltation of the Trath, and 
* the Confonnding of the Decezt is this given forth: To 7that of God 
© in your Cozſcitnces I peak ; declare or write your Diſſatisfafions to 
© any of them, whom you call Quakers, that 1rnth may be exalted, 
*:rd All may come to the Light, with which Chrift hath enlightned 
* every one, that cometh into the World ; that nothing may be hid 
* in Darkneſs, in Priſons, Holes or Corxers ; but that all things may 
© be brought to the Lizht of Chriſt, and by the Light of Chriſt may 
© be tried, This am I moved of the Lord to write, and fend forth to 
© be fer upon the Market-Croſſes in Weſtmorland, and elſwhere. To 
©the Light of Chriſt in you | ſpeak, that none of you may ſpeak evil 
* of the things of God, which you know not ; nor att contrary to 
* the Light, that gave forth the Scriprures : leſt you be found Fighters 
* againit God, and the Hazd of the Lord be turned againſt you.

While I thus lay in the Dungeon at Carliſle, the Report, that was 
raiſed at the time of the Afize, That I ſhould be put to Death, was 
gone Out far and near; infomuch that the Parliament then litting 
(which, I think, was called the Lzttle-Parliament) hearing, That 4 
Toung-man at Carhlle was to die for Religion, cauſed a Letter to be 
ſent down to the Sheriff and Magiſtrates concerning me.,/ And much 
about the ſame Time TI writ alſo to the Juſtices at Carliſle, that had 
caſt me into Priſon, and that perſecuted Friends at the Inſtigation of 
the Prieſts, for Tithes; expoſtulating the Matter with them thus :

* unlike you are to the Prophets, Chriſt and his Apoſtles > and what a 
* /;ſage you have; like unto them, that perſecuted the Prophets, Chriſt 
* and the apoſtles ! You are found in their Steps, wreſtling with Fleþ 
* and Blood; and not with Principalities, and Powers, and Spiritual 
* Wickeaneſs : And your Teachers impriſoning and perſecuting for 
* outward things, you being their Executioners; the like wn 
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*hath not beerrin all the Nations : The Havock that hath been made, 1653. 
* the ſpoiling of the Goods of People, taking away their Oxez and WV 
* fatted Beeves, their Sheep, Corn, Woot and Houſhold-Goods, and giv- cartiſle- 
©1ng them to the Prieſts, that have done no Work for them: More Pingem: 
* like Moſs-Troopers, than Miniſters of the Goſpel, they take them 
* from Friends; ſuing them in your Courts, and fining them, be- 
*cauſe they will not break the Commanas of Chrif, that is, becauſe 
* they will not Swear. And thus you A& againſt them, that do not 
* lift up an Hazd againſt you ; and as much as you turn againſt zhern, 
* you turn againſt Chrz/?. - Bur he is riſen, that will plead their Cane; 
* and you cannot be h:4: for your Works are come to Lzght, and the 
* Exd of your Miniſtry is ſeen, what it is for ; for Means. And ye 
* have diſbonoured the Truth, the Goſpel; and are they, that make it 
* Chargeable : You have loft your Glory; you have diſhonoured your 
© ſelves. Perſecution was ever blind and mad: Read the Apoſtle, 
* what he ſaith of himſelf, when he was in your Nature. Exaltation 
* and Pride, and your lifting up your ſelves, hath brought you io this ; 
© not being humble, and not doing Fuſtsce, and not loving Mercy. And 
* when ſuch, as have beaten been and bruiſed by your Rude Company 
* (to whom you are a Prazſe and Encouragement) have come, and laid 
* things before you, that you might have done Juſtice, preſerved and 
* kept Peace ; you (as knowing they could not ſwear) have put an Oath 
*to them: And this hath been your Tr: and Cover, that ye might 
* not do Juſtice ro the Ju#f, but by this means have gone on ſtill fur- 
* ther to Encourage the Evil-Doer. But the Lord ſees your Hearts ! 
* If ye were not Men paſt fee/izg, ye would fear and tremble before 
© him, the God of the whole Earth ; who is riſen, and will ſtain your 
* Glory, and marr your Pride, and deface your Beanty, and lay it in 
*the dF. Though for a Time you my ſwell in your Pride, and 
* -/ory1n your Shame, and make a mock of God's Meſſengers, who, for 
* Reproving Sin in the Gate, are become your Prey; you will fee! 
* the heavy hand of God, and his Judgments at the laſt. This is from 
* a Lover of the Truth and of Righteouſneſs, and of your Souls; bur 
* a Witneſs againſt all ſuch, as make a Trade of the Prophets, Chrift's 
* and the Apoſtles Words, and are found 1n the Steps of them, that 
© perſecuted the Prophets, Chrif's and the Apoſtles Life : who will 
* perſecute them, that will not hold you up, and pur into your Months, 
* and give you Means. I ithes were before the Law, and Tirhes were 
© inthe Law ; bur Tithes (ince the Days of the Apoſtles have been on- 
* ly, ſince the falſe Church got up. Now Chriſt, who is come to end 
* the Law, and to end War, Redeems Men our of the Tezths and out 
* of the Vines allo. The Redeexmed of the Lord ſhall reign upon 
* the Earth; and know the Ele&iom, which was; before the World 
began. Since the deys of the Apoſtles Tirhes have been ſet up by the 
* Papiſts, and by them that went forth from the Apoſtles into the 
*World; fo ſet up by the falſe Church, that made Merchandize of 
* People, ſince the zrue Church went into the Wilderneſs. But now 15 
* the Judgment of the grear Whore come , and the Beaſt and faiſe 
* Prophet (the O14 Dragon) ſhall be taken, and caſt into the Fire; and 
* the Lamb and his Sazats ſhall have the Vitory, And now is Chriſt 
* come, who will make War in Righteouſneſs, and deſtroy with 
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Carlifle- 
Dungeon, 


© the Sword of his Month all theſe Inverters and Iwventiions, that have 
* got up, and been fet up ſince the Days of the Apoſtles, and lince the 
© true Church went into the Wilderneſs, And the everlaſtina Goſpel, 
© which is the Power of God, ſhall be preached ag2in to all Nations, 
* and K,indreds, and Tongues in this the Lamb's Day ; before whom 
© you ſhall appear to Judgment : and you have no way to Eſcape For 
* he hath appeared, who is the F:x/tand the Laſt, the Beginning and 
© thie Ending, the Alpha and the Omega: He that was Dead, 15 alive 
© again, and /ives tor evermore : 


I mentioned before, That Gervaſe Benſon and Anthony Pearſon, 
(though they had been Juſtrces of the Peace) were nor permitted to 
come to me in the Priſon ; whereupon they jointly wrote a Letter to 
the Magiſtrates, Prieſts and People at Carlifle concerning my Impriſon- 


ment, And thus it was : 
, I'M, who is called George Fox, who is perſecuted by Rulers 
: and Magiſtrates, by Juſtices, by Prieſts and by People, and 


* who tufters Impriſonment of his Body at this prefent, as a Blaſphemer, 
Eand an Heretick, and a Seducer, him do we witneis {who in mea- 
© {ure are made Partakers of the fame 7ife, which lives10 him) to be 
© a Miniſter of the Eternal Word of God, by whom the everlaſting 
* Goſpel 1s preached ; by the powertul Preaching whereof the Eternal 
* Father of the Saints hath opened the Bland Eyes, hath uniſtopped rhe 
© deaf Ears, hath let the Oppreſſed go iree, and hath raiſed up the Dead 
© out of the Graves, Chr:i# 15 now preached in and among the Sazrts, 
* the ſame, rhatever he was; and becauſe his heavenly Image is born 
© up in this his faithful Servant, therefore doth fallen Man ( Rzalers, 
* Priefts and Perple) perſecute him : becauſe he lives up out oi the 
« Fall, and teſtitics againit the Works of the YV/orld, that the Deeds 
* thereof are Emil, he ſuffers by you Magiſtrates ; not as an Evzl- 
* Doer, For thus it was ever, where the Seed of God was kept in 
* Priſon under the curſed Nature, that Nature ſought to 1mpriſon 
*them, in whom it was raiſed. The Lord will make him to you as a 
* burdenſom Stone: for the Sword of the Spirit of the Almighty is pur 
into the Hands of the Saznts, which ſhall wound all the Wicked ; 
* and ſhall nor be put up, till it hath cut dowa all corrape Juages, 
* Juſtices, Magiſtrates, Prieſts and Profeſſors ; till he hath brought 
* his wenderful ching to paſs in the Earth, which is, to make New 
* Heavens and a New Earth, wherein ſhall dwell Righteouſneſs ; which 
* now he 1s about ro do. Therefore fear the Lord God Almighty, 
* ye Judges, Juſtices, Commanders, Prieſts and People : ye that torget 
* God, ſuddenly will the Lord come, and deltroy you with an utter 
*DeſtruQion ; and will ſweep your Nzmes out of the Earth, and will 
* reſtore his People Judges, as at the Fryſt, and Counſellors, as at the 
* Beoinning. And all Perſecutors ſhall partake of the Pl/agnes of 
* the Y/hore, who hath made the Kings of the Earth, and the 
* great Mcn drunk with the VVize of her Fornications; and hath 

© drunk the Blcod of the Saints : and therefore ſhall you be Parta- 
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© takers of her Plagues, We are not ſuffered tro go ſee our Friend 1653. 
© in Priſon, whom we witneſs tro be a Meſſenger of the Living God, WV 
* Now all People, mind, Whether this be according to Law, o: from carlifle. 
© the wicked, perverſe, envicus Wz!t of the envious Ralers and Dungeons 
* Magiſtrates, who are of the fame Gezeration, that perſecuted Jeſes- 

© Chrift: for, laid he, as they have done to me, ſo will they do to you. ; 
* And as he took the /ove, the kindneſs and ſervice, that was ſhewed 

* and performed to any of his Afiied Ones in their Sufferings and 

* Diſtreſs, 2s done unto himielt ; fo the Injuries and Wrongs, that 

* were done by any to any of his Little Ozes, he relented, as done 

© unto himleit ailo, Theretore you, who are fo far from viſitize him 

* your ſelves 1n his ſuffering Servay?, thar ye will not ſuffer his Bre- 

© thren to vitithim;3 ye muſt depart, ye Workers ot Iniquity, into 

* the Lake, that burns with Fire, The Lord 15 coming to threſh the 

* Mountains, and will beat them to Duil : And all corrupt Ralers, 

© corrupt Officers and corrupt Laws the Lord will rake Vengeance on, 

© by which the tender Coxſciences of his People are oppreſſed. And he 

6 will give his People his Law, and -will judge his People himfclf, 

© not according to the {ight of the £ye, and hearing of the Ear ; 

© but with Rzehreonſneſs, and with Equity. Now are your Hearts 

© made manitcit, to be full of Exvy apainſt the living T7xath of God, 

© which 15 made manifeſt in his People ; who are contemned and de- 

© ſniſed of the World, and ſcorntully called Quakers. You are worſe 

* than the Heathens, that put Paal in Priſon ,, for none of his Friends 

© or Acquaintance were hindred to come to him by them : therefore 

© they thall be M/irneſſes againſt you. Ye are made manifeſt to rhe 

© Saints, tO be of tie ſame Generation, that put Chrift to death, and 

* that put the Apoſtles in Priſon, on the ſame pretence, as you aQt 

© under ; 1a calling Truth Error, and the Miniſters of God Blaſphem- 

© ers, as they did. But the day 1s dreadful and terrible, that ſhall 

* come upon you, ye Evil Magiſtrates, Prieſts and People, who pro- 

« feſs the Truth in Words outwardly, 2nd yer perſecute the Power of 

© Truth, and them that ſtand in and for the T7u1h, While ye have 

© Time, prize\t; and remember, what is writren 1/a. 54. 17.

Not long after this, the Lord's Power came over the Juſtices, and 
they were midz to {ct me at Liberty. But ſometime before I was 
ſet at Liberty, the Governour, and the {aid Anthony Pearſon came 
down 1nto the Duzgeoz to ice the Place, where I was kept; and un- 
deritand, what C/age I had. And when they were come down to 
me, they found the place ſo bad, and the ſavour ſo zl}, that they 
cried ſhame ot the Magiftrates, for ſuffering the Failer to do ſuch 
things: And they called for the Jailers into the Dungeon, and 
requires them to nad Sureties for their good Behaviour ; and the Un- 


der-Jailer, Wito had been tuch a Cruel Fellow, they put into the Dunr- 
geon with me, amongtt the Meſs-Troopers. 


Now 
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1653, Now after T was ſet at Liberty, T went to 1 homas Bewley's, where 
WY VV there came a Bapriſi-Teacher to Oppole me ; and he was Convizced. 
Cumberland And Robert Widders being with me, was moved to go tc Coldbeck- 
4 T. B's. Steeple-houſe ; and the Baptift-Teacher went along with him the ſame 

day. And the People fell upon them, and almoſt killed Robert Wid- 
ders; and took the Bapriſt's Sword from him, and bear him ſorely, 
This Baptiſt had the Inheritance of an Impropriation of Tithes ; and he 
went home, and gave it up freely. Robert VVidders was cnt to 
Carliſle-Jail ; where having lain a while, he was {et at Liberty again. 
VVilliam Dewsberry alſo went to another Steeple-houſe hard by ; and 


the People almoſt killed him, they beat him ſo: but the Lord's Power - 


was over all, and healed them again. At that day mary Friezds went 
to the Steeple-houſes, to declare the Truth to the Prieſts and People ; 
and great Sufferings they underwent : but the Lord's Power ſuttiined 
them. 

Now I went into the Country, and had mighty great Meerines ; 
and the Everlaſting Goſpel and YVVord of Life flouriſhed, and 7 hou- 
ſanas were turned to the Lord Jeſws Chri#, andto his Texchins. And 


ſeveral that took Tirhes,. as Impropriators, denied the receiving of 


——_ them any longer ; and delivered them up freely to the Parzſh1ozers. 
mi Thenpaſſing on intoVVeſtmorland, T had many great Meerizgs : and 
Strickland at Strickland-Head 1 had a large Meeting, where a Juſtice of Peace 
head. out of Biſhoprick, whoſe Name was Hezry Draper, came up ; and 
many Contenders were there. The Prieſts and Magiſtrates were in a 
great Rage againſt me in Weſtmorland, and had a YVYVarrant to ap- 
prehend me ; which they renewed from time to time, for a long 
time: Yet the Lord did not {utter them to ſerve it upon me. Sol 
traveled on among(t Friends, viſiting the Meetings, till I came to 
Swarth. Swarthmore; where I heard, that the Baptiſts and Profeſſors in Scot- 
mo tand had {ent to me, to have a Diſpate with me. Wherenpon I 
cumberiing Tent them word, that I woutd meet them in Cumberland at Thomas 
Bewley's Houſe : whither accordingly T went ; but none of them 
came. Some dangers at this time I underwent in my 1yravels toand 
| tro : for at one time, as we were paſhng from a Meetine, and going 
Wighton. through YVV:ghton on a Market-day, the People of the 1 own had ſet a 
Guard with Pztch-forks: and although ſome of their own Vetghbours 
were with us; they kept us our of the Town, and would not let us 
paſs through the Town, under a pretence of preventing the Szkneſs: 
tough there was no Occaſion for any ſuch thing. However they 
tell upon us, and had like to have ſpozied us and our Horſes : But 
the Lord did reſtrain them, that they did not much hurt ; and we 
pailed away. Another time, as I was paſſing between two Friend's 
Houſes, ſome Rude Fellows lay in Wait in a Lane, and exceedingly 
ſtoned and abuſed us ; but at laſt, through the Lord's Affiltance, we 
got through them, and had not much «ure. But this ſhewed the 
Fruits of the Prieſt's Teaching , which ſhamed their Profeſſion of 
Chriſtianity. 

Now, after I had viſited Friends in that County, T went through 
the Countries into Biſhoprick; having large Meetings by the way : 
and a very large Meeting IT had at Anthony Pearſon's, where many 
were Convinced, From thence I paſſed through Northumberland to

of Durham 
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Darren-Water, where there were great Meetings: and the Preeſls 1652. 
threatnued, that they would come ; but none came. The everlaiting SV 
Word of Life was freely preached, an freely received ; and many xr pum. 
Hundreds were turned to Chri#, their Teacher, berlard, 
In Northumberland there came many to diſpute ; of whom ſome varren- 
pleaded againſt Perfei#ion : unto whom I ceclared, © That Adam 
* and Eve were perfee?, betore they fell; and All that God made, 
* was perfect and that the Imperfedion came by the Devil, and the 
* Fall: But Chriſt, that came to deſtroy the Devil, ſaid, Be ye perfet?. 
Then one of rhe Profeſſors ſaid, That Fob ſaid, Shall mortal Man be 
more pure, than bis Maker ? The Heavens are not clear in his fioht, God 
charged his Angets with Folly. But] fhewed him his Miſtake, and Icr 
him ſee, © Thar it was not Job, that faid ſo; bur one of thoſe, that 
© contended againit Job : for Job ſtood for Perfettion, and held his Ia- 
* regrity ; and they were called miſerable Comforters. Then theſe Pre- 
fefſors taid , The Outward Body was the Body of Death and Sin. | 
ihewed them their 37;/ake in that alſo ; ſhewing them, * That Adam 
*and Eve had cach of them an Outward Body, before the Body of 
| © Death and Sz got into them 3 and that Max and Woman will have 
* Bodzes, when the Body of Sin and Death is put oft again ; when 
* rhey are Renzwed up into the Image of God again by Chrilt Jz{us, 
* which they were in, before they fel. So they cealed at that time 
from Oppoſing turther 3 and glorious DMeetines we had in the Lord's 
Power. 
| Then paſſed we on to Hexam, where we had a great Meeting a Hexam. 
Top of an Hill ; The Prieſt threatned, that he would come and Op- 
poſe 95, bur he came not ; fo thar all was quiet: * And the Ever- 
* laſtins Day, and Renowned Truth of the Everliving God was 
* ſounded over thoſe dark Countries, and his Son exalted over all. 
* And it was proclaimed amongſt the People, that the Day was now 
*come, wherein all that had made a Prof«//zoa of the Sor of God, 
* might recezve him ; and that to as many as would receive him, he 
* would give Power to become the Soxs of God, as he had done to me. 
And it was turther declared, © Thar he, that had the Sz of God, he 
© had Life Eternal : but he that had not the Sox of God (though he 
* profeſt all the Scriptures, from the firſt of Geneſis to the /aft of the 
* Revelations) he had not Life. So after that all were directed to the 
Lizht of Chriſt, by which they might ſee him, and receive him , 
and know, where their true Teacher was, and the Everlaſting 
17uth had bcen largely declared amongſt them ; we paſled 
away through Hexam peaceably, and came into Gz!/and , a Gilſlans, 
Country noted for Thieving. 
Herea Friezd ſpying the Prieſt, went to ſpeak to him : whereupon 
the Pricſf came down to our Inn, and the Town's People garhered 
about us. The Prieſt ſaid, He would prove us Deceivers out of the 
B:ble; but could find no Scripture for his purpole. Then he weat 
into the 1,z; and after a while came out again, and brought ſome 
broken Sentcaces of Scripture, that mention the Do&rines and Com- 
maniments of. Men, &c, and Touch not, Taſte not, &c. for they periſh 
with the uſing, All which ( poor Many) was his own Conaition : 
Witereas we were perſecuted, becauſe we would not T'afte, nor Touch, 
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1653. nor Handle their Do&rines and Traditions. which we knew, periſhed

I asked him, What he called the Szeeple-houſe ? Oh, 
laid he, the dreadful Houſe of God, the Temple of God. Thenl 
ſhewed him, and the poor, dark People, * That ihvir Bodres ſhould 
* be the Temples of God: 'and that Chrift nuver commended, theſe 
& Temples, bur ended that Temple at Jernſalem, which God had com- 
* manaed, While I was ſpeaking, the Pref gor away : and atrer- 
wards the People made, as if they feared, we uv ou'd take tur Purſes, 
or ſteal their Horſes; judging us like themſelves, who are naturally 
given to 1 hieving, 

The zext day we came through rhe Country into Cumperland 
again, where we had a general Meeting of many 1 honuſanas of People 
a Top of an Hill near Langlands, A glorious and heavenly Meetzsg 


_ It was ; for the Glory of the Lord did ſhine over ail : and there 


were as many, as one could well ſpeak over; the Muliztnde was 10 
great. Their Eyes were fixedon Chriſt their Teacher , ant! they came 
to {it under their own Ye : infomuch that Frances Howgrll, coming 
afterwards to Viſit them, found, they had zo zeed of Moras; tor 
they were {itting under their Teacher Chriſt Jeſs: In the {ls 
whereof, he {ate down amongſt them, wichour fp-aking any thin: 
A great Convincement there was in Cumberland, Biſhoprick, Northinzbc;- 
land, Weſtmorland, Lancaſhire and Yorkſhire: And the Plants of Gud 
grew,and flouriſhed fo, the heavenly Raza deſcending, and Gou'. Glory 
{hining upon them, that many Mouths were opezea by the 
Lord tO his Praiſe; yea, to Babes and Sucklizgs he ordained 
Strenoth. 
Atcer my Releaſe from Carlifle-Priſon, 1 was moved to go to Pr:cft 
Wilkinſon's Steeple-houſe again : and I being got inio the Steepſe- 
hanſe betore him, when he came 1n, I was declaring the 17urh ro the 
People, though they were but few; jor the moſt and the beſt of his 
Hearers were turned to (.hriſt”s free Teaching : and we hal a Meeting 
of Friends hard by, where one Thomas Stubbs was declaring the 
Herd of Life amonglt them. As foon as the Prieſt came in, he Op- 
poſed me ; and there did we ſtay moft part of the Day; for when I 
began, he Oppoſed me : fo if any Law was broken, he broke it. Ard 
when his People would be haling me out, T manitelted his Frazrs to 
be ſuch, as Chriſt ſpake of, when he ſaid 5 They ſhall hale you ont of 
their Synagogues : And then he would be aſhamed, and they would 
let me alone. There &:d he ſtand, rill it was almolt NViehr, jang- 
ling and oppo(ing me; and would not go to his Dizzer : for he thought 
[0 Nave.wearzed me out, Bur af lait, the Lord's Power and Truth 
came lo over him, that he packt away with his People. Then when 
lie was gone, I wenr to the Meeting of Friends, who were turned to 
tlie Lord, and eitabliſhed by his Power upon Chritft, the Rock and 
Foundaticy ol the true Prophets and Apoſtles, but not of the 
Falfe. 
About this time the Pres and Prof*ſſors fell to propheſying againſt 
us afreſh, They had ſaid long before, That we ſhould be deſtroyed 
within a Month; and after that, they prolonged thar time to Ha!f 4 
Tear ; But that time being /ozg expired, and we mightily increaſed in 
aumber ; they now gave forth, That we would eat out one another. 
For 
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For many times after Meetings, many render People, having a great 1653. 
Way LO go, tarried at Friend's Houſes by the way, and ſometimes VV 
more, than there were Beds to lodge in ; ſo that ſome have lain on the yorrTy 
Hay-mows : Hereupon Cairns Fear polleſied the Profeſſors and Worlds Country. 
People. For they were afraid, that when we had eaten one another out, we 

| would all come to be maintained by the Pariſhes, and ſo we ſhould be Chay- 
geable to them, But after a while, when they ſaw, that the Lord 
bleſſed and increaſed Friends, as he did Abraham, both in the Field 
and inthe Ba:ket, at their Gozngs forth and Comirgs in, at their Ri- 
ſinzs up and Lyizgs down, and that all things proſpered with them ; 
then they ſaw the falſereſs of all their Prophecies again#t ws ; and 
that it was I» vain to Curſe, where God had bleſſed. At the firlt Con- 
vincement, when Friends could not put off therr Hats to People, nor 
ſay Tos to a ſingle Perſon, but Thou 32nd Thee, nor could not Bow, 
nor uſe flattering Words in Salutations, nor go into the Faſhions and 
Cuſtoms of the World ; many Frzends, that were Tradeſmen of ſeve- 
ral forts, loſt their Cuſtomers at the firſt : for the People were ſby 
of them, and would not Trade with tkem ; fo that for a time iome 
Friends, that were Tradeſmen, could hardly get Mozey enough to 
buy Bread. But afterwards, when Pcople came to have Experience 
ol Friends Honeſty and Faithfulneſs, and found, that their Nea was 
V:a, and their Nay was Nay; that they kept to a Word in their 
Dealings, and that they would not Cozer and Cycat them 3 but that 
if chey ſent any Child to their Shops for any thing, they were as well 
uſed, as if they had come themſelves ; the Lives and, Converſations 
of Faiends did preach, and reached to the Witneſs of God in People. 
And then things altered ſo, that all the Inquiry was.; Where was a 
Draper, or Shop-keeper, or Taylor, or Shoomaker, or any other Tradeſ- 
man, that was a Quaker ? Then that was all the Cry : Inſomuch that 
Friends had more Trade, than many of their Nezghbours ; and if 
there was any Trading, they had a great part of it. And then the 
Envious Profeſſors altered their Note, and beganto Cry out; Jf we 
let theſe Quakers alone, they will take the Trade of the Nation out of 
our Hands. This hath been the Lord's dozngs to and for lis People ! 
which my deſire is, that All, who profeſs his Holy Truth, may be 
kept truly ſerſib/e of; and that all may be preſerved in and by his 
Power and Spirit, faithful to God and Man : Firſt to God, in Obeying 
him in all things; an zhern in Doing unto Al] Mex, that whicty 15 
14# and righteous, true anJ holy, and honeft to all Men and Women 
i9 «li things, that they have to do or deal with them in : that the 
Lord God may be glorified in their praCtiſing Truth, Holineſs, Godli- 
neſs and Rzizhteouſneſs amongit People in all their Lives and Conver-

Now Friends being grown very Numerozs in the Northern parts of 
this Nation, and divers Toung-Convinced ones coming daily in among; 
us; I was moved of the Lord to write the following Epiſtle, and ſend 
it forth amongſt them, for the ſtirring up the pure Mind, and railing 
8n Holy Care and Watchfulneſs in them over themſelves, and one ano- 
ther, for the honour of Truth. :

* Life comes; that orderly and in Order ye may all be guided and 
* walk : Servants in your Places, Toung-Men and TYoune-MWomen in

© ſpeQtive Places may adorn the Truth, every one in the Meaſure of 
*jit, With it let your Minds be kept up to the Lord Jeſus, from 
© whence it doth come; that a ſweet Savonr ye may be to God, and 
*in Wiſdom ye may all be ordered and ruled : that a Crown and a 
* Glory ye may be one to another in the Loxd, And that no Strife, 
© nor Bitterneſs, nor Self-M11! may appear among(t you ; but with 
© the Lizhe, in which the Unity 15, all that may be Condemned, 
* And that every one in particular may ſee to, and take care of the 
* ordering and ruling of their own Family ; that in Rrghteonuſneſs 
© and Wiſdom it may be governed, the fear ana dread of the Lord in 
every ones Heart fet, that the Secrets of the Lord every on: may 
© come to receive, that Stewards of his Grace you may come to be, 
*to diſpenſe it to every one as they have need ; and fo in ſavouring 
© and ripht-arſcerning you may all be kept: That nothing, that 1s 
* contrary to the pure Life of God, may be brouphr torth in you, or 
* among you 3. but all that is contrary toit, may by it be judged : So 


* that in Lighr, in Life and Love ye may all live ; and all that is con- _ 


© trary to the Light, and Life and Love, may bu brought to Judg- 
* ment, ard by that Light condemned. And that nv fruitleſs 7 rees 
* bz among you ; but all cut down and condemned by the Light, 
* and caſt into the Fire: fo that every one may bear and brine forth

* And fo, that none may appear in Words, beyond what they be in the 
* Life, that gave forth the Words : Here none ſhall be as the «z- 
* timely Figs 3 and none ſhail be of thoſe Trees, whoſe Fruit withers : 
* Such go 1n Cazz's way, from the Light ;- and by it are condemned, 
* And that none amongſt you boaſt your ſelves above your Meaſure ; 
* for if you do, out of God's Kingdom you are excluded ; for in that 
* boaſting part gets up the Pride, and the Szrife, which is contrary to 
© the Light ; which Light leads to the Kzngdom of, God, and gives 
* every one of you an Zxtrazxce thereinto, and an Underſtanding, to 
* know the things, that belong to the Kzzgdom of God, And there 
© the Lizht and Lifeof Man every one receives, him who was, before 
* the World was, by whom it was made ; who 1s the Righteouſneſs 
* of God, and his Wiſdom: to whom all Glory, Honour, Thanks 
* and Praiſe belongs, who is God bleſſed for ever. Let no Image, 
*nor Likeneſs be made; but in the Light Wait, which will bring 
* Condemnation on that part, that would make the ages: for that 
© priſons the Juit, So to the Ln#f yield not the Eye, nor the Flſb ; 
* for the Pride of Life ſtands in that, which keeps out of the Love 
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* of the Father ; and upon which his Judamerts and Wrath remains, 
* where the Love of the World is fought atter, and a Crows thar 1s 
* mortal : in which Ground the Evil enters, which is caſed; which 
* brings forth Bryars and Thorys, where the Death reigns, and 7 ri- 
* bulation and Angniſh is upon every Soul, and the Egyptian Tongue is 
* heard : All which is by the Light Condemned, And there the Earth 
* is, which muſt be removed : by the Liehr it is ſeen, and by the 
© Power it is removed, and out of its place it is ſhaken 5 co which the 
* Thunders utter their Votces, before the Myfterzes of God be opened, 
* and Jeſus reveal:d. Therefore all ye, . whole Mzizads are turned to 
* this Light (which brings Condemnation upon all thoie things be- 
* fore-mentioned, that are contrary to the Light) Wait upon the 
* Lord Jeſus tor the Crown, that 1s Immortal, and that fadeth not 
* away. | 


This 1s to be ſent amongdt all Friends in the Truth, 
the Flock of God, 10 be read at their Meetings in _R F 
every Place, where they are met together, G. . 


While yet Friends abode in the Northern Parts, a certain Prieſt of 
Rexam in Wales, whoſe Name was Morgan Floyd, having heard Re- 
ports concerning us, ſent 7 wo of his Congregation into the North to 
Inquire concerning us, andtoTryus; and bring him an Account con- 
cerning us. But when theſe T7ers came down amongſt us, the Power 
of the Lord ſeized on them, and they were both Coxvinced of the 
Truth. So they itayed fome Time with us, and then returned back 
to Wales; where atterwards cne of them departed from his Con- 
vincement : but the other, whole Name was John-ap-John, abode in 
the Truth, and received a part of the Miniſtry, in which he continued 
faithful. 

Now were the Prie/ts in a great Rage at New Caſtle, and at Kendal, 
and up and down in molt of the Northern Counties, And there be- 
ing one Gzlpi, rhar had ſometimes come amongſt us at Kendal, and 
{von run out from the Truth into vain Imazinations ; the Prieſts made 
what Evil Uſe they could of him, again(t us : but the Lord's Power 
confounded them all. And the Lord God cut off Two of thoſe perſe- 
cuting Juſtices at Carl:/le; and the other, after a Time, was turned 
out of his Place, and went cut of the Tows. 

About this Time allo che Oats or Engagement to O, Cromwel was 
tendered to the Souldiers ; and many of the Souldzers were disbanded, 
becauſe in Obedience to Chriſt they could not ſwear. As Jobn Stubbs 
for one, who was Conv:zced, whenT was in Carlifte-Priſon, and be- 
came a good Soldter in the Lamb's War, and a faithful Miniſter of 
Chriſt Jeſus ; travelling much in the Service of the Lord in Holland, 
Ireland, Scorlazd, Italy, Egypt and America: and the Lord"; Power 
preſerved him out of the Hands of the Papiſfts ; though many times 
he was in great Dazeer of the Inquiſition. But ſome of the Souldiers, 
who had been Cozvenced in their Judements, bur had not come into 
Obedience 10 the Trath, took O Cromwel's Oath; and going after- 
wards into Scor!avd, and coming before a Garriſon there, the Gar- 
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1654. riſon thinking, they had been Exemzes, fired at them, and #{lea Uivers 
WYV of them ; which was a fad Judgment.

Now when the Churches were ſertled in the North,and Frienas were 
fate down under Chr:{””s Teaching, and the Glory ct the Lord Ihined 
over them, I paſſe! from Swarthmore to Lancaſter (about the beginning 
of the Year 1654) and fo through the Countries, viſiting Friends, till 
I came to Synder-/i!/-2reen, where there was a Meeting appointed 
three Weeks before ; leaving the North freſh and oreen, under Chriſt 
their Teacher. But before I came toSynder-hil!-green,we palled through 
Hallifax, a rude Tow of Profeſſors, and came to one Thomas 1 aylor's, 
who had been a Captain 5 where we met with fome Jazolers : but the 
Lord's Power was over all; for I travelled in the 3Morzon of Goms 
Power. And when T came to Synder-hill-green, there was a mighty 
Meetino, ſome Thouſands of People, (as ut was judged) ana many 
Perſons ot Note were there, as Captains and other Officers ; and 
there was a pexeral Convincement : tor the Lord's Power and 7ruth 
was ſet over all, and there was no Oppoſition. 

About this Time did the Loza move upon the Sp:7zrs of many, 
whom he had raiſed up, and fent tortnto L:bonr 10 his Vizeyazad,.to 
travel Southwards, and ſpread themſelves in the Servzce of the 
Goſpel to the Eaſtern, Southern and Weſtern parts of the Nation - 
As Francis Howgill and Edward Burronugh to London; John Camm 
and John Audland to Briſtol, through the Conntries ; Richard Hub- 
berthorn and George Whitehead towards Norwich ; Thomas Holmes 
into Wales, and others otherways : for above ſixty Miniſters had the 
Lord raiſed up, and did now fend abroad out of the North-Connrry. 
And the ſcenic of their Service being very Wezrzhty upon me, I was 
moved to give forth the following Paper, directed thus :

* ther, and 1n that Reoyce ; for then you Rejoyce in the Croſs of

About this time Rice Joxes of Nottingham (who had been a Baptiſt, 
and was turned Raxter; the ſame, that came to me in Darby-Jail)

I was then at the higheſt ; and that after that time I ſhould fall down as 


faſt. And he ſent a bundle of Razling Papers tiom Nottingham to 


Mansfield, Clauſon, and the Towns thereabouis, judging Friends for 
declaring the Truch in the Markets and 1n the Steepic-bouſes ; which 
Papers 1 Anſwered. But h# and his Company's Prophecies came upon 
th:mſclves : for ſoon after they fell to Pieces; and many of Is Fol- 
lowers came to be Friends, and continued ſo. And thrcugh the 
Lord's bleſſed Power, Truth and Friends have increalcd, ard co in- 
creaſe in the increaſe of God: And I by the ſame Power lave becn and 
am preſerved, and kept in the Everlalting Seed, that never fell, nor 
changes. But Rice Jones took the Oarhs, that were put ro him ; and 
ſo diſobeyed the Command of Chiiſt, Many ſuch falſe Frophers 
have riſen up againſt me, but the Lord hath blaſted them; end will 
blaſt them all, who riſe againſt the bleſſed Seed, and me in that. My 
Confidence is in the Lord : for whoſoever did, 1faw their Ezd,; and 
how the Lord would Confound them, before the Lord {cor me 
torth. | 

Now was I at Synder-hill-Green, where I had had a large Meeting 
in the day-time ; and at Night we had a great Meerzrg again 1n Thy- 
mas Stacy's Houſe : for People came from far, and could not foon 
depart, The Hzrgh-Sheriff of the Connty told Captain Braaford, that 
he intended to have come up, with half a dozen of his Troopers, to the 
Meeting ; but the Lord prevented him, and ftopt him. When 1 
had ſt-yed ſome Meetings thereabouts, T traveled up and down in 
Torkſhire, as far as Holderneſs, and tothe Lands-End that way, vili- 
ting Friends and the Churches of Chrift ; which were hinely feitled 
under Chri/Ps Teaching. Atlength I came to Captain Bradfora's houſe, 
whither many Razters came from Tork to wranple ; but they were 
confounded, and ſtopped Thither czme ſhe alſo, who was called 
the Lady Mountague, who was then Convinced ; and lived and Gied in 
the Truth. ; 

Then IT came agatn to Thomas Taylurs, within three Piles of Hal- 
lifax, where there was a large Meeting of about Two hunared People : 
amongſt which were many rude People, and divers Butchers ; ſeveral 
of whom had Bound themſelves with an Oath, before they came out, 
that they would kill me (as T was rold : } One of thoſe Batchers had 
been Accuſcd for killing a Man ard a Woman, They came in a very 
rude mann<r, and made a prezr Diſturbance in the Aeering. The 
Meeting being in a Cliſe, Thomas Taylor ſtood up and ſaid unto 
them ; 1/ you will be Civil, you may fla; but if not, I charge you 10 
be pone from off my Gronnd, But they were the worſe; and ſaid, 
They would mike it hike a Common : and they yelled, and mede ſuch 
a Noiſe, as it they had been come ro a Bear-baiting, And they 
thruſt Friends up and down 3 and Friends being peaceable, the Lord's 
Power came over them, Several times they thruſt me off from the 
place I ſtood on, by the Crowdzng of the People together againſt me : 
but (till I was moved of the Lord to (tzand up again, as I' wes thruſt 
down. Ar laſt I was moved of the Lord to ſay unto them, *If they 
* would diſcourſe of the rhi»gs of God, let them come up to me oze 
' by oze ; and if they had any thing to ſay, or to Objef?, T would 

| Anſwer 
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* Anſwer them all, one after another : Then they were all f/enr, and 1654. 
had nothing toſay. And then the Lord's Power came fo over them VV 
all, and Anſwered the Witneſs of God in them, that they were Near 
bound by the Power of God : and a glorious, powerful Meeting we Fagix 
had, and his Power went over all; and the Minds of People were * 
turned by the Spzrzt of God in them to God, and to Chriſt their 
Teacher. And the powertul Word of Life was largely declared that 
day ; and in the Life and Power of God we brake up our Meeting : 
and that Rude Company went their way to Hallifax, The People af- 
ked rhem, Mhy they did not kill me, according to the Oath they had 
ſworn ? And they malicioully Anſwered, That I had ſo bewitched 
them, that they could not ao it; Thus was the Devil charzed at that 
time. Friends told me, that they uſed to come at other times, and 
be very r4de and unruly ; and ſometimes break their Stools and Seats, 
and make fearful work amongſt them : But the Lord's Power had 
now bound them. Shortly after this, that Byrcher, that had been 
accuſey of killing « Man and a Woman before, and who was one of 
them, that had then Bound himſelf by az Oath to kill me, killed ano- 
ther Man ; and was thereupon fent to Tork-Jail, Another of thoſe Exampte, 
rude Butchers, who had allo ſworn to kill me, having accuſtomed him- 
ſelf to Thruſt his Tongue out of his Mouth, in deriſion of Friends, when 
they paſſed by him; had his Tongue ſo ſwollen out of his Mouth, that he 
could never draw it in again, but died ſo. Several ftrange and ſudden 
Tudaments came upon many of thele Cozſpirators againft me ; which 
would bes too large here to declare. God's Vengeance from Heaven, 
cam: upon the B/ood-thirſty, who fought after Blood : for all ſuch 
9:73; I laid before the Lord, and left them to him co deal with them, 
who is fironger than them all; in whoſe Power I was preſerved, 
| and carried on to do his Work. The Lord hath raiſed a tine People 
in thoſe Parts, whom he hath drawn to Chri/f, and gathered in his 
Name ; who feel Chriſ® among{t them, and fit under his 
l eaching, 

Ailter-this I paſſed through the Countries, till I came to Batby ; Balby. 
from whence ſeveral Friends went with me into Lizcolaſhire, where =” 
{ had formerly been: of whom ſome weat to the Steeple-houſes, and © | 
: {ome to private Meetings. There came to the Meeting, where I was, 

þ the Sheriff of Lincoln, and ſeveral with him ; wio made a great Cor- 
tention and Jangling for a time, But at length the Lord's Puwver 
ſtruck him, thar he was Convinced of the Truth, and received the 
Mord of Life : as did ſeveral others alſo, that did Oppoſe ; and con- 
ticued among Friends, tili they died. Great Meetings there were, 
and a large Convincement in thole Parts: Many were turned to the 
Lora Jeſus, and came to fir under his Teaching ; leaving their Prieſts, 
| and their ſuperſtitious Ways: and the Day of the Lord flouriſhed 
over all. Amongſt them, that came to our Meetings in that Country, 
| there was one called Sir Richard Wrey ; and he was Convinced : 


: as was alſo his Brother, and his Brother's Wife, who abode 
I ina the Truth, and dicd therein 3 though he afterwards Run 
out, 


Having viſited thoſe Countries, I came into Derbyſhire : and Pare. 
the Sheriff of Lincoln, Wiio was lately Convinced, came with me. 
In 
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1654, In one Meeting we had fome Oppoſirzon ; but tiie Lords glorious 
SYV Power gave dominion over all, Ar Night there came a Company 
Plyſhire. of Baylifſs and Serving-men,and called me out : fo I went out to them,

having fome Friexds with me. When I was come our, they were 
exceeding Rude and Violent : for they had, it ſeems, Complotred to- 
gether, and intended, 7 o have Carried me away with them in the dark of 
the Evening by force; and then to have done me a Mixchief : But the 
Lord's Power went over them, and citained them, fo that they could 
not effe& their Defign ; and at lalt they went away. The next cay, 
Thomas Aldam underſtancing, that the Serving-men belonged to one 
called a Knight (who lived not far off) went to his Houle, and 
laid before him the bad Carriage of his Servants: And the Knizhe 
ſeemed to Rebuke them ; and d1d not allow of their Evil Carriage to- 
wards us. 

After this we came into Nottinghamſhire to Skegby, where we had 
a great Meeting of all forts of People : and the Lord"s Power went 
over them, and all was quiet; and the Pcople were turned to the 
Spirit of God, by which many came to receive his Power, and to fit 
under the Teaching of Chrif, their Saviour. A great People the 
Lord hath that aways. 

Then TI paſſed towards K7dſ{:y-park , where there came many 
Ranters: but the Lord's Power checkt them. From thence I went 
up into the Peak-Conntry, towards Thomas Hammer ſly's, where there 
came the Ranters of that Country, and many high Profeſſors. 
The Razters oppoled me, and fell a Swearzzg : And whenT reproved 
them for Swearing, they would bring Scrpture for it, and {aid ; 
Abraham, and Jacob, and Joſeph ſwore ; and the Prieſts and Moſes, 
and the Prophets ſwore, and the Angels ſwore, Then T told them, *© 1 
© 61d confeſs, all theſe did ſo, as the Scrzptare records ; bur, ſaid T, 
* Chriſt (who fat, Before Abraham was, I amj ſaith, Swear not at 
* all. And Chriftends the Prophets, and the Od Prieſthood, and the 
* Diſpenſation of Moſes, and reigns over the Horſe of Jacob and of 
* Joſeph; and he lays, Swear pot at all, And God, when he bringeth 
*in the Firſi-begotten into the World, ſaith, Let all the Ancels of God 
© worſhip him, to wit, Chrif Jeſus, who ſaith ; Swear not at all. And 
* as for the Plea, that Men make for Swearing to end their Strife ; 
* Chriſt, who lays, Swear not at all, deſtroys the Devil and liis Works, 
* who is the Author of Strife ; for that is one of his Works. And 
© God ſaid, This i my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleaſed ; hear 
* ye him So the Soz 1s to be heard, - who forbids Swearing, And 
© the Apoltle James, who did hear the Sox of God, and followed him, 
*and preached him, forbids all Oaths, Jam. 5, 12. So the Lord's 
Power went over them, and his So»; and his Do@rize was ſet over 
them : and the Word of Life was fully and richly preached, and 
many were Convinced that Cay. This Thomas Hammerſly being ſum- 
moned to ferve upon a Jury, was admitted to ſerve without an Oath : 
and he being Fore-man of the Jury, when he brought in the Verdi, 
the Judge did declare : That he had been a Judge ſo many Nears ; but 
never heard a more upright Verdict, than that Quaker had then broucht 
in, Much might be written of things of this nature 3 which time 
woul fail to declare. But the Lord's bleſſed Power and Truth 
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wasexalied over all; who 1s worthy of all Praiſe and Glory for

Thus travelling through Darbyhire, T viſited Friends, till T came pwriyhire, 


to Swanington in Leiceſterſhire, where there was a General Meeting ; 
to which many Razzers came, and Bapriſts and other Profeſſors : 
for great Conteſts there had been with them, and with the Pr:eſts in 
that Town. To this Meeting leveral Friends came from ſeveral 
Paris; as John Audland, and Francis Howpil, and Edward Pyor from 
Briſtol, any Edward Burrongh from London ; and ſeveral were Cor- 
vinced 11 thoſe Parts, The Raxters, that came to the Meeting, made 
a diſturbance, and were very rude ; but at laſt rhs Lord's Power 
came over them, and they were Confounded. The zexrt Day Jacob 
Buttomley, a great Ranter, came from Lejcefter ; but the Lord's Power 
ſtopt him, and came over them all. There came a Przeſt roo ; bur 
he alſo was Confounaed by the mighty Power of the Lord: For about 
this Time the Przeſts, and the Baptiſts, and the Rarters, and other 
Profeſſors were very rude, and ſtirred up the rude People againit us. 
Now we ſent to the Raxters tocome forth, and 77y their God : and 
there came abundance of them, who were very rude; 2nd Sung, and 
whiſtled, and danced: but the Lord's Power fo Confounded them, that 
many of them came to be Convinced. 

After this T came to Twy-croſs, whither came ſome Raxrers again ; 
and they Sang, and danced before me. But I was moved in the 
Dread of the Lord to ſpeak to them, and Reprove them 3 and the 
Lord's Power came over them, ſo that ſome of them were reached, 
and Coxvinced ;, and received the Spzrit of God: and are come to bc a 
pretty People, living and walking ſoberly, in the Truth of Chriſt.

So 1 went to Anthony Brickley's in Warwickſhire, where there was a wick 
preat Meeting ; and ſeveral Baptiſts and other Pcople came, and 


jangled : but the Lord's Power came over them. 

Then went I to Drayton in Leiceſterſhire, to viſit my Relations : 
and as ſoon as I was come in, Nathanzel Stephens the Prieſt, having 
Gotten another Prieſt, and given notice to the Country, ſert down ro 
ine, to come up to them : for they could not do any thing, till I came. 
Now I, having been Three Tears away from my Re/ations, knew no- 
ting of their Deſign and Tatentions. Bat at laſt T went up into the 
Steeple-houſe-yard, where the 1 wo Prieſts were ; and they had gatiier- 
ed abundance of People. When I came rhere, they would have had 
me gone into the Steeple-houſe, 1 asked them, * What 1 ſhouid 0o 
* there? And they ſaid : Mr. Stephens could not bear the Cold. I told 
them, *He might bear it as wellas 1, Art laſt we went intoa great 
Hall, and there was Richard Farnſworth with me : And a great Dt#- 
ſpute we had with theſe Przefts, concerning the Prad#rce of the Prieſts, 
now contrary they were to Chriſt and his Apoſtles. The Prieſts would 
know, Where Tithes were forbidden, or ended? WhereuponT ſhewed 
them out of the Seventh Chapter to the Hebrews, * That not only 
* 1 ithes, but the Prieſthood, that took Tithes, was ended ; and the 


* [aw wasended and diſannulled, by which the Pr:efthood was made , 


*and T ithes were commanded to be paid, Then the Przefts ſtirred up 
the People to ſome Lightneſs and Rudeneſs, Now I had known this 
Prieſ# Stephens from a Child ; therefore *T laid open his Condrtzon, 
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1654, * andthe manner of his Preaching: and how that he, like the reſt of 
WY V * the Prieſts, did apply the Promifes to the firſt Birth, which muſt

© die, But I ſhewed, that the Promiſes were to the Seed, not to ma- 
© ny Seeds, bur to the One Seed, Chrift, who was one ia Male and 
* Female : for all were to be born again, before they could enter into 
* the Kingdom of God, Then he laid, 1 muZt not judge ſo: but] 
rold him, * He that was ſpiritual, judged all rhings. Then he con- 
felled. That that was a full Scripture: but Neighbours, laid he, This 
i the Buſineſs ; George Fox is come to the Light of the Sun, ard now he 
thinks to put ont my Star-lipht, Then I told him, *©I would not. 
© quench the leaſt Meaſure of God 10 any 3 much leſs put out his Star- 
c lioht, if it were true Star-light, Light from the Morning-ſtar. Bar 
I told him, *1f he had any thing from Chriff or. God, he ought to 
«© ſpeak; it freely, and not take T zthes from the People for Preachizeg ; 
* {ceing Chriſt commanded his Mzniſters to give freely, as they had 
* received freely. So I charged him to preach no more for Tzthes, or 
any Hire. But he ſaid, He would not yield unto that, Then after a 
while the People began to be vain and rude; whereupon we broke 
up : Yet ſome were made /oving to the Truth that Day. Now be- 
fore we parted, I told them, * Thar (it the Lord would) Tintended 
© to beat the Tows that Day Seven-night again; and in the Interim | 
went into the Country, and had Meetings : and came thither again 
that Day Seven-night., Againſt that time this PNe# had got Sever 
Prieſts to help him : for Prie# Stephens had given tiptice at a LeFure 
on a Market-day at Adderſton, That ſuch a Day there tquld be a Meeting 
and a Diſpute with me: But I knew nothing of ic ; butgnly had ſaid, 
T ſhould be in Town that day Seven-night again, Now theſe Eight Prieſts 
had gathered ſeveral Hundreds of People, even moſt of the Country 
thereabouts, and they would have had me into the Steeple-houſe ; but 
I would not go in, but got on an H:/!, and there ſpoke to them and 
the People. There was with me Thomas Taylor, who had been a 
Prieſt ; and James Parnel, and ſeveral other Friends. The Prie#s 
thought, that Day to have Trampled down Truth ; but the Trath came 
over them. And then they grew £xzht, and the People Rude; and 
the Przz/ts would not ſtand to Trial with me: but would be contend- 
ing here and there a little, with one Friend or other. Ar laſt one 
of the Prieſts brought his So» to diſpute with me 5 but his 
Mouth was ſoon ſtopt : And when he could not tell, how to Anſwer ; 
he would go ask his Father : And his Father was confounded allo, 
when he came to Axſwer for his Sov. So after they had toiled them- 
ſelves, they went away in a Rageto Prieſt Stephens his Houſe to drink : 
And as they went away, I ſaid; * I never came in a Place, where 
* ſo many Prieſts together would not ſtand the Trial with me. Where- 
upon they and ſome of their Wives came about me, and laid hold on 
me, and fawningly ſaid ; What might I have been, if it had not been 
for the Quakers ? And then they fell a puſhing of Friends toand fro, 
to thruſt them from me, and to pluck me to themſelves. After a 
while ſeveral luſty Fellows came, and took me up in their Arms, 
and carried me into the Steeple-honſe-porch ; intending to have carried 
me into the Steeple-hauſe by Force : But the Door being locked, they 
tell dowa en an Heap, having me under them. As foon as I could 
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I got up from under them, and pot to my Hi again : Then they 16 54. 
got me from that Place again, and got me to the Steeple-houſe-wall, CNV 
and ſer me on a Baſs, like a $r/vo/: And all the Prieffs, being come Drayton: 
back, ſtood under with the People. And the Priefts cried, Come, to 
Argument, to Argument : [I ſaid, * I denied all their Vozces, for they 
« were the Vozces of the Hirelings and the Strangers. And they cried, 
Prove it, prove it : Then I dircQted them to the 7exrh of John, where 
they might ſee, what Chri/f ſaid of ſuch: for he ſaid, * He was the 
* true Shepherd, that laid cown his Life for his Sheep, and his 
* Sheep heard his Foe, and tollowed him : But the H:rreliza would 
* fly, when the Wolf came, becauſe he was an Hzreline. And I 
offered to prove, that they were ſuch Hirelings. Then the Prieſts 
plucked me of from the Baſs again; and they themſclves get all upon 
Baſſes under the Steeple-houſe-wall, Then T fel the mighty Power of 
God ariſe over all . (though the Pcople began to be a little rude) and 
T told them, * If they would but give Audience, - and hear me qui- 
Cetly, I would ſhew them by the Scriptures, why I denied thoſe 
* Eight Prieſts or Teachers, that ſtood there before me; and all the 
© Hireling-Teachers of the World whatfoever: and IT would give 
© them Scriptures, for what I faid. Whereupon both Prieſts and 
People Conſemted. Then I ſhewed them out of the Prophets, 1/azah, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Micha, Malachy and other Prophets, that they 
were in the Steps of ſuch, as God ſent his true Prophets to Cry apainlt : 
For, ſaid I, © You are ſuch, as the Prophet Jeremiah cried againſt, 
Chap. 5. when he ſaid ; The Prophets propheſie falſly, and the Prieſts 
© bear rule by their means : which he called an horrible, filthy thing. 
* And you are ſuch as they, That uſed their Tongues and ſaid, Thus 
* faith the Lord, when the Lord never ſpake to them: And ſuch as 
© followed their own Spirits, and ſaw nothing ; but ſpake forth a 
© Divination of their own Brazy : and by their Lzes and their Light- 
© eſs had cauſed the People ro err, Fer. 14. And you are ſuch as 
«They were, that fonght for their Gaiz from their Quarter ; that were 
© as greedy, dumb Dogs, that could never have enough, whom the 
« Lord ſent his Prophet 1/azah to cry againſt, 1/a, 56. And you are 
*fuch, as they were, who taught for handfuls of Barley, and pieces 
© of Bread; who {owed Pillows under Peoples Arm-holes, that they 
© might lie ſoft in their Sizs, Ezek, 13. And you are ſuch as They, 
© that Taught for the Fleece, and the Wool, and made a Prey of the Peo- 
© p/c, Ezek. 34. But the Lord is gathering his Sheep from your 
* Mouths, and from oft your barren Mountains ; and 1s bringing 
© them to Chriſt, the one Shepherd, which he hath ſet over his Flocks : 
© as by his Prophet Ezekzel he then declared he would do. And you 
© are ſuch as They, that Divined for Money, and preached for Hire ; 
*and if a Man did not put into their Mouths, they prepared War 
© againſt him, as the Prophet Micha complained, Chap. 3. Thus 
went 1 on through rhe Prophets, too largly to be here repeated. Then 
coming tothe New Teſtament, T ſhewed from thence, that © They were 
$ like the Chief Prieſts, and Scribes, and Phariſees of old, ſuch as 
* Chrift cryed Wo againſt, Marth. 23. And that they were ſuch falſe 
© Apoſtles, as the true Apoſtles Cried againſt, (uch as taught for filthy 
| * Lucre ; and ſuch Antichriſts and Deceivers, as they Cried againſt, 
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© that minded Earthly things, and ſerved not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


WAYV © tut their own Bellres: for they that ſerved Chriſt, gave freely

* 2nd preached freely, as he commanded them. Bur they that will 


© rot preach withour Hire, T ithes or outward Means, ſerve their own 


* Belljes, and nor Chiiſt ; an through the good words of the Scr;- 
* pruc5, and fergned Words of their own, they made Merchandrze of 
© the Peopic rhen, as (faid T yedo now. So when I had largely quoted 
th. Seriprures, and {hewed them, wherezn they were like the Pha- 
© 3:/ce5, loving to be called of Men Maſters, an:i togo in Long Robes, 
*a-d '0 itznd Praying in the Synagogues, and to have the appermoſt 
* Rooms at Fealts, and the like ; . and when I had thrown them our 
© itt the ſight of the People amongſt the falſe Prophets, Decervers, 
* $cribes and Phariſtes, and ſhewed at large, how ſuch as They, were 
* ju/ged and concemned by the true Prophers, by Chrift, and by the 
* Apoſtles, 1 eirefted them to the Light of Chriſt Jeſus, who enlighrens 
& every Man, that cometh into the World : that by it they might ſce, 
< whether theſe rhings were not true, as had been ſpoken. Now when 
I appealed to That of God in their Conſciences, the Light of Chrift 
ſcſus in them, they could not abide to hear of it ; they were all 
quict till then: bur then a Profeſſor ſaid ; George, What ! wilt thou 
never have done? 1 told him, T ſhould have done ſhortly. SoT went 
on a little longer, and cleared my elf of them in the Lord's Power, 
When I had done, all the Prieſts and People ſtood filent for a time 2 
Ar laſt one of the Prieſts ſaid ; They would read the Scriptures, that I 
had quoted. I told them, With all my Heart. They began to read 
tie 23d of Jeremiah, and there they ſaw the Marks of tie falſe Pro- 
phets, that he cried againſt, When they had read a Yerſe or zmo, I 
{faid, Take notice, Peopie: but the Prieſts faid, Hold thy Tongue, 
George. I bid them, Read the whole Chapter throughout ; for it was 
all againſt them: Then they ftopt, and would read no further ; but 
asked mea Queſtion, I told them, I would Anſwer their Queſtion, 
the Matter being firſt granted, that T had charged them with, +1z. 
That they were falſe Prophets, falſe Teachers, Antichriſts and De- 
ceivers, ſuch as the true Prophets, Chriſt and the Apoſtles cried againſt. 
A Profeſſor faid Nay to that ; but ſaid, *Tea: For you leaving the 
* Matter, and going to another thing, ſeem to conſent to the proof 
* of the former Charge, Then IT Anſwered their Queſtion, which 
was this; Seeing thoſe falſe Prophets were adulterated, Whether I did 
judze Prieſt Stephens to be an Adulterer ? To which I Anſwered, © He 
* was aaulierated from God in his Practice, like thoſe falſe Prophets 
* and the Jews, They would not ſtand to vindicate him, bur broke 
up the Meeting. Then the Priefts whiſpered together ; and Prieſt 
Stephens came to me, and dcefired, that my Father and Brother and 
[ might go alide with him, that he might ſpeak ro me in private ; 
and rhe re{t of the Przeffs ſhould keep the People from coming to 
us, TI was very lotit to go aſide with him :. but the People cried, 
Go George, do Geor. e, go aſide with him + and] was afraid, if I 
did not go, they would fay, I was dr/obeaiext tro my Parents. So] 
went ; and rhe reſt of the Prieſts were to keep the People off : but 
they could vor; for the People being willing to hear, drew cloſe tous, 
I a>kedthe Prieff, what he had toſay ? And he aid, If he was out of 
| m8 
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the way, Tſhould pray for him ; aid :f 1 was out of the way, he would pray 164, 
for me + and he would give me a Form of Words to pray for him by, I WW 
replied ; * It ſeems, Thou Qoft not know, whether thou Þb-«({t 1a the Drayton, 
* Right Way, or no ; neither doit thon know, whether I am in the 
* Right Way or no: But I know, that I zm1n the Everlaſting Way, 
© Chriſt Jeſ#s,which thou art out of. And thou would*{t give me a Form 
* of Words to pray by, and yet thou Cenielt the Common-prayer-Book 
* to pray by, as well as I; and I deny thy Form of Words, as well 
*asit, If thou would*it have me pray for thee by a Form of Words, 
* 15 not this to deny the Apoftlc's Doctrine and Pradtice of Praying by 
* the Spzrze, as it gave words and utterance ? Here the People tell a 
Laughing : but] was moved to ſpeak more to him. And when 1 
had cleared my ſelf to him and them, we parted ; after T had told 
chem, * Thar I ſhould (God willing) bein the Town that day Sever- 
* nizht again. So the Prieſts packt away, and many People were 
Convinced that day : for the Lord's Power came over all. And 
' Whereas they thought to have Confourded Truth that day, many 
were Convinced of it; and ,many that were Convznced before, were 
by that day?s work Confirmed in the Truth, and abode init: anda 
oreat Shake it gave to.the Prieſts, Yea, my Father, though he was 
an Hearer and Follower of the Prieſt, was ſo well fatished, that he 
ſtruck his Cane upon the Ground, and ſaid ; Truly I fee, he that will 
but land to the Truth, zt will carry him cut. So I paſſed about in 
the Country, till that day Sewver-nzzht ; and then I came again: 
for we had appointed a Meeting at my Relation's Houſe. Now 
Przeſt Stephens having had notice betore hand thereof, had got ano- 
ther Prieſt ro him: and they had got a Company of Troopers with 
tiem; and ſent for me to come to them. Bur I ſent thera word, 
Our Meeting was appointed ; and they might come to it, it they 
would, The Prieſts came not; but the Troopers came, and many 
rude People. Now they had laid their Plot, That the Troopers ſhould 
take every one's Name, and then command them to go home , and ſuch 
as would not go,they ſhould take,and carry them away with them, Accord- 
ingly they began, and took ſeveral Names, charging them to go 
home; bur when they came to take my Name, my Relatzozs told 
them, I was at home already: So they couid not take me away that 
| time. Nevertheleſs they took my Name : but the Lord's Power was 
| over them, and they went away, both Profeſſors and Troopers, 
Cro# and Vext, becauſe they had not their Exds. But ſeveral were 
Convinced that day, and admired the Love and Power of God, This 
was that Prieſt Stephens, that had once faid of me; Never ſuch a 
Plant was bred in England : Yet afterwards he reported, That I was 
carried up into the Clouds, and found again full of Gold and Silver ; 
and many Lics, and taiſe Reports he raiſed on me : but the Lord 
{wept them all away, Now the Reaſon, why I would not gointo 
their Steeple-houſe was, becauſe I was to bear my Teſtimony againſt 
It, and to bring all of from ſuch Places, to the Spzrze of God; that 
they might know, their Bodies to be the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt : 
And to bring them off from all the Hireling-Teachers, to Chritt 
their free Teacher, that had died for them, and purchaſed them 
with his Blood. 
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After this I went ititothe Country, and had ſcveral Meetings, and 
came to Swannington, Where the Souldzers came again; but the 
Meeting was quiet, and the Lord's Power was over all, and the 
Souldiers did not meddle. Then I went to Z-rceffer ; and from 
Leiceſter to Whetſton. But before the Mc&ing bigan, there came 
about Seventeen Troopers of Coll. Haiker's Regiment, with his Mar- 
ſhal; and they took me up before the Meeting ; though Friends 
were beginning to gather together : for there were ieveral Friends 
come out of ſeveral Parts. TI told the Marſhal, * He might ler all 
© the Friends go, I wquld anſwer for them ail ; whereupcn he took 
me, and let all the Friends go; only Alexander Parker went along 
with me. Ar Night they had me betore Co!/. Hacker, and his Major, 
and Captains, a great Company of them ; and 2 great deal of Dif- 
courſe we had about the Prieſts, and about Meetings (tor at this 
time there was a noiſe of a Plot againit O. Cromwe!,) And much 
Reaſoning I had with them abour the L724z of Chriit, which enlizhr- 
aeth every Man, that cometh into the World, Coll, Hacker asked, 
Whether it was not thi Light of Chriſt, that made Judas betray his 
Maſter, and after led him to hang himſelf. 1 told him, No: * That 
© was the Spirit of Darkneſs, which hatred Chriſt, and his Lighe, 
Then Coll. Hacker ſaid, I might go home, and keep «t home ; and not 
20 abroad to Meetings. I told him; ©I was an Innocent Man, tree 
from Plots, and denied all ſuch Work. Then his Son Needham jad, 
Father, Thu Man hath reigned too long ; it is time to have hm cat cf, 
T asked him, * For what ? what had I done ? or wlom had | wrongs 
*ed froma Child ? for I was bred and born in that Country, and who 
© could accuſe me of any Evil trom a Child ? Then Coll. Hatrer asked 
me again; 1f 1 would go home, and ſtay at home ? 1toid him, © It T 
* ſhould promiſe him ſo, that would maniteſt, that I was gazlry of 
* ſomething to 29 home, and make my home a Priſon: Andit I went 
©to Meetings, they would iay, I broke their Order, There'ore I told 
*them; I {hoild goto Meetzags, as the Lord ſhould order me ; and 
© therefore could not ſubmit to their Requzrzzes : but I ſaid, we were 
* a peaceable People. Well then, laid Coll. Hacker, I will ſend you 
to Morrow Morning by ſix a Clock to my Lord ProteQor, by Captain 
Drury, one of his Life-2uard, That Night I was kept a Priſoner ar 
the Marſhalſey; and the next Morning by the ſexth hour T was ready, 
and delivercd to Captain Drury, 1 delired, he would Jet me ſpealc 
with Co/l. Hacker, bciore T went; and he had me to kis Bed-lide. 
Coll. Hacker at me prelentiy again, 10 go home, and keep no more Meet- 
ings. Itold him, ©T couli not ſubmit to that; bur muſt have my 
©Liberty ro ſerve Goa, and to go to Meetings, Then, iaid he, you 
muſt go before the Protector : Whereupen *T kzeeled on his Bedſide, 
* and beſonght the Lord to forgive him ; for he was as Pz/ate, tho? 
he would waſh his Hands: and when the day of his Miſery and Trial 
* ſhould come upon him, TI bid him, Then Remember, what I had 
* ſaid to him, But he was ſtirred up, and ter on by Prieſt Stephens, 
and the other Prieſts and Profeſſors, wherein their Envy and Baſe- 
neſs was manifeſt, who, when they could not overcome me by 
Diſputes avd Arguments, nor telilt the Spirit of the Lord, that was in 

e, then they got Sorldrers to take me up. 
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Afterwards, when this Coll, Hacker was in Priſon in London, a 1654. 
day or two before he was Executed, he was pur in mind, of what he (AH 
had done againſt the Innocent: And he remembred ir, and confet whetfton, 
to it to Margaret Fell, and ſaid 3 He knew well, whom ſhe meant ; and 
he had a Trouble upon him for it. So his Son, who told his Father, I 
had reigned too long, and that it was time to have me cut off, might 
obſerve, how his Father was Cut off afterwards, being hanzed et 
T1 yburn. 

Now wasT carried up a Priſoner by Captain Drury aforeſaid from Ecicefter, 
Leiceſter ; and when we came to Harborough, he asked me, If I, 
would go home, and ſtay a Fort-nizht? 1 ſooult have my Liberty, he month: 
faid, zf I wonld not go to, wor teep Meetings, T toldhim, I could not ampton. 
promiſes any ſuch ting. Several times upon the Road did he ask, 
and try me a#iter the ſ:me manner ; and til I gave him the ſame 
Anſwers. So he brougnt me to London, and lodged me at the Mer- on. 
»aid over againit the Mews at Charing-Croſs, And on the way, as charing- 
we traveled, I wis moved of the Lord to Warn People at the Tans 59% 
and Places, where I cam», of the day of the Lord, that was coming upon 
them. And William Dewsberry and Marmaduke Stor being in Priſon 
at Northampton, helei me go, and viſit them, 

Atter Captain Drury had loiiged me at the Mermaid, he left me 
there, and went to give the Protector an Account of me. And when 
he came to Me agzin, he told me, The ProteQor did require, that 
T ſhould promiſe, zot to take up a carnal Sword or Weapon againſt him or 
the Government, as it then was; and that IT ſhould write it, in what 
words I ſaw good, and ſet my Hand to #t : 1 aid little in Reply to 
Captain Drury. But the next Morning | was moved of the Lord to 
write a Paper * To the Proteior, by the name of Oliver Crommwel, 

* wherein I did in the preſexce of the Lord God declare, that I did 
© deny the wearing or draivirg of a carnal Sword, or any other outward 
© Weapon againlt him or any Man. And that I was ſent of God to 
© {tand a Witneſs againſt all Violence, and againit the Works of Dark- 
© zeſs; and to turn People from the Dark»eſs to the Lizht, and to 
* bring them from the Occaſion of War and Fighting, to the peaceable 
Goſpel : and from being Evil-Doers, which the Magiſfrates Sword 
«ſhould be a Terror to, WhenT had written, what the Lord had 
given me to write, Ifet my Name to it, and gave it to Captain Drury 
to give to 0. Cromwel ; which he did. Then after ſore time Captain 
Drury brought ime before the ProtefFor himſelf at Whitehall : It wire. 
was 1n a Mornine, before he was dreſſed; and one Harvey, that had ball. 
come a little among Friends, but was dilobectent, waited upon 
him. WhenT cams in, I was moved to ſay, * Peacebe iz this Houſe : 
* and I 51d him, Keep in the Fear of God, thar he might receive 
© W:{4,m from him; that by it he might be ordered, and with it 
{ might order all thiags under his Hand to God's Glory. T ſpake 
much to him of Truth ; and a great deal of Diſcourſe I had with 
him abour Re/--49n ; wherein he carried lumſeif very moderately. 
: But he ſaid, W- quarrelled with the Prieſts, whom he called Miniſters : 
| Erold him, -T 413 not quarrel with them, but they quarre/led with 
©meani.ny Friends, Bur, {3d I, If we own the Prophets, Chriſt 
*and the Apoſtles, we c:unot hold up ſuch Teachers, Prophets and 
| * Shepherds 
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« Shepherds, as the Prophets, Chriſt and the Apoſtles declared againt ; 
© but we muſt declare againſt them by the ſame Power and Spzrze. 
Then I ſhewed him, © That the Prophers, Chriſt and the Apoſtles 
« declared freely, and declared againſt them, that did not d<clare 
* freely ; ſuch as preached for filthy Lucre, ant civined tor Morey, 
© and preached for Hire, and were covetous and greedy, like the 
© dumb Dogs, that could never have enough : And tiat they, thar 
© have the ſame Spirit, that Chriſ# and the Prophets and the Apoſtles 
© had, could not but declare againſt all ſuch now,” as they did then. 
As I ſpake, he would ſeveral times ſay, It was very good, and it was 
Truth. T told him, That all Chriftendom (lo calicd) had the Scrz- 
© ptures, but they wanted the Power and Spirit, that they had, who 
© pave forth the Scriptures ; ard that was the reaſon, thcy were nor in 
© Fellowſhip with the Soz, nor with the Father, nor with the Sert- 
© ptures, nor one With another. Many more words I had with him; 
but People coming in, I drew a little back: And as I was turning, 
he catched me by the Hand, and with T ears in his Eyes, ſaid, Come 
again to my Houſe ;, for if thou and I were but an hour of a day together, 
we ſhould be nearer one to the other : adding, That he wiſht me no more 
Ill, than he did to his own Soul. I told him, © If he did, he wronged 
* his own Soul : And I bid him hearkez ro God's Yoice, that he might 
« ſtand in his Counſel, and obey it ; and if he did fo, that would 
© keep him from hardneſs of Heart : but if he did not hear God's 
© Voice, his Heart would be hardened. And he faid, It was trace. 
Then wear I out: And when Capr. Drury came out after me, he 
told me; His Lord Proteitor ſaid, I was at Liberty, and mizht go 
whither I would. Then T was brought intoa great Hall, where the 
Protedtor's Gentlemen were to dive ; and I asked them, © What they 
* did bring me thither for ? They ſaid, It was by the ProteCtor's Order, 
that I might dine with them, I bid ther, © Let the ProteFor know, I 
* would not eat a bit of his Bread, nor drink a ſup of his Drink. 
When he heard this, he ſaid ; Now I ſee, there is a People riſen and 
come up, that I cannot win either with Gifts, Honours, Offices or Places ; 
but all other Sefts and People I can, But it was told him again, 
& That we had forſook our own ; and were not like to look for ſuch things 
* from him, 

Now I being ſet at Liberty, went'\up to the Inz again, where Cape. 
Drery had at firſt lodged me. This Capt. Drury, though he ſometimes 
carried fairly, was an Enemy to me,and to Truth,and oppoled it: and 
when Profeſſors came to me (while I was under his Cuſtody) and he 
was by, he would /coff at Trembling, and call us Quakers ; as the In- 
dependents and Presbyterians had Nick-named us before. Bur after- 
wards he came on a time to me, and told me, That, as he was lying 
on his Bed to reſt himſelf in the day-time, a ſudden Trembling ſeized 
on bim, that his Joints knocked together ; and his Body ſhook ſo, that 
he could not riſe from his Bed: he was ſo ſhaken, that he had not 
ſtrength enough left to riſe. But he felt the Power of the Lord was upon 
him; and he tumbled off his Bed, and cried to the Lord, and ſaid ; 


Fle would never ſpeak againſt the Quakers more, ſuch as Trembled at 
the Word of God, # 
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During the Time, that TI was Priſoner at Charing-Crofs, there came 165 4, 
ahindante to lee me, People almoſt of all Sorts, Prieſts, Profeſſors, GNNg 
Officers of the Army, &c. And one Time a Company of Officers betng Chaiings . 
with me, deſired me to pray with them : I fate fbll, with my 347d 
retired ro the Lora. At liit T telt the Power and Spirit of God move 
in me: and the Lora"s Power did {o ſhake aud ſpatter them, that they 
wozdred ; though they uid not [ve lin ze. 

Ainong thoſe, thar came thither to ſee me, there was one Colorel 
Packer, with ſeveral of his Officers; and while they were with me, 
Came in one Cob, and a great Company of Razters with him. The 
Rauters bujan to call for Drzak and Tobacco : bur 1 defired them to 

- torbuar it 1 my Room, teliing them, *Ir they had ſuch a Mind to ir, 
* Ticy M21 30 1nto another Roow, One of them cried, Al # ours : 
an au0tier of them fiid gz AlL 7s well, I replied, © How is all 
« well, while theu art 1o peevſh, ant exview, and crabbed? for 
I ſaw, he was of a peeviſh Nature: and fo T ipake to their Condi- 
tiozs ; and they were icoliole of it, and looked upon one another, 

| wondring. 

Then Colone! Packer began to talk with a /;obr, chaffy Mind, con- 
cerning God, and Chriit, and the Scriptures: That was a great 
Grief 10 my So! and Sprrit,- when | heard him talk fo lighily ; fo 
that I rold him, * He was too /ze47 to talk of the thingsof Grd : for he 
| * did not know the {o1;diry of a Man. Thereupon the Officers raged, 

and fatd; Would 1 ſay fo of their Colonel ! This Packer was a Bap- 
tif, and he and the Raxters bowed and ſcraped to one another very 
much; for it was the manner oi the Raxters to be exceeding Comple- 
zzental (as tiizy callit) fo that Packer bid them, Gzve over therr 

Complements : But l cofd them, * They were fit to go tggether, for 

« they were both of ome Spirit. |

bald"s-Park ; tor he, and lome other Cfficers had nurchaſed it, They 
were exceeding High, and railed agiinſt Friends and Truth; and 
threatned to appichend mc with their H/arrants, if ever ] came there. 

Yet after I was ict at Liberty, T was moves of the Lord God io go 
down to T heobalds, and appoint a Meeting hard by them 3 to whictz a > 
many of his Pcople came : and civers of his Hearers were Conveuced 
of tie May of T74:h, and recived Chriſt, the free Teacher, aad 
came off from him ; and that made him Rage the more. But the 
Lord's Power came over him to, that he had not Power to mecidle 


with me. Then 1 weat tro Waltham hard by him, and had a $ceting waltham, 


* would ſhew them Scripture both. for our Principles and PraGices. 
And when TI had don: fo, I ſhewed them alſo, * That their Teachers 
| Ewere in the Steps of ſuch, as the Prophets, and Chrif, and the Apo- 
| * files erycd agzinſt., Then TI directed them to the Lizht of Chriſt, 
* and Spirit of God in their own Hearts, that by it they might come 
| * to kno tncir free Teacher, the Lord Jeſus Chrift, The Meeting be- 
: Ing ended, they went away quieted and ſatisfied ; and a _— 
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1654, hath ſince been ſettled in that Town. But this was ſometime after I 
WW was ſet at Liberty by O. Crommel,

For when I came from M/hzte-hall to the Mermaid at Charing-Crofs 
(which had been my Prſoa) I [taid not long there: but went inig 
the City of London, where we had great and poverful Meetings ; 
and ſo great were the Throngs of People, rhat I cou'd hardly ger to 
and from the Meetings tor the Crouds of People : Ang ihe Trath kpread 
exceedingly. Thomas Aldam and Robert Craven (witc ind been Shes 


* riff of Lincoln) and divers Friend;, came upto London aiter me : 


but Alexander Parker abods wich me. 

Then after a while I went to Whzte-hall again, and was moved to 
declare the ©* Day of the Lord amongit them; and thar the Lora was 
* come to teach his People himſelf : So T preached Truth both to the 
Officers, and to them that were called Olzver's Uexthmen, who were 
of his Guard, But there was a Prieſt, that Oppyſed, white T was de- 
claring the Word of the Lord amongytt chem : For Oliver had ſeveral 
Preefts about him, of which chis was his News-monger ; an envious 
Prieſt, and a light, ſcornful, chaſſy man, T bid him Repext; and he 
put it in his NVews-book the wext Week, T hat I had been at White-hall, 
and had bid a Goaly Miniſter there Repent. When IT went thither a- 
gain, I met with him; and abunuance of People gathered about 
me. Then I manifeſted the Przeſ# to be a Lzar in ſeveral things, 
that he had affirmed ; and ſo he was put to Si/emce. He pur in the 
News-book, That I wore Sitver-Buttons; which was falſe : for they 
were but 4!chimy. Afterward he put in the News-book, That I hung 
Ribbands on People's Arms, which made them to follow me : This was 
another of his Lzes; for I never wore, nor uſed Ribbarnds in my Lite. 
Three Friendsgwent to examine this Prie#, that gave forth this falſe 
Tztelligence.; and i0 know of him, where he had that Tyformarion ? 
He rold chem, Ir was a Woman, that told him ſo; and that if they 
would come again, he would tell them the Woman's Name. \YN hen they 
came ag1in, he aid; It was a Man, but would not tell them his Name 
then ; but if they would come again, he 121d, he would tell them his Name, 
and where he lived. They went the Third Time; and then he would 
not tell, who told him : but offered, If 1 won!d nive it under my Hand, 
that there was no ſuch thing, he would put that into the News-book. 
Thereupon the Frzezds carried it to bim unter my Hard ; but when 
they came, he brake his Promiſe, and would not put itin : but was 
in a Rage, and threatned them with the Conſtable. This was the 
deceitful doing of this Foxger of Lies: An theic [ zes he ſpread over 
all the Nation in the VVews-books, to rerder Truth Odious, and to put 
Evil into People's Minds againſt Friends and Truth; of which a 
more large Account may be ſeen ina Book printed ſoon after this time, 
for the clearing of Friends and Truth from the Slanders, Lies and falſe 
Reports raiſed and caſt upon them. Thele Prie/s, the News-Mongers, 
were of the Independent Secz, like them in Lezceſter : But the Lord's 
Power came over all their Lies, and ſwept them away ; and many 
came to ſee the Naughtineſs of theſe Priefts. The God of Heaven car- 
ried me over all in his Power, and his bleſſed Power went over the Na- 
tion + Infomuch, that many Frzexads about this time were moved to 
go up and down, to ſound forth the Everlaſting Goſpel, in mo# parts 
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of this Nation, aud allo into Scotland ; and ihe Glory of the Lord was 1654. 
felt over all to his Everlaſting Praiſe. And a great Convincement WWW 
there was in London, and ſome in the ProtettFor*s Houſe and Family : white. 
| went to have ſeen him again, but could nor get to him 3 the Off Hall. 
cers were grown fo Rue, | 
The Presbyterians, Independents and Baptiſts were in a great Rage : 
for many of their Peop/e came to be turned to the Lord Jeſus Chrift, 
and fate down under his Teachings, and received his Power, and telr it 
in their Hearts ; and then they were moved of the Lord to declare a- 
painſt the reſt of them. - 
I appointed a Meeting 1n the Fields near Aon, in which the Word 
of Life, and the Saving Truth was declared ireely ; and the 4.vrd's 
Power was eminently manifeſted, and his &leſſed Day exalted 
over all. 
About this time T was moved to write a Paper, and ſend it forth 
among the Profeſiors; a Copy of which here followeth, 


To all Profeſſors of Chriſtianity. 


: LL they, that profeſſed Feſws Chriff in Words, and yet heard 
Y him not, when he was come, they ſaid ; he was a Decezver 
* and a Devil : The Chief Prieſts were they, that called him ſo. So 
* the Jems ſaid; He hath a Devil, and smad; why do ye hear him? 
* But others ſaid ; Theſe are not the Words of him, that hath a Devil : 
* Can a Devil oper: the Eyes of the Blind ? The Fews then doubted, whe-

© Knowledge, in the Notion, that profeſs a Chriſt without only, where

* And where Jeſus Chriſt is now ſpiritually come and made manifett, 
© the Jews, ſuch as are Chriſtians in outwart Profeſſion only, have the 
{ame hayd Hearts inwardly now, as they had then; and do Ca 
* Stones at him, where he is Riſen. Jeſus ſaid, For which of theſe good 
* works do ye ſtone me? The Jews anſwered, for thy good works we 
© tone thee not ; but for Blaſphemy, in that thou being a Man, makeſt 
6 thy ſelf God. Yeſus anſwered them ; Is it not written in your Law, I 
© ſaid, you are Gods? and the Scripture cannot be broken, Szy ye 0 
* him, whom the Father hath ſanitified, and ſent into the World, Thou 
* blaſphemeſt, beca:iſe I ſaid, T am the Son of God? The Jews ſaid 
*to him, ſay we not well, that thou haſt a Devil ? Jeſus anſwered, 1 
* honour ny Father, and ye diſhonour me, And they that were in the 
* Synagogue, roſe up, and thruſt him out of the City ; and took him up 
* fo the eage of the Hill, whereon their City was built, to caſh him down 
© head-long. The Phariſees ſaid of him, 'Hecaſteth out Devils by the 
*Prznce of Devils. Feſus Chriſt was called a Glutton and a Wine-bib- 
* bir, @ Friend of Publicans and Sinners : But Wiſdom is juſtified of 
*her Children, The Officers, when the High-priefts and Phariſees 
| * asked them, Why have ye not brought him, laid; Never Man ſpake, 
; ' like this Man, The Pinariſces ſaid, Are ye alſo deceeved? Do any

© They were ftiff-necked, and wncircumoſed 1 Heart aud Ears, and 
© always reſiſted the Holy Ghoſt, as th-ir Fathers had dont. Stephen 
* was full of the Holy Gh:ft, and ſaid ; he ſaw 7eſws : and they ran 
© upon him, and ffored him to Death, as he was calling upon the 
© Lord, When Paul Confeſſed Jeſus Chrilt, and his Reſarrefton, 
« Feſtus ſaid, Ihe was Mad When Paul preached the Reſurrection, 
ce ſome mocked : The Jews perſwaded the Pecple, and tney ſtoned 
© him ; and drew him out of the City, thinking, he hai been dead, 
© The Jews ſtirred up the Gentiles, to make their Minds Evil-affefted 
© towards the Brethren. The Jews ftirred up the Devout 1nd Honour- 
© able Women, and the Chief of the City ; and railed up Per fccnrion 
© againſt Paul and Barnabas, and expelled them our of their Coaſts - 
* And there was an Aſſault made both of the Geztzles and ofthe Jews, 
* with their Rulers, to uſe them deſpitefully, and to ſtone them. In 
£ like manner all inthe nature of thole Jews now, whoſe Reli9gon

buicy, that feed on Lzes, Priefts and People : Theſe are they, that 
f Tacerle all the People, and fiir up Eavy ; for it begets its own, one 
« like ir ſeit, Thele are they, that are the Waves of che Sea, foam-

: E Heads, and Rulers, and Kings, and Nobles of all forts, Be 
: not bitter, nor haſty in perſecnzz2g the Lambs of Chriſt, net- 
© ther turn your ſelves againſt the F:itation of Goa, and his tender 
© Love and Mercies from on high, who fent to 7ſt you ; left the 
© Lord's Hand, Arm and Power take hold fwittly upon you, w-1ch 
© is now ſtretched over the World; that is turned againlt Ryzes, 
* and ſhall turn Wiſe Men backward, and will bring off their Crowns 
tothe Duſt, and lay them low and level with the Earth. God and 
© Chriſt will be Kinz, who gives Crowns, to whomlocever obey

Beſides this I was moved to write a Letter to the Protettor (lo cal- 
led) To warn him of the mighty Work, the Lord hath to do in the Nati- 
ons, and ſhaking of them ; and to beware of his own Wit, Craft, Subtilty 
and Policy, or fecking any By-Ends to himſelf. 


There was about this time an Oraer for the Trying of Miniſters ({o 
called) and tor Approving, or Ejetting them out of their Places or 
Benefices ; whereupon I writ a Paper To the Juſtices, and other Com- 


miſſioners, who were appointed to that Work, Of which Paper the 
Copy here follows : 


Friends, 


7 OU that be Juſtices, and in Commiſſion to Try Miniſters, 
: who have ſo long been in the Vine-yard of God, now ſee, whe- 
*ther they be ſuch, as are mentioned in the Scrzptures, whom the 
* Prophets, Chriſt and the Apoſtles did Diſ-approve of ? And if they be 
* ſuch, as they Diſ-approved then ; ce, how ye can ſtand Approved in 
© the ſight of God, to let ſuch go into his YVize-yard, and Approve of 
*them: who will admire your Perſons, becauſe of Advantage ; 
*andif you do not give them advantage, they will not admire your 
* Perſons : Such Jude ſpeaks of. See, if they be not ſuch, as teach 
© for filthy Lucre, for the love of Money, Covetors, {uch as love them- 
© ſelves, who have a Form of Godlineſs, but deny the Power ; from 
* ſuch the Apoſtle bids Turn away. The Apoſtle laid, Their Mouths 
* ſhould be ſtopped, who ſerved not the Lord Jeſws, but their own 
* Bellies ; being Evil Beaſts, flow Bellies, who mind Earthly Things. 
© Paul pave Timothy an Order to Try Miniſters by : Helſaid, They 
* muſt not be Coverozs, nor given to Wine, nor filthy Lacre, nor a 
* Novice ; leſt being lifted up into Przde, they fall into the Condem- 
© zation of the Devil: Theſe he was to Try and Prove without Par- 
'tiality. Now take heed of your Approving ſuch, as he diſapproved ; 
* for ſince the Apoſtles days, ſuch as he diſapproved, have had their 
: © Liberty: and they have told us, The T ozgues were their Original ; 
© and thar they were Orthodox Men : and that the Steeple-bouſe, with 
*a Croſs on the top of it, was the Church (the Papiſts Maſs-hoaſe ; 
* you may look on the Top of it, and ſee the Sizn.) But the Scriptures 
*rell us; Al the Earth was of one Language before the Building of Ba- 
©bel: And when Pate crucified Chriſt, he ſet the Tongues, Hebrew, 
© Greek and Latiz on the top of him. And Johz tells us, That the 
© Beaft had power over the Tongues, Kzndreds and Nations ; and that 
*rhe Whore (its upon the Tongues, of whole Crp all Nations have 
* arunk, and the Kings of the Earth have committed Fornication with 
* her: and Joh faid, The Tongues are Waters. Chriſt gives marks 
*to his Diſciples, and to the Multitude, how to Try ſuch as thele, 
*thar you are to Try, They are called of Men Mafter ; they love 
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* the Chiefe# Seat in the Aſſemblies ; they be Sayers, but not Doers z 
* And, faid he, They fhall put you out of the Synagognes ; and ſever 
© Woes he denounced againſt them, and ſo diſapproved them. Chriſt 
© ſaid, Falſe Prophets ſhould come; and John ſaw, T hey were come : 
* for they went forth from them; and lince the Mord hath gone 
© after them. But Baby/ou muſt be confounded, the Mother of Hay- 
© /ots ; and the Devil muſt be taken, and with him the Beaf?, and the 
© falfe Prophet muſt be caſt into the Lake of Fire : for the Lamb and 
© his Saizts over all muſt reign, and have the YV/&or79, The Lord 
© God ſent his Prophers of O14, to cry againſt the Shepheras, that ſorght 
© for the Fleece, Ezek. 34. and tocry againſt ſuch Shepherds, as feet for 
6 their Gain from their Quarter, and never have enough ; If1. 5.6. 
*and to cry againſt the Prophets, that propheſied falſely; and the 
« Prieſts, that bore rule by their Means ; which was the filrhy and 
© horrible thins, Jer. 5. And if you would forbear to give riiem 
* Means, you would ſze, how long they would bear Rate. There 
* was in the Old Time a Store-houſe for the Fatherleſs, Strangers and 
© Widows, to come to and be filled; and they did not projper thex, 
* who did not bring their Tiches ro the Store-honuſe. But did nor 
« Chriſt put an end to that Prieſthood, T ithes, Temple and Priefts ? 
* And doth not the Apoſtle ſay, that the Prieſthood is changed, the 
© Law is changed, and the Commandment diſanzulled? Might not 
* they have pleaded the Law of God, that gave them Tithes? Have 
© ever any of the Priefts proſpered, thar take T zthes ſince, by the Law 
© of Man ? Was not the firſt Author of them ſince Chriſt's time the 
* Pope, or ſome of his Church? Did the Apoſites calt Men into Priſon 
* for Tithes, as your Miniſters do now? As Inſtance: Ralph Hol- 
© lingworth, Prieſt of Phillingham, for petty Tithes not exceeding, ſix 
« Shillings, hath caſt into Lzncoln-Priſon a poor Thatcher, named 
* Thomas Bromby ; where he hath been about Ezght and Thirty Weeks, 
© and ſtill remains a Priſozer : And the Prieſt petitioned the Jade, 
«© That the poor Man might not labour in the City, to pet a little Mone 
* towards his maintenance in Prz/oz. Is this a good Savorr —_— 
« you, that are in Commiſſion to chuſe Miniſters ?! Is this glad Tidings? 
© tocaſt in Priſon a Man, that is not his Hearer, becauſe he could not 
* pur into his Mouth ? Can ſuch, as be 1n the fear of God, and in his 
© Wiſdom, own ſuch things? The Miniſters of Chriſt are to plant a 
* Vine-yard, and then Eat of the Fruit; to Plow, Sow and Threſh, and 
* pet the Corn ; and then let them Reap : but nor caſt them into Pr/- 
* ſon, for whom they do no Work. Chrift, when he ſent forth his 
* Miniſters, bid them Give freely, as they had Recezved freely : and 
* into what City or Town ſoever they came, Inquire, who were Wor- 
6 thy, and there abide ; and what they ſet before you (laid He) that 
* Eat, And when theſe came back again to Chriſt, and he asked 
© them, If they wanted any thing, They {aid, No: They did not go 
*roa Town, and call the People together, ro know, How much they 
* might have by the Tear ? as thele that are in the Apoſtacy do now. 
© The Apoſtle faid, Have I not power to Eat and to Drink ? But he did 
* not ſay, To take Tithes, Eafter-Reckonings, Midſummer-Dues, Ang-. 
6 mentations and great Sums of Money ; But, have I nt power to Eat 
6 and 
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* and to Drick? And yet he did not uſe that Power among the C;- 1655. 
© rinthians, But they that are Apoſtatized from him, wul take Tythes, WWW 
© oreat Suns of Money, Eafter-Reckonings and Midſummer-Dues ;, and London. 
© caſt them into Priſoz, that will not give it them, whom they do no 

* work for, The Oxe's Mouth muſt not be mmzz'led, that treads out

Now after I had made ſome ftay in the City of London, and had 
given forth the ſeveral foregoing Papers,and cleared my ſelf, of what 
Service lay upon me at that time there; I was moy'd of the Lord | , 
to go down into Bedfordſhire to John Crook's Houſe, where there was re-k l 
a great Meeting, and People generally Convinced of the Lord's Truth. 
W hen I was come thither, John Crook told me, that the zext day 
ſeveral of thole, that were called the Gext/emer of the Country, would 
come to 4zze with him, and to diſcourie with me : They came ; and 
I declared to them God®s Eternal Trarh. Several Friends went to the 
Steeple-houſes that day. And there was a Meeting in the Country, ——_— 
which Alexander Parker went to: and towards the miadle of the 
day ir came upon me, to go to it, though it was ſeveral Miles from 
me. John Crook went with me; and when we came there, there 
was one - Gritton, that had been a Baptiſt, but he was gotien 
bioher chan they, and called himſelf a T7er of Spirits, He uſed to 
tcil People their Fortunes, and pretended to diſcover to People, 
when their Goods were ſtollen, or Houſes broken up, who the Perſons 
were, that did it : by which he had gotten into the Aﬀed#ions of many 
People thereabout. This Man was got into that Meeting, and was 
ſpeaking, and making an hideous Noiſe aver the Toung-convinced 
Friends, whenT camein; and he bid Alexander Parker, give a rea- 
{on of his Hope. Alex. Parker told him, Chriſt was his Hope : bur 
becauſe he did not Anſwer him ſo ſoon, as he expected, he boaſtingly 
cried ; His Mouth s ſlope. Then this Gritton directed his Speech to 
me: for I ſtood ſill, and heard him ; and he ſpake many things, 
which were not agreeable to Sripture, I asked him, * Whether he 
*could make thoſe things out by Scripture, which he had ſpoken ? 
and he ſaid, Tes, yes. Then I bid the People, Take out their Bibles, 
ro {earch the Places he ſhould quote for proof of his Aſſertiovs : But 
he could not make good by Scrzprure, that which he had ſaid. So he 
was ſhamed, and fled out of the Houſe ; and his People were gene- 
raily Coxwvinced: for his Spirit was diſcovered, and he came no more 
amongſt them. And when his People were Convinced, and ſettled in 
God's Truth, they gave forth a Book againſt him ; and denied his 
Spirit, and his falſe Diſcoveries. Many were turned to Chriſt Jeſus 
that day, and came to fit under his Teaching; inſomuch that the 
Judges were in 4 great Rage, and many of the Magiſtrates in Bed- 
fora-ſhire : becauſe there were ſo many turned. from the Hireling- 
Prieſts to the Lord Jeſws Chriſt's free Teaching. But John Crook

After ſome time I turned up through the Country to London 
again z where #r/ends were finely cſtzbliſhed in the Truth, and 
great Commgs 21 there were. And about this time {everal Friends 
went beyond the Seas, to deciare the everlaiting 7 rath of God. Now 
when I hai ſtay'd a while in the Citv, I went into Kezr. And 
when I came to Rochefter, there was a Guard kept to examin Paſſen- 
gers: but we paſſed by, and were not ſtopped. So T went to Crar- 
brook, where there was a great Meetine, and ſeveral Sonuldiers were 
at it; and many were turned to the Lord that day. Alter the Meer- 
zno, ome of the Soulazers were ſomewhat Rage : but the Lord's 
Power Came over them. One Thomas Howſigoe, an Independent- 
Preacher, who lived not far from Cranbrook, was Convinced, and be- 
came a faithſul Mzziſter for the Lord Jeſus. Some Friends had tra- 
veled into Kent betore, as John Stubbs and William Caton ; and the 
Prieſts and Profeſſors hed ſtirred up the Magiſtrates at Mairtone to 
Whip them, for declaring God's Truth unto them : as may be ſeen at 
large in the Journal of William Caton's Life. There was alſo one 
Captain Dunk Convinced in Keat, and he went with me to Ry ; 
where we had a Meerizz, ro which the Mayor and Officers, and ſeve- 
ral Captains came : and they took, what I faid, in Wririmg, which 
I was well pleaſed with : All was quiet, and the People afteQted with 
the Truth. 

From Ry I went to Ramey, where, the People having had no- 
tice of my Coming ſome r;me befote, there was a very large Mcer- 
ing. Thither came Samnel Fiſher, who was an Eminent Preacher 
among the Baptiſts, and had had a Parſonape reputed worth abour 
Two hundred Pounds a Tear , which for Corſciexce-lake he had given 
up : And there was alſo the Paſtor of the Baptiſts, and abundance of 
their People. And the Power of the Lord was ſo mightily over the 
Meeting, that many were reached by the Power of Goa, and one 
greatly ſhaken ;, and the Life ſprang uy in divers. Oxe of the Paſtcrs 
of the Baptiſfs, being amazed at the Work of the Lord's Power, bid 
one of our Friends, that was ſo wrought upon, Have a good Conſci- 
ence: WhereuponT was moved of the Lord to bid him, 7 ake heed of 
Hypocriſy and Deceit : and he was ſilent, A great Convincement there 
was that day, and many were turned from the Darkneſs to the di- 
vine Light of Chriſt, and came to ſee their Teachers Errors, and to 
ſit under the Lord Jeſus Chriſt®s Teaching, and to know him their 
Way, and th2 Covenant of. Light, which God had given to be their 
Salvation : And they were brought to the Oze Bypriſm, and to the 
Ore Baptizer, Chriſt Jelus. When the Meeting was done, Samuel 
Fiſher's Wife {aid ; Now we may diſcern this day betwixt Fleſh and Spi- 
rit,and diſtinguiſh Spiritual Teaching fromFleſhly.The People were gene- 
rally well fauistied, with what had been declared; but the Two Baptiit- 
Teachers, and their Company, when they were gone from the Meet- 
ing, tell to Reaſoning among{t the People. Samuel Fiſher, with di- 
vers others, reaſoned for the Word of Life, which had been declared 
that day ; and the other Paſtor, and his Party, reaſoned apainlt it : 
v0 it divided them aſunder, and cut them in the midſt, A Friend 
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came and told me, that the Bapriſts were diſputing one with another ; 1658, 
and deſired me to go up to them : but I {aid, © Let them alone, the Lord LW 
© will d:v;de them ; and they that Reaſon for Truth, w1ll be too hard Rumneys 
«for the other; And fo it was. This Samuel Fiſher received the 

Truth in the Love of it, and became a faithful Mzzifer of it; and 
preached Chriit freely, and laboured much 1a the M074 and Service 

of the Lord ; being moved of the Lord to go, and declare the word 

of Life at Dunkirk, and in Holland, and 1n divers parts of [taly, as 
Leghorn, and Romenticlt: And yet the Lord prefer ved him and kis 
Companion John Stubbs, out of their [nquiſitions. 

From Rumney I patled ro Dover, and had a Meeting there ; Dover. 
where ſeveral were Convinced, And near unto Dover there was a 
Governour and his Wife Convinced, who had been Baptiſts ; and the 
Baptiſts thereahouts were much offznded, and grew very envious : 
but the Lord's Power came over all. Luke Howard of Dover 
was Convinced lom:time before, and became a tairhtul Miniffer of 
Chriſt. 

Keeroing from. Dover, I went to Canterbury, where there were a Mer 
few honeſt-hearted People turned to the Lord ; who fate down under # : 
ChriſPs Teaching. The<nce T paſſed to Cranbrook again, where T had <ranvroon 
a great Meeting : A Friend that was with me, went to the Sreeple- 
houſe ; and was caſt into Priſoy: But the Lord's Power was mani- 
felted, and his Truth ipread. 

From thence I paſſed into Suſſex, and lodged near Horſham , gujcs. 
where there was a great AMeetin? ; and many were Convinced, Allo Horſham, 
at Stenning we had a great Meeting in the Marker-Houſe , and ſeveral Stenning, 
were Convinced there, and thereaways ; for the Lord's Power was 
with us. Several Meetings Þ had thereabouts : and among the reſt, 
there was a Meeting appointed at a Great Man's Houſe ; and he and 
his Sox went to fetch ſeveral Przeſts, that had threatned to come and 
diſpute. But wnen the time came, none of them came; for the 
Lord's Power was mighty in us. A glorious Meeting we had ; and 
the Man of the Houſe and his Soz were vext, becaule none of the 
Prieſts would come. So the Hearts of People were opened by the 
Spirit of God, and they were turned from the Hirelings to Chriſt 
Jeſus, their Shepherd, who had purchaſed them without Morey, and 
would feed them without Money or Price. Many that came, expeCt- 
ing to hear a Diſpute, were Convinced that day ; amongſt which Nz- 
cholzs Beard was one. 

Thus the Lord's Power came over all, and his Day many came to 
ſee. There were abundance of Raxters in thoſe parts, and Profeſſors, 
that had been ſo Looſe in their Lives, that they began to be Weary of 
it; and had thought to have gone into Scotland, to have lived pri- 
vately, But the Lord's Net catched them, and thetr Underitandings 
were opened by his Lzizht, Spirit and Power , through which they 
came to receive the 774th, and to be ſettled upon the Lord; and ſo 
b:came very ſober Men, and good Friends 1n the Truth, And great 
Bl:ſfing and Praiſins the Lord there was amongſt them ; and great 
Aamiration in the Country. 

Our of Suſſex I traveled through the Country,till T carne to Reading ; Reading; 
where Itound a few, that were Convinced of the Way of the Lord. 

There 
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1655. There I ſtay'd, till the Firſt-day, and then had a Meeting 1n George 
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CUSP LambolPs Orchard ; and a great part of the Towncametoir, A

glorious Meeting it was, and a great Convincement there was that 
day; and the People were mightily ſatisfied, Thither came Two 
of Judge FelPs Daughters to me; and George Biſhop of Briſtol came 
wulr his Sword by his ſide (for he was a Captain.) After the Meeting 
many Baptiſts and Ranters came privately, reaſoning and diſconrſong : 
but the Lord's Power came over them, The Razters pleaded, That 
God made the Devil : But I denied it, and told them ; ©I was come 
© into the Power of God, the 'Seed Chriſt, which was, bcfore the 
* Devil was, and bruiſed -the Head of him: And he became a Cevil 
© by going out of Truth; and ſo became a Myuraderer, and a Ueſtroger. 
* SoIſhewed them, That God did not make the Devil; for God is a 
© God of Trath, and he made all things good, and blefſ:d them : Bur 
* Ged did not bleſs the Devil, And the Devil is bad, and was a Liar 
* and a Marderer from the beginning ; and ſpoke of himicli, and 
© not from God. And ſothe Truth ſtopt them, and bound them, and 
caine over all the higheſt Norzors in the Nation, and Confounded 
them. For by the Power of the Lord God I was manife}t, and 
ſought to be made manifeſt to the Spirir of God in all; that by ir, 
(which they vexed, and quenched, and grieved) they might bz turie 


to God ; as many were turned to the Lord Jeſws Chriif, by 
the Spirit of God, and were come to fit under his Teacy- 
#ng | 


Aﬀer this Meeting at Reading, I pailed up to London ; where I 
ſtay'd a while, and had large Meetings : and then went into Eſſex, 
and came to Cogfhall. And there was a Meeting of about Two Thou- 
ſand People, as it was judged ; which laſted ſeveral hours: and a 
glorious Meeting it was; for the Word of Life was freely declared, 
and People were turned to the Lord Jeſus Chrift, their Teacher and 
their Saviour, the Way, the Truth and the Life. 

On the ſixth day of that Week I had a Meetzng near Colcheſter, to 
which many Profeſſors, and the Independent-Teachers came. Aﬀeer 
I had done ſpeaking, and was ſtept down from the place, on which 
I ſtood, Ore of the Independent-Teachers began to make a Jangling ; 
which Amor Stoddart (who was with me) perceiving, he laid to 
me, Stand up again, George : for I was going away, and did not at 
the firſt hear them. Bux when I heard the Jangling Independent, 1 
ſtood up again : and after a while the Lord's Power came over him 
and his Compazy, and they were confounded; and the Lord's Truth 
went over all, Anda great Flock of Sheep hath the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt in that Conntry, that feed 1n his Paſtures of Life, Oa the 
Firſt-day following we had a very large Meeting at another place, 
not far trom Colcheſter, wherein the Lord's Power was eminently ma- 
nifeſted; and the People were very well ſatisfied : for they were 
turned to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt's free Teaching ; and they received 
it gladly, Many of theſe People had been of the Stock of the 
Martyrs, is. 

As I paſſed through Colcheſter, T went to viſit James Parnel in 
Priſon; bur the Crue?! Gaoler would hardly let us come in, or ſtay 
with him. Very Cruel they were unto him : The Gaoler's Wife 

| threatned 
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threatned to have his Blood; and in that Jaz/ they did deffroy him : 1655 
as the Reader may ſee at large in a Book printed ſoon after bis Deazh, , 
giving an Account of his Life and Death : and alſo in an Epiſtle prine- ©2bett 
ed with his Collefed Books and Writings. . oy 

From Colcheſter T went to Ipſwich ; where we had a little Meeting, Ipſwick, 
and very rude : but the Lord's Power came over them. Aﬀter the | 
Aeeting T ſaid ; *If any had a defire to hear further, they might 
© come to the Inn: And there came-in a Company of Rude Butchers, 
that had abuſed Friezds ; but the Lord's Power fo chained them, that _ 
they could not do Mzſchizef. Then T writ a Paper, and gave it forth 
to the Town, © warning them of the Day of the Loxd, that they 
* might Repenr of che Evils they lived in : and direQting them to 
* Chriſt, their Teacher and Way ; exhorting them to forſake their 
* hireling-Teachers, a 

We paſled from Ipſwich to Menal:ſham, where Robert Duncon lived, 4 
in Suffolt, where we had a large Meeting, that was quiet : and the ſham. 
Lord's Power was preciouſly felt amongſt us. Then we paſſed to a 
Meeting at one Captain Lawrence's in Norfolk ; where, it was judged, a 
were above a Thouſand People ; and all was quiet. Many Perſons of 
Note were there, and a great Convincement there was : for they were 
rurned to Chriſt, their Way and their Teacher ; and many of them 
received him, and fate down under him, their Yize. Here we parted 
with Amor Stoddart, and ſome more Friends; who jatended to meet 
us again in Huntingtonſhire, | 

About the Second Hour in the Morning we took Horſe for Norwich, Norwich, 
where Chriſtopher Atkins, that dirty Man, had run our, and brought 
diſhonour upon the bleſſed Truth and Name of the Lord, But he had 
beea judged and denied by Friends : and afterwards he gave forth a 
Paper of Condemnation of his Sin and Evil, So we came to TJarmonth, yarmouth 
and there ſtayed a while ; where there was a Friend, one Thomas Bond 
in Priſon, for the Truth of Chriſt, There we had fome Service for the 
Lord ; and ſome were #474 to the Lord in that Town. From thence 
we rode to another Town, about Twenty Miles off, where were many 
tender People; and I was moved of the Lord to ſpeak to the People, 
as I fate upon my Horſe, in ſeveral Places as I paſſed along. We 
went on to another Town, about Five Miles from thence, and ſet up 
our Horſes at an Inn; having travelled Five and forty Miles that Day, 
Richard Hubberthorn and I. There were ſome friendly People in the 
Town ; and we had a tender, broken Meeting amongft them, in the 
Lord's Power, to his Praile. 

We bid the Hoſtler have our Horſes ready by the Third Honr in the 
Morning ; for we intended to ride to Lyz, about three and Thirty 
Miles, next morning, But when we were in Bed at our 1», about 
the Eleventh Hour at Night came the Conſtable and Officers, with a 
great Rabble of People into the Inn, and ſaid ; They were come with an 
Hue and Cry from a Juſtice of Peace (that lived near that Town a- 
bout five Miles off, where I had ſpoken to the People in the Szreers, as 
I rode along) to ſearch for two Horſmen, that rid upon gray Horſes, 
and in gray Cloaths ; an Houſe having been broken up upon the Seventh 
Day before at Night, as they ſaid. We told them, *© We were ho- 
*neſt and innocent Men, and abhorred ſuch things : Yet they Ap- 
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* 55. prehended us, and ſet a Grard with Halberts and Pikes upon us that 
WYYV Night; making ſome of tho!e Friendly People, with others, to watch

us. Next Morning we were up betimes, and the Conſtable with his 
Gaa*:arried us before a-Jnuſtice of Peace about five Miles off ; and we 
took Two or three of the ſufficient men of the Town with us, who had 
been with us at the great Meeting at Captain Lawrence's, and could 
reſtify, that we lay both the ſeventh Day NVight,and the firſt Day Night 
at Captain Lawrence's;and it was the ſeventh Day Night, that they faid, 
the Houſe was broken up. Now the Reader 15 to be [ntormed,that du- 
ring the time, that I was a Priſoner at the Mermazd at Charing-Crofs 
(ot which an Account is given before) this Caprain Lawrence brought 
ſeveral Independent-Juſtices to ſee me there, with whom I had a great 
deal of Diſcourſe; which they took Offence at. 'For they pleaded 
tor Imperfe(tion, and to Sin, as long as they lives; but did not like to 
hear of Chriſt”s Teaching his People himſelf, and making People as 
Clear, whillt here upon the Earth, as Adam and Eve were, before 
they fell, Now theſe Juſtices had plotted together this miſchief a- 
gainſt me in the Country, pretending, an Houſe was broken up; 
that ſo they might ſend their Hye and Cry after me: ſo great was 
their Malice againſt the Rizhteous and the Juſt, They were vexcd al- 
ſo, and troubled, to hear of the great Meeting at John Lawrence's a- 
foreſaid ; for there was a Coloxel Convinced there that Day, thar 
lived and died inthe Truth. But Providence 1o ordered it, that the 
Conſtable carried us to a Juſtice about five miles onward in our 
way towards Lyz, who was not an Tadependent-Juſtice, as the reſt 
were. When we were brought before him, he began to be angry, 
becauſe we did not put off our Hats to him. T told him, I had been 
before the Protector, and he was not offended at my Hat ; and why 
ihould he be offended at it, who was but one of his Sexvants? Then 
he read the Hue and Cry: And IT told him, *© That that Night, 
© wherein the Houſe was {aid to be broken up, we were at Captain 
* Lawrence's Houſe; and that we had ſeveral Men here preſent 
* could Teſtify the Truth thereof. Thereupon the Juſtice, having 
Examined us and thern, ſaid ; He believed, we were not the men, that 
had broken the Houſe ; but he was ſorry, he ſaid, that he had no more 
againſt us, We told him, © He ought not to be ſorry for not having 
* Evil againſt us; but rather to be glad: for to Rejoice, when he 
* got Evil againſt People, as for houſe-breaking, or the like, was not 
* a good mind 1n him. *'It was a good while yet, before he would Re- 
lolve, Whether to let us go, or ſend us to Priſcn: and the wicked 
Conſtable {tirred him up againſt us, telling him, We had good Horſes ; 
and that if it pleaſed him, he would carry us to Norwich-Jail, But 
we took hold of the Faſtice's Confeſſion, That he believed, we were not 
the men, that had broken the Houſe, and after we had admoniſhed him 
to Fear the Lord in his Day; the Lord's Power came over him, ſo 
that he letus go:and ſo their Snare was broken. A great People were after 
ward gathered to the Lord in that Town, where I was moved to ſpeak 

to them in the Streee; and from whence the Hue and Cry came. 
Being fet at Liberty, we travelled to Ly» ; whither we came about 
the third Hour in the Afternoon. And having ſet up our Horſes, we 
met with Joſeph Fuce, who was an Erſte»: and we wiſht him to 
{peak 
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ſpeak to as many of the People of the Town, as he could, that feared 165. 
God ; and to the Captains and Offers to come together : which he WW 
dil, And we had a very glorious Meeting amongit them, and turn- Lyn. 
ed"them to the Sprrit of God, by which they migltt know God and 
Chriſt, and underſtand the Scriptures ; and fo learn of God and of 
Chrift, as the Prophets and Apoſtles did. Many were Convinced there 
that Day : and a fine Meeting there is, of them that are come off 
irom thc Hirelings Teaching ; and fit under the Teaching of the Lord 
Jeſus Chrit, 
Lyn being then a Garriſon, we defired Joſeph Face to pet us the 
Gate opened by the third hoxr next Morning (tor we had forty Mts 
to ride gext day.) And by thar mcans getting out early, we came 
next Day by the Eleventh or Twelfth hour to a Town, near the Iſle of 
Ely, called Sutton, where Amor Stoddart, and the Friends that were Sutton. 
with him, met us again, A multitzde of People was gathered thither; 
ai] there were no lefs than four Prieſts, The Prieſt of the Town 
made a great Fazgle; bur the Lord's Power fo confounded him, that 
he went away: The other three Preeſts itayed; and one of them 
was Convinced. One of the other Two, whilſt I was ſpeaking, came 
to lean upo3 me: but I bid him, Sz dowz, feving be was fo florhfal, 
A great Convincement there was that Day : and many hunareds were 
turned from the Darkneſs to the Light, and from the Power of Stan 
unto God, and from the Spirit of Error to the Spirit of Tr7#th, ro be 
led thereby intoall Truth, People came to this Meeting from Hunt- 
ington, and beyond ; and the Mayor's Wife of Cambridge was there 
allo, Aglorious Meeting it was, and many were ſettled under Chriſt's 
Teaching, and knew him, their Shepherd to feed them : for the Word 
of Life was treely declared, and gladly received by them. The Aeet- 
zag ended in the Power of tne Lora, and in Peace; and after it was 
done, I walked our, and went into a Garden : where I had not been 
long, before a Fri##4 came to me, and told me, Several Juſtices were 
come to break up the Meei:1ng., Put many of the People were gone 
away ; lothey miſſed ot tiieir Deſign : and after they had ftayed a 
wile, they went away alſo, ina Free. 
That Evezzng I paſſed to Cambridge : And when T came into the 
Town, the Scholars hearing of me, were up, and were exceeding 
Rude, 1 kepr on my Horſe's Back, and rid through them 1n the 
Lord's Power ; but they Vuhorſt Amor Stoddart, before he could ger 
to the'[un, When we were in the 1zz, they were {o de there in the 
Courts, and in the Streets, that the Mzzers, the Colliers and Carters 
cculd never be Rader, The People of the Houſe asked us, What we 
would have for Supper ? as 1s the uſual way of Inz-keepers : Supper 7? 
* {aid 1, were it not, that the Lord's Power is over them, theſe Rude 
* Scholars look, as if they would plack us in pieces, ans make a Snpper 
* of us. They knew,]I was fo againſt their Trade,tite Trade of Preach- 
ing, Which they were there as Apprentices to learn; tnat they raged 
as bad, as ever Diana's Crafts-men Gid againit Paul, At this Place 
Toba Crook mract us. When it was within Night, the Mayor of the 
town, being frindly, came and fetched me to his Hoſe : and as 
we waiked through rhe Streets, there was a Buſtle in the Towm; but 
they did got know me, 1; beiog darkiſh, Bur they were in a Rage 
3 $ not 
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1655. not only againſt me, but againſt the Mayor alſo; fo that he was al- 
WV molt afraid to walk the Streets with me, for the 7umult.

God”; and I ſtay'd there all Night. Next Morning, having ordered 
our Horſes to be ready by the ſix:9 Hozr,  e palſed peaccably out of 
Town; and the Deſtroyers were Cilappointed : for they thought, I 
would have ſtay'd longer in the Jowz, and intenced to have done 
us Mychief; but our paſſing away early in the Mornirg, fruſtrated 
their Evil-Parpoſes againſt us. 

Then rode we through the Countries to B/hep-Starford ; 
where were ſome Convinced: And ſo to Hertford, where allo 
there were ſome Convinced ; and where now there is a large 
Meeting. | 

From thence we returned to Lodo, where Friezxas received us 
gladly ; the Lord's Power having carried us through many Szares and 
Danzers, And great Service we had for the Lord : for mary bundreds 
were brought to ſit under the Teaching of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their 
Saviour, and to praiſe the Lord through him. TJames Nailer alſo 
was come up to London ; and Richard Hubberthora and I itay'd lome- 
time in the City, viſiting Friends, and Anſwering Gajn-ſazers : for 
we had great Diſputes with Profeſſors of all fortss Many Reproaches 
they caſt upon Truth, and ling, flanderous Books they geve iorth a- 
painſt us: But we Anſwered them all, and cleared Gras 17ath, and 
{et it over themall ; and the Lord's Power was over all. 

Among(t other Services for the Lord, which then lay upon me 1n 
the City, I was moved to give forth a Paper tothole, 7 hat made 
a fcorn at Tremblins anda Quaking ; of which a Crpy here fol- 
loweth : 


"| HE Word of the Lord to all you, that ſcorn Trembling and 
6 Quaking, who ſcoff at them, and ſcorn them, and throw 
* Stoxes at them, and belch forth Oaths againſt them, who are 1Tremb- 
* ling and Lurking, threatning them, and beating them ; Strangers 
* ye areto all the 4poſtles and Prophets, and are in the Generation, 
* that foned them, and mocked them then in thoſe Ages, Now, ye 
* are the Scoffers which they ſpake of, that are come 1n the /aſt rimes - 
* Be ze Witneſſes azainſt your ſelves. To the Light in all your Con- 
* ſciences T ſpeak, that with it you may ſee your {elves to be from the 
* Life of the holy Men of God. | 
* Moſes, who was a Judze over all Iſrael, he trembled, feared and 
*Qaaked : when the Lord faid unto him, Iam theGod of Abraham, 
* the God of Ilaac, and the God of Jacob ; then he 7zrenbled, and 
* aurlt not benold. This, which makes to Tremble now, ye Teach- 
*ers and Peopie ſcoff at, and ſcorn them in your Streets, who wit- 
* nels the Power of the Lord, Moſes forſook the Pleaſures of the 


* World, which he might have enjoyed for a Seaſon ; He might have 
* been Called the So of Pharaohs-Davehter ; he refyſed it, and ſor- 
* ſook Pharaoh's Houſe ; yet was no Vagabond, And David, a King, 
*ne trembled; he was mocked, they made Songs on him, they wag- 
*ged their Heads at him. 


Wil you profeſs David's Words, and 
* Meſes 
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* Moſes his Words, who are in the Generation of your Fathers, 1655, 
* Mockers, Scoffers, Wonderers and Deſpiſers, which are to periſh ? VV 
©O bluſh, and be aſhamed of all your Profe/7o», and be Confounded ! Londor. 
* Tob tremble, his Fl:ſh trembled, and they mocked him : So do you 
© now mock them, in whom the ſame Power of God is made mani- 
feſt; and yet you profels Fob's Words. O deceitful Hypocrites ! 
© will ye not own Scripture? O tor ſhame, never profeſs Scripture- - 
© words, and deny the Power, which , according to the Scripture, 
* makes the Kyepers of the Houſe to tremble, and the ſtrong Man to 
* baw himſelf. Theſe things both Prieſts, Magiſtrates and- People 
* {coff at 3 but with the Power ye are judged, and by the Power and 
* Life condemned. 

« The Prophet Jeremiah trembled, he ſhook, his Bones quaked, he 
© reeled to and fro, like a drunken Man, whea he ſaw the Decezts of the 
* Prieſts and Prophets, who were turned from the way of God; and they 
* were not aſhamed, neither could they b/yſþ : Such were gone from 
* the Lighe; and ſuch were they, that ruled over the People. Bur 
© he was brought to Cry, O fooliſh People! that had Eyes, and could 

| * not ſee, that had Ears, and could not hear, that did not fear the 
© Lord, and tremble at his Preſence, who placed the Sands for Bounas 
© to the Sea by a perpetual Decree, that the Waves thereof cannot 
* paſs! And he ſaid, A horrible thing # committed in the Land ; The 
© Prophets propheſy falſly , and the Prieſts bear rule by their meaus. 
© Shall not I ariſe for theſe things, ſaith the Lord? Shall not my Soul 
* be avenged upon ſuch a Nation as this? They were ſuch, as did not 

* Tremble at the Word of the Lord ; therefore he called them a fool

« Witneſſes againlit your ſelves, that you are Scorers and Stoffers a- 
« pgainſt the T7ath : And with the Scripture you are judged to be con- 
* trary tothe Life of the holy Mex of God. Paul, a Miniſter of God, 
* made by the Will of God, a Meſſenger of the Lord Teſws, a Veſſel 
« of the Lords, to carry his Name abroad into ſeveral Nations, when 
t the dark, blind World have got ſome of his Words and Epiſtles, 
« you filthy Teachers make a Trade of them, and get preat Sums of 
«* Money tor it, and fo deſtroy Souls for diſhoneſt Gain; making a 
« Trade of his Words, and of the reſt of the Apoſtles, and Prophets, 
« and of Chriſt's Words, but denying the Spirit and Life, that they 
« were guided by, and that Power, which ſbook the Flſb ant the 
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: Earth, wich the Apoſtle witneſſed, who laid, When he came among 1655, 
* che.Corinthians, he was then with them in weakneſs and fear, aud in WW 
 *zauch Trembling, that their Faith might not ſtand in the Wiſdom of London, 


* Words, but in the Power of God ; zn that Power, which made him 
* to {remble. This Power it 1s, that the World, andall the {cefting 
« Teachers, ſcoff at and ſcorn in your Towns, 1n your YV//lages, in your 
« Aſſemblies, 1n your Ale-houſes (for ſhame lay away ail your Profeſſion 
* of the Apoſtle's Words and Conditions!) And fome of them, that 
* ſcoff at this Power, call it the Power of the Devil; and ſome perſe- 
* cute them, and Stoxe and Stock, Impriſon and Whip them, in whom 
© that Power 1s made manifeſt, and lade them with Reproaches, as not 
* worthy to wa/k on the Earth; hated and perſecuted, as the Off- 
* ſcouring of all things. Here you may fee, you are in the ſteps of 
* your Fore- Fathers, who perſecuted the Apoſtles, and acted ſoapgainit 
* them; ſtocked them, mocked them, priſoned them, ſtoxed them,

At ſuch things, ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God ; forall ſuch

* And who come to witneſs 7remblins and Quaking, the Powers

* own, and our Faith ſtands in it, which all the World ſcoffs at ; 
* the Lofty Ones, the Proud Ones, the Preſumptuous Ones, which

© your Fathers, the Phariſees did, who were painted Sepulchres and

* Aſſemblies, ſtood praying in the Synagogues, and were called of Men 
* Maſters, which Chriſt cried WO againſt; who are not come fo 
© far as the Trembling of Devils, who believed and trembled: Let that 
© Fudze you. The Light and Life of the Scriptare 1s ſeen and made 
* manifeſt, and with ir all you Scoffers, and all you Scorrers, and all 
* you Perſecntors and Ratlers are ſeen. 

* Take Warning, all ye Powers of the Earth, how ye perſecute 
(them, whom the World Nick-name and call Quakers, who dwell 
© in the Eternal Power of God; leſt the Hand of the Lord be turned 
© apainſt you, and ye be all Cut of To you this is the Word of God, 
© Fear and Tremble, and takes Warning! For this is the Man, whom 
* the Lora doth regard, who trembles at his Word ; which you, who 
* re of the World, ſcoff and ſcorn, flock, perſecute and impriſon. 
© Here ye may ſee, ye are contrary to Ged, contrary to the Prophets ; 
* and are ſuch as hate, what the Lord regards ; which we, y—_ 
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© ſhakes the Earth, and throws down the Loftineſs of Man, and the 
* Haughtineſs of Man, and which makes the Beaſts of the Field to 
© Tremble, and makes the Earth Ree! to aid fro, and cleaves the

© and honour, and preach up, whom the World ſcornfully calls Qua- 
« keys : But all Scoffers and Perſecutors, Railers and Scorners, Stockers

res Rejoice, all ye Righteous ones, who are perſecuted for Righ-

* that ſuffer for Well-doing ; for ye ſhall not loſe your Reward, 
* And wait you in the Light, that you may grow up in the Life, that 
© oave forth the Scriptures 3 that with it ye may ſee the Sazzts Con- 
* ditions, and with it ye may ſee all that, which they teſtified againſt : 
*and there with it ye will ſce the fate of thoſe, that did reproach 
© and ſcoff them 3 and did mock them, and perſecute them ; and did

*eth nigh! Come ye wry Ones, fee, how ye can ſtand before the 
* Almiahty, who is now come to plead with you : yowll fall like

© thy felt with their Expreſſions? thinkeft thou not, that I ſee thee 
« out of my Life? thinkeft thou, thou witry One, to hide thy (cf, 
* where none can ſee thee ? thinkeſt thou, it thou feſt ro the utter- 
* moſt parts of the Earth, that T am not there ? Is not the Earth 
© mine, and the fulneſs of it, faith the Lord? Come all ye, that 
© have truſted in your own conceited Norions, and Knowledge, and

«* And all ye Powers of the Earth, beware of holding ſuch up, 
* that be Unrighteows. Let not the Words of the Unrighteons over- 
* come you, leit the righteous Judge, the righteous God, the Fudge of

© ing to that of God in you, which will let you ſee, when you Trarſ-

he is not a Praiſe to them that do well. Now hath God raiſed up 
* a People by his Power, whony People, Prieſts and Magiſtrates, who 
© are Out of the Fear of God, ſcornfully call Quakers, who do cry. 
* apainlt Drunkenneſs (for Drunkaras deſtroy God's Creatures) and 
* docry againſt Oaths (for becauſe of Oaths the Land mourns) and they, 
© Drunkaras and Swearers, to whom the Magiſtrates Sword ſhould be 
* a Terror, are, we ſee, at liberty; but for crying againſt ſach, ma-

© follow ſuch PratFices : And here they that cepart from Tn:guity, are

© his Preſs, which is trodden without the City, and will bathe his 
« Sword 19 the Blood of the Wicked and Unragghteons, So they, that

* them into Priſo» : And here is the Fruits of Prieſts, and People, 
*and Rulers, withont the Fear of God. The Day is come and coming, 
* that every Man's Work doth appear, and ſhall appear; glory be to 
$ the Lord God for ever! So ſee, and conſider the Days you have 
* ſpent, 2nd the Days you do {pend : for this is your Day of Viſſte- 
*:t;on, Many have ſuffered great Fines of Mozey, becaule they could 
© not Swezr, but do abide in Chriſt's Dottrine, who fgith, Swear not 
© at all: and by thar means are they madea Prey upon, tor abiding in 
* the Co1m47d of Chriſt, And now many are caſt into Preſon, and ares 
* made a Prey upon, becauſe they cannot take the Oath of Abjuration, 
« though they denied all, that 15 contained in it; and by that means ma- 
© ny of the Meſſengers and Miniſters of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt are caſt 
* intoP7r7ſoz,becaufe they will notSwear,nor go out of Chri/*5Command. 
© Therefore, OMan,Confider;to theMeaſure of the Life of God in thee I 


* ſpeak. Many alſo lie inJails,becauſe they cannot pay thePrieſtsT hes; 
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* and many have their Goods ſpoiled and treble Dammazes taken of 1655. 
© them ; and many are whipt and beaten in the Houſes of Corretion, / NW 
«* without Breach of any Law: And theſe things are done in thy Loadon. 
© Name, to Protett them in theſe 4#ions, It Men fearing God did 

© bear the Sword, and Covetonſneſs were hated, and Men of Courage 

* for God were ſet up, then they would be a Terror to Evil-doers, and 

* a Praiſe to them that ao well; and not cauſe them to ſufer. Here 

* Equity would be heard in our Land, and Righteouſneſs would land 

* upand take Place ; which giveth not place to the Vnrighteoms, bur 

© judgeth it. To the meaſure of God's Spirit in thee I ſpeak, that 

* thou may'ſt conſider, and come to Rule tor God : That thou may'ſt

After. I had cleared my {elf of thoſe Services for the Lord, which 
lay upon me in the City of Loxdon, TI paſled down through the 
Countries into Bedfordſhire, and Northamptonſhire. And at Wel- 
lingborough in Northamptonſhire 1 had a great Meeting, in which the

Lords Everlaſting Power and Truth was over all ; and many 1n that 
Country were turned to the Loxd. A great Rage was amongſt the 
Profeſſors ; for the wicked Prieſts, Presbyterians and Independents rai- 


ſed Lies upon us, as 1 hat we carried Bottles about with us, which we gave 


People to drink of, which made them to follow ws: But the Power and 
Spirit, and Truth of God kept Fr;ends over the Rage of the People. 
Great Spozling allo there was of Friends Goods for Tithes, by the 


Independent and Presbyterian Prieſts, and ſome Baptift-Prieſts, that 


had gotten into the Steeple-houſes ; as Books of Friend's Sufferings do 


at large declare. 


From Wellingborrongh I went into Leiceſterſhire, where Coll. Hacker 


had threatned, That if I came there, he would Tmpriſon me again, al- 


though the ProteCtor had ſet me at liberty : But when I was come to 


Whetſton (the Meeting, from which he took me before) all was 
quiet there. And thither came Coll. Hacker's Wife, and his Marſhal 


to the Meeting, and were Convinced : for the glorious, powerful 


Day of the Lord was exalted over all, and many were Convinced t 


hat 
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day at that Meeting, There were at that Meeting Two, that came 1655. 
out of Wales, who were Juſtices of Peace, their Names were WWW 
Peter Price, and Walter Jenkin ; who came both to be Miniſters whetfion. 
of Chriſt. 

I went from thence to Sileby, to William Smith's, where was a Sileby. 
great Meeting, to which ſeveral Baptiſts came 3; and one of them, a 
Baptiſt-Teacher, was Convinced, and came to fit under the Lord's 
Teaching by his Spirit and Power, This Baptiſt ſaid, he had Baptized 
Thirty in a day. 

From thence I went to Drayton, my Native Town, where ſo many 
Prieſts and Profeſſors had formerly gathered together againſt me ; 
but now never a Prieſt nor Profeſſor did appear. TI asked ſome of my 
Relations, Where were all the Prieſts and Profeſſors now ? They 
faid, The Prieſt of Non-Eaton was dead; and there were Eight or 
Nine of them ſeeking to get into his Benefice, They will let you alone 
mow (laid they :) for they are like a Company of Crows, when a rot- 
ten Sheep i dead, they all gather together to pull out the Puddings; and 
ſo do the Prieſts for a fallen Benetice. Theſe were ſome of their 
own Hearers , that ſaid ſo of them: But they had ſpent their 
Venom againſt me ; and the Lord delivered me by his Power out of 
their Syaren 

Then I went to Badgley, where there was a great Meetivz from 
many parts 3; many came far toit, and many were Convinced, and 
rurned to the Lord : And they that were Convinced, came under 
Chriſt's Teaching, and were ſettled upon him their Foundation, and 
their Rock, 

From thence I paſſed into Nottinghamſhire, and had large Meetings Noning- 
there: and ſo into Darbyſbire, where the Lord's Power came over portal 
all ; and many were turned from the Darkneſs to the Light, and from © ** 
the Power of Satan unto God, and came to receive the Holy GhoF. 

And great Miracles were wrought 1a many Places, by the Power of 
the Lord through ſeveral. | 

In Darbyſhire James Nailer met me, and told me, Seves or Eight 
Prieſts had challenged lim to a Dzſpute. I hada Travel in my Spirit 
for him, and the Loyd anſwered me; and I was moved to bid him 
Go on, and God Almighty would be with him, and give him the Vidtory 
in his Power, And the Loyd did ſo ; infomuch that the People ſaw, 
the Prieſts were foiled ; and they cried, A Nailer, a Nailer hath ton- 
futed them all. After the Diſpute was over, he came to me again, 
praiſing the Lord. Thus was the Lord's Day proclaimed, and ct 
Y over all their Heads 3 and People began to fee the Apoſtacy and 

| Slavery, they had been under to their Hireling-Teachers for Means : 
and they came to know their Teacher, the Lord Feſus, who had 
bought them, and purchaſed them, and made their Peace be- 
twixt God and them. While we were here, Friends came 
x " Yorkſhire to ſee us, and were glad of the Proſperity of 
ruth, | 

Aiter this I paſſed into Warwickſhire, through Friends, viliting | 
| their Meetings; and ſo into Worceſterſhire, and had a Meeting at ywreeſter- 
| Brummingham, as 1 went, where ſeveral were Convinced, and turned ſhire.

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' T6565, ſhire, near Chattzn, This Cole had given an Independent-Preacher a 
WY bBMeeting-place, and the Independent came to be Convinced ; and after

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he was Convinced he laid aſide his Preaching : Whercupon the 01d 


Chattan. May —— Cole gave him an hundred Pounds a Tear, T had a Meeting 


at-that AMeeting-place, and a very great Meeting it was, infomuch 


that the Meetive-place would not hold the People ; and many were 


turned to the Lord that day. Afterwards, when the time of T7als 
came, this Independent did not ſtand to that, which had Convinced 
him ; but turned back: Whereupon the 0/4 Man took away his 
100 /, a Tear from him again. But this 0/2 Maz Cole himſelf diedin 
God's Truth. 

Now I heard, that at Eveſholme the Magiſtrates had caſt ſeveral 
Friends into Priſon, in ſeveral Priſons ; and that, hearing of my 
coming, they made a'pazr of high Stocks, So I ſent for Edrard Prz- 
taway, a Friend, that lived near Eveſholme, and asked him the Truth 
of the thing; and he ſaid, 1: was ſo. Then I went that Night with 


Eveſholme him to Evzſholme; and in the Evening we had a large, precious

Meeting, wherein Friends and People were refreſhed with the Word 
of. "Life, ana with the Power of the Lord. Next Morning 1 got up, 
and rid. to one of the Priſons, and viſited Friends there ; and en- 
couraped them. Then I rid to the other Priſor, where there were 
ſeveral Priſoners, and amongſt them one Friend, that had been a 
Prieff, but was now become a free Miniſter of Chriſt; his Name 
was Humphrey Smith. So when I had viſited the Friends at both 
Priſons, and was turned away from the Priſoz, to go out of Town, 
I eſpied the Mazzſtrates coming up the Town, to have ſe:zed me in 
Priſon. But the Lord fruſtrated their Intexts, that the Innocent 
eſcaped their Syuare; and the Lord God's bleſſed Power came over 
them all, But exceeding Rade and Envicus were the Prieſts and 
Profeſſors about this time 1n thoſe Parts. 

I went from Eveſholme to Worceſter, and had a precious Meeting 
there, and quiet. But after the Meetzzg, as wecame down the Street 
towards our zz, ſome of the Profeſſors fell ro diſcourſe with Friends, 
and were like to have made a Tamult in the City; and as we went 
into the 1», they all cluttered into the Yard: but T went among 
them, and got them quieted. The ext day I walked forth into the 
Town, and had a great deal of Diſcourſe with ſome of the Profeſſors, 
concerning Chriſt and the way of Truth. One of them denied, That 
Chriſt was of Abraham, accordizg to the Fleſh 3 and that he was de- 
clared to be the Son of God, according to the Spirit : But I proved 
irom Row. 1. that he was of the Seed of Abraham, being made of 
the Seed of David, according to the Fleſh; and that according to the 
Spirit, he was declared to be the Son of God, Afﬀterwards I writ a 
Paper -concerning it. | 

From Worceſter we went to Tewksbury, where in the Evening we 
had a great Meeting. And there came in the Prieſt of the Town, 
with a great Rabble of rude People; and the Prieſt boaſted, That he 
would ſee, whether he or I ſhould have the Victory, * I turned the Peo- 


* Ple to the Divine Light, which Chriſt, the heavenly and ſpiritual 
* Man, had enlightned them withal ; that with that Lz-hr they might 
ſee their Sims, and that they were in Death and Darkneſs, and 

* without 
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rs ths in the World: And with the ſame Light rhey might 
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© ſee Chri#, from whom it came, their Savoury and Redeemer, who &YN6 


© had ſhed his Blood for them, and dd tor them; and who was the 
* Way to God, the Truth, and the Life, Here the Prieſt began to 
Rage againſt the Light, and cdenied it ; for neither Peſt, nor Pro- 
feſſor could endure ro hear the Light ſpoken of. So the Prieſt, having 
ratled at the Light, went away, and left his 7ude Company amorglit 
us: but the Lora's Power came over them ; though Mſchief was in 
their Hearts, 

Leaving Tewksbury, we paſſed back through the Country, and 
came to Warwick, where io the Evening we had a Meeting at a 
Widow-woman's Houſe, whither muny ſober. People came together : 
and a precious Meetzng we had in the Lord's Power, and ſeveral were 
Convinced, and turned to the Loxd. Afﬀter the Meetixzg was done, and 
I was walking out, a Bapriſf in the Company began to Jazzle ; 
and the Bayl:if of the Town, with his Officers came in, and laid, 
What do theſe People here at this time of the Night ? So he \ecured 
Tohn Crook and Amor Stoddart, and Gerrard Roberts and me ; but 
we had leave to go to our [x (all that were Strangers) and to be 
forth-coming in the Morning The zext Morning there came many 
rude People into the Inn, and into our Chambers, deſperate Fellows : 
but the Lord's Power vave us Dominion over them. Gerrard Roberts 
and John Crook went up to the Bazrlff to ſpeak with him, and to 
know, What he had to ſay to us ? He laid, We might go our ways ; 
for he had little to ſay tn ws Then, as we rid out of Town, it lay 
upon me to ride to his H ſe, to ſpeak to him, and tolet him know ; 
* That the Protedfor, having given forth an Inſtrument of Govern- 
© ment, 10 which 7 zberty or Conſcience was granted; it was very 
* wuach, that contrary to that Tnitrument of Government, he would 
* trouble peaceable PeoplE, thar feared God. The Friends went with 
me ; but the rude People garhered about us with Stoves: And one of 
them took hold of my Horſe's Bridle, and brake it ; but the Horſe 
drawing back, threw him under him. Though the Bayliff faw 
this, ycr did he not ſtop, nor ſo much as Rebuke the Rude Multitude ; 
ſo that it was much, we h:d not been ffzzz, or hurt in the Streets

amongſt chem : tor the People threw Stones, and ſtruck at us, as we 


Rode along the Town. | | 
When we were come quite out of the Town, I told Friends, * It 
* was upon me from 1hie Loyd, that I muſt go back into the Town 
* again: and if any oze of them felt any thing upon him from the 
* Lord,he might follow me ; and the reft thar did not,might go on to 
© Dan-Cow, $o I paſſed up through the Market in the dreadful 
Power of God, declaring the Word of Life to them; and 'Fohn Crook 
followed me. Some ſtruck at me 3 but the Lord's Power was over 
them, and gave me Dominion over all : And I ſhewed them their 
Unworthineſs of the Name of Chriſtians, and the Unworthineſs of 
their Teachers, that had nor brought them into more Sobrzery ; and 

what a ſhame they were to Chriſtianity ! ? 
Having cleared my ſelf, I rurned back out of the Town again, 
and paſſed to Coventry : bur when we came thither, we found the 
People cloled up with Darkn:ſi. 1 went to a Prof. ſſor's Hy 
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Coventry, 
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1655. I had formerly been at ; and he was drunk : which grieved my Soul 
WUYV >; that I did not go into any Hoafe 1n the Town , but rote into fome 
Coventry. of the Streets of the-Town, and into the Marker-piace ; and T elr, the 
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Power of the Lord God was over the Town. 

Then I went on. to Duncow, and had a Meeting tie in the Even- 
ing , and ſome were turned to the Lozd by his Spirzt, as jome allo 
were at Warwick and Tewksbury before-mentioned, We lay at the 
Duxcow that Night ; and there we met with John Cham, a faithful 
Miniſter of the Everlaſting Goſpel. In the Morning there was ga- 
thered together a Rude Campany of Prieſts and People, who behaved 
themſelves more like Beaſts, than Men; ftor-ſome of them came Rz- 
ding on Horſeback into the Room, where we were: Burt the Lord gave 
us Dominion over them. 

From thence we paſſed into Leiceſter-ſhire, where we had a preat 
Meeting again, at the place, where I had been taken formerly : And 
after that, we came back into Warwickſhire to Badgley, Here V/- 
liam Edmunadſon, a Friend that lived in Ireland, having tome draw- 
ings upon his Spirit to come over into England to fee me, mer with 
me; and by him I writ a few Lizes to thoſe few Friends, that were 
then Convixced in the North of Ireland, as followeth :

When thefe few L.izes were read among{it the Friends in Ireland, 
at their Meetivg, the Power of the Lord leized upon them ll, that 
were 1n the Room. 

From Badgley we paſſed to Swannington and Higham, and fo 
through the Countries into Northamptonſhire and Bedfordſhire, having 
great Meetings; and many were turned to the Lord by his Power and 
Spirit. When we came to Baldock in Hertfordſhire, T asked, * If 
* there was nothing in that Town, no Profeſſion ? and it was An- 
[wered me, There were ſome Baptiſts and a Baptiſt-woman ſick Fohn 
Ruſh of Bedfordſhire went along with me to viſit her; and when we 
came 10, there were many People in the Houſe, that were Tender 
about her : And they rold me, She was not a Woman for thu World ; 
but if [ had any thing to comfort her concerning the World to come, 1 
might ſpeal: to her. So T was moved of the Lord God to ſpeak to 
her ; and the Lord raiſed her up again, to the aſtoniſhment of the 
Town and Country : Her Husband's Name was Baldock. This Bapti}t- 
woman and her Hxband came to be Convinced; and many hundreds 
of People have been at Meetings at their Honſe fince. Great DMeet- 
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inzs and Convincements there were up and down in thoſe Parts after- 
wards, and many People received the Word of Life, and fate cown 
under the Teaching of Chri#t, their Saviour. 

W hen we had viſited this ſick Woman, we went back to our Tz + 
and there were Two deſperate Fellows fighting, fo furiouſly, that none 
.durit come nigh them to part them. But I was moved in the Lord's 
Power to go to them : and when I had Zooſed their Hands, T held one 
of them by one Hand, and the other by the other Hand ; and I ſhew- 
ed them the Ev// of their doizgs, and reconciled them one to the other, 
thatthey were loving, and very thanktul to me : lo that People ad- 
mired at 1t. 

From thence I paſſed through the Country to Marker-flrect, where 
God had a People ; and fo through Albans to London, where Friends 
were ghd of the Proſperity of Truth, and the manifeſtation of the 
Lord's glorious Power, that had delivered us, and carried us through 
many dangers and difficulties : and I was glad, to tind 7ruth proſper 1n 
the Cty, and all things well amongſt Freends there. Only there was 
one man, whole Name was Fohn Toldervey, that had been Convinced 
of Trzuth, and run out from it; and the envious Przeſts rook occaſion 
from thence to write a wicked Book againſt Friends, which they 
ſinfted with many Lzes, torender Truthand Friends odious in People's 
Eyes and Mincs : and they Intituled their Book, T he Foot out of the 
Snere. But this poor man came to {ee his Folly, and returned, and 
Condemned iis Back-ſliding; and anfwered the Prieſts Book, and mani- 
feſted ail thew Lies and Wickedneſs. Thus the Lord's Power came 
over them, and his Everlaſting Seed retpned, and reigns to this Day, 

Now alter I Bad tarried ſome time 1n London, and had viſited 
Friends in their Dſeetings there, T went out of Town again ; leaving 
FJames Nayler 19 the City, And as I paſſed from him, I caſt my Eyes 
upon him, and a Fear ftruck into me concerning him : But IT went 
away, and rode down to Ryz2ate 1n Surrey, where I had a little Meex- 
zng. , There the Friends told me of one T homas Moore, a Juſtice of 
Peace, that lived not tar from Rygatze, and was a friendly, moderate 
21am : Whereupon I went ro viſit him at his Houſe, and he came to be a 
ſerviceable man 1n 1 ruth. 

We palſ.4 on to one Thomas Pachin's, where we had a Meeting, 
unto «which leveral Frzeads came from London ; and John Bolton and 
his Wife came thither on foot in froſt and ſwow, Aﬀter we had 
parted with Friends there, we went towards Horſham-park; and hav- 
ing vilited Friends there, we paiſcd on to Arundel and C cheſter, 
where we had Meetings. At Chicheſter many Profeſſors came in, and 
ſome janglizg ihey made, but the Lord's Power was over them. 
The Woman of the Houſe, where the Meeting was, though ſhe was 
Convinced of Truth, vet not keeping her Mind cloſe to that which 
Convinced her; ſhe tell in lzve with a 22az of the World,that was there 
that time. W hea I knew it, I took her aſide, and was moved to 
ſpeak to her, and to pray for her : But a light thing got up 1n her 
Mind, and ſhe ſlighied it. Afterwards ſhe Married that may; and 
ſoon after went d:fradted : for the Man was preatly in Debt, and ſhe 

oreatly diſappointed. Then was I ſent for to her; and the Lord was 
intreated, and Razſed ber up again, and ſettled her Mind by his ah 
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And afterwards her Hwsband died; and ſhe acknowledged, the jau# 


Tudgments of God were come upon her, for {lighting the Exhortation 
and Counſel T had given her. | 

After we left Chicheſter, we travelled on through the Countries, 
till we came to Portſmouth, There the Soulaters had us to the Gover- 
ours Houſe ; and after ſome Examination, the Lord's Power came 
over them, and we were ſet at Liberty, and had a Meeting in the 
Town. Afﬀter which we paſſed away, and came to Rizewood, where 
in the Evening we had a Meeting ; at which ſeveral were Convinced, 
and turned to the Spire of the Lord, and to the Teaching of Chriſt 
Jeſus, their Saviour. : 

From Ringwood we came to Pool : and having ſet up our Horſes 
at an Iz», we ſent into the Tow to inquire for ſuch, as feared the 
Lord, and ſuch who were worthy ; and we had a Meeting there with 
ſeveral ſober People : And William Baily, a Baptiſt-Teacher, was con- 
wvinced there at that time. The People received the Trath in the 
inward Parts, and were turned to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their Rock 
and Foundation, their Teacher and Saviour : And there 1s become a 
oreat Gathering in the Name of Jeſus of a very zender Peopl:, who 
continue under Chriſt's Teaching. 

We went alſo to Southampton, and had a Meeting there ; and e- 
veral were Convizced there alſo. Edvard Pyot of Briſtol travelled 
with me all this Weſtern Journey. 

From thence we went to Dorcheſter, and alighted at an Tz», that 
was a Baptift's houſe : And we ſent into the Town to the Bapriſts,to let 
us have their Meeting-houſe to meet 1n, and to invite the ſober People 
to the Meeting ; but they denied it us. And we ſent to them again 
to know, Why they would deny us their Synagogue? 1o the thing was 
noiſed in the Town. Then we {ent them Word, If they would not let 
us come to their houſe, They, or any People that feared God, might come 
ta our Inn, if they pleaſed : But they were 10 a great Rage, and their 
Teacher, and meny of them came up ; and they flapped their Bzbles 
on the Table. T asked them, * Why they were ſo An2ry? were 
f they Angry with the Bible? But they fell into a Diſcourſe about their 
Water-Baptiſm. T asked them, * Whether they could ſay, they were 
© ſent of God to baptize People, as John was ? And whether they 
* had the fame Spiric and Power, that the Apoſtles had ? And they 
© {aid, They had not. Thenl1 asked them, *How many Powers there 
fare ? Whether there are any more, than the Power of God, and the 
* Power of the Devil? And they ſaid, There was not any other Poner, 
than thiſe Iwo, Then ſaid I, * If you have not the Power of God, 
* that the 4poftes had, then you aCt by the Power of the Dew. *There 
were many ſober People preſent, who ſaid ; They have thrown them- 
ſelves on their Backs, Many ſubſtantial People were Conviaced that 
Night;and a precious Service we had there for the Lord,and his Power 
came over all, Next Morning, as we were paſſing away, the Bap- 
tiſts being in a Rage, began to ſhake the D»# from off their Feet 

after us. * What, faidI, inthe Power of Darkneſs! We, who are 
in the Power of God, ſhake off the Duſt of our feet againſt you. 


Thus 
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Thus leaving Dorcheſter, we came to Weymouth ; where allo we 
inquired after the ſober People : and about four ſcore of them gather- 
ed topether at a Prieſ”s Houſe, all very ſober People; and moſt of 
them received the Word of Life, and were turned to their Teacher, 
Chriſt Jeſus, who had enlightned them with his Divine Light, by 
which they might fee their S/zs, and him, who ſaved them from 
their Sins. A bleſſed Meeting we had with them, and they received 
the Trath in the Loveof it, with gladneſs of Heart. The Meeting 
hcld for {everal Hours ; and the © ſtate of their Teachers, and the 
© 4poſtacy was opened to them ; and the ſtate of the Apoſtles, and of 
* the Church in their Days ; and the fare of the Law and of the Pro- 
* phets before Chrit, and how Chriſt came to tulfil them, and how he 
« was their Teacher in the Apoſtles Days : and how he was come now 
© ro teach his People again himſelf by his Power and Spirit, All was 
quiet, and the Meetzng brake up peaceably ; and the People were 
very loving : and a Meetizg 1s continued 1n that Town to this Day, 
and many are added to them ; and ſome that had been Razters, came 
to own the Truth, and to live very ſoberly. 

There was at that Time a Captazn of Horſe in the Town, and he 
ſcent to me, and would fain have had me to have ſtay'd longer 
in the Town : ButT was not to ſtay. So he and his Maz rode but of 
Town with me about ſeven Miles ; Edward Pyot alſo being with me. 
This Captazn was the fatteſt, merriest, cheerfulleS Mans, and tiie moſt 
given to Laughter, that ever I mer with ; infomuch, chat I was ſe= 
veral Times moved of the Lord, to ſpeak in the dreadful Power of the 
Lordto him: and yer it was become fo cultomary to him, he would 
preſently /augh at any thing, that he faw. Burt I ſtill admoniſhed 
him to come to Sobrzety, and the fear of the Lord, and Szxcerity, We 
lay at an Tz that Night; an4 the next Morning I was moved to 
ſpeak to him again, when he parted from us. Next time T ſaw him, 
herold me, that when I ſpake to him at parting, the Power of the Lord 
fo ſtruck him, that before he got home, he was ſerious enough, and had 
left his laughing.” He alterwards was Convinced, and became a ſer- 
ous and ggod Man ; and died 1n the Truth. 

Parting from him, we went to Hontore; and at our [an inqui- 
red, What People there were in the 1ows, that feared God ; and font 
for them. There came to us fome of the Particular Baptiſts, with 
whom we had a great deal of Reaſoning. 1 told them, * They held 
* their Doctrine of Particular Eleftion in Eſau's, Cain's and Iſhmael's 
* rature, and not in Jacob, the ſecond Birch: Bur thicy mutt be 
* bor again, before they enter the Kzngdom of God, And thiat as 
* the Promiſe of God was to the Seed, not as many, but as one, 
* which was Chriſt ; ſo the El:&;oz and Choice ſtands in Chriſt : 
* and they muſt be fuch,as walk in bis Leght, Grace, Spirit and Truth. 
And many more Words we had with them. 

From thence we paſſed to Topſham, and ſtzy*d there on the Firſt 
Day ; but the Ina-keeper and his People were rude. Tone next Morn- 
ing we gave forth ſome Queries to the Prieſts and Profeſſors : where- 
upon ſome Rude Profeſſors came into onr Ina; and had we not gone, 
when we did, they had ſtopped u3. I wv orea Gzrdle, which through 
forgetfulneſs T left behind me at the Inz, and afterwards ſent » 
X tne 
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WYV when he was Tormented in his Mind about it, he took it and 64rzt it ; 
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le{ he ſhould be bewitched by it, as he faid : Yet when he had burnt 
it, he was more ?ormented, than before, Some, notwithſtanding the 
Radeneſs of the Place, were Convinced there ; and a Meeting was 
afterward ſettled in thai Tows, which hath continued ever {iiice, 
After this we paſſed to Torzes, which was a dark Town : We lodged 
there one Nightat an Inn,and that Nigi;tEdward Pyot was Sici;but the 
Lord's Power healed him, ſo that tlie zext Day we got to Kinz*%-vriage, 
and at our [-z inquired for the ſober People of the Town. They di- 
reCtcd us to one Necholas T ripe and his Wife; and we went cown to 
their houſe. When we were come there, they ſent for the Prieſt, 
with whom we had ſome Diſcourſe; bur he being Corfonnaed , 
quickly left us. But MNzcholas 1 ripe and his Wife were Convinced ; 
and fince there is a good Meetizo ct Friends in that Country. In the 
Evening we returned to our 7zz: and there being many People drant- 
ing in the Houſe, © I was moved of the Lord to go amonglt them, 
© and to direct them to the Light, which Chriſt, the heavenly Mar, 
© had enlightened them withal ; by winch Lizht they might fee all their 
« Evil Ways, Words and Deeds, and by the fame Light rhey might 
© alſo ſee Chriſt Jeſus, their Saviour, The Ian-keeper Rood uncaſie, 
ſeeing, it hindred his Gzeffs trom drinking ; and as ſoon as the Laſt 
Words were out of my Moath, he {natcht up the Candle, and ſaid, 
Come, here is a Light for you to 29 znto your Chamber. Next Morn- 
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' Ing, when he was Cool, I ſpaketo 1m of it, and cold him, © What 
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an UVncivil Thing it was for him loto do: Then Warning him of 
the Day of the Loyd, wz2 Zot rea:i!y, and paſſed away. 

We came next Day to P/ymonth : and after we had refreſhed our 
ſelves at our [zz, we went to Robert Cary's Houſe, where we had a 
very precious Mecting. * There was at this Meeting one Elizabeth 
Trelawnay, daughter to one that was called a Barozet: She being 
ſome what thick of hearing, came cloſ: up tome, and clapt her Ear 
very nigh me, while I fſpake; and ſhe was Convinced, Afﬀeer the 
Meeting was ended, there came in ſome Jangling Baprifts ; but the 
Lora's Power came over them, and this Elizabeth Trelawny gave Tefti- 
79m thereto. A fine Meeting was ſettled there in the Lord's Power, 
waich hath continued ever ſince ; and many faithful Frzeads have 
been Comvizrced there. 

From thence we paſſed into Corawal, and came to an Tzz in the 
pariſh of Menhenniot. At Night we had a Meeting at Edward Hay» 


cors's Houſe 3 to which came one Thomas Mornce, and a Prieſt, and 


a great deal of People, We made the Prieſt conſels, That he was a 
Miniſter made by the States, and maintained by the States, and he was 
Contounded, and went his way : but many of the People ſtayed. 
E diretted them to the © Light of Chrift, by which they might ſee 
* their $725, and ſee their Saviour Chriſt Jeſus, who was the way to 
* Goa, and their Medzator to make Peace betwixt God and them; and 
* was their Shepherd to feed them, and their Prophet to teach them. 
* AndI directed them to the Spirit of God in theraſelves, by which 
*they might know the Scriptures, and be led into all Truth ; and by 
* the $pirzt might know God, and in it have unity ene with another. 
any 
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Many were Convinced at that Time, and came under Chritt's Teach- 
ing; and there are fine Gatherings in the Name of Jeſus, in thole 
Parts at this Day. 

We travelled from thence through the Country, and through Per- 
yyn, and came to Helſton ; bur could not get tothe knoweldpe of an 
ſober People, through the Badneſs of the Inn-keepers. At length we 
came to a Village, where ſome Baptiſts and ſober People lived, with 
whom we had ſome Diſcosrſe ; and ſome ot them were brought to 
confels, That they ſtumbled at the Light of Chriſt. They would 
have had us to have (tay'd with them ; but we paſſed thence to Mar- 
ket-Jew : and having taken up our Lodging at an [nz there, we ſent 
out over nighr to inquire for any People, that feared the Lord, Next 
Morning the Mayor and Aldermen gathered together, with the High- 
Sheriff of the County ; and they ſent firft the Conſtables to us, to bid 
us coine betore them. We asked them for their Warrant : and they 
{aying, they had none ; we told them, we ſhould not go along with 
them without a Warrazt. Upon the Return of the Conſtables with- 


- out us, they ſent their Serjeanrs, and we asked them for their War- 


rant, and they faid, they had none ; but they told us, the Mayor 
and Aldermen (tay'd for us. Wetold them, the Mayor and his Com- 
pany dtd not well to trouble us in our Izz; and we ſhould not go 
with them without a Warrant, So they went away, and came again; 
and when we asked them for their Warrazt, one of them pluckr his 
Mace from under his Cloak : We asked them, Whether this was 
their Czſtom, to moleſt and trouble Srrangers in their Inns and Lodp- 
ings ? After ſome time Edward Pyot went to the Mayor and Alder- 
men, and a great deal of Diſcourſe he had with them ; but the Lord's 
Power gave him Dominion over them all, When he came back, 
there came ſeveral of the Officers to us : and we laid before them the 
Incivility and Unworthineſs of their Carriage towards us, who were 
ihe Servants of the Lord God, thus to ſtop and trouble us in our 
tans and Lodgings; and what an Uzchriſtian Att it was. Before we 
tefc the Town, I writ a little Paper, to be ſent to the ſever Pariſhes 
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at the Lazd's End, to declare, * That the Loxd was come to teach 


his People himſelf by his Son Chriſt Jeſus. A Copy of which Paper 
here followeth : |

HE mighty Day of the Lord is come, and coming, wherein 
all Hearts ſhall be made manifeſt, and the Secrers of every 
* ones Heart ſhall be revealed by the Light of Jeſs, which cometh 
*from Jeſus Chrif, who Lighteth every Man, that cometh into the 
* World, char all Men through him might believe, and that the 
* World might have Life, through him, who ſaith, Learn of me ; 
* and of whom God faith, T hi i my beloved Son, hear ye him. And 
* Chriſt # come to teach his People himſelf; and every one, that will

* ipake of, when he ſaid, Like unto me will God raiſe you up « Pro- 
* pher, him ſhall you hear : Every ove (l ſay) that will not hear 
* this Propher, is to be Cut off. They that deſpiſed Moſes's Law, ated 
* under the Hand of two or three Witneſſes ; but how much greater 
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© Puniſhment will come upon them, that neglect this great Salva-

© and the Life; who lighteth every Man, that cometh into the World : 
* which Light lets him fee his evil Ways, and his evil Deeds that he 
© hath done. But if you hate that Lzehr, and go onin Evi/, this 
* Light will be your Condemnation, ſairh Chriſt. Therefcre, now ye 
© have Time, prize it: for this is the Day of your Viſitation, and 


* Salvation profer*'d to you. Every one of you hath a Light from 


© Chriſt ; which lets you ſer, you ſhould not /ze, nor do wroxg to 
*any, nor Swear, nor Curſe, nor take God's Name in vain, nor 
© Steal, Tt is the Light, that ſhews you theſe evil Deeds : which if 
© youlove, and come unro ir, and follow it, it will lead you to Chrzft, 
* who 1s the way to the Father, from whence it comes ; where no Us- 
© righteouſneſs enters, nor Ungoalineſs. Bur it- you do this Light hate, 
* this Lizht will be your Condemnation; but it you do it love, and 
* come toit, you will come to Chr:# ; and it will bring you off from 
all the World's Teachers and YVVays, to learn of Chriſt, and will 
$ preſerve you from the Ewvils of the Y/orld, and all che Decervers

This Paper a Friend, who was then with me, had ; and when 
we were gone ſome three or four Miles trom Market-Jew towards 
the Y/eſt, he meeting with a Man upon the Road, gave him a Copy 
of the Paper. That Maz proved to be a Servant to one, Peter Ceely, 
who was Major in the Army, and a Juſtice of Peace in that County ; 
and he riding hetore us to a Place called Sr. Ives, ſhewed the Paper 
to his Maſter Major Ceely, When we came to Ives, Edward Pyot's 
Horſe having caſt a Shoe, we ſaid there to have a Shoe {et ; and 
while he was getting his Horſe ſhod, T walked down to the Sea- 
fide. Whenlcame back, I found the Town in an Uproar ; and they 
were haling Edward Pyor' and the other Friend betore Major Ceely. 
I followed them into the Juſtice's Houſe, though they did not lay 
Hinds upon me. When we came in, the Hoſe was full of Rade 
People : Whereupon I asked, Whether there were not an Officer a- 
mong them, to keep the People Civil ? Major Ceely {aid, he was a 
Magiſtrate, I told him, * He ſhould ſhew torth Gravity and Sobri- 
* ety then, and uſe his Authority to keep the People C:vil : for T never 
* ſaw any People ruder : The Indians were more like Chriſtians, than 
* they. After a winle they brought forth the Paper aforeſaid, and 
asked, Whether I would own it? I ſaid, Jes, Then he rendered the 
Oath of Abjuration to us: WhereuponT put my Hand in my Pocket, 
and drew forth the Anſiver to ir, which had been given to the Pro- 
ztector, After I had given him that, he Examined ws ſeverally, one 
by one. He had with him a ſi//y, young Prieſt, who asked us many 
frivolous Queſtions : and amongſt the rett he asked To cut my Hair, 
which then was pretty /ozz; and I was not to Cut it, though many 
times many were Arzry atit. I told them, © I hadno Pride in it ; 
* and it was not of my own puttizz os. At length the Jufice put us 
UNGEL 
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under a Gaard of Souldiers, who were hard and wild, like the Juſtice 
himſelf; Nevertheleſs we © Warned the People of the day of the 
* Lord, and declared the Truth tothem. Onan the next Gay he ſent 
us guarded with a Party of Horſe, with Swords and Piſtols, and they 
carried us to Redruth. On the Fir#-day the Soldzers would have car- 
ried us away ; but we told them, Ir was their Sabbath, and it was 
not uſual to Travel on that day. Several of the Tows's People gather- 
ed about us; and whilſt I held the Souldiersin Diſcourſe, Edward 
Pyot ſpake to the People ; and afterwards Edward Pyor held the Sou!- 
diers 10 Diſcourſe, whilſt I ſpake to the People : And in the mean time 
the other Friend got out into the Backſide, and went to the Sreeple- 
houſe, to ſpeak to the Prieſt and People there; and the People were ex- 
ceeding deſperate, in a mighty Rage againſt him, and Abuſed him. 
The Soldiers alſo miſſing him, were in a great Rage, ready to k/1 
us: Bur I declared the Day of the Lord, and the Word of Eternal Life 
to the People, that gathered about us. In the Afternoon the Souldi- 
er: were Reſolved, and would have us away from thence ; ſo we 
\ took Horſe: And when we were rid to the Towns-end, T was moved 
of the Lord God to go back again, to ſpeak to the Old Man of the 
Houſe. The Soaldiers drew out their Piſtols, and ſwore, that I ſhould 
rot go back : 1 heeded them not, but Rid back; and they Rid after 
me. Sol cleared my ſelf to the 0/4 Man and the People ; and then 
returned back again with them, and Reproved them for being ſo Rude 
and Violent. : 

At Night we were brought to a Town called Smethick then, but 
fince Falmouth ; and it being the Evening of the F:rſt-day, there 
came in to our [az the Chief-Conſtable of the Place, and many ſober 
People ; and ſome of them began to inquire concerning us. We told 
them, We were Priſoners for Truth's ſake : and a great deal of Dzſ- 
courſe we had with them concerniog the Things of God. They were 
very ſober, and very loving to us ; and ſome of them were Convinced, 
and ſtood faichful ever after. 

After the Conflable and People aforeſaid were gone, other People 
came in; who alſo were very Civil, and went away very loving. 
When all were gone, we went to our Chamber to go to Bed: and 
about the Eleventh Hour Edward Pyort ſaid; I will ſhut the Door, it 
may be ſome may come to do us a Miſchief. Afterwards we underſtood 
that Capt, Kar, who commanded the Party, had a purpoſe to have 
done us ſome Miſchief that Night : but the Door being bolted, they 
miſſed their Deſiz# at that time. Next Morning Cap. Keat brings 
in a Brother or Kjnſman of his, a rude, wicked Mar, and put him 
into the Room: ; he himſelf ſtanding without. This evil-minaed Man 
walking huffing up and down the Room, I bid him Fear the Lord. 
Whereupon he ran upon me, and ffruck me with both his Hands ; 
and; clapping his Leg behind me, would fain have thrown me down, 
if he could; but he could not: for T ſtood ſtiff and ſtill, and ler 
him ſtrike. And as I looked towards the Door, I ſaw Capt. Keat look 
On, and ſee his Brother or Kinſman thus beat and abuſe we. Wohere- 
upon I ſaid to him, * Keat, Doſt thou allow this ? and he ſaid, He 
aid, * Ts this Manly or Civil, faidT, to have us under a Guard, and 
* put a Man to abuſe and beat us? Is this manly, civil or niſi ? 
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1655. SoT defired one of our Friends to ſend for the Conſtables ; and rizey 
WYV came. Then I deſired the Caprazn to let the Conſtables fee his War- 
Falmouth, 7a, or Order, by which he was to carry us ; which he did: and his 


Warrant was T'o condult us ſafe to Captain Fox, Governowr of Pen- 
dennis-Caſtle, and if the Governour ſhould not be at hoze, then he was 
to Convey us to Lancefton-Gaol, I told him, He had broken his Ordey 
concerning us: for we, who were his Pr:ſozers, were to be ſafely 
Conducted ; but he had brought a Mar to heat and abuſe us : 1o he 
having broken his Order, I wiſht the Conſtable to keep the Warrant, 
Accordingly he did, and told the Souldiers, They might go their ways, 
for he would take charge of the Priſoners, and if it coſt ewenty Shul- 
lings i Charges to Carry us up, they ſhould not have the Warrant 
aoain, I \hewed the Souldiers the baſeneſs of their Cari11ge towards 
us ; and they walkt up and down the Houle in their Dazps, being 
pitifully blankt, and down. The Conſtables went to the Caſt/e, and 
rold the Officers, what they had done. The Officers ſhewed grear 
diſlike of Captain Keat's baſe Carriage towards us; and told the Cor- 


| ſtables, that Major General Desborow was coming to Boamiz, and 


that we ſhould meet him; and that it was Iikely, he would free us. 
Mean while our old Guard of Soldiers came by way of Intreaty to us, 
and promiſed, That they would be Civil to w, if we would go 
with them. Thus the Moraing ſpent, till it was about the Eleventh 
Hour : and then, upon the Souldters Intreaty, and Promiſe to be 
more Civil, the Conſtables gave them the Order again ; and we went 
with them. Great was the Civility and Curteſy of the Conſtables, 
and People of that Town towards us, who did kindly entertain us ; 
and the Lord did reward them with his Truth, that many of them 
have ſince been Convinced thereof, and are gathered into the 
Name of Jeſws, and fit under Chri#, their Teacher and Savi- 
CUT, 

Captain Keat, who commanded our Guard, underſtanding, that 
Captain Fox, who was the Governour of Pendennis-Caſtle, was not 
at home, but was gone to meet Major General Desborow , did not 
have us thicher; but went with us direaly to Bodmin, a Town 
io the way to Lanceſton, And as we went, we mey Major General 
Desborow on the way: The Captain of his Troop, that rode before 
him, knew me, and faid, 04 Mr. Fox, what do you here? I repli- 
ed, CT im 4 Priſoner. Alick, {aid he, for what e T told him, 6 [1 was 
taken up, asT was travelinz, Then, faid he, I will ſpeak to my Lord, 
and he will ſet you at Liberty. So he came from the Head of his 
1roop, and rode up to the Coach, and ſpake to the Major Geperal : 
Ve alſo gave him an Account, how we were taken. He began to 
iperk againtt the Ligfrt of Chrift z for which I Reproved him : Then 
Jie told the So2/diers, They might carry us to Lanceſton ; for he could not 
ftay to talk with us, tft bis Horſes ſhanld take Cold. 

$9 to Bodmin we were had that Night: And when we were come 
to our [zn, Caprain Neat, who was gone 1n thither before us, put 
m2 into a Ryam, and went his way. When TI was come in, tliere 
ſtood a Man with a naked Rapier in his Hand, Whereupon I turned 
out again, and calied for Captain Krar, and faid unto him; * What 
* now, Kat, what Trick haſt thou played row, to put me into a 
| * Room, 
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* Room, where there is a Man with his zaked Rapicr ? What is thy 1655. 
* End in this ? Oh, ſaid he, pray bold your Tongue ; for if you ſpeak to SWV 
this Man, we cannot all rule him, he 3s fo deviliſh. Then faid I, Bodmin. 
© Doſt thou put me into a Room, where there is ſuch a Man with a 
$ vakted Rapier, that thou ſay'it, You cannot all rule him? What an 
© unworthy, bad Trick is this ? and to put me ſizp/e into this Room 
< from the reſt of my Friezas, that were Fellow-Priſoners with me ? 
Thus his Plot was diſcovered, and the Miſchief they intended, was 
prevented, And afterward we got another Roow, where we were 
together all Night : Andan the Evening we declared the Truth to 
the People ; but they were an hardened, dark People. And the Soulders, 
notwithſitan:ting their fair Promſes, were very rude and wicked io us 
again, and fate up drinking and roaring all Night, 

Next cay we were brought .to Lanceſton; and there Captain Keat 
delivered us to the Gaoler, Now was there no Friend, nor friendly 
People near us 3 and the People of the Town was a dark, hardened 
People. The Gaoler required us to pay ſeven Shillings a Week tor 
ou! Horſe-meat, and ſeven Shillings a Week for our Dret a piece : But 
after lome rims ſeveral ſober People came 10 fe us, and ſome of the 
Town came to be Corwvinced ; and many friendly People out of ſeveral 
parts of rhe Country came to vil us, and were Convinced, Then 
ot up a great Rave among the Profeſſors and Prieſts againſt us ; and 
they {aid, This People Thiu and I ee all Men without Reſpett, and 
they will not df rtherr Hats, nor bow the Knee to any Man : This 
mace them fret. But, laid they, we ſhall ſee, when the Aſſize comes, 
whether they will dare to Thou ard Thee the Judge, and keep on their 
Hats before hz: And they expected, we ſhould all be hanged at the 
Aſfize. tut all this was little to us 3 for we ſaw, how God would 
ftain the World's Honour and Glory: And we were commanded not to 
ſeek that Hour, nor give it; but knew the Honour, that came from 
God only, and fought that. 

It was Nine Weeks trom the time of our Commitment to the Aſ/izes : 1550. 
And when the Afize came, abundance of People came from jar and Lancefion 
near, to hear the Trial of the Quakers, There was one Captain __ 
Braaden, that lay with his Troop of Horſe there at that time whoſe 
Souldiers, and the Sheriff 's men guarded us up to the Conre through 
the Mul:itade of People, rhat filled the Streets; and much ado they 
had to get us through them : beſides the Doors and Windows were 
filled with People looking out upon us. When we were brought into 
the Courre, we itood a pictty while with our Hats on, and all was 
quiet; and I was moved to lay, Peace be amongſt you! Aﬀter thar, 

Judge Glyn, a Welch-man, who was then Chief Juſtice of England, 
{a1 to the Gavler, What be theſe you have brought here into the Court ? 
Priſoners, my Lord, {aid he. Why do not you put off your Hate, laid 
the Judge to us? We iaid nothing. Put off your Hats, aid the 
Tudee again: (till we faid nothing. Then faid the Judge, The 
Court commands you to put off your Hats. Then I ſpake, and faid, 
* Where Gid ever any Maziſtrate, King or Judge, from Moſes to 
Daniel, command any to put off their Hats, when they came before 
* them in rheir Courts, either amongſt the Jews (the Pepple of God) 
5 or among{t the Heathens? And 1t the Law of Exzland doth com- 
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« mand any ſuch thing, ſhew me that Law eiticr Written or Printed, - 
Then the Judge grew very Arzgry, and faid; / do n0t carry my Law- 
books on my Back, © But, laid T, tell me, where 1t is prizted in any 
© Statute-book, that I may rezd it. Then ſaid the Jadge, Take hin 
away, Prevaricator ! Ple ferk him. So they tock us away, and put 
us among the Thieves. Preſently after he calls to the Gaoler ; 
Bring them up again. Come, faid he, where had they Hats from Moſes 
to Daniel? Come Anſwer me ; I have you faſt now, ſaid he. I replied, 
© Thou may'ſt read 1n the Third of Davxze!, that the Three Children 
* were calt into the fiery Furnace by Nebuchadnezzar's Command, with 
© their Coass, their Hoſe, and their Hats on. This plain Inſtance 
ſtopt him: ſo that not having any thing elſe to ſay, He cried again, 
Take them away, Gaoler. Accordingly we were taken away, and 
thruſt in among the Thieves ; where we were kepr a great while : 
and then, without being called again, the Sheriffs men and the 
Troopers made way for us (but we were almoſt ſpent) to get through 
the Crowd of People; and fo guarded us to the Priſon again, a Mual- 
titude of People tollowing us, with whom we had much Deſcourſe 
and Reaſonirg at the Gaol. We had gor ſome very good Books, to 
ſet forth our Prixciples, and to Inform People of the Truth ; which 
the Judge and Juſtices hearing of, they ſent Captain Bradden for 
them; who came into the Gaol! to us, and violently took our Books 
from us, ſome out of Edward Pyor's Hands, and caiiied them away : 
ſo that we never got them again, 

In the Afternoon we were had up again into the Conrt by the 
Gaoler and Sheriff*s men,and Troopers ; who hada mighty Toto ger 
us through the Crowd of People, When we were 1n the Conre, 
waiting to be called, I ſeeing both the Jary-mer, and ſuch a Multi- 
tade of others Swearing, it grieved my Life to ſee, that ſuch, as pro- 
teſt Chriſtianity, ſhould ſo openly difobey, and break the Command of 
Chriſt, and the Apoſtle. And I was moved of the Lord God to pive 
torth a Paper againſt Swearizg, which I had about me, to the Grand 
and Petty Juries, which was, as followeth : 


Concerning SWEARING. 
; AKE heed of piving People Oaths ro ſwear : for Chrift our 
, Lord and Maſter ſaith, Swear not at all ; but let your Communi- 
* cations be Tea Tea, and Nay Nay : for whatſoever is more than theſe, 
* cometh of Evil, And if any Man was to ſufter Death, it muſt be 
* by the Hind of zwo or three Witneſſes; and the Hands of the Wit- 
© reſſes were to be put fir upon him to put him to Death. And the Apo- 
© (ile James faith, My Brethren, above all things ſwear not, neither by 
* Fleaven, nor by Earth, nor by any other Oath, leaſt ye fall into Con- 
* axrznation. Now you may fee, thoſe that Swear, fali 1::to Condem- 
* 24tion, and are out of Chrift's and the Apoſtle's DoFrine. There- 
* tore every one of you having a Zzght from Chriſt, who ſaith, I am 
* the Light of the World, and doth enlighten every Man, that cometh into 
* the World ; who faith, Learn of me, whoſe DoQrine is pot to Swear ; 
* and the 4poſi/e's Dottrine is not zo Swear ; but Let your Tea be Tea, 
* aad your Nay be Nay in all your Communications ; for whatſoever is 
| | * more 
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* more, cometh of Evil: Sothen, they that go intomore than Taand 
* Nay, gointo the Evzi/, and are out of the Do&rize of Chriſt, Now 
* if you ſay, That the Oath was the Exd of Controverſie and Strife : 
© they who be in Strife, are out of ChriſPs Dofrine ; for he is the 
© Covenant of Peace : and who be 1n it, are in the Covenant of Peace. 
* And the Apoſtle brings that but as an Example: As, Men ſwearing by 
* the greater, and, The Oath was the end of Controverſie and Strife 
© among Men 5 and ſaid, Verily, Men ſwear by the greater : but God 
* could not find a greater ; but ſwears by himſelf, concerning Chriſt ; 
* which when he was come, taught ot to ſwear at all : So ſuch as be 
© in him, and follow him, cannor but abide in his DoFrize. Now, 
<if you lay, They ſwore under the Law, and under the Prophets : Chrift 
* 1s the End of the Law, and of the Prophers to every one, that doth 
© believe, for Righteouſneſs ſake. Now mark ; If you believe, I am 
© the Light of the World, which doth enlighten every Man, that cometh 
© znto the World, ſaith Chrif, by whom it was made; now every 
* Manof you, that is come into the World, being enlightned with a 
* Light,that comes from Chrijt, by whom the World was made, that 
* all of you through him might be/zeve, That 1s the End, for which 
© ne doth exlighten you, Now if you do believe in the Light, as Chriſt 
© Commands, and faith, Belzeve 7n the Light, that you may be Child- 
© renof Light; you beiicve in Chriſt, and come to learn of him, who 
* is the Way to the Father. And this 1s the Leghte, which ſhews the 
* Evil Aftions you have all ated, the ungodly Deeds you have un- 
* godly Committed, and all the angoaly Speeches you have ſpoken; 
*and all your Oaths and curizd Speaking, and ungodly Actions. 
* Now if you hearken to this Light, 1t will ler you fee all the 4F#zors, 
* that you have done contrary toit; and loving it, it will rurn you 
* from your evil Deeds, evil Ations, evil Ways, evil Words to Chriſt , 
*who 15 not of the World; who is the Light, which lighteth every 
* Man, that cometh into the World ; whoteltifies againſt the World, 
* that the Deeas thereof are evil. And ſo doth the Light in every 
* Man, that he hath received from him, teſtifie againſt his Works 
* and Deeds, that be Evil, that they be contrary to the Light ; which 
© he ſhall give an Account of at the day of Judgment for every zale 
* Word, that is ſpoken. Which Lzght ſhall bring every Tongue ro 
* Confels, yea, and every Kee to bow at the Name of Feſws Which 
« Light, Y you believe in, you ſhall not eome into Condemnation ; 
* but come to Chriſt, who is not of the World ; to him, by whom ir 
* was made : but if you believe not in the Light, this is your Condem- 
© zation, the Light, faith Chriſt, ; 
©Y 


This Paper paſſing among them from the Jury to the Juſtices, they 
preſented it to the Judge; ſo that when we were called before the 
Judge, he bid the Clerk give me that Paper ; and then asked me, 
Whether that Seditious Paper was mine? T told him, *If they would 
* read it up in open Core, that T might hear it,if it was mine, I would 
*own it, and ſtand by ir. He would have had me to have taken it, 
and looked upon it in my own Hand : But I agaia deſired, That it 
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1656, * might be read, that all the Country might hear it, and Judge, whe- 
WYV * ther there was any Sedzrzon 1n 1t, or no: for if there were, 1 was 
Lancefton * willing to ſuffer for it. - Ar laſt, the Clerk of the 4ſ/;ze read it with 
FIAGE 


an Audible Voice, that all the Pcople mighr hearir : and when he 
had dene, TI told them, *It was my Paper, and I would own it; aad 
* ſo might they too, except they would deny the Scripture : for was 
© not this Scripture-Langnage, and the Words and Commands of Chrift 
* and the Apoſtle, which all true Chriſtians ought to obey ? Then they 
let fall that Subjed? : and the Judge tell upon us 2bout our Hats apain, 
biddipg the Gaoler, Take themoff , which he did, and gave them un- 
tous : and we put them oz agazy, Then we asked the Judze and 
the Juſtices, * What we had lain in Priſoz for theſe nine Weeks, fce- 
© inz, they now Obj. #ed nothing to us, but abour our Hats ? And as 
for putting off our Hats, | told them, * That was the Hozour, which 
* God would lay 1n the Duſt, though they made fo much ado about 
© it; the Honour, which 1s, of Mez, and which Mez lcek one of ano- 
© ther, and is the mark of Unbelievers, For How can ye beljeve, faith 
© Chriſt, who recezve Honour one of another, and ſeek not the Honour, 
© that cometh from God only ? And C'hilt fauh, I receive not Honour 
* from Men : and all true Chriſtians ſhuuld be of his Mzwd, Then the 
Judge began to make a great Speech, how he Repreſented the Lord 
Prote@or's Perſon, and he had made him Lord Chief Fuſtice of Eng- 
{and, and ſent him to come that Czrcurt, &, * We delired him then, 
* that he would do us Juſtice for our falſe Impriſonment, which we 
© had ſuffered Nine Weeks wrongfully, Burt inſtead of that, they- 
brought in an I:d:7ment, that they had framed zpainſt us; ſuch a 
ftrange thing, and fo tull of Lies, that I thought, it had been agairſr 
ſome of the Thieves : How T hat we came by Force and Arms, and in an 
hoſtile m1nner into the Court ; who were brought, as aforeſaid. T 
roid them, *It was all falſe :- and ſtill we cried for Juſtice for our 
* falſe Impriſoument ; being taken up in our Fourny without Cauſe, 
* by Majrr Ceely. Then this Peter Ceely ipake to the Judge, and ſaid ; 
May at pleaſe you, My Lord, This Man (pointing to me) went afide 
with me, and told me, how ſerviceable I might be for his Deſien ; that 
he conld raiſe Forty Thouſand Men at an Hours warning, and involve 
the Nation into Blood, and ſo bring in King Charles : and I would have 
aided him out of the Country, but he would not go. And, if it pleaſe 
you, My Lord, I have a Witneſs to ſwear it : and fo he called upon 
his M/irneſs. But the Judge not being forward to Examine the Wit- 
neſs, T ſpake tothe Judge, and deſired, © That he wouid be pleaſed ro 
* ler my Mzztimws be read in the face of the Court and Country, in 
* which my Crime was {ignified, for which T was ſent tro Priſon. The 
Judge ſaid, Ir ſhould not be Read: I ſaid, *It ought to be, feeing, it 
*©concerned my Liberty and my Life. The Jadze ſaid again, It ſhall 
2ot be read; but I ſaid, *It ought robe read : tor if I have done any 
* thing worthy of Dearh, or of Boxds, let all che Country know it. 
Then ſeeing, they would not read it, I ſpake to one of my Fellow- 
Priſoners, * Thou haſt a Copy of it, Read it up, ſaid T. Ir ſhall not 
be read, faid the Judze ; Gaoler, ' ſaid he, Take him away : Pe ſee, 
whether He or T fhall be Maſter. Sol was taken away ; and a while 
after called for again: And I ill cried, to have my 1:rrames read 
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up; for that ſignified the Cauſe of my Commitment, Wherefore I 1656. 
again ſpake to the Friend, that was my Fellow-Priſozer, and bid WWW 
him, Read it up; and he did Read it up, and the Judge, Juſtices and Lancefton 
whole Court were filent : for the People were eager to hear it, Which 47% 

is as followeth : 


Peter Ceely, one of the 7uſtices of the Peace of this com! x-

Greeting. 


Send you here-withal by the Bearers hereof, the Bodies of Edward 

Pyot of Briſtol, azd George Fox of Drayton aud Clea #3 Lei- 
ceſterſhire, and William Salt of London, which they pretend to be the 
Places of their Habitations, who go under the Notion of Quakers, and 
acknowledge themſelves to be ſuch ; who have ſpread ſeveral Papers , 
tending to the diſturbance of the Publick Peace, and cannot render any 
Lawful Cauſe of coming into theſe Parts, being Perſons altogether un- 
known, and having no Paſs for their Travelling up and down the Country, 
and refuſing to give Sureties of their good Behaviour, according to the 
Law in that behalf provided, and refsſe to take the Oath of Abjura- 
tion, fc. Theſe are therefore, in the Name of His Highneſs the 
Lord Protector, to Will and Command you, that when the Bodies of the 
ſaid Edward Pyot, George Fox and William Salt, ſhall be unto you 
brought, you them receive, and in His Highneſs's Priſon aforeſaid you 
ſafely keep them, until by due Courſe of Law they ſhall be delivered, 
Hereof fail you not, as you will Anſmer the contrary at your Perils. 
G:ven under my Hand and Seal, at St, Ives the Eighteenth day of 
January, 1055.

When it was read, I ſpake thus to the Judze and Juſtices, * Thou 

* that lay*ſt, thou art Chref-Juſtice of England, and you, that be 
* Juſtices, ye know, that it 1 had pur in Suretzes, T might have gone, 
© whether T pleaſed ; and have carried on the Deſign (if T had had 
* oe) Which Major Ceely hath charged me with: AndifT had ſpoken 
* thole Words to him, which he hath here declared, then judge ye, 
* whether Bail or Mairprize could have been taken in that Caſe. 
Then turning my Speech to Major Ceely, Ifaid, © When or where did I 
* take thee aſide? Was not thy Houſe full of 7de People, and thou 
*as Rae, as any of them at our Examination, lo that I asked for a 
* Coxſtable or ſome other Officer, to keep the People civil ? But if thou 
* art My Accuſer, why fitteſt thou on the Bench? That is not a 
* place for thee to ſit in ; for Accuſers donot uſe to fit with the Judges : 
* Thou oughteſt ro come down, and [tznd by me, and look me in 
"the Face, Beſides, I would ask the Judgeand Juſtices this Queltion ; 
* Whether 
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1656. * Whether or no Major Ceely is not guilty of this Treaſon, which he 
WY VDV * charges againſt me, in Corcealing it ſo long, as he hath done ? 
Lancefton * Dos he underſtand his place, either as a Souldter, or 2 Juſtice of

* the Peace ? For he tells you here, That I went aſide with him, and 
© told him, what a Deſign T had in hand, and hv ſerviceable he might be 
* for my Deſign : That I could raiſe Forty Thouland Men in an Hours 
© time, and bring in King Charles, and involve the Nation in Blood. 
© He ſaith moreover, He would have aided me out of the Country, but I 
s would not go; and therefore he committed me toPriſon for want of Sureties 
© for the good Behaviour, as the Mittimus declares Now do not you 
* ſee plainly, that Major Ceely is guiliy of this Plot and Treaſon, that 
© hetalks of, and hath made himſelf a Party to it, by defiring me ro 
* m0 out of the Country, and demanding Bail of me ; and not charging 
* me with this pretended Treaſon, till now, nor diſcovering it ? But 
*deny and abhor his Words, and am Innocent of his Devzl;ſh Deſign. 
So, that Buſineſs was let fall : for the J«dge ſaw clear enough, that 
inſtead of Enſnaring me, he hath Enſnared himſelf. - 

Then this Major Ceely got up again, and ſaid; If zt pleaſe you, my 
Lord, to hear me : This Man ſtruck me, and gave me ſuch a Blow, as 
I never had in my Life, Art this T ſmiled in my Heart, and ſaid; 
* Major Ceely, art thou a J«ſtice of Peace, and a Major of a Troop of 
* Horſe, and tells the Judge here 1n the Face of the Court and Country, 
* That I (who am a Priſoner) ſtruck thee, and gave thee ſuch a Blom, 
& 5 thou never had)ſt the like in thy Life? What! Art thou not aſham- 
*ed? Prithee, Major Ceely, ſaid T, where did I ſtrike thee ? and 
* whois thy W:tneſs for that 5 who was by ? He ſaid ; It was in the 
Caſtle-green, and that Captain Bradden was ſtanding by, when I 
* truck him. *T delired the Fudge to let him produce his Witneſs for 
*that: And I called again upon Major Ceely to come down from off 
* the Bench, telling him; It was not fir, that the Accuſer ſhould 
* fit as Judge over the Accuſed, Now when T called again for his Wit- 
neſs, he ſaid ; Captain Bradden was his Witneſs, Then [ ſaid, * ſpeak 
* Captain Bradden, Didlt thou ſee me give him ſuch a Blow, and 
* ftrike him, as he ſaith? Captain Bradden made no anſwer ; but 
bowed his Head towards me. * I defired him to ſpeak up, if he knew 
* any ſuch thing : but he only bowed his Head again, * Nay, faid I, 
© ſpeak up, and let the Court and Country hear, and let not bowing of 
© the Head (erve the Turn. If I have done fo, let the Law be Inflited 
*on me ; I fear not Sufferiz7s, nor Death it ſelf, for T am an Innocent 
* lan concerning all his Charge, But Captain Braaden never Teſtified 
toit: And the Judge finding, thoſe Snares would not hold, cried, 
T ake him avay, Gacler : and then, when we were taken away, he 
hined us Twenty Marks a piece for not putting off our Hats; and 
to be kept in Priſon, till we paid it: and fo ſent us back to the 
Gaol again. 


At Night Captain Bradden came to ſee us, and. Seven or Eight Ju- 


ftices with him, who were very Civil tous, and told us; They did 


believe, neith:r the Judge, nor any in the Court did believe thoſe 
Charges, which Major Ceely had charged upon me in the Face of the 
Country And Capt. Bradden ſaid, Major Ceely had an Intent to 
have taken away my Life, if he could have got another Wieneſs. 

* Bur, 
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"Bur, ſaid I, Captain Bradder, why did'ſt not thou witnels for me, or 1656. 
© agaih(t me, ſeeing Major Ceely produced thee for a Witneſs, thar WY 
* thou {xwelt me ſtrike him? And when I deſired thee to ſpeak either for Lancefton 
© me, or againſt me, accordiog to what thou ſawelt or kneweſt, thou £1: 

* woulcſt not ſpeak Why, faid he, when Major Ceely and I came by 

you, as you were walking in the Caltle-green, he put off his Hat zo you, 

and ſaid, How do you Mr. Fox? your Servant Sir. Then you ſaid 

to him, Major Ceely, take heed of Hypocriſy, and of a rotten Heart : 

for when came T to be thy Maſter, and thou my Servant? Do Servants 

uſe to caſt their Maſters #nto Priſon ? This was the great Blow he meant, 

that you gave him. Then 1 called to mind, that they walked by us, 

and that he ſpake to me as aforeſaid; and I ſpake thole Words to 

him before-mentioned ;: which Aypecriſy and Rotten-hear tedneſs he 
manifcited openly, when he complained of this to the Judge in open 

Court, and in the Face of the Country ; and would have made them 

all believe, that I fruck him outwardly with my Hard. 

Now were we kept in Priſon, and divers People came, from far 
and nigh, toſceus; ot whom ſome were People of Account in. the 
World: for the Report of our Trial was ſpread abroad, and our 
Boldneſs and Innocency in our Anſwers to the Judge and Court was 

| talked of in'7owz and Conntry. Among others, that came to viſit 
us, there was one Humphry Lower, a grave, ſober, ancient Man, 
who had been a Juſtice of Peace formerly : and he was very forry, 
we ſhould lie in Priſon; telling us, how ſerviceable we might be, 
it we were out of Priſou. Bur we reaſoned with him concerning 
Swearing : and having acquainted him, how they tendered the Oath 
of Abjuration tO us, as a Snare, becauſe they knew, we could not 
ſwear ; we ſhew'd him, That No People could be ſerviceable to God, if 
they diſobeyed the Command of Chriſt : and that they, thai Impriſozed 
us for the Hat-Honour, which was of Men, and which Men fought 
for, they priſoned the Good, and wexed and grieved the Sperie of 
God in themlelves, which ſhould have turned their Minds to God. 
So we turned him to the Spirzz of God in his Heart,and to the Light of 
Chriſt Jeſus ; and he was throughly Convinced, and continued fo to iis 
Death, and was very ſerviceable to us. 

There came alſo to ſee us one Colonel Rouſe, a Juſtice of Peace, 
with a great Company with him; and he was as full of Words and 
T alk, as ever I heard any Man in my Life, ſo that there was no ſpeak- 
ing to him. Art length TI asked him, * Whether he had ever been 
at School, and knew, what belonged to Queſtions and Anſwers ? (this 
T ſaid, to ſtop him) Ar School! ſaid he, yes. Art School! ſaid the 
Souldiers; Doth he ſay ſo to our Colonel, that # a Scholar? Then 
ſaid I, © Tf he be fo, let him be ſtill, and receive Anſwers, to what | 
© he hath ſaid. Then I was moved of the Lord to ſpeak the Word 
of Life to him in God's dreadful Power ; which came ſo over him, 

| that he could not open his Mouth : his Face ſwelled, and was red like 
| a Turkey; and his Lips moved, and he mumbled ſomething : bur the 
People thought, he would have fallen down. I ſept tohim; and he 
ſaid, He was never ſo in his Life before : For the Lord's Power ſtapr 
the Evil Power and Air in him ; ſo that he was almoſt choked. The 
Man was ever after very Loving to Fri#ads, -and not fo full of Airy 
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Words to us; though he was a Man full of Pride: but the Lozd's 
Power cams over him, and the reſt that were with him. 

Another time there came another Officer of the Army, a very ma- 
licicws, bitter Profeſſor, whom Thad known in Lozdon : And he was 
fuil of his airy Talk allo, and ſpake ſlightly of the Light of Chriſt, 
and againſt the T7ath, as Colonel Roxſe had done, and againſt the 
Sp:rit of God being in Mep, as it was in the Apoſtles Days ; till the 
Power of God, that bound the Evzl in him, had almolt Choked him 
alſo, as it did Colonel Rouſe : for he was ſo full of Evil Air, that 
he could not ſpeak; but blubbered and ſtuttered. But from that time, 
thar the Lord's Power ſtruck him, and came over him, he was ever 
after more Loving to us. 

Now the Aſ/ize being over, and we ſettled in Priſon upon ſuch a 
Commitment, as we were not likely to be ſocn Relea/ea, we broke off 
from giving the Gaoler Seven Shillings a Week a piece for our Horſes, 
and Seven Shillings a Week for our ſelves; and fent our Horſes out 
into the Country. 'Upon which the Gaoler grew very Wicked and 
Deviliſh, and put us down into Dooms-dale ; a naſty, ſtinking Place, 
where they uled to put Witches and Murderers, after they were 
Condemned to Die. The Place was ſo Noiſom, that it was obſerved, 
few that went in, did ever come out again in Health : for there was 
no Houſe of Office init ; and the Excrements of the Priſoners, that 
from time to time had been put there, had not been carried out (as 
we were told) tor many Tears. So that it was all like Mijre, and in 
ſome Places to the Top of the Shoes in Water and Piſs ; and he would 
not let us Cleanſe it, neither would he let us have Beds, or Straw to lie 
on. At Nigit ſome frzenaly People of the Town brought us a Cazale, 
and a little Szraw; and we went to burn a little of our S:raw to take 
away the S:znk. The Thieves lay over our Heads, and the Head- 
Gaoler lay in a Room by them over our Heads alſo. Now it ſcems, 
the Smoke went up into the Room, where the Gaoler lay : which put 
him into ſuch a Rage, that he took the Pots ot Excrements of the 
Thrweves, and poured them down through a Hole upon ovr Heads in 
Dooms-dale; fo that we were ſo beſpattered with the Excrements, 
that we could not touch our ſelves, nor one another. And the Stzxk 
Increaſed upon us; ſo that what with S:zz»k, and what with Smoke, 
we had like to have been choked/and ſmothered in Dooms-aale : For 
we ha the $:/»k under our Feet before ; but now we had it on our 
Fleads and Backs alſo: And he having quenched our Straw with the 
Filth he poured down, had made a great Smother in the Place, More- 
over he raz/ed on us molt hideouffy, calling us Hatcher-faced Dogs, and 
{ſuch ſtrange Names, as we had never heard of. In this manner were 
we fain to ſtand all Night, for we could not fit down; the Place was 
ſo full of filthy Excrements : And a great while he kept us after this 
manner, before he would let us cleanſe ir, or ſuffer us to have any 
Ficuals brought in, but what we got through the Grate. One time 
a Laſs brought us a little Mear 3; and he Arreſted her for breaking his 
Houſe, and fued her in the Town-Court for breaking the Priſon: and a 
great deal of Trouble he put the Young-woman to; whereby others 
were ſo diſcouraged, that we had mucha do to get Water, or Drink 
or Viatuals, Near this Time we ſent for a Tonung-woman , one 
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Ann Downer from London, (that could wrzze, and take things well in 1656. 
Short-hand,) to buy and dreſs our Meat for us ; which ihe was very WV 
willing to, it being alſo upon her Spirit to come to us in the Love of Lancefton 
God: and ſhe was very ſerviceable to us. Doomſdale 

This Head-Gaoler, we were Informed, had been a Thief, and was 
burnt both in the Had, and in the Shonlder : His Wife too had been 
burnt in the Hand. The Undey-Gaoler had been 673: both in the 
Hand, and in the Shoulder ; and his Wife had been burxt in the Hand 

alſo: And Colonel Benner, who was a Baptiſt-Teacher, having pur- 
chaſed the Gao! and Laxas belonging to the Caſte, had placed this 
Head-Gaoler therein, The Priſoners, and ſome wild People would 
be talking of Spirits, that haunted Doomſdale, and walked there, 
and how many had ded init; thinking perhaps, to zerrefy us there- 
with. But I told them and Friends, © Thar if all the Spiyzrs and De- 
© vils 1n Hell were there, I was over them 1n the Power of God, and 
* feared no fuch thing: for Chri#? our Prieff, would fanQtity 
* the Walls and the Houſe to us, he who bruiſed the Head of the 
* Devil. The*Prieft was to cleanſe the Plague out of the Walls of 
the Houſe under the Law, which Chriſt, our Prieſt, ended 5; who 
ſanCities both zzwardly and outwardly the Walls of the Horſe, and the 
Walls of the Heart, and all things to his People. 

By this time the General Quarter-Seſſions drew nigh; and the Gaoley 
{till carrying himfelt baſely and wickealy towards us, we drew up 
our Sufferings, and ſent it to the Seſzons at Bodmin: upon the read- 
ing of which, the Juſtices gave Order ; That Doomſdale-Door {hould 
be cpened, and that we ſhould have liberty to Cleanſe it, and to buy our 
Meat in the Town, We ſent up a Copy allo of our Sufferizgs to the 
Protedtor, ſetting forth, how we were taken and Committed by Ma- 
jor Ceely ; and how we were abuſed by Capt. Keat as aforeſaid, and 
the reit in Order : Whereupon the Protedor lent down an Order to 
Capt. Fox, Governour of Pendenny-Caſtle, to Examin the Matter k 
about the Souldiers abuſing us, and ſtriking me. There were at that 
time many of the Gemzry of the Country at the Caſtle : and Capt. Kear's 
Kinſman, that ſtruck me, was ſent for up before them, and much 
Threatned. They told him, That if I ſhould change my Principle, 

| IT might take the Extremity of the Law againſt him, and might recover 
ſound Damages of him. Capt. Keat alſo was checkt, for {uttering the 
Priſoners under his Charge to be abuſed. This was of great Service 
in the Country : for afterwards Friends might have ſpoken in any 
Market or Steeple-houſe thereabouts, and none would meddle witch 
them. T underſtood, that Hugh Peters, who was one of the Pro- 
redtor's Chaplains, 1ol.1 him 3 They conld not do George Fox a greater 
Service for the ſpreading of his Principles in Cornwall, than to Im- 
priſon him there. An41 indeed, my Impriſonment there was of the 
Lord, and for his Service in thole parts : For after the Aſ/izes were 
over, and it was known, we were likely to continue Priſoners ; ſe- 
veral Ftzends from moit parts of the Nation, came into the Country 
to viſit us. And thoſe parts of the Weſt were very dark Countries at 
that time : But the Lord's Light and 1ruth brake forth, and ſhined 
overall; and many were turned from Darkneſs to the Light, and 
from Satan's Power unto God, And many were moved to go to the 
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1656. Steeple-houſes ; and ſeveral were ſent to Priſon to us: and a preat 
WV Convincement there began to be 1n the Country. For now We had 
Lanceſton Liberty to come out, and to walk in the Caſt/e-Green; and divers 
Doonjdake. People came to us on the Firſt-days, to whom we declared the Word 
of Life : and great Service we had among them, and many were 
turned to God, here and there, up and down the Country ; but a 
great Rage got up inthe Prieſts and Profeſſors againſt the Truth and 
us. Ore of the envious Profeſſors had gathered together many 
Scripture-Sentences, to prove, That we ought to put off our Hats to the 
People ; and he invited the Town of Laxceſton to come into the Caſtle- 
Tard to hear him read them; Amongſt other Inſtances, that he there 
brought, one was ; That Sanl bowed to the Witch of Endor. When 
he had done, we pot a little Liberty (whether the Gaoler would or 
no) to ſpeak ; and we ſhewed both him and the People, * That Sau/ 
* was gone from God, and had diſobeyed God, like them, when he 
« went tothe Witchof Endoy : That neither tie Prophets, nor Chriſt, 
* nor the Apoſtles ever taught People to bow to a Mitch. The Man 
went away with his rude People ; bur ſome of rhe People ſtaid with 
us: and we ſhewed them ; * That this was not Goſpel-Inſtruttions, 
© to teach People ro bow to a Witch. For now People began to be at- 
fected with the Truth, and now the Devil's Raze increaſed ; ſo that 
we were in great dangers many times. 

One time there came a Soxldzer to us; and one of our Friends was 
admoniſhing of him, and exhorting him to Sobr/ety, &c, and I ſaw 
him begin to draw his Sword at him, Whereupon TI ſtept to him, 
and told him, What a ſhame it was to offer to draw his Sword upon a 
naked Man, and a Priſoner ; and how unfit and unworthy he was to 
carry ſuch a Weapon: and that, if he ſhould have offered ſuch a 
thing to ſome Men, they would have taken his Sword from him, and 
have broken it to pieces. So he was aſhamed, and went his way ; and 
the Lord's Power preſerved us. | 

Another time, about the Eleventh Hour at Night, the Gaoler being 
half-drunk, came and told me, That he had gotten a Man now to diſpute 
with me (this was, when we had.leave to go a little into the Town : ) 
As ſoon as he ſpake thoſe Words, I felt, there was Miſchief intended 
to my Body. . All that Night, and the next day T lay down on a Graſs- 
plat to ſlumber, and I felt ſomething ſtill about my Body ; and I 
ſtarted up, and ſtruck at it in the Power of the Lord, and yet ſtill it 
was about my Body. ThenlI arofe, and walked into the Caſt le-greez ; 
and the Under-Xeeper came to me, and told me, There was a Maid 
would ſpeak with me in the Priſon, T felt a Snare in his Words too , 
therefore I went not into the Pr/ſox; but went to the Gyare,and looked 
in ; andthere I ſaw a May, that was lately broupht to Priſon for be- 
ing a Conmurer ; and he hada naked Knife in his Hand. So I ſpake 
to him, and he threatned tocut my Chaps (as his Expreſſion was ; ) 
but he being within the Gaol, could not come at me: This was the 
Gaoler's great Diſputant, T went ſoon after into the Gaoler*s Houſe, 
and tound him at Breakfaſt; and he had then gotten his Conjurer out 
with him : So T told the Gaoler, his Plot was diſcovered. Then he 
got up from the Table, and caſt his Napkin away in a Rage; and TI 
lett them, and went away to my Chamber : for at this time we were 
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out of Doomſaale. At the time the Gaoler had ſaid, the Diſpute 1656. 
ſhould be, I went down and walked in the Cour: (the place ap- VV 
pointed) rill about the Eleventh Hour ; but no Body came : then I rancefton 
went up to my Chamber again; and after a while 1 heard one call 64. 
for me. I ſtept to the Stairs-head ; and there I ſaw the Gaoler's 
Wife upon the Stairs, and the Corjurer at the bottom of the Stairs, 
holding his Hand behind his Back, and in a great Rage. Tasked him ; 
* Man, what haſt thou in thy Hand behind. thy Back? Pluck thy 
© Hand before thee, ſaid I; Let's fee thy Hand, and what thou haſt 
*init? Then ina Rage he pluckr forth his Hand with a naked Knife 
in it. Then I ſhewed the Gaoler's Wife the wicked Deſign ot her 
Husband and her againit me : for this was the Maz they had brought 
tO diſpure of the things of God. But the Lord diſcovered their Por; 
and prevented their Evil Deſign ; and they both raged, and the Con- 
jurer threatned. Then I was moved of the Lord to ſpeak ſharply to 
him in the dreadful Power of the Loyd: and the Lord's Power came 
over him, and bound him down; fo that he never atter durſt appear 
before me, to ſpeak unto me. I ſaw, it was the Lord alone, thar 
did preſerve me out of their b/oody Hands : for the Devil had a great 
Enmity to me, and ſtirred up his Inſtruments to leek my hare. But 
the Lord prevented them; and my Heart was filled with Thankſgivings 
and Prarſes unto him. 

Now while I was exercited with People of divers ſorts, that came 
ſome out of good will to viſit us, fome out of an envious, carping Mind 
to wrangle and diſpute with us, and ſome out of Curzoſity to lee us ; 
Edward Pyot, who before his Convincement had been a Captain in the 
Army, and had a good Underſtanding in the Laws and Rzghts of the 
People, being ſenſible of the Injuſtice and Envy of Judge Glyn to us 
at our Tra, and willing to lay the Y/eght thereot upon him, and. 
make him ſenſible thereof alſo, writ an Epiſtle ro him, on behalf of _ 
us all, which was thus ; and thus direRed :

& which Books being peruſed (ro ſee, if any thing in thcm could have

© Property ; and our Liberty it is to have and enjoy our Property : and 
© of our Liberty and Property the Law 1s the deience ; which faith,

* upon him, bat by lawful Judgment of hi Pecrs, or by the Law of the

* which is 7a#, do I ſpeak: Haſt thou aQed, like a Minift.r, the 
* Chief Miniſter of the Law, who haſt taken our Goods, and yer de- 
* taineſt them, without ſo much as going by lawful Warrant, ground- 
* ed upon due Information, which in this our Caſe thou cculd*lt not 
* have ; for none had peruſed them, whereby to give thee Izfor- 
e 24tion ? Shoul-iit rhou exerciſe Violexce and Force of Arms on Pri- 
* ſoners Goods, in their Priſon-Chamber, inſtead of proceeding Orderly 
* and Legally, which thy Place calls upon thee above any Man, to texder,

* from Thee, conlidering Thou art Chief Juſtice of England, other

* And Friend, when we were brought before thee, and Rood upon 
* our Legal Iſſue,and no Accuſer,or Accuſation came in againit us ; as to 
* what we had been wrongfully Impriſoned, and in Priſcn detained for 
* the Space of Nire Weeks, ſhuuldelt not thou have cauſed us to have 
© been Acquitted by Proclamation ? Saith not the Law fo? Ought't

© aforeſaid, Repeal them, and make themof none Effet, and all the 


© Miſeries undergone, and the Blood ſhed for them of o/d, and of late 
© Tears ? Whether it be ſo or no indeed, and to the Natzon, thou haft 
© made it ſoto Us; to whom thou haſt denied the Juſtice of our Lz- 
© berty (when we were before thee, and no Accuſer, nor Accuſation 
*came in againſt us) and the Hearing of the Wrong done to us, who 
* are Innocent; and the Doing us Right. And Borads haſt thou caſt, 
© and continued upon us until this Day, under an Unreaſonable and

* ſo unjuſtly ſuffered) a Default in thee againſt the very Eſſence of thoſe 
Laws, yea, an Overthrow thereof, for which things fake (being of

© its long and ſure ſiroke be reached ? Deceive not thy (elf, God is

* and Holy One, for their Witneſſing of him, who is come to Regon 
© for everand ever. Saith he not, he will be a ſwift Witneſs again#t 
© the falſe Swearers ? God 1s not mocked. 

* Surely, Friend, that muſt needs be a very great Offence, which 
© deprives a Man of Juſtice, of being heard as to Wrong, of the Be- 
© n-tfit of the Law, and of thoſe Laws afore-rehearſed ; ro defend the 
* Tuſtice an Equity of which, a Man hath adventured his Blood, and 
© all that is Dear to him. But fo ſtand Covered (or with the Hat on) 
* in Conſcience to the Command of the Lord, is made by thee ſuch an 
* Offence (which 1s none in Law) and rendered upon us (who are 
* Innocent, ſerving the Living God) effeQtual to deny us Faſtice;

© there, till this very Day ; having ſhewed us neither Law for it, nor 
* Scripture, nor Inſtances of citner, nor Example of Heathens or others, 
© Friend, Come down to 747 ot God, that is Ju# in thee, and Con- 
© fider, was ever {ſuch a thing, 2s this, heard of in this Nation ? 
* What's become of Ser:ouſneſs, of true Judgment, and of Rizhreouſ- 
© neſs ! An unrighteous Man, ſtanding before thee with his Hat off, 
© ſhall be heard; bur an Iznocent Man, appearing with his Hat oz 10 
* Conſcience to the Lord, ſhall neither be heard, nor have Juſtice. Is 
* not this regarding of Perſons contrary to the Laws aforeſaid, and the 
© Oath, and the Law of God? Underſtand, and Judge : Did we not 
© own Authority and Government oftentimes before the Court ? Did(t 
* not Thou fay in the Cove, Thou waſt glad to hear ſo much from us 
© of our owning Magiſtracy ? Pleaged we not to the IndiFment, though 
jt was fuch a zew-fuund One, as England never heard of before ? 
© Came we not, when thou fenteſt for us? Wert we not, when thou 
© bid'ſt us go ? And are we not ſtill Przſozers ar thy Command, and 
* at thy Will? If the Hat had been ſuch an Offence to thee, Could? 
*not thou have cauſed it to have been taker off, when thou heard'ſt 
© us ſooften declare, we could not do it in Conſczerce to the Commands 
* of the Lord; and that for that Caule we forbore it, not in Contempt 
of thee, or of Authority, nor in Diſreſpect to thine, or any Man's 
© Perſon: (For we ſaid, We honoured all Mer in the Lord, and owned 
« Authority, which was a Terror to Evil-Doers, and a Praiſe to them 
© that do well ; And our Souls were ſubject to the Higher. Powers for 
© Conſcience-ſake) as thou cauied'it them to be zaken off, and to be kept 
* fo, when thou called*ft the Jury to find us Tranſgreſſors without a 
* Law? Whatadco haſt thou made to take away the Kz2hteouſneſe of 
© the Righteous from him, and to caule us to ſuffer jurther, iwiiom 
© thou kneweſt, to have been lo long wrong fally in Priſon contrary to 
* Law? Is not Liberty of Conſcience a Natural Right? Had there 
© been a Law in this Caſe, and we bound ap in our Conſcieaces, that 
* we could not have obeyed it, was not Liberty of Conſctence there to take 
© place? For where the Law ſaith not againſt, there needs no Plea of 
« Liberty of Conſcience : But the Lew have we not offended; yet in

* And ſhould'ſt Thou have Accuſed, when no Witneſs appeared 
© apainſt us,as in the particulars of ſtriking Peter Ceely, and Diſperſing 
© Books (as thou fai:'?ſt) againft M:giſtracy and Miniſtry, with which 
© thou didſt falſly Accuſe one of u;? faith nor the Law, The Judge 
© ought not to be the Accuſer ? much leſs a falſe Accuſer. And walt 
* not thou ſuch an one, in Afﬀfirming, That he d:{perſed Books againſt 
* Magiſtracy and Miniſtry, when as the Books were Vzolently taken out 
* of our Chamber, (as hath been ſaid) wndiſp-rſed by him, or any of 
© us? Nor did*t thou make it appear in one particular, wherezn thoſe 
© Books, thou ſo Violently didſt cauſe to be taken away, were againſt

« thou doſt Contrary, art li-ble to Puniſhment, as ceaſing trom being 
© a Judge, and becoming a Mr0-g-dver, and an Oppreſſor ; which whar 
© it 15 to be, many of thy Predecſſ-rs have uuderitood, fome by 
© Death, others by Fine and Impriſorment Ard of this thou may?lt 
© not be Ignorant, that to dery a Prifozer any of the Priviledges the 
© Law allows him, is ro deny him J»{zce ; t©: Try him in an Arbitrary 
* Way ; to rob him of that Leberry, which the Law gives him, 
© which is his Inheritance, as a Freeway : Arc v hich ro do, is in ef- 
* fect To ſubvert the Fundamental Law: and Government of England, 
© and to Introduce an Arbitrary and 1yranniual Government againſt 
©Law ; whichis Treaſon by the Ciommon Law : and T reaſons by the 
© Common Law are not taken away by the Starutes of 25 Eadv, TIT,

By the foregoing Lezrer the Reader may Obſerve, how contrary to 
Law we were made to ſuffer : Bur the Lord, who ſaw the Integrity of 
our Hearts to him, and knew the [anccency of our Cauſe, was with 
us 1n our Sufferizgs, and bore up our Spirits throuzh, and made them 
Eaſie to us; and gave us Opportunities of publiſhing his Name and 
1ruth amongſt the People : {ſo that ſeveral of the Town came to be 
Convincea, and many were made Loviny to us; and Friends from 
many Parts came to viſit us. Therecame Two out of Wales, who 
bad been Juſtices ct the Peace there : Alſo Judge Hagger's Wite 
of Briftsl came to viſit us; and ſhe was Convinced, and ſeveral of 
ner Children : and her Husband was very kind and ferviceable to 
Friends, and hada great Love to God's People, which he retained to 
his Death. 

Now in Corawall, Devonſhire, Dorſetſhire and Somerſetſhire 
Truth began mightily to ſpread; and many were turned to Chriſt 
Jefzs, and his tree Teaching : for many Freends, that came 10 Viſit 
us, were Crawn torth to declare the Trnth in thoſe Countries ; which 
made the Prieſts and Profeſſors rage, and they ſtirred up the Mags- 
ſtrates to enſnare Friends, Then they ſet up Warches in the Streets, 
and in the Fligh-ways, on pretence of taking up all ſ#ſpicious Perſons ;

under which Colour they ſtopt, and took up thoſe Friends, that tra- 
velled in and through thoſs Countries, coming to viſit us in Priſon : 
which they did, that the Fr/#zds might not paſs up and down in the 
Lord's Service. But that, which they thought to have ſfopt the 
Truth by, was the Means of ſpreading it ſo much the more : for then 
Friends were frequeitiy moved to ſprak to one Conſtable, and t'other 
Officer, and to the Juſtices they were brought before ; and this cauſed 
the Truth to ſpread the more amongſt them in all their Pariſhes. And 
when Friends were got among the Watches, it would bea Fortnight 
or three Weeks, before they could get out of them again : for no 
ſooner had one Corſtable taken them, and carried thenr before the 
Juſtices, and they had drſcharged them ; but another would take 
them up, and carry them betore other Juſtices: Which put the 
Country to a great deal of needleſs Trouble and Charges. 

As Thomas Rawlinſon was coming up out of the North, to viſit 
us, A Conſt 2ble in Devorſhire took him up; and at Night took Twenty 
Skillings out of iv's Pocket : And after they had thus robbed him, he 
was cl|t 1nto Exeter-Gaol, They caſt Henry Pollexfen alſo into Pri- 
ſon in Devonſhire, tor being a Jeſuit ; who had been a Juſtice of 
Peace tor the molt part of Forty Tears before. Many Friends were 
craelly beaten many times by them : Nay, ſome Clothiers, that were but 
going to M;ll with their Cloth, and other Men about their outward 
Occaſions, they took up and Whipt ; though Men of about Ezghty or 
an hunared Pounds by the Tear, and not above four or five Miles trom 
their Families, | 

The Mayor of Lanceſton too wasa very Wicked Man; for he would 
take up all he could ger, and caſt them into Priſov: And he would 
ſearch ſubſtantial, grave Women, their Petticoats and their Head- 
cloaths, There came a Friend, a Toung-Man, to tee us, who camc 
not through the Town: So I drew up all the Groſs, Inhuman and 
Unchriftian Afttons of the Mayor (for his Carriage was more like an 
Heathen, than a Chriſtian) and T gave it the Joung Man, and bid him, 
Seal it «p, and go out again the back-way ; and then come into the 
Town through the Gates. He did ſo; and the Warch took him up, 
and carried him before the Mayor; who preſently ſearched his 
Pockets, and found the Letter, wherein he ſaw all his 4:ons Chara- 


terized : Which ſhamed him ſo, that from that time forward he 
meddled little with the Sexwvanrs of the Lord. | 


Now, from the ſenſe I had of the Syare, that was laid, and Miſchief 
intended againſt the Servants of the Lord, in ſetting up thoſe 


Watches at that time, to ſto? and take up Friends ; it came upon me 
to give forth the following Lines, as

Beſides this General VYVarning, there coming to my Hand a Copy 
of a VVarrant Iſlued out trom the Seſſions of Exon, in expreſs Terms, 
For the apprehending of all Quakers ; wherein Truth and Friends were 
reproached and vilified, I was moved to write an Azſwer thereunto, 
and ſend it abroad, for the Clearing of Truth and Friends from the 
Slanders therein calt upon them: and to maniteſt the wickedneſs of 


that perſecuting Spirit, from whence it proceeded. And chat which 
I writ, was atter this manner : 


, Hereas there was a V/arrant granted forth the laſt Seſſions

holden at Exoz, on the E:ghteenth Day of the Fifth Month, 
©1656. which VParrans is For the Apprehending and taking up all ſuch, 
© as are Quakers, or call themſelves Quakers, or go under the Notion of

* Sodom. And were not theſe hated of the World, and of them that 
© lived in Filthineſs? And whereas you ſpeak of thoſe, whom you 
© in ſcorn call Quakers, that they are a Grief ro thoſe, whom you call 
& Piows and Religions People, and their Religion. Such as be in the 
* Religion that is Vain, whoſe T1 ongues are not brialed, I believe, the ' 
© Quakers are a Grief to 3 but are not a Grzef ro ſuch, as be in the 
pure Religion, which keepeth unſpotted of the World ; which ters nor 
, up Bzlls, nor Watches, to maintain 1t by the World ; for they are 

not of the World, which be in the pure Religion, which keeps them 
"unſpotred of the World : Mark, the pure Religion, which keeps un- 
* ſpotted of the World. But ſuch as be ip the Rel:pgon, thar 1s not 
© pure, which have a Form of Goalizeſs, and not the Power, ſuch as

© fear God, and worſhip him in the Spzrze and in the Truth, but can- 
* not Join with you in your Religion ? And do not the Mznifters of 
© God ſay, That the Scriptures are a Declaration, which you call the 
© Word? Donot you rob Chrift of his Title, and of his Honour, and

© the Apoſtles alone : If it be of God, it will ſland ; if it be not, it will 
* come to nought. But ye may lee your ſelves on the Contrary, in the 
* Spirit of them that came with Judas, with Swords and Staves trom 
© the Chief-Prieſts againſt Chrift : itill it is againſt Chriſt, where he 
* 1s made manifeſt, Paul (while Saul) went againſt him, though 
© he profeſſed a Chri#, that was to come; and the | Jews 
* profelſed a Chriſt, that was to come : Yet Paul perſecuted him, 
* where he was maniteſted in his Sa/zts So ye profels a Chrif, that 
* is come, but perſecute him, where he is manifeſt, You that have 
© the Letter, the High-Places, the Synagogues, you perſecute him, 
© where he is made manifeſt in his Saizts, as the Jews did. They 
*who were in the Lerrer, out of the Life, perſecuted them, that were 
© in the Life of that, which they profeſs in the Lerrer» So now do 
© you perſecute them, that are in the Life, and are your ſelves Stran- 
* gers tOit; as your Fruits make appear. You have numbred the 
* People of God amongſt Tranſpreſſors; but have you priſoned any of 
© the Rognes and Tranſgreſſors you ſpeak of ? you have priſoned the 
© Innocent, and let the others go free.

Likewiſe in the day, when the Children of Iſrael were in Ezypr, and 
* they with their Chilarez began to ſpread and multiply; Come, faid 
* the Exyptians, Let us deal wiſely with them to Afﬀiitt them, and tax 
* them» Which held, until the Lord overthrew their Oppreſſors, and 
* brought out his Sed by his mighty Power trom under the Oppreſſor, 
* and exalted his Sox aboveall; though the Heathen raged, and the 
© People imagined vain things: and he made his Power kaown, that 
* all might ſce, that there was no God upon the Earth, bur himſelf, 
© This Power now hath brought forth the Work of the Loxa! Many, 
* who be turned to the Light, Chrif, have received the Power of 
* God, and are thereby become the Soxs of God, Now this Bzreh, 
© that is born of God, are all the Powers of the World joined together 
to Cructfy, to put to Death thoſe Jews 1n the Spirzr, as they d1d put 
* Chriſt to Dedil in the Fleſh formerly. This is the Bzrzh, that all 
* the Wicked World is enraged againſt, and mad at : Againſt rhis they 
© ſet their Watches, this Birth, brought forth by the Mighty God of 
© Facov, who rides upon the High-places of the Earth : This is the 
© Birth, that the profeſt Chriſtians without the Life in our Days and 
* Ape rage againſt, and lay out all their W:{dom about. Are not the 
* Chief-Prieſts and Wiſe Men of theEarth conſulting together, how they 
* might deſtroy this Birth? Ts not this the Birth, that is banyſhed our 
* of your Hearts, you that profeſs the Screprure, and ate 1 alters of 
Git, but do not own the Lzght and Life, which the Scripture ſpeaks 
* of, as the Jews would not; and fo will not have Chr:zt ro Reign 
* over you, as they would not ? Do you not hale out of your Syna- 
* 2opnes, and before Magiſtrates? Do you not herein tulfl Chriſt's 
© Words, who {aid to his Dzſciples; T hey ſhould be haled ont of the Syna- 
* 22125, and before Rulers? Do you not Perſerute then from City 
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1656, © toCity ? Do you not almoſt fill your Priſons with them ? And now 
WYV © ſet your Watches, that none ſhould g0 10 Viſu them, whom ye have 
Lan#on © put into Priſox ? Is not this an VUnebriſtian Spirit ? How can you 
Gaol, © for ſhame ſay, You are Upholdeys of 1ruth ? Or how can you for 
© ſhame ſay, that Truth hath been profeſ# among you? Yet we lay, 
© We Grant, that you have zalked of it, And how can you tor 
* ſhame ſay, The Goſpel ſhines among you, when you will not own it, 
© the Life of it, when you call it Error, and the evil Seed ? Yea, the 
© very 1ruth,. yea, the very Life of Truth ye have blaſphemed againſt 
* zow, as the Jews did againſt Chriſt, calling hima Devi! ; you now 
© call it Error, and the Evil Seed, and ſtand up againſt it, and turn 
© the Sword againſt it. As it was 10 the days of the Jews, who turn- 
© ed the Sword againlt Chriſt; ſoit is in thele days of the Profeſſed 
« Chriſtians of the Scripture, but out of the Life, that gave it forth ; 
« as it was with the Jews outward in the Fleſh, who were not the Fews 
© in the Spirit. And is it not a ſbame to all the Minifters of the Goſpel, 
© (as they are called) that they can find no berter Way to maintain 
t that, which they call the 774th, and their Goſpe/, than by Carnal 
* Weapons, Stocks and Priſons, and Whips, Watches and Wards, and 
«* Powers of the Earth? Were theſe the Apoſtles Weapons ? Carnal 
* Watches and Waras, Stocks and Priſons, and haling out of the Syna- 
* pogues, when they came toſpeak ? Judge your ſelves, what an Anti- 
© chriſtian Spirit you have. Never talk of defending Truth, with that 
« which is againſt Truth. For are you not ſetting up the Rabble of 
© the World againſt it ? Do they not Join with you, with Swords and 
« Staves againſt it ? And is this the Life of Chriſtians ? 1s not this the 
s Life of Error, and of the Evil Seeds-man? Surely, ye would 
« find Work enough, if ye were in the Fear of the Lord, to turn 
«your Swords againſt the Prophaneneſs, the Oaths and Wickedneſs, that 
* is in your Streets and Figh-ways: How do they ring like Sodom, and 
«vive a ſound like Gomorrah! But they are become a Prey in this 
« your Age, that Reprove in your Gate Sin, Wickedneſs and Prophane- 
* xeſs: They are become your By-word. Againſt them your Coun- 
© cils are gathered, and them you caſt into Priſon, and hale them 
* out of your Synagogues : and caſt them likewiſe into Priſon, that 
« write againſt it, and ſpeak againſt it ; and ſer your Guards to ſtop 
« and hinder any from Y:{iring them, whom you caſt into Priſon, and 
« give them the Names of Yagabonds and Wanderers, Was ever the 
«like heard in the days of the Heathen againſt the Apoſtles, who 
« witneſſed the Goſpel? Did they ſet Guards and Watches in every 
« Town, 1n every City, to take the Diſciples, the Brethren, the Be- 
« lievers, that heard, that the Apoſtles were caſt into Priſon, and came 
6 to ſee, what they wanted ? Shew ye not as much Rage and Fury now 
«in your Age, as was in thoſe, that were in that Jge? And how 


*can you talk of the Goſpel, and of defending the Goſpel, when you 
«are ſetting Guards and VWatches againſt it, and are defending that, 
« which ſtands againſt it; and the Lambs of Chriſt are almoſt torn to 
« preces amongſt you, who are like Wolves? for the Lord hath now 
« ſent his Lambs amongſt Wolves, And have not you profeſt the words 
« of Chriſt, and of the Prophers and Ypoſtles, as the Jews had long 


« profelt the Scriptures, the words of Moſes, and of the Prophers, that 
pro- 
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* promheſied of ChriFf, that was tro come ; and (ſtood againſt him, 1656. 
* when he was come ? as you doin this Day of his Reign, and in this WV. 
* Day of his glorious Goſpel, who are perſecuting the Meſſengers of it, Lanceſton 
©: mpriſoning them, perſecuting them in your Streers and High-ways, 69% 
* and now ſetting up your // arches again{t them, who bring you the 
* olad Tidings of Peace to your Souls ; whoſe Feet are beautiful a T op of 
* rhe Mountains; Mark,a Top of the Monmtains,thar, againſt which the | 
* Mountains rage and ſwell : but Gou will make them to welt; the Sur 
© is riſen, which will make them to zelt. And God will cleave the Rocks 
* and Mountains alunder, and make the Hzl1s to bow perpetually : for 
* his Soz he will exalt,and his Glory he will give to him,and nor to ano- 
© ther. Therefore be awakened,ye Rulers of the Earth,and take Countel 
* of the Loyd,and:take nor Counſel together againlt him.Make not your 
* Bonds ſtrong ;and ſer nor your ſelves in Battel againſt him: for ye will 
* be tound bur as Br/ers and T horns before hird, which the F;re ſhall 
* conſume. Therefore be awakened, all ye that be Talkers of the 
© Scripture, and that gather your ſelves together by your Multitudes 
* arid Meetings, and have had your Teachers; bur not having the 
* Spirit, that gave torth the Scriptures, the Lord God of Glory, the 
* Father of Spirits will ſcatter you : all your Bozds will not hold. you

* for that is pare and gentle, and fo is not your knowledge But to know 
* Chriſt, is Life Eternal. Now your Fruits have manifeſted, that you 
* axe not of this ; and ſo out of the Power of God, which is the Croſs 
* of Chriſt : For you are found in the YVorld, out of the Power of 
* God, out of the Croſs of Chriſt, perſecuting. So that which doth - 
. *perſecute, and ſend forth V/r:itings and Decrees to ſtop all, and take 
*up all, and fer VVatches, and prepare Bonds to ſtint the Lord, to Im- 
* priſon and perſecute, and ſuſfer none to go to viſit them 3 This ſhews, 
* you are not Chri/t:ans, bur ſtand againſt a Chriſt;zan*s Life, which is 
* tO love your Enemies, Where is your Heaping up Coles of Fire? your 
* Love to your Enemies, who are thus perſecuting your Friends? He

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1656. * came to his own, and his own received bim not : Here is a turning the 
UV *© Sword againſt the Fu##i, Do you {hew here a Chriſtian's Life, or your 
Lanceſton * ſelves Chriſtians, who are filling your Gaols with the Chriſtians in 
Gaol. * the Spirit, you that be in the Lerter (in Shadows) as the Jews T7 

« the Lerter did put the Jews in the Spirzz into Priſon ? Ts not this the 
© Fruit in our Days of the Chriſz;ars 1n the Letter, to put the Chriſti- 
« 235 in the Spirit into Priſon? And doth not this ſhew, that your 
« Decrees, which you have ſent forth, proceed from Death, who thus 
« Att againſt the Life, and tnem thar be in it ; which the Scriptures 
« were given forth from ? Is it not here, as it was with Saul, when 
© he went to perſecute, to hale to Priſon, and bind all, that he could 
© find, calling upon that Name, who were Chriſt;azs 1n the Life, the 
© Spirit, ſuch as now you are perſecutinz, becauſe they are in the 
* Life, though you proteſs their Words ? Are not your Decrees gone 
© forth from the ſame Spirir of Exvy, ag:inſt the fame Sprirze of Chriſt 
« they were in? Is it not manitett toal!, that fear Cod, and ro the 
© ſober-minded and hone{t-hearted Peopie, that fee your PratFtces, 
© your Decrees, your Letters to ſtop, to mole, to hinder, to Impriſon 
* them.that are moved of the Lord to do his Wzll, or to go to Viſit 
* Priſoners, whom you have Impri/oned? Doth this ſhew you to have 
© a Spirit like Paul, yea, or nay f or ere you not quite contraty, like 
© to them, that perſecuted Paul? The Day hath declared it. To zhat 
* of God in you all I ſpeak, which ſhall witneſs it at the Laft Day, 1n 
* the Day of Judgement. Perſecution was blind in all Ages ; and Mad- 
© eſs and Folly ledit : Yet Perſecution got always a Form or Preſence 
* of Goalixeſs, or to talk of Religion, as in the Days of Moſes, in the 
© Days of Jeremy, 1n the Days of Chriſt, and of the Apoſtles, Come, 
« ſaith the Council, Let ws cruſh them, while they are Young ; they have 
* almoſt over-ſpread the Nation in every Corner, This is as much as to 
* ſay ; Let ws put this Birth to Death, as Pharaoh and Herod did the 
© Children : But the Lord cauſcd his T7urh the more to ſpread. For 
* you may read, what Numbers came our of Epypr ! and what Mylti- 
* zudes followed Chriſt ! Therefore, with Contideration read theſe 
* Lines, and not with Fury ; and let not Fooliſhneſs appear ; Bur 
* conſider in Humzlity your Ways you att in, and your Paths you go 
*in; and what Spzrit you are of, and what the Ezd of your Conver- 
* {ation 18, now lee : For in Love to your Souls I write, that in the 
* Dayof your Viſitation you may conſider it. 


* From him who loveth Righteouſneſs, and the eſtabliſhing of it, and 
* Truth, and Peace, ard Faith, which s by Chriſt Jeſus (Mercy 
* and Peace be multiplied among ſuch! ) But a Witneſs againſt all 
* Hypocrites, and all who have a Profeſſion, but live out of the 
* Polleſſion ; who are in az Hypocritical Religion, #» the Luſts 
* and Faſhions of the World, having a Form of Godlineſs, but 
* ſtanding again#t the Power with might and main,Sword and Staff. 
* Which things declare your Converſation and Prattices to be out of 


« Chriſt's Lite, agaznſt the Goſpel-prattice, and contrary to the 
© Manner azd Order of the Saints.

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We were continued in P7iſoz, till the next Afize : before which 1656, 
time divers Friends, both Men and Women, were ſent to Priſoy, WV 
that had been taken up by the Watches, When the Aſize was come, Lancefton 
ſeveral of theſe were called before the Judge, and Indiffed : and tho? 4kes 
the Fatler brought them into Courr, yet they Ind:&ed them, that 
they came in by Force of Arms, and in an hoſtile manner : And the 
Tudge fined them, becauſe they would not put off therr Hats, But 
we were not calied before the Jadges any more ; but they let us 

: alone. | 

Great Work we had, and Service for the Lord, both between the 
Aſſizes, and after, amongſt the Profeſſors and People of all ſorts : 
for many came to ſee us, and to reaſon with us. And Elizabeth Tre- 
lawny of Plimouth (who was the Daughter of one called a Barozet) 
berg Convinced, (as was formerly mentioned) the Prieſts and Pro- 
feſſors, and ome great Perſons of her Kindred were in a great Rage 
concerning her ; and writ Lertersto her. And [he being a Wiſe and 
Tender Woman, and tearing to give them any Advantage, ſent their 
Letters to me ; and TI anſwered them, and returned them to her 
again, for her to ſend the Azſwers ro them. Which ſhe cid : till 
growing in the Power and &pirit, and Wiſdom of God, ſhe came 
her felt to be able to Anſwer the wileſt Prieſt and Profeſſor of thein 
all; and had a Dcminion over them all in the Truth, through the 
Power of the Lora, by which ſhe was kept faithtul to her 

« Death. L 


Now, while I was in Priſon here, the Baptiſts and Fifth-Monarchy- Lanceſton 
Meu prophefied, That this Tear Chrift ſhould come, and Retgn upon Gadh, 


Earth a 1 houſand Tears. And they looked upon this Rezga to be Our- 
ward : When as he was come z#wardly in the Hearts of his People, to 
Reign and Rule there ; and theſe Profeſſors would not Receive him 
there : So they failed 1a their Prophecy and Expectation, and had not 
the Poſſeſſion of him. But Chri# is come, and doth dwell in the 
Hearts of his People ; and Reigns there: And Thouſands, at the Door 
of whoſe Hearts he hath been knocking, have opened ro him ; and 
he is come in, and doth Sp with them, and they with him, the 
heavenly Supper with the heavenly and ſpiricual Man, So miny of 
theſe Baptiſts and Monarch;-Feople turned the greatelt Enemres to the 
Poſjeſſors of Chrii# : But he Reigns in the Hearts of his Saizrsover all 
their Envy. | 

At the Afize divers Juſtices came to us, and were pretty C:vil, and 
Reaſoned of the things of God pretty ſoberly; expreſſing a Pzzy to us. 
There came alſo Capt. Fox, who was Governour of Pendennu-Caſtle, 
and lookt me in the Face, and faid never a word ; but went his ways 
to his Company : and told them ; He never ſaw a ſimpler Man in his 
Life. Icalled after him, and ſaid ; * Stay Man, we will ſee, whois 
* the ſimpler Man. Burt he went his way: 2A light, Chaſy 


Man. 


There came alſo at the 4ſize, one Thomas Lower to Viſit us : and 
he offered to give us Money, which we refuſed 3 accepting neverthe- 


leſs of his Love. He asked us many Qreſtions concerning our denying 
the Scriptures tobe the Word of God? and concerning the Sacraments, 


and ſuch like : To all which he received Satifation, And I ſpake 
e 2 unto 
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1656, unto him; and he afterwards faid : My Words were as aflaſh of Licht, 
WY WV ning, they ran ſo through him, And he ſaid, He never met with ſuch 
Lancefton wiſe Men in his Life, for they knew the Thoughts of his Heart ; and 
Gaol, were, as the wiſe Maſter-Builders of the Aſſemblies, that faſtned their 
Words, like Nails, He came to be Convenced of the 174th, and re- 
mains a Friend to this Day. When he came home to his Aunt Fam 
bley's (where he then lived) and made Repory? to her concerning us; 
She, with her Siſter Grace Billing, hearing the ſound of Truth, came 
afterwards to Viſit us in Priſoz, and was Convinced allo. And great 
Sufferings and Spoilings of Goods both he and his Aunt have undergone 
for the Trath's ſake. 

About this time I was moved to give forth the following Paper to 
Friends in the Miniſtry. 


Friends, | 
© TIN the Power of ife and wiſdom, and dread of the Lord God of life, 
© || and Heaven and Earth dwell; that in the wi/dozz of Ged over all ye 
© may be preſerved, and be a Terror to all the Adverſaries of God, and

« minion 1s over all to the Exds of the Earth ; whoſe Dominion 1s an 
« everlaſting Dominion, Throne an everlaſting Throne, Kingdom an 
* everlaſting Kz/zgdom, Power above all Powers. Therefore this is the 
* Word of the Lord God to you all : Keep in the wiſdom of God, that 
* ſpreads over all the Earth ; the wi/dom of the Creation, that is Pure 
*from Above, not deſtructive. For now ſhall Salvation go out of 
* Z:on, to Judge the Mount of Eſau : and now ſhall the Law po forth 
© from Jeruſalem, to Anſwer the Prznciple of God in all ; ro hew down 
© all Inventors and Inventions. For all the Princes of the Earth is but 
* as Air to the Power of the Lord God, which you are in, and have 
© taſted of : Therefore Lzve zz zt, that is the Word of the Loxd God to 
*youall ; and do not Abuſe it : And keep down and Low ; and take 
© heed of falſe Joys, that will Change. 
* Bring all into the Worſhip of God : Plow up the fallow Ground, 
* threſh and get out the Corr ; that the Seed, the W hear, may be ga- 
© thered into the Barx : that to the Beginning all People may come, 
© to Chriſt, that was, before the YV/orld was made. For the Chaff is 
* come upon the VVhear by Travnſereſſion + he that treadeth it out, is 
* out of Tranſgreſſion, and fathoims Tranſoreſion ; and puts a diffe-

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* rence between the preciows and the vile; and can pick out the 1656, 
* Wheat from the I ares, and gather into the Gayzey : ſo brings to the WW 
© lively Hope the Immortal Soul into Goa, out of which it came. Lancefton - 
* And none worſhips God, but who comes to the Principle of God, Gt. 
* which they have tranſgrefſed; and none are plowed up, but who 
* comes to the Principle of God in him, that he hath tranſpreliſed : 
* then he doth ſervice to God, then is the planting and the watering ; 
* and the Jacreaſe from God cometh. So the Mtiſters of the Spirit 
© muſt minifler to the Spirit, that # in Priſon, which hach been in 
© Captivity in every one ; that with the Sp:riz of Chriſt People may 
* be led out of Captivity up to Goa, the Father oi Spirits, and do ſer-

After the Afize, the Sherif, with ſome Souldzers came to guard 
a Womanto Execution, that was ſentenced to die; and we had a great 
deal of Diſcourſe with them, Oze of them wickedly ſaid, That 
Chriſt was as paſſionate a Man, as any that lived upon the Earth: tor 
which wicked Saying we rebuked him.

We thoughtit very (frange, 
that they, who profeſſed themſelves Chriſtians, ſhould make ſmall 
Matters of ſuch things: But this Fazler was very bad himlſeit, and I 
often admoniſhed him to Sobriety ; but he would Abaſe People, thar 
came to Viſit us. Edward Pyot had a Cheeſe ſent him from Briſtol 
from his Wife ; and the Jazler took the Cheeſe from him, and carried 
it to the Major, to ſearchit for Treaſonable Letters, as he ſaid: And 
though they found no Treaſon in the Cheeſe, they kept it from us. 
This Gao/er might have been made Rzc4, if he bad carried himſelf 
Civilly ; but he ſought his own Ruzn. Which ſoon after came upon 
him : For the next Year he was turned out of his Place, and for 
{ome wickedneſs was caſt into the Jail himlelf ; and there begged of 


our Friends, And for ſome Unralineſs in his Carriage, he was by 


the ſucceeding Failer put into Doomſdalze, and lockt in Irons, and 
beaten ; and bid to Remember, how he had abuſed thoſe good Men, 
whom he had wickedly, without any Cauſe, caſt into that naſty Dungeon : 
and told, That now he deſervealy ſhould ſuffer for his wickedneſs ; and 
the ſame Meaſure he had meted to others, he ſhould have meted out to 
himſelf. He grew to be very poor, and diedin Priſon ; and his Wife 
and Family came to M:ſery. 

While I was in Przſoz ia Lanceſton, there was a Friend went to 
Oliver Cromwel, and oftered himlelt Body for Body, to lie in Doomſ- 
dale-Priſon for me, or in my ſtead ; if he would take him, and let me 
g0 at Liberty, Which thing ſo ffruck him, that he ſaid to his great 
Men and Council ; VVhich of you would do fo much for me, if I were in 
the ſame Condition ? - And though he did nor accept of the Friend's 
Proffer, but ſaid, He could not do it, for that it was contrary to Law ; 


' . yet however, the Trath thereby came mightily over him. A good 


while after this he ſent down Major General Desborow, pretending 
to ſet us at Liberty : And when he came, he proffered us, If we would 
lay, VVe would go home, and preach no more, we ſhould have our 

Liberty ; 
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Liberty ;' but we could not promiſe him io. Then he urg-d, that 4656. 


we {hould promiſe to 20 home, if the Lord permit : Whereupon Edvard VV 
Pyot writ him this tollowing Letrer,

Afﬀtcr this Major Desborow came to the Caſtle-green, and there plaid 
at Bowles with the Juſtices and others. And ſeveral Friends were 
moved to go to him, and admoniſh him and them of their ſpending 
their Time ſo vainly ; bidding them Confider, That though they pro- 
feſſed themſelves to be Chriſtians, yet they gave themſelves up to their 
Pleaſures, and kept the Servants of God mean while in Priſon : and told 
them; The Loyd would plead with them, and viſit them for ſuch things, 
But noiwithſtanding what was writ or ſaid unto him, he went away, 
and left us in priſon : Yet we underſtood afterwards, that he left the 
Buſinels to Coloxzel Benner ; who had the Command of the Gaol, For 
ſometime after Bennet would have ſet us at Leberty, if we would have 
paid his Gaoler's Fees : But we told him, We could give the Gaoler zo 
Fees; for we were innocent Sufferers : and how could they expeCtt 
Fees of us, who had ſuffered ſo long wrongfully? Aﬀter a while this 
Colonel Bennet coming to Town, ſent for us to an Iz», and infiſted 
again upon Fees; which we refuſed: And at laſt the Power of the 
Lord came ſo over him, that he freely ſet us at Liberty, It was on 
the Thirteenth Day of the Seventh Month, 1656. that we were ſet at 
Liberty : and we hid been Priſoners Nin? Weeks art the firit Afſize, 
called the Lent-Afize, which was in the Spring of the Tear. 

Obſerving, while I was here a Priſozer, how much the People 
(they eſpecially, who were called the Gentry) were additted and 
given to Pleaſures, and vain Recreations ; T was moved, before I left 
the Place, to give forth ſeveral Papers, asa Warning unto them, and 
now all, that fo Mypend their Time. One of which was thus di- 
rected :

Being Releaſed, we got Horſes, and rid up into the Country towards cymall 
Humphry Lowers ; and met him upon the Road coming towards us. — 
He told us, He was much troubled in his Mind concerning us, and could 
not reſt at home ; but was going to Colonel Bennet to ſeek our Liberty. 
But when we told him, /Ve were ſet at liberty, and were going to his 
Houſe ; he was exceeding glad. So to his Houſe we went : and 
there we had a fine, precious Meetizg ; and many were Convinced, 
and turned by the Spirit of the Lord, to the Lord Jeſws Chriſt's 
Teaching. | 

From his Houſe we went to Loveday Hambleys, where alſo we had 
a fine large Meeting : and the Lord's Power was over all, and many 
_ Convinced there alſo ; and turned to the Lord Jeſus Chr;ſ#, their 

eacher, 

After we had tarried there Two or Three Days, we came to Thomas 
Mounces, where we had a general Meeting for the whole County; 
which, being very large, was held in his Orchard. Frienas from Pli- 
month were there, and from many Places; and the Lord's Power was 
overall: and a great Convincement there was in many Places of the 
Connmry, And all their Watches were down in all thoſe Conntrres ;

and all was plain and open : for the Lord had let me ſee, before I 
was ſet at Liberty, that te would make ail the Country plain before us. 
Now Thomas and Ann Curtis, with another, an A!derman ol Reading, 
who was Convinced, had come to Larceſton to ſee us, while T was a 
Priſoner : And when Ann, and the other man return:d, Thomas Cur- 
ti itaid behind in Cormwall, and did good Service for the Lord there 
at that Time. 

| From Thomas Monnce's we paſſed to Lanceſton again, and viſited 
that little Remnant of Friends,that had been raifcd up there, while we 
were there in Priſoz 3 and the Lord's Plants grew hnely, and were 
eſtabliſhed on Chriſt, their Rock and Foundation, As we were going 
out of Town again, the Conſtable of Lanceſton came running to us 
with the Cheeſe, that had been taken from Edward Pyor ; which they 
had kept from us all this while, and were tormented with it, But we, 
being now ſer ar Liberty, would not receive ir. 

From Lanceflon we came to Okington ; . and lay at an Iz», which 
the Mayor of the Town kept. He had ftopt and taken up ſeve- 
ral Friends, but was very Civil tous; ani was Convinced in his 
Judgment. 

From thence we came through the Countries to Exeter, where 
many Friends were in Priſon ; and amongſt the reft James Nayler. 
For a little before the Time, that we were let at Lrbercy, Fames run 
out into Imaginations, and a Company with him; and they raifed up 
a great Darkneſs 1n the Nation. And he came to Bri#o/, and made 
a Diſturbance there: And from thence he was coming to Laxceſfton, 
to ſee me 3 but was ſtops by the Way, and Impriſoned at Exeter : 
As were alſo ſeveral others, that were coming to ſee me; one of 
whom, an hone#, tender Man, died in Priſox there : whoſe Blood 
lieth on the Heads of his Perſecutors. 

That Night, that we came to Exeter, I ſpake with Fames Wayler : 
for I ſaw, he was out, and wrong; and fo was his Company. The 
next day, being the Firſt-day of the week, we went to the Priſon, to 
viſit the Priſoners; and had a Meeting with them in the Priſox : 
but James Nayler, and ſome of them could not flay the Meeting. 
There came a Corporal of Horſe into the Meetino, and was Convinced ; 
and remained a very good Friend. The next day I ſpake to James 
Nagyler again ; and he flizhted, what T faid, and was d«14, and much 
Out : yet he would have come, and {iſſed me. Bur I ſaid, * Since he 
© had turned againſt the Power of God, I could not receive his ſhew of 
* Kindneſs ; So the Lord God moved me to fight him, and to ſet the 
Power of God over him. So after Thad been warring with the World, 
there was now a wcked Spirit riſen up amongſt Friends to war againſt : 
and I admoniſhed him and his Company, And when he was come tro 
London, his Refiſting the Power of God in me, and the Truth that was 
declared to him by me, became one of his greateſt Burdens, but he 
came to ſee his Out-going, and to Condemn it ; and after ſome 
Time he returned to Truth again: as in the printed Relation 
C his Repertance, Condemnation and Recovery may be more fully 
cen. 
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We palled from Exeter through Collumpton and Taunton, viſiting 
Friends ; and had Meetzngs amongſt them, and declared the Word 
of Life unto them. And trom thence we came to Puddimoor, to 
William Beaton's; and on the Firſt-dzy we had a very large Meer- 
ing there. For a great Convincement there was all up and down that 
Country, and many Meetings we had, and the Lord's Power was over 
all ; and many were turned, by the Power and Spirit of God, to the 
Lord Jeſus Chriit, who died tor them, and they came to ſir under his 
free Teaching. | 

From thence we weat to Joh Dandy's, where we had another 
precious Meeting ; and the Lord's Power was over all, and many 
were Convinced of God's Eternal Truth, Some Contention was raiſed 
by Profeſſors and Baptiſts, in ſome Places; bur the Lord's Power 
came over them. From thence we came to Edward Pyo?”s houſe near 
Briſtol. Ic was the Seventh-day at Night, that we came thirher ; And 
it was quickly noiſed over the Town, that 1 was come, Now TI had 
never been there before. 

On the Firſt-day Morning | went to the Meeting in Broadmead at Bri- 
fol; and a great Meeting there was, and quier. Notice was given 
of a Meeting to be in the Afrermoon inthe Orchard, There was at 
Briſtol a rude Baptiſt, named Paul Gwiz, who had uſed before to make 
great diſturbance in our Meetings ; being encouraged and ſet on by the 
Mayor, who, as it was reported, would ſometimes give him his 
Dinner to Incourage him. And ſuch multitudes of rude People would 
he gather after him, that it was thought, there had been ſometimes 
Ten thouſand people at our Meeting in the Orchard, As I was going 
along into the Orchard, the People told me, That Paul Gwin, the 
rude, Jangling Baptilt, was going to the Meeting : But I bid them, 
© Never heed; It was nothing to me, who went to it. When 1 
was come into the Orchard, I ſtood upon the Store, that Friends uſed 
to ſtand on, when they ſpake : and T was moved of the Lord, to put 
off my Hat, and to ſtand a pretty while; and ler the People look at 
me : for ſome Thouſands of People were there. While I thus ſtood 
ſilent, this Rude Baptiit began to find Fault with my Hair ; but I ſaid 
nothing to him. Then he run on into Woras ; and at laſt, Te wiſe 
men of of Briſtol, ſaid he, I ſtrange at you, that you will ſtand here, 
and hear a Man ſpeak and affirm that, which he cannot make good. 
Then the Lord opened my Mouth (for as yet T had not ſpoken a 
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Word) And I asked the People, * Whether they ever heard me _ 
© ſpeak before: or ever ſaw me before? And I bid them, * Take 


* notice, what kind of Mar this was amongſt them, that ſhould fo 
© Impudently ſay, That I ſpake and Affirmed, that which I could not 
© make good; and yet neither he, nor they ever heard me, or ſaw me 
before. Therefore that was a /ying, envious, malicious Spirit, that 


*ſpake in him; and it was of the Devzl, and not af God, Therefore - 


©Tcharged him in the Dread and Power of the Lord, to be ſilent: And 
* the Mighty Power of God came over him, and all his Company. And

« Nay inſtead of it, and a free Miniſtry: tor he was now come to 
© Teach People himſelf, and his heavenly Day was ſpringing from on 
high. So for many hours did I declare the Word of Life amonpit 
them in the Eternal Power of God; that by him they might come 
up into the Beginning, and be Reconciled to him. And having 
rurned them to the Spirze of God in themſelves, that would lead into 
all Trath, 1 was moved to pray in the mighty Power of God; and the 
Lord's Power came over all. But when I had Cone, this Fellow began 
to babble again; and John Audland was moved to bid him Repexr, 
and fear God, So his own People and Followers being aſhamed of 
him, he paſſed away, and never came again to diſturb the Meeting. 
And the Meeting brake up quictly, and the Lord's Power and Glory 
ſhined over all: a bleſſed Day it was, and the Lord had the Praiſe. 
Aﬀeer a while this Paz! Gwin went beyond the Seas ; and many Tears 
after, I met with him again at Barbado's: of which 1n its Place, 

From Briſtol we returned to Edward Pyot's, where we had a great 
Meeting ; and the Lord's Power was over all, and Truth was decla- 
red and fpread abroad, and many were turned to Chriſt Jeſws, their 
Life, their Prophet to teach them, their Shepherd to feed them, and 
their Biſpop to overſee them. After the Meeting was done, I had 
ſome Reaſoning with ſome Profeſſors ; and the Lord's Truth and Pow- 
er came over them. 

From Edward Pyot's we paſſed to Slattenford, where we had a 
very large Meeting (Edward Pyos and another Fr:icnd being fill with 
me; ) and a great turning of People there was to the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, thicir Teacher : and People were glad, that they were broughr 
7, 20 tlicir Way, and their free Teacher, and their Saviour Chriſt 

elus, 

On the Firft-day following we went to Vathaniel Crips his Houſe, 
who had been a Juſtice of Peace in Wiltſhire ; where it was ſuppoſed, 
there were between Two and Three Thouſand People at a Meeting , 
and all was quiet: And . *the mighty Power of God was maniteit, 
* and People were turned to the Grace and T7uth in their Hearts, that 
* came by Jeſus Chrift, which would Teach them to deny all Ungodli- 
* neſs and wordly Luſts, and to live ſoberly and goaly in this preſent world. 
* So that every Man and Woman might know the Grace of Goa, 
* which had appeared ro all Men, and which was ſaving, and ſuffi- 
*cient to bring their Sa[vation, This was to be their Teacher, the 
* Grace of God, which would teach them how to live, what to do, 
* and what to deny: and would ſeaſon their Words, and eſtabliſh 
* their Hearts, And this was a free Teacher to every one of them : 
© ſo that they might come to be Heirs of this Grace, and of Chriſt, by 
*whom it came ; who hath ended the Prophers, and the Przeſts that 
tock Tithes, and the Jewiſh Temple. And as for theſe RET:

| Park-gate, 1 left him; and ar parting he deſired me to come to his : 
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« Prieſts that take 7 zzhes now, and their Temples (which Prizfts were 1656.

* Chri#) they, with all cheir [zvenrions were to be denied. For the yiliſtire. 
* Apoſtles denied the true Prieſihood and Temple, - which God had com- 


© manded, after Chriſt bad put an End thereto. So the Scriptures, 


< andthe Truths therein contained were largely opened, and the Peo- 


© ple turned to the Spzriz of God in their Hearts; that by it they 
* might be led into all Truth, and underſtand the Scriptures, and 
© know God and Chriſt, and come to have Unity with them, and one 
* with another in the ſame Spirzr. And the People went away gene- 


rally ſatisfied, and were glad, that they were turned to Chris? Jeſs, 


their Teacher and Saviour. 


The next day we went from thence to Mar/boroygh, where we had Marlebo- 
a little Meeting. And the Sons being in that Town thar day, they rough. 
were granting forth a Warrazt to ſend for me : But one Juſtice 
Exooks being at the Seſſions, ftopt them ; telling them, There was a 
Meeting at his Houle yeſterday, at which were ſeveral Thouſands. 
So the Warrant was ſfopr, and our Meeting was quiet; and ſeveral 
received Chriſt Jeſus their Teacher, and came into the New Covenart, 
and abode 1 it. 

From hence we went to Newberry, where we had a large, bleſſed 
Meeting ; and ſeveral were Convinced there. Thence we paſſed on 
ro Reading, where we had a large, precious Meeting in the Lords geading, 
Power amonglt the Plants of God; and many ot the World came in, 
and were reached, and added to the Meeting : and all was quiet, and 
tne Lord's Power was overall. Woe weat from Reading to Kingſton Kingſton 
upon Thames, where a few came in to us, that were turned to the 9 
Lord Jeſzs Chriſt : but ſince, it is become a Larger Meeting. 

Leaving A#e ſton, we rode to London, And when we came near Hide-park 
Hide-Park, we ſaw a great Concourſe of People : and looking to- 
wards them, we eſpicd the ProtedFor coming in his Coach. Wohere- 
upon I rode up to his Coach-ſide: and ſome of his Life-Guard would 
have put me away ; but he forbad them. So I rode down by his 
Coach-ſide with him, * declaring, what the Lord gave me to fay unto 
© him, . of his Cordztzon, and of the Sufferings of Friends 1n the Nati- 

* on; ſhewing him, © how contrary this Perſecution was to Chriſt and 
When we were come to James's 


Newberry 


Houſe. The next Day, one of his Wife's Maids, whoſe Name was 
Mary Sanders, came up to me at my Lodging, and ſaid ; Fer Ma- 
fter came to her, and told her, he would tell her ſome good News: And 
when ſhe asked him, ' What it was ? He told her, George Fox was 
come to Town, She replied, That was goed News indeed (tor ſhe was 
one, that had received Truth) but ſhe ſaid, She could hardly believe 
him; till he told her, how I met him, and rode from Hide-Park down 
zo James's Park with him, | 

After a little time Edward Pyot and I went to Whitehall: And 
when we came before him, there was one called Dy. Owen, Vice- 
chancellor of Oxford, with him. We were moved to *ſpeak to Oliver 
* Cromwel concerning the Sufferings of Friends, and laid them before 
*him; and direQ&ed him to the Liehr of Chriſt, who had enlight-

© have invented, their Maſs, their Common-Prayer, their Direttory,

« deſtroyed about Church-Worſhip and Religion, as faith Chriſt; who 
« alſo ſaid, He came net to deſtroy Men's Lives, but to ſave them. 
* Now they, that know not, what Sp7rit they be of, but will perſecute 
« and deſtroy Men's Lives, and not ſave them; we cannot truſt obr 
« Bodjes, Souls nor Spirits into their hands: They know not, whacr

When they conſidered, what a 
Charge it would be tothe, to ſend up a Party of Zorſe with me, they 
alter'd their purpoſe ; and concluded,to ſend me up guarded only by the 
Failer and ſome Bayliffs. But upon further Conſideration they found, 
that would be a grea: Charge to them alſo : and thereupon ſent for me 
down from the Priſon into the Fazler's Houſe, and rold me, If T would 
put in Bail, that | would bein Lo»don ſuch a Day of the Term,l ſhould 
have leave to go up with ſome of my, own Friends. I told them, I 
would neither put in any. Bail, nor give one piece of Silver to the 
Failer ; for | was an ſnnocent Man, and they had Impriſoxed me 
wrongfully, and laid a falſe Charge upon me. Nevertheleſs, I faid, If 
they would let me go up with one or #wo-of my Friends, to bear me 
Company,l might go up,and be in Zoxdon ſuch a Day,if the Lord did 
permit ; and if they deſired it,Z,or any of my Friends, that went with 
me, would carry up their Charge againſt my ſelf. So at laſt, when 
they ſaw, they could do no otherwiſe with me, the Sheriff yielded, 
and came under ; conſenting, that 7 ſhould come up, with ſome of my 
Friends, without any other Eugagement, than my Word, as aforeſaid, to 
appear before the Judges at London ſuch a day of the Term, if the Lord 
did permit, Whereupoen.| was ſet aut of Priſon, and went to Swarth- 
more ; where I ſtay'd:zwo or three days ; and from thence went to 
Lancaſter again, and ſo to. Preſton ; having Meetings amongſt Friends 
in the way, till I came into Cheſhire to William Gandy's ; where was 
a large Meeting without'Doers (the Houſe not being ſufficient to con- 
tain it.) That Day the Lord's everlaſting Seed was ſet over all, and 
Friends were turned to it, who 1s the Hei of the Promiſe.

Anthony Bickliff's; and at Non-Eaton, at a Prieſt's Widow's Houſe, we 
had a bleſſed Meeting, wherein the everlaſting Word of Life was pow- 
erfully declared, and many ſettled in it. Then Travelling on again 
chrough the Countries, viſiting Friends Meetings, as I went, in about 
three Weeks time from my coming out of Priſox, I came to Londoy; 
Richard Huberthorn and Robert Withers being with me. 

When we came to Charing-Croſs, there were Multitudes of People 
gathered together, to ſee the Buraing of the Bowels of ſome of them, 
that _ been the 01d King's Judges, and had been hanged, draws and 
quartered. | 

We went next Morning to Jadge Mallet's Chamber, who was put- 
ting on his Hed Gown, to go fit upon {ome more of the King's Judges : 
He was then very peeviſh and froward ; and faid, I might come ano- 
ther times, We | went another time to his Chamber, and then there 
was with him Judge Foſter, who was called the Lord Chief Juſtice of 
England: Wixh me was one called Eſquire Marſh, who was one of the 
Bed-Chamber to the King. When we had delivered to the Judges the 
Charge, that was againſt me, and they had read to thoſe Words, That 7 
and my Friends were Imbroiling the Nation in Blood, &&c. they ſtruck 

| their 
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their Hands on the Table. Whereupon I told them, I was the Man, 1 660. 
whom that Charge wag againſt ; but [ was as Innocent of any ſach thing, WY 
as a new-born Child, and had brought it up my ſelf : and ſome of my -ondon. 


Friends came up with me withont any Guard. As yet they had nor 
minded my at ; but now, ſeeing my Hat on, they ſaid, What, did 
I ſtand with my Hat on! | told them, I did not ſtand fo in any Con- 
tempt to them. Then they commanded one to take it off : And 
when they had called for the Marſhal of the Xing's-Bench, they ſaid to 
him ; You muſt take this Man, and ſecure him : but you muſt ler 
him have a Chamber, and not put him amongſt the Prifoners. My 
Lord , ſaid the Marſhal, I have no Chamber to put him into; my 
Houſe is ſo full,that I cannot tell where to provide a Room for him,bur 
amongſt the Priſoners. Nay, {aid the Fudges, you muſt not put him 
amongſt the Priſoners. But when he ſtill anſwered, He had no other 
place to put me in; Judge Foſter daid to me, Will you appear to mor- 
row about Ten of the Clock, at the King's Bench: Bar in Weſtminſter- 
Hall? 4 ſaid, Yes, if the Lord.give me Strength. Then ſaid Fudge 
Foſter to the other Judge, If he ſay Tes, and promiſes it, you may ps. 
his Word : So was diſmiſſed for.that time. And next day I appeared 


at the Xing's Bench-Bar at the hour appointed, Reberr Withers, Richard kg 
Hubenthorn, and that Eſquire Marſh .befare.named going with me. 1 g,,, 


was brought into the middle of the Court ;. and.as.ſoon as I was come 
in, I was moved.to look abont, and turning,to, the People, ſaid, Peace 
be among you ; and the Power of .the Lord{prang_.aver the Court. The 
Charge againſt me was read .openly : .the\People were mcderate, and 
the Judges cool and loving ; andthe Lord's Mercy was trothem. But 
when they came to that part of it, which ſaid, That I and my Friends 
were Imbroiling the Nation in Blaod, and raiſing a new War ; and that 
T was an Enemy to the King, &c. they lifted up their hands. Then, 
ſtretching out my Arms, I faid, © I am the the Man, whom that 
* Charge is againſt ; but I am as Jarocent, as a Child, concerning the 
* Charge, and;have never.learned ,any:War-Peſfares. And, ſaid I, do 
* ye think, that .if 7 and my Friends had . been ſuch Men, as the 
* Charge declares, that I would have Brought it up my {elf againſt my 
«ef > Or that I ſhould have beed ſuffered to come up with only oxe 
* or two of my Friends with me 2 For. had.I.been ſuch, a Man, as this 
* Chargeſets forth,l had nzed: have. been guarded up with a Zroop or two 
* of Horſe. But the Sheriff and Magiſtrate. of Lancaſhire had thought 
* fit_to let. me and my, Friends come up with. it, our ſelves, almoſt zwo 
* hundred Miles, without. any. Gxard at all ; which ye may be ſure, 
* they would not have done, if they had looked upon me to be ſuch 
*a Man. Then the Fudge asked me, :Whether it. ſhould be Filed 2 or 
what I would do with it ?: E an{wered, Ye are Judges, and. able (I 
hope) to Fadge in this matter : therefore do with it, what ye will : 
for Iam the Man theſe Charges are againſt ; and here ye ſee, I have 
brought them up my:felf : -Do, ye what ye will.-with them, I leave it 
to-you. Then Judge Twiſden beginning to. ſpeak. ſome angry Wards, 
lappealed to Fudge Foſter and Judge Mallet, who had: heard. me over- 
night. Whereupon they faid, They did not accuſe me, for tney had no- 
" thing againſt me. Then ſtood up he that was called Eſquire Marſh, 

who was of the King's Bed-Chamber, and told the Judges, /t was the 
King,s 
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King's Pleaſure that I ſhould be ſet at Liberty, ſeeing no Accuſer came

King and Council, I ſaid, Tes, with a good Will. Thereupon they 
ſent the Sheriff's Return, which he made to the Writ of ZYabeas Cor- 
pus, conraimng the matter charged againſt me in the Mittimus, to 


the Xing, that he might ſee, for what I was Committed. Now the 


Return of the Sheriff of Lancafter was thus : 


T Vertue of his Majeftys Writ to me direfled, and hereunto an- 
B nexed, I certifie, that before the Receipt of the ſaid Writ, George 
Fox, in the ſaid Writ mentioned, was committed to his Majeſties Fatl, 
at the Caſtle of Lancaſter, in my Cuftody, by a Warrant from Henry 
Porrer, Eſq. one of his Majeſty's Juſtices of Peace within the County 
Palatine aforeſaid, bearing Date the Fifth of June now laſt paſt ; for 
that he, the ſaid George Fox, was generally ſuſpetted to be a common Di- 
Sturber of the Peace of this Nation, an Enemy to our Sovereign Lord 
the King, and a chief Upholder of the Quakers Sef ; and that he, to- 
gether with others of his Fanatick Opinion, have of late endeavoured to 
make Inſurrettions in theſe parts of the Country, and to Imbroil the whole 
Kingdom in Blood. And this is the Cauſe of his taking and detaining. 
Nevertheleſs, the Body of the ſaid George Fox I have ready before 
Thomas Mallet X»ight, one of his Majeſty's Fuſtices, aſſigned to hold 
Pleas before his ſaid Majefty, at bis Chamber in Sergeants lon 7» Fleet- 
ſtreet, to do and receive thoſe things, which his Majeſties ſaid Fuſtite 
fhall determin concerning him in this behalf, as by the aforeſaid Writ a 
required.

Thus, afrer I had been a Priſoxer ſomewhat more than Twenty London. 


Weeks, I was freely ſet at liberty, by the Xing's Command; the Lord's 
Power having wonderfully wrought for the clearing ot my. Imnocency ; 
and Porter, who committed me, not daring to Appear, to make gvod 
the Charge he had talſly ſuggeſted againſt me. Bur atier it was known, 
I was 7 ure) there was a Company of envious, wicked Spirits, 
that were troubled I was ſet at Lzberty ; and Terror took hold of Ju- 
Rice Porter : For he was afraid, I would take the advantage of the 
Law againſt him for my wrong Impriſonment, and thereby undo him, 
his Wife and Children. And indeed, I was put on by fome in Au- 
thority, to have made him, and the reſt, Examples : But I laid, I 
ſhould leave them to the Lord ; if the Lord did forgive them, I ſhould 
not trouble my ſelf with them, | 
Now did I ſee the End of the Travel, which T had had in my fore 
Exerciſe at Reading : for the everlaſting Power of the Lord was over 
all, and his bleſſed Truth, Life and Light thined over the Nation, and 
great and glorious Meetings we had, and very quiet; and many flock- 
ed in unto the Truth. For Richard Hubberthorn had been with the 
King, and the King ſzaid, None ſhould moleſt us. ſo long as we lived 
peaceably ; and premiſed this to us upon the Word ot a King ; tcl- 
ling him, We might make uſe of his Promiſe. Some Friends allo were 
admitted to go into the Houſe of Lords, before them and the Biſhops, 
and had liberty given them to declare their Reaſons, Why they could 
not pay 7Tithes, nor Swear, nor go to the Szeeplehouſe-Worſhip, or join 
with others in Worſhip : and they heard them moderately. And there 
being about Seven Hundred Friends in Priſon in the Nation, who had 
been committed under 0/iver's and Richard's Government, upon Con- 
tempts (as they call them,) when the Xing came in, he ſer them all at 
Liberty. For there ſeemed at that time an Inclination and Zetention 
in the Goverment to have granted Friexds Liberty, becauſe they were 
ſenſible, that we had ſuffered, as well as they, in the former Power's 
days. .But till, when any thing was going forward in order thereun- 
to, ſome dirty Spirits or other, that would ſeem to be for us, threw 
ſomething in the way to ſtop it. It was ſaid, there was an Infru- 
ment drawn up, for Confirming our Liberty, and that it only wanted 
Signing ; when on a ſuddain that wicked Attempt of the Fifth-Mo- 
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: 660. narchy-People brake forth, and put the City and Natzow in an Up- 
WS roar. This was on a FirF-Day Night ; and very glorious Meetings

we'had-had thatDay, wherein the Lord's Truth fhined over all, and 
his Power was .exalred above all : Burt about M17d-night, or ſoon aſter, 
the Drums beat, and the-Cry was, Arm, Arm. TT got up out of Bed, 
and in the Morning took Boat, and Landing at Whitehall Stairs, wal- 
ked through Whitehall. They looked ſtrangely on me there ; but I 


pafſed through them, and went to the Pell-Mell, whither divers 


Friends came to me, though it was now grown.dangerous paſſing the 
Streets : For by this time borh the City and Suburbs were up in Arms, 
and exceeding rude the People and Souldjers were ; inſomuch that.a 
Friend, Henry Fell, going to a Friends Houſe, the Soldiers knockt 
him down : and he'had been k:/led, if the Dake of Tork had not come 
by. Great Miſchief was done in the City this Week ; and when the 
next Firſt- Day came, that Friends went to their Meetings, as the 

uſed to do, many were taken Priſoners. I ſtay'd .at rhe Pe//-mell, in- 
tending to be at the Meeting there : Bur on the Seventh-Day at Night, 
a Company of Troopers came, and knockt at the Door. The Maid let- 
ting them in, they ruſhed into the Houſe, and firait daid hold upon 
me : and there being amongſt them one, that had ſerved under the 
Parliament, he clapt his Hand to my Pocket, and asked, Whether 7 
had any Piſtols 2 I told him, He knew, I did not uſe to carry Piſtols ; 
why therefore did he ask ſuch a Queſtion of me, whom he knew tobe 
a Peaceable Man > Others of the Souldiers run up into the Chambers, 
and there found in Bed that Squire Marſh before mentianed; who, tho' 
he was one of the King's Bed-Chamber, out of his love to me, came, 
and lodged where I did. When they came down again, they daid, 
Why ſhould we take this Man away with us We will let bim alone. Oh, 
ſaid the Parliament-Souldier, he is one of the Heads, and a chicf Ring- 
leader. Upon this the Souldiers were taking me away ; but <= 
Marſh hearing of it, he ſent for him that Commanded the Party, and 
deſired him to ler me alone ; for he would {ee me forth-coming in 
the Morning. In the Morning, before they could fetch me, and betore 
the Meeting was gathered, there came a Company of Foot to the Houſe ; 
and one of them drawing out his Sword, held it over my Head. I 
asked him, Wherefore he drew his Sword at a Naked Man £ At which 
his Fellows being aſhamed, bid him, put up his Sword. Theſe Foot- 


4 F. taken Souldiers took me away to Whitehall, before the Troopers came for me.

As I was going out, ſeveral Friends were coming in to the Meeting, 
whoſe Boldnels and Cheariulneſs I commended, and encouraged them 
to perſevere therein, When was brought to Whzteball, the Soldiers 
and People were exceeding rude ; yet I declared Truth to them : But 
ſome great Perſons coming by, who were very full of Envy, Whet, 
ſaid they, do ye let bim Preach £ Pat him into ſuch a place, where be 
may not ſtir. So into that place they put me, and the Soldiers watch- 
ed over me: Itold them, Though rhey could confine my Body, and 
ſhur that up ; yet they could not ſtop up the Word of Life. Some 
thereupon came, and asked me, What I was ? I told them, I was a 
Preacher of Righteouſneſs. Aiter I had been kept there 2wo or three 
Hours, Marſh ſpake ta him, that was called the Lord Gerrard; 
and he came, and bid them fect me at liberty. Then the Marſhal, 

when 
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when I was diſcharged, demanded Fees. I told him, I could nor give 1660. 
him any ; neither was it our Practice : And I asked him, How he Yo 
could demand Fees of me, who was Innocent 2 Nevertheleſs, I tolg #®#*#-: 
him, in my own Freedom I would give him 7wo Pence, to 
make him and the Souldiers drink : But they ſhouted at that, and 
rook it diſdainfully. So I told them, If they would not accept it, 
chooſe they : for I ſhould give themno Fees. Then weat I through 
the Guards, the Lord s Power being over them ; and after I had de. 
clared Truth to the Guards and Souldiers, I went up the Streets with 
two Iriſh Colonels, that came trom Whiteha/, and went to an 7s, 
where many Friends were at that time Priſoners, under a Guard. I de- 
ſired thoſe Colonels to ſpeak to- the Guard to let me go in, to viſit my 
Friends, that were Priſoners there : but they would not. Then I 
ſtept to the Centry, and deſired him to let me go up ;- and he did fo. 
While I was there,the Sox/diers went to the PeZ Mel again, to ſearch 
for me there : but not finding me, they turned towards the Zu, and 
bid all come our, that were not Priſoxers ; ſo they went out. Surl 
asked the Souldiers, that were within, Whether I might not ſtay there a 
while with my Friends 2 And they ſaid, Tes. ' I ſtay'd a while, and 
fo eſcaped their Hands again. Towards Night. I went down to the 
PeB-MeP, to ſee, how it was with the Friends there ; and after I had 
ſtay'd a while, I went up into the City. Great Rifling - of Fou- London. 
fes there was at this time, to ſearch for People + bur I went to a pri- 
vate Friend's Houſe, and Richard Huberthors was with me. There 
we drew up aDeclarationagainſt Plots and Pightings, to be preſented 
tothe Xing and' Council : Bur when we had finifhed it, and fent ir to 
the Preſs, 1t was taken in the Preſs. 

Upon this Inſurreftion of the Fifth Monarchy- Men, great Havock was 
made both in City and Country, ſo that it was dangerous for ſober Peo- 
ple to ſtir abroad for ſeveral Weeks after ; and hardly could either 
Men or Women go up and down the Streets to buy Proviſions for 
their Families, without being abuſed. - In the Countries they. drag- 
ged Men and Women out af their Houſes,. and ſome Sick Men out of 
their Beds by the Legs. Nay, one Mar, that was in a Fever, the 
Sauldiers dragged out of hisBed tp Priſon ; and when he was brought 
thither, he died. His Name was Thomas Pachyr. | 

Margaret Fell went to the King, and told him, what ſad Work 
. there was in the Czty, and 1n the Nation; and ſhewed him, that we 
were an nnocent, peaceable People, and that we muſt keep our Meer- 
ings, as we uſed to do, whatever we ſuffered : but that it concerned 
-n to ſee, that Peace was kept, that ſo no Iwnocent Blood might be 

ed. | 

Now were the Priſoas every where filled with Friexds, and others, 
in C#y and Country ; and the Pof7s were o laid, for the ſearching of 
Letters, that none could paſs unſearched : Yet we heard of ſeveral 
Thouſands of our Friends, that were caſt into Priſon in ſeveral places 
throughout the Nation; and Margaret Fell carried an Account of them 
to the Xing and Council, The next Week we had an Account of /e- 
wveral Thouſands more, that were caſt into Priſon :* and ſhe went, and 
laid them alſo before the Xing and his Council, They wondered, how 
we could have ſuch Intelligence, ny they had given ſuch #7rif

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Charge for the intercepting of all Letters : But the Lord did fo order 


SY it, that we had an Account, notwithſtanding all their Steppings. For

© ings procced from the Laſts of Men, as Fam. 4. 1, 2, 3. out of which 


© Lyſts the Lord hath redeemed us ; and ſo. out. of the Occafton of: War - 


« the occaſion of which War, and. the War itfelt ' ( wherein envious 
© Men, who are lovers of themſelves more than lovers of God, .Zu/?, 
« X/l, and defire to have Men's Lives or Eftates) ariſeth from the 
* Luft. All Bloody Principles and Pradtices We (as to our own particu- 
* lar) do utterly deny ; with all outward Wars and Szrife, and Fight-

* the Spirit of Chriſt, which leads us 1nto all Truth, will never move 
* us to Fight and War againſt any Man with-outward Weapons, nei- 
* ther for the Kingdom of Cbrift, nor for the Xingdoms of this World. 

« Firſt, Becaulc the Kingdom of Chriſt God will exalt, according to 
« his Promiſe, and cauſe it to grow and flouriſh in Righteouſneſs ; Not

« Lord, Zech.4.6. So thoſe that uſe any Weapon to Fight for Chriſt,

© God's Power, and its effeQtual Operation inthe Hearts of Men) the

© Stoned, Wounded, Stocked, Whipped, Impriſoned, Haled out of Syma- 
* pogues, calt into Dungeons 'and Nozſom Vaults, where many have 
* tied in Bonds, thut up trom our Friends, denied needful Suſtenance 
©*for many days together ; with other the Ike Cruelties. And the 
Cauſe of all theſe-our Sufterings ts not for any. Evil, bur for things re- 
«* Jating toithe Worſhip of our God, and in obeUtence to his Requirings 
© of us ; For which Canſe we ſhall freely give up our Bodies a Sacrifice, 
* rather than diſobey the Lord: For we know, as the Lord hath kept 
©,us :[ynocent, ſo he will plead our Cauſe, when there is none in the 
«Farthito plead it. So we, in Obedience nnto his Truth,do not love 
* our Lives unto-Death, that we may do-his Wil, and wrong no Man 
* j1 our Generation ; but ſeek the Good and Peace of all Men. And 
he that hath commanded us, That we ſhall not Swear at all, Matth, 
* 5. 34. hath alſocommanded us, That we ſhall not Kill, Matth. 5, $0 
* that we «can netther X7// Men, nor Swear tor, nor againſt them. And 
© this is both our Principle and Praftice, and hath been from the Be- 
*.5nning 4 ſo that if we ſuffer, as ſuſpedted to take up Arms, or make

© is, Nor Ever Was In our Hearts, ſince we'owned the 7rurh of God ; 
© neither ſhall we ever do u : becaufe 4t 4s contrary to the Spirit of

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WY This Declaration did ſomewhat clear the Dark Azr, that was over 
Loadon. the City and Conntry. And ſoon after the Xing gave forth a Procla- 

mation, That no Soldiers ſhould go to ſearch any Houſe, but with a Con- 
flable. But the Fails were ſtill tall, many Thouſands of Friends be- 
ing in Priſon 1n the Nation : Which Miſchief was occaſioned by that 
wicked Riſing of thoſe Fifth-Monarchy- Men. But when thoſe of them, 
that were taken, came to be executed, they did us that Right, to 
clear us openly, from having any hand in, or Knowledge of their Plox. 
And after that the King, being continually Importuned 'thereunto, 
Iſſued forth a Declaration, That Friends ſhould be ſet at liberty, with- 
out paying, Fees. But great Labour and Travel, Care and Pains was 
taken init, before this was obtained ; tor Thomas Moor and Margaret 
Fell went often to the King about it, | 
Much Blood was ſhed this Year ; many of them, that had been 
the 01d King's Judges, being hanged, drawn and quartered. And amongſt 
them,that fo ſuffcred,Co/. Hacker was one; he who fent me Priſoxer from 
Leiceſter to London in Oliver's time : of which an Account is given be- 
fore. A ſad Day it was, and a Repaying of Blood with Blood. For 
in the time of 0. Cromwel, when ſeveral Men were put to Death by 
him, being hanged, drawn and quartered for pretended 7reafons; [ 
felt from the Lord God, that their Blood would not be put up, but 
would be required : And I faid as much then to ſeveral. And now, 
upon the Xng's Return, when ſeveral of them that had been againſt 
the Xing, were put to Deathyas the others, that were for the King, 
had been before by Oliver : This was ſad Work, deſtroying of People 
contrary to the Nature of Chriſtians, who have the Nature of Lambs 
and Sheep. But there was a Secret Hand in bringing this Day upon 
that Zypocritical Generation of Profeſſors ; who being got into Power, 
grew Proud, Haughty and Cruel beyond others, and perſecuted the 
People of God without pity. Therefore when Friends were under 
cruel Perſecutions and Sufferings in the Common-wealth's time, I was mo- 
ved of the Lord to write unto Friends, to draw up their Sufferings, 
and lay them before the Juſtices at their Sefionus. Andif they would 
not do them Juſtice, then -to lay it before the Judges at the. Aſize - 
And if they would not do them Fuſtzce, then to lay it before the Pgg+ 
liament, and before the Protefor and his Council ; that they mighr UW 
ſee, what was done under their Government: And if they would not do 
FJuſtice,then to lay it before the Lord; who would hear the Cries of the 
Oppreſſed, and of the Widows and Fatherleſs, that they had made 10. 
For that which we ſuffered for, and which our Goods were ſpoiled for, 
it was for our Obedience to the Lord in his Power and in his Spirir, 
who was able to help and to ſuccour ; and we had no Helper in the 
Earth, but him. And he did hear the Cries of his People, and did 
bring an overflowing Scourge over the Heads of all our Perſecutors ; 
which brought a zaking, and a Dread,and a Fear amongſt and on them 
all : So that they, who had nick-named us (who are the Childrey of 
Light) and in ſcorn called us Quakers, the Lord made them Quake ; 
and many of them would have been glad to have hid themſelves a- 
mongſt us :. and ſome of them, through the Diſtreſs that came upon 


them, did at length come to Confeſs ro the Truth, Oh* the daily 
Reproaches 


mum__s 
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Reproaches, Revilings and Beatings we underwent amongſt them, even x 669. 
in the High-ways, becauſe we could not pat off our Hats to them ; (oY W 
and for ſaying Thou and Thee to them! Oh! rhe Favock and Spoz] London. 


the Priefts made of our Goods, becauſe we could not pur into their 
Mouths, and give them 7zthes ? Beſides caſting into Priſons ; and 
beſides the great Fines laid upon us, becauſe we could not Swear / 
Bur for all theſe things did the Lord God plead with them. Yet ſome 
of them were ſo hardened in their Wickedneſs, thar, when they were 
turned out of their Places and Offices, they faid ; If they had Power, 
they would do the ſame again. And when this Day of overturning was 
come upon them, they faid ; 7? was all long of us. Wheretore I was 
moved to write to them, and to ask them, ©*Did we ever refiſt them, 
* when they took away our Plowghs and Plough-Gears, our Carts and 
* Horſes, our Corn and Cattel, our Kettles and Platters from us, and 
* whipt us, and fet us in the Szocks, and caſt us into Priſon; and all 
© this only for ſerving and worſhipping God 1n Spirit and Truth, and 
* becauſe we could not Conform to their Religions, Manners, Cuſtoms 
* and Faſhions £ Did we ever reſiſt them? Did we not give them our 
* Backs to beat, and our Cheeks to pull off the Hair, and our Faces 
© to ſpit on 2 Had not their Prief#s, that prompted them on to 
* ſuch Work, plucked them with themſelves into the Ditch? Why then 
* would they ſay, /* was all lowg of us? when it was long of them- 
« ſelves, and their Prieſts, their þ/ind Prophets, that followed their own 
* Spirits,and could fore-ſce nothing ot theſe times and things, that were 
* come upon them, which we had long forewarned them of ; as Je- 
* remiah and Chriſt had forewarned Jeruſalem. And they thought to 
* have wearicd us out, and ardone us; but they andid themſelves : 
* Whereas we could praiſe God, notwithſtanding all their plundering of 
* us, that we had a Kettle, and a Platter, and an Horſe, and Plow ſtill. 


Many ways were theſe Profeſſors warned, toth by Word, by Writing 
and by Sigas ; but they would beheve none, till it was too late. 
William Sympſon was moved of the Lord to go at ſeveral times for 
Three Tears, Naked and Bare-foot before them, as a Sign unto them, 
in Markets, Courts, Towns, Cities, to Prieſts Houſes, and to Great 
Men's Houles, telling them ; So ſhould they be all ſtripped Naked, as 
he was ſtripped Naked! And ſometimes he was moved to put on Hair- 
Sack-cloth, and to beſmear his Face, and to tell them ; So woxld the Lord 
God beſmear all their Religion, as he was beſmeared ! Great Sufferings 
did that poor Man undergo, fore Whippings with Horſe-whips and 
Coach-whips on his bare Body, grievous Sronings and Impriſonments in 
three years time, before the King came in, that they might have taken 
Warning , but they would not ; but rewarded his Love With cruel 
ſage. Only the Major of Cambridge did nobly to him ; for he put 
his Gown about him, and took him into his Houle. 

Another Friend, one Rebert Huntington, was moved of the Lord 
to go into Carliſle-Steeple-houſe with a White Sheet about him, amongſt 
the great Presbyterians and Tudependents there, to ſhew them, thar 
the Surplice was coming up again: and he put an Halter abour 
his Neck, to ſhew them, That an ater was coming upon them : 
which was fulfilled upon fome of our Perſecators not long after.

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x660. Another, whoſe Name was Richard Sale, living near Weſt-Cheſter, 
Wo and being ConfFable of the place, where he lived, had a Friend tent 
London. to him with a Paſs, (whom thoſe wicked Profeſſors had taken up for 
a Vagabond, becauſe he travelled up and down in the Work of the 
Miniftry) and this Conſtable being convinced by the Friend, that was 
thus brought to him, gave him his Paſs and Liberty ; and was after- 
wards himſelf caſt into Priſon, After this, on a Lefture-day, this 
Richard Sale was moved to go to the Szeeple-houſe in the time of 
their Worſhip, and to carry thoſe perſecuring Prieſts and People a 
Lanthorn and Candle, as a Figure of their Darkneſs : But they cruelly 
abuſed him, and hike dark Profeſſors, as they were, they put him into 
their Priſon, called Little-Eaſe ; and lo ſqueezed his Body therein, that 
not long after he Died. Many Warnings of many ſorts were Friends 
moved 1n the Power of the Lord togive unto that Generation ; which 
they not only rejected, but abuſed Friends, calling us Giddy-headed 
Buakers : But God brought his Judgments upon thoſe Perſecating 
Prieſts and Magiſtrates. For when the King came in, moſt of them 
were turned out ot their P/aces and Benefices ; and the Spozlers were 
Spoiled : And then we could ask them, Who were the Giddy-heads 
now? Then many did confeſs, we had been True Prophets to the 
Nation ; and ſaid, Zad wecried againſt ſome Prieſts only, they ſhould 
have liked us then ; but we crying againſt 4/4, that made them dif- 
like us : But now they did fee, that thoſe PrieFFs, which then were 
looked upon to be the Zeſt, were as bad as the Reſf. For indeed, ſome 
of thoſe, that were counted the moſt-Eminent Prieſts, were the bit- 
tereſt and greateſt Stirrers up of the Magiſtrates to Perſecution : And 
it was a Fudgment upon them, to be denied the Free Liberty of their 
Conſciences, when the Xing came in ; becauſe when they were upper- 
moſt, they would not have had Liberty of Conſcience been granted un- 
to others. For there was one Hewes of Plymouth, a Prieſt of great 
Note in 0l:ver's Days, who, when ſome Liberty was granted, pray'd, 
That God would put it into the Hearts of the Chief Magiſtrates of the Na- 
tion, to remove this curſed Toleration : And others of them prayed 
againſt ir, by the name of ntolerable Toleration. But a while ater, 
when the Xing was come in, and Prieſt Z7ewes turned out of his great 
Benefice, tor not Conforming to the Common-Prayer; a Friend of Ply- 
mouth meeting with him, asked him, Whether he would account Tole- 
ration Accurſed now 2 And Whether he would not now be glad of a To- 
leration 2 To which the Prieſt returned no A»ſwer, fave by the tha- 
king of his Head. Buras ſtiff as this fort of Men were then againſt 
Toleration, it is well known, that many of them petitioned the Xing 
for Toleration, and for Meeting: Places ; and paid for Licences too. 
But to return to the preſent Time, the latter end of the Year 1660. 
and beginning of 1661. 

Although rhoſe Friends, that had been [mpriſoned upon the Riſing 
of thoſe Monarchy-Men, were ſet at Liberty; yet Meetings were much 
diſturbed ; and great Sufferings Friends went under ; For beſides 
what was done by Officers and Souldiers, many wild Fellows and 
rude People often came in. There came one time, when I was at 
Pell-Mell, an Embaſſador with a Company of Iriſh Men with rude 

Fellows : The Meering was done before they came, and I was gone 


up . 


a. 
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up into a Chamber, where I heard one of them ſay, he would #7/ 1660. 
all the Quakers. So I went down to him, and was moved in the WWVx 
Power 'of the Lord to ſpeak to him : and I told him, The Law ſaid, London. 
An Eye for an Eye, and a Tooth for a Tooth: but thou tiireatens 70 
kill al the Quakers, though they have done thee no hurt. Bur faid I, 
here is Goſpel tor thee: Here's my Hair, and here's my Cheek, and here's 
my Shoulder, turning it to him. This came fo over him, that he 
and his Companzons {ſtood as Men amazed, and ſaid ; It that was our 
Principle, and it. we were as we ſaid, they never faw the like in their 
Lives. I told them, What I was in Words, I was the fame in Life. 
Then the Embaſſador came in ( for he had ſtood without ; lor he ſaid, 
that Iriſh Colonel was ſuch a deſperate Man, that he durſt not come in 
with him, for fear, he ſhould have done us ſome Miſchief: ) but Truth 
came over him, and he carried himſelf lovingly towards us ; and ſo | 
did the Embaſſador alſo : for the Lord's Power was over them all. 

At Mile-End Friends were kept out of their Meering-Place by Soul- 
diers ; but Friends ſtood Nobly in the Truth, and were Valiant for 
the Lord's Name : and at laſt the Truth gave them Dominion. 

About this time we had Account, that Fohn Love, a Friend, that 
was moved to go and bear Teſtimony againſt the do/atry of the Papiſts, 
was dead in Priſon at Rome ; and it was fulpeCted,he was privately put 
to Death in Priſon. Fohn Perrot was alſo Priſoxer there ; and being 
releaſed, came over again : Bur after his Arrival here, he with 
Charles Baily, and ſome others,turned afide from the 2nity of Friends 
and Truth, Whereupon 1 was moved to give forth a Paper, declaring, 
how the Lord wou'ld þlaft them all, both him and his Fo!lowers ( if 
they did not Repent and Return) and that they ſhould wither, like 
the Graſs on the Fouſe-top : and ſo many of them did ; but others of 
them returned and repented. 

Alſo before this time we received Account from New-England, 
© That the Government there had made a Law to Baniſh the Quakers 
* out of their Colonies, upon pain of' Death, in caſe they returned ; and 
* that ſeveral of our Friends, having been ſo baniſhed, and returning, 
* were thereupon taken, and aQtually Zaxged: and -that divers more 
© were1nPriſon, in danger of the like Sextexce to be executed upon 

* them. Whenthoſe were put to Death, I was in Priſon at Lancaſter, 
and had a perfe& Senſe of their Sufferings, as though it had been 
my felf; and as though the Zalter had been put about my own 
Neck ; though we had not at that time heard of ir. But as ſoon 
as we heard of it, Edward Burrough went to the King, and told bim ; 
There was a Vein of Innocent Blood opened in his Dominions, which, 
if it - were not ſtopt, would over-run all. To which the King replied, 
But I will flop that Vein. Edward Burrough ſaid ; Then do it ſpeedi- 
ly ; for we know not, how many may toon be put to Death. The 
King anſwered, As ſpeedily, as ye will. Call (ſaid he to ſome preſeat) 
the Secretary , and I will do it preſently So the Secretary being cal- 
led, a Mandamus was forthwith granted. A Day or two after, E/. 
Burrough going again to the King, to defire, the matter might be 
expedited ; the King ſaid, He had no Occaſion at preſent to ſend a 
Ship thither : but it we would fend one, we might do it, as ſoon as 
we would. Ed. Burrough then asked the Xing, If it would pleaſe him, 
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$ and ſome ow ſtony ground, ana ſome on thorny ground: The Seed is 


WY V * the word, the Son of Man is the Seeds-man, He that hath an Ear, let 


London, 


$ him hear, (Mat. 13.) Now look, all ye Profeſſors, which Ground 
*yeare? And what ye%Hhave brought forth ? And whether the wicked 
© Seeds-man hath not gor his Seed into your Ground ? He that hath an 
© Ear, let him hear it, And come, read another Parable, of the 
* Houſholder, hiring Labourers to go into the Vireyard, and agreeing 
* with every Man for a Penny, (Mat. 20.) Every Man 1s ro have his 
* Penny; the La# that went in, as well 2s the Fir#: and the La# 
© ſhall be Firſt, and the Firſt ſhall be Laſt ; for many are called, but 
© few are choſen, He that hath an Ear, let him hear. There 1s a 
* Promiſe ſpoken to Cairn, thar if he did well, he ſhould be accepted, 
© (Gen. 4.7.) And Eſau had a Birth-right,but deſpiſed it. Yer is it nor 
© of him that willeth, (Rom.9.16.} but by grace ye are ſaved, (Ephel. 2.8.) 
* And ſtand ſtill,and ſee your Salvation,( Exod, 14.13.) And ye that be 
© Children ot Light, put on the Armour of Light, that ye may come into 
© the Unity of the Faith,and of theknowledge of the Sox of God ; unto 
© a perfet# Man, unto the meaſure of the Statare of the fulneſs of Chriſt : 
$ that henceforth ye be no more Children toſſed to and fro, (Eph. 4. 13.) 
* And the Lord ſaid, he would make a new Covenant, by wrztzng his 
* Law inPeople's Hearts, and putting his Spirit in their inward parts ; 
* whereby they ſhould all come to k»ow the Loxd, him by whom the 
* World was made. Now every one of you mind theLaw written 2n your 
* Hearts,and this Spirit put in your inward parts ; that it need not be ſaid 
© to you, Kyow the Lord : but that ye may witneſs the Promiſe of God 
* fultilled in you. But,ſay the World and Profeſſors, If every one muſt come 
© ro witneſs the Law of God written in their Hearts.and theSpirit put in the 
* inward parts; what muſt we do with all our Teachers? As we come to wit- 
* neſs that, we need not any Man to Jeach us to know the Lord, having 
© his Law written 1n our Hearts, and his Sprrie put in our inward 
© parts. This is the Covenant of Life, the everlaſting Covenant, 
* which decays not, nor changes not : and here is the way to the Fa- 
* ther, without which no Man cometh unto the Father. And here 
* is the Everlaſting Pr:e/thood, the Exd of the Old Prieſthood, whoſe 
* Lips were to preſerve Knowledge: but now faith Chriſt, Learn of 
© me ; who is the High-Prieſt of the New Prieſthood. And, faith the 
 Apoltie, That ye may grow up in the Knowledge of Jeſus Chriſt, 
* in whom are hid the Treaſures of Wiſdom and Knowledze. So we are 
« brought off from the O/d Przeſthood,that did change,to Chriſt, to the 
* New Prieſthooa,that doth not change; and off from the fir # Covenarr, 
* that doth decay,to theEverlaſtingCovenart,that doth not decay,Chri/f 
© Jeſus,theCovenant of Light, from whom every one of you have aLzghr, 
© that ye might believe 1n theCoverazr of Light. If ye do not believe, ye 
* arecondemned:torLzight is come into theWorld;andMen love Darknef'; 
* rather than Lzght, becauſe their Deeds are evil.I am come a Light into 
* the World, ſaith Chriſt, that whoſoever believeth in me, ſhould not 
© abide in Darkneſs, but have the Light of Life, (Joh. 12, 46.) And, 
© Believe in the Light, that ye may be Children of the Light, But ye, 
* who do not believe in the Light, but hate it, becaute it manifeſts 
© your Deeas to be evil ; ye are they,that are condemned by the Lzghr. 
© Therefore while ye have Time, prizeit: Seek the Lord, while he

* ſtumble at the Corzer-ſtoxe : for they that hated the Light, and did London, 
© not believe in the Lzizhr, did ſo in Apes paſt. TI am the Light of the 
* World, faith Chriſt, avd who doth enlighter tuery Man, that cometh 
© znto the World: and he alſo ſaith, Learn of me ; and of him God 
* ſaith, This is my beloved Son, - hear je him: Here is your Teacher, But 
© ye that hate the Lzzhr, donot learn of Chriſt, and will not have him 
\  *ro be your K#»g, to reign over you; him, to whom all Power in 
* Heaven and Earth is given, who bears his Government upon his 
* Shonlders, who 15 now come to reign : who lighteth every Man, that 
*cometh into the World ; and who will give to every Man a Reward, 
* according to his Works, whether they be good or evil, So every 
© Man, with the Lzght that comes from Chriſt, will ſee his Deeds, 
© both he that hates it, and he that /oves it. And he that will not 
© bring his Deeds to the Light, becauſe the Light will reprove him, 
* that is his Condemnation 5 and he ſhall have a Reward according to 
* his Deeds. For the Lord is come to reckon with you, and he looks 
© for Fruits; and now the Ax 1s laid to your Root, and every

© caſt into the Fzre. | 
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Having ſtaid ſometime in Loxdon, and viſited the Meetings of 
Friends in and about the Czty, and cleared my ſelf, of what Services 
the Lord had at that time laid upon me there, TI lett the Town; and 
travelled into Kent, Suſſex and Surrey, viſiting Friends in thoſe Coun- ,,,,, 
ties : amongſt whom I had great Meerizgs ; and many times met with Sufex. 
Oppoſition from Baptiſts, and other jangling Profeſſors : but the Lord?s 
Power went over them. 

We lay one Night at Farnham, where we had a little Meeting ; 
and the People were exceeding Rude : But at laſt the Lord's Power 
came over them. After Meerzng we went to our In», and gave no« 
tice, That any, that feared God, might come to our Inu to us: And 
there came abundance of rude People, and the Magiſtrates of the 
Townalſo; and ſome Profeſſors. 1 declared the Trach unto them ; 
and thoſe of the People, that behaved themſelves rudely, the Ma- 
giſtrates put out of the Roow. When they were gone, there came 
up another Rude Company of Profeſſors, and ſome of the Chief of the 
Town: and they called for Faggots and Drink, though we forbad 
them ; and were as Rude a carriaged People, as ever I met withal. 
The Lord"s Power chained them, that they had not power to do us 
any Miſchief : but when they went away, they left all their: Fag- 
gots and Beer, which they had called for into the Room, for us ro pay 
for in the Morning, We ſhewed the Inn-keeper, what an Unworthy 
thing it was; but he told us, we »2uſt pay it : and pay it wedid. And 
before we left the Town, I writ a Paper to the Magiſtrates and Heads 

_ of the Town, and to the Prieſt, ſhewing them and him, how he had 
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taught his People; and laying before them their 7udeand uniivil Car 
riage to Strangers, that ſought their good, 

Then leaving that Place, we came to Baſingſtoke, a very Rade 
Town ; where they bag formerly very much ab»fſed Friexds, There 
I had a Meeting in the Evening, which was gquzet ; forthe Lord's Pow- 
er chained the Uaruly. At the Cloſe of the Meeting I was moved to 
put off my Hat, ano to pray to the Lord to open ther Unaer ſtandings : 
upon which they raiſed a Report, That I put off my Hat to them, 
and bid them Good Nieht ; which was never in my Heart. After the 
Meeting, when we came to our [zz, 1 ſent for the Ina-keeper (as I 
uſed todo; ) and he came into the Roo to us, and ſhewed himſelf 
a very Rude Man, Tadmoniſhed him to be ſober, and fear the £ ord : 
but he called for Faggors, and a pint of Wine, and drank it off him- 
ſelf; and then called for another : and called up half a dozen men into 
our Chamber. Thereupon [ bid him go ont of the Chamber, and told 
him, he ſhould not 4ri»k there ; for we ſent for him up to ſpeak to 
him concerning his Ereraal good: And he was exceeding mad, rude 
and drunk, W hen he continued his Rudereſs, and would not be gone, 
I told him, The Chamber was mine, for the Time I lodged in it; and 1 
called for the Key: and then he went away in a great Rage. In 
the Morning he would not be {een : but I told his Wite of his Uzchr:- 
ſtian and Rude Carriage towards us. | 

After this we paſſed through th= Country, till we came to Bridport 
having Meetings in the way. We went to an Taz there, and ſent 
into the Town for ſuch 2s feared God, to come to us ; and there came 
a Shop-keeper, a Profeſſor, and put off his Hat to us :; and ſeeing, we 
did not the like to him again, but ſaid Thor and T hee to him, he told 
us ; He mas not of cur Religion: and after ſome diſcourſe with him, 
he went away 3 his Wife (who came with him) being ſomewhat 
loving. Then went he, and ftirred up the Prieſt and Magiſtrates 
againit us: and after a while ſent to the Iz» to us, to deſire us zo 
come to his Houſe ; for there were ſome would ſpeak with us, he faid. 
Thomas Curtis was then with me, and he went down to the Maz?s 
Houſe : where when he came, the Man had laid a ſnare for him : 
for he had gotten the Prieſt and Magzſtrates thither : and they boafted 
much, that they had catched George Fox, taking him for me, When 
they perceived their Miſtake, they were in a great Rage: yet the 
Lord's Power came over them, ſo that they lct him go again. Mean 
while T had 2n Opportunity of ſpeaking to ſome ſober People, that 
came to the Izn. And when Thomas was come back, and we were 
paſſing out of the Town, fome of them came to us, and ſaid ; The Off- 
cers were coming to fetch me: But the Lord's Power came over them all, 
ſo that they had not power to touch me. There were ſome Convinced 
in the Town that time, who were turned to the Lord; and have ſtood 
faithful in their Teſf;mony to the 1ruth ever ſince, and a fine Meeting 
there is there, | 

Paſſing from hence we viſited Portſmouth and Pool, where we had 
plorious Meetings; and many were turned to the Lord. And at 
Ring wood we had a large general Meeting, where the Lora's Power 
was over all. And at Weymouth we had a Meeting: and from 
thence came to Dorcheſter, and lo to Lime, where the Inn we went 
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to, was taken up with Mountebanks; 1o that there was t:dly any 
room for us, or cur horſes, Ta the Evening we drew up {ome Que- 
ries concerning the ground of all Diſeaſes, and the Natures and Ver- 
tues of Medicinable Creatures, and ient iliem to the Monatebanks ; let- 
ting them know, If they would not anſwer them, we would ſtick then 
on the Croſs next Day : This brought thenf%down, and made them 
Cool ; for they could not an{wer them : But in the Morning they rea- 
ſoned a little with us: And we left the Querzes with fome friend- 
ly People, that were Convizced 1n the Town, to ſtick upon the Market- 
Croſs. And the Lord's Power reached ſome cf the ſober People in that 
place, who were turned by the Li2ht and Spirit of Chriſt to his free 
Teaching, : 

Then traveled we on through the Country, till we came to Exeter 
and there, at the Sg of the Sever Stars, an In at the Bridze-foot, 
we had a general Meeting of Friends out of Cornwal and Devonſhire ;; 
ro which came Humphry Lower, and 1 homas Lower, and John Ellis 
trom the Land's End, and Henry Pollexfen, and Friends trom Pli- 
mouth, Elizabeth Trelawny, and divers other Friends, A blefles, 
heavcaly 3e-ri2g we had, and the Lord's everlaſting Power came over 
all ; in which 1 ſaw, and faid, That the Lord's power had ſurrounded 
this Nation round about, as with a Wall and Bulwark; and his Seed 
reached from Sea to Sea: And Friends were eſtabliſhed in the ever- 
laſting Seed of Lite, Chriſt Je/us, their Life, Rock, Teacher and 
Shepherd, 

The next Morning after the Meeting, Major Blackmore ſent Souldiers 
to apprehend me; but I was gone, before they came : and as I was 
riding up the Street, ,I ſaw the Officers going down. So the Wolf 
miſſed the Lamb ; and the Lord crofled them 1n their Deſton : and 
Friends paſſed away praceably and quietly, The Son7aiers examined 
ſome Friends, after I was gone, What they azd there? bur when 
they told chem, T'hey were in their Inn, and had occaſions and buſineſs in 
the City ; they paſſed away without meddling any further with 
them, | | 

From Exeter T travelled through the Countries, taking Meetings 
as I went, rill I came to Briſtol ; and was at the Meetzng there. 
Aﬀer the Meeting was done, I did not ſtay in the Town ; bur paſſed 
up into Wales, and had a Meeting at the Shove: and ſo pailed 
through the Country to Cardiff ; where a Juſtice of Peace ſent to me, 
defiring, I would come up, with half a dozen of my Friends to his Houſe. 
So I took a Friend or two, and went up to him; and he and his 
Wife received us very civilly. The next Day we had a Meeting in 
Cardiff in the Town-Hall ; and that Juſtice ſent about ſeventeen of his 
Family to the Meeting, There came fome diſturbers; but the Lord's 
Power was over them: and many were turned to the Lord there. 
There were ſom», that had 7x out with James Naylor, that did not 
come to Meetings; to whom I ſent Word, That the Day of their 
Viſitation was over : and they never proſpered after. 

We travelled from Card:ff through the Country, to Swaxzey, where 
we had a bleſſed Meeting : and a Meeting was ſettled there in 
the Name of Feſws. In our way thither we paſſed over in a 
P aſſage-boat with the hizh-Sheriff of the County : and the next 
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Day I went to have ſpoken with him ; but he would not be ſpoken 
withal. | 

From thence we went to another Meeting 1n the Country ;. where 
the Lord's Preſence was much with us. And from thence we went to 
a Great May's Houſe, who received us very lovingly ; but the next 
Morning he would not be iten : Ore, that in the mean time came 10 
him, had ſo efranged him, that we could not get to him to ſpeak 
with him again, he was {o Changed; and yet over-night was excced- 
ing Loving. ; : 

We patſed ſtill on through the Countries, having Meetings, and 
oeathering People in the Name of Chriſt, to him their heavenly 7 each- 
er; till we came to Brecknock : where we ſet up our Horſes at an 172. 
There went with me Thomas Holmes, and John ap John ; who was 
moved of the Lord to ſpeak in the Streets. I walked our but a little 
into the Fie/ds : and when I came in again, the Town was up in an 
Uproar, When I came into the Chamber in the Inn, it was full of 
People ; and they were ſpeaking in Welch : I defired them to ſpeak 
in Exeliſh; and they did: and much diſcourſe we had. After a 
while they went away. But towards Night the Magiſtrates gather- 
ed together in the Streers, with a multitude of People ; and they bid 
them ſhout : and gathered up the Town : So that for about 7wo 
Hours together, there was ſuch a Noiſe, as the like we had not 
heard ; and the Magiſtrates ſet them on ro ſhout again, when they had 
given over. We thought, it looked like the Uproar, which we read 
was amongſt Diana's Handicrafts-Men: This T1umult continued, 
till it was witnin Night; and it the Lord's Power had nor [tmited, 
them, they ſcemed likely to have pulled down the Horſe, and us 
to PLeces, 

After it was Night, the Woman of the Houſe would have had us 
g0 to Supper in another Room: but we diſcerning her Por, refuſed, 
Then ſhe would have had half a dozezy Men come into the Room to 
us, under pretence of diſcourfing with us: but we told her; That 
no Perſons ſhould come into our Room that Night, neither would we go 
to them, Then ſhe told us, we ſhould ſup iz another Room + but 
Wweetold her, we would have no Supper, if we had it not in our own 
Room. At length when ſhe ſaw, ſhe could not get us out; ſhe 
brought up our Supper in a great Rage, So She and 1 hey were croſſed 
in their Deſign: tor they had an Intent to have done us M:{chef ; 
but the Lord God prevented them. Next Morning I writ a Paper 
ro the Town concerning their Unchriſtian Carriages; ſhewing the 
Fruits of their Prieſts and Magiſtrates: and as I paſſed out ot the 
Town, I ſpake to the People, and told them ; They were a ſhame to 
Chriſtianity, and Religion, 

From this Place we went to a great Meeting in a Steeple-honſe-yara ; 
where was a Prieſt, and Walter Jenkin, who had been a Juſtice, and 
another Juſtice':: and a bleſfed, glorious Meeting we had. And there 
being many Profeſſors, T was moved of the Lord to open the Scri- 
* ptures to them, and to Anſwer the Objeions, which they ſtuck at 
© in their Profeſſion (for I knew them very well;) and to turn them 
* toChri#, who had exlightned them : with which Lizht they might 
© ſee their Sins and Treſpaſſes they had been dead in, and their Saviour, 
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© hira that came to Redeem them out of them, who was to be their 
* Way to God, the Truth and the Life tro them, and their Prieſt made 
* higher than the Heavens, ſo that they might come to fit under his 
«© Teaching. A peaceable Meeting we had; and many were Con- 
wvinced, and ſettled in the Truth that day. After the Meeting was 
over, I went with Walter Jenkin to the other Juſtice's Houſe ; and 
he ſaid unto me, Tow have this day given great ſatisfattion to the Peo- 
ple, and anſwered all the Objeftions, that were in their Minds. For the 
People had the Scriptures, but they were not turned to the Spzrie, 
which ſhould let them ſee that, which gave them forth, the Spiric 
of God ; which is the Key to open them. 

From hence we paſſed to Portamile, to Richard Hamborow's, where 
was a great Meeting ; to which there came another Juſtice of Pexce, 
and ſeveral Great People: whoſe Underſtandings were opened by 
the Lord's Spirit and Power, and.the Light of Jeſus ChriF ; and they 
came to be turned to the Lord Feſas Chriſt, from whence it came. 
A great Convincement there was; and a large Meeting is gathered in 
thoſe parts, and ſettled in the Name of Jeſwe. 

After this we returned back to Exgland, and came ro Shrewsbury , 
where we had a great Meeting : and viſited Friends all up and down 
the Countries in their Meetizgs, till we came to William Ganay's in 
Cheſhire ; where we had a Meeting of between two and three thouſand 
People (as it was thought: ) and the everlaſting Word of Life was 
held forth, and received that day. A bleſſed Meering it was ; for 
Friends were ſettled by the Power of God upon Chriſt Jeſus, the Rock 


and Foundation. 


At this time there was a great Drought : And after this general 
Meeting was ended, there fell ſo great a Ratn,ithat Friends ſaid ; the 
thought we could not Travel!, the Brooks and Waters would be fo 
riſen. But I believed, the Ra#z had gone ſo far, as they had come 
that day to the Meer:zmg. And the next day in the Afternoon, when we 
turned back into ſome parts of Wales again, the ways were duſty ; 
and no Razz had fallen thereabouts. - 

And when Oliver Cromwel ſet forth a Proclamation for a Faſt 
throughout the Nation, for Rain, when there was a very great 
Drought, it was obſerved, that as far as Truth had ſpread in the 
North, there were pleaſant Showers and Rain enough ; whea in the 
South, in many places, they were almoſt ſpozied for want of Rain. 
At that time 1 was moved ts write an Anſwer to the ProtedFor's Pro- 
clamation ; wherein I told him: *If he had come to own God's 
©Truth,he ſhould have had Rain: And that Drozght was a Sign unto 
* them of their Barrezneſs, and Want of the Water of Life, Aad 
about the ſame time was writ the following Paper to Diſtingwiſh be- 
twixt the true and falſe Faſts. 
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London, Concerning the True Faſt and the Falſe. 


c O all you, that he keeping Faſts, who ſmite with the ff of 
, wickedneſs, and tit for Strife and Debate ; againit you hath 
© the Voice cried aloud, like a 7rumpet, that you may come to know 
(the zrue faff, which is accepted ; and the faffo which 1s in the 
© Strife and the Debate, and ſmiting with the fiſts of wickedneſs : 
* Which faſt is not required of the Lord. Behold. 7n the day of your 
«© faſt you find Pleaſure, and exatt-all your Labour : Behold (mark, take 
© notice) ye f4ft for Strife and Debate, and to ſmite with the fiſt of wick- 
* edneſs: Te ſhall not fait, as ye do this day, to make your Voice known 
* on High Is it ſuch a faſt, that T have choſen, faith the Lord, a day 
6 for a Man to affiict his Soul? Is it to bow down his Head, like a Bul- 
$ ruſh, and to ſpread Sack-cloth under him? Wilt thou call this a faſt, 
* and an acceptable day to the Lord ? : 
© Conſider all you, that do faſt, -fee, 1t it be not hanging dows the 
* Head for a day, like a Bulruſh; and are in Strife and Lebare, and to 
* {mite with the fiſts of wickedneſs, to make your Vozce to be known on 
* bigh? But this faft is not with the Lord accepted : bur that, 
* which leads you from Strife, from Debare, trom Wickedneſs ; which 
© js not the bowing down of the Head, as a Bulrnſh for a day, and yet 
Q © live in Exading and Pleaſure ; this is nor accegted with the Lord : 
© but that which ſeparates from all theſe betore-mentioned. W hich 
© ſeparates from Wickedneſs, Debate, Strife, Pleaſures, ſmiting with 
© the . fiit of wickedneſs, that which ſeparates from that, brings to 
© know the. 7rue fa#, which breaks the bonds of Iniquity, and deals the 
© bread t0 the hungry; brings the poor, that are caſt out, to his own 
© Houſe ; and when he ſees any Naked, he covers them, and hides not 
* himſelf from his own Fleſh.Here is the true fait,which ſeparates from 
* them, where the boxas of Iniquity are ſtanding, and the heavy bur- 
© thens of the Opnrelled remaining, and the Toke not broken ; who 
” * deals not the Bread to the Huxgry, and brings not the Poor to their 
© own Houle ; and ſees the Vaked, bur lets him go uncloathed, and 
© hides himſeif from his own Fleſh. Yer ſuch will make their Vozce 
*to be heard on high, as Chriſt ſpeaks of the Phariſees, which 
* ſounded a Trumpet before them, and disfigured their Faces, to appear 
*ro Men to faſt; but the bonds of Iniquity were ſtanding, Strife and 
* Debate was ſtanding, ſtriking with the fiſts of wickedneſs ſtanding z 
* that made their Voice heard oz high, who had their Reward. 
« Bur that which brings to the zrne faſt, which appears not to Men 
* to faſt, but unto the Father, which ſees in ſecret ; and the Father,

* And again : They that ſhail be of thee, (that keeps this faſt) ſhall 
© build the old waſte Places, and thou ſhalt raiſe up the foundations of 
© many Generations; and thou ſhalt be callea the Repairer of the breach, 
* the Reſtorer of paths to awell in, Ila, 58, 12, Now that, which 
* pives to lee the foundation of many Lenerations, 1s the Light, which 
© {eparates from all, which is out of the Li2he - ard they that goout 
© of the Light, though they may pretend a faſs, and bowing down the 
* Head for a time 3 yet they are far irom this faft, that doth raiſe up

« weave the Spiders-Web : he that eateth of their Epgs, ates; and that 
« which is cruſhed, breaks out into a Viper : their Webbs ſhall not become 
« Garments, neither ſhall they cover themſelves with their Works. Mark 


* 2nd take notice ; Their works are works of Iniquity, and the At of 


« Violence is in their Hands : T heir Feet run to do evil, and they maks 
© haſte to ſhed innocent Blood. Their Thoughts are Thoughts of Iniqui- 
© ry, Waſting and Deſtruition are in their Paths ; the way of Peace they 
© know not, and there is no Judgment in their Doings. They have made 
6 them a crooked Path ; whoſoever goes therein, ſhall not know Peace ? 
© Mark : Such go from the Light, therefore iS Judgment tar ; neither 
« doth Juſtice overtake. And here 1s Obſcarity, and here is the walk- 
< ingin Darkneſs; and here is the groping, like blind Men, as though 
« they had no Eyes, and their ſtumbling at Noon-day in the defolate 
« Places, like blizd Men. And here is the roaring like Bears, az 
* mourning ſorely like Doves ; and here Judgment is looked tor, but 
« there is none, and Salvation is put faroif; For the Light is denied, 
« which gives to ſee it. But herethe multiplying of Tranſpreſios, 
«and their Sins teſtifying againſt them, and the Traxſereſ/ion that was 
« within them, and their Inquiries, which they knew in eranſereſing

« when that they kew with hat of God in them, they ſhould not ſpeak

We paſſed up into Wales through Montgomeryſhire, and fo into Momgoe- 
Radnorſhire, where there was a Meetrng like a Leagaer, for Multitudes. ryſbire. 
[walked a little aſide, whilſt the People were gathering: and there | 
came to me John ap John, a Welch-man, whom I Ipake to, to go up 
to the People ; andif he had any thing upon him trom the Lord to 
ſpeak to rhem, he might ſpeak to them in Welch, and thereby gather 
them more together. Then came Morgan Watkins to me, who was 
then become /ovine to Friends; And, ſaid he, the People lie like a 
Leaguer, and the Gentry of the Country is come in. I bad him go up 
alſo, and leave me : for I had a great Travel upon me for the Salva- 
tion of the People, When they were well gathered together, I paſſed 
upinto the Meeting, and ſtood upon a Chair about three Hours. And 
I ſtood a pretty while, before I began to ſpeak : After ſome time Þ 
felt the Power of the Lord went over the whole Aſſembly; and the 
Lord's Everlaſting Life and Truth ſhined over all: and © the Scrz- 

* ptures were opened to them, and the Objedttons they had in their 
* Minds, were Anſwered. And they were every one directed to the 
* Light of Chriſt, the heavenly Man; that by it they might all fee 
© their Sins, and Chriſt Jeſus to be their Saviour, their Redeemer, 
© their Mediator, and come to feed upon him, the Bread of Lzfe from 
* Heaven, Many were turned tothe Lord Jeſws Chriſt,and to his free 
* Teaching that Day ; and all were bowed down under the "Ra. o 
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1657. *God: ſo that, though the Mulritude was fo great, that many fate on 
© Horſe-back to hear ; there was no Oppoſition made by any. And a 

Raduorſtire * Prie#t fate with his Wife on horſe-back, and heard Attentively ; and 
* made noObjeQion: But the People parted peaceably and quietly, with 
* oreat SatisfaFion ; many of them ſaying, T hey never heard ſuch a 
© Sermon before, and the Scriptures ſo opened, For the New Covenant 
* was opened, and the Old, and the Nature and Terms of each ; and 
© the Parables were explained : and the Srere of the Church in the 
« Apoſtles Days was ſet forth, and the Apoſtacy lince laid open ; and 
* the free Teaching of Chriſt and rhe Apoſtles was let a top of all the 
hireling-Teachers : and the Lord had the Praiſe of ail, for many were 
turned to him that Day. 

Lemfter, I went back from thence to Lemſter , where there was a 
great Meeting in a Cloſe; many hnndreds of People being; gathered 
together. There were a Matter of fix Congregational Preachers and 
Prieſts amongſt the People ; and Thomas T aylor, who had been a 
Prieff, but was now become a Miniſter of Chriſt Jeſus, was with me. 
I ſtood up, and declared about three Hours ; and none of the Prieſts 
were able to open their Mouths in Oppoſition : the Lord's Power and 
Truth ſo reached them, and bound them down. Ar lengrh one Prieſt 
went off about a Bow-ſhot from me ; and drew leveral ot the People 
after him, and there fer a preaching to them : Sol kept our Meezine, 
and he kept his. But after a while Thomas Taylor was moved to go 
to him, and ſpake to him ; and he gave over : and then he, and the 
People he had drawn off, came up to us again ; and the Lord's Power 
went over them all. Ar laſt a Bapriſt, that was Convinced, laid ; 
Where's Prieſt Tombs ? how chance, he doth not come out ? This Tombs 
was Prieſt of Lemſter. Hereupon fome went, and told the Przeſt ; 
and up comes he with the Bazl:ffs and other Officers of the Town : And 
when he was come, they ſet him upon a Szoo/ over againſt me. Now 
I was ſpeaking of the heavenly, divine Light of Chriſt, which he 
Enlightens every one, that cometh into the World withal ; and turning 
them to it, zo give them the Knowledge of the glory of God in the 
Face of Chriſt Jeſus, their Saviour, When Prieit Tombs heard this, 
he cried out ; That #5 4 Natural Light, and a made Light, ThenT de- 
fired the People to take out their Bibles: and I asked the Prieft, 
* Whether he did Affirm, that that. was a Created, natrrai, made Light, 
*which John, a Man that was ſent from God, did bear witnels to, 
* and did ſpeak of, when he ſaid ; In him (to wit, 1n the Word) 
* was life, and that life was the Lizht of Men, Joh. 1.4. Doſt thou 
* affirm and mean, faid T, that this Lzght here ipoken of, was a Cre- 
© ated, Natural, Made Light? And he laid, Tes, Thea fſatd TI, Be- 
* fore I have done with thee, I will make thee bend to the Scriptures, 
* Then I ſhewed by the Scriptures, that the Natural, created, made 
* Lieht is the outward Light in the outward Firmament, proceeding 
$ from the Sur, Moon and Stars : And doſt thou Aﬀfirm (faid 1) 
* that God ſent John to bear witneſs to the Light of the Sun, Moon and 
* Stars? Then ſaid he, Did I ſay ſo? I replied, © Didit thou nor 
© not ſay, it was a Natural, Creazed, Made Light, that John bore 

< witneſs unto? If thou doſt nor like thy Words, take them again 
* and mend them, Then he ſaid, That Light, which I ſpake of, was 4 
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* natural, created Light, Itold him, He had not at all mended his 1657. 
* Cauſe : for that Light, which I ſpake of, was the very ſame, that WV 
© Fohn was ſent of God to bear witneſs to; which was the Life in the Lemfter; 
* Word, by which all the natural Lights, as Sun, Moon and Stars were 

© made. I» him (to wit, the Word) was Life, and that Life was the 

* Light of Mer. So I directed the People to turn to the Place in their 

Bibles, and I recited to them the Words of John, how that Iz the 
Beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word 

was God, The ſame was in the beginning with God : All things were 

made by him, and without him was not any thing made, that was made. 

(So all natural, created Lights were made by Chriſt the Word.) In 

him was life, and the life was the light of Men: And that was the true 

light, which lighteth every Man, that cometh into the World, And Chriſt 

ſaith of himſelf (John 8. 12.) I arms the light of the World: And 

bids them, - Believe 7n the light (John 12. 36.) And God faid of 

him by the Propher Iſaiah (ch. 49.6.) I will alſo give thee for 8 

light to the Gentiles, that thou mayeſt be my Salvation to the Ends of the 

Earth : So Chriſt in his Light is ſaving, And the Apoſtle ſaid, 

The light, which ſhined in their Hearts, was to give them the light of 

the knowledge of the Glory of God in the face of Jeſus Chriſt : And that 

was their Treaſure 'in their earthen Veſſels. 2 Cor. 4.6, 7. 

When I had thus opened the matter to the People, the Prieſt 
cried tothe Magiſtrates ; Take this man away, or elſe 1 ſhall not ſpeak 
any more, But, ſaid I, © Prieſt Tombs, deceive not thy ſelf, thou art 
not in thy Pulpit now, nor in thy Old Maſs-honſe ; but we are 1n the 
Fields, So he was ſhuffling to be gone : and Thomas Taylor ſtood up, 
and undertook to make out our Przxciple by Chriſt's Parable concerning 
the Sower, Matth. 13. Then ſaid the Prieſt, Let that Man ſpeak, 
and not the other. So he got up into a little Jazgling for a while ; 
till the Lord's Power catched him again, and iſtopt and confounded 
him. Afterwards a Friend ſtood up and told him, How he had ſued 
him for Tithe-Eggs, and other Friends for other Tithes : for he was 
an Anabaptiſt Preacher, and yet had a Parſonage at Lemſter, and had 
ſeveral Journey-mez under him. And he ſaid 3 He had aWife, and 
he had a Concubine ; and his Wife was the Baptized People, and his Con- 
cubine was the World. Bur the Lord's Power came over him and them 
all,and the everlaſting77«:4 was declared that Day ; and many were 
turned by it to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their Teacher and Way to God : 

And of great Service that Meeting was in thoſe Parts. The next day 
Thomas Taylor went to this Prieft, and reaſoned with him; and 
came over him by the Power of the Word. 

From this place I travelled on in Wales, having ſeveral Meet:ngs Teaby. 
asT went, till I came to Texby: where, as I rode up the Street, a 
Juſtice of Peace came out of his Houſe, and deſired me to alight, and 
ſtay at his Houſe : and I did ſo. On the Firſt-day the Mayor and his 
Wife, and ſeveral others of the Chief of the Town came in about the 
tenth Hour, and ſtay'd all the Time of the Meeting : and a glorious 
Meeting it was. John ap John being then with me, left the Meeting, 
and went to the Steeple-hoyſe ; and the Governour caſt him into Priſon. 

On the Second-day Morning the Governoar ſent one of his Officers to the 
Juſtices Houſe to fetch me: which grieved the Major and the Jaſtter 
. or 
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1657 . forthey were both with me in the Jafice's Floufe, when the Officer 
came. So the Mayor and the Juſtice went up to the Goverzour betore 
Tenby. me; and a while after I went up with the Officer. When I camein, 
I ſaid; Peace be unto this Hoxſe: And belore the Governour could 
Examin me, I asked him, * Why he did caſt my Friead into Priſon ? 
He ſaid ; For ſtanding with his Hat on in the Church, 1 laid, * Had 
* not the Prieſt two Caps on his Head, a black one, and a white one ? 
© 2n< cut of the brims of the Hat, and then my Frzead would have 
©but one ; and the br/ms of the Hat were but to detend him from 
© Weather. Theſe are frivolous things, ſaid the Governour : © Why 
* then, {aid T, doſt thou caſt my FErzexd into Priſon tor fuch frivolous 
© things ? Then he asked me, Whether I owned Eleitzon and Reproba- 
tion? * Yes, ſaid I, and thou art in the Reprobation, Ar that he was 
ina Rage, and ſaid ; - He would ſend me to Priſon, till I proved it : 
But I told him, * I would prove that quickly, it he would conteſ; 
*7Truth, Then I asked him, Whether Wrath, Fury and Kage, and 
© Perſecution were not Marks of Reprobation ? tor he that was born 
* of the Fleſh, perſecuted him that was born of the Spirit ; 
* but Chrift and his Diſciples never perſecuted, nor impriſoned any, 
Then he fairly Conteſt, T hat he had tco much Wrath, Haſte and Paſſion 
in him: And T told him, © Eſau was up inlum, the firft-Birth ; not 
© Jacob, the ſecond-Birth. The Lord's Power fo reached the Man, 
and came over him, that he conteſs' io Truch; and the other J«- 
ftice came, and ſhook me kindly by the Han. 
As I was paſſing away, I was moved to ipeak to the Governour 
apain ; and he Invited me to Dinner with him ; and let my Friend at 
Liberty, T went back to the otiier Joſtice's Houſe : And after ſome 
time the Mayor and his Wife, and the Fuſtice and his Wife, and di- 
vers other Friends of the Town went about half a Mile our of Town 
with us,to the Water-fide, when we went away ; and there, when we 
parted from them, I was moved of the Lord to *© kneel down with 
* them, and pray to the Lord to preſerve them. So aiter I had recom- 
mended ihem to the Lord Feſws Chriff, their Saviour and free Teacher, 
we palled away in the Lord's Power ;5 and the Lord had the Glory :. 
And there is a Meeting continues 1a that Tows to this Day. 
Pembrock- So we travelled through the Country to Pembrockſhire; and in 
| -—— Pembrock Town we had ſome Service for the Lord, From thence we 
Haverford pailed ro Haverford-weſt, where we had a great Meeting, and all was 
veſt, quiet; and the Lord's Power came over all, and many were ſettled in 
the New Covenant, Chriſt Jeſws, and built upon him, their Rock 
and Foundation : and they ftand a precious Meeting to this Day. The 
next day, being their Fair-day, we paſſed through their Fajr, 
ſounded the Day of the Lora, and his Everlaſting Truth amongſt 
them. 
—— After this we came into another County: and at Noon came into a 
great Market-Town ; and went into ſeveral Inxs, betore we could get 
any Meat for our Horſes. At laſt we came to an In», where we did 
get ſome Meat for our Horſes: and then Johz ap John being with me, | 
went, and ſpake through the Town, declaring the 174th to the People ; 
and when he came to me again, he ſaid he thought, 417 the Town was 
45 people aſleep. Aﬀter a while he was moved to go and declare 774: 
Ty 
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in the Srreets again; and then the Town was all in an Uproar, and 1657. 
caſt him into Priſon. Preſently after, ſeveral of the Chief of the WV 
Town came down, with others, to the [zz where I was, and ſaid; wars. 
They have caſt your Man into Priſon, *For what? fſaidTI; He 
preached in our Streets, {aid they. Then I asked them, © What did he 
© ſay? Had he reproved ſome of the Drunkaras and Swearers, and 
«warned them to Repert, and leave off their evi! Doings, and turn 
* to the Lord ? T asked them, Who caſt him into Priſo» ? And they 
laid, The High-Sheriff, and the Juſtices, and the Mayor. *T asked the 
« Names of them, and whether they did underſtand themſelves ? 
* And whether that was their Carriage to Travellers, that paſſed 
© through their Town; and to Strangers, that did admoniſh them, and 
* exhort them to fear the Lord, and reproved Sin in their Gates ? So 
theſe went back, and told the Officers, what I ſaid; And after a 
while they brought down John ap John guarded with Halberts, to 
the 12n-door, in order to put him out of the Town, TI being at the Inn- 
door, bid the Officers, take their Hands off of him: They ſaid; The 
Mayor and Juſtices had commanded them to put him out of Town, *T told 
* them, T would talk with their Mayor and Juſtices anon, concerning 
© their uncivil and unchriſtian Carriage towards him. So I ſpake to 
John to go look aſter the Horſes, and get themready ; and charged 
the Officers not to touch him. And after I had declared the Truth to 
them, and ſhewed them the Fruzrs of their Prieſts, and their Inci- 
vility and unchriſtian-like Carriage, they went away and left us. 
They were a kind of Independents ; but a very wicked Town, and falſe, 
We bid the In»-keeper give our Horſes a Peck of Oats; and no ſooner 
had we turned our Backs, but the Oats were ſtolen from our Horſes. 
After we had refreſht our ſelves a little; and were ready ; we took 
Horſe, and rode up to the Iz», where the Mayor, and Sheriff and 
Juſtices were : And I called to ſpeak with rhem, and asked them the 
Realon, © Wherefore they had Impriſoned John ap Fohn, and kept 
* him in Priſon two or three hours ? But they would not anſwer me a 
Word ; only looked out at the Windows upon me. So I ſhewed them, 
* how unchriſtian their Carriage was to Strangers and 1ravellers, and 
© manifeſted rhe Fruits of their Teachers; and I declared the Truth un- 
*to them, and warned them of the Day of the Lord, that was coming 
© upon all the Evil-Doers: and the Lord's Power came over them, that 
they looked aſhamed; but not a Word could I get from them in Ar- 
ſwer. So when I had warned them to Repent, and Tur» to the 
Lord, we paſſed away : And at Night came to a little Izz, very poor, | 
but very cheap ; for our own Proviſion, and our two Horſes colt but c* 
Eight Pence : But the Horſes would not eat their Oats, We declared 
the Truth to the People of the Place, and ſounded the Day of the 
- Lordthrough the Countries, | 
Travelling from thence, we came to a great Towy, and went to ap 
Inm. And Edward Edwards went into the Marker, and declared the 
Truth amongſt the People ; and the People followed him down to the 
Izs, and filled the Inn-yard, and were exceeding rude : Yer a good 
Service he and we had for the Lord amongſt them. For the Lyfe of 
Chriſtianity, and the Power of it tormented their chaffy Spirits, and 
came over them, ſo that ſome were reached and Convinced ; and a 
| Lord's 
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had no Power to meddle with us. 

After this we paſſed away, and came to another great Town on a 
Market day; and John ap John declared 'the Everlaſting Truth 
through the Streers, and proclaimed the Day of the Lord amongſ: 
them, In the Evening many People gathered about the I»z; eng 
ſome of them being drank, they would tain have had us forth into 
the Strect again : but we ſeeing their Deſign, I told them; * It there 
« were any, that feared God, and deſired to hear 7Tryth, they might 
© come into our Iz»: or elſe we might have a Meeting with them next 
* Morning. So ſome Service for the Lord we had amongſt them, 
both over Nieht and in the Morning : And though the People was 
hard to receive the Truth, yet the Seed was ſown; and thereabouts 
the Lord bath a People gathered to himſelf. In that Ina alſo T turn- 
ed but my Back tothe Man, that was giving Oars to my Horſe ; and 
I looked back again, and he was filling his Pockets with the Provender, 
that was given to my Horſe, A wicked, theeviſh People, to rob the 
poor, dumb Creature of his Food ! I] had rather they had robbed 
me. 

Leaving this Towz, and travelling on, there was a Great May over- 
took us on the Way ; and he purpoſed (as he told us afterward) to 
have taken us up at the next Tows for High-way-mev. But before we 
came to the Town, I was moved of the Lord to ſpeak to him: And 
what I ſpake, reached to the Witneſs of God in the Man; and he 
was fo attected therewith, that he had us to his Hovſe, and enter- 
tained us very c/vzily, And he and his Wife deſired us to give them 
ſome Scriptures, both for proof of our Principles, and againſt the 
Prieſts. We were glad of the Serwzce, and furniſhed him with Scr:- 
ptures enough : And he writ them down, and was Convinced of the 
Truth, 09 by the Spirit of God in his own Heart, and by the Scr:- 
ptures, which were a Confirmation to him. Afterwards he ſet us on 
in our Journey : And as we travelled, we came to an Hi, which the 
People of the Country ſay, is two or three Miles high ; from the Side 
of this HI T could ſee a great Way. And I was moved to ſet my 
Face ſeveral ways, and to ſound the Day of the Lord there: And I 
told John ap Fohn (a faithful Welch Miniſter) in what Places God 
would raiſe up a People to himſelf, to fit under his own Teaching. 
Thoſe Places he took notice of ; and ſince there hath a great People 
ariſen in thoſe Places, The like I have been moved to do in many 
other Places and Countries, which have been rude Places ; and yet I 
have been moved to declare, the Lord had a Seed in thoſe Places : 
and afterwards there hath been a brave Pevple raiſed up in the Cove- 
nant of God, and gathered in the Name of Jeſus ; where they have 
Salvation and free Teaching. 

From this HH} we came down to aPlace called Dalgelthly : and we 
went to an In»; and John ap John declared through the Streets : 
and the Towz's People role, and gathered about him. And there be- 
ing two Independent-Prieſts inthe Town, they both came out, and diſc 
courſed with him both together. T went upto them: and findin 
them ſpeaking in Welch, I asked them, * What was the Subjef they 
* ipake upon, and why they were not more moderate, and {pake one 
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© by one? For the zhi»gs.of God, T told them, were weighty, and they 1657. 
© ſhould ſpeak of them with Fear and Reverence. Then I defired WV 
© them to ſpeak in Ezgliſb, that T might diſcourſe with them : and wa: xs. 
they did ſo, Now they affirmed, That the Light, which John came 
to bear witneſs of, was a created, natural, made Light. ButT took the 
Bible, and ſhewed them (as I had done to others before) * That the 
* Natural Lights, which were made and created, were the Su», Moor 
* and Stars : bur this Light, which John bare witneſs to, and which 
© he called the True Light, that lighteth every Man, that cometh into the 
© World, is the Life in Chriſt the Word, by which all things were 
© made and created. The ſame, that is called the Life in Chriſt, is 
*called the Light in. May : and this is an heavenly, divine Light, 
© which lets Mea ſee their evi/ Words and Deeds, and ſhews them all 
* their Sis ; and (if they would attend unto it) would bring them 
*co Chriſ® (from whom it comes,) that they might know him to 
* ſave them from their $-,4nd to blot it out. This Lzght, I told them, 
* ſhined in the Darkzeſs in their Hearts, and the Darkneſs in them 
* could not comprehend it : bur in thoſe Hearts, where God had com- 
* manded it to ſhine out of Darkneſs, it gave unto ſuch the Kzowledge 
* of the gloryof God, 2n the face of Chriit Jeſus, their Saviour, Then 
* I opened the Scriptures largely to them, and turned them to the Spz- 
© rxt of God in their Hearts ; which would reveal the Myſteries in the 
© Scriptures to them, and would lead them into all the Truth thereof, 
© as they became ſubje& thereunto. I directed them to that, which 
© would give every one of them the K2w{edge of Chriſt, who died 
© for them ; that he might be their Way to God, and might make 
* Peace betwixt God and them. The People were attentive, and I 
ſpake to John ap John to ſtand up, and ſpeak it in Welch to them ; 
which he did: and they generally rece:zved it, and with Hands lifted 
#up, bleſſed and praiſed God. The Prieft”s Mouths were ſtopr, fothat 
they were quiet all the while : for I had brought them to be ſober at 
the firſt, by telling them, * That when they ſpeak of the things of 
© God and of Chriſt, they ſhould ſpeak -with Fear and Rewerence, 
Thus the Meeting brake up in peace in the Street : and many of the 
People accompanied us to our Iz, and reoiced in the Truth, that had 
been declared unto them ; that they were turned to the Light and 
Spirit in themſelves, by which they might ſee their Siz, and know 
Salvation from it. And when we went out of the Town, the 
People were ſo affeQed, that they lifted up their Hands, and bleſt the 
Lord for our Coming. A pretious Seed the Lorde hath there-aways 3 
and a great People 1n thoſe Parts is ſince gathered to the Loyd Jeſus 
Chri#, to ſit dowa under his free Teaching; and have ſuffered much for 
him. | 
From this place we paſſed to a City, like a Caſtle: Where when — — 
we had ſet upour Horſes at an mm, and refreſhed our ſelves, John 
ap John went forth, and /pake through the Streers ; which were fo 
' ſtrait and ſhort, that one might Rand in the Midſt of the Town, and 
ſee both the Gates, I followed John ap John, and a multitude of 
People were ſoon gathered about him ; amongſt whom a very dark 
Prieſt began to babble: but his Mouth was ſoon ſtopped. So when 
John had cleared himſelf, I declared the word of Life amongſt the 
L1 $ People ; 
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1657. People; « direCting them to the Light of Chriſt in their Hearts, that 
WUYV *« by it they might ſee all their own Ways, Religions and Teachers, 
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© and might come off from them all, to Chriſt, the true and living 
* Way, and the Free Teacher. Some of the People were rude, but the 
oreater part were civil, and told us, 1 hey had heard, how we had 
been perſecuted, and abuſed in many places, but they would not do ſo tows 
there. I commended their Moderarion and Sobriety, *and warned 
© them of the Day of the Lord, that was coming upon all $/ and 
* Wickedaeſs ; teſtifying unto them, that Chr/# was now come to 
© Teach his People himſelf, by his Spirit and by his Power. 

From herice we went to Beaumorris; a Town, wherein John ap 
Johz had formerly been Preacher to a Congregation, Aﬀter we had 
put up our Horſes at an 1-7, John went forth, and ſpake through the 
Street : and there being a Garriſon in the Town, they rook him, and 
put him into Priſo®, The Inn-keeper's Wife came, and rold me, 
That the Governour and Magiſtrates were ſending for nie, to ſend me 
to Priſon alſo: 1 told her, * They had done more, than they could 
« anſwer already ; and had afted contrary to Chriſtianity in Impriſon- 
* 3xg him for Reproving Sin in their Streezs and Gates, and for declaring 


* the Truth. Soon after came other f#5endly People, and told me ; If 


I went out into the Street, they would Impriſon me alſo: and therefore 


they deſired me to keep within the Inn, Upon this I was moved to go, 


and walk up and down in the Streets ; and told the People, * What an 
© uncivil and un-Chriſtian thing they had done, in caſting my Friend 
© into Priſon. And, .they being higti Profeſſors, T asked them, Tf this 
© was the Entertainment they had for Strangers? And if they would 
« willingly be ſo ſerved thernſelves ?' And whether they, who looked 
© upon the Scriptures to be their Rule, had any Exa»ple in the Scri- 
© þptures from Chriſt or his Apoſtles, for what they had done? So after 
$ a while they ſet John ap Jobs at. Liberty again. 

| Next Day, being Market-dzy, we were to crofs over a great Wa- 


ter: and not far from de” wk where we were to take Boat, many - 


of the Market-People dreyAo us; amongit whom we had good Ser- 
vice for the Lord, * declaring the word of Life and Everlaſting Truth 
© unto them, and proclaiming the Day of the Lord amonglt them, 
* which was coming upon all wickedneſs : and direCtins them tothe 
* Light of Chriff, which he, the heavenly Man, had enlightned them 
* withal 3 by which they might ſee all cheir ſizs, and all their falſe 
* Ways, Religions, Worſhips and Teachers : and by the ſame Light 
* might Tee Chriſ# Jeſus, who was come to ſave ther, and lead them 
* to God So atter the Lord's Truth had been declared to them in the 
Power of God, and Chriſt the free Teacher ſet over all the Hireling- 
Teachers ; 1 bid John ap John get his Horſe into the Boar, which was 


 thenready. But there being a Company of wild Gent/emen (as they 


called them) got into it (whom we found very 7ude, and far from 
gentleneſs; they, with others, kept his Horſe out of the Boar. So I 
rode to the Boar*s-ſtde, and ſpake to them, ſhewingthem, * What an 
* anmanly aid unchriſtian Carriage it was ; and rold them, they ſhew- 
© ed an «nworthy Spirit, below Chriſtianity or Humanity, As I ſpake 
unto them, I leapt my Horſe into the Boar amongſt, them ; thinking, 
John's Horſe would have followed, when he had ſeen mine o0 in be- 
| | | fore 
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fore him: but the Water being pretty deep, John could not pet his 1657, 
Horſe into the Boat. Wheretore I leapt out again on Horſeback into VV 
the Water, and ſtaid with John on that fide, till the Boar returned, war zs 
There we tarried from the Eleventh Hour of the Fore-noon, to the 
Second in the Afternoon, before the Boat came to fetch us ; and then * 
had we forty and two Miles to ride that Evening : and by that time 
we had paid for our Paſſage, we had bur one groat left between us 
both, in Money. We rode about ſixteen Miles, and then got a little 
Hay for our Horſes: and ſetting forward again, we came in the 
Night to a little Ale-houſe, where we thought to have /taid and 
baited, But finding, we could have neither Oats nor Hay there, we 
travelledon all Night: And about the fifrh Hour in the Morning got 
to a place within ſix Miles of Rexam ; where that Day we met with rear 
many Friends, and had a glorious Meeting , and the Lord's Everlaſt exam 
ing Power and Truth was over all : and a Meeting is continued there 
to this day. Very weary we were with travelling fo hard up and 
down in Wales ; and in many places we found it difficult to get meat 
either for our Horſes or Our ſetves. | 
The next Day we paſſed from thence into Flintſhire, ſounding the wintftire. 
Day of the Loxd through the Towns: and came into Rexam at Night. Rexam. 
Here many of Floyd's People came to us ; but very rude, wild and airy 
, they were, and lirtle Sexſe of Truth they had: Yet ſome were Con- 
vinced in that Town. Next Morning one, called a Lady, ſent for me, 
who kept a Preacher in her Houſe. I went to her Houſe, but found 
both her and her Preacher very /ight and airy ; too light to receive the 
weighty Things of God. In her Lightzeſs ihe came, and asked me, 
If ſhe ſhould cut my Hajr ? But I was moved to reprove her, and bid 
her Cut dows the Corruptions 1n her felf with the Sword of the Spirit 
of God. So after I had admoniſhed her to be more grave and ſober, 
we paſſed away :. and afterwards in her frothy mind ſhe made her 
Boaſt, That ſhe came behind me, and cut off the Carl of my Hair ; but 
ſhe ſpake falſly. | 
Erom Rexam we came through the Country to We#-cheſter ; and wee. 
it being the Fair-time, we ſtay'd there a while, and viſited Friends, Chefter, 
For I had travelled through every County in Wales, preaching the 
Everlaſting Goſpel of Chri# ; and a brave People there is now, which 
hath received it, and fitteth under Chriſt”s Teaching, Bur before I 
lefc Wales, I writ a Paper to the Magiſtrates of Beaumorris concern- 
ing their Impriſozing of John ap John ; letting them fee their Conds- 
tions, and the Fruits of their Chriſtianity, and of their T eachers : 
And afterwards I met with ſome of them near Loxydoz z but oh! how 
aſhamed they were of their Aon ! | 
From We#-chefter we came through the Country to Leverpool, Liverpool 
where was at that time a Fazy alſo. And as I rode through the Fazr, 
there ſtood a Fried upon the Croſs, declaring the Truth to the Peo- 
p/e: Who ſeeing me ride by, and knowing, I had appointed a Meez- 
7ng to be the zext Day upon an 1 not far off, gave Notice to the 
People, That George Fox, the Servant of the Lord, would have a Meet- 
ing next day upon ſuch an Hill ; and if any feared the Lord, they might 
come there, and hear him declare the Word of Lite to them, We went 
that Night ro Richard Cubban's , 0 himſelf was Conway ,

Next Day ws went to the Meeting on the Top of the Hil, which 
was very large : and ſome Rude People with a Prief's Wife came, 
and made a Noiſe for a while; but the Lord's Power came over 
them, and the Meering became quiet, and the T7uth of God was dc- 
clared amongſt them : And many were that Day ſettled upon the 
Rock and Foundation Chriſt Jeſus, and under his Teaching; who made 
Peace betwixt God and them. 

We had a ſmall Meeting, with a few Friends and People, at Mal- 
poth. And trom thence we came to another place, where we had 
another Meeting ; and there came a Bailiff with a Sword, and was 
rude : bur the Lord's Power came over him 3 and Friends were elta- 
bliſhed in the Truth, 

From thence we came to Maxcheſter : and the Sefons being there 
thatDay, many rade People were come to the 7ows out of the Country. 
In the Meeting they threw at me Coals, and Cloas, and Stores, and 
Water : Yet the Lord's Power bore me up over them, that they could 
not ſtrike me down, At laft, when they ſaw, they could not prevail 
by throwing Water, Stones and Dirt at me, they went and Ivformed 
the Juſtices in the Seſſions 3; who thereupon ſent Officers to terch me 
before them. The Officers came in, while I was declaring the Word 
of Life to the People ; and they plucked me down, and haled me up 
into their Core, When I came there, all the Court was in a Diſor- 
der and a Noiſe : Wherefore Iasked ; © Where were the Magiſtrates, 
* that they did not keep the People civil? Some of the Juſtzces ſaid, 
They were Magiſtrates. Tasked them, * Why then they did not ap- 
* peaſe the People, and keep them ſober? For one cried le ſwear, 
and another cried, Te ſwear, So I declared to the Juſtices, * How 
© we were abuſed in our Meeting by the rade People, who threw Stones, 
* and Clods, and Dirt, and Water : and how I was haled out of the 
* Meeting , and brought thither, contrary to the Inſtrument of 
* Government, which ſaid; None ſbould be moleſted in their Meet- 
© ings, that profeſſed God, and owned the Lord Jeſws Chriſt: which 
I did. So the Truth came over them, that when one of the rude Fel- 
lows cried, He would ſwear ; one of the Juſtices checked him, ſaying, 
What will you ſwear? hold your Tongue, Art laſt they bid the Con- 
ſtable, Have me to my Lodging ; and there I ſhould be ſecured, till to 
morrow. Morning, that they ſent for me again. $6 the Conſtable had 
me to my Lodging: And as we went, the People were exceeding rude ; 
but I let them fee the © Frazts of their Teachers, and how they ſþa- 
* med Chriſtianity, and diſhonoured the Name of J-ſus, which they 
« profeiled. Ar Night we went to a J«ſtice's Houſe in the Town, who 
was pretty moderate ; and I had a great deal of Diſcourſe with him. 
Next Morning we ſent to the Conſtable to know, If he had any thing 
more to ſay tous? And he ſent us Word, He had nothing to ſay 
#0 4, but that we might go, whither we would, The Lord hath fince raiſed 
up a People to ſtand for his Name and Truth in that Town, over thoſe 
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We paſſed from* Mancheſter through the Country, having many pre- 1657. 


cious Meetings in ſeveral Places, till we came to Prefton; between 
which and Lancaſter I had a general Meeting : From which T went 
to Lancaſter. There at our In I met with Colonel We#, who was 
very glad to ſce me: and he meeting with Judge Fe!!, told him, 
That I was mightily grown in the Truth ; when as indeed he was come 
nearer tothe Truth, and fo could better diſcern it. 

We came from Lancaſter to Robere Widders : and on the Fir#-Day 
after I had a gezeral Meeting near the Saxds-fide, of Friends of Weſt- 
morland and Lancaſhire, where the Lord's Everlaſting Power was over 
all; in which the Word of Eternal Life was declared, and Friends 
were ſettled upon the Foundation, Chriſt Jeſws, under his free Teach- 
zng +: And many were Convinced, and turned to the Lord. 

Next day | came over the $zzds to Swarthmore, ' where Friends were 
glad toſce me: and I ſiay'd there two firff Days, viſiting Friends in 
their Meetings there-aways; who rejoiced with me in the Goodreſs of 
the Lord, who by his Eternal Power had carried ms through, and 
over many Difficulties and Dangers in his Service : to him be the 
Praile for ever ! 


Having gotten a little Reſpit from Trave!, T was moved to write 
an Epiſtle to Friends, as tolloweth : 


. LL Friends of the Lord every where, whoſe Minds are turn- 


ed in towards the Lord, take heed and hearken to the Light 
* within you, which 1s the Lz7ht of Chriſt; which, as ye love it, 
* will call your Minds inward, that are abroad in the Creatures : fo 
*your Minas may be renewed by it, and turned to God in this which 
6 1s pure, to worſhip the living God, the Lord of Hoſts over all the 
© Creatures, That which calls your Minds out of the Luſts of the 
* World, it will call them out of the A4ffe&#ions and Deſires, and 
* turn you to ſet your AfﬀecFions above. The fame that calls the 925d 
© out of the World, will give judewent upon the World's Aﬀections 
and Lyſts, that which calls out your Minds trom the World's 
C Teachers, and the Creatures; and ſo to have your minds renewed. 
* There is your Obedience known and found, and there the Image of 
* God is renewed in you ; and ye come to grow upinit, That which 
* calls your minds out of the Earth, turns them towards God, where 
* the pure Babe is born of the Virgin; and the Babe*s food is known, 
* the Children's Bread, which comes from the living Goa, and nouriſhes 
* up to Erernal Life : Which Babes and Children receive their Wiſdom 
* from above, from the pure, living God, and not from the Earthly 
© Ones; for that is trodden ander Foot with ſuch. And all who hate 
© this Light, whoſe mids are abroad in the Creatures, in the Earth, and

About this time Friends, that were moved of the Loyd to go to the 


| Gteeple-houſes and Markets, to reprove Sin, and warn People of the Day 


of the Lord, ſuffered much hardſhip from the r«de People, and alſo 
from the Magiſtrates ; being commonly pulled down, buffered and bea- 
ten, and many Times ſent to Priſon. Wherefore I was moved to 
give forth the following Paper, tobe ſpread abroad amongſt People, 
to ſhew them, How contrary they aQted therein to the Apoſtles Do- 


&rine and Prattice ; and to bring them to more moderation. Thus

. your Trial, and zow 1s the Time lor you to be Valiazt ; and 
©1542, that the Teſtimony of the Lord doth not fall: For zow is the 
* Day of Exerciſe of your Gifts, of your Patience, and of your Fazth. 
* Now is the Time to be armed with Parzence, with the Light and 
* with Rzghreonſneſs, and with the Helmet of Salvation : And aow is 
*the Trial of the Slothful Servant, who hides his Talent, and will

* proved, and ſaid in Way of Incouragement to them, World Grd, 
6 that all the Lord's People were Prophets ! So 1 lay now to FOÞ, 
© Therefore ye, that ſtop it in your ſelves, do not quench it 19 others, 
© neither in Babe nor Suckling ; for the Lord hears the Cries of the VVee- 
© dy, and the Sizhs and Groans of the Poor, Judge not that, nor the 
« Sighs and Groans of the Spirit, which cannot be uttered; leſt ye 
© judge Prayer : for Prayer as well lies in Sighs and Groans to the 


* Lord, as otherwiſe. So let not the Soxs and Daughters, nor the 


« Hand-maidens be (topt in their Propheſyings, nor the Toung-men i 
* their YV:{cons, nor the Old-men in their Dreams : but let the Lord be 
« glorified in and through all, who is over all, God bleſſed for ever ! 
© So that every one may improve their Talents, and every one exer- 
* cile their Gifts; and every one ſpeak, as the Spirit gives them Ut- 
6 rerauce. Thus every one may miniſter, as he hath received rhe 
* Grace, as a good Steward to him, that hath given it him; fo char 
© all Plants may bud, and bring forth Fruit to the glory of God 3 for 
© the manifeſtation of the Spirit is given to every one to profit withal. 
© So ſee, that every one hath profited in heavenly things : Male and 
* Female, look into your own Vineyards, and ſee, what Fruit ye bear 
*toGod; look into your own Houſes, fee how they are decked and 
* trimmed, and ſee, what Odors, Mirrh and Frankincenſe ye have there- 
*in, and what a Smell and Savorr ye have to aſcend to God, that he 
* may be glorified. So bring your Deeds all to the Light, which ye 
* are taught to believein by Chri#, your Head, the heavenly Man ; 
* and ſee, how they are wrought in God. And every Male and 
* Female, let Chriſt dwell in your Hearts by Faith (Chiift in the 
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* Male and in the Female ; ) and let your Mouths be opened to the Glory 1657. 
© ot God the Father, that he may rule and reign'in you. We muſt not /5VW 
© have Chrift Jeſus, the Lord of Life, pur any more in a Stable, $warth- 
* amongſt the Horſes and Aſſes : but he muſt now have the beſt more. 

© Chamber, the Heart ; and the rude, debauched Spirit muſt be turned 

<out. Therefore let him reign, whoſe Right ir is, who was con- 

© ceived by the Holy Gho#; by which Holy Ghoſt ye call him Lord, 

© in which Holy Ghoſt ye pray, and by which Holy Ghoſt ye have 

* Comfort, and Fellowſhip with the Son and with the Father. There- 

* fore know the Triumph in it, and 1n God and his Power (which the 

* Devil 1s our of ) and 1n the Seed, which 1s firſt and /aff, the begin- 

* ing and ending, the Top-and Corxer-ſtone: 1n which is my Love 

*to you, and in which Ireft—

* And Friends, be careful, how ye ſet your feet among the tender 
« Plants, that are ſpringing up out of -God's Earth; leſt ye do tread 
* upon them, and 477 them, and bruiſe thera, of cruſh them in God's

Now after I had tarried zwo firſt-Days at Swarthmore, and had 
viſited Friends in their Meetings thereabouts,I paſſed from thence into 
Weſtmorland, viſiting Friends Meetings there; till I came to John _ 
Audland's, where there was a general Meeting. The Nizht before _ 
T had a viſion of a deſperate Creature, that was coming to deſtruy me ;; 
but I got Vidtory over it. And the ext Day inthe Meeting-time there 
came one Orway, with fome rude fellows with him ; and he rode round 
about the Meeting with his Sword or Rapier, and would fain have got- 
ten in, through the Frzenas to me : but the Meerzng being great, the 
Friends ſtood thick ; 1o that he could not eaſily come at me. Then 
when he had rid about ſeveral Times raging, and found, he could not 
get in, being limited by the Lord's Power ; he at length went away. 
It wasa glorious Meeting, and ended peaceable ; and the Lord's ever- 
lafting Power came over all. But this wz/4 Man went home, and be- 
came 4:ftrafed; and not long after died. I ſent a Paper to John 
Blaykling co read to him, while helay ill, ſhewing him his wickedneſs; 
and he did acknowledge ſomething of it. | 

Going from hence, I went through Kendal, where a Warrant geo. 
had long lain co apyrehend me : and rhe Conj#ables ſeeing me, ran 
to ferch their M/arrant, as T was ridzng through the Town : but be- 
fore they could come with it, I was gone paſ# the Town; and fo 
eſcaped their Hands. 

T travelled on Northwards, viſiting Friends Meetings, as T went ; 
till I came to Stricklana-head, where I had a great Meeting. And Strickland 
molt of the Gentry of that Country being gathered to an Horſe-Race, M**% 
not far off from the Meetivg, I was moved to go, and declare the 
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1657. Truth unto them ; and a Chief-Conſtable, that was there, did alſo ad- 
WYV moniſh them. Our Meeting was quiet, and the Lord was with us ; 
Strickland and by his Word and Power Friends were ſettled in the Erernal

From hence we paſſed into Cumberland, where we had many pre- 
cious, living Meetings. And after we had travelled through to Gz//- 
lend, and had a Meeting there ; we came to Carliſle, where they had 
uſed to put Friends out of the Town: but there came a great Flood, 
while we were there, that they could not put us out of the Towy ; 
ſo we had a Meeting there on the firſf-Day. After which we paſſed 
through the Country to Abby-holm, and had a little Meeting there. 
This is a Place, where I told Friends long before, there would a 
great People come forth tothe Lord ; which hath ſince come to paſs, 
and a large Meeting there is gathered to the Lord in thoſe Parts. 

I paſſed from hence to a general Meeting at Lenglands in Cumberland, 
which was very large : for moſt of the People had ſo forſaken the 
Prieſts, that the Steeple-houſes in {ome places ſtood empty. And John 
Wilkinſon, a Preacher, that I have often named before, who had three 
Steeple-houſes, had ſo few Hearers leſt, that giving over preaching 
in the Steeple-houſes, he fiſt ſet up a Meeting in his Houſe, and preach- 
ed there to them that were left. Afterwards he ſet up a filent Meer- 
ing (like Friends,) towhich came a few : for moſt of his Hearers were 
come off to Friends, Thus he held on, till he had not paſt half z 
Dozen left ; the reſt ſtill forſaking him, and coming away to Friends. 
At laſt, when he had ſo very few left, he would come to Pardſey- 
Crag (where Friends had a Meeting of ſeveral hundreds of People, who 
were all come to fit under the Lord Feſus ChriſPs Teaching) and he 
would walk about the Meeting on the firit-Days, Iike a man that went 
about the Commons to look tor Sheep. Now curing this time, I came 
to this Pardſey-Crag-meeting, and he with three or four of his follow- 
ers, that were yet left to him,came tothe Meerirg that Day ; and they 
were all throughly Convinced. After the Meeting was done, Prie# 
Wilkinſon asked me two or three Queſtions, which Ianfwered him to his 
Satisfattion: and from that time he came amongſt Friends to their 
Meetings,and became an Able Miniſter ; and preached the Goſpel freely, 
and turned many to Chri#*s free Teaching. And after he had conti- 
—- qe Years in the free Miniſtry of Chriſt Jeſus, he died in the 

ruth, 

I had for ſome time felt Drawi»zs on my Spirit to go into Scorland ; 
and had ſent to one Colonel W:1liam Osborn of Scotland, deliring him 
to come and meet me: and he, with ſome others with him, were 
come out of Scor/and to this Meeting. So after the Meeting was over 
(which,he ſaid, was the moſt-glorious Meering,that ever he ſaw in his 
life) I paſſed with him, and thoſe others that were with him, into 
Scotland ;, having Robert Wiaders with me, who was a Thunaring man 
againſt Hypocriſy and Deceit, and the Rotrenneſs of the Prieſts. 

The fir Night we came into Scotland, we lodged at an Inn; and 
the Iz»-keeper told us : There was an Earl lived aboat a Quarter of 4 
Mile off, who had a deſire to ſee me ; and had left word at his Houſe, 
that if ever I came into Scotland, he ſhould ſend him word. He told us, 
there were three Draw-bridges to hs Honſe , and that it would be Nine 
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« Clock, before the third Bridge was drawn. So finding, we had time 1657. 
in the Evening, we walked down to his Houſe. He received us very WWW 
lovingly ; and ſaid, He would have gone with us on our Journey, but $cotiand. 

that he was before engaged togotoa Funeral, Aﬀter we had ſpent ſome 

time with him, we parted very friendly; and returned to our 1. 

Next Morning we travelled on, and paſſing through Dumfreeze, we my 
came to Douglas, where we met with ſome Friends : and from NOT 
thence we pailed to the Heads, where we had a bleſſed Meeting in the Heads. 
Name of Jeſus, and felt him in the midſt, 

Leaving Heads, we went to Badcow, and had a Meeting there ; Badcow. 
to which abundance of People came, and many were Convinced : a» 
mongſt whom there was one, that was called a Lady, Convinced. 
From thence we paſſed towards the Hizh-lends to William Osburn's Highlands 
Houſe ; where we gathered up the Sufferings of Friends, and the 
Principles of the Scotch Prieſts, which may be ſeen in a Book called, 

The Scotch-Prieſts Principles. 

Afterwards we came back again to Heads and Badcow, and Gar- yeads. 
ſhore, where the ſaid Lady Margaret Hambleton was Convinced; who Badcow- 
afterwards went to warn 0, Cromwel and Charles Fleetwood of the Day ge 
of the Loyd, that was coming upon them. 

On the F:rſi-day we had a great Meetive, and ſeveral Profeſſors 
came to it. Now, the Przeſts had frighted rhe People with the Do- 

Qtrine of ElecFion and Reprobation ; telling them : That God had or- 
aained the greateſt part of Mtn and Women for Hell ; and that, let 
them Pray, or Preach, or Sing, ard do what they could, it was all to no 
purpoſe, if they were ordained for Hell, And that God had a certain 
Number, which were Elefted for Heaven; and lee them do what they 
would, as David an Adulterer, and Paul a Perſecutor, yet eleffed Veſ- 
ſels for Heaven, So the fault was not at all in the Creature, leſs or more 
but God had ordained it ſo, Now T was lead to open to the People 
the falſeneſs and folly of their Prieſts DotFrines, and ſhewed them ; 
© How the Prieſts had abuſed thole Scriptures, which they had 
* brought and quoted rothem, as in Fude, and other Places. For 
* whereas they ſaid, There was no fault at all in the Creature; I (hewed 
© them, that they, who Jzae ſpeaks of, to wit Cain, Core and Balaam, 
«* who, he ſays, were ordained of old to Condemnation, the fault was in 
* them. For did not God warn Cain and Balaam, and gave a Promiſe 
© to Cain, If he did well, he ſhould be accepted? And did not the Lord 
* bring Core out of Egypt, and his Company ? And yet did not he 
* painſay both God and his Law, and his Prophet Moſes ? So here | 
* People might ſee, that there was a fault in Catn, Corah and Balaam ; 
* and fo there is inall them, that goin their ways, For if they, who 
© are called Chriſtians, reſilt the Goſpel, as Core did the Law, and err 
* from the Spzrit of God, as Balaam did; and if they do Evil, as Carr 
© did, is not here a faulr? Which fault is in themſelves, and is the 
© Cauſe of their Reprobation, and not God, Doth not Chriſt ſay, Go, 
* preach the Goſpel to all Nations? Which is the Goſpel of Salvation. 
* He would nut have ſent them our into all Nations, to preach the 
© Dot#rinve of Salvation, it the greateſt part of Men had been ordained 
* for Hell. Was not Chriſt a Propitiation for the ſins of the whole 
* World, for thoſe that become Reprobates, as well as for the Saints ? 
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1657. * Hedied for all Men, the Ungodly as well as the Goaly, as the Apc- 
UYVY © (tle bears witneſs, (2 Cer. 5. 15. Rom, 5.6.) And he enliphters 
S:oilend, * every Man, that cometh into the World, thar through him they 
* might all believe. And Chriſt bids them believe in the Light : But 
* all they, that Hate the Liaht, which Chrift bids all believe in ; they 
© are Reprobated. Again, The Manifeſtation of the Spirit of God 1s 
© piven to every Man to profit withal : But they that vex, quench and 
* prieve it, are in the Reprobation 5 and the Zu 1s 72 them, ASIC 1s 
« 1lſo in them that haze his Lighr. The Apoſtle ſaith, The grace of God, 
* which brings Salvation, hath appeared unto all Men, teaching us, (faith 
* he) that denying Ungoalineſs and worldly Luſts, we ſhould live ſoberly, 
* righteouſly and goaly wn this preſent World, (Tit. 2. 11. 12,) Now 
© all thole Me» and Women, that live Ungoaly, and 1n the Lufts of 
© the World, that tura this grace of God imo Wantonneſs, and walk 
«© deſpitefully againſt ir, and ſo dey God, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
* that bought them 3 the farlt is in all ſuch, that turn the grace 
< into MWantonneſs, and walk deſpitetully againſt thar, which would 
« bring their Salvatzon, and ſave ther out of the Reprobation, Bur 
© the Prieſts, it ſeems, can ſee no fart in ſuch as dexy God, and the 
© Lord Jeſus Chri, that hath bought them, ſuch as dey his Light, 
* which they ſhould belzeve zn, and his grace, which ſhould reach them 
* to live godly, and which ſhould bring them their Salvatzoyn, Now 
< all that 6«ieve in the Light of Chriſt, as he commands, are 1n the 
* Elettion; and fit under the Teaching of the grace of God, which 
© brings their Salvation. Bur ſuch, as turn this graceinto Wantonneſs, 
© are in the Reprobation: and ſuch as hate the Light, are in the Con- 
© demnation, Therefore I exhorted all the People to believe in the 
* Lizht, as Chriſt commands, and own the grace of God their free 
© Teacher ; and it would afſſuredly bring them their ſalvation : for it 
© is ſufficient. Many other Scriptures were opened concerning Re- 
probation, and the Pcople were opened to ſee; and a ſprirg of Life 
roſe up among them. | 

Theſe things ſoon came to the Przeſts Ears: for the People, that 
ſate under their dark Teachings, began to ſee Light, and to come into 
the Covenant of Lipht. So the Noiſe was ſpread over Scotland, a- 
mengſt the Prieſts, That I was come thither ; and a great Cry was 
among thein, that all would be ſpoiled : for they ſaid, I had ſpoiled 
all the honeſt Men and Women in England already (fo, upon their own 
account, the worſs were Jefe to them.) Upon this they gathered 
great Aſſemblies of Prieſts together, and drew up a Company Articles 
of Curſes to be read in their ſeveral Sreeple-houſes ; and that all the 
People ſhould fay, Amen to them. Some few of theſe I will here fer 
down; the reſt may be read in the Book before-mentioned of T he 
Scotch Prieſts Principles. 

The firſt was; Curſed # he, that ſaith, Every Man hath a Light 
within him ſufficient to lead him to Salvation : And let all the People 
ſay, Amen. 

The ſecond ; Carſed is he that ſaith, Faith is without Sin: And let 
all the People ſay, Amen. 

The third ; Curſed z5 he, that denieth the Sabbath-day : And let all the 
People ſay, Amen. 


In 
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In this /af# they make the People Curſe themſelves : for on the Sab- 


I657, 


bath-day (which 1s the Seventh-day of the Week, which the Jews kept WW 
by the Command of God to them) they kept Markers and Fairs ; and geoidund. 


{o brought the Carſe of God upon their own Heads. 

And as to the firff, concerning the Light, Chriſt ſaith ; Believe in 
the Light, that ye may become Children of the Light : and he thar be- 
lieveth, ſhall be ſaved , he that believeth, ſhall have everlaſting Life : 
He that believeth, paſſes from Death to Life, and is grafted into Chriſt. 
And ye do well, ſaid the Apoſtle, that ye take heed unto the Light, 
that ſhines in the dark place, until the day dawn, and the Day-ſtar 
ariſe in your Hearts. So the Light is ſufficient to lead unto the 
Day-ſtar. 

And as concerning Fazth, it is the gift of God ; and every zift of 
God is pure. The faith, which Chri# is the Author of, is precious, 
divine and without Sin: And this is the faith, which gives Victory 
over Sin, and Acceſs to God ; in which fazth they pleaſe God. But 
they are Reprobates themſelves concerning this fazth, and are in their 
dead faith, who Charge ſin upon this fazth under pain of a Curſe : 
which faith gives vidfory over their Curſe, and returns it into their 
own Bowels. | 

There were a Company of Scors near Badcow, who challenged a 
Diſpute with ſome of our Scotch Friends (for with me they would 
nor diſpute :,) fo ſome of the Scotch Friends met them ar the Marker- 
Place, The Diſpute was to be concerning the Sabbath-day, and ſome 
other of their Pr/xciples before-mentioned : And I having gotten their 
Principles and Aſſertions, ſhewed the Friends, where they might 
ealily be overthrown ; and a Scotch Friend, a Smith, overthrew them 
clearly. 

There were two Independent Churches in Scotland, of which many 
| were Convinced : But the Paſtor of the other was in a great Rage 

apeinlt Truth and Friends, They had- their Elders, who ſometimes 
would exerciſe their Gifzs amongſt the Church-members, and would 
ſometimes be pretty tender : but their Paſtor ſpeaking ſo much againſt 
' the Light, and us, who are the Friezds of Chriſt, he darkned his 
Hearers ; ſo that they grew dark, and blind, and dry, and loſt their 
Tenderneſs, And he coarinued preaching againit Friends, and againſt 
the Light of Chriſt Jclus, calling it »atura/: Ar laſt one Day in his 
Preaching he Curſed the Light ; and fell down dead in his Pulpit, The 
People carried him out, and laid him upon a Grave-ſtoxe, and poured 
S$trong-Waters 19to him 3 which fetched him to Life again: and they 
carried him home, but he was Mopifp, After a while he ſtripped off 
his Cloths, and put on a Scorch Plod; and went into the Country a- 
moneglt the Dairy-womez : and when he had ſtaid there about rwo 
Weeks, he came home, and went 1nto the Pulpit again. Whereupon 
the People expeQted ſome great Manifeſtation or Revelation from him : 
but inſtcad thereof he began to tell them, what Entertainment he had 
met with ; how Oze Woman gave him Skim'd Milk, Another gave 
. him Butter-milk, and Another gave him good Milk : So the People 

were fain to take him out of rhe Pa/pit again, and carry him home. 
He that gave me this Account, was one Andrew Robinſon, who was 
one of his Chief Hearers ; and came afterwards to be Convinced, and 
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received the Trath: And he ſaid, He never heard, that he recovered 
his Senſes again. By this People may ſee the Vengeance of God, which 
came upon him, that curſed the Light ; which Light was the Life in 
Chriſt, the Word : And it may be a Warnizg to all otiters, that Ipezk; 
Evil againſt the Light of Chriſt. 

Now were the Prieſts in ſuch a Rage, that they poſted up to Edex- 
borough, to O. Cromwels Conncil there, with Petitzons againit me. And 
the Noiſe was, That all was gone : tor ſeveral Friends were come out 
of Enzland, and ſpread over Scotland, Sounding the Day of the Lord, 
and preaching the everlaſting Goſpel of Salvation, and turning People to 
Chriſt Jeſus, who died for them, that they might receive his free 1each- 
ins. Afﬀter I had gathered up the Principles of the Scorch Prieſts, 
and the Sufferings of Friends, and had ſeen the Friends in that part 
of Scorland fertled, by the Lord's Power, upon Chriſt their Foundation; 
I went up to Edenborovgh ; and in the way came to Lithgow : Where 
lodging at an In, the Inkeeper's Wife, who was blind, received the 
Word ot Life, and came under the Teaching of Chriſt Jeſus, her Savi- 
our, At Nizht there came in abundance of Souldters, and ſome Off- 
cers, with whom we had much Dz#ſcourſe; and ſome were rude : 
One of the Officers ſaid, He would obey the Turk's or Pilate*s Command, 
if they ſhould command him to guard Chriſt to crucify him. $9 far he 
was from all Texderneſs, or Senſe of the Spirit of Chriſt, that he 
would rather cracify the Juſt, than ſaffer for or with the Juſt ; 
whereas many Officers and Magiſtrates have loſt their Places, before 
they would turn againſt the Lozd and his Juſt oze. 

When I was come to Edexborouzh, and had ſtayed there a while, 
I went from thence ro Lezth, where many Officers of the Army came 
1n with their Wrves ; and many were convinced, Among thoſe thar 
came, Edward Billing's Wife was one : She brought a great Deal of 
Coral in her Hand, and threw it on the Table before me, to ſee, 
whether I would ſpeak againſt it, or no? Ttook no notice of it, bur 
declared the Trath to her; and ſhe was reached. There came in 
many Baptiſts alſo, who were very 7ude ; but the Lord's Power came 
over them, ſo that they went away coxfounded. Thea there came in 
another ſort ; and one of them faid, He would diſpute with me: and 
for Arguments ſake, would deny, There was a God. T told him, © He 
* was one of thoſe fools, that ſaid in his Heart, There # no God : but 
© he ſhould know him in the Day of his Judgment, So he went his 
way : and a fine precious time we had afterward with ſeveral People 
of Account; and the Lord's Power came over all. William Osburn 
was with me: And Colonel Lidcor's Wife and William Welch's Wife, 
and ſeveral of the Officers themſelves alſo, that were there, were con- 
vinced at that Time. Now Edward Billing and his Wife were at that 
time ſeparated, and lived apart; and ſhe being reached by Truth, 
and become /ovizg to Friends, weſent for her Hwusband, and he came : 
and the Lord's Power reached unto them both, and they joined 


together 1n it, and agreed to live together in Love and Unity, as Mar 


and Wfe. | 
After this we went back to Edenborough again, where many Thou- 


ſands of People were gathered together, with abuneance of Prieſts 


among them, about burning of a Witch; and I was moved to declare 
| the 
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the Day of the Lord amongft them. Which when I had doae,l went 1657. 
from thence ro our Meetivg , whither many rude People and Baptiſts 
came. The Bapriſts began to vaunt with their Logzck and Syllogiſms : Scoland. 
but *T was moved, in the Lord's Power, to threſh their chaffy, light Eden- 
« minds ; and ſhewed the People, That, after that fallacious way of P%%%8i 
* diſcourſing, they might make White ſeem Black, and Black {cem 
© White : as, That becauſe a Cock had ewo Legs ; And each of them had 
© ewo Legs; therefore they were all Cocks. Thus they might turn any 
© thing into Lightneſs and Vanity: but it was not the Way of Chrift, 
© or his Apoſtles, to Teach, Speak or Reaſon after that manner. Here- 
upon thoſe Bapriſis went their way ; and after they were gone, we 
had a bleſſed Meeting in the Lord's Power, which was over all. 
I mentioned before, that many of the Scorch Prieſts, being great- 
ly diſturbed at the Spreading of Truth, and Loſs. of their Hearers 
thereby; were gone up to Edenborough, to Petition the Council againſt 
me. Now, when I came back from the Meeting to the I», where 


I lodged, an Officer belonging to the Counci/, came to me, and brought 
me the following Order :

When he had delivered me the Order, he asked me, Whether I 
would Appear or no? I did not tell him, whether I would or no; 
but asked him, If he had not forged the Order ? Helaid, No; it was 
a real Order from the Council, and he was ſent as their Meſſenger with 
#. When the Time came, I Appeared, and was had up into a great 
Room ; where many great Perſo»s came, and looked at me... After a 
while the Door-keeper came, and had me into the Counci!-Chamber : Eden- 
and as I was going in, he rook off my Hat. 1 asked him, *Why he _— 
< did ſo? and who was there, that I might nor goin with my Hat 
<on ? for I told him, TI had been before the ProzeFor with my Hat 
*on: But he hung up my Har, and had me in before them. When 
I was come in, and had ſtood a while, and they ſaid nothing to me ; 
I was moved of the Lord to ſay, © Peace be amongſt you, and Wazr in 
© the Fear of God, that ye may receive his Wiſdom trom above, by 
* which all things were made and created ; thar by it ye may all be 
* Ordered, and may Ordtr all things under your Hands to God's Glory, 
Aſter I had done ſpeaking, they asked me ; What was the Occaſion of 
my coming into that Nation? Irtold them, *I came to viſit the Seed of 
* Goa, which had long lain in Boxdage under Corruption : and 
© the Intent of my Coming was, that all in the Nation, that did pro- 
© feſs the Scriptures, the Words of rs and of the Prophets and 
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1657. * Apoſtles, might ceme tothe Light, Spirit and Power, which they 
WYV *werein, who gave them forth; that ſo in and by tae Sprrie they 
S:otand. * might underſtand the Scriptures, and know Chriſt and God aright, and 
arm , * have fellowſhip with them, and one with another. They asked me, 
Conc, Whether Thad any outward Buſineſs there? 1 laid, Nay. Then they asked 

me, How long T1 intended to ſtay in the Country? I told them, © ] 
« ſhould ſay little to that : My Time was not to be long; yet in my 
© freedom in the Lord I ſtood, in the W1il! of him, that ſent me. 
Then they bid me withdraw ; and the Door-keeper rook me by the 
Hand, and led me forth. In a little time they fent for me 1n again, 
and told me; T muſt depart the Nation of Scotland by that day Seven- 
nicht. Tasked them, *Why ? What had I done? What was my 
1 ra»ſareſſion, that they paſſed ſuch a Sextence upon me to depart out 
© of the Natzon ? They told me, They would nor diſpute with me, Then 
© I delired them to hear, what I had to fay to them : but chey faid ; 
They would not hear me. I told them, *© Pharaoh heard Moſes and 
* Aaron, and yet he was an Heathen, and no Chriſtian ; and Herod 
© heard John Baptiſt: and they ſhould not be worſe, than theſe. Bur 
they cried, Withdraw, withdraw: Whereupon the Door-reeper took 
me again by the Hand, and led me our. Then I returned to my Inn, 
and continued {till in Fdenboroueh ; viliting Friends there and there- 
abouts, and ſtrengthning them in the Lord, And after a litile time 
I writ a Letter to the Council, tolay betore them their Unchriſtian 
Dealing, in baniſhing me, en innocent Man, that ſought their Sa{va- 
tion and Eternal Good; A Copy of which Letter here followeth, 
direQted 


To the Council of Edenborough. 


| E that ſit in Coxxc!/, and bring before your Jadgment-ſeat the 
, Innocent, the Juſt, without ſhewing the leaſt Cauſe, what 
* Evill have done, or convicting me of any Breach of any Law; and 
* afterward ye baniſh me out of your Nation and Country, withour 
« telling me, for what, or what Ev/ T had done : though I told you, 
*when ye asked me, How long I would ſtay in the Nation ? That my 
1 ime was not /ong (I ſpake it znnocemly; ) and yet ye baniſh me. 
* Will nor all, thiok ye, that fear God, judge this to be wickedneſs ? 
* Conlider, did not they fit in ('ouncel about Stephen, when they ſfoned 
* him to Death ? Did not they fit in Council about Peter and John, 
* when they haled them our of the Temple, and put them our of their 
* Connctt tor a little Seaſon, and took Counſel together ; and then 
brought them 1n again, and threatned them, and charged them T's 
* ſpeak no more in that Name? Was not this to ffop the Truth from 
* ſpreading in that Time? And had not the Priefts an hand in theſe 
* things, with the Magiſtrates? and in examining Stephen, when 
* he was {toned to Death ? Was not the Council gathered together 
* againſt Jeſ#s Chriſt, to put him to Death? and had not the Chief 
* Priefts an hand init? When they go to perſecure the Juff, and 
* erucify the Juſt, do they not then negle&t Judoament, and Mercy, 
* and Juſtice, and the weighty Matters of the Law, which is juſt? 
* Was not the Apoſtle Pas! toſſed up and down by the Prieſts and the 


« Rulers, 
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* Rulers, and Priſoned? And was not John Baptiſt caſt into Priſon ? 
* Are not ye doing the ſame Work, ſhewing, whar Spirzz ye are of ? 
© Now, do not ye ſhew the Ezd of your Profeſ/icz, the End of your 
© Prayers, the End of your Religion, and the Exd of your Teaching, 
© who are now come to baniſh the Truth, and him that is come to 
* declare it unto you? Doth not this ſhew, that ye be but in the 
* Words, out of the Life of the Prophers, Chriſt and his Apoſtles ? 
«© for they did not uſe ſuch PraQtice, as to banh any. How do ye re- 
* ceive Strangers, Which is a Command of God among, the Prophets, 
* Chriſt and the Apoſtles? ſome by that means have entertained Az- 
* zels at unawares; bur ye baniſh one, that comes to Viſit the Seed of 
* God, and 1s not chargeable to any of you. Will not all, th: fear 
* Goa, look upon rhis to be Spright, and Wickedneſs againſt the 7 7uth? 
* How are ye like to love Eemies, that baniſh your Friezd? How 
*are ye like to do Good to them that hate you, when ye do Evil 
* to them that love you ? How are ye like to heap Coals of Fire on 
* their Heads that hate you, and to Overcome Evil with Good, when 
* ve baniſh thus? Do ye not manifeſt to all, that are in the Truth, 
* char ye have not the Chriſtian Spirit ? How did ye do Juſtice to me, 
* when ye could not covic# me of any Evil, yer baniſh me ? This 
* ſhews, that 77th is baniſhed out of your Hearts, and ye have 
* taken part againſt the 17uth with Evil-doers, and the wicked, envi- 
* ous Prieſts, and Stozers, Strikers ang Mockers 10 the Streets 5 with 
© theſe, ye that baniſh, have taken part: whereas ye ſhould have 
© been a Terror to theſe, and a Praiſe to them that do well, and- Suc- 
© courers of them that be in the Tr#th; then might ye have been a 
* Bleſfing tothe Nation, and not have baniſhed him, that was moved of 
* the Lord to vifir the Seed of God, and thereby have brought your 
* Names upon Record, and made them to ſtizk in Ages to come, among 
© them that fear God, Were not the Magiſtrates ſtirred up in former 
* Ages to perſecute or baniſh, by the corrupt Prieſts? and did not the 
© corrupt Priefts (tir up the rude Myltitzde againſt the Juft in other 
* Apes? Therefore are your Streers like Sodom and Gomorrha, Did 
* not the Fews and the Prieſts make the Gextzles Minds envious againſt 
© the Apoſtles ? AnJ who were they, that would not have the Prophet 
* Amos io propheſie at the Kzng's Chappel ; but bad him, fly his way ? 
* Ard when Jeremiah was pur in the Przſon, in the Dungeon, and in 
* the Stocks, had not the Prieſts an Hand with the Princes in doing 
*it ? Now ſeeall, that were in this Work of baniſhins, priſoning, 


* perſecuting, Whether they were nor all out of the Life of Chriſt, the 


* Prophets and Apoſtles? To the Witneſs of God in you all T ſpeak : 
* Conſider, Whether or no they were not always the blind Magiſtrates, 
* which turned their Sword always backward, that knew not their 


* Friends from their Foes, and ſo hit their Friends ? Such Magiſtrates 
* were deceived by Flattery.

When this was deliverec, and read amongſt them, ſome of them, 
as I heard, were troubled, at what they had done ; being made ſer+ 
fible, that they would not be fo ſerved themſelves. Bur it was not 
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1657. long, before they that baniſhed me, were baniſhed themſelves, or glad 
WV to get away ; who would not do good in the Day when they had Pow- 
Seotland, er, nor ſuffer others, that would. | 

After Thad ſpent ſome time among Friexads at Edenborough, and 
Heads, thereabouts, I paſſed from thence to Heads again, where Friends had 
been in great Sufferings : for the Presbyterian Prieſts had Excommunt- 
cated them, and given Charge, That noxe ſhould Buy or Sell with them, 
nor Eat nor Drink with them, So they couid neither Sell their Com- 
modities, nor Buy what they wanted; which made it go very hard 
with ſome of them : for if they had bought Bread or other YViduals 
of any of their Neighbours, the Prieſts threatned them fo with Curſes, 
that they would run, and fetch ir from them again. But Colonel 4ſþ- 
field, being a Juſtice of Peace in that Councry, put a ſtep to the 
Priefts Proceedings. This Colonel Afþfield was afterwards convinced 
himſelf, and had a Meeting ſettled at his Houſe ; and declared the 
1rnth, and lived and ated in it. 
After I had viſited Friends at Heads and there-aways, and had en- 
Glaſcow. couraged them in the Lord, T went to Glaſcow, wherea Meeting was 
appointed 3 but not Oze of the Town came to it. As I went into 
the Cty, the Gaard at the Gates had me up before the Governour, 
who was a moderate Man ; and a gread deal of Dzſconurſe T had with 
him: but he was too /z2h7 to receive the Truth ; yer he fet me art 
Liberty, and fo I patled to the Meerivg. But ſeeing, zoe of the 
Town's People came to the Meeting, we declaredTruth through the Town, 
and fo palſed away ; and viſted Frzexds in their Meetings there- 
Padcow, Abouts : and then returned towarus Badcow, Several Friends went, 
and declared Truth in their Steeple-houfes ; and the Lod's Power was 
with them. And one time, as I was going with W/1/1:am Osburn to 
his Houfe, there lay a Company of rude Fellows by the Way-ſide, who 
had hid themſelves under the Hedges and in Buſhes ; and I ſpying them, 
asked him, What they were ? Oh, ſaid he, they are Thieves, Now 
Robert Widders being moved to go to ſpeak to a Prieſt, was lett be- 
hind, intending to come atter, $0.1 ſaid to William Osburn, * I will 


* ftay here in this Valley ; and do thou go look after Robert Widders : 


But he was unwilling to go, being atraid to leave me there aloze, 
becaule of thole Fellows; till I toid him, *©I feared them not. Then 
I called to them, asking them, What they lay lurking there for ? 
and I bid them, Come up to me: but they were /oth to come up. 
I charged them to come up to me, or elſe it might be worſe with 
them : Then they came zremblizg to me; for the Dread of the Loyd 
bad ffruck them. I acmoniſhed them to be hoxeſt ; and directed 
them to the Lzght of Chriſt in their Hearts, that by it they might ſee, 
what an Ez] it was to follow after Theft and Robbery : and the 
Power of the Lord came over them. So TI ſtayed there, till Wiliam 
Osburz and Robert Widders came up; and then we paſſed on toge- 
ther, Bur it is likely, that if we #wo had gone away before, they 
would have robbed Robert Widders, when he had come after alone ; 
there being zhree or four of them. | 

—— We wentto Willi Osburn's Houle, where we had a good Op- 
portunity to declare the Truth to ſeveral People, that came in there. 

Eighlands And then we went among the Highlanders; who were ſo Devilliſh, 


they 
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they had like to have ſpozled us and our Horſes: for they run ar us 
with Pitch-forks ; bur through the Lord's Goodneſs we eſcaped them, 
being preſerved by his Power. 

From thence we paſled to Starling, where the So/dzers took us up, 
and had us to the Main-gxard; and after a few Words with their 
Officers, the Lord's Power coming over them, ' we were ſet at Liberty : 
But no Meeting could we get amongſt them in the Town, they were 
{o cloſed up in Darkneſs. Next Morning there came a Maz with an 
Horſe, that was torun a Race ; and moſt of the 7own's People, and 
the Officers went toſeeit, As they came back from the Race, I had 
a brave Opportunity, to declare the Day of the Lord, and his Word 
of Life amongſt them: Some Confteſled to it, and ſome Oppoſed : 
but the Loyd's Truth and Power came over them all. 

Leaving Starling, we travelled through the-Country, till we came 
to Burnt-Ifland, where I had two Meetings at one Captain Poo/'s 
Houſe ; one inthe Morning, and the other in the Afrermoow. W hilft 
they went to Dinner, T walked to the Sea-ſide, not having freedom 
to eat with them. Both he and his Wite were Convinced, and be- 
came good Friends afterward ; and {ſeveral Officers of the Army came 
in, 2nd received the Truth. 

We paſſed from thence through ſeveral other Places in the Country, 
till we came to Fohnſton's; where were ſeveral Baptiſts, that were 
very bitter, and came in a Raze to diſpure with us : Vain Janglers and 
Diſpaters indeed they were. And when they could not prevazl by 
diſputing, they went, and informed the Governor againſt us; and 
next Morning they raiſed a whole Company of foot, and baniſhed me, 
and Alexander Parker, and James Lancaſter and Robert Wiaders out 
of the Town. As they guarded us through the Town, James Laz- 
caſter wes moved to Szng with a Melodiows Sound in the Power of God ; 
and I was moved to proclaim the Day of the Lord, and preach the 
Everlaſting Goſpel to the People. For the People generally came forth, 
ſo that the Srreets were filled with them : and the Souldiers were 10 
aſhamed, that they ſaid, They had rather have gone to Jamaica, than 
have guarded us ſo. But we were put into a Boat, with our Horſes ; 
and carried over the Water, and there leit. And the Baptiſts, who 
were the Cauſe of our being thus put out of this Town, were them- 
ſelves, not long aiter, turned our of the Army; and he that was then 
Governour, Was turned out allo, when the Kzng came in. 

B11 thus thruſt out of Johnſfous, we went to another Market- 
icin, where Edward Billing and many Souldters quartered. We 
went to an ln, and deſired to have a Meeting 1n the 7 own, that we 
c::1zhÞ preach the Everlaſting Goſpel amongſt them. The Officers and 
Soldiers laid, We ſhould have it in the Town-hall ; bur the Scotch 
Heriftrates in ſpight appointed a Meeting there that Day, for the 


'Buſizeſs of the Town, Which when the Officers of the Soulatery un- 


deritond, and perceived, that it was done 1n Malice, they would 
have had us to bave gone into the Town-hall nevertheleſs, But we 
tid them, Vo, by mo means; for then the Magiſtrates might inform 
tic Goverazour againtt them, and ſay, They took the Town-hall from 
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them by force, when they were to do their 1 own-buſineſs therein. But * 


we told them, © We would go to the Market-place : They ſaid, It 
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was Market-day; We replied, * It was fo much the betrer : for we

Alexander Parker went up, and ſtood upon the Market-croſs, with a 
Bible in his Hand, and declared the 7 ruth amongit the Souldrers and 
Market-people ; but the Scots, being a dark, carnal Pecple, gave line 
heed, nor hardly took notice, what was ſaid, After a while I was 


moved of the Lord God to ſtand up at the Creſs, and to declare wirh® 


2 loud Voice the Everlaſting Treth, and the Day of the Lord, that was 
coming upon all $zz and Wickedneſs, Whereupon the People came 
running out of the Towa-hall ; and they gathered fo together, that 
at laſt we had a /arge Meeting + for they late in the Conrr but only 
for a Co/our, to hinder us from having the Hall to Meet in. When 
the People were come away, the Magiſtrates followed them ; and 
{ome walked by, but ſome ſtaid and heard : and the Lora"s Power 
came over all, and kept all quiet. And the People were © Turned to 


* the Lord Jeſus Chrift, who died for them, and had ex{izhtned them ; - 


* that with his Lz24r they might all ſee their evi] Deeds, and be ſaved 
* from their $25 by him, and might come to know him to be their 


© Teacher. Bur it they would not receive Chrift, and own him, it 


© was told them, that cis Lz7ght, which came from him, would be 
© their Condemnation. 


Several of them were made /owing to us, eſpecially of the Engliſh 
People, and ſome came afterwards ro be Convinced. Bur there was 
a Souldier, that was very envious againit us, and hated both us and 
the Truth, and ſpake Evil of the Truth, and very deſpitefully againſt 
the Liohe of Chriſt Jeſus, which we bore Teſtimony to; and mighty 
Realous he wes tor the Prieſts, and their Heayers. As this Man was 


hearing che Przcz, holding his Hat before his Face, while the Prie/# 


o& prayed ; oneoi the Prieft*s Heareys ſtabbed him to Death ; So he, who 
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had rejeQed the Teachings of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and cried down the 
Servants of the i.ord, was murdered among(t them, whom he had /o 
cried up, and by oze of them. 

We travelled irom tiis Town through the Country to Leith, warn- 
ing and exhorting People, as we went, to turn to the Loxd. Ar 
Leith the Inn-keeper told me, that the Councit had granted forth War- 
rants tO apprehend me, becauſe I was not gone out of the Nation, after 
the ſeven Dzys were expired, that they had ordered me to depart the 
Nation in; ſeveral friendly People allo came, and told me the ſame. 
To whomT faid : * What do ye tell me of their Warrants againſt me ? 
© 1t there were a Cartloadof them, I do not heed them ; for the Lord's 
* Power 1s over them all. 

So I went from Leithup to Edeanborough again, where they ſaid, 
the Warrants from the Couzcil were out againſt me; and Twent to 
the Iz», where 1 had lodged before: and no Man offered to meddle 
with me. After I had viſited the Friends in the City, I deſired thoſe 
Friends, that travelled with me, to pet ready their Horſes in the 
Morning ; and we rode out of Town together. There were with me 
at that time Thomas Rawlinſon , Alexander Parker and Robert Wig- 
ders, When we were come out of Town, they asked me, Whether 
T would go? I told them, * It was upon me from the Lord, to go back 
* again to Johnſton (the Town, out of which we had been lately 
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© thruſt) and to fer the Power of God and his 7r1z4 over them alfo. 1657. 
Alexander Parker laid, he would go along with me : and I wiſht the VV 
other 7'wo to ſtay at a Town, about rhree Miles from Edenborough, geotand. 


till we returned. Then Alexander Parker and 1 por over the Warer 


. : , ? Tohnftons, 
which was about three Miles over; and rid on through the Country x ] 


but in the Afternoon, his Horſe being weak, and not able to hold up 
with mine, I put on, and got into Johnſton's, juit as they were draw- 
ing up the Bridges; the Officers and Souldzers never queltioning me. 
So I rid up the Street to Capt. Daverport's Houſe, from which Houſe 
we had been baniſh: before, There were many Officers with him : 
and when I came amonzl[t them, they /ifred up their Hands, admiring, 
chat I ſhould come again ; bur I cold them, © The Lord God had fear 
© me amonpit them again. So rhey went their Way: And the Bapriſts 
{cor me a Letter, by way of Challenge, That they would diſcourſe with 
me the next day < I left them Word, *T would Meer them at tuch an 
* Houſe, about half a Mile out of the Town, at fuch an Hour, For I 
conlidered, if I (hould ſtay in Tow to diſcourſe with chem, they 
mighr, under pretence oi d:ſcourfing with me, have raiſed Men, to 
put me ont of the Town again, as they had done betore. At the 
1ime appotnted I went to the Place appointed, Capt. Davenport and 
his So accompanying me ; and there [ ftay'd ſome Honrs, but never 
a one of them came. Bur wiule I itay'd there waiting for them, I 
ipied Alexander Parker coming ; who not being able to reach the 
Town, had lain out the Nz2ht before : and when I faw him, IT was ex- 
ceeding glad, that we were mct again. 

This Caprain Davezpore was then loving to Friends ; but after- 
wards coming more into the Obedience to Truth, he was turned out of 
his Place, for not putting off his Hat, and for laying Thou and Thee to 
them. 

Now when we had waited, beyond reaſonable Ground to expec? 
any of their Coming, we departed: And Alexander Parker being 
moved to go again to the Tows, where we had the Mrerzpg at the 
Market-Croſs; T paſſed alone through the Country to Licutenant 
Foſter's Quarters, where there were ſeveral Officers, that were Cox- 
vinced, From thence I went up to the Town, where I had Jeir the 
other :wo Friends ; and they and I went back to Edexborough toge- 
ther. 

When we were come to the Citz, T bid Robere Widders follow me ; 
and in the Dread and Power of the Lord we came up to the two firit 
Sentries : and the Lora's Power came ſo over them, that we paſſed by 
them without any Examination. Then we rode up the Street ro the 
Market-place, and by the Main-guard out at the Gaze by the third 
Sentry : and ſo clear out at the Suburbs, and there came to an [nn, 
and fer up our Horſes ; it being the ſeventh Day of the Week, Now 
I faw and feir, that we had rid, as_it were, againſt the Cazor's 
Mouth, or the Sword's Point; but the Lord's Power and immediate 
Hand carried us over the Heads of them all. Next day I went up to 
the Meeting in the City, Friends having notice, that I would be ar it: 
There came many Officers and Souldzers to it, and a glorious Meeting 
't was; and the Everlaſting Power of God was fer over the Nation, 
and lus $02 reigned 13 his glorious Power : and all was quier, and no 
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1657. Man offered to meddle with me. When tne Meeting was ended, and 
UNFV I had viſited Friends, I came out of the Czty to my [zz again ; and 
the next day, being the ſecond day of the Week, we fer forward, 
Eder" through the Country, towards the Borders of England. 
borough. ac we travelled along the Country, 1 ſpied a Steeple-houſe ; and it 
ſtruck at my Life. 1 asked, what Steeple-houſe it was ? and was An- 
Dunbar, {wered, that it was Dunbar. When I came thirher, and had let up 
at an Im, T walked up to the Sreeple-houſe, having a Friend or two 
with me. When we came into the Steeple-honſe-yard, one of the 
chief Men of the Town was walking there : So I ſpake to oze of the 
Friends, that was with me, © To go to him, and tell him, that about 
« the Ninth Hour next Morning there would be a. Meerzng there of 
© the People of God called Quakers ; of which we deſired, he would 
* oive notice to the People of the Town, Heſent me Word, That 
they were to have a LeCture there by the Ninth Hour ; but that we might 
have our Meeting there by the Eighth Hour, if we would, We con- 
cluded ſo; and deſired him to give Notice of it. Accordingly in the 
Morning both Poor and Rich came: And there being a Captain of 
Horſe quartered in the Town, He and his Troopers came alſo; 1{o that 
we had a large Meeting : And a glorious Meeting 1t was, the Lo: as 
Power being ſet over all. After ſome time the Przeſ# came, and went 
into the Szeeple-houſe : but we being in the Sreeple-honſe-zard, moſt of 
the People ſtaid with us. And Friends were fo full, and their Voices 
fo high in the Power of God, that the Przeſf could do little in the Sreeple- 
houſe ; but came quickly out again, and ſtood a while, and then 
went his Way. For after I had opened ro the People, © Where they 
* might find Chriſt Jeſus, having turned them to the Lizht, which: 
* he had exlightned them withal, that in the Light rhey might ſee Chri/?, 
© that died tor them, and turn to him, and know him to be their 
© Saviour and free Teacher ; and had let them ce, thar all the Teachers 
© they had hitherto followed, were Hirelings, who made the Goſpel 
* chargeable ; and had ſhewed them the wrong Ways they had walked 
© in, 1n the Night of Apoſtacy, and had diretted them to Chri/t, the 
* zew and living Wayto God ; and had manifeſted unto them, how 
* they had /oft the Religion and Worſhip, which Chriſt ſet up in Spirit 
*and Truth, and had hitherto been 1n the Relzzzons and Worſbips of 
* Mens making and fetting up; and aſter I had turned the People to 
* the Spirit of God, which led the holy Mex of God to give Yorth the 
* Scriptures; and ſhewed them, that they mult alſo come to receive 
* and be led by the fame Spirit in themſelves (a Meaſure of which 
* was given unto every oxe of them) if ever they came to know God 
* and Chriſt, and the Scriptures aright : perceiving, the other Friends, 
that were with me, to be full of the Power and Word of the Lora, 1 
ſtepped down ; giving way for them to dec/are, what they had from 
the Lord to ſay unto the People. Towards the latter End of the Meet- 
ing ſome Profeſſors began to jargle: Whereupon I ood up again, 
and anſwered their Queſtions, 10 that they ſeemed to be ſatisfied ; and 
our Meeting ended in the Lord's Power, quiet and peaceable. This 
was the /aſt Meeting I had in Scotland : And the Truth and the Power 
of God was ſet over that Natzon; and many, .by the Power and Spirit 
of God were turned to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their Savzour and Teacher, 
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whoſe Blood was ſhed for them : And ſince there 1s a great Increaſe; and 1657. . 
great there will be in Szotland. For when firſt T ſet my Horſes Feet upon WWW 
the Scottiſh Ground, I felt the Seed"of God to ſparkle about me, like iny Scotland. 
numerable Sparks of Fire. Not but that there is Abundance of 2hick, punbar. 
Cloady Eart of Hypocriſy and Falſeneſs, that Is a top, and a biary, bram- 

bly Nature, which is to be burnt up with God's Wozd, and plowed up 

with his Spiritual Plow, before God's Seed brings forth heavenly and {p1- 

ritual Fruit to his glory. .But the Hwsbandman is to wait in Pati- 

ENHCE. 

From Duzbay we came to Berwick, where we were queſtiozed a little Xorthun- 
by the Officers; but the Governour was loving towards us : and in the 2%, 
Evening we had a little Meerz7g, in which the Power of the Lord was 
manifeited over all. 

Leaving Berwick, we came to Morpeth ; and fo through the Country, Morpeth. 
viliting Friends, to New-caſtle, where I had been once before: For the Newcaltle 
Newcaſtle-Prieſts had written many Books againſt us ; and one Leaper, an 
Alderman of the Town, was very envious againit Truth and Friends, He 
and the Prieſts had ſaid ; The Quakers would not come into any great Towns, 
but lived in the Fells, like Butterflies Sol took Anthony Pearſon with 
me, and went to this Ledger, and ſeveral others of the Aldermen ; *de- 

«© firing, to have a Meetizz amongſt them, ſceing they had written ſo 

© many Books againſt us : tor we were now come, I told them, into their 

* oreat Town, But they would not yield we ſhould have a Meerzzg, nei- 

© ther would they be ſpoken withal, ſave only this Ledger, and one other. 

I told them ; * Had they not called Friends Butterflies, and ſaid, We would 

© not come into any great Towns? And now we were come intotheir Town, 

* they would not come at us, though they had printed Books againlt us. 

© Who are the Butterflies now, ſaid I? Then Ledger began to plead for 

the Sabbath-day: but I told him *© They kept Markers and Fairs on that 

* which was the Sabbath-day, for that was the ſeventh day of the Week ; 
whereas that Day, which rhe protefſed Chriſtians now Meer on, and call 

their Sabbath, is the Fir#t day of the Week. So when we could not have 

a publick Meetizg among them, we got a little Meezing among Friends 

and friendly People, at the Gate-ſide ; where a Meeting is continued to 

this day, in the Name of Jeſus. As was paſſing away by the Marker- 

place, the Power of the Lord role in me, ©* To warn them of the .Day of 

* the Lord, that was coming upon them. And not long after, all thoſe 
Prieſts of Newcaſtle, and their Profeſſion, were turned out, when the 

Ky7ng came in. | 

From New-Caftle we travelled through the Countries, having Meet- nonbun- 
inos, and viſiting Friends as we went, in Northumberland and Biſhoprick; Soprick 
and a very good Meeting we had at Lieutenant Doves, where many ***) 
were turned to the Loyd and his Teaching. Afﬀter the Meeting T went to 

vilit a Juſtice of Peace, a very ſober, loving Man ; and he confeſſed to 

the Truth. 

From thence we came to Durham, where was a Man come down from Durham. 
London, to {ct up a Colledge there, to make Mzniſters of Chriſt, as they 
faid : I weat, with ſome others, to reaſon with the Man, and to let 
him lee, * That to teach Men Hebrew, Greek and Latin, and the Sever 
* Arts, which was all but the Teachings of the Natural Man, was not 
* the Way to make them Miniſters of Chriſt, For the Languages began at 

O 0 Babel : 
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© Babel: and to the Greeks, that ſpake Greek, as their Mother-1 ongue, 
$ the Preaching of the Croſs of Chriit was fooliſhneſs 3 and to the Jews, 
Echat {pake Hebrew, as their Mother-Tongue, Chriſt was a Stumbling= 
© block. And as for the Romans, who had the Latin and Italian, they 
© perſecuted the Chriſtians; and Pilat, one of the Rowan Governours, ict 
© Hebrew, Greek and Latin a top of Chriſt, when he Crucified him, 
© So he might ſee, the many Languages began at Babel, and they {cr 
* rhem a 70p of Chriſt, the Word, when they Crucified him. And John 
the Divine, who preached the Word, that was in the beginning, faid, 
& That the Beaſt, and the Whore have Power over Tongues and Languages, 
* and they are as Waters, Thus, Irold him, he might ſee, the Whore 
* and Beaſt have Power over the Toyxgues and ths many Laxgnages, which 
@are in Myſtery Babylon : for they began at Babel; and che Perſecutors 
* of Chriſt Jeſus {ct them over him, when he was Crucrfied by them : 
© bur he is Riſen over them all, who was before them all, Now (faid 1 
co this Man) Doft thou think to make Minifters of Chriſt by theſe 
* natural, confuſed Larguages, which ſprang from Babel, are admired 
© 1n Babyloz, and ſera top of Chriſt, the Life, by a Perſecator ? Oh no ! 
$o the Man conteſt ro many of theſe things, Then we ſhewed him fur- 
ther, * That Chriſt made his Miniſters himſelf, and gave Gzfts unto 
*them ; and bid 1them Pray #0 the Lord of the Harveſt, to ſend forth La- 
© bourers, And Peter and John, though unlearned and ignorant (as to 
© School-learning ) preached Chrif Jeſus the Word, which was 1a the be- 
«pinning, before Babel was. Paul allo was made an 4poſtle not of Man, 
© nor by Mar, neititer received he the Goſpel! trom May, but from Jeſus 
* Chriſt; who is the ſame now, and ſos his Goſpel, as it was at that 
* Day.. When we had thus Diſcourſed with the Man, he became very 
loving and tender: and after he had conſidered further of it, he never 
let up his Col/rdge. 

From Durham we went to Anthony Pearſon's, and from thence into 
Cleaveland ; and {o paſſed through Yorkſhire tq the further End of Hol- 
derneſs, and had mighty Meetings, the Lord's Power accompanying us. 

Atter we parted irom Anthony Pearſon's: we went by Hull and Pom- 
free through the Countries to George Watkinſon's Houle, and viſited 
moſt of the Meetings all up and down in thele Parts, till we came to 
Scale-houſe, and {o on to Swarthmore ; the everlaſting Power and Arm of 
God carrying us through, and preſerving us. After I had viſited Friends 
up and down there-aways, TI paſſed through the Countries into York- 
ſhire again, and into Cheſhire ; and ſo through other Counties into Der- 
byſhire and Nottinghamſhire : and glorious Meetings we had, the Lord's 
Preſence being with us, l 

At Nottingham | ſent to Rice Jones, deſiring him * To make his Peo- 
© ple acquainted, that T had ſomething to ſay to them from the Lord. 
He came and told me, Many of them l:ved in the Country, and he could 
not tell, how to ſend to them. 1 told him, * He might acquaint them 
* about the Tow of it, and ſend to as many in the Country, as he could. 
So the next Day we Mer at the Caſtle, there being about forrſcore Peo- 
ple; ro whom I declared the Truth for about the ſpace of xgwo Hours : 
And the Lora's Power was over them all, ſo that they had not Power to 
open their Months in Oppoſitzon, When I had done, one of them asked 
me a Qweftion, which I was loth to have anſwered ; for I ſaw, it might 

lead 
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lead into Fangling, and I was unwilling to go into Fangling, for fome 
of the People were tender: yet I could not tell, how well to eſcape 
it. WhereforeI anſwered the Qzeſt;on: and was moved torthwith to 
ſpeak to Rice Jones, and lay before him, © How that he had been the 
* May, that had ſcattered ſuch, as had been Tender, and ſome that had 
© been Convinced, and had been led out of many Yanrries of the World, 
© which he had formerly judzed; but now he juaged the Power of God 
* in them, and they, being fimple, turned to him : and fo he and they 
«were turned to be vazrer than the World: for many of his Followers 
© were turned to be the greateſt Foor-ball-players and Wreſtlers in the 
* Country. Sol told him, it was the Sexpere in him, that had /car- 
© tered, and done hurt to ſuch as were Tender towards the Lord, Ne- 
« vertheleſs, if he did wait in the Fear of God, for the Seed of the Woman, 
« Chriſt Jeſus, to bruiſe the Serpent's Head in him, that bad tcattered, 
* and done the hurt ; by the Seed Chriſt J:fus, (he coming into him) 
© he might come to gather them again by this heavenly Seed : thougin 
« it would be an hard work for him, to gather them again our of thoſe 
«Vanities, he had led them into, At this Rzice Jones ſaid, Thou lic, 
it us not the Seed of the Woman, that bruiſes the Serpent's Head. * No! 
«ſaid T, What is it then? I ſay, zt # the Law, ſaid he, Bur, faid I, 
© the Scripture ſpeaking of the Seed of the YYoman, ſaith, It ſhall bruiſe 
@ thy Head, and thou ſhalt bruiſe his Heel: Now, hath the Law an Heel ; 
«ſaid I, to be bruiſed? Then Rice Tones and all his Company were at a 
{tand : and I was moved in the Power of the Lord to fpeak tro him, and 
{lay ; * This Seed, Chriſt Tcſus, the Seed of the YVYoman, which ſhould 
* bruiſe the Serpent's Head, ſhall bruiſe thy Head, and break you all to 
* pieces. Thus I did leave on the Heads of them the Sred, Chriit: and 
not long after he and his Company ſcattered to preces ; and leveral of them 
carfie to be Friends, and ſtand to this Day, For many of them had 
been Convinced about ezght Tears before, but had been led alide by this 
Rice Jones : For they denied the Iaward Croſs, the Power of God, and fo 
went into Vanity, And it was about ezght Tears, fince I had been for- 
merly amonglt them ; in which time I was to paſs over them and by them, 
ſeeing they had /lighted the Lord's Truth and Power, and the Viſttation of 
his Love unto them. But now was the time, that I was moved to go to 
them again, and it was of great Service ; for many of them were brought 
. tothe Lord Jeſus Chri#, and were ſercled upon lum, fitting down under 
his Teaching and Feeding, where they were kept freſ/and preen : and 
the others, that would not be gathered to him, ſoon aſter wthered. 
This was that Rice Jones, that fome Years before had ſaid ; I was then at 
the highs, and ſhould fall : But, poor Man ! he little thougat, how 
near his own Fall was. 

We lett Nottingham, and went into Warwickſhire : ani] thence paſſing 
through ſome paris of Northamptoaſhire and Leiceſterſhire, viſiting 
Frienc.s, and having Meetings with them, as we travelled, we came into 
Bedford/hire; where we had large Gatherings in the Name of Jeſus. 
After {cme time we came to Foiz Crook's Houſe, where a General Tearly 
Meeting for the whole Nation was appointed to be held. This Meeting 
laſted Three Days, and many Friends trom mo!t Parts of the Nation came 
toit; ſothat the Ins and Towns round tliereabouts were filled : for ma- 
ny Thouſands of People were at it. And alihough chere were ſome D#- 
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1658. ſturbance by ſome rude People, that had run out from Truth; yet the 
WV Lord's Power came over all, and a glorious Meeting it was. And the 
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Everlaſting Goſpel was preached, and many received it, (tor there were 
many ſorts of Profeſſors came to the Meeting ; ) which Goſpel brought 
Life and Immortality to Light inthem, and ſhined over all. 

Then was I moved, by the Power and Spzrit of the Lord, to open 
unto them the © Promiſe of God, how that it was made to the Seed, nor 
© to Seeds, as many, but ro One; which Seed was Chriſt: And that all 
© People, both Males and Females, ſhould feel this Seed in them, which 
£ was Heir of the Promiſe ; that ſo they mightall witnels Chriſt in them, 
© the Hopeof Glory, the Myſtery, which hat] been hid from Ages and Ge- 
© verations, Which was revealed to the Apoſtles, and is revealed again 
* now, after this long Night of Apoſtacy. So that ail might come up 


- * into this Seed, Chriſt Jeſws, and waik in it, and (it down together in 


© the heavenly Places in Chriſt Feſws z; who was the Foundation of the Pro- 
* phets and Apoſtles, and the Rock of Ages, and is our Foundation now. 
© And all ficting down 1n him, fir down in the Subſtance, the Firft and 
© the Leſt, that changes not, the Seed that bruifes the Serpent's Head, and 
© was, before he was ; who ends all the Types, Figures and Shadows, and 
© is the Subſtance of them all, in whom there is no Shadow. Now, theſe 
things were upon me to open unto all, that they might mind and ſee, 
what it is, they ſit down 1n. 

* For Firſt, They that fit down in Adam inthe Fall, fit down in Mi- 
* ſery, in Death, in Darkneſs and Corruption. 

« Secondly, They that fir down 1n the T ypes, Figures and Shadows, and 
© under the firft Prieſthood, Law and Covenant, lit down io that which 
* mult have an Exd ; and which made nothing perfect, 

« Thiraly, They that fic down in the Apoſtacy, that hath gctten up 
* fince the Apoſtles Days, ſit down in ſpiritual Sodom and Egypt; and are 
* drinking of the Whore's Cup, under the Beaſt's and Dragory's 
© Power. 

© Foerthly, They that fit down in the Szate, in which Adam was be- 
* fore he fell, ſit down 1n that which may be fallen from; for he fel! 
* from that Srzate, though it was perfect. 

« Fifthly, They that {it down 1n the Prophets, fit down in that which 
* muſt be falfilled : And they that fit down in the Fellowſhip of Water, 
* Bread and Wine, theſe being temporal things, they (it down in that 
* which is ſhort of Chriſt, and of his Baptiſm. 

* Sixthly, To fit down in a Profeſſion of all the Scriptures from Geneſis 
*to the Revelations, and not be in the Power and Spirit, which they 
* were in, that gave them forth ; That was to be turned away from,by them 
* that came into the Power and Spiriz, which they were in, that gave 
$ forth the Scrzptures. 

« Seventhly, They that ſit down in the heavenly Places in Chri# Jeſus, 
* theſe ſit down in him, that never fe//, nor never changed. Here is the 
© ſafe firting for all his Ele, his Church, his Spiritual Members, of 
* which he 1s the /zving Head, his /iving Stones, the Houſhold of Faith ; 
« of which Houſe he is the Corner-ftone, that ſtands and abides all Wea- 
© thers. For, as the Apoſtle ſaid, He hath quickned us, who were dead in 
© Sins and Ireſpaſſes, &c. and made us to ſit together in the heavenly pla- 
v ces an Chriſt Jeſus; that in the Ages to come he might ſhew the exceeding 
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© Riches of his Grace, an his Kindneſs towards us, through Jeſus Chrif, 1658. 

© Now, the Apes are come, that his Kzizdneſs and exceeding Riches tc WWW 
* wards us through Jeſus Chriſt is truly manifeſted in us, as 'it was in edford- 

* the Apoſtles days 3 even zz #s, who have been dead 73 Sins and Tref- ſhire. 

* paſſes, as they were : but now are quickned, and made alive, and yeary 

© made to fit together in the heavenly Places in Chriſt Jeſus, the Firſt and Meeting: 


© the Laſt, by whom all things were created; who is aſcended above 
«all, and 1s over all, and whoſe glorious preſence is now known. And 
* all that fit dows here, in Chriſt Jeſus, they ſee, where all other People 
* fit, and in what, So.the Promiſe of God being to the Seed, which is 
* one, Chriſt Jeſus, every Man and Woman mult come to witneſs this 
« Seed, Chriſt in them, that they may be Heirs of the Promiſe ; and in- 
* heriting that, they will inherit Subſtance. Thele things were largely 
* declared of, and the ſtate of the Church, and the ſtate of the falſe 
© Church (ſince the Apoſtles days, opened ; and how the true Church fled 
<.into the Wilderneſs : and the ſtate of the falſe Prophets, which Chriſt 
© ſaid ſhould come, and John ſaw were come, and how all the World won- 
© red after them ; and how they had blled the World with falſe DofFrines, 
© Ways, Worſhips and Religions : and how the Everlaſting Goſpel was 
* now preached again to all Nations, Kzindreds, Tongues and People ; 
* for all Nations, Kinareds, Tongues and People had drunk the Whore's 
© Cup, and ſhe was over them, and fate upon them. ' Anda this Night 
© of Apoſtacy the pure Religion and Worſhip in Spirit, which was in the 
* Apoſtles days, and the way of Life and living Fazth, and the Power and 
* Holy Ghoſt were loſt : but now they came to be ler up again by Chriſt 
© Jeſas, and his Meſſengers and Miniſters of the Goſpel, as in the Apoſtles 
* days. + For as Chrilt ſent his Diſciples togo and preach the Goſpel, into 
call the World; and alter thar, the falſe Prophers and Antichriſts went 
© over the World, and preached their falſe DotFrines and Traditions, and 
* Heatheniſh and Jewiſh Rudiments: So now again, the Everlaſting Goſ- 
© pel mult be preached to all Nations, and to every Creature, that they 
* may come into the pyre Religion, ro worſhip God in the Spirit and 
Truth, and may know Chriſt Jeſws, their Way to God, and him to be 
© the Author of their Faith, and may receive the Goſpel from Heaven, 
* and not from Men; in which Goſpel, received from Heaven, is the 
© Heavenly Fellowſhip, which is a Myſtery to all the Felonſhips in the 
* World. Now atter theſe things had been largely opened, with many 
other things concerning Chriſt Feſas, and his Kzngdom, and the People 
were turned to the divine Lizhr of Chriſt, and his Spirit, by which they 
might come both to know God and Chr:i#, and the Scriptures, and to 
have Fellowſhip with them, and one with another in the ſame Spzrzt ; 
T was moved to declare and open divers other things to thoſe Friends, 
who had received a part of the Miziſtry, concerning the Exerciſe of their 
Spiritual Gifts in the Charch : Whuch, being taken in writing, by one 
that was preſcar, was after this manner ;

: Ake heed of deſtroying that, which ye have begotten: for that 
: which deſtroys, goes out, and is the Caſt-away. And though that 
* be rrue, yea, and may be the pure Truth, which ſuch an one ſpeaks ;

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1658, © but goes out, the ſame, which he is gone out trom, cometh over him. 
WY VV «© So that, that calms the Spirits, and cools the Spirits, that goes Over the 
Bedford: * World, and brings to the Father, to inherit the Life Eternal ; and 
ſhire, © reaches to the Spirits in Priſon in all. Therefore in the living, im- 
Yearly * moveable Word of the Lord God dwell, and 1n the Renown thereof;

* ſaever goes out from the Pure, and Miniſters not in and from that, he 
* comes toan Exd, and doth not remain ; . though he may have had a 
© Tine, and may have been ſerviceable for a 7ime, while he /:ved inthe 
© Thing, | 
X AR take heed of many Words, but what reacheth to the Life, that 
© ſettles in the Life : That which cometh from the Lzife, and is received 
© from God, that reacheth to the Life, and ſettles others in the Life : For 
© the Work is not now, as it was at firf ; but the Work now is, to ſerrle 
* and ftay inthe Life, For as Friends have been led to miniſter in the 
* Power, and the Power hath gone through, fo that there hath growy 
© an Underſtanding among both People of the World, and Friends ; fo 
© Friends muſt be kept in the Life, which 1s pare, that with that they 
* may anſwer the pure Life of Godin others. For it Friends do not live 
© in the pure Life, which they ſpeak of, to anſwer the Life in thoſe, that 
© they ſpeak to, the other part ſteps in; and fo there comes up an Out- 
* ward Acquaintance, and he lets that come over him. Burt as every 
© one is kept living in the Life of God, over all that which is contrary, 
© they are in their places ; then they do not /ay Hands on any ſuddenly, 
* which is the Daxger now : for if any one du, he may loſe his Difſcern- 
* 722, and may lay Hanas on the wrong Part, end ſolet the Deceze come 
*to0 near him ; and the Decert will (teal over, fo that it will bean hard 
$ thing for him, to get it down. There is no one /rikes his Fellow-ſer- 
© ants, but firſt he is gone from the pure in his own particular: for 
* when he goeth from the Light, he isenlightned withal, then he frikes ; 
© and then he hath his Reward: the Light, which he 1s gene from, Chriſt, 
© he comes, and gives him his Reward, This is the fate of the evil Scy- 
« wants : the boiſterous, and the haſty and raſh beget nothing to God ; bur 
© the Life, which doth reach the Life, is that which begets to God. 
© Now when all are ſettled in the Life, they are in that which remains 
© for ever ; and what 1s received there, 1s received from the Loxd : and 
* what one receiveth from the Lord, he keepeth, and fo he fitteth /#i1, 
* and cool, and quzet in his own Spirt, and gives it forth, as lie is moved ; 
© but tothe Harlots, Fudement. 
* So Friends, this is the Word of the Lord to you all, be Watrchful 
* and Careful in all Meetings ye come into; for where Friends are firting 
* topether 1in ſilence, they are many times gathered into their own ea- 
Ee fures, Now, when a Man is come newly out of the World, from 
* miniſtring to the World's People, he cometh out of the Dirt ; and then 
© he ha4 need take heed, that he be not Raſh, For now, when he 
* comes into a Stent Meeting, that 1s another Stare ; then he muſt come, 
* and feel his own Spirit, how it is, wnen he comes to them, that ſit 
* filent : for if he be Raſb, they will judge him ; that having been in the 
* World, and amongſt the World, the Feat is not yet off him. For he 
* may come in the Heat of his Spirit out of the World ; whereas the orhers 
* are f{z1] and cool: and his Condztion in thar, not being agreeable to 
: $ theirs, 
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© theirs, he may rather do them Hurre, by begetting them our of the 1658. 
© Cook State into the Heating State ; if he be not in that, which commands WWW 


* his own Spzrit, and gives him to know it. 


© There is a great Dayger too in Travelling abroad inthe World : The P'* 


{ame Power, that moves any to go forth, is that which mult keep chem. 
© For it is the greateſt Dazger to go abroad, except a Man be moved of 
© the Lord, and go in the Power of the Lord: tor then, he keeping in 
* the Power, 1s kept by it in his Tourney, and in his Work; and it will 
* enable him to anſwer the T7ranſgreſſed, and keep above the Tranſoreſſor. 
* And every one feeling the Dazxger to his own particular in Travelling 
© abroad, there the pure Fear of the Lord will be placed, and kept in. 
* For now, though they that Travel, may have Openizgs, when th: y are 
abroad, to Miniſter to others; yet as for their own particular Growth, 
(they muſt dwell in the Life, which doth opez : and that will keep down 
* that, which would boaſt. For the Miniſter comes into the Death tothar, 
© which 1s in the Death andin Priſon; and ſoreturns up again into the 
« Life, and into the Power, and into the Wiſdom, to preſerve him clean. 
So this 15 the Word of the Lord God to you all; Feel, that ye ſtand 
in the Preſ-ace of the Lord : for every Man's Word ſhall be his Burdez ; 
- bur the Word of the Lord is pure, and anſwers the pare in every one. 
The word of the Lord is that, which was in the Beginning, and brings 
to the Brginning : It is an Hammer, to beat down the Tranſpreſſor (not 
the Tranſgreſſed) and as a Fire to burn up that, which is contrary toit. 
So Friends, come into that, which is over all the Spirits of the world, and 
fathoms all the Spzrits of the world, and ſtands in the Patience; with 
that ye may ſee, where others ſtand, and reach that which is of God in 
every one. So here is no Strife, no Contention, out of Tranſgreſſion : 
for he that goeth into the S:rzfe, and into the Contention, he 1s from the 
* pure Spirit, For where any goeth into the Conteztion, if any thing 
hath been begotten by him before, then that contentious Nature doth get 
a top, and ſpoil that, which was begotten; and quencheth his own 
* Propheſying. So it that be not ſubjected by the Power in the Particu- 
$ lar, which would ariſe into tIfe Srrzfe, that is dangeroms. 
© Now, if any one have a Moving to any Place, and have ſpoken, 
© what they were moved of the Lord; let them return to their Habztation 
© again, and live inthe pare Life of God, and in the Fear of the Lord : 
*and ſo will ye in the Life, and in the ſolid and ſeaſoned Spirit be kept, 
* and preach as well in Life, as with Words (for none mult be /:;ght, or 
* wild.) For the Seed of God is weighty, and brings to be ſolid ; andleads 
© into the Wiſdom of God, by which the Wiſdom ot the Creation 1s known. 
© But if that Pare be up, which runs into the Imaginations, and that Part 
* be ſtanding, 1n which the Imagizations come up, and the pure Spirit be 
© not throughly come up to rule and reign, then that will run out, and 
© that will g/ory, and will boaſt and vapor ; and ſo will ſuch an one ſpot 
© that, which opezed to him; And this is for Condemnation. So every 
* one mind that, which feels through and commanas his Spirit, whereby 
* every one may know, what Spzy:t he isof ; for he ſhould firſt Tre his 
* own Spirit, and then he may Tre others; and he ſhould firft &zow his 
© own Spzrzt, and then he may kzow others. Therefore that, which doth 
* command all rheſe Spirits, where the Heats and Burnings come in and 
* pet up, in that wait, which chains them down and cools : That 1s the 
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© they not being ſubjected 1n the Prophecy. The Earthly will not abide, 
« for it is brittle 5 and in that Stare the Miniftry was another's, not tlic 
© Sox's: for the Son hath Life in himſelf, and the 80% haih the Power ; 
© which Mar being obedient to, he may be ſerviceable : but it he go 
* from the pure Power, then he fa/ls, and abuſeth it. Therefore let your 
© Faith ſtand in the pure Power of the Lord God, and do not abulc it ; 
© but let that ſearch through, and work through : and let every one ſtand 
« in the Power of the Lord God, which reacheth the Seed of God; which 
* is the Heir of the Promiſe of Life without End. And ler none be 
* haſty to ſpeak ;, for ye have Time enough, and with an Eye ye may reach 
* the witneſs : Neither let any be backward, when ye are moved ; tor that 
© brings Deſtruttion. Now, Truth hath an Honour 10 the Hearts of Peo- 
* ple, which are not Friends ; 1o that all Friends being kept in the Truth, 
* they are kept in the Honour, they are honourable, and that will honony 
{them : but if any loſe the Power, they loſe the Life, they loſe their 
© Crown, they loſe their Hononr, they loſe the Croſs, which ſhould crucity 
* them, and they crucify the Juſf; and by lofing the Power, the Lamb 
* comes to be ſain. Andas it. is here, fo will it be in other Nations : 
* for all Friends, here and there, are as oe Family ; the Seea, the Plants, 
© they areasa Family. Now all being kept in that which ſubjeds all, 
© and keeps all under, to wit, the Seed it ſeit, the Life it ſelf, that is the 
© Heir of the Promiſe ; and that is the Bozd of Peace : for there is the 
* Vnity in the Spirit with God, and with one another. For he that inthe 
* Life is kept, hears God, and ſees Maz's Condition 5 and with that he 
© anſwers the Life in others, that hear God alſo : Thus one Friend, that 
*is come into that, comprehends the world. But that which Friends do 
* ſpeak, they muſt /ive zz ; ſo may they look, that others may come 
©into that, which they ſpeak, to /ive in the ſarzs For the Power of 
© the Lord God hath been abuſed by fome, and the worth of Txuth hath 
* not been minded:, there hath been a 1rampling on, and Marring with 
* the Feet, and that abuſeth the Power, But nowevery Frzend is to keep 
*in the Power, and to take heed to that + for that muſt be kept down, 
* which would zrample and marr with the Feer, and the pure Life and 
* Power of God is to be lived in over zhat ; that none with the Feer might 
* foul or marr, but every one may be kept in the pure Power and Life of 
© the Lord: Then the warer of Life cometh in; then he that Miniſtreth, 
© ariaketh himſelf, and giveth others to drazk. 
* Now, when any ſhall be moved to go to ſpeak in a Steeple-honſe or 
* Market, turn in to that which moves, and be Obedzent to it; that that 
* which would not go, may be kept down: ſor that which would not 
* go, will be apt to get up. And take heed on the other Hand, that the 
* laviſhing Parr do not get up, for it is a bad Savonr.; therefore that 
* muſt be kept down, and be kept ſubjeQt. So wart in the Light of the 
* Lord God, that ye may be all kept in the wiſdom of God, For when 
* the Seed 15 up in every particular, then there 15 no Daygey : But when 
* there 15 an Opening and Prophecy, and the Power ſtirs, before the Seed 
* comes up, then there is ſomething, that will be apt to 74x out raſhly ; 
* there's the Dazger, and there muſt be the Patzence in the Fears. For it 
*15 a weighty Thing to be in the work of the Miniſtry of the Lord God, 
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* and to go forth in that: Ir 1s not as a cuitemary Preachirg ; but it 15 
© tobring People ro rhe Exd of all outward Preachinz, For wien ye have

© declared the Trath to People, anJ they have received it, and aie come Bedford- 


© into that, which ye ſpake of; the uttering of many Words, an long 
© Declarations out of the Life, may beget them into a Form, And it any 
© ſhould run on r4ſþly into Words again, without the ſavonr of Life, then 
* they, that are ccme into the 1hizg, thar he ſpake of, will jadge him 3 
* whereby he may hurt again that, which he tad raiſed rp betore. So 
© Friexds, ye mult all come into the 7 hzng, tiiet 1s ſpoken in the Openings 
© of the heavenly Life among you; and walk in the Love of Goa, that ye 
© may anſwer the T hzng ſpoken to, 

* And take hced all of running into Inordinate HffecFions : For when 
© People come 10 0x you, then there 15 Dazger of tiic wrong Part to get 
* up. There was a Strife 2mong the Diſcrples of Chrift, who ſhould be 
*the Greateſt? Chriſt told them, The Heathen exerciſe Lordſhip, and 
$ have Dominion over one another ; but it ſhall not be ſo among you : For 
* Chrift the Seed was to come up in every cone of them ; fo then, where 
© is the Greateſt? For that part in the Dzſciples, which looked to be 
© Greateſt, was the ſame, that was in the Gentz/es. But who comes here 
©to live in the ord, that fanctified him, havins the Heart fantified, 
* the Tongue and Lips fanttined, hving in the Word ot Wiſdom, that 
* makes clean the Heare, and reconciles to Grd, all rhings being upheld 
© by the Word and Porer; as there 15 an abi..ing inthe Word of God, that 
© uptivids 1 zmes and Seaſons, and gives all things Tnereale, here dwel- 
@ ling in the Word of Wiſdom, if there be bur T wo or Three agreed in this 
© on Earth, it ſhiil be done for them tn Heaven, So in the mult all 
* things be ordered ty the Word of Wiſdom and Power, that upholds all 
fthings,theT mes and the Seaſors,that arein the Father's Hazid; to the 210- 
* xz of God, whereby his Bling may be felt arnong you : and this brings 
*ro the Beginning. So this 1s rhe Word cf the Lord God to you all, Keep 
* down, Keep low, that nothing may rule nor reign in you, but Lefe it felt, 

* Now, the Power being lived in, the Croſs is lived in : and where- 
* ever Friexas come in this, they draw the Power and the Life over ; 
*and they leave a Witzeſs behind them, an{wering the Witneſs of God 
tn others. And where this 15 /zved in, there is no want of Wiſdom, no 
* want of Power, no want of Kxowledge + but he that Miniſtreth in this, 
© feeth with rhe Eye, which the Lord openeth in him, what is for the 
* Fire, and what 1s for the Sword; and what mult be fed with Judg- 
© ment, and what mult be zourſhed, This brings all down, and to be Low, 
© every one keeping to the Power : for It a Man get up never ſo hizh, 
* yet he mult come down again to the Power, where he Icit ; and what 
* he went from, ke muſt come down again.to that, So now, before all 
* theſe wicked Spirits be got down, which are rambling abroad, Friends 
* mult have parzence, and muſt wait in. the Patience, and in the cool Life : 
©and who 15 10 this, doing the work of the Lord, he hath the Taſting and 
* the Feeling of the Lamb's Power and Authority, Theretore all Friends, 
* keePcool and quzet inthe power of theLordGed; and all that is contrary,will 
© be {ubjected: the Lamb hath the vidfory,in the Secd, through the Patience. 

*Tt any have bagn moved to ſpeak, and have quenched that, which mo- 
wed them; ter none ſuch oo forth afterward into Words, until they feel 
* the Power to ariſe and move them thereto again : for after the firſt Mo- 
@ 1032 18 quenched, the other part will be apt to get up; and if any go 
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* Powers of the Earth ; but keep out of all ſuch things: and as ye keep in 
© the Lambs Authority, ye will anſwer That of God 1a thein, and bring 
© them to do Juſtice, which is the End of the Law. And keep out of all 
© angling : for all that be in the Tranſgreſſion, they be out from the Law 
© of Love; but all that be in the Law of Love, come to the Lamb's Power, 
< in the Lamb's Authority, who 1s the End of the Law outward, For the 
« [.aw being added becauſe of Tranſpreſſion, Chrilt, who was glorified with 
£ the Father, before the world began, 15 the End of the Law ; bringing them 
© that live in the Law of Life, to live over all Tranfgreſion + which every 
« Particular muſt feel in himſelt. 

More was then ſpoken to many of theſe Particulars ; which were nor 
taken at large, as they were delivered. | 

After this Meeting was over, and molt of the Friezds gone away, as I 
was walking in John Crook's Garden, there came a Parry of Horſe, witha 
Conſtable, to ſeize on me. T heard them ask, Who was in the Houſe ? And 
ſome-body made them Anſwer, I was there: They ſaid, I was the Man, 
they looked for ; and went forthwith into the Houſe, where they had 
many Words with JohnCrook, and ſome few Friends, that were with him. 
But the Lord's Power ſo confounded them, that they never came into the 
Garden to look for me ; but went their Way in a Rage. When I came in- 
to the Houſe, Friends were very glad to {ce them lo confounded, and that 
I had eſcaped them. Next day I paſſed from thence : and after I had 
viſited Frzends in ſeveral places, as I went, Icame to London; the Lord's 
Power accompanying me, and bearing me up in his Service, 

I had not been long come to London, before I heard, that a Jeſuit, who 
came over with an Embaſſadvr from Spain, had challenged all the Qua- 
kers, to diſpute with them at the Ears of Newport's Houſe : whereupon 
ſome Friezds let him know, That we would meet him. Then he ſent us 
word, He would meet with Twelve of the Wiſeſt Learned-Men we had : 
A while after he ſent us word, He would meet with but Six; and after that 
he ſent us word again, He would have but Three to come, We haſned 
what we could, leſt, for all his great Boaſff, he ſhould put it quite off at 
laſt. When we were come to the Houſe, I bid Nicholas Bozd and Edward 
Burrough go up, and enter the Diſcourſe with him ; and I would walk a 
while 1n the Yard, and then come up after them. 1 adviſed them to ſtate 
this Qzeſt;on to him, * Whether or no the Church of Rome, as it now food, 
* was not degenerated from the true Church which was in the Primitive 1 imes, 
* from the Life and Dodrive, and from the Power and Spirit, that they were 
* z2? They ſtated the Queſtion accordingly ; and the Jeſuit affirmed, That 


the Charch of Rome now was in the Virginity and Purity of the Primitive 


Church. By this rime I was come to them. Thenwe asked him, * Whether 
* they had the Holy Ghoſt poured out upon them, as the Apoſtles had ? 
and he ſaid, No. Then faid I, *If ye have not the ſame Holy Ghoſt poured 
* forth upon you, and the ſame Power and Spirit, that the Apoſtles had, 
* then ye are degenerated from the Poner and Spirit, which the Primitive 
* Charch was in. So there needed little more to be ſaid ro that. Then I 
asked him, * Wat Scripture they had for ſetting up Cloifters for Nuns, 
* Abbies and Monaſteries for Men, and tor all their ſeveral Orders; and for 
* their Praying by Beads, and to Images, and for making Croſſes, and ſor for- 
* bidding of Meats and Marriages, and for putting People to Dearh for Re- 
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* ligion? It(faid Tye are in the Pradfice of the Primitive Church,in its Pu> 1658. 
* rity and Virginity,theh let us fee by Scriptures, where-ever they praitiſed NY 
* any ſuch things ? (For it was agreed on both hands, that both he and London- 
we ſhould make good by Scriptures, what we ſaid.) Then he told us of 
a written Word, and an unwritten Word. T asked him, * What he cal- 
led his unwritten Word ? He ſaid ; The written Word is the Scriptures : 
and the unwritten Word # that, which the Apoſtles ſpake by Word of Mouth; 
which ({aid he) are all thoſe Traditions, that we prattiſe. Tbid him, Prove 
that by Scripture. Then he brought that Scrsprure, where the Apoſtle 
ſays (2 Theſſ. 2.5.) When I was with you, 1 told you theſe things, That ts, 
faid he, I told you of Nunneries and Monaſteries, and of putting to death for 
Religion, and of Praying by Beads, and to Images, and all the reſt of 
the Pradtices of the Church of Rome ; which, he faid, was the unwritten 
Word of the Apoſtles, which they told then, and have ſince been continued 
down by Tradition unto theſe Times. * Thenl deſired him to read that Scr;- 
© pture again, that he might fce, how he had perverted the Apoſtle's Woras ; 
* for that, which the Apoſtle there tells the Theſſalonians, he had told them 
© before, 1s not an wwritten Mord, but is there written down ;_ namely, 
© That the Man of S$:zs, the Soz of Perad:tion ſhall be revealed, before that 
© preat and zerrzble Day of Chriſt, which he was writing of, ſhould come : 
${o this was not telling them any of thoſe things, that the Church of Rome 
« practiſes. In like manner, the Apoſtle in the third Chapter of that Epi- 
* tle, tells the Church of ſome diſorderly Perſons, he heard, were amone ſt 
$ them, buſie-bodies, who did not work at all ; concerning whom he had com- 
* manded them by his unwritten Word, when he was among them, that if. 
6 any would not-work, neither ſhould he eat : which now he commanas them 
© again in his written Words #2 thu Epiltle, 2 Theſſ. 3 So this Scripture 
*aftorded no Proof for their invented Traditions; and he had no other 
Scripture-Proof i© offer. Therefore I told him, * This was another De- 
© generation of their Church into fuch Inventions and Traditions, as the 
* Apoſtles and primitive Saints never practiſed. 

After this he came to his Sacrament of the Altar, beginning at the Peſ- 
chal Lamb, and the Shew-bread: and fo came to the Words of Chritt, 
This is my Body, and to what the Apoſtle writ of it to the Corinthians ; 
Concluding, That after thePrieſt had Conſecrated the Bread and Wine,it was 
Immortal and Divine, and he that received it, received the whols Chriſt, 1 
followed him through the Scriptures he brought, till T came to Chriſt's 
Words and theApotltle*s;and I ſhewed him, *That the ſame 4poſle told the 
* Corinthians, after they had taken Bread and VVine in Remembrance of 
* Chriſt's Death, that they were Reprobates, if Chriſt was not in them : But 
* if the Bread they ate, was Chrz/t, he mult of neceſſity be 7» them, after 
©they had eazex ir. Beſides, if this Bread and this VYime, which the Co- 
* rinthians ate and arank, was Chriſt*s Body; then how hath Chriſt a Body 
* in Heaven? Iobſerved to him alſo, * That both the Diſciples at the Sup- 
* per, and the Corsnthians afterwards were to eat the Bread, 'and drink 
* the VVine in Remembrance of Chriſt, and to ſhew forth his Death, till 
* he come ; Which plainly proves, the Bread and VVine, which they took, 
* was Not his Body, For if it had been his Real Body, that they ate, then 
*he had been Come, and was then there preſent; and it had been 7mpro- 
i pex, to have done ſuch a thing in Remembrance of him, if he had been 
* then preſent with them : as he muſt have beer, if that Bread and VVine, 
* which they ate and drank, had been his Real Bodz, Then as to thoſe 
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Words of Chriſt, This is my Body, I told him, * Chr ift calls bimicl! a Jive, 
WY WV and a Door, 


and 15 call:d in Scripture a Reck 5 Is Chri/t therefore an 
© outward Rock, Door or Vine? O, ſaid the 7eſuzrt, 1 hofe words are to be 
interpreted ; * $o, ſaid T, are thole words of Chra#t, 1 hu # my Body, Now 
having ttopt his Mouth as to drenment, I made the Jeſuit a Priprſal thus: 
© That ſceing he ſaid, The Bread and VVine was Immortal and Divine, and 
© the wer Chriſt ; and that whoſoever received it, receaved the whole Chriſt 
© Let a Meeting be Appointed between ſome of them (whom the Pope and 
© his Cardznals ſhould Appoint) and ſome of us ; and lot a Bortle of Vine 
*and Loaf of Bread be brought, and civided each into two Parts, 
* and let them Conſecrate, which of thoſe Parts they wouid. Ard 
* then ſet the Corſecrared and the Uncorſecratta Bread avd Fine 
© in a ſafe Place, with a jure Y/arch upon it; aud let 17 thus be 
© made': VVhether the Conſecrared Bread and YVVine wouid rot Tole its 
* Goodneſs, ard the Bread grow dry and monlay, and tlie VIVize iun dead 
*and ſour, as well andas Icon, as that whici: was Urconſecrated? By 
© this means, ſaid I, the Trarh of this matter may be made mamitclt. And 
© if the Conſecrated Bread anc YVirechange not, but retary their Savenr 
* and Goodneſs ; this mey be a Mearns to craw many to your Courch: If 
© they change, decay and Joſe their Goodzeſs; then ought you to con- 
© feſs, and forfake your Errer, and thid no more Blocd about it ;: for 
* much Blocd hath been ſhed about tlhicſe things 5; as in Quren Mary's 
* Days. To this the Jeſuit mace this Reply: T ake (lid he) a prece of New 
Clath, and cut it into twopices, and make two Garnents of it ; and put ove 
of them upon King David's Back , and the other upon a Beggar's : and the 
one Garment ſhall wear away, as well as the other, *© Is this thy Anſwer, 
©fitd T? Tes, faif tie. Then (laid I» by this'the Company may all be ſa- 
* tisfied, that your Corſecratcd Bread and VVire is rot Chriſt. Have ye told 
* People ſo long, that ihe Conſecrated Bread and VVine was Immortal and 
© Drvine, and that it was the very and rea! Bogy and Blucd of Chriſt, and 
* Joſt thou now ſay, it will wear away, or decay, as well as the cther ! 1 mult 
© tell thee, Chrift remains the lame to day, as yeſterday, and never de- 
*CcayS3 but 1s the Saznrs heavenly Food 1n all Generations, through which 
* they have Life. He replied no more to this, being willing to let it fall: 
for the People, that were preſent, ſaw his Error, and that he could not 
defend it. Then I asked him, © W hy their Church did perfecute, ard put 
© People to Dearth for Religion ? He replied, It was nor the Church did it, 
but the Magiſtrates, IT asked him, * Whether thole Magiſtrates were not 
* counted and called Believers and Chriſtians ? He (aid, Tes : *Why then, 
© faid 1, Are they not Members of your Church ? Tes, (aid he, Then I 
left 1t ro the People to judge from His own Conceſſerns, Whether the Church 
of Rome doth not pray 69-4 ad put People to Death tor Reliczon ? Thus 
we parted; and his Savrilty was comprehended by Simplicity, 

Now, during the Time that I was at Lozaen, I had meny Services lay 
upon me ; .for it was a Time ol much Syferizg. And T was moved towrite 
to 0, Crommell, and lay bctore im the Sufferings of Friends both in this 
Nation, and in Irelayd, There was allo a Talk abcut this time of mak- 
ing Cromrel Kjivg : Whereupon I was moved to go to him, and warned 
him againſt the tame, and of divers Dazgers ; which it ke did not avoid, 
I toli him, © He would bring a Shame and Ruin upon himlelt and his Po- 
' fterity, He icemed tro take well, what T ſaid ro him, and thanked me : 
Yet alterwards I was moved to write unto him more fully concerning that 
Matter. ; ADout 
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About this time the Lady C/aypool (fo called) was fick, and much 1658. 
troubled in Mind, and could receive no Comfort from any that came 
to her ; which, when I heard of, I was moved to write unto her this 
following Letter :

Friend, | 
* JyE Still and Cool in thy own Mind and Spirit from thy own 
. Thoughts, and then thou wilt feel the Prenciple of God, to turn 


* thy Mind to the Lord God, from whom Life comes ; whereby 
© thou mayeſt receive his Strength and Power to allay all Bluſtrings, 
« Storms and Tempeſts, That is it, which works up into Patience, in- 
«ro Innocency, into Sobernels, into Stilneſs, into Stayednels, into Qui- 
*etneſs up to God, with his Power. Therefore mind, that is the 
© Word of the Lord God unto thee, that the Authority of God thou 
«* mayſt feel, and thy Faith in thar, to work down that which zroules 
© thee : For that is it, which keeps Peace, and brings up the Witneſs 
*in thee, which hath been tranſgreſſed, to feel atter God with his 
* Power and Life, who is a God of Order and Peace. When thou art 
© in the Tra»ſgreſſion of the Lite of God in thy own particular, the 
*Mind flies up in the Air, and the Creature is led into the Night, 
* and Nature goes out of its Courſe, and an old Garment goes on, and 
© an uppermoſt Clothing ; and thy Natare being led out of its Courle, 
© it comes to be all on a Fre, in the 7Tranſgreſſon ; and that defaceth 
« the Glory of the Firſ# Body. Therefore be F7i1] a while from thy 
* own Thoughts, ſearching, ſeeking, Defires and Imaginations, and be 
© ſtayed in the Principle of God 1n thee, that it may raiſe thy Mind 
© up to God, and ſtay it upon God, and thou wilt fiad Szrength from 
© him, and find him to be a God at hand, a preſent Help in the time 
© of Trouble, and of Need. And thou being come to the Principle of 
« God, which hath bcen tranſgreſſed, it will keep thee bumble ; and 
© the humble God will teach his way, which is Peace, and ſuch he doth 
* Exalt. Now as the Principle of God in thee hath been tranſgreſſed, 
* come to it, that it may keep thy Mind down low to the Lord God; 
* and deny thy ſelf, and from thy own Will, that is the Earzhly, thou 
«* muſt be kept 2 Then thou wilt feel the Power of God, which will 
* bring Nature into its Courſe, and give thee to ſee the Glory of the 
* Firſt Body. And there the Wiſdom of God will be received {which is 
* Chriſt, by which all things were made and Created) to be thereby

* time gives Dominion. Therefore keep in the Fear of the Lord God; 
* that is the Word of the Lord God unto thee : for all theſe things 
* happen to thee for thy Good, and for the Good of thoſe _—

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1658. © for thee, to make you know your ſelves, and your own Weakneſs, 
> and that ye may know the Lord's Strength and Power, and may 
Lot:d00. £ truſt in him. Therefore Let the time, that is paſt, be ſufficient to 


«every one, Who in any thing hath bee lifted up in 7raxſgreſſon, out 
* of the Power of the Lord : For he can bring down and abaſe the 
« Mighty, and lay them in the Duſt of the Earth. Therefore all keep 
« low in his Fear, that thereby ye may receive the Secrets of God and 
« his Wiſdom, and may know the Shadow of the Almighty, and fit un- 
* der it, in all Tempeſts, and Storms, and Heats. For God is a God at 
© hand, ard the Moſt-High rules in the Children of Men. So then, this 
* is the Word of the Lord God unto you all, what the Lzght doth make 
* manit.ſt and diſcover, as Temptations, Diſtrations, Confuſtons, do 
* not look at the Temptations, Confuſions, Corruptions ; but at the 
* Light, which diſcovers them, and makes them maniteſt, And with 
© the ſame Light you may teel over them, to receive Power to ſtand 
* againſt them. The ſame Light, which lets you ſee Sin and Tranf- 
' oreſſion, will let you ſee the Covenant of God, which blots out your 
© gin and Tranſgreſſion, which gives Vitory and Dominion over it, 
* and brings into Covenant with God. For looking down at Sin, and 
« Corruption, and Diſtraction, ye are ſwallowed up in it : But look- 
« ing at the Light, which diſcovers them, ye will ſee over them. That 
© will give Victory ; and ye will find Grace and Strength : and there 
* is the firſt Step to Peace. That will bring Salvation, and by it ye 
* may ſce to the beginning, and the Glory that was with the Father be. 
* fore the World began ; and ſo come to know the Seed of God, which 
* js the Heir of the Promiſe of God, and of the World which hath no 
* end ; and which bruiſes the Head of the Serpent, who ſtops People 
* from coming to God. That ye may feel the Power of an endleſs 
* Life, the Power of God, Which is Immortal ; which brings the Im- 
* mortal Soul up to the Immortal God, in whom it doth rejoice. So in 
* the Name and Power of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, God Almighty

When the foregoing Paper was read to her, ſhe faid, It fayd ber 
Mind tor the preſent. Afterwards many Frzends got Copzes of it, 
both in Exgland and Ireland, and read it to People, that were Troubled 
in Mind ; and it was made uſeful for the ſetling of the Minds of ſe- 
veral. 

About this time came forth a Declaration from O. Cromwel, the Pro- 
teftor, for a Collefion towards the Relief of divers Proteſtant Churches 
(fo called) driven out of Poland ; and of Twenty Proteſtant- Families 
driven out of the Confines of Bobemia. And there having been a like 
Declaration publiſhed ſome time before, to invite the Nation to a Day 
of Solemn Faſting and Humiliation, in Order to a Contribution to be 
made for the ſuftering Proteſtants of theValleys of Lucern, Angrona,&c. 
who were perſecuted by the Duke of Savoy: I was moved to write to 
the Proteftor and Chief Magiſtrates on this occaſion, both to ſhew 
them the Nature of a true Faf# (ſuch as God requires and accepts ;) 
and to make them ſenſible of their Injuſtice and Se/f-Condemuation, in 
blaming the Papiſts for perſecuting the Proteſtants abroad, while they 

themſelves, 
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themſelves, calling themſelves Proteſtants, were at the ſame time 1658, 
perſecuting their Proteſtant Neighbours and Friends at home. That  YY 


which I writ to them, was atter this manner : 


To the Heads and Gowvernours of this Nation, who have 
put forth a Declaration for the keeping of a Day of S0- 
lenmn Faſting and Humiliation, for the Perſecution (as you 
ſay) of divers People beyond the Seas, profeſſing the Re- 
formed Religion, which, ye ſay, hath been tranſmitted 
unto them from their Anceſtors. 


: A P rofeſſion of the Reformed Religion may be tranſmitted to Ge- 
© / A neraitons, and fo holden by Tradition ; and in that, wherein 
© the Profeſion and Tradition 1s holden, is the Day of Humiliation 
* kept ; which ſtands in the Wl of Man, which is not the Faſt, that 
* the Lord requires, 7o bow down the Head like a Bulruſh, for a Day, 
* and the Day following be in the fame Condition, as they were the 
* Day before. To the Lzght of Chriſt Jeſus 1n your Conſciences co I 
* ſpeak, which teſtifieth tor God every Day, and witneſeth againſt 
* all Sia and Perſecution ; which Meaſure of God, if ye be guided by 
* it, doth not limit God to a Day, but leads to the Faſt, which the 
© Lord requires, which is 7o looſe the Bonds of Wickedneſs, to undo the 
* heavy Burdens, to break every Toak, and to let the oppreſſed go free, 
*Fa.58. 6,7. This is the Faſt the Lord requires ; and this ſtands not 
* 1n the Tranfmiition of 7imes, nor in the Traditions of Men : But 
©this ſtands in that which was before Times were, and which leads 
* out of 7ime, and ſhall be, when 7ime ſhall be ng more. And theſe 
* that teach ter Doctrine the Commandments of Men, are they that 
* ever periccuted the Life and Power, when it came. And whereas 
*Fye mention a Decree or Edict, that was made againſt the ſaid 
* Perſecated Proteſtants ; all ſuch Decrees or Edids procced from the 
* Ground of the Pope's Religion and Supremacy, and therein ſtands 
* his Tyranny and Cruelty, ated in that Will, which 1s in that Nature, 
* which exerciſeth Lordſhip over one another, (as ye may read, 
* Mark 10. 42. Luke 22.25.) as all the Heathen do, and ever did ; 
* and in the ZHeatheniſh Nature is all the Tyranny and Perſecution ex- 
* erciſed, by them that are out of the Obedience to the Light of 
© Chriſt Jeſus in the Conſcience, which is the Guider and Leader of 
© all, whoare tender of that of God in the Conſcience. But who are 
* not I:d by this. know not what it is to ſuffer for Conſcience ſake. Now, 
* whereas ye take into your Conſideration the fad Perſecution, Ty- 
* rauny and Cruelty exerciſed upon them, whom ye call your Prote- 
© tant Brethren, and do Contribute and Adminiſter to their Wants 
* cutwardly ; this is good in its place, and we own it ; and fee it, 
* 8o0J to adminiſter to the Neceſſities of others, and to do good to” 
* all: and we, who are Syfferers by a Law derived from the Pope, . 
* Are willing to join, and ro contribute with you to their outward 
© Neceſſities. For the Earth is the Lord's, and the Fulneſs thereof ; 
*who is good to all, and gracious to all, and willing, that all ſhovld 
Aaa 2 © be 
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, be ſaved, and come to the Knowledge of rhe 7rzth. But in the 
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© mean time, white ye are doing this, and taking notice of others 
* Cruelty, Tyranny and Perſecution, turn your Eye upon your ſelves, 
«and ſee, what ye are doing at home 2 To the Light of Chriſt Jeſus 
* in all your Conſcienccs [ ipeak, which cannot Lie, nor cannot Frr, 
«© nor cannot bear Falſe Witneſs ; but doth bear Witneſs for God, and 
«© cries for Equity, and Juſtice, and Righteouſneſs to be executed. See 
* what ye are doing, who profeſs the Scriptures, which were given 
« forth by the Saints in Light, who dwelt in the Light ond in the 
« Life of them. For them, who do now witneſs the ſame Light, 
© the ſame Life, and the ſame Power, which gave ferth the Scriptures, 
©* which ye in Words profeis, them ye perſecate, them ye hale out of 
© your Synagogues and Markets ; them ye beat, ſtock, and Impriſos. 
© Now let that of God, in your Conſciences, which 1s 7uff, and righ- 
* teous, and equal, examin and try, whether ye have any Example, 
* or Precedent to exerciſe this Perſecutzon, which now many 1n this 
© Nation ſuffer under, who are a People harmieſs and innocent, walk- 
© ing in Obedience towards God and Man 2? And though ye account 
* the way of Truth, they walk in, Zereſie ; yet therein do they ex- 
« erciſe themſelves, to have always a Conſcience voidd of Offence 
© towards God and Man; as ye may read, the Saints of Old did ; 
*(Aﬀs 24.14, 15, 16.) not wronging any Man, neither giving any 
* Juſt Cauſe of Offence ; only being obedient ro the Commands of the 
© Lord, to declare. as they are moved by the Hoiy Ghoſt ; and 
* ſtanding for the Teſtimony of a Good Corſcience, {peaking the Truth 
© in Chriſt, their Conſciences bearing them witneſs, that they he 
© not : For this do they /affer under you, who in Words proteis the 
* ſame thing, for which they ſuffer. Now fee, if any Age or Gere- 
*ration did ever perſecute, as ye do? For ye profeſs Chriſt Je- 
* fus, who Reveals the Father ; and perſecute them, that witneſs the 
* Revelation of the Father by Chriſt Jeſus unto them. Ye profeſs 
* Chriſt Jefus, who 1s the Light of the World, that enlightens every 
* one, that cometh into theWorld; and yet perſecute them, that bear 
*Wirneſs and give Teſtimony to this Light. Ye profeſs, that the 
* Word is become Fleſh; and yet perſecute them that witnelſs it ſo. 
* Ye profeſs, that whoſcever confeſfeth not, that Jeſus Chriſt is come 
*1n the Fleſh, is an Antichriſt ; and yet perſecate them, that do Con- 
© tefs him come in the Fleſh, and call ther Aztichriſts and Decezvers. 
* Ye profeſs, that the Kingdom of Chriſt is ceme ; and yet perſecate 
*them, that witneſs it come. Ye profeſs Chriſt Jeſus, the ReſurreQi- 
* on and the Lite ; and yet perſecute them, that witneſs him to be fo. 
*It ye fay, Fow ſhall we know, that theſe People, who ſay, they witneſs 


' *rheſe things, do ſo, or no? 1 anſwer: Turn your Minds to the 


* Lipht, which Chriſt Jeſus hath enl;ghtned you withal, which is ore 
*inall; and it ye walk in the Light, ye ſhall have the Light of Life, 
*and then ye will know and ſee, what ye have done, who have per- 
* fecuted the Lord of Glory (in his People ) in whom is Life, and the 
* Life is the Light of Men. To no other 7oxchſtove ſhall we turn 
* you, but into your own Conſciences, and there ſhall ye find the 
* Truth, of what we have declared unto you, and of what we bear 
* Teſtimony to, according to the Holy Scriptures. And when the 
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© Books of Conſciences are opened, and all judged out of them, then 1658. 
* ſhall ye Witneſs us to be of God, and our Teſtimony to be true ; (WW 
© though now ye may ſtop your Ears, and barden your Hearts, ©9493: 
© while it is called to day : But then ye thall know, what ye have 
* done, and whom ye have tranſgreſſed againſt ; and then ye will 
« ſee, that no Perſecators, 1n any Age or Generation, that ever went 
© before you, did ever 7ranſgreſs againſt that Light, and Meaſure of 
*God made manifeſt, in ſuch manner as ye have done, For though 
© Chriſt and the Apoſiles were perſecuted in their times, the Fews (tor 
* the molt part of them) did not know, that he was the Chri/#, when 
© he came, notwithſtanding that they had the Scriptures, which pro- 
© pheſied of him ; neither did they believe, that he was R?7ſer again, 
© when the Apoſlles preached his Reſarrection. But ye lay, Je be- 
« lieve he is come ; and ye lay, Te believe his Reſarrection ; and yet ve 
© perſecute thole that witneſs him come in the Fl:{h, thoſe that are bu» 
© ried with him in Baptiſm, thote that are conformable ro his Death, - 
©:nd know the Power of his Reſarre4ion, thole ye perſecate, thoſe ye 
© baſe before Magiſtrates, and tuffer to be beaten in your Synagogues ; 
© tiote ye caule to be whipt, and ftock't, and ſhamelully entreated, 
* and into Priſon caſt, and kepy; as many Goals 1n this Nation at this 
Cay teflifie to your Faces. Therefore honeſtly conſider, what ye 
* gre doing, while ye are taking notice of others Craelzzes, leſt ye 
© over-look your own. There is {ome difference, in many things, 
* betwcen the Popiſh Religion, and that which ye call the Proteſtant ; 
© but in this Perſecution of yours there 1s no difference : For ye will 
«* Confe(s, that the Foundation of your Relzgzon 1s grounded upon the 
* Scriptures ; and yet now ye are perſecuting them that be 1n the fame 
* Lite, which they were in, who tpake forth the Scripzares; your 
t { [ves being the mean while under a Prefefion of the Words they 
* ſpake : and this ye ſhall one day witnels. So ye have a Profeſſion 
* and Form, and perſecate them that are-:in the Poſſeſſion, Lite and 
* Power. Therctore know aſſuredly, that ye mult come to Judg- 
* ment ; for he is made manifeſt, to whom all Judgment is commit» 
* ted. Therctore to the Light of Chriſt Jetas in your Con'ciences, 
* which fearcherh and trieth you, turn your Minds, ard Gland ſtill, 
* and wait there to receivethe Righteous Law, which 15 according to 
* that of God in the ConF&ience, which is now rifing, and is bearing 
* witncls againſt all Ungodlineſs and Unrighteouſnels of Men ; and 
* they whom ye perſecute, are nanifeſt to God, and that of God in 
* all Qonfſciences thall bear withelſs for us, that we are of God : And 
* this ye ſhall one day witneſs, whether ye wall hear or forbear. Our 
* Rejoyang tis in the Teſtimony of our Conſczences, that in Simplicity 
* and Godly Sinterity (not with Fleſhly Wiidom, but by the Grace of 
© God) we have had our Converſation 1h the World, not handling the 
* Word of God deceitfully, but, in the Manifeſtation of the 7rath ; 
* commentdmg our ſelves to every Man's Conſaence in the fight of 
* God : and it our Goſpel be hid, it is hid to them that are loſt. And 
tor the witneſſing the holding the Myſtery of Faith in a pure Con- 
* ſcience, do we ſuffer, and are fubje& for Conſcience fake. This is 
* thank-worthy, ifa Man, for Conſcience ſake, endure Griets and Suf- 
* tering wrongfully, And in this is (ar Joy and Reoictog, having 
*A 
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1658. ©a good Conſcience, that whereas we are evil ſpoken of, as Ev/- 

WYV * Doers, they may be aſhamed, that falſly accuſe our good Converſa. 

London. « (01 4n Chriſt ; which is not only the putting away of the Filth of 
« the Fleſh, but the Anſwer of a good Conſcience towards God, by 
« the Reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt. And this we Witneſs made ma- 
« nifeſt, (Eternal Praiſes to the Living Ged) and bear Teſtimony to 
© that, which ſpake ir in the Apoſtle in Life and Power : And there- 
© fore do we bear witneſs and teſtifie againſt thoſe, who, being got in- 
©toa Form and Profeſſion of it, do perſecute the Life and Power. 
« Therefore to the Eternal Light of Chriſt Jeſus, the Searcher and 
«Trier of all Hearts, turn your Minds, and fee what ye are doing, ; 
© [eſt ye overturn your Foundation, and Bottom, whereon ye pretend 
© to ſtand, while ye are profeſing the Scriptures, and perſecuting the 
«© Life, Light and Power, which they were 1n, who gave them torth. 
« For the Stone, cut out of the Mountains without Hands, is now 
© ſtriking at the Feet of the Image, the Profeſſion, which is et up, 
© and ſtands in the Will of Man. Now is that made manifeſt, unto 
© which all muſt anſwer, and appear before the Judgment-Seat of 
© Chriſt ; that every one may receive the things done in his Body, 
© according to that he hath done, whether it'be good or bad. Knows 
$jng theretore the Terror of the Lord, we perlwade Men ; but we 
©*1re made manifeſt unto God, and ſhall be made manifeſt in all your 
* Conſcicnces, which ye ſhall witneſs, 
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Divers times, both in the time of the Tong Parliament, and of the 
Proteftor (lo called) and of the Committee of Safety, when they pro- 
claimed Faſts, I was moved. to write to them, and tell them, tneir 
Faſts were like unto Jeſabels: For commonly, when they proclaim- 
ed Faſts, there was ſome Miſchief contrived againſt us: And I 
knew, their Fats were for Strife and Debate, toſmue with the Fiſt of 
Wickedneſs; 2s the New-England-Profeſſors ſoon after did; who, 
before they put our Friends to Death, proclaimed a Faſt alo. 

> _ Now was it atimeof great Suffering, and many Friends being 
in Priſons, many other Friends were moved to go to the Parliament, 
to offer up themſelves to lie inthe ſame Dungeons, where their Friends 
lay, that they, that were in Priſon, might go forth, and not periſh 
in the ſtinking Dungeons and Goals. And this we did in Love to God 
and our Brethren, that they might not dze in Priſex ; and in love 
to them, that caſt them in, that they might not bring Imocent 
Blood upon their own Heads ; which we knew would cry to the 
Lord, and bring his Wrath, Vengeance and Plagues upon them. But 
little Favour could we find from thoſe Profeſling Parliaments; but 
inſtead thereof they would be in a Rage, and ſometimes threaten 
thoſe Friends, that thus attegded them, rhat they would whip them, 
and ſend them home. Then commonly ſoon after the Lord would 
turn them out, and ſend them home ; who had not an Heart to do 
g00d-in the Day of their Power. But they. went not off without 
being forewarned : For I was moved to write to them, in their ſeve- 
ral turns, as Idid to the Long-Parliament, unto whom I ry 
belore 
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before they were broken up, That thick Darkneſs was coming over 1658. 


them all, even a Day of Darkneſs that ſhould be felt. 

And becauſe the Par/zament, that now fate, was made up moſtly 
of high Profeſſors, who pretending to be more Religious than others, 
were indeed greater Perſecators of them, that were truly Religzous, 1 


was moved to ſend them the following Lines, as a Reproof of their 
Hypocrifie : | 


* O Friends, do not cloak and Cover your ſelves : There is a God, 
* that knoweth your Hearts, and that will Tzcover you. He fecth 
* your way : Wo be to him that Covereth, but not with my Spirit, 
* ſaith the Lord. Do ye do contrary to the Law, and then put it 
© from you ! Mercy and true Judgment ye negle&. Look, what was 
* ſpoken againſt ſuch : My Saviour ſpake againſt ſuch; 7was fick, and 
© ye viſited me not; I was hungry, and ye fed me not ; 1 was a Stranger, 
© and ye took me motin; I was in Priſon, and ye viſited me not. Bur 
* they ſaid, When ſaw we thee in Priſon, and did not come to thee ? In- 
© aſmuch as ye did it not unto one of theſe Little Ones, ye did it not unto 
*me. Friends, ye Priſon them that be in the Life and Power of 7rath, 
* and yet profeſs to be the Miniſters of Chrif# : But if Chrift had 
*{ent you, ye would bring out of Priſon, and out of Bondage, and 
* receive Strangers. Ye have lived inPleaſure on the Earth, and been 
* Wanton ; ye have nouriſhed your Hearts, as in a Day of Slaughter : 


© Ye have condemned, and killed the Juſt, and he doth not Reſiſt 
« you.

After this, as I was going out of Town, having two Friends with 
me, when we were gone little more than a Mzle out of the Cty, 
there met us 7wo 7roopers, belonging to Col. Hacker's Regiment ; 
and they took me, and the Friends that were with me, and brought 
us back to the Mews, and there kept us Priſoners a little while : But 
the Lord's Power was ſo over them, that they did not have us be- 
fore any Oftcer ; but after a while ſet us at liberty again. The ſame 
Day, taking Boat, I went down to Kingſton, and from thence went 
afterward toward Hampton-Court, to ſpeak with the Protefor about 


the Sufferings of Friends. 1 met him Riding into Zampton-Court-Park ; © 


and before I came at him, as he rode in the Head of his Life-guard, 
I ſaw and felt a Waft (or Apparition) of Death go forth againſt him; 
and when I came to him, he look'd, like a dead Man. After 1 had 
laid the Sufferings of Friends before him, and had warned him, ac- 
cording as I was moved to ſpeak to him ; he bid me, come to his 
Houſe. So I went back to A7ng/ton, and the next day went up to 
Hampton-Court again, to have ſpoken further with him. Bute when 
I came, he was ſick, and -------- = Harvey, who was one that wait- 
ed on him, told me, The Dofors were not willing I ſhould come 


in to ſpeak with him. So I paſſed away, and never ſaw him any 
more,

I had appointed a Meeting ; and the Lord's Truth and Power was 
preciouſly manifeſted amongſt us. After I had Viſited Friends in 
thoſe parts, I returned to London : And foon after went into Eſſex ; 
where I had not been long, betore I heard, that the Protedtor was dead, 
and his Son Richard made Proteftor in his Room. Whereupon TI 
came up to London again. 

And before this time the Charch- Faith (fo called) was given forth, 
which was ſaid to be made at the Savoy in Eleven Days time. I got 
2 Copy of it, before it was publiſhed, and writ an Ayſwer to it : And 
when their Book of Church- Faith was ſold up and down the Streets, 
my Anſwer to it was fold alſo. This angred ſome of the Parliament-Men; 
ſo that one of them told me, They maſt have me to Smithfield. I rold 
him, I was over their Fires, and feared them not. And reaſoning 
with him, IT wiſh'd him to conſider ; Had all People been without a 
Faith theſe Sixteen hundred Tears, that now the Prieſts muſt make 
them one 2 Did not the Apoſtle ſay, that Jeſus was the Author and 
Finiſher of their Faith > And ſince Chriſt Jeſus was the Author of 
the Apoſtles Faith, and of the Churches Faith in the Primitive Times, 
and of the Martyrs Faith, ſhould not all People look unto him to be 
the Author and Finiſher of their Faith, and not unto the Prieſts ? 
A great deal of work we had about the Prieſts made Faith : For 
they called us Houſe-creepers, leading filly Women Captive, becauſe 
We Met in Houſes, and would nor hold up their Prieſts and Temples, 
which they had made and ſet up. Burt I rold them, that it was they, 
that Led filly Women Captive, and Crept into Houſes, who kept People 
always Learning under them, who were Coverous, and had got a 
Form of Godlineſs, - but denied the Power and Spirit, which the A- 
poſtles were in. Such began to Creep in the Apoſtles Days; but 
now they had got the Magiſtrates on their fide, who upheld thoſe 
Houſes tor them, which they had Crep? into, their Temples, with 
their 7;tbes : Whereas the Apoſtles brought People off trom even 
that Temple, and thoſe 7ithes and Offerings, which God had for a 
time Commanded. And the Apoſtles Met in ſeveral private Houſes, 
being to Preach the Goſpel in all Nations ; which they did freely, 
as Chriſt had commanded them. And fo do we, who bring People 
oft from theſe Prieſts, Temples and Zithes (which God never Com- 
manded) to Meet in Houſes, or on Mountains, as the Saints of old 
did, who were gathered in the Name of Jeſus ; and Chriſt was their 
Prophet, Prieſt and Shepherd. 

There was preſent, with the Parlzament-Man, that I diſcourſed 
with, one Major Wiggan, a very envious Man ; yet he bridled 
himſfelt before the Parlzament-Man, and ſome others that were there 
in Company. He took upon him to make a Speech, and faid, Chriſt 
had taken away the Guilt of Sin, but had left the Power of Sin remain- 
ing in us. Itold him, that was ſtrange DoCtrine : For Chriſt came 
to deſtroy the Devil and his Werks, and the Power of Sin, and fo to 
cleanſe Men from Sin. 

So Major Wiggan's Mouth was ſtopt at that time. But the ext 
day deſiring to'tpeak with me again, I took a Friend or two with 
me, and went to him. Then he vented a great deal of Paſſion and 
Rage, 
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Rage, beyond the Bounds of a Chriſtian, or Moral Man: Whereupon 1658. 
I was made to reprove him : And having brought the Lord's 5 ogg 
Power over him, and let him ſee, what Condition he was in, I left *92*2*: 


him. | 
After ſome time I paſſed out of Loudon, and had a Meeting at Ser- 


geant Birkheads at Twitnam ;' to which many People came, and fome twiman, 


of conſiderable Quality in the World. A glorious Meeting it was, 
wherein the Scriptures were largely and clearly opened, and Chriſt 
exalted above all, to the great Satisfaction of the Hearers. 

Bur there was great Perſecution 1n many places, both by /mpr:- 
ſoning, and breaking up of Meetings, At a Meeting about Seven 
Miles from London, the Rude People uſually came our of ſeveral Pa- 
riſhes round about, to abuſe Friends, and did often beat and brniſe 
them exceedingly. One day they beat and abuſed about Eighty 
Friends, that went to that Meeting out .of London, tearing their Coats 
and Cloaks from oft their Backs, and throwing them into Dztehes 
and Ponds ; and when they had beſmeared them with Dirt, then they 


faid, They look'd like Witches, The next Firſt-day after this, I was A Meciung 
moved of the Lord to go to that Meetzug, though at that time I was 72" £27 


very weak, When I came there, I bid Friends bring a Table, and 
ſet it in the Cloſe, where they uſed to Meet, to ſtand upon. Accor- 
ding to their wonted courſe, the Rude People came, and | having a 
Bible in my hand, ſhewed them theirs and their Prieſts and Zeachers 
Fruits; and the People came to be aſhamed, and was quiet: And fo 
I opened the Scriptures to them, and our Principles agreeing there- 
with; and I turned the People from the Darkneſs, to the Light of 
Chrif?, and his Spirit, by which they might underſtand the Scrip- 
tures, and ſte themſelves and their Sins, and know Chriſt Jeſus to be 
their Saviour. So the Meeting ended quietly, and the Lord's Power 
came over all, to his Glory. But it was a time of great Sfferings ; 
for beſides the /mpriſonments, (through which many died in Priſons) 
our Meetings were greatly diſturbed : For they have thrown Rotzer 
Eggs and Wild-fire into our Meetings, and have brought in Drums 
bearing, and Kezzles, to make Notſes with, that the Truth might 
not be heard ; and among theſe, the Prie/ts as Rude as any : as may 
be {cen in the Book of the Fighting Prieſts, wherein a Lift is given of 
ſome of the Prieſts, that had aQually beaten and abuſed Friends. 
Many alſo of our Friends were brought up to London, Priſoners, 
to be Tried before the Committee; where Henry Vane being Chair- 
man, would not ſuffer Friezds to come in, except they would put 
off their Zats : but at laſt the Lord's Power came over him, ſo thar, 
through the Mediation of fome others, that perſwaded him, they 
were admitted. Now many of us having been /npriſoned upon Con- 
tempts (as they called them) for ot putting off our Hats, it was not a 
likely thing, that Friends, who had ſuffered ſo long for it from others, 
ſhould put off their Fats to him. But the Lord's Power came over 
them all, and wrought fo, that ſeveral Friends were ſet at Liberty by 
them. Now inaſmuch as S«fferings grew very ſharp, I was moved of 
the Lord to write a few Lines, and fend abroad amongſt Friends, to 
encourage them to go on faithfully and boldly through the Exerciſes of 
the day ; of which a Copy here follows :

* My Dear Friends, every where abroad, ſcattered in Priſon, or out of 
* Priſon; Fear not, becauſe of the Reports of Sufferings; let not the Evil 
* Spies of the Good Land make you afraid, tf they tell you, the WaZ's 
* are high, and thtt there be Anakims in the Land: For at the blow. 
* ing of the Ram's-Horns did the Walls of Jericho tall down ; and they 
* that brought the Evil Report, periſhed in the Wilderneſs. But dwell 
*ye in the Fazth, Patience and Hope, having the Word of Life to 
* keep you, which is beyond the Law; and having the Oath of God, 
© his Covenant, Chriſt Jeſus, which divides the Waters afunder, and 
* makes themtoRun all on Heaps ; in that ſtand : and ye will ſce all 
© things work together for good, to them that love God. And in that 
* Triumph, when Sufferings come, what-ever they be : Your Fazth, 
*your Shield, your Helmet, your Armour you have on : ye are ready 
© to skip over a Mountain, or a Wall, or an Hill, and to walk through 
© the deep Waters, though they be Heaps upon Heaps, For the Evz/ 
© Spies of the good Land may preach up hardneſs : but Caleb, which 
* ſignifies an Heart, and Joſhua, a Savicur, Triumph over all.

Now after a while I paſſed into the Country, and went to Read- 
ing, and was there under great Sufferings and Exerciſes, and in a 
great Travel in my Spirit tor about Tex Weeks time : For I ſaw, 
there was great Confuſion and Diffration amongſt the People, and 
that the Powers were plucking each other to pieces. And I ſaw, how 
many Men were deſtroying the Simplicity, and betraying the 7rurh, 
and a great deal of Zypocrifie, and Deceit, and Sirife was got upper- 
moſt 1n the People, ſo that they were ready to ſheath their Swords 
in one anothers Bowels. There had been a Tenderneſs in many of 
them formerly, when they were low ; but when they were got 
up, and had killed, and taken Pofleſſion, they came to be as bad 
as others : So that we had much to do with them about our Fats, 
and ſaying Thou and Thee to them. For they turned their Profeſiion 
of Patience and Moderation into Rage and Madneſs; and many of 
them would be like diſtracted Men tor this Zat- Z/onour. For they 
had hardned themſelves by perſecuting the Innocent, and were at this 
time Crucifying the Seed, Chriſt, both in themſelves and others; till 
at laſt they fell a biting and devouring one another, until they were 
Conſumed one of another ; who had turned againſt, and judged, that 
which God had wrought in them, and ſhewed unto them. So ſhortly 
after God overthrew them, and turned them upſide down, and 
brought the Xing over them, who were often ſurmiſing, that the 
Quakers Met together to bring in King Charles, (when as Friends did 
not concern themſelves with the outward Powers, or Government.) 
But at laſt the Zord brought him in, and many of them (when 
they ſaw, he would be brought in) Yoted for the bringing bim in 
So with Heart and Voice praiſe the Nawe of the Lord, ro whom 4 
doth 
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doth belong ; who over all hath the Supremacy, and who will Rock 1658. 
the Nations, for he is over them. Now I had a Sight and Senſe of www 
the King's Return a good while before, and ſo had ſome others, 1 A498: 
v/rit to 0/zver {everal times, and let him know, that while he was 
perſecuting God's People, they whom he accounted his Evemzes, were 
preparing to come upon him, And when ſome forward Spirits, that 
came amonelt us, would have bought Somerſer-Houſe, that we might 
have Meetmgs init; I forbad them to do ſo: For | did then foretee 
the King's Coming in again. Beſides, there came a Woman to me in 
the Strand, who had a Prophecy concerning Xing Charles's coming 7, 
three Tears before he came ; and ſhe told me, the muſt go to hum to 
declare ir. I adviſed her to wait upon the Lord, and keep it to her 
{cl{: For if it ſhould be known, that ſhe went on ſuch a Meſlage, they 
would look upon it to be Zreaſon : But ſhe ſaid, She muſt go, and 
tell him, that he ſhould be brcught into Erg/and again. I ſaw, her 
Prophecy was true, and that a great Stroke muſt come upon them in 
Power : For they that had then gotten Poſſeſſion, were ſo exceeding 
high, and ſuch great Perſecution was aCted by them, who called them- 
{clves Saints, that they would take from Friends their Copyhold- 
Lands, becauſe they could not Swear in their Courts, And ſome. 
times, when we laid theſe Sufferings before Oliver Cromwel, he would 
not belicve ir. Wherefore Thomas Aldam and Anthony Pearſon were 
moved to go through all the Goals in England, and to get Copies of 
Friends Commitments under the Goalers Hands, that they might lay 
the Weight of Friends Sufferings upon 0/zver Cromwel. And when he 
would not give Order for the Releaſing of them, Thomas Aldam was. 
* moved to take his Cap from oft his Head, and to Rend it in pieces 
* before him, and to ſay unto him, So ſha thy Government be Rent 
* from Thee and thy Houſe. Another Friend alſo, a Woman, was mo- 
*ved togo to the Parliament (that was envious againſt Friends) with 
* a Pitcher in her hand, which ſhe brake 7nto pieces before them, and 
*told them, So ſhould they be broken to pieces : Which came to paſs 
ſhortly after. And in my great Suffering, and Travel of Spirit for 
the Nation, being grievouſly burdened, and almoſt choked with 
their Zypocrifie, Treachery and Falſneſs, I ſaw, God would bring - 
that a top of them, which they had been a top of ; and that all muſt 
be brought down to that, which did Coxvince them, before they could 
get over that bad Spirit within and without + For it is the pure, Invi- 
_ us that doth, and only can work down all Deceit in 
cople. | 

Now while I was under that fore 7ravel at Reading, by reafon of 
Griet and Sorrow of Mind, and the great Exerciſe that was upon my 
Spirit, my Countenance was alter'd, and I looked poor and thin ; and 
there came a Company of Unclean Spirits to me, and told me ; The 
Plagues of God were 4pon me : But I told them, It was the ſame Spirit 
ſpake that in them, that faid ſo of Chriff, when he was ſtricken and 
ſmitten ; they hid their Face from him. But whea I had travelled 
with the Witneſs of God, which they had quenched, and had gotten 
through with it, and over all that Zypocrifte, which the Outfide-Pro- 
feſſors were run into, and faw, how that would be brought down, 
and turned under, and that Life would riſe over it, I came to have

1658, Eaſe ; and the Light, Power and Spirit ſhined over all. And then, 


WYV having Recovered, and got through my Travels and Sufferings, my

Body and Face ſwelled, when I came abroad into the Aur ; and then 


the bad Spirits ſaid, 7 was grown fat ; and they Envied art that allo : 


So I faw, thar no Condition nor State would pleaſe that Spirit of 
theirs. But the Lord preſerved me by his Power and Spirit, through 
and over all; and in the Lord's Power | came to London again. 

Now was there a great Pudder made abcut the Image or Fffgies 
of Oliver Cromwel lying in State, Men ſtanding and founding with 
Trumpets over his Image, after he was dead. Ar this my Spirit was 
greatly grieved, and tne Lord, ] found, was highly offended. Then 
did I write the following Lines unto them, and ſent among them, to 
Reprove their Wickedneſs, and warn them to Repert. 


* Oh Friends, what are ye doing! and what mcan ye to ſound be- 
* fore a:+ [mage ! Will not all ſober People think, ye are like mad Peo- 
© ple £ Oh, how am I grieved with yeur Abominations ! Oh, how am I 
© wearied ! My Soul is wearied with 1, faith the Lord, Wl T not be 
* avenged of you, think ye, for y'ur :bominations 2 Oh, how have ye 
* plucked down and fet up! {3a how are your Hearts made whole, 
*and nor Rent! And how are ye turned to Fooleries! Which things 
* in times pati, ye ſtood over : Thereiore, how have 1 lett my 
* Dread, ſazth the Lord! O! Theretore Fear, ard Repent, icit the Syare 
* and the Pit take you all. The great Day or the Lord is come upon 
* all your Abominations, and the {wift Hand of tic Lord is turned 
© againſt them all. The {ober People in the Nations, ſtand amazed at 
* your Doings, and are aſhamed, as it ye would bring in Popery.

About this time great Stirs were in the Nation, the Minds of 
People being unſetled, and much Plotting and Contriving there was 
by the ſeveral Fafzons, to carry on their ſeveral uteref?s. And a 
great Care being upon me, leſt any Toung or Raw People, that might 
ſometimes come amongſt us, ſhould be drawn into that Szare, I was 


moved to give forth the folloying Epifle, as a Warning unto all 
ſuch. . 


_ © All Friends every where, keep out of Plots, and Bufling, and 
*the Arm of Fleſh ; for all that is amongſt Adam's Soxs 1n the 
* Fall, where they are deſtroying Mens Lives like Digs, and 
* Beaſts, and Swine, goaring, renting, and biting ene another, and 
* deſtroying one another, and wreſtling with Fleſh and Blood. From 
* whence ariſe Wars and Xil/ing, but from the Luf?s 2 Now all this is 
*1n Adamin the Fall, out of Adam, that never fell, in whom there 
*1s Peace and Life. Ye are called to Peace, therefore follow it ; 
* and that Peace is in Chriſt, not in Adamin the Fall. A!l that pre- 
* tend to fght for Chriſt, they are deceived ; for his Kingdom is not of 
* this World, therefore his Servants do not fehr. Theretore Fighters 
* are not of Chrif7's Kingdom, but are without Chrif?'s Kingdom: For 
* his Kingdom ſtands in Peace and Righteouſneſs ; but Fighters arc in 
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© the Luſt: And all that would deſtroy Men's Lives, are not of Chriſt's 
* Mind, who came to ſave Mens lives, Chriſt's Kingdom is not of 
© this World ; it is peaccable : and all that be in Szrife, are not of his 
* Kingdom. And all that pretend to fght for the Goſpel, are decei- 
* ved : For the Goſpel 15 the Power of God, which was before the De- 
*wvil, or Fall of Van was; and the Goſpel of Peace was, before 
* Fighting was. Taeretore they, that pretend Fighting, and talk of 
* Fighting (>, are Ignorant of the Goſpel. And all that talk of Fight- 
© ing tor Sion, are in Darkneſs : For Sion needs no ſuch Helpers. And 
© all ſuch as profeis themielves to be Miniſters of Chriſt, or Chriſti- 
© ans, and go about to beat down the Whore with outward, carnal 
© Weapons, the Fleſh and the Whore are got up in themſclves, and 
* they are ina blind Zeal: For the Whore got up by the Inward Ra- 
* vening from the Spzrit of God ; and the beating down of the hore 
* muſt be by the inward Stroke of the Sword of the Spirzt within. 
* All ſuch as pretend Chriſt Jeſus, and confels him, and yet run into 
© the uſe of Carnal Weapons, wicitling with Fleſh and Blood, throw 
* away the Sprritaal Weapons. They that would be Wreſtlers with 
* Fleſh and Blood, throw away Chriſt's DoCtrins, aad Fleſh is got up- 
* on them, and they are weary of their Sufferings. And luch as 
* would Revenge themſelves, be out of Chriſt: DoEtrine. And ſuch 
© as being ſtricken on the one Cheek, would not rura the other, be 
© our of Chriſt's Do&trine. And ſuch as do not love one azother, and 
* love Enemies, be out of Chriſt's Docrine. Theretore ye, that be 
* Heirs of the Bleſſings of God, which were before the Curſe and the 
* Fall was,come to Inherit your Portions : And ye that be Heirs of the 
* Goſpel of Peace, which was before the Devz/ was, live in the Goſpel 
* of Peace, ſeeking the Peace of all Men, and the Good of all Men : 
*and l;ve in Chriſt, who came to ſave men's /ives, out of Adam 
« in the Fall, where they deſtroy men's lives, and live not in him. 
* For the Fews Sword outwardly, by which they cut down the ZHea- 
* then, was a Type of the Spirit of God within, which cuts down the 
* Heatheniſh Nature within. So live in the peaceable Kingdom of 
© Chriſt Jeſus, and live in the Peace of God, and not in the Ly/ts, 
* from whence Wars ariſe, and live in Chriſt, the Prince of Peace, 
© the Way of God, who is the Second Adam, that never tell; bur live 
© not in Adamin the Fall, in the Deſtruction, where they deſtroy one 
* another. Therefore come out of Adam in the Fall, into the Adam 
© that never fell; and fo live in Love and Peace with all Men : 
* and keep out of all the Buſlings in the World, and meddle not with 
* the Powers of the Earth; but mind the Kingdom, the Way of 
© Peace. Ve that be Heirs of Grace, and Heirs of the Kingdom, and 
* Heirs of the Goſpel, and Feirs of Salvation, and Saints of the 
* moſt-High, and Ch:/drex of God, whoſe Converſations are in Hea- 
«ven, that is above the Combuſtions of the Earth, let your Cozx- 
* verſation Preach to all Men, and your Innocent Lives, that they 
* which ſpeak Evil of you, bekolding your Godly Converſation, may 
* sforifie your Father,which is in Heaven.And all Friends every where, 
* this I charge you, which is the Word of the Lord God unto you all, 
* Live in Peace, in Chriſt the way of Peace ; and therein ſeek rhe Peace 


* of all Men, and no Man's Hurt. As I faid before, in Adam in the 
Fall 
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1659, * Fall isno Peace ; but in Adam out of the Fall, in him is the Peace : 
WWVw * So ye being in Adam, which never fell, it is Zove that overcoines, 
Londov. « 2nd not Hatred with Hatred, nor Strife with Strife. Therefore 

live all in the peaceable Life, doing good to all Men, and ſeeking 
« the Good and Wellare of all Men.

It was not long after this, before George Booth roſe in Arms in 
Cheſhire, and Lambert went down againtt hun. At which time 
ſome fooliſh raſh Spirits, that came ſometimes amongſt us, were rea- 
dy to have taken up Arms : But | was moved of the Lord to warx 
them, and forbid them, and they were quiet. In the time of the 
Committee of Safety, (fo called) we were Invited by them to have 
taken up Arms, and great Places and Commas4z were offered ſome of 
us ; but we denied them all, and declarec +£- | it toth by Word 
and Writing ; teſtifying, that our Weapons ana 4-47 were not Car- 
xal, but Spiritual. And leſt any, that came amor#': 15, ſhould be 
drawn into that Snare, it came upon me trom the Lerd, to write a 
few Lines on that occaſion, and ſend them forih, as a Cautionto all 
amongſt us. Of which this is a Copy : 


* All Friexds every where, Taxe heed to keep out of the Powers 
© of the Earth, that Run into the Wars and Fightings, Which make 
* not for Peace, but go from that ; ſuch will not have the King- 
* dom, And Friends, take heed of Joining with this cr the other, 
* or medling with any, or being buſie with other Mens matters ; but 
© mind the Lord, and his Power, and his Service. And fo let Friends 
* keep out of other Mens matters, and keep in that which anſwers 
* the Witneſs in them all, out of the Mazs-matters-part, where they 
* muſt expe& Wars, and the Diſhowour. And all Friends every where, 
* dwell in your own, in the Power of the Lord God, to keep your 
«* Minds up to the Lord God, from falling down to the Strength of 
« Egypt, or going thither for Strexgzb, after ye are come out ot it, like 
* the Children of Jſrael, after they were come out of outward F- 
* oypt. But dwell in the Power of the Lord God that ye may keep 
© over all the Powers of the Earth, amongit whom the juſt Hand of 
* God 1s come : For they have turned agav {t the Juſt, and diſobey- 
* ed the Faſt in their own particulars, and fo gone on in one againſt 
* the Juſt ; therefore the Juſt ſets them one againſt another. Now he 
© that goes to help among them, is trom the Juſt in himſelf, in the mad 
* and unſtay'd ſtate, and doth not know by the All-ſeeing Eye, (that 
* beholdeth) him that recompenſeth and rewardeth, and lives not in 
* the Hand, in the Power, that mangles and overturns, which vex»- 
* eth the 7ranſgreſſors, that come to be blind, and zealous for they 
* do not know what. Therefore keep in Peace, and in the Love and 
* Power of God, and in Unity and Love one to another, leſt any go 
* out, and fall with the @/xcircumciſed ; That is, they that are from the 
* Spirit in themſelves, and they that go from it, go into the Pzt to- 
* gether. Therefore ſtand in that (it is the Word of the Lord God 
*to you all) in the Fear and Dread of the Lord God, his Power, Life, 
Light, 
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* Light, Seed and Wiſdom, by which ye may take away the occaſion 1659. 

* of Wars, and ſo know a Kingdom which hath no end, and fight : |

* for that with Spiritual Weapons, which takes away the occaſion of 

* the Carnal: and there gather Men to War, as many as ye can, and

Now aſter I had ſtaid ſome time in London, and had viſited Friends 
Meetings there and there-abouts, and the Lord's Power was ſet over 
all, I rravelled into the Countries again, pailing through Eſſex and Eft. 
Suffolk into Norfolk, viſiting Friends ; till I came to Norwich, where wok 
we had a Meetivg about the time called Chriſtmas. The Mayor of Norwich. 
Norwich, having got notice before-hand of the Meetzxg I intended to 
have there, granted out a Warrant to apprehend me. Wherefore 
when I was come thither, and heard of the Warrant, T ſent fome 
Friends to the Mayor to Reaſon with him about it. His Anſwer was, 
The Souldiers ſhould not Meet ; and did We think to Meet > He 
would have had us gone out and Met without the City : For he 
ſaid, the Towns-People were ſo rude, that he could hardly order them, 
and he teared, that our Meeting would make 7umalts in the Town. 
Bur our Friends told him, we were a peaceable People, and that he 
ought to keep the Peace ; for we could not but Meet to Worſhip God, 
as our manner was. So he became pretty moderate, and did not 
ſend his Oficers to the Meeting. A large Meeting it was, and abun- 
dance of rude People came, with an intent to have done Miſchief : 
But the Lord's Power came over them, ſo that they were Chained by 
it, though ſeveral Prieſts were there, and Profeſſors, and Ranters. 
Among the Prieſts, one, whoſe Name was Townſend, ſtood up and 
Cryed ; Error, Blaſphemy and an Vngodly Meeting > I bad him not 
burden himſelf with that, which he could not make good ; and I ask- 
ed him, what was our Error and Blaſphemy : For I told him, he ſhould 
make good his Words, before I had done with him, or be ſhamed. 
As for an ©ngodly Meeting, I ſaid, I did believe there were many 
People there, that feared God, and therefore it was both Unchriſtian 
and Uncivil in him, to charge Civil, Godly People with an Vngodly 
Meeting. He ſaid, My Error and Blaſphemy;was, in that I ſaid, that 
People muſt wait upon God by his Power and Spirir, and feel his Pre- 
ſence, when they did not ſpeak Words : I asked him then, Whether 
the Apoſtles, and Holy Men of God, did not hear God ſpeak to them 
in their SzZence, before they ſpake forth the Scripture, and before it 
was Written 2? He replied, Tes : David and the Prophets did hear God, 
before they did Pen the Scriptures, and felt his Preſence in Szlence , 
before they ſpake them forth. Then faid T, All People take notice, 
he ſaid, this was Error and Blaſphemy in me to ſay theſe Words; and 
now he hath confeſſed, it is no more, than the Holy Men of God 
in former times witneſſed. So I ſhewed the People, that as the ZZoly 
Men of God, who gave forth the Scriptures, as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghoſt, did hear and /earn of God, before they ſpake 
them forth : So muſt They all hearken, and hear what the Spzrit faith, 
which will lead them into all Truth, that they may know _ 

and 
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1659. and Chriſt, and may underſtand the Scriptures. O ſaid the Prieſt, 
UYVV this is not that George Fox | would ſpeak withal ; this is a ſubtile 
Norwich. Man, faid he. $2 the Lord's Power came over all, and the rude 
People were made moderate, and were reached by it ; and ſome Pro- 
feſſors, that were there, called to the Prieſts, ſlaying, Prove the 
Blaſphemy and Errors, which ye have charged them with : Te have 
ſpoken much againſt them behind their Backs, but nothing ye canprove 
now (aid they) to their Faces. But the Prieſt began to get away : 
Whereupon I told him, we had many things to charge him withal, 
therefore let him ſet a 7zme and place to anſwer them ; which he did, 
and went his ways. A glorious Day this was : For Truth came o- 
ver all, and People were turned to God by his Power and Spirit, and 
to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their free Teacher, who was Exalted over 
all. And as we paffed away, generally Peoples Hearts were filled 
with Love towards us ; yea, the Ruder ſort of them deſired another 
Meeting: For the evil Intentions that they had againſt us, were 
thrown out of their Hearts. At Night I paſſed out of Town to a 
Col. Den- Friend's Houſe, and from thence to Col. Dennis's, where we had a 
nls. great Meeting : And afterwards travelled on through the Countries, 
Norfolk, Viſiting Friends up and down in Norfolk, Huntingtonſhire and Cam- 
Hunts, bridgeſhire, But George Whitehead and Richard Huberthorn ſtaid_ 
——_ 5*- bout Norwich, to meet the Prieſt, who was ſoon Confounded and 
down, the Lord's Power came ſo over him. 

After I had travelled through many Countries in the Lord's Ser- 
vice, and many were Convinced, notwithſtanding that in ſome places 
the People were very Rude; I returned to London again, when Ge- 

London. - zeral Monk was come up thither, and the Gates and Poſts of the Cry 
were pulling down. * Long before this I had a Yifon, wherein I ſaw 
* the City lie in heaps, and the Gates down ; and it was then repre- 
* preſented to me, juſt as I ſaw it, ſeveral Years after lying in heaps, 
* when it was burned. 

Divers times had I, both by Word and Writing, forewarned the 
ſeveral Powers, both in Olzver's time and aſter, of the Day of Recom- 
pence, that was coming upon them : But they rejecting Counlel, and 
ſlghting thoſe Viftations of Love to them, I was moved now, be- 
fore they were quite overturned, to lay their Back-ſliding, Hypocrifie 
and Treacherous Dealing before them, thus : 


* Friends, Now are the Prophecies fulfilled and fulfilling upon you, 
* which have been ſpoken to you by the People of God in your Courts, 
* in your Steeple-honſes, 1n your Towns, Cities, Markets, Highways, 
* and at your Feaſts, when ye were in your Pleaſures, and puffed up, 
* that ye would neither hear God nor Max; when ye were in your 
* Highneſs and Height of Authority, though raiſed up from a mean 
* State, none might come nigh you without 4owirg, or the Reſpect of 
* Perſons, for ye were in the World's Way, Complements and Faſhions, 
* which, for Conſcience ſake towards God, they could not go into, 
* being redeemed there from : Therefore they were by you bated for 
* that Cauſe, But how are ye to be brought Low, who Exalted 
* your ſelves above your Brethren, and threw the Juſt and ay 
rom 
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* lzjs trom among you, until at latt God hath thrown you out : And 1655, 


* when ye caſt rhe mnocent from among you, then ye tell a biting one WW 
* another, until ye were Conſumed one of adother. And fo the Day *9ndon: 


* 1s come up2n you, Which betore ro you was told, though before Ve 
* would not believe it. And ar2 not yet your Hearts ſo hardued, that 
* ye wil hardly yet Zelieve, though ready to go into Captivity ? 
* Was it not told you, when ye ſpilt the Blood of the Innocent in your 
« Steeple houſes, 1n your Markets, in your Highways and Cities, yea, 
* and even in your Courts allo, becauſe they faid rhe Word Thox to 
* you, and could not put off their Hats to you, That if ſomething did 
* not ariſe up amongſt your ſelves, ro avenge the Blood of the Innocenr, 
* there would come ſomething from beyoud the Seas, which lay reſerved 
* there; which, being brqught by the Arm of God, the Arm of Fleth, and 
* ſtrongeſt Mountain cannot withſtand 2 Yet ye would not conſider, 
* nor regard, nor hear ; but cried, Peace, Peace, and teaſted your 
* felves, and fate down 1n the Spoil of your Enemies, being Treache- 
* rous both to God and Man ; And who will truſt you now 2 Have 
* ye not taken Covenants and Oaths? And broken Covenants and Oaths 
* betwixt God and Man, and made the Nations Breakers both of 
* Covenants and Oaths ; fo that nothing but Hypocrifie, and Rotten- 
* eſs, and Falſhood under fair Pretence, was amongſt you 2 When 
* ye pretended to ſet up the 07d Cauſe, it was but your elves; tor 
* which ye long ſtunk to ſober People, who ſaw, that no good ye 
* would do. But it was a Joy for any of you to get up into Autho- 
* rity, that ye might have Praiſe, and Honour, and Reſped ; and they 
* that were in the Self-denial, were a Derifion to you ; from amongſt 
* whom that was baziſhed. Thus ye became the Nations Maſters, and 
© not Servants ; whereas the Greateſt of all, ſhould be the Servants of all. 
« But there ye loſt your Authorzry, not conſidering your Eſtatcs, from 
* whence ye were,and to what end God had raiſed you up ;but forgot the 
* Lord, and quenched that which was Good in your ſelves, and pez-

* nifies Fugitive, or Wandring ? Have not ye Perſecuted, and Impri- 
* ſoned to Death, ſuch as Gud had Reſpe@ to, and is now Reproving 
« you for their ſakes, by them whom ye have hated 2 Were not ma- 
* ny amongſt you cat off for your Perſecution, and yet the reſt of 
* you would not take Warning? Was there not a Book of Examples 
© ſet out unto you, of what ſuddes and ſtrange Deaths happened upon 
* the Perſecutors of the Innocent? And yet ye would not take Warn- 
* ing, until the Overflowing Scourge is now comingupon you. Are not 
© ye They, that have kz/ed like Cain, who have kiled abour your Sq- 
* crifice, and mingled the Blood of the Innocent with it > Hath nor 
* God now Yagabonded you, that ye ſhould become a Curſe upon the 
* Earth, who have perſecuted Friends to Death > Did not the Blood 
* of the Righteous cry out of the Ground for Vengeance? And will 
* not the Blood of the Righteous be required? Could ye think, thar 
* the Lord would let you fit always with Bloody Elands, and Fiſts of

Being now clear of the City, and finding my Spirit drawn to Vi- 
fit Friends in the Weſtern Parts of England, I went out of Town ; and 
Surry, Paſſing firſt into Surrey and Suſſex, came to a great Town, where 
Suſſex. there was a large Meeting, to which ſeveral Friends from Reading 
came ; 2nd a bleſſed Meeting it was. The Prieſt of the Town was 
in a great Rage, but did not come out of his Houſe ; wheretore, 
hearing him make a great Noiſe in his Houſe, as we were peſling from 
the Meeting, we bid him Come out into the Street, and we would dife- 
courſe with him ; but he would not. So the Lord's Power being over 
all, Friend's were refreſhed in the Lord's Power and Truth. From thence 
I went to another Market-Zown, where in the Evening we had a 
precious Meeting ; and the freſh Senſe of the Preſence of the Lord 
rin God was fweetly felt amongſt us. Then turning into Zampſhire 
Ringwood, and Dorſetfhire, T went to Ringwood and Pool, viſiting Friends 1a the 
Poo. Lord's Power, and had great Meetings among(t them. 
Dorcheſter At Dorcheſter we had a great Meeting in the Evening at our ay, 
to which many Souldzers came, and were pretty Civil. But the Cox- 
Rables and Officers of the Town came, under pretence to look for a 
Feſuite, whole Head (they faid) was ſhaved : And they would have 
all to put off© their Hats, or elſe they would take them off, to look 
for the Feſuit's ſhaven Crown. So they took oft my Hat (for I was 
the Man they aimed at) and they looked very narrowly ; but nor 
finding any bald or ſhaven place on my Head, they went away with 
ſhame; and the Sonldiers, and other ſober People were greatly oftend- 
ed with them. But it was of good Service for the Lord, and all 
things wrought together for good; for it affefed the People : and at- 
ter the Oficers were gone, we had a fine Meeting; and People were 
turned to the Lord Feſus Chriſt, their Teacher, who had bought them, 
and would reconcile them to God. 
From thence we paſled into Somerſetſhire, where the Presbyterians, 
and other Profeſſors were very wicked, and often uſed to diſtutb 
Example. Friends Meetings. * One time eſpecially (as we were then intormed) 
* there was a very wicked Man, whom they had got to come to the 
* Quakers Meeting. This Man put a Bears-Skin on his Back, and un- 
* dertook with that to' play ' Pranks in the Quakers Meeting. Accord- 
* ingly, ſetting himſelf Juſt oppoſite to' the Friend, that was ſpeak- 
* ing, he Lolled his Tongue out of his Mouth, having his | Bears-Skin on 
* bis Back, and ſo made ſport to his Wicked Followers, and cauſed a 
* great Diſturbance in the Meeting, But an Eminent Judgment over- 
* rook him,and his Puniſhmet {lumbred not : For as herwent back from 
* the Meeting, there was a Bull-baiting in the way, which he ſtayed 
* to ſee; and coming within the Bulls reach, the Bull ſtruck his Horn 
* under the Man's Chin into his Throat, and ſtruck his Tongae out of 
* his Mouth, ſo that it hung Lolling out, as he had uſed it before, in 
* Deriſion, in the Meeting. And the Bull's Hors running up into the 
Man's 
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Man's Hed, he ſwung him about upon bis Zr, in a moſt re- 1659. 
markable and fearful manner. Thus he that came to do Miſchief a- SWW 
mong(t God's People, was Miſchieved himſelf : and well wouid it Example. 
be, it fuch appareat Examples of Divine Vengeance would teach 

others to beware. 

We travelied through Somerſetſhire, and Devonſhire, till we came to proonſhive. 
Plymouth, and fo went up into Cormpal, viſiting the Meetings of Piymouth. 
Friends, till we came to Land's-Eud. Many precious and bleſſed © 
M-etings we had, all along through the Coxntries as we went, where- 
in they that were Convinc'd, were eſtabliſhed, and many others were 
added to ther. Ar the Land's-End in Cormwal, there was an honeſt 1,oqrca 
Fiſher-man Convinc'd, who became a Faithful Miniſter of Chriſt, I took 
notice of him to Friends, and told them, He was like Peter. 

While I was in Cornwall, there were great Ship-wracks about the 
Lands-End. Now it was the Cuſtom of that Country, that at ſuch 
a time both Rich and Poor went out, to get as much of the Wrack, 
as they could, not caring to ſave the Peoples Lives : And in me 
parts of the Country, they called Shipwracks, God's Grace. Theſe 
things troubled me, and grieved my Spirit, to kear of ſuch unchri- 
ſtian Actions, conſidering, how far they were below the Heathen at 
Melita, who received Paul, and made him a Fire, and were courteous 
towards him, and them, that had ſuffered Shipwrack with him. Where- 
fore I was moved to write a Paper, and ſend it toall the Pariſhes, 
Prieſts and Magiſtrates, Fligh and Low, to reprove them for ſuch 
greedy Afions, and to Warn and Exhort them, that, if they could 
aſſiit to ſave Peoples Lves, and preſerve their Ships and Goods, they 
ſhould uſe their Diligence therein, and conſider, it it had been their 
own Condition, they would judge it hard ; if they ſhould be upon a 
rack, and People ſhould ſtrive to get what they could from them, 
and not matter their Lzves. A Copy of that Paper here follows :

All Friends and People, 


, Ake heed of Greedizeſs, and Covetouſneſs : for that is 7dolatry ;

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1659. © and covetous after other men's Goods, not mattering, what becomes 
LW « of the Men; would ye be ſerved fo your ſelves ? It ye ſhould have 
2 ndsEnd. « q Ship caſt away in other places, and the People ſhould come to tear 


© the Goods and Ship 1n pieces, not regarding to ſave the Men's Lives, 
« but be ready to fight one with another for your Goods, do not ye 
© believe, ſuch Goods would become a Curſe to them ? And may ye 
« not as well believe, ſuch kind o!: Actions will become a Curſe unto 
«you ? When the Spoz/ of one Ships Goods is idly ſpent, and conſu- 
* med upon the Luſts in Ale-houſes, Taverns, and otherwiſe, then 
© ye gape for another. Is this to do, as ye would be done by ; which is 
© the Law and the Prophets 2 Therefore, Prief? Hull, Are theſe thy 
* Fruits 2 What doſt thou take Peoples Labour and Goods for 2 Hait 
* thou taught the People no better Manners and Converſation, Who are 
* ſo Brutiſh and Heatheniſh 2 Now all ſuch things we judge in whom- 
* ſoever. But if any Friend, or others, do preſerve Mens Lives, 
* and endeavour to fave their Goods and Ejtates, and reftore,what they 
* can ſave of a Wrack, to tne Owners ; and then it they conſider them 
© for their Labour, doing in that caſe unto them, what they would 
© have done unto themtelves ; that we own. And if they buy or ſell, 
* and do not make a Prey ; that is allowed of ſtill, in the way ot do- 
* ing, as ye would be done by, Keeping tothe Law and to the Prophets : 
© (that is) that if ye ſhould be in another Country, ye would have 
© other People to ſave your Lives and Goods, and have your Goods re- 
* ſtored to you again, and you to conſider them for ſo doing. All ye, 
* that do otherwiſe, that wait for a Wrack, and get the Goods tor 
* your ſelves, not regarding the Lives of the Men; but it any of 
* them eſcape drowning, let them go a begging up and end down the 
* Country ; and if any ſcape with a little, ſometimes they are rob- 
* bed of it in the Country : All ſuch, that do ſo, are not for the pre- 
* ſerving of the Creation, but for the deſtroying of it : And thoſe 
* Goods which are ſo gotten, ſhall be a Carſe, anda Plague, and a Jadg- 
* ment to them ; and them the Judgments of God will tollow, for act- 
* ing ſuch things : The Witneſs in your Conſciences ſhall Anſiver ir. 
© Therefore all ye, who have done ſuch things, do ſo no more, l&ſt a 
* worſe thing come unto you. But that which is good, do; to pre- 
* ſerve Men's - Lives and Eſtates, and labour to reſtore the Loſs and 
* Breach ; that the Lord requires. Be not like a Company of Greedy 
* Dogs, and worle than Heathens, as it ye had never heard tell of God, 
* nor Chriſt, nor the Scriptures, nor pure Religion. And Prieſt Hull, 
* Have People ſpent their Money upon thee, for that which is no 
* Bread > For a thing of noughr , that thou haſt ſuch Fruits 2 All

This Paper had a good Service among People : And Friends have x 660. 
endeavoured much to ſave the Lives of the Men in times of Wracks, 
and to preſerve the Ships and Goods for them. And when ſome, thar 
have ſuffered Shipwrack, have been almoſt dead and ſtarved, ſome 
Friends have taken them to their Houſes, to ſuccour them and recover 
them ; which is an A to be practiſed by all true Chriſtzans. 

Now turned I back again from the Zands-End ; and after T had 
had many precious and bleſſed living Meetings in Cornwall, ſeveral 
Eminent People being Convinced 12 that County, whom neither Prieſts 
nor Magiftrates, by ſpoiling Goods or Impriſonments, could make to 
forfake their Shepherd, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt that had bought them ; 
and all Friends, who were turned to Chriſt their Teacher and $Sg- 
viour, being ſetled in Peace and Quietneſs upon him, their Fundation, 
we left them unto the Lord Feſus Chriſt's Teaching and Ordering, freſh 
and green; and Thomas Lower, who had accompanied me through all 
that County, brought me over Horſe- Bridge into Devonſhire again. Devorſtire. 
And after ſeveral Meetings up and down in Devonſhire, we came 
into Somerſetſhire, where we had divers large and peaceable Meetings ; Somrſer- 
and fo paſling through the County viſiting Friends, till we came to" 
Briſtol. |

1660. Icame into Briſto/ on the Seventh Day of the Week, and the Day 
WAY before, the Souldiers came with their Masfets into the Meeting, and 
Briſtol, were exceeding rude, beating and ſtriking Friends with their Muskets, 

and drove them out of the Orchard 10 a great Rage, threatning, whar 
they would do, if Friends came there again. For the Mayor and the 
Commander of the Souldiers had (ir ſeems ) combined together to 
make a Diſturbance amongſt Friends. Now when I came to Briſtol, 
and Friends told me, what a Rage there was 1n the Zown, how they 
were threatned by both the Mayor and Sou/diers, and how unruly the 
Souldiers had bcen to Friends the day before ; I ſent for {ſeveral 
Frieads, as George Biſhop, Thomas Gouldney, Thomas Speed and Edward 
Pyot, and defired them, to go to the Mayor and Aldermen, and deſire 
them, ſeeing he and they had broke up our Meetings, to let Friends 
have the Town: Hall to Meet in ; and for the uſe of it Friends would 
give them Twenty Poundsa Tear, to be diſtributed amongſt the Poor : 
and when the Mayor and: Aldermen had buſineſs to do in it, Friends 
would not Meet in it, but only on the Fzr/# Days. Thoſe Friends 
were aſtoniſhed at this, and faid, The Mayor and Aldermen would 
think, that they were Mad: Bur I ſaid, Nay ; for they ſhould offer 
them a conſiderable Benefit to the Poor. And it was upon me from 
the Lord to bid them Go; and ar laſt they Conſented, and werz, 
though in the Croſs to their own Wills. When they had laid the 
thing before the Mayor, it came fo over him, that he faid, For his 
part, he could conſent to it ; but he was but one : And he told Friends 
of another Great Hall they might have ; but that they did nor 
accept of, it being inconvenient : So Friends came away, leaving the 
Mayor in a very loving Frame towards them : For they telt,the Lord's 
Power had come over him. When they came back, I ſpake tro them 
to go allo to the Coloxel, that Commanded the Soxldzers, and lay be- 
fore him the rude Carriage of his Soxldiers, how they came Armed 
amongſt uaked innnocent People, who were waiting upon, and worſhipping 
the Lord : But they were backward to go to him. Next Morning, 
being the Firſt Day of the Week, we went to the Meeting in the Or- 
chard, where the Souldiers had fo lately been fo rude. And after 1 
had declared the Truth a pretty while in the Aeezing, there came in 
many rude Souldjers and People, ſome with Drawn Swords. The Jn- 
keepers had made ſome of them drunk; and one of them had bound 
himielf with an Oath, to cut down and Kill the Man that ſpoke. So he 
came preſſing in, through all the Crowd of People, to within zwo 
Tards of me, and ſtopt at thoſe Four Friends before-mentioned, (who 
ſhould have gone to the Colonel, as I would have had them) and fell a 
jangling with them. On a ſudden I ſaw, bis Sword was put ap and gone : 
For the Lord's Power came over all, and chained him and the rclt, and 
we had a bleſſed Meeting, and the Lord's Everlaſting Power and Pre- 
ſence was felt amongſt us. On the Day tollowing, thoſe Foxr Friends 
went and ſpake with the Colonel,and he ſent for the Souldzers, ard Cut 
and Slaſht ſome of them before the Friends Faces. Which when I 
heard of, I blamed the Friexds for letting him do ſo; and allo for 
that they did not go on the Seventh Day, as I would have had them, 
which might have prevented this Cutting of "the Souldiers, and the 
Trouble they gave at our Meeting. Bur thus the Lord's Power came

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over all thoſe perſecutivg, bloody Minds, and the Meeting there was 1660. 

ſettled in Peace, tor a good while after without Diſturbance. YE 
I had then alſo a General Meeting at Edw. Pyot's near Briſtol, at Biittol- 

which it was judged, there were divers Thouſands of People : For be- 

ſides Friends trom many parts thereabouts, ſome of the Baptiſts and 

Iadependents, with their Teachers, came to it, and very many of ihe 

ſober People of Briſtol ; infomuch that the People, that ſtaid behind, 
ſaid, The City looked naked, there were ſo many gone out of it to this 
Meeting. It was a very quiet Meeting, and many glorious Truths 
were opened to the People, and the Lord Jeſus Chriit was ſet up, 
who was the End of all Figares and Shadows, and the Law, and the 

firſt Covenant. And it was declared to the People, how that all F/- 
gures and Shadows were given to Man, after Man fel ; and how 
that all the Rudiments and Inventions of Men, which have been ſet up 
i0 Chriſtendom, many of which were Fewiſh and Heatheniſh Ceremo- 
nies, were not ſet up by the Command of Chriſt ; and all Images and 
Likeneſſes Man has made to himſelf, or for himſelf, whether ot things 
in Heaven or things in Earth, have been, ſince he loſt the /mage and 
Likeneſs of God, which God made him in. But now Chriſt was come 
to Redeem, Tranſlate, Convert and Regenerate Hay out of all theſe 
things, that he hath ſet up in the Fa#, and out of the true Types, Fz- 
gures and Shadows alſo, and out of Death and Darkneſs, up into the 
Light, and Life, and Image and Likeneſs of God again, which Man 
and Woman were in, before they fell. Therefore all now ſhould 
come, and all might come to receive Chriſt Jeſus, the Subſtance, by 
his Light, Spirit, Grace and Faith ; -and ſhould live and walk in 
him, the Redeemer and Saviour. | | 

And whereas we had: had a great deal of work with the Prief7s 
and Profeſſors, who pleaded for Imperfeftion : 1 was opened to declare 
and manifeſt unto them, how that Adam and Eve were perfect, be- 
fore they fell; and all that God made, he faw that it was good, and 
he bleſſed it. But the Imperfetion came'in by © the Fa, ' through 
Man's and Woman's hearkening to the Devi/, who was out of 7reth. 
And.though the Law made nothing perfect, yet it made way for the 
bringing 1a of the better,Hope ; which Hope is Chrif?, who deſtroys 
the Devil and his Works, that made Man anid:Woman Jmperfef. Now 
Chriſt faith to his Diſciples, Be ye perfect , even as your Heavenly 
Father is perfet: And he, who himſelt was perfef , 'comes' to 
make Man aud Woman 'perfef again, and. brings them again' to the 
State, which God made them in. So he is the Maker up of the Breach, 
and the Peace betwixt God and Man. That this might the better be un- 

. derſtood by the loweſt Capacities,I uſed a Compariſon of Two Old People, 
that had their Zozſe broken down by an Enemy, {6 that they, with 
all their Children, were liable to all Storms and TempeFf?s. And there 
came ſome to them, that pretended to be Workmen, and offered to 
build up their ZZouſe again, if they would give them ſo much a Tear : 
But when they had gotten their Money, they left their Houſe, as they 
found it. After this manner 'came a Firſt, Second, Third, 'Foarth, : 

Fifth and. Sixth, each with his ſeveral pretence, to build'up the 0/4 
FToyſe, and each got the Peoples Money ; and then cried, '7hey could 
not rear up the Houſe, yor the Breach could ot be made up : For there 
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1660. is no Perſetion here, Cry they ; the Houſe can never be perfeetly built 
WY up again in this Life : Though they have taken the Peoples Money tor

the doing of ir. For all the Sees in Chriſtendom (fo called) have 
pretended tro build up Adam's and Eve's fallen Houſe ; and when they 
have got Peoples Money, they tell them, the Work cannct be perfedty 
done here ; and ſo their Houſe lies, as it did. Bur I tcld the Peopfe, 
Chriſt was come to do it freely, who, by one Offering, hath perfeited 
for ever all them that are ſanEtified, and renews them up 1nto rhe 
Image of God, which Man and Woman were in, betore they fell, and 
makes Man's and Woman's Hoxſe as perfed again, as God bad maze 
them at the f/f: And this Chrift, the Heavenly Man, has dons 
freely. Therefore all are to look unto him, and all that have recei- 
ved him, are to walk in him, the Life, the Subſtance, the Firſt and 
the Laſt, The Rock of Ages, and Foundation of many Generations. 
Largely were theſe, and many other things cpened and declared 
unto the People, and the Word of Life was Preached, which doit 
live and abide; and all were Exhorted to hear and obey that, which 
did live and abide, that by it all might be born again of the Immmor- 
tal Seed, and feed of the Mz/k of the Word. A glorious Meeting 
there was, wherein the Lord's Everlaſting Sced, Chriſt Feſus, was 


| ſet over all, and Friends parted in the Power and Spiri# of the Lord, 


in Peace, and in his Trath, that 1s over all. 


About this time the Soxldiers, under General Houk's Command, 
were rude and troubleſome at Friends Meetings in many places : 
Whereof Complaint being made to him, he gave forth the following 
Order, which did ſomewhat reſtrain them : |

ceſter we had a Meeting,that was peaceable,though theZown was very rude, 
and divided : For one part of the Souldiers were for the Xing, and -

Bridge, Edward Pyott being with me, the Sou/diers there ſaid, They Oo 
were for the King, But aſter we were gone paſt them, and they un- Goucelicr 
derfiood, it was Z, they were in a great rage, that I had ſcaped 
them ; and (aid, Had they known it, it had been 7, they would have 
ſhot me with Hail-ſbot, rather than I ſhould have eſcaped them. But 
the Lord prevented their Deviliſh Deſign, and brought me fate to 
Col. Grimes his Houſe, where we had a large general Meeting, and crimes 
the Lord's Truth and Power was ſet over all, and Friezds were 
eſtabliſhed upon the Rock, and ſettled under the Lord Jeſus Chriſt's 
Teaching. | | 

We pailed from thence to Tewksburg, and fo to Worceſter, viſiting Tewksbu- 
Friends in their Meetings in the Towns as we went. And in all my Jorceges. 
time | never ſaw the like Drunkenneſs, as then in the Towns : For they 
had been then chuſing Parliament-Men, But at Worceſter the Lord's 
Truth was ſet over all, and People were finely ſettled therein, and 
Friends praiſed the Lord ; Nay, 1 ſaw, the very Earth Rejoiced. Yet 

great fears and troubles were in many People, and a looking for the 
King's Coming in, and that all things ſhould te altered ; and rhey 
would ask.me, what I thought of 7imes and Things? I rold them the 
Lord's Power was over all, and his Lzght ſhined over all; and that 
the Fear would take hold only on the Hypocrites, ſuch as had not 
- been faithful ro God ; and on our Perſecutors, For in my Travel! and 
Sufferings at Reading, when People were at a ſiand, and could not 
tell, what might Come in, and. who might Rule ; I told them, the 
Lord's Power was over all (for T had travelled through in it) and his 
Day ſhined, whoſoever ſhould come in ; and whether the X#;yg came 
in or no, all would be well, to them that loved the Lord, and were 
faithful to him. Therefore bid all Friends ; Fear none but the Lord, 
and keep in his Power, that was over all, | 

From Worceſter 1 came through the Countries, viſiting Friends in Badgely. 
their Meetings, till I came to Badgely; and from thence I went to <a 
Drayton in Leiceſterſhire, to viſit my Relations, While I was there, rayon. 
one Burton, a Juſtice, hearing that I had a good Horſe, ſent forth a 
Warrant to ſearch for me and my Zorſe : But I was gone, before they 
came, and fo he miſſed of his wicked End. I paſſed on to Twy Crofs, Twy-Crofs 
and Swanington, and ſo to Darby, where I viſited Friends, and found Swaniog- 
my old Goaler amongſt them, who had formerly kepr me in the pay. 
Houſe of Correfion there, and was now Convinced of the Truth, which 
I then ſuffered under him for. Paſſing ſtill further up into Darbyſhire, Darbyſhire. 
and Nottinghamſhire, 1 came to Synderhill-green, viſiting Friends can 
through all thoſe parts in their Meetings ; and fo paſſed on to Balby Syaderhili- 
in Torkſhire, where our Tearly Meeting at that time was holden, in a Kr 
great Orchard of Fohn Killams, where it was ſuppos'd, ſome Thouſands _ 
of People and Friends were gathered together. In the Morning I Yearly 
heard, that a Troop of Horſe was ſent from Tork, about Thirty Miles © 
off, to break up our Meeting, and that the Militia newly raiſed, was 
to join with them. So I went into the Meeting, and ſtood up on a 
 Breat Stool ; and, after I had ſpoken ſometime, 7wo Trumpeters came 

up, ſounding their Trumpets pretty near me; and rhe Captain of 
the Troop cried, Divide to the Right and Left, and make way : Then

LV and Word of Life, in the mighty Power of the Lord. . The Captain 


they rid upto me. Now I was declaring the Everlaſting Truth, 


bid me, Come down, for he was come (he aid) to diſperſe our Meeting. 
After fome time I ſpake to him, and told him, Fe, and they all 
knew, we were a peaceable People, and that we uſed to have ſuch 
great Meetings : Bur if he did queſtion, that we Mer in an hoſtile 
Fay, I delired him to make ſearch among us, avd it he found either. 
Sword or Piſtol about any there, /et ſuch ſuffer. He told me, he mu? 
fee us diſperſed ; for he came all Night on purpoſe to diſperſe us. I ask- 
ed him, What Honour it would be to him, to Ride with Swords and 
Piſtols, amongſt ſo many Vnarmed Men and Women, as there was ? 
But if he would be ſtill and quiet, our Meeting probably might not 
continue above zo or three Hours; and when 1t was done, as we 
came Peaceably and Civilly together, ſo we ſhould part : For he might 
perceive, the Meeting, was fo /arge, that al the Conntry thereabouts 
could not entertain them, but that they intended to depart towards 
their ores at Night. He faid, He could not ſtay to ſee the Meeting 
ended, bat muff diſperſe them, before he went. I deſired him then, 
if he hirnelf could nor ſtay, that he would let a dozey of his Soal- 
diers ſtay, and fe the Order and Peaceableneſs of our Meeting. He 
laid, fe would permit us an Hour's time; and left half a dozen Soul- 
diers to ſtay with us. Then went the Captain away with his Troop, 
and Friends of the Zouſe gave thoſe Souldiers, that ſtaid, and their 
Horſes, forme Meat. When the Captain was gone, the Souldiers, 
that were leſt, rold us, We might ſtay till Night, if we would. 
But we ſtaid but about three Fours after, arid had a g/orzous, power- 
ful Meeting : For the preſence of the Living God was maniteſt a- 
monreſt us, and the Seed, Chrif?, was ſet over all, and Friends were 
built upon him the Foundation, and ſettled under his glorious, hea- 
venly Teaching. And after the Meeting was done, Friends pailed 
away in Peace, greatly refreſhed with the Preſence of the Lord, and 
filled with Foy and Gladueſs, thar the Lord's Power had given them 
ſuch Dominion. For many of the Milztia-Souldiers ſtaid alfo, and 
were much vexed, rhat the Captain and Troopers had not broken up 
our Meeting; and Curſed the Captain and his Troopers: For it was 
reported, that they intended to have done us ſome Miſchief thar 
day ; but the 7roopers, inftead of A4fiſting them , were rather 4/- 
fiſtant unto us, in not joining with them, as they expeRted ; bur 
preventing them from doing the Mifchief, they deſigned. And yet 
this Captazy was a deſperate Man: For it was he, that had ſaid to me 
in Scotland, That he would obey his Superiors Commands, and if it were 
0 Crucifie Chriſt, he would do it; or execute the Great Turk's Com- 
mands againſt the Chriſtians, if he were under him. So that it was an 
Eminent Power of the Lord, which chained down both him, and all his 
Troopers,and thofe envious Mzitia-Souldiersallo ; ſothat theywent away, 
not having power to hurt any of us, nor to break up our Meeting, 

The next day we had an heavenly Meeting at Warmſworth, of 
Friends in the Miniſtry, and ſeveral others ; and then Friends part- 
ed: And as they paſſed through the Countries, ſeveral were taken 
up. For that day, that our fir? Meeting was on, Lambert wasRout- 
ed; and it made a great Blunder in the Country : but Friends were 
nor 
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not kept long in Priſon ar that time, As I went to this Meeting at 1658. 
' t . 7 6 * p : we

But { told them, God would confound and ſcatter them ; and within two 
or three Days etter, they were ſcattered indeed. 

From Warmſworth I paſſed, in the Lord's Power, to Barton Abby, ,, 
where I had a great Meeting; and from thence to 7homas Taylor s, abby. 
4113 10 £0 Skipton, where there was a General Meeting of Mex» Friends SONY 
out of many Counnies, conceining the 4ffairs of the Church, © There Meas 
* was a Friend went Naked through the Town, declaring Truth; and Mitting 
* he was much beaten : Some other Friends atſo came to me all Bloody. r ne 
And as 1 walked in the Street, there was a deſperate Fellow, had an 
Intent to have done me a Miſchief : Bur he was prevented, and our 
Peeting was quiet. To this Meeting came many Friends out of moſt 
paris ot the Nation: for it. was about Buſineſs relating to the Church, 
both in this Nation, and beyond the Seas, Several Years before, 
when I was in the North, 1 was moved to recommend to Friends 
the jerting up of this Meeting for that Service : For many Fricxds ſuf- 
fered in divers parts of the Nation, and their Goods were taken from 
them, contrary to the Law, and they underſtood not, how to help 
tiemſclves, or where to ſeek Redreſs. Bat after this Meeting was 
ſet up, ſeveral Friends, that had been Juſtices and Magiſtrates, and 
others, that underſtood ſomething of rhe Law, came thither, and 
were able to Inform Friends, and to aſliſt them in gathering up the 
Sufferings, that they might be laid before the Juſtices, Judges, or Par- 
liament. Now this Meeting had ſtood ſeveral Tears, and divers Jus 
ftices and Captains had come to brake it up ; but when they have 
underſtood the Buſineſs Friends Met about, and have ſcen Friends 
Books, and Accompts of Colleftions for Relief of the Poor, how we 
took Care one County to help another, and to help our Friends be- 
yon4 the Seas, and provide for our Poor, that none of them ſhould 
be chargeable to their Pariſhes, &'c. The Juſtices and Officers would 
Confeſs, that we did their Work ; and would pals away peaceably and 
lovingly, Commending Friends Praftices. And ſometimes there would 
come Two hundred of the World's Poor People, and wait there, till the 
Meeting was done (for all the Country knew, we met about the Poor) 
and then after the Meeting was over, Friends would ſend to the Ba- 
kers tor Bread. and give every one of thoſe Poor People a Loaf, how 
many ſoever there were of them : For we were taught to do good 
anto all ; though eſpecially to the Flouſhold of Paith. 

After this Meeting I paſled through the Countries, viiiting Friends 
in their Meetings, till I came to Lancaſter ; from whence I] went to Lancaſter. 
Robert Withers, and ſo to Arnfide, where I had a General Meeting for _— 
all the Friends in thoſe Countries, as Weſtmorland, Cumberland and meeting. 
Lancaſhire. This Meeting - was quiet and peaceable, and the living 
Preſence of the Lord was amongtt us. After Meeting I went back 
with Robert Withers, and Friends all paſſed away, freth in the Life &. jp; 
and Power of Chriſt, in which they had Dominion, being ſettled up- 
on him, the Heavenly Rock and Foundation. But after the Meeting, 
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1660, there came ſeveral Rude Fellows (Serving-men, belonging to one called 
www Sir George Middleton, a Juſtice, that lived not tar oft ) ro have made 
Arnſide. ſome dijturbance (as it was thouglit ;) but the Meeting being ended, 

they did nothing there : Bur lighting on Three Womerx- Friends, who 
were going from the Meeting, they tet upon them with impudent 
Scoffs, and one of them (whoſe Name was 7homas -++--) faid, Ze would 
kiſs one of them ; and carried himfelt very abufively and immodeſtly 
towards them. The fame Man did abuſe other Friends allo, and was 
ſo outragious, that he would have Cur Friends with an Ax; but that 
he was reſtrained by ſome of his Fellows. At another time, the ſame 
Man {er upon Six Friends, that were going to a Meeting to wait upon 

the Lord, at a place called Tel/an, and beat and abuted them ver 
much ; {o that he bruiſed their Faces, and ſhed much of their Blood, 
wounding them very tore, and one of them in ſeveral parts of his Bo- 
dy ; yet they littednot up an Hand againſt him, but gave him their 

Backs and their Cheeks to beat, 

Swarth- From Robert Withers's | went next day to Swarthmore, Francis 
more Fowgil and Thomas Curtis being with me. I had not been long there, 
before one Henry Porter, who was called a Juſtice, ſent a Warrant by 
the Chief Conſtable, and Three Petty Conſtables, to apprehend me. I 
had a ſenſe of the thing before-hand ; and being 1n the Parlozr with 
Richard Richardſon and Margaret Fell, forme of her Servants came, 
and told her, that there were ſome come to ſearch the Houſe tor 
Arms : 2nd they went up into ſome of the Chambers under that Pre- 
tence. Ir came upon me to go out to them ; and as 1 was going by 
' ſome of them, I ſpake ſome Words to them : whereupon they asked 
G.r. taken Me my Name. I readily told them my Name : and then they laid 
Priſoner. hold on me, ſaying, I was the Man they looked for; and led me 
Ulverſtone 2WAY to iverſtone. There they kept me all Night, at the Conffables 
' Houle, and ſet a Guard of Fifteen or Sixteen Men to watch me ; tome 
of whom fate in the Chimney, for fear I ſhould go up the Chimney : 
ſuch dark Imaginations polletied them, They were very Rude and 
Uncivil to me, and would neither ſuffer me to ſpeak to Friends, 
nor ſuffer Friend's to bring me Neceſſaries ; but with Violence thruſt 
out Friends, and kept a ſfirong Guard upon me. Very Wicked and 
Rude they were, and a great Noiie they made about me. One of the 
Conſtables, whole Name was Askburnham, faid, He did not think, a 
Thouſand Men could have taken me. Another of the Conſtables, whoſe 
N3me was Mount, a very wicked Man, faid, He would have ſerved 
Tudge Fell himſelf ſo, if he had been alive, and he had a Warrant for 
him. Next Morning, about the Sixth Hour, I was putting on my 
Boots and Spurs, to go with them betcre ſome Juſtice ; but they pul- 
led off my Spurs, and took my Knife out of my Pocket, and ſo haſt- 
n2d me away alorg the Town, with a Party of ZZorſe, and abundance 
of People ; not ſuftering me to ſtay, til} my own Horſe came down, 
When I was gone about a quarter of a Mile with them, ſome PFriezds, 
with Margaret Fell and her Children came towards me ; and then a 
great Party of Horſe gathered about me in a mad Rage and Fury, 
crying out, Will they reſcue him ! Will they reſcue him * Whereupon I 
ſaid unto them, ZHere u my Hair, here is my Back, here are my Cheeks, 
Frike on ! Wuth which Words their Heat was a little aſſwaged. Then 


they 
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they brought a /ittle Horſe,and 7wo of them took up one of my Legs, 1666. 
and put my Foot 1n the Stirrup, and two or three lifting over my WYWS 
other Leg, ſet me upon the /ittle Horſe, behind the Saddle ; and fo lcd Ulrerfione 
the Horſe by the Halter : but I had nothing to hold by. When they 

were come a pretty way out of the 7own, they beat the little 
Forſe, and made him kick and gallop: Whereupon l ſlipped off him, 

and told them, They ſhould not abuſe the Creature. "They were 

much enraged at my getting oft, and took me by the Legs and Feet, 

and (et me upon the ſame Horſe, behind the Saddle again ; and fo led 

the Zorſe on, about two Miles, till they came to a great Water, cal- 

led the Carter- Ford. By this time my own Horſe was come to us, Cartesford 
and the Water being deep, and their little Forſe ſcarce able to have 
carried we tbrough, they let me get upon my own Zorſe, through 

the Perfwaſion of fome of ther own Company ; they leading him 
through the Water. There was one Wicked Feiluw kneeled down, and 

lifting up his Hands, bleſſed God, that I was taken, When I WAS come 

over the Sands, I told them, I had iieard, I had liberty to chooſe, what 
Fuftice | would go before : But Mount, and the other Conftables cry'd 

No, I ſhould not. Then they led me on to Lancaſter, about Fourteen 

Miles, and a great Triumph they thought to have had : bur as they 

led me, I was moved to /ing Praiſes to the Lord, in his triumphing 

Power over all. When I was come to Lanca#ter, the Spirits of the Lancaſter, 
People being mightily up, I ſtood and looked earneſtly upon them ; 

and they cried, Look at his Eyes ! After a while Iipake to them ; and 

then they were pretty ſober. Then came a Tourg Man, and had me 

to his Houſe : and after a little time the Oficers had me to Major Por- 

ter's Houſe, who was called a Fuſtice,and who had ſent forth the War. 

rant againſt me ; and he had ſeveral others wita him. When T came 

in, I faid ; Peace be amongſt you. Then Porter asked me, IWWhy I came 

down into the Country that troubleſome time 2 1 told him, To viſit my 
Brethren. But, ſaid he, you have great Meetings up and down. 1 rold 

him, Though we had fo, our Meetizgs were known throughout the 
Nation to be peaceable, and we were a peaceable People. He faid, We 

ſaw the Devil in Peoples Faces. I told him, It 1 faw a Druakard, 

or a Swearer, or a peeviſh heady Man, 1 could not ſay, I faw the Spirze 

of Ged in him. And I asked him, If he could ſee the Spirit of God 2 

He ſaid, We cry'd againſt their Miniſters. Itold him, While we were 

as Saul, ſitting under the Prieſts, and running up and down with 

their Packers of Letters, we were never called Peſtifent Fellows, nor 
Makers of Sets; but when we were come to exerci/e our Conſciences 
towards God and Man, then we were called Peſtilent Fellows, as Paul 

was. He faid, We could Expreſs our ſelves well enough ; ard he 

would not Diſpute with me : but he would reſtrain me. I deflred 

to know, for what, and by whoſe Order he ſent forth his Warrant for 

me 2 And I complained to him of the Abuſe of the Conftables, and o- 

ther Oftcers to me, after they had taken me, and in their bringing me 
thither. He would not take notice of that, but told me, Ze had an 

Order, but would not let me ſee it ; for he would not reveal the King's 
Secrets, he ſaid : And beſides, 4 Priſoner (he ſaid) was not to ſee, for 

what he was Committed. | told him, That was not Reaſon : For how 


ſhould he make his Defence then ? I ſaid, I ought to have a Copy of

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it, But he faid, there was a Judge once, that fned one, for letting a 


Wa ad Priſoner have a Copy of his Mittimus : And, ſaid he, 7 have an Old

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Clerk, though I am a young Fuftice. Then he called to his Clerk, (ay. 
ing, Is it not ready yet £ Bring wt ; meaning the Mzttimus : But jt 
not being ready, he told me, | was a Diſturber of the Nation. | 
told him, I had been a Bleſſing to the Nation, in and th1ovgh 
the Lord's Power and Trath ; and the Spirit of God in all Conſciences 
would anſwer it. Then he charged me to be an Enemy to the King, 
that IT endeavoured to raiſe a new War, and imbrue the Nation in Blood 
again. | told him, I had never learned the Poffures of War ; but was 
Clear and Innocent, as a Child, concerning thoſe things ; and there- 
tore was buld. Then came the C/erk with the Mittmmus, and the Goa- 
ler was (ent for, and commanded to take me, and put me intro the 
Dark- Houſe; and to let nore come at me, but ro keep me thicre a 
Cloſe Priſoner, until I ſhould be delivered by the Xing or Parliuwexr. 
Then the Fuffice asked the Conſtables, where my Horſe was * For / 
hear, ſaid he, that he hath a good Horſe ; have ye brought hi Horſe # 
I told him, where my Horſe was 3 bur he did not meddle with him. 
As they had me to the Fazl, the ConfFable gave me ry Knife again ; 
and then asked me, to give it him : Bur I rold him, Nay ; he had 
not been ſo civil to me. So they put me into the Fazl, and the Un- 
der-Goaler, one Hardy, a very wicked Man, was excecding Rude 
and Cracl, and many times would not let me have Meat brought in; 
but as I could get it under the Door. Many of the World's People 
came to look at me ; ſome in great Rage, and very uncivil and rude. 
One time there came 7wo Toung Prieſts, and very abuſive and rude 
they were ; the wor? of People could not be worſe. Amongſt thoſe 
that came in this manner, old Pref7o# of Fowker his Wife was one : 
and ſhe uſed many abuſive Words to me, telling me, my Tongae 
ſhould be cut out, and that 7 fhonld he hanged ; ſhewing me the Gallows. 
But the Lord God Cut her off, and the died in a miſcrable Con- 
dition. 

Being now a Cloſe Priſoner in the Common Fail at Lancafter, 1 de- 
fired Two Friends, Thomas Cummings and Tho. Green, to go to the 
Goaler, and deſire of him a Copy of my Mittimus ; that I mighr know, 
what I ſtood Committed for. They went ; and the Goa/er anſwered 
them, He could not give a Copy of it ; for another had been Fined for 
Jo doing : but he gave them liberty to read it over. And ro the beſt 
of their remembrance, the Matters therein charged againſt me, were, 
That I was a Perſon generally ſuſpefied to be a common Diſturber of the 
Peace of the Nation, an Enemy to the King, and a chief Vphbolder of the 
Quakers Se : And that I,together with others of my Fanatick Opinion, 
have of late endeavoured to raiſe Inſurreions in theſe parts of the Coun- 
try,and to imbroil the whole Kingdom in Blood. Wherefore the Goaler was 
commanded to keep me in ſafe CuStody, till I ſhould be releaſed by Order 
from the King and Parliament. 

When I had thus gotten the Heads of the Charge, contained inthe 
Mittimus, by which I ſtood committed, I writ a plain, down-right 
Anſwer, in Vindication of my Innocency, to each Particular, as tol- 
loweth : 
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*[ am a Priſoner at Lancaſter, committed by Fuſtice Porter. AVY 


« Copy of the Mittimus 1 cannot get; but ſuch like Expreſſions I am 
« told are in it ; which are very untrue. As that I am generally ſu- 
« petted to be a common Difturber of the Nations Peace, an Enemy to the 
. King and that I with others ſhould endeavour to raiſe Inſurreitions, tv 
. #mbroil the Nation in Blood. All which 1s utterly falſe ; and I do, in 
, every part thereof, deny it. For I am not a Perſon generally ſuſpe- 
&ed to be a Diſturber of the Nations Peace ; nor have given any 
* Cauſe for any ſuch Suſpicion : For through the Nation I have been 
© trizd of theſe things formerly. In the days of Oliver I was taken 
© up, on pretence of Razfing Arms againſt him ; which was allo falle: 
* for I medled not with Raz/ing Arms at all. Yet I was then carried 
© up Priſoner to London, and kept Priſoner, till I was brought before 
*him ; and then I cleared my ſelf, and denied the drawing of a Carnal 
© Weapon againſt him, or any Man upon the Earth: For my Weapons 
* are Spiritual, which take away the occafion of War, and lead into 
* Peace : And upon my declaring this to O/zver, I was ſet at liberty 
* by him. After this | was taken, and ſent to Priſox by Major Ceely 
© in Cornwall, who, when I was brought before the Judge, informed 
© apainſt me, That I took him aſide, and told him, that I could- raiſe 
* Forty Thouſand Men in an hours time, to involve the Nation in Blood, 
* and bring in King Charles. This alfo was utterly falſe, and a Lie 
* of his own inventing ; as was then proved upon him: For I never 
* ſpake any ſuch Word to him. IT never was found in any Plot; Ine- 
© ver took any- Engagement, or Oath, nor ever learned War-Po- 
*ſtures, And as thole were Falſe Charges againſt me zher, (o are 
© theſe, which come from Major Porter now, who is lately appointed 
* to be Fuſtic?, but wanted Power formerly, to exerciſe his Cruel? 
* againſt us : Which is but the Wickedneſs of the Old Enemy. For 
* the Peace of the Nation | am not a Diſturber of, nor ever was; but 
*ſeek the Peace of it, and of all Men, and ſtand for all Nations

* Peace,and a// Men's Peace upon the Earth ; and wiſh, that all Nations, 


* and Men knew my Yanocency in thele things. | 

* And whereas Major Porter faith, I am an Enemy to the King ; 
© this is falſe: For my Love is to him, and to all Men; though they 
* be Enemies to God, to themſelves, and to me. And I can ſay, It is 
* of the Lord, that he is come in, to bring down many unrighteouſly 
* ſet up; of which I had a Sight Three Tears before he came in. It 
* 1s much, he thould fay, I am an Enemy to the King ; for I have no 
* reaſon {o to be, he having done nothing againſt me. Bnt I have 
© been often Impriſoned and Perſecuted thele Eleven or Twelve Tears,by 
* them that have been againſt both the Xxg, and his Father ; even 
* the Party, that Porter was made a Major by, and bore Arms for : 
* but not by them, that were for the King. Iwas never an Enemy to 
* the Xing, nor to any Man's Perfon upon the Earth ; but I am in the 
* Love, that fulfils the Law, which thinks no Evil, but loves even 
© Enemies ; and would have the Xing ſaved, and come to the Know- 
* ledge of the 7ruth, and be brought into the Fear of the: Lord, to re- 
* celve his Wiſdom from above, by which all things yere made and 


created: 
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© created ; that with that Wiſdom he may order all things to the Glo-

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« Whereas he calleth me, 4 Chief @pholder of the Quakers Sef. I

© falſe; to theſe things I am as a Child, and know nuthing of them. 


* The Poſtures of War I never learned : My Weapons arc Spiritua/ ard 
©*not Carnal ; for with Carzal Weapons | do not fight: I am a Foliow- 
* er of him, who ſaid, My Kingdom i not of this World. 2nd though 
* theſe Lies and Shanders are raifed upon me, I deay drawing of aay 
© Carnal Weapon againſt the King or Parliament, or any Man upcn 
* the Earth : For I am come to the end of the Law, 7o /ove Enemzes, 
* and wreſtle not with Fleſh and Blood ; but am in thar, which taves 
© Men's Lives : And a Witneſs I am againſt all Murderers, Plotrers, 
* and all fuch as would Imbrue the Nation in Blood ; for it is not in my 
* Heart to have any Man's Life deſtroyed. And as for the Word Fa- 
© zatick, which ſignifies furious, fooliſh, mad, &c. He might have 
* conſidered himſelf, before he had uſed that Word; and have learn-

© pons, in their Furzouſneſs, Fooliſhneſs and Rage. This is not the Sp- 
© rit of God, but of Error, that per/ecates in a mad, blind Zeal, hke 
© Nebuchadnezer and Saul. 

* Now, inaſmuch as I am ordered to be kept Priſozer, #11! I te de- 
© lzvered by Order from the King or Parliament : therefore have [ 
* written theſe things to be laid before you, the Xing and Parliamexr,

© that ye may weigh, in the Wiſdom of God, the [utent and End of 
* Mer's Spirits; leſt ye a the thing, that will bring the hand of the

GEORGE FOX 


Upon my being taken, and forcibly carried away from Margaret 
Fells Houle, and charged with things of ſo high a Nature, ſhe was 
concerned ; as looking upon ir, to be an jury offered to her. Where- 


upon ſhe writ the following Lzzes, and ſent them abroad, directed 
thus : 


To all Magiſtrates, concerning the wrong taking 
up, and Impriſoning of George Fox at Lan= 
cater. 


«* F Do Inform the Governours of this Nation, that Flenry Porter, Ma- 
© Lk jor of Lancaſter, ſent a Warrant with Four Conſtables to my 
* Houſe, for which he had no Authority, nor Order. They ſearched 
* my Houſe, and apprehended George Fox in it ; who was not guilty 
* of tlie Breach of any Law, or ot any Offence againſt any in the Na» 
©tton. After they had taken him, and brought him before the ſaid 
* Henry Porter; there was Bail oftered, what he would demand for 
* his lanaacs, to Anſwer, what could be laid to his Charge : But 
© he (contrary to Law, if he had taken him /awfully) denied to accept 
© of any Bail; and clapt him up in Cloſe Priſon. After he was in 
* Priſon, a Copy of his Mittimus was demanded : which ought not to 
© be denied to any Priſoner ; that ſo he may ſee, what is laid to his 
© Charge : But it was denied him; a Copy he could not have : only 
* they were ſuffered to read it over. And every thing that was there 
* charged againſt him, was utterly falfe; he was not guilty of any 
* one Charge in it ; as will be proved, and manifeſted to the Nation, 
© So, let the Governors conſider of it. I am concerned in this thing, - 
© inaſmuch as he was apprehended in my Houſe ; and it he be guilty, 
*lam fo too. Sol deſire to have this ſearched our.

After this, Margaret Fell determined to go to Londen, to ſpeak 
with the X7ng about my being taken ; and to ſhew him the manner 
of it, and the Znjuſt Dealing and Evil Uſage I had received, Which 
when Juſtice Porter heard of, he vapoured, that he would go, and 
meet her in the Gap. But when he came before the Xivg, he ha- 
ving bcena Zealous Man for the Parliament againſt the X3ng, ſeveral 
of the Courtiers ſpake to him concerning his plundering of their my 
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1660. Sothat he had quickly enough of the Court, and ſoon returned into 
WY the Country. Mean while the Fazler ſeemed very fearful, and ſaid, |

= a he was afraid, Major Porter would hang him, becauſe he had not put we 
alle, 


in the Dark-Houſe, But when the Fai/er went to wait on him, after 
he was come back from London, he was very blank and down ; ard 
asked, how 1 did 2 pretending, that he would find a way to ft me 
at Liberty. But having overſhot himſelf in his Mittzmus, by order- 
ing me 70 be kept Priſoner, till I ſhould be delivered by the King or 
Parliament, he had put it out of his Power to Releaſe me, it he 
would. He was the more down alſo, upon reading a Lezter, which 
I ſent him. For when he was in the height of his: Rage ard Threats 
againſt me, and thought to ingratiate himſelf into the King's Favonr, 
by Impriſoning me, I was moved to write to him, and put him in 
mind, Zow fierce he had been againſt the King and his Party, tbough 
now he would be thought zealous for the King. And among other Pal- 
ſages in my Letter, I called to his remembrance, how, when he held 
Lancaſter-Caſtle for the Parliament, againſt the Xing, he was ſo rough 
and fierce againſt thoſe that favoured the Xzng, that he faid, He would 
leave them neither Dog nor Cat, if they did not bring him in Proviſion 
to his Caſtle. I asked him alſo, Whoſe great Bucks-Horns thoſe were, 
that were in his Houſe 2 and where he had both them and the Wainſicor, 
that he Ceiled his Elouſe withal 2 Had he them not from Hornby- 
Caſtle ? x 

About this time A4»n Curtis of Reading came to ſee me : and un- 
derſtanding, how I ſtood Committed ; it was upon her allo to go to 
the Xing aboutit. For her Father, who had been Sheriff of Brio), 
was hanged near his own Door, tor endeavouring to bring the King is : 
Upon which Conſideration ſhe had ſome hopes, that the X;»g might 
hear her on my behalf. Accordingly when ſhe returned to Loxdoz, 
ſhe and Margaret Fell went to the King together : Who, when he un- 
derſtocd, whoſe Daughter ſhe was, received her kindly. And her Re- 
queit to him being To ſend for me up, and hear the Cauſe himſelf ; he 
promiſed her, he would : and commanded his Secretary to ſend down 
an Order, for the bringing me up. But when they came to the Se- 
cretary for the Order, he (being no Friend to us) faid, 7t was not in 
his Power ; but that he muſt go according to Law, and I muſt be brought 
4p by an Habcas Corpus before the Fudges. So he writ to the Fudge 
of the King's-Bench, ſignifying, That 1t was the King's Pleaſure, that 
I ſhould be ſent for up by an Habeas Corpus. Accordingly a Writ 
was ſeat down, and delivered to the Sheriff; but becauſe it was di- 
rected to the Chancellor of LancaFer, the Sheriff put it off to him : 
On the other hand, the'Chance/lor would not make the Warrant upon 
it ; but ſaid, the Sheriff muſt do that. At length both Chance/lcr 
and Sheriff were got together : But being both Enemies to Truth, 
they ſought occaſion for Delay ; and found (they ſaid) an Error in 
the Writ, which was, that being directed to the Chancellor, it faid, 
Geo.Fox in Priſon under 1 O W) R Cuſtody ; whereas the Priſon I was in, 
was not (they ſaid) in the Chancellor's Cuſtody, but in the Sheriffs : 
So the Word TO 7 R ſhould have been 77S. Upen this they Re- 
turned the Writ to Loudon again ;. only to have that one Word al- 
tered. When it was altered, and came down again, the Sheriff re- 
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fuſed to carry me up; unleſs I would Seal a Writing to him, and be- 1660. 
come bound, and pay for the Sealing, and the Charge of carrying me /WV 
4p: Which I denied ; telling them,I would not Sea/ any thing to them, Lancaſter 
nor be Bound : So the matter reſted a while ; and I continued in Pri. 
ſon. Mean while the Aſize came on : But inaſmuch as there was a 

Writ come down for removing me up, I was not brought before the 

Fudge. At the Afize many People came to ſee me, and I was mo- 

ved to ſpeak out at the Faz/-Window to them, and ſhew them, * How 

* uncertain their Religzon was, and that every ſort that had been up- 

* permoſt, perſecuted thereſt. For when Popery was uppermoſt, Peo- 

© ple had been perſecuted for not following the Maſs ; and they that 

* did hold up the Maſs, cried then, It was the Fiigher Power, and Peo- 

* ple muſt be ſubject to the Higher Power. Atterwards, they that 

* held up the Common-Prayer, perſecuted others for not following 

© that ; and they ſaid, /t was the Higher Power then alſo, aud we muff 

© be ſubjef to that. Since thar, the Presbyterians and Tudependents cried 

© each of them, We maſt be ſubjeft to the Fiigher Power, and ſubmit to 

* the Direftory of the one, and the Charch-Faith of the other. Thus 

* all, like the Apoſtate-Fews, have cried, Help Men of Iſracl againſt 

* the True Chriſtians : So People might ſee, how uncertain they are 

* of their Religzons. But I directed them to Chriſ# Feſys, that the! 
* might be built upon him, the Rock and Foundation that changet| 
* not. Much, on this wiſe, Ideclared to them, and they were quiet, 
and very attentive. Afterwards I gave forth a (ittle Paper concern- 
ivg True Religion, as followeth : |

: Rue Religion is the True Rule, and right way of ſerving God. 
; T And Religion is a pure Stream of Righteouſneſs, Aowing from 
* the Image of God, and is the Life and Power of God planted in the

* the Soul, Mind, Spirit and Body to be Conformable to God, the Fa- 
* ther of Spirits, and to Chriſt ; ſo that they come to have Fellowſhip

© Now they, that know not, what Spzr? they be of, but will perſecute 
© and deſtroy Men's Lives, and not ſave them; we cannot truſt our

* truſted with others. They would deſtroy by a Law, as the Ditci-

I was moved alſo to write To the King, both to Exhort him to exer- 
ciſe Mercy and Forgiveneſs towards bes Enemies, and to warn him to 
Reſtrain the Prophaneneſs and Looleneſs, that was gotten up in the Na- 
tion upor his Return.

refufed to do. Then they Confulted, how to convey me up; and at firſt 
concluded.to ſend upa Party of Horſe with me. AndI told them, If 7 
were ſuch a Man, as they had repreſented me to be, they had need ſend a 
Troop or two of Horſe toGuard me. When they conſidered, what a 
Charge it would be tothem, to ſend up a Party of Horſe with me, they 
alter'd their purpoſe ; and concluded,to fend me up guarded only by the 
Failer and ſome Bayliffs. But upon further Conſideration they found, 
that would be a grea: Charge to them alſo : and thereupon ſent for me 
down from the Priſon into the Failer's Houſe, and told me, If I would 
put in Bail, that I would be in London ſucha Day of the Term] ſhould 
have leave to go up with ſome of my own Friends. I told them, I 
would neither put in any Baz, nor give one piece of Silver to the 
Failer ; for | was an Innocent Man, and they had Impriſozed me 
wrongfully, and laid a falſe Charge upon me. Nevertheleſs, I ſaid, If 
they would let me go vp with one or two of my Friends, to bear me 


.Company,l might go up,and be in Zoxdox ſuch a Day,if the Lord did 


permit ; and if they deſired it,Z,or any of my Friends, that went with 
me, would carry up their Charge againſt my ſelf. So at laſt, when 
they ſaw, they could do no otherwiſe with me, the Sheriff yielded, 
and came under ; conſenting, that 7 ſhould come up, with ſome of my 
Friends, without any other Engagement, than my Word, as aforeſaid, to 
appear before the Judges at London ſuch a day of the Term, if the Lord 
did permit, Whereupon I was ſet out of Priſon, and went to Swarth- 
more ; Where I ſtay'd-two or three days ; and from thence went to 
Lancaſter again, and ſo to Preſton ; having Meetings amongſt Frieuds 
in the way, till I came into Cheſhire to William Gandy's - Where was 
a large Meeting without 'Doors (the Houſe not being ſufficient to con- 
tain it.) That Day the Lord's everlaſting Seed was ſet over all, and 
Friends were turned to it, who 15 the Heir of the Promiſe. Thence 
patling on, I came into Staffordſhire and Warwickſhire, till I came to 
Anthony Bickliff's; and at Non-Eaton, at a Prieſt's Widow's Houſe, we 
had a bleſſed Heeting, wherein the everlaſting Word of Life was pow- 
er{ully declared, and many ſettled in it. Then Travelling on again 
trough the Countries, viſiting Friends Meetings, as I went, in about 
rhree Weeks time from my coming out of Priſox, I came to London; 
Richard Huberthorn and Robert Withers being with me. 

When we came to Charing-Croſs, there were Multitudes. of People 
gathered together, to ſee the Barxing of the Bowels of ſome of them, 
that had been the 01d King's Fudges, and had been hanged, drawn and 
quartered, 

We went next Morning to Jadge Mallet's Chamber, who was put- 


ting on iis Red Gown, to go fit upon ſome more of the King's Judges : 


He was then very peeviſh and froward ; and faid, I might come ano- 
ther tims. We went another time to his Chamber, and then there 
was with him Judge Foſter, who was called the Lord Chief Juſtice of 
England : Wirth me was one called Eſquire Marſh, who was one of the 
Bed-Chamber to the King. When we had delivered to the Judges the 


Charge, that was againſt me, and they had read to thoſe Words, That 7 


and my Friends were Imbroiling the Nation in Blood, &c. they ſtruck 
their 
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th-ir Hands on the Table. Whereupon I told them, 7 was the Man, 1660. 
whom that Charge waz againſt ; but [ was as Tunocent of any ſach thing, SN 
as a new-born Child, and had brought it up my ſelf : and ſome of my 0ndo0n. 
Friends came up with me withont any Guard. As yet they bad nor 
minded my Zat ; but now, ſeeing my Hat on, they ſaid, What, did 
I ſtaud with my Hat on! | told them, I did not ſtand fo in any Con- 
zempt to them. Then they commanded one to take ir off : And 
when they had called for the Marſhal of the Xing's-Bench, they ſaid to 
him ; You muſt take this Man, and ſecure him : but you mult ler 
him have a Chamber, and not put him amongſt the Prifoners. My 
Lord , {aid the Marſhal, I have no Chamber to put hun into ; my 
Houle is ſo full,that I cannot tell where to provide a Rooms for him,but 
amongſt the Priſoners. Nay, ſaid the Fudges, you muſt not put him 
amongſt the Priſoxers. But when he ſtill anſwered, He had no other 
place to put me in; Judge Foſter faid to me, Wl you appear to mor- 
row about Ten of the Clock, at the King's Bench- Bar in Weſtminſter- 
Hall? 1 ſaid, Yes, if the Lord.give me Strength. Then ſaid Fudge 
Fofter to the other Fudge, If he ſay Tes, and promiſes it, you may take 
his Word : So 1 was diſmiſſed for that time. And next day I appeared 
at the Xing's Bench-Bar at the hour appointed, Robert Withers, Richard - cy 
Huberthorn, and that Eſquire Marſh befare.named going with me. 1 g,,, 
was brought into the middle of the Coxrt ; and as foon as I was come 
in, I was moved.to look about, and turning to the People, faid, Peace 
be among you ; and the Power of .the Lord ſprang over the Court. The 
Charge againſt me was read openly : the People were mcderate, and 
the Judges cool and loving ; and the Lord's Mercy was to them. But 
when they came to that part of it, which ſaid, That 1 and my Friends 
were Imbroiling the Nation in Blaod, and raiſing a new War ; and that 
I was an Enemy to the King, &c. they lifted up their hands. Theo, 
{tretching out my Arms, I ſaid, * I am the the Man, whom that 
* Charge 1s againſt ; but I am as Jaocent, as a Child, concerning the 
* Charge, and have never learned any War-Poſtures. And, ſaid I, do 
* ye think, that if 7 and my Friends had been ſuch Men, as the 
* Charge declares, that I would have Brought it up my {elf againſt my 
*{e]f > Or that I ſhould have beed ſuffered to come up with only oxe 
* or two of my Friends with me 2? For had I been ſuch a Man, as this 
* Charge ſets forth,l had nzed have been guarded up with a 7roop or 2wo 
* of Horſe. But the Sheriff and Magiſtrate of Lancaſhire had thought 
* fit to let me and my, Friends come up with. it our ſelves, almoſt zwo 
* hundred Miles, without any Gaard at all ; which ye may be ſure, 
* they would not have done, if they had looked upon me to be ſuch 
*a Man. Then the Judge asked me, Whether it ſhould be Filed 2 or 
what I would do with it? I anſwered, Ye are Judges, and able (I 
hope) to Fxdge in this matter : therefore do with it, what ye will : 
tor Iam the Man theſe Charges are againſt ; and here ye ſee, I have 
brought them up my felf : Do ye what ye will with them, I leave it 
to you. Then Judge Twiſden beginning to. ſpeak fome angry Words, 
lappealcd to Fudge Foſter and Judge Mallet, who had heard me over- 
night. Whereupon they faid, They did not accuſe me, for tney had no- 
thing againſt me. Then ſtood up he that was called Eſquire Marſh, 
who was of the King's Bed-Chamber, and told the Judges, It was the

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King's Pleaſure that I ſhould be ſet at Liberty, ſeeing no Accuſer came 


SY up againſt me. Then they asked me, Whether [, would put it to rhe

King and Council. I ſaid, Tes, with a good Will. Thereupon they 
ſent tie Sheriff's Return, which he made to the Writ of Habeas Cor- 
pus, corraimyg the matter charged againſt me in the Mittimus, to 
the Xing, that he might ſee, for what I was Committed. Now the 
Return of the Sheriff of LancaFter was thus : 


7 Vertue of his Majeftys Writ to me direfled, and hereunto an- 
}3 nexed, I certifie, that before the Receipt of the ſaid Writ, George 
Fox, in the ſaid Writ mentioned, was committed to his Majeſties Fail, 
at the Caſtle of Lancaſter, i» my Cuftody, by a Warrant from Henry 
Porrer, Eſq. one of his Majeſty's Juſtices of Peace within the County 
Palatine aforeſaid, bearing Date the Fifth of June now laſt paſt ; for 
that he, the ſaid George Fox, was generally ſuſpetted to be a common Di- 
Sturber of the Peace of this Nation, an Enemy to our Sovereigs Lord 
the King, and a chief Upholder of the Quakers Set ; and that he, to- 
gether with others of his Fanatick Opinion, have of late endeavoured to 
make Inſurreflions in theſe parts of the Country, and to Imbroil the whole 
Kingdom in Blood. And this is the Cauſe of his taking and detaining. 
Nevertheleſs, the Body of the ſaid George Fox I have ready before 
Thomas Mallet Xnight, one of his Majeſty's Fuſtices, aſſigned to hold 
Pleas before his ſaid Majeity, at his Chamber in Sergeants Inn 7» Fleet- 
ſtrect, to do and receive thoſe things, which his Majeſties /, aid Juſtice 
Jhall determin concerning him in this behalf, as by the aforeſaid Writ is 
required,

Upon Perufal of this, and Conſideration of the whole matter, the 
King, being ſatisfied of my Inmocency, commanded his Secretary to ſend 


an Order to Fudge Mallet for my Releaſe ; which the Secretary did, 
thus * 


T is his Majeſty's Pleaſure, That you give Order for the Releaſing, 
and ſetting at full Liberty, the Perſon of George Fox, late a Pri- 
ſoner in Lancaſter-Goal, aud commanded hither by an Habeas Corpus. 
And this ſignification of his Majeſty's Pleaſure ſhall be your ſufficient 
Warrant. Dated at Whitehall the 24th of October, 1660. .

Thus, after I had been a Priſoxer ſomewhat more than Twenty gorgon 
Weeks, I was freely let at liberty, by the XA7ng's Command; the Lord's 
Power having wonderfully wrought for the clearing ot my Tnnocency ; 
and Porter, who committed me, not daring to Appear, to make god 
the Charge he had talfly ſuggeſted againſt me. Bur atier it was known, 
I was diſcharged, there was a Company of envious, wicked Spirits, 
that were troubled I was ſet at Literty ; and Terror took hold of Ju- 
flice Porter : For he was atraid, I would take the advantage of the 
Law againſt him for my wrong Impriſonment, and thereby undo him, 
his Wife and Children. And indeed, I was put on by ſome in Au- 
thority, to have made him, and the reſt, Examples: But I aid, I 
ſhould leave them to the Lord ; if the Lord did forgzve them, I ſhould 
not trouble my ſelf with them, © - 

Now did I ſee the End of the Travel, which T had had in my fore 
Exerciſe at Reading : for the everlaſting Power of the Lord was over 
all, and his bleſſed 7ruth, Life and Light thined over the Nation, and 
great and glorious Meetings we had, and very quiet; and many flock- 
ed in unto the Truth. For Richard Hubberthorn had been with the 
King, and the King ſzid, None ſhould moleſt us. ſo long as we lived 
peaceably ; and premiſed this to us upon the Word ot a King ; tel- 
ling him, We might make ule of his Promiſe. Some Friends alio were 
admitted to go into the Houſe of Lords, tefore them and the Biſhops, 
and had liberty given them to declare their Reaſons, Why they could 
not pay 7ithes, nor Swear, nor go to the Szeeplehouſe-Worſhip, or join 
with others in Worſhip : and they heard them moderatelv. And there 
being about Seven Hundred Friends in Priſon \n the Nation, who had 
been committed under 0/zver's and Richard's Government, upon Con- 
tempts (as they call them,) when the Xing came in, he fer them all at 
Liberty. For there {eemed at that time an Inclination and tention 
in the Government to have granted Friends Liberty, becauſe they were 
ſenſible, that we had ſuffered, as well as they, in the former Power's 
days. But till, when any thing was going forward in order thereun- 
to, ſome dirty Spirits or other, that would ſeem to be for us, threw 
ſomething in the way to ſtop it, It was faid, there was an InFtru- 
ment drawn up, for Confirming our Liberty, and that it only wanted 
Signing ; when on a ſuddain that "I Attempt of the Fifth- Mo- 
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660. narchy- People brake forth, and put the City and Natzos in an Up- 
& roar. This was on a Firfi-Day Night ; and very glorious Meetings

we had had tharDay, wherein the Lord's Truth ſhined over all, and 
his Power was exalted above all : But about Mzd-night, or ſoon aſter, 
the Drums beat, and the Cry was, Arm, Arm, 1 got up out of Bed, 
and in the Morning took Boat, and Landing at Whitehall Stairs, wal- 
ked through Whitehall. They looked ſtrangely on me there 3 but I 
paſſed through them, and went to the Pe/l-Mell, whither divers 


Friends came to me, though it was now grown dangerous paſſing the 


Streets : For by this time both the Cty and Suburbs were up in Arms, 
and exceeding rude the People and Souldiers were ; inſomuch that a 
Friend, Henry Fell, going to a Friends Houſe, the Soldiers knockt 
him down : and he had been ki/led, if the Dake of Tork had not come 
by. Great Miſchief was done in the City this Week ; and when the 
next Firſt- Day came, that Friends went to their Meetings, as the 

uſed to do, many were taken Priſoners. I ſtay'd at rhe Pell-mell, in- 
tending to be at the Meeting there : Bur on the Seventh- Day at Night, 
a Company of Troopers came, and knockt at the Door. The Maid let- 
ting them in, they ruſhed into the Houle, and ſtrait laid hold upon 
me : and there being amongſt them one, that had ſerved under the 
Parliament, . he clapt his Hand to my Pocket, and asked, Whether 7 
had any Piſtols 2 | told him, He knew, I did not uſe to carry Piſtols ; 
why therefore did he ask ſuch a Queſtion of me, whom he knew to be 
a Peaceable Man 2 Others of the Souldiers run up into the Chambers, 
and there found in Bed that Squire Marſh before mentianed; who, tho' 
he was one of the King's Bed-Chamber, out of his love to me, came, 
and lodged where 1 did. When they came down again, they aid, 
Why ſhould we take this Man away with us £ We will let him alone. Oh, 
ſaid the Parliament-Souldier, he is one of the Heads, and a chic Rings 
leader. Upon this the Souldiers were taking me away ; but -----» 
Marſh hearing of it, he ſent for him that Commanded the Party, and 
defired him to let me alone ; for he would ſee me torth-coming in 
the Morning. In the Morning, before they could fetch me, and betore 
the Meeting was gathered, there came a Company of Foot to the Houſe ; 
and one of them drawing out his Sword, held it over my Head, [ 
asked him, Wherefore he drew his Sword at a Naked Man 2 At which 
his Fellows being aſhamed, bid him, put up his Sword. Theſe Foot- 


s F. raken Souldiers took me away to Whitehall, before the Troopers came for me.

As I was going out, ſeveral Friends were coming in to the Meeting, 
whoſe Boldneis and Cheartulneſs I commended, and encouraged them 
to perſevere thereto. When was brought to Whzteball, the Soldiers 
and People were excceding rude ; yet I declared Truth to them : But 
lome great Perſons coming by, who were very full of Envy, What, 
ſaid they, do ye let bim Preach ? Put him into ſuch a place, where be 
may not ſtir. So into that place they put me, and the So/djers watch- 
ed over me: Itold them, Though rhey could confine my Body, and 
ſhur that up ; yet they could not ſtop up the Word of Life. Some 
thereupon came, and asked me, What 1 was? I told them, I was a 
Preacher of Righteouſneſs. Alter I had been kept there 2wo or three 
Hours, =o Marſh ſpake to him, that was called the Lord Gerrard; 
and he came, and bid them fet me at /iberty. Then the Marſhal,

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when I was diſcharged, demanded FB. I told him, I could nor give 1660. 
him any ; neither was it our Practice: And I asked him, How he SY 
could demand Fees of me, who was Innocent 2 Nevertheleſs, I told #**#« 
him, in my own Freedom I would give him Two Pence, to 
| make him and the Sowldzers drink : But they ſhouted at thar, and 
rook it diſdainfully. So | told them, It they would nor accept ir, 
chooſe they : for I ſhould give themno Fees. Then went I through 
the Guards, the Lord s Power being over them ; and after I had de- 
clared Truth to the Guards and Souldiers, I went up the Streets with 
two Iriſh Colonels, that came from Whiteha/, and went to an Jn, 
where many Friends were at that time Priſoners. under a Guard. I de- 
ſired thoſe Colonels to ſpeak to the Guard to tet me go in, to viſit my 
Friends, that were Priſoxers there : but they would not. Then 1 
ſtept to the Centry, and deſired him to let me go up ; and he did fo. 
While I was there,the Sou/dzers went to the Pel Mel again, to ſearch .. 
for me there : but not finding me, they turned towards the vx, and 
bid all come our, that were not Priſoners ; fo they went out. *But 1 
asked the Souldiers, that were within, Whether I might not ſtay there a 
- While with my Frzends 2 And they ſaid, Tes. I fiay'd a while, and 
fo eſcaped their Hands again, Towards Night I went down to the 
Peſll-Mel}, to ſee, how it was with the Friends there ; and after I had 
ſtay'd a while, I went up into the City. Great Rifling of Fou- London. 
ſes there was at this time, to ſearch for People : but I went to a pri» 
vate Friend's Houſe, and Richard Huberthorn was with me. There 
we drew up a Declarationagainſt Plots and Fightings, to be preſented 
to the Xing and Council : Bur when we had finiſhed it, and fent it to 
the Preſs, it was taken in the Preſs. | 

Upon this /ſarrefion of the Fifth Monarchy Men, great Havock was 
made both in City and Country, fo that it was dangerous for ſober Peo- 
ple to ſtir abroad for ſeveral Weeks after ; and hardly could either 
Men or Women go up and down the Streets to buy Proviſions for 
their Families, without being abuſed. In the Countries they drag- 
ged Men and Women out of their Houſes, and ſome Sick Men out of 
their Beds by the Legs. Nay, one Man, that was in a Fever, the 
Souldiers dragged out of hisBed to Priſon ; and when he was brought 
thither, he d:ed. His Name was Thomas Pachyn. 

Margaret Fell went to the King, and told him, what fad Work 
there was in the Cty, and 1n the Nation; and ſhewed him, that we 
were an /nnocent, peaceable People, and that we muſt keep our Meer- 
zngs, as we uſed to do, whatever we ſuffered : but that it concerned 
him to ſee, that Peace was kept, that ſo no /vnocent Blood might be 
ſhed. 

Now were the Priſons every where filled with Friends, and others, 
in Czy and Country ; and the Pof7s were fo laid, for the ſearching of 
Letters, that none could paſs unſearched : Yet we heard of ſeveral 
Thouſands of our Friends, that were caſt into Priſon in ſeveral places 
throughout the Nation; and Margaret Fell carried an Account of them 
to the Xing and Council, The next Week we had an Account of /e- 
veral Thouſands more, that were caſt into Priſon :: and ſhe went, and 
laid them alſo before the Xing and his Counczl, They wondered, how 
we could have ſuch Intelligence, ſeeing they had given ſuch Zrif# 
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1660. * greſſors, and numbred amongſt Fighters, that the Scriptures might 

LYV * be fulfilled. : 

London, * That Spirit of Chriſt, by which weare guided, 1s not changeable, 
© ſo as once to command us from a thing, as Evil, and again to move 
* unto it; and we do certainly know, and fo teſtific to the World, That 
* the Spirit of Chriſt, which leads us 1nto all Trutd, will never move 
* us to Fight and War apainſt any Man with-cutward Weapons, nei- 
* ther for the Azngdom of Chrif, nor for the Xingdoms of this World. 

© Firſt, Becauic the Kingdom of Chriſt God will exalt, according to 
« his Promiſe, and cauſe it to grow and flouriſh in Righteouſneſs ; Not 
« by Might, nor by Power (of outward Sword) but by my Spirit, ſaith the 
« Lord, Zech.4.6. So thoſe that uſe any Weapon to Fight for Chriſt, 
« or for the eſtabliſhing of his Kingdom or Government, both the Spz- 
© rit, Principle and Praftice in thar, we deny. 

* Secondly, We da earneſtly deſire and wait, That (by the Word of 
© God's Power, and its effteftual Operation inthe Hearts of Men) the 
* Kingdoms of this World may become the Kingdoms of the Lord, and 
* of his Chrift ; that he might Rule and Reign in Men by his Spirit 
© and Truth : that thereby all People out of ali different Judgments 
« and Profeſlions, might be brought into Love and @nzty with God, 
* and one with another; and that they might all come to witneſs the 
© Prophets Words, who faid, Nation fhall not lift up Sword againſt 
* Nation, neither ſhall they learn War any more, Ila. 2. 4. Mich.4.3. 

* So we, whom the Lord hath called into the Obedience of his Truth, 
© have denied Wars and Fightings, and cannot again any more learn it.

* godly Life, in all Godlineſs and Honeſty, For although we have al- 
* ways ſuffered, and do now more abundantly ſuffer ; yet we know, 
* thar it's for Righteouſneſs fake : For our rejoycing is this, the Teſtimo- 
* ay of our Conſciences, that in Simplicity and godly Sincerity, not with 
* fleſkly Wiſdom, but by the Grace of God we have had our Converſation 
* zu theWorld, 2 Cor. 1.12, Which for us is a Witneſs, for the con- 
* vincing of our Enemies. For this we can fay to all the World, we 
* have wronged no Man's Perſoxus or Poſſeſſions ; we have uſed no Force 
* nor Yzolence againſt any Man ; we have been found in no Plots, nor 
*ouilty of Sedition; when we have been wronged, we have not ſought 
* to revenge our ſelves; we have not made reſiſtance againſt Autho- 
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* rity ; but wherein we could not obey for Conſcience-ſake, we have 1660. 
| * ſaffered even the moſt of any People in the Nation. Wehave been VV 
*counted as Sheep tor the S/aughter, Perſecuted and Deſpiſed, Beaten, London. 
© Stoned, Wounded, Stocked, Whipped, Impriſoned, Haled out of Syna- 
* gogues, cait inro Dungeons and Nozſom Vaults, where many have 
* died in Bonds, {hut up trom our Friends, denied needful Suſtenance 
©tor many days together ; wirh other the Ike Cruelties. And the 
* Cauſe of all theſe our Suffcrings is not for any Ev, bur for things re- 
© lating tothe Worlhip of our Ged, and in obedience to his Requirings 
© of us ; For which Canſe we ſhall freely give up our Bodies a Sacrifice, 
* rather than diſobey the Lord : *For we know, as the Lord hath kepr 
<.us Innocent, ſo he will plead our Cauſe, when there is none in the 
« Exrth'to plead it. So we, in Obedience unto his Truth, do not love 
* our Lives unto Death, that we may do his Wi, and wrong no Man 
« jn our -Generatton ; but ſeek the Good and Peace of all Men. And 
he that hath commanded us, That we ſhall not Swear at all, Matth. 
* 5. 34. hath alſocommanded us, That we ſhall not Kill, Matth. 5, So 
* that we can neither Xz// Men, nor Swear tor, nor againſt them. And 
© this is both our Principle and Praftice, and hath been from the Be- 
* ginning ; ſo that it we ſuffer, as ſuſpeted to take up Arms, or make 
*War againſt any, 1t is without any Ground trom us : For it neither 
© is, Nor <£ver was in our Hearts, ſince we owned the Truth of God ; 
© neither ſhall we ever do 1t : becauſe it 4s contrary to the Spirit of 
*Chriff, lis Doftrine, and the Pradices of his Apoſtles; even contra- 
*ry to him, for whom we ſ#fer all things, and endure all things. 

* And whereas Men come againſt us with Clubs, Staves, Drawn 
* Swords, Piſtols cock't, and do beat, cut and abuſe us ; yet we never 
« refifted them, but to them our Hair, Backs ard Cheeks have been 
© ready : But it 1s not an Hononr to Manhoood or Nobility, to run up- 
« on harmleſs People,who litt not up an Hand againſt them, with Arms 
© and Weapons. 

* Thereture conſider theſe things, ye Men of Underitsnding : For 
£ Plotters, Raiſers of Inſurreftions, Tumultuous Ones, and Fighters, 
© running with Swords, Clubs; Staves and Piftols one againſt another ; 
| * we ſay, theſe are of the World, and have their Foundation from this 


« Unrighteous World; from the Foundation of which, the Lamb hath 
* been i{]:in : which Lamb hath redeemed us from this unrighteous 
£ World, and we are not of it ; but are Heirs of a World, in which 
* there is no End ; and of a Kingelom, where no corruptible thing cn- 
* ters. And our Weapons are Spiritwal, and not Carnal, yet Mryghty 
* through God, to the pulling down of the Strong Holds of Sm and Satan, 
* who 1s Author of Wars, Fighting, Murder, and Plots; and our 
«* Swords are broken into Plow ſhares, and Spears into Pruning-hooks ; 
© as Propheſted of in Micah 4. Therefore we cannot learn War any 
* more, neither riſe up againſt Nation or Kingdom with outward Wea- 
* Pons, tho' you have numbred us amongſt the Tranſgreſſors and Plot- 
* ters : the Lord knows our Ixnocency herein, and will plead our Cauſe 
* with all Men and People upon Earth, at the day of their Judg-

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WY This Declaration did ſomewhat clear the Dark Air, that was over 

Loadon. the City and Country. And ſoon atter the Xing gave forth a Procla- 
mation, That no Soldiers ſhould go to ſearch any Houſe, but with a Con- 
fable. But the Fails were ſtill tull, many Thouſands of Friends be- 
ing in Priſon in the Natzon : Which Miſchief was occaſioned by that 
wicked Riſing of thoſe Fifth- Monarchy-Men. But when thoſe of them, 
that were taken, carne to be executed, they did us that Right, to 
clear us openly, from having any hand in, or knowledge of their Plox. 
And after that the ing, bring continually Importuned thereunto, 
Ilucd forth a Declaration, That Friends ſhould be ſet at liberty, with- 
out paying Fees. But great Labour and Travel, Care and Pains was 
taken init, before this was obtained ; tor Thomas Moor and Margaret 
Fell went often to the King about it. 

Much Blood was ſhed this Year ; many of them, that had been 
the 0d King's Judges, being hanged, drawn and quartered. And amongſt 
them,that to ſuſlcred,Co/. Hacker was onz; he who fcnt me Priſoner from 
Zeiceſter to London in Oliver's time : of which an Account 1s given be- 
fore. A fad Day it was, and a Repayzvg of Blood with Blood. For 
in the time of 0. Cromwel, when ſeveral Men were put to Death by 
him, being hanged, drawn and quartered for pretended 7 reaſons; [ 
felt from the Lord God, that their Blood would not be pur up, but 
would be required : And I ſaid as much then to ſeveral. And now, 
upon the Xng's Return, when ſeveral cf them that had bcen againſt 
the King, were put to Death, as the others, that were for the King, 
had been before by Oliver : This was ſad Work, deſtroying of People 
contrary to the Nature of Chriſtzans, who Have the Nature of Lambs 
and Sheep. But there was a Secret Hand in bringing this Day upon 
that Hypocritical Generation of Profeſſors ; who being got into Power, 
grew Proud, Fauzhty and Crael beyond others, and perſecuted the 
People of God without pity. Theretore when Friends were under 
cruel Perſecutions and Sufferings in the Common-wealth's time, I was mo» 
ved of the Lord to write unto Friends, to draw up their Sufferings, 
and lay them before the Fuſtices at their Seſſions. And it they would 
not do them Juſtice, then to lay it before the Judges at the Aſſze - | | 
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And if they would not do them Juſtice, then to jay it betore the Pgr- 
liament, and before the Protefor and his Council ; that they might all 
ſee, what was done under their Government: And if they would not do 
FJuſtice,then to lay it before the Lord; who would hear the Crzes of the 
Oppreſſed, and ot the Widows and Fatherleſs, that they had made 10. 
For that which we ſ«fered tor, and which our Goods were ſpozled for, 
it was for our Obedzence to the Lord in his Power and in his Spirir, 
who was able to help and to ſuccour ; and we had no Helper in the 
Earth, but him. And he did hear the Cries of his People, and did 
bring an overflowing Scourge over the Heads of all our Perſecutors ; 
which brought a Qzaking, and a Dreadand a Fear amongſt and on them 
all: So that they, who had nick-named us (who are the Children of 
Light) and in ſcorn called us Quakers, the Lord made them Quake ; 
and many of them would have been glad to have hid themſelves a- 
mone(ſt us : and ſome of them, through the Diſtreſs chat came upon 
them, did at length come to Confeſs ro the Truth, Oh+ the daily 
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Reproaches, Revilings and Beatings we uncd<crwent amongſt them, even x 660. 
in the High-ways, becauſe we could not put off our Hats to them ; (WW 
and for laying Thou and Thee tv them! On! the Havock and Spoz/ London, 
the Prieffs made of our Goods, becauſe we could not pur into their 
Mouths, and give them 77thes { Beſides caſting into Priſons ; and 
beſides the great Fines laid upon us, Eecauſe we could not Swear / 

Bat for all theſe things did the Lord God plead with them. Yet ſome 

of them were fo hardened in their Wickedneſs, thar, when they were 
turned out of their Places and Offices, they ſaid ; If they had Power, 

they would do the ſame again. And when this Day of overturning was 

come upon them, they faid ; 7t was all /ong of us. Wheretore I was 
moved to write to them, and to ask thum, ©Did we ever refift them, 

* when they took away our Ploughs and Plovgh-Gears, our Carts and 

* Horſes, our Corn and Cattel, our Kettles and Platters from us, and 

* whipt us, and fet us in the Stocks, and caſt us into Priſon; and all 

© this only for ſerving and worſhipping Gou in Spirit and Truth, and 

* becauſe we could not Conform to their Religions, Manners, Cuſtoms 

* and Faſhions £ Did we ever reſiſt them? Did we not give them our 

* Backs to beat, and our Cheeks to pull off the Hair, and our Faces 

© to ſpit on ? Had not their Prief7s, that prompted them on ro 

* ſuch Work, plucked them with themſe/ves into the Ditch? Why then 

* would they ſay, /t was all long of us 2 when it was long ot them- 

* ſelves, and their Prieſts, their 4/ind Prophets, that followed their own 

* Spirits,and could fore-{ce nothing, of theſe times and things, that were 

* come upon them, which we had long forewarned them of ; as Je- 

* remiah and Chriſt had forewarned Jeruſalem. And they thought to 

* have wearicd us out, and axdoxe us ; but they andid themſelves :; 

* Whereas we could praiſe God, notwithſtanding all their plundering of 

* us, that we hada Xett/e, and a P/atter,and an Horſe, and Plow {till. 


Many ways were theſe Profeſſors warned, both by Word, by Writing 
and by Signs ; but they would beheve none, till it was too late. 
William Sympſon was moved of the Lord to go at ſeveral times for 
Three Tears, Naked and Bare-foet betore them, as a Sign unto them, 
in Markets, Courts, Towns, Cities, to Prieſf's Houſes, and to Great 
Men's Houles, telling them ; So ſhould they be all tripped Naked, as 
he was ſtripped Naked! And ſometimes he was moved to put on Hazr- 
Sack-cloth, and to beſmear his Face, and to tell them ; So would the Lord 
God beſmear all their Religion, as he was beſmeared ! Great Sufferings 
did that poor Man undergo, fore Whippings with FHorſe-whips and 
Coach-whips on his bare Body, grievous Stonings and Impriſouments in 
three years time, before the Xivg came in, that they might have taken 
Warning , but they would nor ;. but rewarded his Love with crael 
ſage. Only the Major of Cambridge did nobly to him ; for he put 
his Gown about him, and took him into his Houle. 

Another Friend, one Robert Huntington, was moved of the Lord 
to go into Carliſle-Steeple-houſe with a White Sheet about him, amongſt 
the great Presbyterians and Independents there, to ſhew them, that 
the Surplice was coming up again: and he put an Halter abour 
his Neck, to thew them, That an Halter was coming upon them : 
which was fulfilled upon fome of our Perſecators not long attcr. 
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1660, Another, whoſe Name was Richard Sale, living near Weſt-Cheſter, 
Vo and being ConStable of the place, where he lived, had a Friend tent 
London. to him with a Paſs, (whom thoſe wicked Profeſſors had taken up for 

1 Vagabond, becauſe he travelled up and down in the Work of the 
Miniitry) and- this Conſtable being convinced by the Friend, that was 
thus brougit to him, gave h:m his Paſs and Liberty ; and was after- 
wards himtelf caſt into Priſon. Atter tis, on a Lefure-day, this 
Richard Sale was moved to go to the Szeeple-houſe in the time of 
their Worſhip, and to carry tiole perſecuring Prieſts and People a 
Lanthorn and Candle, as a Figure of their Darkneſs : But they cruelly 
abuied him, and hke dark Profeſſors, as they were, they put him into 
their Priſon, called Little- Eaſe ; and fo ſqueezed his Body therein, that 
not long after he Died. Many Warnings of many forts were Friends 
moved 1n the Power of the Lord to give unto that Generation ; which 
they not only rejected, but avuled Friends, calling us Giddy-headed 
Suakers : But God brought his Juogments upon thoſe Perſecating 
Prieſts and Magiſtrates. For when the Xing came in, moſt of them 
were turned out ot their Places and Benefices ; and the Spozlers were 
Spoiled : And then we could ask them, Who were the Giddy-heads 
now? Then many did confeſs, we had been True Prophets to the 
Nition ; and faid, ZZad wecricd againſt ſome Prieſts only, they ſhould 
have liked us then ; but we crying againſt 44, that made them dif- 
like us : Bat Gow they did ſee, that tliole PriefFs, which then were 
looked upon to be the Zeſt, were as bad as the Reſt. For indeed, ſome 
of thoſe, that were counted the moſt-Eminent Prieſts, were the bit- 
tereſt and greateſt Stirrers up of the Magiſtrates to Perſecution : And 
it was a Judgment upon them, to be denicd the Free Liberty of their 
Conſciences, when the Xing came in ; becauſe when they were upper- 
moſt, they would not have had Liberty of Conſcience been granted un- 
to others. For there was one Hewes of Plymouth, a Prieſt of great 
Note in 0/ver's Days, who, when ſome Liberty was granted, pray'd, 
That God would put it into the Hearts of the Chief Magiſtrates of the Na- 
tion, to remove this curſed Tolcration : And others of them prayed 
againſt it, by the name of [tolerable Toleration. But a while aiter, 
when the Xizg was come in, and Prieft ZZewes turned out of his great 
Benefice, tor not Conforming to the Common-Prayer; a Friend of Ply- 
mouth meeting with him, asked him, Whether he would account Tole- 
ration Accurſed now 2 And Whether he would not now be glad of a To- 
leration 2 To which the Przeſt returned no Axſwer, ſave by the ſha- 
king of his Head. Buras tiff as this fort of Men were then againſt 
Toleration, it is well known, that many of them petitzoned the King 
tor Toleration, and for Meeting: Places ; and paid for Licences too. 
But to return to the preſent lime, the latter end of the Year 1660. 
and beginning of 166r. 

Although thoſe Friends, that had been Impriſoned upon the Riſing 
of thoſe Monarchy-Men, were let at Liberty; yer Meetings were much 
diſturbed , and great Sufferings Friends went under : For beſides 
what was done by Offcers and Souldiers, many wild Fellows and 
rude People often came 1n. There came one rime, when I was at 
Pell-Mell, an Embaſſador with a Company of 1riſh Men with rude 
Fellows : The Meeting was done before they came, and I was gone 


up . 
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up into a Chamber, where I heard one of them ſay, he would &7// 1660» 
all the Ouakers. So I went down to him, and was moved in the WWx 
Power of the Lord to ſpeak to him : and I told him, The Zaw (aid, London. 
An Fye for an Eye, and a Teoth for a Tooth: but thou t:ireatens 70 
kill al! the Quakers, though they have done thee no hurt. Bur faid |, 
here is Goſpel tor thee: Here's my Hair, and here's my Cheek, and here's 
my Shoulder, turning it to him. This came fo over him, that he 
and his Companions ſtood as Men amazed, and faid ; It that was our : 
Principle, and if we were as we faid, they never faw the like in their 
Lives. I told them, What I was in Words, I was the fame in Life. 
Then the Embaſſador came 1n ( tor he had ſtood withour ; ior he ſaid, 
tht Triſh Colonel was ſuch a deſperate Man, that he durſt not come in 
with him, for fear, he ſhould have done us fome Miſchief: ) bur Truth 
caine over him, and he carried himſelt lovingly towards us'; and fo 
did the Embaſſador alſo : tor the Lord's Power was over them all. 

At Mile-End Friends were kept out of their Meering-Place by Soul- 
diers ; but Friends ſtood Nobly in the Trath, and were Valiant for 
the Lord's Name : and at laſt the Truth gave them Dominion. 

About this tune we bad Account, that Fohn Love, a Friend, that 
was moved to go and bear Teſtimony againſt the 7do/atry of the Papiſts, 
was dead in Priſon at Rome : and 1t was fulpeCted,he was privately pur 
to Death in Priſon. John Perrot was allo Priſoxer there ; and being 
releaſed, came over again : Bur after his Arrival here, he wich 
Charles Baily, and fome others,turned aſide from the Vnity of Friends 
and Truth, Whereupon 1 was moved to give forth a Paper, declaring, 
how the Lord wou'd blaſt them all, both him and his Fo/lowers ( if 
they did not Repeat and Return) and that they ſhould wither, like 
the Grafs on the Houſe-top : and ſo many of them did ; but others of 
them returned and repented. 

Alſo betore this time we received Account from New-England, 
* That the Government there had made a Law to Baniſh the Quakers 
* out of their Colonies, upon pain of Death, in caſe they returned ; and 
* that ſeveral of our Friends, having been 1o baniſhed, and returning, 
* were thereupon taken, and atually Zanged: and that divers more 

_ ©wereinPriſon, in danger of the like Sentence to be executed upon 
* them. Whenthoſe were put to Death, I was 1n Priſon at Lancaſter, 
and had a perfect Senſe of their Sufferings, as though it had been 
my felt; and as though the Zalter had been put about my own 
Neck ; though we had.not at that time heard of ir. But as ſoon 
as we heard of it, Edward Burrough went to the Xing, and told bim ; 
There was a Vein of Innocent Blood opened in his Dominions, which, 
if it were not ſtopt, would over-run all. To which the King replied, 
But I will ſtop that Vein. Edward Burrough ſaid ; Then do it ſpeedi- 
ly ; for we know not, how many may toon be put to Death. The 
King an{wered, As ſpeedily, as ye will. Call (faid he to ſome preſent) 
the Secretary , and I will do it preſently So the Secretary being cal- 
led, a Mandamus was forthwith granted. A Day or two after, E/. 
Burrough going again to the King, to defire, the matter might be 
expedited ; the King ſaid, He had no Occaſion at preſent to ſend a 
Ship thither : but it we would fend one, we might do it, as ſoon as 
we would. Ed. Burrough then asked the Xing, If 1t would pleaſe him, 
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1660. to grant his Deputation to one called a Quaker, to carry the Manda- 
> mus to New-England, (which is hereafter inſerted.) He ſaid, 7es, 
London, fo whom ye will. Whercupon E. B. named one Samuel Shattock (as I 

remember) who being an Inhabitant of New-Exgland, was baniſhed 
by their Law, to be hanged, if he came again : and to him the De- 
putation was granted. Then we ſent for one Ralph Goldſmith, an ho- 
neſt Friend, who was Maſter of a good Ship; and with him weagreed 
for Three Hundred Pounds, (Goods, or no Goods) to Sazl in Ten Days. 
He forthwith prepared to ſet Sail; and with a proſperous Gale, in 
about Six Weeks time, arrived before the Town of Bof7on in New- 
England, upon a Fir/t- Day Morning, called Sunday. With him 
went many Paſſengers,both of Newand 01d England, that were Friends, 
whom the Lord did move to go to bear their 7eſtimony againſt thoſe 
Bloody Perſecutors, who had exceeded all the World in that Age, in 
their Bloody Perſecutions. The Townſ-men at Boſton, ſeeing a Shjp 
come into the Bay with Engliſh Colours, ſoon came on Board, and ask- 
ed for the Captain : Ralph Goldſmith told them, He was the Command- 
er. They asked him, if he had any Letters? He faid, Jes. They 
asked, If he would deliver them 2? He faid, No, not to day. So they 
went a-ſhore, and reported, There was a Ship full of Quakers, and 
that Samuel Shattock was among them ; who they knew, was by their 
Law to be put to Death, tor coming again after Baniſhment : but they 
knew not his Errand, nor his Authority. Soall being kept cloſe that 
day, and none of the Ships-Company \uffered to go on Shore; next 
morning Samuel Shattock, the King's Deputy, and Ralph Goldſmith, the 
Commander of the Yeſſel, went on Shore ; and ſending back to the Ship 
the Men that landed them, they two went through the ZTown to the 
Governour's, Fohn Eudicott's, Dooy, and knock't. He ſent out a Max, 
to know their Buſineſs : They ſent him Word, their Buſineſs was 
from the Xing of England, and they would. deliver their Meſſage to 
none, but the Governour himſelf. Thereupon they were admitted to 
g0 10, and the Governour came to them; and having received the De- 
putation and the Mandamas, he laid off his Hat, and look'd upon them: 
then going out, he bid the Friends follow him. So he went to the 
Deputy-Governour ; and after a ſhort Conſultation, came out to the 
Friends, and (aid, We ſhall obey his Majeſty's Commands. After this 
the Maſter gave liberty to the Paſſengers to come on Shore ; and pre- 
ſently the Noiſe of the buſineſs flew about the Zows : and the Friend's 
of the 7own, and the Paſſengers of the Ship Met together, to offer up 
their Praiſes and Thanſgivings to God, who had ſo wonderfully deliver- 
ed them from the Teeth of the Devourer. While they were thus 
met, in came a poor Friend, who being Sentenc'd by their bloody Law 
to Die, had lain fome time in Jrons, expeCting Execution. This ad- 
ded to their Foy, and cauſed them to lift up their Hearts in Z7igh Prat- 
ſes to God, who is worthy for ever to have the Praiſe, the Glory and 
the Z7onour ; for he only 1s able to deliver, and to fave, and to ſupport 


all, that ſincerely put their Truſt in him. Here follows a Copy of 
the ſaid Mandamus. x 
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Ruſty and Well Beloved, We Greet you Well. Having bees 
#8 Taformed, that ſeveral of Our Subjects amongſt you, called Qua» 
kers, have been and are Impriſoned by you, whereof ſome have been Ex- 
ecuted, and others (as hath been repreſented unto Us) are in Danger to 
undergo the like ; We have thought fit to ſignifie our Pleaſure in that be- 
half for the future : And do hereby require, That if there be any of thoſe 
People called Quakers amongſt you, now already Condemned to ſuffer 
Death, or other Corporal Puniſhment ; or that are Impriſoned, and ob- 
noxious to the like Condemnation, you are to forbear to proceed any fur- 
ther therein ; bat that you forthwith ſend the ſaid Perſens (whether Con- 
demned or Impriſoned ) over into this our Kingdom of England, toge- 
ther with the reſpefive Crimes or Offences laid to their Charge : to the 
end ſuch Courſe may be taken with them here, as ſhall be agreeable to 
our Laws, and their Demerits. And for fo doing, theſe our Letters ſhall 
be your ſofficient Warrant and Diſcharge. Given at Our Court at White- © 
hall, rhe gth day of September, 1061.

Some time after this, ſeveral of New- England's Magiſtrates came 
over hither, and one of their Przeſts ; and we had ſeveral Diſcourſes 
with them, at ſeveral times, concerning their Murdering our Friends, 
the Servants of the Lord: but they were aſhamed to itand to their 
Bloody Attions. At one of thoſe Meetings I asked Simon Broadſtreet, 
(wao was one of the New England-Magiſtrates) Whether he had not 
an hand in putting to Death thole Four Servants of God, whom they 
hanged for being Quakers only, as they had nick-named them 2 -And 
he confeſſed, he had. I then asked him, and the reſt of his Aſſociates, 
that were preſent ; Whether they would acknowledge themſelves to 
be Saubjeds to the Laws of England? And if they did, By what Law 
they had put our Friends to Death > "They ſaid ; They were Subjets 
to the Laws of Ezg/and ; and they had put our Friends to Death by 
the ſame Law, as the Jeluits were put to Death here in England. I asked 
tacm then ; Whether they did believe, that thole Friends of ours, 
whom they had put to Death, were Jeſuits, or Feſuitically affected ? 
And the ſaid, Nay, Then, ſaid I, Ye have murdered them, if ye have 

” put 
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1661. put them to Death by the Law. that Feſuits are put to Death here in 
WY England ; and yer contels, they were no Feſaits. By this 1t plainly 
London. appears, ye have put them to Death in your own Wills, without 

any Law. Then Simon Broadſtreet, finding himſclt and his Company 
enſnarcdby their own Words, {aid ; Did we come to Catch them e 
T told them, they had Catched themſelves, and they might juſtly be 
queſtioned for their Lives ; and it the Father of William Robinſon (who 
was one of them, that was put to Death) were in Town, 1t was pro» 
bable, he would queſtion them, and bring rheir Z2ves into Jeopardy. 
Hereupon they began to excuſe themſclves, ſaying; There was no Per- 
ſecution now amongſt them: But next morning we had Letters from 
New- England, giving us Account, that our Friends were perſeauted 
there afreſh. Thereupon we went to them again, and fſhewed them 
our Letters ; which put them both to Szlexce and to Shame : and in 
great Fear they ſeemed to be, leſt forme ſhould call them to Account, 
and proſecute them for their Lives ; eſpecially Simon Broadſtreet : 
for he had at firſt, before ſo many Witneſſes, confels'd, He had a 
hand in putting our Friends to death ; that he could not pet off 
from it ; though he afterwards through Fear ſhuffled, and would 
have unfaid it again. But after this, he and the reſt of them ſoon 
I-it the City, and got back to New-England again. I went allo to 
Governour Winthrop, and diſcourſed with him about theſe matters: 
but he aſſured me, he had no band in putting our Friends to Death, of 
in any way perſecuting of them; but was one of them that proteFted 
* againſt it. Now thele S7ingy Perſecutors of New-England were a 
People, that fled out of 01d England thither, from the Perſecution of 
the Biſhops here: But when they had got Power into their hands, they 
{o far exceeded the Biſhops in Severity and Cruelty, that whereas 
the Biſhops had made them pay Twelve Pence 3 Sunday (fo called) for 
not coming to their Worſhip here, they impoſed a Fine of Five Shillings 
a Day upon ſuch, as ſhould not conform to their W:/l-Worſhip there ; 
and ſpoiled the Goods of Friends, that could not pay it. Beſides, ma- 
ny they Impriſoned, divers they Whipr, and that moſt Craelly ; of 
ſome they Cut off Ears, and ſome they Hanged : as the Books of 
Friends Sufferings in New- England largely thew ; particularly, A Book 
written by Geo. Biſhop of Briſto!, Entituled , New- England judged. 
(In Two Parts.) Some of the old Royaliſts were carneſt with Friends 
to have proſecuted them ; but we told them, we left them to the 
Lord, to whom Vengeance belonged, and he would Repay it. And 
the Judgments of God have ſince tallen heavy on them : For the Ind;- 
ans have been raiſed up againſt them, and have Caz off many of 
them. | 
About this time loſt a very good Book, being taken in the Printer's 
Hands : It was a uſeful, teaching Book, containing the Signification 
and Explanation of Names, Parables, Types and Figures in the Scrip- 
tures, They who took it, were ſo aftected with it, that they were 
loth to have deſtroyed it ; but thinking to have made a great Ad- 
vantage of it, they would have let us have had it again, if we would 
have given them a great Sum of Money for it : which we were not free 
to do. 
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And ſome time before this, while I wes Priſoner in Lancaſter- 166x. 

Caſtle, the Book called the Batrledoor came torth, which was written LY W 
ro ſhew, that in all Languages Thou and Thee is the proper and uſual London, 
Form of Spezch to a Single Perſon; and Tou to more than one. This | 
was fet forth in Examples or Iyſtances taken out of the Scriptures, 
and out of Books of Teaching, 1n about Thirty Languages. Fohn Stubbs 
and Benjamin Furly took great Pains in the Compiling of it, which 1 
put them upon ; and ſome things I added to it, When it was finiſhed, 
ſome of them were pretented to the Xing and his Council, to the Bz- 
ſhops of Canterbury and London, and to the Two Univerſities one 
a piece ; and many bought of rhem. The Xzg ſaid, It was the pro- 
per Language of all Nations : And the Biſhop of Canterbury being ask- 
ed what he thought of it, was lo at a and, that he could nor tell 
what to ſay to it. For it did 10 Jiform and Convince ©cople, that few 
afterward were fo Rugged towards us, for ſaying, Thou and Thee to a 
fingle Perſon, which betore they were exceeding frerce 1gainſt us for, 
For this Thou and Thee was a fore Cut to proud Fleſh, and tim that 
ſought Self-hoxour ; who though they would tay it to God and Chris? 
would not endure to have it ſaid to themſelves. So that we were of- 
ten Beaten and Abuſed, and Jometimes in dayger 61 our Lives, for 
uſing thoſe Words to fome proud Mey ; who would fay, What, you ill- 
bred Clown, do you Thou me ! as though there lay Breeding in faying 
Tou to one ; Which was contrary to all their Grammars and Teaching- 
Books, by which they had taught and inſtructed their 7outh. 

Now the Biſhops and Prieſts being buſie and eager, to leitle and 
up their Form of Worſhip, and Compel all to come to it; I was m- 94 
to give forth the following Paper, to open unto People the Narure 


of the TrzeWorſhip, which Chriſt ſet up, and which God accepis ; 
Thus :

, Hriſt's Worſhip is free in the Spirit to all Men ; and ſuch as 

S Worſhip in the Spzrzt and in the Trath, are they, that God

| * Now as the outward Fews, while they had their outward Temple at 

* outward Jeruſalem, were to go up thither tro Worſhip ( which Tem- 

* ple God hath long ſince thrown down, and deſtroyed that Jeruſalem, 

* the Viſion of Peace; and caſt off the Jews and their Worſhip : and 

* in the room thereof hath ſer up his Goſpel-Worſhip 1n the Spirit and 

* in the 7ruth;) ſo now all are to Worſhip in the Spirit and in the 

* Truth. And this is a free Worſhip : for where the Spirit of the Lord 

* 15, and ruleth, there is Liberty ; and the Fruits of the Spirit are 

* ſeen, and will manifeſt themſelves: and the Spzrit 1s not to be li- 

* mited, but to be lived and walked in ; that the Fruits of it may 

* appear. The Tares are ſuch, as hang upon the Wheat to weigh it 

* down ; and thereby to draw it down to the Earth : yet the 7ares and 

'the Wheat muſt grow together, till - Harveſt ; lcſt they , that

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« take upon them to pluck up the 7ares, ſhould pluck up the Wheat 


SV * with the Tares. The Tares are ſuch, as Worſhip not God in the Spi-

* rit and in the Truth ; but do grieve the Spzrit, and vex it, and quench 
© jt iq themſelves, and walk nor in the Truth : yet will ſcraul and han 

« about the Wheat, the true Worſhippers in the Spzrit and 1n the Truth. 
© Chriſt's Church was never eſtabliſhed by Blood, nor held up by Prj- 
© /ons; neither was the Foundation of it laid by Carnal, Weaponed 
« Men, nor 1s it preſerved by fach. But when Men wear trom the Spi- 
© jt and Truth, then they took up Carnal Weapons to maintain tizeir 
* outward Forms ; and yet cannot preſerve them with their Carnal 
* Weapons : For one plu-keth down another's Form with his outward 
« Weapons, And this Werk and Doing bath been among the Chriſti 
© ans 10 Name, ſince they loſt the Spirit, and Sprritual Weapons, and 
* the true Worſhip, which Chriſt tet up, rhatis1n ihe Sprit and in the 
© Truth; which Spirit and Truth they that Worſhip in, are over all 
« the Tares, All that would be plucking up the Tares, are forbidden 
« by Chriſt, who hath all Power 1n Heaven and Earth given to him : 
« for the Tares and the Wheat muſt grow togerher till the HarveF? ; as 
« Chriſt hath commanded. The Szone, that ſmote the Jwage, became 
ea great Mountain, and filled the whole Earth : Now, if the Stone do 
« fill the whole Earth, all Nations muſt be Temples for the Stove. And 
« all that ſay, they do travel for the Seed, and yet bring forth nothing 
« but a Birth of Strife, and Contention, and Confufion ; their Fruit ſhews 
« their Travel tobe wrong: tor by the Fruit the End of every one's 
« Werk is ſeen of what fort it 1s.

About this time many Papiſts and Jeſuits began to fawn upon 
Friends, and talk'd up and down, where they came, that of all the 
Sedts the Quakers were the beſt and mof? ſelf-denying People : And 
ſaid, 7t was great pity, that they did not returu to the Holy Mother 
Church, Thus they made a Baſs among the People, and faid ; They 
would willingly diſcourſe with Friends. But Friends wereloth to meddle 
with them, becauſe they were Jeſuits; looking upon it to be both 
dangerous and ſcandalous. But whenT underſtood it,I faid to Friends ; 
Let us diſcourſe with them, be they what they wil, So atime being ap- 
pointed at Gerrard Roberts his Houle, there came two of them, like 
Courtiers, When we were come together, they asked our Names ; 
which we told them : But we did nor ask their Names : for we un- 
derſtood, they were called Papiſts ; and they knew, we were called 
Quakers, 1 asked them the fame Queſtion, that I had formerly asked 
a Jeſuit, namely ; Whether the Church of Rome was not degenerated 
from the Church in the Primitive Times, from the Spirit, and Power, and 
Prattice, that they were in in the Apoſtles times? He to whom I put 
this (4eſtzon, being ſubtile, ſaid, Fe would not Anſwer it. IT ask'd him, 
Why 2 But he would ſhew no Reaſon. His Companion ſaid , he would 
anſwer me : and he ſaid, They were not degenerated from the Church is 
the Primitive times, I asked the other, Whether he was of the ſame 
Mind £ And he ſaid, 7es. Then Itold them, that for the better un- 
derſtanding one another, and that there might be no Miſtake, I would

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repeat my (eſtion over again after this manner ; Whether the Church 1661. 
of Rome now was in the ſame Purity, Praitice, Power and Spirit, that > wo 
the Church i the Apoſtle's time was in 2 When they ſaw, we would E92don 
be exact with them ; they flew off, and denied that, ſaying : /* was 
Preſumption in any to ſay, they had the ſame Power and Spirit, which the 
Apoſtles had, Bur I told them: It was Preſumption in them, to med- 
dle with the Words of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and make People be- 
lieve, they ſucceeded the Apoſtles, and yer be forced to Confels, They 
were not in the ſame Power and Spirit, that the Apoſtles were in : This, 
ſaid I, isa Spirit of Preſumption, and rebuked by the Apoſtles Spirit. 
Then 1 ſhewed them, how different their Fruzts and Pradices were 
from the Fruits and Praftices of the Apoſtles. Then got up one of 
them, and ſaid ; Te are a Company of Dreamers. Nay, faid I, ye are 
the filthy Dreamers, who dream, ye are the Apo7les Succeſſors ; and 
yet Conteſs, Te have not the ſame Power and Spirit, which the ApoFles 
were in. And are not they Defilers of the Fleſh, who lay, It zs Pre- 
ſumption for any to ſay, they have the ſame Power and Spirit, which the 
Apoſtles had 8 Now, faid I, if ye have not the ſame Power and Spi- 
rit which the Apoſtles had; then it 1s manifeſt, that ye are led by ano- 
ther Power and Spirit, than the Apoſtles and Church in the Primitive 
times were led by. Then I began to rell them, how that Evil Spz- 
rit, which they were led by, had led them to Pray by Beads, and to 
Images; and to ſet up Nunneries, and Frieries, and Monaſterzes, and to 
put People to Death for Religion : and this Practice of theirs I ſhewed 
them, was below the Law, and far ſhort of the Goſpe/, in which is- 
Liberty. They were ſoon weary of this Diſcourſe, and went their 
way ; and gave a Charge (as we heard) to the PapifFs, That they 
ſhould not diſpate with ns, nor read any of our Books : So we were rid 
of them. But we had Reaſonings with all the other SeQs, as Presby- 
terians , Independents, Seekers, Baptiſts, Epiſcopal-men , Soctniays, 
Browniſts, Lutherans, Calvinifts, Arminians, Fifth- Monarchy-Men, 
Far-i/its, Muggletonians and Ranters; none of which would Aifirm, 
they had the fame Power and Spzrit , that the Apoſtles had, and 
were in : So in that Power and Spirit the Lord gave us Dominion over 
them all, 

As for the Fifth- Monarchy-Men, 1 was moved to give forth a Paper 
to them, to manife{ their Error to them : For they looked for Chri/f's 
Perſonal Coming in an outward Form and Manner ; and they fixed the 
time of it to the Year 1666 ; at which time ſome of them did pre- 
pare themſelves, when it Thundered and Rained, thinking Chriſt was 
then come to ſer up his Kingdom : and then they imagined, they were 
to £/1] thee Whore without them, But I told them, the Whore was alive 
in them, and was not 4urnt with God's Fire, nor judged in them 
with the fame Power and Spirit, the Apoſtles were in. And their 
looking for Chriſt's Coming outwardly, to ſet up his Kingdom, was like 
the Phariſees Lo here, and Lo there. But Chriſt was come, and had 
ſet up his Kingdom above Sixteen Hundred Tears ago (according to 
Nebuchaduezzar's Dream, and DaniePs Prophecy) and he had daſh'd 
to pieces the Foxr Monarchies, the great Tmage, with its Head of Gold, 
Breaſt and Arms of Silver, Belly and Thighs of Braſs, Legs of Tron, 
and Feet part of 7rox, part of C/ay : and they were all blown away 
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1661. With God's Wind, as the Chaff in the Summer-threſhing- Floor. And 
SY when Chriff was on Earth, he faid, his Kiagdom was: not of this 
London. World : If it had been, his Servants would have fought ; but it was 

not, therefore his Servants did not fight. And theretore all the Fifrh- 
Monarchy- Men, that be Fighters with Carnal Weapons, are none of 
Chriſt's Servants, but the Beaſ?'s and the Whore's. Chriſt ſaid, A// Power 
in Heaven and in Earth is given to me ; So then, his Aingdom was ſet up 
above Sixteen Hundred Tears ago, and he Reigns. And we ſee Feſus 
Reign, (aid the Apoſtle, and he ſhall Reign, till all things be put un- 
der his Feet ; though all things are not yet put under his Feet, nor ſub» 
dued. 

.This year ſeveral Friends were moved to go beyond the Seas, to 
publiſh 7ruth in Forreign Countries. Job Stubbs, and Henry Fell, and 
Richard Coſirop were moved to go towards China, and Preſter Johr's 
Country ; but no Maſters of Ships would carry them. With much 
ado they got a Warrant from the Xivg ; but the Eaſt-India-Company 
found ways to avoid it, and the Maſters of their Ships would not 
carry them. Then they went into Ho/layd, hoping to have got Paſ- 
ſage there; but no Paſſage could they get there neither. Then Fohy 
Stubs and Henry Fell took Shipping to go to Alexandria in Egypt, in- 
tending to go by the Carravans trom thence. Mean while Danzel Ba- 
ker being to go to Smirna,he drew Richard Coſirop,contrary to his own 
Freedom, to go along with him. And in the paſſage Richard falling 
fick, D. Baker left him fick in the Ship ; where he died: But that 
hard-hearted Man afterwards loſt his own Condition. 

John Stubbs and Henry Fell got to Alexandria 1n Egypt ; but they had 
not been long there, before the Engliſh Conſul baniſhed them from 
thence : Yet before they came away, they diſperſed many Books and ; 
Papers there, for the opening the Principles and Way ot Truth to the | 
Turks and Grecians. They gave the Book called, The Popes Strength 
Broken, to an 01d Frier, fer him to give or ſend to the Pope : which 
Book, when the Frier had peruſed, he clapped his Hand upon his 
Breaſt, and confels'd, What was written therein, was Truth: but, faid 4 
he, if I ſhould confeſs to it openly, they would burn me, So John Stubs 
and Henry Fell not being ſuffered to go farther, returned to Exgland ; 
and came to London again. And Fohn had a Yifiov, that the Engliſh 
and Datch, who had joined together not to carry them, would fall out 
one with the other : And fo it came to paſs. 

Having now ſtay'd in Londox ſome time, I felt drawings to viſit 
xſex. Friends in Eſſex. So I went down to Colcheſter, where T had very large 
Colcheſter Meezugs : and from thence to Cogshaf ; not far from which there was 
Cares Prieſt Convinced , and I had a Meeting at his Houſe. And fo tra- 

velling a little up and down in thoſe Parts, and viſiting Friends in 

London, Eheir Meetings there-aways,l returned pretty quickly to London, where 

I found great Service for the Lord : For a large Door was opened, and 
many flocked in to vur Meetings, and the Lord's Truth ſpread mighti- 
ly this Year. . Yet Friends had great Travels, and fore Labours ; the | 
rude People having been ſo heightned by the Monarchy- Men's Riſing , 
a little before. But the Lord's Power was over all, and in it Friends | 
had Domintoh : though we had not only thoſe Suferings without , but 
Safferings witbin allo by John Pertot and his Company ; who giving 
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heed to a Spirit of Deluſion, ſought to introduce and ſet up among 1661. 
Friends that cvil and uncomely Practice of keeping on the Hat in time WW 
of publick Prayers. Now Friends had ſpoken to him, and divers of his London. 

Followers abour it ; and I had written ro them concerning it ; but He 

and fome others rather ſtrengthened themſelves againſt Frzends there- 

in, Wherefore feeling the Jadgment of Truth rile againſt it, I gave 

forth the following Lines, as a Warning to all, that were concerned 


therein. - 
6 Hoſoever is tainted with this Spzrit of John Perrot, it will 
c periſh, Mark theirs and his Ze, that are turned into thoſe 


© outward things and FJang/ings about them, and that which 1s not 
« ſavoury ; all which is for perpetual Judgment, and is to be ſwept and 
« cleanſcd out of the Camp of God's Elett. Tins is to that Sprite, that 
« is gone into Jangling about thar, which is below, (the Rotten Princi- 
« ple of the old Ranters) and gone from the Inviſible Power of God, 
« 1n which 1s the Everlaſting Fellowſhip : and fo many are become like 
« the Corn on the Zoufe-top, and like the untimely Figs; and now cla- 
« mour and ſpeak againſt them, that be in the Power of God. O con- 
« fider, the Light and Power of God goes over you all, and leaves you 
« iftthe fretting Nature, out of the Unity, which is 1n the Everlaſting 
« Light, Life and Power of God, Confider this, before the Day be 
« gone from you ; and take heed, that your Memorial be not rooted 
« out from among the Righteous.

| Among the Exerciſes and Troubles, that Friends had from without, 
| one was concerning Friends Marriages, which ſometimes vverc -4!ied 
in queſtion. And in this Year there happened to be a Cauſe 7ryed 
at the Aſize at Nottingham concerning a Friend's Marriage : The 
| Caſe was thus. Some Years before, Two Friends were joined rogether 
; in Marriage amongſt Friends, and lived together as Man and Wife 
about two Tears. Then the Max died, leaving his Wife with Child ; 
and leaving an Eſtate in Lands of Copy-hold. When the Woman was 
delivered, the Fury preſented the Child Heir to its Father's Lands ; 
and accordingly the Child was admitted : Afterwards another Friend 
married the Widow. And after that a Man, that was Near of Ain to 
her former Husband, brought his Aion againſt the Friend, that had 
laſt married her ; endeavouring to diſpoſſeſs them, and deprive the 
Child of the Inheritance, and to poſleſs himſelf thereof, as next Heir 
to the Woman's firſt Husband. And to effe& this, he endeavoured to 
prove the Child [llegitimate, alledging ; The Marriage was not according 
zo Law. In opening the Casſe, the Plaintiff's Counſel did uſe unſeemly 
Words concerning Friends, ſaying; That they went together like Brute 
Beaſts : with other ill Expreſſions. After the Counſe/s on both ſides 
had pleaded, the Fudge (viz. Fudge Archer) took the matter in hand, 
and opened it to the Fury, telling them ; That there was a Marriage 
#n Paradiſe, when Adam took Eve, and Eve took Adam ; and that it was 
the Conſent of the Parties that made a Marriage. And for the Qua- 
kers, (he ſaid) he did not know their Opinions ; but be did not believe, 

they 
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1 661. they went together, as Brute Beaſts, as had been ſaid of them ; but as 
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WY Chriſtians : and therefore he did believe, the Marriage was lawful, and 
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the Child /awful Heir. And the better to fatishie the Fury, he brought 
them a Caſe to this purpole. A Man, that was weak of Body, and kept 
his Bed, had a deſire in that Condition to Marry ; and did declare be- 
fore Witneſſes, that he did take ſuch a Woman to be his Wife ; and the 
Woman declared, that ſhe took that Man to be her Husband. This 
Marriage was afterwards called in Queftion ; and (as the Fudge ſaid) 
all the Biſhops did at that time conclude it to be a Log Marriage. 
Hereupon the Fury gave in their Yerdif tor the Friend's Child, and 
againit the Man, that would have ceprived it of its Inheritance. 

Abour this time the Oaths of Aleg zance and Supremacy were tendred 
unto Friends, as a Snare, becauſe it was known, we could not Swear ; 
and thereupon many were Impriſoned, and divers Premunired. Upon 
that occaſion Friends publiſhed in Print the Grounds and Reaſons, why 
they refuſed to ſwear : Beſides which 1 was moved to give forth theſe 
few Lines following, to be given to the Magiſtrates : 


: HE World faith, Kiſs the Book : But the Book faith, Kiſs the 
, Son, leſt be be angry. And the Soy faith, Swear not at all ; 
* but keep ro Tea and Nay in all your Communications : for whatſo- 
© ever is more than this, cometh of Evil. Again, the World faith, 
* Lay yoar hand on the Book; but the Book faith, Flandle the Word : 
* And the Word faith, Handle not the Traditions, nor the Taventions, 
* nor the Rudiments of the World. And God faith, This 5 my beloved 
« Son, hear him ; who is the Life, and the Truth, and the Light, and 
* the Way to God.

Now there being very many Frionds in Priſon in the Nation, Rz- 
chard Hubberthorn and 1 drew up a Paper concerning them ; and got 
it delivered to the Xing, that he might underſtand, how we were dealt 
with by his Oftcers. It was direQted thus :

* T © Riend, who art the Chief Ruler of theſe Dominions, here is a Li/f 
of ſome of the Sufſerings of the People of God, in ſcorn called 
« Quakers, that have ſuffered under the Changeable Powers before 
: thee, by whom there have been Impriſoned, and under whom there 
* have ſuffered for good Conſcience-ſfake, and for bearing Teſtimony to 
* the Trach as it is 1n Jeſus, Three Thouſand, One Hundred, Seventy 
* Three Perſons : And there Jie yetin Priſox in the Name of the Com- 
* monwealth, Seventy Three Perſons, that we know of. And there have 
© died in Priſon in the time of the Commonwealth, and of Oliver and 
* Richard the Protefors, through cruel and hard Impriſonments, upon 
* Naſty Straw, and io Dungeons, Thirty Two Perſons, There have been

© Men with Clubs and Arms, ( though we Meez peaceably, according / WW 
© to the Praftice of God's People in the Primztive times) and our -224ett 
© Friends are thrown intoWaters ; and rrod upon, till the very Blood 
* outheth out of them : the number of which Abuſes can hardly be 
* ttered. Now this we would have of Thee, to fet them ar py has 
© that lie in Pri/ox in the Names of the Common-wealth, and of the two 
* Protectors, and them that lie in Thy own Name, for ſpeaking the 
* Truth, and for good Conſcience fake ; who have not lifted up an 
© Hand againſt thee, ner any Man : and that the Meetings of our 
© Friends, who meet peaccably together in the Fear of God, to Wor- 
* ſhip him, may not be Froken up by rude People with their Clubs, 
* and Swords, and Staves. One ot the greateſt things, that we have 
* ſuffered tor formerly, was, becauſe we could not Swear to the Pro- 
* tedfors, and all the changeable Governments ; and now we are 1m- 
* priſoned, becauſe we cannot take the Oath of Allegiance. Now, if 
* Tea be not Tea, and Nay, Nay to thee, and to all Men upon the 
© Earth, let us ſaffer as muci for breaking of that, as others do for 
* breaking an Oath. We have ſuffered thete many years, both in Lives 
© and Eſtates under theſe Changeable Governments, becauſe we cannot 
* Swear ; but obey Chriſt's Doctrine, who commands, We ſhould not 
© (wear at all : (Matth.5. Fam. 5.) and this we Seal with our Lives 
* and Eſtates, with our Tea and Nay, according to the Doctrine of 
« Chriſt. Hearken to thele things, and fo eonfider them in the Wiſdor 
* of God, that by it ſuch Ations may be ſtopped, Thou that haſt the 
© Government, and may'ſt do it. We deſire, that all that are in Pri- 
* ſoz, may be ſet at Liberty; and that for the time to come they 
* may not be Impriſoned tor Conſcience, and for the 7ruth's fake : And 
*if thou queſtion the /uxocency of their Syferings, let them and 
© their Accuſers be brought up before thee ; and we ſhall produce a 
* more particular and full Account of their Sufferings, it required.

I mentioned before, how that in the Vear 1650. I was kept Pri- 
ſoner Six Months in the Houſe of Correftion at Darby, and that the 
Keeper of the Priſon, being a Cruel Man, and one that had dealt very 
wickedly by me, was {mitten in himſelf, the Plagzes and Terrors of 
the Lord falliog upon him becaule thereof ; this Man being aiterwards 
Convinced of Truth, wrote me the following Letter. 


Dear Friend : 


| FA45us ſuch a Convenient Meſſenger, I could do no leſs, than give 
| thee an Account of my preſent Condition ; remembring, that to the 
firſt Awakening of me to a Senſe of Life, and of the Inward Principle, 
God was pleaſed to make uſe of thee as an Inſtrument : So that fome- 
times I am taken with Admiration, that it ſhould come by ſuch a means, 
as it did, that is to ſay ; That Providence ſhould order thee to be my 
Priſoner, 2o give me my firſt, real ſight of the Truth > It makes me ma- 
ny times to think of the Jailer's Converſion by the Apoſtles. O happy 
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1662, George Fox ! that firſt breathed that Breath of Lite within the Walls of 
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WYVN my Habitation | Notwithſtanding my outward Loſſes are fince that time 
London. ſuch, that 7 am become nothing in the World ; yet I hope, T ſhall find, 


that all theſe light Afﬀlitions, which are but for a moment will work for me 
a far more exceeding and eternal Weight of Glory, They have taken all 


from me : and now inſtead of keeping a Priſon, 7 am rather waiting, 
when 1 ſhall become a Priſoner my ſelf. Pray for me, that my Faith 


fail not ; but that I may hold out to the Death, that I may receive a 
Crown of Life. earneſtly defire to hear from thee, ard of thy Condi- 
tion, which would very much rejoice me: Not having elſe at preſent, but 
my kind Love unto thee, and all Chriſtian Friends with thee ; in haſte,

There were 7wo of our Friends in Priſen in the Inquifition at Mal- 
ta; th:y were both Women : The name of the one was Katharine 
Evans, and of the other Sarah Chevers. I was told, that Oxe, cal- 
led the Lerd D' Aubeny, could procure their Liberty ; wherefore I went 
to him: And having Informed him concerning their Impriſonment, 
deſired him to write to the Magi/trates there for their Releaſe. He 
readily promiſed me, he would; and faid, If I would come again with- 
in a Month, he would tell me of their Diſcharge. 1 went age.n about 
that time ; and he faid, he thought, his Lezters had Miſcarried, be- 
cauſe he had received no Anſwer. But he promiſcd, he would write 
again ; and he did fo : and thereupon they were both {et at Liberty. 

With this Great Man I had a great deal of Reaſoning about Re- 
ligion ; and he did contels, that ChraFF hath enlightned every Man, that 
cometh into the World, with his Spiritual Light ; and that he had ta» 
ſted Death for every Man ; and that the Grace of God, which brings 
Salvation, hath appeared to all Men ; and that it would teach them, 
and bring their Salvation, if they did obey it. Then I asked him, 


What would They (the Papi/?s) do with all their Re/icks and Images, 


if they did own and believe in this Light, and receive the Grace to 
teach them, and bring their Salvation 2 And he ſaid, Thoſe things were 
but Policies, to keep People in Subjeftion. Very iree he was in Diſ- 
courſe ; and I never heard a Papiſt Conteſs fo much as he did. Now 
though ſeveral about the Court began to grow Loving to Friends, yet 
the Perſecution was very hot ; and ſeveral Friends died in Priſon. 
Whereupon I gave forth a little Paper, concerning the Grounds and 
Riſe of Perſecution; Which was thus : 


* A LE the Sufferings of the People of Godin all Ages were, becauſe 
q A they could not Join to the National Religions and Worſhips, which 
* Men had made and ſet up; and becauſe they would not forſake God's 
* Religion and his Worſhip,which he had ſet up. And ye may ſee through 
' all Chronicles and Hiſteries,how that the Prieſts joined with the Powers 
* of the Nations : The Magiſtratesand Soothſayers, and Fortune tellers, 

* all 
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all thele joined 2gainft the People of God, and did imagin vain things 
* againſt them in their Connſe/s, And when the Jews did badly, they 
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* turned againſt Moſes ; and when the Jewiſh Kings tranſgreiſed the London. 


* Law of God, then they perſecuted the Prophets : as may be ſeen in 
* the Prophets Writings, Aud when Chriſt the Subſtance came, then 
* the Jews perſecuted Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and Diſciples : And 
* when the Jews had nor Power enough of themſelves to perſecute 
© anſwerable to their Wills ; then they got the Heathen-Gentiles to help 


£ them againſt Chri/#, and againſt his poſi/es and Diſciples, who were 
© in the Spirit and Power ot Chrilt.

Now after I had made ſome ſtay in London, and had cleared my 
felf of thoſe Servzces, that at that time lay upon me there, I went 
into the Country ; haviog with me Alexander Parker and Fohn Stubbs 
(who was lately come back from Alexandria in Fg ypt, as was men- 
tioned before.) We travelled down through the Countrzes, viſiting 


Friends Meetings, till we came to Briſto/, When we were come thi- y,;q1 


ther, we underitood, that the Officers were likely to come, and break up 
the Meeting. Yet on the Fir{t-Day we went to the Meeting at Broad- 


Broad- 


mead : And Alexander Parker ſtanding up firſt to Declare, while he mead- 


was ſpeaking, the Officers came up, and rook him away. After he 
was gone, I ſtood up in the Eternal Power of God, and declared the 
Everlaſtiog Truth of the Lord God ; and the Heavenly Power came 
over all, and the Meeting was quiet the reſt of the time, and brake 
up peaceably. I tarried, ill the Firſ#-Day tollowing ; viſiting Friends, 
and being viſited by Friends. Oa the Firſt-Day in the Morniog ſe-

veral Friends came to me to Edward Pyot's Houſe, (where I lay the 


Night before) and uſed great Endeavours to perſwade me,not to go to 
the Meeting that day ; tor the Magiſtrates (they ſaid) had zhreatued 
to take me, and had raiſed the Trained Bands. | wiſht them to go 
their way to the Meeting ; not telling them, what I intended to do : 
but I told Ed. Pyet, I intended to go to the Meeting ; and he ſent his 
Son with me, to ſhew me the Way from his Houſe by the Fzelds. 
As I went, I met divers Friends, who were coming to me to prevent 
my going ; and dil whar they could, to ſtop me : What, faid one, 
Wilt thou go into the Mouth of the Beaſt! Wilt thou go into the Mouth 
of the Dragon, ſaid another ! But I put them by, and went on. When 
I came into the Meeting, Margaret Thomas was (peaking; and when 
ſhe had done, I ſtood up. Now I ſaw a Concern and Fear upon 
Friends tor me ; but the Power of the Lord, in which I declared, ſoon 
ſtruck the Fear out of them : and Life ſprang, and an Heavenly,Glori- 
ous Meeting we had. After I had Cleared my elf,of what was upon me 
from the Lord to the Meeting, I was moved to Pray : and after I 
had prayed, and was ſtept down; I was moved to ſtand up again, 
and tell Friends, Now they might ſee, there was a God in Iſrael, that 
could deliver. A very large, full Meeting this was, and very hot : 
but Truth was over all, and the Life was up, which carried through 
all; and the Meeting broke up in Peace. For the Officers and Souldiers 
had been breaking up another Meeting, which had taken up their "me ; 
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they were heard to ſay one ro another before, 17] warrant , we ſhall 
have him : but the Lord prevented them. I went from the Meeting 
to Joan FHiiy's, where many Frienas came to fee me ; rejoycing and 
bletſing God ter our Deliverance. In the Evening | had a fine freſh 
Meeting among Friends, at a Friend's Houſe over the Water, where 
Friends were much refreſhed in the Lord. After this I ftay'd moſt 
part of that Week in Briſtol, and at Edward Pyott's. Edward was 
brought ſo low and weak with an Agze, that when I came firſt rthi- 
ther, he was lookt upon asa Dyz»g Man : but it pleaſed the Lord to 
raiſe him up again ; fo that, before I went away, his Age left him, 
and he was finely well. 

Now having been two Firſt-Days together at the Meeting at Broad- 
mead, and feehng my Spirit clear of Brifto/ ; I went next Firſt-Day to 
a Meeting in the Country not far from Briſtol, And after the Meetin 
was over, fome Friends, that came from Briſtol, told me, thar 
the Soxldiers that day had beſet the Meeting: Houſe round at Bri- 
fol ; and then weat up, ſaying, They would be ſure to have me now : 
But when they came up, and found me not there, they were in a great 
Rage ; and kept the Friends in the Meeting-houſe moſt part of the day, 
betore they would let them go home ; and queried of them, Which 
way. I was gone, and how they might ſend after me? For the Major, 
they ſaid, would fain have ſpoken with me. But I had a Yifon of a 
great Maſtiff Dog, that weuld have bitten me : but I put one hand above 
his Jaws, and the other hand below, and tore bis Jaws to pieces. So the 
Lord by his Power tore their Power to pieces, and made way for me to 
eſcape them. Then paſicd I through the Countries, vifiting Friends 
in Wiltſhire and Barkſbire, till came to Loxdon ; and had great 
Meetings amongſt Friends, asI went : and the Lord's Power was over 
all; and a blefled time it was for the ſpreading of his glorious 7ruch. 
It was indecd the Immediate Hand and Power of the Lord, that did 
preſerve me out of their hands at BrifZol, and over the Heads of all 
our Perſecutors ; and the Lord alone 1s worthy of all the Glory, who 
did uphold and preſerve for his Name and Truth's ſake. 

At London | ſtaid not long this time ; but was drawn in my Spirit 
to viſit Friends Northward, as far as Leiceſterſhire ; John Stubbs being 
with me. So we travelled down through the Countries, having 
Meetings amongſt Friends, as we went ; and at Skegby we had a great 
Meeting. Thence paling on, we came toa place called Barnet-E71lls, 
where lived then one Captain Brown, a Baptift, whole Wife was Cox- 


winced of Truth. This Captain Brown, after the A& for breaking up. 


Meetings came forth, being afraid, leſt his Wife ſhould go to Meerings, 
and be caſt into Priſon, lett his Honſe at Barrow, and took a place on 


theſe Fills, faying ; Zi Wife ſhould not go to Priſon. And this being - 


2 free Place, many, both Prieſts and others, got thither, as well as he. 
Bur ke, who would neither ſtand to 7ruth himſelf, nor ſuffer his Wife ; 
was in this place, where he thought to: be ſafe, found out by the 
Lord : whoſe hand fell heavy %apon him for his ©/»faithfulneſ; fo 
that he was forely plagued, and grievouſly judged in himtelf tor fly- 
ins, and drawing his Wife into that private place. We went to ſee his

Wife ; and being come into the Houſe, I asked him, How he did 2 1662. 
How do I 2 ſaid he, The Flagues and Vengeance of God are apon me, Nw 
a Runnagate, a Cain as 7 am : God may look jor a Witnels for me, and _ 
ſach as me ; for if all were #0 faithfuller, than I, God would have no © 
Witneſs /eft in the Earth. In this Condition he lived there on Bread 

and Water; and thought, it was oo good tor him. At length he got 

home again with his Wife, to his own Houſe at Barrow ; where 
aſterwards he came to be Convinced of God's Eternal Truth, and died 

init. A little before his Death be ſaid ; Though he had not born a Tc- 
ftimony for Truth in his Lite, he would bear a Teſtimony 7n his Death, 
and would be buried in his Orchard : and was ſo. He was an Example 

ro all the Flying Baptiſts in the time of Perſecutzon ; who could nor 

bear Perſecution themſelves, and yet perſecuted us, when they had 

Power. 

From Barnet-Hills we came to Swanington in Leiceſterſhire, where Leicijiir 
wil. Smith, and ſome other Friends came to me ; but they pailed away RY 
towards Night,leaving me at a Friend's Houle in Swaningtoy, At Night, ton. 
as I was ſitting in the Hall, ſpeaking toa Widow-Woman and her Daugh- 
rer, there came one called Lord Beaumont, with a Company of Soul- 
diers, who ſlapping their Swords on the Door, ruſht into the Houte 
with their Swords and Piſtols in their hands, crying, Pat out the Can- 
dles, and make faft the Doors. Then they ſeized upon the Friends in 
the Houſe, and asked ; If there were no more about the Houſe 2 The 
Friends told them, there was ove May more in the Za!l/. Now there 
being ſome Friends, that came out of Darbyſhire, one of them was : 
named Thomas Fauks ; and this Lord Beaumont ( lo called ) after he - 
had asked all their Names, bid his Man, fet down that Man's Name 

! Thomas Fox: but the Friend ſaid, Nay ; his Name was not Fox, but 
Fauks. In rhe mean time ſome of the Souldzers came, and fetcht me 
our of the /Zall, and brought mero him ; and he asked me my Name : 
I told him, my Name was George Fox, and that I was well known by 
that Name. Ay, ſaid he, you are known all the World over : I ſaid, 
[ was known for no Hurt, but for Good. Thea he put his Hands into 
my Pockets to ſearch them, and pluck'd out my Comb-Caſe : and af- 
terwards commanded one of his Oftcers to ſearch turther, for Zezters, 
as he pretended. I told him, I was no Letter-Carrier : and askt him, 
Why would he come amongſt a Peaceable People with Swords and 
Piſtols, without a Conſtable ; which was contrary to the King's Procla- 
mation, and to the /ate AF > For he could not tay, there was a Meet- 
ing ; I being only talking witha poor Widow-Woman and her Daughter. 
By reaſoning thus with him, he came ſomewhat down : yet ſending 
for the Conſtables, he gave them Charge of us that Night; and to 
bring us before him next Morning. Accordingly the Conſtables ſet a 
Watch of the Town's People upon us that Night ; and had us up next 
Morning to his Houſe, about a Mile from Swanington. When we came 
before him, he told us, We Met contrary to the A : Whereupon I 
deſired him to ſhew us the 44. Why, ſays he, you have zt in your 
Pocket. Itold him, he did not find us in a Meeting, Then he asked 
us, Whether we would take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy ? 
I told him, I never took any Oath in all my Lite, nor Engagement, nor 
the Covenant : Yet {till he would force the Oath upon us. Then I

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1662. deſired him to ſhew us the Oath, that we might ſce, whether we were 
wo the Perſons the Oath was to be tendred to ; and whether it was not

for the Diſcovery of Popiſh Recuſants. Ar length he brought forth a 
little Book : but we called for the Stazute-Book. Re would not ſhew 
us that ; but cauſed a Mittimus ro be made, which menticned, . That 
we were to have had a Meeting : And with this Mittimus he delivered 
us to the Conſtables ro Convey us to Leiceſter-Fail. But when the 
Conſtables had brought us back to Swanington, it being Harves?-time, 
it was hard to get any body to go with us ; for the People were Joth 
to go with their Neighbours to Priſon, eſpecially in ſuch a buſie time. 
They would have given us our Mittimus, to have carried it our ſelves 
to the Fail; for it had been uſual tor Conſtables, to give Friends their 
own Mittimus, (tor they durſt truſt Friends ;) and they have gone 
themſelves with their Mittimus to the Fazler, But we told them, 
though our Friends had ſometimes done fo, yet we would not take 
this Mittimus ; but ſome of them ſhould go with us to the Fazl. 
At laſt they hired a poor, /abouring Man to go with us; who yet 
was /oth to have gone, thovgh hired. So we rid through the Coun- 
try to Leiceſter, being Five ot us in number ; ſome carried their Bibles 
open in their hands, declaring the 7r«th to the People, as we rode, in 
the Fields and through the 7owns, and telling them ; We were the 
Priſoners of the Lord Jeſus Chriit, going to ſuffer Bonds for his Name 
and Truth-ſake : and one Woman's Friend carried her Wheel on her Lap, 
ro ſpiz on in Priſon : and the People were mightily affected. At Lez- 


c:f-: cefter wewent to an In ; and the Maſter of the Houſe ſeemed to be 


| troubled, that we ſhould go to Priſon : and being himlelf in Commiſſ-

0#, he ſent for Lawyers in the Town to adviſe with ; and would have 
taken up the Mittimus, and kept us in his own Houſe, and not have 
let us gone into the Fail, But I told Friends, it would be great 
Charge. to lie at an un, and many Friends and People would be 
coming to Yifit us ; and it might be hard for him to bear our having 
Meetings in his Houſe : and befides, we had many Friends in the 
Priſon already ; and we had rather be with them. So we let the 
Max know, that we were ſenſible of his Kindneſs : and to Priſon we 
went ; the Poor Man, that brought us thither, delivering both the 
Mittimus and us to the Fazler. This Failer had been a very wicked, 
cruel Man : and there being Szx or Sevex Friends in Priſon, before 
we came, he had taken fome occaſion to quarrel with them, and had 
thruſt them into the Dangeox amongſt the Fellons ; where was hardl 

room for them to lie down, they were fo thronged. We ſtay'd all 
that day in the Priſor-Tard, and defired the Failer to let us have ſome 
Straw : He furlily anfwered, Tow do not look like Men that would lie 
on Straw. After a while William Smith, a Friend, came to me; and 
he being acquainted in the Houſe, I asked him, What Rooms there 
were in the Houſe, and what Rooms Friends ufually had been put into, 
before they were put into the Dangeon 2 I asked him alſo, Whe- 
ther the Failer or his Wife was Maſter ? He faid, The Wife was 
Maſter ; and that, though ſhe was Lame, and fate moſtly in her 
Chair, not being able to go but on Crutches ; yet ſhe would beat her 
Husband, when he came within her reach, if he did not do as ſhe 
would have him do. Now I conſidered, that probably many Friends 


might 
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might come to Viſit us; and thar, it we had a Roow to our telves, it 1662. 
would b2- better for them to ſpeak ro me, ard for me to freak ro WW 
them, as there ſhould be occaſion, Wherefore I defired William Leicefier- 
Smith to go ſpeak with the Woman, and Jet her know, it the would ow 
It us have a Room, and Jet our Friends come up out of the Dungeon; 

and leave it to us and them, to give her what we would, it might 

be better for her. He went : and after ſome reaſoning with her, ſhe 
conſented ; and we were had intoa Room. Then we were tu!d. that 

the Failer would not ſuffer us to fetch any Drzz# out of the Town into 

the Priſox ; but that what Beer we drank, we muſt take of him. I 

rold them, I would remedy that, it they would : for we would get 

a Pale of Water, and a little Wormwood oxce a day ; and that might 

ſerve us: So we ſhould have none of his Beer; and the Water he 

could not deny us. 

Before we came there, when thoſe ſew Friends, that were Priſon- 
ers there, did Meet together on the Firft-Days, if any of them was 
moved to pray to the Lord, the Failer would come up with his 
great Quarter-ſtaff in his Hand, and his Ma/{iff-Dog at his Heels, and 
would pluck them down by, the Zair of the Head, and ſtrike them 
with his Staff : but when he ſtruck Friends, the Maſtiff-Dog, inftead 
of falling upon Friends, would take the Szaff out of tits Hand. Now 
when the Firſt-Day came, after we came in, I ſpake to one of my 
Fellow-Priſoners, to carry down a Stool, and ſet it in the Tard; and 
give notice to the Debtors and Fellons, that there would be a Meeting 
1n the Tard ; and they that would hear the Word of the Lord decla- 
red, might come thirher. So the Debtors and Priſoners went into the 
Tard, and we went down, and had a very precious Meeting ; the 
Failer not meddling. Thus every Firf7?- Day we had a Meeting rhere, 
as long as we ſtay'd in Priſon : and ſeveral came 1n out of the Cy 
and Country, and many were Convinced ; and ſome received the Lord's 
Truth there, who ſtood faithful Witneſſes for it ever ſince. 

When the Seſſions came, we were had up before the Juſtices ; with reicentes- 
many more Friends, that were fent to Priſon, whilſt we were there, Seſſions. 
to the number of about Twenty. Being brought into the Court, the 
Failer put us.anto the Place, where the Thzeves were put ; and then 
ſome of the Juſtices began to tender the Oaths of Allegiance and Su- 
premacy tous. IT told them : I never took any Oath in my Life ; 
and they knew, we could not Swear, becauſe ChrifF and his Apoſtle 
forbad it : and therefore rhey pur it but as a Sxare to us. But we told 
them, if they could prove, that after Chrif7 and the Apoſtle had tor- 
bid Swearing, they did ever command Chriſtians to Swear, then we 
would take theſe Oaths ; otherwiſe we were reſolved, to obey Chri/?s 
Command, and the Apoſtle's Exhortation. They faid, We muſt take 
the Oath, that we might manifeſt our Allegiance to the King. | told 
rhem, I had been formerly ſent up a Priſoner by Col. Hacker, trom that 
Town to London, under pretence, that I held Meetings to plot to bring 
in King Charles, I alſo defired them to read our Mirtimus, which 
fet forth the Caufe of our Commitment to be, that we were To have 
a Meeting ; and 1 faid, he that was called Lord Beaumont, could not by 
that 4 fend us to Fail, unleſs we had been taken at a Meeting, and

When the Jury was Sworn and Juſtrutted, as they were 
going our, oxe, that had been an Alderman of the City , ſpake to 
them, and bid them Have a gaod Conſcience : and one of the Jury, 
being a peeviſh Man, told the Juſtices, There was One affronted the 
Jury : Whereupon they called him up, and tendred him the Oath al- 
{0 ; and he took tt. 

While we were ſtanding in the P/ace, where the Thieves uſed to 
ſtand, there was a Cat-Purſe had his Hand in feveral Friends Pockets ; 
and Friends declared it to the Juſtices, and ſhewed them the Mar : 
They called him up kefore them ; and upon Examination he could 


- not deay it : yer they ſet him at Liberty.

It was not long, before the Jury Returned, and brought us in Guilty: 
and then, after ſome Words, the Juſtices Whiſpered together, and bid 
the Jailer take us down to Priſon again : Bur the Lord's Power was 
overthem, and his Everlaſting Tracth, which we declared boldly a- 
mongſt them. And there being a great Concourſe of People, molt of 
them followed us ; fo that the Cryer, and Bayliffs were fain to call the 
People back again to the Court : We declared the 7rath, as we went 
down the Streets all along, till we came to the Jazl, the Streets be- 
ing full of People. When we were in our Chamber again, after ſome 
time the Jailer came tous, and deſired all togo forth, that were not 
Priſoners. And when they were gone, he ſaid, Gentlemen, it is the 
Court's Pleaſure, that ye ſhould all be ſet at liberty, except thoſe that 
are in for Tithes : and you know, there are Fees due to me; but I 
ſhall leave it to you, to give me what you will, 

Thus were we all ſet at Literty on a ſudden, And being thus ſet at 
Liberty, the reſt paſſed every one into their Services ; only Leonard 
Fell (being come thither) ſtay'd with me, and we zwo went again to 
Swanington. I had a Letter from him they called the Lord Haſtings ; 
who hearing of my Impriſonment, had written from Londox to the 
Juftices at the Seſſions, to ſet meat Liberty, Now I had not deli- 
vered this Letter to the Juſtices; but whether they had any knowledge 
of his Mind from any other hand, which made them diſcharge us fo 
{uddenly, I know not. But this Letter I carried to him called the Lord 
Beaumont, who had ſent us to Priſon ; and when he had broken it 
open, and read it, he ſeemed much zroxbled : but at laſt came a lit- 
tle lower ; yet threatned us, if we had any more Meetings at Swa- 
zington, he would break them up, and fend us to Priſox again. But 
notwithſtanding his Threats, we went to Swanington, and had a Meet- 
ing with Friends there : and he came not, nor ſent not to break 
It up. 

i Swanington we paſſed through the Country, and came to a

From thence I paſſed to Little-Port, and the Iſle of Ely ; where he, Ie of E! 

that had been the Major, with his Wife, and the Wife of "the then Tipo 
preſent Major of Cambridge came to the Meeting. So travelling on 
into Lincolnſhire and Huntingtonſhire,l came to Thomas ParneÞs, where 1:ncon+ 
the Major of Huntington came to ſee me, and was very loving. From = 
thence paſſing on, I came into the Fen-Conntry, where we had large ronbire. 
and quiet Meetings. While I was in that Country, there came fo Fir-Cerr- 
great a Flood, that it. was dangerous to get cut; yet we did pet out, ” 
and went to Lyn, where we had a bleſſed Meeting. Next Morning I 1n. 
went to viſit lome Priſoxers there ; afid then went back ro the xy, 
and took Horſe : And as I was riding out of the Tard, the Officers (ir 
ſeems) came to ſearch the x» for me. I knew nothing ot it then ; 
only I felt a great Burden come upon me, as I rid out of the Town, 
till I was got wirhout their Gates : and when ſome Friends, that came 
after, overtook me, they told me, that the Oftcers had been ſearch- 
zng for me in the Inn, as ſoon as I was gone out of the Tard. So, by 
the good Hand of the Lord, I eſcaped their Crue] Hands. After this 
we paſſed through the Countries, viſiting Friends in their Meetings. 
And the Lord's Power carried us over the Perſecuting Spirits, and 
through many Dangers; and his Truth ſpread and grew, and 
Friends were eſtabliſhed therein : Praifes and Glory to his Name for 
ever ! 

And fo having paſs'd through Norfo/k.Suffolk, Eſſex and Hertfordſhire, Norfolk. 
we came to London again; where I ſtatd a while, viſiting Friends in their x. , 
Meetings,which were very large,and the Lord's Power was over all. After Her:ſor4- 
ſome rime l leit the City again, and travelled into Xert, having Thowas --—__s 
Briggs with me ; and we went to Afford, where we had a quiet and er. 

a very bleſſed Meeting : and on the Firſt-Day we had a very good and Afbtord. 
| Cranbrock 
peaceable Meeting at Cranbrook, Then we went to Tenterden, and Tenterden

SY and many ot the World's People came in, and were reached by 7rurh. 
Tenterded hen the Meeting was done, I walked with Thomas Briggs into a Cloſe, 


while our Horſes were got ready ; and turning my Head, pied a Cap- 
tain coming, and a great Company of Souldiers with lighted Marches 
and Muskets. Some of the Souldiers came to Thomas and me, and ſaid ; 
We muſt go to their Captain : and when they had brought us before 
him, he asked, Where was George Fox 2 Which was he 8 1 ſaid, I am 
the Man, Then he came to me, and was ſomewhat ſtruck, and faid ; 
T will ſecure you among the Souldiers. So he called for the Souldjers 10 


take me; and then he took Thomas Briggs, and the Man of the Houſe, 
and many. more : but the Power of the Lord was mightily over him - 


and them all. Then he came to me again, and ſaid; / muſt go along 
with him to the Town ; and he carried himſelf pretty civilly, bidding 
the Soul/diers, bring the reſt after. As we walked, I asked him; Why 
they did thas > for 1 had not ſeen. ſo much ado agreat while : and I bid 
him be Cjvi/ to his Neighbours, who were peaceable, When we were 
come to the Town, they had us to an Jen, that was the Jailer's Houſe ; 
and after a while the Major of the Town, and this Captain, and the 
Lieuteuant, who were Juſtices, came together, and Examined me ; 
Why I came thitber to make a Diſturbance 2 I told them, I did not come 
to make aDi/turbance; neither had I made any Diſturbance,ſince I came. 
They faid, There was a Law, which was againſt the Quakers Meetings, 
made only again? them. 1 told them, I knew no ſuch Law. Then 
they brought forth the AZ, that was made againſt Quakers and others : 
I told them ; That was againſt ſuch, as were a Zerror to the King's 
Subjefts, and were Enemies, and held dangerous Principles to the Go- 
wvernment ; and therefore that was not againſt us : for we held 7ruth, 
and our Principles were not dangerous to the Government, and our 
Meetings were peaceable, as they knew, who knew their Neighbours 
were a peaceable People. They told me, 7 was an Enemy to the King : 
I told them, We loved all People, and were Enemies to none : and 
that I, for my own part, had been caſt into Darby- Dungeon many 
years ago, about the time of Worceſter- Fight, becauſe I would not 
rake up 4rms againſt him; and that | was afterward brought up by 
Col. Hacker to London, as a Plotter to bring in King Charles ; and was 
kept Priſoner at London, till I was ſet at liberty by O/zver. They ask- 
ed me, Whether I was Impriſoned in the time of the Inſurreftion 1 
ſaid, Tes, I had been Iwpriſened then, and fince thar alſo; and had 
been ſet at Liberty by the Xing's own Command. So I opened the 
Att to them, and ſhewed them the X7»g's /ate Declaration, and gave 
them the Examples of other Fuſtzces ; and told them allo, what the 
Houſe of Lords had ſaid of it. I ſpake alſo to them concerniog their 
own Conditions ; Exhorting them to live in the Fear of God, and to 
be tender towards their Nezghbours, that feared God ; and to mind 
God's Wiſdom, by which all things were made and created, that they 
might come to receive it, and te ordered by it ; and by it order all 
things to God's Glory, They demanded Bond of us for our Appea- 
rance at the Seſſions ; but we pleading our Imocency , refuſed to give 
Bons. Then they would have had us promiſe to come no more there : 
But we kept clear of that alſo. Whenthey ſaw, they could not bring

Tedterden 
Then leaving Tenterden, we went into Suſſex, and carne to Ne- Suſſer. 

vick, where were tame Friends, whom we viticed; and trom thence Noe 
paſſed on rhrough the Country, viſiting Friends, and having grear 
Meetings ; and ail quiet and tree from Diſturbance (except by ivme | 
Fangling Baptiſts) til] we came into Hampſhire : Where atter we had Hamrſbire. 
had a gd Meeting at Southampton, we went to a place cailed Pyl- Southan- 
ner 11 the Pariſh ot Ringwood, where there was to be a Monthly Dfeet- ERGY 
jug next day, ro which many Friends came from Southampton, Pool, Parih. 
and other places; and the Weather being very hot , ſome of them finer 3. 
came pretty early in the Morning. I took a Friend, and waiked out : 
with him into the Orchard, inquiring of him, how the fairs of 

Truth ſtood amongſt them? (For many of them had been Convinced 

by me, before | was Priſoner 10 Cornwal.) While we were diſcourſing, 
another Toung- Man came to us, and told us, the Trained Bands were 

railing ;. and he heard, they would come, and break up the Meeting. 

It was not yet Meering-time by about three hours ; and there being 

other Friends walking in the Orchard allo, the Friend that I was dit- 
courſing with before, defired me to walk into a Corx- Field adjcining 

to the Orchard ; and ſo we did. After a while the Toung-Ma#, thirt 

ſpake of the Trained Bands, leit us, and went away : and when he 

was gone a pretty way, he ſtood, and waved his Zar. Whereuponl 

ſpake to the other7oxng-Man,that was with me,to go ſee,what he ailed? 

and he went, but came not to me again : for the Sowuldzers, it ſeems, 

were come, and were in the Orchard. And as I kept walking, I could 

ſee the Souldiers ; and ſome of them (as I heard aiterwards) did ſez 

re but had no mind to meddle. So the Souldiers coming ſo long 

buture the Meeting time, they did not Tarry ; but took, what Friends 

ther {o1..d ar the Zovſe, and ſome that they met in the Lane coming, 

art d ih m away. After they were gone, and it grew towards the 

E eventh Hour, Friends began to come 1n apace ; and a large and 
glorious Meeting we: had : tor ths Everlaſting Seed of God was ſet 

over all, and cw People were ſettled in the New: Covenant of Life, up- 

on ths. Foundation Chriſt Feſus. Toward the latter part of the Meet- 

#ng there came a Mau 1n gay Apparel, and looked into the Meeting, 

while 1 was declaring ; and went away again preſently. This Marx 

came with an evil 7ntent : for he went forthwith to Riyzwood, and 

told the Magiſtrates : They had taken two or three Men at Pulner, and 

bad left George T x there preaching to two or three hundred People. 

Upon this ''v MagiFtrares ſent the Officers and Souldiers again : but 
the Meeti-; acing near ended, when that Mar lookt in ; and he ha- 

ving about a Mile and an half to go with his I»formation to Ringwood, 

to fet: athe Souldrers, and they as much-to come back, after they had 

received their Orders; betore they could come, onr Meeting was 

over: ending about the third hoaf peaceably and orderly. Atter the 

Meeting I ſpake to the Friends of the Houſe, where this Meeting was; 
(the Woman of the Houſe lying then deadin the Houle) and then ſome 
Friends had me to another Friend's Houſe at a little diſtance from the 
Meeting-place : where, after we had refreſh'd our ſelves, I took 
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1663. Horſe, having about Twenty Miles to ride that Afternoon, to, one 


UV NI omen Frye's Houſe in Wiltſhire, where a Meeting was appointed to be 
Eryt's. : 


After we were gone, the Oficers and Souldiers came in 5 great Heat ; 
and when they found, they were come too Jate, and had miſſed their 
Prey, thzy were much Enraged : and the Officers were offended with 
the Souldiers, that they had not ſeized my Horſe in the Stable, the 
firſt time they came. But the Lord by his good Providence did de- 
liver me, 'and prevented them of their Mzſchievous Deſign. For the 
Officers were envious Men, and had an evil Mind againſt Friends : but 
the Lord brought his Judgments upon them ; ſo that it was taken no- 
Example. tice of by their Neighbours. For * whereas belore they were Wealthy 
© Mex ; after this their Eſtates waſted away : and John Line, who was 
* the Conſtable, (and who was not only very forward in putting on the 
© Souldiers to take Friends ; but alſo carricd thoſe that were taken, to 
* Priſon, and took a Falſe Oath againſt them at the Aſiize, upon which 
« they were Fined, and continued Priſoners) he wasa ſad Spefacle to 
* behold. For lus Fleſh rotting away, while he lived, he died in a ve- 
© ry miſerable Condition , withing, he had never medled with the 
* Quakers ; and confeliling, that he never proſpered, ſince he had an 
© hand in perſecuting them : and that he thought, the 77azd of the 
* Lord was againſt him for it. 

At -=--- Frye's in Wiltſhire we had a very bleſſed Meeting, and 
quiet ; though the Officers had a purpole to have broken it up, and 
were coming on their way in order thereunto. Bur before they were 
got to the Meeting, Word was brought after them, that there was an 
Houſe newly broken up by Thieves ; and they were required to go back 
again with ſpeed, to ſearch after and purſue the Thieves : by which 
means our Meeting ſcaped Diſturbance, and we were delivered out 
of their Hands. = 

We paſſed through Wil:ſtire into Dorſetſhire, having large end good 
Meetings, and the Lord's Everlaſting Power was with us, and carried 
us over all ; in which we ſounded forth his ſaving 7ruth, and Word of 
Life, which many gladly received. Thus travelling through the Cour- 
- Druonbire, tries, we viſited Friends, till we came to Topſham in Devonſhire, tra- 
Topſham. yelling ſome Weeks Fight or Nineſcore Miles a Week, and had Meer- 

ings every day. At Topſham we met with Margaret Fell, and two of 

her Daughters, Sarah and Mary, and with Leonard Fell and Thomas 
Totneſs. Salthouſe. From thence we paſled to Totneſs, where we viſited ſome 
bricks T, Frieads ; and then on to Kingsbridge, and fo to old Henry Pollexfer's, 
H. Pollez- who kad buen an Ancient Fuſtice of Peace. There we had a large 
—N Meeting. And from thencethis old Juſtice paſſed with us to Plymouth 
Cornwall, and fo 1nt5 Cornwall, to one Fuſtice Porters; and from thence to Tho- 
mas Mount's, where we had another large Meeting. After which we 
went to Humphrey Lower's, where alſo we had a large Meeting ; and 
trem thence to Loveday Hamblye's, where we had a General Meeting 
for the whole Country : and all was quiet. 

A little before this, there had been in thoſe parts Joſeph Feller and 
G. Bewly, and they had been at Loo, to viſit one Blanch Pope, a Rant- 
ing Woman, under pretence to Convince and Convert her ; but before 
they came from her, ſhe had ſo darkzed them with her Pringples, that 

they 
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they ſeemed ro be like her Diſciples, eſpecially Joſeph TTellen, For 1663. 
ſhe had asked them, Who made the Devil ? Did not God > This Idle SWV 
Queſtion fo puzzled them, that they could nor Anſwer her. They af. cormval 
terwards asked me that Qzeſtion ; and I told them, No : for all that 

God made, was good, and was bleſ? ; ſo was not the Devil, And he 

was called a Serpent, before he was called a Devil and an Adverſary ; 

and then he had the Title of Devil given to him : And afterward he 

was called a Dragon, becauſe he was a Deſtroyer. The Devil abode 

not i1 the Truth ; and by departing from the Truth, he became a De- 

vil : and fo the Jews, when they went out of-the Truth, were {aid to 

be of the Devil; and were called Serpents. Now, there 1s no Promiſe 

of God to the Devil, thar ever he fhall return into 7rath again : tut 

to Man and Woman, who have been deceived by him, the Promiſe of 

God is, that The Seed of the Woman fhall bruiſe the Serpent's Head ; 

ſhall break his Power and Strength to pieces. Now, when thele things 

were opened more at large to the ſatisfaftion of Friends; thoſe Two, 

who had let up the Spzrit of that Ranting Woman, were wdged by the 

Truth: and one of them, wiz. Foſeph Hellen, run quite out trom Truth, 

and was denied by Friends : But George Bewly was recovered ; and 

came afterwards to be ſerviceable to 7ruth. 

We palled from Loveday Hambley's to Francis Hodges, near Fal- Falmouth 

mouth ar:d Penryn, where we had a large Meeting ; and from rhence _ 
we went to He//tone that Night, where ſome Friends came to viſit us : ; 
and the next day we paſled to Thomas Teage's, where we had another 
large Meeting, at which many were Convinced : for I was led to open 
* the ſtate of the Church 1n the Primitive Times, and the ſtate of 
* the Church in the Wilderneſs, and the ſtate of the Falſe Church, 
* that was got up ſince; and to ſhew, that now the Everlaf7ing Goſpel 
* was preached again over the Head of the Whore, Beaſt and falſe 
* Prophets, and Antichriſts, which had got up ſince the Apoſtles days : 
* and now the Everlaſting Goſpel was received and receiving, which 
* brought Life and Immortality to Light ; that they might ſee over the 
* Devil, that had darkned them. And the People received the Goſpel 
and the Word of Life gladly, and a glorious, bleſſed Meeting we had 
for the exalting the Lord's everlaſting Truth, and his Name. After 
the Meeting was done, I walked out; and as I was coming in again, I 
heard a Noiſe in the Court : and coming, nearer, I found the Man of 
the Houſe ſpeaking to the Tuners, and others of the World's People, 
and telling them ; It was the Everlaſting Truth, that had been declared 
there that day : and the People generally confeſſed to it. 

From thence we paſſed to the Land's End;to Fobn Ellis's houſe,where LandsEnd 
we had a precious Meeting : and there was a Fiſhermay, one Nicholas 
Foſe, that was Convinced; and he ſpake in Meetings, and declared the 
Truth amongſt the People: and the Lord's Power was over all. I was 
glad, that the Lord had raifed up his Standard in thoſe dark parts 
of the Nation, where fince there is a fine Meeting of honeſt-hearted 
Friends; and many there are come to fit under Chriſt's Teaching : 
and a great People the Lord will have in that Country. 

From thence we returned to Redruth ; and the next day to Truro, gearuth. 
where we had a Meeting. Next Morning ſome of the Chief of the Town Truro. 
defired to ſpeak with me, and | went re them ; amongſt whom was 
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wYV things of God ; and in their Reaſoning they faid, The Goſpel was the 
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Four Books of Matthew, Mark, Luke and John ; and they called it 
Natural. But I told them, the Goſpel was the Power of God; which 
was preached, before Matthew, Mark, Luke and John or any of them 
were printed or written : And it was preached to Every Creature, (of 
which a great part might never ſee nor hear of thoſe Four Books ;) fo 
that Every Creature was to obey the Power of God : for Chriff, the 
Spiritual Man, would Judge the World according to the Goſpel,that is, 
according to his Ixvifible Power. When they heard this, they could 
not gain-lay ; for the 7Trath came over them. $0 I dire&ed them to 
their Teacher, the Grace of God, and ſhewed them the Sufficiency of 
it ; which would teach them how to /zve, and what to deny ; and be- 
ing obeyed, would bring them their Salvation. And fo tothat Grace 
I recommended them, and left them. 

Then returned we through the Country, viſiting Friexds, and had 
Meetings at Humphrey Lower's again, and at Thomas Mount's. And 
afterwards at George Hawkins at Stoke we had a large Meeting, to 
which Friends came from Lanceſton, and ſeveral other places; and a 
living, precious Meeting it was, in which the Lord's Preſence and 
Power was richly maniteſted amongſt us : and I left Friends there un- 
der the Lord Jeſus Chriſt's Teaching. 

* In Cornwall 1 was Informed, that there was one Col. Robinſon, a 
© very wicked Man, who atter the Xivg came in, was made a Juſtice of 
* the Peace, and became a Cruel Perſecutor of our Friends ; of whom 
* he ſent many to Priſon. And hearing, that they had ſome little Li- 
* erty, through the Favour of the Failer, to come home ſometimes, 
« to viſit their Wives and Children, he made a great Complaint thereof 
* to the Judge at the Aſize againſt the Fazler : Whereupon the Jailer 
* was fined an Hundred Marks, and Friends were kept very ſtrittly up 
* for a while. After he was come home from the Aſjize, he lent to a 
*Neighbouring Fa/fice, to deſire them to go a Fanatick-hunting with 
* him. So on the Day, that he intended and was prepared to go 
* a Fanatick-hunting, he ſent his Man about with his Horſes, and walk- 
* ed himſelf on Foot from his Dwelling- Houſe to a Tenement, that he 
© had, where his Cows and Dairy were kept, and where his Servants 
* were then milking. When he came there, he asked for his Bull ; 
© and the Mazd-Servants faid, They had ſhut him into the Field, be» 
* caute he was Unruly amongſt the Xine, and hindred their Milking. 
* Then went he into the Field to his Bull; and having formerly ac- 
* cuſtomed himſelf to play with the Bull, he began to fence at 
© him with his Staff, as he uſed to do. But the Bull ſuufft ar 
* him, ard paſſeda lutle back ; and then turning upon him again, 
* ran fiercely at him, and ſirack his Zora into his Thigh, and heaving 
* him upon his Horn, threw him over his Back, and fo tore up his 
* Thigh to his Belly. And when he came to the Ground again, he 
* gored him with his Horzs, and would run them into the Ground in 
© his Rage and Yiolexce ; and roared, and licked up his Maſter's Blood. 
* The Maid-Servant hearing her Maſter Cry out, came running into 
* the Field, and came to the Bull, and took him by the Horns, to pull 
* him off from her Maſter. The Bull, without hurting her, put her 
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* gently by with his Zorxs ; but {till fell to gorirg of him, and /icking 1653. 
* up his Blood. Then ihe ran, and got ſome Work-men, that were at W—- 
* Work not far off, to come in and reſcue her Maſter : but thev couid Cornval. 
© not at all Zeat off the Bu//, till they brought Maſtzf-Dogs to ſet on 
* him ; and then the Bull fled in a great Rage and Fury. Upon no- 
* rice of it his Siſter came, and f3id tro him ; Alack Brother, what a 
* heavy Judgment is this, that is beſallen you ! And he Anſwered, 4b, 
* Siſter, Ir is an heavy Judgment indeed : Pray let the Bull be killed, 
* and the Fleſh given ro the Poor, ſaid he, So they carried him home; 
* but he died ſoon after. And the Bu// was grown ſo ferce, that they 
* were forced to ſhoot him with Gans : for no Man durſt come near 
* him; to #2/! him. Thus does the Lord ſometimes make fome FExam- 
* ples of his juſt Judgment upon the Perſecutors of his People, that 

* others may fear, and learn to beware. 
| Now after I had cleared my ſelf of Cornwal, and Thomas Lower 

(who had rid with us from Meeting to Meeting through that County) 
had brought us over Horſe-bridge into Devonſhire again, we took our Fork: 
leave of him. And Thomas Briggs, Robert Widders and I came through Deveafdire 
the Country to 77verton : and it being their Fair, and many Friends Tiverton, 
there, we had a Meeting amongſt them; and the Magiftrates gather- 
ed in the Szreet, but the Lord's Power ftopt them : 1 taw them 1n the 
Street over againſt the Door ; but they had not Power to come in to 
meddle with us, though they had W# enough to have done ir. 

After the Meeting was done, we paſſed to Coſumpron and to Weling- Collum- 
tor : For we had appointed a Meeting Five Miles off ; where we had a Welliog- 
large Meeting at a Butcher's Houſe, and a bleſſed Meerivg it was : for tan, 
the People were direQed to their Teacher, the Grace of God, which 
would bring them Salvation ; and many were ſettled under it's Zeach- 
ing: and the Lord's Preſence was amongſt us, and we were refreſhed 
in him, in whom we laboured and travelled; and the Meeting was 
quiet. There had been very great Perſecution in that Country, and in 
that Zowsn a little before, infomuch that ſome Friends queſtioned the 
Peaceableneſs of our Meeting ; but the Lord's Power chained all, and 
his G/ory ſhined over all. The Friends told us, how they had broken 
up their Meetings by Warrants from the Juſtices, and how by their 
Warrants they were required to carry Friends before the Fuftzces ; and 
Friends bid them, Carry them then. "The Officers told Friends, they 
muſt Go : but Friends laid Nay, that was not according to their War- 
rants, which required them to Carry them, Then they were fain to 
hire Carts and Wagons, and Horſes, and to lift Friends up into their 
Wagoss and Carts, to carry them before a Juſtice. And when they 
came to a Juſtice's Houſe, ſometimes he happened to be from home : 
and if he were a Moderate Man, he would get out of the way ; and 
then they were forced to Carry them before another : So that they 
were Many Days Carting and Carrying Friends up and down from place 
to place.. And when alterward the Officers came to lay their Charges 
for this upon the Town, the Town's People would not pay it; but made 
them bear it themſelves : and that brake the Neck of their Perſecution 
there for that time. The like was done in ſeveral other places, till the 
Officers had ſhamed and tired themſelves; and then were fain to give 
over. 
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Ar one place they warned Friends to come to the Szeeple. houſe ; 
and the Friends met together to conficer of it ; and had freevem to 
go to the Steeple-houſe, and Meet together there. Accordingly when 
rhey .came thither, they late down together, to Wait upon the 
Lord in his Power and Spirit, and minded the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their 
Teacher and Saviour ; but did not mind the Prieſfs, When the Officers 
faw that, they came to them to put them out of the Sreeple-houſe 
again; but the Friends told them,it was not time for them to break 
their Meeting yer. A while aiter, when the Prie/t had done his Szuff, 
they came to the Friends ag1in, and would have had them go home 
to Dinner ; but the Friends told them : They did not uſe to go to 
Dinner ; but were feeding upon the Bread of Life. So there they 
fate, Waiting upon the Lord, and enjoying his Power and Preſence, till 
they found Freedom in themſelves to depart. © Thus the Prieſt's People 
were offended, becauſe they could not get them to the Sreeple-houſe : 
and when they were there, they were offended, becauſe they could not 
get them out agatn. 

From the Meeting near Collumpton we went to Taunton, where we 
had a large Meeting ; and the next day we came to a General Meeting 
in Somerſetſhire, which was very large ; and the Lord's everlaſting 
Word of Life and Truth was largely declared, and the People were 
refreſhed thereby, and ſettled upon Chriſt their Rock and Foundarzon, 
and brought to ſit under his Teaching: and the Meeting was peaceal/e. 
But abour the Second Hour in the Night there came a Company of 
Men about the Houſe, and knocked at the Door, and bid, Open the Door, 
or they would break it open ; for they wanted a Man, that they came to 
ſearch the Houſe for. | heard the Noiſe, and got up ; and at the Win- 
dow ſaw a Mas at the Door with his Sword by his Side, When they 
had let him in, he came into the Chamber, where I was, and looked 
on me, and ſaid; Tou are not the Man T look for: and fo went his 
way. 

We came from thence to Street, and ſo to Puddimore to William 
Beaton's, where we had a very large General Meeting ; wherein the 
Lord's everlaſting Truth was declared, and the People refreſhed there- 
by, and all quiet. From thence we went to Fohn Daxdy's, where we 
had another large and very precious Meeting ; and then paſſed on ro 
Briſtol, where we had good Service for the Lord, and all quiet. Here 
we met with Margarer Fell and her Daughters again. And after ſome 
time we went to Slazterford in Wiltſhire, where was a very large 
Meeting in a great Barn ; and good Service we had there: for the 
Truth, as it is1n Feſus, was publiſhed amongſt them, and many were 
gathered by it into the Name of the Lord. 

After this I pafled into Glouceſterſhire and Ferefordſbire, having 
large Meetings in each. In Hereford | hada Meeting in the Im ; and 
after the Meeting was over, and I was gone, the Magiſtrates hearing , 
there had been a Meeting, came to ſearch the Ix for me ; and were 
vexed, that they had mitſed of me. But the Lord ſo ordered it, that

Foundation, and the Rock of Ages. | 
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Then went into Wales, into Radyorſhire, and 1d {everal precious 1663. 
Meetings there : and the Lord's Name and Standard was ſet up, and (WW 
many were gathered toit ; and are ſettled under the Teaching, of VALE 
Chriſt Jeſus, their Saviour, who hath bought them. | ſvie, 

Atter [ was clear of Wales, | turned towards Frgland again, and ata Mer 

came to a Market-Town betwixt England and Wales, where was A 9h 
great Fair that day : and ſeveral Frzends being ar the Fair, we went E N G- 
to an {zn,and Friends came to us. And after we had had a fine Oppor- pode 
tunity with Friends, we parged- from them, and went on our way. 
Tie Officers of the Town took notice (it ſeems) of ovr heing there, 
and Friends gathering together tous; and they began allo to get roge- 
ther to Conlult among themſelves, how to exſnare us, though it was 
the Pair-time : but betore they could do any thing, we were gone 
on our Fourney, and ſo eſcaped them. > 

From thence we came into Shropſhire, where we had a large and Shroſoire 
precious Meeting : And after we had had many Meetings inthole parts, 
we came into Warwickſhire, and viſited Friends there : and fo came Warwick: 
into Darbyſhire and Staffordſhire, viſiting Friends Meetings as we'ngyiyhive, 
went. At a place called Whzte-Haugh we had a large bleſled Meeting, Stafford- 
and quiet : And after the Meeting was done, we took Horſe, and rode%y1ice. 
abour Twenty Miles that Night to one Captain Lingard's. We heard af. Haugh. | 
terwards, that when we were gone, the Oficers came ito have ſeized P1049” 

: ; gard's, 
on us ; and were much diſturbed, that they miſt us : but the Tore dil 
appointed them, and delivered us out of their wicked /Zands ; and 
Friends were joyful in the Lord, that we eſcaped them. 

At Captain Lingard's we had a bleſſed Meeting, the Lord's Preſence 
being wonderfully amongſt us. After this Meeting we paſſed through 
the Peak-Country in DarZyſtire ; and after we had been at a Friend's DoVyhire. 
Fouſe there, we went on to Sanderhill-Green, where we had a large _ | 
Meeting, Here John Whitehead came to me, and ſeveral other Sunderhil- 
Friends ; and then I paſſed through the Country, viſiting Friends, till": 

I came into Zolderneſs. We went to the farther End of ZZelderneſs, wocerner 
and fo paſſed down by Scarborough and Whitby, 8nd near Malton, and Scarbo- 
then to Tork, having r:any Meetings in the way, and the Lord's ever- wits, 
laſting Power was over al). Malcon, 

At Tork I heard of a Plot : whereupon I was moved to declare York. 

againſt all Plots and Plotters, both in publick and private ; and alſo to 


give forth a Paper againil Plotting ; of which a Copy here followeth : 


' AS Friends every where : Keep out of Plots and Buſlings, and 
* { A the Armof Fleſh; for all that is among Adam's Sons 1n the 
* Fall, where they are deſtroying Mens Lives like Dogs and Beaf#s, 
* and Swine; Goring, rending, biting and deſtroying one another, and 
*wreſtling with Fleſh and Blood, From whence riſeth Wars and 
* fillings, but from the Lu/?s 2 And all this is in Adam in the Fall, 
* out of Adam,that never fe}; in whom there is Peace and Life. And 
*ye are called to Peace, therefore follow it ; and Chriſt is that Peace : 
* tor all that pretend to Fight for Chrif?, they are deceived ; and arein 
* Adam, in the Fall ; for Chriſt's Kingdom is not of this World, there- 
* fore his-Servants do not Fight. Therefore Fighters are not of Chriſt's 
* Kingdom, and are without Chriſt's Kingdom ; for his Xingdom ſtands 
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1653. © in Peace and Righteouſneſs, And fo Fighters ate in the Luf?: and 
«YYD * ali that would deltroy Mens Lives, are not of -Chrif?'s Mind, uw ho 
"0% © comes to ſave Men's Lives. Ehriſi's Kingdom is not of this Worid, it 
* is peaceable ; and all that be in Szrifes, are not of his Aingdom ; nor 
* any ſuch, as pretend to Fight for the Goſpel. The Goſpel 1s the Pew 
© er of God, which was, tetore the Devil or Fall of Man was, or 
* Fighters euher ; which 1s the Goſpel ot Peace: and they that pretend 
* to Fighting, ard talk ſo for Fighting, are Ignorant of the Grſpe! 
* of Peace. And all that talk of Fighting tor Sion, arc in Darkneſs; tor 
© Sion needs no ſuch Helpers: Andall tuch as profeſs themſelves to te 
* Miniſters of Chrift and Chriſtians, and to beat down the Whore with 
* outward Carnal Weapons;the Fleſh and the Whore are got up in them 
© felves, in a blind Zeal. That which beats down the Whore, which 

* got up by the Inward Ravening from the Spirit of God, the Beatin 
* down of the Whore, muſt be by the Inward Riftng of the Sword ot the 
* Spirit within. All ſuch, as pretend Chrift Fefus, and Centels him, 
*and run into Carnal Weapons, wreſtling with Fleſh and Blood, throw 
* away the Spiritual : That are Wreſtlers with Fleſh and Blood, they 
* throw away Chri/t's Dottrine, and Fleſb1s got up in them; and they 
* are weary of their Sufferings. And ſuch as would Revenge them- 
* ſelves, be out of Chriſt's Doftrize : and ſuch as would be ſtricken on 
© the one Cheek, and would not turn the other, be out of Chriſt's Do- 
* frine : and {uch as do not /ove one another, and Love Enemzes, be 
© out of Chriſt's Do@rine. And therefore you, that be Feirs of the 
* Bleſſings of God; (which was betore the Curſe and the Fall was) come 
* to Inherit your Portions. And you that be ZZeirs of the Goſpel of 
* Peace, before the Devil was, live 1n the Goſpel of Peace, ſecking the 
* Peace of all Men, and the Good of all Men. And Live in Chriſt, 
* which comes to ſave Men's Lives, out of Adam in the Fall, 
* where they deſtroy Men's Lives, and live not in him. For the Fews 
* Sword outwardly, by which they cut down the Heathen, was a Type of 
* the Spirit of God within, which Cats down the Heatheniſh Nature 
_ © within: So live in the Peaceable Kingdom of Chriſt Jeſus, and in the 
* Peace of God; and not in the Laſts, from whence Wars ariſe. And 
* Live in Chriſt the Way of God, who is the Second Adam, who never 
* fell ; and live not in Adam inthe Fall, in the Deftruftion, where they 
* deſtroy one another : Therefore come out of 4dam in the Fall, in- 
* to that Adam that never fell ; and ſo live in Love and Peace with all 
* Men. And keep out of all the Buſlings in the World, and meddle 
* not with the Powers of the Earth ; but mind the Xingdom, and the 
* way of Peace. You that be Heirs of Grace, and Heirs of the Xing- 
* dom, and Heirs of the Goſpel, and Heirs of Salvation, and Saints of 
* the Moſt-High, and Children of God, whoſe Converſations are itn 
* Heaven, that 1s above the Combu/tzons of the Earth, let your 
* Converſations preach to all Men, and your ynocent Lives; that they 
* beholding your Godly Converſation, may glorifie your Father,which is 
* in Heaven. And all Frzends every where, this [ charge you, which 
* is the Word of the Lord God unto you all, Live in Peace in Chriſt, 
* the way of Peace, in which ſeek the Peace of all Men, and no Man's 
* Hurt ; as I faid before. In Adaw in the Fall is no Peace ; butin 
* Adam out of the Fall, in him is the Peace : So you being in Adam, 
* that 
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. that never fell; it's Love, that overcomes the Evil, and not Hatred 1663, 


* with Hatred, nor Strife with Strife. And therefore Live in the WWo 
' Peaceable Life, doing Good to all Men, and lecking the Good and York, 
* Weltare of all Men.

We went from Tork to Burrowbridge, where [ had a glorivus Meet- Burrow. 
ing. Thehce we paſſed into the Biſhoprick, to one Richmond's, where —_ 
there was a General Meeting : and tae Lord's Power was over all ; tho? tied 
People were grown exceeding Rude about this time. After the Meet- 
ting we went to Henry Draper's, where we ſtay'd all Night : and the 
next Morning a Frzezd came to me, as 1 was paſſing away, and told 
me ; If the Prieſts and Juſtices (tor many Prieſts were made Juſtices 
in that Country at that time) could light on me, they would Deſtroy 
me: 
But I being clear of the Biſhoprick, went over Stainmoore into part Stairmoor 
of Torkſhire, and to Sedbery ; where having viſited Friends, I went hay 
into Weſtmorland, viſiting Friends there alſo. From thence I paſſed Weſmore- 
into Lancaſhire, and came to Swarthmore, where I itaid bur a little pra 
while, betorel went over the Sands to Arnfide ; where | had a Gene- Swarth- 
ral Meeting. After that Meeting was ended, there came fome Men Pre 
to have broken it up; but underſtanding, before they got thither, that 
the Meeting was over, they turned back, I went to Robert Wid- 
der's, and from thence to Vnderbarrow, where I had a glorious Meer. Underbar- 
ing ; and the Lord's Power was ſet over all. From thence I paſſed to 
Grayrigge: and having viſited Friends there, I went to Aun Audland's ;Srayrigge 
where they would have had me to have ſtaid their Meeting the next 
day : but I felt aſtop in my Spzrit, and it was upon me to go to John 
Blaykling's in Sedberg, and to be next day at the Meeting there ; Scdberg- 
which is large, and a precious People there is. So we hada very good 
Meeting next day at Sedberg ; but the Conſtables went to Ann Aud- 
land's to their Meeting, to look for me. Thus by the ggod Hand and 
Diſpoſing Providence of the Lord | eſcaped their Snare. 

I went from John Blaykling's with Eeonard Fell to Strickland-head, Strick- 
where on the Firſt-Day we had a very precious Meeting on rhe Com- cl 
mon. That Night we ftaid amongſt Friends there ; and the next da 
paſſed into Northumberland. Aiter the Fuſtices had heard of this Northum- 
Meeting at Strickland-head,they made Search tor me : bur by the good os 
hand of the Lord I eſcaped them again ; though there were ſome ve- 
ry wicked Juſtices. We went to Hugh Hutchinſon's Houſe 1n Northums 
berland (a Friend in the Miniſtry ) trom whence we viſited Friends 
thereabouts; and then went to Darwix-Water, where we had a very Darwin- 
glorious Meeting. There came an Ancient Woman to me, and told me, V7 
her Husband remembred his Love to me; and ſhe faid, I might call 
him to mind by this Tokex, that I uſed to call him, the Tal White 
Old Man. She faid, he was Six ſcore and two Tears old; and that he 
would have come- to the Meeting, but that his Horſes were all im- 

_ upon ſome urgent Occaſion. I heard, he lived ſome Tears 
aſter, 
L1! Now 
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1663. Now when [ had vifited Friends in thole parts,and they were ſettled 
WS upon ChriF, their Foundation, their Rock and their Teacher ; I paſſed 
Darwit- through Northumberland,and came into Cumberland to old Thomas Bew- 
cunby. ley's. And Friends came about me,and faid,Would 7 come thereto go into 
land. Priſon ! For there was great Perſecution in that Country at that time : 
Yet I had a General Meeting at Thomas Bewleys, which was large and 
precious: andthe Lord's Power was over all. 

One Muſgrave was at that time Deputy Governour of Carliſle, and I 
paſſing along the Country, came to a Man's Houſe, that had been 
Convinced, whoſe Name was Fletcher ; and he told me, f- Muſgrave 
knew, that I was there, he would be ſure to ſend me to Priſon; he was 
ſuch a ſevere Man. But I ftaid not there ; only called on the way to 

wigton, fee this Man : and then went on to one W7tlzam Pearſon's near Wig- 
ton, where the Meeting was ; Which waswvery large and precious 
Some Friends were then Priſoners at Carliſle ; whom I viſited by x 
Letter, which Leonard Fell carried. From William Pearſon's Ipaſled 
through the Countries, viſiting Friends, till I came to Pardſey-Crag, 
where we had a General Meeting, which was large; and all was qutet 
and peaceable, and the glorious, power{ul Preſence of the Everlaſting 
God was with us. 
So eager were the Magiſtrates about this time to ſtir up Perſecution 
in thoſe parts, that they offered ſome Five Shillings, ſome a Noble a 
day, to any that could apprehend the Speakers among(t the Quakers : 
but it being now the time of the Quarter-Seſions in that County, the 
Men, who were ſo hired, were gone to the Seſſions, to ſee to get their 
Wages; and fo all our Meetings were at that time quiet. 
(vs t* From Pardſey-Crag we went into Weſtmorland; calling in the way 
Keſwiek, UPON Hugh Tickell near Keſwick, and upon Thomas Laythes , where 
Friends came to viſit us : and we had a fine opportunity to be refreſh- 
arer.Bet- £9 together. We went that Night to one Francis Benſov's in Weſtmor- 
land, near Juſtice Fleming's Houſe. This Juſtice Fleming was at that 
time in a great Rage againſt Friends, and me in particular; infomuch 
that in the open Seſſions at Kendal juſt before, he had bid Five Pounds 
to any Man, that ſhould take me ; that Friend Francis Benſon told me. 
And it ſeems, asI went to this Friend's Houſe, I met one Man coming 
from the Seſſons, that had this Five Pounds offered him to take me, 
and he knew me; for as | paſſed by him, he ſaid to his Companion, 
That is George Fox : Yet he had not Power to touch me ; for the 
Lord's Power preſerved me over them all, And the Juſtices being 
ſo eager to haue me ; and I being ſo often nigh them, and yet they 
miſſing me, it tormented them the more. 
Lancafire. T went from thence to James Taylor's at Cartmel in Lancaſhire, 
Cartmel. here I ſaid the Firſt-Day, and had a precious Meeting ; andatter the 
Meeting was done, I came over the Sands to Swarthmore. 
— Swarth- When I came there, they told me, Col. Kirby had fent his Lieute- 
more. gat thither to ſearch for me ; and that he had ſearched Trunks and 
Cheſts for me. That Night, as I was in Bed, I was moved of the 
Kirby-Hall Lord to go next day to Xirby-Hall, which was Col. Kirby's Houſe, 
about Five Miles oft, to ſpeak with him ; and I did ſo. When I came 
thither, I found there the Flemmings, and ſeveral others of the Ger? 
(fo called) of the Country, who were come to take their Leave of

Col. Kirby, he being then ro go up to Londen to the Parliament, IT 1663. 
was hd into the Parlour amongſt them ; but Col.XFirby was not then WW 
within, being gone forth a litrie way : So rhey faid little to me, nor [ Kirby-Hall 
much to them. But after a littie while Col. Xirby came in ; and then I 
{pake to him, and told him ; *I came to Viſit him, underſtanding, 
* that he would have ſeen me ; and to know, what he had to fay to 
©* me, and whether he had any thing againſt me 2 He faid before all 
the Company ; As he was a Gentleman, he had nothing againſt me. But, 
ſaid he, Miſtreſs Fell muſt not keep great Meetings at her Houſe ; for 
they meet contrary to the Act, | told him ; * That A& did not take 
© hold on us, but on ſuch as did Meet to Plot and Contrive, and to 
© raiſe Inſurreftions againſt the King ; whereas we were no ſuch Peo- 
| * ple : for he knew, that they,that met at Margaret Fe!l's Houſe, were 
| « his Nezghbours, and a Peaceable People. Atter many Words had 


pailed, he ſhook me by the hand, and ſaid again, Ze had nothing againſt 
me ; and others of them laid, / was a deſerving Man. So we parted, 
and I returned to Swarthmore. 

Shortly after, when Co. Kirby was gone to London , there was a gwarth. 
private Meeting of the Juſtices and Deputy Lientenants at [Tonulker. morc. 
Hall,where Juſtice Preſton ive ; and there they granted forth a Ware 
rant to Apprehend me. I heard over Night both of their Meet ing, 
and of the Warrant ; and ſo could have gone away, and gor out of 
their reach, if I would : for 1 had not appointed any Meeting at that 
time ; and I had cleared my iclt of the North; and the Lord's Power 
was over all. ButlI conſidered, there being a Noife of a Plet in the 
North, if I ſhould go away, they might fall upon poor Friexds ; but 
if I gaveup my ſelf to be Zakey, it might op them. and Friends 
ſhould efcape the better. Sol gave up my felt to bu Zakey, and pre- 
pared my felt againſt they came. Next Day an Officer caize with 
bis Sword and Piſtols, to Take me : I told him, © I knew his Errand 
© before, and had given up my felt to be Taken ; for if { would have 
© eſcaped their /mpriſonment, I could have been gone Forty Miles off, 
© before he came : but I was an [unocent Man, and 1c matrered not, 

* what they could do to me. He asked me, Zow I heard of it, ſee- 
ing the Order was made privately in a Parlour 2 I faid, it was no mat- 
ter for that ; it was ſufficient, that I heard of it, Then T asked him 
to let me ſee his Order ; whereupon He laid his Hand on his Sword, 
and ſaid, / muſt go with him before the Lieutenants. to anſwer ſuch 
Queſtions, as they ſhould propound to me. I told tim, It was but crvil 
and reaſonable for him to let me ſee his Order ; but he would not. Then 
fad I, Iam ready. Sol went along with him; and Margaret Fell 
went with us to Foulker-Hell. And when we came thither, there +ovlker- 
was one Rawlinſon, called a Juſtice, and one called Sir George Middle. 
ton, and many more, that I did not know ; beſides Old Fuſtice Pre- 
ſton, who lived there. They brought one Thomas Atkinſon, a Friend 
of Cartmel, as a Witneſs againſt me, for ſome Words which he had 
told to one Xxzpe, who had Informed them ; which Words were ; 
That,] had written againſt the Plotters, and had knockt them dows : 
Which Words they could not make much of ; for I rold them, I had 
heard of a Plot, and had writtes againſt it, Then Old Preſton asked 
me, Whether I had an hand in that Script 2 I asked him what he 
Lil z meant ? 
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meant 2. ric faid, in the Battledoor 2 Tankwered, Zes. Then he asked 
- mz, Whether 1 did underſtand Languages ? I land, * Sufficient tor my 
* (Hf ; arid that I knew 09 Law, that was tranſgreſicd by it. I tckd 
chem allo, Trat to underitand thoic outward Languages, Was n0 mat- 
& ter of Salvation ; tor the many Tongues Legan but at the Conf/ton of 
* Babel; And if Idid underſtand any thing of them, I Judged and 
© kaeckt them down again, for any matter of Salvation, that was in 
* them, Thereupon he turned away, and fſatd, George Fox knocks down 
all the Languages : Come, {id he,we will examin you of higher matters, 
Thin laul George Middleton, You deny God, and the Church, and the 
Faith, Irephcd, *Nav : I own God, and the rrue Church, and the true 
© Faith, Bur what Church doſt rhou own, faid I? (tor I underſtood, 
© lu was A Papiſt,) Then he turned again, and faid, ou area Rebel, 
* are a Traytor, Iasked him, Whom he ſpake to 2 or whom did he 
caii Relel 2 He was fo full of Envy, that for a while he could nor 
[peak ; but ar laſt he ſaid, Ze ſpake i# to me, With that I ſtruck my 
{Hand vn the Zable, and told him; I had ſufered more than Twenty 
iuch as he, or than any that was there : tor I had bcen caſt into 
* Parby- Dungeon tor Six Months tegether ; and had ſaffered much, be= 
* cauſe { would not take up Arms againſt this Xing betore Worceſter- 
* Fizht : Ard 1 had been ſent up Priſozer out of my own Country by 
* Col. Flacker to O. Cromwell, as a Plotter to bring in King Charles, in 
* the Year 1654 ;z and I had nothing but Love and Good Wll to the 
* King, and deſired the Eternal Good and Welfare of him and all his 
* Subjelts. Did you ever hear the like, faid Middleton 8 © Nay, faid I, 
* yo may hear it again, if ye will. For ye talk of the Xing, a Compa- 
* yy of you ; but where were ye in Oliver's days? and what did 
* ye co then for him 2 But I have more Love to the Xing for his Eter- 
* zal Good and Welfare, than any of you have, 
Then they asked me,Whether I had heard of the Plote And1Ifaid,7es, 
I had heard of it. They asked me, ZZow 7 had heard of it ? and whom 7 
knew init 2 I told them, * I had heard of it through the Figh-Sheriff 
* of Torkſhire, who had told Dr. Hodgſon, That there was a Plot in 
the Nerth ; and that was the way I heard of it : Butl1 never heard of 
* any luch thing in the Sourh; nor till I came into the North. And 
* as tor knowing any in the Plot, 1 was asa Child 1n that ; for I knew 
* zone of them. Then {aid they ; Why would you Write againſt it, if 
you did not know ſome, that were in it 2 I ſaid, * My Reaſon was, Be- 
* cauſe you are lo forward to maſh the /nnocent and Guilty together ; 
* therefore 1 writ againſt it to clear the Truth from ſuch things, and to 
* {top all forward, fooliſh Spirits, from running, into ſuch things. And 
*] ſent Copies of it into Weſtmorland, Cumberland, Biſhoprick and 
* Torkſhire, and to you here: And I ſent another Copy of it to the Xing, 
* and lis Council ; and it is like, 1t may be in Print by this time. One 
of them ſaid, O / this Man hath great Power ! I ſaid, Tes, I had 
Power to write againft Plotters. Then aid one of them: Tow are 
againſt the Laws of the Land. I anſwered, © Nay; for I and my Friends 
* direCt all the People to the Spirzt of God 1n them, to mortifie the 
* Deeds of the Fleſh : This brings them into the Well-doing , and 
* trom that which the Magiſtrate's Sword is againſt ; which eaſes 
* the HMagi/trates, who are for the Puniſhment of the Evil-Doers. So

* not againſt, bur ſtand tor all Good Government. 

Then Geo Middleton cried, Bring the Book, and put the Oaths of 
Allegiance and Supremacy to him. Now he himſelt being a Papi, I 
asked him, * Whether he had taken the Oath of Supremacy, who was 
© a Swearer 2 But as for us, we could not Swear at all, bx i 
* Chriſt and the Apoſtle had forbidden it. Some of them would not 
have had the Oath put to me ; bur have let me have my L:terry : 
but the reſt would not agree to that : For this was their laſt Srare, 
and they had no other way to get me into Priſon; tor all other things 
had been cleared to them. But this was like the Papi/ts Sacrament 
of the Altar, by which they enſnared the Martyrs. So they tendered 
me the Oath, and I could not take it : Whereupon they were about tv 
make my Mittimas, to ſend me to Laxcaſter-Jail : But confidering to- 
gether of it, they only engaged me to Appear at the Seſſions: and fo 
tor that time diſmiſt me. Then I went back with Margaret Fel! to 
Swarthmore : and ſoon after there came Col. Wes? to ſee me ; who wos Syarth- 
at that time a Juſtice of the Peace, He told us, He to/d ſome of the Tvte- 
reſt of the Juſtices, that he would come over to_ ſee me and Margarer 
Fell; Zþut it may be, faid he to them, ſome of you will take Offence at it. 

I asked him, What he thought, they would do with me at the Seſſons 2 
And he ſaid, They would tender the Oath to me again. 

Now whilſt 1 was at Swarthmore, there came William Kirby into 

Swarthmore-Meeting, and brought the Conſtables with him. I was fit- 
ting with Friezds in the Meeting, and he ſaid to me; Aow now, 
Mr. Fox! you have a fine Company here. Tes, faid I, we do meet to 
Wait upon the Lord. So he began to take the Names of Friends ; 
and them that did not readily tell him their Names, he committed 
tothe Conſtables hands, and ſent ſome to Priſon, The Conſtables were 
unwilling totake them without a Warrant ; whereupon he threatned 
to ſet thera by the Heels : But the Conſtable told him; He could keep 
them in his Preſence ; but after he was gone, he could not keep them 
without a Warrant. 

The Seſſions now coming on, I went to Lancaſter, and Appeared ac- Lancaftee, 
cording to my Engagement. There was upon the Bench that Ju/tice 
Flemming, that had bidden Five Pounds in Weſtmorland to any Man, that 
would apprehend me : for he was a Juſtice both in Wef?morland and 
Lancaſhire. There was alſo Juſtice Spencer and Col. Weſt, and Old 
Fuſtice Rawlinſon the Lawyer; who gave the Charge, and was very 
Sharp againſt Trath and Friends : but the Lord's Power opt them. 

Th Sefton was large, and the Concourſe of People great: and way Le: 
being;;made, for me, I came up to the Bar, and ſtood there with my : 
Hat 'on ; th&y looking earneſtly upon me, and I upon them for a 
Pretty ſpace. Then Proclamation being made for all to keep Silence 
#pon pain of Impriſoument : And all being quiet, I ſaid zwice, Peace be 
among you. Then ſpake the Chair-man, and asked ; If 7 knew, me

Aiter which it was ſome time, betore they 
ſpake to me ; and | telt rhe Power of the Lord to ariſe. After ſome 
pauſe, old Juſtice Rawlinſon (the C hair-man) asked me, If 7 did know

© that had it from the Zigh-Sheriff. Then they asked me, Whether / 
bad declared it to the Magiſtrates ? 1 ſaid, *1 had fent Papers abroad 
* againit Plots and Plotters ; and allo to you, as foon as | came into 
© the: Country, tO take all Fealoufes out of your Minds concerning me 
* 2nd my Freends : For it was and is our Principle, to declare againſt 
* ſuch things. They asked me then, If 7 knew not of an At againſt 
Meetings? | faid, © I knew, there was an Ad, that took hold of 
© ſuch as met to the terrifying of the King's Subjects, and were Enemies 
* to the King, and held dangerous Principles ; but I hoped, they did 
* not_look upon us to be ſuch Men : for 6ur Meetings were not to fer- 
* rifie the King's Subjeds, neither are we Enemies to him, or any ian. 
Then they tendered me the Oaths of A/egzance and SUpremacy. I told 
them, © I could not take any Oath at all, becauſe Chriſt and his Apo- 
* tle had forbid it : And they had had ſufficient Experience of Swear- 
*ers, (1 told them) firſt ove way, then another ; but T had never taken 
' any Oath in my Life. Then Rawlinſon the Lawyer asked me, Whether 
T held, it was unlawful to Swear > This Queſtion he put on purpote ro 
enſuare me ; for by an At that was made, fuch were liable io Bani/h- 
ment, or a great Fine, that ſhould ſay, it was V»/awfl to Swear. But 
I ſeeing the Snare, avoided it ; and told him, © That in the time of 
* the Law, amongſt the Jews, betore Chriſt came, the Law cemmane- 
*ed them to Swear : but Chrif?, who doth fulfil the Law, in his Go- 
* ſpel-time commands, or to ſwear at all ; and the Apoſtle James 
* forbids Swearzng, even to them that were Jews, and that had the 
* Law of God. So after much other Diſcourſe had paſſed, they called 
for the Failer, and committed me to Priſon. I had about me that 
Paper, which I had written asa Teſtimony againſt Plots, which I de- 
ſired they would read, or fuffer to be read in open Coxrt ; but they 
would not. So I being Committed for refuſing to Swear, *I bid them 
* and all the People take notice, that 1 fſuttered for the Dodrine of 
© Chriſt, and for my Obedience to his Command. -Afterwards I 
underſtood, the Juſtices did (ay, that they bad private Inſtructions 
trom Col. Kirby to proſecute me, notwithſtanding his fair Carriage and 
ſeeming Kindneſs to me before, when he declared before many of them, 
That he had nothing again} me, There were ſeveral Friends beſides 
Committed to Priſon, ſome tor Meeting to Worſhip God,cand forke for 


not Swearing; (o that the Priſon was very full, And many of them 


Leing poor Men, that had nothing to maintain their Families by, but 
their Labour, which now they were taken off from ; ſeveral of their 
Wives went to the Juſtices, that had committed their Husbands to 
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Fail,and told them,1f they kept their Fusband's in Jail. for nothing but 166 3- 
the Truth of Chriſt, and for good Conſcience-ſake, they would bring their WY 
Children t them,ro be maintained. A mighty Power of the Lord roſe in +=» wad 
Friends, and gave them great Boldnefs ; fo that they ſpake much to the _ 
Tuſtices : Friends alſo,that werePriſoxers,writ unto the Fuſtzces,* laying a 
*he Weight of their Sufferings upon them ; and ſhewing then both their NM 
«© Injuſtice,and wa 1t Ot Pity and Compaſſion towards their poor Neigh- Ml 
« bours, whom they knew to be hones?, conſciencions and peaceable 
« People, that in tenderneſs of Conſcience could not take any Oarh ; 
* yet they ſent them to Priſox, for refuſing to take the Oath of Alle- 
* gzance, Though ſeveral of them, who were /mpriſoned on that Ac- 
* couxt, were known to be Men, that had ſerved the Xing in his Wars,” 
* and had hazarded their Lives in the Field in his Cauſe, and had ſuf- 
« fered great Hardſhips, with the /ofS of much Blood for him ; and 
© had always ſtood fazthfulto him from Firſt to Laſt, and had never 
* received any Pay tor their Service : and to be thus requited for all 
© their Faithful Services and Sufferings, and that by them, that pre- 
* tended to be the King's Priends, was hard, unkind and ungrateful 
* Dealing. At length the Fuſtices, being continually attended with | 
Complaints of Grievances, relealed ſome of the Friends, that were 
Priſoners, but kept divers of them ſtill in Priſon. 

Amongſt thoſe that were then in Priſon, there were Four Friends 
Priſoners tor Tithes, who were ſent to Priſon at the Suit of the Coun- 
zeſs of Derby (fo called) and had lain there then near 7wo Tears and 
an half. One of thele, whoſe Name was O/iver Athertoy, being a 
Man of a Weakly Conſtitution, was through his long and hard Impri- 
ſonment in a cold, raw, unwholſom place, brought fo low and weak in 
his Body, that there appeared no hopes of his Recovery, or Life, un- 
leſs he might be removed from thence. Wherefore a Letter was writ- 
ten on behalf of the ſaid Olzver Atherton to the faid Counteſs, and ſent 
by his Son Godfrey Atherton , wherein was laid before her © the Rea- 
© ſons, why he, and the reſt, could not. pay 7ithes ; becauſe if they 
* cid, they ſhould deny Chriſt come in the Fleſh, who by his coming 
* had put an end to Zithes, and to the Prieſthood, to which they had 
© been given, and to the Commandment, by which they had been paid 
© under the Law. And his Weak Condition of Body was allo laid be- 

* fore her, and the apparent /ikelyhood of his Death, if ſhe did conti- 
*nue to hold him there: that ſhe might be moved to Pzty and 
* Compaſſion ; and alſo warned, not to draw the Guilt of his Innocent 
* Blood upon her ſelf. But when his Sox went to her with his Father's 
Letter, a Servant of hers abuſed him; and pluck'd off his Cap, and 
threw it away, and put him out of the Gate. Nevertheleſs the Ler- 
; ter was delivered into her own hand ; but ſhe ſhut out all Pizy 
and 7enderneſs, and continued him in Priſex, till Death. So when his 
Son came back to his Father in Priſon, and told him, as he lay on his 
Dying- Bed, that the Counteſs denied his Liberty, he only ſaid : She + 
hath-been the Cauſe of ſhedding much Blood ; but this will be the heavi- 
eſt Blosd, that ever ſhe ſpilt : and ſoon after he died. Then Friends 
having iis Body delivered to them to bury, as they carried it from the 
| Priſon to Nrmskirk, the Pariſh, wherein he had lived, they ſtuck up

Papers upon the Croſſes at Garſtang, Preſton, and other Towns, throvgh 
which they paſſed, with this /y/cription : 


This is Oliver Atherton of Orms kirk-Pariſh, perſecuted 
to Death by the Counteſs of Derby for good Conſcience 
ſake rowards God and Chriſt, becauſe he could not give 
her Tithes, @c. 


Setting forth at large the Reaſons of i to pay 7:ths, 
the Length of his Impriſonment, the Hardſhips he underwent, her 
hard: heartedneſs towards him, and the manner of his Death. Aﬀeer 
his Death, Richard Cubban, another of the ſaid Counteſs her Priſoners 
for Tithe, wnrt a large Letter to her, on Lehalt of himlelf, and his 
other Fellow-Priſoners at her Suit ; laying their Jznocency before her: 
And that it was not out of Wilfulneſs, Stubbornneſs or Covetouſneſs, that 
they refuſed to pay her Tithes ; but purely in good Conſcience towards God 
and Chrift : and letting her know, that if ſhe ſhould be ſuffered to keep 
them there, till they every one died there, as ſhe had done their Fellow- 
Sufferer, Oliver Atherton ; yet they could not yield to pay her. And 
therefore defired her to conſider their Caſe in a Chriſtian Spirit, and not 
bring their Blood upon her ſelf alſo. But ſhe would not ſhew any Piry 
or Compaſſion towards them, who had now ſuffered hard [wpriſonment 
about two Tears and an half under her ; but inſtead thereot the ſent 
to the Town of Garſtarg, and threatned to complain to the Xirg 
and Coancil, and bring them into trouble, for ſuffering the Paper con- 
cerning Oliver Atherton's Death zo be fuck upon their Croſs. The Rage, 
that the expreſs'd, made the People take the more notice of it ; and 
ſome of them ſaid, The Quakers had given her a Bone to pick. But fhe, 
that regarded not the Life of an Innocent Sufferer for ChriFf, lived 
not long aſter her ſelf : For That day three Weeks, that Oliver Ather- 
ton's Body was carried through Ormskirk to be buried, fhe died ; and 
ber Body was carried dead that day Seven Weeks through the ſame Town 
to her Burying Place. And thus the Lord purſued the hard-hearted 
Perſecutor. | 

As for me, I was kept to the 4ſize : and then Judge Turner and 
Judge Twiſden coming that Circuit, | was brought before Fudge Twiſ- 
den, on the 1 4th day of the Month called March, in the latter end of 
the Year 1663. When I was ſet up to the Bar, I ſaid, Peace be 
amongſt you all, The Judge lookt upon me, and faid ; What ! do you 
come into the Court with your Hat on ! Upon which Words the Jazler 
taking it off, I ſaid, *The Hat is not the Fonour, that comes from 
God. Then ſaid the Judge to me, Will you take the Oath of Allegi- 
ance, George Fox ? I faid, © I never took any Oarh in my Life, nor 
* any Covenant or Engagement. Well, ſaid he, will you Swear, or no ? 
I-an{wered, *I am a Chriſtian: and Chriſt commands me zo? to ſwear ; 
* and ſo does the Apoſtle Fames likewiſe : and whether I ſhould 9vey 
* God or May, do thou Judge. I ask you again, ſaid he, Whether 
you will Swear, or no? | aniwered again, *I am neither Turk, Few 
* nor Heathen, but a Chriftian, and ſhould ſhew forth Chriſtianity. 
And 1 asked him, * If he did not know, that Chriſtians in the Primitive 
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* times, under the Tex Perſecutions, and ſome allo of the Marryrs in 1663. 
* 2ueen Mary's days retuſed Swearing, becauſe Chrif? and the Apoſtle TV 
* had forbidden it 2 I told him alſo ; They had had Experience enough, Lancaftcr- 
© how many Mea had firſt ſworn for the Xing, and then again the 
* King. But as for me, I had never taken an Oath in all my Lite: 
* and my Allegzance did not lie in Swearing, but in Trath and Faith- 
* falnefs ; for | honour all Men, much more the Xing. But ChriFf, 
* who is the Great Prophet, who is the King of Kings, who is the $aw4- 
© 0xr of the World, and the great Judge of the whole World, he faith, 
* I muſt »ot Swear : Now,whether muſt I obey ChrifF, or Thee 2 For 
© it is in tenderneſs of Conſczence, and in Obedience to the Commands 
* of Chriff, that I do not Swear : And we have the Word of a Xing 
« for tender Conſciences. Then I asked the Fudge, If he did own the 
* King £ Tes, faid he, / do own the King. Why then, ſaid I, doſt 
* thou not obſerve his Declaration from Breda, and his Promiſes made, 
* ſince he came into England, That no man ſhould be called in queſtion 
* for matters of Religion, ſo long as they lived peaceably £ Now, if thou 
* owneſt the King, ſaid I, why doſt thou cal! me into gue/tzon, and 
© put me upon taking an Oath, which is a matter of Religion; ſeeing 
* thou nor none elſe can charge me with «»peaceable living 2 Then 
he was moved,; and looking angrily at + me, ſaid : Sirrah, Will you 
Swear. I told him, * I was none of his Sirrabs ; I was a Chriſtian : 
* and for him, that was an 0/4 Mar and a Fudge, to fit there, and pive. 
* Nick-names to Priſoners ; it did not become either his Gray Hazrs, or 
* his Ofice. Well, faid he, / am a Chriſtian too. * Then do Chriſtians 
* Works, faid I. Sirrah! ſaid he, Thou thinkeF? to frighten me with thy 
* Words. Then catching himſelf, and looking afide, he faid ; Zeark ! 
Tam uſing the word [Sirrah] again; and fo cheek'd himſelt. I faid, © 1 
© ſpake to thee in love ; for that Language did not become thee, a 
© Fudge : Thou oughteſt to Inſtrutt a Priſoner in the Law, if he were 
* Ignorant, and out of the way. And I ſpeak in Love to thee too, (aid 
he. But, faidI, Love gives uo Nick-names. Then he rouſed himſelf 
up, and ſaid ; 7 will not be afraid of thee, George Fox : Thou ſpeakeſt 
fo loud, thy Voice drowns mine aud the Court's ; I muit call for three 
or four Criers, to drown thy Voice : Thou haſt good Langs. *I am a 
* Priſoner here, ſaid I, for the Lord Jeſus Chrilt's ſake ; for his ſake 
* do I ſuffer, and for him do I ſtand this day : and if my Yoice were 
* five times louder, yet I ſhould lift it up, and ſound it out for Chri/?'s 
* ſake, for whoſe Cauſe I ſtand this day before your Judgment-Sear, in 
* Obedience to Chriff, who commands ot to Swear ; before whoſe 
* Tudgment-Seat you muſt all be brought, and muſt give an Acconnr. 
Well, ſaid the Fudge, George Fox ſay, Whether thou wilt take the Oath, 
Tea or Nay? | replied,*I fay, as I faid before, Whether ought I to 
© obey God or May, Judge thou 2 * If I could take any Oath at all, 1 
* ſhould rake this : for I do not deny ſome Oaths only, or on ſome Oc- 
© caſion ; but all Oaths, according to Chriſt's DoCtrine, who hath 
* commanded his, Not to ſwear at all. Now if thou, or any of you, 
* or any of your Miniſters or Prieſts here will prove, that ever Chriſt 
* or his Apoſtle, after they had forbidcen all Swearing, commanded 
© Chriſtians to Swear, then I will Swear. 1 faw ſeveral Prieſts there ; 
but never an one of them offered to ſpeak. Then ſaid the Fudge, 7 am

* [t is for Chriſt's ſake, that I cannot Swear, and for Obedience to his 
* Command I Suffer ; and ſo the Lord forgive you all. So the Jailer 
took me away : but I telt, the mighty Power of the Lord was over 
them all. | | 

Upon the Sixteenth Day of the ſame Month T was brought before 
Judge Twiſden again, and he was ſomewhat offended at my ZZat ; bur 
it being the laſt Morning of the Aſize, before he was to go out of 
Town, and not many People there, he made the leſs of it. He asked 
me, Whether I would Traverſe, or ſland Mute, or Submit ? But he 
ſpake ſo faſt, and in ſuch haſte, that it was hard to know, what he 
ſaid. However, I told him, *I deſired, I might have Liberty to 7ra- 
* verſe the Indiftment, and Try it. Then ſaid he, 7ake him away, I will 
have nothing to dowith him, take him away. 1 ſaid, * Well, live in the 
© Fear of God, and do Juſtice. Why, ſaid he, have not I done you Tur 
ftice? I replied, * That which thou haſt done, hath been againſt the 

Lancaſter- * Command of Chriff. So | was taken away, and had to the Jail 
Prijon- again ; and there kept Priſoner, till the next Aſſizes. 

Sometime kefore this Afize, Margaret Fell was fent Priſexer to 
Lancaſter-Jail by Flemming, Kirby and Preſton Juſtices ; and at the | 
Aſſize the Oath was tendered to her alſo, and ſhe was committed | 
again to Priſon, to lie till the next Aſſze. 

Now Juſtice Flemming being one of the fierceſt and moſt-violent 
Juſtices 10 Perſecuting Friends, and ſending his honeſt Neighbours to 
Priſon for Religion's \ake ; and there being many Friends at this time 
in Lanxcaſter-Jail committed thither by him, and ſome having died is

© Cry of the Widows, and the Blood of the Innocent ſpeak, who through 
* thee have been perſecuted to Priſon, and now dead? Oh ! heavy 
© Sentence at the Day of Judgment / How wilt thou Anſwer, when 

« Thou and thy Works come to be Fudged, when thou ſhalt be brought 

© before the Fudgment-Seat ard Bar of the Almighty, who in thy 

© Proſperity haſt made Widows and Fatherleſs for Righreoufneſs ſake, 
© and for Tenderneſs of Conſcience towards God ? The Lord knows 
© and ſees it! O Man! Conſider in thy Life-time , how they haſt 
© tained thy ſelf with the Blood of the Innocent ! When thou had'ſt 
* Power, and might'ſt have done Good amongſt thy peaceable Neigh- 
* Zours, thou wouldeſt not ; but uſed'ſt thy Power not to a good Intent, 
* but contrary to the Lord's Mind, and to the King's. The Bing's Fa- | 
© our, and his Mercy and Clemency to ſober People, and to tender Con- 
* ſciences hath been maniteſted by Declarations and Proclamations ; 
* which thou haſt abuſed and lighted, by perſecuting his peaceal/e 
© Subjefts. For at London, and in other parts the Quakers Meetings 
© are peaceable : and it thou look but as tar as Torkſbire, where the 
* Plot hath been , Friends Innocency hath cleared it elf in the Hearts 
* of ſober Juſtices ; and for you here to fall upon your peaceable 
* Neighbours and People, and tobe rigorous and violent againſt them, 
* that are tender, godly and righteous, it is no Honour to you, How 
* many Drunkards, and Swearers, and Fighters, and fſach as are fub- 
* jeCt to Yice, have you cauſed to be brought before :you to your 
* Courts £ It were more honourable for you to look aiter ſuch : for 
* the Law was not made for the Righteous, but for Sinners and Tranſ: 
© oreſſors. Therefore Conſider, ana be humbled for theſe things; tor 
* the Lord may do to thee, as thou ha? done to others : and thou doſt 
* not know, how ſoon there may be a Cry in thy own Family, as the 
© Cry is amongſt thy Neighbours, of the Fatherleſs and Widows, that 
* are made fo through thee. But the Quaters can ard do tay ; The 
* Lord forgive thee, and lay not theſe things to thy Charge, if it be his 
*WU.. —_

It was not long aſter this, &'re Fleming's Wife died, and left him 
Thirteen or Fourteen Motherleſs Children. | | 
When I was Priſoner at Lancafter, there was Priſoner alſo one Ma- 
jor Wiggan, a Baptiſt-Preacher. He boaſted much before-hand, whar 
he would (ay at the Aſſze, if the Oath ſhould be put to him; and 
that he would refuſe to Swear. But when the Aſſize came, and the 
Oath was tendered him, he defired 7ime to conſider of it : and that 
being granted him, till the next 4ſize ; he got leave to go to LZox- 
don, betore the 4Afſize came again ; and came no more back, but ſtaid 
at London, till the Plague brake forth : and there both he and his 
Fife were Cut off. He was a very Wicked Man, and the Judgments 
ot God came upon him : For he had publiſhed a very wicked Book 
againſt Friends, full of Lzes and Blaſphemies ; the Occafion of which 
was this. Whilſt he was in Laxcaſter-Caſtle, he challenged Friends to 
have a Diſpute with them : Whereupon I got leave of the Fazler to go 
up to them. And entring into Diſcourſe with him, he affirmed : That 
ſome Men never had the Spirit of God ; and that the true Light, which 
enlightneth every one , that cometh into the world, is natural. For 
Proof of his firſt Aſſertion, he inſtanced Balaam, affirming ; That Ba- 
laam had not the Spirit of God. I affirmed and proved, © That Bala- 
* am had the Spirzt of God; and that Wicked Men have the Spirit of 
© God, elſe how could they quench it, and vex it, and grieve it, and 
© refit the Holy GhoF, like the ſtifi-necked Fews £ To his Second Aſ- 
ſertion | an{wered ; * That the true Light, which enlightneth every 
* Man, that cometh into the World, was the Life in the Word ; and 
* that was Divine and Eternal, and not Natural. And he might as 
* well fay, that the Word was Natural, as that the Life in the Word 
* was Natural, And Wicked Men were enlightned by this Light, elſe 
* how could they hate zt > Now it is expreſly ſaid, that they did 
* hate it : And the Reaſon given, why they did hate it, was, 
* becauſe their Deeds were evil; and they would not come to 
* it, becauſe it reproved them : and that muſt needs be z» them, that 
* reproved them. Beſides, that Light could not be the Scriptures of 
* the New-Teſtament ; for it was teltified of, before any part of the 
* New-Teſtament was written : So it muſt be the Dzvine Light, which 
©is the Life in Chrif# the Word, before Scriptures were. And the 
* Grace of God, which brought Salvation, had appeared unto. all 
© Men; and tanght the Saints : but they that turned it into Wan- 
* tonneſs, and walked deſpitcfully againſt the Spirit of Grace, were 
* the Wicked. Again, the Spirit ot Truth, the Holy Ghoſt , the 
* Comforter , Which /eads the Diſciples of Chrift into all me ; 
er 8 
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* the ſame ſhould Reprove the World of Sin, of Righteouſneſs, and of 
© Tudgment, and of their 7nbelief. So the Wicked World had it to 


Lancaſter» * regrove them ; and the true Diſciples and Learners of Chriſt, thar 


Priſot. 


© believed in the Light, as Chriſt commands, they had it to /ead 
* them. But the World, that did not believe in the Light, though 
© they were lighted ; but hated the Light, which they ſhould have be- 
© lieved in, and loved the Darkneſs rather than it, this World had a 
© Righteouſneſs and a Judgment, which the Holy Ghoſt reproved them 
© for, as well as for their Znbelzef. So having proved, that the Good 
and the Bad were enlightned, and that the Grace of God had ap- 
peared unto them all, and that all had the Spirzz of God, elfe they 
could not vex and grieve it ; I told Major Wiggan, The leaſt Babe 
there might ſee him: and preſently flood up one Richard Cubbam, 
and proved him an Antz-chriſt, and a Deceiver, by Scripture. Then 
the Failer had me away to my Priſon again. And afterwards Wig- 
gan wrote a Book of this Diſpute, and put in abundance of abomina- 
ble Lies : But his Book was foon Anſwered in Print; and he himſelf 
not long after was cut off, as afore is ſaid. 

This W:ggan was poor ; and while he was a Priſoner at Lancaſter, 
he ſent into the Country, and got Money gathered tor Relief of the 
Poor People of God in Priſon : and many People gave freely, thinking 
it had been tor 7s ; when-as indeed 1t was for himſelf. But when we 
heard of it, we laid it upon him : and writ alſo into the Country, that 
* Friends might let the People know the 7ruth of the Matter ; that 
it was not our manner'to have Co//ettions made for us: and that thoſe 
Collections were only for Wiggau and another, a drunken Preacher of 
his Soczety'; who would: be to drank, that once he loſ his Britches. 

After this:it came- vpon- me to write a Paper to the Judges, and 
other Magiſtrates, concerning their Gzving Evil Words and Nick-names 


* toſuch, as were brought before them. And that which I writ, was after 


this manner, and thus directed : 


To all you, that be Judges, or other Officers whatſoever, 
in the whole World, who profeſs your ſelves to be 
Chriſtians.

| and by reading the. Scriptures, ye may ſee both your 
* 8 k own Words and Carriage, and the Words, Carriage, and 
* Pradtice of both .Fews and: Heathens ; and of the great King ot Kings, 
* the great. Law-g7ver, and Judge of the whole World. Firſt, For the 
* Words and:Carriage of the Jews, when ſuch as. were worthy. of Death, 
* were brought before ſuch as were Rulers amongſt them. When 
* Achan had taken the: Babyloniſh Garment, and the two hundred She- 
* kels of Silver, and the Wedge of Gold of Fifty Shekels weight, and 
* Joſhua, who was then Fudge of Iſrael, had by the: Lot found him 
* out; he did nct ſay unto him, Szrrah, nor, Ton Raſcal, Kuave, Rogue, 
* as {ome,. that. are called Chriſtian Magiſtrates, are too apt to do. But 
* Joſhua ſaid unto Achan, My Son ; Mark his clean Language and Sa- 


* youry 
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* voury Expreſſion, and gore Words, My Son, ſaid he, give, / 166.4, 
* pray thee, Glory to the Lord God of Iſrael, and make Confeſſion unto SE» 
* him; and tell me now, what thou haſt done; hide it not from me, Lancaſter: 
* Then Achan conteſled, that he had fanned againſt the Lord God of 
* Iſrael; and thus and r7hus he had done. And then Joſhua, the Judge, 
* {21d ; Why baſt thou troubled Iſrael > The Lord ſhall trouble thee this 
* day: and they ſtoned him and his with Stones, and burnt his Goods 
* with Fire. But there was no unfavoury Word given to him, that 
* we readof ; though he was worthy of Death. Joſh. 7. 

*So when the Man, that gathered Sticks upon the Sabbath-day, was 
* taken, and brought before Moſes, the Fudge in 1ſrae/, and put in 
* Ward, until the Mind of the Lord was known concerning him ; We 
* read not of any reviling Language given him : bur the Lord faid to 
* Moſes, and Moſes to the People ; The Man ſhall ſurely be put to Death, 
*Numb. 15.35. | 

« So likewiſe in the Rebellion of Corah, Dathan and Abiram, where 
* Moſes called them to Trial, he did not Szrrah them, or miſ-call them ; 
* but ſaid to Corah and the reſt, Hear, I pray you, ye Sons of Levi, 
* Numb. 16.8. And when he gave the Sentence againſt them, he 
* faid ; If theſe Men die the common Death of ail Men, &&c. He did 
* not ſay, If theſe Raſcals, or Knaves, ------ as many, that profeſs them- 
© ſelves Chriſtiays, will now do. | 

* When Elihu ſpake to Job, who was a Judge, and to his Friends, 
* and ſaid, Let me not, I pray you, accept any man's Perſon, neither let 
'© me give flattering Titles unto Man ; for I know not to give flattering 
© Titles : in ſo doing my Maker would ſoon take me away, Job 32. Job 
* did not ſay, Sirrah, hold thy Tongue ; nor gave him any unſavoury . 
© Expreſſion. "Then for the Words of David and Solomon, and other 
* Kings and Officers, ſee 1n the Books of the Kings and Chronicles the 
* Savonry Language, that they gave to them, that were brought before 
* them. Nay, though Shimez curſed David the Kg, yet neither did 
* David then, or afterward, nor Solomon, when he cauſed him to be 
| * pat to Death, give him any reproachfu! Language, or ſo much as 
| * call him Szrrah, 2 Sam. 16. and 1 Kings 2. 

© Read the Prophecies of 1ſazah and Micha, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and 
* the reſt of the Prophets, who Prophefied to ſeveral Peoples, and 
* againſt Rulers, Kings and Magiſtrates; yet where can it be found, 
*that they had any bad Language given them, as Szrrah, or the like, 
* by any Ruler either of the Fews or Heatheys > Nay, though Feremiah 
© was caſt into the Priſon,and into the Dungeon ; yet there was no ſuch 
© Word, as S:rrah, or Knave, given to him, Fer. 37. 

* Then for the Words and Carriage of the Heathens : When Abra- 
* ham was brought before 4bimelech, who was a King, he gave Abraham 
* no #yſavoury Expreſſions, Gen. 20. And when /ſaac came before 
* Abimelech, he gave him no taunting Language neither, Gen. 26. When 
© Foſeph was caſt into Priſox,and that in Egypt, we do not read, that he 
* had any razling Language given him, Ger. 39. Neither did Pharaoh, 
* when Moſes and Aaron went before him, give them bad Language, as 
* Sirrah, Knave, or the like, 
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1664. *When Nebuchadyezzar Sentenced the Three Children to the Fiery 

WY VS * Furnace, there was no ſuch Language given them, as Sirrah, Knave, 
Lancaſter. © Raſcal; but called them by the Names, they were known by, Daz.;. 
Priſm. «© And when Daniel was brought betore King Darius, and ſentenced rg 
* be caſt into the Lzovs Dex, he had no ſuch 1/7 Names given him, as 
* many give now ; who call thoſe, Heathen Rulers, bur themſelves 

© Chriſtians. 

« It ye look into the New Teſtament, there in the Parable of the 
* WWedding-Supper, the King, that came to view his Gueſts, did nor 
© ſay unto him, that was found without a Wedding-Garment, Sirrah, 
* how cameſt thou in hither 8 but, Friend, bow cameſt thou in bj- 
* ther 2 &c. though he was one, that was to be hound hand and 
* foot, and caſt into utter Darkneſs, Matth. 22. Nay, when FJudas 
* had betrayed his Maſter, Chriſt Feſns the Lord of Life, and had 
© fold him to the Prieſts, Chriſt did not call him Sirrah, when he came. 
* to apprehend him ; but Frzend : Matth. 26. 50. Stephen in his Ex- 
© amination, Sentence and Death had no ſuch reproachtul Word giv 
© en him, as Szrrah, or Knave, Acts 6. & 7. Chapt. When the Apo- 
« ftles Peter and Fohn were brought before the Zgh-Prie#?, ard Rulers 
* of the Jews, and commanded not to preach in the Name of Jeſus, 
* Afs 4\ they were not called Sirrah, or Knaves, nor had any ſuch [1] 
© Names given theni. And when Pau! and S$/as were caſt into Pri- 
* ſon by the Magiſtrates, there was no ſuch Word given them in their 
* Examination, nor in their Sentence, Acts 16. They called them Mey, 
© not Rogues, Sirrahs, nor Knaves. And when the Magiſtrates had 
© done contrary to Law, they feared: So ye may fee, how ſhort of 
© this Example many are, that cail themſelves Chriftzan Rulers ; who 
© are not afraid to caſt Innocent People into Priſon, and give them | 
* 1/I Names beſides, below both Jews and Heathens. | 
* When the Tproar was at Epheſus about Diana's Shrine, Demetrius, 
* who bore great Sway among the Crafts-mex, did not call Paul Sir- 
© rah ; but called him by his Right Name Paul, Ats 19. And when 
* Paul was brought Priſoner before the Highs Prieſt  Anaxias, and the- 
* Council of the Jews, and told them, Ze had lived in all good Con- 
© ſcience towards God, until that day ; though they (who proteſled the 
« Scriptures, -but lived out of the Life of them) could not abide to 
© hear of Living in a good Conſcience (as Profeſſors of the Scriptures 
© now, that live not in xhe Life,cannot abide to hear of /;zving in a good 
© Conſcience now-a-days:) But Ananias cauſed Paul to be ſmitten on the 
© Mouth ; yet he did not call him X»ave, nor Szrrah, Atts 23. The 
© Apoſtate-Fews indeed, . (who, though they proteſſed Scripture, were 
© out of the Life thereot, and had rejefted Chriſt) in their accuſing 
© Paul before the Roman Magiſtrates, did once call him a Peſtilent 
« Fellow, Afs 2.4. as the Accuſing Profeſſors, who live our of the Life, 
* will ſometimes call us now. But Felix gave Paul no ſuch Lan- 
* puage; neither did Feſtus, nor Xing Agrippa in all their Examina- 
* tzons of him, give Paul any ſuch Words, as Sirrab. Raſcal, Knave, 
* or the like : but heard him patiently. So now Chriſtians may fee 
* through all the Scrzptures, that when any Perions were brought 
* before Rulers, Kings, or Magiſtrates, whether Jes or Heathen, they 
* did not uſe to call them Evil Names, as Sirrah, ixaſcal, Knave, and 
* the 
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* the like; they had no fuch foul-mouth'd Language in their Courts :' 1664« 
* Nor did they uſe to fay to them, Sirrab, put off your Hat. Now WWy 
© ye, that proteſs Chriſtianity, and ſay, the Scripture is your Rule, may Lavcalicr- 
y P b ' Priſon. 
« (ce, that more Corrupt Words proceed out of your Mouths, than &©t- 
* ther out of the Fews or Heathens ; it ye will Try your Prattice by 
* the Scriptures : And doth not the Apoſt/e tell you, that no Corrape 
* Communication (h9541d proceed out of your Mouths 2 and that your 
© erds ſhould be gracious £ Now | query, Where and whence ye, that 
« call your ſelves Chriſtzans, have got all theſe bad Words and Names, 
© ſeeing, neither God, nor Chriſt, nor the Prophers, nor the Judges, 
© nor Kings, nor Rulers ever gave any ſuch Names, fo tar as appears 
* by Scripture, either amonglt the Heathens, Fews or Chriſtians £2 
GC. -F. 


Before the next Aſizes came, there was a Quarter-Seſſions holden at 
Lancafter by the Jujtices : To which though we wete not brought ; 
yer I put Friends upon drawing up an Account of their Sufferings, 
and laying them vefore the Fuftices 1n their open Seſrons. For Friends 
had ſuffered deeply by Fines and Diſtreſſes; the Bayliffs and Officers 
making great Havock and Spozl of their Goods : But no Redreſs 
was made. 

And becauſe ſome Evil-minded Magiſtrates would be telling us 
ſometimes of the late Plot in the North ; we gave forth the following 
Paper to ſtop their Mouths, and to clear Truth and Friends there- 
from : Which was as followeth : 


« A Teftimony from us, the People of God, whom the World 
© call Quakers, To all the Magiſtrates and Officers of 
© what ſort ſoever, from the Higheſt to the Loweſt, 


\W4 V4 E are peaceable, and ſeek the Peace, and Good, and Welfare 
of all Men and Women upon the Earth ; as in our Lives and 
peaceable Carriages is manifeſted : and we defire the Erernal Good 
*and Welfare of all, and their Souls everlaſting Peace. We are Heirs 
| * of the Bleſſing, before the Curſe was ; and of the Power of God, be- 
| * fore the Devil was, and before the Fall of Man. We are Heirs of the 
* Goſpel of Peace, which is the Power of God ; and we are Heirs of 
* Chriff, who have inherited him and his Everlaſting Kingdom, and do 
F pollels the Power of an Endleſs Life. Knowing this our Portion and 
* Inheritance, this is to take off all Fealouftes out of your Minds, and 
* out of the Minds of all People concerning us, That all Plots and Con- 
* ſpiractes, Plotters and Conſpirators againſt the King, and all Atders 
* or Aſſiſters thereunto we always did,and do atterly deny to be any of 
* us, or to be of the Fellowſhip of the Goſpel, or to be of Chriſt's 
* Kingdom, or to be his Servants. For Chriſt ſaid ; His Kingdom was 
* not of thsWorld ; if it were, his Servants would fight. And there- 
* fore he bid Peter, Put up his Sword : for, faid he, he that taketh the 
* Sword, ſhall periſh by the Sword. Here is the Faith and Patience of 
* the Saints,to beay and ſuffer all things ; knowing (as we know) thar 
© Vengeance is the Lord's,and he wilt repay it to them that hurt bisPeo- 
' ple,and that do wrong to the Innocent : Therefore cannot we avenge , 
Nann bur 
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166.4. © bur ſ#ffer tor his Name's fake. And we do know, that the Lord will 
 SV>*<judge the World in Righteouſneſs, according to their Deeds : and 
Lancaſter-* thar, when every one ſhall give an Account to lim of the Deeds

* done in the Body, then will the Lora give every Manaccording to his 
* Works, whether they be Good, or whether they be Evil. Chriſt ſaith, 
* he came not to deſtroy Men's Lives: And when his Diſciples would 


. have had Fire to come down from Heaven, to have conſumed them that 


« did not receive him, he told them ; They knew not, what Spirit they were 
* of, that would have Mens Lives deſtroyed : and therefore he rebuked 
© them.and told them; That he came not to deſtroy Men's Lives, but to ſave 
* them. Now we are of Chriſt's Mind,who 1s the great Prophet,whom all 
* ought to hear in all things, who ſaith ro lis ; If they ſtrike thee on one 
* Cheek,turn the other; and render to no Man Evil for Evil.This DcGrine of 
* his have we learned; and do not only contefs him in Words, but follow 
* his Dodrine : and therefore have and do we ſuffer all manner of Re- 
* proaches, Scandals and Slanders, and ſpoiling of Goods, Buffetings and 
© Whippings. Stripes and Impriſonments tor theſe many years; and can 
' fay : The Lord forgive them, that have thus ſerved us ; and lay not 
* theſe things to their Charge ! And we know, that the Jews outward 
© Sword, by which they cur down the Hea:hex outwardly, was a Type 
* of the inward Sword of the Spirzt, which cuts down the inward Hea- 
* then, the raging Nature in People. And the Blood of Bulls, Lambs, 
* Rams, and other Offerings,” and that Prze/thood that offered them, to- 
* gether with other things in the Law, were Types of Chrif, the one 
* Offering, and of his Blood: who 1s the Everlaſting Prieſt and Cove- 
*nant, Chrift, our Life and Way to God, and who is the great Pro- 
* phet, and Shepherd that looks to his Flock, and the Head of his Church, 
*and the great Biſhop of our Souls, whom we witneſs come ; and he 
* doth overſee and keep lis Flock, For in Adam in the Fall we know, 
* the ſtriving, quarrg/ling, unpeaceable Spirits are in the Enmity one 
* with another, and not in Peace: But in Chriſt Jeſus, the Second 
* Adam, that never fell, is Peace, Reſt and Life. And the Doctrine of 
* Chriſt, who never ſinned, is to /ove one another; and who be in this 
* Dottrine, hurt no man : in which we are, in Chriſt, who 1s our Life. 
5 Therefore it is well for you to diſtinguiſh betwixt the Preczous and the 
* Vile, between them that fear God, and ſerve him, and them that 
* do not ; and to put a difference between the /nocent and the Guilty, 
*and between him that is Holy and Pure, and the Ungodly and Pro- 
* pizane : for they that do not ſo, bring Troubles, Burdens and Sorrows 
* upon themſelves. And this we write in Zove to your Souls, that ye 
* may conſider theſe rhings : for they that hate Enemzes, and hate one 
* another, we cannot fay, they are of God, nor in Chriſt's Doctrine ; 
* but are Oppoſers of it. And ſuch, as wreſtle with Fleſh and Blood, 
* with Carnal Weapons,are gone into the Fleſh, out of the Spirit : They 
* are not in our Fellowſhip 1a the Spirit, in which is the Boxd of Peace ; 
* neither are they of Ts, nor have we ©nzty with them in their fleſhly 
*ſtate, and with their Carnal Weapons. For our Unity and Fellowſhip 
* ſtands in the Goſpel, which is the Powor of God, before the Devil 
* was, the Liar, and the Murderer, the Man-ſlayer and the Envious 
* Man: Now Cariſt's Mind, and his Do@trine being to ſave Mex's 
* Lives, we, who are of Chriſt's Mind, are out of, and above theſe 


things.

This is from them that love all your Souls, 
and ſeek your Eternal Good. 


Being now a Priſoner in Lancaſter Caſtle, a deep ſenſe came upon 
me of a Day of ſore Trial and Exerciſe, that was come and coming 
upon all, that had been high in Profeſſion of Religion : And I was mo- 
ved to give forth the following Paper, as a Warning unto ſuch : 


a Ow is the Day, that every one's Faith and Love to God and 
, N Chriſt will be 7r2ed ; and who are Redeemed out of the Earth, 
* and who are in the Earth, will be manifeſted; and who 1s their 
© Maſter they ſerve : and whether they will run to the Mountains, to 
* Cover them. Now will it appear, who are the Stony Ground, who 
* are the 7horny Ground, and who are the High-way-Ground, in whom 
* the Fowls of the Azr take away the Seed, and the Thorns and Cares 
* of the World Choke, and the Heat of Perſecution {corches, and 
* burns up your green Blade : For the Day trieth all things. There- 
* fore let not ſuch, as forſake Truth, for ſaving the Earth , ſay, that 
* your Brother Prief# only ſerveth not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt , but his

In the S;zxth Month the Afizes were held again at Lancaſter, and the 
ſame Judges, Twiſden and Turner, came that Circuit again: but Judge 
Tarner then fate on the Crewn-Bench ; and fo T was brought betore 
him. But before I was called to the Bar, I was put among the Mur- 
derers and Fellons for about the ſpace of two hours ; the People, the 
Tuſtices, and the Fudge allo gazing upon me. After they had Tried 
ſeveral others, they called me to the Bar ; and impanneled a Jury - 
And then the Fudge asked the Juſtices , Whether they had tendered me 
the Oath at the Seſſions > And they faid, They had. Then he bid, 
Give them the Book, that they might ſwear, they had tendered me the 
Oath according to the Indifiment, Some of the Juſtices refuſed to be 
Sworn : but the Fudge ſaid, he would have it done to take away all 
Occaſion of Exception. Now when the Fury were ſworn, and the Je 
tices had ſworn, That they had tendered me the Oath, according to the 
Indiftment ; then the Judge asked me, Whether I had net refuſed the 
Oath ar the laſt Aſſizes # I fad, © I never took Oath in my Lite; and 
* Chriſt, the Savzoar and Fudge of the World, faid, Swear not at all. 
The Judge feerned not to take notice of my Anſwer ; but asked me: 
Whether or no I had not refaſed to take the Oath at the laſt Aſlize 2 
I faid : * The Words, that 1 then ſpake to them, were, That if they 
© could prove, either Fudge, Fuſtices, Prieſt or Teacher , that aſter 
* Chriſt and the Apoſtle had forbidden Swearzng, they commanded, 
© that Chriſtzans ſhould Swear, I would Swear, The Judge {aid, He 
was uot at that time to diſpute, whether it was lawful to Swear ; but to 
Inquire, whethet T had refuſed to take the Oath, or no. I told him, 
* Thoſe things mentioned in the Oath, as Plotting againſt the King, 
© and owning the Pope's, or any other Forreign Power, 1 utterly deny. 
Well, faid he, Tou ſay well in that : but did you deny to take the Oath 2 
What ſay you 2 * What would'ſt thou have me to ſay, faid I? for I 
© have told thee before, what I did ſay. Then he asked me, 1f 7 would 
have theſe Men to weir; that I had taken the Oath 2 1 asked him, 
© If he wot have thoſe Men to Swear, that I had refuſed the Oath : 
At which the Conre butſt otit into Laughter. I was grieved, to {ce fo 
much Lightneſs in a Conrt, where fuch Solemin Matters are handled ; 
aftid thereupon asked them: *© If this Conrt wis a Playhouſe > Where 
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© is Gravity and Sobriety, ſaid I 2 for this Behaviour doth not become 1664. 
* you. Then the Clerk read the [ndifment ; and I told the Fudge, TOP 
* rad ſomething to ſpeak to it, ( for I had Informed my felt of the qjps. 
* Errors, that were in it.) He told me, Ze would hear me after- 
ward any Reaſons, that I could alledge, why he ſhould not give Judg- 
ment, Then I ſpake to the Fury, and told them, © That they could 
© not bring me in Gzilty, according to that Indifment ; for the In- 
* didment was wrong laid, and had many groſs Errors in it. The 
Fudge (aid, I muſt not ſpeak to the Jury, but he would ſpeak to them : 
and he told them, I had denied to take the Oath at the laſt Aſlizes ; 
and, \aid he, I can tender the Oath to any Man now, and Premunire 
him for not taking it : And he faid, They muſt bring me in Guilty, 
ſeeing I refuſed to take the Oath. * Then, faid I, what do ye do with 
© a Form? Ye may throw away your Form then. And [ told the Fu- 
© ry, it lay upon their Conſciences, as they would anſwer it to the Lord 
© God before his Judgment-Sear, Then the Fudge ſpake again to the 
* Fury ; and I bid him, do me Juſtice. So the Fury brought me in 
Guilty. Whereupon I told them, * That both the Faſtices, and 2hey 
* too had forſworn themſelves ; and therefore they had ſmall cauſe to 
* laugh, as they did a little before, Oh the Envy, and Rage, and Ma- 
lice, that was there againſt me, and the Zightneſs / But the Lord con- 
founded them, and they were wonderfully ſtopt. So they ſet me 
aſide; and called up Margaret Fel}, who had a great deal of good Ser- 
vice amongſt them : and then the Court brake up near the Second 
Hour. 
In the Afzernoou we were brought up again, to have Sexteyce paf- 
ſed upon us : And Margaret Fell deſired; that Sextence might 
be deferred, till the »ext Morning. ©1I defired nothing, but Law and 
* 7uſtice at his hands ; fot the Thieves had Mercy : Oaly I deſired the 
© Fudge, to ſend ſorme to ſee my Priſon ; which was ſo bad, they would 


* put no Creature they had, in it : and I told him, that Col. Xirby, who 


* was. then on the Bench, ſaid, 7 ſhould be locked up, and no Fleſh alive 
* ſhould come to me, "The Judge ſhook his Head, and faid ; When the 
Sentence was given, he would leave me to the favour of the Failer. Now 
moſt of the Gentry of the Country were gathered together, expeCting 
to hear the Sextence; and the Noiſe among the People was, That I 
ſhould be Tranſported. But they were all croſſed at that time: for the 
Sentence being deferred, till #ext Morning ; 1 was had back, as I came, 
to Priſon again. Upon thy complaining of the Zadnzfs of my Priſon, 
{ome of the Fuſtices, with Col. Kirby went up to ſee it: But when 
they came to it, they durſt hardly go into # ; the Floor was fo bad and 
dangerous, and the place ſo open to Wind and Rain: and fome that 
came up, faid; Sure, it was a Fakes-houſe. When Col. Kirby faw it, 
and heard, what others ſaid of it, he excuſed the matter as well as he 
could, and faid ; 7 ſhould be removed from that place, ere it was long, 
to ſome more convenient place. 

Next day, towards the Eleventh Four, we were called forth again 
to hear the Sentence : And Margaret Fel being called + to the Bar, 
ſhe had ſome Counſels to plead ; who found niany Errors in her 1s- 
diftment : Whereupon, atter the Fudge tid acknowledged them, ſhe 
was ſet by. Then the Fudge asked, What they could ſay to mine? Now

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1664. 1 was not willing to let any Man plead for me ; but to ſpeak to it ry 
Www clt; And indeed, though Margaret had fome, that pleaded tor her ;

yer the /pake as much ber ſelf, as ſhe would. But before I came tv 
the Bar, | was moved in my Spirit to pray, * That God would con- 
* found their Wickedneſs and Exvy, and et his Truth over all; and ex- 
« alt his Seed. And the Lord heard and anſwered, and did Confound 
them in their Proceedings againſt me. And though they had moſt 
Envy againſt me; yet the moſt-groſS Errors were found in my Inditt- 
ment. 

Now, I having put by others from pleading for me, the Judge 
asked me ; What I had ts ſay, why he ſhould not paſs Sentence upon me. 
I told him, © I was no Lawyer ; but I had much to ſay, it be would 
* but have Patience to hear. At that he laughed, and others /aughed 
alſo, and faid ; Come, what have you to ſay e He can ſay nothing. 
© Tes, ſaid I, I have much to ſay : have but the Patzence to hear me. 

Then I asked him, Whether the Oath was to be tendred to the King's 
* Subjefts, or to the Snbjes of Forreign Princes 2 He ſaid, To the Sut- 
jedts of this Realm. Then faid I, © Look the Iuditiment, and ye may 
* ſee, that ye have left out the Word S#4je : fo not having named 
« mein the Indifment, as a Subjeft, ye cannot Premunire me for not 
* taking the Oath. Then they looked the Statute, and the Inditt- 
ment, and ſaw, that it was, as I ſaid : and the Judge contetied, it was 
an Error, I told him, * I had ſomething elſe to ittop his Judgment. 
* And I deſired him to look, What day the Indiftment ſaid the Oath 
* was tendered to me at the Seſſoxs there 2 They lookt, and faid, Ir 
wa the Eleventh day of January. * What Day of the Week was that 
* Seſſion held on, ſaid I > On a Tueſday, ſaid they. Then faid I, 
* Look your Almayacks, and ſee, whether there was any Seſſions held 
* at Lancaſter on the Eleventh Day of January, fo called» So they 
looked, and found, that the Eleventh day was the Day called Moxday, 
and that the Seſſoys was on the day called Tueſday, which was the 
Twelfth day of that Month. * Look ye now, faid I; ye have Indid- 
*ed me for reſuſing the Oath in the Quarter-Seffions held at Lancaſter on 
* the Eleventh Day of January laſt, and the Juſtices have Sworn, that 
* they tendered me the Oath in open Seſſons here that day ; and the 
* Fary upon their Oaths have found me Guilty thereupon : and yet ye 
* lee, there was no Seſſion held in Lancaſter that day. Then the Fudge, 
to have covered the matter, asked, Whether the Seſſions did not be- 
gin on the Eleventh day 8 But ſome in the Court Anſwered, No; The 
Seſſion held but one day, and that was the Twelfth.. Then the Fudge 
laid, 7his was a great Miſtake, and an Error. Some of the Juſtices 
were ina great Rage at this, and were ready to have gone off the 
Bench, and ſtampt, and faid ; Who hath done this > Some body hath 
done it on purpoſe : and a great Heat was amorgſt them. Then 
ſaid I, * Are not the Juſtices here, that have Sworn to this Indiftment, 
* forſworn Mew in the face of the Country 2 But this is not all, faid I; 
* I have more yet to offer, why Sentence ſhould not be given again: 
* me, Then 1 asked ; *In what Tear of the Xing the laſt 4ſize here 
* was holden, which was in the Moxth called March laſt > And the 
Fudge laid, It was in the Sixteenth Tear of the King. *© But, faid 1, 
* the Indidiment ſays, It was in the Fifteenth Tear : and they looked, 


and 
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and found ir ſo. This alſo was acknowledged to be another Error. 1664. 
But then they were all in a Fret again, bath Judge and Juſtices, and "VV 
could riot tell, what to ſay : For the Fadge had ſworn the Officers of the = 
Court, that the Oath was tendered to me at the Aſſize mentioned in , 

the Indifment. ©* Now, ſaid I, is not the Court here forſworn alſo, 
who have ſworn, that the Oath was tendered to me at the 4fſize hol- 
den here in the Fifteenth Tear of the King, when-as it was in his S7x- 
zeenth Tear ; and to they have ſworn a whole Tear falſe > The Fudge 
bid rhem Look, whether Margaret Fell's Indictment was ſo, or no ? And 
they lookt ; and found, it was not ſo. I told the Fudge, * I had more 
« yet to offer, to ſtop Sentence : And I asked him ; * Whether A/ the 
* Oath ought to be pur into the [ndiFment, or no? 7es, ſaid he, zt 
* ought to be All put in. Then ſaid I, * Compare the 1ndidtment with 
* the-:Oath, and there thou may'ſt ſee theſe Words, wiz. [ or by any 
© Authority derived, or pretended to be derived from him, or his Sea] 
© left out of the [ndidtment ; which is a principal part of the Oath : 
* And in another place the Words [ Heirs and Succeſſors] are left out. 
The Fudge did acknowledge theſe alfo to be great Errors. Bur faid I, 
I have not yet done ; I have yet ſomething turther to alledg. Nay, 
faid the Fudge, 1 have enough ; you need ſay no more. * If ( (aid I) 
© thou haſt enough, I deſire nothing but Law and Juſtice at thy hands: 
* for I don't look for Mercy. Tou muſt have Juſtice, ſaid he, and you 
(hall have Law. Thea I asked, * Am 1 at Liberty, and free from all, 
* that ever hath been done againſt me in this matter? Tes,ſaid the Fudge, 
Tou are free from all that hath been done againf you. But then, ſtarting 
up in a Rage, he ſaid; I can put the Oath to any man here : and I will 
tender you the Oath again. I told him, © He had Examples enough 
« yeſterday of Swearing and Palſe-ſwearing, both in the Fuſtices and in 
* che Fury : For I ſaw before mine Eyes, that both Juſtices and Fury 
© had forſworn themſelves. The F«dge asked me, If I would take the 
Oath? I bid him, * Do me Fuſtice for my falſe Impriſonment all this 
* while : For what had I been Iwpriſoned fo long for? And I told 
© him, I ought to be ſet at Liberty. Tou are at Liberty, (aid he ; but 
F will put the Oath to you again. Then I turned me about, and ſaid; 
* All People, take notice, this is a Sare : for I ought to be ſet free 
© from the Failer, and from this Court. But the Fudge cried, Give 
him the Book : and the Sheriff, and the Juſtices, cried, Give him the 
Book. Then the Power of Darkneſs roſe up in them, like a Mountain : 
and a Clerk lift up a Book to me. I ſtood ſtill, and ſaid, *If it be a 
* Bible, give it me into my hand. Tes, yes, ſaid the Judge and 
Juſtices, give it him into his hand. Sol took it, and lookt in it, and 
faid, *I ſee, irisa Bible; Iamglad of it. Now he had cauſed the 
Fury to be called, and they ſtood by (for after they had brought in 
their former Verdi, he would not diſmiſs them, though they defircd 
it ; but told them, Fe could not diſmiſs them yet ; for he ſhould have 
Buſineſs for them : and therefore they muſt attend, and be ready, when 
they were called. And whea he faid fo, I felt his Intent, that if I was 
freed, he would come on again.) Sol looked him in the Face ; and 
the Witneſs of God ſtarted up in him, and made him buſh, when he 
looked at me again : for he ſaw, that I ſaw him. Nevertheleſs har- 
dening himſelf, he cauſed the Oath to be read to me, the Fury ſtanding 
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1664. by : And when it was read, he asked me, Whether 1 would take the 


> Oath, or #o ? Then faid I, ©* Ye have given me a Book here to kiſs, 
Lancafter-* and to ſwear on; and this Book, which ye have given me to kiſs, ſays, 


Aſs. 


* Kiſs the Son ; and the Son lays1n this Book, Swear v0t at all: and fo 
« fays allo the Apoſtle Fames. Now (ſaid I} I ſay as the Book lays ; and 
* yct ye Impriſon me : How chance, ye do not Jwpriſon the Book for 
* ſaying ſo 2 How comes it, that the Book is at Liberty amongſt youu, 
* which bids me mot ſwear ; and yet ye /wpriſon me, tor doing as the 
© Book bids me? Why don't ye /wpriſon the Book ? Now as I was 
ſpeaking this to them, and held up rhe Bzb/e open in my hand, to 
{hew them the place in the Book, where Chrzit forbid ſwearing, they 
pluckt the Book out of my hand again; and the Fudge laid, Nay, but 
we will Impriſon George Fox. Yet this got abroad over all the Coun- 
try, as a By word, That they gave me a Book to ſwear on, that comman- 
ded me, Not to (wear at all ; and that the Bible was at Liberty, and [ 
in Priſon, for doing as the Bible ſaid, Now when the Fudge (lill ur- 
ged me to Swear, | told him, * I never took Oath, Covenant nor Enx- 
* gagement in my Life ; but my Tea or Nay was more binding to me, 
* than an Oath was to many cthers: For had they not had Experi- 
* ence, how little Men regarced an Oath 2 and how they had Swory 
* one way, and then another? and how the Jaſlices and Court had for- 
* ſworn themſelves now ? And I told him, I was a Man of a tender 
* Conſcience ; and if they had any fſenle of a render Conſcience, they 
* would conſider, that it was in Obedience io Chrift's Command, that 
© I could not Swear, But, ſaid 1, if any of you can Convince me, that 
* after Chriff and the Apoſtle had commanded not to ſwear, they did 
* alter that Ccemmand, and commanded Chriſtians to ſwear, then ye 
* ſhall fee, I will ſwear. And there being many Prieſts by, I faid ; If 
* Fecannot do it, let your Priefts ſtand up, and do it : But not one 
of the Prieſts made any Anſwer. O, faid the Fudge, all the World 
cannot Convince you, *No, faid I, how 1s it Iike, the World ſhould Con- 
* vince me ? for the whole World lies in Wickedneſs : but bring out 
* your Spiritual Men (as ye call them) to Convince me. Then the 
Sheriff (41d, and the Fudge ſaid the fame, That the Angel ſwore in the 
Revelations. | replied, * When God bringeth in his Firſt. begotten 
* Son into the World, he faith, Let all the Angels of God Worſhip him 
* and he ſaith, Swear not at all. Nay, ſaid the Judge, 1 will not di- 
ſpute. Then I ſpake to the Fury, telling them, * It was for Chriſt's 
* ſake, that I could not ſwear; and therefore I warned them, not to 
* a&t contrary to that of Ged in their Conſczences : for before his Fudg- 
* ment-ſeat they muſt all be brought. And 1 told them, - that as tor 
* Plots, and Perſecution tor Religion,and Popery, I do deny them in my 
* Heart ; for I am a Chriſtian and ſhall ſhew torth Chriſtzanity amonglt 
* you this day : And it is for Chrift's Dotrine I ſtand. More Werds 
| had both with the Fudge and Fury, before the Failer took me 

away. 
In the Afrernoon 1 was brought up again, and put among the 
Thieves a pretty while ; where I ſtood with my Hat on, till at levgth 
the Jai/er took it off, Then the Jury, having found this New Indi- 
ment againſt me for not taking the Oath, | was called to the Bar ? 
And the Judge asked me, What I would ſay for my ſelf » I bid them,

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Read the Indiftment : tor | would not Anſwer to that, which I did 1664. 
not hear. Tie Clerk read it, (and as he read, the Fudge faid, Take WY. 
herd, it be not faiſe again :) but he read it but in ſuch a manner, that - "i 
I could hardly underſtand, what he read. Burt when he had done, © 
the Fudge asked me, What I ſaid to the Indiftment 2 1 told him, * At 

* ence hearing ſo large a Writing read, and that at ſuch a diſtance, 

© thar I could not diſtinctly hear all the parts of it; I could not well 

* tell, what to ſay roit : butif he would let me have a Copy of it, 

* and give me time to confider of it, I ſhould Aniwer ir. This put 

them to a little ſtand : but after a while the Fudge asked me, What 

time 1 would have ? I ſaid, * Till the next A4ffize. But, ſaid he, What 

Plea will ye now make? Are you Guilty, or Not Guilty? 1 faid, * I am 

* Not Guilty at all of denying Swearing obſtinately and wilfully : and 

* as for thoſe things mentioned in the Oath, as Feſuitical Plots, and 

* Forreign Powers , I utterly deny them in my Heart: and if I 

* could rake any Oath , I ſhould take that ; but I never took 

* any Oath in all my Life. The Judge ſaid, 7 ſaid well : But, 

ſaid he, The King 7s ſworn, the Parliament zs ſworn, I am ſworn, 

and the Juſtices are fworn, and the Law zs preſerved by Oaths. I told 

him, * They had had ſufficient Experience of Men's Swearing ; and he 

* had ſeen, how the Juſtices and Jury had ſworn wrong the other day : 

* And if he had read in the Book of Martyrs, how many of the Mar- 

* zyrs had refuſed to Swear, both within the time of the Zen Perſeca- 

* zions, and in Biſhop Boxzer's days, he might ſee, that to deny 

* Swearing in Obedience to Chriſt's Command, was ” w- thing. 

Then he ſaid ; Ze wiſht, the Laws were otherwiſe. 1 ſaid, *Our Tea is 

* Tea, and our Nay 1s Nay : and if we tranſgreſs our Tea, and our 

* Nay, let us ſuffer, as they do, or ſhould do, that Swear falſely: And 

* this, I told him, we had offered to the X7xg ; and the Xing laid, /t 

* was reaſonable. 

So, after ſome further Diſcourſe had paſſed, they comtnitted me to Lancafter: 
Priſon again ; there to lie till the next Affize : and Col. Kirby gave ©" 
order to the Jazler, To keep me Cloſe, and ſuffer no Fleſh alive to come 
at me ; for 1 was not fit, he ſaid, to be diſcourſed with by Men, Then 
was I put up into a ſmoky Tower, where the Smoke of the other Pri- 
ſoners came up ſo thick, that it ſtood as Dew upon the Wals ; and 
ſometimes the Smoke would be ſo zhick, that I could hardly ſee the 
Candle, when it burned : and I being /ocked under Three Locks, the 
Under-FJailer, when the Smoke was great, would hardly be perſwaded 
to come up, to ##lock one of the upper-moſt Doors, for fear of the 
Smoke : ſo that I was almoſt ſmothered. Beſides it Rained in upon 
my Bed ; and many times, when I went to ſtop ozt the Rain in the 
Cold Winter-Seaſon, my Shirt would be as wet as Muck with the Rain, 
that came in upon me, whileI was labouring to ſtop it out. And (the 
Place being high, and open to the Wind”) ſometimes as fa, as I fopt 
it, the Wind being high and fierce, would low it out 3gain. In this 
manner did I lie all that /ovg, cold Winter, till the next Aſjze : In which 
time I was ſo ſtarved with Cold and Rain, that my Body was greatly 
ſweled, and my Limbs much benummed. | | 

The Aſize began on the 16th day of the Month called March, Lancafter- 
166?. And the ſame Judges, Twiſden and Turner, coming that Cir- 
cait again, Judge Twiſden fate this time on the Crown-Benxch ; and be- 
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1664. fore him I was brought. Now I had Informed my ſelf again of the 
WY V Errors, that were in this /ndifment allo: For though at the Aſſize be- 
Lancafter- fore, Judge 7urner had faid to the Oficers in Court, Pray ſee, that all 
Aſſet. theOath be in the Indiftment, and that the word, Subject, be in; and 


that the Day of the Month, and Year of the King be put in right - 


For it is a ſhame, that ſo many Errors ſhould be ſeen, and found in the 
face of the Country; yet there were many Errors, and thoſe great 
ones, in this Irdictment, as well as in the former. And furely, the 
Hand of the Lord was in it, to confound their mzſchzevons Work againſt 
me, and to 4lind them therein : Infowuch, that although, atter the 
Indiftment was drawn at the former Aſize, the Fudge Examined it him- 
ſelf, and tried it with the Clerks ; yer the Word, Subjef, was left out 
of this Inditment alſo , and the Day of the Month was put in wrong, 
and ſeveral Material Words of the Oath were left out : Yet they went 
on confidently againſt me, thinking, all was fafe and well. And 
when I was ſet to the Bar, and the Fury called over to be ſworn, the 
Clerk asked me, Firſt ; Whether I had any Objeftion to make againſt 
any of the Fury 2 1 told him, *I1 knew none of them, Then having 
ſworn the Fury, they ſwore three of the Officers of the Court, to prove, 
That the Oath was tendred to me at the laf? Ailizes, according to the 
Indiftment. Come, come, ſaid the Fudge, It was not doue in a Corner. 
Then he asked me, What 7 bad ſaid to it ? or, Whether I had taken 
the Oath at the laſt Aſſize 2 1 told him, what I had ſaid, viz. © That 
* the Book they gave me to Swear on, faith, Swear not at all: AndI 
repeated more, of what I had formerly ſaidto them, as it now came 
to my remembrance. Whereupon the Judge ſaid ; 7 will not diſpute 
with you, but in point of Law. * Then, faid I, I have ſomething to 
* ſpeak to the Jury concerning the Indiftment. He told me, 7 muſt not 
ſpeak to the Jury : but if I had any thing to ſay, I muſt ſpeak to him. 
Then I asked him, « Whether the Oath was to be tendred to the 
* King's Subjefs only, or to the Subjefs of Forreign Princes ? He re- 
plied, To the Subjeits of this Realm : for I will ſpeak nothing to you, 
faid he, but in point of Law. * Then, faid I, Look the Indiftment, 
© and thou may'ſt ſee, that the Word, Subjef, is left out of this 7z- 
© diftment alſo, And therefore, ſeeing the Oath is not to be tendred 
* to any, but the Subjefs of this Realm, and ye have not put me in 
© as a Subjet; the Court is to take no notice of this Indifment. I had 
no ſooner Tpoke thus, but the Judge cried ; Take him away, Jailer, 
take him away: So | was preſently hurried away. And the Fazler and 
People looked, when I ſhould be called for again ; but I was never 
brought forth to the Court any more, though I had many other great 
Errors to aſſign in the Indiftment. But atter I was gone, the Fudge 
asked the Jury, If they were agreed ? And they faid, Tes ; and fourd 
for the King againS? me : as I was told. But 1 was never called to 
hear Sentence given ; nor was any Sentence given againſt me, that I 
could hear of. For I heard, that when they had looked more narrow- 
ly into the Zndiftment, they faw, and were ſenſible themſelves, that 
the Indiftment was not good : and the Fudge having ſworn the Officers 
of the Court, that the Oath was tendred me at the Aſſize before, ſuch 
a day, according as was ſet inthe Indifment, and that proving to be 
the wrong day , Iſhould have proved the Officers of the Court forſwory 
Men again, if the Fudge would have ſuffered me to go on to plead to 
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che Trdidiment : which was thought to be the Reaſor, why he hur- 1664. 
ried me away fo ſoon. The Fudge had paſſed Sentence of Premunire NV 
upon Margare? Fell, before 1 was brought before him : and it ſeems, — 


when I was hurried away ſo, they recorded me, as a Premunired Per- 
ſon ; though I was never brought to hear the Sextence,nor knevy of it : 
Which was very legal. For they ought to have not only had me pre- 
ſent, ro hear the Sextexce given ; but alſo.to have asked me firſt, 
What I could ſay, why Sentence ſhould not be given againſt me? But they 
knew, I had fo much to ſay, that they could not give Sextence, if 
they heard 1t, gt ” 

While I was a Priſoxer in Laxcaſter-Caſtle, there was a great Noiſe 
and Talk of the Turk's overſpreading Chriſtendom ; and great Fears en- 
red many. But one day, as I was walking in my Priſon-Chamber, *7 
* ſaw the Lord's Power turn againſt him ; and that he was turning back 
* again. And [I declared to ſome, what rhe Lord had let me ſee, when 
there were ſuch Fears of his over-running Chriſtendom ; and within a 
Month after the News- Books came down, wherein it was mentioned, 
that They had given him a Defeat. Sp "Hs 

Another time, as I was walking in my Chamber, with my Eye to 
the Lord, * T ſaw the Angel of the Lord with a glittering, drawn Sword 
© ſtretched Southward, as though the Court had been all on a Fire. Not 
long after, the Wars brake out with Zolland, and the Sickneſs brake 
forth ; and afterwards the Fire of London : So the Lord's Sword was 
drawn indeed, | | EE 53 
Now by reaſon of miy long and cloſe Impriſonment in ſo bad a place, 
T was grown very weak of Body : but the Lord's Power was over all, 
and fupported me through all, and enabled me to do Service for him, 
and for his Truth and People, as the place would admit, For while 
was in Lancaſter-Priſon, I Anſwered ſeveral Books, as the Maſs,and the 
Common-Prayer, and the Direfory, and the Church-Faith ; which are. 
the Four Chief Religions, that are got up ſince the Apoſtles days.. And 
there being ſeveral Friexds in Priſon at Lancaſter, and other Priſons, 
for not paying 7ithes, I was moved to give forth'the following Lines 
to the World concerning Tithes : 


© FN the titne of the Law, they that did not bring their 7ithes into 
* 4 the Srore-honſe, they robbed God ; and then there was not Meat 
* in their Zouſe : Therefore the Lord commanded them Zo bring them 
© intohis Houſe, that there might be Meat in the Store-houſe ; which was 
* zo fill the Fatherleſs, Stranger and Widow. But- theſe Prieſts, who 
© are Counterfeits, who take Peoples 7ithes now by a Law, are from the 
* Beaſt; andif any will not pay them, they Priſon them, or make 
* them pay Treble. . So thele Rob the Poor People, and Rob the Fa- 
* tberleſs; and the Straxger, and the Widow is not filled : So their 
* Cry is gone up to Heaven againſt theſe. And many are made almoſt 
* Beggars by theſe Oppreſſing Prieſts ; their Cattle and their Corn being. 
* taken away from them, and they caſt into Priſon. Others are Sued 
* at the Law by theſe Prieſts, and have Treble Damage taken from 
* them ; and yet ſuch Prieſts are cried up to be Miniſters of the Go- 
* ſpel. Though when the Vuchangeable PriefF was come, the Prieft- 
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1665. © hood, that was Changeable, was denied, as we now deny thele. Bur 
WY - * it any be moved now to Cry againſt them, they are /ocked, or beat,

or impriſond; as there are many now in Priſon at Lancaſter, and in 
* other places, by a National Law : the like whereot was never done 
* by the Law of God, which was delivered to Moſes. For we do not 
* read, thet under Moſes his Law any ſuffered Impriſonmert, or ſpoiling 
* of their Goods for nor paying 7ithes ; or was to pay Treble Damage. 
* Surely, ſurely, the Cf, for Vengeance will be heard, which ariles trom 
* the Oppreſſed Souls, that lic under the Altar. And there are many, 
* whica be Priſoners at Kendal, becauſe they cannot pay 7ithes ; as 
* Capt. Ward, and Thomas Robertſon, and the Widow Garland, who hath 
* many ſmall Children ; and theſe ſaffer, becauſe they cannot pay 
© Tithes, Ochers there be in Kendal-Priſon, who were moved of the 
*Lord to ſpzat to the Prieſts ; whereot one was moved to go in 
* $xck-cloth, and of late with Aſhes upon her Head. And others have 
* bzen moved ro go in Sack-cloth, as a Lamentation tor the miſerable 
* Eſtate of this Nation; ſeeing ſo much Crying up of the Preach- 
* ing of the Goſpel, and yer ſo much Szrife, Debate, and Oaths, 
* and Dſſenfron among People: But where tie Goſpel is received indeed, 
« Strife ad Contention is ended, and Oppreſſon is taken off, But Oh! 
« The Land mourns, becauſe of the Oppreſion of them called Miniſters ! 
« And though rhe Cry of the Oppreſſed hath not centred into the Ears 
« of the Magiſtrates : Yet is the Cry of the poor, oppreſſed People of 
« God entred into the Ears of the Lord of Sabaoth; who now will be 
«avenged of all his Adverſaries. And all you 2njuſt Law-givers, and 
« Unjuſt Judges, to that 1n all your Conſciences I ſpeak, to be Clear'd, 
« when ye ate Judged by the Fuſt Fudge of Feaven and Earth ; whole 
« Terror is gone out, and is gone forth againſt all the Txgodly, and 
« all the Oppreſſors of God's People whatſoever, whether ye will hear 
« or forbear.

After the Aſize at Lancaſter was over, Col. Kirby, and ſome others 
ol the Juſtices were very uneaſie with my being at Lancaſter, (for I 
had gauled them ſore at my Trials there) and they labourgd much to 
get me removed from thence to ſome Remote Place. Col. Kirby threat- 
ned, that I ſhould be ſent far enough ; and ſometimes he ſaid, 7 ſhould 
be ſent beyond the Seas. So about Six Weeks after the A4ſſizes they 
got an Order from the King and Conncil, to remove me from Lanca- 
ſler ; and with it they brought a Letter from the Earl of Angleſey, 
wherein was written ; That if thoſe things were found true againſt me, 
which I was charged withao!, I deſerved no Clemency nor Mercy : And yet 
the greatef? Matter they had againſt me was, becauſe I could not diſo- 
bey the Command of C!iriſt, and Swear. | 

When they had prepared for my Removal, the Vnder-Sheriff, and 
the Zead-Sheriff's Man, with ſome Bayliffs came, and terched me our 
of the Caſtle ; when 1 was ſo weak with lying in that cold, wet, and 
ſmoky Priſon, that 1 could hardly go or ſtand. They had me down in- 
to the Failer's Houſe, where was William Kirby, a Juſtice, and ſeveral 
others ; and they called for H/zze to give me, I told thein, ©1 would 

' have 
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fv none of. their Wize. Taen thzy cried; Bring out the Horſes. *I x665. 
* dafired then firſt ro ſhew m- their Order, or a Copy of it, it they in- (WW 
* readed to Remove me : Bat they would thew ms none, but their Lancaſter- 
Swords, Tixzn I told them ; * There was no Sentence paſſed upon me, © 
nor was | Premunired, that I knew of ; and therefore I was not made 
the King's Priſoner,buc was the Sheriff's: For they and all the Country 
knew, that I was not fully heard at thelaſt 4ſjze, nor fuffered ro ſhew 
torih the Errors, that were in the Indictment ; which were ſufficient to 
quath ir, thaugh they had kept me from one Af{ze to another, to the 
end. they might 7ry me. But they all knew, there was no Sextence 
ot Premanire patſed upon me : And therefore I not being the King's 
Priſoner, but the Sheriffs, did deſire to ſee their Order. Inſtead of 
thewing me their Order, they haled me out, and lifted me up upon 
one of the Sheriff's Horſes. And when I was on Horſeback in the 
| Streer, the Town's People being gathered to gaze upon me, I told thg 
Officers; I had received neither Chriſtianity, Civility, nor Humanity 
trom them. So they burried me away about Fourteen Miles to Ben- 
tham ; and | was ſo very weak, that I was hardly able to {iz on Horſe- 
back : and my Cloaths {melt fo of Smoke, that they were /oathſom to 
my felf. And the Wicked Failer, one Hunter, a young Fellow, would 
come behind, and give the Horſe a Laſh with his Whip, and make 
him s*ip and Jeap ; that I, being weak, had much a-do to fit him : 
and then he would come and look me in the Face, and lay ; How do 
you, Mr.Fox? I told him, * It was not Civil in him to do ſo: but 
* the Lord cut him off ſoon after. TS ES ET 
When we were come to Bentham in Torkſhire, there met us many York ſhire. 
Troopers, and a Marſhal; and many of the Gentry of the Country were **nham 
come in, and abundance of People to ſtare at me. I being very Weak 
and Weary, deſired them to let me lie down on a Bed; which the 
Souldiers permitted me : for they, that brought me thither, gave 
their Order to the Marſhal ; and he ſet a Guard of his Sou/diers upon me. 
When they had ſtayed there a while, they preſsd Zorſes, and raiſed 
the Bayliff of the Hundred, and the Conſtables, and others, and had me 
to Gigg/eſwick that Night : but an exceeding Weak Man l was. There Giggtes- 
they railed the Conſtables, with their Clog-Shoes, who fate drinking all wick. 
Night in the Room by me ; fo that I could not get much Reſt. The 
next day we came to a Market Town, where ſeveral Friends came ______ 
to ſee me ; and Robert Widders, and divers Friends, came to me up- 
on the Road, The next Night I asked the Souldzers, * Whither they 
* atended to carry me, and whither I was to be ſent 2 Some of them 
ſaid, Beyond Sea; others ſaid, To Tinmouth-Caſtle, And a great Fear 
there was amoneg(t them, leſt ſome ſhould Reſcue me out of their 
bands : but that Fear was needleſs. Next Night we came to Tork, , 
where the Marſhal put me up into a great Chamber, where there came 
moſt part of 7wo Troops to ſee me. One of thoſe Troopers, being an 
envious Man, and hearing, that I was Premunired, asked me, What 
Eſtate I had? and whether it was Copy-hold, or Freee-Land 2 I took 
no notice of his (2uefFion ; but was moved to declare the Word of 
Life to the Souldiers ; and many of them were very loving. At night 
the Lord Frecheville ((o called) who commanded thoſe Horſe, came 
to me, and was very Civil and Loving; and I gave him an —_— 
© 
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1665. of my Impriſoument, and declared many .things to him relating to 
WV Truth, They kept me at ork two days ; and then the Marſhal and 
York. Four or Five Souldiers were ſent to convey me to Scarborough-Caſtle. 

Indeed, theſe were very Civil Men, and carried themſelves civilly and 

Malton, lovingly to me. On the way we baited at Malton; and they per- 
mitted Friends to come and viſit me. When we were come to Scar- 

Scarbo- Borough, they had me to an vn, and gave notice to the Governour ; 
rovet and he ſent half a dozen Souldiers to be my Guard that Night. Next 
$carbo- day they conduted me up into the Cafe, and there put me into a 
rough-ce- Room, and ſet a Centry on me : and I being fo very weak, and ſub- 
flee jet to fainting, they for a while let me go out ſometimes into the 
Air with the Centry. They ſoon removed me out of this Room, and 

put me intoan Opens Roow, where the Rain came in : and the Room 
ſmoked exceedingly ; which was very offenſive to me. One day the 
Governour, who was called Sir Jo. Croſland, came to ſee me; and 
brought with him one called Sir Francis Cobb. I deſired the Gover- 

our to go into my Room, and ſee, what a Room I_had. Now I had gor 

a little Fire made in it, and the Room was ſo filled with Smoke, that 

when they were in, they could hardly find their way out again : And 

he being a Papiſt, I told him, That was his Pergatory, which they 

had put me into. 1 was forced to lay out a matter of Fifty Shillings, 

to ſtop out the Rain, and keep the Room from ſmoking ſo much. Bur 

when I had been at that Charge, and made the Room ſomewhat 7zole- 

rable ; they removed me out of it, and put me into a worſe Room, 

where I had neither Chimney, nor Fire-Hearth. And the Room being 

to the Sea-fide, and lying much open, the Wind drove in the Razn for- 

cible ; ſo that the Water came over my Bed, and ran about the Room, 

that I was fain to skim it up with a Platter. And when my Cloaths 

were wet, I had no Fire todry, them; ſo that my Body was anummed 

with Cold, and my Fingers ſwelÞd, that one was grown as big as two: 

and though 1 was at ſome Charge on this Room alſo; yet I could not 

keep out the Wind and Rain. Beſides, they would ſuffer few Friends 

to come at me, and many times notany ; no, not ſo much asto bring 

me alittle Food; but I was forced, for the Fir/t-Quarter, to hire one 

of the World to bring me Neceſſaries: and ſometimes the Soaldjers 

would take it from her, and then ſhe would ſcuffle with them for it. 
Afterwards I hired a Sou/dier to fetch me Water and Bread, and ſome- 

thing. to make a Fire of, when I was in a Room, where a Fire could | 

be made. Commonly a Three-penny-Loaf ſerved me Three Weeks, 

and ſometimes /onger : and- moſt of my Drink was Water, that had 
Wormwood ſteeped or bruiſed in it. But one time, when the Weather 

was very ſharp, and I had taken great Cold, I got a little Elicampane- 

Beer : and I heard one of the Souldzers ſay to the other, That they 

would play me a pretty'T, rick : for they would ſend for me up to the Depu- 
ty-Governour, axd in the mean time they would drink my Strong- Beer 

out ; aid ſo they did, When Icame back, one of the Souldiers came 

to me in a Jeer, and asked me for ſome Strong Beer, [I told him, 

they had phay'd their pretty 7rick : and fo I tock no further notice 

of it. But inaſmuch as they kept me ſo very ſtrait, not giving L:- 

berty for Friends to come to me; I ſpake to the Keepers of the Caſtle 

ko thiseflet ; * I did not know, till I was removed from Laxcaſter- 
*Caſtle, 
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* Caſtle, and brought Priſoger to this Caſile of Scarborough, that I was 1665. 
* Convicted of a Premunire ; for the Fudge did not give Sentence up- WY 
* on me at the Aſſizes, in oper Court. Bur ſeeing, I am now a Priſoner 202790. | 
* here, if I may not have my Liberty and Enlargement, let my Friends jt. 
* and Acquaintance have their Liberty to come and viſit me; as Paul's 

« Friends had among the Romans, who were not Chriſtians, but Hea- 

© thens. For Paul's Friends had their Liberty, and all that would, 

* might come to him ; and he had his Liberty to preach to them in his 

* hired Houſe : But | cannot have Liberty to go into the Tows, nor for 

© my Friends to come to me here. So you, that go under the Name 

* of Chriſtians, are worſe in this reſpe&t, than thole Feathers were. 

But though they would not ler Friends come to me ; they would 
often bring others, either to Gaze upon me, or to Contend with me, 
One time there came a great Company of Papi/ts to diſcourſe with 
me: and they affirmed ; The Pope was Tufallible, and had ſtood Tnfal- 
lible ever fince Peter's time. But I ſhewed them the contrary by Hi- 
ſtory : * For one of the Biſhops of Rome ( Marcellinus by Name) de- 
* nied the Faith, and Sacrificed to /do!s ; and therefore he was not 
* Infallible. And I told them; If they were in the 7nfa/lible Spirit, 
© they need not have Fails, Swords and Staves, Racks and Tortures, 
* Fires and Faggots, Whips and Gallows, to hold up their Religion by, 
* and to deſtroy Men's Lives about Religion : lor it they were in the 
* Tufallible Spirit, they would preſerve Men's Lzves, and uſe none but 
© Spiritual Weapons about Religion. I told them allo, what one, that 
© had been of their Soczety, told me. It was a Woman, who lived in 
* Kent, and had not only been a Papis? her ſelf, but had brought over 
« ſeveral to that Religion + but ſhe coming to be Convinced of God's 
* Truth, and turned by it to Chrif? her Saviour, exhorted the Papi/ts 
© to the ſame. And one time having one of them, a Tazlor, at work at 
© her Houſe ; while ſhe opened to him the Fal/eneſs of the Popiſh Reli- 
* jon, and endeavoured to draw him from it to the Trutb,he drew his 
* Kaife at her, and got between her and the Door : But ſhe ſpake bold- 
© ly to him, and bid him pur ap bis Knife : tor ſthe knew his Principle. 
© T asked the Woman, What ſhe thought he would have done with his 
* Knife > and ſhe ſaid, He would have ſtabbed her. Stab thee ! laid 1 ; 
* what would he have Srabbed thee for ? thy Religion 2 Tes, (aid ſhe, 
* It is the Principle of the Papiſts, if any turn from their Religion, to 
* kill them, if they can. This Story 1 told thoſe Papiſts : and told them, 
* Thadit from one, that had been one of them ; but had forſook their 
* Principles, and had diſcovered their Praftices, They did not deny 
* this to be their Principle, but faid ; What ! would 7 declare this 
abroad ? I told them, * Yes, ſuch things ought to be declared abroad, 
* that 1t might be known, how contrary their Relzg/on was to true 
* Chriſtianity : Whereupon they went away in a great Rage. 

Another PapiFft came to diſcourſe with me, and he laid ; A/ the 
Patriarchs were in Hell, from the Creation, till Chriſt came : and that 
when Chriſt ſuffered, he went into Hell, and the Devil ſaid to him ; What 
comeſt thou hither for, to break open our Strong Holds? And Chriſt 
ſaid, To fetch them all out. And ſo, he ſaid, Chrift was three days 
and three Nights in Hell, to bring them out, © I told him, that was 
* falſe : for Chriſt ſaid to the Thief, This day thou ſhalt be with me in 
* Paradiſe. 
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Paradiſe. And Enoch and Elijah were tranſlated into Heaven, Ard 


WWV Abraham was in Heaven : tor the Scripture faith, Lazarus was in his 
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© Boſom : and Moſes and Elias were with Chriſt upon the Mount, beſore 
* he ſuffered. Theſe Zx/tances ſtopt the Papiſt's Mouth, and put him 
to a ſtand. | 

Another time there came one called Doctor W:tty, who was eſteem- 
ed a great Dottor of Phyfick : He came with him, that was called 
the Lord Falconbridge, with whom came alſo the Governour of Tin- 
mouth-Caſtle, and ſeveral Anights. And I being called to them, this 
Witty undertook to diſcourſe with me, and asked me ; What 7 was in 
Priſon for 2 I told him, © Becauſe I would not diſobey the Command 
* of Chriſt, and Swear. He ſaid ; [ought to ſwear my Allegiance to 
the King. Now he being a great Presbyterian, I asked him ; * Whe- 
* ther he had not Sworn againit the A7ng and Hoxſe of Lords, and taken 
* the Scotch-Covenant 2 And had he not ſince Swory to the Xing? And 
* what then was his Swearzng good for ? But my A/Zegzaxce,l told him, 
* did not conſiſt in Swearing ; but in Trath and Faithfulneff. So after 
ſome further Diſcourſe, I was had away to my Priſon again : And af- 
terwards, this Dr. Witty boaſted in the Town amongſt his Patzents, 
That he had Conquered me. When heard of his Boaſtzng, I told the Go- 
vernour, * It was a ſmall Boaſt in him, to ſay, He had conquered a Bond- 
* man : And I defired to bid him come to me again, when he came 
© to the Caſtle. He came again a while after, with a matter of S;xreen 
or Seventeen great Perſons ; and then he ran himſelf worſe oa ground, 
than before. For in Diſcourſe he affirmed before them all, 7hat Chriſt 
* had not enlightned every Man, that cometh into the World ; and That 
* the Grace of God,that brought Salvation,had not apppeared unto all Mex : 
* and That Chrift bad not died for all Men. 1 asked him, * What ſort of 
* Men thoſe were, which Chriſt had not exlightued > and whom his 
© Grace had not appeared to? and whom he had not died for? He 
ſaid, Chriſt did not die for Adulterers, and Idolaters, and Wicked Men. 
Then I asked him, * Whether Adulterers, and Wicked Mex were not 
© Sinners? And he ſaid, Tes. * And did not Chriſt die for Sinners, (aid 
*[? Did he not come to call Sixers to Repentance? Tes, ſaid he. Then, 
* ſaid, Thou haſt ſtopt thy own Mouth. So I proved, That the Grace 
* of God had appeared unto a// Mex, though ſome turned it into Wan- 
* zonneſs, and walked deſpightfully againſt it ; and that Chriſt had en- 
* lightned al/ Mex, though ſome hated the Lzght. Several of the Peo- 
ple, that were preſent, confeſs'd, it was true ; but he went away in a 
oreat Rage, and came no more at me. 

Another time the Governour brought a Prieſt : but his Mouth was 
ſoon ſtopt. Not long after he brought two or three Parliament-Men, 
and they asked me, Whether I did own Miniſters and Biſhops ? I told 
them, © Tes, ſuch as Chrif7 ſent forth, ſuch as had freely received, and 
* would freely grve ; and ſuch as were qualified, and were.inthe fame 
* Power and Spirit, that they were 1n in the Apoſt/es days. Bur ſuch 
* Biſhops and Teachers, as theirs were, that would go no further, than 
* they had a great Berefice, I did not own ; for they were not like the 
* Apoſtles. For Chrift faith to his Miniſters, Go ye into all Nations, and 
* preach the Goſpel: But ye Parliament-men, that keep your Prieſts 
* and Biſhops in ſuch great, fat Benefices, ye have ſpoiled them all.

© and Accidence, were Foo; aad Tdzots, ſeeing they tranſlated the Scrip- 
« kures io, and made the Grammar ſo, Thou to one, and Tox to more 
* than one ; and leit it fo to us? And it they were Fools and 7diors, 
* then why had not Ze, and ſuch as he, that looked upon themfelves 
* asWiſe Men, and that could not bear Thou and Thee to a Singular, 
| © alter'd the Grammar, Accideuce and Bible, and put the Plaral inſtead 
* of the Singular ? But if they were Wiſe Men, that had fo zranſlated 
© the Bible, and had made the Grammar and Accidence ſo; then | wiſhr 
© him to conſider, Whethsr they were not Fools and /d;ots themſelves, 
© that Gid not ſpeak, as their Grammars and Bibles taught them ; bur 
* were offended with us,and called us Fools and 1dzots, tor ſpeaking fo? 
| Thus the Prieſt's Mouth was ſtopt ; and many of the Company did 
acknowledge the 7ruth, and were pretty loving and tender : and 

' ſome of them would have given me Money ; but I would not re- 
ceive it. 

After this came one called Door Cradock, with three Prieſts more, 
and the Governour, and his Lady (fo called) and another, that was 
called a Lady; and a great Company with them. Dr. Cradock asked 
me, What I was in Priſon for 2 | told him ; *For obeying the Com- 
* mand of Chriff, and the Apoſile, in not Swearing. But it he, being 
© both a Dofor and a Fuſtice of Peace, could Convince me, that after 
* Chrift and the Apoſtle had forbidden Swearing, they commanded 
* Chriſtians to Swear, then I would Swear. Here was the Bble, I told 
* him, He might, if he would, ſhew me any ſuch Command. Hefaid, 
It is written, Te ſhall Swear in Truth and RighteouſneſS. * Ay, fſaidTI, 
* it was written fo in Ferex:zal's time ; but that was many Ages before 
* Chriff commanded not to ſwear at all : but where is it written fo, 
* ſince Chrif? forbad all Swearing 2 I could bring as many 7aſtaxces out 
* of the O/d Teſtament for Swearing, as thou, and it may be, more too; 
© but of what Force are they, to prove Swearing lawful in the New-7e- 
* ſtament, ſince Chrii7 and the Apoſile forbad it ? Beſides, ſaid I, in that 
© Text, Where it is wri:ien, Te ſhall Swear, What [Te] was this? Was 
* it Te Gentiles, or Te Jews 2 To this he would not Anſwer. But one 
of the Prieſts, that wee with him, Anſwered, and ſaid ; t was to the 
Jews, that this was ſpcken : and then Dr. Cradeck conteſlſed, it was fo. 
| * Very well, faid I ; but where did God ever givea Command to the 
| * Gentiles to Swear ? For thou knowellt, that we are Gentiles by Nature. 
| Indeed, aid he, in the Goſpel-times every thing was to be eſtabliſhed out 
| of the Mouths of two or three Witneſſes : but there was to be no Swearing 
then? * Why then, faid I, doſt thou force Oaths upon Chriſtians, con- 
* trary to thy own Knowledge, in the Goſpel-times 2 And why, faid I, 
| * doſt thou Excommunicate my Friends 2 ( for he had Excommunicated 
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1665.* abundance, both in Torkſhzre and Lancaſhire.) He ſaid, For not co- 
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© ming to Church. * Why, faid I, ye lett us above Twenty Tears 2go, 
© (when we were but young Lads and Laſſes) to the Presbyterians, 
* Independents ( and Paptifts, many whereof made Spoi/ of our 
© Goods, and perſecuted us, becauſe we would not follow them. Now 
© we being but Toung, knew little then of your Principles: and the 
© 0/d Men, that did know them, if ye had intended to have kept them 
« to you, and have kept your Principles alive, that we might have 
< known them, ye ſhould either not have fled from ns, as ye did ; or 
© ye ſhould have ſent us your Epiſtles, and Collefts, and Fiomilzes, and 
* Ev2ning-Songs, (tor Paul writ Epiſtles to the Saints, though he was 
© in Priſon :) But they and we might have turned Turks cr Jews, for 
* any Collefs, Eomilies or Epiſtles we had trom you allthis white. 
* And now thou haſt Excommunicated us, both Tourg and Old, and to 
© have others of you done ; that is, ye have put us out of your 
* Church, before ye have got us into it, and before ye have brought 
© us to know your Principles. And is not this Madneſs in you, to put 
* us out, before we were brought in ? Indeed, if ye had brought us imo 
* your Church; and when we had been in, it we had done ſome bad 
© thing, that had been ſomething like a ground for Excommunication, 
* or putting out again. But, ſaid I, Whar doſt thou call the Church 2 
Why, ſaid he, That which you call the Steeple-houſe. Thenl asked him, 
* Whether Chrif# ſhed his Blood for the Steeple-houſe? and purchaſed 
* and ſanQtifted the Szeeple-houſe with his Blood? And ſeeing, the Church 
*is Chriſt's Bride and Wife, and that he is the Zead of the Church, Doſt 
* thou think, the Szeeple-houſe is Chriſt's Wife and Bride, and that he is 
* the Head of that Old Houſe, or of his People £ No, ſaid he, Chriſt is 
the Head of the People, and they are the Church. Then faid I, 
* But you have given that Title Charch to an Old Houſe, which belongs 
*to the People ; and you have taught People to believe ſo. I asked 
him alſo, * Why he perſecuted Friends tor not paying 7ithes > And 

* wherher God did ever give a Command to the Gezzz/es, thar the 
* ſhould pay 7zthes ? And whether Chriſt had not ended 7zthes, when 
* he ended the Levirtical Prieſthood, that took 7ithes 2 And whether 
* Chriſt, when he ſent forth his Diſciples to preach, had not command- 
* ed them to preach freely, as he had given them freely 2 And whe» 
© ther all the Mmniſters of Chriſt are not bound to obſerve this Command 
* of Chriſt? He ſaid, He would not diſpute that : Neitizer did I find, 
he was willing to ſtay on that Su#jeF ; for he preſently turned to an- 
orher matter, and ſaid, Tou Marry, but 1 Know net how. I replied, 
* It may beſo: but why dolt thou not come and ſee > Then he zhreat- 
ned, that he would uſe his Power againſt us, as he had done. I bid him, 
* Take heed: for he was an Old Max. I asked him alſo, * Where he 
* did read from Genefs to the Revelations, that ever any Prieſt did 
* Marry any ? And | wiſht him to ſhew me ſome Inſtance thereof, 
* it he would have us come to them to be Married : For, ſaid I, thou 
« halt Excommunicated one of my Friends two Tears, after he was 
* dead, about his Marriage. And why doſt thou not Excommunicate 
* ſaac,and Facob, and Boaz, and Ruth? Why doſt thou not uſe thy 
«* Power againſt theſe 2 For we do not read, that they were ever Mar- 
© ried by the Prieſts ; but they took one another in the Aſſemblies of 
* the 
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with his Company. | 

With ſuch ſorts of People I was much exerciſed, while I was there : 
for maſt, that caine to the Ca/t/e, would defire to ſpeak with me ; 
and great Diſpates and Reaſonings | had with them. But as to Friends, 
] was as a Man buried alive : tor though many Friends came from far 
to ſe me, vet ſew were ſuffered to come at me; and when any Friend 
came into the Caſtle about Beſineſs, 1t he /ooked bur rowards me, they 
wou!d Rage at him. But ar laſt rhe Governour came under ſom? 7rog- 
ble himſclt : for he having fent out a Privateer to Sea, they took ſome 
Ships, that were not Eremies-Ships, but their Friends ; whereupon he 
was brought into ſome Trouble: afrer which he grew ſomewhat more 
Friendly to me. For before, I had a Marſhal ſet over me, on purpoſe, - 
to get Money out of me ; but I was not to give him a Farthing : and 
when they found, they could get nothing of me, then he was taken 
oft again. And the Officers would often be threatning me, that 7/hould 
te hanged over the Wall. Nay, the Deputy-Governour told me one 
time, That the King, knowing, that T had a great Intereſt 7n the People, 
had ſent me thither ; that if there ſhould be any — in the Nation, 
they ſhould hang me over the Wall, to keep the People down. And there 
being a while atter, a Marrzage at a Papi/t's Houſe, upon which occa- 
ſion a great many of them were Met together ; they talked much 
then of hanging me, But I told them, *It that was it they deſired, 
* andit was permitted them, I was ready : for I never feared Death, 
* nor Sefferings in my Life ; but I was known to be an Zanccent, 
© peaceable Man, free from all Stirrings and Plottings, and one that 
* fought rhe Good of all Men. But afterwards, the Governour grow- 
ing kinder, I ſpake to him, when he was to go to London to the Parlt- 
ament, and defired him to ſpeak to him, that was called Eſq; Marſh, and 
to Sir Francis Cob (lo called) and to ſome others; and let them know, 
ETow long | had lain in Priſon, and for wbat : and he did fo. And 
when he came down again, he told me, that E/q; Marſh ſaid, Ze would 
go an Hundred Miles bare-foot for my Liberty, he knew me ſo well: 
And ſeveral-others, he ſaid, ſpake well of me. From which time rhe 
Governour was very Loving to me. | 

There were amongſt the Priſoners, that were there, Two very bad 
Men, that would often ſit drinking with the Officers and Soaldiers ; 

_ and becauſe I would not fit and drink with them too, that made them 

the worſe againſt me. One time, when theſe 7wo Priſoters were 
drunk, one of them ( whoſe Name was Willzam Wilkinſon, who was a 
Presbyterian, and had been a Captain) came to me, and challenged 
me to fight with him. I ſeeing, what Cond7tion he was in, got out of 
his way ; and #ext Morning, when he was grown more ſober, told 
him, * How unmanly a thing it was in him, to challenge a Man to 
* fght,whoſe Principle,he knew,it was not to ſtrike ; but if he was ſtrick- 
* ex on one Fax, toturn the other. And I told him, If he had a mind 
* tofight, he ſhould have challenged ſome of the Souldiers, that could 
* have anſwered him in his own way. But however, Itold him, ſceing; 
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* Hands 1 my Pockets : and (reaching my Head towards him) Here, 
© {aig 1, here is my Hair, here are my Cheeks, here is my. Back. With 
that be s&zpt away from me, and went 1ato another Koom : Ar which 
the Seuldiers fell a laughing ; and one of the Officers faid, Tou are 9 
havpy Man, that can bear ſuch things, Thus he was Conquered witi;- 
Gut a Blow : But after a while he took the Oath, and gave Bond, and 
got out of Priſon; and not long after the Lord cat him off 

There were great /mpriſonments 1n this and the former Years, while 
I was Priſoner at Lancaſter and Scarborough. At London many Friend's 
were croaded into Newgate, and other Priſons, where the Sickneſs 
was ; and many Friends died in Priſon : Many Friends alſo were Ba- 
ziſhed, and feveral ſent on Ship-board by the King's Order. Some 
Maſters ot Ships would not carry them, burfer them on Shore again ; 
yer fame were fent to Barbados, and to Famaica, and to Mews, and 
the Lord bleſſed chem there. There was one after of a Ship was 
very witked and cruel ro Friend's, that were put on Board his Ship ; 
for he kept the Friends down uncer Decks, though the Sickneſs was 
amongſt them ; ſo that many died of ir. But the Lord plagued him 
tor his Wickedneſs : tor he loſt mot of his Sea-men by the Plague, and 
lay ſeveral Months croſſed with Contrary Winds ; though other Ships 
went out, and made their Voyages. Ar laſt he came before Plimouth ; 
and there the Governour and Magiſtrates would not ſuffer him, nor any 
of his Men to come aſhore, though he wanted many Neceſſarzes for 
his Yoyage : but Thomas Lower, and Arthur Cotton, and Fohn Light 
and ſome other Friends went to the Ship's-fide, and carried Neceſſarzes 
for the Friends, that were Priſoners on Board. The Maſter being thus 
croſt, and plagued and vext, he curſed them, that put him upon this 
Freight ; and ſaid, He hoped he ſhould not go far, before he was taken. 
And che Yeſſe! was but a little while gone out of /ght of Plimouth, 
bur ſhe was taken by a Dutch-man of War, and carried into Holland. 
When they came into Zeland, the States there ſent the Baniſhed 
Friends back to England, with a Letter of Paſport and a Certificate, 
That they had not made an Elcape, but were ſent back by them. Bur 
in time the Lord's Power wrought over this Storm ; and many of our 
Perſecutors were Confounded, and put to ſhame. 

After I had lain Priſoner above a Tear in Scarborough-Caſtle, I ſent a 
Letter to the King, in which T gave him an * Accounr of thy Impriſon- 
© ment, and the Jad Vſage 1 had hadin Priſon ; and alſo that I was In- 
* formed, no Man could deliver me,but he. After this, Fohn Whitehead 
being at Loxdon, and having Acquaintance alfo with him, that was cal- 
led Eſq; Marſh,he went to Viſit him,and ſpake to him about me : And 
be undertook if John Whitehead would get the Szate of my Caſedrawn 
up, to delivec it to the Maſter of Requeſts, whom he called Sir John 
Birkenhead, he would endeavour to get a Releaſe for me. So John 
Whitebead and Ellis Hookes drew up a Relation of my Impriſonment 
and Sufferings, and carried it to Marſh; and he went with it to the 
Maſter of Requeſts, who procured 2n Order from the Xing for my 
Releaſe. The Subſtance of the Order was, That the King being cer- 
zainly Informed, that I was a Man principled againſt Plotting and Fight+ 


ing, and had teen ready at all times to diſcover Plots, rather than to 


make 
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make any, &c. that therefore his Royal Pleaſure was, that I ſhould be 1666. 
diſcharged from my Impriſoument, &c. As locn as this Order was ob- SW 
tained, Fohn Whitehead came down to Scarborough with it, and geli- nia 
vered it ro the Governour : Who upon Receipt thereof, gathered the mm a 

| Officers tog=ther, and without requiring Bond or Sureties for my 
peaceable Living, being latisfted, tharT was a Man of a peaceable Life, 

he diſcharged ms freely, and gave me the tollowing Paſpor?. 
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Ermit the Bearer hereof, George Fox, late a Priſoner 

here, and now diſcharged by His Majeſty's Order, 

quietly to paſs about his Lawful Occaſions, without any Mo- 

leftation. Given tinder my band at Scarborough: Caſtle this 
Firſt Day of Seprember, «666.

After 1 was Releaſed, I would have given the Governour ſomething, $416. 
for the Civility and Kindyeſs he had of late fhewed me ; but he rough. 
would not receive any thing : but faid, Whatever Good he could do 
for me and my Friends, he would do it, and never do them any hurt. And 
afterwards, if at any time the Mayor of the Zown ſent to him for Sox/- £ 
diers to break up Friends Meetings, it he feat any down, he would pri- 
wately give them a Charge, Not to meddle : and fo he continued 
Loving to his Dying-Day. The Officers alſo and the Souldiers were 
migitily changed, and grown very Reſpeful to me ; and when they 
tad occaſion to ſpeak of me, they would ſay, He # as ſtiff, as a Tree; 
and as pure as a Bell ; for we could never bow him. 

The very zext day after I was Releaſed from Scarborough-Priſon, 
the Fire brake out ar London; and the Report of it came quickly 
down into the Country. Then I ſaw, the Lord God was true and juſt 
in his Word, which he had ſhewed me before in Lancaſter-Jail, when 
I faw the Age! of the Lord with a glittering, drawn Sword South- 
ward, as is before expreſſed. And the People of London were fore- 
warned of this Fire : yet few laid it to Heart, or believed it; but ra- 
| ther grew more Wicked, and higher in Pride. For we had a Friend, 
that was moved to come out of Huntington-ſhire a /ittle before the Fire, 
ana to ſcatter his Money up and down the Streets, and to turn his 
Horſe Jooſe in the Streets, and to untie the Knees of his Britches, and 
tet his Stockings fall down, and to unbutton bis Doubler ; and rold the 
People, © So ſhould they run up and down, ſcattering their Money and 
© their Goods, half undreſt, like mad People, as he was a Sign to them : 
And fo they did, when the Fire brake out, and the City was burning. 
Thus hath the Lord exerciſed his Prophets and Servants,by his Power,and 
ſhewed them Signs of his JFudgments,and ſent them to fore-warn the Peo- 
ple: but inſtead of Repenting, they have beaten and craclly . entreated 
ſome ; and ſome they have Impriſoned,both in the former Power's days, 

and 
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1666. and ſince. But the Lord 1s juſt ; and happy are they, that obey his Worg. 
SV Some have been moved to go Naked in their. Szreers, in the other 
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Power's days, and ſince, as Signs of their Nakedneſs ; and have Gecla- 
red amongtt them, That God would ſtrip them out of their Hypocriticat 
Profeſſions, and make them as bare and naked, as they were. But inſtead 
of conſidering it, they have many times whzpt, or otherwile abuſed 
them, and ſometimes /mpriſoned them. Others have been moved ro 
go in Sack cloth, and to denounce the Woes and Yergeance of God 
againſt the Pride and Zazghtineſs of the People : But few regarded it. 
And in the other Powers days,the Wicked, Exvious, Profeſſing Prieſts put 
up ſeveral Petitions both to Oliver and Richard called Protectors, and to 
the Parl:zaments, Fudges and Juſtices againſt us, ftult full of Lzes, ard 
vilifying Words and Slanders : but we got Copzes of them, and 
through the Lord's Aſſiſtance anſwered them all ; and cleared the 
Eord's Truth, and our ſelves of them. But oh ! the Body of Dark- 
eſs, that roſe againſt the Truth in them, that made Lzes their Re- 
fuge ! But the Lord ſwept them away ; and in and with his Power, 
Truth, Light and Life hedged his Lambs about, and did preſerve them, 
as on Eagle's Wings. Therefore we all had, and have great Encou- 
ragement to 7rus? the Lord, whom we did fee by his Power and Spi- 
rit, how he did overturn and bring to nought all the Confederacies 
and Counſels, that were hatched in the Darkneſs againſt his Truth and 
People; and by the ſame 7rath gave his People Dominion, thar in it 
they might ſerve him. | 
And indeed, I could not but take notice, how the Hand of the 
Lord turned againſt thoſe my Perſec#tors, who had been the cauſe of 
my Impriſoument, or had been Abufrve or Cruel to me init. For the 
Officer, that fetched me to Houlker-Hall, waſted his Eftate, and ſoon 
atter fled into /relayd. And moſt of the Juſtices, that were upon rhe 
Bench at the Seffons, when I was ſent to Priſon, died in a while after ; 
as Old Zho. Preſton, Rawlinſon, and Porter, and Matthew Weſt of Bor- 
wick, And though Juſtice Fleming did not die, ( yet his Wife died, 
and left him thirteen or fourteen Motherleſs Children) who had Impri- 
foned Two Friends to Death, and thereby made ſeveral Children Fa- 
therleſSs. Col. Kirby never proſpered after: And the Chief Conſtable, 
Richard Dodg fon died ſoon after ; and Mount, the Petty-Conſtable, and 
the other Petty-Conſtable, John Aſhburnham his Wife, who railed at 
me 1n her Houle, died ſoon after. And W:/:am Knipe, that was the 
Witneſs they brought againſt me, died ſoon atter allo. And Fnter, 
the Failer of Lancaſter, who was very wicked to me, while I was his 
Priſoner, he was cut off in his Toung Days. And the Vnder-Sheriff, 
that carried me from Laxcaſter-Prifen towards Scarborough, he lived 
not long after. And one Foblin, the Jazler of Darham, who was Pri- 
ſoner with me in Scarborowgh-Caſtle, and had often incenſed the Go- 
vernour and Souldzers againſt me ; though he got out of Priſon, yet the 
Lord cut him off in his Wickedneſs ſoon after. When I came into that 
Country again, moſt of theſe, that dwelt in Lancaſhire, were dead, 
and others ruined in their Eſtates : So that, though I did not ſeek Re- 
verge upon them, for their aCtings againſt me contrary to the Law ; 
yet the Zord had executed his Fuc/gments vpon many of them. 
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Being now fet free from my Impriſonment 1n Scarborough-C aſtle, | 1665; 
went atour three Miles to a large, General Meeting at a Friend's Houle, WWW 
thar had been a Chief-Conſtable ; and all was quiet and well. On the —— 
Fourth Day after I came into Scarborough again, and had a Meeting in =—_ 
the Town at Peter Hodg ſon's Houſe. To this Meeting came one called | 
a Lary, and ſeveral other Great Perſons ; alio a Toung-man, that was 
Son 10 the Bayliff of the Town, and had been Convinced, while [ 
was there in Priſon. That Lady (ſo called) came to me, and ſaid ; 

I ſpake again} the Miniſters, | told her ; * Such as the Prophets and 
* Chrift declared againſt formerly, I declared againſt now. 

From hence | went to Whitby ; and having viſited Friends there, Whitby. 
I patft-d thence ro Burlington, where | had another Meeting ; and from Burling- 
thence to Oram, where 1 had another Meeting : and from thence to g;;n. 


' Ora, where I had another Meeting : and from thence to Marmaduke 


Stor's, and had a large Meeting at a Conſtable's Houſe, on whom the Mer. Stor 
Lord had wrought a great Miracle. 

Next Day 7wo Friends being to take each other in Marrzage, there 
was a very great Meeting, which I was at. And I was moved to 
open to the People the Szate of our Marriages, declaring ; * How the 
« People of God took one another in the Aſſemblies of the Elders : 
* and how that it was God, that did Foin Man ar Woman together be- 
* fore the Fal/. And though Men had taken upon them to Foiy in 
* the Fal, yet in the Reſtoration it was God's Joining, that was the 
* right and honourable Marriage : But never any Prief? did Marry any, 
* that we read of in the Scriptures, from Geneſis to the Revelations. 
Then I ſhewed them the Duty of Man and Wife, how they ſhould 
ſerve God, being Heirs of Life and Grace together. 

After the Meeting,l paſſed trom thence to Grace Barwick,where I had 6.Berwick 
a General Meeting, which was very large : and when that was over, 
i came to Richard Shiptox's, where I had another Meeting ; and ſo to Whitby. 
a Prieft's Houſe, whoſe Wife was Convinced, and himſelt grown very ——— 
Loving, and glad to ſee me. This was that Prie#?, that in the Year 
1651. threatned, If ever he met with me again, he would have my Life, 
or I ſhould have his ; and faid, He would loſe his Head, if I were not 
knockt down in a Month : But now he was partly Convinced, and be- 
come very kind. I went from his Hoaſe towards the Sea, where ſe. ——— 
veral Friends came to viſit me; and among others, one Philip Scarf, 
who had formerly been a Prief?, but having received the Truth, was 
now become a Preacher of Chrift freely, and continued ſo. Paſſing 
on, I called to ſee an Ancient Man, who was Convinced of Truth, and —— 
was above an Z7undred Tears old. Then camel to a Friend's Houſe, — 
where I had a great Meeting, and quiet. And paſſing on through Few 
the Country, 1 had a great Meeting near Malton ; and another large 
Meeting near Hull : from which I went to a place called Holdendike. nur full. 
As we went into the Town, the Watch-men queſtioned me, and thoſe —_— 
that were with me ; but they not having any Warrazt to ſtay us, we © 
went on by them, and they in a Rage threatned, they would ſearch 
us out. I went to the Houſe of one, that was called the Lady Moan- 
tague, and there I lodged that Night ; and ſeveral Friends came 
thither to Yife me. Next Morning being up betimes, I walked out 


into the Orchard, and faw a Man about Sun-riling go into the Houle,

1565. 11 a great C/oak, He ſtay'd not long ; but came ſoon out again, and F- 
SY went away, not ſeeing me. 1 felt tomething ſlrike at my Life ; and | 
L.Mounta- went into the Hoxſe ; where I found the Maid-Servant affrighted and 
"6 trembling : and ine told me, That Man had a Naked Rapier under his 
Cloak. By which I perceived, he came with an Intent to have done 
Miſchief; but the Lord prevented him. | 
From fhis place paſſing through the Country, I viſited Friends, 
York till I came to Tork, where we had a large Meeting. Alter the Meeting 
[ went to viſit Juſtice Robinſon, an ancient Juſtice of the Peace: who 
had been very loving to me and Frzends from the beginning. There 
was at this time a Prief# with him ; and hetold me, /t was ſaid of us, 
that we loved none, but our ſelves. I told him, « We loved all Man- 
« kind, as they were God's Creation, and 2s they were Children of 
* Adam and Eve by Generation ; and we loved the Brotherhood in the 
« Holy Ghoſt. This ftopt him : fo that after ſome other Diſcourſe, we 
parted friendly, and we paſſed away. 

About this time I had written a Book, Intituled ; Fear God, aud FHo- 
nour the King : In which I ſhewed, That none could rightly Fear God, 
and Honour the King, but they, that departed from Sin and Evil: This 
Book did much affect the Sou/diers, and molt People. = 

Now having viſit Friends at Tork, we paſled thence to a Market- 

G Wathin- Town, where we had a Meeting at one George Watkinſon's, who tor- | 

_ merly had been a Juſtice, A glorious, bleſled Meeting it was, and ve- 
ry large, and the Seed of Life was ſet over all. Burt we had been 
troubled to have got into this Town, had not Providence made way 
for us ; for the Watch-men ſtood ready to flop us : but there beiog a 
Man riding juſt before us, the Watch-men queſtioned him firſt : and 
perceiving, that he was a Juſtice of Peace, they let him paſs ; and we 
riding cloſe efter him, by chat means we eſcaped. | 

T Tiley, From this place we paſſed to Thomas Taylor's, who had formerly | 
been a Cprain, whcre we had a precious Meeting. Hard by Thomas | 
Taylor's, there lived one called a Knight, who was much diſpleaſed, 
when tie heard, I was like ro be Releaſed out of Priſon ; and threat- 
red, That if the King, ſet me at Liberty, he would ſend me to Prion 
again the next day. But though I had this Meerzng fo near him, yer 
the Lord's Power opt tim from meddling, and our Meeting was quiet. 
Col. Kirby aifo, who had been the Chief Means of my Impriſonment at 
Lancaſter- and Scarborough-Caſtles, when he heard, I was fet at L3- 
berty, got ancther Order for the Taking me up ; and ſaid, Fe would 
ride his forſe Forty Miles to take me, and would give Forty Pounds 
to have me taken, Yet a while after I came ſo near him, as to have 
a Meeting within Two Miles of him : and then was he ſtruck with | 
the Gout, and kept his Bed ; fo that it was thought, he would have | 
died. 

*rom Thomas Taylor's 1 paſſed through the Country , viſiting 

Sinderhill- Friends, till I came to Synderhill-Green, where I had a large and Ge- 
Green. weral Meeting. The Prief? of the place hearing of it, he ſent the 
Conſtable to the Fuſtices for a Warrant ; and they rid their Zorſes ſo 
hard, that they almolt ſpozled rhem : But the notice they had, being 
thort, and the way long, the Meeting was ended, before they came.

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| was over ; and then: a Friend came to me, and told me, They were 1665.

ing to. As I went along the Cloſes rowards it, I met the Conſtables Sindertill 
and Wardens, and the Fuſtice's Clerk with them ; fo I paſſed through _ 
them : and thy /ooked at me, and I went to the Houſe, that they ——— 
had been ſearchinz. Thus the Devil and the Prieft loſt their Deſign - 
for the Lord's Power bound them, and preſerved me over them ; and 
Friends parted, and all eſcaped them. And the Oficers went. away, as 
they came ; tor the Lord God had fruſirated their De/ign : praiſed be 
his Name for ever |! 
Atter this | went into Darbyſhire, where I had a large Meeting : And Darbyſbire. 
ſome Friends were apprehenſive of the Conſtables coming in; tor they 
had had a great Perſecution in thoſe parts : but our Meeting was quiet. 
There was a Juſtice of Peace in that Country, had taken away much 
of Friend's Goods : whereupon one Fllen Fretwel/ had made her Ap- 
peal to the Seſſions ; and the reſt ct the Juſtices granted her her Goods 
again, and ſpake to that perſecuting Juſtice, That ke ſhould not do ſo 
any more. And ſhe was moved to ſpeak to that Juſtzce, and to Warn 
bim ; whereupon he bid her, Come and fit down on the Bench Ay, 
| ſaid ſhe, If 7 may perſwade you to do Juſtice to the Country, I will fit 
down with you : No, laid he, then you ſhall not ; and bid her Get her . 
L, out of the Court. But as ſhe was going our, ſhe was moved of the 
Lord to turn again, and ſay ; She ſhould be there, when he ſhould not. 
After the Seſfons were endcd, he got amongſt lome of his Perſecuting 
Companions, and ſaid; They would get ſome more of the Quakers Goods, 
if the Devil did not raiſe ap that Woman to hinder them, So he 
went home, and drove away her Brother's Oxen for going to Meetings 
and then another Woman, a Friend of Cheſterfield, whoſe Name was 
| Suſan Frith, was moved of the Lord to tell him ; That, if he con- 
{ tinued on in his perſecuting of the Innocent, the Lord would execute his 
| Plagues upon him. Soon alter which, this Juſtice, whoſe Name was 
Clark, fell diſtrafted, and was bound with Ropes; but he gnawed the <1 
Ropes in pieces, and had like to have ſpoiled his Mazd : for he fell up- 
on her, and bit her ; fo that they were fain to put an Iron Inſtrument 
into lis Mouth, to wreſt his Teeth out of her Fleſh : And afterwards 
W died diſtrafted.

I travelled out of Darbyſbire into Nottinghamſhire, and had a large wotting-

ham : and fo great was the Tempe? that day, that many Trees were 
torn up by the Roots, and ſome People killed ; but the Lord preſerved 
us. Onthe Firf7-Day following I had a large Meeting in Nottingham, 
very quiet ; and Friends were come to fit under their Teacher, the 
Grace of God, which brought them Salvation, and were eſtabliſhed 
upon the Rock and Foundation Chrift Feſus. Aﬀter the Meeting 1 weat 
to viſit the Friexd, that had been Sheriff about the Year 1649, whoſe 
Priſoxer I had then been. 
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1666. From Nottingham | paſſed into Leiceſterſhire, and came to Sy- 
UV leby, where we had a large, bleſſed Meeting. After which I went 
Leiceſttr- to Leiceſter, to viſit the Priſoners there; and then came to Fohn Pen- 
Syleby. ford's, where we had a General Meeting, large and precious. From 
Leiceſter. thence I paſſed through the Country, viſiting Friends and my Relat;- 
My ons, till I came into Warwickſhire, and toWarwick ; where having vi- 
Warwick ſited the Priſoners, I paſſed from thence ro Badgley, and had a preci- 
ſhire. © ous Meeting there. Then I travelled through Northamptonſhire, Bed- 
"bg fordſbire, Buckinghamſhire, and Oxfordſhire, viſiting Friends in each 
"5; Wha County. In Oxfordſhire the Devil had laid a Snare for me, but the 
Ro Lord brake it: and his Power came over all, and his bleſſed 7ruth 
' — og ſpread, and Friends were Increaſed therein. Thus after I had paſſed 
burking- through many Countzes, viſiting Friends, and had had many large 
OrfedBir and precious Meetings amongſt them, I came at Jaſt to Londoy. But 
London, I was ſo weak with lying almoſt Three Tears in cruel and hard Tmpri- 
ſouments, and my Joints, and my Body were fo ſtiff and benummed, that 
[ could hardly get on my Horſe, or bend my Joints, nor well bear to 
be near the Fire,or to eat Warm Meat ; | had been kept fo long from it. 
Being come to Loxdox, 1 walk't a little among the Ruirs, and took 
5-09 notice of them ; and I ſaw the Cty lying, according as the Word 
ot the Lord came to me concerning it, ſeveral Tears betore. 
Now after I had teen a time in Loxdon, and had viſited Friends 
| Meetings through the City, I went into the Country again, and had 
Kingfion. large Meetings in the Countries, as I went ; at Aing/ton, Reading, and 
Witdhie. in Wiltſhire, till T came to Briſtol. At Briſtol alſo 1 had many large 
Briſtol. Meetings ; and Thomas Lower came thither out of Cornwal to meet me :

* About this time, ſome that had ra out from Truth, and claſhed

the Lord's Everlaſting Power was over all, and ſet Judgment on the 
Head of that, that had run out. And in theſe Meetings which laſted 
whole Days, ſeveral, that had Run out with Fohy Perrot and others, 
camein again, and Condemned that Spirit, that led them to Keep on 
their Hats, when Friends prayed, and when they themſelves prayed ;

and that if Friends had not ſtood, they had been gone, and had fallen in 
to Perdition.

Bedford- 
ſhire, we had great Oppoſition ; but the Lord's Power came over ir all, fire: 
Afterwards we went into Nottinghamſhire, where we had many pre+ wetting 
cious Meetings; and the Monthly Meetings were ſettled there. Then bane. 
paſling into Lincolnſhire, we had a Meeting of ſome Men: Friends of all Lincoin- 
the Meetings in the County,at his Houle,who had been formerly Sheriff" 
of Lincoln ; and all was quiet. After this Meetzng we patſled over - 
Trent into Nottinghawſbire again, (he that had been the Sheriff of Lin- y,t;ve.- 
colu, being with me) where we had ſome of all the Meetings in that banſtire. 
County together ; and our Meeting was glorious and peaceable : And 
many precious Meetings we had in that County. 
At that time William Smith was very Weak and Sick : and the Con- 
ſtables and others had ſeized upon all his Good's, to the very Bed he lay 
upon, for Truth's ſake, Theſe Officers threatned, to come and break 
up our Meeting ; but the Lord's Power chained them, fo that they - 
had not power to meddle with us, bleſſed be his Name. After the 
Meeting was over, I went to viſit William Smith; and there were the 
Coxjt:.bles and others watching his Corn and his Beaſts, that none of 
them might be Removed.

We went allo into Radzorſhire, where we had many precious Meet- Redror- 
ings ; and the Monthly Meetings were ſettled in the Lord's Power.”""" 
As we came forth ot that Country, ſtaying a little at a Market Town, .__—.. 
a Fuſtice's Clerk and ſome other Rude Fellows combined together,to do 
us a Miſchief upon the Road. Accordingly they followed us out of 
Town, and ſoon overtook us : but there being many Market: People 
on the way, they were ſome-what hindred trom doing, what they in- 
tended. Yet obſerving, that Two cf our Company rid at fome Gdi- 
ſtance behind, they ſer upon them Two ; and one of them drew his 
Sword, and cut one of thoſe two Friends, whoſe Name was Richard 
Moor, the Chirurgeon of Shrewsbury. Mean while another of theſe 
Rude Fellows came galloping after me and the other Friend, that was 
with me ; and we being to paſs over a Bridge, that was ſomewhat of 
the zarroweF? for him to paſs by us, he, in his Eagerneſs to get before 
us, rid into the Brook, and plunged his Horſe intoa deep Hole in the 
Water. I faw the Defign, and ſtopt ; and defired Friends to be patient, 
and give them no occaſion : and in this time came Richard Moor up 
to us, with the other Friend, that was with him; who knew the 
Men and their Names. Then we rid on the Road again; and a little —— 
further we met another Man on foot, who was Drunk, and had a »a- 
| ked Sword in his hand. And not far beyond him, in a Bottom, we 
met 7wo Men and 7wo Women, one of which Men had his Thumb cut 
off by this Drunken Man, that had the Naked Sword: for he being 7 
Drink, would have Raviſhed one of the Women; and this Man with- 
ſtanding him, and reſcuing the Toung-Woman from him, he whipt out 
his Sword, and cut off the Man's Thumb. Now though this Drunken 
Man was then on foot, having alighted to do his Wickedneſs ; yet he 

. had a Horſe, that, being /ooſe, tollowed him a pretty way behind. 
Wherefore I rid after the Zorſe : and having caught him, I brought 
him to the May, that had his Thumb cat off; and bid him, 7ake rhe 
Forſe to the next Juſtice of Peace, and by that means they might find 
out, and purſue the Man, that had wounded him. 

Upon this occaſion I writ a Letter to the Juſtices, and tothe Judge 
of thie Aſize, which was then at hand : And I imployed ſome Friends 
to carry it to the Juſtices firſt. The Juſtice, to whom the Clerk be- 
longed, rebuked his Clerk and the others alſo, for diſturbing and abu- 
/ing us upon the High-Way : So that thoſe Men were glad to come 

j and make ITntreaty to Friends, not to appear againſt them at the Aſzze ; 
: which,upon their Submiſſion and Acknowledgment of their Fault, Friends 
| granted. And this thing was of good Service in the Country : for 


it ſtopt many rude People, that before had been forward to abuſc 
Friends, 
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1667. We paſſed into Herefordſhire, where we had ſeveral bleſſed Meer- 
YN ings : and we had a General Mens- Meeting alſo, where all the Monthly 
Hereford» Meetings were ſettled. There was about this time a Proclamation 
ſoire. againſt Meetings : and as we came through Herefordſhire, we were 

told of a great Meeting there was of the Presbyterians ; who had e&n- 
gaged themſelves to ſtand, and give up all, rather than forſake their 
Meetings. But when they heard of this Proclamation, the People came, 
but the Prief# was gone: and then they were at a /oſs. Then they 
met in Lemſter privately ;. and provided Bread, and Cheeſe, and Drink 

| in readineſs, thar if the Officers ſhould come, they would put up their 
Billes, and fall to Eating. The Bayliff found them out, and came in 
among them, and faid ; Their Bread and Cheeſe ſhould not cover them, 
but be would have their Speakers. They crizd, What then would become 
of their Wives and Children 2 But he rook their Speakers, and kept 
them a while. This the Bay/iff rold our Friend Peter Toung, and 
faid; They were the werieſt Hypocrites, that ever made a Profeſſion of 
Religion. 

The like Contrivance they had in other places. For there was one 
Pocock at London, that married Abigazl Darcy, who was called a La- 
dy: and ſhe being Convinc'd of Truth, I went to his Houſe to ſee her. 
This Pecock had been one of the 7rzers of the Przeſts : and being an 
high Presbyterian, and envious againſt us; he uſed to call our Friends 
Houſe-Creepers. Now I going to viſit hisWife, and he being preſent, 
ſhe ſaid to me; 1 have ſomething to ſpeak to thee againfi my Husband. 
* Nay, faid I, rhou muſt not ſpeak againſt thy Husband. Tes, ſaid 
ſhe, but I mu## in this Caſe. The laFi Firſt- Day, ſaid ſhe, He and bis 
Prieſts and People, the Presbyterians, met, and they had Candles and 
Tobacco-Pipes, and Bread and Cheeſe, and Cold Meat on the Table ; 
and they agreed before-hand, that if the Officers ſhould come in upox 
them, then they would leave their Preaching and Praying, and would 
fall to their Cold Meat. * Oh, faid | to him, is not this a Shame to 
« you, who Perſecuted and Imprifoned us, and ſpoiled our Goods, be- 
* cauſe we would not follow you, and be of your Religzon, and called 
© us Houſe-Creepers ; and now ye do not ſtand to your own Religion 
© your ſelves / Did ye ever find our Meetings ſtuftt with Bread and 
© Cheeſe, and Tobacco-pipes 2 Or did ye ever read in the Scriptures of 
* any ſuch Praftice among the Saznts 2 Why, ſaid the Old Man, We 
mus? be as wife, as Serpents. Then faid I, * This # the Serpent's Wiſ- 
* dom indeed. But who, faid I, would ever have thought, that you 
Presbyterians and Independents, who perſecuted and impriſoned others, 
and ſpoiled their Goods, and whipped fuch, as would not follow your 
Religion, ſhould now flinch your ſelves,and not dare to ſtand to,and own 
your own Religion; but cover it with Zobacco-pipes, Flagons of Drink, 
Cold Meat and Bread and Cheeſe * But this, and ſuch like deceitful 
Praftices, I underſtood afterwards, were too Common amongſt them 
in times of Perſecution. 

Now after we had travelled through Herefordſhire, and Meetings 

Monmouth- were well ſettled there, we paſſed into Monmouthſhire, where I had 
ire. ſeveral bleſſed Meetings ; and at Walter Jenkins, who had been a Tur 
| flice of the Peace, we had a large Meeting, where were ſome Convin- 

ced ; This Meeting was quiet. But at another Meeting that we had

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before this, there came the Bayliff of the Zundred, almoſt drunk; 1667. 
pretending, he was to take up the Speakers, There was a mighty VV 
Power of God in the Meeting ; to that, altiough he raged, the Power Fornourt, 
of the Lord limited him, that be could not break up the Meeting.” 
When the Meering was over, I ſtaid a while, and he ſtaid alfo : bur at- 
ter ſome time 1 ſpake to him; and fo paſſed quietly away. At Night 
forme: rude People came, and fhor off a Masket againſt the Houle; bur 
did riot hurt any body. Thus the Lord's Power came over all, and 
chained down the unraly Spirits, fo that we efcaped them ; and came 
to Roſs that Night, and had a Meeting there at James Merricks. Roſs, 
Atrer this we came into Glouceſterſhire, and had a Genera! Mens-Meet- CO 
ing at Nathaniel Crips's Houſe, where all the Monthly Meetings were” 
ſettled in the Lord's Everlaſting Power ; and the Heirs of Salvation 
were exhorted to take their Poſſeſtons of the Goſpe!, the Power of God, 
which was and is the Authority of their Meetings, Many blefled 
Meetings we had up and down 1n that Country, before we came to 
Briſtol, whither alſo we went : And after we had had ſeveral powerful Eto. 
Meetings there, the Mens- and Womens-Meetings were ſett]'d there alſo. 
Now as | was lying in Bed at Briſtol, the Word of the Lord came 
ro me, that I muſt go back to London.

ly-2etings in the Lord's Power there ; and then paſſed through rhe 
Countrics, viſiting Friezds, till we came to London. Londom. 
Aftcr we had viſited Friends in the Czty, and had ſaid there a 
while, 1 wes moved to exhort them, to bring ail their Marriages to 
the Mens- and Womer,s- Meetings, that they might lay them betore the 
Faithful there; that fo Care might be taken ro prevent thoſe Diſor- 
ders,that had beeu committed by ſome. For many had gone together 
in Marriage contrary to their Relations minds; and ſome young, raw 
People, that came among us, had mixed with the World: and Widows 
had married, and hid not made proviſion for their Children by their 
tormer Husbaxd's, v<fore their Second Marriage. And although I had 
given forth a Paper concerning Marrzages about the Year 1653, when 
Truth was but little ſpread over the Nationz Adviſing Friends who 
might be concerned 1n that Caſe, * That they might lay it betore the 
* Faithful in time, before any thing were Concluded ; and afterward 
* publiſh it in the end of a Meeting, or ina Market (as they were mo- 
ved thereto.) And when all things were found clear, they being 
free trom all others, and their Relatzons ſatisfied, then they might ap- 
point a Meetzng on purpoſe, for the taking of each other ; in the Preſence 
of at leaſt Twelve Faithful Witueſſes. Yet theſe Direfions not being 
obſerved, and Truth being now more ſpread over the Nation, it was 
therefore Ordered by the ſamePower and-Spirit of God,* That Marriages 
_ © ſhould belaid before the Mens Monthly and Quarterly Meetings, or as 
* the Meetings were then eſtabliſhed ; rhat Friends might ſee, rhat the 
* Relations of thoſe, that proceeded to Marriage, were latisfied, and 
that

* ry, came out of another Nation, County, or Monthly-Meeting, they 
* thouid bring a Certificate from the Monthly Meeting, to which they 
* belong'd ; tor ſatistaftion of the Monthly-Meeting, betore which they

Now after theſe things, with many other Services for God, were 
ſet in Order, and ſettled in the Churches in the Cty, I paſſed out of 
London, in the Leadings of the Lord's Power, into the Country again :

We travelled on through the Country, till we came to Swanzey ; Swanzey. 
where on the Firf? Day we had a large and precious Meeting, the 
Lord's Preſence being eminently among(t us. On a Week. Day after- 
wards we hada General Meeting beyond Swazzey, of Men-Friends, that 
came from Swanzey, Tenby, Haverford-WefF and other Places; and 
there the Monthly-Meetings were lettled in the Goſpe/-Order, and re-. 
ceived by Friends in the Power of the Lord : and the Lord's Truth was 
over all. 

From hence we endeavoured to have got over the Water into Cory- Swanzey.

But there came a Rude Company, who were run into Ranteriſm ; 


and had oppoſed and diſturbed our Meetings much. One of them 


had lain with a Mas ; and the man, that had /ain with her, declared 
it at the Market-Croſs, and gloried in his Wickedneſs : Theſe /ewd Peo- 
ple lived, a Company of them together, at a Houſe hard by the place, 
where our Meeting was. Wheretore I went to the Houſe, and told 
them of their Wickedneſs : but the Man of the Houſe faid, Why ! Did 
T make ſo ſtrange of that Another of them ſaid, 7t was to ſtumble 
me. I told them, © Their Wickedneſs ſhould not ſtumble me ; for 
*[ was above it. And I was moved of the Lord Ged to tell rhem, 
* That theF lagues and Judgments of God would overtake them, and come up- 
* ou them. Afterward they went up and down the Coxntry, till at l;ſt 
they were caſt into Wincheſter-Fail ; where the Man, that had lain 
with the Woman atoreſaid, ſtabbed the Failer, but not mortally, And 
after they were let out of Fail, this Fellow, that had /?ab#'d the Jailer, 
hang'd himſeli : The Woman allo had like to have Cut a Child's Throat, 
(as we were Informed.) Thele People had formerly Jived about Lon- 
don : and when the City was fired, they Propheſied;' That all the ref? 
of London ſhould be burnt within Fourteen Days ; and haſtned away 
out of Zown. Now though they were Ranters, and were great Oppo- 
ſers of Friexds, and Diſtarbers of our Meetings; yet in the Country, 
where they came, fome of the People of the World, that did not know 
them, would be apt to ſay, They were Quakers. Wheretore | was 
moved of the Lord to write a Paper, to be diſperſed amongſt the Ma- 
giſtrates and People of Hampſhire, to Clear Friends and Truth of theſe 
Lewd People, and their Wicked Ations. 

Now, after the Mens- Monthly Meetings in thoſe parts were ſettled, 
and we had viſited Friends, and the Lord's bleſſed Power was over 
all; we went toa Town, where we had a Meeting with Friends. And from 
thence we came to Faryham, where we met many Friends, it being 
the Market-Day : and we had many precious Meetings up and down 
that Country. Friends in thoſe Countries had formerly been plundered, 
and their Goods much ſpozied, both for 7ithes, and for going to Meet- 
zngs : but the Lord's Power at this time preſerved both them and us, 
from falling into the Perſecators Hands. 

We paſſed trom thence,and had a General Mens: Meeting at a Friends 
Houle in Surrey ; who had been plundered {o extreamly, that he had 
ſcarce a Cow, Horſe or Swine left. The Conſtables threatned to come 
then, and break up our Meeting ; but the Lord reſtrained them. At 
this Meeting the Mens- Monthly- Meetings were ſettled in the Authority 
of the Heavenly Power. And after we had viſited Friends in that 
Country, and had! many large and precious Meetings among them , 
we patled to a Friend's Houſe in Suſſex, where the General Meeting 
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fer the Men Friends of that County was appointed to be held ; and thi- 1668. 
ther came ſeveral Friends from London to viſit us. There we had a www 
bleſſed Meeting : and the Mens- Monthly: Meetings for that County were S's: 
then ſertled in the Lord's Eternal Power, the Goſpel of Salvation ; that 
all in it might keep to the Order of the Goſpel, There were at that 
time great Threatnings of Diſturbance ; but the Meeting was quict. And 
alterward we paſled trom thence, and had {everal large Meetings in 
that County ; though Friends were then 1n great Sufferings there, and 
many in Priſon. I was ſent for to viſit a Friend, that was fick , and 
vent to lee Friends,that were Priſoners ; and there was danger of my 
being apprehended : but I went in the Faith of God's Power, and thire- 
by the Lord preferved me in Safety. | 
Having, viſited Friends through the Country, we paſſed on into 
Kent ; where after we had been at feveral Meerings, we had a General Kent. 
Meeting for the Men-Friends of that County There allo the Mens- 
Montkly Meetings tor that County were fettled in the Power ol God, 
and eſtabliſhed 1n the Order of the Goſpel, for all the Heirs of it to 
| enter into their Services, and Care in the Church for the Glory of 
God. And Friends Rejoiced in the Order of the Goſpel, and uw cre 
| glad of the Settlement thereof ; which is not of man, nor by. 
man. 
| After this Meeting was over, I viſited Friexds in their Meetings up 
| and down in Kent : And when had cleared my felt of the Lord's Ser- 
vice in that County, I came up to London. Thus were the Mens- 
Monthly- Meetings (ſettled through the Natzon : For I had been in 
Berkſhire betore, where moſt of the Ancient Friends of that County 
were in Priſon; and when I had informed them of the Service of theſe 
Monthly. Meetings, they were ſettled amongſt them allo. And the 
Quarterly Meetings were generally ſettled before. I writ atio into Jre- 
land by faithful Friends, and into Scotland, Holland, Barbados, and 
other parts of America, adviſing Friends, to ſettle their Mens-Monthly- 
Meetings in thoſe Countries allo. For they had their Gezeral Quar- 
rerly Meetings before : But now that Truth was Increaſed amongſt 
rhem,they thould ſettle thoſe Mens- Monthly: Meetings in the Power and 
S#irit of God, that did at firſt Convince them. And fince the time 
theſe Meetings have been ſettled, that all the Fazzhful in the Power of 
God, who be Heirs of the Goſpel, have met together 1n the Power of 
God, which is the Authority of them, to perform Service to the Lord 
therein,many Mouths have been opened in Thankſgivings and Praiſe,and 
many have bleſt the Lord God, that ever he did tend me forth in this 
Service : Yea, with 7ears have many praiſed the Lord. For now all 
coming to have a Concern and Care for God's Honour and Glory, that 
his Name be not blaſphemed, which they do profeſs ; and to ſee, that

by Jeſus ChrifF, in and through the ZZoly Gho&?, And this Order of 
the Goſpel, which is not of May, nor by Man, but from Chrif?, the 
Heavenly Man, is above all the Orders of Mex in the Fall, whether 
Jews, Gentiles, or Apoſtatized Chriſtians ; and will be, when they 
are gone. For the Power of God, which is the Everlaſting Goſpel, was 
before the Devil was ; and will be and remain for ever, And as the 
Everlaſting Goſpel was Preached, in the Apoſi/es days to all Nations, 
that all Nations might come into the Order of it, through the Di- 
vine Power, which brings Lite and Immortality to Light ; that they, 
who were Heirs of it, might inherit the Power and Authority of it : 
So now, fince all Natzons have drunk the WWhore's Cup, and all the 
World hath Worſhipped the Beai7?, (but they, whoſe Names are writ- 
ren in the Book of Life from the Foundation of the World, who have 
worſhipped God in Spirit and Truth, as Chriſt commanded) the Fver- 
laſting Goſpel is to be, and is preached again (as Jobn the Divine tore- 
ſaw 1. ſhould) to all Nations, Kindreds, Tongues, and People. And 
this Everlaſting Goſpe/ torments the Whore, and makes her and the 
Beaft to rage, even the BeaF?, that hath Power over the Tongues, 
which are called the Original, to order them ; by which they make 
Divines, as they call them. But all that receive the Goſpel, the Power 
of God, which brings Life and Immortality to Light, they come to ſee 
over the Beaft, Devil, Whore, and Falſe Prophet, that hath darkned 
them, and all their Worſhips and Orders ; and come to be Heirs of the 
Goſpel, the Power of God, which was, before the Beaf?, Whore, Falſe 
Prophet and Devil were, and will be, when they are all gone, and 
caſt into the Lake of Fire. And they that be Heirs of this Power, 
and of this Goſpel, they inherit the Power, which is the Authoriry of 
this Order, and of our Meetings. Every Man and Woman, that be 
Heirs of the Goſpel, are Heirs of this Aathority, and of the Power 
of God, which was before the Devil was; and which is not of Man, 
nor by Man. Theſe come to inherit and poſſeſs the joytul Order 
of the joyful Goſpel, the comfortable Order of the comfortable 
Goſpel, the glorious Order of the glorious Goſpel, and the everlaſting 
Order of the everlaſting Goſpel, the Power of God, which will Jaft for 
ever ; and will out-laſt all rhe Orders of the Dev, and that which is 
of Men, or by Men. And theſe ſhall fee the Government of Chriff, 
who hath all Power in Heaven and Earth given to him ; and of the z- 
creaſe of his glorious, righteous, holy, juſt Government there is no 
end ; but his Government and his Order will remain : for he who is the 
Author of it, is the Firs? and the Laff, the Beginning and Ending, the 
Foundation of God, which over all ſtands ſure, Chri/# Fe/us, the 
Amen, | 

Aiter I had travelled amongſt Friends through moſt parts of the 
Nation, and the Monthly-Meetings were ſettled ; being returned to 
£.ondon, | ſtay'd ſome time there, viſiting Friends Meetings in and 
about the Ciry, While I was in Zondon, I went one day to Viſit him, 
that was called Eſq; Marſh, who had ſhewed much Xindzeſs both ts 
me, and to Friends ; and I happened to go, when he was at Dznner. 
He no fooner heard my Name, but he tent for me up, and would 


have 
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doſo. There were ſeveral Great Perſons at Dinner with him ; and WW 
hz {aid to one of them, who was a great Papzf7 :; Here is a Quaker, London. 
which you have not ſeen before. The Papiſt askt me ; Whether 7 did 
| own the Chriſtening of Children 2 I told him, © There was no Scripture 
: © for any ſuch Practice. What ! (aid he, Not for Chriſtening Children 2 
| izid, * Nay. I told him, the one Baptiſm by the one Spirit into one 
* Body we owned ; bur to throw alittle Wazer on a Child's Face,. and 
*\zy, that was Baptzzing and Chriſtening it, there . was no Scripture 
for that. Then he asked me, Whether I did own the Catholick Faith 2 
I faid, Tes : but added ; © That neither the Pope, nor the Papiſts were 
* in that Catholick Faith : for the true Fazth works by Love, and pus» 
« rifizs the Heart ; and if they were 1n that Faith that gives Viory, 
© Ly which they might have Acceſs to God, they would not tel] the 
> *® People of a Purgatory, after they were dead. So I undertook to 
* prove, That neither Pope, #or Papiſts, that held a Purgatory here- 
* ofter, were in the true Faith : For the true, precious, Divine Faith, 
* which Chriſt is the Author of, gives PYifory over the Devil and Sz, 
* that had ſeparated Man and Woman from God. And if they (the 
* Papiſts) were in the true Fazth, they would never uſe Racks, Priſons, 
© and Fines to perſecute and force others to their Religzon, that were 
* not of their Faith : For this was not the Prattzce of the Apoſtles and 
* Primitive Chriſtians, who witneſſed and .enjoyed the true Faith of 
© Chriſt ; but it was the Prafice of the Faithleſs Fews and Heathens 
* fo to do. Burt, faid I to him, ſeeing thou art a great and /zading 
4 © Mai among the Papiſts, and haſt been taught and bred up under the 
* Pope; and leeing thou fay'ſt, There 75 no Salvation, but in your Church, 
© Tdefire to know of thee, What it is, that doth bring Salvation in 
| * yoar Church 8 He anſwered, 4 Good Life. And nothing elle, ſaid I? 
Tes, ſaid he, Good Works. * And 1s this 1t, that brings Salvation in 
* your Charch, a good Life and good Works 2 Is this your Doftrine and 
Principle, laid 1? Tes, faid he. * Then, faid I, neither Thor, nor the 
* Fope, nor any of the hy know, what it is, that brings Salvatiox. 
Then he askt me, What brought Salvation in our Charch 2 1 told him, 
* That which brought Salvation to the Church in the Apoſtles Days, 
* the ſame brought Salvation to us, and not another ; Namely, 7he 
© Grace of God, which, the Scripture ſays, brings Salvation, and hath 
* appeared to all men, which taught the Saints then, and teaches us 
*now : and this Grace, which brings Salvation, teaches Zo deny Un- 
© godlineſs and worldly Luſts, aud to live godly, righteonſly and ſoberly. 
* So 1t is not the good Works, nor the good Life, that brings the Sa/va- 
* tz0n, but the Grace, What ! ſaid the Papiſt, Doth this Grace, that 
brings Salvation, appear unto all men 2 Yes, faid I. 7hen, faid he, / 
* deny that. But I faid, * All that deny that, are Se-makers, and are 
[ * not in the Univerſal Faith, Grace and Truth, which the Apoſtles were 
*in. Then he ſpake to me about the Mocher-Church ; andI roldhim :; 
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«The ſeveral forts of Sefs in Chriſtendom had accuſed us, and ſaid, We 

* forſook our Mother-Church, The Papifts charged us with forſaking 

* their Charch, and they faid ; Rome was the only Hother-Charch. The 

; * Epiſcopalians taxed us with forſaking the old Proteſtant Religion, and 
1 * they faid; 7heirs was the Reformed Mother-Church. The Presbyte- 
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1668. © rians and Independents blamed, us. for leaving them, and each of 
WY V © them ſaid; Theirs was the right- Reformed-Church. But I (aid, if we 
London. * could own any outward Czty or Place to be the Mother Charch, we 
t ſhould own outward Jeruſalem, where the Goſpe! was firſt preached 
* by Chriſt himſelf,and the Apoſt/es ; where Chriſt ſuffered ; where the 
$ preat C oxverfion to Chriſtianity by Peter was ; where were the Types, 
* Figures and Shadows, which Chriſt ended ; and where Chriſt com- 
© manded his Diſciples To wait, until they were . endued with Power 
« from high. So, it any outward place deſerved to be called the Mo- 
« ther, that was the place, where the firſt great Converſion to Chriſtia- 
© vity was, But the Apoſtle faith, Gal. 4. 25, 26.. Jeruſalem 
* which now is in Bondage with her Children : But Jeruſalem which is 
© above, is free, which is the Mother of ws all, For it 7s written, Re- 
* joyce, thou barren, that beareſt not ; break forth, and cry, thou that 
© travaileſt not : for the Deſolate hath many more Children, than ſhe 
* that hath an Husband, ver. 27. Now this we do fee, that Feruſa/ers 
« Zelow (which was the higheſt Place of Worſhip) and all that be like 
« her in Profeſſion without Poſſeſion, have more Children, than the Free 
© FVoman, that hath an Husband, which is Jeruſalem that is above, the 
* Mother of us all, that be true Chriſtians : So, the Apoſtle doth not 
« ſay, Outward Jeruſalem was the Mother, though the fir and great 
© Converſion to Chriſtianity was there. And therefore there is leſs Rea» 
« ſon for the Title [Mother] to be given to Rowe, or to any other | 
© outward Place or City, by the Children of Feruſalem, that is above 
* and free : and they are ni Feruſalem's Children, that is above and | 
* free, who £519 ls Title of Mother either to outward Jeruſalem, or | 
* to Re”, or te any other Place, or Sect of People. And though | 
© this Tuic {Mother}: hath been given to Places and Sefs amongſt and 
* by the degenerate Chriſtians ; yet we ſay ſtill, as the Apoſt/e ſaid of 
* 0/4, Jeruſalem that is above, is the Mother of us all : and we can 
* own no other, neither outward Feruſalem, nor Rome, nor any Se of 
« People for our Mother, but Jeruſalem, which is above ; which is free, 
* the Mother of us all; that are born again, and become true Believers 
* in the Ligbr, and who are grafted into Chriſt, the Heavenly Yiye. x. 
© For all, who are born again of the Immortal Seed, by the Word of God, 
© which lives and abides for ever, feed upon the Mzk of the Word, the 
* Breaſts of Life, and grow by. it in Life ; and cannot acknowledge 
* any other to be their Mother, but Feruſalem, which is above. 0h ! 
ſaid Eſq; Marſh to the Papiſt, Ton do not know this man : If he would but 
come to Church now and then, he would be a Brave Man. 

After ſome other Diſcourſe together, I went afide with this Juſtice 
Marſh into another Room, to ſpeak with him concerning Friends ; 
for he was a Juſtice of Peace for Middleſex : and being a Courtier, the 
other Juſtices put much of the Management of matters upon him. 
Now when we 7wo were alone together, he told me, He was in a 
fereight, how to Aft between us, and ſome other Diſſenters. For, ſaid 
he, Tou cannot Swear; and the Independents, Baptiſts and Fifth-Mo- 
narchy-People ſay alſo, They cannot Swear: and therefore, ſaid he, 
how ſhall I know, how to diſtinguiſh betwixt you and them, ſeeing they 
and you all ſay, It us for Conſcience ſake, that you cannot Swear £ Then 
faid I, * I will ſhew thee, how to diſtinguiſh - For they ( or moſt of 
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| : them) thou ſpeakeſt of, can and do Swear in ſome Caſes : but we 1669. 
' cannot Swear in any Caſe, If a Man ſhould ſteal their Cows or WV 
' Horſes, and thou ſhould'ſt ask them, whether they would Swear, London 
* they were theirs 2 Many of them would readily-do it:; Bur if.thon 
* try our Friends, they cannot Swear for their own Goods, Therefore, 
* when thou putteſt the Oath of Allegzance to any of them, ask then, 
* Whether they can Swear in any other caſe, as for their Cow or Horle ? 
* Which, if they be really of us; they cannot do z though they can 
* bear Witneſs to the Truth. Hereupon I gave him a Relation of a 
Trial in Barkſhire, which was thus : * A Thief ſtole Two Beaſts from 
* a Friend of ours: the Thief was taken and caſt into Priſon ; and the 
* Friend appeared againſt him at the Afizes. But. ſome body having 
* Informed the Fudge, that the Man, that Proſecuted, was a Quakep, 
* and could not Swear ; the Judge, before he heard, what the Friead 
* could fay, ſaid, Is he a Quaker > And will he not Swear 2 Then tender 
* bim the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy. So he caſt the Friend 
* into Priſon, and Premunired him, and let the Zhief go at Liberty, 
© that had ſtolen his Goods: When I had related this Caſe, Juſtice 
Marſh ſaid, That Fudge was a wicked Man. * But, ſaid I, It we could 
* Swear in any Caſe, we would take the Oath of Allegiance to the Xing, 
; * who is to preſerve the Laws, that preſerve every man in his Efate. 
* Whereas others, that can Swear in ſome caſes, to preſerve a part of 
* their Eſtates, if they be robbed, will not take this Oath to the Xing, 
© who is to preſerve them in their whole Eſtates and Bodies alſo. So 
© that thou may'ſt eaſily diſtingaiſh, and put a difference betwixt us, 
* ad other People. This Juſtice Marſh was afterwards very ſervicea- 
ble to Friends in this and other Caſes; for he kept ſeveral, both 
Friends and others, from being premunired, in thoſe parts where he 
was a Juſtice. And when Friends have been brought before him in the 
times of Perfecutioa, he ſet many of them at Liberty: And when he 
could not avoid ſending to Priſon, he ſent ſome for a few Hours, or 
for a Night. At length he weat to the Xing, and told hum: Fe had 
* ſent ſome of us to Priſon contrary to his Conſcience ; and he could not do 
ſo any more. Wherefore he removed his Family ' from Lme-houſe, 
where he lived ; and took Lodgings near Fames's Park. He told the 
King, That if he would be pleaſed to give Liberty of Conſcience, that 
would quiet aud ſettle all ; for then none could have any pretence to be un- 
eafie. And indeed, he was a very ſerviceable man to Truth and 
Friends in his day. 
We had great Service at Londox this year, and the Lord's Truth 
, came over all: and many that had been out from 7r«th, came in 
again this Year, Confefſing and Condemning their former Outgoings. 
Now after I had ſtay'd ſome time in London, I went forth into the 
Countries again, viſiting Friends in Surry and Suſſex, and in other $4. 
| places that way ; and afterwards travelled Northward, having Leo- Sz: 
4 nard Fell with me. We viſited Friends, till we came to Warwzck, warwick. 
Bae where many Friends were in Priſon ; and we had a Meeting in the 
| Town. After that I paſſed from thence to Birminghamand to Badgely : Birming- 
At Badgely T had a large Meeting. After which I paſſed through the Badaely. 
Country, viſiting Friends, till | came to Nottingham, where on the Notting 
firſt day we had a precious Meeting, but not without danger of being ham. 
] SiC Appre> 
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1669. Apprehended ; the Con/tables having threatned to take up Friends 
WWV about that time. 
Balby. I paſſed on from thence, viſiting Friends through the Country, till 
Yo. JT came to Balby, and fo to Tork to the Quarterly-Meeting there; and 
a bleſſed Meeting we had. Friends had in Torkſhire Seven Monthly 
Meetings before; and they were ſo ſenſible of the Service of them, 
that they deſired to have Sevex more added to them : For 7ruth was 
much ſpread in that Country. Accordingly in that Quarterly Meeting 
they were ſettled and eſtabliſhed : So that, whereas before they 
had but Sevey, now they have Fourteen Monthly Meetings in that 
County. 

It being the Aſize-time at Tork, there I met with Juſtice Zotham, a 
Well-wiſher to Friends, and one that had been Tender, and very Kind 
to me at the fr. 

After I had finiſhed my Service for the Lord in Tork, I paſſed fur- 
ther up into the Country: And as I went, a great Burdes fell upon me; 
but I did not preſently know the Reafen of it. So | came to a Meet- 

R. Shipton. ing on the Firit-Day at one Shipton's, which was very large: But 
there being a Meeting the ſame day ar another place alſo, the Prief# 
of that place, being miſ-informed, that I was to be there, got a War» 
rant, and made great Diſturbance at that Meeting : of which aac 
Lindley, who was there, gave me an Account by the following Let- 
ter, thus :

: Hen thou went'ſt from Tork, the Firſt- Day after thou waſt 
x at Richard Shiptou's : That Day I had appointed a Meeting 
_ © Ten Miles from Tork, where there had not been a Meeting before. 
* But the Prie/? and the Conſtable got a Warrant on the Seventh Day, 
* and put thy Name only in the Warrant (for they had heard, that thou 
* waſtto be there) and they came with Weapons and Staves, and cried, 
* Where is Mr. Fox? over and over ; many Friends being there, they 
* concluded, thou waſt among them. But thoſe Raverers being diſap- 
* pointed, plucked me down, and abuſed me, and beat ſome Friends ; 
* and then had me before a Magiſtrate : but he ſet me at Liberty, 


aac Lindley. 


After the aforeſaid Meeting was done, I paſſed through the Coun- 
whichy. 7ries, viſiting Friends at Whitby and Scarborough. When I was at 
Scarbo- Scarborough, the Governour hearing, I was corne to the Town, ſent 
rough. to invite me to his Houſe, faying ; Surely, 1 would not be ſo unkind, 

as not to come and ſee him and his Wife. Wherefore after the Meeting 
was over, I went up to Y7/it him ; and he received me very Courte- 

ouſly and Lovingly. 
Th! Wouls Now after I had viſited moſt of the Meetings in Torkſhire, and up 
Huldernſs, to the Wouls and Holderneſs ; 1 paſſed throughthe Conntry, till I came 
E 4 to Henry Jackſons, where IT had a great Meeting : And from thence to 
Eldreth, 7 homas Tayler's; and ſo to John Moor's at Eldreth, where we had a 
very 
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very large Meeting: And the Lord's Power and Preſence was eminent- 1669. 
Iy amongſt us. Not far off from this place lay Col. Kirby lame of +ww 
the Gout, who had threatned, that, If ever 7 came near, he would ®idreth. 
ſend niz to Priſon again ; and had bidden 4 |. to any man, that could 
take me : as was credibly informed. | 3 

After this Meeting I paſſed through the Countries, till I came into 
Staffordſhire, and fo into Cheſhire; where we had many large and Srajor4- 
precious Meetings. I had a very large Meeting at William Barns RT... 
Houſe about zwo Miles from Warrington : and although Col. Xirby warring- 
was now got abroad again, as violent in breaking up Meetings, as be. 
tore, and was then at Warrington ; yet the Lord did not ſuffer him 
to come to this Meeting: and ſo we were preſerved out of his 
hands. | | 

Now was I moved of the Lord to paſs over into IRE LAND, IRELAND 
to viſit the Seed of God in that Nation : and there went with me Ro- 
bert Lodge, Fames Lancaſter, Thomas Briggs and John Stabbs. We 
went near to Liverpool, and waited there for Shipping and Wind : Liverpos! 
and after we had waited ſome days, we ſent Fames Lancaſter to take 
Paſſage, which he did ; and brought Word, the Ship was ready, and 
would take us 1n at Black-Rock. Whereupon we went thither on foot : 
and it being pretty far, and the Weather very hot, I was very much 
ſpent with Walking. Yet when we came there,the Ship was not there : 
ſo we were fain to go to the Tow#, and take Shipping there. When we 
were come on Board, I ſaid to the reſt of my Company ; Come, ye will 
Triumph in the Lord ; for we ſhall bave fair Wind and Weather. There 
were many Paſſengers in the Ship, and many of them were Sick ; bur 
not one of our Company was Sick. The Maſter, and many of the Paſ- 
f{engers were very loving; and we being at Sea on the Firf7-Day of 
the Week, I was moved to declare Truth among them : Whereupon 
the Maſter ſaid to the Paſſengers ; Come, here are things, that you never 
heard in your Lives. When we came before Dublin, we took Boat, Dublin. 
and went aſhore ; and the Earth and Air ſmelt, methought, with the 
Corruption of the Nation, fo that it yielded another Sme/ to me, than 
England did : which I imputed to the Corruption,and Popiſh Maſſacrees 
thar had been Committed, and the Blood, that had been ſpile in it ; 
from which a Foulneſs aſcended. We paſſed through, among the Of- 
cers of the Cuſtom four times, yet they did not ſearch us; for they 
perceived, what we were : and ſome of them were ſo Exvious, they 
did not care to look at us. We did not preſently find Friends ; but 
went to an yn, and ſent out to inquire for ſome Friends - who when 
they came to us, were exceeding glad of our Coming, and received us 
with Great Foy. We ſtay'd there the Weekly Meeting, which was a 
great one ; and the Power and Life of God appeared greatly in it. Af- 
terwards we paſſed to a Province-Meeting, which laſted 7 wo Days, there .—— 
being both a Mens-Meeting about the Poor, and another Meeting-more 
General; in which a mighty Power of the Lord appeared, and Truth 


_ was liviogly declared, and Friends were much refreſhed therein. 


Paſſing from thence about fozr and twenty miles, we-came to ano- 

ther place, where we had a very good, refreſhing Meeting : But after ——— 
the Meeting was over, ſome Papiſts, that were there, were Avgry, and 
raged very much. When I heard Fri I ſent far one' of them, who 
2 Was 
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1669. was a Schoolmaſter; but he would not come at me. Whereuponl ſent 
LAY a Challenge to him, with all the Friers and Monks, Prieſts and Jeſuits, 
Irchad. to come torth, and Try their God and their Chrif?, which they had made 

of Bread and Wine : but no Anſwer could I ger from them. Where. 
fore I told them, * They were Worſe, than the Prieſts of Baal : for | 
« Baal's Prieſts tried their Woodden God ; but theſe durſt not try their 
« God of Bread and Wine: and Baal's Prieſts and People did not Eat 
© their God, as theſe did, and then make another. 
New-Gar- We went on to a place called New Garden, where was a great Meet- 
den. ing. And from thence we travelled on among Friends, till we came 
Bandon» tO Bandon-Bridge and the Lands-End, having many Meetings, as we 
Bridge. went ; in which the mighty Power of the Lord was manifeſted, through 
Landsend 1h Friends were well refreſhed : and many People were affected 
Bandon, With the Truth. At Bandon the Mayor's Wife, being her ſelf Convinced, 
deſired her Husband to come to the Meeting ; but he bid her for her Life, 
ſhe ſhould not make kyown, that I was at a Meeting there. 
He that was then Mayor of Cork,was very envious againſt 7ruthand | 
Friends, and had many Friends in Priſon: And knowing, that I was 
in the Country, he had fent forth Four Warrants to take me; where- 
fore Friends were deſirous, that I might not ride through Cork, But | 
being at Bandon, there appeared unto me, in a Yifton,* A very ugly-vi- | 
* ſag d Man, of a black and dark Look. My Spirit firuck at him in the 
© Power of God : and it ſeemed to me, that I rid over him with my 
© Horſe, and my Horſe ſet his Foot on the fide of his Face. When'l 
came down in the Morning, I told a Frzend, that was with me, that 
the Command of the Lord was to me to ride through Cork ; but bad 
him, Tell no Man. So we took Horſe, many Friends being with 
Cork, me: And when we came near the 7owsn, the Friends would have 
ſhewed me a way on the backfide of the Town; but I told them, My 
way was through the Streets. Wherctore taking one of them along 
with me (whoſe Name was Paul Morrice) to guide me through the 

Town, 1 rode on : and as we rode through the Market-place, and by 
the Mayor's Door, the Mayor ſeeing me ride by, laid, There goes George 
Fox : But he had not power toffop me. When we had paſled through 
the Centinels, and were come over the Bridge, we went to a Friend's 
Houſe, and alighted : And there the Friends told me, what a Rage 
was in the Town, and how many Warrants were granted forth to _ 
me. While I was fitting there with Friends, I felt the Evil Spirit at 
Work in the Zown, ſtirring up Miſchief againſt me; and I felt the Power 
of the Lord ſtrike at that Evil Sprrit. By and by ſome other Friends 
coming in, told me, That it was over the Town, and amongFt the Ma- 
giſtrates, that 1 was in the Town: 1 ſaid, Let the Devil do his worſt. 
So after a while, that Friends were refreſhed one in another, and we 

who were Travelers, had refreſhed our ſelves, I called for my Horſe : 
and having a Friend to Guide me, we went on our way. But great 

was the Rage, that the Mayor, and others of Cork were in, that they 
 hadmiſſed me, and great pains they afterwards rook to have taken me ; 
having their Scoxts abroad upon the Roads (as I underſtood) to obſerve, 
which way I went. - And afterwards there was ſcarce a Pablick Meet- 

' 7ng | came to, but there came Spzes to watch, if I were there. And 
the Envious Hagiſtrates and Prieſts ſent Informations one to another 
concerit 
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concerning me, deſcribing me by my Hair, Hat, Cloaths and Horſe ; 1669. 
ſo that when I was come near an Hundred Miles trom Cork, they had WV 
an Account concerning me, and Deſcription of me, before I came 7and. 
amongſt chem. There was one very Exvioxs Magiſtrate, who was 
both a Prief# and a Juſtice ; and he got a Warrant trom the Judge of 
Aſrze to apprehend me : which Warrant was to go over all his Circaif, 
which reached near an Hundred Miles. Yet the Lordditappointed all 
their Counſels, and defeated all their Defgus againſt me, and by his 
good hand of Providence preſerved me out of all their Syares ; and 
gave us many ſweet and bleſſed Opportunities to vifit Friends, and 
ſpread Truth through that Nation. For Meetings were very large, 
Friends coming to them far and near 3 and the World's People flock- 

' ingin. And the powerful Preſence of the Lord was preciouſly felt with 
and amongſt us ; whereby mary of. the World were reached, and Cox- 
vinced, 1nd gathered ro the Truth, and the Lord's Flock was increaſed : 

_. And Friends were greatly refreſhed and comforted in feeling the Love 

| of Gcd. Oh, the Brokenneſs, that was amongſt them in the fowings 

of Life | So that, in the Power and Spzrit of the Lord, many toge- 

ther have broken out into Singizg, even with Audible Yeices, making 

Melody in their Hearts. 
At which time I was moved to declare to Friends there in the Mz- 

niftry, as tolloweth : | 


* CO0#und, Sound abroad, you faithful Servants of the Lord, and Wit- 
*, ) neſſes in his Name, and faithful Servants and Prophets of the 
* Higheff, and Angels of the Lord Sound ye all abroad in the World, 
© to the awakening and raiſing of the Dead, that they may be awake- 
* ned, and raiſed up out of the Grave, to hear the Yozce, that is /iving. 
* For the Dead have long heard the Dead, and the Blind have long 
* wandered among the Blizd, and the Deaf amongſt the Deaf: There- 
* fore Sound, Sound, ye Servants and Prophets, and Angels of the Lord, 
*ye Trumpets of the Lord, that you may awaken the Dead, and 
*awaken them that be aſleep in their Graves of Sin, Death and Hell, 
* and Sepulchres, and Sea, and Earth, and who lie in the Tombs.

At James Hutchinſon's 1n Ireland there came many Great Perſons, 
defiring to diſcourſe with me about Elefion and Reprobation. 1 told 
them, « Though they judged our Principle fooliſh ; it was too Zigh tor 
* them, and they could not with their Wi/dom comprehend it : There- 
* fore I would diſcourſe with them according to their Capacities. You 
* fay (ſaid I) that God hath Ordained the greateſt part of Men for 
* Ztell, and that they were Ordained fo before the World began : For 
* which your Proof is in Jade. And you fay, Eſau was Reprobated, 
* and the Fgyptians, and the Stock of Fam : But Chriſt ſaith to his 


* Dilct- 
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< Diſciples, Go, teach all Nations ; and, Go into all Nations, and preach 1669. 
© the Goſpel of Life and Salvation. Now, it they were to go to all VV 
© Nations, were they not to go to #am's Stock, and Eſar's Stock 2 Did T1:1a#4. 
* not Chriſt die for all 2 then for the Stock of Fam, and of Eſau, 
* and the Fgyptiavs. Doth not the Scripture ſay, God would have all 
* men to be ſaved 2 Mark, Al Men; then the Stock of Eſau, and of 
* Ham allo. And doth not God ſay, Egypr my People & and that he 
* would have an Altar in. Egypt? Ia, 19. Were there not many 
* Chriſtians formerly in Egypt 2 And doth not Hiftory fay, that the 
* Biſhop of Alexandria would tormerly have been Pope ? And had not 
© God a Church in Babylon £ I confels, The Word came to Jacob, and 
- * the Statutes to Iſrael; the like was not to other Nations, For the Law 
| © of God was given to ſrac/; but the Goſpel was to be preached to al 
* Nations, and is to be preacht. The Goſpel of Peace and glad 73- 
* dings to all Nations ; He that believes, is Saved ; but he that doth 
* xot believe, is Condemned already : So the Condemnation comes through 
* Unbelief. And witzereas Jude fpcaks of fome, that were of Old Or- 
© dained (or written of betore) to Condemnation, he doth not ſay, be- 
© fore the World began : but, Written of Old, may be reterr'd to Moſes 
* his Writings, who writ of thoſe, whom Jade mentions, namely, 
* Cain, Corah, Baltam, and the Angels, that kept not their firſt Eſtare. 
* And ſuch Chri/tzans, as followed them in their way, and Apoſtatized 
*from the firſ# ſlate of Chriſtianity, ſuch were and are Ordained for 
* Condemnation by the Light and Truth, which they are gone from. 
© And though the Apoſtle {pezics of God's loving Jacob, and hating Eſau ; 
© yet he tells the Belzevers : We all were by nature Children of Wrath, 
* as well as others. This includes the Stock of Facob (of which the Apo- 
| * file himſelf was, and all believing Fews were :) And thus both Jews 
| * and Gentiles were all concluded under $72, and ſo under Condemna- 
; * tion, thar God might have Mercy upon all, through Feſus ChrifF. 
« So the Eleftion and Choice ſtands in Chrift : and he that believes, is 
* ſaved ; and he that believes not, is condemned already. And Jacob is 
© the Second Birth, which God loved; and both Fews and Gentiles muſt

Now aſter I had travelled over that Nation of Ireland, and had vi- 
ſited Friends in their Meetings, as well for Bufaneſs as tor Worſhip, and 
had Anſwered ſeveral Papers and Writings from Monks, Friers, and 
Proteſtant Prieſts (tor riicy all were ina Rage againſt us, and endea- 
voured to fp the Work of the Lord: and tome Jeſuits ſware in ſome 
of our hearing, that we came to ſpread our Prxczples in that Nat7on ; 
but we ſhould not do it :) I returned to Dublin, in order to take Paf- Cubiiz 
ſage there for Eng/and. And when I had ſtaid the Firf7-Day's Meeting 
there, which 25 very large and precious) there being a Shzp ready, 
and the Wind terving,we took our Leave of Friends ; parting in much 
Tenderneſs and Brokenneſs, in the Senſe of the Heavenly Life and Power,

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1669. that was manijeſted amongſt us. So having put our Zorſes and Ne- 
UV ceſſaries on Board in the Morning, we went our ſelves in the Afternoon ; 
Dublin. many Friends accompanying us to the Ship: and divers, both Friends 

and friendly People coming, after us in Boats, when we were near a 
At Sea. League at Sea, their Love drawing then ; though not without Daxger. 
A good, weighty and true People there 1s in that Nation, ſer/ible of the 
Power of the Lord God, and zender of his Truth ; and very good Or- 
der they have in their Meetings : for they ſtind up for Righteouſneſs 
and Holineſs, which dams up the way of Wickedneſs : A precious Y7- 
fitation they had : and there is an Exce!leat Spitis in them, worthy to 
be viſited. Many things more I could write of thar Nation, and of 
my Z7ravels in it, which would be large to mention particularly : bur 
__ thus much I thought good to ſignifie, that the Righteous may Rejoice 
in the Proſperity of Truth. | 
James Lancaſter, Robert Lodge and Thomas Briggs came back with 
me; John Stubbs having further Service there, itayed behind, We 
were Two Nights at Sea : In one of which a mighty Storm aroſe, thar 
put the Yefſel in great Danger; it rained and blew fo hard. Bur 
I faw, the Power of God went over the Winds and Stortys ; he had 
them m his hand, and his Power bound them. And the ſame Poizer 
of the Lord God, which carried us over, brought us back again; and 
in his Life gave us Dominion over all rhe Evi/ Spzrits, that oppoſed us 
there. 
Liverpool. - We landed at Liverpool; and went to the Mayor's Houſe, it being 
an Iny, And after we had ſtaid about a Qzarter of an- Hour in the 
— Houſe, we went to a Friend's Houſe about a Mile out of the Town, 
— where we ſtaid a4 while ; and then went to Richard Johnſon's. Whence 
7 ap departing the next day, we pafled to Wi/lzam Barnes his Houſe, and 
ſo to William Gandy's, viſiting Friends, and having many precious 
Meetings in Lancaſhire and Cheſhire. We bore towards Brio: and 
_ when we came into Glouceſterſhire, we met with a Report at Nailsworth, þ 
Nailſwarth Which was ſpread about that Country, That George Fox was turned 
Presbyteriai: and that they had prepared a Pulpit for him, and ſet it 
inaVard; and that there would be a Thouſand People there the next 
day, to hear him. 1 thought it ſtrange, that ſuch a Repor? ſhould be 
raiſed of me ; yet as we went further on, from one Friezd's Houſe | 
to another, we met with the ſame. We weat by the 7ard, where the | 
Pulpit was {et up, and ſaw it ; and went on to the Place,where Friends | 
Meeting was to be next day, and there we ſtay'd that Night. Nex# | 
day, being the Firft-day of the Week, we had a very large Meeting, 
and the Lord's Power and Preſence was amongſt us. | 
Now the occaſion of this ſtrange Report, (according as I was in- | 
formed) was this : There was one John Fox, a Presbyterian Pries?, 
who uſed to go about Preaching; and ſome changing his Name (as 
was reported) from Fohn to George, gave out, that George Fox had 
changed his Religzon, and was turned from a Quaker to be a Presbyte- 
tian, and would Preach at fuch a Place ſuch a day.. This begat fo 
great a Carzofity in the People, that many went thither to hear this | 
Quaker turned Presbyterian ; who would not have gone to have heard | 
John Fox himſelf. By this means it was Reported, they had got to- 
gether above a Thouſand People, But when they came there, and or. | 
ceived | 
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ceived, they had a 7rick put upon them, and that that was but a 1669. 
| Counterfeit George Fox ; and underſtood withal, that the real George WW 
Fox was hard by at Friends Meeting, there came ſeveral Hundreds OE 
of them to our Meeting, and were Sober and Attentive. -* 1 direQed oo 

« them to the Grace of God in themſelves, which would 7each them, 

* and bring them Salvation. And when the Meeting was done, ſome 

of the People ſaid, They liked George Fox the Quaker's Preaching bet- 

ter, than George Fox. the Presbyterian's, Thus, by my providential 
Coming into thoſe parts at that time, was this Falſe Report diſcovered ; 

and Shame come over them, that were the Contrzvers of 1t. 

It was not long alter this, that this fame John Fox was complained 
of in the Houſe of Commons, for having a Tumultuous Meeting, inwhich 
Treaſonable words were ſpoken : Which (according to the beſt Informa- 
tion I could get of 1t) was thus. This John Fox had formerly been 
Prieft of Mansfield in Wiltſhire : and being put our of that place, was 
alterward permitted by a Common- Prayer-Prieſt to preach ſometimes in 
his Steepie- Houſe. At length this Presbyterian-Prieſt, preſuming too 
far upon the Pariſh Frie/t's former Grant, began to be more bold, 
than welcom 3 and would have preached there, whether the Pariſh- 
Prieſt would or no. This cauted a great Buſtle and Conteſt 1n the Stees 
| ple-hovſe Lerween the Two Prieſts, and rheir Hearers on either ſide : 
© 1n which Coxreft tne Common- Prayer- Book was Cut to pieces, and (as it 

was {aid) tr ::t Treaſonable Words were then ſpoken by ſome of the 

Followers oi this John Fox, the Presbytertan- Prieſt, This was quickly 

put inthe News-Book : 2nd fore malicious Presbyterzans cauſed it tobe 

ſo worded, as it it had proczeded from George Fox the Quaker, when- 

as | was above Two hundred Miles from the place, when this Buſtle 

happened. Bur when | heard it, I ſoon procured Certificates from 
ſome of the Members of the Houſe of Commons ; who knew this Fohy 
| Fox, and gave it under their Hands, that it was Fohn Fox, who had 
| formerly been Parſon of Mansfield in Wiltſhire, that was complained 
of to the Houſe of Commons, to be the Chief Ring-leader in that Un» 
lawful Aembly. 

And indeed, this Fohn Fox was an 7ll Man: for when ſome , that 
had been Followers and Fearers of him, came to be Convinced of 
Truth, and received the Truth in their Inward Parts, and thereupon 
left following him ; he coming to ſome of their Houſes to talk with 
them about ir, and they telling him, Ze was in the Steps of the Falſe 
Prophets, preaching for Hire and Filthy Lucre, and was like them, whom 
| Chriſt cried Wo againſt, and the Apoſtles declared againſt ; ſuch ,as ſer- 
| ved not the Lord Feſus Chriſt, bat their own Bellies; and telling him, 
Chriſt ſaid, Freely ye have received. freely give ; and therefore he ſhould 
wot take Money of People for Preaching, eſpecially, now times were ſo 
hard. He Replicc, God Blefs Preaching : for that brings in Money, let 
times go how they will. And fill my Belly with good Vittuals ; and then 
call me falſe Prophet, or what you will, and kick me about the Houſe, 
when ye have done, if ye will. This Relation I had from a Man and 
his Wite (who had been formerly his Hearers) whom this Fohn Fox 
(with others) cauſed deeply to ſuffer, For he,and ſome other Presby- 
rerian Prieſts, uſing to reſort to a Widow-Woman's Houſe, who had the 
| Impropriation, and took the 7zthes of the Pariſh, ſhe told them,

There was a Quaker in that Pariſh, that would not pay her Tithes ; and 
asked Counſel of them, what the ſhould do with him. They advi- 
ſed her 7o ſend Workmen, and cut down, and carry away his Corn : which 
(according to their Counſel) fhe did, and thereby mpoveriſhed the 
Man. Burt to proceed. ——— _ 

After this Meeting in Glouceſterſhire was over, we travelled through 
that County, till we came to Bri/to/ ; where I met with Margaret Fe/, 
who was come to viſit her Daughter 7eomans there. I had tcen from 
the Lord a conſiderable fime betore, that I ſhould take Margaret Felt 
to be my Wife. And when 1I firſt mentioned it to her, ſhe felt the 
Anſwer of Life from God thereunto. But though the Lord had opened 
this thing unto me, yet I had not received a Command irom the Lord, 
for the accompliſhing of it then.Whereforel let the thing reſt,and went 
on in the Work and Service of the Lord,as before, according as the Lord 
led me ; travelling up and down in this Natzoy, and through the Nation 
of Ireland. But now.,after I was come back from reland,and was come 
to Briſtol, and found Margaret Fe// there, it opened in me from the 
Lord, that the thing ſhould be now Accompliſhed. And after we had 
diſcourſed the thing together, I told her; * If ſhe alſo was fatisfied 
with the Accompliſhing of it now, ſhe ſhould firſt ſend for her Chi/- 
* dren : which the did. And when the reſt of her Daughters were 
come,l asked both them and her Soxs in Law, * If they had any thing 
© apainſt it, or for it? deſiring them to ſpeak : and they all ſeverally 
* expreſſed their Satzsfattion therein. Then I asked Margaret, * If ſhe 
© had fulfilled and pertormed her Husband's Will to her Children 2 She 
replied, The Children knew that. Whereupon I asked them, © Whether, 
*if their Mother Married, they ſhould not Joſe by it 2 And I asked 
Margaret, * Whether ſhe had done any thing in /zex of it, which 
* might Anſwer it to the Children 2 The Children laid, She had an- 
ſwered it to them ; and deſired me to ſpeak no more of that. I told 
them, * I was plain, and would have all things done plainly : for I 
* ſought not any outward Advantage to my ſelf. So after I had Ac- 
quainted the Children with it, our Intention of Marriage was laid before 
Friends, both privately and publickly, to the full Satz5fation of Friends; 
many of whom gave 7eſtimony thereunto, that it was of God, After- 


wards, a Meeting being appointed on purpoſe for the Accompliſhing = 


thereof, in the Publick Meeting-Houſe at Broad-Mead in Briſtol, we took 
each qther in Marrzage ; the Lord Joining us together in the Flonoura- 
ble Marriage, in the Everlaſting Covenant and Inmortal Seed of Life. 
In the Yenle whereof living and weighty 7eſtimonzes were born there- 
unto by Friends, in the Movings of the Heavenly Power, which uni- 
ted us together. Then was a Certificate, relating both the Proceedings 
and the Marriage, openly read, and Signed by the Relations, and by 
moſt of the Anczent Friends of that City ; beſides many other Friends 
from divers parts of the Nazzos. 

After we were Married, we ſtay'd about a Week in Briſtol ; and 
then went into the Country together to O/dtone : where taking our 
Leaves of each other in the Lord, we parted, betaking our elves 
?ach to our ſeveral Service ; Margaret returning homewards to the 
North, and I paſſing on into the Countries, in the Work of the Lord,

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as before. I travelled through Wirſhire, Berkſhire, Oxfordſhire and 1669. 
Buckinghamſhire, and ſo to London, viſiting Friends : In all which SWYV 
Counties | had many large and precious Meetings. | _—_ 

Being in London, it came upon me to write to Friends throughout 0zfordſvire 
the Nation, about Putting out poor Children to Trades. Wheretore Fow 4

ſent the following Epiſtle to the Quarterly Meetings of Friends in all London.

My Dear Friends, 


*xF ET every 2aarterly Meeting make Inquiry through all the 
: Monthly Meetings, and other Meetings, to know all Friexds, that 
© be poor, Widows, or others, that have Chi/dren fit to ſer forth to Ap- 
© prenticeſhips ; lo that once a Quarter you may (ct forth an Apprentice 
© from your Quarterly Meeting : and fo you may fet forth four in a 
© Tear in each County, as need may be ; or tore, if there be occaſion. 
* And this Apprentice, when he comes out of his 7ime, may help his 
* Mother or Father, and rear up the Family, that is decayed ; and in 
* ſo doing, all may come to live comfortably, as Men. For being done 
© in your (Quarterly Meetings, ye will have kzowledge through all the 
© County, in all the Monthly and particular Meetings, of Maſters that be 
* fir for them ; and of ſuch Trades, as their Parents deſire, or you de- 
* fire, or the Children are moſt Inclinable too : and fo, being placed 
© forth, as you ſhall order from your Quarterly Meetings, to Friend, 
« they may be trained up in Truth : and by this means in the Wiſdom 
© of God, you may preſerve Friends Children in the Truth, and enable 
* them to rear up their decayed Families, and be a Strengthand Help 
© to them, and Nurſers and Preſervers of their Relatzons in their anci- 
* ent days. And thus alſo, things being ordered in the Wi/dom of God, 
© you will take off a continual Maintenance, amd free your elves from 
* much Cumber. For in the Conntry, ye know, ye may let forth an 
* Apprentice tor a little, to ſeveral Trades, as Bricklayers or Maſons, 
* Carpenters, Wheel-rights, Plough-rights, Taylors, Tamers, Carriers, 
* Black-ſmiths, Shoomakers, Naylers, Butchers, and ſeveral other Trades, 
* that might be named, as Weavers of Linnen and Wooken, Stuffs and 
* Serges. And you may do well, to have a Szock in your Quarterly- 
* Meetings for that purpoſe: and all that is given by any Friends at 
* their Deceaſe (except it be given to ſome particular Tſe, Perſon or 
* Meeting,) may be brought to the Pab/ick Stock for that ſame pur- 
* pole: This will be a way for the preſerving of many, that are 
* poor among you ; and it will be a way of making up poor Families. 
© In ſeveral Counties the ſame 1s practiſed already : and fome Quar- 
© terly Meetings do ſet forth Two Apprentices; and ſometimes they ſet 
' forth Children of the World, that are laid on the Pariſh : You may 
* bind them for fewer or more Years, according to taeir Capacities. In 
© all which things the Wiſdom of God will teach you ; by which ye may 
© come to help the Children of poor Friends , that they may come to 
* rear up their Families, and preſerve them 1n the Fear of God. So no 
* more, but my Love in the everlaſting Seed, by which ye will have 
* Wiſdom to order all things to the Glory of God.

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1669, I ſtay'd not long in London : but having viſited Friends, and find- 
WYV ing things there quiet and well, the Lord's Power being over all, I 
Eſix. paliled down into Eſſex, and fo into Hertfordſhire ; where I had many 
- precious Meetings. But before I went out of London, intending to go 

down, as far as Leiceſterſhire, I writ a Letter to my Wife, to acquaint 

her therewith ; that, it ſhe found it Convenient to her, ſhe might 
Cambridee- meet me there. From Hertfordſhire I turned into Cambridgeſhire ; 
ſhire. thence into Huntingtonſhire, and fo into Leiceſterſhire : where, inſtead 
——_ of Meeting with my Wife, I heard, that ſhe was Zaled out of her 
Liicfttr- Fouſe, and carried to Lancaſter-Priſon again, by an Order gotten from 
=. King and Council, to tetch her back to Priſon upon the Old Premu- 
2ire; though ſhe had been diſcharged from that Impriſonment, by an 
Order from the King and Council the Year before. Wherefore, having 
Derlyſhire. viſited Friends, as tar as Leiceſterſhire, I returned by Derbyſhire into 
gd Warwickſhire, and ſo through the Countries that way to London again ; 
London. having had many large and bleſſed Meetings in the ſeveral Counties I 
paſſed through, and had been ſweetly retreſhed with and amongſt 
Friends in my Travels. 

As ſoon as I was got to London, I haſt'ned Mary Lower and Sarah 
Fell (ewo of my Wife's Daughters) to the King, to acquaint him, 
how their Mother was dealt with, and fee, if they could get a full 
Diſcharge for her, that ſhe might enjoy her Eſtate and Liberty with- 
out Moleſtation. This was ſomewhat difficult at firſt to get ; but 
by diligent Attendance on it, they at length obtained it : the Xing 
giving Command to one called Sir John Otway, to fignifie his' Pleaſure 
therein by Lezter to the, Sheriff, and others concerned therein in the

Country. Which Letter Sarah Fell, going down with her Brother 


and Siſter Rows, carried with her to Lancaſter ; and by them I writ 
to my Wife, as followeth, 


My Dear Feart in the Truth and Life, that changeth not. 


: þ was upon me, that Mary Lower and Sarah ſhould go to the King 
* 4 concerning thy Impriſonment ; and to Kirby, that the Power of the 
* Lord might appear over them all in thy De/zverance. They went ; 
* and then they thought to have come down : but 1t was upon me to 
* ſtay them a little longer ; that they might follow the Bufne/s, till ic 
* was Effected : which it now is, and is here ſent down. The late 
* Declaration of mine hath been very ſerviceable, People being gene-

The Declaration here mentioned, was a Printed Sheet, writ upon 
occaſion of a New Perſecution ſtirred up, For by that time I was got 
back out of Leiceſterſhire to London, a freſh Storm was Riſen ; Oc» 
caſioned (as it was thought) by that Tumultuous Meeting in a Steeple- 
houſe in Wiltſhire, or Glouceſterſhire, mentioned a little before : where 
a Conteſt happening between a Presbyterian- Prieft, and the Prief? of 
the Pariſh, with their Hearers on either ſide, the Common» Prayer-Book 

was 
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was Cut to pieces, and other great Diſorders committed. From which 1670. 
(it was faid) ſome Members of Parliament took Advantage, to get VV 
that A paſſed againſt Seditious Conventicles : which ſoon after London: 
came forth, and was turned againſt us; who of all People were free 

from Sedition and Tumult. Whereupon I writ the Declaration betore 
mentioned ; ſhewing trom the Preamble and Terms of the faid A, 

That we were not ſuch a People, nor our Meetings ſuch Meetings, as 

were deſcribed in that 44. Beſide that Declaration, I writ alſo ano- 

ther ſhort Paper, on the occaſion of that Ad againit Meetings ; open- 

ing our Caſe to the Magiſtrates, as followeth : 


Friends, Conſider this 44, which limits us to Five, that but 
Five may Meet : Is this To do, as ye would be done by? 
* Would ye be ſo ferved your ſelves > We own Chriſt Jeſus, as well as 
© you, both his Coming, Death and Reſurrefion ; and it we be Con- 
* trary-minded to you 1n ſome things, is not this the Apoſt/e's Exhor- 
* tation, to Wait, till God hath Revealed it  Doth not he fay, 
* What is not of Faith, is Sin ? And ſecing, we have not Faith in things, 
* which ye would have usto do ; wou!d it not be Sz in us, if we 
« ſhould do contrary to our Faith? And why ſhould any Man have 
 Fower ver any other Man's Faith, ſeeing Chris is the Anthor of it 2 
* Whea ihe Apoſtles did preach in the Name of Jeſus, and great Mul- 
© titudes heard them, and the Rulers forbad them to ſpeak any more in 
© that Name ; did not they bid them Judge, Whether it were better to 
* obey Ged or Man? Would not this A have taken hold of the 7welve 
* Apoſtles, and Seventy Diſciples ; for they Met often together ? And 
* if there had been an 4F or Law made then, That not above Five 
* ſhould have met with Chriſt ; would not that have been an hindriog 
* kim from Meeting with his Diſcip/es? And do ye think, that he 
* (who is the Wiſdom of God) or his Diſciples would have obeyed it 2 
<It fach a Law had been made in the Apoſtles days, That not above 
* Five might have met together, who had been different-minded from 
© either the Jews, or the Gentiles ; Do ye think, the Churches of Chriſt 
© at Coriath, Philippt, Epheſus, Theſſalonica, or the reſt of the Gather- 
* ed Charches would have Obeyed it? O therefore conſider ' For we 
* are Chriſtians, and partake of the Nature and Liſe of Chrif?. And 
* ſtrive not to Limit the Z7oly One; for God's Power cannot be limited, 
* and is not to be quenched : And do unto all mey, as ye would have them 
* do unto you : for that is the Law and the Prophets. 


This is from thoſe, who wiſh you all well, and defire your Everlaſting 
Good and Proſperity, who are called Quakers ; who ſeek the 
Peace and Good of all People, though they do Afﬀtit us, and 
cauſe us to ſuffer.

On the Fir Day of the Week, next after the At came in force, I 
went to the Meeting at Grace-Church-Street, where I expeQed, the 
Storm was moſt likely to begin. When I came there, I found the 
Street full of People, and a Guard (et to keep Friends out of their 
Meeting-houſe. 1 went thereupon to the other Paſſage, that goes out 
of Lombard-Street, and there alſo I found a Guard ; but the Court 
was full of People, and a Friend was ſpeaking amorgſt them : But 
{pake not long. And when he had done, I ſtood up, and was moved 
ro ſay ; * Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thou me ? It is hard for thee to kick 
© againſt that, that pricks thee, Then | ſhewed, that it is Saul's Na- 
* zure, that perſecutes ſtill ; and that they, who perſecute Chriſt in his 
* Members now, where he is made manifeſt, &c& againſt that which 
* pricks them, That it was the Bzrth of the Fleſh, that perſecuted 
© the Birth born of the Spirit : and that it was the Nature ot Dogs to 
© tear and devour the Sheep ; but that we ſuffered as Sheep, that did 
* not bzte again : for we were a peaceable People, and did love them, 
* that perſecuted us. After I had ſpoken a while to this EffeR, the Cop 
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ſtable came, with an 1uformer and Souldjers ; and as they plucked me 1670. 
down, | ſaid ; Bleſſed are the Peace-makers. The Commander of the WWW 
Souldiers pur me among the Souldjers, and bid them ſecure me ; laying O__ 
ro me, ou are the Man [ looked for. They took alſo Fohn Burneyate and OY? 
another Friend ; and had us away firſt to the Exchange, and atterward 
towards More fields. As we went along the Srreets, the People were 
very moderate ; and ſome of them /aught at the Conftable, and told 
him , We would not run away. The Informer went with us @uknown ; 
till falling into Diſcourſe with one of the Company, he faid; It would 
never be a good World, till all Peopl: came to the good Old Religion, 
that was 7 wo hundred Tears ago. Whereupon I asked him, Art thou 
a P:piſt 2 What ! a Papiſt- Informer 2 for Two hundred years ago there 
was n0 other Religion, but that of the Papiſts. He ſaw, he had enſna- 
red himſelf; and was Vexed at it : for as he went along the Szreers, I 
| ipake often to him; and manifeſted, what he was. When we were 
come to the Mayor's Houſe, and were in the Courtyard, ſeveral of the 
| People, that ſtood about, asked me ; Fow, and for what IT was taken 2 
I deſircd them to As the Informer ; and allo know, what his Name 
was : but he refuſed to tell his Name. Whereupon one of the Mayor's 
Officers, looking out at a Window, told him ; ZZe ſhould tell his Name, 
before he went away : for the Lord Mayor (he ſaid ) would know, by what 
Authority he intruded himſelf with Souldiers into the Execution of thoſe 
Laws, which belonged to the Civil Magiſtrate to Execute, and not to the 
Military. Afﬀeer this he was reſtleſs, and 2ager to be gone ; and went 
to the Porter to be let out. One of the Officers called to him, ſay- 
ing, Have you brought People here to Inform againit, and now will you 
| go away, before my Lord Mayor comes £ Some called tothe Porter, not 

| co [et him our : Whereupon he forcibly pulled open the Door, and ſlipt 
out. No ſooner was he come out into the Szreer, bur the People gave 
a Shout, that made the Street ring again ; Crying out, A PapiFt-Tn- 
former ! A Papiſt- Informer ! We deſired the Conſtable and Souldiers 
co golorth, and Reſcue him out of the Peoples Hands ; tearing, leſt 
they ſhould have done him a Miſchief. They went, and brought him 
into the Mayor's Entry ; where we itaid a while : But when he wear 
out again, the People received him with iuch another Shouz. Where- 
upon the Souldiers were fain to go, and Reſcue him once more : and 
then they had him into a Houſe 10 an Alley ; where they perſwaded 
him to Change his Perriwig, ands? he got away unknown. 

When the Mayor came home, we were brought into the Room, 
| where he was : and ſome of his Officers would have raken oft our Hats ; 
; which he perceiving, called to them, and bid them Let #s alone, and 
| not meddle with our Hats : for (faid he) they are not yet brought before 
; me in Fudicature, So we ſtood by, while he Examined ſome Presby- 
terian- and Baptiſt-Teachers ; with whom he was ſomewhat ſharp, and 
Convicted them. Aiter he had done with them, I was brought up to 
the Table, where he late; and then the Oficers took off my Far. 
And the Mayor ſaid mildly to me : Mr. Fox, Tou are an Eminent Man 
among Ft thoſe of your Profeſſion ; pray, will you be Inſtrumental, to diſ- 
ſuade them from meeting in ſuch great Numbers : for (laid he) ſeeing 
Chriſt hath promiſed, that Where two or three are met in his Name, he 
wi? be in the midſt of them; and the Aing and Parliament are ma 
ouſly 
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1670. ouſly pleaſed to allow of Four to meet together to Worſhip God: Why

will not you be content to partake both of Chriſt's Promiſe to Two or 
Three, and the King's Indulgence to Four ? I anſwered to this purpoſe: 
© That Chriſf's Promiſe was not to diſcourage many from Meeting toge- 
© ther in his Name ; but to encourage the Few, that the feweſf might 
© not forbear to Meet, becauſe of their Fewneſs. But if Chriſt hath 
© promiſed to manifeſt his Preſence in the midit of fo ſmallan 4ſſemb/y, 
* where but 7wo or Three were gathered in his Name ; how much more 
* would his Preſexce abound, where Two or Three hundred are gathered 
© in his Name. I wiſht him to conſider, Whether this 4 would not 
© have taken hold of Chriſt, with his Twelve Apoſtles and 70 Diſciples 
© (if it had been in their time) who uſed to Meet often together ; and 
* that with great Numbers? However I told him, this A# did not 
© concern Ts ; for it was made againſt Seditious Meetings, of ſuch as 
© Met, under Colour and Pretence of Religion, to contrive Iuſurretions, 
* as (the Af fays) late Experience had ſhewen ; bur we had been ſuffi- 
© ciently Tried and Proved, and always tound peaceable : And therefore 
* he ſhould do well, to pur a difference between the /znocent, and the 
* Guilty. He ſaid, The ACt was made againſt Meetings, and a Worſhip 
* not according to the Liturgy. | told him, [ According to] was not 
* the very ſame thing : and | askt him, * Whether the Liturgy was ac- 
* cording to the Scriptures? And whether we might not read Scripe 
* tares, and ſpeak Scriptures £ He laid, Tes. I told him, © This 4 
© took hold only of ſuch, as did Meet to plot and contrive Inſurreftions, 
* as late Experience had ſhewen: but they had never Experzenced that 
* by us. Becauſe Thieves are ſometimes on the Road, muſt not Zo- 
© veſt Men travel therefore ? And becauſe Plotters and Contrivers have 
* Met to do Miſchief, muſt not an honeſt, peaceable People Meet to do 
* Good? If we had been a People, that did Meet to Plot and Contrive In- 
* ſurrefions, &c. we might have drawn our ſelves into Fours ; for 
* Four might do more Miſchief in Plotting, than if there were Four 
* Hundred ; becauſe Four might ſpeak out their Minds more freely one 
© to another, than Four Handred could. Therefore we being Innc- 
* cent, and not the People this Af concerns ; we keep our Meetings, as 
* we uſed to do: and, I faid, I believed, that he knew in his Conſci- 
* ence, we were\/unocent. After this, and ſoine more Diſcourſe, he took 
our Names, and the places, where we /odged ; and at length, inaſmuch 
as the Iyformer was gone, ſet us at Liberty. 

Being fet at Liberty, the Friends, that were with me, asked 
me, Whether I would go? I told them, © To Gracious Street- Meet- 
' ing again, if it were not over. When we came there, the People 
were generally gone ; only ſome few ſtood at the Gate. We went 
into Gerrard Roberts his Houſe ; and from thence I ſent out to know, 
how the other Meetings in the City were 2 And I underſtood, that at 
ſome of the Meeting-places Friends were kept out ; and at others they 
were taken, 'but let at Liberty again a tew days after. A glorious time 
it was; for the Lord's Power came over all, and his Everlaſting Trath 
got Renown. For as faſt as ſome, that were ſpeaking, were taken down, 
others were moved of the Lord to ſtand up and ſpeak ; to the admira» 
tion of the People : and the more, becauſe many Baptiſts and other 
Settaries leit their Publick Meetings, and came to ſee, how the ons 
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would ſtand ? As for the Informer atoreſaid, he was fo frighted, that 1670. 
there durſt hardly any [nformer appear publickly again in London for WW 

"ſome time after. But the Mayor, whoſe Name was Samuel Starling, Lotdon. 
though he carried himſelf ſmoothly towards us, proved afterwards a 
very great Perſecator of our Friends; many of whom he caſt into 
Priſon, as may be ſeen in the Books of the Trials of W.Penn, W. Mead, 
and others at the 0/4 Bazly this Year, 
After ſome time, the Heat of Perſecution in the City began to 
abate, and Meetings were quieter there: and I being then clear of 
| the City, went to viſit Friends in the Country ; having ſeveral Meer 
ings, as I went, in Middleſex, Buckinghamſhire and Oxfordſhire, which Middliſiz: 
were quiet : though in ſome places there was much Threatning. At jive” 
Reading moſt of the Friend's were in Priſon ; and I went thither to 0xfordfhire 
Vifit them : And when | had been a while with them, the Friends that Ne29198: - 
were Priſoners, gathered together, and ſeveral other Perſons came in ; 
ſo that I had a fine Opportunity amongſt them, and * declared the 
* Word of Life, encouraging them in the 7rath ; and they were Re- 
* freſhed in feeling the Preſenceand Power of the Lord amongſt them. 
When the Meeting was ended, the Fazler underſtanding, that I was 
there, the Friends were troubled, and concerned how to get me out 
ſafe again : for they feared, leſt he ſhould ſtop me. But after I had 
ſtaid a while, and Eaten with them, I went down the Stazrs : ard the 
Failer being at the Door, 1put my hand in my Pocket, which he had 
ſuch an Eye to, hoping to get ſomething of me; that he asked me no 
Queſtion. Sol gave him ſomething, and bad him, Be Kind and civil 
to my Friends in Priſon, whom Tcame to Vifit : And he let me paſs 
out without Interruption. But ſoon after ſaac Pennington coming to 
\ Vifit them, he ſtopt him ; and cauſed him to te made a Priſorer, 
| Next Morning | rid about Fourteen Miles to a Meeting, at a place ,,, Bir 
called Baghurſt in Hampſhire ; Thomas Brigges being with me. When Baghurfl, 
we came into the Pariſh, ſome. ſober People came to us, and told us, 
That tbe Prieſt of the Town was an Envious Man, and did Threaten us. 
We went on to the Meeting, which was large : and after ſome time 
Thomas Brigges flood up and ſpake. Now it ſeems, the Przeft had got 
a Warraut, and ſent the Conſtables and other Oficers with it :' And 
they caine to the Houſe, and flay'd a while, and then went away 
2gain ; but did not come into the Meeting : So we in the Meeting did 
not know of their being there. But after Thomas Brigges had done 
ſpeaking, I was moved of the Lord to ſtand up, and declared the 
Word ot Life to the People ; and a precious Meeting we had. When 
I had done ſpezking, and the Meeting was ended and riſen, I heard a 
great Clutter in the Tard: and when we came forth, the Max of the 
Flouſe told us, That the Officers had been in the Houſe before, but did 
not come into the Meeting ; but went away without doing any thing, And 
that now the Prieſt in agreat Rage had ſent them again, and his own Ser- 
vant with them. But the Meeting being ended before they came, 
they could do nothing now : And thus the good Providence of the 
Lord preſerved us from the Wicked Defign of the Enviows Prieſt, and 
out of his Szare ; but the Przeſt was in a great Rage, 
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From thence We went to a Friend's Houle on the Edge of Bark- 


ſhire, where ſeveral Friends came to viſit us. And afterwards we

till we came to Stephen Smiths near Guilford, where great Perſecution 
had been ; and very much Goods had been taken away from Friends 
thereabouts for their Meetings, and under great 7hreatnings they were 
at that time : yet we had teveral bleſſed Meetings there, and therea- 
bouts; and the Lord's Power was over all, in and by which we were 
a Apo | 

e went out of Surrey into Suſſex, by Richard Baxe's, where we 
had a large, precious Meeting, and quiet ; though the Conſtables had 
given out Threatnings before. Afterwards I had many more Meetings up 
and down in that County : andthough there were ſome Threatnings, yet 
Meetings were peaceable ; and Friends were refreſhed, and eſtabliſhed 
upon the Foundation of God, that ſtands ſure, When I had throughly 
viſited Suſſex, I went into Kext ; and had many glorious and precious 
Meetings in ſeveral parts of that County. I went up into Eaſ/-Xent to'a 
Meeting near Deal, which was very large : and returning trom thence 
to Canterbury, viſited Friends there : and then paſked into the 1fle of 
Sheppy, where I ſtaid 7ws or Three Days ; and thither came Alexander 
Parker, George Whitehead and Fehn Rouſe to me. 

The xzext day after they came, finding my Service for the Lord fi- 
niſhed there, we paſſed away towards Rocheſter. And on the way, as 
I was walking down an id, a great Weight and Opprefhon fell upon 
my Spzrit ; | got on my Horſe again ; but theWeight remained fo hea- 
vy on me, that I was hardly able to Rzde, At length we came to 


Rocheſter. Rocheſter, but I was much ſpext ; being ſo extreamly loades and bur- 


dened with the World's Spirits, that my Life was oppreſſed under them. 


Graveſend | got with difficulty to Graves-Exd, and lay at an Inn there ; but could

hardly either Eat or Sleep. The wext day Fobn Rouſe and Alexander 
Parker went for London ; and Jobn Stubbs being come to me, he and 
I went over the Ferry into Effex. We came to a place called Zorne- 
Church, where was a Meeting on the Firſt-Day : And after the Meet- 
ing | rode with great 7ncaſinefs to Stratford, Three Miles from Londen, 
to a Friend's Houſe there, whoſe Name was W:lliams ; and who had 
formerly been a Captain. Here I lay exceeding Weak, and at laſt loſt 
both my Hearivg and my Sight ; fo that I could neither bear nor ſee. 
Several Friends came thither to me from Loudon : and I told them ; 
* That I ſhould be as a Szgy, to ſuch as would not ſee, and fach as 
* would not bear the Truth. In this Condition I contioned a prett 

while, and ſeveral People came about me; and though I could not ſre 
their Perſons, yet I felt and difcerned their Spirits, who of them was 
houe57-heartes, and who was not. Divers Friends that praftiſed Phy- 
fick, came to ſee me, and would have given me Phyfick ; but I was not 
to meddle with any of their Medzczues : For I was ſenſible, I had a 
Travel to go through ; and therefore ſpake to Friends, to let none 
but ſolid, weighty Friends be about me. And under great Sufferings 
and Greasings, and 7ravels, and Sorrows, and Oppreſfons I lay for te- 
veral Weeks; whereby I was brought ſo Low and Weak in Body, that 
few thought, I cculd have /ived: and ſome, that were with me, went 
away, ſaying, They would not fee me die ; and it was reported both in 
London, 
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and in the Country, that I was deceaſed : But I felt the Lord's Power 1670. 
inwardly ſupporting me. And when they, that were about me, had CV W 
: given me up to die, I ſpake to them, to get a Coach to carry me Scratford. 
p to Gerrard Roberts's, about Twelve Miles off : For I found, it was my 
| place, to go thither. I had now Recovered a little G/mmmering Sight, 
ſo that 1 could diſcern rhe People and Fields, as I went ; and that was 
all. When I came to Gerrard's,he was very Weak ; and I was tmoved 
to ſpeak to him, and encourage him. And after I had ſtaid about Three 
Weeks there, it was with me to go to Enfeld : Friends were afraid of 
my Removing: but I told them, I might ſafely go. And'when 1had 
taken my leave of Gerrard, and was come to Erfeld, 1 went firſt to Enfic!d. 
viſit Amor Stoddart ; who lay there very Weak, and almoſt Speechleſs. 

I was moved to tell him, © He had been faithful as a Man, and faithful 

* toGod ; and that the Immortal Seed of Life was his Crown. And with 
many more Words I was moved to ſpeak to him; though I my ſelf 

was then ſo Weak, I was hardly able to ſtand : and within a few days 

after Amor died. I went to the Widow Dry's at Eyfeld, and there 

; i lay all that Winter ; warring in Spirit with the Evzl Spirits of the 
World, that Warred againſt Truth and Friends. For there were preat 
Perſecutions at this time : ſome Meeting-honſes were piuck'd down, and 
many were broken up by Soxldiers; who would come, ſometimes a 7790 

| of Horſe, or a Company of Foot, and they would break their ST 
Carbines, Muskets and Pikes with beating Friends : and many Friends 

they wounded, ſo that their Blood lay in the Srreets. Amongſt others, 

that were Aive in this Cruel Perſecution at London, my Old Adver- 

ſary Col. Xirby was one; who with a Company of Foot went to break 

up ſeveral Meetings : and he would often Inquire for me at the Meer- 

ings, he brake up. But one time, 8s he went over the Water to Horſly- 
Down, there happening ſome Scaffle between ſore of his Sou/dlers, 

and ſome of the Watermen, he bid his Men, Fire at them; and they 

did ſo, and X7/ed fome. 

But I was under great Sfferings at this time, beyond what I have 
words to declare. For I was brought into the Deep, and ſaw all the 
Religions of the World, and People that lived in them, and the Prieſts 
that held them up ; who were as a Company of Mem Eaters, eating up 
the People like Bread, and gnawing the Fleſh from off their Boxes. Bur 
as for True Religion and Worſhip, and Miniſters of God, Alack! I faw, 
there was none amongſt thoſe of the World, that pretended to it. For 
they, that pretended to be the Church, were but a Company of Men- 
Eaters, Men of Cruel Viſages, and of long Teeth ; who, though they 
had cried againſt the Men-Earers in America, yet I faw, they were in 
the fame Natzre, And @ the great profeſſing Jews did eat up God's 
People, like Bread, and the Falſe Prophets and Prieſts then preached 
Peace to People, ſo long as they put znto their Mouths and fed them ; 
bur if they fed them nor, they prepared War againſt them : they ate 
their Fleſh off their Bones, and chopped them for the Caldrox ; ſo thele, 
that proteſs themſelves Chriſtians now, (both Prieſts and Profeſſors) 
and were not in the ſame Power and Spzrit, that Chrif7 and theHoly 
Prophets and Apoſtles were in, were in the ſame Nature, that the old, » 
profeſſing Fews were in, and were Men-Faters, as well as they. Theſe 
ſtirred up Perſecution, and ſet the wicked Iuformers on work ; fo that a

A particular Inſtance of which I have heard, as followeth. 
At Droitwich Fo. Cartwright came to a Friend's Houſe : and being 


. moved of the Lord to ſpeak a few Words, before he fate down to Sup- 


per ; there came an Informer, and ſtood heark'ning under the Window. 
And when he had heard the Friend ſpeak, hoping to get ſcme Gain 
tro himſelf, he went and /yformed ; and got a Warrant to Diſtrain the 
Friend's Goods, under pretence, that there was a Meeting at his Houſe : 


Whereas there was none in the Zouſe at that time, when the Friend 


Example. 


ſpake before Supper, but himſelf, the Man of the Zouſe, and his Wife, 
and their Maid-Servant. But this Evil-minded man, as he came back 
with his Warrant in the Night, fell off of his Horſe,and brake his Neck, 
So there was a Wretched End of a Wicked Informer ; who hoped to 
have enriched himſelf by ſpoiling Friends: but the Lord prevented him, 
and Cut him of in his Wickedxeſs, and ſpoiled him. 

Now, though it was a Cruel, Bloody, Perſecuting Time, yet the 
Lord's Power went over all, and his Everlaſting Seed prevailed ; and 
Friends were made to ſtand firm and faithful in the Lord's Power : 
And ſome of the Sober People of the World would ſay, If Friends did 
not ſtand, the Nation would run into Debauchery. 

And though by reaſon of my Weakneſs, 1 could not travel abour 
amongſt Friends, as I uſed todo; yet in the Motion of Life I ſent 
the following Lines, as an Encouraging Teſtimony, amongſt them. 


My Dear Friends, 
* "HE Seed is above all, in it Walk; in which ye all have Life. 
6 Be not amazed at the Weather : for always the Fuf# ſuffered 


* by the Z»ju/? ; but the Fuſt had the Dominzon. And all along ye 
* may ſee, by Faith the Mountains were ſubdued ; and the Rage of 
* the Wicked, and his Fiery Darts were quenched. And though the 
* Waves and Storms be high, yet your Fazth will keep you to Swins 
© above them : for they are but for a 7zme ; and the 7ruth is with- 


* out Time. Therefore keep on the Mountain of Holineſs, ye who are 


© ed to it by\the Light ; where nothing ſhall hurt. And do not think, 
* that any thing will outlaſt the Truth, which ſtandeth ſare; and is 
* over that, which is out of the Truth : for the Good will Overcome 
* the Zuzl, and the Light Darkneſs, and the Life Death, and Yertue 
* Vice, and Righteouſneſs Unrighteouſneſi, The Falſe Prophet cannor 
* overcome the 7rue : but the True Prophet, Chriſt, will overcome 
© all the Falſe. So be Faithful, and live in that, which doth not think 
* the rime long. |

But 
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But after ſome time it pleaſed the Lord to allay the Feat of this VV 
Violent Perſecution : and I felt in Spzrit an overcoming of the Spirits Enficldz 
of thoſe Men- Eaters, that had ſtirred it up, and carried 1t on to that 
Eight of Cruelty ; though I was outwardly very Weak. And [ plainly 
felr, and thoſe Friends that were with me, and that cameto Viſit me, 
ſaw and took notice, that as the Perſecution Ceaſed, ] came from under 
the Travels and Sufferings, that had lain with fuch Weight upon me : 
$50 that towards the Spring I began to Recover, and to walk up and 
down, beyond the Expectation of many ; who did nor think, I could 
ever have gone abroad again, I had been ſo exceeding Weak through 
the Travel and Exerciſe, that was upon my Spzrt. 

Whilſt I was under this Spiritual Travel and Suffering, the State of 
the City New Jeruſalem, wich comes down out ot Heaven, was open- 
ed tome; which tome Carnal-minded People had looked upon to be 
like an outward City or Town, that had dropt out of the Elements : But 
I faw the Beauty and Glory of it, the Length, the Breadth, and the 
Height thereof, all in Compleat Proportion. And I ſaw, that all, 
wao are within the Light of Chrif?, and in his Fazth, which he is the 
Author of, and in the Spirit, the Holy Ghof?, which Cbriff, and the 
Holy Prophets and 4poftles were in, and within the Grace and Truth, 
and within the Power of God (that was before the Devil was) which 
was the Wal's of the City ; ſuch arc within the City, tuch are Members 
of this City,and have right to Eat of the Tree of Life, which yields her 
Fruit every Month, and whole Leaves are for the healing of the Na- 
tions. But they that are out of the Grace, out of the 7razh, out of 
the Light, Spirit and Power of God; ſuch as Refiſt the Z7oly GhoF, 
quench, vex and grieve the Spirit of God, and hate the Light, and 
turn the Grace of God into Wantonneſs, and do Deſpight to the Spirit 

/ of Grace ; ſuch as have erred from the Faith, and mace Ship-wrack of 
Þþ it, and of a Good Conſcience, and abuſe the Power of God, and deſpiſe 
Propheſying, Revelation and Tnſpiration ; theſe are the Dogs arid 2/n- 
believers, that are without the City : And theſe make up the grear 
City Babylon, Confuſion, and her Cage, the Power of Darkneſs ; and 
the Evil Spirit of Error ſurround and cover them over. And in this 
great City Babylon are the Falſe Prophets, in the falſe Power and falſe 
@ Spirit, and the Beaft in the Dragon's Power , and the Whore, that is gone 
6 a Whoring from the Spirit of God, and from Chriſt, her F«sband : 
{ Bat the Lord's Power is over all this Power of Darkneſs, Cage, Whore, 
Beast, Dragon, Falſe Prophets and their Worſhippers, who are for the 
Lake, which burns with Fire. Many things more did I ſee concern- 
ing the Heavenly City, the New Feruſalem, which are hard to be 
uttered ; and would be hard to be received. But in ſhort, This Holy 
City is within the Light : and all that are within the Light, are within 
the City ; the Gates whereof ſtand open all the Day, ( tor there is no 
Night there) that all may come in: and Chriſt's Blood being ſhed for 
every Man, and he taſted Death for every Man, and enlightneth eve- 
ry Man that co:neth into the World, and his Grace, that brings Salva- 
tion, having appeared to all Men, there 1s no Place or Laxgaage, but 
there his Yoice may be heard. The Chriſtians in the Primitzve Times 
were called by Chriſt A City ſet upon an Hill; and they were alſo 

called 
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1670, called The Light of the World, and The Salt of the Earth : But when 
WYV the Chriſtians loſt the Light, and Salt, and Power of God, then they 


came to be trodden under foot, like unſavoury Salt. Even as the Jews, 
who while they kept the Law of God, were kept above all Natzons ; 
þut when they turned their Backs on God and his Law, then were they 
trodden under foot of other Nations. So Adam and Eve, while they 
obeyed God, were kept in his /mage, and in the Paradiſe of God, in 
Dominion over all the Works of God's Hands : but when they difobeyed 
God, they loſt the Image of God, the Righteouſneſs and the Holineſs, 
in which they were made ; they loſt their Dom»ton, and were driven 
out of Paradiſe : and ſo fell under the dark Power of Satan, and came 
under the Chains of DarkneſS. But the Promiſe of God was, That the 
Seed of the Woman, Chriſt Jeſus, ſhould bruiſe the Serpents Head,ſhould 
break his Power and Authority, which had led into Captivity, and had 
held Man in ir. So Chrift, who is the Firf? and Laf?, fets Man free, 
and is the Reſurretion of the Fuft and Unjuf?, the Judge of the Quick 
and Dead ; and they that are in him, are inveſted with everlaſting 


Reft and Peace, out of all the Labours, and Travels, and Miſeries of 


Adam in the Fall. So he is ſufficient, and of Ability to Reftore Man 
up into the State, that Man was 1n before he fel! ; and not into that 
State only, but up iato that Szate alſo, that ever fell, even to him- 
{clf. 

I had alſo in this time a great Exerciſe and Travel of Spzrit upon 
me, concerning the Powers and Rulers of thele Nations, from the 
ſenſe I had of the many tender Yifttations and faithful Warnings, that 
had been given them ; and of their great Abuſe thereof : who had re- 
fuſed to hear, and had reje&ed the Counſel of the Lord, And though 
I knew, Friezds would be Clear of their Blood; yer I could not but 


Mourn over them, and gave forth theſe few Lines following concern- 
ing them: 


y WW E have given them a Yi/zation, and have faithfully Warned 
: ' them; and have declared to them our Zvnocency and p- 
* rightueſs, and that we never did any Zurt to the King, nor to any 
* of his People. We have nothing in our Hearts, but Love and Good- 
* will to him and his People ; and defire their Eternal Welfare. But 
*if they will not hear, then the Day of Judgment and of Sorrow, of 
* Torment and Miſery, and ſudden Deſtruftion will come from the Lord 
* upon them, that have been the Cauſe of the Sufferings of many 
* Thouſands fimple, innocent, harmleſs People, that have done them no 
* burt, nor have had any I Will towards him or them ; but have de- 
* fired their Eternal Good, for the Eternal Truth's \ake : Deſtruftion 
* will come upon them, that turn the Sword backward. Therefore 
* do not blind your Eyes; the Lord will bring ſwift Deftrution and 

* Miſery upon you : Surely, he will do it, and will relieve his Ianocent 
* People ; who have groaned for Deliverance from under your Oppreſ 
* fon, and have alfo groaned for your Deliverance out of Wickedneſs, 

* Bletſed be the Lord God, that he hath'a People in this Nation, that 

* fecks the Good of all Mex upon the Face of the Earth : For we have 

* the Mind of the Lord Jeſus Chrif?, that deſires not the Death of a 
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: Sinner - but the Salvation and Good of all : Bleſſed be the Name of 1690. 
* the Lord our God tor ever. WW 
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While I continued at Exfield, a ſenſe came upon me of an Zurt, 
that ſometimes hap'ned, by Perſoxs coming under the ? refeſſon of 
Truth our of one Country into avother, to take nn Hasband or Wife 
amongſt Friends, where they were Strangers; and it was not known, 
whether they were Clear and Orderly, or no. And it Opened in me 
to recommend the following Method unto Friends, for preventing 
ſach Inconveniences : Whereupon I writ the following Lznes.

0 LL Friexds, that do Marry, whether they be Men or Women, if 
c they come out of another Nation, I/land, Plantation or Coun- 
© ty, let them bring a Certificate from the Men's-Hleeting of that Coan- 
* ty, Nation, Iſland or Plantation, from which they come, to the Mey's 
* Meeting, where they do propound their Intention of Marriage : 
«* for the Mex's: Meeting being made up of the Faithfal, this will ſtop 
* all Zad and raw Spirits from Roving up and down. And then when 
« any come with a Certificate, or Letter of Recommendation from one 
« Men's-Meeting to another, one is refreſhed by another; and can fet 
* their ZZavds and Hearts to the thing : and this will take away a 
© preat deal of 7roub/e, And then, what ye have to fay to them in ' 
© the Power of God, in Admoniſhing and Inuſiruding them, ye are left 
* to the Power and Spirit of God to do it; and to let them know the 
* Duty of Marriage, and what it is: that there may be an ©nity and 
© a Concord in the Spirit, and Power, and Light and Wiſdow of God, 
* throughout all the Mer's-Meetings in the whole World, in One, in the 
* Life. Let Copies of this be ſent to every County, and Nation, and 
* Iſland, where Friends are ; that fo all things may be kept holy and 
« pure, and righteous in Unity and Peace ; and God over all may be 
* glorified among, you, his Lot, his People and Inheritance, who are 
* his Adopted Sons and Daughters, and Heirs of his Life. So no more, 
* but my Love in that which changeth not.

When I had recovered ſo much Strength, that I could Walk alittle up 
and down, I went from Eyfield to Gerrard Roberts's again ; and from 
thence to the Womens School at Shacklewell, and fo to London, to the Shackle- 
Meeting at Graciows-Street : where though I was yet but Weak, yet pony

This Prayer was writ the 17th Day at G, F. 
Night, of the 2d Month, 1671. 


I mentioned before, that upon the Notice I received of my Wife's 
being had to Priſon again, I ſent zwo of her Daughters to the King ; 
and they procured his Order to the Sheriff of Lancaſhire ſor her Diſ- 
charge. But though I expected, ſhe would have been ſet at Liberty

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thereby ; yet this Violent Storm of Perſecution coming lvddenly on 1671. 
upon it, the Perſecutors there did not Releaſe her , but found mcans SY 
to hold her ſtill in Priſon. But now the Perſecution a little ccafing, 1 199902: 
was moved to ſpzak to Martha Fiſher, and another Woman: Friend, to 
g0 to the Xing about her Liberty. They went in the Faith, and in 
the Lord's Power; and the Lord gave them Favour with the King, to 
that he granted a Diſcharge under the Broad-Seal, to Clear both her 
and ber Eſtate, after the had been Zen Tears a Priſoner, and Premuni- 
red : The like whereof was ſcarce to be heard in Eng/and. I ſent down 
the Diſcharge forthwith by a Friend : by whom alfol writ ro ker, buth 
to Ifform her, how to get it delivered to the Juſtices; ans 8lfo to Ac- 
quaint her, that it was upon me from the Lord, to go beyond the Seas, 
to viſit the Plantations in America : and therefore defired her to ha- 
| ſten up to Loxdon, as ſoon as ſhe could conveniently, after the had cb- 
tained her Liberty; becauſe the Ship was then firting for the Yoyage, 
In the mean time I got down to X7zg ſton, and ſtaid at John Rows his Ringfton 
Houſe, till my Wife came up : and then I began to prepare tcr the 
Voyage. But the Tearly Meeting being near at hand, I tarried till that London- 
was over. A very large Meeting it was ; for many Friends came up 79%. 
to it from all parts of the Nation, and a very precious Meeting it was ; 
| for the Lord's Power was over all, and his glorious, everlaſtingiy-re- 
| nowned Seed of Life was exalted above all. | 
| Now after this Meeting was over, and I had finiſhed my Services for 
the Lord here in Eng/and, the Ship alſo, and the Friends that intended. 
to go with me, being ready, I went down to Graves-end on the 127h 
day of the Sixth Month ; my Wife, and ſeveral Friends, accompanying 
me to the Downs. We went from Wapping in a Barge to the Ship, Wapping. 
which lay a little below Graves-end ; and there we found the Friend's, Graveſend. 
that were bound for the Yoyage with me , who went down to the 
Ship the Night before. Their Names were, Thomas Brigges, William 
Edmundſon, John Rouſe, John Stubbs, Solomon Eccles, Fames Lancaſter, 
John Cartwright, Robert Widders, George Pattiſon, -Fohn Hull, Fliza- 
beth Fiooton, and Eliz. Miers. The Veſſel we were to goin, was a 
Tatch ; and it was called The 7yduſtry : the Maſter's Name was Tho- 
mas Forſter ; and the number of Paſſengers about Fifty. I lzy that 
| Night on Board ; but moſt of the Friends lay at Graves end. Parly 
next morning the Paſſengers, and thoſe Friends, that intended to ac. 
company us to the Downs, being come on Beard, we took our Leave 
in great Tenderneſs of thoſe Friends, that came with us to Graves- 
End only, and were to return from thence; and fet Sazl abour the 
Sixth Hour in the Morning, for the Downs : and having a Fair Wind, 
we Our-failed all the Ships, that were outward bound ; and got thither Thepown: 
by the Evening. Some of us went a-ſhore that Night, and lodged 
at Deal ; where we underſtood, that an Oficer had Order from the Deal. 
Governour, to take our Names in Writing : which he did the ext 
Morning ; though we told him, they had been taken at Grave: Fad, 
In the Afternoon, the Wind ſerving, I rook my leave of my Wife, and 
the other Friexds, (both that came down from Londoz with ns, and 
that came from Dover, and other parts of the Country to viſit us;) and 
went on Board. But before we could ſet Sail, there being two of the Thenowns 
King's Frigats riding in the Downs, the Captain of one of them ſent his 
Preſs-maſter on Board us,who took oft Three of our Sea-men. This had

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1677. certainly delayed, if not wholly loſt our Foyage, had not the Captatr 
SYS of the other Frigat, being Informed of the Leakineſs of our Yeſſel, 
TheDowns and Length of our Voyage, in Compathon and much Civility ſpared 
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us Two oi his own Men. And belore this was over, an Oficer of the 
Cuſtom-houſe came on Board us, to peruſe Pacquets, and get Fees : So 
that what with the one and the orher, we were kept from Saz/zyg, till 
about Sun-fet ; during which Stop a very conſiderable number of 
Merchant- Men outward bound, were got ſeveral Leagaes before us. But 
being now Clear, we ſet Sail in the Evenirg ; and by vext Motning 
overtook part of that Fleet about the height of Dover. We ſoon 
reach'd the reſt; and in a little time left them all behind us : for our 
Tatcth was counted a very ſwift Sailer. Bur ſhe was very Lealy ; fo 
that the Sea-men, and ſome of the Paſſengers did for the molt part 
Pump Day and Night, One day they obſerved, that in Two Hours 
time ſhe (uck't in Sixteen Inches of Water 1n the Wel.. 

When we had been about ThreeWeeks at Sea, one Afternoon we 
elpicd a Veſſel about four Leagaes a-ſtern of us. Our Maſter ſaid, Ir 
was 2 Sally-man of War ; and he ſeemed to give us Chaſe. Our Maſter 
ſaid, Come, let us go to Supper ; and when it grows dark, we ſhall loſe him : 
But this he ſpake to plaie and pacitie the Paſſengers, ſome of whom 
began to be very apprehenſiveof the Danger. But Friends were well 
ſatisfied in themſelves, having Faith in God, and no Fear upon their 
Spirits, When the Sun was gone down, I ſaw the Ship out of my 
Cabbin,; and faw, ſhe made towards us. When it grew dark, we 
altered our Coxrſe to miſs her : but ſhe altered alſo, and gained upon 
us. Ar Night the Maſter and others came into my Cabbzn, and asked 
me, What they ſhould do 2 | told them, ©I was no Mariner : and I 
z5ked them, * What they thought was beſt to do 2 They ſaid, There 
were but two Ways, either to Outrun him ; or Tack about, and bold the 
fame Courſe we were going before. | told them, * If he were a Thief, 
© they might be ſure, he woull Tack aboat too: And as for Outrunning 
* him, it was to no purpoſe to talk ot that ; for they ſaw, he Sailed 
* taſter than we. Then they asked me again, What they ſhould do 2 
for (they (aid) if the Mariners had taken Paul's Counſel, they had not 
come to the Damage they did. I told them, * It wasa Trial of Faith ; 
* and therefore the Lord was to be Waited on for Counſel. So retiring 
in Spirit, the Lord frewed me, © That his Life and Power was placed be. 
* tween «s, and the Ship, that purſued us. I told this to the Maſter and 
*the reſt ; and that the teii way was to Zack about, ard ſteer our 
* Right Courſe. | wiſhed them alſo to put out all their Caxdles, but 
* tizat they iteered by; and to ſpeak to all the Paſſengers to be ſtill and 
* quict. About the 1 12h hour in the Night the Watch called, and faid ; 
They were ju? upon us. Thet diſquieted. ſome of the Paſſengers : 
whereupon I fate up in my Cab#in; and looking through the Port- 
hole, tne Moon being not quite down, I ſaw them very near as, I was 
gertirg up to go out of the Cabbin : but remembring the Word of the 
Lord, That his Life and Power was placed between us, and them; I lay 
down again. The Maſter, and ſome of the Sea-men came again, and 
askea me ; If they might not ſteer ſuch a Point 2 T told them, * They 
* might do as they would, By this time the Moox was gone quite 
down; and a freth Gale aroſe, and the Lord bid us from them: and 
we ſailzd briskly on, and faw them mo more. "The next day, being 
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the Firſt-Day.of the Week, we had a publick Meectzng in the Ship (as 1671. 
we ulually had on that Day throughout the Yoyage ;) arid the Lord's ww 
Preſence was greatly among us. And [ deſired the People To mind the © ** 
* Mercies of the Lord, who had delivered them : for they might have 
* been all in the Turks Hands by that time, had'not the Lord's Fland 
* {4vcd them. About a Week after, the Maſter and ſome of the Sea- 
men endeavoured to perſuade the Paſſengers, That it was not a Turkith 
Pirate, that chaſed us ; but a Merchant-man going to the Canaries. But 
when I heard cf it, I asked them, * Why then did they ſpeak fo to 
*me 2 and why did they trouble the Paſſengers ? And why did they 
| * Zack about from him, and alter their Courſe And I told them, 
| * They ſhov!d take heed of lighting the Mercies of God. 

Afterwards, while we were at Barbados, there came in a Merchant 
from Sally, and told the People ; That ove of the Sally-mcn of War 
ſaw a Monſtrous Yatch at Sea, the greateF? that ever he jaw, aud had 
her in Chaſe, and was juſt upon her ; but that there was a Spirit in her, 
that he could not take, This did Confirm us in the Belief, that it was 
a Sally- Man we {aw make after us ; and that ir was the Lord, tizat de- 
livered us out of his Hands. F 

[ was not Sea-fick during the Yoyage, as many of the Friends and 
other Paſſenzers were : But the many Hurts and Bruiſes | had for- 
merly received, and the Griefs and Infirmities I had contracted 
in England by extream Co/d and Hardſhips, that I had under- 
gone 1n many long and fore Impriſonments, returned upon me, now 
that T came to Sea ; fo that | was very 1/ 1n my Stomach, and full of 
Violent Pains in my Bones and Limbs. This was, after I had been at 
Sea abvurt a Month : for duringhe ſpace of about Three Weeks, after 
I came firſt to Sea, I ſweat abundantly, chiefly my Head ; and my 
F Body brake our into Pimples, and my Legs and Feet ſwelled extreamly, 
| jo that my Stockings and Slippers could not be drawn on without Difl- 
culty and great Pain, Then on a ſudden the Sweating ceaſed. So that 
when I came into the hot Climate, where others Swear moſt freely, I 
could not Sweat at all ; but my Fleſh was hot, dry and burning: And 
that which before brake out on my Body into Pimples, firuck 1n again, 
; and ſtruck ta my Stomach and Heart ; lo thatI was very 17 and Weak 
| beyond Expreſſion. Thus I continued during the reſt of the Yoyage, 

which was about a Month : for we were Seven Weeks and ſome odd

ſeveral times gave me things to make me Swear, yet they could not 
F bring me to Swear : but what they gave me, did rather parch and dry 
[ #p my Body ; and made me probably worſe, than otherwiſe I might 
4 have been. Thus I continued for about Three Weeks, after I Landed, 
| XXX 2 having 
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1671. having very much Pain in my Bones, Foints and whole Body ; ſo that 
VV Icould hardly get any Reſt: yer notwithſtanding I was pretty Cheary, 
Barbados. and my Spirit kept above it all. Neither did my 7lxeſs take me off 

from the Service of Truth ; but both while I was at Sea, and after [ 
came to Barbados, before I was able to Travel about, I gave forth (e- 
veral Papers, ( having a Friend to write for me;) ſome of which I 
ſent by the firſt Conveyance for Eng/and, to be Printed. 

Aﬀer I had reſted three or four Days at Richard Forſtalls, where 
many Friends came to vifit me, Fohn Rous, having borrowed a Coach 
of one of his Acquaintance there (called Colonel Chamberlain) came 

Tho. Rous, tO fetch me in it to his Father Thomas Rous's Houſe : Bur it was late, | 
e're we could get thither ; and little or no Ref? could I take that Night. 
A few days atter that, Colonel Chamberlain, who had fo kindly lent 
his Coach, came thither to give me a Yifit ; and carried himſfelt very 
courteouſly towards me. 

Soon after I came into the ſand, 1 was Informed of a remarkable 

| Paſſage, wherein the Juſtice of God did eminently appear : It was 

Example; thus. There was a Toung-Man of Barbados, whoſe Name was John 

Drakes (a Perſon of iome Note in the World's Account, but a Com- | 
mon Swearer, and a bad Man ;) who having been in England, and at 
London, had a mind to Marry a Toung Maid, that was a Friend's | 
Daughter, left by her Mother very Toung, and with a Confiderable 
Portion, to the Care and Government of feveral Friends, whereof I 
was one. He made his Application to me, that he might have my 
Conſent to Marry this Toung Maid. ' 1 told him, *I was one of her L 
* Overſeers Appointed by her Mother, ( who was a Widow) to take 
* Care of her; that if her Mother had intended her for a Match to any 
* Man of the World, ſhe would have diſpoſed her accordingly : but ſhe 
* Committed her to Vs, that ſhe might be Trained up in the Fear of 
© the Zord; and therefore 1 ſhould betray the 7ruſt repoſed in me, if | 
© T ſhould conſent, that he, who was out of the Fear of God, ſhould 1 
* Marry her : which I wouid not do. When he ſaw, that he could not | 
obtain, he returned to Barbados with great Offence of Mind againſt 

me ; bur without juſt Cauſe. Afterwards, when he heard, I was | 
coming to Barbados, he ſwore deſperately, and threatned, That, if | 
he could poſſibly procure it, he would have me burned to Death, when I 
came there. Which a Friend hearing, asked him ; What I had done 
to him, that he was ſo violent againft me £ He wouldnot Anfiver, bur 
ſaidagain ; / have him burnt. Whereupon the Friend replied, Do 
not march on too furiouſly, left thou come too ſoon to thy Fourney's End. 
About zen days after this, he was firuck with a YV7olent Burning Fe- 
ver, of which he died; and by which his Body was ſo ſcorched, that 
the People rook notice of it, and faid : It was as black, as a Coal. And 
three days before I landed, his Body was laid in the DF? ; and it was 
taken notice of, as a fad Example. 

While I continued thus Weak, that I could not go abroad to Meer- 
ings ; the other Friends, thar came over with me, beſtirred themſelves 
in the Lord's Work : for the next day butone, after we came on Shore, 

6age. they had a great Meeting at the Bridge, and atter that ſeveral Meetings | 

in ſeveral parts of the ſand : which alarmed the People ct all ſorts, ; 
ſo that many came to our Meetings ; and ſome of the Chiefeſ? Rank.

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For they had got my Name, underſtanding I was come upon the /ſlaxd, 1671. 
and expected to have ſeen me at thoſe Meetings ; not knowing, that WW 
I was Weak, and unable to go abroad. And indeed, my Weakneſs Barbados. 
continued the longer on me, by reaſon, that my Spzri# was much preſ- 

ſed down at the he. with the Filth and Dirt, and @arighteouſneſs 

of the People, which lay as an heavy Weight and Load upon me. 

But after I had been above a Month upon the /and, my Spirit becamg 
ſomewhat Eaſter, and | began to recover in ſome meaſure my Health 

and Strength, and to get abroad among Friends. In the mean time, 
having opportunity to ſend for Eng/and, 1 writ to Friends there, to 

] let them know, how it was with me ; as followerh 


Dear Friends, 


' [ have been very Weak theſe Seven Weeks paſt, and fo not able to 
*L Write my felf. My Deſire is to you, and for you all, that ye 
© may live in the Fear of God, and in Love one unto another ; and be 
* Subjed one to another in the Fear of God. I have been Weaker in 
* my Body, than ever | was in my Lite, that I remember; yea, my 
* Pains have been ſuch, as I cannot expreſs : But yet my Heart 
* and Spirit is ſtrong. | have hardly Sweat theſe Seven Weeks paſt, 
* though I am come into a very hot Clamatre ; where hardly any, but 
© are well nigh continually Sweating : But as for me, my old Bruiſes, 
* Colds, Numneſs and Pains ſtruck inwardly, even to my very 
L © Heart. So thar little Ref? | have taken; and the chiefeſt things, 
* that were comfortable ro my Stomach, were a little Water and pow- 
| * dered Ginger : But now I begin to drink a little Beer, as well as Wa- 
* ter; and tomerimes a little-Wize and Water mixed. Great Pains and 
© Travels | have felt, and in meature am under : But it is well ; my 
| © Life is overall. This ſand was to me as all of a Fire, ere I came 
| ©toit; but now it is ſomewhat quencihed and abated. I came in 


© Weakneſs amongſt thole, that are Szrong, and have fo continued ; 
* but now am got a little Cheary, and over it: Many Friends (and 
| * ſome conſiderable Perſous of the World) tiave been with me, [I tired 
| * out my Body much, when amongſt you in Exgland; it isthe Lord's 
* Power, that helps me : Theretore | Cefire you all to prize the Power 
* of the Lord, and his Truth. I was but a Weak Man in Body, when 
* I came away from you, alter I had been in my great Zravel amongſt 
* you ; but after that, it ſtruck all back again inro my Body, which 
* was not well {ſettled after fo tore Travels in England. And then 
* was fo tired at Sea, that I could not reft ; and have had little or no 
* Sromach a long time. Since I came into this ſand, my Lite hath 
* been very much burdened : But I hope, it the Lord give me Strength 
* to manage his Work, I ſhall work throughly ; and bring things, 
* that have been our of Courſe, into better Order. So Dear Friends,live 
* all in the peaceable Truth, and in the Love of it ; ſerving the Lord in 
* Newneſs of Life : For glorious Things, and precious Truths have 
* been maniteſted among you plentitully, and to you rhe Riches of the 
* Kingdom have been reached. I have been almoſt a Moxth in this 
* Iſland, but have not been able to go abroad or ride out : only very 
* lately I rid out twice, a Quarter of a Mile at a time ; which wearied 
* me 
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© me much, and almoſt tired me. My Love in the 7ruth is to 
* you all.

Now, becauſe I was not yet well able to 7ravel, the Friends of the 
Iſland concluded, to have their Mex's. Meeting, and their Womens-Meet- 
tug for the Service of the Church at Thomas Rous's, where I lay ; by 
which means I was preſent amongſt then at each of their Meetings, 
and had very good Service for the Lord in both. For they had need 
of Information in many things ; and divers Diſorders were crept in for 
want of Care and Watchfulneſs. * Wherefore | exhorted them, (more 
«© eſpecially at the Mens: Meeting ) to be watchful and careful with reſpect 
© to Marriages,to prevent Friends Marrying in near Kindreds ; and alſo 
© to prevent over-haſty proccedings toward Second Marriages,after the 
© Death of a former Husband or Wife : adviſing, that a decent Regard 
« were had in ſuch Caſes, to the Memory of the Deceaſed Hasband or 
« Wife. And as to Friends Children marrying too young, 8s at Thirteen 
« or Fourteen Tears of Age, I ſhewed them the Unfitnels thereof and the 
© Inconveniences and Flurts that attend ſuch Chi/diſh Marriages. And 
*  admonithed them all to purge the Floor throughly, and to ſweep 
* their Houſes very clean; that nothing might remain, that would de- 
* fle : And that all ſhould take care, that nothing be ſpoken out of 
© their Meetings to the blemiſhing, or delaming one of another. Like- 
* wiſe concerning Regiſtring of Marriages, Births and Burials,l adviſed 
© them to keep Exact Records of each in diſtin Books for that only 
*u%&: and allo to Record ina Book for that purpoſe, the Coudemyations 
© of ſach, as went out from 7rath into Diſorderly Pratftices ; and 
© the Repentance ar Reſtoration of ſuch of them, as returned again. 
* Alto | recommended to thetr Care the providing of convenient Bury- 
« tg Places for Friends ; which in fome parts were yet wanting. Some 
© Directions allo I gave them concerning Wils, and the Ordering of 
* Legacies icit by Fricnds tor publick Uſes ; and other things relating to 
* the Aﬀairs of the Church. Then as to-their Blacks or Negro's, I de- 
© fired them to end-avour to train them up in the Fear of God, as well 
© them that were 4ovght with their Money, as them that were bory in 
* their Families ; that all might come to the Knowledge of the Lord : 
* thar fo with Joſhua they might (every Maſter of a Family) ſay, As 
* for me aud my Houſe, we will ſerve the Lord. I deſired them allo, that 
* they would cauſe their Overſeers to deal mildly and gently with their 
© Negro's, and not ule Cruelty towards them ; as the manner of ſome 
© hath bzen,and is : And that after certain Tears of Servitude they would 
« make them free. Many ſweet and precious things were opened in 
theſe Meetings, by the Spirit and in the Power of the Lord, to the 
cdifying, confirming and building up of Friends, both in the Faith, 
and holy Order of the Goſpe#. 

After theſe Meetings were over, the Yeſſel, that was bound for E»g- 
land, not being yet gone, I was moved to write another Epiſtle to 
Friends there ; the Copy whereof here follows : 
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« TN Far Friends and Brethren, to whom is my Love in that which 
. i never changeth, but remains in Glory ; which 1s over all, the 
© Top and Corner-ſtone : In this all have Peace and Life, as ye dwell in 
© the bleſſed Seed, whercin all is bleſt, over that which brought the 
© Curſe ; where all Shortneſs and Narrowneſs of Spirit is, and Britrle- 
« nels and Peeviſhneſs is. Therefore keep the Holy Order of the Go- 
« ſpe] : and keep in this bleſſed Seed, where all may be kept in Tem- 
* perance, in Patience, in Love, in Meekneſs, in Righteouſneſs and Fo- 
« lizeſs, and in Peace; in which the Lord may be feen amongſt you, 
* and no ways diſhonoured, bur glorified by you 8ll. And fo 1n all 
© your Meetings, in Cities, Towns and Countries, Mens-Meetings , We- 
© mens- Meetings and others, let Righteouſneſs flow among you, and 
« che Holy 7ruth be uppermoſt ; and the pure Spirit your Guide and 
« Leader, and the holy Wiſdom your Orderer, that is pure and gentle, 
*and from above, and eafic to be entreated. So keep in the Religion, 
* that keeps from the Spots of the World, which is pure and undefi- 
© led in God's Sight : And keep in the pure and holy Worſhip, in which 
© the pure and holy God is worſhipped, to wit, 1n the $p7riz, and in the 
© Truth, which the Devil is out of ; who 1s the Author of all »hol:- 
© xeſs, and of diſhonouring of God : So be all tender of God's Glory, 
* and tender of his ZZonour, and of his bleſſed and holy Name, in 
' which ye are gathered. And all who do profeſs the 7ruth, fee that 
«yeWalk in it, and 10 Righteoufneſs, and Godlineſs and Holineſs : 
« For Holineſs becomes the Houſe of Godl, the ZHonfhold of, Faith. And 
© that which becomes God's Zouſe, God loves : for he foves Righteonſ- 
* #eſs ; and that is the Ornament, which becomes his Zoxſe and all his 
* Family. Therefore (ce, that Righteouſneſs do run down in all your 
* Aſſemblies, and that it flow, to drive away all the T/nrighteonſneſs : 
© This preſerves your Peace with God ; for in Righteouſneſs ye have all 
« Peace with the righteous Godl of Peace, and one with another, And 
* {o every one, thar bears the Name of the Anointed, that high Title 
* of being a Chriſtian, named after the Heavenly Man ; ice, that ye 
* be in the Divine Natare, and made conformable unto his Image, even 
* the mage of the Heavenly, Divine Man, who was betore that Image, 
* which Adam and Eve got 1n the Fa/l from the Dewi : So that in 
* none of you that fa/lex Image may appear or be ſeen ; but his Image, 
* and you made Conformable unto him. Here Tranſlation is fhewed 
* forth in Life and Converſation, not in Words only; yea, and 
* Converfion and Repentance (which is a Change of the Nature, of the 
* Mind, and of the Zeart, and of the Spirit and Afﬀettions, which have 
* been below ; which come to be ſet above :) and fo receive the things 
* that are from Above, and have the Converſation in Heaven above ; 
* not that Converſation, which is according to the Power of the 
* Prince of the Air, that now rules in the Dilobedient. So all be faith- 
* jul; This is the Word of the Lord God unto you all : See, that God- 
* lineſs do flow, and Holineſs, and Righteouſneſs, and Truth,and Yertue, 
* and the Frazts of the Good Spirit over the Bad and its Fraits ; that 
* ye may anſwer that which is of God in all : for your Heavenly Fa- 
* ther is glorified, in that you'bear and bring forth much Fruit to God. 
* Therefore ye, who are Plants of his planting, and his Trees of Righ-

© in your Men's Meetings to admonith, and to exhort, and to reprove 
* in the Spirit of Love and of Meekneſs; and to feck that which is 
* loſt, and to bring back again, that which hath been driven away. So 
* Jer all Minds, and Spirits, and Souls, and Hearts be berded down 
* under the Toke of Chrift Feſus, tne Power of God. Much T copld 
«write, but am Weak ; and have been very Weak moſtiy, finceT left

Aﬀter 1 had recovered ſo much Streygth, that I was able to go 
abroad, and had been a little amongſt Friends, I went to viſit the 
Governour at his Houſe ; Lews Morice, Thomas Rouſe, and ſome other 
Friends being with me. And indeed he received us very Czvi/ly, and 
treated us very kindly ; making us Dine with him : and keeping us 
moſt parr of the Day, before he let us go away. 

The fame Week I went down to the Bridge-Town, (where I had not 
been before, ſaveas I paſſed through it, when I firſt came into the 
Hand.) There was to be a General Meeting of Friends that Week : 
and the Yifit I had newly made to the Governour, and kind Receprion I 
had with him, being generally known to the Oficers, both Czvz/ and 
Military, there came many of them to this Meeting from moſt parts 
of rhe Iſland, and thoſe not of the meaneF? Rank ; divers of them be- 
ing Judges or Fuſtices, Colonels cr Captains: ſo that a very great Meer- 
ing we had, bo:h of Friends and others. The Lord's Bleſſed Power 
was plentituily w:ta usin this Meeting : And aithough-I was ſome- 
what ſtraitn«u tor Time, three other Friends having ſpoken before me; 
yet the Lord opened things through me, to the general and great Sa- 
tisfaition of them that were preſent. Col. Lewis Morice came to this 
Meeting, and wiih him a Neighbour cf his, a Judge in the Country, 
whoſe Name was Ralph Fretwell; who was very well fatisfied with 
the Meeting, and received the Truth, 

After the Meeting I went home with Lewis Morice to his Houſe 
that Night, being about Nine or Ten Miles ; going part of the way 


. by Boat, the reſt on Zorſe-back : This place, where Lewzs Morice his 


Plantation was, | thought to be the finef# Air of the Iſland. The 
next day Thomas Briggs and Wriiliam Edmundſon came thither to ſee 
re, they intending to leave the andthe day tollowing ; and to go 
upon the Lord's Service to Antego and Mevis, Lewis Morice my 
wit 
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with them : and at Antego they had ſeveral good Meetings, to which 1671. 
there was a great Reſorr of People; and many were Convinced there Ws 
at that time. But when they had finiſhed their Service there, and Barbados, 
went therice to Mevis ; the Governour of Mevis, who was an old Per- 
ſecuror, tent Souldiers on Board the Veſſel, to ſtop them from coming 
on Shore : and would not ſuffer ther to Land. Wherefore, after 
Friends of the Place had been on Board the Yeſſel, and with them, and 
they had been ſweetly Refreſhed together, in teeling the Lord's Power 
and Preſence among(t them ; they returned to Antego again: Where 
having ſtaid a while longer, they came back again to Barbados ; Tho- 
mas Brigges being very Weak and Il. Ty ; 
Of the other Friends, that came over with me from Fng/and, 
Tames Lantaſter, John Cartwright and Geo. Pattiſon were gone lome 
| time before to Famarca, and others to other places ; fo that few re- 
miained in Barbados with me: Yet we had. many great and piecious 
Meetings, both for Worſhip, and tor the Affairs of the Church : to the 
former of which many of the World came. Art one of theſe Meetings 
there came (amongſt others) one Col. Lyxe, a ſober Perſon ; who was 
ſo very well fatisfied, with what I declared, rhat he afterward. ſaid : 
Now I can gainſay ſuch, as I have heard ſpeak evil of you; who ſay, 
you do not own Christ, nor that he died: whereas [ perceive, you exalt 
Chrift in all his Offices, beyond what I have ever beard before. This 
Man obſerving one to take in Writing the Zeads, of what I del:wered, 
defired him to let him have a Copy of it; and afterward ſtaid another 
day with us, before he went away : ſo great a Love was raiſed in him 
to the Trath. And indeed, a very great Convincement there was in 
moſt parts of the 7and: which made the Prie/s and ſome Profeſſors 
fret and rage. Our Meetings were very large and full, and free tron 
diſturbance from the Govermment ; though the envious Prieſts and 
Profeſſors endeavoured to ſtir up the Magiſtrates againſt us. And 
whet they found, they could not prevail thar way, ſome of them, 
that were Baptiſts, came to the Meeting at the Town ; which was very 
large, and full of People of feveral Ranks and 2ualities. A great 
Company came alſo with them : and they brought with them a malzcz- 
ous, ſlanderous Paper written by Fohn Pexnyman; with which they 
made a great Nozſe. But the Lord gave me Wiſdom and Utterance 
to Anſwer their Cavils : So that the Auditory generally received Satiſ- 
fation ; and thoſe quarrelfome Profeſſors loſt ground by their coming. 
When they had wearied themſelves with Clamour, they went away : 
but the People ftaying, the Meeting was continued ; and the things 
they cavilled about, were further opened and cleared: and the Life 
and Power of God came over all. But the Rage and Exvy in our Ad- 
verſaries did not ceaſe ; but they endavoured to defame Friends with 
| many falſe and fcandalous Reports, which they ſpread abroad through 
= the INand. Whereupon I with ſome other Friends drew up a Paper, 
| to go forth in the Name of the People called Quakers, for the clear- 
ing Truth and Friends from thoſe falſe Reports. It was direted thus : 
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For the Gowernour of Barbados, with bis Conneil and Aſ- 
ſembly, and all others in Power, both Civil and Military, 
in this Iſland ;, from the People called Quakets, 


s Hereas many ſcandalous Lies and $landerg have been caſt 
, upon us, to render us odious ; 'as that We do deny God and 
© Chrift Feſus, and the Scriptures of Truth, Sc. This is to Inform 
© you, that all our Books and Declarations, which, tor theſe many 
« Years, have been publiſhed to the World, do clearly teſtifie the con- 
© trary. Yetnotwithſtanding, tor your Satisfa&ion, we.do now. plainly 
© and fincerely declare, That we do Own and Believe 1n God, the only- 
© Wiſe, Omnipotent and Everlaſting God, who is the. Creator of all 
* things both in Heaven and in the Earth,and the Preferver of all that he 
© hath made ; who is God over all, bleſſed for ever : To whom be. all 
* Honour and Glory, Dominion, Praiſe and Thankſgiving both now 
© and for evermore! And we do Own and Believe in Feſas Chriſt, his 
* beloved and only begotten Sox, in whom. he is welk-pleafed : Who 
« was conceived by the ZZoly Ghoſt, and born of the Virgin Mary ; ip 
* whom we have Redemption through his Blood, even. rhe Forgruenefs 
* of Sins : Who is the Expreſs Image of the Inviſible God, the Fir5?- 
* born of every Creature, by whom were all things created, : that are in 
* Heaven, and that are in Earth, viſible and inviſible, whether they be 
* Thrones, or Dominions, or Principalzties, or Powers; All things were 
* created by him. And -we do Own and Belzeve, that he was made a 
* Sacrifice for Sin ; who knew. no Six,, neither was Guz/e- tound in his 
* Mouth, And that he was Crucifed tor. us in the Fleſh, without the 
* Gates of Feraſalem ;- and ' that he was' Buried, and Roſe again the 
* Third Day by the Power of his Father, for our Juſt;fication : And we

* Men, whereby we may be ſaved. It is he alore, who is the Shep- 
* berd and Biſhop of our Souls: He it is, who is our Prophet, whom 
* Moſes long ſince teſtified of, ſaying ; A Prophet ſhall the Lord your

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* God raiſe up unto you of your Brethren, like unto me; him #h1ll ye 167r. 
* hear in all things, whatſoever he ſhall ſay unto you + And it jhall comes SOV 
* to paſs, that every Soul, that will not hear that Prophet, ſhall be &- P:rvados. 
* troyed from among the People, Acts 2. 22,23. Helrt is, that is nyw 
* Come, and hath given us an Underſtanding, that we may know hin 
* that is true; and he rules in our Hearts by his Law of Love and of 
© Life, and makes us free from the Law of Sin and Death, and we 
* have no Life, but by him : tor he is the guickning Spirit, the Second 
* Adam, the Lord from Heaven ; by whole Blood we are cleanſed, and 
* our Conſciences iprinkled from Dead Works, to ſerve the Living God. 
* And he is our Medzator, that makes Peace and Reconciliation between 
© God offended, and us offending ; he being the Oath of God, the New 
* Covenant of Light, Life, Grace and Peace, the Author and Finiſher 
* of our Faith. Now this Lord Feſus Chrift, the Heavenly Man, the 
© Emanuel, God with us, we all own and believe in ; him whom the 
* High-Prieft raged againſt,and faid, he had ſpoken Blaſphemy ; witom 
* the Prieſts and the Elders of the Fews took Counſel together againſt, 
* and put to Death; the ſame, whom Judas betrayed for Thirty Pieces 
* of Szlver, which the Prieſts gave him, as a Reward for his Treaſos ; 
* who allo gave large Money to the Souldiers to broach an Horrible 
* Lie, namely, That his Diſciples came and ſtole him away by Night, 
* whilft they ſlept. And after he was Riſen from the Dead, the Zi/tory 
© of the As of the Apoſtles ſets forth, how the Chief- Prieſts and E!- 
* ders perſecuted the Diſciples of this Feſus, for Preaching ChrifF and his 
* Reſurrefion. This, we ſay, is that Lord Feſus Chriff, whom we 
< own to be our Life and Salvation. 

* And as concerning the Holy Scriptures, we do believe, That they 
« were given forth. by the Holy Spirit of God, through the Holy Men 
* of God, who (as the Scriptare it felt declares, 2 Pet. 1.21.) ſpake, 
© as they were moved by the Holy GhofF. We believe, they or2 to be 
* Read, Believed and Pulfilled ( He that fulfils them, is Chris ;) and 
* they are profitable for Doftrine, for Reproof, for Correition and for 1n- \ 
* ſtraftion in Righteouſneſs, that the Man of God may be perfeft, throughly 
* furniſhed unto all good Works, 2 Tim. 3. 16. and are able ro make wiſe 
* unto Salvation, through Faith in Chriſt Feſus. And we do believe, 
* that the Holy Scriptures are the Words of God ; for its {aid in Exod. 
* 20. 1. God ſpake all theſe Words, ſaying, ©c. meaning the Ten Com- 
© mandments given forth upon Mount Sinai : And in Rev. 22. 18. faith 
© Tobn, I teſtifie to every man that heareth the Words of the Prophecy of 
* this Book ; If any man addeth unto theſe, and if any Man ſhall take 
© away from the Words of the Book of this Prophecy (not the Word) Cc. 
*So in Luke 1.20. Becauſe thou believeſt not my Words. And fo in 
* John 5. 47. and John 15.7. John 14. 23. John 12.47. So that we 
* call the Holy Scriptures, as Chrift and the Apoſtles called them, and 
* Holy Men of God called them, viz. the Words of God. 

* Another Slander and Lye they have caſt upon us, namely ; That 
* we ſhould teach the Negroes to Rebell : A thing we utterly abhor, and 
* deteſt in our Hearts, the Lord knows it ! who is the Searcher of all 
* Hearts, and knows all things ; and ſo can witneſs and teſtifie for us, 
* that this is a moſt Abominable Vntruth. For that which we have 
* ſpoken and declared to them, is, To exbort and admoniſh them to be 
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* ſober, and to fear God, and to Jove their Maſters and Miſtreſſes, and

« to be faithful and diligent in their Maſter's Service and Buſineſs ; and 
* then their Maſters and Overſeers would love them, and deal kindly 
* and gently with them. And that they ſhould not beat their Wives, 
* nor the Wives their Husbands; neither ſhould the Men have many 
« Wives, And that they ſhould not Steal, nor be Drzzk, nor commit 
* Adultery, nor Fornication, nor Curſe, nor Swear, nor Lie, nor give 
* bad Words to one another, nor to any one elle: For there is ſome- 
© thing in them, that tells them, they ſhould not practiſe thoſe,nor any 
* other Evils. But if they notwithtftanding ſhould do them, then we 
© let them know, There are but Two Ways, the one, that leads to 
* Heaven, Where the Righteous go ; and the other, that leads to Zell, 
* where the Wicked and Debauched, Whoremongers and Adulterers, 


© Murderers and Liars go. To the one the Lord will ſay, Come ye 


* Bleſſed of my Father, inherit the K ingdom prepared for you from the 
© foundation of the World ; but to the other he wil lay, Depart ye Cur- 
© ſed, into everlaſting Fire, prepared for the Devil and his Angels : So 
© the Wicked go into everlaſting Puniſhment, but the Righteons into 
* Life Eternal, Matth. 25. Now conſider, Friends, It is no 7ras/greſſion 
* for a Maſter of a Family to inftrutt his Family himſelf, or for fome 
* others to do it in his behalf ; but rather it is a very great Dey in- 
* cumbent upon them. Abraham and Joſhua did {v : of the fir/# we 
© read, the Lord ſaid, (Gen. 18. 19.) / know, that Abraham wi/l 
* command his Children and bis Houſhold after him ; and tiey ſhall keep 
© the Way. of the Lord, to do Jaſtice and Judgment, that the Lord may 
* bring upon Abraham the things, that he bath ſpoken of him. And the 
* latter, we read, faid (Foſh. 24. 15.) — Chuſe ye this day, whom ye 
* will ſerve, — But as for me, and my Houſe, we will ſerve the Lord. 
* We do declare, that we do eſteem it a Duty incumbent. on us to Pray 
* with and for, to Teach, [ſtrut and Admoniſh thoſe in and belong- 
* ing to our Families, this being a Command of the Zord; the Diſo- 
© bedience whereunto will provoke the Lord's Diſpleaſure : gs may be 
* ſeen in Fer. 10. 25. Pour out thy Fary apon the Heathen, that know 
* thee not, and upon the Families, that call not upon thy Name. Now 
* Negroes, Tawnies, Indians make up a very great part of the Famz- 
« lies in this Iſland ; tor whom an Account will be required by him, 
* who comes to Judge both Qujck and Dead, at the great Day of Jadg- 
* ment, When every one ſhall be Rewarded according to the Deeds doxe 
© in the Body, whether they be good, or whether they be evil : At that 
* Day, I ſay, of the Reſarrefion both of the Good, and of the Bad, 
* of the Fuf? and rhe Vnjuf?, when the Lord Feſus ſhall be revealed 
* from Heaven with his mighty Angels, in flaming Fire, taking Vengeance 
* on them that know not God, and obey not the Goſpel of our "fa, Feſus

As I had been to viſit the Goverwour, as ſoon as I was well able, 
after I came thither ; ſo ſometime after, when I was at Thomas Roſe's, 
the Governour carne thither to ſee me, carrying himſelt very courte-

Heving now been Three Months or more in Barbados, and in that 
time having viſited Friends, throughtly ſertled Meetings, and diſpatched 
that Service, for which the Lord brought me thither ; I {elr my Spiri? 
clear of that land, and Drawings to Famaica. Which when | nad 
communicated to Friends, I acquainted the Governoar allc, and divers 
of his Council; That I intended ſhortly to leave the ſand, and go ro 
Jamaica : which 1did; that as my Comzg thither was open and pub- 


| lick, fo my Departure alſo might be. Bur betore | left the I/and, |! 


writ the following Letter to my Wife ; that ſhe might underſtand, 
both how it was With me, and how I proceeded in my 7ravels.

I ſet Sail from Barbados to Jamazca on the _— Day of the Ele- 4; $6. 
venth Month, 1671. Robert Widders, William Edmundſon, Solomon Ec- 
cles and Elizabeth Hooton going with me. James Lancaſter, John 
Cartwright and George Pattiſon were gone thither ſome time before : 
and Thomas Briggs and Fohn Stubbs remained yet longer in Barbados ; 
with whom were John Rouſe and William Baily. We had a quick 
and eaſie Paſſage to Famaica : where we met with our Friends James FAMAKA 
Lancaſter, John Cartwright and George Pattiſon again, who had been 
labouring there in the Service of 7; ruth; into which we forthwith 
entred with-them, travelling up and down through the ard, which 
is large: And a brave Country it is ; though the People are many of 
them debauched and wicked, We had much Service there, for there 

was 
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1671. Was a great Convincement, and many received the 7ruth ; ſome of 
WY which were People of Account in the World. We had many Meetings 
Jamaica. there, which were large, and very quiet : For indeed, the People were 
Civil to us; fo that not a Month was opened againſt us. I was twice 
with the Governour, and ſome other of the Magiſtrates ; who all car- 
ried themſelves lovingly towards me. - - 

About a Week, after we landed in Famaica, Elizabeth Hooton, who 
went with us from England to Barbados, and from Barbados thither, 
being a Woman of a great Age, and who had travelled much in 7ruth's 
Service, and ſufered much tor it, departed this Life. She was well 
the Day before ſhe died; and departed in, Peace, like a Lamb, bearing 
Teſtimony to Truth at her Departure. 

When we had been about Seven Weeks int Famaica, and had brought 
Frien4s into pretty good Order, and ſettled ſeveral Meetings amongſt 
them, we left Solomon Eccles there ; the reſt of us embarked for Ma- 
ryland : leaving Friends, and Truth proſperous in Famaica, the Lord's | 
Power being over all, and his bleſſed Seed reigning. 

But before I left Famaica, I writ another Letter to my Wife, as 
followerh :

© I have been at Jamaica about Five Weeks, and Friends here are gee

4: Sea,  Wewent on Board on the 8th of the Firſt Month, 167] : and ha» 
ving Contrary Winds, were a full Week failing forwards and back- 
wards, before we could get out of ſight of Jamaica. A difficult 
Voyage this proved, and pretty dangerous, eſpecially, in our paſſing 
through the Gu/f of Florida; where we met with many 7rials by 
Winds and Storms. But the great God, who is Lord of the Seas and 
of the Land, and who rideth upon the Wings of the Wind, did by his 
Power preſerve us through many and great Dangers, when by extream 
Streſs of Weather our Yeſſel was divers times like to be Over-ſet ; and 
much of her Tackling broken. And indeed we were ſenſible, that the _ | 
Lord was a God at hand; and that his Ear was open to the Sapplications j 
of his People. For when the Winds were fo ſtrong and boiſterous, 
and the Storms and Tempeſts (o great, that the Sazlers knew not what | 
ro do, but were fain to let the Ship go, which way ſhe would ; Cen | 
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did we pray unto the Lord: And the Lord did graciouſly hear and 1672. 
accept us, and 9gid Calm the Winds and the Seas, and gave us ſeafon= WWW 
able Weather, and made us to Rejoice in his Salvatioz ; bleſſed and Jamaice. 
praiſed be the holy Name of the Lord, whoſe Power hath Dominion 
over all, and whom the Winds and the Seas obey ! 

We were at Sea betwixt S7x and Seven Weeks in this Paſſage from at $ea. 
Jamaica to Maryland. But ſome days, before we came to Land, after 
| we had entrcd the Bay of Potuxan- River, a great Storm arole, which Poruxan- 
| caſt a Boat upon us tor Shelter ; in which were divers Perſons, both 
Men and Women, People of Account outwardly in the World. We took 
them in ; but the Boar was loſt, with Five Hundred Pounds worth of 
Goods in it, as they faid. They continued on Board us ſeveral days, 
not having any means to get off ; and we had a very good Meeting 
with them in the Shzp. But Proviſzon grew ſhort, for they brought 
none in with them ; and ours, by reaſon of the length of our Yoy- 
age, was well nigh ſpeat, when they came to us : So that with their 
| living upon it tov, we had now little or none left. Whereupon 
| George Pattiſon took a Boat, and ventured his Life to get to Shore ; 
the Hazard whercof was fo great, that all, but Friends, concluded, 
he would be Caf? away. Yer it pleaſed the Lord to bring him ſafe to 
Land : and in a ſhort time after the Friends of the Place came to M4 RT: 
fetch us to Land allo, in a ſeaſenable time, for our Proviſions were *4* P: 
quite ſpent, | 

We partook alſoof another great Deliverance in this Voyage, through 
the good Providence of the Lord ; which we came to underſtand at- 
| terwards. For when we were determined to come from Jamaica, we 
had our Choice of two Veſſels, that were both bound for the ſame Coaſt. 

One of theſe was a Frigot ; the other was called a Tachf, The Maſter 
of the Frigot, we thought, asked unreaſonably for our Paſſage ; which 
| made us Agree with the Maſter of the Tacht, who offered to carry us 
| Ten Shilliugs a-piece cheaper, than the other. We went on Board the 
Tacht, and the Frigot came out together with us, intending to be 
Conſorts during the Yoyage ; and for ſeveral Days we failed together : 
But what with Calms an Contrary Winds we were in a while ſepara- 
ted. And after that the Frigot, loſing her way, fell among the Spa- 
niards; by whom ſhe was taken and robbed, and the Maſter end Mate 
made Priſoners : Afterwards being retakea by the Ergliſh, ſhe was 
ſent home to her Owners in Virginia, Which when we came to un- 
derſtand, we ſaw and admired the Providence of God, who preſerved 
us out of our Enemies Hands; and he that was Covetous, fell among 
the Covetous. Some Friends at Jamaica would have had us gone in 
the Frigot, that was taken ; but the'Lord in his Wiſdom ordered it 

otherwue. | 
Here we found Fobn Burveyate, intending ſhortly to Sail for Old 
; England : but upon our Arrival he altercd his purpoſe ; and joined 
E with us in the Lord's Service, which we were upon. He had ap- 
4 pointed a General Meeting for all the Friends in the Province of Mary- 
land, that he might ſee rhem together, and take his Leave of them, 
7 before he departed out of the Country : And it was ſo ordered by the 
good Providence of God, that we landed juſt time enough, to reach 
that Meeting ; by which means we had a very ſeaſonable Opportunity 
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taking the Friends of the Province rogerher. A very large Meer-

many of the World's People, divers of which w-re of conſiderable 
Quality in the World's Account : For there were amongſt them five 
or fix Juſtices of the Peace, a Speaker of their Parliament or Aſſembly, 
Oxe of the Council, and divers others of Note; who leemed well ſatis» 
fied with the Meeting. After the Publick Meetings were over, the 
Mens and Womens Meetings began ; wherein | opened to Friends the 
Service thereof, to their great Satisfaction. After this we went to 
another Place, called the Cliffs, where another General Meeting was 
appointed : We went ſome part of the way by Land, and the reſt by 
Water ; and a Storm ariſing, our Boat was run on ground, in danger 
to be beaten to pieces: and the Water came in upon us. I was in a 
great Sweat, having come very hot out of a Meeting betore ; and now 
was Wet with the Water beſide : yet having Faith in the Power of the 
Lord, 1 was preſerved from taking hurt, bleſſed be the Lord. Tothis 
Meeting allo many of the World's People came, and did receive the 
Truth with Reverence. We had allo a Mens-Meeting, and a Womens- 
Meeting, at which moſt of the Back-ſliders came in again; and ſeve- 
ral of thoſe Meetings were eſtabliſhed for taking Care of the Afairs of 
the Church. 

Aﬀter theſe TwoGeneral Meetings were over, we parted Company, 
dividing our ſelves into ſeveral Coaſts, for the Service of Truth. Fames 
Laxcaſter and Fohn Cartwright went by Sea for New- England ; William 
Edmundſon, and three Friends more with him, failed for Yirgiaza, 
where things were much out of Order : John Burneyate, Robert Wid.- 
ders, George Pattiſon and I, with ſeveral Friends of the Province, went 
over by Boat to the Eaſtern Shore, and had a Meeting there on the 
Firft Day ; where many People received the Truth with Gladyeſs, 
and Friends were greatly refreſhed. A very large and Heavenly 
Meeting it was, and ſeveral Perſons of Quality in that Country were 
atit; two of which were Juſtices of the Peace. And it was upon me 
from the Lord, to ſend to the Indian: Emperor and his X;ngs, to come 
to that Meeting : The Emperor came, and was at the Meeting ; but his 
Kings, lying turther off, could not reach thither time enough : Yet 
they came after with their Cockarooſes. I had in the Evening (for they 
ſaid all Night) tws good Opportunities with them; and they heard 
the Word ot the Lord willingly, and did confeſs to it. * What I ſpake 
© to them, | deſired them to ſpeak to their People ; and let them know, 
© That God was ſetting up his Tabernacle of Witneſs in their Wilder- 
* neſs-Country, and was {ctting up his Standard, and glorious Enfige 
* of Righteouſneſs, They carried themſelves very courteouſly and 
lovingly, and inquired, Where the next Meeting would be, and they 
would come to it : Vet they ſaid, They had had a great Debate with 
their Council about their Coming, before they came now. 

The next Day we began our Journey by Land to New-England, a 
tedious Foxrney through the Woods and Wilderneſs, over Boggs and 
great Rivers. We took Zorſe at the Head of Tredaven-Creek, and 
travelled through the Woods, till we came a little above the Head of 
Miles-River ; by which we paſſed, and rode on to the Head of Wye- 
River : and {o got tothe Head of Cheſter-River ; where making a Fire, 
we 
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we took up our Lodging iu tae Woods, Next Morning ietting for- 1672. 
ward again, we travelled through the Woods, till we came to Saxi- WY; 
ſrax-River, which we went over 1n Canoos (which are Indian-Boats ;) -- «apa

k in Canoos. We rcited a little at a Plantation by the Way, but could 
not ſtay long, tor we had Thirty Miles to ride that Afternoon, if we 
would reach a Town ; which we were willing to do, and therefore 
rid hard for it. And I with fome others, whoſe Zorſes were ſtron- 
cer, got tothe Town that Night, exceedingly tired ; and withal wet ——— 
ro the Skin : But George Pattiſon and Robert Widders, being weaker- 
horſed, were tain to tall ſhort, and /ze in the Woods that Night allo ; 
making themſelves a Fire. The Town we went to, was a Dutch Town, 
cailed New-Caſtle ; whither Robert Widders and George Pattiſon came New-Ca- 
ro us next Morning. We departed from thence, and got over the 
River Delaware, not without great Danger of ſome of our Lzves : Delaware- 
and when we were over, we were troubicd to get new Guides; vw hich ***":

So the Mens and Womens Meetings being over, on the 
fourth Day we had a Meeting with thoſe diſcontented People, to which 
as many of them as would, did come ; and as many Friends, as had 
a deſire, were preſent alſo : And the Lord's Power brake forth glori- 
ouſly, to the Confounding of the Gain ſayers. And then ſome of thoſe,

Bay, waiting for a Wind to carry us to Road-1ſland ; which was com- 
puted to be about two hundred Miles. As ſoon as the Wind ſerved, 
RoAD- , We ſet Sail ; and arrived in Road-Iſland on the rhirtieth Day of the 
© Third Month : where we were gladly received by Friends. We weat 
| to Nicholas Eaſton's Houſe, who at thit time was Governour of the 
Hfland ; and there we lay, being very weary with travelling by Land 
and Sea. On the Firf#-Day of the Week tollowing we had a large 
Meeting ; to which the Deputy-Governour and ſeveral Juſtices came, 
and were mightily afſeFed with the Truth. The Week tollowing, the 
ery Yearly Meeting for all the Friends of New-England, afid the other Co- 
* lonies adjacent, was held in this IN.md ; to which, beſides very many 
Friends, who lived in thoſe parts, came Fohn Srzabbs from Barbados, 
and James Lancaſter and Fohn Cartwright from another way, This 
Meeting laſted Szx Days : of which the firſt four Days were general 
publick Meetings for Worſhip ; to which abundance of the World's 
People came. For they having no Przeſts in the ſand, and fo no 
Reſtriction to any particular Way of Worſhip ; and both the Gevernour 
and Depaty-Governour, with ſeveral Fuſtices of the Peace daily fre- 
quenting the Meerings, this did ſo encourage the People, that they 
flocked 1n from all parts of the /ſand. Very good Service we had 
amongſt them; and 7ruth had a gocd Reception with them : And 
indeed, to give them their due, I have rarely obſerved a People, 
in the State wherein they ſtood, to hear with more Attention, Dili- 
gence and Afﬀettion, than generally they did, during the four Days to- 
gether ; which alio was taken notice of by other Friexds. - After theſe 
publick 
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publick Meetings were over, the Mens-Meeting began, which was large, 1672. 
precious and weighty ; and the day following was the Womens-Meet- TN 
ing. which alſo was large and very fol:mn : and. theſe zwo Meetings B1ad- 
being for the Ordering the Affairs of the Church, many weighty things _—_— 
| were opened, and communicated to them, by Way of Advice, Is- ming 
formation and Inſtrution in the Services relating tt:ereunto ; that all 
might be kept clean, ſweet and ſavoury amonglt them. In theſe zo 
Meetings ſeveral Mens and Womens Meetings tor vther parts were 
agreed and ſettled, ro take Care of the Poor, and other Afairs of the 
Church ; and to ſee, that all, who profeſs Truth, walk according to the 
glorious Goſpel of God. Now when this great and General Meeting in 
Road-Iſland was ended, it was ſomewhat. hard tor Friends to part : 

For the glorious Power of the Lord, which was over all, and his bleſſed 
Truth and Life flowing among(t them, had fo ki? and anited them 

| rogether, that they ſpent zwo Days in taking leave one of another, and 

of the Friends of the I/land : and then being mightily filled with the 
Preſence and Power of the Lord, they. went away with joyful 
Hearts to their ſeveral Zabitations, 1a the ſeveral Colonies where they 
lived. Ns | | | 

; When this General Meeting was fully over, and Friends had taken 

| their Leaves one of another to depart home ; we, who travelled 

| amongſt them, diſperſed our ſelves into our ſeveral Services, accord- 

ing as the Lord ordered us. John Burneyate, with Jobs Gartwright. 

and George Pattiſon went into. the Eaſtern parts of New-England, in 
Company with the Friends, that came from thence, to viſit the par- 
ticular Meetings there ; whom Johx Stubbs and Fames Lancaſter in- 
tended to follow a while after, in the ſame Service of Truth : but. 
they were not yet Clear of this land. Robert Widders and I ſtaid 
ſome time longer alſo upon this J/axd ; finding Service ſtill here for 

the Zord, through the great Openneſs of the People, and the daily 
Coming in of Freſh People in Sloops from other Colonies, for ſome time, 
after the General Meeting was over : So that we had many large and 
ſerviceable Meetings among them for ſeveral Days after. 

During the time, that we abode here, there was a Marriage cele- 
brated amongſt Friexds in this Naxd ; and we were at it. It was at a 
Friend's Houſe, who had formerly been Governor of the Iſland ; and 
three Juſtices of the Peace, and many others of the World's People 
were there : and both they and Friends ſaid, They never'faw fuch a 
Solemn Aſſembly on ſuch an Occaſion, and fo weighty a Marriage, and 
ſo comely an Order. Thus Truth was ſet over all : and this might 
ſerve for an Example to others ; for there were ſome preſent from 
many other places. | | 

After this I had a great Travel in Spzrit concerning the Ranters 
(for there were many of them in thoſe parts, and they had been rade 
at a Meeting, which I was not at.) Wherefore I appointed a Meeting 
amongſt them; and 1 believed, the Lord would give me Power over 
them :. and he did ſo to his Praiſe and Glory ; bleſſed be his Name 
for ever. There were at this Meeting many Friends, and divers of 
| the World's People ; ſome of whom were Juſtices of the Peace, and 
q other Officers : and they were generally well affeFed with the 7ruth. 
But one of the Juſtices, who had been a Juſtice twenty Tears, was 
£272 > Convinced 
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the Meeting was gquzet, and ended well; praited be the Lord! Ang 
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Convinced, and ſpake highly of the Trath; and more highly of me, 
than is fit for me ro mention, or take notice ot. 

Then we had a Meeting at a place called Providexce, which was 
very large ; as conſiſting of many Sorts and Sezts of People : and | 
had a great Travel upon my Spzrit concerning the Meeting, that it 
might be preſerved quiet ; and that 7ruth might be brought over the 
People, and might gain an Entrance, and have a Place in them : For 
thcy were generally above the Prieſts, in high Notions ; and fome of 
them came on purpoſe to dilſpure. But the Lord, whom we waited 
upon, was With us, and his Power went over them all; and his bleſſed 
Seed was Exalted, and ſet above all: and the Dzſputers were ſilent, and 


the People went away mightily ſazisfied ; much deſiring another 
Aeeting. This place (called Providence.) was about Thirty Miles 
from Road-Iſland ; and we went to it by Water, The Governour of 
Road-Iſſand, and many others, went wi:h me thither ; and we had 
the Meeting in a great Barn, which was throng'd with People, fo that 
| was exceeding, bot, and in a great Sweat : bur all was well ; the 
glorious Power of the Lord ſhined over all, Glory to the great God 
tor ever |! 

After this we went to another place called Narraganſet, about Twenty 
Miles from Road-I/land ; and the Governour went with us. "There we 
had a Meeting at a Juſtice's Houſe, where Friends had never had any 
Meeting before : And the Meeting. was very large, for the Country ge- 
nerally came in; and People came alfo from Conneficut, and other 
parts round about. There were among(t them four Juſtices of the 
Peace ; and moſt of theſe People were ſuch, as had never heard Friends 
betore : but they were mightily afeted with the Meeting ; and a 
great Defire there is after the 7rnth amongſt that People: So that our 
Meeting was of very good Service; bleſſed be the Lord for ever ! 
The Juſtice, at whole ZZoxſe the Meeting was, and another Juſtice of 
that Coxntry, invited me to come again ; but I was then clear of thoſe 
parts, and was going off towards Shelter-Iſland. But Fohn Burn- 
yeate and John Cartwright, being come back out of New: Exgland in- 
ro Road-Iſland, betore | was gone, I laid this place before them; and 


they tele Drawings thither, and went tro viſit them. At another 


place, I heard, ſome of the Magiſtrates ſhould ſay among themſelves ; 
If they had Money enough, they would hire me to be their Miniſter. 
This was, where they did nor well underſtand @s, and our Princi- 
ples : But when I heard of it, I ſaid, © It was time for me to be 
* gone: for if their Eye was ſo much to Me, or any of 2s, they would 
* not come to their own Teacher. For this thing (of hiring Mzni- 
fiers) had ſpoiled many, by hindring them from improving rheir own 
Talents ; whereas our Labour is, to bring every one to their own 

Teacher in themlſclves. | 
Now, after we had had very good Service for the Lord in Road- 
Iſland, and the Parts adjacent, and that Fehn Burneyare, with the other 
Friends, that went from the General Meeting here into New- England, 
were returned hither again, I went off from hence to Shelter- Iſland ; 
having with me Robert Widders, Fames Lancaſter, George Pattifon 
and one Jobs Fay, a Planter in Barbados : and {caving John Stubbs 
and 
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and Joba Burneyate in Road-Iſland, to Water, what had been Planted 1672. 
by tac Lord there, and there-aways ; who expected John Cartwright OSV 
(whom they had left at Piſcataway) to come and join ſhortly with _—_ 
Liem in the fame Service. We that were for Shelter-Iſland, went off —_ 
i12 a S!oop ; and palling by Point-Juda, and Block-I/land, came to +5" an 
Fiſhers ilasd, where at Night we went on Shore ; but were not able Wlaxd, 
WO lizy tor the Muſchetos (a fort of Grats,or little Flies) which abound Fiſters- 
tav:c, and are very troublefom. Wheretore we went into our Sloop w_ 
2.22%. and put oft from the Shore, and caſt Anchor; and fo lay in 
cur $/209 that Night. Next day we went into the Sound ; but find- The Sound. 
1g, our Sloop was n0t able to hve in that Water, we turned 10 again, 
(tor we could not paſs that way ;) and fo came to Anchor again betore 
Hifher s-1ſlaud, where we lay 1n our Sloop that Night allo, There fell 
ubanJdance of Rain that Night, and our Sloop being open, we were cx- 
ceeding wet, Next day we paſſed over the Waters called the 2wo rye Two 
Horſe Races. and then by Garner's Iſland « alter which we paſſed by Horſe-Ra- 
the Gal/'s-1/land, and fo got at length to Shelter-Tſland ; which, though mw, 
it vas bur about Twenty ſeven Leagues trom Road-Iſland , yet through Iſand. 
tae Difficulty of Paſſage, we were zhree Days in getting thither. The ooby 
Day atrer we came thither, being the Fir? Day of the Week, we had Shelcer- 
z Heeting there. Afterwards, in the fame Werk, I had a Meeting 14: 
among the Indjans there ; at which were thetr Xing, with his Counci? 
2nd zbout an hundred Indians more : They fate down, like Frzexds, 
and heard very attentively, while I ſpake to them by an Interpreter, 
at lzdran, that could ſpeak Engliſh well. After the Meeting they 
appeared very Joving; and contefled, that what was faid to them, 
was Truth, On the next Firf-Day we had a great Meeting on the 
ifand ; to which came many of the World's People, that had never 
hcard Friexds before. They were very well ſatisfied wita the Meez- 
ive ; and would not go away, when the Meeting was done, till they 
lad ſpoken wh me: Wheretore I went among(t them, and found, 
they were much taken with the Truth; and good Defires were raiſed 
in them, and a great Love. Bleſſed be the Lord, his Name ſpreads, and 
will be great among the Nations, and Dreadful among the Feathey. 

While we were in Shelter-Iſland, William Edmundſon came to us, 
who had been labouring in the Work of the Lord in Virginia. From 
whence he travelled through the Deſert: Country, through Difficulties 
and many 7rials, till he came to Koau-Oak ; where he met with a ren- 
ger People : And after Seven Weeks Service in thoſe parts, failing over 
ro Mary-land, and fo to New-Tork, he came from thence to Loyg- 
Hland; and fo to Shelter-I/land : where we met with him, and were 
very glad to hear from him the good Service, he had had for the 
Lord, in the ſeveral Countries and Places, wherein he had travelled, 
{ince he parted from us. . 

We ſtaid not long in Shelter-Iſland, but entring our Sloop again, ar 5:4 
put forth +e--Sea tor Long-Iſland, We had a very rough Paſſage : 
tor the Tide did run ſo ſtrong for ſeveral Foxrs, that I have not 
ſeen the hike ; and being againſt us, we could hardly get for- 
wards, though we had a Gale, We were upon the Water all that 
Day and the Negbt following ; but found our ſelves next Day dri- 
ven back near unto Fiſher's-Iſland. For there was a great Fog, 

and 
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1672. and towards Day it was very dark, ſo that we could not fee, what way 
LYN We made : and beſides it rained much in the Night, which in our 
New-Eng- open Sloop made us very wet. Next day a great Storm aroſe ; ſo that 
lend we were tain to go over the Sound ; and did get over with much ado. 
Faulcot- When we had gotten from Fiſher's-Iſland, we patled by Faa!con-Iſfland, 
Itend. and came to the Main; where we caſt Anchor, till the Storm was 
Siund. over : and then we came over the Sound, bring all very wet ; and 

much difficulty we had to get to Land, the Wind being ſtrong againſt 

us. But blefſed be the Lord God of Heaven and Farth, and of the 

Long Iſtard Seas and Waters, all was well; and we got fate to Oiſter-Bay in Long- 
Oiſter-5a). 7/and, on the Seventh Day of the Sixth Month very early in the 
Morning, which (they ſay) is about two hundred Miles from Road- 

Iſland. At Oiſter-Bay we had a very large Meeting : and the ſameday 

James Lancaſter and Chriſtopher Holder went over the Bay to Rye on 

| the Continent, in Governour Winthrop's Government, and had a Meet- 

Fluſhing zyg there. From Oi/ter-Bay we paſſed about Thirty Miles to Fluſhing, 

| where we had a very large Meeting, many Hundreds of the People 

of the World being there ; fume oft whom came about Thirty Miles 
to it. A glorious and heavenly Meeting it was, (praiſed be the Lord 
God !) and the People were much ſatisfied. Mean while Chri/opher 
Holder and ſome other Friends went to a Town in Long-1/land, called 
Famaica, and had a Meeting there. We paſſed from Fluſhing to Grave- 
G:aveſands (24,75, about Twenty Miles, and there had three precious Meetings ; 
to which many would have come from New-Tork, but that the Wea- 
ther hindred them. Then being clear of this Place, we hired a S/oop,and 
the Wind ſerving, we ſet forth for the New-Country, now called Jerſey. 
7erser. And paſting down the Bay,by Conny-I/land,and Natton-1/ſand,and Strat- 

Conny- tou-1ſland, we came to Rich. Hartſhorn's at Middletown- Harbour, about 
Tland: Break of Day in the Morning, on the 27th of the Sixth Month. Next 
It:nd. day we rode about Thirty Miles 1n that Country, through the Woods, 
Se” andover very bad Boggs, one worſe than all the reſt ; the Deſcent 
Middle- into which was ſo ſeep, that we were fain to /lide down with our 
rown-#2)- FZorſes, and then let them lie and breath themſelves, before they could 

'- _ go0n: This place the People of the Country called PURGATORY. 

Ef-Jerſt We got at lengrh to Shrewsbury 1n Faſt-Jerſey, and on the Firft-Day 

ry. of rhe Week had a precious Meetzng there ; to which Friends, and other 
People came far : and the bletſed Preſence of the Lord was with us. 
The fame Week we had a Mens and Womens Meeting out of moſt parts 
of New-Jerſey. They are building a Meeting- Place in the Midft of 
them ; and there is a Monthly and General Meeting ſet up, which will 
be of great Service 1n thoſe parts, in * keeping up the Goſpel-Order, 
* and Governinent of Christ Jeſus, (of the Increaſe of which theres 
*no End) that they who are faithful, may (ce, that all who profeſs 
* the holy Truth, do live in the pure Religion, and walk, as becometh 
* the Goſpel. 

While we were here at Shrewsbury, an Accident beſell ; which for 
the time was a great Exerciſe to us. There was one Fob Fay, a 
Friend of Barbados, who came with us from Road-1/land, and intended 
to accompany us through the Woods to Mary-land. He being to 7rie 
an Horſe, got upon his Back : and the Horſe fell a running, and caſt 
him down upon his Head, and brake his Neck; as the People ſaid. 


They 
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They that were near him, took him up Dead, and carried lum a 1672. 
good Way, and laid him on a Tree. I got to him, as {con as I could; No 
and feeling on him, concluded he was Dead. And as I ſtood by bim,&2, 
pitying him and his Family, I took hold of his Hair; aod his Head ry. 
turned any wav, his Neck was ſo /imber., Whereupon, throwing =» 
away my Stick and my Gloves, I took his ZZead in both. my Fands : 
and ſetting my Xnees againſt the Tree, I raved his Zead.; and per- 
ceived, there was nothing out or broken that Way, Then I put oze 
Hand under his Chiz, and the other behind his Head, and raiſed: his 
Head two or three times with all my Strength; and brought it 1n. 
I ſoon perceived, his Neck began to grow /tiff again ; and then he 
began to rattle in the Throat, and quickly atter to breath. The People 
were amazed : but I bid them * Have a good Heart, and be of good 
* Faith, and carry him into the Houſe. They did fo.; and ſet him 
© by the Fire : bur I bid them, Get him ſome warm thing to drink, 
* and put him to Bed. - After he had been inthe ZZoyſe a while, he be. * 
gan to ſpeak; but did not know, where he had been. The next day 
we paſſed away (and he with us, pretty well) about Sixteen Miles, 
| to a Meeting at Middlezown, through Woods and Boggs, and over eng ; 
| River ; where we ſwam our Horſes, and got over our ſelves upon a 
| hollow Tree: and many handred of Miles did he travel with us after 
this. | | | | 
To this Meeting came moſt of the People of the Town, and a glo- 
__rious Meeting we had; and the Truth was over all, bleſſed be the 
great Lord God for ever! After the Meeting we went to Middletown. Middle. 
Fearbour, about five Miles, in order to take our Jowg Journey next jy. © 
Morning, through the Woods towards Mary-land ; having hired 7r- 
dians for our Guzdes : for | determined to pals through the Woods, on 
the other ſide of Delaware-Bay, that ſo we might- head the Creeks 
and Rivers, 2s much as was poſſible. So on the Ninth Day of the 
Seventh Month we (et forwards, and paſſed through many adian Indian 
Towns, and over ſome Rivers and Boggs : And when we had ridden *”"* 
about Forty Miles, we made us a Fire at Night, and lay by it. As we 
came among the Indians, we declared the Day of the Lord to them. 
Next Day we travelled fifty Miles, (as we computed :) And at Night + 
finding an 0/d Houſe, which the Indians had forced the People to leave, ——= 
we made a Fire, and lay there, at the Head of Delaware-Bay. The þ* 7 
next Day we ſwam our Horſes over a River about a Mzle, at twice, pug. 
firſt to an Iſland called pper Dinidock, and then to the Marr Land ; - =, 
having hired Indians to help us over in their Canoos. This day we TO 
could reach but about Thirty Miles, and came at Night to a Swede's 
Houſe ; where we got a little Straw, and lay there that Night, Next 
day, having hired another Guide, we travelled about Forty Miles 
through the Woods, and” made us a Fire at Night, by which we lay, 
and dried our ſelves ; for we were often wet in our Travels in the day- 
time. The next day we paſſed over a deſperate River, which had 
in it many Rocks and broad Stones, very hazardous to us and our 
Horſes. From thence we came to Chriſtian-River ; where we ſwam Chriſtian- 
over our Horſes, and went over our ſelves in Canoos : but the ſides $*7-. 
of this River were ſo bad and miery, that fome of the Horſes had 
like to have been laid up. From thence we came to a Town called 
Newcaſtle, 
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1472. Newcaſtle, heretofore called New- Amſterdam : and being very wea- 
WY PN ry, and inquiring in the Town, where we might buy. ſome Cory for 
N «caftle, our Zorſes ; the Governour came into the Szreer, and invited me 
alias Ne%- £o his Houſe : and afterwards deſired me to /odge there ; telling me, 
dam. he had a Bed tor me, and I ſhould be welcom. So I ſtaid there; 
the other Friends being taken care of alſo. This was on the Seventh 
Day of the Week : and he offering his Houſe for a Meeting, we had a 
Meeting there the next Day, a pretty large one ; tor the Chief of the 
Town, and indeed mo#? ot the Town were at it. Here had never been 
a Meeting betore, nor any within a great Way of it: but this was a 
very precious One, and many of the People, both Mex and Women 
were tencer, and confeſſed to the Truth, and fome received it ; bleſſed | 
be the Eord tor ever | | | 
On the Sixteenth of the Seventh Month we ſet forward again from | 
hence, and travelled (as near as we could compute) about Fifty Mz/zs | 
Brhemia-* that Day, through the Woods, and over the Boggs, heading Bohemia- | 
6 . Ruver and Saxifrax River. At Night we made us a Fire (as we uſed 
Ri-ez, todo) in the Woods, and lay there all Night : and it being rainy Wea- 
ther, we got under foie thick Trees for Shelter; and afterwards dried 

Chefte-- our ſelves again by the Fire. Next Day we waded through Chefer- 
Rivir. River, a very broad Water, and afterwards paſſing through many 
bad Boggs, lay that Night allo in the Woods by a Fire ; not having 

gone ( by reaſon of Hindrances in che River and Boggs) above Thirty 

Miles that day. But on the day following we travelled hard : and 

th-:gh we had ſome trcublelom Boggs . in our way, Wwe rode about 

Fifty Mites ; and got fate that Night, but very weary, to a. Friend's 

MART- Hvaie, one Robert Harwood, at Miles: River in Mary-laud. This was 
LAND: the Eighteenth Day of the Seventh Month : and though we were ve- 
MR ry weary, and much dirtied wich getting through the Boggs in cur 
Journey ; yet hearing of a Meeting next day, we went to 1t, and 

trom it to Fohn Edmundſon's : from whence we went zhree or fear 
Miles by Water to a Meeting on the Firſt-Day following. Ac this 
Meeting there was a Fudgze's Wife, who had never been ar any of our 
Meetings betore; and ſhe was reached, and faid after the Meeting : 
She had rather hear us once, than the Prieſts a thouſand times. Many 
others alſo of the World's People, that were there, were very well 
fatisfiecl ; For the Power of the Lord was eminently with and among 
us : biciled for ever be his holy Name ! We paſſed from thence abour 
Kenriſh- 7wenty two Miles, and had a Meeting upon the Kentiſh Shore, to whicl) 
une Ot the Judges came ; and a good Meeting it was. Then, atter 

——— we had had another good Meeting hard by there, at one Fenry VWil- 
cock's Houſe, where allo we had good Service for the Lord; we went 

NE by Water about zwenty Miles, to a very large Meeting, where were 
ſome Zundreds of tie World's People, and divers of the Chief Rank, 

both Engliſh and Indians : For there were four Juſtices of the Peace, 

and the High Sheriff of Delaware, and ſome others trom thence : and 

there was an Indian Emperor, or Governour, and two others of the 

Chief Men among the Judians. With theſe Indians | had a good Op- 
portunity the Night before rhe Meeting ; and I ſpake to them by an 
[nterpreter * and they heard the Truth attentively, and were very 

loving. A bleſſed Meeting this was, and of great Service, both for 
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Convincing, and Eſtabliſhing in the Truth them, that were convinced of 1672, 
it; bleſſed be the Lord, who cauſeth his bleſſed Truth ro ſpread. Af WW 
ter the Meeting a Woman came to me, (whoſe Zusband was one of the Mary-land. 
Judges of that part of the Country, and a Member of the Parliament 
or Aſſembly there ) and told me, Her Husband was fick, not like to 
live; and defired me to go home with her to ſee him. It was three 
Miles to her Houſe ; and | being juſt come hot our of the Meeting, — 
it was hard for me then to go : Yer: conſidering the Service, I got an 
Horſe, and went with her, and viſited her Hasband ; and ſpake, whar 

the Lord gave me to him : And the Man was much refreſhed, and 
finely raiſed up by the Power of the Lord ; and he afterwards came to 
our Meetings, | went back again to the Friends that Night; and 
next day we departed thence, and went about nineteen or twenty Miles 
ro Tredbaven-Creek, to Fohn Edmundſon's again : from whence, on the Tredhi- 
| Third of the Eighth Month, we went to the General Meeting for all EY 
| Maryland- Friends. | 


This Meetivg held fve Days together : the fir? three Days we had General 
Meetings ior Publick Worſhip, to winch People of all forts came ; the ag 
other two days were ſpent in the Mevs and Womens Meetings. To 
thoſe Publick Meetings came many of the World, both Proteſtants of 
divers ſorts, and ſome Papiſts ; and amongſt theſe were ſeveral Ma- 
giſtrates, and their Wives, and other Perſons of chief Account in the 
Country : and of the common People there were ſo many, beſides 
Friends, that they thought, there were ſometimes a Thouſand People 
at one of thoſe Meetings. So that, although they had not long be- 
fore enlarged their Meeting-place, and made it as big again, as it was 
before ; yet it could not contain the People, I went by Boat every 
Day four or five Miles to the Meeting, and there were {o many Boats 
at that time paſſing upon the Rzver, that it was almoſt like the Thames ; 
and People aid, There were never ſo many Boats ſeen there together 
before. And as the Concourſe of People was very great (fo that one 
of the Juſtices, who was there, ſaid, He never ſaw ſo many People to-

So when theſe 
Meetings were all over, we took our Leaves of Friends in thoſe 
parts ; whom we left well eſtabliſhed in the Truth (which is of good 
Report amongſt the People there, and great Exquirings there are atter 

it, amongſt all ſorts of People.) And upon the Tenth Day of the 
Eighth Month we went from thence about Thirty Miles by Water, paſ- 

ſing by Cranes-Iſland, and Swan-I/land, and Kent-I/land in very foul _ 
Weather and much Raju ; whereby (our Boat being open) we were ” cg 
not only very much wetted, but in great danger of being overſet : and. 
Inſemuch that ſome of the World thought, we could not have eſcaped and. 
caſting away, till they ſaw us come to Shore {wn morning. But bleſſed ———

And having got a little Houſe, and 
WY dried our Cloths by the Fire, and refreſhed our ſelves a little, we be-

and ſometimes Rowing : but having very foul Weather that day too, 
we could not get above twelve Mites torward that Day. At Night 

—— we got to Land, and made us a Fire, and fome lay by that ; and ſome 
lay by a Fire at an Houſe a little way oft. Then, next Morning pur- 

Great-Bay, fuing our Journey, we palled over the great Bay, and failed about 

— — Forty Miles that day ; and making to Shore at Night, we lay there, 
{ome in the Boat, and fome at an Ale-houſe by. Next morning (it be- 
ing the Firft-Day of the Week) we went Six or Seven Miles to a 

—— Priend's Hou'e, who was a Juſtice of the Peace; where we had a 

Meeting that Day : and this was a little above the Zead of the Great 
Bay. yo we were almoſt four Days upon the Water, weary with 
Rowing ; yet ail was very well, blefjed and praiſed be the Lord, We 

— went next Day to another Friend's Houſe, near the Head of FHatton's- 

"ns Ifland, where we had good Service amongſt Friends and others : as we 
—— had aiſo the Day following at Geo. Wilſon's, a Friend, that lived about 

three Miles turther ; where we had a very precious Meeting , there 
Leiog a great Tenderneſs amongſt the People. 

—— Atter this Meeting we failed thence about Ten Miles to Fames Friz- 
by's (who was a Jujtice of the Peace) and there, on the Sixteenth of 
the Eighth Month, we had a very large Meeting ; at which, beſides 
Friends, were ſome Hundreds of People, as it was ſuppoſed, and 
among(t them were ſcveral Juſtices of the Peace, and Captains, and the 
Sheriff, with other Perſons of Note 1n the World's Account, A blet- 
{ed, heavenly Meeting this was, and a powerful, thundering 7e/imony 
for Truth was born therein ; and a great Seyſe there was upon the 
People, and a great Brokenneſs and TenderncſS was amongſt them, We 
ltay'd after Meeting, till about the Eleventh Flour in the Night, that 
the 77:de turned, and was with us : and then taking Boat again, we 
paſſed that Nzght and the next Day about Fifty Miles, to another 

=———- Friend's Houſe. The two next days we made ſhort Journies, viſiting 
Friends : and on the Twentieth we had a great Meeting at a place 

Severn. called Severn, where there wasa Meeting- Place, but not large enough 
to hold the People by many ; for the People of thoſe parts came ge- 


nerally to it. Divers of the Chief Magiſtrates were at it, and ma-. 


ny other conſiderable People ; and it gave them generally great Sa- 
tislaction, Two days after we had a Meeting with ſome, that walked 
diſorderly ; and we had good Service in it, Then ſpending a day or 
two in vifiting Friends thereabouts,we paſſed to the Weſtern-Shore; and 
on the Twenty fifth Day had a large and precious Heeting at William 
Coale's, where the Speaker of rheir Aſſembly, with his Wife, and a 
Fuſtice of Peace, and ſeveral other People of Quality were preſertt. 
Next Day we had a Meeting, fix or ſeven Miles turther, at Abraham 
——— Birkhead's, where many ot the Magiſtrates and upper ſort of People 
were; and the Speaker of the Parliament or Aſſembly for that Country 

was Convinced : A bleſſed Meeting it was, praiſed be the Zord, We 
travelled on next Day ; and on the Day following (which was the 

Twenty eighth of the Eighth Month) bad a large and very precious 

Ciifrs, Meeting at Peter Sharps, on the Clifts, berween Thirty and Forty 
Miles

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Miles diſtant from the former, , Many of the Magiſtrates, and upper 16572. 
Rank of People were ar this Meering, and a heavenly Meeting it was. SV 
| One of the Governoar's Council's Wives was Convinced ; and her Hus- Ha1-iant 
| band very loving to Friends : and one, that came trom Yirginia (be- 

ing a Fuſtice of rhe Peace there) was Convinced ; and' hath a Meeting 

ſince at his ZZouſe. There was fome Papiſts at this Meeting; and one 

of them threained, before he came, that he would Dzſpute with me : 

but when he came, he was reached, and could not oppoſe. Blefſed be 

the Lord, the 7ruth hath reached into the Hearts ot People beyond 
Words, and it is of a good Savour amongſt them. After rhe Meeting 

we went about Eighteen Miles to James Preſton's, a Friend that liveth 

on Pottuxon-River ; and thither came tous an Indian King, with his Portuxon- 
Brother, to whom 1 ſpake ; and I found, they underſtood the thing 1%" 
ipake of. Now having finiſhed our Service in Mary-land, and intend- 

ing forthwith to ſer forward for Yirgizia, we had a Meeting at Por- portuxon. 
tuxon on the Fourth Day ot the Ninth Month, to take our Leaves of 
Friends, The Meeting was in the Meeting-Place ; and many of the 
World's People of all forts were at it ; and a powerful Meeting it 

was. 

Upon the Fifth Day of the Ninth Month we ſet Sail for Virginia, vir x14 
and in three days came to a Place called Nancemum ; 1t being (as they Nance- 
there computed) about 7wo hundred Miles trom Mary-land. In this vm 
Voyage we met with nothing,but what had been uſual with us, namely, 
foul Weather, Storms and Rain; and to lie in the Woods by a Fire in 
the Night. At this Nancemam lived a Friend, called the Widow 
Wright. Next Day we had a great Meeting at Nancemum, of Friends 
and People : There came to this Meeting one Col. Dewes, with feve- 
ral other Oftcers and Magiſtrates, and were much taken with the 
| Truth declared. After this Meeting was over, we haſt'ned towards Ca- 

f rolina ; yet had ſeveral Meetings by the Way, wherein we had good 

f Service for the Lord : One about four Miles from Nancemum-Water, 

| which was a very precious Meeting ; and there was a Mens- and a 

Womens- Meeting \ettled, for taking Care of the Afairs of the Church. 
Another very good Meeting alſo we had at William Tarrow's, ata place 
called Pagan-Creek ; where the Meeting was Io large, that we were Pagan- 
fain to be abroad, the Eouſe not being big enough to contain the Peo- ©*% 
ple. A great Openneſs there was in the People ; and the Sound of Truth 

| did ſpread abroad, and had a good Savor in the Zearts of People : 

k the Lord have the Glory for ever ! 

| Aiter this our way to Carolina grew worfe, being much of it 

plaſhy and wet, and pretty full of great Bogs and Swamps ; fo that 

we were commonly wet to the Xuees moſt of us, and lay abroad 

k a-Nights in the Woods by a Fire: ſaving that one of the Nights we 

; got to a poor Houſe, at a place called Sommertown, and lay by the Fire Sommer- 

1n the Zoxſe. The Woman of the Houſe had a Senſe of God upon her 

and the Report of our Travel had reached thither, and drawn ſome 

People, that lived beyond Sommertown, to that ZZouſe, in ExpeCtation 

to have ſeen and heard us ((o acceptable was the Sound of 7ruth in 

that W:/derneſs-Country :) but they miſſed us. The next Day, which 

| was the Twenty fir ot the Ninth Month, having travelled hard throvgh 

| the Woods, and over many Bogs and Swamps, we reached at Night

This was the firf# Houſe we came to in Carolina : And here we left 
our Zorſes, which were over-wearied with Travel, From hence we 
went down the Creek in a Canooe to Macocomocock-River, and came 
to a Man's Houſe, whoſe Name was Hugh Smith ; where the People of 
the Vorld came in to fee us (for there were no Friends 1n that part 
of rhe Coantry :) and many of them did receive us gladly. Amongſt 
others that came to us, there was one Nathaniel Batts, who (we 
heard) had been Governour of Ronoack : He went by the Name of 
Captain Batts, and had been a Rude, Deſperate Man, He asked me 
250ut a Woman in Cumberland, who, he {aid he was told, had been 
hcaled by our Prayers, and Laying cn ct Hands, atter ſhe had teen 


long, fick, and given over by the Phyficians ; and he defired tro know! 


the certainty ot it. I told him, We did nor g/ory in ſuch things ; but 
many ſuch things had been done by the Power of Chri/?. 

Not far from hence we had a Meeting among the World's People, 
and they were taken with the 7ruth; bleiled be the Lord. Then paſ- 
ſing dowa the River Maratick in a Canooe, we went down the Bay 
Connie-oak ; and came to a Captarn's Houſe, who was loving to us, 
and lent us his Boat (for we were much wetted in the Canoe ; the 
Water flaſhing in upon us.) With this Boat we went on ro the Go- 
vernour's Houle : but the Water in fome places was fo ſhallow, that 
the Boat being loaden, could not Swim ; ſo that we were fain to par 
off cur Shooes and Stockings, and wade through the Water a pretty 
way. The Governour, with his Wife, received us lovingly : but there 
was at his Houſe a Doftor, who would needs Diſpute with us. And 
truly, his Oppoſing us was of good Service, giving Occaſion for the 
Opening of many things to the People, concerning the Light and Spirir 
of God, which he denied to be in Every ene ; and affirmed, that it 
was not in the [ndians, Whereupon I called an 7adzan to us, and 
asked him, * Whether or no, when he did /ze, or do wrong to any one, 
* there was not ſomething in him, that did reprove him for it ? And he 
laid, There was ſach a thing in him, that did ſo reprove him ; and he wa; 
aſhamed, when he had doue wrong, or ſpoken wrong. So we ſhamed 
the Dottor before the Governour and the People; inlomuch, that the 
poor Man r## oat ſo far, that at length he would not own the Scrip- 
tres. Wetarried at the Governour's that Night : and next Morning 
he very courteoufly walked with us himſelf about zwo Mites through 
the Woods, to a place, whither he had ſent our Boat about to meet us. 
Where zaking our Leave of him, we entred our Boat again, and went 
that Day about Thirty Miles to one Foſeph Scot's, who was one of 
the Repreſentatives of the Country. And there we had a Meeting, and 
miny People were at it : a ſound, precious Meeting it was, and the 
People were tender ; and much defired after Meetings. Wherefore 
we went to ancther Zouſe about four miles further, and there we 
had another Meeting ; to which the Governour's Secretary came, who 
was Chief Secretary of the Province, and had (it ſeems) bcen for- 
merly Convinced.

[ wen: from this place among the 7zdans, and ſpake unto them by 1672. 
an Interpreter, thewing taem ; * That God made all things inSix Days, WW 
* and made but oze Woman for ove Man: and that God did drown the Carolina. 
* 0:4 World, becauſe of their Wickedneſs. Afterwards I ſpake co them 19% 

* concerning ChrifF, thewing them, That he did die for all men, for 
| * their Sins as well as for others; and had enlightned them, as well as 
* others: anJ that it they did rhat which was Evil, he would burz 
© them; bur if they did we#, they ſhould not be burned. There was 
among them their young Arg, and others of their Chief Mex ; and 
they teemed to receive kindly, what I faid unto them. | 

Now having viſited the North-Part of Carolina, and made a little 
Entrance for Truth upon the People there ; we began to return apain 
towards Virginia, having feveral Meetings in our way, wherein we 
hid very good Service for the Lord, the People being generally render 
and open, bleſicd be the Lord. We lay one Night at the Secretary's 
Houſe, ro which we had much ado to get : tor the Water being thal- 
low, we could not bring our Boat to Shore. But the Secretary's 
Wife, ſeeing our Strait, came her (elf in a Canooe. (her Z7usband be- 
ing from home) and brought us to Land. By next Morning our 
Boat was ſunk, and full oft Water: But we got her up, and mended 
ber ; and went away 1n her that Day about 7wenty four Miles, the Wa- 
ter being rough and troubled, and the Winds high: but the great 
Power of God was (een, 1n carrying us fate in that rotten Boat. In 
Our Return we had a very precious Meeting at Hugh Smith's ; praiſed __ 
be the Lord for ever : the People were very tender, and very good 
Service we bad amongſt them. There was at this Meeting an Indian 
Captain, who was very loving; and did acknowledge it to be 7ruth, 
that was ſpoken. There was alfo one of the Indian Prieſts, whom 
they call a Pauwaw ; and he fate ſoberly among, the People. On the 
Niuth of the Tenth Month we got back ro Bonwers-Creek, where we Bonner's- 
had left our ZZorſes ; having ſpent a matter of Eighteen Days in the ©*& 
North of Carolina. | 

Our Horſes having reſted, and being now freſh, we ſet forward 
forthwith for Yirgenia again ; travelling through the Woods and Bogs,ViRGIN14 
as far as we could well reach that Day; and at Night lay by a Fire 1n 
the Woods, as we often uſed to do. Next Day we had a tedious Four- 
"= cy through the Bogs and Swamps, and were exceeding wet and dirty 

: all the Day ; but dried our ſelves at Night by a Fire. We got that 
q Night to Sommerton. And when we came near the ZHoufe, the Woman Sommers 
7 of the Houſe ſeeing us, ſpake to her Sox to keep up their Dogs (for 2: 

j both in YV7rgixza and Carolina they generally keep great Dogs to guard 

| their Houſes, living lonely in the Woods :Y Bur the Son ſaid, He need 
aot ; for their Dogs did not uſe to meddle with theſe People. Where- 
upon, when we were come into the Houſe, the Womar told us ; We 
were like the Children of Iſrael, whom the Dogs did not move their 
Tongues againff. Here we lay, but in our Cloths, and by the Fire; 
as we had done mary a Night before. And the next Day, betore we 
went away, we had a Meeting here: for the People having heard of 
us, had a great Defire to hear us; and a very good Meeting we had 
among, them, where we never had Meeting before : prailed be the 
, Lord tor ever ! After the Meeting we haſted away. And when we 
: had 
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1672. had ridden about 7wenty Mites, calling at a /Zoxfe to enquire the IJ ay, 
WYY the People ot the /oufe defied us to tarry all Night with them ; 3 
Virginia. which we did. Next Day we came among Friends, after we had 3 

travelled about an /{undred Miles from Carolina into Virginia : In 1 
which time we obſerved a great Variety of Cl:mates; having paſled 
in a few Days from a very Cold, to a warm and ſpring-like Country. 
Bur the Power of the Lord is the ſame 1n all, and 1s over all, and doth 
reach the good in all ; praiſed be the Lord for ever! 
We ſpent about three Weeks this tune 1n travelling through Firgi- 
ia, ſometimes amongſt the World's People only, but moſtly emongſt 
Friends ; having many large and precious Meetings in leveral parts 
——— of the Country : As at the Widow Wright's, where a great many of the C 
Magiſtrates, anG Oficers, and other hizh People came. And a moſt £ 
Teavenly Meeting we had; wherein the Power of the Lord was ſo great, 
that it ſtruck a Dread upon the Aſſembly, and chained all down, and IM 
brought a Reverence upon the Peoples Minds. Among the Offcers b 
that were there, there was a Major, that was Kinſman to the Prieft ; : 
and he told me, The Prief? threatned to come, and Oppoſe us. But the 
Lord's Power was too ſtrong for him, and ſtopt him ; and we were 
quiet and peaceable : and the People were wonderiully affe&ed with 
the Teſtimony of Truth ; bleſſed be the Lord for ever ' Another 
Cricka- very good Meeting we nad at a place called Criciatrough, at which 


trove. many Conſiderable People were ; many of whom had never heard a g 
Friend before: and they were greatly ſatisfied with the Meeting, prai- ] 
ſed be the Lord ! We had alſo a very good and ferviceable Meeting at , 


— John Porter's, which conſiſted moſtly of the World's People ; in which [ 
the Power of the Lord was gloriouſly ſeen and fe/r, and it brought the 

Truth over all the bad Walkers and Talkers : bleſſed be the Lord / 

Divers other Meetings we had, and many Opportunites of doing Ser- 

vice for the Lord amongſt the People, where we came. And the /af# 

-Week, that we {tay'd, we ſpent ſome 7ime and Pains among, Friends, 

ſweeping away, that which was to be ſwept out, and working down 

a bad Spirit, that was got up in ſome : And bleſſed for ever be the 

Name ot the Lord, he it 1s, that gives YVzfory over all. 

Now having finiſhed, what Service lay upon us at Y7reinza ; on the 
MART. Thirtieth Day of the Tenth Month we ſet Sail in an open Sloop for Mary- 
LAND. land. But having a very great Szorm that day, «and being much wez- 

ted, we were glad to get to Shore before Night : And walking to an fi 

Willough- Fouſe at Willoughby-Point, we got Lodging there that Night. The 

by-Point. \yoman of the Houſe was a Widow, and a very tender Woman : She 4 
hid never received Friends bctore ; but ſhe received us very kindly, I 
and with Tears in her Eyes. Wereturned to our Boat in the Morn- 
ing, and hoiled up our Sail ; getting forward as faſt and as far as we | 
could : but towards Evening a 9torm rifing, and the Wind being high, 4 
we had much ado to get to the Shore ; and our Boat being open, rhe : 
Water {laſhed often in, and ſometimes over us, fo that we were ſufft- 

— — ciently wetted, Being got to Land, we made us a Fire in the Wood's, : 
to warm and dry us; and there we lay all, that Night, the Wolves ; 
bowling about us. On the Firft of the Eleventh Month we failed 
again : but the Wind being againſt us, and ſometimes driving us 
backwards, we made but /ztt/e Way; and were fain to get to Shore 
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at Point-Comfort ; where yet we found bur - ſmall Comfort : tor the 1672. 
Weather was fo Cold, that though we made us a good Fire in the ww 
Woods to lie by ; yet our Water, that we had got for our Uie, was #-lans 
frozen near the Fire fide, We made to Sea again vext Day : bur the fvint- 
. . . . OMiQ@re. 
Wind being ſtrong, and againft us, we advanced bur lirtle ; but were 
glad to ger to Land again, and travel about to find ſome FZoaſe, where 
we might buy ſome Proviſions : tor our Store was ſpent. That Night 
allo we lay in the Woods : and fo extream Cold was the Weather, the 
Wind blowing high, and the Frof? and Syow being great, that it was 
hard for ſome to abide it. On the 7hird of the Eleventh Moth, the 
Wind (\tting pretty fair, we fetched it up by Satling and Rowing, and 
got that Night ro Milford: Haves, where we lay at Richard Long's Mitford- 
near Quinces-1/[and. Next Day we patſed by Raphabannock- River, 5 
where dwell much People ; and Friends had a Meeting there-aways at a nock-Ki- 
Fuſtice's Houſe, that had formerly been at a Meeting, wacre 1 was, * 
We palled over Potomack-River allo ; the Winds being high, the Water poromack- 
very rough, our $/oop open, and the Weather extream Cold : and ha- Kiver.

. ving a Meeting there-aways alſo, ſome People of the World, that came 


to it, were Convinced : and when we parted thence, ſome of our 
Company went amongſt them. We ſteered our Courte for Pot7axoy- Pornxon- 
River ; and I fate at Zelm moſt part of the Day, and ſome of the **"* 
Night. About the Fir Hour in the Morning we reached Fames Pre. ___ 
fan's Houſe in Pottuxon-River ; Which is accounted about 7 wo hundred 
Mites from Nancemum in Virginia, We were very weary ; yet the 
next Day (being the Firf? of the Week, and Fifth of the Month) we 
went to the Meeting not far from thence : and the fame Week we 
went to an Iydian-King's-Cabbin, where ſeveral of the Indians were ; Indian- 
with whom we had a pretty Opportunity to diſcourſe : and they car- >a 
ried themſelves very /ovingly. We went allo that Week to a General ——— 
Meeting : from which we went about Eighteen Miles farther to Fohn , 
Gearies, where we had a very precious Meeting ; prailed be the Lord 
God for ever ! Bur after this the Cold grew fo exceeding ſharp, fuch 
extream Froſt and ſnowy Weather, beyond what was uiual 1n that 
Country ; io that we could hardly endare to be in it. Neither was it 
eaſie or ſate to ſtir abroad : yet we got (with ſome Difitculty ) fix 
Miles through the Snow to Fobn Mayor's, where we met with ſome * " 
Friends, that were come from New- Eng/and ; whom we had telt there, 
when we came away : and glad we were to ſee each other, after fo 
long and tedious Travels. By theſe Friends we underſtood, that Wzt- 
liam Edmundſon, having been at Road-1ſland and New- England, was 
gone from thence for Ireland ; that Solomon Eccles coming trom Fa- 
maica, and landing at Boſton in New-England, was taken art a Meeting 
there, and baniſhed to Barbados ; that Fob Stubbs and another Friend 
were gone into New-Ferſey, and ſeveral other Friends to Barbados, Fa- 
maica, and the Leeward-Iſlauds. It was Matter of Foy to us to un- 
derſtand, that the Work of the Lord went on and protpered, and that 
Friends were unwearied, and diligent in tne Service. | 
On the Twenty Seventh of the Eleventh Mouth, we had a very —— 

precious Meeting 1n a Tobacco- Houſe : and on the next Day we return- 
ed to Fames Preſton's, about Eighteen Miles diſtant. But when we J-Prion's 
caine there we found, his Fuſe was burnt down to the "_ os 
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1672. Night before, through the Careleſneſs of a Maid:ſervant : So we lay 
WY three Nights on the Ground by the Fire, the Weather being very 
Mary-land Cold, We made an Obſervation, which was ſomewhat ſtrange, but 
7.Preton's. certainly true ; that oze Day in the midſt of this Cold Weather, the 

Wind turning into the South, it grew ſo hot, that we could hardly 
bear the Heat ; and the next Day and Night, the Wind chopping back 
into the North, we could hardly endure the Cold. 
Porruzon, On the Second of the Twelfth Month, we had a glorious Meeting at 
Pottuxon : and after it went to John Gearze's again, where we waited 
clifs, for a Boar, to carry us to the Monthly- Meeting at the Clifes ; to which 
we went, and a living Meeting it was, praiſed be the Lord : This was 
on ttie Sixth of the Twelfth Month. And another Meeting we had on 
the Ninth, wherein theGlory of the Lord ſhined over all ; bleſſed and 
magnified be his Holy Name for ever. 
From hence we intended to go to Anameſſy ; and on the Twelfch Day 
of the Twelfth Month we ſet forward in our Boat : And travelling by 
Nigbt, as well as by Day, in the Night we run our Boat on Ground 
Manzco- jn a Creek near Manaco-River. There we were fain to ſlay, till 
ver. Morning, that the Tide came, and lifted her off again : And in the 


mean time, fitting in an open Boar, and the Weather being bitter-cold, 


ſome had like to have loſt the Z/e of their Hands, they were ſo frozen 
and benummed with Cold. Bur in the Morning, when the 7zde had ſet 
——— Our Boat a-float again, we got to Land, and made us a good Fire ; at 
which we warmed our ſelves well : and then went to our Boat again, 
——— and paſſed on about tex miles turther toa Friend's Houſe ; where next 
day we had a very precious Meeting, at which ſome of the Chief of 
the Place were. I went after the Meeting toa Friend's Houſe, about 
four miles off, at the Head of Anameſſy-River ; where on the Day 
following, the Fudge of the Coxntry, and a Juſtice with him came to 
me, and were very loving, and much fatisfied .with Friend's Order. 
The next Day we had a large Meeting at the Juſtice's Houle, but it was 
in his Bars ; for his Fouſe could not hold the Company. There were 
ſeveral of the Great Folks of that Country; and among the reſt there 
was an Oppoſer : but all was preſerved quiet and well, and a precious 
Meeting ix was ; and the People were much taken and affeed with 
the Truth,bleſſed be the Lord. We went zext Day to ſee one Capt. Col- 
burn, who was allo a Juſtice of the Peace ; and there we had ſome Ser- 
vice: Then returning again, we had a very glorious Meeting at the 
ſame Fuſtice's, where we met before; and there were many People of 
Account in the World, Magiſtrates, Officers, and others at it. It was a 
large Meeting, and the Power of the Lord was much fe/t ; fo that the 
People were generally well ſatisfied, and taken with the 7ruth : and 
there being ſeveral, both Merchants, and Maſters of Ships from News- 
England, the Truth was ſpread abroad ; bleſſed be the Lord ! 
— A Day or two aſter, departing from this place, we travelled about 
fixteen miles through the Wood's and Bogs, heading Anameſſy-River,and 
Amoroca- Amoroca-River ; part of which lafF we went over in a Canooe, and

fourth of the Twelfth Month, we had a large Meeting in a Barn ; and - 


the Lord's living Preſence was with us, and among the People : bleſſed 
be his Holy Name for ever-more ! Friends had never had a Meeting 
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in thoſe Parts before. After this Meeting we paſled over the River 1673. 
Wicocomaco, and through many bad and watry Swamps and Mariſh WV 
Way ; and came to Fames Jones, a Friend, who was a Juſtice of the Ma1-laxd 
Peace : where we had a large ard very glorious Meeting, praiſed be kako i 
the Lord God. Then paſling over the Water in a Boat, we took v- 
Horſe, and travelled about Twenty four Mites through Woods and - 
troubleſfom Swamps, and came to another Fuſtice's Houſe ; where we — 
had a very large Meeting, much People of the World being at it, and 
many of Confiderable Account among(t them : and the living Preſence 
of the Lord was amongſt us, praiſed for ever be his holy Name / This 
was on the Third Day of the Firf? Month, 1673. And on the Fifth 
Day of the ſame we had another living and heavenly Meeting, at 
which divers of the Juſtices, with their Wives, and many others of 
the World's People were; amongſt whom we had very good Service 
for the Lord, blefſed be his Holy Name. At this Meeting was a Woman, 
thac lived at Anameſſy, who had been many Tears in Trouble of Mind ; 
and fometimes would fit moping near zwo Months together, and hardly 
ſpeak or mind any thing. When I heard of her, I was moved of the 
Lord to go to her, and tell her, * That Salvation was come to her 
Houſe. And alter I had ſpoken the Word of Life to her, and intreat- 
ed the Lord for her, ſhe mended; and went up and down with us to 
Meetings, and is ſince well : bleſſed be the Lord / 

Being now clear of theſe parts, we left Anameſſy on the Seventh 
Day of the Firf# Month : and paſting by Water about Fifty Miles, 
came to a Friendly Woman's Houle at Zunger-River. We had very Hunger- 
rough Weather in our Paſſage to this Place, and were in great Danger , *i%*- 
for the Boat had like to have been turned over ; and | loſt both my 
Hat and Cap : yet we recovered them again with much ado; and 
through the good Providence of God got fate thither, praiſed be his 
Name. Art this place we had a Meeting, where we had never any 
before ; and amongſt the People that were at it, there were 2wo Papiſts, 
a Man and a Woman : the Man was very tender ; and the Woman con- 
teſſed to the Truth. This Mzeting was not fo large, as it would have 
been, if many, who intended to have been at it, could have got to it ; 
but rhe Weather was ſo foul, and the Water by reaſon of high Winds, 
{o rough, that it was not ſafe to paſs upon it. I had no Friend now 
with me, but Robert Widders ; the reſt having difperſed themſelves 
into ſeveral parts of the Country in the Service of Truth. 

So ſoon as the Wind would permit, we paſſed from hence about 
Forty Miles by Water, rowing molt part of the way; and came to the 
Head of little Choptanck-River, to Dr. Winſmore's, who was a Juſtice Chop- 
of Peace, and lately convinced. Here we met with ſome Friends, _ 
with whom we ſtaid a while : and then went on by Land and Water, —— 
and had a large Meeting abroad ; for the Houſe we were at, could not 
receive the People. There were divers of the Magzſtrates, and their 
Wives at this Meeting ; and a good Meeting it was, bleſſed be the 
Lord, who is making his Name known in that Wzlderneſs-Country. 
We went back from thence to a Friend's Houle, whoſe Name is William 
Stephen's, where we met with thoſe other Friends, that had been tra- 
velling in other parts ; and were much refreſhed in the Lord together, 
when we imparted to each other the good Succeſs, we had had in the 
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1673. Lord's Work, and the Proſperity and ſpreading of 7rath in the places, 

WS where we travelled. Johns Cartwright and another Friend had been at 

Mary-land Virginia, Where were great Deſires in People aſter the Truth : and be- 
ing now returned, they ſtaid but a little with us here ; and then 
ſer forward for Barbados, But before we left this place, we had a 
very glorious Meeting here, at which were very mary of the World's 
People, and ſome of the Chief of them. For there was the Judge of 
that Country, and three Juſtices of the Peace, and the Fligh-Sheriff, 
with their Wives, and ſeveral others : And of Izdians there was he, 
who was called their Emperor, and one of the Indian Kings, and their 
Speaker ; who all fate very attentive, and carried themſelves very lo- 
vingly : and an eſtabliſhing, ſettling Meeting it was. This was on the 
Twenty third of the Fir} Month. 

And on the Twenty fourth we went by Water ten Miles to the Indian 
Town, where this ſame Emperor dwelt ; whom I had acquainted before 
with my Coming, and deſired him to get their Xings and Councils to- 
gether. In the Morning the Emperor came himlſelt, and had me to the 
Town ; and they were generally come together, and had their Speaker, 
and other Officers with them, and the 0/4 Empreſs fate among them : 
And to give them their due, they fate very grave and ſober, and werg 
all very Attentive, beyond many that are called Chriſtzans. I had 
ſome with me, that could interpret to them ; and we had a very good 
Meeting with them, and of very good Service 1t was : for it gave 
them a good Eſteem of Truth and Friends; blefſed be the Lord / 

After this, we had many Meetings in feveral parts of that Coun- 
try ; one at William Stephens's, which was a general Meeting once a 
Month : another at Tredhaven-Creek ; another at Wye ; another at 
Keconow-Creek ; and another at Thomas Taylor's in the Iſland of Kent. 
Moſt of thele Meetings were large, there being many of the World's 
People at them, and divers of them of the moſt Conſiderable in the 
World's Account : And the Lord's Power and living Preſence was 
with us, and plenteouſly manifeſted amongſt the People, by which 
their Hearts were tendred, and opened to reccive the 7ruth, which had 
a good Savour among(t them ; bleſſed be the Lord God over all for 
ever. Then being clear of that ſide, we paſſed over the Bay about 
Fourteen Miles to a Friend's Houſe, where we met with ſeveral Friends; 

and [ ſent for Thomas Thurſton thither, and had a Meeting with him, 
to bring the Truth over his bad Attions. 

Now having travelled through moſt parts of that Country, and vis 
ſited moſt of the Plantations thereabouts, and had very good Service 
for the Lord in America, having alarm'd the People of all forts, where 
we came, and proclaimed the Day of God's Salvation amongſt them ; 
we found, our Spirits began to be clear of thoſe parts of the World, 
and to draw towards Old Exgland again. Yet we were deſirous, and 
felt Freedom from the Lord to ſtay, till the Gezeral Meeting for that 
Province of Mary-land was over (which drew nigh ;) that we might 
ſce Friends generally together, before we departed. Wherefore ſpend- 
ing our time tn the interim, partly in viſiting Friends and Friendly 

Clift. People, and in having Meetings about the Clifts and Pottuxon ; and 
ForuXx0n- Lartly in writing Anſwers to ſome Cavilling Ojefions, which ſome 
of Truth's Adverſaries had raiſed and ſpread abroad, to hinder m__ 
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{rom receiving the 7ruth : we were not idle, but Jaboured in the 1673. 
Work of the Lord, until that General Provincial Meeting came on ; YY 
which began on the Seventeenth Day of the Third Month, and laſted H©9-1an 
for Days. Oa the Firſt of theſe days the Men and Women had their 1,00 
Meetings for Buſineſs, wherein the Afﬀairs of the Church of God were cial meet: 
taken Care of ; and many things, relating thereunto, were opened *"* 
unto them to their Edification and Comforr. The other 7hree Days 
ute ſrent in Publick Meetings for the Worſhip of God, at which divers 
Gf conſiderable Account in the Government, and many others of the 
Forts! s Peopte were preſent ; who were generally fatisficd, and many 
of titem reached : for it was a wonderful, glorious Meeting, and the 
m'ghty Preſence of the Lord was ſeen and felt over all; bleſſed and 
praiicd be his Holy Name tor ever, who over all giveth Dominion / 
Atcer this Meeting we took our Leave of Friends, parting in great 
Teaderneſs, in the (enſe of the Heavenly Life, and vertuous Power of 
the Lord,that was livingly felt amongſt us : and went by Water to the 
place, where we were to take Shipping ; many Friends accompanying 
us chither, and tarrying with us that Night. Next Day, which was 
the Twenty fir# of the Third Month, 1673, and the Day following 
we (et Sail tor England : The ſame Day Richard Covell came on Board ,, 5,4 
our Ship, having had his own taken from him by the Darch. We 
had foul Weather, and contrary Winds, which cauled us to caſt-duchor 
olten ; ſo that we were till the Thirty firft of the Third Month, &er 
we could get paſt the Capes of Virginia, and come out into the main 
Sea. But after this we made good Speed, and on the Twenty eighth EN G- 
of the Fourth Month, caſt Anchor at Kings-road, which is the Zar- Soda 
bour for Briſtol. We had in our Paſſage very high Winds and Tempe- Road. 
ftaous Weather, which made the Sea excceding rough, the Waves riſing 
like ountains ; ſo that the Maſters and Sailers wondred at it, and 
{2id, They never ſaw the like before. But though the Wind was 
ſtrong, it fate for the moſt part with us ; ſo that we failed away be- 
fore it : and the Great God, who commands the Winds, who is Lord 
of Feaven, of Farth and the Seas, and whoſe Wonders are {cen in the 
Deep, he ſteered our Courſe, and preſerved us from many imminent 
Dangers. The ſame good Hand of Providence, that went with us, and 
carried us fafely over, watched over us in our Return, and brought us 
fately back again; Thankſgivings and Praiſes be to his holy Name for 
ever! Many ſweet and precious Meetings we had on Board the Ship 
during this Yoyage, (commonly two a Week;) wherein the bleſſed 
Preſence of the Lord did greatly refreſh us, and did often break in up- 
on, and tender the Company. And when we came into Briſtol Har- Brifto'- 
bour, there lay a Man of War ; and the Preſs-maſter came on Board conan 
us to preſs our men. Wehad a Meeting at that time in the Sh/p with 
the Sea-men, before we went to Shore ; and the Preſs-maſter ſate down 
with us, and ſtaid the Meeting, and was very well ſatisfied with it. 
After the Meeting I ſpake to him to leave two of the Mex he had Pre/- 
ſed, in our Ship (for he had preſſed four,) one of which was a Jame 
Man ; and he laid, At my RegueFF he would. 
We went on Shore that Afternoon, and got to Shear-hampton, Sheat- 
where we got Horſes, and rode to Briſtol that Night; where Friends hampcoy, 
Bbbb 3 received 
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1673. received us with great Foy. In the Evening I writ a Letter tro my | 


WY Wife, to give her Notice of my Landing, as tolloweth :

Between this and the Fair, my Wife came out of the North to Bri- 
ftol to me ; and her Son-in-Law Thomas Lower, with two of her 
Daughters came with her. And her other Son-in-Law Fohn Rouſe, 
and W. Penn and his Wife, and Gerrard Roberts came down from Loz- 
don, 2nd many Friends trom ſeveral parts of the Nation came to the 
Fair; and glorious, powerful Meetings we had there at that time, for 
the Lord's Infinite Power and Life was over all. In the freſh Openings 
whereof I was moved to declare of Three Eſtates, and Three Zeachers, 
Viz. * That God was the firf# Teacher of Man and Woman in Paradiſe - 
* And as long as they kept to, and under God's Teaching, they kepr in 
* the mage of God, and in his Likeneſs, in Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, 
*and in Dominion over all, that God had made; in the bleſſed Srare, 
* in the Paradiſe of God. But when they heark'ned to the Serpent's 
* falſe Teaching (who was out of Truth) and diſobeyed Gud, and 
* obeyed the Serpent, in feeding upon that, which God forbad rhem ; 
* then they loſt the Image of God, the Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, and 
* came under the Power of Satan, and were turned out of Paradiſe, 
* out of the Bleſſed into the Curſed State. And then the Promiſe of 
* God was, That the Seed of the Woman ſhould bruiſe the Serpent's

* Churches. Now Chrift, who ſaid, Learn of me ; and of whom the 
* Fither faid, Clear ye him, he ſaid ; 1 am the Way to God, T am the 
* Truth, I am the Life, and the true Light. So as Man and Womax 
© come up again to God, and are renewed up into his Image, Righte- 
| © o»ſneſs and Holineſs by Chriſt, thereby they come up into the Pa- 
* radiſe of God, the State, which Man was 1n, betore he fell ; and in- 
| © to an higher State than that, to fit down 1n Chriſt, that never fel. 
* Tacretore the Sox of God is to be heard in all things, who is the Sa- 
« vicar, and the Redeemer ; and hath laid down his Life, and bought 
« his Sheep with his precious Blood. And we can challenge all the 
* World, Who hath any thing to fay againſt our Way ? our Saviour 2 
* oar Redeemer 2 who is our Prophet, whom God hath raiſcd up, that 
* we may hcar, and whom we muſt hear in all things: Who hath 
ig © any thing againſt our Shepherd, Chri57 Jeſus, who leads and feeds us,

* days of his Fleſh; yet fince his Reſurretion and Aſcenſion he doth not 
* ſpeak now. The Anſwer is; That as God did then ſpeak by his Sor, 
'13 the Days of his Fleſh; ſo the Son, Chrifz Feſus, doth now ſpeak 
* by his Spzrit. Wherefore Fob# ſaith in the Revelations ; He that hath 
* an Far, let him hear, what the Spirit ſaith to the Churches, Rev. 2. 
© And Chrilt is ſaid to ſpeak from Heaven, Heb. 12.25. See, that ye 
* refuſe not him, that ſpeaketh : for if they eſcaped not, who refuſed him, 
* that ſpake on Earth ; much more ſhall not we eſcape, if we turn away 
' from him, that ſpeaketh from Heaven, They that refifted Moſes his 
* Law (who ſpaks on Farth) died tor it without Mercy ; was Sod

Many deep and precious Things were opened in thoſe Meetings, by 
the Eternal Spirit, whica ſearcheth and revealeth the deep Things of 
Ged : And after I had finiſhed my Service for the Lord in that Ciry, I 
departed thence into Gloceſterſhire, where we had many large and pre- 
cious Meetings ; and the Lord's Everlaſting Power tlowed over all, 
From Gloceſterſhire | paſſed into Wiltſhire, where alſo we had many 
bleſied Meetings. At Slattenford in Wiltſhire we had a very good 
Meeting, though we met there with much Oppo/etion from ſome, who 

ad fet rhemſelves againſt Womens-Meetings ; which I was moved of 
the Lord to recommend to Friend's, for the Benefit and Advantage oi 
the Church of Chriſt. * That the faithſul Women, who were called to 
* the Belzef of the Truth, being made Partakers of the fame precious 
* Faith, and Heirs of the ſame everlaſting Goſpel of Life and Salva- 
* 770, as the Men are; might in like manner come into the Poſſeſſion 
* and Praftice of the Goſpel-Order, and therein be Meet-helps unto the 


* Men in the Reſtoration, in the Service of Trath, in the Afſurs of 


* the Church, as they are outwardly 1n outward and civil, or temporal 
© things. That ſo all the Family of God, Women as well as Men, might 
* know, poſſeſs, perform and diſcharge their Ofices.and Services in the 
* Houſe of God, whereby the Poor might be rhe better looked after, 
* and taken care of ; the Younger fort inſtrufted, informed and taught 
' in the Way of God; the looſe and diſorderly reproved and admoniſh-

Notwithſtanding the Oppoſetion was made at the Meeting, yet a 
very good and ſerviceable Meeting it was ; for cccaſion was thereby 
adminiſtred to Anſwer their Ohjeftions and Cavils, and to open the 
Services of Women in and for the Church. And at this Meeting 
the Womens: Meetings tor that County were eſtabliſhed in the bleſſed 
Power ot God. 

After this I went to Marlborough, and had a Meeting there ; to Marivo- 
which ſome of the Magiſtrates came, and were civil and moderate. 28": 
Then paſling on to Barthelomew Maylin's, I had a very precious Meet- 
ing there : and from thence went a little beyond Ore, where we had a ore. 


City. But bleſſed be the Lord, his Power came over them all ; and 
all their /ying, wicked, ſcandalous Books were anſwered. Then after 
2 while, I made a ſhort Fourney into ſome parts of Eſſex and Middle- efex. 
ſex, viſiting Friends at their Meetings, and their Childres at their 944i9#: 
Schools ; and returned ſoon again to London. And after I had had 1,ngn. 
ſome Service there among Friends, 1 went down to Xingi7on, and jj, qo, 
from thence to Stephen Smith's in Surrey; where was a very large 5,4, 
Meeting, many Hundreds of People being at it. I ſtaid in thole parts, 
till I had cleared my ſelf of the Service, the Lord had given me to 
do there, and then returned by XingFon to Loadon, whither I felt my kiogfion. 
Spirit drawn; having heard, that many Friends were had before the London, 
Magiſtrates, and divers Impriſoned, both at London, and in other Ci- 
ties and Towns in the Nation, for opening their Shop-windows upon 
Holy-days, and Faft-days, (as they were called) and tor bearing 7e- 
flimony againſt all ſuch Obſervations of Days.

, "= afrer I had ſtaid ſome time in London, labouring for ſome Re- 
lief and Eaſe to Friends in this Caſe, 1 took Leave of Friends there, 
and went into the Country, with my Wife, and her Daughter Rachel, 
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1673. to Hendonin Middleſex, and trom thence to Wilzam Penn's at Rick- 
WY manſworth in Hertfordſhire, whither Thomas Lower (who married ano- 
Middlefez. ther of my Wife's Daughters) came to us the xext Day, to accom-

I ſaid nothing to any body of it then. But getting out ext Morning,

ron-Pariſh, Very Jarge and precious Meeting in his Barn, the Lord's Powerful Pre- 

armſcot. ſexce being eminently with us, and amongſt us. After the Meeting 

was done, and Friends (moſt of them) gone away, as I was ſitting 

in the Parloar, diſcourſing with ſome Friends, that ſtaid, there came 

to the Houſe one Henry Parker, called a Fuſtice, and with him one 

Rowland Hains, a Prieft of Hunniton 1n Warwickſhire. This Fuſtice 

came to know of the Meeting by means of a Woman- Friend; who be- 

ing Nurſe to a Child of his, asked Leave of her Miſtreſs, to go to the 

Meeting to ſee me : and ſhe ſpeaking of 1t to her Fusband, he and the 

Prieft plotted together to come and break up the Meeting, and appre- 

hend me. But by means of their ſitting long at Dixzer (it being the 

Day, on which his Child was ſprinkled) they came not, till the Meer- 

ing was over, and Friends moſtly gone. But though there was no 

Meeting, when they came ; yet I being there in the Houſe, who was 

the Perſon they aimed at ; the faid Zemry Parker took me, and 

Thomas Lower for Company with me : and though he had nothing to lay 

to our Charge, ſent us both to Worceſter-Jail, by a ſtrange ſort of 
Mittimus, a Copy of which here followeth :

| and that George Fox of London, aud Thomas Lower of the Pariſh of NH 
| Creed in the County of Cornwal, were preſent at the ſaid Meeting , *micor. 
| and the ſaid George Fox was Teacher or Speaker of the ſaid Meeting ; 
and no [atisfaftory Account of their Settlement, or place of Habitation 
| appearing, to me, and foraſmuch as the ſaid George Fox and Thomas 
Lower refuſed to give Sureties to Appear at the next Scllions of the 
Peace, to be holden for the ſaid County, to anſwer the Breach of the 
Common-Laws of England , aud what other Matters ſhould be Ob- 
jefted againſt them : Theſe are therefore in his Majeſty's Name to wil 
and require you, or either of you, forthwith to Convey the Bodies of the 
ſaid George Fox and Thomas Lower to the County-Goal of Worceſter 
- aforeſaid, and there ſafely to be kept, until they ſhall be from thence 
delivered by due Courſe of Law : For which this ſhall be your ſufficient 
Warrant in that behalf.

When we had beeen ſome time in the Jaz/, we thought fit to lay 
our Caſe before him, who was called the Lord Windſore, who was the 
Lord Lieutenant of Worceſterſhire ; and betore the Deputy Lientenants, 
and other Magiſtrates : Which we did by the following Letter.

* place of Habitation appeared unto him. Thns he contradicts in his

© bijtation ; the Account of which we fatisfaQtorily and fully gave him. 
© And one of us (Tho. Lower) told him, That I was going down with 
* my Mother-in-Law (who 1s George Fox his Wife) and with my S5-

© own Country : And the other of us (George Fox) told him, 7hat 7

* ancient Woman in Leiceſterſhire, that ſhe earneſtly defired to ſee me,

Oaarter-Seſſhns of the Peace + At which time divers Friends from ſe- SW 
veral places being in Town, did ſpeak to the Fuftices concerning us'; Force 
wit tpike fair to Friends, and (aid, we ſhould be diſcharged. For ,11.9uur- 
many of the Faſtices ſeemed to diſlike the Severity of Parker's Pro- t*r-Seſſods 
ceedinrs agninlt us ; and did declare an Averſeneſs to enſnare us by the 
Tend:r of the Oaths, Some Friends alſo had ſpoken with him, that was 
calizd th: Lord Windſor, who likewiſe ſpake them fair : ſo that it was 
the g2nzral Diſcourſe, that we ſhould be diſcharged. We heard. alſo, 
that Dr.Lower had proctired a Letter, from one Col. Sands at London, 
; to ſome of the Fu/tices in Favour of us. Somme of the Juſtices alſo ſpake 
| to ſome Friends, to acquaint us, that they would have us ſpeat but 
 littie in the Court, left we ſhould provoke any of the Bench ; and they 

would watrant, we ſhould be diſcharged. 

We were not called, till the /aff Day of the Seſſions, which was the 

Twenty Firſt of the Eleventh Month, 1673. And when we carne in, 

they were ſtrickex with Paleneſs in their Faces ; and it was ſome time, 

before any thing was ſpoken: inſomuch that a Batcher in the Ha// 

taid, What ! are they afraid 8 Dare not the Juſtices ſpeak to them 2 

At length, before they ſpake to us, Juſtice Parker made a /ong Speech | 

on the Bench, much to the ſame Effet, as was contained in the Mzr- 

timus ; often mentioning the Common Laws, but not Inſtancing any, 

that we had broken : adding, That he thought it a milder Courſe, to ſend 

us Two to Fail, than to put bis Neighbours to the Ibſs of two hundred 

Pounds, which they muſt have ſuffered, if he had put the Law in Exe- 

cation againſt Conventicles, But in this he was either very Ignorant, 

or very Deceitful : for there being no Meeting, when he came, nor 
any to /uform ; he had no Evidence to Convitt us, or his Neighbours

When Parker had ended his Speech, the Juſtices ſpake to us, and be- 
gan with Thomas Lower, whom they examined of the Cauſe of his 
Coming into that Country ; of which he gave them a full and plain 
Account. - Sometimes I put in a Word, while they were Examining 
him; and then they told me, They were «upon his Examination : but 
that when it came to my turn, I ſhould have free Liberty to ſpeak, for 
they would not hinder me ; but I ſhould have ful! time, and they would 
wot enſnare us. When they had done with him, they asked me an 
Account of my Travel ; which I gave them, according as 1s mention- 
ed before, but more largely. And whereas Juſtice Parker, to aggra- 
vate the Caſe, had made a great Noiſe of There being ſome from Lon- 
don, ſome from the North, ſome from Cornwal, and ſome from Briftol 
at the Houſe, when I was taken : 1 told them, ©* That this was in a 
* manner all but ove Family. For there was wove from London but my 
* ſelf ; none from the North, but my Wife and her Daughter ; none 
* from Cornwall, but my Son-in-Law Thomas Lower ; nor any from Bri- 
* ſtol, but one Friend, a Merchant there, who met us, as it were, pro- 
* videntially, to aſſiſt my Wife and her Dazghter in their Fourney home- 
* wards, when by our Impriſonment they were deprived of our Com- 
A * pany and Help. When I had ſpoken, the Chair-man (whoſe Name

© Oath. However, they cauſed the Oath to be read : and when the 
had done, I told them, * I never took Oath in my Life ; but I had 
* always been zrue to the Government, That | was caſt into the 
* Dungeon at Darby, and kept a Priſoner Six Months there, becauſe I 
* would not take up Arms againſt King Charles at Worceſter-Fight ; and 
* for going to Meetings, was carried up out of Leiceſterſhire, and brought 
© before Oliver Cromwel, as a Plotter to bring in King Charles, Ang 
* ye know, ſaid I, in your own Conlciences, that we, the People cal. 
* led Quakers, cannot take an Oath, or Swear in any Caſe, becaule 
* Chrift hath forbidden it. But as to the Matter, or Subſtance cons 
© tained in the Oaths, this I can and do fay, that I do own and ac. 
* knowledge the King of England to be lawful Heir and Succeſſor to 
* the Realm of England; and -do abhor all P/ots and Plotters, and Cons 
* zrivances againlt him : and I have nothing in my Heart, but Love 
« and Good-wi/! to him and all Men, and defire his and zheir Proſperity, 
* the Lord knows it, before whom I ſtand an Innocent Man, And as 
© to the Oath of Supremacy, I deny the Pope, and his Power, and his 
© Religion ; and abhor it with my Heart, While I was ſpeaking rg 
them, they cried, Give him the Book : And I faid, * The Book faith, 
© Swear not at all. Then they cried, Take him away Jailer ; and I ill 
ſpeaking on, they were @rgent upon the Failer, crying, Take bing 
away; we ſhall have a Meeting here : Why do you not take him away f 
That Fellow (meaning the Fazler) loves to hear bim preach. Then 
the Fazler drew me away: and as I was turning from them, I ſtretchs 
ed out my Arm, and ſaid, * The Lord forgive you, who caſt me intg 
* Priſon tor Obeying the Dottrine of Chriſt. Thus they apparently 
Brake their Promiſe in the tace of the Country : for they promiſed, | 
ſhoutd have free Liberty to ſpeak ; but now they would nor give it 
me : and they promiſed, they would not enſzare us ; yet now they 
tendred me the Oaths, on purpoſe to enſuare me, 

After 1 was had away, Thomas Lower was ſtayed behind in the 
Court ; and they told him, He was at Liberty. Then he would have 
reaſoned with them, asking them, Why 7 might not be ſet at Liberty, 
as well as he, ſeeing we were both taken together, and our Caſe was alike # 
But they told bim, They would not hear bim ; ſaying, Tou may be gong 
about your bufinefs, for we have nothing more to ſay to you, ſeeing you 
are diſcharged : And this was all he could get from rhem. Where 
fore after the Court was riſen, he went to ſpeak with them at theip 
Chamber, deſiring to know, What Caſe they had to detain his Father, 
ſeeing they had diſcharged him ; and wiſhing them to conſider, whethex 
this was not Partiality, and would be a Blemiſh to them. Whereup- 
on Simpſon threatned bim, ſaying, If you be wot Content, we will tendgp 
you the Oaths alſo, and ſend you to your Father. To which he replied, 
They might do that, if they thought fit : But whether they ſent him or 
#0, be intended to go, and wait upon his Father in Priſon ; for that was 
wow his buſineſs in that Country. Thea faid Juſtice Parker $0 him, Ds 
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you think, Mr. Lower, that I had not Cauſe to ſend your Father and 1673, 
you to Priſon, when you had ſuch a great Meeting, inſomuch that the SWW 
Parſon of the Pariſh Complained to me, that he hath loft the greateff worce- 
part of his Pariſhioners ; ſo that when he comes among? them, he hath ond 
ſcarce any Auditors left. I have heard, replied Thomas Lower, that the 
Prieſt of that Pariſh comes ſo ſeldom to viſit his F/ock, (but once, it 
nay be, or zwice 1n a Tear, to gather up his 7zzhes) rhat it was but 
Charity in my Father, to viſit ſuch a forlorn and forſaken Flock : And 
therefore thou had'ſt no Cauſe to ſend my Father to Priſon for viſiting 
them, or for Teaching, Inſtrufting and Direfing them to Chrift their 
true 7eacher, who had ſo little Comfort or Benzfit from their pretended 
Paſtor, who comes amongſt' them only to ſeek for his Gain from his 
Ouarter. Upon this the Juſtices tell a laughing ; for it ſeems Dr. Crow- 
ger (who was the Prieſt they ſpake of ) was then in the Room ſitting 
among them ; though Thomas Lower did not know him: and he had 
the Wit to hold his Tongue, and not undertake to Yindicate himſelf, 
in a matter ſo notoriouſly known to be true. But when Zhomas Lower 
was come from them, the Juſtices did fo play upon Dr. Crowder, 
that he was pitifully aſhamed ; and ſo xettled with it, that he threatned 
to Sue Thomas Lower in the Biſhop's Court, upon an Aion of Defama- 
tion. Which when Thomas Lower heard of, he ſegt him Word, that he 
would Anſwer his Sute, let him begin it when he would ; and would 
bring his whole Pariſh in Evidence againſt him : And this cool'd the 
Dofor. Yet ſome time after he came to the Priſon, pretending, that 
he had a mind to Diſpute with me, and totalk with Tho. Lower about 
that Zufineſs ; and he brought another with him, he himſelf being 
then a Prebend at Worceſter. | 
When he came in, he asked me, What I was in Priſon for ? * Doſt 

not thou know that, ſaid I 2 Waſt not thou upon the Bench, when 
Juftice Simpſon and Parker tendred the Oath to me? And hadit not 
thou an hand in it 2 Then he ſaid, 7* s lawful to Swear: and Chrift 
aid not forbid Swearing, before a Magiſtrate ; but Swearing by the Sun, 
and the like. 1bid him *© Prove that by the Scriptures : but he could 
#ot. Then he brought that Saying of Paul's; AZ things are lawful 
unto me, 1 Cor. 6. 12. And if, (aid he, af things were lawful unto 
him, then Swearing, was lawful unto him. * By this Argument, ſaid I, 
* thou may'ſt alſo affirm, that Drunkenneſs, Adaltery, and all manner 
* of Sin and Wickedueſs is lawful allo, as well as Swearing. Why, faid 
Dr. Crowder, Do you hold, that Adultery is unlawful e * Tes, laidT, 
* that I do. Why, Then (ſaid he) this Contraditts the Saying of 
$t. Paul. * Thereupon I called to the Priſoners and the Failer, ro 
* bear, what Dofrine Dr. Crowder had laid down for Orthodox, viz, 
* That Drunkenneſs, Swearing, Adultery, and ſuch like things, were 
* lawful. Then he faid, He would give it under his Hand : and took 
Pen, but writ another thing, than he had ſpoken. Then turning 
to Thomas Lower, he asked him, Whether he would Anſwer, what he 
had there written * Who undertook it. Whereupon, when he had 
threatned Tho. Lower to Sue him in the Biſhop's Court, for ſpeaking fo 
Abufroely (as he called it) of him before the Juſtices ; and Thomas 
had bid him Begin, when be pleaſed, for he would Anſwer him, and bring 
bis Pariſhioners in Evidence againſt him ; he went away in a great

Four Counſels, thit pleaded again/t me : and there was one George 
Stroud, a Counſellor, that pleaded for me ; and was pleading, before [ 

was brought into the Court : but they bore him down, and prevailed King's 
withthe Judges to give Judgment, That I ſhould be ſent down to Wor- gh 
c:ſter-S:tfions, Only they cold me, I might put in Bazl to Appear 

at rhe Seſſions, and to be of the good Behaviour 1n the mean time. But 

T rold tl;em, * I was never in 7// Behaviour in my Life ; and that they, 
: * the Four Judges might as well put the Oath to me there, as ſend me 
| * to Worceſter to be enſnared by the Fuſtices, in their putting the Oath 

; *10 me, and then premuniring me, who never took Oath in my Life. 

* But, I rold them, if 1 brake my Teg or Nay, | was content to ſuf- 
* fer the ſame Penalty, wiich they ſhould, that break their Oaths. 

This Alteration of the Judges Minds in my Caſe proceeded (as was 
thought} from ſome falſe Informations, that my Aaverſary Juſtice 
Parker had given againſt me : For between the times of my former 
Appearance and this, he had ſpread abroad a very falſe and malicious 
Story, viz. That there were many ſubſtantial men with me, out of ſeve- 

ral parts of the Nation, when he took me, and that we had a Defign or 

Piotr in hand ; axd that Thomas Lower ſtayed with me in Priſon, long 

after he was ſet at Liberty, to carry on our Deſign. This was ſpokea in 

the Parliament- Houſe ; inſomuch, that if I Had not been brought up 
F to London, when I was, I had been ſtopped at Worceſter, and Thomas 
| ha been Recommitted with me. But although theſe Lies were eafrly 

1 diſproved, and laid open to Parker's Shame, yet would not the Judges 

alter their laſt Sentence z but remanded me to Worceſter-Fail : only 
this Favour was granted, that T might go down my own Way, and at 
mv own Leiſare ; provided, I would be without fail there by the 
Aſſize, which was to Legin on the Second Day of the Second Month 
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next following. 0-656, 
So I ſtayed in and about Lordoy, till toward the /atter End of the

W hereupon, Gerrard Roberts of London being with me, he and I walk- 
ed down together to the Fail without any Keeper. Next Day veing 
brought up again, they {ct a little Boy, of about eleven Tears old, to 
be my Keeper. I came to underſtand, that Juſtice Parker, and the 
Clark of the Peace had gived Order, that I ſhould not be put into the 
Calendar, that fo I might not be brought before the Fudge; Where 
fore I got the Judge's Son to move in Court, That 1 might be called : 
And thereupon I was caſſed, and brought up to the Bar before Judge 
Turner, my old Adverſary ; who had tendered me the Oaths, and 
Premunired me once before at Lancaſter. After Szlexce made, he ask- 
ed me, What I did defire # Tanſwered, © My Liberty, according to 
© Tuſtice. He faid, 7 lay upon the Oath ; and asked, If 7 would rake 
it2 * I deſired, he would hear the Miner of my being Taken and 
© Committed ; and he being filent,] gave him an Accoxnt thereof at large, 
* as is before ſet down : [erting him alſo know, «Thar ſince my Um- 
* priſonment | had underſtood, that my Mother, who was an Arcient, 
© Tender Woman, and had defired to ſee me, before ſhe died ; hearing, 
* that I was ſtopped and impriſoned in my Journey, fo that I was nor 
© likely to come to ſee her, it ſtruck her to, that the dzed ſoon after : 
* which was a very hard thing to me. When I had done peaking, he 
again asked me, To take the Oaths. I told him, ©I could not take 
* any Oath, tor Coxſcience-ſake ; and I did believe, he and they all 
* knew in their Conſciences, that it was for Conſcience-ſake, I could not 
* Swear at all : But I did declare amongſt them, what I could fay, 
* and what I could fg, in owning of tae King's Right to the Goveryn- 
* ment, and in denying the Pope, and his pretended Power ; and all 
* Plotters, Plots and Conſpiracies againſt the Government, Some 
thought, the Judge had a mind to have ſet me at Liberty, for he 
ſaw, they had nothing F«ſ#ly againſt me ; bat Parker, who Commit- 
ted me, endeavourcd to incenſe him againſt me, telling him, That 7 
was a Ring-leader : that many of the Nation folfowed me, and he kyew 
zot, what it might come to ; with many more envious Words, which 
ſome that ſtood near, took notice of : who allo obſerved, that the 
Judge gave-him never a Word in A»ſwer to it. However, the Judge 
willing to eaſe himſelf, referred me and my Caſe to the Seſſions agais ; 
bidding the Juſtices make an End of it there, and not trouble the 4/- 
fizes any more with me. Sol was continued Priſoner, chicfly (as it 
ſeemed) through the means of Juſtice Parker, who in this Caſe, was 
as falſe, as envious : for he had promiſed Richard Cannon of Londen 
(who had, it ſeems, Acquaintance with him) 7hat he wonld endea- 
wvour to have me ſet at Liberty ; and yer he was the worf? Enemy 1 
had in Court, as ſome of the Court obſerved and reported. Other 
of the Juſtices were very loving, and promiſed, 7hat 7 ſhould have 
the Liberty of the Town, and to lodge at a Friend's Houſe, till the Sefli- 


ons : Which accordingly I had; and the People were very civil and 
reſpeQtu) ro me. 


Between 
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Berween this time and the Seſtons (having the Liberty of the 1674. 
Town for my Health's ſake) | had ſome Service tor the Lord, with ſe- WV 
veral People, that came to YVifit me. For at one time there came bel 
Three Non conformiſt Prieſts, and two Lawyers to diſcourſe with pe. 
me ; and one of the Priefs undertook to prove, That the Scriptures 
are the only Rule of Life. Whereupon, after I had plunged him 
about his Proof, | had a fir Opportunity to open unto them © The 
* right and proper Zſe, Service and Excellency of the Scriptures ; and 
* aito to ſhew, that the Spirit of God, which was given to every one to 
* profit withall, and the Grace of God, which bringeth Salvation, and 
* which hath appeared to all men, and teacheth them thar obey it, to deny 
* Ungodlineſs and Worldly Luſts, and to live ſeberly, righteouſly and 
© godly in this preſent World ; that this, I ſay, is the moſt fit, proper and 
* univerſal Rule, which God hath given to all Mankind to rale, dire, 
* govern and order their Lives by. ; 

Another time there came a Commosn-Prayer-Prieſt , and forne People 
with him ; and he asked me, If 7 was grown up to Perfeition 2 I told 
him ; * What was, I was by the Grace of God, He replied, It was a 
modes? and civil Anſwer. Then he urged the Words of Fohn ; If we 
ſay, that we have no fin, we deceive our ſelves, and the Truth is not in 
us : And he asked, What did I ſay to that 2 *I ſaid with the fame 
* Apoſtle, If we ſay, that we have not ſinned, we make him a Liar, and 
* hisWord is not in us ; who came todeftroy $7x, and to take awiy Sy, 
* So there is a Time for People to ſee, that they have finxed, and there 
© is a 7zme for them to ſee, that they have Sin ; and there is a Time for 
* them to Confeſs their Sin, and to forſake it, and ro know the Blood 
* of Chrift to cleanſe from all Sin. Then the Prieft was asked, * Whe» 
* ther Adam was not perfe, before he feZ 2 and whether all God's 

þ * Works were not perfett 2 The Prieft ſaid, There might be a Per- 
: fetion, as Adam had, and a falling from it. ButI rold him, * There 
* is a Perfeftion in Chrift above Adam, and beyond falling ; and that 
* it was the Work of the Mzniſters of Chriſt, to pretent every man per- 
* fe in Chrift, and for the Perfetting of them, they had their Gifts 
$ trom Chriſt: And therefore they, that denied Perfeon, denied the 
* Work of the Miniſtry, and the Gifrs, which Chrif? gave for the Per- 
* fefling of the Saints. The Prieſt (aid, .We muſt always be ſtriving. 
Burt I told him, * It was a fad and comfortleſs fort of ſtriving, to 
© fkrive with a Belief, that we ſhould never Overcome. I told him alſo, 
* that Paul, who cried out of the Body of Death, did alſo Thank God, 
© who gave him the Vidtory, through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt : So there 
* was a time of Crying out for Wart of YVidtory; and a time of Prai- 
* {ing God for the Yifory. And Paul faid, There is no Condemnation 
* to them, that are in Chriſt Feſus. The Prieſt faid, Job was not per- 
feF. 1 told him, * God ſaid, Fob was a perfet Man, and thar he did 
* bun Evil : and the Devil was forced to confeſs, that God had ſer an 
* Hedge about him ; which was not an outward Hedge, but the invi- 
| * ſible, heavenly Power. The Prieſt ſaid, Job ſaid, He chargeth his 
. Angels with Folly, and the Heavens are not clean in his fight. | told 
him, * That was his Mifake : for it was not Job ſaid fo ; but Eliphaz, 
* who contended againſt Fob. Well bur, faid the Prieſt, What ſay you 
ro that Scripture ; The juſteſ# Man that is, finneth ſeven times a Day. 
* Why truly (faid I) I ſay, there is no ſuch Scripture : and with 
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1674. © that the Prie/t's Mouth was ſtopped. Many other Services I had 
wWWVYS With ſeveral forts of People between the Aſizes and the Seſſons. 
Worce- The next Quarter-Seſſions began on the Twenty Ninth Day of the 
——_— Second Month ; and there I was called before the Juſtices. The 
_ _ Chair-man's Name was Street, who was a Judge in the Welſh 
Circait, and he miſ-repreſented me and my Caſe to the Country, tel- 
ling them; That we had a Meeting at Tredington from all parts of the 
Nation, to the terrifying of the King s Subjefts, for which we had been 
committed to Priſon : That for the Trial of my Fidelity the Oaths 
were put to me ; aud having had time to conſider of it, he awed me, If 
I would now take the Oaths 2 © I deſired Zzberty to ſpeak for my felt : 
* and having obtained that, began firſt to clear my ſelf from thoſe 
* Falſhoods, he had charged on me and Friends; declaring, That we 
© had not any ſuch Meeting from all parts of the Nation, as he had re- 
© preſented it ; but that (except the Friend, from whoſe Fouſe we 
© came, and who came with us to guide us thither, and one Friend of 
* Briſtol, who came accidentally, or rather providentially, to aſſiſt my 
« Wife homewards, after we were taken) they that were with me; 
* were in a ſenſe part of my own Family, being my Wife and her 
* Daughter, and her Son-in-Law. And we did not Meet in any way 
* or manner, that would occaſion Terror to any of the King's Sub- 
* jefts ; for we met peaceably and quietly, without Arms : and I did 
* not believe, there could any one be produced, that could truly fay, 
© he was terrified with our Meeting, Beſides, I told them, we were 
* but in our Fourney ; the Occafion whereof I now again related, as be- 
* fore. Then as to the Oaths, I ſhewed, why I could not zake them, 
* (ſeeing, Chriſt hath forbidden all Swearing;) and what I could ſay or 
* figs in lieu of them, as1 had done before. Yet they cauſed the Oarhs 
to be read to me again, and afterwards read an Jadiment alſo, which 
they had drawn up in Readineſs; having a Jury ready alſo. Now when 
the Indiflment was read, the Judge asked me, If I was Guilty 2 1 
ſaid, © Nay ; for it was a great Bundle of Lies : which I ſhewed and 
« proved to the Fudge in ſeveral particulars, which I inſtanced ; asking 
* him, if he did nor know in his Conſcience, that they were Lies > He 
ſaid, It was their Form. 1 ſaid, * It was not a true Form. He asked 
me again, Whether I was Gailty ? 1 told him, © Nay, I was not Guilty 
* of the Matter, nor of the Form : for I was againſt the Pope and 
* Popery, and did acknowledge, and ſhould ſer my Hand to thar. 
Then the Judge told the Fury, what they ſhould ſay, and what they 
ſhould do, and what they thould write on the Back-fide of the Iy- 
diftment ; and as he ſaid, they did. But before the Fury gave in their 
Yerdif, 1 ſpake to them, and told them, * That it was for Chriſ?'s 
* ſake, and in Obedience to his and his Apoſtle's Command, that I could 
* not ſwear : and therefore (ſaid I) take heed, what ye do; for before 
* his Fudgment-Seat ye ſhall all be brought. The Judge faid, This ' 
Canting, (a baſe Word!) 1 faid, * If to Confefi Chriff our Lord and 
* Saviour, and to obey his Command, be called Canting by a Fudge of 
*a Court, it is to little purpoſe for me to ſay more among you : Yet 
* ye ſhall ſee, that I am a Chriſtian, and ſhall ſhew forth Chriſtianity ; 
* and my Innocency ſhall be manifeſt. So the Fazler led me out of the 
Court ; and the People were generally 7ender, like as if they had been 
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ina Meeting. Soon aſter I was brought in again, and the Jury found 1674. 
the Bi/ againſt me, which 1 Traverſed; and then I was asked to put WV 
in Bail, ti!l the next Seſſions, and the Fazler's Son offered to be bound Wares . 
for me. But ſtopped him, and warned Friends not to meddle, for LS, 
told them, * There was a Snare in that: Yet I.told the Juſtzces, that 
I could promiſe to Appear, if the Lord gave Health and Strength, and 
I were at Liberty. Some of the Fuſtices were /oving, and would 
have ſtopped the reſt from ndiing me, or putting the Oath to me : 
but Judge Szreer, who was the Chair-man, ſaid ; Fe muſt go according 
to Law. So | ws ſent back to Priſon again ; yet within 7wo Hours Worce- 
after, through the Moderation of fome of the Juſtices, I had Liberty ſter- Prijon 
given me to go at /arge, till next Quarter-Seſſtons. Theſe moderate 
Tuſtices (it was ſaid) defired Juſtice Parker to write to the Xing tor 
my Liberty, or for a Nolz proſequi (as they called it ; ) becauſe they 
were fatisficd, 1 was not ſuch a. dangerous Perſon, as I had been repre- 
ſented : and this (it was ſaid) he promiſed them to do, but did it 
not. - 

After I had gotten a Copy of the [yditment againſt me, I went up 
to London, viſiting Friends as I went. And when I came there, ſome London. 
that were Earne#t to get me out of the Hands of thoſe Envious F- 
ſlices, that ſought to Premunire me at Worceſter, would needs be tam- 
pering again, to bring me. before the Fudges of the Xing's-Bench : 
Whereupon I was brought again by an Zabeas Corpus betore them. ,.. ,. 
And I tendred them a Paper, in which was contained, what I could dregd» 
ſay inſtead of the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, as followeth : © Bar- 


: His I do in the Truth, and in the Preſence of God declare, that 
| King Charles the Second is lawful King -of this Rea/m, and of 
* all other his Dominions ; and that he was brought in, and ſet up Xing 
* over this Rea/m by the Power of God : and I have nothing, bur 
* Love and Good Will to him andall his Subjefts, and deſire his Proſpe- 
* rity and Erernal Good, And I do utterly abhor and deny the Pope's 
* Power and Supremacy, and all his Superſtitions and [dolatrons Inven- 
* tz0n5; and do affirm, that he hath no Power to Abſolve Sin : And I 
* do abhor and deteſt his Murthering of Princes, or other People, by 
* Plots or Contrivances. And likewiſe I do deny all Plots and Contri- 
* vances, and Plotters and Contrivers againſt the King and his Sub- 
* ets ; knowing them to be the Works of Darkneſs, and the Fruits 
* of an Evil Spirit, and againſt the Peace of the Xingdom, and not 
* from the Spirit of God, the Fruit of which is Love. I dare not take 
* an Oath, becauſe it is forbidden by Chriſt and the Apoſtle ; but if 1 
* break my Tea or Nay, then let me ſuffer the ſame Penalty, .as they

My who was Juſtice Street, cauſed the Oarhs to be read, and zexdred to 


me again. I told him, © I came now to Trie the Traverſe of my Ts- 
« diftment ; and that his tendring me the Oaths a-new, was a xew Snare. 
© Thenl deſired him to Anſwer me a Qzeſtzon or two : andI asked him, 
* Whether the Oaths were to be tendred to the King's Sabjefts,or to the 
© Subjets of Foreign Princes? He faid,7o the Subjetts of this Realm. Then 
ſaid I, * You have not named me a Subjedt in the Inditmeyt, and there- 
* fore have not brought me within the Sratute. The Fudge cried, Read 
the Oath to him: 1 ſaid, *1 require Fuſtice. Again, I asked him, WWherher 
* the Seſſions ought not to have been holden tor the Xing, and the Body 
of the County 2 He ſaid, Tes. Then faid I, © You have there left the 
* King out of the Indifment; how then can you proceed upon this 
, Tacimene to a Trial between the King and me, ſeeing the Xing is 
* left out? He ſaid, The King was i## before. But I told him, « The 

* Kieg's { Name) being left out, here was a great Error in the Indid- 

* ment, 9n4 iufficient (as I was informed) to quaſh it. Beſides, I told 

* hi, tliat | was Committed by the Name of George Fox of Londox ; 

* but now | was Indidted by the Name of George Fox of Tredington in 

* the County of Worceſter.: And I wiſhed the Fury to conſider, how 

* they could find me Gai/ty upon that Zudiftment, ſeeing, I was not 

* of the Place in the adiAment mentioned 2 The Judge did not deny, 
but there were Errors in the Indifment ; but faid, 7 might take my 
Remedy in their proper place. I anſwered, © Ye know, we are a Peo- 

* ple that ſuffer all things, and bear all things ; and therefore ye thus 

* uſe us, becauſe we cannot revenge our ſelves : but we leave our Cauſe 

* to the Lord, The Juage ſaid, The Oath hath been tendered to you 
ſeveral times ; and we will bave ſome Satisfattion from you concerning 
the Oath. *I offered them the ſame Declaration inſtead of the Oath, 

* which I had offered to the Judges above ; but it would not be ac- 
cepted. Then I defired to know, © Seeing they put the Oath a-new to 

© me, whether the Indiftment was gquaſhed, or no ? Inſtead of anſwer- 
ing me, the Judge told the Fury, They might go out. Some of the 
Fary were not ſatisfied ; whereupon the Fudge told them, They had 
heard a Man Swear, that theOath was tendered to me the laſt Setlions :

© in this Caſe, who was ſtopped in my Fourney, being travelling upon 

* my {awful Occaſtons, and then Impriſoned without Cauſe ; and now 

© aad the Oaths put to me only for a Szare2 And I deſired him to 

© Aniiver m2 in the Preſence of the Lord, in whoſe Preſence we all 

© are, , Whether this Oath was not tendered me in Envy? He would 

not anſwer that, but ſaid; Would you had never come here, to trouble 
| us and the Country / | told him, *I came not thither of my ſelf, 
* but was brought, being ſtopped in my Travel on my Fourney; and 
© [ did not rrouble them, but they had brought Trouble upon them- 
* ſelves. Then the Fudge told me, What a ſad Sentence he had to 
rel me. I asked him, * Whether what he was going to ſpeak, was 
* by way of paſſing Sentence, or by way of Information ? For, I told 
* him, | had many things to ſay, and more Errors to Aſſign in the 
* Indiftment (beſides thole I had already mentioned) to ſtop him from 
* giving Sentence againſt me upon that 7»diftment. He ſaid, He was 
going 10 ſhew me the daxger of a Premunire, which was the Loſs of my 
Liberty, and of all my Goods and Chattels ; and: to endure Impriſon- 
| ment during Life. But he faid, He did not deliver this, as the Sen- 
rence of the Court upon me ; but as an Admonition to me : and then he 
bid the Fazler, Take me away. I expected to have been called again , 
to hear the Sentence ; but when Iwas gone, the Clerk of the Peace, 
(whoſe Name was Twittey) asked him, (asI was informed) Whether 
that, which he had ſpoken to me, ſhould ſtand for Sentence ? And he, 
conſulting with ſome of the Juſtices, told him, Tes ; that was the 
Sentence, and ſhould ſtand. This was done behind my Back, to ſave 
himſelf from Shame in the Face of the Country. Many of the Ju- 
tices, and the generality of the People were moderate and civit; and 
there was one Fohn Aſbley,a Lawyer, was very friendly both the time 
before, and now, ſpeaking on my behalf, and pleading the Errors of 
; the lndiftment for me : But Juſtice Street, who was Judge of the 
Court, would not regard, but over-ruled all. - This Juſtice Szreet faid 
to ſome Friends in the Morning before my Trial, That if he had 
been upon the Bench the firſt Seſſions, he would not have tendered me the 
Oath : but if I had been Convided of being at a Conventicle, he would 
have proceeded againff me according to that Law ; and that he was 
ſorry, that ever I came before him: And yet he maliciouſly tendered 
the Oath to me in the Court again, when I was to have Tried my Tra- 
verſe upon the Iudiftment. But the Lord pleaded my Cauſe, and met 
with both him and Juſtice Simpſon, who firſt eyſnared me with the Oath 
at the firſt Seſſions : For Simpſon's Son was Arraigned not long after, 
at the ſame Bar for Murder. And Street, who, as he came down 
from London, (after the Fudges had returned me back from the X:ng's- 
Bench to Worceſter, ſaid ; Now I was returned to them, I fhould lie in 
Priſon, and rot : had his Daughter, (whom he ſo doted on, that ſhe 
was called his 7do/) brought down dead from London in an Hearſe, 
to the ſame 7un, where he ſpake thoſe Words ; and brought to Wor- 
ceſter to be buried within a tew days after. And People took notice 
of 
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674. of the Zand of God, how ſudden it was upon him : but it rather 
WWYS hartned, than texdered him, as his Carrzage afterwards ſhewed. 
Worce- After I was carried back to Priſon, leveral came to fee me, and 
I amongſt others, the Earl of Salisbury's Son; who was very loving, 
andtroubled, that they had dealt ſo badly by me. He ſtayed abour 
two Hours with: me, and took a Copy of the Errors in the Indiftment 
himſelt in Writing. 

The Seſſions being, now over, and I fixt in Priſon by a Premunire, 
my Wife came up to me out of the North, to be with me: And the 
Aſſizes coming on ſoon after, in the Sixth Month, the State of my 
Caſe being drawn up in Writing, She and Themas Lower delivered it | 
to Judge Wild. In it was fer torth the Occaſion of my Fourney ; the 
Manner of my being Taken and Tmpriſoned ; the Proceedings of the 
ſeveral Seſſions againit me; and the Errors in the Indiftment by which 
| was Premuzired : which having had Occaſion to mention often be- 
fore, I forbear to repeat here. When the Judge had read it, he ſhook 
his Head, and ſaid ; We might Trie the Validity or Invalidity of the 
Errors, if we would : And thar was all they could get from him. 

While thus I lay in Priſoz, it came upon me to ſtate our Principle 
to the Kivg; not with particular Relation to my own Sufferings, but tor | 
his better /uformation concerning our Princzple, and us as a People, | 
It was thus, and thus Directed :

* walked in the Spzrzt of Chrif? : For the Fruits of the Spirit are ; 
* Love, Righteouſneſs, Goodneſs, Temperance, &c. And if all, that pro- , 
* teſs themſelves Chriſtians, did walk in the Spirit of ChriF4, and by it | 
* did mortifie $z# and Evzl, it would bea great Eaſe to the Magiſtrates ; 
*and Rulers, and would. free them from a great deal of 7roable : For 
*1t would lead all Men and Women To do unto all others, as + 
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* would have others do unto them; and ſo the Royal Law of Liberty 1674 
* wo\ild be fulfilled. For if all, that are called Chri/tzays, did walk in wwe 
| * the Spirit of ChriFt, by it to have the Evz/ Spirit and its Fruits mor- Worce- 
« tified, and cut down in them ; then, not being led by the Evil Spirit, Pen 
* but by the good Spirit of Chrif?, the Fruits of the good Spirit 
* would appear in all Men and Women : for as People are led by 
* the good Spirit of Chrif?, it leads them out of Sin and Evil, 
* which the Magi/trate's Sword takes hold upon ; and fo would be an 
* Faſe to the Magiſtrates.. But as People err from this good Spirit of 
* Chriſt, and follow the Evil Spirit, which leads thern into Six and 
* Evil; that Spirit brings the Magiſtrate into a great deal of Trouble, 
* to Execute the Law upon the Sinners and Tranſgreſſors of the good 
© Spirit, That Spirit, that leads People ircm all manner of Six and 
* Evil, is one with the Magiſtrate's Power, and with the righteous 
* Law : tor the Law being added becauſe of 7ranſgreſion ; that Spirit, 
* that leads out of Tranſgreſion, muſt needs be One with that Law, 
* that is againſt 7ranſgreſſors. So that Spirzt, that leads out of 7ranſ- 
| * greſſion, 15 the good Spirit of Chrift, and is One with the Magz/trates in 
| rhe Higher Power, and owns it and them: But that Spirit, thar 
| © keads into Tranſgreſſion, is the bad Spirit, and is againſt the Law, and 
* againſt the Magiſtrates ; and makes them a great deal of 7roubleſome 
*Work. Now the Manife/tation of the good Spirit is given to every 
* Man to profit withall; and no Man can po x in the Things of God, 
* but by the Spirit of God, which brings to deny all S:z#and Evil. It 
* 1s faid of Iſrael, Nehem. 9. The Lord gave them his good Spirit to in- 
* ſtrut them, yet they rebelled againft it : But if all People did mind 
© this Manife/tation ot the Spirit, which God hath given to inſtru 
© them, it would lead them to forſake all manner of Sim and Ev ; 
* Enmity, Hatred , Malice, and all manner of @nrighteouſneſs and 
} * Ungodlineſs, and to mortific it. And then in rhe Spirit of Chr? 
| * they would have Fellowſhip and Unity, which 1s the Bond of Peace ; 
| *and then would Love and Peace, which are the Fruits of the good 
* Spirit, flow among all them, that are called Chri/#zans. 

* Now we are a People, who in Tenderneſs of Conſcience to the 
* Command of Chrif# and of his Apoſtle, cannot Swear : tor we are 
* commanded in Matth. 5. and James 5. to keep to Tea and Nay, and 
* not to Swear at all; not by Heaven, nor by Earth, nor by any other 
* Oath leſt we go into Evil, and fall into Condemnation. The Words of 
* Chriſt are theie ; Te have heard, that it hath been ſaid by (or to) 
* them of old time, Thou ſhalt not forſwear thy ſelf, but ſhalt perform 
* unto the Lord thine Oaths : Theſe were true and ſolemn Oaths ; which

WY WE only in Obedience to the Command of Chrift and his Apeſtle And 
Worce- © we are content, if we break our Tea and Nay, to ſuffcr the @me 
ſter- Priſon ; Penalty, as they ſhould, that break their Oaths. We defire thereture, 

« that the King would take this into his Conſideration, and how long 
© we have Suffered in this Caſe. This is from one, who defires the 
© Fternal Good and Proſperity of the Xing, and of all his Subje&s in 
© the Lord Jeſus Chrif?. : |

About this time I had a fit of Sickneſs, which brought me very 
low and weak in my Body ; and I continued fo a preity while , info- 
much that ſome Friends began to doubt of my Recovery : and [ ſeemed 
to my ſelf to be amongſt the Graves and dead Corpſes. Yet the In- 
viſible Power did ſecretly ſupport me, and conveyed refreſhing Szrengzh 
into me ; even when I was ſo Weak, that I wasalmoſt Speechlefs. And 
one Night, as I was lying awake upon my Bed in the Glory of the Lord, 
which was over all, it was ſaid unto me; That the Lord bad a great 
Deal more Work for me to do for him, before he took me to himſelf. 

Endeavours were uſed to get me Releaſed, at lealt for a Time, till [ 
was grown ſtronger ; but the Way of Efſefting it proving difficult and 
tedious (for the King was not willing to Releaſe me by any other way, 
than a Pardon, being told, he could not Legally do it : and I was nor 
willing :» be Releaſed by a Pardon, which he would readily have 
given me; becauſe I did not look upon that way,as agreeable with the 
Itmocency of my Cauſe) a Friend, one Edward Pitway, baving Occa- 
ſion to ſpeak with Juſtice Parker upon ſome other Buſineſs, deſired | 
him to give Order to the Failer, Thar, in regard of my Weakneſs, 1 | 
might have Lzberty to go out of the Fail into the City. Whereupon 
Juſtice Parker wrote the following Letter to the Failer, and lent it to | 
the Friend to deliver. 


Mr. Harris, 

Have beeen much importuned by ſome Friends to George Fox, tg 

write to you. I am informed by them, that he is in a very weak 
Condition, and wery much Indiſpoſed : What lawful Favour you can 
do, for the Benefit of the Air for his Health, pray ſkew him. I ſuppoſe, 
the next Term they will make Application zo the King.

After this my Wife went to Zondon, and *© ſpake with the King ; 
© laying before him my /ong and unjuſt Impriſonment, with the Man- : 
* xer of my being zaken, and the Juſtices Proceedings againſt me, in 
* tendring me the Oarh, as a Sxare, whereby they had Premunired me : | 
© ſo that I being now his Priſoner, it was in his. Power, and at his 
* Pleaſure to Releaſe ; which ſhe deſired. The Xing {pake kindly to | 
her, and reterr'd her to the Lord-Keeper : to whom ſhe went, bur | 

| | could 
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could not obtain, what ſhe defired ; for he faid, The King could nor 1674. 
Releaſe me otherwiſe, than by a Pardon : And I was not tree to receive WW 
a Par don, knowing, I had not done Evil. And if I would have been | 57 
freea by a Pardon, I needed not have lain ſo /ovg; for the Ming pry. 
was willing co have given me a Pardon long before, and told Thomas 
Moore, that I need not ſcruple being Releaſed by a Pardon ; for many a 
Man, that was as Innocent as a Child, had had a Pardon granted him : 
Yet I could not Conſent to have one. For [I had rather have lain in 
Priſon all my Days, than have come out in any way diſhononrable to 
Truth : Wheretoie I choſe to have the Yalidity of my Indiftment 
Tried before the Judges. And thereupon, having firſt had the Opini- 
on of a Counſellor upon it (one Thomas Corbet of London, whom Rich- 
ard Davis of Welchpool was well acquainted with, and recommended 
to me) an Habeas Corpus was ſent down to Worcefter to bring me up 
once more to the King's-Bench-Bar, for the Trial of the Errors in my 
Inditment. The ©nder-Sheriff ſet forward with me on the Fourth 
Day of the Twelfth Month, there being with us in the Coach the Clerk 
of the Peace, and ſome others. The Clerk had been my Enemy all 
along ; and now ſought to Exſuare me 1n Diſcourſe: but 1 ſaw, and 
ſhunned him. He asked me, What 1 would do with the Errors in the 
Inditment e I told him, © They ſhould be Tried, and every Ation 
* ſhauld Crows it felf. He quarrelled with me for calling their Mini- 
fters Prieſts : | asked him, *It the Law did not call them fo > Then 
he asked me, What I thought of the Charch of England 2 Was there uo 
Chriſtians among them & 1 laid, * They are all cafed o ; and there are 
* many zexuder People amongſt them. We came to Londoy on the x,,qn. 
| Eighth of the Twelfth Month, and cn the Eleventh | was brought be- 
tore the Four Judges at the Kimg's-Bench, where Counſellor Corbet King's- 
pleaded my Caxſe. He ſtarted a New Plea « for he told the Judges, 3"* 
That they could not Impriſon any Man upon a Premunire. Whereupon 
the Chict Juſtice Hales taid, Mr. Corber, Tou ſhould have come ſooner, 
at the beginning of the Term with this Plea: Ae Anſwered, We could 
| not get a Copy of the Return, and of the Indidment. The Judge re- 
plied ; Tou ſhould have told us, and we wonld have forced them to have 
made a Return ſooner. Then ſaid Judge Wild, Mr. Corbet, you go 
upon General Terms ; and if it be ſo, as you ſay, we have Committed 
many Errors at the Old Baily, and in other Courts. Corbet was polj- 
tive, that by Law they could not Impriſon upon a Premunire, The 
Fudge ſaid, There is Summons in the Statute. Tes,laid Corbet, but Summons 
is not Impriſonment : for Summons is in Order to a Trial. Well, (aid the 
Fudge, We maſt have time to look in our Books, and conſult the Statutes : 
50 the Zearing was put off till the next Day. The next Day they choſe 
rather to let this Plea fall, and begin withrthe Errors of the IndiAment ; 
and when they came to be opened, they were ſo many and groſs, 
that the Judges were all of Opinion, That the Indiitment was quaſh'd 
and void, and that I ought to have my Liberty. There were that Day 
ſeveral Great Men, Lords and others, who had the Oaths of Allegiance 
and Supremacy tendered unto them in open Court, juſt before my 
Trial came on : and ſome of my Adverſaries moved the Judges, that 
the Oaths might be Tendered again to me, telling them ; [ was a dan- 
gerous Man to be at Liberty. But Judge Hales, who was then Chief- 
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Tuſtice of England, ſaid : He had indeed heard ſome ſuch Reports of 
me ; but he had alſo heard many more good Reports of we : and fo he 
and the reſt of the Judges ordered me to be freed by Proclamotion. 
Thus after I had ſuftered Impriſonment a Tear, and almoſt Two /, :ths 
for nothing, I was fairly ſet at Liberty upon a Trial of the Errors in 
my Indiftment, wuhout receiving any Pardon, or coming under any 
Obligation or Engagement at all: and the Lord's Everlaſting Power 
went over all, to his Glory and Praiſe, and to the magnitying of his 
Name for ever | Amen. Counſellor Corbet, who picaded tor me, 
got great Fame by it ; for many of the Lawyers came to him, and 
told him, He had brought that toLight, which had not been known be- 
fore ; as to the not Impriſoning upon a Premunire : And alter the 7rial 
a Judge faid to them, Tou have attained a great deal of Flonour by 
Pleading George Fox's Cauje ſo in Court. 

During the time of my ſmpriſonment 1n Worceſter, (notwithſtand- 
ing my [lnefs and Want of Health, and my being lo citen hurried 


to and fro to London, and back again) I writ ſeveral Books for the - 


Preſs; one whereot was called, 4 Warning to England. Another was, 
To the Jews, proving by the Prophets, that the Melliah is come. Ano- 
ther, Concerning Inſpiration, Revelation and Prophecy. Another, 
Againft all vain Diſputes. Another, For all Biſhops and Miniſters, to 
trie themſelves by the Scriptures. Another, To ſuch as ſay, We love 
none but our ſelves. Another Entituldd, Our Teſtimony concerning 
Chriff. And another little Book concerning Swearzng ; being the firſt 
of thoſe Two, that were given to the Parliament. Beſides theſe I writ 
many Papers and Epiſtles to Friends, to Encourage and ſtrengthen 
them in their Services for God, which ſome (who had made Profeſſ. 
on of Truth, but had given way to a Seducing Spirit, and were de- 
parted from the Vnity and Fellowſhip of the Goſpel, 1n which Friends 
{tand) endeavoured to Diſcourage them trom ; «ſpecially in their di- 
ligent and watchful Care for the well.ordering and managing the Af- 
fairs of the Church of Chriſt : Which may be read amongſt the rcſt 
of my Epiſtles. 

Now alter I was ſet at Liberty, I viſited the Friends in London; and 
having for ſome time been very Weak, and not yet well recovered, I 
went down to FingFon tor a little Seaſon. But I did not ſtay long 
there; but having viſited the Friends there, I returned to London 
again, and writ a Paper to the Parlzament, and ſent ſeveral Books to 
them. Anda great Book apainſt Swearing had been delivered to them 
a little betore ; the Reaſonableneſs whereot had ſo much Influence upon 
many of them, that it was thought, they would have done ſomething 
towards our Relief therein, it they had fate /onger. I ſtaid in and 
near Loudon, until the Tearly Meeting came on; to which Friends 
cams up from moF? Parts of the Nation, and ſome from beyond the 
Seas : and a glorious Meeting we had, in the Everlaſting Power of 
God. 

After this Meeting was over, the Parliament being alſo riſen (who 
had done ncthing for nor again#? Friends) 1 was Clear of my Service 
tor the Lord at London. And having taken my Leave of Friends 


—----— there, and had a Glorious Meeting with ſome of them at Fohn Elſon's 


in the Hornirg, before I came away, I ſet forward from thence, with 
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my Wife and her Daughter San by Coach (for I was not able to tra- 1675; 
vel on Horſe-back) towards the North ; many Friends accompanying WW 
us as far as High-Gate, and ſome to Dunſtable, where we lodged that we 
Night. Afterwards travelling on, we viſited Friends, and were viſi- Newwens- 
tcd by them at Newport-Paguelt, Northampton and Cofſel, where Pagnel 
(amongſt other Friends, that came to ſee us) there came a Woman, jon” 
and brought her Daughter for me to ſee, how Well ſhe. was ; putting Coflel. 
me in mind, That when I was there before, ſhe had Browght her to me 
much troubled with the Diſeaſe, called the King's Evil, and had then de- 
fired me to Pray for her : Which I did, and ſhe grew #! upon it; 
praiſed be the Lord ! From Cofſel we went on by John Sircock's and 
William Gandy's, to Warrington and Preſton, and fo to Lancaſter , Warring- 
Friends viſiting us, and we them, as we went, "HY 
I had not been at Lancaſter, ſince I was carried Priſoner from thence 1ancatice. 
by the Under-Sheriff and Failer, towards Scarborough-Caſtle in Tork- 
hire; and now I found the Town full of People : for it was both the 
Fair-time there, and the Trained Bands were met there alſo, upon a 
General Muſter. There were alſo many Friends in Town, from ſeve- 
ral parts of the County ; becau'e the Quarterly Meeting for the Connty 
was to be there the next Day. I ſtaid Two Nights and a Day at Las- 
caſter, and viſited Frieads both at their Mens. and Womens: Mectings, 
which were very full, large and peaceable ; for the Lord's Power was 
over aJl, and none meddied with us. Here met us Thomas Lower and 
his Wife, with Sarah Fell, Fames Lancaſter and Leonard Pell ; a 
the vext Day after the Meeting, being the Twenty Fifth of the Fourth 
Month, we went over the Sands, with ſeveral other Fri::4:, and our the 
came ſafe to Swarthmore. Sanc's, 
After I had been a while at Swarthmore, ſeveral Friends from divers $gxth. 
places and parts of the Nation came to viſit me ; and iome out of more. 
Scotland ; by whom I underſtood, that there were Four young Stulents 
of Aberdeen Convinced there this Tear, at a Diſpute held there by Robert 
Barclay and George Keith,with ſome of the Scholars of that Univerhity. 
Among others of the Neighbourhood, that came to Viſit me, 
Col. Kirby was one, who had been one of my great Perſecutors ; but 
now he faid, he came to bid me Welcome into the Country - and carried 
himſelf at this time in Appearance very /ovingly. Yet before T went 
from Swarthmore, he ſent tor the Conſtables of TViverſtone, and ordered 
them to come up to me, and to tell me, That we muſt have no more 
Meetings at Swarthmore ; for if we had, they were commanded by him 
to break them up : and they were to come the next Firſt-Day after. That 
Day we had a very precious Meeting there, and the Lord's Preſence was 
wonderful amongſt us ; and the Conſtables did not come to diſturb us : 
but the Meetings have been quiet ſince, and have encreaſed, 
The neſs I got in my Impriſonment at Worceſter, had fo much 
weakned me, that it was long, before I recovered my Natural Strength 
again. For which Reaſon, and for that I had many things lay upon 
me to Write, both for publick and private Service, I did not ſtir E 
much abroad, during the Time, that I now ſtaid in the North ; bur 
when Friends were not with me, ſpent pretty much time iu writing 
Books and Papers for Trath's Service. For while I was at Swarthmore, 
I gave forth ſeveral Books to be Printed, viz. 
Eceez One 
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way One, Concerning Swearing. 
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Another, ſhewing ; That none are Succeſſors to the Prophets and 
Apoſtles, but who ſucceed them in the ſame Power and Holy Ghoſt, that 
they were in. 

Another, ſhewing ; That Poſſeſſion is above Profeſſion ; and how the 
Profeſſors now do perſecute Chrit in Spirit, as the profeſſing Jews did 
perſecute him outwardly in the Days of his Fleſh. 

Another little Book, To the Magiſtrates of Dantzick. 

Another, called Cain againſt Abel, or, An Anſwer to the New-Eng- 
land-mens Laws. 

Another, To Friends at Mevis concerning Watching. 

Another, A General Epiſtle to all Friends in Am-.rica, 

Another, Concerning Czlar's Due. and God's Due, Oc. 

Another, Concerning Ordering of Families.

© muſt ſtand in the Power of God; 1n which Power of God the Evers 
* laſting Kingdom ſtands: and ſo as every one's Faith ſtands in the 
* Power of God, this keeps all in the Power of Godlineſs. 

* For as it was in the Days of the Apoſt/es, when ſome was crying 
© up Paul and Apollos (and fo forth) he judged them as Carnal ; and 
© exhorted them, and admoniſhed them, that their Faith ſhould ſtand 
© in the Power of God. So it was not to ſtand iz Mex , nor in the 
©* Words of Man's Wiſdom; but in the Power of God: And he faid, 
© He would not know the Speech of them, but the Power amongft them; 
© for the Kingdom of God is not in Word, but in Power. And ſo it is 
© to be now : Every one's Faith muſt ſtand in the Power of God, and 
* not in Mer, nor their Speeches of the good Words. For we have 
© ſeen by Experience, when they begin to cry up Men, and their Faith 
©to ſtand in them ; ſach Mex, as would have Peoples Fazth ſtand in 
* them, loves Popularity, and brings not People's Faith to ſtand in the 
* Power of God; and ſuch cannot exalt Chreff: And when ſuch 
* fall, they draw a great Company atter them. And therefore the 
* Apoſtle would nor know ſuch after the Fleſh, but would know them, 
* that were in the Power and Spzrit ; and ſtruck down every one's 
« Faith, that ſtood in the Words of Man's Wiſdom, that they might 
* ſtand in the Power of God: And ſo it muſt be now. And all, whole 
* Faith doth not ſtand in the Power of God, they cannot Exalt his 
* Kingdom, that ſtands in Power ; and therefore every one's Fazth 
* mult ſtand in the Power of God. 

* And the Apoſtle denied Popularity, when he Judged the Corinthi- 
© ans, for looking at Paul aud Apollos, to be Carnal ; and ſuch are Car- 
© xal ſtill : And therefore all ſhould know one another in the Spzrzr, 
* Life and Power, and look at Chriſt ; and this keeps all /ow and dows 
* in the Zumility. And they, whoſe Faith ſtands in Men, will make 
£ Sets : as 1n the Days of F. N. and F. P. and fince 1n others: And 
© ſuch their Faith Chriſt is not the Author of ; and if he be, they have 
* erred from it, and made Shipwrack of it. And all thoſe, thar are in 
© the 7rue Faith, that tiands 1n the Power of God, they will Fadge 
* them as Carnal, and Judge down that Carnal Part 1n them, that cries 
* up Paul or Apolles ; that their Faith may ſtand in the Power of God, 
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1676. * and that they may Exalt Chrift, the Author of it. For every one's 
WY © Eye ought to be to Feſus, the Author and Finiſher of their Faith ; 
Swarth- * and every Juſt Man and Woman may live by their Faith, which Je- 
more. <« ( Chris? 1s the Author and Finiſher of : And by this Faith every 

© Man and Woman may ſee God, who is Inviſible; which Faith gives 
© the Yifory, by which he hath Acceſs to God, And ſo every one's 
* Faith and Hope ſtanding 1n the Power of God, in it they all have 
© 7nity and YVittory, and Acceſs'to God's Throne of Grace; in which 

« Faith they do pleaſe God, which Chriſt is the Author of, And ſo 
© by that Faith they are Saved : and by this Faith they obtain the 
* good Report, and ſubdue all the Mountains, that have been betwixt 
© them and God, 

© So that Power hath kept and preſerved Friends over their Perſecutors, 
© and over the Wrath of Men, and above the Spozlings of their Goods, 
* and Impriſonments ; as ſeeing God, that hath created all, and gives 

* the Encreaſe of all ; and upholds all by his Word and Power. There- 
* fore let every one's Faith be in his Power : And here in this no 
© Schiſm or Seft can come, for it is over them, and before they 
* were; and will be, when they are gone. But perfeT nity is in the 
* Truth and in the Spirit, that docs Circumciſe the Body of Death, 
* and that puts off the Sins of the Fleſh, and plunges it down with 
* the Spirit : And in the Spzrzt of God there is a perfect Fellowſbip ; 
© and Chrift is the Miniſter of this Circumciſion and Baptiſm, 

_ * So this is upon me from the Lord, to write unto you all, that 
© every one of your Faith, that Feſus is the Author of, may ſtand in 
© the Power of God: and from the Lord T do warn you, and all ever 
© where to the ſame. For if a Star ſhould fall, which has been a 
* Light, either the Earth or the Sea does receive it ; that is, the 
* Farthly Mind, or the foaming, raging People : Though neither the 
«© Seed, nor Light, nor Power, nor Truth ever fell, nor the Faith it 

* ſelf, the Gift of God ; but Men going from it, then they become 
* Unſavoury. 

* For Adam, whilſt he kept in Truth, and obeyed the Command of 
* God, he was happy : but when he diſobeyed the Lord, he fell under 
* the Power of Sataz, and became unhappy, though he might talk af+ 
* ter of his Experiences in Paradice ; but he had loſt his Image, and 
* his Power and Dominion, that God Created him in. 

*And the Jews, after they received the Law of God, as long as the 
* kept the Law of God, which was juf?, holy, good and perfef, it kept 
* them good, juſt, and holy, and ſavoary ; but when they turned their 
© Backs off the Lord, and forſook his Law, then they came under the 
© Power of Darkxeſs, and under the Powers of the Earth, and were trod- 

* den under, as «nſavoury. 

And fo the Chriſtians, they were called a City ſet ov a Hl, The 

* Light of the World, and the Salt of the Earth: bur when they for- 
* ſook the Power of God, and their Faith ſtood in Words and Mes, 
* and not in the Power ; then their Walls fell down, though rhe Power 
©3n it {elf ſtood : and they /oF7 their ZZ, and their Saltneſs, and 
* their Shining. And fo as Chriſtendom now does confels, they are 
* not in the ſame Power and Spirit, as the Apoſtes were in; ſo not in 
* the ſame Sa/r, nor upon the ſame Zi, So they came to be trod- 
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* dex under, and the Beaſt, and the Whore, and the falſe Prophet are 1676. 
© uppermoſt ; the anſavoury. So their Dead Faith is in Men, and in Yo 
* Words ; and therctore they are full of Seds, and one againſt ano. Svarth- 
« ther, : 

* And now the Everlaſting Goſpel, the Power of God is preacht again, 
* which was before the Devil was, that had darkned Man ; and by 
* this Power of God, the Goſpel, Life and Immortality is come to light 
* again. And thereiore every one's Farth is to {tang 1in this Power, 
* the Goſpel, that hath brought Life and Immortality to Light in them; 
* and fo to be Heirs of the Power of God, the Goſpel. And here have all 
* Men and Women a Right to the Power of God, betore the Devil 
* was: and the Power of God 1s the Authority of the Mens- and the 
© Womens-Meetings, and of all the other Meetings ſet up thereby. 

* But now as the Goſpel is preacht again, it your Fazth doth not ſtand 
© in the Power, but in Mex, and in the Wiſdom of Words, you will 
* grow Carnal ; and ſuch are for Judgment, who cry up, as they did, 
* Paul and Apollos, and not Chriſt, the Author of your Faith, And 
* them that loves to be Popu/ar, would have People's Paith to ſtand 7x 
* them ; and ſuch do not preach Chriſt, but themſelves. But ſuch as 
* preach Chriſt and his Goſpel, would have every Man and Woman to 
* be in the Poſſeſion of it ; and ſo to have every Man and Woman's 
« Faith to ſtand in Chriſt, the Author of it, and in the Power of God, 
* which was before the Devil was ; and it will be, when he is gone. 
* And their Faith ſtanding in the Power of God, then nothing can get 
* betwixt them and God : For it any ſhould fall amongſt us, as roo 
* many have done ; then that leads its Followers cither into the Waters, 
© or into the Earth. | 

* And if any ſhould go from the Spirit of Prophecy, that did open 
* to them, and from the Power ; they may ſpeak their Zxpertences, 
* which the Power hath opened to them formerly. And fo might Adam 
* and Eve ſpeak, of what they ſaw and exjoyed in Paradiſe ; and ſo 
* might Cain and Balaam, of what they ſaw; and alſo the Fews, and 
* Corah, and Dathan, who praiſed God on the Baxks, and ſaw the YVj- 
* fory over Pharaoh, and they ate of the Manna, and drank of the 
* Rock, and came to Mount Sinaz, and faw the Glory of the Lord. 
* And ſo alſo might the falſe Apoſtles ſpeak of their Experiences ; and 
* all thoſe falſe Chriſtians, that turned from the A4poftles and Chriſt. 
* And fo may ſuch do now, that err from the Spirit, that are come 
* out of Egypt (in Spirit) and Sodom, and have known the Raging of the 
© Sodomites, as Lot did the outward ; and the Purſuit of the Spiritual 
* Egyptians, asthe outward Jew did of the outward Egyptians : yet if 
* they do not Walk in the Spzrit of God, and in the Lzght, and in the 
* Grace, which keeps their Hearts ſtabliſhed, and their Words ſeaſoned, 
* and alſotheir Faith to ſtand inthe Power of God,in which the Xingdom 
* ſtands; they may go forth like the falſe Chriſtians, and like the 
* Jews, and like Adam and Eve, and Cain, and Corah, and Balaam, 
«and be wandring Stars, Trees without Fruit, and Wells without Wa» 

ter, and Clouds without Rain : and ſo come to be Unſavoury, and 
*rodden down. And as Adam who loſt Paradiſe ; and the Fews, 
who loſt the Zoly Land, not walking in the Law, and keeping the 
* Command of God ; and as the Chriſtians, who loſt the Czty, and the 
* Hitt, 
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1675. © Hill and the Salt, and the Light ſince the Apoſtles Days, and came 
UAV * to be unſavoury, and to be trodden under toot of Men.

« And therctore let every one's Faith Rand, as I faid before, in the 
« [ord's Power, which is over all, through which they may be builr 
« upon the Rock, and the Foundation of God, the Seed Chriſt Jeſus, that 
© bruiſes the Head of the Serpent ; who was betore he was , and will 
« be, when he isgone : who 1s the Head of his Charch. So that all 
« in Chriſt may be always freſh and green ; for he is the green Tree 
© that never withers : and all are freſh and grees, that are grafted 
© into him ; and abide in him freſh and greez, and bring forth hea- 
* venly, freſh Fruits to the Praiſe of Gud. And though Adamand 
« Eve tell from Paradiſe, and the Jews fell from the Law of God, and 
* many of the Chriſtians fell from their Propheczes, and erred from the 
© Faith, and the Spirit, and the Grace; and the Stars have fallen, as 
* was ſpoken of in the Revelations : yet the Spirit, Grace, Fazrh and 
© Power of God remains. 

* And many ſuch Srates have ll ſeen within this Twenty Eight Tears ; 
© though there is a Stare, that ſhall ever fall, nor be deceived in the 
* Fl:{, before the World began : who are come to the Exd of 
* the Prophecies, and are in him, where they end, and renewed up 
* into the [mage of God (by Chriſt) which Max was in, before he 
* fell ; in that Power, where he had Dominion over all,that God made: 
* and not only ſo, but Attain to a perfett Man, unto the meaſure of the 
© Stature of the fulneſs of Chriſt, who never fell. And in him is the 
* Sitting down in Life Eternal , where their Feet ſtand ſure and 


* faſt in the Goſpel, his Power : and here their Bread is ſure ; and he- 


© that eats this Bread, lives for ever. 

* And all Friends and Brethres, that do Declare God's Eternal Truth, 
* and Word of Life, live in it ; and be ſeaſoned with Grace, ard falted 
* with the Heavenly Salt, that your Lives and Converſations may 
« preach, where-ever you come : That there be no Rawne/s, nor no 
* Quenching of the Spirit, nor deſpifing Prophecy neither in Mex nor 
* Women. For all mult Meet in the Faith, that Jeſus 1s the Author of ; 
*and in the Light, that comes from Jeſ«s ; and fo grafted into the 
* Life, that your Knowledge may be there one of another, in Chriſ.. 
* And that there may be none S/ozbful, nor fitting down in Earthly 
© Things, and minding them, like Demas of old ; leſt you Cloath your 
* felves with another Clothing, than you had at firſt: but all to keep 
* Chaſte ; for the Chaſte do tollow the Lamb. 

* And Friends, that are ſettled in Places, that be Miniſters, poſſeſs, 
* as if yedid not ; married, as if ye were not : and be /oofe to the 
* World in the Lord's Power ; for God's Oil will be a-top of all Yi/ible 
* things, which makes his Lamps to burn, and to give Light afar off. 
* Andnone ſtrive nor covet to be Rich in this World in theſe Changea- 
© ble chings, that will paſs away : but your Fazrh, to ſland in the 
* Lord God, who changes not; that Created all, and gives the /ncreaſe 
* of all. 

* And now Friends, Concerning Faithful Men and Womens- Meetings, 
* which were ſe? up in God's Connſe/, whoever ſhould oppoſe them, 
* and the Authority and Tenure of them, I fay ; They oppoſe the Power 
* of God, which is the Authority of them ; and they are no pe 
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* of the Goſpel, nor of Chrift, that oppoſes 1115 Power, which all are to 1676. 
* poſſeſs, For the true Miniſters of Chriſt, that preach Chriſt and his Wo 
* Goſpel (which 1s to be preachr to all Nations, as Deceit is gone over Sv2rth- 
+ all Nations, and all Nations have drunk the Whore's Cap, and ſhe 
* hath them in her Cage, her unclean Power trom the Beaſt and Dragon, 
* out of the Power of God, and out of Truth and the Spirit of God, the 
* Apoſtles were in; the Power of God muit come over all this again, and 
* all the true Mini/ters,that preach the Goſpe/, (the Power of God) muſt 
| * bring all Pcopie into the Poſſeſſion of it again, I ſay, whoſoever 
* preaches the Goſpel of Chriſt and lim to People or Nations, ard thoie 
* People and Nations receiving the Goſpel,they receive the Power of God, 
* that brings Life and /mmortality to Light in them ; and they ſee over 
* the Devi/, thar hath darkned them, and the Beaſt, and the IVhore 
* and her Cage. And ſo by the Power of God Life and Immortality is 
* brought to Light in them : then all theſe Men and Women beiog 
* Heirs of this Power, the Goſpel ; they are Heirs of Authority and

* So all Men and Women, that be Heirs of this Power of God, it is 
| * their Poſſeſhon and Portion; and they are to labour in their Poſſeſſion 
* and Portion, and to do God Almighty's bufineſS and Service in the Pof- 
* ſeſſion of the Power of God, the Goſpel, which 1s a Foyful, Glorious, 
* Everlaſting Order. And here is the Authority of our Men and Wo- 
* men's Meetings, and other Meetings in the Name of Feſus, the Go- 
* pel of Chriff, the Power of God; which is not of Man, nor by 
* Man: and in this they are all to Meet, and to Worſhip God ; and by 
* this they are all to af, and in this Power they have all Fellowſhip, a 
© Foyful Fellowſhip, a Joyful and Comfortable &ſſembly. And lo this is 
© rhe Day in the Eternal Light, that all are to take their Poſſe ſtons of 
* the Goſpel and its Order, that Power of God, which they are Heirs 
* of, And all the Faithful Men and Women in every Country, City 
© 1nd Nation, whoſe Faith ſtands in the Power of God, the Goſpel of 
* Chriſt, and have received this Goſpel, and are in the Poſſeſſion of this 
* Goſpel, the Power of God, they have all Right to the Power 1n theſe 
| * Meetings ; tor they be Heirs of the Power, which is the Autho 
* rity of the Mens- and Womens: Meetings. - | 
So here is God's Choice (and not May's) by his Power of his Heirs, 
* and they have all Freedom in this Goſpel, the Power of God, to go 
* to the Meetings, the Mex to the Mens, and the Women to the Wo- 
* mens ; for they are Heirs of the Power, which Power is the Goſpel 
- *not of Mar, nor by Man, but from Heaven, ſent by the Holy 
| * Ghoſt, and received in the Holy Ghoſt ; which hath brought Life and 
f * Immortality to Light in them, and they ſee over Enmity, and before

© Goſpel and the Order of it : and as every one hath received Chriſt 
© Jeſus, the Lord, fo walk in him, and let him be rheir Lord and Or- 
© derer. For they that do preach the Goſpel of Chriſt Feſus, it 1s to the 
* [ntent, that all might come to be Heirs of the Gofped, and into the 
* Poſſeſſion of it ; and to be Heirs ot Chriſt and of tis Government, the 
* Encreaſe of which there is no end ; who 1s over all in bis Righteouſ-

* And Friends, be Tender to the Tender Principle of God in all, and 
« ſhun the Occaſion of Yarn Diſputes and Fanglings, both amongft your 
« felves and others; for that many times is like a &/aftering Wind, 
* that harts and bruiſes the tender Buds and Plants. For the World, 
* though they have theWords, yer they be out of the Life : and the 
 Apoſtle's Diſputing with them, were to bring them to the Life. 
* And thoſe Diſputes, rhat were amongſt the Chri/tzans about Genealp- 
* gzes, and Circumciſion, and the Law, and Meats and Drinks, and 
* Days, thofe came to be the worſt ſort of Diſputers, whom the Apo- 
* /tles Judged ; for ſuch deſtroyed People from the Faith. And there- 
« fore did the Apoſtles exhort the Churches, That every ones Faith ſhould 
« ſtand in the Power of God, and to Look at Jeſws, which was the Au- 
* thor of it ; and there every Graft ſtands in Chriſt, the YVine, quier, 
* where no bluſtring Storms could hurt then : and there is the Safery. 
* And there all are of ove Mind, one Faith, one Soul, one Spirit, Bap- 
© tized into one Body with the oxe Spirit, and made all to drimt into 
* one Spirit, one Church, one Flead, that is Heavenly and Spiritual ; 
* one Faith in this Head, Chriſt, who is the Author of it, and hath 
* the Glory of it ; one Lord to'order all, who is the Baptizer into this 
© one Body. So Chrift hath the Glory of this Faith out of every Man 
* and Woman ; and God *fhrough him hath his Glory, the Creator of 
* all in his Power, the Goſpel, rthar bath brougtit Lzfe and Immortality 
* ro Light in them : and their Fazth ſtanding in it, they know the 
* Immortal God, and Serve and Worſhip lim, 1in his Spirit and in his 
* Truth; by which they are made God's free Mex and Women, irom

* And now 'Friends, all you, that have been Ancient Labourers, and 
© have known the Dealings of the Lord theſe Twenty Tears (more or leſs) 
* as | have often faid to you, to draw wp what you can, of that which 
* rhe Lord hath carried you through by his Power, the Paſſages and 
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© Sufferings ; and how by the Lord ye have been ſupported from the 
* firif ; So that the Lord may be Exalted by his Power now, and in

* And Friends, In the Lord's Power and Truth, what Good you can 
© do for Friends, that be in Priſon or Sufferers, as to the Informing of 
* chem, or helping of them, Every one bend your ſelves to the Lord's 
« Power and Spirit, to do his Will and his Bufineſs ; and in that a// will 
« have a fellow- Feeling of one anothers Conditions, in Bonds, or in what 
© 7rials and Tribulations f{oever : you will have a fellow: Feeling one 
© of another, having oze Head, and one Lord, and being one Body in 
* 'timi. For God's Heavenly Flail hath brought out his Seed, and his 
* Heavenly Plow hath turned up the fallow Ground, and his Heavenly 
« Seed is town by the Heavenly Man, which brings forth Fruits to the

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© And fo all ye, that be in the Light, Life and Power, Keep the Hea- 


WY * venly Fellowſhip in the Heavenly Power ; and the Heavenly nity 
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© in the #feavenly, Divine Faith, and the Unity of the Spirit, which 
* is the Boyd of the Heavenly Prince of Princes Peace ; who bruiſes 
© the Head of the Enmity and of the Adverſary, and reconciles May 
* toGod, and all things 1n Heaven, and in the Earth: a bleſſed Recon- 
* czliation. And let every one's Faith ſtand in the Power of God, 
* which Jeſus Chrift is the Author of ; that all may know their Crown 
* of Life. For all outward things without the Subſtance, the Life, the 
* Power, is as the Husk without the Kerxe/, and doth not »ouriſh the 
* Immortal Soul, nor the new-born Babe; but that which it is nouriſhed 
* by, is the Milk of the Word, by which itis born again, and grow- 
* ethby it in the Heavenly Life,Streugth and Wiſdom. And the Goſpel, 
* which is not of Max,nor by Man,but is the Power of God,and anſwers 
* the Truth in all, all the Poſſeſſors of it are to ſee, that all Walk gc- 
* cording to it ; which Everlaſting Order is ordained of God already, 
* and all the Poſſeſſors of him, poſſeſs their Foy, their Comfort and Sal-

WV of the Epiſtles 1 had written in former Tears to Friends. T made g 
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Colletion roo of the (everal Papers, that I had written to O. Cromwe!, 
and ins Son Richard, in the time of their Proteftorſhips ; and to the 
Parliaments and Magiſtrates, that werein their times. And after I had 
gathered them together, 1 Collefed allo the Papers I had wriiten to 
King Charles the Second, ſince his Return, and to his Council and Par- 
liaments, and the Fuſtices, or other Magiſtrates under him. I made 
allo anoiher Colleftion of Certificates, which I had received from divers 
Governours of Places, Judges, Juſtices, Parliament- Men and others, 
tor the Clearing of me trom many Slanders, which the Envious Prieſts 
and Profeſſors, both here and beyond the Seas, had caſt upon me : 
And thus I did tor the Trath's-ſake, as knowing, that their Deſign in 
Slandering me was, to defame the Truth publiſhed by me, and hincer 
thereoy ( it they could) the Spreading thereof among(t the People. 
Beſides thete I made 7wo Books of Collefions ; the one was, A Liſt or 
Catalogue of the Names of thoſe Friends, who went firſt forth out of 
the North of England, when Trath firſt brake forth there, toproclaim 
the Day of the Lord through this Nation. The other was of the 
Names of thoſe Friends, that went firſt forth to Preach the Goſpel in 
other Nations, Countries and Places, and in what Tears, and to what 
Parts they went. 

| made alſo another ColeA:on, in Two Books ; one of Epiſtles and 
Letters, from Friends and others, on ſeveral Occaſions to me : The 
ether of Letters of mine to Friends and others. 

[ writ allo a Book of the Types and Figures of Chriſt, with their 
Significations ; and many other things, which will be of Service to 
Truth and Friends 1n times to come. 

| iook notice alſo of thoſe, who had run out from Truth, and drawn 
others out after them, and turned againſt Truth and Friends at ſeveral 
times, ſince the Firf? Breaking forth of Truth 1n this /atter Age, and 
what became of them ; noting particularly the Repentance and Retury 
of ſuch of them, as came back to Truth again, But ſome ras quite 
ot, and never returned again; but were Cat off in their Gainſaying 
and Rebellion : for the Word and Power of God hath blaſted, and 1s 
blaſting them, and the Zo/y Seed hath ground, and is grinding them 
to pieces. And this I have obſerved, that they, who have been Con- 
vinced, and have not /ived and walked in the Truth, have been the 
Worft Enemies to the Truth, and done moſt Furt amongſt Friends 
in the Truth, and to others : And in theſe I have ſeen fulf/led, what 
the Lord did long fince ſhew me, That ſuch ſhould be greater Deceivers, 
thau all the Prieſts and Profeſſors. For ſuch as came as far as Cai, 
and Balaam, and Corah, and Dathan, and could preach Chrift, and 
lay, They had preached in his Name ; and ſuch as came to be Apoſtles, 
and had taſted of the Power of Chrif?, and then turned from it ; 
ſuch could yet ſpeak their 0/4 Experiences, and have the good Words, 
like Corab and Balaam : but not keeping in the Life and 7ruth, ſuch 
Deceived the Hearts of the Simple both then and now, and ſuch 
come to be of the Devil, who abode not in the Truth ; as Cain, ard 
and all the Jews, that abode not in the Truth, were, For though 
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Cain did Sacrifice to God, and did talk with God ; and the Jews could 1676. 
ralk of Abraham, Moſes and the Prophets : yer Chriſt told them, +SVWWV 
They were of their Father, the Devil. 1a like manner, though they, Svarth+ 
who are called Chriſtians, can talk of Chriſt, and u(t tus, and his Apo» "Ot 
files and Diſciples Words : yet not abiding in the Truth, and Power, 
and Spirit, that the Apoſtles were in, they are of the Devil, out of 
Truth , and do his Work. And fo are all theſe, that have been Con» 
vinced of God's Eternal Truth, ſince it ſprang up in this Nation, that 
have not abode in the Light, and in the Spirit and Power of Chris? 
Felus ; but have turned againſt the Power, and have oppoied the 
Work thereof : though they may retain their former Experzences, and 
be able to ſpeak many geod Words ; yet not living in the Life and 
Power, that gave them thoſe Experiences, they live in the Power of 
Darkneſs, which is of the Devi : and by the Light and Truth both 
he and they are Condemned; and muſt own their Condemnations, 
if ever they come to Trath again. For to Refiſt the Heavenly Power, 
and to oppoſe the Workings and Divine Manifeſtations thereof through 
any, is not a /ight Matter. And as I had been moved of the Lord, to 
travel in his Power round about this Nation, and in other Parts, to 
preach the Everlaſting Goſpel, and to declare the Word of Life, which 
was in the Beginning, through many Impriſonments, Hardſhips, Suf- 
ferings and Trials; 1o I was afterwards moved to Travel in the fame 
Heavenly Power about the Nation again (and to write to ſuch Places, 
where I came not) to recommend unto Friends the ſetting up of the 
Quarterly aud Monthly Meetings iz all Connties, for the looking after 
| tbe Poor, and taking Care for Orderly Proceedings in Marriages. and 
other matters relating to the Church of Chriſt : Though ſome Meer- 
ings ior this end were ſettled in the North of Ergland 1n the Year 
I553. 

And after this alſo, Truth (till ſpreading further over the Nation, 
. and Friends encreaſing in number, I was moved by the ſame Ererna/ 
Power to recommend the ſetting up the Womens: Meetings allo ; that 
| all, both Male and Female, that had received the Goſpel. the Word of 
; Eternal Life, might come into the Order of the Goſpe/, brought torth 
by the Power of God, and might at for Ged in the Power, and there- 
in do Buſineſs and Service for him in his Church. Ail the Faithful 
muſt labour in God's Vineyard ; they being his Hired Servants, and 
he having given them the Earneſt of his Spirit. For a Maſter, that 
hires a Servant, and gives him the Zarreſt of his Hire, expets, he 
ſhould do his Work, after he knows his Wl, in the outward Creation : 
So all God's Prople, that be of the mew Creation, and have received 
the Earneſt of his Spirit, ought to labour with, by and in his Spirit, 
: Power and Grace, and Faith in the Light, in God's Vineyard, that 
5 they may have their Wages every one, Male and Female, when they 
: have done God's Work and Bufineſs in his Day, which is Eternal Life. 
Y But none can labour in his Yizeyard, and do his Work and Wil, but as 
they walk in the Heavenly Divine Light, Grace and Spirit of Chriſt ; 


pong is, hath been and is my Travel and Labour in the Lord to turn 
all to. 
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But ſome that profeſſed Truth, and had made a great Shew therein, 


WYVV being gone from the Simplicity of the Goſpel into Jangling, Diviſion, 
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and a Spirit of Separation, endeavoured to difcourage Friends, (eſpeci- 
ally the Women) from their Godly Care and Watchfulneſs in the Church 
over one another in the 77uth; oppoſing their Meetings, which in the 
Power of the Lord were ſet up for that Exd and Service, Wherefore 
I was moved of the Lord to write the following Epiftle, and ſend it 
forth among Friends, for the diſcovering of that Spirze, by which 
thoſe Oppoſers were aQed, and its Work and Way, in and by which it 
wrought ; and to warn Friends of it, that they might not be betrayed 
by it. 


0 LL my Dear Friends, Live in the Seed of Peace, Chriſt Jeſus, 
, A in whom ye have all Life. And that Spzrit,that comes amongſt 
© you to raiſe up Strife, is out of Chriſt ; for it is the Spirit, that is 
* not 'eafie to be intreated, nor gentle, ſo not of the Wiſdom of God, 
* which is juſtified of her Childrex : And fo they, that follow that 
* Spirit, are none of Wiſdow's Children. Now there is a Spirzt, 
* that hath made a Separation, and has been againſt Mex and Womens- 
* Meetings ; yet has ſet up one of their own, whom they have given 
© Power to: and that none ſhall fit amongft them, but whom they give 
* Power to, but ſhall be looked upon as Vſurpers of Authority. Now this 
* Spirit and its Work is not of God, though ic has made ſore Fumble 
* amongſt ſome ; and the Path it may travel in, is through the earth» 
* ly Aﬀedtions, or the Zneſtabliſhed, or Apoſtates. But al! that are 
* in the Life, and Spirzt, and Ligbt, and Grace, and Truth, and the 
« Power of God, bar it out ; and ſuch as fit under their own Yine, 
* Chriſt Jeſus, and are grafted into him, have no need of their Zx- 
* hertation or Counſel : tor the true Believers are entred into their Ref. 
* And therefore all keep in the Goſpel of Peace ; and they that be 
* Heirs of the Kingdom, and of it, keep in your Poſſeſſos of it. 
* Now ſome that are of this Spirzt,have faid to me, They ſee no Ser- 
* vice in Womens: Meetings. My Anſwer is, and hath been to them 
* and ſuch, If they be blznd, and without Sight, they ſhould not op- 
* poſe others; for there is none Impoſes any thing upon them : for 
* God never received the Blind for a Sacrifice, neither can his People, 
* But Chrif? has enlightned all ; and to as many, as receive him, he 
* gives Power to become the Sons of God : And ſuch as be Heirs of his 
* Power, and of his Goſpel, which brings Life and Immortality to 
* Light, they can ſee over him, that has darkned them : and all ſuch 
* do keep the Order of the Goſpel, the Power of God, and their Meet- 
* ings 10 it ; which preſerves them in Life and in Immortality. And all 
* theſe do ſee the great Service of the Mens- and of the Womens-Meet- 
* ings, 1n the Order of the Goſpel, which is the Power of God: For 
* they are Meet-helps in this Power, which is the Authority of their 
* Meetings. And now I fay to all you, that be againſt Womens: Meet- 
* zngs, or the Mens, and lay, Tou ſee no Service for the Womens-Meet- 
' ings, and oppole them ; you are therein out of the Power of God, and 
* tus Spirit you live not in, For God ſaw a Service for the Aſſemblies 
*ct the Women in the 7zme of the Law, about thoſe things, that 


* apper- 
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* appertained to his Worſhip and Service, and to the holy things of his 1676. 
* Tabernacle ; and fo do they in the fame Spzrit ſee now their Service WW 
* in the Goſpel : many things in thole Meetings being more proper for the Swarth- 
© Women to ſec into, than the Men; and they in the Power and Wiſ- me 
* dom of God may inform the Mex of ſuch things, as are not. proper 
* for them: and the Men may inform the Women of ſuch things, as are 
© not proper for them, as Meet helps each unto another. For in the 
* Time of the Law, by the Law of God the Women were to Offer, as 
© well as the Mex ; and ſo in the Time of the Goſpel much more, are 
* they to Offer their Spiritual Sacrifices : for they are all called, both 
* Men and Women, a Royal Prieſthood ; and they are of the Eouſhold of 
* Faith, and they are the Living Stones, that make yp the Spiritual 
* Building, which Chrift is the Head of ; and are to be encouraged 
| *1n their Labour in the Goſpel : For all things that they do, both Mex 
| * and Women, are to be done in the Power of God. And all ſuch, as 
* ſee no Service for theſe Womens-Meetings, or the Mens, but do oppoſe 
* them, and make Szrife amongſt Friends, are in the fame Spirit 
* of the World, that is againſt, and forbzds our other Meetings ; and 
* are in the ſame Spirit of the World, that hath been and is againſt Wo- 
* mens Speaking in Meetings, and lays, They muſt be filent, Sc. though 
* the ſame Apoſtle commands, That Men ſhould keep Silence as well as 
* the Women, if there were not an Interpreter. And therefore all 
| * Friends, you may ſee, that the Spirit of the World hath entred ſuch 
* Oppoſers, though they come under another Co/opr : for They would 
* not have us to Meet at all. And Theſe are againſt the Womens-Meet- 
* zngs, and ſome of them againſt the Mer's alſo; and ſay, They ſee no 
* Service for them : Then they may hold their Tongues, and not oppoſe 
* them, that do ſee their Service for God in thele Meetings. 
© Therefore all you, that feel the Power of God, and your Service 
} | * for God, as aforeſaid, in them, you Mex and Women, keep your Meet- 
* zngs in the Power of God, the Aathority of them, as they were ſettled 
*in it; and then ye will be preſerved both over this Spirit, that op- 
* poſes them, and over the Spzrit of the World, that oppoles your other 
* Meetings : For it is all one in the Ground, and would bring you in- 
* to Bondage. For ſuch are our of the Peaceable Goſpel, who oppoſe its 
© Order ; and out of the Faith, that Works by Love ; and out of the

He 
was an 01d Decezver, and Perverter of the Right Way of the Lord, and 
a Perſecutor of the People of God ; and much Conteſt I had with him, 
whenl firſt came into thoſe parts. He had been an old falſe Prophet - 
for in the Year 1652. he Prophefied (and {aid, he would Wage his Life 
upon it) That the Quakers would all vaniſh, and come to nought within 
half a year : But he came to nought himfelt. For he continued 1n his 
Lying and falſe Accufing of God's People, till a little before he died; and 
then he cried for a /ittle Ref? : And to one of his Hearers, that came ” 
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viſit him before he dzed, he faid : I have been a Preacher a long time, 16 77. 
and thought, I had /zved wel ; but I did not think, it had been lo hard wwe 
a Thing to die.

© v Chriſt's Diſciples could not join with thoſe, that made a

I came to London on the 23th of the Third Month, ſome Ter 


. or Twelve days before the Tearly Meeting ; in which time I fell 


in with Friends there in the Service of Truth , viſiting them at 
the Meetings: And the Parliament then ſitting , we prepared 
ſomething to lay before them» concerning the ſeizing of the Third 
part of Friends Eftates, as Popiſh Recuſants; which was a great 
Suffering, and a Grievance we Complained of; but no Redrefſwe 
got. 
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To the Tearly Meeting many Friends came from moſt parts of

glorious Meetings we had, wherein the Lord's powerful Preſence 
was very largely felt, and the Afairs of Truth were ſweetly car- 
ried on in the Unity of the Spirit, to the Satisfaction and Com- 
fort of the upright-hearted; bleſſed be the Lord for ever ! Then 
after the Tearly Meeting was over, and I had ftay'd a Week or 
Two with Friexds in London, IT went down with William Penn 
to his houſe in Suſſex: fohn Burnyeat, and ſome other Friends 
went with us: and as we paſled through Surrey, hearing, that 
the Quarterly Meeting for that County was that day , William 
Penn, John Burnyeat and I went from the Road to it; and after 
the Meeting returning to our other Company on the Road, went 
on with them to W:lam Perz's that Night, which is Forty Miles 
from London. 1 ſtay'd at Worminghurſt about Three Weeks, in 
which time John Burnyeat and I (at ſuch times as. we were not 
amonglt Friends in Meetings) Anſwered a very envious and 
wicked Book , which one Roger Williams a Prieſt of New-Eng- 
land ( or ſome Colony thereabouts) had writren againſt Truth 
and Friends. When we had finiſhed that Service, we went with 
Stephen Smith ( who was there with us) to his houſe at War- 
pledon 1n Surrey , where we had a large Meeting, Friends there- 
away had been exceedingly plundered about Two Months before 
on the Prief's account z for they took from Stephen Smith Five 
Kjne ( being all he had) for about Fifty ſhillings Tithes. From 
thence we went to Kzzg/ton, and ſo to London; where I ſtay'd 
not long : for it was upon me from the Lord to go into Hot- 
land, to Vilit Friends there, and to preach the Goſpcl there, and 
in ſome parts of Ger-zauy, Wherefore ſetting things in Or- 
der for my Journey, as faſt as I could, I took leave of Friends 
at London, and with ſeveral other Friexds went down to Col- 
cheſter in Eſſex, in order to my Paſſage for Holland, Next day, 
being the F:r/t day of the Week, I was at the publick Meeting 
of Friexds there, which was very large and peaceable ; and in 
the Evening I had another large Meet:ng, but not ſo publick, at 
Joh Farlys houſe, where I lodged. The day following was the 
Womens- Meeting there, which alſo was very large; and I was 
at that too. From thence next day we paſſed to Harwich,where 
Robert Duncon, and ſeveral other Friends out of the Country, 
came to ſee us; and ſome from Loxdon came to us there, that 
intended to go over with me. The Packet-Boat, in which we 

'cre to go, not being ready, we went to the [Meeting in the 
Town, and a precious Opportunity we had together : for the 
Lord, according to his wonted goodneſs, by his over-coming, 
refreſhing Power, opened many Mouths to declare his Everlaſt- , 
ing Truth, and to praiſe and glorifie him. After the Meeting 
we returned to John Vandewall's, where I had lodged, and when 
the Boat was ready (taking Leave of thoſe Friends, that had 
accompanied us thither, and that met us there ) we that were 
bound for Holland, went on Board about the 9th hour in the 
Evening, on the 257th day of the 5th Month 1677. 
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The Friends that then went over with me, were William Penn, 1677. 
Robert Barclay , George Keith and his Wife, John Furly and his WV 
Brother, William Tailcoat, George Watts, and Iſabel Yeomans , Harwich. 
who is one of my Wife's Daughters. About the Firſt hour in 
the Morning we weighed Anchor , having a fair , brick Wind, 
which by the next Morning brought us within fight of Holland. xitand, 
But that day proving very clear and calm, we got forward but 
little, till about the Fourth hour in the Aftermoov, when a 
freſh Gale aroſe, which carried us within a League of Land. 

Then being becalmed again , we caſt Anchor for that Night , 
it being between the hours of Nize and Tex in the Evening. But 
William Penn and Robert Barclay (underſtanding , that Benjamin 
Furly was come from Rotterdam to the Briel to meet us) got 
two of the Boat-mer to let down a ſmall Boat, that belonged to 
the Packet-Boat , and Row them to ſhore: but before they could 
get to ſhore, the Gates were ſhut; and there being no houſe 
without the Gate, they were fain to lie in a Fiſher's Boat all 
Night. As ſoon as the Gates were opened 1n the Morrfing, they 
went in, and found Benjamin Farly, with other Friends of Roz- 
zterdam , that were come thither to receive us; and they ſent a 
Boat, with three Young-men in it, that lived with Be: jamin 
Furly, who brought us to the By:&/, where the Friends received Bricl. 
us with great Gladneſs. | 

We ſtay'd about Two hours at the Briel, to refreſh ourſelves; wm 
and then took Boat, with the Holland-Friends, for Rotterdam ; Rotterdans 
where we arrived about the Eleverrh hour that day, which was 
the 28h of the Fifth Month 1677. I was very well this Voyage ; 
but ſome of the Friends were Sea-ſick : Yet a fine Paſſage we had, 
and all came ſafe and wellto Land, bleſſed and praiſed be the Name 
of the Lord for ever. 

The next day, being the Firſt day of the Week, we had Two 
Meetings at Benjamin Furly*s, where many of the Towns People, 
and ſome Officers came in; and all were civil. Benjamin Furly , 
or John Claus, (a Friend of Amſterdam) interpreted , when any 
Friend declared. 1 ſpent the next day in Viſiting Friends there, 
and the day following William Penn and I, and ſome other of . 
the Friends, went towards Amſterdam, with ſome Friends of Amſters 
that City, who came to Rotterdam to Condu us thither. We #=- 


took Boat in the Afternoon, and paſſing by a Town called Ozer- ouerkirk, 


kirk, we came to Delft, through which we walked on foot ; clit. 
and then took Boat again to Leyden , where we lodged that Leyden. 
Night at an Iz». This is counted fix Dutch Miles from Rotter + 
dam, which are eighteen Engliſh Miles, and five hours ſail, or 
Travel : for our Boat was drawn by an Horſe that went on 
the ſhore. Next day taking Boat again, we went to Harlem , Harlew, 
fourteen Miles from Leyden, where we had appointed a Meer- 
zng , which proved very large : for many of the Town's People 
came in, and Two of their Preachers ; and the Lord gave us a 
bleſſed Opportunity , not only with reſpe& to Friends , but to 
other ſober People ( Baptiſts and other Prefeyort) that were 
there, and the Meeting ended peaceably and well. After Meet- 
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1677. ing we paſled to Amſterdam, accompanied by ſeveral Friends of 
CAL that City and of Alkmaer , ſome by Wagon, ſome by Boat. 
Amſter- Next day was the Quarterly Meeting at Amſterdam , to which 
— came Friends from Harlem and Rotterdam , and with them thoſe 
Friends of our Company , whom we had left behind at Rotrey- 
dam , viz. Robert Barclay, George Keith and: his Wife, &. The 
Meeting was at Gertrude Dirick Nieſo,s houſe, and a very large 
and ſerviceable Meeting it was : for both William Penn and I 
were drawn forth to open many things concerning the Order of 
the Goſpel, and to ſhew the benefir and ſervice of Nearly, Quar- 
zerly, and Monthly Meetings of Men and Women. We had ano- 
ther Meeting at Gertrude's the ext day, more publick , and very 
large, at which were Profeſſors of ſeveral forts, unto whom the 
Way of Life and Salvation was largely and livingly opened ; 
which they hearkned very attentively to, none making any Ok- 
jeCtion, to what was declared. In the Aftermoo» we had ano- 
ther Meeting in the ſame place, but leſs, and more private. The 
day following we had a Meeting of Frienas only , wherein by 
Joint Agreement of Friexas were ſettled ſeveral Meetings, towir, 
Monthly, Quarterly, and a Yearly Meeting , to be held at Amſter- 
dam for Friends in all the United Provinces of Holland, and in 
Embden, the Palatinat, Hamborongh, Frederick-ſtadt, Danzick and 
| other places in and about Germany; which Friends were very glad of, 
il . and it hath been of great ſervice to Truth. 
il Next day an Exerciſe came upon me concerning that deceitful 
Spirit, which wrought in ſome amongſt Friends, to make Divi- 
ſions in the Church: and the Care of the Churches being upon me, 
I was moved to Write a tew Lines to warn Friezds of it, as fol-

Next day John Claws and I took Boat, and paſſed to Buyckſlote, 
and thence to Purmerent ; where having ſtayed awhile, and re- 
freſh:d our ſelves at an Iz», we went by Wagon through the 
Country to Almier, about Thirty Mites from Amſterdam. We 
went to a Frizad's houſe there, whoſe name was Wille Wil- 
{ems, where I had a Meeting that night. I had alſo another 
Meeting there next day, which was larger: for ſeveral Profeſſors 
came to the Mezting ; and all was quiet and well. When the 
Meeting was done, I went and vilited ſome Friends, and then, 
taking Boat, paſſed-by ſeveral places to Hoorz, which is count- 
ed the chief City in North-Hollaud, We lodged at an 127 there 
that night: and taking Wagon again early next Morning, we 
paſled through the Country to Excthauyſen, where we took Ship 
for Friezland; and landing in the Afternoon at Workum , took 
Wagon there again, and rode along upon the high Bank of the 
Friezen Seas, till we met Two Friends coming with a Wagon to 
meet us: with whom ( diſcharging our Wagon at Mackum , a 
Village hard by) we weat, in their Wagon, to Harlingen , the 
chief Sea-port-Town in Friezlaud, We went to a Friena's houle, 
whole Name was Heſſel Facobs, whither ſeveral Friends came to 
Viſit us that night. Next day we went among the Friezds of 
the place, and Viſited them; and I wrote a Paper, directed, 
= all them, that perſecute Friends for not obſerving their Fa##-

The day following was the Fir/?-day of the Week, and Friends 
had a Meeting there, ro which we went; and many Profeſſors 
came to it. I declared the Everlaſting Goſpel amongit them , 
John Claus interpreting, and they were all very Civil, and heard 
attentively : and when the Meeting was done, departed peace- 
ably, without making any Oppoſition. After Meeting 1 went ro 
Heſje{ Facobs his houſe again, whither after a while came a Ca!- 
viniſt , tO ask me ſome Qxeſtions, which I anſwered to his ſa- 
tisfaction ; and he departed friendly. Soon after he was gone, 

| a Preacher 
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a Prexchey of the Collegians came to diſcourſe with me, and he r 6 7 7, 
ſcemed well ſatisfied allo, and we parted lovingly. That Even- vw— 
ing I had another Meetzng with the Friends there, and next Harlingen. 
Morning, when we had taken our Leave of them, we paſſed to 
Leuvarden, the chief City in Friezland, and lodged that night Leuws:- 
at a Friend's houſe there, whoſe Name was Sybranud Dower. den. 

Next Morning early, taking Boat, we paſſed to Dockum, and Dockurs. 
walking through the City, took Boat again to Strobzs , which Strobus: 
is the utmoſt part of Friezland. There we baited, at a Commiſſa: | 
ry's houſe: and then taking Boat again, we paſſed to Groningen, Groningen 
the chief City of the Province of Groningland. One of the Ma- 
giftrates of that City came with us from Lewwarden, with whom 
I bad ſome diſcourſe on the way ; and he was very loving. We 
walked near Two Miles through the City ; and then took Boar 
tor Delfziel ; and paſſing, in the Evening, through a Town Pclfziel 
called Appingdalem , where had been a great Horſe- Fair that day, —- 
there came many Officers ruſhing into the Boat, and being ſome- 
what in drink, they were very Rude. I ſpake to them, exhort- 
ing them to fear the Lord, and beware of Solomon*s vanities. 

They were a ſort of boiſterous Fellows; yet they were {pme- 

what more Civil afterwards. We landed at Delſfzzel about the ; 
Tenth hour at night, having travelled much about Fifty Engliſh 

Miles that day. We went to an 1z»to Lodge; and as we pal- 

ſed through the Guards, they Examined John Claus, whether I 

was not a Militia-Souldier ? and when he had told them, that [ 

was not, they let us paſs peaceably on. 

This City Delfziel ſtands on the River Eems, over which we | 
paſſed next day to the City Embaen, a Place, where Friends had Embden, 
been cruelly perſecuted, and from which they had: been often 
baniſhed, 1 went to an I1”», wherel ſtay'd and dined with ſome 

. men, that underſtood Ex2/iſh, with whom I had a fine time, 
and they were loving. Mean while John Claus went with his 

| Wife to her Fathers, who lived in Embden ; whither, after I had 
dined, I went alſo ; underſtanding, the 0/4 Mar was defirous to 

ſee me. In the Afternoon Fohn Claze and 1 walked through the 

City, to the place where the Wagon, which he had hired, was 
| to meet us : and while we tarried for it, the Fr:ends, that were 
| in the City, came to the houſe, where we were, and there we 

had a little Meeting. When the Meeting was over , and the 

Wazoz came not, we ſent to know the Reaſon: and the Ma- 
fter of the Wagon ſent us word, that he durſt not let his Wager 

go; for the Biſhop of Muznſter's Souldiers were up in the Coun-

| being diſappointed of our paſſage, we returned to Fohs Claus his

WV zeren, where hiring another Wagon, we paſſed through the 
Deteren. Country to another Garriſoz?d Town, where we were very {trict- 
Apre, ly Examined. From thence we paſſed unto pre, in the Ki7zg of 
Denmark's Country, where we lodged that night. In our Travel 
this day, we met the Earl of O!/denburgh, going to the Treaty of 
Peace at Lembachie, 
Next day, hiring another Wagoz, we paſſed through the Coun- 
Olden- try tothe City Oldenbrureh, lately a great and famous Place, but 
burgn- then burnt down ; and but few houles left ſtanding in it. At 
| this place we hired another Wagon, and went through the Coun- 
4" ag try to Del/menhurſt : where, after we had been Examined by the 
* Guards, we went to a Burger-Maſter's to lodge, whoſe houſe was 
an Izx. And there being many People, I declared the Way of 
Truth to him and them, Warning them all of the Day of the 
Lord, that was — upon all Evil-avers. 
Germany, From hence we paſled next day by Wagon to Brewex, which 
Bremen. js a ſtately City in Germany ; and from thence, after a double 
= wo Examination, we went by Wagon to a Water called Overdelerd, 
riſher- and fhere took Boat to Fiſher-holder : Where finding pretty ma- 
holder. ny People together, I declared the Way of God to them, and 
exhorted them to fear the Lord, There we took Wagon again, 
Marte and travelled in the Biſhop of Munſter's Country, to a place cal- 
Cloſter- led Clofterſeven : and having no Inclination to {tay there, we got 
ſeven. freſh Horſes there, intending to travel all night, Accordingly 
we went out a little way; but it quickly grew ſo dark, and rain- 
ed ſo hard, that we thought it beſt to turn back again thither : 
for our Wagon being open, we had no defence againſt the Rain ; 
and our Cloaths were already wet with the Razz, that had fal- 
len for ſeveral days before. So we went back to an 1m, and 
got a little freſh S:raw ; upon which we lay, till about break of 
day : and then ſet out in our Wagon again, and travelled through 
Buxtchude the Country to the City of Buxtehude. 

The People in the B:ſhop of Munfter's Country were very dark : 
and as we paſſed amongſt them, I preached Truth to them, 
warning them of the Great and Notable Day of the Lord ; and 
exhorting them to ſoberzeff, and to mind the good Spirit of Goa 
in themſelves. | 

It was on the Fir/?-day of the FYeek, that we went through 
this City Buxtehude ; and without the Walls was a great Fazr of 
Sheep and Geeſe that day. We ſtayed but a little, to refreſh our 

Hambo. ſelves, and went on as faſt as we could to Hamborongh , partly 
rougt. by Wagon, and partly by Water. 

We got to Hamborough time enough to get a Meeting there 
that Evening ; and a good and glorious Meeting it was. There 
were at it, amongſt others, a Baptii#-Teachey and his Wife, and 
a Great Man of Swedez and his Wife ; and all was quiet, blefſed 
be the Lord, whoſe Power was Exalted over all: Yet a dark, 

* hard place this is; and the People are much ſhut up from 
: Truth, 
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At Hamboronzh there was a Woman, that had ſpoken againſt x 6 7 7, 
me, in John Perrot's time ( though ſhe had never feen me, till WW 
now) and ſhe had been troubled for it ever ſince ; and now was Hambo- 
glad of an Opportunity to acknowledge her Fant: which ſhe = 
very readily did ; and I did as readily and freely forgive her. 

We ſtayed that night at Hamborongh,encouraging and ftrengthen=- 
ing the Friends there in the Teſtimony to the Truth ; and betimes 
next Morning we ſet forward towards Frederick ftadr, which is 
Two long days Journey from Hamborough. We went the Firſt- 
day to a Town called E/mſhoory, where we baited; and then Elm 
rode on through a Garriſon-Town of the King of Denmark's : and 
paſſing by the Monument of the Earl of Rauſenny , Wwe came to Rantzow] 
the City of I1:zc<ho, where we lodged that night; and I had cho- 
{ome Service in the Evening, among the People in the Iz, 
whom 1 exhorted to ſ{oberneſs, and to live in the Fear of the 
Lord, Next Morning ſetting out again, we travelled to a Town 
called Hoohenhorn, where we dined at an Iz» with one of the Hoghen? 
Council of Frederick-ſtadt ; to whom, and to the reſt of the 
People preſent, I declared the Truth, with which they ſeemed 
to be ate&ed. Then travelling on, we came to a River called 
Exder, where we took Boat, and {o went to Frederick-ſtadt. We The Rivet 
went to a Friend's houſe there, whoſe name is William Pauls Fe. 
where ſeveral Friends came to us ( for there is a pretty many ſtadt- 
Friends 1n that City ) and we had a fine, refreſhing Meeting to- 
gether that Evening ; which made us forget our Wearizefs : for 
we were indeed very weary , having travelled hard thoſe Two 
days; and being Wet through our Cloaths, having had much 
Rain 1n our Opex Wagons. But the Lord made all eafie and good 
to us: and we were well, and glad to ſee Friends ; blefſed be 
his holy name for ever ! | 

. This City is in the Duke of Holſteyz's Conntry, who would noliieis; 
have baziſhed Friends out of the City and Country , and did ſend | 
to the Magiſtrates of the City to do it: But they ſaid , they ; 
would lay down their Offices rather, than they would do it, in- 
aſmuch as Friends came to that City to enjoy the Liberty of their 
Conſciences, And not long after , the Duke himſelf was baniſhed 
out of that City, by the Kzng of Denmark : but Friends do ftill 
enjoy their Liberty there, and Truth and they are of good Report 
amonglt the People, both in City and Country. 

Oa the Firſt-day of the Week I had a Meeting here, to which 
many People came, and ſome rough Spirits : but the Power of the 
Lord bound them down, and the Seed of Life was ſet over all. 
While I was here, I had a Diſcourſe with a Few, that was a 
Levite, concerning the Coming of the Meſſiah; and he was 
much confounded, in what he ſaid: Yet he carried himſelf lo- 
vingly , and Invited me to his houſe: I went thither, and there 
I diſcourſed with another Few , who ſhewed me their Talmud, 
and many other Jewiſh Books : but they are very dark, and do not 
underſtand their own Prophets, 
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There was at this City a Baptiſt-Teacher, who had reproached 
and belied Friezds: wherefore John Claus went, with Two Friends 
of the Town, to the houſe, where he lodged, and cleared Truth 
and Friends from lis Reproaches, and laid his Lies and Slanders 
upon his own head, to his ſhame. 

Before we left this Place, I had another Meeting with the 
Frieads only, wherein I laid before them the Uſefulne(s and Bes 
nefit of a Monthly-Meeting, for the looking after the Poor , and 
taking care, that Marriages, and all other things relating to the 
Church, were done and performed in an orderly Manner: and 
the thing Anſwered the Witneſs of God in their Conſciences, lo that 
they readily Conſented , and Agreed to have Monthly Meeting s 
thence-forward amongſt themſelves, that both Men and Women 
might look after, and take care of the outward Concerns of the 
Church. 

After this Meeting, feeling my ſpirit clear of that place, we 
took leave of Friends there ( whom we left in good Order ) and 
not intending to go further that way, we turned beck again for 
Hamborough, When we had travelled one days Fonrney, and came 
to an zz at night to Lodge, I inquired there , whether there 
were any tender People in the Town , that feared God, or that 
had a mind to diſcourſe of the things of God ? but the Iz; keeper 
told me, there were few ſuch in that Town. Next night we got 
to Hamborough; and having paſſed the Guards, we went to a 
Friend's houſe, being very Weary: for we had been up thoſe 
Two Mornings before the third hour, and had travelled each day 
hard and late. Here we met with John Hil, an Enzliſh Friend, 
who had been travelling in Germany ; and being in a Ship bound 
for 4mſterdam, that waited for a Wind, he had lain ſick on board 
her about zwo weeks ; and now hearing, that I was in the Coun: 
try, got off from the Ship, and came hither to mcet me, and 
to go along with me. 

The next day after we came to Hamborough, we had a very 
g00d Meeting there, and very peaceable. After the Meeting I 


had Dyfcourſe with a Swede, an Eminent man in his own Coun: 


try; who having been baniſhed from thence upon the Accoune 


. of his Religion, was come to Hamborough, and was at the Meer- 


ing 1 had there before. And when I had done with him, I had 
another Diſcourſe wirh a Baptiſf, concerning the Sacraments ( {0 
called :) In both which 1 had good ſervice , having opportunity 
thereby to open Tr#h unto them. 

Being clear of Hamboroygh, we took our Leave of Frzexds there, 
whom we left well: And taking Fohn Hill along with us, we 
paſſed by Boat to a Ci'y in the Duke of Lanenbergh's Country ; 
where after we were Examined by the Guards, we were had to 
the Main-Guard, and there Examined more ftritly : bur after 
they found, that we were not Souldiers, they were Civil to us, 
and let us paſs. In the Afternnoon we travelled by Wages , 
and the Waters being much out, by reaſon of the great Kaias 
that had fallen, when it drew towards night , we hired a Boy 
upon the Way to guide us through a great Water, that we had 
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to paſs. When we came to it, the Water was fo deep, before 167 7. 
we could come at the Bridge, that the Wagorer was fain to ww 
wade, and I drove the Wager. But when we were come upon Lunen- 
the Bridge, the Horſes brake part of it down, and one of them "8s. 
fell into the Water ; the Wagon ſtanding upon that part of the © 
B-id:e, which remained unbroken : and 1t was the Lord's merc 

to us, that the Wagon did not run into the Brook, When they 

had gor the Horſe out, he lay a while, as if he had been dead : 

but at length they got him up, and put him to the Wagon a- 

gain, and laid the Planks right; and then (through the goodnels 

of the Lord to us) we got fafe over. 

After this we came to another Water, which finding to be 
very deep, and it being in the night, we hired 7wo Mer to help 
us through. Theſe men put Cords to the Wagon, to hold it by, 
that the force of the Water might not drive it beſide the way. 

But when we came 1nto it, the Stream was fo ſtrong, thar it 
took up one of the Horſes oft his legs, and was carrying him 
- down the Stream; which I ſeeing , called to the Wagozer, to 
pluck him to him by his Reins, which he did, and the Horſe 
recovered his Legs, and ſo with much difficulty we got over 
the Bridge, and went to Bormer-haven, the Town where the Wa- gg, 
goaer lived. It was the aſt day of the ſixth Month, that we eſca- haven. 
ped theſe dazgers; and it being about the eleventh hour in the 
night, when we came in here, we got ſome frh ſtraw, and lay 
upon it, till about the fourth how in the Morning : and then get- 
ting up, we fer forward again towards Bremen , going part of 
the way by Wagor, and part by Boat, In the way I had good 
Opportunities to publiſh Truth among the People, eſpecially at 
a Market-Town, where we fſtay'd to Change our Paſſage ; where A, 
I declared the Truth to the People, warning them of the Day of 
the Lord, that was coming upon all Fleſh ; and Exhorting them 
to Righteouſneſs, and telling them, that God was come to Teach 
his People himſelf, and that they ſhould turn to the Lord, and 
hearken to the Teachings of his Spirit 1n their own hearts. 

At Bremen we were Examined (as we uſually were in C:z/es Bremen; 
and Garrifon-Towns) and after that we went to an 1zz, and 
ſtay'd a while, till another Wagon was provided to carry us fur- 
ther. And here, though I felt the Lord's Power was over the 
City, and kept the wicked and unruly Spirits down, yet my 
Spirit ſuffered much in this place, for the Peoples ſake. When 
our Wagon was ready, we left Bremen, and travelled through 
the Country to Reby, where we lodged at an 1zz that night, and Keby: 
early next Morning ſet forth for Oldenburgh; which was a la- Olden- 
mentable ſight, to ſee ſo great and brave a Ciry burnt down, **#Þ: 
We went to an 12», and though it was the Firſft-day of the Week, 
there were the Souldiers drinking , and playing at Shovel-board ; 
and at thoſe few Houſes, that were left, the Shops were open, 
and the People Trading one with another. I was moved to 
ſpeak to the People, and declare the Truth among them , and 
warn them of the Judgments of God: And though they heard 
me quietly, and were civil towards me; yet I was bardened yy_ 
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1 6 7 7. their WY ickedneff. And many times in Mornings, Noons and Night?, 
—SYVW.at the 12s, and on the Ways, as I travelled, I ſpake to the 
Oiden- People , preaching the Truth to them, and warning them of the 
burgh. Day of the Lord, and Exhorting them to turn to the Light and 
Spirit of God in themſelves, that thereby they might be led ovt 
of Ewv1l, 
Next day, paſſing through many great Waters, we came at 
Leer. Night to Leer, and the day following to Emvden, where John 
Embden. Clays his Wife's Father lived: at whoſe houſe; when we went 
up into Germany, we left a Toung-man lick, who travelled with 
me, and uſtd to write for me; whom now, at our Return, we 
found pretty well recovered. John Clans went to his Father-in. 
lay's; Tohn Hill and I to an Inn, where we dined : and after 
dinner we went alſo to John Clans his Father's , and hada good 
Meeting there in the Evening. | 
The day following we took ſhipping at Embden, and paſſed 
Delfyiey, to Delfzzel, and went to an Im», where a Friend came to us, - 
that then lived in Delfziel, having been often Baniſhr trom Emb- 
den : He was a Goldſmith by Trade, and had an Houſe and Shop 
in Embden ; and ſtill, as they baniſhed him, he went again. Then 
they Impriſozed him, and fed him with bread and water; and at 
- length took his Goods from him, and Bazniſhed him, his Wife and 
Children ; leaving them neither place to come to, nor any thing 
to ſubſiſt on. We Comforted and Encouraged him in the Lora, 
Exhorting him to be faithful, and ſtand ftedfaſt in the Teſtimo- 
By committed to him. And when we had taken our Leave of 
Groningen. him, we took Boat , and paſſed the ſame day to Groningen , 
where we met with Corzelius Andries, a Friend, that had allo 
ſuffered much by 1mpriſonment and Baniſhment at Embden, We, 
went with him to his houſe; and the zext day we had a good 
Meeting in that City, to which ſeveral Profeſſors came , and 
were very peaceable and attentive. After Meeting we paſſed by 4 
Strolus Boat to Strobus , and fo to Dockum, where we lodged that night 
Dockum, at an 1”, And taking Boat again next morning , we paſſed to | 
Leawar. Leuwarden, the chief City of Friczland, where I found my daugh- 
den, ter Teomaxs, who was come from Amſterdam thither to meet me, 
That day we had a precious Meeting there, at Sybrand Dowe's 
houſe ; and after the Meeting 1 had fome Diſcourſe with ſome, 
that were at the Meeting, who had been formerly Convinced of | 
Truth; but were not come into Obedience to it. We ſtayed there | 
that night; but John Hill left us, and went that day to Har. 
lingen, and {0 to Amſterdam, ; 
Next day we paſſed away by Boat down the River to the Lake 
Hempen. Of Hempen-Sarmer, and thence by the Lake Lugmer, and fo toa 
Sarmer, Town called Anderigo: from whence failing through the Lake 
— Whiſpool, we came to a Town called Gardich, It was within | 
_ Whiſpcal, Night, when we came thither, and we went, and lodged at an 
Gardick. 1#5 : and the next day , being the Firſt-day of the Week, we were 
at. Friends-Meeting there , which was very large, many of the - | 
Towns-People coming in: Amongſt whom I declared the Truth, | 
in the Power of the Lord, that was upon me ; which gy 4 
| the | 
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the People, and they were very ſober. After the Meeting we x 6 79. 
ſtayed but a little while to refreſh our ſelves ; and then went Sv 
to take Boat again : but the People obſerving us, gathered toge- Gardick. 
ther at a Bridge, where we were to pals ; and there I ſpake un- 
to them again, declaring the Way of Life and Salvation unto them : 
and they were very Attentive and Civil. | 
We took Boar, and went back that Evening to Lenwarden,being Leuward*'s 
27 Mil:s: but before we could get thither, the Gates were ſhur, 
and the Bridges drawn up, ſo that we could not get into the Ci- 
ty; but were fain to lye in the Boat all night. And the next 
Morniag, there having been a Maz killed in the City that night, 
it was late, before the Gates were opened. When we could get 
in, we went to a Friend's houſe, where we ſtay'd a while ; and 
then, taking Boat again, we paſſed through Frazeker to Harlingen, Francker. 
to Heſſe! Facobs , where' we found ſeveral Dutch Friends, who gen. 
were come to be at the Meeting there next day. In the Even- 
ing William Penny came to us from Amſterdam, who returning 
zw0 or three days before out of Germanry, had been at a large 
Meeting at Amſterdam on the Firſt-aay; and after Meeting, un- 
derſtanding I was at Harlingen, came thither to me. 
| The next day was the Monthly Meeting for the Men and Wo- 
men , to which we went; and it was large and good. And there 
it was Agreed upon amoneg(t Fricnds, That there ſhould be a Meet - 
ing held there once a Month, both for the Men and for the Women, 
to take care of the outward Concerns of the Church, 
In the Afternoon we had a publick Meeting, to which came 
People of ſeveral ſorts, as Socinians, Baptiſts, Lutherans, &c. a- 
monglt which was a Door of Phyſick, and a Prieft. And after 
I had declared the Truth a pretty large time to the People, open - 
ing unto them the happy Eſtate, that Man and Woman were in, 
whilſt they kept under God's Teaching , and abode in the Para- 
| diſe of God; and on the other hand, the Wo and Miſery that 
| came upon them, when they went from God's Teaching, and 
hearkning to the Serpents Teaching, tranſgreſſed God's Command, 
and were driven out of the Paradiſe of God: And then came 
| to ſet forth the Way, whereby Man and Woman might come 
| into that happy Eftate again. The Prieſt, an ancient, grave Man, 
ſtood up, juſt as I had done ſpeaking , and putting off his Hat , 
laid, I pray God to proſper and confirm that Doitrine, for it is Truth, 
| and 1 bave nothing againſt it, He would willingly have ſtay'd 
| longer, until the Meeting had been ended ; but being a Pariſh- 
| Prieft, and to preach that Evening, he could not ſtay longer , 
(the time for his own Worſhip being come :) Wherefore, when 
he had made Corfeſſion to the Truth, he haſtned away , that he 
might come to the Meering again; and did come , it ſeems to 
| the Meeting-place, but the Meeting was ended firſt. Aﬀter Meet- 
; | ing we went to Heſſel Jacobs, where T had a Meeting with Frieaas ; 
and the Door of Phyſick came thither to diſcourſe with Milz- 
| am Penn, who had a good opportunity to open Truth to him. 
By this DgFor the Prieſt ſent his Love to me, wiſhing him to 
tell me, that he had left Preaching that Evening half an hour 
looner, thanthe uſed to do, that he might havs come to our

ing glad of our ſafe Return. Next day, feeling a Concern up- 
on my mind , with relation to thoſe ſedcing Spirits, that made 
Diviſion among Friends; and being ſenſible, that they endea- 
voured to infinuate themſelves into the affeiF:onate part, I was

© Women, being thereby ſet free from him that is out of the 
«Truth ; that walking in the Truth , they may Anſwer the Wiz-

*to do, and ſetteth up their Spirits on float , with the dark 
© Wiſdom, to deſtroy the Simple. And this Spirit is managed by 
© the Prince of the Air, and leadeth ſome to do ſuch things, 
© which they would have been aſhamed to have done, as mer, 
© which doth Uzman them : and they would not have {uffered 
© them, if they had kept to the tender P7zzciple of God, which 
© leadeth to Peace. And it is a deſpiſing, backbiring , and a ſecrets 
« whiſpering Spirit, and a Sower of Diſſenſion, and a taker of ad- 
© vantage of all prejudiced Spirits, that are diſobedicnt to their 
© firſt Principle and Love of Truth, and begetteth into hatred ; ſo

: © and that your Imward man, which is after God , may be pre- 
* ſerved; and Chriſt may reign in all your hearts. And they 
F © that are joined with them, it will be very hard for them ever 
© to come down to Truth in themſelves, and to ſce their own 
* Conditions, and to have that Spirit of Strife and Contention 
© ( which eateth as a Canker) to be brought down in them; 
© which is carnal, and ſlayeth the tender Babe, which was once 
© begotten in themſelves : and the Phi/;tize is got up in them, 
* that ſtoppeth the Mel's and Sprizgs, and maketh a great Bulle ; 
* and are crying up Men, and pleading for them inſtead of _

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1677.* And fo, Friends, ſtrive not with them ; but let them take them,

* and Dominioz in Chriſt, your Head. And ſo the God of Peace

© out of and from that miſchievous Spirzt, which 1s 1dle and 
© flothful, as to the Work of the Power, and Spirit, and Light 
* of God and Chriſt; and its very Act 1s that which worketh

© to ſet up it ſelf, and in that to have peace: but Deſtrutt:on will

© who have a more ſceming fair Onrſide, but foul, and rough,

* were the Phariſees to deſtroy it: And they , under a pretence 
* of Preaching Chriſt, are the men, that are the Deſtrozcrs 
© and Cracifiers of him, and K/zlrs of the Juſt not only in them-

* others , where it is born; Pharaoh and Herod, to {ay the yourg

After 1 had given forth the fore-going Epiſtle , whereby my 
Spirit was in ſome meaſure eaſed of the Weight , that lay upon 
it; I went in the Afternoon to the Monthly Meeting of Friends 
at Amſterdam, where the Lord was preſent with us, and refreſh- 
ed our Spirits together in himſelf. : 

I thought to have gone next -day to Harlem ; but there being 
a Faſt appointed to be kept that day, 4 was ſtopped in my Spz- 
rit, and moved to ſtay at Friends Meeting that day at Amſterdam. 
We had a very large Meeting, a great Concourſe of People 
coming to it; and among(t them many great Perſons. The Lord's 
Power was over the Meeting; and in the Openings thereof I was 
moved to declare to the People, © That no man by all his wiz and 
* ſtudy, nor by reading Hiſtory 1n his own Will, could declare or 
| * know the Gezeration of Chriſt, who was not begotten by the 
* Will of Maz, but by the Will of God. After I had largely o- 
© pened this unto them, I ſhewed them the Difference between 
| © the true Faſt, and the falſe; manifeſting unto them , that the 
| © profe(t Chriians, Fews and Turks were out of the true Faſt, and 

© faſted for ſtrife and debate, being under the Band and Fiſts of 
| © Iniquity and Oppreſſion , wherewith they were ſmiting one ano-.

* chough they did all appear to men to Faſt, and did hang down 
* rheir Heads for a aay, like a Bulruſh, yet that was not the Faſt 
|: * which God did accept : but in that ſtate all their Boxes were 
* dry; and when they called upon the Lord, he did not Anſwer 
* them, neither did their Health grow: for they kept their own 
© Faſt, and not the Lord's. And there I exhorted them to come 
* and keep the Lord's Faſt, which was to faſt from Sin and 
* Tniquity, from Strife and Debate, from Violence and Oppreſſion, 
* and to abſtain from every Appearance of Evil. Theſe things 
were opened to the aſtoniſhment of the Faſters; and the Meet- 


ing ended peaceably and well. \ 
| I went to Harlem the day following, having before appointed yarleni, 
, a Meeting to be there that day. Peter Hendricks and Gertrude 


Dirick Nizſon went with me; and a bleſſed Meeting we had. 
There were at the Meeting Profeſſors of ſeveral ſorts, and a Przeff 
| of the LZutherars, who late very Attentive for ſeveral hours , 

while I declared the Truth amongſt them ; GertrudeTnterpreting. 
| When the Meeting was done, the Prieſt {aid ; That he had heard 
| nothing, but what was according to the Word of God; and deſired , 
| That the Bleſſing of the Lord might reſt upon us, and our Aſſemblies. 
Others allo confeſſed to the Truth, ſaying ; They had never heard 
| things ſo plainly opened to their underſtandings before.

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1677. We ſtayed that night at Harlem at a Friend's houſe, whoſe 

WYV name was Dirick KJaſſen ; and returning next day to Amſterdazy, 

Amfter- went to Gertrude's houſe: where we had not been long come in, 

4m. before there came a Prie## of great note, who had formerly be- 
longed to the Emperor of Germany ; and with him another Ger- 
maz Prieſt, deſiring to have ſome Conference with me. $0 I took 
the Opportunity to declare the Way of Truth unto them; open- 
ing unto them, how they might come to know God and Chriſt , 
and his Law and Goſpel : and ſhewing them, that they could ne- 
ver know it by ſtudy, nor by Philoſophy ; but by Divize Revela- 
tion through the Spirit of God, opening unto them in the fti/nef 
of their Minds, The men were tender, and went away well fatil- 
fied. 

On the Firſt-dzy of the Week following, I was at Friends 
Meeting at Amſterdam , where, amonglt the ſeveral forts of Pro. 
feſſors , that were preſent, there was a Dodor of Poland, who 
for his Religion was baniſhed from the place, he lived in; and 
he being ateCted with the Teſtimony of Truth, thar was born 
in the Meeting, came after the Meeting, to have ſome Diſcourſe 
with me: and after we had been ſome time together, and I 
had opened things further to him ; he went away very Tender 
and Loving. 

Now while I was at Amſterdam, IT ſpent moſt of my time (ex- 
cept it were, when I was at Friends Meetings, or when People 
came to ſpeak with me) in Writing Books, Papers, or Epiſtles on 
Truth's behalf, For I writ ſeveral Epiſtles from Amſterdam to 
Friends in Enzland and elſewhere, on ſeveral Occaſions, as the 
Lord moved me by his Spirit thereunto. I writ alſo from thence 
A Warning to the Inhabitants of the City Oldenburgh, which was 
Lately burnt down: Alſo 4 Warning to the Inhabitants of the Ci- | 
7y of Hamborough. I writ alſo an Epi#le to the Ambaſſadors, 
that were treating a. Peace at Nimmeguen, To the Magiſtrates 
and Prieſts of Embden I writ a Book, ſhewing them their Uz+ 
chriſtian Praſtices in perſecuting Friends, And ſeveral other Books 
I writ there, in Azfwer to Prieſts and others, of Hamboroneh , 
Dantzick, and other places, to Clear the Truth and Friexas trom 
their falſe Charges and Slanders, 

After ſome time George Keith and William Penn came back 
from Germany to Suferdas, and had a Diſpute with one Galexwu; 
Abrahams ( one of the moſt noted Baptiſts in Holland ) at which 
many Profeſſors were preſent : But not having time to finiſh the 
Diſpute then, they met again two days after ; and the Baptiſt was 
much Coxfounded, and Truth gained ground. Between theſe 7s 
Diſputes we had a very great Meeting at Friends Meeting. Place , 
at which many huxdreds of the World's People were, and ſome 
of high Raxk in the World's Account: for there was an £ar/, 
and a Lord, and divers other Eminent Perſons, who all behaved 
themſelves very Civilly. But when the Meeting was ended, ſome 
Prieſts began to make ſome Oppoſition 3 which when William Pexa 
underſtood, he ſtood up again, and anſwered them to the great 
ſatisfattion of the People ; who were much affeted with the af 
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veral q too pd that they had heard declared. And after the x 6 2 
Meeting leveral of them came to Gertrude's, where we were,with WWW 
whom George Keith had much Diſcourſe in Latin, Amſter« 

Having now finiſhed our Service at Amſterdam, we took Leave nancy 
of the Friends there, and paſſed by Wagon to Leyden, which is Leyden, 
about 2s Miles; where we ſtayed a day or-zwo, ſeeking out and 
viliting ome reader People, that we heard of there, We met 
thete with a Germs, who was partly Convinced; and he In- 
fotined us of ah Eminent May, that was inquiring after Trath. 
Some ſought him out, and viſited him, and found him a Seriozs 
Mar; and I ſpake to him, and he owned the Truth. William 
Pens and Benjamin Fnrly went to viſit another Great May, that 
lived a little out of Leydez, who, they ſaid, had been Gereralto 
the K7zg of Denmark's Forces ; and he and his wife were very lo- 
ving to them,” and heard the Trath with Joy. 

From Leyden we went to the Hague, where the Prizce of O- Hague. 
range then kept his Conrt;, and we viſited one of the Jadges of 
Holland , with whom we had pretty much Diſcourſe. He was a 
Wiſe, Tender man, and put many Objedtions and Queries to us; 
which when we had anſwered , he was ſatisfied , and parted 
with us in much Love. Then leaving the Hague, we went to 
Delft , and from thence that night to Rotterdam, where we ſtay'd Delt. 
ſeveral days, and had ſeveral Meetetgs there. While I was here, NID 
I gave forth a Book for the Fews: with whom, when I was at 
Amſterdam, I had a deſire to have had ſome Diſcourſe; but they 
would not. Here alſo I reviewed ſeveral other Books and Pa- 
mw which I had given forth before, and were now Trazſcri- 

ed, 

And now finding our Spirits Clear of the Service , which the 
Lord had given us to do in Holland, we took Leave of : Friends 
of Rotterdam, and paſſed by Boat to the Brze/, in order to take 
Paſſage that day in the Packet-Boat for England ; ſeveral Friends 
of Rotterdaz accompanying us, and ſome of Amſterdam , who 
were come to ſee us again, before we left Hollavd. But the 
Packet-Boat not coming 1n till night, we were fain to lodge that 
night at the Briel : and next day, being the Oxe and twertzeth of 
the Fig4th Month, and the Firſt-day of the Week, we went on 
Board, and ſet Sail about the Texth hour , viz. William Penn , 

; aka Keith and T, and Gertrude Dirick Nieſon , with her Chil 
ren. | 

We were in all about ſixty Paſſengers, and had a /oug and ha- 
24r40us Paſſage : for the Winds were contrary to us, and the 
Weather ſtoriny; the Boat alſo very /eaty, infomuch, that we 
were fain to have to Plumps continually going both day and 
zight; fo that it was thought , there was twice as much Water 
plumped out, as the Yeſſe! would.have held. But the Lord, who 
is able to make the ſtormy Minds to ceaſe, and the Raging Waves 
of the Sea to be calm, yea to raiſe them, and ſtop them at his 
pleaſure, he alone did preſerve us: praiſed be his Name for e- 
ve: ! Though our Paſſage was hard, yet we had a fine time, and 
good Service for Truth on Bcard among the Paſſengers, ſome 
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x 6 7 7.of whom were a fort of great Folks ; and they were very kind 
WVV and loving. We arrived at Harwich on the 23th of the 8h 
Harwich. Month at night, having been Two Nights and almoſt Three Days 
at Sea, Next Morning William Penz and George Keith took 
Horſe for Colcheſter ; but I ſtay'd, and had a Meeting at Harwich : 
and there being no ColcheFter-Coach there, and the Poſt-mafters 
Wife being Unreaſonable in her Demands for a Coach, and de- 
ceiving us of it alſo, after we had hiredit 3 we went toa Friend's 
Houſe about 4 mile and an half off in the Country, and hired 
his Wagon, which we bedded well with Straw , and rode in 
Colcheſter 1 tO Colcheſter, | | 
I ſay'd in Colcheſter, till the Firſt-dazy of the Week , having a 
deſire to be at Friends Meeting there that day ; and a very large 
and weighty Meeting it was : for Friends hearing of my Return 
from Hollazd, flocked in thither from ſeveral parts of the Connrry, 
and many of the Towxs People coming in alſo, it was thought, 
there were about a Thouſand People at the Meeting ; and all was 
peaceable. Then having ſtay'd 4 day or two longer at Colcheſter, 
having Service amongſt the Friends there , I travelled through 
Eſſex. Eſſex, viſiting Friends at Halied, Braintree, Felſted and Saling , 
_ and having Meetivgs with them. At Chelmsford I had a Meeting 
raintree. » . . : . 
Felſted, 1N the Evening; and there being many Friends Priſoners, they 
Saling. got liberty, and came to the Meeting : and we were well refreſh- 
£cms- edtogether in the Lord, Next day,being the 9th of the 9th Menth,l 
London, got to London, where Friends received me with great Joy ; and 
on the Firſt-day following went to Gracious ſtreet Meeting, where 
the Zord viſited us with his refreſhing Preſence, and rhe Glory 
of the Lord ſurrounded the Meeting ; praiſed be the Lord ! 
After I had been a little while in Zondon, I writ the follow- 
ing Letter to my Wife, whom (though I had written to her 


ſeveral times out of Holland) I had not written to, fince I came 
into Englana. 


Dear Heart, 
, T O whom is my Love, and to the Children, and to all 
G the reſt of Friexds, in the Lords Truth, Power and Seed, 
* that 1s over all; Glory to the Lord, and bleſſed be his Name 
* for ever beyond all words, who hath carried me through, and 
* over manly Trials and Dangers in his Eternal Power. I have 
* been Twice at Gracious-ſtreet-Meeting ; and though the oppoſite 
* Spirits were there, yet all was quiet, and the Dew of Heaven 
* fell upon the People , and the Glory of the Zord ſhined over 
*all. Every day I am fain to be at Meetings about Buſinefs, and 
* Sufferings, which are great abroad; and now many Friends are 


* concerned with many Perſons about them : So in haſte, with 
* my Love to you all—— 


London the 24th of the G:F 
9th Month, 1677. 
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About this time I received Letters from New-England, which 
gave account of the Magiſtrates and Rulers cruel and unchriſtian- 
like P roceedings againſt Friends there, whipping and abuling them ve- 
ry ſhamefully : for they whipped many Women-Friends ; and one 
Woman they tied to a Cart, and dragged her along rhe Street, 
ſhe bzing ripped above the waſt. Yea, they whipped ſome Ma- 
fters of Ships, that were not Friends, only for bringing Friends 
thither. And at that very time, while they were per/ſecnting 
Friends in this barbarous manner, the 1zaians flew threeſcore of 
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London. 


their Mer, and took. one of their Captains, and flezed the 5kin off 


of his head, while he was alive , and carried it away in Triumph : 
So that the ſober People ſaid ; The Judgments of God came upon 
them for perſecuting the Quakers: but the blind, dark Prieſts ſaid ; 
It was, becauſe they did not perſecute them enough. So a great Ex- 


erciſe I had in ſeeking Relzef here for our poor ſuffering Friends. 


there, that they might not Iye under the Rod of the Wicked, 
Upon this and other Services for Truth, to get Friends ſuffer- 
ings in ſeveral places taken off, I ſftay'd in London a month or 
five weeks, viſiting Meetings, and helping and incouraging Friezds 
to labour for the deliverance of their ſuffering Brethrea in other 
parts. Afterwards I went down to Kzzg/ton, and viſited Friexds 
there, and there-away. And having (tay'd a little among Fries 
there, over-looking a Boot, which I had then ready to go tothe

a Meeting be Appointed on purpoſe ſome other day. So Friends 
offered them to give them a Meering another day : and at length 
it was Agreed to be at Thomas Ellwood's the week following. Ac- 
cordingly Friends met them there, and the Meeting was 1n the 
Barn (for there came ſo many, both of Friexds, and of them, 
that the Houſe could not receive them :) So after we had fate a 
while, they began their Fangling ; and molt of their Arrows were 
ſhot at me : but the Lord was with me, and gave me ſtrength 
in his Power to caſt back their Darts of Ezvy and Falſhood up- 
on themſelves. And ſo their Obje#ions were Anſwered, and things 
were opened to the People; and a good Opportunity it was, 
and ſerviceable to the Truth : for many that before were weak, 
were now ſtrengthened and confirmed; and ſome that were 
doubting and wavering , were fatisfied and ſettled ; and the 
Faithful Friends were refreſhed and comforted in the ſpringings

Henly. wards went by Canſham to Reading, where I was at Friends 
caulnan. Meeting On the Firſt-dzy of the week; and in the Evening had

a large Meeting with Friends. Next day there being ancther 
Meeting amonglit Friends, concerning ſettling a Womers-Mectiag, | 
{ome of them, that had let in the Spirie of Diviſion, fell into

Truth brought them down. After this Meeting 1 paſſed on 
through the Country, viſiting Friends, and having Meetings a- 
Bark ſhire. mong(t them in ſeveral places, through Barkſhire and Wiltſhire, 
5:4. and fo on till I came to Brito! ; which was on the 24th day of 
the 117th Month, juſt before the Fazy. 

I ſtay'd at Briſtol all the time of the Fair , and ſome time at- | 
ter ; and many {weet and precious Meetings we had there at that 
time 3 Many Friends being there from ſeveral parts of the Nati- 
on, ſome on the account of Trade, and ſome in the Service of 
Truth. And great was the Love and Unity of Friends, that a- 
bode faithful in the Trwth; though ſome , who were gone out 
of the holy Unity, and were run into Strife, Diviſion and Enmi. 
zy, were rude and abuſive to me, and behaved themſelves in a 
very Unchriſtian manner towards me. But the Lord's Power

| minion therein over the rovwgh, rude and unruly Spirits : and 
would leave them to the Lord; who knew my 1ſzzocency , and 
would plead my Cayſe. And the more theſe laboured to Re- 
proach and Vilifie me, the more did the Love of Friends, that

went down one Morning with George Whitehead, to the Parlia- 
mnt-houſe, to Attend upon them on Friends hehalt, on a ſudden 
they were Prorogued, though but for a ſhort time. 

Tearly About two weeks after I came to Loxdon , the Tearly Meeting 

Mees- began; to which Friends came up out of moſt parts of the Na- 
tion; and a glorious heavenly Meeting we had. Oh the Glory, 
Majeſty , Love, Life, Wiſdom and Unity, that was amongſt us ! 
the Power reigned over all, and many Teſtimonies were born 
therein againſt that ungodly Spirit, which ſought to make Repzs 
and Diviſions amongſt the Lord's People : but not one Mouth 
was opened amongſt us in its defence , or on its behalf, Good 
and Comfortable Accounts alſo we had, for the moſt part, from 
Friends in other Countries ; of which I find a brief Account in 
a Letter, which ſoon after I writ to my Wife, the Copy where- 
of here follows :

* places, things concerning Truth and Friends are well : and in thoſe 
* places, the Mens and Womens-Meetings are ſettled ; bleſſed be the 
* Lord. So keep in God's Power and Seed, that is over all, in whom

* Chriſtian Liberty to Serve and Worſhip God under thy Domini- 
* 0x : For our Principle leads us not to do any thing prejudicial to 
© the Kzzg or his People. For we are a People, that do exer- 
© ciſe a good Conſcience towards God through his holy $piri , and 
* in it do ſerve, and worſhip and honour him; and towards 
* Mez, in the things that be equal and juſt, doing to them, as we 
© would have them do unto us ; and looking unto ſus » Who isthe 
* Author and Finiſher of our Faith : which Faith purihies our hearts, 
© and brings us to have Acceſs to God; without which we can- 
© not pleaſe him : by which Fazth all the Juſt lives, as the Scrip- 
© ture declares. And ſo, that which we deſire of Thee, O Kzzp,

I continued yet in and about Zoxdonu ſome Weeks, the Parlia- 
ment ſitting again, and Friends Attending upon them to get ſome 
Redreſs of our Sufferings, which about this time were very great, 
and heavy upon many Friezas 1n divers parts of the Nation ;

Popiſh Recuſants : Though our Perſecutors could not but know , 
that Friends were utterly againſt Popery ; having bora Teſtimony

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1 6 7 $. againſt it in Word and Writing, and ſuflered under it. But 
WAN though many of the Members of Parliament In either Henſe were 
London. kind to Friends, and willing to have done {omething for their 
Eaſe ; yet having much 6»ſief upon them, they were hindred 
from doing the good they would: ſo that the Syferiags upon 
Frieads were Continucd, 
But that which added much to the Grief and Exerciſe of 
Friends, was, that ſome, who made a Profeſſion of the ſame 
Truth with us, being gone from the Simplicity of the Gofpet into 
a fliſhly Liberty, and labouring to draw others after them, did 
Oppoſe the Order and Diſciplize , which God by his Power had 
{et up and eſtabliſhed in his Church; and made a great noiſe and 
clamour againſt Preſcriptions : Whereby. they ealily drew after 
them ſuch, as were loofly Inclined, and deiired a broader Way , 
than the Pazh of 7xath to walk in. Some alſo, that were more 
ſimple, but poung in Truth, or weak 1n Judzment, were apt to bc 
betrayed by them ; not knowing the Deprhs of Satan in thele 
Wiles : For whoſe ſakes I was moved to write the following Pa- 
per, for the andeceiving the Deceived, and the opening the Un» 
derivandings of the Weak in this matter : 


, A you , that do deny Preſcriptions without diltinCtion , 
; you may as well deny all the Scriptzares, which were given 
* forth by the Power and Spirit of God, For do not - they pre-

When I had finiſhed, what Service I had for the Loyd at 
this time here, I left Loxd5n and went towards Hartford ; vi- 
ſiting Friends, and having ſeveral Meetings in the way. At 
Hartford 1 ſtay'd ſeveral days, having much Service for the 
Lord there ; both amongſt Friends in their Meetings, and in 
Conferences with ſuch, as having let in evil ſarmiſings and jealou- 
fries concerning Friends, ſtood in Oppoſition to the Order of Truth : 
And in Azſwerins ſome Books that had been written againſt

Next day a freſh Exerciſe came upon me, with reſpeC to 
thoſe unruly and diſorderly Spirits, which were gone out from 
us, and were labouring to draw others after them into a falſe 
Liberty. And in the ſenſe I had of the hurt and wiſchief theſe 
might do, where they were given way to; I was moved to 
write a few Lines to Warn Friends of them, as followeth :

in writing Books and Papers, fome in Defence of Truth, in 4*- 
ſwer to Books publiſhed by Adverſaries; and ſome for the open- 
ing the Priaciples and DoGtrizes of Truth to the World, that they 
might come to have a right underſtanding thereof, and be ga- 
thered thereunto. ' Several Epiſtles allo to Friexds I writ in this 
time, on divers Occaſions and Subjects : whereof one was to the 
Friends of the Tearly Meeting , which was held in Londor this year 
1679. a Copy of which here follows : 


My Dear Friends and Brethren, 


; Ve are Aſlembled together in the Name and Power 
p of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Grace, Mercy and Peace from 
* God the Father, and from the Lord Jeſus Chriſt fill all your 
© hearts, and eſtabliſh you in his Grace , Mercy and Peace upon 
* Chriſt, the holy living Rock and Foundation , who is the Firſt 
*and Laſt, and over all the Foundations and Rocks in the whole 
* world ; a Rock and Foundation of Life for all the Living to 
* build upon, which ſtands ſure in his heavenly , divine Lzght ,

* who 1s the precious Sroxe laid in Sioz ( and not in the World)

* hath brought all Mankind into Boxdige. So in this heavenly 


* pcaceable Spirit, and Trath, and Faith which works by Love, -

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*and in the Geſpe/ of Peace, and in Chriſt Jefits is all the Saints 1 6 7 y. 
| * Peace, and pure, true and holy Liberty; in which they have 5a 
« Salt, and Senſe, and Feeling, Diſcerning and Savour, yea, and Svarth- 
<Uniry and Fellowſhip one with another, yea, and with the 
© Son and the Father , that heavenly, eternal Fellowſhip. £o all 
© being ſubject to the Grace, and Truth, and to the Faith, and 
* Goſpel! (the Power of God) and to his good Spzr:t, in this they 
© dittinguiſh all true, pure and holy Liberty from that which 1s 
© falſe. And this will bring all to fit low: for Patience runs 
* the Rice , and the Lamb mult have the Yifory; and not the

up Tours Maidens, that were Friends Danghters. 

I abode at Lozaon moſt part of this Wizter, having much London: 
Service for the Lord there, both in Meetings, and out : For*as it 
was a time »»f great Sufferings upon Friends, I was drawa forth 
in Spirit to viſit Friexds Meetings more frequently ; to encou- 
rage and ſtrengthen them both by Ezhortation and Example. 
The Parliament alſo was fitting, and Friexds were diligent to 
wait upon them, to lay their Gr/evazces before them 5 of which 
we received freſh Accounts almolt every day, of the lad Sfer- ; 
ings Friends underwent in many parts of the Nation. In this 
Service of ſeeking Relief for my ſuffering Brethren, T ipent much 
time; together with other Friexds, who were freely given up 
to that Service, attending at the Parliament-Honſe day by day for 
many days together, and watching all Opportunities to ſpealc 
with ſuch Members of either Hoſe, as would hear our jult Coz- 
plaints, And indeed, ſome of the Members of each Houfe were 
very Courteors to us; and appeared willing to help us, if they 
could : But the Parliament being then carneſt in Examining the 
Popiſh Plot, and contriving ways to diſcover ſuch, as were Po- 
piſhly Aﬀeded, our Adverſaries took advantages againſt us (be- 
cauſe they knew, we could not Swear nor Fzght ) to Expole us 
to thoſe Penalties, that were made againſt Papiſts: though they 
knew in their Conſciences, that we were no Papiſts, and had 
had Experience of us, that we were no Plotters. Wherefore , 
to clear our Tnnocency in thoſe Caſes , and to ſtop the Mouths 
of our Adverſaries, I drew up a ſhort Paper, to be delivered to 
the Parliament, which was as followeth :

About this time I received Two very envious Books , written 
againſt Truth and Frieads: one of them by a Do#or ( lo callcd) 
of Bremen in Germany ; the other by a Prieſt of Dantzick in Po- 
land, "They were borh full of groſs Fahoods, and ad in them

Scandalous Papers, which had been printed and ſcattered about 
to mil-repreient Friexas by. : 

While I was there, I writ alſo the following Paper, to per- 
{wade the Magiſtrates to Moderation towards Diſſenters ; and take 
off thcir Edge to Perſecution. And becauſe it ſhould have its full 
Service, 1 directed 1t———

To all the Rulers, Magiſtrates, and them that are in 
Authority, and Law-makers in England, Scotland 
and Ireland, from the Highe$t to the LoweSt, and 
to all other Magiltrates every where, in that which 
is called Chriſtendom ; Defiring their Health , 
and Peace, and Tranquillity, and Life and Satua- 
tion in Chriſt Jelus the Lord of Glory, and Lamb 
of God, that takes away the Sins of the World ; 
Who is the King of Kings and Lord of Lords, 
and all Power in Heaven and in Earth is given to 


him : who will reward every Man according to his 
Words and Works, : 


: At L you bearing the Name of Chriitian Maziſtrates, my 
, deſire is, that you may all be found in Chriſt ; and not 
* only have the Name, but be made Partakers of his Divine Na- 
* ture : that ye may be not only Sayers of the Word, but Doers 
* of the Word ; not only Profeſſors of Chriſt, and Talkers of Chrilt, 
* but let Chriſt rule in your hearts by Faith, and be Walkers 1n 
* Chriſt, For as Chriſt's great Apoſtle faith, As every one hath 
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© received the Lord Teſus Chriſt, ſo let him walk in him ; for in him ih 8 0. 
* there is peace, And if all that do Profefi Chriſt, did Walk in www 
*Chriit, they would all Walk in Peace, and be in Unity : For Kingſton. 
* the Apoſtle exhorted the Chriſtians in his day to keep the Uni- 
* zy of the Spirit 3 which 1s the Boxd of Peace, yea, of Chriſt the 
* King of Kjngs Peace, And all Chriſtiazs, who have the Scrip- 
* tures, and are not in this Spirz# of Chris, they are not in Uni- 
*ty one with another ; and ſo have broken this Bod of Pexce, 
* which {hould knit and unite them together. And likewiſe all 
© that do profeſs the Truth of Chriſt, ſhould live in it; for it is 
© peaceable ; and the Gofpel 1s the Goſpel of Peace: which if all 
* Chriitians, that do profeſs it, lived 1n, they would be at peace 
* one with another, and in the glorious Fellowſhip of the Goppel. 
* And alſo, if all Chriſtians kept in the Fear of God, which is the 
* beginning of the pure, heavenly, peaceable and gentle Wiſdom, 
* which 15 cafie to be entreated (above that M/i/domz, which is 
© earthly, ſenſual , devilliſh and deſtroying) then there would 
* bz no difterence and deſtroying about aatters of Religion. 

* I do declare, the mighty Day of the Lord is Come and Comizng ; 
© and the Lord God 1s come to Teach his People himſelf by his 
* Box ( Hebr, 1.) whoſe Son, Chriſt Jeſus, bruiſes the Serpeat”s 
* He:4, that falſe Teacher, that led Adam and Eve from God 
* their Teacher, So God will Teach his People by his Soz, who 
* was the Teacher of Adam and Eve in Paradiſe, before they fell 
* and diſobeyed the Lord, and forſook him, and followed the

* Wheat grow —_ till the Harveſt; and he forbad fuch, as 
* would be plucking up Tares: The Reaſon was, Leſt they ſhould 
F pluck up the Wheat alſo; for thar, Chriſt ſaid, ſhould be his A»- 
*gels work , to ſeparate the Tares from the Wheat. Moreover, 
* Chriſt ſaid, They ſhould go into everlaſting Puniſhment, that 

| © did not Viſit him in Priſon in his Members : Then what will be- 
| * come of them, that Caſt him into Priſon , where he 1s made 
* manifeſt in his Members ! Oh, lay theſe things to heart ! A 
© Day of Fudzment will come , Vengeance and Recompence upon £e- 
* very one according to their Works. 

* And Chriſt ſaid to his Diſciples, who would have had Fire 
© t0 come down from Heaven to conſume them, that would not re- 
*ceive him ; He turned him about and rebuked them , and told 
* them, They did not know, what ſpirit they were of ;, tor he came not 
© todeſtroy mens Lives, but to ſave them. |

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i16$S0. * And therefore let all the Magiſtrates, and the Priefs in that 
&YV © which is called Chriſtendom, conſider, who have deſtroyed Mens 

Pringſton, * and Womens Lives ſince the Apoſtles days, becauſe they could 
© not Receive their Relizions, Ways and Worſhips, ( or Conform 
©to them) which they have made and fect up; Have they known, 
* what Spirit they have been of? Are they not all reproved by, 
© and coine under the Judgmert of Chriſt ? Theretore let all Per. 
© {ecution be laid away concerning Religion, and let Love bear 
©the ſway, to overcome Evil and Enemies; and let Patience 0-

© lon {oever they be) that are Perſecutors, and unconverted in- 
*ro Pars Life of Chriſtianity ? He ſaid, the Life that he did 
© live, after he was Converted, was by the Faith in the Son of 
*God: And that He Uiwved, yet not He, but Chrift lived in him , 
* who came to ſave mens Lives, and not to deſtroy them ; 
* Which Lrfe ſhould be the Life of all Chriſtians now, which

© cute the Law lanfally, as the Apoſtle ſays ; The Law #7 good, 
© if a man iſe it lawfully. Therefore it ought to be uſed /awful- 
*/5 ; which Law the Apoſtle ſays, is for the puniſhment of the 
* Evil-Doers,and a praiſe for them that do well:as may be ſeen, Rome 
*i3. And fo, as the Apoſtle ſaid, We do not break the Law , nor 
© maxeit void ; but we eſtabliſh the Law, Rom. }. 31.

About this time I had occaſion to go to ſeveral of the Judzes 
Chambers, upon a Suit about 1ithes, For both 1 and my JW:fe, 
and ſeveral other Friends, were ſued in Cartmel-Warentake-Conrt 
in Laxcaſhire, for ſmall Tithes, and we had demurred to the Ju- 
riſd:cion of that Court, Whereupon the Plaintiff proſecuted us 
into the Exchequer-Court at Weſtminſzer , where they run us up T 
ro a Writ of Rebellion, for not Anſwering the Bzl! uron Oath : 
and got an Order of Conrt to the Sergeant, to take me and my 
Wife into Cuſtody. This was a little before the Tearly Meeting , 
at which time it was thought, they would have taken me up; 
and according to outward appearance, it was likely indecd, that 
he would : and very cafie for him to have done it; I /od2znp at 
the ſame places, where I uſed to /odzge , and being very prub- 
lick in Meetinas, But the Lord's Power was over them, and re- 
ſtrained them ; ſo that they did not take me. Yet underſtand- 
ing, that there was a Warrant out againſt me, as ſoon as the 
Tearly Meeting was well over , I took William Mead with me, 
and went to ſeveral of the Judges Chambers to ſpeak with them 
about it; and to ler them underſtand both the ſtate of the Caſe, 
and the ground and reaſon of our Refuling to pay 7 ithes. The firſt, 
that I went to, was Judge Gregory, to whom I tendred ze and 
my Wife's Anſwer to the Plaintiff's Bill; 1n which was fer 
forth, That my Wife had lived Three and forty years at Swarth. 
zoe, and in all that time there had been no 7zthe paid nor de- 
manded : and an o!4 Man, who had long been a T:the-Gatherer, 
had made A4fidavit, thar he never gathered 7 zthe at Swarthmore- 
hall in Judge FelPs time, nor fince. There were many Particu- 
lars in our Azſwer ; but it would not be accepted without an 
Oath, I told the Fudge, that both Tirhe and Swearing among 
Chriſtians came from the Pope; and it was matter of Conſcrence 
to us, not to pay Tzithes, nor to ſwear : for Chriſt bid his Dif- 
Ciples, who had freely received, give freely, and he commanded 
them , Not 7# ſwear at all, he Judge ſaid, There was Tithe 
paid in Ezgland, before Popery was : I asked him, by what Law 
or Statute they were paid then ? but he was ſilent. Then Itold 
him, there were Eight poor men brought up to Loxdoz out of the 
North about Two hundred Miles, for ſmall Tithes, and one of them 
had no Family, but himſelf and his Wife, and kept no living 
Creature, but a Cat, I asked him alſo, Whether they could 
take a Man and his Wife, and Impriſon them both for ſmall 
Tithes, and ſo deſtroy a Family? and if they could, I deſired to 
know, by what Law ? He did not Anſwer me ; but only faid, 
That was an hard Caſe. So when I found, there was no help 


to be had there, we left him; and went to Fudge Mountagne's 
Hhhhh es Chamber : 
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16871, Chamber: and with him I had a great decal of Diſcourſe concern- 
WY WV ing Tithes, Whereupon he ſent for our Asverſary's Atturney; 
London. and when he came, I offered him our Az/wcr : He ſaid, If we 
would pay the Charges of the Conrt, and be bound to itand Trz- 
al, and abide the Judement of the Court, we ſhould not have the 
Oath tendred to us. I told him, that they had brought thoſe 
Charges upon us , by requiring us to put in our Azſwer upon 
Oath ; which they knew before, we could not do for Conſcience 
fake: And as we could not pay any Tzthe, nor ſwear ; lo nei-' 
ther ſhould we pay any of their Charges : Upon this he would not 
receive our Azſwer. So we went from thence to Judge Athyns 
his Chamber ; and he being buſie, we gave our 4#xſwers, and our 
Reaſons againſt Tithes and Swearing to his Clerk : But neither 
could we find any Encouragement irom him to expect Redrets 
there. Wherefore leaving him, we went to one of the moſt 
noted Conpſellors, and ſhewed him the fate of our Caſe, and 
our Azſwers : He was very Civil to us; and ſaid; This way of 
proceedia7 anainſt us was ſomewhat like an Inquiſition. A few days 
after , thoſe Ez2ht poor Friends, that were brought up ſo far our 
of the Neorth, appeared before the Judges; and the Lord was 
with them, and his Power wes over the Corr, ſo that the 
Frienis were not Committed to the Fleet, Our Cayſe was put 
of till the zext Term (called Michaelmaſſ-Term) and then it was 
brought before the Four Judges again, Then William Mead told 
the Fudoes, that I had engaged my ſelf never to meddle with 
my Wife's Eſtate : The Judges could hardly believe, that any 
Man would do ſo: Whereupon he ſhewed them the W/7:ting 
und:r my Hazd and Seal ; at which they wondred. Then Two 
of the Fudzes, and ſome of the Lawyers ſtood up, and pleaded for 
me, that TI was not liable to the Tezthes: But the other rwo 
Judges, and divers other Lawyers preſled earneſtly , to have me 
ſequeſtred; alledging, that I was a publick May, At length they 
prevailed with one of the other Two Judges to Join with them 
and then they granted a Sequeſtration againſt me and my Wife 
together, Thereupon , by Advice of Counſel we moved for a 
Limitation , which was granted ; and that much defcated our 
Adzerſary's deſign in ſuing out the Sequeſtration : for this limited 
the P/azatiff from taking no more, tian was proved. One of 
the Judges, who was called Baron Weſton, was very bitter a- 
gainit me ; and brake forth in a great Rzge againſt me in the 

open Court : but 1n a little time after he ded. 
After the Tearly Meeting was over, I tarried about a Month 
Suſſex. 1n Londop ; and then went into Suſſex, to vilit Friczxds there: 
Loudon. amongſt whom I had many large and very precious Meetings in 
divers parts of that County. Yer I ſpent not much time now 1n 
Snſſex; but returned pretty ſoon to London, whether I felt drawings 
in Spirit: and had very good Service for the Lord there, both in 
publick Meetings, and amongſt Friends. And when I had tar- 
Edmunton. ried ſome time in Loxdon, I went down to Edmunton ; and from 
Bucks. thence into Buckinghamſhire , where I viſited Friends at ſeveral 
Meetings 10 the upper-{ide of that County : and then ww by 
entyh 
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Henly to Rearinz , where T tariied ſeveral Meetirgs, T went 1687, 
no farther H7eftwara at this time, thin to Orr; where I had a - da 
very large Meeting : After wiica, ſtriking of through the Edgy Ven!y.

borow, in which the G/ory of the Tord {hined over all: Man ofthe;

at Uxbridze in the way. At Lorgfora we had a large Meeting , -pand-6.-y 
it being on the Fir/t-day of the Week 3 and the preſence of the 
Lord was preciouſly felt among{t us : blefled be his Name. I 

palſed from Logford to Kingſton, viliting Friends, as I went , 

at Srans and Sunbury, At Kingfon T abode with Friends two Stains, |

* worſe. The Exmity or Adverſary was got within them againſt 
© the Truth, and them that walked in it, and the Spiri# of the 
* ord; 1o that they killed and deſtroyed the Fit, And this 
* was rhe Spirit of the Devil, the Deltroyer , who would ſeek 
* not only to deſtroy the Truth, but the Order of it, and them 
* that walk in it, when true Chriſtianity was planted nong 
rig 
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168 1, the Poſſeſſors of the Light , Grace and Truth, and the Goſpel-hoiy 
UWV © Faith and Spirit; and they did enjoy Chrift in their hearts, 
Londin. © Bur when ſome did begin to Err from the Spirit and Faith, 
© and hate the Light, and diſobey the Gofpe/, and to turn the 
© Grace of God into Wantonneſs, and walk deſpitefully againſt 
© the Spirit of Grace , and turn from the Trath, and Crucihe to 
© themielves Chriſt afreſh, and put him to open ſhame ; Theſe 
< were they, that let in the Spirit of the World: who held the 
© Form of Godlineſs , but denied the Power thereof ; which rron- 
© bled the Churches 1n the Apoſtles days. And when the Spirit of 
© $:tan had got into ſuch, they were more troubleſome to the 
© Church, than the open Perſecutors, that were without : And 
© theſe got into the Aſſemblies to deceive the hearts of the Sim- 
*ple; having the good Words, and fair Speeches, and Sheep's- 
$ Cloathing. Paul, Peter , John, fude and TJames had much to 
©do with ſuch, and to keep them from troubling the Chzrch of 
«Chrift : For they are out of the Light, Power and Spirit ; and 
© therefore the Apoſtles of Chriſt did exhort the Saints to keep 
© to the Word of Life within, and to the Az9inting, and to the 
© Grace, and Truth, and holy Spirit in their hearts. This fort 
* Spirit will profeſs all the Scriptures in words; bur by the Spirit 
© of God, which 1s holy , that Spirit is tried, and its fruits, And 
© {o the Apoitates went from the Power and Spirit of God, and 
turned againſt the Prophets, and the Martyrs of Jeſs ; and be- 
© came the Whore, whole Cup all Nations drunk of, And the 
* Dragon With his Tail threw down many of the Stars, and 
* would have devoured the Woman with his Flood : bur the Wo- 
© an,” the true Church was preſerved ; and the Gates of Hell can- 
© ot prevail againſt her: And then tlie Drago» made war with 
© her Seed, So the Dragon, and the Whore, and Beaſt, and falſe 
* Prophets, all made war againſt the Lamb and the Saizts ; but 
the Lamb and the Saints will overcome them all, and will have 
© the Victory, And now the Everlaſting Goſpel is preached again 
* to all Nations, Tongues and Peoples: and many are gathered 
into the Goſpel, the Power of God; and are turned to the Light, 
* which is the Life in Chriſt, and are grafted into him, and 
* are come to walk in the Order of the New Covenant of Light 
*and Life, in the Goſpel of Peace and Salvation. The ſame 
* Spirit, that oppoſed the Apoſtles and the Churches in their days, 
* oppoles now ; yea, it is the ſame, that oppoſed Chrift, and 
© diſdained him, that diſdaineth God's Servants now : And the 
- - * ſame, that did oppoſe the Prophers, and rebelled againſt 2/o- 
*/es ; oppoſes and rebels againſt God's Servants and People now. 
* And it is the ſame dark, blind and diſobedient , Faithlſe wilful , 
* jealows Spirit, that doth perſecute ſome with the Haxds, and 
* others with the Tongue. And it is the {4me Spirit of Famity, 
* the Adverſary and Deſtroyer, 'that tempted Adam and Eve 
© to diſobey God, and did deceive them; which deceived rhe 
© Jews, and tempted them, and deceived all thoſe, that went 
* from the Church in the Apoſtles days. And it is the ſame $pz- 
Fit, that is now g0jng about ſometimes like a roaring rd, 
ome®* 
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* ſometimes like a 7wiſtins Serpent to tempt, and to deceive, and 168 2, 
*tro devour; having the fair Speeches, and good Words, and www 
* Shceps-Cloathing 1n a Form of Goadlizefi, and in pretence of the London- 
Light and Liberty , but denies the Power thereof ; and inward- 

*ly are ravening Wolves: and if it were poſſible, they would 

* deceive the very E/ecf, But the EleF are in the Covenant of 

* Lizht and Life, and in the Power of God over them, and in 

* Chrizf, who will grind them to pieces ; and will {lay all his E- 

* nemies with his ſpiritual Sword, who will not have him to 

* rule over or in them. In Chriſt all his People have Re# and 

* Peace, who 1s their Sanctuary over all Storms and Tempeſts. 

* And in Chrift, the Saxttuary,no Deceiver nor Deſtroyer can come 3 

* for he 13 a place of ſweet Reſt and Safety: Hallelujah, Praiſe the 

Lord for his Szz&uary, Amen.

Sjerinos continuing ſtill hard upon Friends at London, I found, 
my Service lay moſtly here : Wherefore I went bur a little out 
of Town, and not far; being frequent at the moſt publick 
Meetings, to encourage &riends both by Word and Example, to 
itand faſt 1n the Zeſt;z2ozy, to which God had called them. And 
ar other times I went about from houſe to hoxyſe, viſiting thole 
Friends, that had their Goods taken away for their Teſtimony to 
Truth, And becauſe the wicked Informers were grown very 
audacious, by reaſon, that they had too much Countenance and 
Encouragement from ſome T#ftices; who truſting wholly to 
their Information, proceeded againſt Friends without hearing 
them: wiereby many Friends were made to ſuffer, not only 
contrary to Right, but even contrary to Law alſo, I adviſed 
with fome Friends about it : and we drew up a Paper, which 
was afterwards delivered to moſt of tl:2 24a27ſtrates int and about 
the City ; which was as followeth : |

: VV Hereas ſome Tnformers have obtained Warrants of ſome 
: Juſtices of Peace , and have Convicted many of us with- 
* out hearing us, or once Summoning us to Appear before them ; 
* by which proceedings many have had their Goods ſeized and 
* zaken away, being generally fined Tex Pounds a piece for an 1#- 
* known Speaker : and ſome of «hoſe Perſons ſo fized, have not 
* been that, day at the Meetings they were fized for, and the 
* Speaker notwithſtanding hath himſelf been fized for the ſame 
* Meeting , the ſame day the others were fined for the unknown 
* Speaker. By which the Juſtices may ſee the Wickedpefs of thelſc 
© Informers, by whoſe falſe Oaths we have been Convicted for an 
* unknown Preacher , when the Preacher hath been both kzown 
*and fined. And alſo in their fwear:zg ſuch Perſons to have been 
© at ſuch a Meeting ſuch a day, when indeed they , whom they 
© have ſo ſworn againſt , have” not been at that Meeting that day. 
*By which procecdings ſeveral Families of the Kjng's peaceable 
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168 2,* Subjects are like to be ruined, if there be not a ſpeedy ſtop put 

WYV © thereunto. Therefore we do both hope and defire, that you, 

London, © who are the Kyng's Juſtices , for the time. to come, when a- 
* ny Informers ſhall come to any of you with an Izformation a- 
© oxinſt any of us, will Symmor ſuch as are Accuſed, to Appear 
© before you, and hear us and our Accuſers face to face ; that 16 
© none for the time to come may ſuffer, for that they are not 
© onilty of, For Pilate the Governour heard Chriſt and his Accu. 
© {ers face to face, before he Condemned him, Joh» 19. And 
© the Council and Chief Prieſts heard Stephen and his CAcenſers , 
«with the Witneſſes, that were brought againſt him, Face zo face , 
© before they Condemned him, As 7. The Roman Captain heard 
* Pant and his Accuſers face to face, As 23, And Felix the 
© Governour heard Paul, and Ananizs the High Prieft, and the 
© Elders that accuſed Paul, face ts face, Ats 24. And when the 
* High Prieſis and Chief of the Fews accuſed Pan! to Feftrrs, he 
© heard Pal and his Jcenſers, and them that witneſſed againſt 
© him, fece to face, Atts 25, Doth the LZaw of God, or did the 
* Roman Law, or doth the Law of the Zand judge any man, be- 
* fore he and his Accuſcrs, and they that Witneſs againſt him, be 
© heard face to face? 


_ This ſomewhat moderated the Fuſtices: and after this ſeveral 
Friends, that had been 1legally proſecuted and fined , centred their 
Appeals; upon Trial whereof they were Acquitted, and the 1- 
formers Ca# : which was a great diſcouragement to the 1zforzrers, 
and ſome Relief to Friends. 

A little before the time came for the Chuſine new Sherifs for 
the City, they who ſtood to be Choſen, deſiring our Friexds to 
give their Voices for them, I writ a few Lines , tending to diſco- 
ver, what Spiriz they were of, and how they ſtood afteted to 
true Liberty ; and it was by way of 1zquiry, thus : 


, ; © any here in Lozdon, who ſtand to be Choſen Sheriffs , 
*4 -” own That Chrift, that was Crucified without the Gates 
*of Jeruſalem, to be the Light of the World, that doth Inlighten 
* every Man, that cometh into the World, who ſaith, Believe in the 
* Light, that ye may become Children of the Light ? And is any of 
"you againſt perſecuting People for their Religion and Worſhip of 
* Vod in Spirit and Truth, as Chriſt commandeth ? For Chriſt 
* ſaid, I am not of this World, nor my Kzngdom ; And therefore 
* he doth not uphold his ſpiritual Worſbip and pure Religion with 
6 worldly and carnal W eaponus. And Chriſt ſaid, Swear ot at all; 
*And his Apoſtle James faith the fame: Bur will not you force 
*US £0 ſwear, and ſo to break Chriſt's and his Apoſtle's Commands, 
> *1n putting Oaths to us? And Chriſt faith to his Apoſtles, Free- 
© ye have received : freely give: Will not you force us to give 
* Tithes and Maintenance to ſuch Teachers, as we know, Gos hath 
* not ſent ? Shall we be free to ſerve and worſhip God, and keep 
* his and his Sor's Commands, if we give our Foices freely for 
you © 
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<y0u? for we are unwilling to give our Voices tor ſuch, as will168 2, 
« [mpriſon , and perſecute Us, and ſpoil our Looas, OY 
London. 
But whatever they were, that {tood to be Choſen, T obſerved, 
there was a Heat and Strife in the Spirits of the People, that 
were to Chooſe ; wherefore I writ a few Lizes to be ſpread a- 
mongſt them,directed thus: 


To the People, who are Chooſing Sheriffs in London. 


People ; 
: $52 kesp in the gentle and peaceable Wiſdom of Goa,which 
: is above that, that is earzhly, ſenſual and devillſh: And 
© live in that Lowe of God, rhat is not prffed vp , nor 1s unſeen; 
© /z; which envieth not, but beareth and endureth all things : 
; * And in this Zove ye will ſeek the good and peace of all men, 
© and the hurt of no man. Keep our of all heats, and be nor 
* hot-headed ; bur be cool and gertle, that your Chriian Modera- 
* tion may appear to all men: for the Zora 1s at hand, who be- 
© holds all mens words, thoughts and aftiozs, and will reward eve- 
* ry one according to their works : And what every man ſowerh, 
* chat {hall he reap. 


Now had I ſome Inclination to have gone into the Country to 
a Meeting : But hearing, that there would be a B»fi/e at our Meer- 
ins, and feeling a great diſquietneff in Peoples ſpirits 1n the Ci- 
ty about Chooſing Sheriffs ; 1t was upon me to ſtay in the City, 
and go to the Meeting in Gracious ſtreet upon the Fir/l-day of the Grac-Mec7s 
Week, William Penn went with me, and ſipake in the Meetips : 
and while he was declaring the 7ruth to the People, a Conſtable 
came in with his great Staff, and bid him give over, and come 
down : but William Penn held on, declaring Trath in the Power 
of God, Afﬀeer a while the Conſtable drew back; and when W:- 
liam Penn had done, I ſtood up, and declared to the People © rhe 
= Everlaſting Goſpel, which was preached in the Apoit/es days, 
* andto Abrahams; and which the Church in the Apoſttcs days did 
* receive, and came to be Heirs of, This Goſpel, I declared, was 
* ſent from Heaven by the holy Ghoſt in the Apoſtles days, and 
*is ſo now; and was not of mz, neither by 92a ; but by the 
* Revelation of the Holy Ghoſt, And now this Goſpel is preached 
* again, (as John ſaw, and ſaid it ſhould be) to all Nazrs, 
*1ongues and Peoples ; and all People now are to hear Chriſt the 
« Prophet, in this his Goſpel of the New Covenant. For as Moſes 
* ſaid, Like unto me will God raiſe up a Prophet , and him ſhall y: 
© hear in all things: lo, laid I, this Prophet Chriſt, is come, and 
all the Fews in ſpirit, the true believing Chriſtians 1n the 
©174ht, who have the Law of God written in their hearts, and 
* put into their 22inds, are to hear Chriſt in his Goſpel, New Te- 
6 tament and New Covenant , which is the Law of the Spirit of 
n [1111 © Life 
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16 $2,.*Life in Chriſt Jeſus, who bruiſes the Serpent's head ( which is 
AV © the head of Enmity) and makes free from the Law of Sz and 
London. © Death, And1I ſhewed, that all whom Chriſt quickens and 


* makes alive, he makes them to ſit together in the heavenly 
* p/aces in himſelf. So that they do not wander up and down, 
© like the Fools eye in the Corners of the _ Earth; nor are their 
& j"7es abroad in the World, to fit down in the World's invented 
© Ceats of Religion; but they ſit together in him, as the Sams 
« did in the Apoſtles days: and fo Chriſt was and is their Trea- 
* ture of Wiſdom, Life, Knowledge and Salvation, Now as I was 
thus ſpeaking, two Conſtables came 1n with their great d2aves, 
and bid me give over ſpeaking , and com: down: Butl , feeling 
the Power of the Lord with me, ſpake on therein, both to the 
Conſtables, and to the People, To the Conſtables 1 declared, * That 
* we were a peaceable People, who meet to Trait upon God, and 
* worſhip him in Spirit and in Tr#th ; and therefore (I told them) 
© they needed not to come with their Saves amongit us, who 
© were met in a peaceable manner, deliring arid {ecking the good 
Ee and ſalvation of all People. Then turning my Speech to the 
People again, I declared what further was upon me to them: 
and while I was ſpeaking, the Coxſtzbles drew out towards the 
door; and the Sorlazers food with their Mukets in the Yard. 
When I had done ſpeaking , I kneeled down, and pray2d, defi- 
ring the Lord to open the Eyes and Hearts of all People, both 
high and low, that their minds might be turned to God by his 
holy Spirit ; that he might be glorified in all and over all. After 
prayer the Meeting roſe, and Friends paſſed away ; the Conſtables 
betng come in again, but without the Sozlaters : and indeed, both 
they and the Souldiers carried themſelves Civilly, William Penn 
and I went into a Room hard by; as we uſed to do, and many 
Friends went with us; and leſt the Conſtables ſbould think, we 
would ſhun them; a Fred went down and told them, That, 
if they would have any thing with us, they might come where 
we were, if they pleaſed. Oze of them came to us ſoon after, 
but without his S:aff ; which he choſe to do, that he might not 
be obſerved : for he ſaid, The People told him, be buſied himſelf 
more than he needed, We deſired to ſee his Warrant ; and there- 
in we found, that the [former was one Hilton, a North-Conntry- 
741, who was reputed to be a Papi. The Conſtable was ask- 
ed; Whether he would Arreſt us by his Warrant on that day? 
(ir being the Fir/t-day of the Week, which in their Law was 


called the Lor#s-day) and he faid, He thouzht he could not : He told 


us allo, That he had charged the Informer to come along with him 
to the Meeting ; but he had run away from him. We \{hewed the 
Conſtable, that both he and we were Clear; yet to free him from 
all fear of daxger, we were free to go to the Alderman, that grant- 
ed the Warrant. Then a Friend, that was preſent, ſaid ; He 
would go with the Conſtable to ſpeak with the Alderman: which 
they did, and came preſently back again; the Aldermzin being 
gone from home: We ſeting the Confable in a ſtrait, and find- 
ing him to be a zender Man, bid him , ſet an hour to come to 

us 
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ftreet-Meeting again : for I had heard , that they would come , 
boars , ic Ieems, 

were Informed ſo; and a Juſfzce had granted a Warranr tor that 
purpoſe : and the Conſtable told a Friend, that Hilton the Izfor- 
mtr, had been with him about it. The Corſtable would have hag 
the Tvformer to have gone with him to the Meetize, but the [7- 
former would not ; but would have the Coſiable go without 
him : Whether that put the Coftable by from coming, I know 
not ; but he did not come. I was in a Travel of Sp:rit in the 
power of God, and was moved in it to go to the Meerizo; and 
the Lord's Power did chain all down: And though they threat- 
ned to bring the Red-Coats, yet none came, nor was there a- 
'ny diſturbance; but a glorious, powerful Meeting it was, and ve- 
ry peaccable : Glory and Honour and Praiſes be to the Lordover all 
or ever, dann. - _—_ | PT 
_ During the time I thus abode at LZondop, as I had leiſure be. 
tween Meetings, and from other Publick Services, I writ divers 
Boots and Papers; {ome of which were prized, and others were 
ſpread about in Manuſcript, Ot theſe, Oe was directed ©T o the 
* Biſhops and others, that did ſtir up Perſecution ; ' #0 ſhew they 
© from the holy Scriptures , that they did not walk therein according 
* zo the Royal Law, To love their Neighbour as themſebves, and 
© to ao to others as they wonld be done unto, Another was, * To 
* all the ſeveral ſorts of profeſſed Chriſiians, as well Proteſtants as 
© Papiſts, whoſe Reliozon and Worſhip ſtands in outward Obſeruan- 
© ces and Ceremonies ; preſſing them, from thoſe words of the A- 
©Doſtl: Par! to the Galatians, chap. 5. verl. 2, 3, 4. (Behold, Pavl 
*{zy unto you , that if ye be Circumcifed, Chiilt ſhall profit you n9- 
* thing, For I teſtifie again to every man, that is Circumciled , 
© that he ts a Debter to the whole Law, Chriſt 7 become of no ef+ 
© feft unto you, whoſoever of you are juſtified by the Law : ye are fallezs 
t from Grace,) to Conſider, Whether they, being gone back in- 
| © to legal Obſervations and ſhadowy Ceremonies (1n uphoiding 
| *Tithes, Offerines, Firſt-Fruits, Prieſts. Garments, ourward Al- 
* zars, Temples, Lamps, Lights, &c. and in Obſerving Days, : 
© Months, Times, Years, with many other things commanded 
*by the Lay) were not gone into the ſame ſtate, that rhe Ga- 
* latiazs were running into; and ſo were fallen from Grace, and 
© hecome Debtors to the whole Law. Another was, © To direct 
and turn all People to the Spirit of God, that the'y might thereby 
r-ciue a right underſtaniing, and be able to diſtinguiſh between 
* Right aud Wrong, Truth and Error; that under pretence of 
* puniſhing Evil-doers, they might not themfelues do Evil in perſe- 
 culing the Righteous, That Paper being {hore , is here inſerted : 
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$-4-4y © The Spirit of God, which he hath poured upon all, giveth 

London. *an Underſtanding to all, that are led by it ; and who do nor 
« quench the Motions of it, it doth give them Knowledge and 
© Underſtanding to diſtinguiſh Good from Evil, and Light from 
«< Darkneſs , Chriſt from Antichrizt , and the Old Teſtament or Co. 
© venant from the New, and the Old Way from the New and I 
© ving Way; and the Sheep and Lambs from the Goats and from 
© the Wolves; the Worſhip of God, which Chriſt ſet up above 
« ſixteen hundred years ago, from the Dragon's and Beaſi*s Worſhip ; 
<and all them that worſhip the Works of Mens hands, and the 
* Will Worſhippers , from them that Worſhip God in his Spirze 
eand in his Truth, in which God's People do worſhip him 
* which Worſhip is over all falſe Worſhips and Worſhippers. And 
* who believe in the Light, which 1s the Life in Chriſt, do be- 
© come the Children of Light, and are the Lambs of Jeſus. And 
© the Lambs do follow the Lamb of God, thar taketh away the 
© as of the World; and they will not follow the Hirelings, nor 
© the Strangers, to be led into ſtrange Ways and Dottrines, and 
*Religions, and Churches : for the Lambs of Chriſt follow 
£ Chriſt, the Lamb of God, and do know his heavenly Voice. 
* And they do know allo, that they , who are without Chriſt, 
*are Dogs and Wolves, Adulterers, Tdolaters , Liars and Unbe- 
© lievers, who would devour the Lambs: but they are in the 
<* hayd of the Lord, which 1s his Power , that is over all. And 
Eſuch do good in his Power unto all: for they have the 
© Mind of Chriſt, who would have all to come to the know- 
©ledge of the Truth, and be ſaved. And they that do good un- 
<to all, do hart unto none: for that Spirit , that doth hurt un- 
©to any, is not of God; bur that Spiriz, which doth good unto

1 writ another Paper alſo concerning Meditation, Delight, Ex- 
erciſe and Study ; ſhewing from the Scriptures of Truth, what 
the 7rue Chriſtians ought to Meditate upon, and to Exerciſetheir 
minds 1n, and what they ſhould take Delight in , and what they 
{ſhould fudy to do. For in theſe things , not the prophane and 
looſe People only, but even the great Profeſſors of Religion are 
very much miſtaken; taking Delight in earthly , fading , periſh- 
ing things ; whereas they ought to Meditate on heavenly things, 
and to delight in the Law of God after the inward man, and * 

ercilc 
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erciſe theraſelves to have al\gys a Conſcience void of Offexce 10-1 68 2. 
wands God, and towards Men, as the Apoſtle Paul did. WNg 
And inaſmuch as Seferings continued very ſore and heavy up London, 
on Friends not only in the Czy, but in molt parts of the Nation, 
I drew up a Paper to be preſented to the Kzzg; ſetting forth 
our Grievarces therein, and. defiring Redref from him in thoſe 
Particular Caſes, which I underſtood were 1n. his power. But not 
having Relzef from him, it came upon me to write an Epi/ile 
to Friends, to Encourage them in their Sufferings, that they 
might bear with patience the many Exerciſes, that were broughr 
upon them, both from the ourward Magiſtrates, and by falſe 
Brethres and Apoſtates ; whoſe wicked Books and filthy Slanders 

did grieve the upright-hearted. This Epiſtle T writ at Dolftoz, polſton: 
whither I went to viſit an ancient Fr/eza, that lay ſick. 


© F *Riends and Brethren in Chriſt Jelus, whom the Lord hath 
6 called and gathered into him, 1» him abide : for without 
© him (ro wit, Chrif ) ye can do nothing, and through him ye 
«can do all things; who is your ſtrength and ſupport in all 
© your Trials, Temptations, Impriſouments and Sufferings , who 
© for Chriſt's ſake are accounted as Sheep for the ſlaughter : and 
< in all theſe things we are more than Conquerours, through 
«Chriſt, who hath loved us. And therefore, Friezas, though 
« ye do ſuffer by the Outward Powers; ye know , that the Pro- 
« phets, Chriſt and the Apoſtles ſuffered by the Mnconverted. And 
« though ye do ſuffer by falſe Brethrez, and falſe Apoſtates for a 
© rime, and by their filthy Books and Tongnes; whole Tongues. 
© indeed are become no Slaxder, let them ſpeak, write or print 
« what they will: for the ſober People even of the World hardly 
© regard it. And it 1s well, they have manifeſted themſelves to 
© the World, that their folly may proceea no farther : though to 
« the utmoſt of their power they have ſhewed their Wicked 1z- 
« zext, to ſtir up the Maziſtrates, Profeſſors and Prophane againſt 
© us, and to {beak evil of the way of Truth. But God's Fuds - 
"ents will overtake them, and come upon them, as ſure as they 
© have come upon thoſe, that are gone before rhem. Let their 
« pretence be never {o high, mark their Exzd: for they will fall, 
© like untimely Figs ; and wither like the Graff on the rop of the 
© Houſe, Though they may ſeem to flouriſh, and make a Boaff 
*and a Noiſe for a time ; yet the Seed is on the head of ſuch, 
* which will grind them to powder : which Seed bruiſes the Ser-

I made but little ſtay at Dolfoz , but returned again to Lozdor, London; 

where I continued molt part of the Winter; hbouring in the 
Service of Truth amongit Frienas : Save that I was a little while 
at KirgHton in the Texth Month this Year ; where I writ a Book, Kingſton: 
ſerting forth The ſtate of the Birth Temporal, and the Birth Spirz. 
tual: And the Duty and State of a Child, Tonth, Young Men, Aged 
Men and Fathers in the Truth, &c. ButI ftaid not long at K7zg ſtor 
neither : for the heat of Perſecution fill continuing, I felt my Service | 
to be moſt at Lodo; where our Mectings were for the moſt London: 
part di#urbed and broken up, or Friends were forced to Meet with. 
out Doors, being kept out of their Meeting- Hoxſes by the Officers. 
Yet ſometimes, beyond expectation, we got a quiet and peace- 
able Meeting in the Houſes, One time I was minded to have 
gone 4 mile or two out of Town, to vilit a Friexd, that was not 
well: But hearing, that the Kzzg had ſent to the Mayor to pur 
the Laws in Execution againſt Diſſenrers, and that the: Magi- 
ſtrates thereupon intended to Naz! nv the Meeting-houſe-doors , 1 
had not freedom to go out of Towz; but was 'moved to go to 
the Meeting at Gracious-ſtreet, And notwithſtanding all the T hreats, 
a great Meeting it was, and very quiet ; and the Glory of the Lord 
ſhone over all. 

The ſame Week I went to the Meeting at the Peet in Johy's Peel-Meer” 
Street; and the Seſſions were holden the ſame day at Hicks's- hall. 

I went to the Peel in the Morning ; and William Mead being to 
appear at the Seſſions for not going to the Steeple-houſe-worſhip , 
he came ozce or twice from Hicks's hall to me at the Peel; which 
lome 1/-mindea-pecple obſerving, went and formed the Juſtices 
at the Bexch, that he was goneto a Meeting at the Peel. Where- 
upon the Juſtices ſent a Meſſenger to ſee, if there were a Meer - 
zng : but this being in the Ferenoon, there was no Meetizg there 
then; and {9 the Meſſenger , when he had looked about, went 
back and told them. Then others [formed the Juſtices that there 
would be a Meeting there about three or four 1n the Afternoos : 
Whereupon they ſent for the Chief Conſtable, and asked him ; 
Why he ſuffered a Meeting to be at the Peel, ſo nich him? He 
told them, He did not know of auy Meeting there, They asked 
him, How he could but know it, and live fo nizh it? He ſaid, He 

was 
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was new there in his life, and did not know, that there was a Mect- 
ins there, They would have perſwaded him, that he mult needs 
know of it; but he ſtanding ſftedfalt in the derzal of it, tliey 
ſaid ; They ſhould take order, to have it look'd after in the After- 
200n. Burt a multitude of Buſizeff coming before them at the Se/ 
fron; when Denzer-time came, they haſted to cheir Dinzer, with. 
O'1t giving order: And when they came to the Berch again after 
Dinner , the Lord put it out of their Minds, ſo that they fent 
no Ojjcer ; and fo the Meeting was quiet, beginning and crCing 
11 peace; and a blelſed Meeting we had, the Lord's Preſence 
buing precioully amongſt us. Many F7ieads had a concern 
upon their minds, when they ſaw me come into the Meera, 
leit I ſhould have been zakez:; But I was freely given up to /f- 
fer , if it was the Lord's Will, before I went into the Mecring ; 
and had nothing 1a my mind concerning it, but the Lera*s Ulery, 
And I do believe, the Zord pur it out of their minds, that they 
{hould not ſend to break up our Meetizg that day. Yet the Firſt- 
azy atier, three or four Juſlices (as I heard) came to the Peel, 
and put Friends out of their Meeting there, and kept them our ; 
and 1quired for William Mead, bur he was not there, 

That day I was moved to go to Graciows-ſ{reet-Meeting ; and 
it was expected, thar the Officers would come to break up the 
Meeting, or keep Friends out; and many bundreas of Perple came 
to fee, what would be done to us. Put the Officers came not; 
and ſo we were 1n peace and quietneſs : and many of the Pco- 
ple, that came to look on, {taid all the time; and a glorious, 
precious Meeting we had: for the Lord's Preſeace was plenti- 
tully amonglt us, and his Power came over all ; Glory to his Name 
tor ever, who is over all. 

I had fcen the Mayor's printed Speech for putting the Laws in 
Execution againlt Diſſexters: and it was much 1n my mind, that 
w'e ſhould draw up a Paper to ſend to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
to clear our {elves from being ſuch, as thoſe Laws were made 
againſt; and to ſet forth our peaceable Behaviour both towards 
the Kzzg and the Government, Accordingly a Paper was drawn 
up, and ſigned, and delivered to the Mayor; and Copies thereof 
to the Aldermen, and to the Biſhop of Lonaon allo: And they 
generally took it kindly , and were Czvi/ to the Friends, that de- 
livered it, | 

About this time I was moved to write the few Lines follows 
ing to Frienas:

It was not long after this, that I received an Acconrt by Let- 
ter from ſome Friends, that were Priſozers in Denby in Wates : 
by which I underſtood, that many Friends there were under 
great Sufferings for the Teſtimony of a good Conſcience, In the 
tender ſenſe whereof I was moved in the Love of God to Vilit 
them with a few Lines, as a Wera of Conſolation to them in 
their S»fferinos; and of Exhortation, to ſtand taft in the Tefti- 
20ny committed ro them. And that which I writ, wasthus ; 


c Far ſuffering Lambs for the Name and Command of Jeſ#s ! 
ÞD et for his Trath, and faithful; and ye NA hel 
© the Preſence of Chriſt with you. And look at him, who ſaffr- 
*ed for you, and hath bought you, and will feed you, who 
© ſaith; Be of good Comfort, I have overcome the World: who 
© deftroys the Devil and his Works, and bruiſes the Serpents 
© head, 1 ſay, Look atChriſt , who is your SauGnary ; in whom 
© ye have reſt and peace. Fo you it 1s given not only to velieve , 
© but to ſuffer for his Name's ſake : And they that will live god- 
©ly in Chriit Jeſus, ſhall ſuffer Perſecution by the ungodly Pro- 
« feſſors of Chriſt Jeſus , who live out of him. And theretore be 
* valiant for God's Truth upon the Earth, and look above that 
* Spirit , that makes you ſuffer , up to Chriſt, who was, before 
*it was; and will be, when it is gone: Conſider all the Pro- 
© phets, Chriſt and the poſtles, who ſuffered, and were perſecu- 
* fed; but they never perſecuted them as true men, but as De- 
* cetvers, and yet true. And Chriſt is the ſame to day, as he 
© was yeſterday , a Rock and Foundation for your Age and 'Gene- 
© ration, for you to build upon. I have written concerning you 
© (after I heard your Letter) to Friends in Cheſhire to Viſit you; 
©underſtanding, that you belong to their Quarterly Meeting : 
* And therefore I deſire, that ſome Friends of your County would 
*g0, and lay your ſuffering Condition before the Monthly or Quar- 
© zerly Meeting in Cheſhire, 1 have written likewiſe to Rzchard 
BY Kkkkk * Davis, 
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168 2,* Davis, that ſome of that {ide may go and viſit you; and ſee 
WW how your Condition 1s. So my Loye 1s to you 1n the Lord, 
London * who 1s your alone Support. 


London , the 27th of the LU, F, 
11th Month, 1682. 


Now, becauſe the Mags/frazes were many of them unwilling, 
to have Fines laid upon Meeting-houſes, they kept Friends out 1n 
many places ; ſetting Officers, and Gwards of Soldiers at the Doors 

= and Paſſages : And yet ſometimes Friends were fined for Speaking 
or Praying, though it were abroad. One Firſt-dey it was upon 
Dev. Mett. me to go to Devonſhire-houſe- Meeting in the Afternoon ; and be- 
cauſe I had heard, Friends were kept ont there that Morning (as 
they were that Day at moſt Meetings about the City) I went 
ſomewhat the ſooner, and got into the Tard, before the Sola. 
ers came to guard the Paſſages : but the Conſtables were got there 
before me, and ſtood in the Door-way with their Staves. Iask- 
ed them to let me go in: They faid, They could not , nor durſt 
rot : for they were commanaed the contrary, and were ſorry foy it. 
I told them, I would not preſs upon them: ſo I ſtood by; and 
they were very Civil, I ſtood, till I was weary; and then one 
gave me a Stool to fit down on : and after a while the Power of 
the Lord began to ſpring up among Friezds, and one began to 
ſpeak. The Conſtables ſoon forbad him, and ſaid, he ſhould not 
ſpeak ; and he nor ſtopping, they began to be wroth. ButT gent- 
ly faid my hand upon one of the Coſftables , and wiſht him to 
{et him alone: The Coxſtable did ſo, and was quiet; and the 
Man did not ſpeak long. When he had done, after a while 1 
was moved to ſtand up and feat: and in my Declaration I laid; 
* They need not come againſt us with Swords and Staves, for 
* we were a peaceable People ; and had nothing in our Hearts, 
* but Goog-will to the King and Magiſtrates, and to all People 
* upon the Earth. And we did not Meet nnder pretence of Reli- 
© gt08 to plot and contrive againſt the Government, or to raiſe In- 
* ſarreFioas ; but to worſhip God in Spirit and in Truth. And 
* we had Chrift ro be our Biſhop and Prieſt, and Shepherd to feed 
* us, and overſce us, and he ruled in our hearts ; { we could all 
*. {it 1n ſeexce, enjoying our Teacher : So to Chriſt , their Biſhop 
*and Shepherd I did recommend them all. And after I had {po- 
wen, What was upon me at that time, I fate down: and after a 
while I was moved to pray, and the Power of the Lord was over 
ail Friends; and the People, and the Conſtable and Soldiers put 
27 their Hats, And when the Meeting was done, and Friends 
began £0 paſs away, the Coniable put of his Hat, and deſired the 
£ord to bleff us: for the Power of the Lord was over him and 

te People, and kept them under. 
A.irer this I went up and down, viſkting Friezds at their hous 
/cs, who had had their Goods taken from them for worſhipping 
God 3 and we took an account, of what had been taken fron 
them: and ſome Friezds met together about it , and drew 7 
the 
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the Caſe of the Sufferings of our Friends in writing, and gave it 1682; 
to the Juſtices at their Petty-Seſſiovs. Whereupon they made an Wyo 
Order, That the Officers ſhould aot ſell the Goods of Friends, which London. 
they had in their hands, but keep them until the next Seſſions : which 
gave ſome diſcouragement to the Izformers, and pur a little ſtop 
to their proceedings. 

The next Firſt-day 1t was upon me to $0 to the Meeting at the 
$1voy : and by that time the Meeting was gathered, the Beadle 
came in; and after him came in the wzl4 People, like a' Sea : 
but the Lord's Power chained them all, The Spirit of the Lord 
went turough and over all, and they were quiet, and we had a 
glorious, peaceable Meeting ; bleſſed be the Lord for his unſpeak- bs 
able gooJneſs. This was 1n the Twelfth Month 1682. : 


Sau Meet; 


In the Firſ# Month 1683. I went to K7n2ſton upon Thames: , g% , 
and it being then a time of Perſecution, as I went to the Meecr- Sy 
ing, TI met the Chzef Conſtable, who had been at the Meeting- Place, EIS 
and had ſet Watchmen there to keep us out; yet he was pretty  _ 
Civil, and the Watchmen let Friexds have a couple of Forms our, 
to (it upon in the High-way: lo Friends met together there, and 
a very precious Meeting we had ; for the refreſhing Preſence of 
the LZord was with us, in which we parted in peace. 

Having viſited and encouraged Fr/ezds there, I returned to 
London, and went to the Meeting at Bull and Mouth, where the London, 
Conſtables with their Watchmen kept a Guard, to keep Þrieads 5! ane, 
out of the Houſe. So we met in the Street : and whenany Friend * 
ipake, the Officers and Watchmen made a great buſtle to pull him 
down, and take him into Cuſtody. After ſome other Friexds had 
ſpoken, it was upon me to ſpeak; and I faid: * Heaven is God's 
© Throne, and Earth is his Footſtool: and will ye not let us 
* #and upon God's Foottool to worſhip, and ſerve the living God ? 

While I ſpake, they were quiet : and after I had cleared my felt, 
of what was upon me to ſpeak, we brake up our Meeting 1n peace, 
This was on the Sixth-day of the Week. | 

On the Fir/t-day of the Week following I was moved to go to 
the Meeting at Graciows-Frreet:; and when I came there, I found Grac.'Meeti 
a Guard ſetat the Entrance in Lumbard-ſtreet , and another at the 
Gate in Gracious-ſtreet , to keep Friends out of the Meeting- Place ; 

Jo that we were fain to meet abroad in the Srreez, After ſome 
time I got a Chair, and ſtood up in it, and ſpake largely to the 
People, © Opening the Principles of Truth to them , and decla- 
fring many weighty Truths concerning Magiſtracy, and concern- 
*ing the Lord's Prayer. There was, belides Friends, a great 
Multitude of People; and amongſt them many Profeſſors; and 
all was very quiet : for the Lord's Power was over all, and in 
the Lord's time we broke up our Meeting, and departed in

London ( who with his Wife was there alſo) was ſuddcnly ta- 
ken very ill with ſo violent a Fit of the Szoze, that he could 
neicher ffand nor lie ; bur through the extremity of paz cried 
out like a Woman 1n Travel, When I heard it, I was much cx- 
erciſed in Spirit for him; and went to him: and after I had 
ſpoken a few words to him, to turn his 272d inward, I was 
moved to /ay my hand upon him, and prayed the Lord, to rebuke 
his Infirmity. And as 1 /aid my hand on him, the Lora's Power 
went through him ; and through Fa:th in that Power he had 
ſpeedy. Eaſe, 1o that he quickly feil into a ſeep. And when he 
awaked, the Ste came from him Ike az7r; and he was ſo well, 
that the zext day he rode with me five and rwerty miles in a 
Coach : though he uſed formerly (as he ſaid) to lie ſometimes 
two weeks , {ometimes a month with one of thoſe Fits of the Store. 
But the Lerd was intreated for him, and by his Power foon gave 
him Ez/e at this time : bleſſed and praiſed be his holy Name there 
fore. 

Now after I had had ſome DMeetinrgs in Suſſex and Srrrey, and 
had viſitcd Friexds there aways, I returned to Londen by Kin. 
fon, where I had a Meeting on the Fir/t-dzy of the ſecond 
Month, being the Firſt-diy of the Week alſo, We were kept 
out of the Mecting- Hoſe by a Conſtable and Watchmen ( as be. 
fore) and ſo were fain to meet in the Figh-way, But it being 
the Monthly-Meeting-day, and many of the Worid's Pecple being 
there, the Mecting was pretty large, and very quiet ; and the 
Lord's bleſſed Preſence was among(t us, bleſſed be his Name for 
ever. 

Being come to London, T went to the Meetine at Wheeler-ſtreet 
near Spi#;le-fields ; which that day proved very large : For be- 
ſides that there were more Friezds there that day, than uſually, 
there came alſo many Profeſſors to the Meetine that day; and 
a glorious, bleſſed Meeting it was : for the Lord's Power and Truth 
was over all, and many deep and weighty things were opened 
to the People, to their great Satisfaction, 

I tarried now 1n and near about Lozdoz, viſiting Friends Meet- 
zngs, and labouring in the Service of the Goſpel, until the Tearly- 
Meeting came on; which began on the 28th of the third Month 
this Tear. It was a time-of great Srfferizzs, and much concern- 
cd I was, leſt Friends, that came up out of the Corntries on 
the Churches-Service, ſhould be taken and impriſoned at London. 
But the Lord was with us, and his Power preſerved us; and 
gave us a ſweet and blc{[ed Opportunity to wait upon him, and 
be refreſhed together in him, and to perform thoſe Services for 
his Trzath and People, for which we mer. Now inaſmuch as 1t 
was a time of great Perſecution, and we underſtood by our Friends, 
who came out of the ſeveral parts of the Nation, that in moſt 
Counties Friends were under great Svfferings either by Impriſon- 
ments, Or ſpoilings of Goods, or both; a concern was weightily 
upon me, leſt any Friends, that were Sufferers , eſpecially ſuch, 
as were Traders and Dealers in the World, ſhould hazard the 
loling of other mens Goods or E#ates through their ws 
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Wherctore, as the thing opened in me, I Yrew an Epiftle of Con-169 z, 
tion to Friends in that Cale, which I communicated to the Bre- yy 
thren at the Yeartly-Meeting ; and from thence it was ſent forth London. 
among Friends throughout the Nation: A Copy of which here 
followeth ; | 


c Ear Friends and Brethren in the Lord Tens Chrift , who is 
: your only Saziiyary 1n this day of S8rorm and Perſecntion , 
« Spoiling of Goods, and Impriſoaments! Let every ones Eye be un- ; 
*to him, who has all Porzer in Heaven and Earth given unto 
* him ; ſo that none can touch an /azr of your head, nor you ; 
© nor any thing ye have, except it be permitted or ſuffered in this 
day, to Try his People, whether their 22znmas be with the Lord,

* ber many years ago, in a time of great Perſecution, there 
£ were divers Friends, who were Traders, Shop-keepers and 0- 
*thers, who had the Concerns of Widows and Fatherl:ff, and 
© other Peoples Eſtates in their hands. And when a great Suffer- 
@ 1g, Perſecution and Spoiling of Goods came upon Friends, there 
© was eſpecial Care taken, that all Friexds, that did /ufer, what 
© they did offer up to the Zord in their Sufferizgs , might be re- 
cally rheir own, and not any others Eſtates or Goods, which they 
© had in their hands, and were not really their own ; ſo that

© whom they had their Goods of, intreating them, to take their 
© Goods again. And ſome Friexds came to Loxdon themſelves, and 
© treated with their Creators, letting them underſtand, how their 
© Conditions were, That they lay liable to have all that they had, 
E zaken from them; and told them , They would not have any man 
© to ſuffer by them : neither would they by ſuffering offer up any thing, 
© but what was really their own ," or what they were able to pay for. 
© Upon which ſeveral took their Goods back again, that they had 
© ſent down: And this wrought a very good Savonr in the hearts 
© of many People, when they ſaw, that there was fuch a 77gh- 
© teors, juft and honeſt Principle in Friends, that would not make 
*any to ſuffer for their Teſtimony; but what they did /fer for 
© the Teſtimony of Jeſus, it ſhould be really and truly their own, 
© not other Peoples: And in this they owed nothing to any , but 
© Love. So in this every Man. and Woman ſtands in the free Of- 
* fering, a free People, whether it be Spiritual or Temporal, whicl 
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1683.*istheir own; and in that they wrong no man, neither inward- 

LYV <ly nor outwardly. Orzan ſaid unto David, 1 give thee the Threſhe 

Loudon. * 79-floor, &Cc. and the Oxen for Burnt-offerings, and the T hreſhing- 
© Inſtruments for Wood , and the Wheat for the Meat-offering ; I 
& 026 it all, But Kjng David ſaid unto Ornan, Nay, but I will 
6 verily buy it for the full price : for T will not take that which i 
© thine, for the Lord, nor offer Burnt-offerings without coſt,1 Chron, 
© 21, 22,0%. S0 it ſhould be h# own; and ſo ſhould it be eve- 
©ry man's, that offers. So you may ſee here, that David would 
© not accept of another man's Gift for an Offering to the Lord; 
© he would not ofer up that which coſt him nothing : but it 
© ſhould be really his own, Pſal. 112. 5. 4 good man—— will guide 
© his affairs with diſcretion.

c LY Friends ahd Brethren , who are turned from Darkneſs 
*vy F to Liebt, and from the Power of Satay to Gad, who are 
© the Believers in the Zight , which is the Life in Chriſt, and 
*are become the Children of the Light and of the Day, and are 
< orafted into Chriſt, the ſecoud Adam, the Lord from Heaven , 
© and fo are gathered in the Name of Feſws, in whom ye have 
© Salvation, and not in any other Name under the whole Hea- 
* ven. For Chri## Jeſus ſaith; Where two or three are gathered to- 
6 gether in my Name, there am 1 in the midſt of them, Matth.18, 
* 20. So here you being gathered in the Name of Jeſus , he is 
©1n the midſt of you, a Saviour, a Mediator , a Prophet, a Shep- 
* herd, a Biſhop, a Leader, a Counſellor, the Captain of your Sal- 
* vation, Who bruiſes the Serpent's head, and deſtroys the Devil 
*and his Works. Therefore, Brethrez in Chriſt Jeſus, exhort one 
* another daily, while it is called to day; Ieft any of you be 
© hardened through the decerrfulnefs of fin. For you are made 
* Partakers of Chriſt, if ye hold faſt the beginning of your Con-

* vour the Adverſaries, Hebr. 10. And therefore it is good not 
© to forſake the Aſſembling of our ſelves together ; but exhort one 
« another daily : for Chriſt is in the midſt of his People a Teach- 
cer and a Prophet, who ſaith, Learn of me; who is the Way, 
* the Truth and the Life. And we being many, are oe Body

*ir. And Peter ſaith in his General Epiſtleto the Church of Chriſt ; 
« As every man ( mark , every man) hath received the Gift, [6 
Emminiſt er the ſame one to another , as good Stewards of the manifold 
© Grace of God, If any man ſpeak, let him ſpeak, as the Oracles of 
* God (1o not of Mer :) If any man miniſter , let him do it as of 
© he Ability, which God gives (ſo not of the Ability of mens arts 
* and Sciences ) that God in all things may be glorified through FJe- 
* [irs Chriſt, &c. For theſe Gifrs and Grace come from Fe/zz into 
© the hearts of the Members of his Church, whom he 1s in the

© faith, Whoſoewer ſhall be aſhamed of me and of my words in this 
* adulterous and ſinful Generation , of him alſo ſhall the Sou of Man 
© be aſhamed, when he comes in the Glory of his Father with hi holy 
© Angels, Mark 8.38. And Chriſt faith to his Diſciples, He that 
© recerveth you, recerveth me ; and he that receiveth ze, recerveth him 
* that (ent me: He that receiveth a Prophet in the name of a Pro- 
b phet , ſhall receive a Prophet*s reward: And he that receiveth a 
* righteous man in the name of a righteous man, ſhall receive a 
* riahteous man's reward, And whoſoever ſhall give to drink unto 
© oze of theſe little ones a Cup of cold water only, in the name of 4 
* Diſciple , verily I ſay unto you, he ſhall in no wiſe loſe hu reward, 
* Matth, 10, 40,41,42, Here ye may ſee, how Chriſt encoura- 
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* oes his Diſciples, and rtaem that receive them. And John ſaith, 1 6 8 z. 
* Arnono the chief Rulers of the Jews many believed in Chriſt ; but Rn 
© becauſe of the Pharilces, they did not confeſs him , leſt they (hou!n . : 
« be put out of the Synagogue, Jolin 12. 42. Too many ſuch Be. TOO 
© ſievers are now a-days, who dare not CoxfefS Chrizt, left they 
© jhould loſe the faverr of 2m, But Chriit encourages the fazth- 
* fu! Diſciples, and iold them, They would put them out of 
© their Syzagogues; yea, that the time ſhould come, that wholo. 
* ever killed them, would think, they did God ſervice: And theſe 
© rhings, (laid he) will they do unto you, becauſe they have not 
* known the Father, nor me. But theſe things have I told you, that 
© when the time ſhall come, ye may remember, that I told you of them, 
© Tohn 16. 2, 3,4 Here ye may ſee, what Chriſt told his Diſci-

* good, to be faithful to God and his Worſhip in Spirit and 
*Trach. And the Jews had agreed, that if any man ſhould 
© Confefs Chriſt, he ſhould be put our of their Syzag0zue, John 
©9.22, So it was for Chri#s ſake, they were Excommunicated 
* out of their Sy2470gues. But as it is written, Behold, T lay in 
* Sion a Stumbling. ſtone, and 4 Rock of Offence ; and who ſo believes 
* on him, ſhall not be aſhamed. So Chrilt is a Stumbling-ſtone, and 
*a Rock of Offence to all the Unbelievers in the Zight, which 1s 
* the Zife in Chriſt, whether they be Jews , Chriſtians, or Gen» 
© tiles, The Fews did believe, a Chriſt was 1o come, from the 
* Scriptures: And the Chriſtians believe, He & come, by the 
f Scriptures ; but do not believe in the Light ( which is the Life 
*in Chriſt) as Chriſt commands; and ſo do not become the 
© Children of the Light. Therefore ye , that are the Believers in 
© the Light, and are become the Children of the Light, walk in 
*Chrift your Way, Life and Salvation.

5:1 Month, 1683. 


Having viſited Friends at and about KzzzHon , I returned tO Lygygoy' 
London: tor it being a Suffering time with Friends there , I had 
not freedom to be long from the City. Being come back, I 
went to the Meeting at the Peel; which but a little before the Peet-ater; 
Fuſtices and Conſtable had broken up, and had carried themſelves 
very roughly : But that day the Meeting was in the Houſe , and 
quiet; and a glorious Meeting it was, bleſſed be the Lord. 

On the Firſt-day following I went to the Meeting at Graciomus- Grac-Meer, 
ſtreet, When I came. there, I found three Conſtables in the 
Meeting-houſe, who kept Friends out ; {o that we met in the 
Court, Aﬀer I had been ſome time in the Meetizs, I ſtood up, 
and ſpake to the People ; and continued ſpeaking a pretty while. 
Then one of the Conſtables came, and took hold of my hand , 
and ſaid; I mnſt come down. I delired Iim to be patient , and 
went on ſpeaking to the People: but after a little time he pluckt 
me down, and had me into the Meeting-houſe. I asked them, it 
they were not Weary of this Work ? and one of them faid , [z- 
deed, they were, They let me go into the Widow Fofter*s houſe 
( which joined to the Meeting-houſe ) where I ſtay'd, being hor. 
When the Meerizg was ended ( for one prayed, after I was ta- 
ken away ) the Conſtables asked ſome Frienas, Which of thens 
would paſs their words , that I ſhould Appear , if they ſhould be que- 
ſtioned about me? But the Friends telling them , They need not ve- 
quire that ; for I was a man well known 11 the City, to be one, that - 
would neither fly, nor ſhrink; They came not to me: but went 
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their ways, and left me at Liberty; and I heard no further of 
it. The /ame Week I was at the Meeting at the Savoy , which 
uſed to be kept out, and diſturbed ; but that day it was within 
doors , and peaceable, and a precious Meeting it was. The 
Firſt-day after, it was upon me to go to. the Meeting at Weſt- 
minſter , where uſed to be great diſturbances: But there alſo 
the Meeting was within doors that day, and it was very large. 
The Lord's Power was over all there, and kept all quiet and 
ſtill : for though there were many /ooſe Spirits there, yer they 
were bound down by the Power and Spirit of the Lord, that they 
could not get up to make diſturbance. 

About this time I was moved to write the following Epiſtle : 


Friends and Brethren, 


, VV HO have received the peaceable Truth , let the fruits of 
, its peaceableneſ, and of your quiet Spirit appear in all 
© your Mectivgs, and in all your Words and Actions : for he that 
* ;nhabits Eternity, dwells with an /»-zble heart; and he gives 
© Grace to the humble, and refifteth the proud. Heaven is his 
* Throne , and the Earth ye walk upon, is his Foot-ſtool : happy

6 jn all the true Churches of Chriſt; {o that Wiſdom may be juitt- London, 
© fied of her Children. For the Works of the Fleſh, or fleſhly 

* Spirit, are Hatred, Variance, Wrath, Strife, Envyings, Drunken- 

© neſs, Revilings, Adultery, Fornication , Lafciviouſneſs, Wnclean- 

* xeſs, &c. and they which do ſuch things, ſhall not inherit the 

* Kingdom of God. But the Fruits of the Spirit of God are Love, 

* Toy, Peace, Lonz-ſuffering , GentleneſS, Goodneſſ, Faith, Meek- 

© eſs, Temperance, &c. And lo, Dear Friends and Brethren, ſtrive 

© to exceed one another, and all People upon the Earth in Hamzi- 

Flity, in Meekneſs, in Gentleneſs, in Temperance, in Love and in 

© Patience, in Pureneſs and in Mercy; and then ye will ſhew forth 

© the Fruits of the Spirit of God, and of his heavenly Wiſdom? 

© that is from above: And in this, W:/dom will be juſtified of 

© her Children; and ye will be the Sat of the Earth, and the 

* Light of the World ſet on an Hill, that cannot be hid: and 
*your Moderation will appear to all men. And be ye juſt, and 

* righteons, and faithful, and true in all your Words, Dealings 

*and Converſations; ſo that ye may anſwer the Truth in all 

© People: For Chriſt ſaith, his Father is glorified by ſuch , as 

* bring forth Fruits, when men do ſee their good Works ; tor he 

* that doth Righteouſneſs, is accepted with God. And he that 

© dwells in Love, dwells in God: for Love is his Habitation : And 

let that be the Habitation of every one that hath received the 
©Trith : for if it be not, ſuch do not dwell in God, let them 

* profels what they will. And therefore my defire 1s, that all 
©you, who have received Chriſt , the Seed , which bruiſes the 

© Serpents head, may walk in him, your Saninary, Life and Sal-

I continued yet at Zoxdoz, labouring in the Work and Service 
of the Lord both in Meetings and out; ſometimes viſiting the 
Friends that were in Priſon for the Teſtimony of Jeſus, encou- 
raging them in their Sufferizgs, and exhorting them to ſtand 
faithful and ſtedfaſt in the Teſtimony , which the Lord hac com- 
mitted to them to bear : ſometimes alſo viſiting thoſe that were 
ſick and weak in Body, or tronbled in Mizd, helping to bear 
their Spirits up from ſinking under their Infirmities. Sometimes 
our Meetings were quiet and peaceable; ſometimes they were 
difturbed and broken up by the Officers. One Firſt-day it was 

upon me to go to the Meeting at the Savoy, and it was a large gy, we. 

Meeting ; for many Profeſſors and ſober People were there: And | 
the Zord opened many precious, weighty things in me tothe Peo- 
ple , which-I declared amongſt them, ©* and direfted them tothe 
* Spirit of God 1n themſelves, which the Lord had given them a 
* meaſure of; that all by the Spirit might underſtand the Scrip- 
* tures, Which were given forth from the Spirzt of God, Ron 
* that 
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x 6 8 3.* that by the Spirit of God they might know God and Chrift, whom 
WYVW * God hath ſent; whom to know was Eternal Life, And that 
London. © by the Spirit they might all come into Chriff, and know him 
©to be their Sandtuary, who deſtroys the Devil , the De3troper, 
* and his works; and bruiſes the Serpernt*s head. For Chriſt was 
© a Saxttuary to them, to whom he was a Saviour, whom he 
© ſaved from the Deſtroyer. And Chrilt did baptize them with 
© the holy Ghoſt, and with Fire, and did thorowly purge his floor, 
*and burn up their Chaff with unquenchable fre, that is, S» 
*and Corruption, which 1s got into Man and Woman by their 
$7 ranſereſſion : But Chriſt gathereth his. Wheat into, his Garzer. 
©So all that are baptized with Chriſft*s Baptiſm, their Wheat is 11 
© God's Garner: and no Spoiler can get into God's Garzer tomed- 
© dle with the Wheat there ; though they may be permitted to 
© meddle with the outward Goods, &. Now as I was ſpeaking 
in the power of the Lord, and the People were greatly affe&t- 
ed therewith ; on a ſudden the Conſtables, with the rude People , 
came in like a Sea: and one of the Conſtables ſaid to me, Come 
down; and he laid hands on me. I asked him, Art thou. a Chrzi- 
ftian? We are Chriſtians. Fle had hold on my hand, and was 
very fierce to pluck me down: bur I ſtood till, and ſpake a few 
words to the People ; deliring of the Lord, that the Blſizgs of 
God might reſt upon them all. The Conſtable fill called upon 
me to Come down, and at length pluckt me down; and bid another 
Man with a Staff, Take me, and carry me to Priſon. That Man 
had me to another Officer's houle, who was more Cv: and 
after a while they brought in Four Friends more, whom they 
had taken. I was very Weary, and in a great Sweat; and ſeve- 
ral Friends, hearing where I was, came to me in the Conſt able's 
houſe : but I bid them all go their ways , left the Conſtables and 
Informers ſhould ſtop them. Afﬀter a while the Conſtables had us 
almoſt 4 Mile to a Fnſlice, who was a fierce, paſſionate Map : who, 
afrer he had asked me my A/ame, and his Clerk had taken it 
down in writing, upon the Coz/table's informing him, That Tpreach- 
ed in the Meeting , laid in an angry manner ; Do not yon know, 
that it is contrary to the King's Laws t9 preach in ſuch Conventicles, 
contrary to the Liturgy of the Church of England ? There was pre- 
ſent one —— Shad, (a wicked Informer , who was ſaid to have 
broken Gaol at Coventry, and to have been burnt in the hand at 
London ) who hearing the Juſtice ſpeak ſo to me, ſtept up to 
him, and told him ; That he had Convidted them on the Act of the 
22d of Kjng Charles the Second. What ! You Convitt them? Haid 
the Juſtice ; Tes, ſaid Shad, I have Convidted them; and you muſt 
Convict them too upon that AF, With that the Fuitice was Azu- 
gry with him, and ſaid ; Yow Teach me ! What are you? Phe Con- 
vict them of a Riot, The Informer hearing that, and ſeeing the 
Juſtice Angry, went away in a Frerz and ſo he was diſappointed 
of his purpoſe. I thought he. wonld have {mor ſome body 
againſt me ; whereupon I ſaid, *Let no man fear againft me ; 
* for it is my Principle Not to fwear : and therefore I would 


* not have any man Smear againlt me, The TJuſfce —_—_— 
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asked me ; If 1 did not preach in the Meeting ? I told him, ©Idid168 3* 
* Confeſls, what God and Chriſt had done for my Soul; and did www 
* praiſe God: and I thought, I might have done that in the London. 
« Streets , and in all Places, viz. Praiſe God, and ConfeſsyChriſt 
* Teſas; and this I was not aſhamed to ConfefSs Neith,r was 
©this contrary to the Liturgy of the Church of Epgland. The 
Tuſtice ſaid; The Laws were againſt ſuch Meetings, as were con- 
trary to the Liturgy of the Church of England. I ſaid; ©I knew 
* no ſuch Laws againft our Meetings : but if he did mean that 
© 44, that was made againſt ſuch, as did Meet to Plot and Con- 
© trive ,, and raiſe Inſurretions againſt the King , we were no ſuch 
* People; but did abhor all ſuch ACttions: and did bear true 
© Love and Good-will to the Ky727, and to all Men upon the Earth. 
The Juſtice then asked me ; 1f I had been in Orders? I told him, 
No. Then he took his Law-books, and ſearched for Laws againſt 
us ; bidding his Clerk, take the Names of the reſt the mean time : 
But when he could find no other La» againſt us, the Clerk ſware 
the Conſtable againſt us. Some of the Friezas bid the Conſtable, 
Take heed what he ſwore, leſt he were perjured : for he took them in 
the Entry, and not in the Meeting. Yet the Conſtable, being an 
Ill Man, ſwore, That they were in the Meeting, However the 
TFuſtice laid ; Seeing there was but one Witneſs, he would diſcharge 
the reſt; but he would ſend me to Newgate, and I might preach 
there, he f{aid. I asked him, © If it ſtood with his Conſcience, 
* to ſend me to Newgate for praiſing God, and for Confeſſing Chriſt 
© Jeſus? He cried , Conſcience! Conſcience! but IT felt, my words 
roncht his Conſcience. He bid the Conſtable, Take me away; and 
he would make a Mittimus to ſezd me to Priſon, when he had dined, 
I told him, *I deſired his peace, and the good of his Family ; 
* and that they might be kept in the fear of rhe Lord: So I 
palled away. And as we went, the Cozſtable took ſome Friends 
word, that I ſhould come to his houſe the mext Mornizs by the 
& eighth hour. Accordingly I did go, with thoſe Friends : and 
then the Conſtable told us, That he went to the Juſtice for the 
Mittimus , after he had dined; and the Juſtice bid him , Cope a- 
gain after the Evening-Service: which he did; and then the*Fu- 
ſtice told him, He might let me go. So, aid the Confable, you 
are diſcharged. I blamed the Conſtable for turning Informer, and 
ſwearing againſt us; and he ſaid, He world do ſo no more, Next 
day the Juſtice meeting with Gzlbert Laty, asked him, If he 
would pay Twenty pounds for George Fox's Fine? He ſaid, No. 
Then, laid the Juſtice, 1 am diſappointed : for being bur a Loager, 
I cannot come by his Fize; and he having been brought before 
me, and being of ability himſelf, I cannot lay his Fine on any 0- 
ther. 

After I was diſcharged, -1 went up into the Cizry, And the 
ſame Week the Seſſions coming on , where many Friends were 
concerned, ſome as Priſoners, and ſygfe on Trials of Appeals 
upon the Conventicle-AiF, 1 went to & Friend's houſe not far off, 
that I might be in readineſs to Aſſiſt thoſe Friends with Coun- 
ſel, or otherwiſe, as occaſion ſhould offer : and I found Service 
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16823.in it. But as my $piri## was concerned on behalf of Tiends , 
UYV with reſpe& to their outward Sufferings by the Perſecitors with- 
London. out; ſo an Exerciſe allo came weightily .upon me at this time , 
in th. ſenſe I had of the Miſchievous Working of that Adulterater 
Spirit. which being gone out from the heavenly Uniry, and ha- 
ving drawn out ſome, that profeſt Truth, into Enmity and Op- 
poſition againſt Friends, endeavoured to trouble the Church of 
Chriſt with their jangliogs and contention. And as a further 
diſcovery of the working of that ſeducing Spirit 5 and a Warnizs 
to all Friends to beware of it, I was moved to-write the follow. 
ing Epiſtle, directed thus : 


To all the Ele, Faithful, Called and Choſen of Tod, 
who are the Flick and Heritage of God , who have been 
acquainted with the Dealings of the Lord , and hats 
kept your habitations in his Life , Power and 1ruth, be- 
ing built upon the holy and heavenly Rock and Foundat:- 
en, Chriſt Jelus, who was the Foundation, of the 
Prophets and Apoſtles 3 which Foundation Stands - 
fure. 


. Ng oY Foundations have been laid ſince the Apoſtles days, 
ES f by ſuch, as have gone from Chri/?, the true and ſure 
* Foundation :' and their Foundations have proved 7otter, and come 
*to nought; and they themſelves have come to Loſs. And ma- 
*ny, fince the day of Chriſt, and the Truth hath appeared in 
* this Nation, have come out, and have had ſome Opecizgs and 
* Sights, and come among us for a time; and then goxe oat 
* from us again : who have been the Comers and Goers , like ſuch 
*as were in the Apoſtles days. Such have had an outward Pro- 
* feſſion of the Truth, and ſuch have gone from the true Fonr- 
* dation, Chriſt Jeſus, and fo from the heavenly Society and U- 
* nity of the Saizts in Lizht. And then they ſet up Forndaticns 
*of their own: and having a Form of Goalizefs, but out of the 
© Power thereof, out of the Order thereof; ſuch have turned to 
© Fanglings and vain Diſputinzs. This ſort of Spirit you have 
* been acquainted with , who have kept your habitations in Chriſt 
© Jeſus, the Firſ# and the Laff. And you are not unſenſible of 
© the ſcurrilous and filthy Books of Lies and Defamations, which 
have been ſpread abroad in this Nation, and beyond the Sezs, 
* againſt the Faithful: And it is very well, that the Zord hath 
* ſuffered them to publiſh their own ſhame in print, that Truth's 
* Enemies may be diſcovered, that their Fruits and Spirits have 
* appeared, and manifeſted themſelves both in prizt and otherwite. 
* And I do believe, that the Lord will yet ſuffer this Spir7, that 
* ir ſhall ſo publiſh forth its Fruits, to its publick Shame ard 
© Nakedneſs, to Profeſſor and Prophaze , and to all ſober , mode- 


© rate and innocent People ; that its Shame and Nakedneſs ſhall 
* more 
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& more fully appear. And though for a time it hath been hid 168 3, 
* and covered with the Fig-leaves and an Outward Prof/ion, and WWW 
« ſometimes with ſawing and flattering words, (as at other times London. 
6 it hath diſcovered it ſelf by rough , lying and defaming words ;) 
* yet the Lord God will aft all fach vain Talkers, that do not 
* walk in the Order of Life, Truth and the Gofpel, And therefore 
© ye, thatare Faithful, ſtand faſt in the Ziberty, wherewith Chriſt 
© hath made you free in his Government : It 1s upon his Shoulders ; 
© he bears it up: Of the Izcreaſe of it , and of 1ts peace there is 
© no end. For all the Quarrellers againſt his Order and Govern- 
© zat are Without him, and without his heavenly , ſpiritual Go- 
 vernm2nt and Peace, And therefore, ye Faithful Ones, who have 
© had the Trial through many Perſecutions, Impriſouments, Spoil- 
$ ;295 of Goods, you know, that there 15 a Crows of Glory laid 
* up for you: and you that Syfer with Chriſt, ſhall Reigz with 
*him in his Kingdom of Glory; and ye that aze with Chriſt, 
© ſhall /ive with Chriſt in the Eternal Lite, in the World, that 
* hath no End. Who have gone through the Sufferings without , 
*and within by falſe Brethrea , by Comers and Goers, that have 
© cauſed the Way of Truth to be evil ſpoken of, and have 
© been the Perſecnters of the Faithful with their Toxgzes (though 
* they have not had power to do it with their Hands,) And 
© by printing and publiſhing their lying, defaming Books againſt 
* the Faithful, they have ſtirred up the Magiſtrates and Prieſts ; 
* who were willing to get any occaſion to ſpeak evil of the right 
*Way, and precious Truth of Chriſt, by which his People are 
* made free: Such had better, they had never been born. But 
© God hath brought them tolight, and their Fruzts and ravenon; 
© Spirit is ſeen, favoured and known ; who are become Fudaſes, 
* and Sons of Perdition , to betray Chriſt now within ( where he 
«is made manifeſt) to the Prieſts, Magiitrates and Prophane, as 
© Tudas did betray Chriſt without to the Prieſts and Pilate ; Though 
* ſome of the Magiſtrates, and ſober People do ſee their Envy 
and Folly, and that they have more Malice, than Matter againſt 
© the Faithful. But the Lord will conſume this Judas , or Son of 
* Perd;tion | The Lord will conſume him with the Spirit of his 
* Mouth, and ſhall deſtroy him with the brightneſs of his 
* Coming ! And fo let all the Faithful look unto the Lord. And 
© let that wicked $9z of Perditioz know, though he may be got 
Fas high as Judas without (who was partaker of the Miniſtry 
* with the Apoſtles) The Lord will conſume him with the Spirit of 
*his Mouth, and deſtroy him with the brightneſs of his Coming : 
© That is his portion. So the brightneſs of the Lord will deſtroy 
© him, and the Spiriz of his Mouth will conſume him : And when 
* he is deſtroyed and conſumed, there will not be a Soz of Per- 
© aition to betray Chriſt in his People, and his People, that live 
*and walk in Chriſt, who hath all power in Heaven (mark, iz 
* Heaven ) and in Earth given to him; and with his holy and 
F glorious Power he limits and orders : ſo that nothing ſhall 
* be done againſt his People, but what is ſuffered for their T7 * 
*al and for their Good, neither by Apoſtates, Perſecutors with the 
| Mm mmm $ 7 ongut, 
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£68 3.* Tonone, Judaſes, Sons of Peraition to betray; or the outward 

LAS © Poyers to dmpriſon, or ſpoil Goods: All theſe are limited by 

London & Chriſt's Power, who hath all Power in Heaven and Earth given 
©to him. And every ones Faith 1s to ſtand in him and his 
© power , and rejoice in his power , and fee the irfereaſe of his 
Erightcous , holy , heavenly , ſpiritual, peaceable Governmez? , 
*in which the glorious , holy order of /ife is lived and walked 
©in by all his Sons and Daughters : And 1n his Spiriz is the ho- 
©ly Unity and Bond of Peace. Though ye be abſenr in the Bo- 
© iy or Fleſh one from another, yet all jozing and rejoicing, Le- 
@ing preſent in his Spirit, and beholding in the ſame Spirzz 
* your {piritual Order, Unity and Fellowſhip, and the ſteaatait- 
* neſs of your Faith in Chriſt Jeſus, who is ſteadfaſt for ever, 
© the Firſt and the Laff, whole Preſence is among his People, 
* and who 1s their Head. Here is heavenly 8:9» known, and 
© heavenly Jeraſalem , and the innumerable Company of A4no+1s 
*( which are Spirzts ) and the Spirits of the juſt men made per- 
*t.ct. Here 1s the gczeral Aſſembly, or general Meeting, and a 
*gencral, heavenly, holy and ſpiruual joy and rejoicing, lauding

I tarried yet a little while in London, viſiting Frieads and 
Meetings, and labouring i the Work of the Lord there. And 
Eu!l and. being on a Firſt-day at the Bull and Month , where the Meeting 
Meeting. had long been kept out ; but was that day in the Houſe, peace- 
able and large: the People were ſo atteted with the 775, and 
refreſhed wich the powertul Preſence of the Lord, that when 

the Meer:2g was ended, they were loth to go away. 
After ſome time, having ſeveral things upon me to write , 
Kingſton, T went to K/zgffon, that I might be free from Interruptions. 
And when I came there, I underſtood, the Officers had been very 
Rude at the Meetizg there, nipping and abuſing Friends, and had 
driven them our of the Meetizg-Place ; and very abulive they 
continued to be tor ſome time. Among other things that I writ, 
whilit I was there , one was a little Book ( printed ſoon after ) 
the Title whereof was; The Saints heavenly and ſpiritual Wor. 
ſhip, Unity and Communion, &c. wherein is ſet forth , what the true 
Goſpe!-worſhip iz, and in what the true Unity and Communion of 
the Saints ſtands; with a diſcovery of thoſe , that were gone from 
this boly Unity and Communion, and were turned againſt the Saints, 

that abode therein. 

When I had finiſhed the Services , for which 1 went thither , 
and had viſited the Friexds there, I returned to Lozaon; and vi- 
Eee. fited moſt of the Meetings in and about the Ciry. Afterwards I 
Dolfton. went to vilit a Frzezd in Eſſex; and returning by Dolſton, [mans 
ome 
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ſome ſtay at the Widow Stots, and there Iwrit an Fp/ſtle to Frierds, 168 3. 
declaring the Word of the Lord unto them: which Epiſtt being WWW 
then printed, may be read amongit my other printed Books, Dolton. 

I came from Do!ſton to London, and the next day was ſent for 1,,a; 
- : Sd) . , : © 
in haſte to my Son Roxſe's at Kizefon ; whole daughter Marga 
ret lay very {ick, and had a deſire to ſee me. I tarrizd now at 
Kingſton about a week, and then returned to London ; where [ London, 
continued for the moſt part of rhe MWzter, and the Sprizg fol- 
lowing, until the Gezeral Meetins in the Year 1654. { fave that

I went once as far as Exfiela, to viiit Friexas thereabouts.) And 
in this time I ceaſed not to labour in the Work. of the Lord, 
being frequent at Meetings, and vititing Friends, that were Pr;- 
ſoners, or that were ſick; and in writing Books tor the ſpreading 
of Truth, and opening the Underitandings of People to receive 
It,

The Tearly- Meeting was in the Third Month, and a bleſſed, x 684. 
weighty Meeting it was; wherein Friends were ſweetly refreſh- Www 
cd tozether : for the Lord was with us, and opened his heaven- 7ea!y 
ly Treafiires amongſt us. And though it was a time of great "= 
difficulty and danger, by reaſon of Izformers and perſecuting 
Magiſtrates ; yet the Lord was a Detence and Place of Safety to 
his People. 

Now had I drawings in Spirit to go into Holland, to vilit 
the Seed of God in thoſe Provinces, And as foon as the Yearly 
Meeting was over, and moſt of the Country-Friends gone out of 
Town; I prepared for my Joaurzey. There went with me from 
London Alexander Parker, George Watts and Nathaniel Brafſey , 
who alſo had drawings into that Conntry. We took Coach on | 
the 31:4 of the Third Month 84. and got to Colcheſter that night. Colcheſter] 
The next day, being the Fir/?-day of the Week, we went to the _ 
Meeting there: and though there was no notice given of my 
coming thither , yet our being there was preſeatly ſpread over 
the Towz, and 1n ſeveral places in the Conntry, at ſeven and ten 
Miles diſtance; ſo that abundance of Friends came in double- 
borſed , which made the Meeting very Large, I had a Concern 
and Travel in my mind, leſt this great Gatherimg ſhould have 
ftirred up the Town, and been more than the Mag#ſtrates could 
well bear; but it was very quiet and peaceable , and a glorious 
Meeting we had, to the ſettling and ſtabliſhing of Friends bath 
in Town and Country: for the Lord's Power was over all ; bleſſed 
be his Name for ever. Truly, the Lora's Power and Preſence 
was beyond words; for I was but Weak to go into a Meeting , 
and my Face ( by reaſon of a Cold I had taken ) was ſore: but 
God was ſtrong, and manifeſted his firength in us and with us, 
and all was well : the Lord have the Glory for evermore for his 
{upporting Power. Aﬀer the Aceting there came, I think, a- 
bove an hundred Friends of the Town and Conntry to ſee me at 
Fohn Furley's; and very glad we were to ſee one another, and 
greatly refreſhed we were together , being filled with the Love 
and Riches of the Lord, bleſſed be his Name tor ever ! 

Mmmmm 2 We 
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1684. We tarried at Colcheiter two days more; which we ſpent in 
GYV viſiting Friczds there, both at their Meetings for Buſineſfd, and at 
Colcheſter. their Houſes, Then early in the Morning on the Foxrth-day of 
Harwich, the Wc, we took Coach for Harwich, where we met with 
William Bingley and Samuel Waldeafield ; who allo went over with 
us. About the e/2hth hoar at zight we went on board the Pac. 
quet-Boat ( of which one Richard Gray was Maſter ) but by 
reaſon of Contrary Winds, it was the firſt hour in the morning 
before we failed. We had a very good Paſſage; and about the 
HOLLAND fifth hour 1n the Afternoon next day we landed at the Brie in 
Briel, Holland: and there we ſtay'd that night. Early next morning we 
Rotterdam Went to Rotterdam; where we abode ſome days. The zext &ay, 
afrer we came to Rotrerdam, one Wilbert Fronzen, a Burgo- 
maſter, and Kinſman of Aarent Sunnemar's , hearing, that I was 
there, Invited me to his Conntry-houſe ; having a delire to ſpeak 
with me about ſome bufineſs, relating to Aarent Sunneman's 
Danohters, I took George Watts with me ; and a Brother of 4a- 
rent Sunnemin's had us thither., The Burgomaſter received us 
very kindly, and was very glad to ſee me; and entring into 
diſcourſe about his Kyjzſmin's Danghters, T found, he was appre- 
henlive, that their Father being dead, and having lzit them con- 
ſiderable Portions , they might be ſtolſex, and married to their 
diſadvantage. Wherefore I told him, ©That it was our Przxciple 
*and Praitice, that none ſhould Marry amongſt us, unleſs they 
© had a Certificate of the Conſent of their Relations or Guarataxs : 
© for it was our Chriſtian Care to watch over and look after all 
* zour7 People, that came among us; eſpecially thoſe, whole na- 
* tural Relations were dead. And as for his Kznſman's Danzhters, 
* we ſhould take care, that nothing ſhould be offered to them, 
© but what ſhould be agreeable to Truth and Rizhteonſneſ), and 
© that they-might be preſerved in the Fear of God, according to 
© their Father's Mind. This ſeem'd to give him great fatisfacti- 
on. While I was with him, there came many great People to 
me; and *< I exhorted them all to keep in the Fear of God, and 
*to mind his good Spzrit in them, to keep their Minds to the 
* Lord, After I had ſtay*d two or three hours, and had had dil- 
courſe with him of ſeveral things, I took my leave of him; and

y why We went zext day from Rotterdam to Amſterdam, where wehad 
a large and very precious Meeting. And in the Afternoon 1 was at 
another Meeting with the Friends there, about Buſineſs.

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There is a Tearly-Meeting at Amſterdam for the Friends of Hol 168 4. 
laud and Germany, &c. which begun now on the Eighth diy (WW 
of the Fourth Month: and ended on the Twelfth, Here we had a Amſter- 
fine Opportunity of ſecing Friends from divers paris, and of be- 
ing refreſhed together in the Love of God, And after this Meet- 
ing, before the Friends, that came out of the ſeveral! Provinces, 
were gone, we had a Mecting with ſome particular Friends, a- 
bout the Places and Conntries, into which we, who came out 
of England in the Work of the Miniſtry, were to travel ; andto 
underitand, who among them were ſuitable Perions to go along 
with us for Interpreters. When this was concluded on, William 
Bingley and Samuel Waldenficla took ſhipping for Friezland; and - 
Facob Clans their Interpreter, 

Alexander Parker and George Watts remained with me ; and 
we tarried a few days longer at 4mſterazm, where I had further 
Service. And before I left Amferdam, I went to vilit one Ga- 
lenus Abrahams, a Teacher of Chief Note among the Mennonites 
(or Baptiſts.) IT had been with him, when I was in Holland a. 
bout ſever Tears b:fore; and William Pean and Georee Keithhad 
diſputes with him then: He was then very high and very {by , 

{o that he would not let me zouch him, nor /oo& upon him ( by 
his good will ) but bid me, Keep my Eyes off him ; for, he aid, 
they pierced him. But now he was very loving and tender, and 
Confeſſed in ſome meaſure to Truth: his Wife allo and Daughter 


were tender and kind, and- we parted from them very loving- 
ly. 


Soon after this, feeling our Spirits drawn towards Friezland, 
Alexander Parker, George Watts and I, having fohn Clans of Amſter- 
dam with us for our 1zterpreter,took {hip>ing at Amſterdam for Fries. 
land, and having failed ſome Nize or 7ca Leagues, we left the Ship, Friezvands 
and travelled through Friezlazd, ſometimes by Boat, ſometimes by

Sardam, We went ncxt day by Boat to Alkmaer , about ezoht Leagnes 
Akmatr. from Amſterdam, pailing through Sardam ( the great Town of 
Ship-Carpenters) and ſeveral other Towns in the way. At Alk- 
macr (which is apretty City) we ſtay'd, and had a 1Meetins there 
zext day at one William Williams is houſe. There were , be- 
ſides Friends, many very ſover People at this Meetize, who were 
very attentive to the Teltimomes of 7rath, that were born both 
by Alexander Parker, George Watts and my ſelf, John Claus be- 
ing our [zterpreter.

Afcer this Meetzz2 we took our leave of the Friends of Am- 
Harlem fferdam ; and the next morning departed thence to Harlem, where 
we had a Meetins at a Friend's houſe, whoſe name is Abraham 
Frondenberg, There were great Numbers of People at this Meet- 
ins , and of great Service it was. And after the Meeting, a 
Hatch-maſer of Amſterdam ( who with his Wife was come from 
Amſterdam to the Meeting ) defired to ſpeak with me concerning 
Relizion, I had pretty much diſcourſe with him, and both he 
and his Wife were very Low and Tender, and received with 
gladneſs, what I ſpake to them ; and ſeemed well ſatisfied, when 
they went away. | 
Roterdan, Woe went zext day to Rotterdam, where we tarried two Meet- 
Ericl, Z7xgs; and cn the ſexteeath day of the fifth Month, went to the Brie, 
to take Ship for England. 

It was about the fourth hour in the Afternoon , that we went 
on Board the Pacquet Boat, of which one William Sherman was 
Maſter ; and ſet Sail from the Briel. But when we had gone 0- 
ver the Maes about a League, we calt Anchor at the place callcd 

Tie Pitt, The Pitt, (becauſe it is near unto the Sands) and there we tar- 
ried, till about the fourth hour next morning : when, having a 
pretty fair Mind, and the Tide with us, we weighed Anchor ; 
and by the fourth hour next day were got within five Leagues of 
Harwich , over againſt Alvorough-Caſtle; but the Wind falling ſhort, 

| and 
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forty Paſſengers 1n all ; of which ſome were Ereliſh, fome Scots, 
ſome Dutch, ome French, {ome Spaniſh, lome Flemiſh, and ſome 
Jews. 

I ſpent a day with Friends at Harwich , while Alexander Parker 
and Georee Watts went by water to vilit Friends at 1yſwich ; and 
returned at night. Next morning early we all took Coach for 
ColcheFer , and were at the Mectizg there ; which was large and Colchelte: 
peaceable: And after the Meeting, and that we had refreſhed 
our ſelves, we travelled on to Witham, abgur Tex Mites on the Witham. 
Road towards Loxdoz; and lodged there that night. Next day 
we went on towards London : and William Mead meeting us on 
the way at Hareſtreet, I went with him to his Horfe 3, the other Hareſtrect, 
Frieads going on tor London. 

H-re, being Weak with Travel and continual Exerciſe , T ſpent 
ſome time to relt my ſelf, and recover my Health; vititing in 
the mean time the Friends in that part of the Conurry, as I 
was able to get abroad. And when I was a little recovered, I 
went from thence to Ezfidld, viliting Friends there and there- Exficld. 
abouts : and ſo to Doliioz to ice the Widow Stot : And from Polſton. 
thence to Loxdonu; there being ſome Friezds come over from London: 
New-Ferſey in America about buſizefS, which I was deſired to be 
preſent at. 

It was the latter end of the Symz»z27, when I came to Longon 
and I ſtay'd there the Wizter following : ſaving that once or 
twice ( mv Wife being in Town with me this Winter) I went 
down with her to her Son Rouſe's at Kingſton, £nd though my 
body was very weak; yet was I in continual Service, cither in 
publick Meetings { when I was able to bear them) or in partics- 
lar Buſineſſes amongit Friezas, and viſiting thoſe that were Suf- 
ferers for Truth, either by 1-priſonment, or Loſs of Goods. Ma- 
ny things alſo in this time I Wr:z, {ome for the Preff, and ſome 
for particular Service: as Letters to the Kzing of Denmark and 
Duke of Holſteyn , on behalf of Friends, that were Sufferers in 
their Dominions ; whereof the following is a Copy :

£685. About a Mozth after this I got a little out of Zoxdop, viſiting

After I had been ſome weeks in the Country at Sonrhſtreer, and 
at and about Exfeld (in which time I had ſeveral Meerzgs with 
Friends) 1 returned to London. And amongſt other Services, 
that I found there, one was, to aſſiſt Friexds in drawing up Te- 
[timony, to Clear our Friends from being concerned in the late Rebet- 
lion in the Weſt, and from all Plots againſt the Government : Which 
accordingly we did; and delivered them to the Chief-Faſtice, 
who was then to go down into the Weſt, with Commiſſion to Try 
Priſoners. 

I tarried ſome time in Loxdon, viſiting Meetings, and labour- 
ing among Friezds in the Service of Truth, But finding my 
Health much impaired for want of freſh Air, I went a little 
way out of Town to Charles Batharſt's Country-houſe at Epping- 
Forreſt; wherel ſtay'd a few days. And while I was there,it came 
upon me to write the following Epiſtle to Friends :

Having ſpent abour a week at this time among Friends in the 
Conutry, I returned ro Loxdou: Where I continued about Two 
Mouths, vititing Friends Meetings, and labouring to get Relief 
for Friezds from their Sufferings , which yet Jay heavy upon them 
in many parts of the Nation. Several Papers alſo I writ, "rela- 
ting to the Service of Truth; one of which was concerning Or- 
aer in the Church of God, which ſome, that were gone out of 
the Unity of Friends, did much oppoſe. And that was, as fol- 
loweth:

cient Friead at Bednal-Greea , with whom I tarried three or four 
arys. While I was there, I was much exerciſed, in the ſenſe of 
the Enzmy's Working , to draw from the holy way of Truth into 
a falſe Liberty, and ſo into the World's ways and worſhips again. 
And the Exampl2 of the backſ{iding Jews coming before me,l was 
moved to write the following Paper, as a Warning to all ſuch. 


: EJ* you may ſee, when the Jews Rebelled againſt the good 
, Spirit of God, which he gave them to Inſtruct them, they 
© forſook God and his Law, Way and Worſhip, and then they went a 
© whoring after Balaam's Ways, and b=:came like the wild Aſs. 
«Colt, ſnijſing up the wind, as in Fer. 2.24. And in Jer. 3. lee, 
© how Jzdah played the Harlot under every greez 1 ree, and upon 
every hich Mountain: And therefore the Lord divorced Judah, 
© as he had divorced 1/rae/, when {he forfook his Ways, and 
© followed the Heathens Ways. And though the Lord had fed

© to join with other Rel:97ons, and forſake God: as in Fer, 13.

*And now, if the Chi/aren of New Jeruſalem, that 1s above, 
* ſhould forſake the Worſhip , that Chri# in his New Teſtamezt 
* ſet up ( which 1s 1n Spzrit and in Truth) and follow the Wor-

ned DeſtrutFioz upon her, Chap. 23. And in Chap. 57. you may 
* ſee, how the Lord reproved the Jews for their Whoriſh Idolatry, 
*and ſaid ; Upor an high and lofty Mountain haſt thou ſet thy Bed z 
* even thither wenteſt thou up to offer Sacrifices ——T hou haſt enlarged” 
© thy Bed, and made a Covenant with them ; thou loved$t their Bed, 
© where thou ſaveſt it, This was a Joining to the Heathens Reli- 
6 2t0ns, Altars and Sacrifices, and a forſaking the Lora's Altar and 
« Sacrrfices, which he commanded in the Law: And therefore 
© that was committing Whoredom with the Heathen , and a go- 
© ing into their Beds, from the Living God that made them. 
© And now in the New Teſtament God having poured his Spirit 
© upon all Fleſh , that by his Spirit all might come to be a Royat 
Prieſthood, to offer up ſpiritual Sacrifices to God by Jeſus Chriſt ; 
* All that err from the Spzrz# of God, and rebel againſt it, they 
© are not like to offer ſpiritual Sarrifices to God: and ſuch their 
* Sacrifice God doth not accept, no more than he did the Rm 
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« And ye may ſee in the 17th, 18:hand 19th Chapters of the Reve- 
e 1:tioa,the Puniſhment of the great Whore Babylon, the Mother of 
 Harlots, and the Victory of the Lamb; and how he calleth God's 
© People out of Babylon : For in her was found the Blood of the Prophets,

© there ye may read her Judgement, and her Downfal. And this 
© [hore are they, that are whored from the Spirit of God, and 
© ſo from Cod, and from his holy Worſhip in Spirit and Truth,

I ſoon returned to Lopdoz, but made no long ſtay there at 
this time; my Body not being able to bear the Cloſexeſs of the 
City long together. While I was in Town, belides the uſual 
Services of viſiting Friends, and taking care about their Sufferings, 
to get them eaſed, I Aﬀifted the Friexds of the Czty in diſtributing 
certain Sms of Money, which our Friends of Ireland had chari- 
tably, and very liberally raiſed ; and ſent over hither for the Relief 
of their Brethren, who ſuffered for the Teſtimony of a good Con- 
ſcience here : which Mozies were diſtributed amongſt poor, ſuffer- 
inp Friends in the ſeveral Counties, in preportion , according as 
we underſtood their Need. 


Before I left the Czzy alſo, I heard of a great Dodor, that was 
latcly come from Poland ; whom [I invited tro my Lodging, and 
had a great deal of diſcourſe with him. And afterI had inform- 
ed my ſelf by him of ſuch things, as I had a defire to know; I 
writ a Letter to the Kzng of Poland on behalf of Friexds at 
Dantzick (a Town belonging to him } who had long been un- 
der grievous Sufferings. A Copy whereof here follows :

© prove , that Chriſt ever gave them ſuch a Command, whom 

© they profeſs to be their Lord and Miſter. For Chriſt ſays, 

© that his Believers and Followers ſhould love one another ; and 

*by this they ſhall be known to be his Diſciples. And did not 

© Chriſt Reprove thoſe, who would have fire ro come down from 

© Heaven, to deſtroy them, who would not receive him; and did 

©not he tell them, They did not know, what ſpirit they were of ? 


© And therefore all, who have perſecuted Men, or taken away

After this I went to Ezfield, where , and in the Country there- Enfiels. 
abouts ſeveral Friends had Conntry-hoſes, not very far from one 
another ; among({t whom TI tarried ſome time, viſiting and be- 
ing viſited by Friezds, and having Meetings with them. Several 
things I writ in this time, relating to the Service of Truth ; One 
whereof was concerning Judging : For ſome, who were departed 
from the Truth, were fo afraid of Truth's Judgment , that they 
made it much of their buſineſs to Cry out againſt Juadgzng. 
Wherefore I writ a Paper, proving by the Scriptures of Truth, 
that the Church of Chriſt hath power, and ability to Judge thoſe , 
that profeſt to be of it , not only with reſpe& to outward things 
relating to this World, but with reſpe& to Religious Matters 
alſo. A Copy of which follows :

* and 1 ransformers of themielves, like ro the ApoZ#les of Chriſt ;

*And the Apoſtle Peter Judged A47z4::25 and Sapphira, and

*1n Divine Matters? And the Apoitle Paz7/ Judged the Preach- 
*ers of Circumciſioa both in the Rozuaps, and in the Galatians, For 
*it was the Faith and Lzverty of thole Preachers, to preach up 
5 C:rezmciſion, though it was a wrong Faith : And here did not 
* the Apo//l: again Judge in Divize Matters ? - 
* And James Judged in Matters of F2:t5, and manifeſted the 
© living Faith from the dead one. And alſo he Judged in Mat- 
*ters of Religion, the vain Religion from the pure Religion ; and 
* di{tinguiſhed them. 
* And Paul Judged of the falſe Brethren, that would ſþy out the

*all other Goſpels, which was Accarſed, which 1s after Man , 
*and received of Ma», and taught of Maz, and not by the Reve- 
Flation of Feſ1zs Chrizt,Gal.z. And he had a Judgment to know, 
*Who made the Goſpel Chargeable , and who kept it without Charge. 
* And he ſet up a Jadement in the Church, that the Believers 
* ſhould not be »nequzally yoked; and to ſee, when Men had a 
$ Communion in the Lioht, and when they had it in the Darkxeſ; 
<and when with Chriſt, and when with Baal; and with the 
* Believer, and Unbelicver ; and with the Temple of God, and with 
£ Idols : as in 2Cor. 6. And did he not ſet up a clear Judement 
* here in Diviae Matters in the Church ? 
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* And the Apoſtle Judged luch Libertizes through their know- 
* ledge, that could fit at Meat in the 1dol-Temple ; which cauſed 
© the weak Brother to periſh through his knowledge and liberty , for 
* whom Chriſt died. Now theſe, 1t's like, did profeſs, it was their 
© Faith, and their Liberty; but did not keep in the Mnity of the 
© true Faith, but went about to deſtroy it, x Cor, 8. 

* And Peter, he gives Judgment upon the Azzels, that ſinned, 
© and were caſt down into Hel: and the (tate of the O!d4 IWorld, 
© and of Sodom, and the (tate of the falſe Prophets then amongſt 
© them, that could ſpeak great ſwelling words of vanity; and whilſt 
© they promiſed themſelves liberty, they rhemſelves were the Servants 
b of Corruptions, And had not Peter here a Judgment in Divine 
6 Matters? Theſe were ſuch, whoſe work was to bring into bondage, 
6 and theſe was lite the Doo and Sow, that was waſhed : which ſhews, 
© that they had been waſped; but was turned into the Dire a- 
* ain, And the Apoltle Pan! had a Fragment wpon ſuch with 
* their fi/7 words and mens wiſdom, thar deceived the hearts of 
* the ſimple ; and upon ſuch, as ſerved 29t the Lord Feſws Chriſt , 
© but their own Bellies, and were Enemies to the Croſf of Chriſt. 
* And therefore he had a Judgment and Diſceraing , who lived 
in the Croſs of Chriſt, and who did not; and exliorted all to 
* live in the Croff of Chriit, the righteous Power of God, that flew 
$all Deceit, and the Deeds of th2 0/4 Maz : agreeable to Chriſt's 
* words, He that will be my Diſc:ple, muſt take up my Croſs, and 
© follow me, And was not here a Judgment again in Divine Mat- 
"09g, and 0f ſuch as walk in the Divine Power, and ſuch as did 
© Not ! 

* And Chriſt ſets up a Judgment in his ſeven Churches, and 
© commends them, that did keep in his Judgment, and bad 7r2- 
*ed them, which ſaid, They were Apoſtles; which might pretend, 
© they were ſent of God and Chriſt, and were not : But the Church 
* of Chriſt had found them Lziars. And Chriſt Commendcd this 
© Xudament of the Church of Epheſas, becauſe they had Not borr 
* with them, that was evil ; but had tried thoſe falſe Apoſtle: : And 
* Chriſt commends this Church, for that they had hated the ateds 
* of the Nicholaitans, which he alſo hated: And had not thele N+- 
© cholattans ſprung from Nicholas, one of the Deacons? and was 
© nor theſe become a Sect of Chriſtians? though they might talk 
© and preach of Chriſt, but Chriſt hated them. 

* And likewiſe Chriſt ſaith to the Church of Smyrna, 1 know the 
* blaſphemy of them, which ſay, they are Jews, but are not; but are of 
© the Synagogre of Satan, So the Church is to: have a Judgement 
* upon thele blaſpem?rs, and are to diſtinguiſh from the Jews in 
* the Sprrit, and ſuch as are not, but of the Synagogue of Sz- 
© tan, 

* And to the Church in Pergamos Chriſt had a few things againſt 
* them, becauſe thou haſt there them, that hold the Dottrines of Pa- 
* laam, &c. And alſo them, that hold the Dofrine of the Nicho- 
f laitans, witch I hate, Now, theſe that held the Doctrine of 
© Balan, and the Doctrine of the Nicholaitazs , were got into 
* the Church; and might have lookt upon themſelves to be high 

* Chriſtians, 
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* Chriſtians, and took a great Liberty to go into Bu/azws Dow 1 68 g 
* Frine, and Nicholas's Dodrine, which was hated by Chriſt : way 
* but the Church was to keep a Spiritual and Divine J1dement Enfield, 
© upon the Heads of all thele. 

* And to the Church of Thyatira ſaith Chriſtz I have a few 
* things againſt thee, becauſe thou ſuffereſt the woman Jerabel to teach, 
* which ſeduces my people , Nc. So here was a Syfferivs , which 
© ſhould have been a Judgment by Chril(t's Spirit , upon that Je- 
© zabel, which was erred from his Spirz4, and fo from Chriſt : 
*and ſuch as theſe were high Preachers. And is not the Charch 
* to beware of ſuffering ſuch now ; leſt they come under the Re- 
* proof of Chrilt , for not paſſing ro Judgment againſt the falſe 
& Teacher and Seducer ? 

* And the Charch of Sardis , that had a name to live, but was 
© dead, and their works were not found perfect before God, There- 
© fore here 15 a Judement to be ſet up 1n the Church, to Fudge all 
© Imperfect Works, and ſuch as would have a Name, but not the 
© Nature, or a name to /:ve, but dead : And therefore the 
$ Living muſt be in Chriſt, of all Chriſt's Church, living Members, 
* and /tve to his Name. Though this Charch had a few Names , 
* that had not defil-d their Garments , that did walk in White ;, But 
* ſuch as had a Name to live, but are dead, whilſt they are in 
© the dead Hate, they cannot walk 7» White, nor Judge in Di- 
s vine Matters, And behold, {faith Chriſt, 1 will make them of the 
* $5nagozue of Satan, which ſay, they are Jews, but are not, but do 
* lie; behold, I will make them to come, and to worſhip before my 
© feet. 

+ And to the Church of Laodicea, that was neither hot nor cold , 
E but lukewarm; I would thou wert either cold or hot: I will ſpew thee 
* out of my mouth , becauſe thou ſaid*ſt thou waſt rich, and wanted nos 
© thinz ; when they were wretched, miſerable, poor, blind and naked. 
* Now this was for want of living in the Power and Spirit of 
«Chriſt : thels: could talk of high Experiences , and great 1njoy- 
* ments, but-was naked, miſerable and blind 5 So lived not in the 
« Power, and Spirit, and Light, and Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, by 
* which they might be cloathed, and have the Erernal Riches. SO 
*the Church of Chriſt had a ſpiritual Fudement given to them, 
* that are faithful, in his Power and Spirzt , and Light to Judge 
* of Temporal things, and the things of this Life; and to Judge 
* of Eternal and Divine things and States: and of Angels and 
*Wicked men, and ſuch as goes from Truth ; and of the ſtates 
* of Eleition, and Reprobation ; yea, and of the Devils, who 1s 
* out of Truth; being in Chri# Jeſus, who is the Firſt and Laff, 
*from whom they have the Eternal Judament , to Judge Eternal, 
* Spiritual and Divine things: And this Word of Power and Wi/- 
© dom , by which all things were made, and by which all things 
*fare upheld, in this Word of Wiſdom to order all things to God's 
* Glory, and to F-aze of all things in Righteouſneſs. 
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* And the Apoi#le Judged and ſetup a Jaagment in the Church 
© of Gifts, of Prophecies, of-Myſteries of Faith , and of giving the 
© Body to be burnt, and of giving Goods to the Poor, andot ipeak- 
© ing with Tongues of Mex az:d4 Angels: And yet it they had not 
© Love, all this was nothin: ; but as a ſounding Brafs, and t1nkling 
Cymbal, Therefore they are to be tried by the Fruits of the 
© 500! Spirit, which is Love. So here the Apoſtle not only Judg- 
© ed himfelf in Divine Matters; but fet up a Jrdement in the 
© Church 1n thoſe Spiritual and Divine Matters. 

* And the Apoſtle James here Judges of Fenrtarns, and of the 
© Fio-trces; and of the Wiſdom below, and of the Wiſdom trom 


© above, and the Fruits of both, Fam. 3. And Paul! ſudged in 


* Diviae Matters, when he ſaid, The Spirit ſpake expreſly, that in 
6 the latter times ſome ſhould depart from the Faith, 1'i1m. 4. And 
© he Judged in Dive Matters, when he judged all thoſe Teach- 
Cers, that was high minded, and had got the Form of Gozlinef, 
© bur denie.! the Power; and termed them like unto Faxzes and 
* Jambrcs, Whicin withitood Doſes, coming out of outward £- 
* oxpt ; as theſe with their Form of Godlinefs oppoſes Chriſt and 
* his Power, that brings them out of ſpiritual Egypt now. And 
* was not he a Jae Rove in Divize Matters, who judged {uch,

© Power? 2 Tim 3, 

* And witcn the 4Ypoſile ſaid; The Prieſthood of F.aron 74s chang- 
bed, and the Law was chanced, and the Commanament d:ſanul- 
* lea, that nave them their Tithes; 61d not he Judge here 1n Diw7ze 
*and Spiritual Matters ? and was not the Law ipiritual , which 
© ſerved, till the Seed came ? 

* And did not the Apoſtle Judge in Divine and Spiritual Mate 
F ters 1n the Sixth of the Hebrews, where he ſaith 5 Let 7s go on 
fro perſedtion, uot laying again the foundation of Repentairco from 
* dead works, and of Fatth towards God, and of the Doitrine of Bap- 
© tiſms, and of laying on of Hands, and of the Reſurrefion of the 
* Dead, and of Eternal Tudzment : and this will we do, if Ged per- 
* mit, &c. And ſo does not the Apoſtle Judge of ſuch here , 
*1hat it was impoſſible for thoſe, who was once enlightened , ana 
* taſted of the heavenly gift, and were partakers of the Holy Ghoſt , 
* and had taſted of the good Word of God, and of the power of the 
* World to come, if they ſhall fall away, to renew them apain unto

*the Charch a Spiritual Judamernt to Judge of Prophets, Myſter tes, 
* Faith, Apoſtles, Angels, World, and the Devil? and is not this 
* Fudgment given them of God, in Divize Matters, belides 


* the Judgment given them in Matters pertaining unto this

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* And had not they Judgment to diſcern the 77ue Goſpel, from 168 5. 
* the falſe? and all ſuch as had a Proteliion of the Form, and Www 
« did not live in the power? and ſuch as ſpoke the things of Goa, Enfield. 
© in the words that Mars wiſdom did teach ? which things of God 
« were not to be ſpoken in the wiſdom, which Man's words taught; 
<but in the Word, which the Holy Ghoſt taughr. And theretore 
* did not the Apoſtle exhort to know the Power, and their Faith 
£ to ſtand in the Power of God? for the Kingdom of God ſtood 
*not in Word, but in Power. | 

* And had not all the Prophets a Divine Judemert to Judge in 
* Divine Matters? as lee Re, when he Judged the Pro- 
* phets, And Ezekiel Judged all ſuch, as came with a pretence 
© of the Word of the Lord, uſing their Tongues, and ſaying, Thus 
* ſaith the Lord ; when the Lord never ſpoke unto them : as in Je- 
© remia' the 23th, and in Ezektel the 13th, and in many other 
© places might be Inſtanced. And did not he judge Hananiah, 

: * who prophelicd falily ? and did not this Haraniah pretend to 
ſpeak the Word of the Lord to the Prieſts and People ? as 10 Je- 
* remiath the 287h. 

* And did not T/azah judge 1n Divine Matters, when he judg- 
*cd the Watchmen, and the Shepherds? Ia. 56, And did nor M:- 
© cah jadge in Divine and Spiritual Matters, when he ſaid, he was 
© full of the Power by the Spirit of the Lord, and of TFudement ? 
* did not he Judge both of Prieſts, and Prophets, and Judzes , 
* though they would lean upon the Lord, and ſay, Is not the Lord 
* among{t us, and no evil can come unto us ; yet did not he let 
* them ſee their Szates and Conditions, and divided the precions 
* from the wile? Mich. 3. And {o the reit of the Prophezs, you 
* may ſee here, they Judged for God in his Divine Matters, who

{If with all diligence to look after Friexds ſufferings; which we 
had now ſome hopcs of getting Relzef for. The Siyſions came 
on in the Secoud Month at (Hicks's- Hall, where many Friczds 
had Appeals to be Tried; with whom I was from Da to Day to 
adviſz and ſee , that no Opportunity were lipt, nor Advantage 
lot : and they generally ſucceeded well. Soon afteralſo the K7zg 
was pleaſed, upon our often laying our S»fferigs before him, To 

WP 7ive order for the Releaſing of all Priſoners, that were impriſoned 

for Conſcience ſake; and which were in his piwer to diſcharge, 

Wicriby the Priſon doors were opened, and many hundreds of 

Friis, ſome of whom had been long in Priſoz, were ſet at 

Liberty ; and ſome of them, who had for many jears been re- 
Yearly ſtrained in Bonds, came now up to the Tearly-Meetizg , which 
Meeting: was in the Third Month this Tear : Which cauſed great Joy to 
Fricads, to ſeg our Ancient, Faithful Brethren again at Literty in 
the Lord's Work, after their long Confinements. And indced, a 
precious Atzeting we had; the refreſhing Preſence of the Lord 
appearing plentifully with us and amongſt us. Aﬀer the 
Mectins 1 was moved to write a few Lines, to be {ent abroad a- 
mongit Friends; the tznor whereoi was thus :

I remained for the moſt part of this Tear in London; fave that 
ſometimes I got out to Beazal-Green for a Nizht or two, and ſome 
times went as far as Exfi:/4 and thereabours, amongſt Friends, 
and once or twice to Chiſwick, where an Ancient Friend had ſet 
up a S$:hosl for the Educating of Friends Children: in all which 
places I found Service for the Lora, And when I was at Loz- 
don, 1 ſpent my time amonglir Friezds, either in Publick Meet- 
inss { as the Lord drew me, or viſiting Friends, that were not 
well, and in looking after the Swfferings of Friends. For though 
very many Friends were releaſed out of Priſons, yet ſome re- 
mained Priſoners [till for Tithes, &c. and Sufferings of ſeveral 
ſorts lay heavy yet on Friends in many places. Yer inaſmuch as ma- 
ny Friends, that had cen Priſoners, were now fet at Liberty , 
I felt a Concern upon me, that none might look too much ar 
Maa ; but might Eye the Lord therein, from whom deliverance 
comes. Wherefore I writ an Epiſtle to Friends,and ſent it abroad 
to be read amongſt them, as followeth : 


Friends, 


, HE Lord by his Eternal Power hath opened the heart of 
6 the Kzng to open the Priſon-doors, by which about Fif- 
© teen Or Sixteen hundred are fet at Liberty; and hath given a 
© Check to the Informers: ſo that in many places our Meetizgs are

Soon aſter this, finding thole Apoftates, whom the Enemy had 
drawn out into Diviſioz and Separation from Friexas , continued 
their Clamonr and Oppoſition againſt Friends Meetings, both Monthly, 
Quarterly and Nearly; it came upon me to write another ſhort 
Epiſtle to Friends , to put them in mind of the Evidence and Seal 
they had received in themſelves by the Spirit of the Lord , that thoſe 
Meetings were of the Lord, and accepted by him; that ſo they 
might not be ſhaken by the Adver/aries, Wheretore I writ as 
tolloweth :

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© fice to God, by Jeſus Chriſt ; and are zealows of righteous, god- x 6 8 6. 
*ly, good works: and their Zea! is for that which is of God , WW 
© againſt the Evil, which 1s nor of God. And Chriſt took upon London. 
© him the Seed of Abraham ; he doth not ſay, the corrupt Seed 
* of the Geatilzes: SO according to the Fleſh, he was of the holy 
© Sezd of Abraham and of Davia; and his holy Body and Blood 
* was an Offering, and a Sacrifice for the Sins of the whole 
* World, as a Lamb without blemiſh, whoſe Fleſh ſaw no Cor- 
ruption. And ſo by the oze Offering of himſelf in the New

Towards the /atter End of this Tear I went down to Kzngſton 
to viſit Friexds there; and ſtay'd ſome time at my Son Rouſe's 
near K»z/ton, While I was there, I writ a Paper concerning the 
Falling away foretold by the Apoſtle Par, 2\Theſſ. 2.3. Which 
Paper was, as followeth: \ 


* FP" HE 2p#le faith, that there muſt be'a Falling away firſt, 


, before the Micked one, and Man of ſin, the Son of Peraiti- © 


* on bz Revealed, which betrayeth Chriſt w:thin, as the Son of 
© Per1ition betrayed Chrijt without : And they, that betray Chriſt 
* within, crucifie to themlelves Chriſt afreſh, ard put him to 
* open ſhame. Before the Apoſtles deceaſed, rhis May of $:z and 
© Son of Perdition was revealed: for they ſaw the Antichriſt come,

©7s nigh, And he foretold, that the Fews ſhould fall by the

© Zions; and Jeruſalem ſhould be trodaen down of the Gentiles, Luke 
© 21,20, 24. Here ye may ſee, how Jeruſalem was often warn- 
*e4 by Chriſt, and how often he would have Gathered them, but 
* they would not , before they were ſcatterea over or into all Nati- 
* ons, and their Houſes left deſolate, and their T exple and Fern- 
* /alem beſieged with Armies, and deſtroyzd, and thrown down. 
* And though the Diſciples and Apoſtles of Chriſt did Meet, with 
* the Elders and Church, at Feruſalem, atter Chriſt was riſen ; yet 
* Enſebins reporteth in his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, [ hat the Chriſtians 
* at Jeruſalem had a Viſon, or a Revelation to depart out of Jeru- 
© falem. And they being fore-warned alſo by Chriſt, that When 
© they ſhould ſee Jeruſalem compaſſed with Armies, its Deſolation 
* w.zs nign; and that the Temple ſhould be thrown down, and not one 
* ſtone left upon another , *Tis ſaid, that the Chriſtians did depart 
* out of bloody Feruſalem , before it and the Temple were deſtroy- 
* ed by Titus, the Emperour, who beſieged it with his Armies : 
* who was of the Geztiles, and deſtroyed the Temple ind Feruſa- 
* lem , as Chriſt had fore-ſpoken to his Diſciples, becaule of the 
* Wickedneſs of the Jews, and the Innocent Blood, that they had 
* ſhed in it. And ſo the Lord called his People out of bl:ody 
* Jeruſalem, before he deſtroyed it. And it is ſaid, that T tus 
* did deſtroy the Temple and Jeruſalem about Two and forty years, 
* after they had C-«cifred Chriſt, and he was riſen again; and 
* that with ſo great a deſtrud#ion, that the Jews never did build 
* again the City Jeruſalem, nor the Temple (as Sodom was never 
* built again, nor the Czties of the Old World:) But the Jews 
* for above theſe Thouſand years have been, and are a ſcattered 
* People in all Nations to this day; and Chriſt ( whom they Cruci- 
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1686.* fied) and his Dofrine is preached, and {et over them : and the 
— © Gentiles, whom they bated, have Recezved, and do Rect ive bim 
Kingſton. © and his DocFreze, and do praile God for it through Jews Chriſt, 
© Amen. 
© And God called his People out of Egypt, after he had poured 
£ out his Tex Plagnes upon the Egyptians; when he had dettroyed 
@ the Firit Birth of Egypt, then the Lord brougnt his People out 
© of £21pt. And after the Lord had clearly brought his People 
© out of E2ypt, then the Lors deſtroyed: Pharach, and all his Hots 
6 and Charzots. | 
* And Foba ſain, that he heard a Yozce, faying; Come out of 
« er my People (to wit, out of Bavyloz , the falie Church 3 that 
* vo be not Partakers of her fins, and that ye receive not of her 
* plarizes for her fras have reached to Heaven, and God hath ze- 
F emmred ber Iniquities, Rev. 19. 4, 5. Here ye may fee, that 
© God Gd call his People out of ſpiritnal Bavyion, betore the Lord 
* 62troyed ker, and caſt her down, to be utterly burnt with bire, 
* vir. 6,0.and 21. 
© Was not Nebachadneztar's Empire thrown Cown and ended 
© by Crus and Darius, who were of the Seed of the Medes, be- 
© fore Cyrzs and Darivs gave forth their Prociamations for all the 
* Jews to £0 into their own Land, out of Babylous Captivity ? 
* And was there not a Prophecy of Cyrus, That he ſhould ſubdue 
« Nations, and that the Lord wonld looſe the Loins of Kznes before 
© bizz, and break in pieces the Gates of Braſd, and cnt in ſander the 
« Barrs of Iron, and opens the two-leavd Gates; and that the Gates

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© Bur though Chriſt is ſaid to be of the Sted of David, and of 1 6 8 7. 

£ Abraham, as his Generation is declared by Matthew and Luke ; Www 
* yet Chriſt was not born of the W:{ of the Fleſh, nor of the Kingſton: 
* Will of Man, bur of God, For he was Conceived by the Holy 
* Ghoſt; and not by the Will of May, but by the Well of God, 
* bora of the YVirzzn, and ſuppoſed to be the Sox of Foſeph, bur 
* was the Son of Vod: and his Name was called Jeſus, becauſe 
© he ſhould ſave his People from ther fins 5 and Emanuel, God with 
*us. And Chriſt took not upon him the azure of Azzels, bur 
© the Seed of Abraham (as I ſaid before) and ſo was made of the 
« See4 of David according to the Fleſh; and declared to be the Sor

Quickly after this I returned to Londen , and continued there London. 

a Month in the Service of the Lord; being daily exerciſcd either 
1n publick Meetings, or more particular Services relating to the 
Church of Chriſt : as viſiting ſuch as were ſick or affiied , and 
writing Books or Papers for the ſpreading of Truth, or refuting 
of Error, Now as it was a time of general Liberty, the Papiſts 
appeared more open in their Worſbip, than they were formerly 
wont to do; and many unſettled People going to view them at 
it, a great Talk there was of their Praying to Saints, and by Beads, 
&c. Whereupon I writ a ſhort Paper concerning Prayer ; which 
was as followeth : 


5 Chriſt 
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Y '© Hriſt Jeſus, when he taught his Diſciples to pray, ſaid un- 
A , to them, When ye do pray, ſay; Our Father , which art in 
© Heaven, hallowed be thy Name, &c. Chrilt doth not ſay, thar 
© they ſhould pray to Mary, the Mother of Chriſt; nor doth he 
© ſay, that they ſhould pray to Angels, or to Saizts, that were 
© dead. Chritlt did not teach them ro pray to the Dead, nor for 
© the Dead. Neither did Chriſt or his Apoſtles teach the Belie- 
vers to pray by Beads, nor to ſing by Ouiward Organs : but 
* the Apoſtle ſaid; he would Sing anda Pray in the Spirit : forthe 
© Spirit it ſelf maketh Interceſſion ; and the Lord, that ſearcheth the 
© heart, knoweth the mind of the ſpirit. 

© To take Connſcl of the Dead, was forbidden by the Law of 
*God ; but they were to take Counſel of the Lord: And he hath 
* given Chriſt in the New Covenant., in his Golpel-Day, to be 
* a Conaſellor and a Leader to all his Believers in his Light. And 
© Men are not to run to the Dead for the Living : for the Law 
*and Teſtimony of God forbids it. Thoſe Jews, that refuſed 
*the running Waters of Sh:/oh, the Floods and Waters of the 
© Aſſyrians and Babylonians came over them, and carried them 
* into Captivity : And they that refuſe the Waters of Chriſt, they 
© are overflown with the Flood of the World, that lieth in Wick- 
© edneſs. They that asked Counſel of Szocks and Sropes, their ſtate 
* was in the Spirit of Error and Whoredomz and they were gone 4 
* whoring from God, Hoſ: 4.12. And they, that joined themſelves to 
© Baal-Peor, and ate the Sacrifices of the Dead, provoked the Lord's 
« Anger, and brought the Lord's Diſpleaſure upon them, Plal. 106. 
© 28,29. So here ye may ſee, The Sacrifices of the Dead were 
* forbidden. The Living know that they ſhall die ; but the Dead 
* know not any thing, neither have they any more a Renard: 
© for the Memory of them is forgotten, Ecclel. 9.5. Wo to the re. 
© bellions Children, ſaith the Lord, that take Counſel , but not of we ; 
® and that cover with 4 Covering , but not of my Spirit , that they 
* 2249 add ſin to ſin, Ia. Zo. I.

When I had ſtay'd about a Month in London, I got out of 
Town again : For by reaſon of the many Hardſhips I had under- 
gone in Impriſonments, and other Sufferings for Truth's ſake, 
my Body was grown ſo I-firm and Weak , that I could not bear 
the Cloſexefs of the City long together ; but was fain to go a lit- 
tle into the Country, where I might have the benefit of the freſb 
Air. At this time I went with my Son-in-Law William Meaa, 
to his Country-Houſe called Goofes in Eſſex ( about thirteen 
miles from London ,) where I ſtay'd about Two Weeks: and a- 
ms other Services, that I had there, I writ the following Paper,

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A Diltinction between the True Offerings and Sacrifice, cook.

<"F' HE Lord ſaith, He that ſacrificeth to any God, ſave unto 
x the Lord only, he ſhall be utterly deſtroyed, Exod. 22. 20. So 
©no God is to minded, nor ſacrificed to, but the Lord God: 
© It is death to Sacrifice to any other God, ſave the Lord. The 
« Lord faith alſo, T hou ſhalt not offer the blcoa of my Sacrifice with 
© kavened Bread, Exod. 23. 18. So that ſour, heavy Leaven mult 
© nor be offered with the Zord's Sacrifice. And again the Lord 
« faith; Thow ſhalt not build an Altar of hewen one: for if thou 
« lift up thy Tool upon it, thou haſt polluted it, Exod. 20. 25. There- 
© fore have a care of polluting the A/tar with your own Tools, 
* you thar profeſs to offer the Spiritual Sacrifice, 

* Tonah laid z He world ſacrifice unto the Lord with the woice of 
© Thaukſoiving, when he was in the Fiſh's belly; and there he pray- 
©:4 unto the Lord, Jonah 2. For Fonah in the Whales belly had 

"< no Lambs, nor Rams, nor outward Sacrifices to offer. 

© The Lord forbids his People to Sacrihce with Harlots, Hoſea 
£4.14. And the Lord forbids his People to offer Sacrifice of the 
* Blizd, Lame, Sick, or that which was deformed, or had any 
* blemiſh ; as in Mal. 1. and many other places. So they that 
* offer Spiritual Sacrifice, muſt nor offer the blind, lame, blemiſhed 
* or deformed Sacrifice to Cod. 

« The Scribe faith unto Chriſt, To love God with all the heart , 
* and with all the underſtanding, and with all the ſogl, and with all 
© the ſtreneth, and to love his Neizhbour #s bimfelf , is more than all 
© whole burnt Offerings and Sacrifices, Mark 12. 33. And when Fe. 
© ſus ſaw, that he anſwered diſcreetly, he ſaid unto him ; Thou art not 
© far from the Kingdom of Goa, v.34. Now ye may ſee, to Love 
* God, and their Neighbour as themlelves, was more than their 
© whole Burnt-Offerings and Sacrifices in the time of the Law: 
* And therefore all Otterings and Sacritices in the time of the 
© Goſpel, if there be not /ove to God, and to their Nezzhbour as 
© themſelves, avails nothing. 

* David ſaid, Let them ſacrifice a Sacrifice of Thankſgiving , and 
* declare his Works with rejoycing , Pal. 107. 22. Theſe are the 
* Sacrifices that the Lord requires of his People, more than Ourt- 
© ward Sacrifices. And David ſaid, Let my Prayer be ſet forth be- 
* fore thee, as Incenſe ;, and the lifting up of mine Hands, as the E- 
* vening Sacrifice, Plal. 141. 2. So here David looks upon his 
* Prayer to the Lord, and the lifting up of his Hands to him , 
* to be accepted with the Lord, as much as the Outward Incenſe, 
*and the Outward Evening Sacrifice. Again David ſays, The 
© Sacrifices of God are a broken ſpirit : a broken and a contrite heart, 
*0 God, thou wilt not deſpiſe, Plal. 51.17- (See allo 1a. 57. 15. 
* and chap. 65.2.) Theſe be the Sacrifices that David ſaid God 
* would accept, and not deſpiſe; which are beyond the un- 
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x 6 $ 7.* broken Spirit, and uncontrite heart, with Outward Offerings 
Lwx *and Sacrifices.

© The Adverſaries of the Jews would have joined with them 
© towards the building of the Temple , ſaying unto them ; Let xs 
© build with you, for we ſeek your God, as ye do ; and we do ſacri- 
* fice unto him. But the Jews refuſed them, and faid ; Ton have 
© xotbing to do with us, to build an Houſe unto our God, Ezra 4. 
© 2,3. So hcre ye may ſee, that God's People refuſed their bni/d- 
© ;np with them, and their ſacrifice, And Solomon faith, The Sa- 
© crifice of the Wicked is an Abomination to the Lord , Prov, 15.8, 
©(Sze allo Iſa. 1.11. and chap. 66, 3.) Solomon allo ſaith , Ber- 
© zer is a dry Morſel, and quietneſs therewith, than an houſe full of 
© Sacrifices with ſtrife, Prov. 17.1. Now let all People Conſider, 
* what Good your houle full of Sacrifices doth with ſtrife , when 
* a dry Morſel, and Quietneſs therewith is better ? And Conſi- 
* der all People, If ye live in Wrckedzefs, your Sacrifice 1s an A- 
© bomination to the Lord. 

* Again, Solomon ſpeaking of the Sacrifice of Fools, ſaith ; T hey 
* conſider not , that they do evil, Ecclel, 5. 1. Fools are ſuch , as 
© do not walk in the Sperze of God, or begin in the Spirit, and 
end in the Fl, like the fooliſh Galatians : for the Spirit of 
*God is the Spirit of Wiſdom and Underſtanding, and cannot 
© Join with the Sacrifices of the Dead, nor of the Fools, nor of 
© the Wicked, whole Sacrifice is Abominable ; who grieve and 
© quench the Spirit of God : by which Spirizz of God the Spiritual 
© and Rightcous offer up Spiritual Szcrifices, acceptable to God by 
eTeſus Chriſt, 

* The Apoſtle Paul ſaith, he was the Miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt 
© to the Gentiles, miniſtring the Goſpel of God, that the offering up 
* of the Gentiles might be acceptable , being ſanitified by the Holy 
*Ghoſt, Rom. 15.16. So ye may ſee, that all the acceptable 
* Offerings and Sacrifices to God muſt be ſanctified by the Foly 
*Ghoſf, The ſame Apoſtle ſaith to the Corinthians ; Te are bought 
* with a price: therefore glorifie God in your Body, and in your Spi- 
* rit, which are God's, 1 Cor. 6.20. And tothe Romans he ſaith ; 
© Þ beſeech you , Brethren , by the Mercies of God, that you preſent 
* your Bodies a living Sacrifice , holy , acceptable. unto God, which is

Having now been ſomewhat more than a garter of a Tear 
in the Country, I returned to London, ſomewhat better in health, 
than formerly ; having received much benefit by the Country: 
Air. And it being now a time of Gereral Liberty, and great 
OpeaneſS amongit the People, I had much Service for the Lordin 
the Cry ; being almoſt daily at Publick Meetings , and frequently 
taken up in Viſiting Friends , that were ſick, and in other Ser. 
vices of the Church. I continued at Loxdon about Three Months: 
and then finding my ſtrezoth much fert, with continual /aboure 
ins in the Work of the Lor.l, and my Body much ſtopped for 
want of fr-ſþ Air, I went down to my Son Rosſe*s by Kzng ſton ; 
where I abode ſome time, and vilited Friends at Kzng Fon. 
Whilz I was there, it came upon me to write a Paper concern- 
ing the Fews, ſhewing ; How by their Diſobedience and Rebellion they 
loft the holy City and Land, Py which Example the profeft Chriſtians 
may ſee, what they are to ExpeCt, if they continue to diſobey, 
and provoke the Lord, Of that Paper the Copy here follow- 
eth : 


Y —"—=_ E Lord gave the Jews in the 0/d Teſtament the Land of 
, Canaan, and they built the Temple at Feruſalem to worſhip 
*in; and it was called The Hcly Temple , and Feruſalem was cal- 
* led The Holy Gity, and Canaan, The Holy Land. P,ut when the 
* Jews rebelled againſt the good Spirit, which God gave _ ” 
inſtru 
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* initruft them, and revelled againſt his Law, and ſet up Jdols 168 7. 
*and Imazes, ard dehled the Land and the City ; the Lord ſent ww 
© his Prophets to Cry againſt them,and to bring them back again to his Kingſton. 
* Spirit, and to 113 Law, and fo to God, to ſerve and worſhip \ 
* him, that they might not worihip Images and 1aols, the works 
* of their own hands. But initead of hearkening to God's Pro- 
* pits, they perſecured them 3 and at laſt killed his Soz Chriſt 
© Jeſus, and perſecuted his Apoſtles, But Chriſt told the Fews , 
© tizat both their City and Temple ſhould bes laid Waite, and they 
© ſhould be ſcattered over all Nations: And it was ſo, when T:z- 
© rus the Romin Emperonr came, and took Jeruſalem, and deſtroy - 
* ed the Ciry and Temple; which was a Day of Venzeance upon 
© the Jews, for all their Idolatries, and their Witkednefs , and for 
© the Innoceat bicod they had ſhed, both in Czty and Conntry : And 
*they were driven out of their oun Czy and Lazad, and icatter- 
©cd over all Nations. And the Fews h-d never power to pet 
« the Laxd fincc, nor to build Jeruſalem, nor the Temple: But 
* the Turk bath both th: Lxvd of Canaar, and that which is 
© called, The City Jer:sfalem, Now, the Turk neither makes Ima- 
* es, nor Worſhips Images: And fo it is a juſt Hand of the 
* Lord, that he ſhould be over the perſecuting, Idolatrous Jews, 
© fo that they cannot defile the Land of Canaan now with Images 
* and Idols, for the Tark hath it ; who neither makes Images, nor 
* I1ls, nar worſhips them. And the Fews mult never hope, be- 
© lieve nor expect, that ever they {hall go zgain into the Land 
© of Canaan, to ſet up an outward Worſhip at Feruſalem, and there 
* for their Prieſts to offer outward Sacrifices of Rams, Sheep and 
© Heifers, &c. for Burnt-Offerings : for Chriſt, the one Offering, hath 
* offered himſelf once for all; and by this ce Offering he hath 
« perfeCted for ever, them that are ſanQtified. And Chrift hath 
* changed the Prieſthood of _1aron, that offered Sacrifices, which 
* was made after the power of a Carnal Commanament ; but Chriſt 
* was made after the power of an exdlef{ Life, a Prieſt for ever, 
* who was holy and harmleſs, and ſeparate from Sinners; and 
©15 a Prieſt made higher than the Heavens. This is the Prieſt, 
© that gives power to all that receive him, to become the Soxs 
* and Daughters of God: And Feruſalem, that is above, 1s the Mo- 
© ther of al the Sons and Daughters of God; which is free: but 
© Jeruſalem that is below, is in bondage with her Children, And 
*they that are the Children of Soalrlew, that 1s above, do not 
© look downat Jeruſalem, that is below ; but they look at Jeruſa- 
© Jem that is above, which is their Mother, Chriſt ſaid , Nez- 
* ther at Outward Jeruſalem, xor in the Mountain of Samaria ſhould 
* God be worſhipped; but God ſhould be worſhipped in Spirit and in 
Truth : for he is a Spirit , and ſuch he ſetks to worſhip him , John 
©4. This is the Worſbip, that Chriſt ſet up above Szxteen hun- 
© ared years ago: And therefore the Idolatrow Jews muſt never 
© think to Offer their outward Offerings and Sacrifices, nor let up 
© their outward Worſhip at Jeruſalem, in the holy Land of Canaan 
* more. For Chriſt, by the Offering up of himſelf once for all

* and Biſhop, that overſees them ; and Prieft, that died for their

there, and fſtay*d three aays with them; and had a large and 
very good Meeting there on the Firſ/t-day of the Week.

Several other things I writ, while I was now at Kzneſton: for 
my Spirit being continually exerciſed towards God, I had many pre- 
cious Openings of Divine Matters; and divers places of Scripture , 
both in the O/d Teſtament and in the New, relating to a ſtate of 
Regeneration, and Sanitification, &c. were brought to my remem- 
brance by the holy Spirit : ſome of which I committed to writing, 
and were as followeth :

© Luke 20. 37, 38. So, None of us liveth ro himſelf , and no man

© or ate, we are the Lord's, For to this end Chriſt both died , and

I returned to<Lozdon towards the latter end of rhe Eleventh 
Month 1687. viliting Friends in the way at Chiſwick, and at Ham- 
merſmith, where I had Two Meetings, one upon a Firſt-day, 
and the other upon the Occalion of a Marriage there ; at which 
were many of the World's People, amongit whom I had a 
very ſeaſonable Opportunity of opening the Way of 7 ruth. 

B<=ing come to Loxdon, I viſited Friends Meetings in and 
about the City, as the Lord led me; in whoſe Servzce I continu- 
ed labouring in the Cy, until the middle of the Firſt Month 
1687, At which time I went down towards Ezfil4, and viſited 
Friends there, and thereabouts ; and at Barzer, and Waltham-Ab- 
bey ,and other places; where I had many Meetings , and very 
good Service amonglt Friexds: in which I ſpent ſeveral Weeks. 
And then returned to Londoz : where I continued labouring in 
the work of the Goſpe! of our Lord , until after the Tearly-Meeting 
was over ; which this Year was about the beginning of the 
Fourth Moath, A precious Meeting it was, and a very refreſhing 
Seaſon Friends had together ; the Lord vouchlafing to honour 
our Aſſemblies with his living and glorious Preſence, in a very 
plentiful manner. At the Concluſion of the Meeting I felt a 
Concern upon my $pzrz#, to give forth the following Paper, to 
be diſperſed abroad among(t Friends.

And though I was but Weak in Body, and not well 
able to ſtir to and fro; yet ſo great a Concery was upon my 
Spirit on behalf of Truth and Friexds, that I Attended continu- 
ally for many days, with othet Fricnds, at the Parliament-Heuſe , 
labouring with the Members thereof, that the thing might be 
done Comprehenſfively , and EffteQually. 

In this, and other Services at Meetings and amongſt Friends , 
I continued, till towards the end of the Secovd Month 5 when be- 
ing much ſpent with continual Labour, I got out of Town for 


South-gate q ]ittle while, as far as South-gate and thereabouts. And while 


I was there, I writ a Letter to Peter Henaricks, a Friend at Am- 
fterdam in Holland; in which I incloſed an Epiſtle tothe Friends 
at Dazntzick in Poland , who at this time were under great Per- 
fſecution, And as I writ unto them, to Incourage and Strengthen 
them in their Teſtimony, and to Comfort them in their Sufferings 
for the 7r7uth ; ſo alſo I writ a Paper to their Perſecutors, the

cation, and perſwading them to Chriſtian Moderation, and To ao 
unto others, in Matters of Religion, as they would be aone unto.

Conntry.houſe near Kzjnzſton, and tarried there moſt of the re- 
maining part of the Summer. In which time I ſometimes viſi- 

ted Friends Meetings at Kjngſton, and writ divers things for the 
Service of Truth and Friends, Amongſt thoſe things that I writ 


there, one was an Epiſtle to Friends in Barbados ; and it was, as 
followeth : 


To all Friends in Barbados, that are Convinced of 
God's Truth. 


| Y Delires are, that ye may live and walk in his peace- 
. M able Truth, and ſhew forth, that ye are Children of the 
* Light and of the Truth: for the heavenly, gentle and peace- 
© able Wiſdom 1s juſtified of her Children. But Debate, Strife, 
©Wilflzefs, and laying open one: another's Nakedzeff and Weak« 
*xeſ, that is not heavenly Wiſdom's Children's doing ( but 
© Hams) nor from the Spirit of Chriſt; nor ſuch, as bite and 
< car One another : Thar's from a devouring Sptrit, and not from 
© the Spirit of Feſus, which cloaths and covers that which is un- 
*comely, and can forgive. And now my Friends, you profeſs 
« that Truth, which is beyond all the Worla"s ways; therefore

& loveth not his Brother , whom he hath ſeen, how can he love God 
© whom be hath not ſeen? And this Commandment have we from God, 
«that he who loveth God, loveth bis Brother alſo, Chap. 4. 20, 21. 
© Therefore love one another : for Love is of God, and Hatred. is

knows God, Now all are Children of God by Creatioz: and

While I was in the City, I had a Concern upon my Spirit 
with reſpect to a Twofold Danger, that attended ſome, who pro- 
felt Truth: one was of Toung Peoples running into the Faſhions of 
the World; and the other was of Old Peoples going into the Earth, 
And that Concern coming now again weightily upon me, I was 
moved to give forth the following Paper, as a Reproof to ſuch , 


and an Exhortatios and Warning to all Friends to beware of, 
and keep out of thoſe Snares. 


To all that do Profeſs the Truth of God. 


, Y deſires are, that you may walk in Humility in it. For 


when the Lord firſt called me forth, he let me ſee, That 
* Young People grew ap together in Vanity, and the Faſhions of the 


*World ; and Old People went downwards into the Earth, raking it 
| © together : and to both theſe I was tobe a ſtranger, And now Friends, 


I 
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*I do ſee too many Tonng People, that do profeſs the Trath, do x69 0. 
* grow up into the Faſhions of the World; and too many Pa- wv 
* rents indulge them : And amongſt the Elder, ſome are grow- Gooſes, 
*ing downwards, and 7akizg aiter the Earth. Therefore take 
© heed, that you are not making your Graves, while you are 
* Alive outwardly, and loading your ſelves with thick C/ay (Hab. 
© 2.6.) For if you have not power over the Earthly Spirit, and 
* that which leadeth into a Vaiz Minxd, and the Faſhicas of the 
*IWorld, and into the Earth ; though you have often had the Raiz 
* fail upon your Frelds, you will but bring forth Thiftles, Briars 
© 1nd 7 horns, which 1s: for the Fire, And ſuch will become br:#- 
* ile, peeviſh, fretful Spirits, that will not abide the heavenly Do- 
* Xrine, and the Admonitions, Exhortations and Reproofs of the 
* Holy Ghoſt, or heavenly Spirit of God; which would bring you 
*to be Conformable to the Death of Chriſt, and to his Imaze, 
* that ye might have Fellowſhip with him in his Reſurre@ion. 
* And therefore it is good for all to bow to the Name of Jeſws , 
© their Saviour, and that all may Confeſs him to the Glory of 
« God the Father. For I have had a Concern upon me, in a 
© ſenſe of the Danger of Toung Peoples going into the Faſhions of 
* the World, and O!d Peoples going into the Earth, and many go- 
© ing into a Jooſe and falſe Liberty; till at laſt they go quite out 
© into the Spirit of the World, as ſome have done. Such their 
* 7o0uſe hath been built upon the Sazd on the Sea ſhore , not up- 
« on Chri#t the Rock; that they are fo ſoon in the World again, 
* under a prerence of Liberty of Conſcience. But 3t is not a pure 
* Conſcience, nor in the Spirit of God, nor in Chriit Feſas : for in 
© the Liberty in the Spirit there 1s the Unity, which is the Bozd 
© of Peace; and all arc one in Chriſt Jews, in whom 1s the true 
© Liberty. And this is not of the Woria: for He is not of the 
* World, And therefore all are to ſtand faſt in him, as they 
© have received him ; for in him there is peace, who is the Prince 
© of Peace : but in the World there is Trouble. For the Spirit of 
©the World is a Troubleſome Spirit ; but the Spirit of Chriſt is a 
« Peaceable Spirit: and in it God Almighty preſerve all the Faith-

going Sheets were tranſcribed. It remains, that an Account be ad- 


ded of the Time , Place and Manner of his Death and Burial: 
Which were thus : | 


The next day, after he had written the foregoing Epiſtle to Friends 
F-- 72 Ireland, be went to the Meeting at Gracious-ſtreet , which was 
| large (it being on the Firſt-day of the Week:) And the Lord ena. 
bled him to preach the Truth fully ad effeCtually , opening many 
deep and weighty things with _grear Power and Clearnefl. After 
which having Prayed, and the Meeting being ended, be went to Hen- 
ry Gouldney's (a Friens's. Houſe in Whitehart-Corrt, near the Meer- 
ing houſe : ) and ſome Friends going with him thither , he told them, 
*He thought, he felt the Cold ſtrike to his heart, as he came out 
© of the Meeting ; yet aaged, I am glad I was here: Now I am 
Eclear, I am fully clear, As ſoon as thoſe Friends, that were with 
him, were withdrawn , he lay down upon a Bed (as he ſometimes uſed 
to do, through Wearineſs after a Meeting ) but ſoon roſe again; and 
in a little rime lay down again, complaining ſtill of Cold, And his 
Strength ſenſibly decaying, he was fain ſoon after to go into Bed; 
where he lay in much Contentment and Peate, and wery ſenſible to 
the Laſt. And as in the whole Conrſe of his Life, hu Spirit in the 
untverſal Lowe of God, was ſet and vent for the exalting of Truth 
and Righteouſneſs, and the making known the Way thereof to the - 
Nations ans. Peoples afar off ; ſo now, in the time of is outward 
Weakneſs, his Mind was intent upox , and ( as it mere ) wholly raken 
up with that : And ſome particular Friends he ſent for , to whom he 
expreſt his Mizd and Deſire for the Spreading Friends Books, and 
Truth thereby in the World, and through the Nations thereof. Di- 
vers Fricnds came to viſit him in his Ihieſs ; unto ſome of whom he

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aid, « All % well + The Seed of God reigns over all, and over 


© Death it ſelf. And though ( /aid he ) I am weak in Body ; yet 
© the Pover of God is over all, and the Seed reigns over all-difor- 
« deriy Spirits. Thus lying in an heavenly frame of Mina, his Spirit 
wholly exerciſed towards the Lord, he grew weaker ana weaker in his 
natural Strength, and on the Third day of that Week, between the 
hours of Nine ad Ten 27 the Evening, he quietly departed thu Life 
in Peace, and ſweetly fell afleep in the Lord , whoſe Bleſſed Truth he 
had livinaly and powerfully preached in the Meeting but two days 
before. Thus ended he his Days in his faithful Teſtimony, in perfet# 
Love and Unity with his Brethren, and in Peace and Good-will to all 
Men , on the 13thday of the 1ith Month 1690. 6b:i7g then in the 
67th year of his Age. | 

Upon the 16th day of the ſame Month ( being the fixth of the 
Week, and the Day appointed for his Funeral) a very great Con- 
courſe of Friends, ana other People of divers ſorts, Aſſembled together 
at the Meeting-houſe in White-Hart-Court zear Gractous*(treet, 
about the middle time of the day, in order 10 attend his Body 
to the Grave. The Meeting was held about two hours with great 
and heavenly Solemnity , manifeily attended with the Lord's bleſſed 
Preſence and gloriows Power ; in which divers livins Teftimonies 
were given, from a lively Remembrance and Senſe of the bleſſed Mini- 
ſtry of this Dear and Arcient Servant of the Lord, his early Ex. 
tring into the Lord's Work at the breaking forth of this Goſpel-day , 
his innocent Life, long and great Travels, and unwearied Labours of 
Love'in the Everlaſting Goſpel, for the turning and gatherins man 
Thouſands from Darkneſs to the Light of Chriſt feſus, the Foun-

mending the Company to the Guidance and Proteition of that Divine 
Spirit and Power, by which this holy Man of God had been raiſed 
up, furniſhed, ſupported and preſerved to the end of his Day , his Bo- 
ay was decently committed to the Earth; but hs Memorial ſhall Re- 
main, and be Everlaſtingly Bleſſed among the Righteows.

© beſtowed upoa Chriſtendom in vain, which was to bring People 
© from under ſuch beegarly Elements and that Yoke of Bondage ; 
«© ( which the Law did requirez) to ſtand faſt in the Liberty, where+ 
« with Chriſt hath mide them free, and not to be entanzled aoain with
